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THE  usual  period  of  two  years  and  a  half,  which  has  ekpsed  since 
the  commencement  of  a  new  Volume  of  the  Periodical  Accounts 
required  a  pre&ce,  has  perhaps  not  been  marked  by  events  so 
striking  as  some  similar  portions  of  time.  And  yet  occurrences  of 
interest  have  not  been  wanting.  Some  weary  pilgrims  old  in  years 
and  labours  have  entered  into  their  rest.  And  the  vacancies  which 
they  have  left,  while  sources  of  sorrow  to  the  survivors,  have  also 
been  mementoes  to  work  while  it  is  day.  There  is  no  time  for  vain 
regrets.  The  work  is  great,  for  the  field  is  still  the  world.  Nor  is  the 
restless,  pushing  spirit  of  the  age  calculated  to  foster  a  spirit  of  ease. 
*'  Occupy  nil  Icome^  is  the  command  of  the  Master  \  and  it  would 
seem  as  though  engagements  multiplied  for  the  steward  who  would 
be  wise  and  faithful,  in  proportion  as  that  great  event  draws  near. 

An  important  occurrence  in  the  history  of  the  world  is  the 
9e88ation  of  the  civil  war  in  the  United  States  of  America.  Prom 
this  great  and  desolating  evil  the  hand  of  Ood  has  brought  forth 
good,  inasmuch  as  the  system  of  slavery  has  become  extinct  in  the 
very  regions  that  had  so  long  been  its  impregnable  forti^ess.  The 
sudden  emancipation  of  such  a  vast  number  of  bondmen,  who  were 
previously  sunk  in  hopeless  ignorance  and  ^vice,  makes  a  serious 
claim  on  the  Christian  philanthropy  of  the  XJijdted  States — a  claim 
which  has  not  been  urged  on  that  great  country  in  vain.* 

Our  highly  favoured  land  has  been  spared  the  horrors  of  civil 
commotion  and  of  foreign  warfare.  Yet  the  chastening  himd  of  the 
Lord  has  been  and  is  stretched  out  over  us,  in  actual  murrain  among 

*  Among  the  efibrts  on  behalf  of  the  freedmen,  we  have  much  pleasure  in 
noticing  the  undertaking  of  a  mission  by  our  Church  in  America,  at  a  place  called 
Holly  Springs,  in  Mississippi.  The  recommendation  of  this  work  bj  the  Provincial 
Elders'  Conference  to  the  kind  aid  of  oar  congregations  and  friends  in  this 
country,  will  be  found  under  the  heading  of  Miscellaneous,  m  the  present  number, 
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our  flQcks  and  herds,  and  threatened  pestilence  among  the  people  of 
the  land. 

But  what  must  strike  a  thoughtful  observer  as  the  most  promi- 
nent feature  in  the  period  under  review— and  it  is  one  which  gives 
no  promise  of  speedily  subsiding— is  the  prevalence  of  mental  con- 
flict. Principles  long  taken  for  granted  are  questioned,  old  and 
well-established  doctrines  are  either  openly  impugned  or  insidiously 
undermined, — and  it  would  at  times  seem  as  though  evangelical 
godliness  would  be  lost  amid  the  turmoil  of  mutually  antagonistic 
principles  and  practices,  occupying  successive  intervals  between  the 
extremes  of  sensuous  ritualism  on  the  one  hand,  and  dreary  atheism 
on  the  other.  Yet  this  state  of  things  should  excite  the  Lord's 
faithful  people  to  renewed  zeal  and  increased  prayerfulness,  rather 
than  lead  them  to  depression;  and  it  would  appear  that  this  is 
actually  the  case,  as  there  has  perhaps  never  been  more  energy 
displayed  in  the  prosecution  of  all  objects  of  Christian  philanthropy. 
Meanwhile,  it-is  increasingly  felt  that  the  only  remedy  for  all  ills  is 
the  reception  of  that  Saviour  who  was  manifested  that  He  might 
destroy  the  works  of  the  devil.  Hence  the  preaching  of  Christ  and 
Him  crucified,  at  home  as  well  as  abroad,  is  now  as  ever,  the  main 
agency  to  be  employed  by  the  Church  of  Christ. 

And  it  is  in  the  fidthful  employment  of  this  agency  that  the 
power  of  the  Church  of  the  Brethren  has  ever  lain.  Whether  when 
struggling  for  a  bare  existence,  '*  faithful  amid  the  faithless,"  in  the 
not  inappropriately-styled  darlc  ages,  she  boldly  held  aloft  the 
banner  of  the  truth,  or  when,  having  barely  escaped  from  the  house 
of  bondage,  she  employed  the  first  moments  of  breathing-time  in 
-striving  to  impart  spiritual  gifts  to  others,  or  when,  amid  the  rapidly 
developing  energies  of  a  more  generally  lively  and  active  state  of  the 
Church  universal,  she  still  holds  on  her  course,  and  though  "  little 
among  the  thousands  of  Judah)"  yet  is  favoured  to  maintain  a  place 
and  name  amid  the  Churches  of  Christendom,  and  to  do  some  work 
for  her  Lord, — under  all  these  varied  circumstances  her  declaration 
has  been  and  is : — 

**  The  doctrine  of  our  dying  Lord, 

The  £uth  He  on  mount  Calyaiy  sealed, 
We  sign,  asserting  erery  word 

Which  in  Hit  Gospel  is  revealed 
As  truth  dirine."  ( ffymn  Book^  No.  87 1 ,  1 .) 
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Nor  is  this  affirmed  as  if  in  distinction  from  other  evangelical 
Churches.  On  the  contrarj,  the  Church  of  the  Brethren  would 
gladly  adopt  the  language  of  the  Apostle,  "  Christ  is  preached ;  and 
I  therein  do  rejoice,  jea,  and  will  rejoice."  (PhiL  i.  18.)  Bat  she 
caonot  do  otherwise  than  confess,  to  the  glory  of  Ghod,  that  herein 
lies  her  strength,  and  that  hereby  alone  she  has  been  enabled  to 
"do  exploits." 

On  proceeding  to  take  a  brief  general  review  of  the  missionary 
work  committed  to  this  section  of  the  Church,  we  shaQ  recollect  that 
a  prominent  feature  in  the  preface  to  the  last  volume  of  the  Periodical 
Accounts  was  the  visitation  which  had  been  recently  held  in  the 
West  Indies,  the  result  of  which  it  was  hoped  and  believed  would 
be  the  more  or  less  speedy  development  of  self-support,  native 
agency  and  local  management,  together  with  the  still  further  im- 
provement of  education.  It  must  now  be  stated  that  these  hopes 
have  been  at  best  only  partiaUy  realized.  Already  then,  a  period  of 
peculiar  trial  had  commenced,  whica  has  even  yet  scarcely  termi- 
nated, and  the  effects  of  which  will  long  continue  to  be  felt.  General 
commercial  depression,  and  the  unremunerative  prices  obtained  for 
some  of  the  principal  colonial  products,  affected  all  classes  of  the 
community.  To  this  trial  was  very  generally  added  one,  proceeding 
more  directly  from  the  hand  of  Gbd,  namely,  an  almost  unprecedented 
continuance  of  drought.  This  of  coturse  shortened  the  supply  of  the 
absolute  necessaries  of  life,  usually  so  abundantly  afforded  by  the  fer- 
tile soil  of  the  tropics.  Hence,  local  sources  were  almost  dried  up.  An 
appeal  for  relief,  made  by  the  Committee  of  the  London  Association 
was  indeed  liberally  responded  to;  but  the  results  were  only 
sufficient  to  prevent  the  actual  abandonment  of  certain  portions  of 
the  work,— which  was  indeed  all  that  was  contemplated.  Not  only 
did  contributions  and  school-fees  fall  off,  but  in  some  instances  aid 
had  to  be  afforded  to  relieve  distress,  and  particularly  to  enable  the 
nearly  naked  children  to  attend  school.  Hence,  the  desired  improve- 
ments are  indefinitely  postponed,  and  it  is  not  improbable  that  some 
modifications  will  have  to  be  introduced  io  the  system  hitherto 
pursued. 

It  is  a  remarkable  circumstance  that,  during  the  period  under 
review,  widely-separated  fields  of  missionary  labour  have  been  called 
to  ejEperience  similar  trials  under  the  chastening  hand  of  Ood. 
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Drought  has  fearfully  added  to  Ae  distress  from  commercial  and 
agricultural  depression  in  the  Cape  Colony,  while  the  advance  of  the 
missionaries  destined  for  the  interior  of  the  Australian  continent  has 
been  arrested  by  an  unprecedented  want  of  rain  over  an  immense 
tract  of  country. 

As  regards  extent  and  numbers,  it  may  be  observed  that  there 
were  by  the  last  complete  returns,  89  stations,  828  missionary  agents 
employed,  and  72,028  persons  under  instruction.  The  diminution 
in  the  latter  total  is  considerable  as  compared  with  the  returns  at  the 
end  of  1862.  It  has  taken  place  in  several  of  the  missions,  from 
various  causes.  In  Labrador,  epidemics  have  diminished  the  already 
scanty  population.  The  long  period  of  trial  operated  unfavourably 
in  several  of  the  West  India  Islands.  In  Surinam  the  alterations  in 
the  places  of  the  people's  residences,  consequent  on  emancipation, 
led  to  a  decrease  in  many  districts.  As  ail  these  causes  of  a  diminu- 
tion, in  some  cases  more  apparent  than  real»  are  but  temporary  in 
character,  there  is  r^^uon  to  believe  that  the  numbers  will  ere  long 
resume  their  former  extent. 

In  taking  a  brief  review  of  the  history  of  the  several  missions 
for  the  past  two  years  and  a  half,  we  first  begin  with  Gbeeklakd, 
the  scene  of  some  of  the  earliest  labours  of  the  Brethren.  At  the 
commencement  of  this  period,  the  establishment  of  a  fifth  station 
was  mentioned  as  of  recent  occurrence.  A  sixth  has  since  been 
added  at  a  place  called  IgdlorpiiU,  a  word  which  signifies  a  multitude 
of  houses,  or  a  city,  and  which  we  would  trust  may  prove  its 
suitableness  in  the  new  settlement  becoming  "  a  city  set  on  a  hill, 
which  cannot  be  hid."  The  establishment  of  this  station,  as  of  that 
at  Umanak,  has  for  its  object  rather  the  better  superintendence  and 
care  of  the  Oreenland  fiock,  than  any  extension  of  the  work,  which 
indeed  would  scarcely  be  practicable  in  a  part  of  the  country  where 
the  whole  population  is  at  least  nominally  Christian.  This  wider 
diffusion  of  the  means  of  grace  and  instruction,  by  no  means  does 
away  with  the  necessity  of  employing  suitable  native  assistants,  the 
training  of  whom  is  therefore  looked  on  by  the  missionaries  as  one 
of  their  most  important  duties. 

Several  departures  took  place  in  the  period  under  review  among 
the  missionaries,  among  which  that  of  the  veteran  Br.  Caspar  Koegel 
may  be  particularly  noticed. 

An  incident  of  an  interesting  character  was  the  visit  of  two 
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members  of  the  Society  of  Friends,  Messrs.  Sharp  and  Pennej  in 
1864.  Impelled  by  a  deep  feeling  of  interest  on  behalf  of  the 
northern  regions  of  the  globe,  Mr.  Sharp  had  abeady  travelled  over 
Iceland  and  the  Feroe  Islands.  Ghreenland  was  his  next  object,  and, 
with  this  in  view,  he,  by  the  assistance  of  the  Mission-Board,  to 
whom  he  had  applied,  sncceeded  in  obtaining  the  aid  of  an  in- 
terpreter, and  a  passage  from  Copenhagen  to  the  country  which  he 
wished  to  see.  The  remarks  of  such  observant  and  impartial  visitors 
could  not  fail  to  be  very  interesting,  while  their  Christian  sympathy 
and  kindness  were  very  encouraging  to  the '  misaionariea  and  their 
flocks. 

The  Mission  in  Labbadob  was  similarly  favoured  in  1865,  the 
same  gentleman,  accompanied  by  Mr.  Pumphrey,  having  sailed  out 
and  h<»ne  in  the  ^  Harmony,"  visiting  all  the  stations.  Here,  as  in 
Greenlimd,  the  visitors  were  cordially  welcomed  and  tiieir  interest 
and  sympathy  highly  valued. 

Of  still  more  direct  importance  to  this  mission,  as  regards  both 
its  present  condition  and  future  prospects,  was  the  sojourn  of  Biv. 
C.  Linder  in  Labrador  for  a  period  of  more  than  a  year.  A  larger 
amount  of  detailed  informaticm  was  hereby  made  available  than  had 
ever  before  been  at  the  disposal  of  the  Committee  of  the  Society  for 
the  Furtherance  of  the  Gh>8pel  among  the  Heathen.  One  result  has 
been  the  resolution  to  introduce  the  employment  of  distinct  agents 
for  the  carrying  on  of  the  barter-traffic,  and  the  establishment  and 
superintendence  of  such  industrial  pursuits  as  may  be  at  once  most 
suitable  and  most  beneficial  for  the  Eskimoes.*  This  change  vrili 
also  be  a  great  r^ef  to  the  missionaries,  who  have  hitherto  £uthfullyi 
and  not  without  success,  though  under  great  disadvantages,  combined 
these  duties  with  those  to  which  they  were  especially  called. 

Whether  the  proposed  modifications  will  lead  to  any  extension  of 
the  work,  as  well  as  to  its  more  efficient  prosecutioxi,  must  be  left  to 
be  dedkled  by  the  indications  of  Divine  providence.  Meanwhile,  a 
fifth  station,  at  a  place  between  Nam  and  SopeMe,  called  Takpan- 
gayok,  will  probably  be  occupied  this  year.  The  new  post  will  receivq 


*  To  avoid  needless  cacophony,  it  is  proposed  to  adopt  the  mode  of  spelling 
ahreadj  introdnced  in  one  or  two  recent  works,— singobur,  Bskimo)  plor^,  Eskimoes. 
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the  name  of  Zoar.  Another  fixed  position  is  also  in  contemplation, 
whioh  it  is  hoped  may  hereafter  afford  a  means  of  beneficial  com- 
munication with  the  few  remaining  heathen.  Br.  Linder  has 
accepted  an  appointment  as  agent,  and  it  is  hoped  will  receive  the 
aid  of  some  other  brethren. 

The  period  under  review  has  been  marked  by  some  very  trying 
experiences  in  the  mission.  Among  the  rest,  a  virulent  epidemic 
carried  off  so  many  victims,  chiefly  such  as  were  in  the  prime  of  life, 
thai;  at  times  the  entire  depopulation  of  the  coast  seemed  imminent 
Yet  not  a  few  proofs  of  the  Lord's  grace  and  mercy  have  been 
vouchsafed,  to  strengthen  and  encourage  those  concerned. 

Of  the  work  among  tiie  Indiaits  in  Nobth  Amebica.  there  is 
little  to  be  said.  The  mission  among  the  Chsbokbbs  is  still  in 
abeyance,  and  it  may  be  long  ere  it  can  be  recommenced.  But 
among  the  Dxlawabbs  in  Eanzas,  and  at  Vaiffield  in  Canada,  there 
is  still  much  activity  maintained,  amid  not  a  few  encouraging  circum- 
stances. At  the  latter  place,  the  veteran  missionary,  Br.  Yogler,  has 
entered  into  his  rest. 

On  the  Mosquito  Coast  the  period  under  our  notice  was  prin- 
cipally one  of  steady  progress.*  The  retirement  of  the  experienced 
superintendent,  Br.  Feurig,  though  much  regretted,  did  not  disturb 
the  even  course  of  the  mission.  Many  tokens  of  the  Lord's  favour 
were  vouchsaliBd  to  the  labourers,  including  the  preservation  of  the 
mission-premises  at  Sluffieldi^  when  in  imminent  danger  of  destruc- 
tion  by  fire.  Tet  chastisement,  doubtless  needed,  and,  though  at 
first  painAil,  to  prove  subsequently  beneficial,  was  not  wiUiheld.  In 
one  night  five  out  of  the  six  stations  were  almost  entirely  destroyed 
by  a  tremendous  hurricana  Happily,  the  lives  of  our  missionary 
brethren  and  their  fiunilies  were  preserved.  But  the  year  closed 
without  their  having  any  better  shelter  than  could  be  obtained 
among  tiie  hastily  repaired  ruins,  while  the  prospect  of  impending 
scarcity  was  added  to  actually  existing  evils.  Under  these  circum- 
stances  a  statement  of  the  facts  was  issued,  which  excited  very 
general  interest  and  met  with  a  liberal  response. 

Shortly  after  this  calamity,  the  king  of  the  territory  died,  and 
left  the  already  unsatisfactory  political  circumstances  of  the  country 
to  become  yet  more  complicated.  Up  to  the  date  of  the  latest 
advices,  however,  no  interference  with  the  mistuon  had  taken  place. 
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In  the  extensive  field  of  the  Wbbt  Indies,  the  period  since 
the  dose  of  our  last  volume  has  been  very  eventful.  The 
evils  then  foreboded  have  to  a  great  extent  taken  place.  Depres- 
sion of  the  commercial  and  agricultural  interests  in  all  the  islands, 
and  severe  drought  in  some  of  them,  have  produced  general  distress. 
And  the  important  island  of  Jamaica  has  become  the  scene  of  civil 
commotion  and  its  sanguinary  repression.  In  the  effects  of  general 
chastisements,  all  our  congregations  have  to  a  greater  or  less  extent 
participated;  but  it  is  a  matter  of  thankfulness  that  they  were  in  no 
wise  concerned  in  the  civil  disturbances,  and  the  stem  measures 
which  foUowed, — ^the  scene  of  these  transactions  being  £ftr  distant 
from  the  district  occupied  by  our  mission.  In  the  indirect  conse- 
quences of  such  deplorable  occurrences,  however, — the  panic  alarm, 
the  mutual  suspicion,  the  chronic  uneasiness,  heightened  firom  time 
to  time  by  the  most  absurd  though  terrible  rumours, — there  is  not  a 
doubt  that  they  largely  shared.  And  so  threatening  was  the  cha- 
racter of  the  local  legislation  under  the  influence  of  panic  fear  on 
the  one  hand,  and  a  desire  to  attribute  all  that  was  complained  of 
to  missionary  efforts  on  the  other,*  that  it  was  deemed  desirable  to 
memorialize  the  First  Lord  of  the  Treasury,  as  head  of  Her  Majesty's 
Government  on  the  subject.  The  document  prepared  for  this 
purpose  was  kindly  received,  and  elicited  a  very  gratifying  expres- 
sion of  the  value  entertained  by  the  Government  for  missionary 
instruction. 

The  Training  Institutions  have  been  maintained  in  a  course  of 
unobtrusive  but  important  usefulness. 

In  the  ranks  of  the  missionary  labourers  several  changes  have 
occurred.  The  esteemed  superintendent  of  the  Jamaica  mission,  Br. 
A.  Clemens,  has  been  called  to  a  seat  in  the  Mission-Department  of 
the  Unity's  Elders'  Conference,  and  the  Bm.  Buchner  and  Goetz, 
having  been  constrained  to  retire  from  active  employment  in  conse- 
quence of  illness,  have  since  entered  into  their  rest. 


*  That  this  feeling  of  enmity  to  religions  instruction  speedily  became  very 
much  modified,  is  shown  by  the  fact  that  one  of  the  last  acts  of  the  legislature  was 
to  appropriate  a  grant  of  £200  towards  the  expense  of  erecting  the  church  at  Fair- 
field. This  was  quite  unsolicited,  an  application  a  twelvemonth  earlier  having  been 
absolutely  negatived  and  never  repeated. 
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Two  years  and  a  half  ago  the  population  of  Subikah  had  just 
passed  through  tlie  momentous  social  change  of  emancipation  from 
slavery.  The  hopes  then  entertained  appear  not  to  have  been 
disappointed.  The  conduct  of  the  freed  labourers  has  been  mostly 
good,  and  there  appears  to  have  been  a  general  desire  to  improve 
the  advantages  offered  by  the  nevir  state  of  things.  A  new  and 
revised  edition  of  the  Negro-English  New  Testament  and  Psalms  is 
a  valuable  boon  conferred  on  the  people  of  Surinam  by  the  British 
and  Foreign  Bible  Society,  as  that  dialect  is  and  must  for  some  time 
continue  to  be  the  vernacular  both  within  the  colony,  and  among  the 
Bush-Negroes  beyond  its  limits. 

But  the  most  remarkable  circumstance  in  the  history  of  the 
Surinam  mission,  and  one  which  is  perhaps  in  some  of  its  features 
unexampled,  is  the  extensive  and  successful  work  of  evangelisation 
carried  on  among  the  dwellers  in  the  vast  forests  of  the  interior,  by 
native  agents,  of  whom  the  principal  is  John  King.  For  some  years 
this  work  has  been  going  on,  and  will,  it  is  hoped,  lead  to  important 
results. 

The  history  of  the  mission  in  South  AFBiCAfor  the  period  under 
review  has  been  very  chequered.  Trials  from  without  and  from 
within  have  alternated  with  not  a  few  distinguished  tokens  of  the 
liord's  mercy.  The  erecting  of  a  supplementary  church  and  schooL 
with  missionary's  dwelling,  at  Berea^  near  Oen^dendal,  so  as  to 
provide  more  fully  for  the  wants  of  that  populous  settlement,  as 
well  as  of  its  vicinity, — the  gradual  admission  of  approved  native 
teachers  to  the  service  of  the  mission,— the  continued  prosperity  and 
usefulness  of  the  Training-school, — ^and  the  frequent  evidences  of- 
the  power  of  the  Gospel  in  turning  men  from  darkness  to  light, — 
these  are  thankworthy  tokens  for  good.  But  on  the  other  hand, 
the  occurrence  of  painful  experiences  in  the  congregations,  the  pre- 
valence of  distress,  arising  from  want  of  remunerative  employment, 
and  much  increased  by  severe  drought  in  the  western  districts,  and 
by  destructive  hail-storms  and  the  ravages  of  locusts  in  the  east, 
together  with  the  prevalence  of  a  malignant  fever  at  Oenddendal, 
have  sorely  tried  the  missionaries  and  their  flocks.  But  the  most 
distressing  calamity  was  the  devastation  of  the  newly-formed  settle- 
ment at  Bastya^  by  a  sudden  whirlwind.  It  is  hoped  that  Christian 
benevolence  at  home  will  supply  those  means  for  the  restoration  of 
the  ruined  buildings  which  cannot  be  raised  from  the  sadly-curtailed 
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local  resources.  Yet  it  is  a  severe  trial  of  faith  to  have  to  perform 
over  again  all  the  preliminary  work,  so  tedious  and  difficult  at  such 
a  distance  from  civilized  society. 

Br.  Kuehn  who,  since  the  departure  of  Br.  Koelbing,  has  filled 
the  responsible  office  of  superintendent,  having  recently  been 
called  to  occupy  a  seat  in  the  Mission-Board,  has  undertaken  an 
official  visitation  of  all  the  congregations  in  connection  with  the 
mission,  thus  rendering  more  full  and  complete  the  amount  of 
experience  accumulated  during  his  long  and  valuable  service  in 
South  Africa.    He  is  succeeded  by  Br.  W.  F.  Bechler. 

Turning  from  these  older  scenes  of  missionary  effort  to  fields 
more  recently  occupied,  we  observe  features  in  the  course  of  the 
latter  which  were  not  absent  in  the  early  history  o£  the  former. 
One  of  these  is  the  trial  of  faith  during  a  long  season  of  waiting 
for  the  fhiit  of  preliminary  labour.  Such  a  period  was  the  first 
twelve  years  of  the  existence  of  our  Mission  in  Tibet.  Hindered 
in  their  design  of  entering  Mongolia,  which  was  their  proper 
destination,  it  will  be  remembered  that  our  brethren  settled  at 
K^laTig  in  the  Himalayas.  For  year  after  year,  the  Gh>spel-seed 
was  sown  by  them  in  hope,  but  without  the  least  appearance  of 
any  direct  result.  The  portions  of  Scripture,  &c.  translated  into 
the  Tibetan  tongue  formed  a  valuable  armoury  of  offensive  weapons 
to  be  used  against  the  strongholds  of  darkness ;  but  as  yet  they 
did  not  appear  to  be  made  the  ''  power  of  Ood  unto  salvation"  to 
a  smgle  souL  Yet  the  promised  blessing  was  not  withheld.  The 
commencement  of  forming  a  congregation  to  the  praise  of  the 
Lord  from  among  the  Buddhist  Tibetans,  was  made  in  October 
last  by  the  baptism  of  two  men, — father  and  son,  while  some  others 
were  taken  into  a  course  of  instruction  with  a  view  to  the  recep- 
tion of  the  same  rite. 

By  late  accounts  it  appears  that  Br.  and  Sr.  Pagell  have  occu- 
pied another  position  at  Foo  in  Kunawur,  yet  nearer  to  the  frontiers 
of  Great  Tibet. 

The  kindly  interest  felt  on  behalf  of  this  mission  by  influential 
Christian  gentlemen  at  home  and  in  India,  has  been  manifested  by 
the  issuing  of  special  appeals  for  aid  towards  its  support,  which  have 
not  been  imresponded  to. 

Another  enterprise,  at  one  time  even  more  hopeless  than  the 
last-mentioned,  and  the  blessing  attending  which  is  so  altogether 
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unlikely,  that  persons  well  acquainted  with  the  race  among  whom  the 
work  is  carried  on,  can  scarcely  credit  the  evidence  of  their  senses 
regarding  it,  is  that  among  the  aborigines  of  Austhaxia.  Here  the 
powerful  efTects  of  the  simple  preaching  of  Christ  crucified  are  exem- 
plified among  a  people  perhaps  as  much  debased  by  vice  and 
barbarism  as  it  is  possible  for  human  beings  to  become. 

The  little  Christian  village  of  Ebenezer  increases  in  extent, 
while  its  population  grows  in  numbers  and  in  grace.  Yet  all  is  not 
sunshine.  Even  in  this  favoured  spot  the  missionaries  are  too  oft^i 
tried  by  painful  manifestations  of  depravity.  Still  they  labour  on 
in  hope,  and  it  maketh  not  ashamed. 

At  JEUmahyuck  in  Gippsland  the  strength  and  time  of  the 
missionaries  have  been  much  occupied  by  building  and  other  needful 
duties,  not  however  to  the  exclusion  of  evangelistic  effort.  Nor 
has  the  blessing  of  the  Lord  been  wanting.  Still  the  present  is  a  time 
of  trial  of  j&ith  and  patience, — a  dark  hour,  which  we  trust  heralds 
the  coming  day. 

The  four  brethren,  who  were  placed  at  the  disposal  of  a  committee 
formed  at  Melbourne  for  the  purpose  of  evangelizing  the  tribes  in 
the  recently  explored  exterior,  have  been  arrested  in  their  advance 
by  an  unprecedented  drought  which  prevails  over  a  vast  extent  of 
country.  This  unexpected  season  of  delay  they  are  turning  to  good 
account  in  various  ways, — Br.  Kramer  giving  his  much  needed  aid  to 
Br.  Hagenauer  at  Bamahyuck ;  Br.  Meissel  assisting  in  the  duties 
of  Mr.  Taplin's  station  at  Point  McLea ;  and  Br.  Walder  and  Br. 
Kuehn  itinerating  among  the  wandering  aborigines  of  Yorke*s 
Peninsula  and  its  neighbourhood. 

The  means  for  carrying  on  this  extensive  work  are  to  a  large 
extent  raised  in  Australia ;  yet  a  portion  has  stiU  to  be  defrayed 
from  the  ordinary  mission-fund » 

As  regards  the  support  of  the  entire  missionary  enterprise,  which 
is  so  manifestly  far  beyond  the  unaided  resources  of  the  small  com- 
munity to  which  it  has  been  entrusted,  there  is  again  abundant 
reason  to  thank  Him  whose  are  the  silver  and  the  gold.  During  the 
period  we  have  been  reviewing,  the  annual  financial  statements  have 
presented  a  rather  unusual  fluctuation,  the  results  varying  from  a 
net  surplus  of  j61557.  ^,  lOd,  in  1862,  to  a  net  deficiency  of 
£1587.  0«.  Id,  in  1864.    This  circumstance  has  arisen  no  doubt  from 
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the  failure  of  local  resources  owing  to  various  causes,  and  the 
generous  efforts  made  to  supply  the  wants  therefrom  arising.  At 
the  end  of  1865  the  prospect  was  very  gloomy,  as,  besides  other 
causes  of  uneasiness,  to  a  deficiency  on  the  last  annual  account  there 
was  to  be  added  the  loss  caused  by  hurricane  and  storm.*  This  led 
to  the  issuing  of  appeals,  consisting  of  scarcely  more  than  plain 
statements  of  facts.  By  the  blessing  of  the  Lord,  these  caUed  forth 
warm  and  earnest  sympathy  both  in  our  own  congregations,  and  ex- 
tensively beyond  their  limits.  By  the  beginning  of  March  probably 
not  less  than  one  half  of  the  amount  required  had  already  come  in, 
and  yet  more  has  since  followed. 

In  the  obtaining  of  the  needful  funds  and  the  diffusion  of  mis- 
sionary intelligence  the  London  Association  continues  to  afford  its 
valuable  aid,  and  that  to  an  undiminished  extent.  This  is  felt  to  be 
all  the  more  a  matter  of  humble  thankfulness,  as  the  Association  has 
lost  its  invaluable  Vice-President,  Mr.  Leach.  The  pre&ce  to  our 
last  volume  derived  a  tinge  of  sadness  from  the  &ct  that  it  was  the 
vehicle  for  communicating  the  intelligence  of  the  then  recent  decease 
of  the  loved  and  valued  Secretary  of  the  Unity.  On  this  occasion^ 
though  a  longer  time  has  elapsed, — yet  not  long  enough  to  accustom 
the  survivors  to  their  loss, — we  would  still  place  on  record  our  deep 
regret  for  our,  humanly  speaking  irreparable,  loss  in  Mr.  Leach.  On 
the  26th  of  July,  1864,  this  honoured  servant  of  the  Lord  entered 
into  his  rest,— closing  his  labours,  almost  literally,  only  with  his  life. 
The  feelings  with  which  this  dispensation  was  viewed  have  been 
elsewhere  expressed.f  Yet  we  cannot  avoid  again  recording  our 
grateful  appreciation  of  Mr.  Leach's  valuable  services.  A  practical 
man  of  business,  yet  having,  at  least  in  the  latter  part  of  his  life,  an 
amount  of  leisure  which  he  faithfully  dedicated  to  labours  of  love, — a 
devoted  member  of  the  Church  of  England,  yet  one  in  spirit  with  all 
who  loved  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ  in  sincerity, — possessed  of  an  ex- 
tensive circle  of  influential  acquaintances,  and  at  the  same  time

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intimate  with  the  leading  members  of  the  Church  of  the  Brethren, — 
Mr.  Leach  appeared  to  possess  all  the  qualifications  needed  by  one 
to  whom  was  providentially  assigned  the  position  of  a  connecting 
bond  between  that  community  and  the  Christian  public  of  this 
country.  In  all  these  respects  the  removal  of  our  venerable  friend 
left  a  vacancy  which  it  was  impossible  to  fill  up.  After  much  and 
anxious  deliberation,  i3ie  committee  of  the  Association,  resolved  on 
appointing  an  "  Association  Secretary,*'  who,  in  addition  to  other  in- 
cumbencies, should  have  that  of  visiting  the  auxiliaries,  &c.,  and  were 
fortunate  in  securing  for  this  purpose  the  services  of  the  Eev.  T.  P. 
Mooney,  B.A.    In  other  respects,  but  few  changes  have  been  mada 

In  the  preface  to  the  twenty-sixth  volume  of  the  Periodical 
Accounts,  the  date  of  which  will,  within  a  few  months,  be  seventy- 
six  years  &om  that  of  the  commencement  of  the  publication,  some 
reference  to  this  vehicle  of  information,  its  position  and  its  prospects, 
can  scarcely  be  omitted.  The  object  of  this  work  was,  as  stated  in 
the  preface  to  the  first  volume,  "  to  give  to  all  well-wishers  of  the 
cause  of  God  on  earth,  who  have  hitherto  assisted  the  Brethren's 
Society  for  the  Furtherance  of  the  Gospel  in  promoting  a  work  so 
much  beyond  their  own  abilities,  a  more  early  account  of  the  pro- 
gress of  the  Missions  established  by  the  Brethren  than  could  be 
done  hitherto  by  the  communication  of  the  manuscript  extracts  of 
letters  and  diaries  received  from  the  missionaries."  And  this  object 
has  never  been  abandoned.  No  doubt  there  are  many  other  impor- 
tant branches  of  missionary  literature  besides  the  simple  communi* 
cation  of  facts.  But  for  these  the  Periodical  Accounts  does  not 
profess  to  be  the  proper  vehicle.  And  it  is  the  opinion  of  not  a  few 
who  have  much  experience,  that  the  plain  pourtrayal  of  the  need,  the 
character  and  the  results  of  missionary  effort,  as  given  in  letters  and 
reports  from  the  missionaries,  is  well  calculated  to  excite  and  to 
sustain  intelligent  Christian  interest  in  the  subject.  Hence  little 
change  will  take  place  in  the  arrangements  of  the  Periodical 
Accounts,  and  none  as  regards  their  character.  But  as  the  details  of 
a  continually  extending  work  necessarily  assume  dimensions  to  which 
some  persons  object,  the  committee  have  sanctioned  the  publication 
of  an  "  Abstract,"  in  March  of  each  year.  This  will  comprise  an 
annual  survey,  numerical  returns,  the  financial  statement,  and  the  list 
of  subscriptions.     In  form  it  will  resemble  a  thin  number  of  the 
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Periodical  Accounts  but  will  be  totally  distinct  from  the  more 
extttisiye  work.  The  Abstract  will  be  supplied  to  contributors  who 
may  not  wish  for  full  details  of  information. 

The  Sodety  for  the  Furtherance  of  the  Gt)8pel  among  the  Heatiien 
has,  by  the  blessing  of  the  Lord,  been  enabled  to  fulfil  its  rarious 
incumb^aciee  in  connection  with  His  cause  on,  earth,  and  has 
abundant  reason  to  praise  Him  for  His  fiuthfulness,  His  loving- 
kindness,  and  His  troth. 

Among  those  honoured  brethren  who  constitute  the  Mission  De- 
portment of  the  Elders'  Conference  of  the  Unity,  several  changes 
have  occutred.  The  President  of  the  Board,  Br.  G.  A.  Cunow,  has 
been  obliged  by  s^ously  failing  health  to  retire  from  active  duty, 
to  the  great  regret  of  all  who  are  interested  in  the  missionary 
portion  of  duty  entrusted  to  the  Brethren's  Church.  Previously  to 
this,  Br.  A.  Clemens,  who  had  been  called  to  occupy  a  seat  in  the 
Directing  Board,  had  suffered  long  from  trying  illness,  which  had 
already  necessitated  a  visit  to  Europe  fh)m  the  scene  of  his  labours 
in  Jamaica.  At  this  time,  however,  such  improvement  has  taken 
place  as  to  justify  the  hope  that  this  esteemed  brother  will  ere  long 
be  favoured  to  discharge  his  duties  with  unimpaired  strength.  As 
^ready  remarked,  a  successor  to  Br.  Cunow  has  been  found  in  Br. 
P.  W.  Kuehn,  of  South  Africa. 

After  such  a  survey  it  is  with  feelings  of  mingled  anxiety  and 
hopefulness  that  we  turn  our  thoughts  towards  the  future.  Yet 
hope  predominates^  for  He  is  fkithfiil  that  hath  promised.  Much 
may  occur  to  disappoint  our  hopes  and  frustrate  our  well-meant 
designs ;  but,  inconvenient  and  distasteful  to  us,  as  such  experiences 
may  be,  they  will  not  interfere  with  or  obstruct  the  fitlfilment  of  our 
Lord's  designs.  And  touchingly  does  He  declare  to  His  people  and 
the  world  what  these  designs  are.  "  Other  sheep  I  have  which  are 
not  of  this  fold,"  says  the  Good  Shepherd,  **  them  also  I  must  bring, 
and  they  shall  hear  my  voice ;  and  there  shall  be  one  fold,  and  one 
shepherd."  (John  x.  16.)  To  human  sight  there  does  not  seem 
much  prospect  of  this.  And  yet  these  authoritative  words  will  be 
fulfilled.  And  every  triumph  gained  by  the  Gospel  is  a  step  towards 
that  consummation.  Each  soul  brought  to  the  knowledge  of  a 
Saviour  is  an  addition  to  the  multitude  that  shall  once  surround  the 
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throne  with  triumphant  praises.  Each  success  vouchsafed  is  an 
earnest  of  the  approach  of  that  day  when  the  Lord  shall  reign  over 
all  the  earth.  Meanwhile,  amid  the  jarring  strife  of  opinions,  the 
idolization  of  self-sufficient  intellectuality,  the  insidious  questionings 
of  the  sceptic,  and  the  open  attacks  of  the  profligate  infidel,  the 
message  of  the  Lord  to  Philadelphia  would  appear  to  be  peculiarly 
applicable  to  those  who  still  profess  to  "  hold  the  Head,"  "  Behold,  I 
come  quickly ;  hold  that  fast  which  thou  hast,  that  no  man  take  thy 
crown."  (Eev.  iii.  11.)  Undoubtedly,  the  usefiilness  of  any  body 
of  Christians  will,  in  the  present  day,  be  peculiarly  determined  by 
their  faithful  adherence  to  Scriptural  truth,  and  particularly  to  that 
central  doctrine  of  all,  that  "  faithful  saying  and  worthy  of  ail 
acceptation,  that  Christ  Jesus  came  into  the  world  to  save  sinners." 
(1  Tim.  i.  15.)  To  believe  this,  and  not  only  to  accept  it  as  a  doctrine, 
but  to  be  influenced  by  it  as  the  power  of  an  endless  life  in  all  our 
undertakings,  is  to  realize  in  its  fullest  significance  the  ftdfilment 
of  the  promise,  "  My  strength  is  made  perfect  in  weakness."  (2  Cor. 
xii.  9.)  May  the  Church  of  the  Brethren,  which  for  so  long  a  period 
has  gone  forth,  bearing  "precious  seed,"  live  up  to  its  own  high 
privileges,  and,  feeding  on  the  "  hidden  manna  "  itself  from  heart's 
experience  boldly  and  cheerfully  invite  others  to  the  Gk)apel-fea8t, 
And,  whether  we  consider  what  has  been  already  accomplished,  op 
ponder  on  what  may  yet  be  expected,  let  us  look  away  from  the 
instrumentality  that  has  been  or  may  be  employed,  and  ascribe  **  to 
the  only  wise  God,  our  Saviour,  glory  and  majestyi  dominion  and 
power,  both  now  and  ever.    Amen."     (Jude  25.)

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Ts  presenting  the  usual  abstracts  of  the  annual  reports  from  the 
congregations  in  the  West  Indies,  we  cannot  omit  an  expression  of 
deep  thankfulness  for  their  generally  more  encouraging  tone.  True, 
actual  proofs  of  improTcmenti  as  exhibited  in  the  reports,  are  still 
few.  On  the  contrary,  there  is  still  too  frequent  mention  of 
decreasing  numbers,  diminished  attendance,  and  the  like.  It  will 
take  time  ere  matters  resume  their  former  course.  Yet,  on  the 
whole,  the  reports  are  diaracterized  by  a  cheerful,  hopeful  spirit. 
The  Lord  has  not  forgotten  to  be  gracious.  In  a  little  wrath  He 
hid  His  face  from  us  for  a  moment ;  but  with  ererlasting  kindness 
will  He  have  mercy  on  us.  He  will  not  remove  the  candlestick  out 
of  its  place.  He  will  come  and  save  us!  Such  would  seem  to  have 
been  the  thoughts  passing  through  the  minds  of  our  esteemed 
fellow-labourers,  at  the  time  when  they  were  engaged  in  setting 
down  the  Lord's  dealings  with  them  and  their  flocks  for  another 
year.  And  we  may  confidently  trust  that  these  aspirations  will  not 
be  disappointed. 

The  reports  from  Jakaica  will  naturally  be  looked  for  with 
peculiar  interest.  They  will  be  found  to  bear  out  what  has  been 
stated  of  the  entire  absence  of  any  participation,  by  those  connected 
with  the  missionary  congregations,  in  strife  or  its  immediate  conse- 
quences. It  may  be  hoped  that  the  sad  occurrences  in  that  island 
will  turn  to  the  furtherance  of  the  Gospel,  particularly  in  proving 
the  necessity  for  more  widely-spread  and  efficient  means  of  instruc- 
tion, and  the  importance  of  continuing  to  supplement  the  boon  of 
freedom  by  sympathizing  and  judicious  aid  towards  the  acquisition 
of  those  means. 

The  need  of  such  efforts  is  shown  in  several  of  the  following 
reports. 

The  Training  School  at  Fairfield,  which  is  so  important  on  agency 
in  promoting  the  cause  of  sound  Scriptural  education,  has  been 
maintained  in  a  state  of  efficiency,  having  enjoyed  the  continued 
generous  aid  afforded  by  the  trustees  of  the  Taylor  Charity.

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Once  more  we  have  to  express  regret  that  we  are  unable  to  insert 
more  than  eztractiE^  of  the  report*  which  are  at  our  disposal.  Many 
are  so  interesting  as  to  be  well  worthy  of  insertion  in  full ;  but  lack 
of  space  forbids  more  than  what  will  suffice  to  give  a  dear  and 
correct  delineation  of  the  state  of  each  mission. 


Jamaica. — Bnrfield, — "We  commenced  the  year  with  the  ob- 
servance of  special  prayer  during  the  first  week.  It  was  pleasing  to 
see  the  dsuly  meetings  for  tlmt  purpose  well  attended,  and  we 
humbly  believe  that  many  blessings  subsequently  received  were 
granted  in  answer  to  the  united  prayers  of  the  Lord's  &ithfiil  ones. 

Several  very  remarkable  instances  of  the  power  of  the  word  of 
GK)d,  and  the  successful  operation  of  the  Holy^  Spirit  in  bringing 
careless  sinners  to  a  sense  of  their  exceeding  smfuiness,  have  come 
to  light,  and  served  to  encourage  us  in  ddivering  the  testimony  of 
Jesus. 

The  conduct  of  our  Church-members,  as  well  as  of  the  people  in 
general  in  these  parts,  during  the  time  of  the  disturbances  in  the 
eastern  part  of  the  island,  was  all  that  we  coold  wish. 

Of  the  spiritual  state  of  this  congregation  we  cannot  report  as 
favourably  as  we  could  desire.  While  there  are  a  goodly  number  of 
the  members  who  give  evidence  of  their  love  and  mithfulness  to  the 
Lord,  and  thus  encourage  us  in  our  labour  among  them,  we  have  to 
deplore  the  indifference  of  many  others,  especially  among  the  voung 
people.  This  is  particularly  observable  in  the  irregularity  of  their 
attendance  at  the  Sunday-school,  and  in  their  inattention  at  the 
public  services,  which  plainly  reveal  the  sad  fact  that  they  are 
strangers  to  the  grace  which  teaches  us  to  will  and  to  do,  according 
to  the  good  pleasure  of  Qod. 

I  am  happy  to  say  there  have  been  but  few  cases  of  exclusion 
on  account  of  immorality  during  the  year.  But  not  a  few  have  had 
to  be  struck  off  the  lists  for  neglect  of  privil^;es  and  duties.  As, 
however,  these  persons  still  continue  attending  the  public  services, 
we  do  not  consider  them  beyond  the  hope  of  recovery. 

The  contributions  of  our  members  towards  the  building  of  the 
church  have  not  been  so  freely  offered  as  we  had  hoped  and  expected. 
This  is,  no  doubt,  attributable  to  the  great  scarcity  of  money,  which 
was  felt  by  iJl  classes.  The  same  cause  operated  unfavouraoly  with 
regard  to  the  day-schools. 

That  the  contributions  towards  the  expense  of  the  missicm  are 
smaller  than  in  the  previous  year,  is  a  matter  of  regret  to  us,  and 
causes  us  to  fear  that  our  efforts  to  become  entirely  self-supporting 
will  not  prove  successful  for  some  time  to  come. — A.  Lichtsk-

Teaihikg-school  at  Fairfield. — **  One  of  the  first  things  that 
engaged  my  attention  on  coming  here  was  the  alt^ation  of  the 
station  school-house  to  fit  it  for  a  practising-school  in  connection 
with  this  institution.  This  took  some  time  to  effect,  as  a  gallery 
had  to  be  built,  the  doors  and  some  of  the  windows  removed,  and 
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the  whole  building,  inside  and  out,  repaired,  painted,  and  white- 
washed. '  Since  its  completion,  the  boys  of  the  senior  class  have 
gone  in  one  day  in  each  week,  to  give  lessons,  or  act  as  monitors, 
and  learn  the  art  of  school  management.  In  order  to  prepare  them 
atill  better  for  their  work,  each  one  in  future  will  take  charge  of  the 
infant-school  for  a  period  of  three  or  more  months. 

In  the  Training-school  itself  the  former  routine  has  been  adhered 
to  as  closely  as  the  before-m^itioned  changes  will  permit,  as  it  is  all 
that  can  be  desired. 

The  conduct  of  the  pupils  has  been,  on  the  whole,  satisfactory; 
but  we  are  not  able  to  report  any  remark^le  work  of  grace  among 
them.  Yet  we  trust  that  most  of  them  have  given  their  hearts  to 
the  Lord,  as  well  as  their  bo<Ues  to  His  service. 

The  health  of  the  boys  has  been  pretty  good.  Once  we  were 
obliged  to  call  in  a  doctor,  but  the  other  &W  slight  cases  of  indis- 
position yielded  to  simple  remedies. 

The  past  year  has  been,  in  temporals,  a  trying  one,  in  consequence 
of  drought.  For  eight  montiis  the  boys  had  to  live  chiefly  on 
American  provisions,  which  are  not  likea  by  them  so  well  as  yams 
and  other  native  vegetaUes,  and  as  our  lealung  tank  soon  £uled  us 
in  the  dry  weather,  they  had,  for  about  two  months,  to  carry  all  the 
water  we  used  £rom  a  spring  a  mile  distant.  This  occupied  all  their 
working  time,  and,  as  a  matter  of  course,  they  could  do  nothing  to 
their  grounds  so  long. 

During  the  past  year  five  students  were  appointed  teachers,  one 
to  a  school  in  connection  with  the  Independentiei,  and  the  other  four 
to  schools  under  the  superintendence  of  our  own  Ohiirch.  So  &r, 
all  are  doing  welL  Two  boys  had  to  be  sent  home  on  account  of 
incapacity,  and  five  entered  for  the  first  time,  leaving  nineteen  on 
the  foundation  at  the  close  of  the  year. — G.  H.  HAirariL." 

JVeuf  Uden.^**  The  external  circumstances  of  the  people  under 
our  charge  have  been  very  trying,  the  lone-continued  drought 
having  a^ted  all  more  or  less.  labour  on  the  estates  was  scarce 
and  badly  paid,  so  that  fieith^rs  of  large  fikmilies  had  to  struggle  hard 
to  gain  an  nonest  livelihood.  These  troubles  have  had  by  no  means 
a  good  effect  upon  the  spiritual  state  of  the  congregation.  Doubt- 
less, in  the  hour  of  affliction  many  an  earnest  secret  prayer  ascended 
to  the  Lord^  who  is  the  dispenser  and  withholder  of  ali  bleesines. 
But  there  is  an  evident  lack  of  spiritual  life  among  us.  l%e 
hammer  of  affliction  has  seemed  to  harden  some  persons,  who  were 
unwilling  to  submit  to  the  chastening  providence  of  the  Lord.  Yet 
we  hope  that  some  will  bring  forth  the  peaceable  iruits  of  righteous- 
ness. 

Too  many  of  our  people  seem  to  confine  their  reU^on  to  the 
church,  not  carrying  it  into  practical  life.  Being  sometmies  under 
the  necessity  of  woridng  in  gangs  in  the  cane-fields,  they  too  readily 
join  in  the  smful  practices  of  their  fellow-labourers. 

Several  persons  have  been  placed  under  discipUne,  most  of  them 
for  gross  immorality.  Bat  while  we  have  to  lament  over  those  who 
have  fallen  a  prey  to  the  enemy  of  souls,  we  are  happy  to  say  that 
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there  are  those  who  faithfully  serve  the  Lord,  and  we  hope  they  are 
more  in  number  than  we  think. 

The  attendance  at  church  and  school  has  been,  on  the  whole, 
pretty  good,  though  it  has  been  to  some  extent  affected  by  want  of 
clothing.  We  have  been  assured  by  a  number  of  our  people  that 
they  have  had  to  wait  from  four  to  six  months  for  wages  due  to 
them. 

We  may  ask  what  has  been  the  result  of  our  labours  through 
another  year.  Some  souls  have  been  benefited,  as  we  know,  "let 
sinners  have  not  been  turned  from  darkness  to  light  and  from  the 
power  of  Satan  unto  Gk)d,  and  hence  one  of  the  chief  objects  of  our 
ministry  has  not  been  attained. — H.  W.  Haubee.*' 

Irwin  Rill, — "  Our  experience  with  regard  to  the  congregation 
has  been  similar  to  that  of  1864.  The  services  have  been,  on  the 
whole,  well  attended.  The  speakings  with  our  members,  and  espe- 
cially the  communicants,  have  been  encouraging,  and  often  proved 
seasons  of  blessing.  The  same  may  be  stated  with  regara  to  a 
portion  of  the  young  people ;  but  most,  we  grieve  to  say,  continue  to 
be  the  cause  of  great  anxieiy. 

The  jubilee  services,  held  in  August  both  here  and  at  Irwin, — 
where  the  first  missionary  of  our  Church  resided  before  this  station 
was  built, — were  times  of  refreshing,  which  will,  we  trust,  produce 
good  fruit. 

As  regards  temporals,  our  dear  people  have  experienced  great 
hardships  on  account  of  the  severe  drought  which  prevailed.  Many 
a  parent,  when  looking  on  those  committed  to  his  care,  anxiously 
asked,  "  What  shall  we  eat,  and  wherewithal  shall  we  be  clothed?*' 
Yet  the  Lord  graciously  provided,  and  did  not  permit  any  to  suffer 
absolute  want. 

The  day-schools,  especially  those  at  the  out-st^tions,  have  been 
generally  weU  attended.  A  new  house  for  St.  Saviour's  school  was 
opened  in  August. 

The  Sunday-schools  were  for  part  of  the  year  in  a  languishing 
condition,  but  the  attendance  steadily  increased  towards  the  end  of 
the  year.  Several  out-station  Sun(lay-schools  have  been  opened, 
some  of  them  in  remote  and  destitute  places.  In  these  about  150 
adults  and  children  are  instructed  everjr  Lord's-day  afternoon,  and 
the  brethren  who  have  undertaken  this  work  of  love  are  much 
encouraged. — F.  Modbeau." 

Lititz, — "  Our  people  have  been  greatly  reduced  in  circumstances 
\}j  the  severe  drought  which  lasted  about  eight  months.  For  a  long 
time  many  of  our  people  had  to  walk  six  or  eight  miles  to  get  a  little 
water,  and  the  children  had  to  take  a  full  share  in  this  employment, 
instead  of  attending  school.  A  few  deaths  occurred  from  starvation 
in  this  district.  In  our  own  congregation  there  was  no  case  of  the 
kind.  But  many  suffered  sever^y  from  disease  arising  from  poor 
and  insufficient  diet. 

Spiritual  prosperity  has  been  much  affected.  This  ought  not  to 
be  exclusively  ascribed  to  the  drought  and  its  sad  consequences,  but 
likewise  to  tne  carelessness  of  many.  Wefeel  that  we  too  have  cause 
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to  humble  ourselves  before  the  Lord,  being  well  aware  that  we  fall 
yerj  short  in  our  performance  of  the  work  committed  to  us. 

The  attendance  at  the  day-schools,  which  was  pretty  good  during 
the  first  quarter,  dwindled  to  almost  nothing,  especially  in  the  period 
between  August  and  December.  The  Sund^-school  has  likewise 
Buffered,  and  the  attendance  at  church  fell  off  considerably.  As  a 
matter  of  course,  the  amount  of  subscriptions  and  collections  is  very 
much  below  that  of  the  previous  year 

We  have  not  heard  much  murmuring  under  these  trying  dispensa^ 
tions,  and  not  a  few  of  our  people  have  borne  their  trials  with 
Christian  patience  and  humble  submission  to  the  will  of  God. 

In  October  we  received  the  sad  news  of  the  lamentable  outbreak 
in  St.  Thomas  in  the  East.  "We  felt  it  to  be  a  great  mercy  that  the 
Lord  did  not  permit  such  bloody  deeds  to  extend  further  in  the 
island.  We  are  happy  to  state  tliat  we  have  not  observed  the  least 
symptom  of  a  disaffected  spirit  among  our  people. — P.  Laesen." 

Beihdbara, — "  The  preaching  of  the  word  of  the  cross  has  been  the 
means  of  drawing  souls  to  the  Saviour,  to  love  Him  who  loved  us 
first.  Of  this  their  earnest  and  consistent  walk,  and  their  attention 
to  the  means  of  grace,  testify.  With  the  exception  of  some  time  in 
the  middle  of  the  year,  the  services  and  speakings  have  been  well 
attended. 

The  drought  was  very  trying,  as  those  who  could  not  afford  to  buy 
water  were  obliged  to  seek  it  in  the  woods,  or  to  travel  for  miles  to 
the  rivers  and  ponds.  The  provision-crop  in  July  was  a  failure ; 
but  since  then  the  Lord  has  been  pleased  to  send  abundant  rain, 
and  a  large  crop  of  coffee. 

The  church  nas  been  repaired  and  painted,  and  a  new  belfry 
erected,  the  expense  of  which,  amounting  to  £60,  was  defrayed  by 
the  voluntary  contributions  of  the  congregation. 

On  a  review  of  the  spiritual  progress  of  the  congregation,  many 
instances  might  be  given  to  shew  that  the  Lord  has  a  seed  among 
us,  and  that  there  are  not  a  few  who  not  only  walk  as  children  of 
light,  but  are  quietly  leading  erring  souls  to  Cfod. 

Towards  the  end  of  the  year  we  received  the  intelligence  that 
Broadleaf,  hitherto  a  filial  of  Bethabara,  was  to  be  connected  with 
the  new  station  at  Cheapside.  This  will  enable  us  to  give  more 
attention  to  the  work  at  Patrick  Town  and  in  its  neighbourhood. 
This  is  much  required,  as  Satan's  kingdom  is  flourishing  there. 

The  Lord  has  also  been  pleased  to  open  a  new  sphere  of  activity 
for  us  at  Harman's  or  Harmony  Eim,  five  miles  beyond  Patrick 
Town  and  thirteen  from  Bethabara.  A  large  school  belonging  to 
the  people  in  that  district  has  hitherto  been  conducted  and  sup- 
ported Dy  them ;  but  they,  feeling  their  inability  to  continue  the 
same  alone,  have  sent  in  a  written  petition,  begging  us  to  take 
charge  of  the  school,  and  promising  that  they  will  continue  to  pay 
the  teacher's  salary.  This  nas  been  done,  and  the  owner  of  the  land 
has  presented  us  with  two  acres  of  ground,  for  the  purpose,  as  he 
writes,  of  forming  the  site  of  a  school-house  and  a  church.  The 
people,  numbering  in  all  about  1100,  have  proved  that  their  desire 
tor  the  ministrations  of  our  Church  is  sincere.     They  are  far  from

air^  place  of  worship,  and  say  tbat  they  scarcely  ever  see  a  nunister 
in  their  district. 

The  numerous  reports  in  drcnlation,  to  the  effect  that  disaffection 
and  ccmspiracy  were  general,  led  some  of  us  to  inquire  whether  fuiy 
of  our  people  were  connected  with  rebellious  designs.  Time  and 
experience  have  abundantly  conyinced  us  that  our  people  were 
innocent  and  entirely  ignorant  of  any  conspiracy,  and  that,  had  a 
spirit  of  disaffection  rniutifested  itself,  they  were  prepared  to  be  as 
true  to  the  Church  as  they  would  have  been  loyal  to  the  Government. 

May  the  Lord  have  mercy  on  this  cotintr^,  and  lead  the  inhabitants 
to  repent  and  seek  the  forgiveness  of  their  sins !  The  iniquities  of 
Jamaica  are  great ;  but  tiie  blood  of  Jesus  Christ  can  cleanse  from 
all  sin.— E.  Weiss." 

Springfield, — "  In  the  early  part  of  the  year,  all  our  services  were 
well  attended.  In  the  week  set  apart  for  special  Pjay^r,  we  had 
large  assemblies  every  morning  at  an  early  hour.  Thus  we  began 
the  year  with  fresh  courage  and  good  hopes. 

When  the  drought  became  severe,  and  there  was  a  scarcity  of 
water  in  this  district,  a  great  number  of  our  people  left  home  for 
their  ginger-grounds,  at  a  distance  of  six  or  eigbt  miles.  There  they 
are  near  a  river,  and  dwell  in  small  huts,  often  mrge  families  together. 
This  has,  of  course,  a  bad  influence  on  their  morals ;  and,  as  is  well 
known  to  all  who  are  acquainted  with  the  facts,  seriously  affects  the 
spiritual  state  of  the  congregation.  The  schools  also  suffer  much  at 
•uch  times,  the  children  being  employed  by  their  parents.  At  the 
end  of  this  season,  which  lasted  rrom  four  to  five  months,  we  had 
to  exclude  several,  while  others,  having  become  careless,  withdrew 
from  Church-fellowship. 

We  have  been  sorry  to  observe  among  the  young  people  a  growing 
indifference  towards  religion.  Tet,  on  the  other  hand,  we  are 
thankful  to  state  that  among  the  older  members  there  are  many  who 
faithfully  seek  to  be  followers  of  our  Saviour,  and  of  the  few  that 
departed  this  life  in  the  course  of  the  year,  we  have  hope  that  they 
died  in  the  Lord. 

As  we  had,  for  some  time,  been  unable  to  employ  a  Scripture* 
reader,  on  account  of  the  funds  being  exhausted,  some  of  our 
members  formed  themselves  into  an  association  for  the  support  of 
the  object,  and  we  have  reason  to  believe  that  the  Lord's  bles- 
sing has  rested  on  the  humble  efforts  of  the  brother  employed,  espe* 
ciafl^  as  regards  old  and  infirm  persons  living  at  a  distance  from  the 
station. 

In  considering  the  past  year,  we  have  much  cause  for  gratitude  to 
our  merciful  Lord,  who  has  kept  our  neighbourhood  in  peace  and 
quietness.— li.  KninsBK." 

ITeiD  Bethlehem. — **  Owing  to  the  situation  of  this  station  on  the 
driest  mountain  in  the  island,  the  prevailing  drought  was  severely 
felt  by  our  people.  In  the  early  months  of  the  year  the  mission- 
feunily  endured  much  privation  for  want  of  water,  it  having  to  be 
procured  several  miles  off,  while  the  cows  had  to  be  sent  to  the 
Bogue,  a  distance  of  twenty  miles,  to  keep  them  alive. 
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The  Lord'8-day  services  were  held  regularlj,  but  with  diminished 
numbers,  owing  to  the  difficulty  of  gettmg  water  to  wash  clothes. 

In  May,  twenty-two  candidates  were  received  into  the  congrega- 
tion, and,  afiter  careful  instruction,  an  equal  number  were  admitted 
for  the  first  time  to  the  Lord's  table,  having  renewed  their  bap- 
tismal covenant  in  the  solemn  rite  of  confirmation. 

The  majority  of  our  people,  though  greatly  straitened  in  their 
means,  have  evinced  a  creditable  spirit  of  liberality. 

While  soliciting  from  benevolent  friends  aid  towards  supplying 
books,  &c.  to  increase  the  efficiency  of  our  educational  labours,  we 
would  thankfully  acknowle^e  a  kind  donation  of  25  dollars  for  that 
purpose  from  Benjamin  P.  Bakewell,  Esq.,  of  Pittsburg,  TJ.  S. 

Owing  to  delicate  health,  the  labours  of  Br.  Martin  as  Scripture- 
reader  and  district-visitor  have  not  been  so  extensive  as  desirable 
this  year,  but  he  always  meets  with  acceptance  when  he  can  travel 
among  the  people,  and  his  influence  is  decidedly  good. 

The  writer  takes  a  hopeful  view  of  the  missionary  work,  and 
regards  Christian  education  as  the  only  means,  under  the  Divine 
blessing,  of  inculcating  good  principles  and  forming  good  habits. 
He,  therefore,  hopes  that  the  mends  of  Missions  wiU  not  cease  to 
aid  the  congregations  in  these  efforts,  particularly  as  regards  the 
education  oithe  young,  some  measure  for  v^hich  is  absolutely  neces- 
sary to  stem  the  torrent  of  idleness  and  thieving  which  threatens  to 
destroy  the  land. — A.  Hamilton." 

New  Fulneck, — "This  congregation  seems  to  be  passing  through 
a  period  of  sifting.  Notwithstanding  the  plain  and  earnest  preacn- 
ing  of  the  word,  and  exhortation  in  public  and  in  private,  the  work 
is  languishing,  and  our  people,  when  reproved  on  account  of  their 
negligence  of  Christian  duties,  too  easily  seek  to  screen  themselves 
with  the  excuse  of  poverty  and  the  hardness  of  the  times. 

Oar  returns  show  a  sad  decrease  in  numbers,  as  many  had  to  be 
excluded  for  gross  sins,  and  at  the  close  of  the  year  we  bad  the  grief 
to  disown  a  number  for  neglect  of  their  privileges,  who,  however,  for 
the  most  part,  attend  the  public  services. 

GThough  the  attendance  on  Sundays  has  not  been  as  good  as  it 
ought  to  have  been,  yet  we  have  had  some  blessed  seasons.  There 
are  many  who  'call  the  Sabbath  a  delight,*  and  shew  that  they 
value  the  means  of  grace. 

The  Lord  still  has  here  a  faithful  seed  to  serve  Him,  and  as 
regards  others  we  hope  He  will,  in  His  good  time,  turn  the  hearts 
of  the  disobedient  to  ttie  wisdom  of  the  just. — C.  Klesel." 

Jfew  Jlope, — "  The  year  1866  opened  vrith  very  fair  promise. 

The  prayer-meetings  in  the  first  week  were  numerously  attended, 
and  proved  delightful  seasons  of  refreshing. 

The  Sunday  services  were  as  well  attended  as  in  the  previous 
year,  and  the  number  in  the  day-schools  was  even  larger. 

This  state  of  things  continued  till  the  end  of  the  first  quarter, 
when  the  fears  we  had  abeady  been  led  to  form  were  more  than 
realized.  The  failure  in  the  produce  of  the  people's  grounds  was 
much  greater  than  could  be  accounted  for  by  the  drought  alone. 

The  consequences  were,  that  our  schools  decreased  very  greatly 
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and  did  not  recover  until  near  the  end  of  the  year,  the  attendance 
in  the  station-school  being  even  then  only  about  40,  whHe  in  the  first 

Juarter  the  average  was  over  70,  that  our  auditories  on  the  Lord's 
ay  were  considerablv  smaller  than  usual,  and  that  there  is  a 
considerable  falling  off  in  the  receipts,  so  tiliat  we  shflJl  close  with  a 
deficiency. 

In  the  month  of  October  we  were  startled  and  horrified  by  the 
accounts  of  the  atrocities  committed  at  the  eastern  end  of  the 
island,  and  not  a  little  astonished  at  the  repeated  assertions  that 
this  was  only  the  premature  outbreak  of  an  organized  rebellion, 
having  for  its  object  the  extermination  of  the  white  and  brown 
inhabitants,  and  tiiat  it  was  known  to  the  blacks  throughout  the 
island.  Tlus  was  not  in  any  way  confirmed,  and,  as  fisu*  as  New 
Hope  congregation  is  concerned,  we  are  confident  tiiat  there  was  no 
foundation  for  such  a  charge.    The  sentiments  expressed  by  our 

Cple  at  that  time  were  those  of  thankfulness  to  the  Lord  that  we 
been  preserved  from  such  terrors  in  these  parts. 

"We  have  had  very  few  exclusions  in  the  course  of  the  year. 

The  season  of  scarcity  brought  out  many  pleasing  instances  of 
simple  faith,  and  evidences  of  a  more  enlightened  appreciation  of  the 
^cacy  of  prayer  than  we  had  thought  to  find. — Alfred  B.  Lijtd." 

Nazareth. — "  In  the  first  part  of  the  year  the  bad  attendance  at 
church  and  school  was  always  ascribed  to  want  of  provisions,  of 
clothes,  and  of  water  for  washing.  This  may  have  been  the  case ; 
but,  though  the  causes  were  removed,  the  consequences  remained 
until  the  end  of  the  year. 

There  is  among  the  people  much  dishonesty  and  immorality  of 
every  description,  as  also  ignorance  of  Bible-doctrine  combined  with 
a  superficial  knowledge  of  Bible-words,  often  misapplied  and  abused. 

This  is  the  dark  side  of  the  picture.  On  the  other  hand,  indica- 
tions are  not  wanting  that  the  scum  which  covers  the  service  hides 
from  sight  more  valuable  elements. 

In  the  Sunday-school,  encouragement  is  not  altogether  wanting. 
There  are  two  or  three  classes,  in  which  the  scholars,  chiefly  elderly 
brethren  and  sisters,  listen  with  the  greatest  attention  to  the  simple 
and  practical  instructions  of  faithful  teachers. 

It  is  to  be  regretted  that  a  ^reat  many  members  of  our  congre- 
gation have  rented  land  at  such  a  distance  froim  their  homes  that 
the  journey  takes  them  a  whole  day.  This  practice  began  only  a 
few  years  ago,  and  it  is  to  be  feared  that  it  will  yet  produce  much 
evil.— J.  P,  PuIiKBABEb:." 

Beaufort, — **The  year  gone  by  has  been  one  of  declension  in 
spiritual  things,  and  rather  tiring  in  temporal  matters.  "We  had  a 
drought  of  unusual  length,  which  caused  the  crops  to  be  backward, 
and  necessitated  the  fetching  of  water  from  considerable  distances. 
While  we  cannot  withhold  our  sympathy  from  those  who  sufier  from 
causes  over  which  there  is  no  control,  we  cannot  shut  our  eyes  to 
the  fact  that  there  is  a  sad  want  of  forethought  among  the  people. 
Very  few  of  them  make  provision  for  having  a  neednil  supply  of 
water  by  building  tanks  of  sufficient  capacity  to  hold  what  will  serve 
them,  even  during  an  ordinary  drought  of  two  or  three  months. 
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Ab  far  as  the  parish  of  Westmoreland  is  concerned,  in  the  monn- 
tain  parts  we  have  heard  of  none  who  were  starving,  if  able  to  work. 

In  the  attendance  at  chnreh  on  Sundays  there  has  been  a  falling 
off.  What  has  grieved  us  in  this  respect  most  is,  that  some  who 
seemed  to  run  well  for  a  time  have  either  fallen  into  gross  sin,  or 
become  deplorably  lukewarm. 

At  the  prayer-meetings  there  has  not  been  that  warmth  of 
devotion  which  formerly  marked  them,  nor  has  the  attendance  been 
as  good  as  in  former  da^s. 

We  have  had  no  additions  of  members  firom  without,  though  there 
are  numbers  who  belong  to  no  Church.  A  probable  reason  of  this 
is  to  be  found  in  the  circumstance  that  many  have  already  belonged 
to  some  denomination,  and  have  either  been  excluded  or  withdrawn 
for  various  causes,  chiefly  sins  of  the  flesh.  Having  remained 
impenitent  in  not  a  few  cases,  they  are  more  difficult  to  deal  with 
ihia  untutored  heathen. 

We  are  sorrv  to  have  to  report  a  diminution  of  receipts  from  all 
sources.  With  decreasing  numbers  this  cannot  be  otherwise,  unless 
those  who  remain  have  their  hearts  enlarged  to  give  more,  should 
this  be  in  their  power. 

There  is  mu(m  to  humble  us  before  the  Lord.  The  sins  of  all 
classes  in  this  country  cry  unto  Him.  The  Holy  Spirit  has  much  to 
grieve  Him  in  the  notorious  iniquities  which  are  rife  throughout  the 
land. 

Amid  the  furious  passions  of  men,  and  the  violent  class-prejudices 
engendered,  we  have  endeavoured  to  *  possess  our  souls  in  patience,' 
and  truly  thankful  are  we  that  our  gracious  Saviour  has  preserved 
us  hitherto.— J.  Wabd." 

I^ew  Carmel. — "It  will  not  be  easy  for  us  to  convey  correct 
impressions  concerning  this  congregation  in  a  report  drawn  up  at  a 
fixed  time  such  as  the  present,  as  our  statements  will  unavoidably 
bo  somewhat  influenced  by  comparisons  between  the  present  state 
of  the  con^egation  and  that  of  a  period  of  fourteen  years  ago^  when 
we  served  it  before. 

The  contributions  are  smaller  than  in  the  previous  vear,  nor  did 
they  appear  to  be  made  as  cheerfully  as  we  could  nave  wished. 
There  is  a  feeling  in  the  congregation  betraying  weariness  in  well- 
doing, and  there  are  no  longer  the  readiness  and  unity  of  effort 
among  them  which  we  noticed  in  former  years,  when  they  were 
called  on  to  take  part  in  work  of  a  benevolent  character,  or  even  of 
a  kind  calculated  to  benefit  themselves.  Poverty  is  to  be  seen,  to 
an  extent  formerly  unknown,  and  the  poor  seem  to  be  neglected. 
Kie  rain  which  fell  in  the  course  of  the  year  was  not  more  than  one- 
fourth  of  the  usual  quantity.  Other  disadvantages  arise  from  the 
practice  of  the  people  to  grow  provisions  on  rented  land,  usually  on 
large  properties,  where  the  cattle  destroy  the  young  plants,  or 
thieves  ti^e  what  is  fit  for  use,  and  leave  the  labourer  without 
return. 

The  observations  so  often  made  respecting  the  indolence  and  levity 
of  the  people  we  must  allow  to  be  correct,  as  regards  many  of  the 
younger  ones. 
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It  would  be  a  blessine  to  manj  if  a  Scripture-reader  could  be 
found  to  take  the  word  of  life  to  those  who  reside  in  the  neighbour- 
ing districts,  and  who  are  dead  in  trespasses  and  sins. 

One  of  the  settlements,  caUed  Kilmarnock,  is  sorely  tried  by  the 
teaching  of  fanatics.  One  of  these  is  a  leper,  who  declares  that  he 
is  called  by  the  Holy  Spirit  to  preach.  A  woman  who  professes 
to  be  a  prophetess  and  has  done  narm  to  souls,  is  now  gradually 
losing  influence  oyer  the  mind  of  her  neighbours. 

The  attendance  on  the  Sunday-services  and  the  day  schools  was  good, 
as  also  that  in  the  Sunday-school.  As  we  see  the  teachers  anxious  to 
improve  themselves  in  Scripture  knowledge,  we  may  conclude  they 
have  been  faithful  in  labouring  to  advance  their  scholars  likewise. 

Among  what  we  may  consider  fruits  still  remaining  from  the 
awakening  some  years  ago,  we  observe  particularly  increased  tender- 
ness of  conscience.  Attempts  to  hide  sin  are  not  so  bold  as  they 
were,  and  confessions  of  errors  and  faults  are  made  with  greater 
sincerity. 

Disputes  which  may  arise  occasionally,  are  usually  settled  in  a 
ratisfactory  manner,  a  forgiving  spirit  being  shewn  by  the  parties. 

On  the  whole,  it  is  to  be  seen  that  those  who  were  grounded  in  the 
knowledge  of  the  doctrines  of  the  Bible,  profited  most  by  the  out- 
pouring of  the  Spirit  some  years  ago. 

The  most  signal  proofs  of  a  deeper  work  of  grace  in  the  hearts, 
are  such  as  are  manifested  by  the  state  of  mind  of  many  in  times  of 
trial,  in  seasons  of  sickness,  and  at  the  hour  of  death.  This  is  true 
of  the  young  as  well  as  of  the  aged.  The  Lord,  by  His  word  and  Holy 
Spirit  contmuea  to  influence  the  hearts,  often  in  a  way  unnoticed 
by  the  eye  of  man,  and  doing  more  than  we  are  able  to  ask. — A.  M. 

dhSISSLEB." 

Bethany, — ''  In  casting  a  retrospective  glance  on  the  occurrences 
of  the  past  year,  in  connection  with  this  congregation,  we  are  im- 
pressed by  tne  conviction  that  this  period  has  been  one  that  was 
remarkable  for  its  eontroita^  as  regards  our  experience  here.  Peculiar 
trials  were  mingled  with  peculiar  mercies,  extraordinary  labours  were 
accompanied  by  extraor<unary  privileges,  unusual  fears  and  anxieties, 
but  also  unusual  joys  and  encouragements  successively  overclouded 
or  brightened  our  path.  Hence  a  special  Ebenezer  is  called  for, 
and  the  ascription  of  thankful  praise  to  Him  whose '  faithfulness 
reacheth  unto  the  clouds/  and  whose  '  mercy  endureth  for  ever.' 

The  unusually  long  and  severe  drought  had  for  some  time  an 
injurious  eflect  on  the  attendance  at  church  and  schooL  Our  most 
trustworthy  helpers  have  assured  us,  that  they  did  not  recollect  any 
year  in  wluch  absolute  want  was  so  prevalent,  even  in  this  favoured 
district. 

In  view  of  the  late  deplorable  outbreak  in  the  eastern  part  of  the 
islaud,  we  desire  to  record  our  heartfelt  gratitude  to  the  Lord,  not 
only  for  His  merciful  providence  which  enabled  us  to  continue 
in  uninterrupted  activity,  and  guarded  us  from  danger  and  distur- 
bance, but  fdso  for  the  measure  of  grace  granted  to  our  people, 
under  the  general  excitement  of  the  past  month,  to  '  behave  them- 
selves wisely '  before  friend  and  foe.      We  have  never  heard  or  seen 
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the  least  that  could  lead  us  in  any  way  to  doubt  their  faithfulness,  or 
question  their  loyalty. 

On  the  other  hand  we  cannot  eonceal  the  painful  faet,  which 
appears  more  alarming  from  year  to  year,  that  we  haye  a  generation 
of  young  people  growing  up  around  us,  among  whom  immorality, 
idleness,  and  disobedience  to  those  who  'have  the  rule  over  them,' 
are  in  the  ascendant,  while  the  places  of  those  in  our  congregations 
who  depart  this  life,  or  who  have  to  be  dismissed  from  our  lellowship, 
are  in  many  cases  not  supplied  by  new-comers. 

While  feeling  truly  thankfrd  that  the  good  which  ha^  been  done 
still  maintains  its  pmce,  we  grieve  to  see  so  little  of  its  aggressive 
power. 

We  are  sincerely  thankful,  both  on  account  of  our  people  connected 
with  the  out-station  at  Cheapside,  and  for  the  si^e  of  the  cause  in 
genial,  that  the  Mission  Board  have  consented  to  the  forming  of 
Cheapside  in  conjunction  with  Broadleaf  into  a  separate  station, 
under  the  care  of  a  reralar  missionary.  We  humbly  trust  that  our 
hopes  and  desires,  and  the  pledges  and  promises  of  our  Cheapside 
people  will,  under  God's  blessing,  be  fully  and  happily  realized. 

The  state  of  our  day-schools  has,  during  the  penoa  under  review, 
been  a  frequent  source  of  disappointment  and  anxiety  to  us,  as  the 
average  attendance  has  on  the  whole  decreased.  We  are  unable  to 
assign  any  special  cause  for  this  retrogression,  unless  it  be  that,  in 
this  as  in  ot^er  respects,  the  surrounding  mass  of  carelessness  and 
irreligion  is  more  than  ever  making  its  presence  felt. 

The  renovation  of  the  school-house,  and  teacher's  dwelling  at  the 
Barracks  (Beulah  School)  has  been  completed,  and  we  trust  that 
this  school  may  prove  a  means,  in  the  populous  district  where  it  is 
situated,  of  helping  many  souls  to  seek  and  find  the  pearl  of  great 
price. 

It  is  a  matter  for  special  gratitude  that  we  are  able  to  report  the 
successful  completion  of  the  repairs  of  the  church  at  this  station, 
at  a  cost  of  about  £340,  of  which  £140  were  contributed  by  our 
congr^ation  in  the  course  of  the  past  year.  Besides  this,  the  con- 
gregation for  several  weeks  in  succession,  rendered  a  large  amount 
of  gratuitous  labour  in  the  extension  of  the  yard  adjoining  the 
church,  and  the  widening  of  the  road  leading  to  it, — a  work  which  a 
cash  outlay  of  ^120  would  hardly  have  paid  for, — considering  the 
nature  of  the  locality  which  our  'volunteer  engineers'  had  to 
operate  upon.  Never  did  we  see  in  Jamaica  more  cheerful  industry, 
more  self-denying  willingness,  and  more  hard  working  perseverance, 
than  on  this  occasion. 

On  May  the  7th  we  commemorated  the  opening  of  the  church, 
twenty-five  years  previously,  combining  therewith  a  joyful  celebration 
of  the  successful  completion  of  the  repairs. 

It  is  a  pleasing  fact,  that  the  past  year  was  remarkable  for  the 
unusual  number  of  pleasing  and  happy  deaths  which  occurred,  and 
were  brought  under  our  notice. 

Our  helpers,  scripture-readers,  Sunday-school  teachers,  Ac,  have 
continued  faithfully  to  discharge  the  duties  of  their  respective  offices. 
We  trust  that  the  labours  of  these  native  agents  will  from  year  to 
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year  increase  in  efficiency,  and  that  recent  sad  events  in  this  island, 
will  in  no  wise  affect  the  continued  unobstructed  employment  of  such 
important  and  even  indispensable  instrumentality.  May  He  by 
whom  'kings  reign  and  princes  decree  justice,  cause  in  this 
respect  even  the  wrath  of  man  to  praise  Him,  and  suffer  no  weapon 
formed  against  the  interests  of   His  kingdom    to  prosper! — T, 

S0ND£BMAN." 

Babbados.  Sharon, — ^While  many  of  the  sister-colonies  have  been 
visited  by  storms,  tempests,  earthquakes,  and  other  manifestations 
of  the  Lord's  mighty  power,  He  has  mercifully  held  over  us  His  pro- 
tecting arm.     May  we  learn  wisdom  from  His  love  and  mercy. 

The  meetings  in  connection  with  our  Jubilee  celebration  in  the 
month  of  May,  at  which  we  were  glad  to  welcome  Br.  "Westerby, 
from  Antigua,  and  ministers  of  other  Christian  denominations  in  the 
neighbourhood,  were  occasions  of  much  blessing  to  many  souls. 
The  same  may  be  said  of  those  held  at  the  out-stations  throughout 
the  year ;  an  encouraging  readiness  to  hear  the  word  has  been  mani- 
fested. At  Dunscombe  the  work  is  progressing,  fifby  candidates  are 
looking  forward  to  reception  to  full  cnurch-feUowship,  and  their 
number  is  on  the  increase. 

The  attendance  at  all  our  day-schools  has  greatly  improved.  Our 
new  *  Centenary  School '  is  acknowledged  to  be  a  *  great  success/ 
"We  have  75  children  in  regular  attendance  already,  and  have  reason 
to  look  for  an  increase  of  numbers,  as  soon  as  the  new  building  is 
erected. 

Our  Sabbath-schools  are  in  a  progressive  state,  demanding  much 
care  and  attention,  but  affording  those  who  labour  in  them  a  large 
reward. 

Thanking  the  Lord  for  His  past  mercies  we  go  forward  in  reliance 
on  His  promise, '  Lo,  I  am  with  you  always.' — J.  Y.  Edghill." 

Mount  Tahor, — "The  attendance  at  church  on  Sundays,  during  the 
past  year,  has  been  satisfactory,  but  we  are  sorry  to  say  that  the 
Sunday-schools  were  neither  as  numerously  nor  as  regularly  attended 
as  we  could  have  wished. 

Our  day-schools  have  gone  on  in  their  usual  course,  the  numbers 
being  about  the  same  as  kst  year.  The  Jubilee  celebration  was  the 
great  stirring  event  of  the  year,  and  we  trust  that  its  enlivening 
effects  may  long  be  felt  in  the  hearts  of  many  of  our  people. — C.  L. 
Dehm." 

Bridgetoum, — "  As  regards  the  spiritual  state  of  the  congregation, 
we  are  pleased  to  be  able  to  state  that  since  the  celebration  of  the 
Jubilee  in  May,  a  greater  earnestness  and  a  stronger  desire  after 
spiritual  things  has  been  manifested  by  manjr  of  our  flock.  The 
attendance  at  church  has  been  varied,  oetter  in  the  evening  than 
in  the  morning ;  this  may  be  in  part  attributed  to  the  effects  of  the 
preceding  trying  year,  which  are  still  felt  in  the  want  of  sufficient 
clothing. 

Our  schools  have  been  working  satisfactorily,  and  the  attendance 
has  improved. 

The  Missionary  meeting  was  held  on  the  28th  of  November,  the 
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Attorney  General  presiding :  our  church  was  crowded  with  an  atten- 
tive auditory. — T.  F.  Niebebt." 

CliftonhilL — "  The  trials  of  our  people  have  not  yet  ceased,  and 
the  effects  of  poverty  and  destitution  make  themselves  painfully 
manifest  in  the  appearance  of  the  people,  and  the  attendance  at 
church  and  school.  We  had  hoped  that  the  price  of  articles  of 
clothing  would  fall  on  the  cessation  of  hostilities  in  the  United 
States ;  for  many  things  we  have  actually  to  pay  higher  prices  than 
ever.  The  Lord  has  helped  very  mercifully,  often  putting  to  shame 
our  weak  faith. 

Spiritual  blessings  have  not  been  withheld,  and  we  have  been 
encouraged  by  seeing  fruits  of  our  preaching  of  the  Gospel  of  Jesus 
Christ,  Sie  Saviour  of  poor  sinners.  Two  cases  were  particularly 
striking ;  women  advanced  in  years,  one  of  them  75  years  old  and 
mother  of  26  children,  both  well  acquainted  with  the  doctrines  of 
Christianity,  but  steadfastly  resisting  the  power  of  the  Gbspel  under 
the  influence  of  besetting  sin,  and  care  for  this  world's  concerns. 
At  the  eleventh  hour  they  opened  their  hearts  to  the  Lord  and  died 
in  peace,  trusting  alone  in  Jesus  and  His  merits. — T.  F.  Beiittiek." 

Tobago.  Montaomery, — "  The  year  1866  commenced  as  gloomily 
stA  its  predecessor  bad  ended ;  a  prospect  of  brighter  days,  however, 
soon  presented  itself.  The  weather  from  April  to  the  end  of  the 
year  was  very  favourable  to  the  growth  of  all  kinds  of  ground  provi- 
sions, but  the  manufacture  of  sugar  has  totally  failed,  owing  to  the 
prevailing  wet  character  of  the  season.  A  severe  gale  in  the  night, 
from  the  14th  to  the  15th  of  October,  did  a  great  amount  of  damage 
to  the  crops,  and  blighted  our  hopes  of  a  very  abundant  harvest. 
Many  of  our  people  would  have  been  reduced  to  considerable  straits, 
but  for  the  lact  that  work  was  plentiful,  especially  on  the  two 
adjacent  estates,  which  are,  thank  God,  again  bein^  cultivated. 

Our  returns  shew  that  several  members  have  withdrawn,  in  con- 
sequence of  alleged  inability  to  pay  their  regular  church  contribu- 
tions ;  some  others  have  emigrated  to  Trinidad  or  Grenada  in  hopes 
of  finding  there  a  better  subsistence  than  on  this  island. 

The  attendance  at  church  has  been  satisfactory,  except  during 
Passion- week,  when  the  very  rainy  weather  prevented  all  but  a  very 
few  from  coming  out  to  the  daily  meetings. 

The  schools  have  been  carried  on  b&  usual,  but  with  a  decrease  in 
the  number  of  children,  which  is  attributed  in  a  great  measure 
to  a  want  of  proper  clothing.  Bon  Accord  school  is  still  closed, 
but  we  hope  to  be  able  to  re-open  it  soon. 

Our  hearty  thanks  are  due  to  Miss  Webster  of  Bristol,  for  a 
parcel  of  books,  which  she  kindly  sent  to  us. — J.  L.  Hastino." 

Mbriah, — "  Our  public  services  have  not  been  so  well  attended  as 
we  could  have  wished,  but  we  have  reason  to  believe  that  our 
ministration  of  the  word  has  not  been  unaccompanied  by  the  power 
of  the  Spirit ;  in  some  the  seed  has  taken  root  in  the  heart,  and  is 
bearing  miit  in  the  lives  to  the  praise  and  glory  of  His  grace. 

The  church  subscriptions  have  been  sbghtly  in  a~ 
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year's,  but  the  receipts  of  our  Missiooary  Association  haye  been 
smaller,  partly  owing  to  the  impoverished  state  of  the  people. 

Church  discipline  has  been  necessary  in  the  case  of  several ;  the 
young  people  are  stifoecked  and  not  open  to  advice,  and  often  fall 
into  gross  sin. 

The  attendance  at  school  has  been  satisfactory,  the  numbers  of 
day  scholars  increasing  towards  the  dose  of  the  year. — ^E.  Walsh." 

St.  Cboix.  —FriedenBhera, — Without  being  able  to  point  to  striking 
and  visible  fruits  of  our  labours,  we  trust  that  the  kingdom  of  God 
continues  to  make  progress  among  us,  and  hope  that  the  day  on 
which  the  Lord  shall  make  up  His  jewels,  will  declare  that  many  more 
'  feared  the  Lord  and  spoke  often  to  one  another  of  Him/  than  our 
shortsighted  eyes  can  now  discern. 

The  usual  services  on  Sunday  have  been  fairly  attended,  not  so 
those  held  duriDg  the  week.  Lawful  and  unlawful  diversions 
exercised  their  uswd  effect  in  thinning  our  auditories  at  Christmas 
and  New  Tear ;  at  Easter  the  church  was  well  filled. 

The  want  of  efficient  Sunday-school  teachers  has  naturally  the 
result  that  the  average  attendance  of  scholars  is  diminished ;  some 
fault  lies  also  with  unwilling  diildren,  and  indifferent  parents. 

The  death  by  drowning  of  two  bovs,  one  of  them  a  Sunday-scholar, 
which  occurred  in  the  early  part  of  the  year,  appears  to  have  made  a 
deep  impression  on  several  of  our  people.  The  father  of  one  of  the 
boys  seems  to  have  become  a  changed  character.  Some  other  cases 
of  sudden  death  occurred,  calculated  thoroughly  to  arrest  the  atten- 
tion of  the  careless,  particularly  that  of  a  man  who  had  attained  a  great 
age,  but  had  persistently  refused  to  receive  the  truth  preached  to  him 
and  come  to  J  esus.  Tmree  nonagenarians  departed  this  life,  leaving 
us  with  the  conviction  that  they  were  goin^  to  rest  with  the  Saviour 
whom  they  had  loved,  and  to  whom  alone  they  looked  for  salvation. 

During  the  latter  months  of  the  year  we  were  visited  by  illnesses 
of  various  kinds,  especially  jaundice  and  small-pox ;  the  latter  disease 
spread  at  first,  untu  Gbvemment  adopted  preventive  measures,  but 
it  proved  fatal  in  only  two  instances,  for  which,  as  for  innumerable 
others  mercies  enjoyed  in  the  course  of  the  past  year,  we  desire 
heartily  to  thank  the  Lord. — J.  Babtbls.'* 

Friedensfeld. — A  considerable  number  of  our  people  were  laid  up 
by  serious  illness  towards  the  end  of  the  year ;  ague  especiallT  pros- 
trated many  to  such  an  extent  that  their  recovery  was  doubtniL 

The  attendance  at  churdi  and  school  has  not  heen.  encouraging,  as 
fiur  as  the  male  part  of  the  congregation  is  concerned*  With  some  few 
exceptions,  our  people  receive  their  wages  for  the  week  on  Sunday 
morning ;  the  immeaiate  consequence  of  this  evil  practice  is,  thi^ 
buying  and  selling  and  collecting  debts  takes  awav  the  attention 
of  many  from  the  proper  occupations  of  the  day.  Many  overcome 
this  obstacle  to  their  regular  attendance,  but  there  are  not  a  few  who 
are  sadly  wanting  in  true  hunger  and  thirst  after  spiritual  food,  and 
therefore  easily  give  way  to  the  temptation  of  neglecting  the  oppor- 
tunities for  edification. 
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Prom  sereral  death-beds  we  received  pleasing  and  encouraging  im- 
pressions of  the  work  of  grace  in  the  heart,  and  rejoiced  to  see  that 
our  hibour  is  not  in  yain  in  the  Lord.  One  younfi;  helper-brother  is 
greatly  missed,  as  he  was  not  onlj  yerj  regular  in  his  attendance  at  all 
the  means  of  grace,  but  also  earnestly  desirous  of  helping  in  the 
liord's  cause  by  his  personal  endeavours ;  he  kept  a  little  school  in 
his  own  house,  to  which  he  invited  all  who  would  come,  mainly  for 
thepurpose  of  increasing  the  knowledge  of  the  holy  scriptures. 

We  commend  our  flock  and  ourselves,  to  the  prayers  of  our 
brethren  and  friends  at  home. — F.  Daibsb." 


MOSQUITO  COAST. 

As  this  mission  has  of  late  been  the  object  of  such  widely  extended 
Christian  sympathy,  we  have  much  pleasure  in  being  able  to  pre- 
sent some  particulars  of  recent  intelligence  from  it.  These  are  not 
indeed  very  extensive,  but  they  ioclude  some  additional  information 
respecting  the  awful  calamity  by  which  this  part  of  the  American 
continent  has  been  visited,  together  with  some  remarks  on  the  pre- 
sent state  and  future  prospects  of  the  mission  and  of  the  community 
among  whom  it  is  carried  on. 

It  will  be  observed.that  our  brethren  have  energetically  addressed 
themselves  to  the  work  of  restoration,  judiciously  commencing  with 
the  repair  of  the  least  damaged  buildings,  and  striving  to  get  them 
roofed  before  the  rainy  season  should  set  in. 

The  scarcity  of  provisions  which  led  to  the  use  of  improper  articles 
of  food,  and  naturally,  in  combination  with  exposure,  induced  dis- 
ease, has  been  considerably  alleviated  by  the  supply  of  Indian  com 
which  has  been  obtained. 

The  political  position  of  the  Indian  community  would  seem  to 
be  still  very  unsettled.  Tet  we  trust  that  the  Lord  will  not  only 
graciously  protect  His  work  and  the  agents  employed  in  it,  but 
cause  the  designs  of  politicians  to  subserve  the  fulfilment  of  His  pur- 
poses of  mercy. 

As  regards  the  result  of  the  special  appeal,  it  is  with  himible 
gratitude  that  the  Committee  state  that  a  most  satisfactory  response 
has  been  returned  in  this  country,  as  weU  as  on  the  Continent  and 
in  America.  It  is  not  practicable,  as  yet,  to  state  the  exact  sum  ; 
but  there  is  reason  to  believe  that,  for  the  deficiency  and  restoration 
together,  the  total  amount  received  cannot  be  less  than  £3000,  of 
which  nearly  ^1600  would  be  required  for  the  former  object.  In 
addition  to  this  there  are  probably  some  small  amounts  which  have

not  yet  been  advised.  Thus  there  is  reason  to  believe  that  the 
heavy  burden  entailed  on  the  mission-fiind  will  be  shortly  quite  re- 
moved, and  the  progress  of  the  work  be  unhindered.  To  all  who 
have  contributed  to  bring  about  this  result,  our  heartfelt  thanks  are 
tendered,  while  we  would  praise  and  bless  the  Lord  who  in  the  dark 
and  cloudy  day  vouchsafed  to  His  servants  these  tokens  far  good.

"  Accept  out  best  thanks  for  the  brotherly  sympathy  expressed 


for  us  on  behalf  of  so  many  esteemed  brethren  and  fpiend 

"  Our  congregation  has  suffered  bv  the  loss  of  two  members,  owing 
to  the  effects  of  exposure  in  the  awnd  night  of  the  hurricane.  Both 
of  these  were  very  earnest  Chrisiians.  Besides  these,  several  adults 
and  children  have  died. 

"  But  we  must  admit  that,  *amid  the  desolating  blast,'  the  voice  of 
the  Lord  was  powerfully  heard  by  some  who  are  yet  in  the  land  of 
the  living.  Tnere  are  not  a  few  who,  since  that  time,,  walk  more  in 
accordance  with  the  gospel  which  they  profess. 

'*  I  am  now  busily  engaged  in  getting  up  our  school-bouse,  as 
the  hall  in  the  dweliing-nouse  is  too  smsIL  for  the  meetings,  and 
the  children  ought  to  be  at  schooL 

*^  The  house-keeping  is  at  present  a  difficult  task,  as  there  are  no 
ground-provisions,  and  we  have  to  live  entirely  on  flour  and  rice. 
Many  of  the  people  are  even  worse  off,  and  are  glad  of  anything  they 
can  pick  up.  Some  of  them  are  reduced  to  eat  the  coco-heads,  which 
are  only  fit  for  pigs.  Such  unwholesome  food  has  in  several  cases 
produced  dysentery.  Among  the  Lidians  at  Eaitipura  and  at 
Haulover  near  Magdala,  the  distress  is  very  great.  Tet  there  is  no 
one  who  can  effectively  lend  a  helping  hand.  The  government  can- 
not, as  since  the  kmg's  death  Nicaragua  no  longer  pays  the 
indemnity. 

"  How  long  it  will  be  before  any  sort  of  fruit  will  grow  and  ripen, 
we  do  not  know.     Thus  a  very  gloomy  future  stands  before  us. 

"  I  will  endeavour  to  rive  a  few  more  particulars  respecting  the 
hurricane.  All  the  month  of  October  was  very  sultry,  and  we  had 
quite  unusual  weather,  with  but  little  rain.  On  the  morning  of  the 
18th  the  sky  was  overcast  with  black  clouds  and  looked  wild.  A 
drizzling  ram  fell,  but  the  wind,  from  the  north-west,  was  moderate. 
At  about  half-past  9  p.m.  it  began  to  blow  hard  and  in  gusts,  in- 
creasing every  moment ;  yet  it  did  but  little  damage,  till  it  by  degrees 
veered  round  to  the  south-west,  when  nothing  could  stand  against 
it,  and  most  of  the  buildings  fell  during  m  continuance  in  that 
quarter.  But  perhaps  the  heaviest  blasts  were  about  3  o'clock  in 
tne  morning,  when  even  the  strong  mission-house  here  lost  part  of 
its  roof,  and  the  boat-house  fell  in.  At  BamsJi  the  blasts  from  the 
S.W.  alone  did  damage.    In  the  district  of  Pearl  Key  Lagoon  the 
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seyerest  blow  was  from  east-north-east,  At  Corn-Island  the  wind 
went  almost  round  the  compass,  but  began  much  sooner  than  on  the 
mainland,  as  many  houses  were  down  before  evening.  There  the 
most  violent  blow  was  from  east-bj-south.  While  we  had  heavy 
rain  and  awful  lightning  all  night,  there  was  but  little  rain  in  the 
island.  At  Bethany  the  wind  &d  not  do  so  much  damage ;  but  the 
sea  rose  to  a  great  height,  in  many  nlacee  six  feet  above  the  usual 
high  water  mark,  so  that  it  is  a  wonaer  that  there  was  not  greater 
loss  of  life.  I  was  there  last  week,  and  saw  the  entire  church  floor, 
with  its  massive  joists,  carried  to  a  distance  of  about  forty  feet  into 
the  bush,  where  it  had  lodged  on  some  fallen  trees  and  stumps.  At 
Magdala  the  people  lost  most  of  their  canoes,  as  the  water  rose  high 
in  the  lagoon.  At  Bluefields  and  Bami^  the  water  was  low,  and 
hence  there  was  no  loss  of  boats,  except  those  which  were  crushed  in 
the  ruins  of  the  boat-house.  The  balls  of  fire,  which  flew  in  all 
directions  that  night,  added  to  the  horrors  of  the  scene.  The 
hurricane  appears  to  have  swept  to  a  great  extent  even  over  the 
Pacific. 

''  Amidst  all  our  distress  we  observed  the  week  of  prayer  at  all  our 
stations,  and  it  again  proved  a  very  blessed  season  of  refreshment 
from  the  presence  of  the  Lord.*'

*^  It  is  a  matter  of  regret  to  us  that  we  could  not  forward  any 
intelligence  by  the  mau  succeeding  that  which  first  announced  the 
disaster  from  which  we  have  suffered.  But  we  had  nearly  a  gale 
again ;  indeed  it  blew  most  furiously  for  about  three  weeks,  so  that 
no  boat  could  nut  out  to  sea.  I  nad  also  my  hands  full  of  work, 
and  embraced  the  first  opportunity  to  fetch  ^r.  and  Sr.  Hoch  from 
Com  Island.    This  fiilly  occupied  my  time. 

You  express  wonder  that  the  church  at  Magdala  was  so  soon 
rebuilt ;  but  it  had  been  erected  only  in  the  August  before,  so  that 
the  greater  part  of  the  materials  remained  sound,  and  could  be 
at  once  used  again.  In  order  to  complete  it,  however^  we  had  to  use 
some  of  the  old  boards  from  the  ruined  dwelling-house,  as  there 
were  none  else  to  be  had.  They  will  have  to  be  taken  down  and  new 
ones  substituted,  as  soon  as  we  can  get  what  we  require. 

The  week  before  Easter  the  firame  of  the  dwelling-house  at 
Magdala  was  set  up,  and  while  it  is  being  thatched,  the  carpenters 
have  gone  to  Bethany,  to  perform  a  simuar  task  there.  We  push 
on  with  this  work  as  rapicUy  as  possible,  in  order  to  have  the  roof 
up,  before  the  rain  sets  in. 

The  school-house  at  this  place  is  finished.  It  is  a  very  strong 
building,  and  will,  I  trust,  serve  for  many  years  yet. 

Eaet^  was  a  season  of  special  joy  to  us  all,  as  we  could  then  for 
the  first  time  assemble  in  tnat  house.  It  was,  however,  too  small  for 
the  auditory,  and  many  had  to  remain  outside.  The  enjoyment  of 
the  holy  communion  was  a  great  refreshment  to  us  all,  as  we  had 
not  partaken  of  it  for  so  long,  for  want  of  a  place  to  meet  in. 

Since  the  death  of  the  late  kin^,  or  chief  of  the  Mosquito  nation, 
Nicaragua  no  longer  pays  any  indemnity,  and,  as  it  would  seem, 
TOIi.  ixvi.  o 
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desires  to  get  entire  possession  of  the  country.  If  England  does 
not  snpp<ni^  the  treaty  of  Manama,  concluded  in  1860,  tne  nation 
will  be  ruined.  But  as  long  as  tnat  is  maintained,  we  sball  remain 
much  as  we  are,  that  is,  the  people  governed  by  an  executive  council, 
elected  by  themselves.  We  have  felt  some  hesitation  at  rebuilding 
our  churches,  as  long  as  we  do  not  know  what  our  position  really  is. 
In  April  a  new  chief  is  to  be  elected,  and  the  choice  must  be  sanc- 
tioned by  England  and  Nicaragua.  We  trust  that  the  Lord  will 
overrule  all  for  the  good  of  His  cause. 

I  may  further  observe  that,  as  the  late  king  left  no  legitimate 
children,  the  son  of  his  sister  Yictoria,  a  boy  ten  years  of  age,  will 
probably  be  elected  chief,  and  be  placed  under  suitable  guardianship. 

We  were  truly  than^ul  to  hear  that  the  Lord  had  made  his 
people  willing  to  word  such  liberal  aid  May  He  himself  abundantly 
repay  that  which  is  thus  devoted  to  His  cause,  so  answering  our 
prayers  on  behalf  of  those  who  have  generously  exerted  them- 
selves on  our  behalf. 

The  Lord  has  held  His  hand  over  us,  so  that  no  cases  of  actual 
starvation  have  occurred.  No  doubt,  there  have  been  some  who 
have  at  times  had  nothing  to  eat  for  a  whole  day ;  but  such  cases 
have  not  been  frequent.  Things  are  now  better  than  they  were, 
as  the  first  Indian  com  has  been  gathered  in. 

We  are  peculiarly  thankful  to  the  Lord  for  the  measure  of 
health  and  strength  which  He  has  granted  to  us  missionaries  at  all 
the  stations."

JProm  the  Teacher ^  Br.  J.  J.  Pnwocs:. 

"  Bluefields,  March  6/A,  1866. 

"  Tou  will,  I  trust,  pardon  my  boldness  in  writing  you  a  few  lines, 
to  which  boldness  I  am  in  part  encouraged  by  the  acquaintance  I 
formerly  made  with  vou  in  Jamaica.  By  the  wise  and  gracious 
overrulme  of  the  Lord,  I  have  been  called  to  this  country  to  serve 
Him  in  the  same  capadtv  as  I  occupied  in  Jamaica.  I  esteem  it  a 
great  privilege  bestowea  on  me,  and  hope  I  may  be  permitted, 
amidst  my  manifold  imperfections,  to  do  something  for  the  good  of 
my  fellow-men,  and  for  the  glory  of  God« 

It  may  not  be  uninterestmg  to  ^rou,  if  I  venture  upon  a  very  brief 
account  of  the  work  I  am  engaged  in.  There  are  about  120  acknow- 
ledged scholars  belonging  to  the  school  at  Bluefields,  the  greater  part 
of  whom  attend  with  commendable  regularity.  Living  in  a  town 
as  we  do,  there  are  not  the  disadvantages  of  bad  roads  and  long  dis- 
tances to  contend  with,  as  in  Jamaica.  Through  the  blessing  of 
the  Lord  on  our  labours,  the  progress  of  the  scholars  is  not  discour- 
aging. I  cannot  give  any  cases  of  marked  conversion  of  heart  to  the 
£>rd ;  but,  from  the  improved  character  of  some  of  the  childr^i,  I 
believe  that  Christ  does  not  knock  at  their  hearts  in  vain. 

We  Iwkve  lately  been  visited  by  an  awful  messenger  from  God,— a 
hurricane.  But  having  reason  to  believe  that  you  are  already 
arauainted  with  all  the  circumstances  of  those  dreadful  times,  I 
will  not  repeat  them.     But  I  venture  to  mention  the  damaging  effect 
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it  baa  had  on  our  school,  and  school-materials,  destroying  most  of 
the  latter,  and  also  raining  almost  every  means  of  my  private  im- 
provement." 


BbPOBT  or  MlGDALA  FOB  THE  TEAB  1865. 

In  the  first  week  of  the  New  Tear,  we  united  with  the  great  body 
of  praying  Christians  in  supplicating  great  thing^s  from  the  Lord  for 
oiuselves,  His  church,  and  the  world.  Our  dmly  prayer-meetings 
were  numerously  attended,  and  we  felt  encour^ed  in  o\ir  work  by  the 
bimger  manifested  by  many  for  the  Bread  of  life. 

Chi  Janvary  hih  we  held  a  love-feast  for  the  children,  who  had 
conducted  themselves  in  a  satisfactory  manner,  and  it  was  a  mreat 
pleasure  to  see  their  bright,  joyous  faces,  as  they  received  our  little 
rewards,  and  sang  of  a  Saviour's  love  for  them.  On  the  following 
day  the  school  was  re-opened,  and  has  continued  to  prosper,  the 
attendance  being  good  and  on  the  increase.  Our  evening-meetings, 
held  four  times  a  week,  have  been  on  the  whole  well  attended.  On 
Wednesday  mornings  we  have  had  a  meeting  for  our  members,  in 
which  we  went  through  a  short  system  of  doctrine  in  a  free  manner, 
putting  questions  now  and  then  \  the  attendance  was  very  numerous. 

Br.  Grunewald  went  to  Baitipura  early  in  the  year.  The  meetings 
were  held  in  Br.  Brown's  house,  as  the  little  church  had  been  blown 
down  by  a  violent  wind  in  November,  1864.  A  new  building  was 
b^^  in  May,  and  opened  for  worship  on  the  1st  of  October,  many 
of  our  people  going  over  from  here  to  take  part  in  the  ceremony. 
A  few  days  later  this  new  place  of  worship  was  not  only  thrown 
down,  but  actu^y  carried  off  by  the  flood,  which  accompanied  the 
terrible  hurricane  of  October  18th. 

In  February  the  missionary  visited  Bethany,  and  preached  there  in 
the  little  church,  which  was  just  finished.  The  King  was  present, 
and  also  exhorted  the  people  to  hear  the  word  of  God  with  diligence, 
and  abandon  their  mishla-drinking.  He  was  requested  to  use  his 
influence  against  the  native  Indian  sukias  or  sorcerers ;  whereupon 
he  took  several  of  their  wands,  broke  them  and  threw  them  into  the 
fire,  forbidding  them  to  practise  sorcery  any  more.  Soon  afterwards 
Br.  Blair  had  to  leave  his  post  on  account  of  ill  health.  The  work 
of  conversion  proceeded  very  slowly  there,  owing  to  the  terrible 
addiction  to  the  drinking  of  intoxicating  liquor  on  the  part  of  the  poor 
Indians.  The  hurricane  of  October  swept  the  whole  village  of 
Bethany  away,  only  a  few  posts  being  \eu,  to  indicate  the  former 
site. 

The  Lord  spoke  to  our  people  solemnly  and  earnestly  by  means 
of  startling  events,  which  succeeded  each  other  rapidly  in  March, 
A  yotmg  man  while  fishing  fell  out  of  his  boat  and  was  drowned.  A 
week  later  another  shot  himself  in  the  leg,  which  had  to  be  ampu- 
tated in  consequence ;  he  suffered  intensely,  but  the  Lord  spared  his 
life,  giving  him  time  for  repentance,  which  he  did  not  receive  in  vain. 
He  had  to  go  to  Grey  town,  and  did  not  return  healed  till  August. 
On  hearing  for  the  first  time  again  in  our  little  church  about  the 
Saviour  of  sinners,  he  called  one  to  him  in  the  middle  of  the  service, 
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tkXkd  said :  *'  I  was  on6e  lost,  but  the  Lord  has  found  me.  Oh 
teacher !  tell  me  much  of  the  loye  of  Jesus,  and  teach  me  to  pray 
to  Him."  The  third  event  referred  to  was  a  serious  accident  to  a 
man,  the  fiither  of  a  fiunily.  He  fell  from  a  tree  and  was  taken  up  for 
deadL  On  recovering  consciousness,  he  suffered  great  pain,  and 
appeared  to  have  become  deranged.  After  several  weeks,  however, 
he  was  restored,  and  he  too  was  soon  afterwards  found  sitting  at  the 
feet  of  Jesus,  *'  in  his  right  mind."  He  who  had  despised  the  Gospel, 
and  looked  down  on  thos^  who  embraced  it,  was  now  eager  to  tell 
to  others  what  the  Lord  hiad  done  for  his  soul. 

Our  church  was  thoroughly  repaired  in  Jpril^  our  people  contri- 
buting willingly  their  own  labour  in  the  work,  so  that  the  building 
could  be  re-opened  for  worship  at  Easter.  The  attendance  at  our 
meetings  about  this  time  was  very  numerous,  many  seeming  to  have 
been  moved  by  the  warning  events  above  mentioned  to  make  sure 
their  calling  and  election.  Three  persons  were  added  to  the  church, 
and  are  zeaJous  followers  of  the  Lord  Jesus.  On  Good  Friday  the 
natives  flocked  from  all  sides  to  the  church,  and  we  heartily  rejoiced 
in  the  privilege  granted  us  to  proclaim  the  saving  name  of  Jesus. 

Jn  June  another  solemn  warning  to  the  light-minded  sinner  was- 
sent  by  the  Lord  ;  a  young  woman  living  in  open  sin  went  into  the 
plantation  in  a  dilapidate  boat ;  it  capizea  and  the  woman  was 
drowned,  her  corpse  becoming  the  prey  oi  the  sharks. 

Li  July  the  rams  set  in,  and  interfered  to  some  extent  with  the 
regular  attendance  at  church  and  school ;  attacks  of  fever  also  were, 
as  usual,  not  wanting,  and  often  severe.  In  August  we  visited  at 
Ephrata,  Bethany,  and  Com  Island,  and  returned  to  Magdala  re- 
stored to  our  usual  state  of  health,  and  much  refreshed  by  obser- 
ving how  the  Lord's  work  in  this  land  is  prospering  and  growing. 

In  the  month  of  October,  our  house  and  cnurch  were  destroyed 
by  a  terrible  hurricane,  which  has  been  the  cause  of  great  distress 
in  this  whole  district.  We  had  to  live  for  nine  days  under  the  ruins  of 
our  house  as  our  only  shelter,  before  we  could  manage  to  procure 
another  temporary  refuge.  Towards  the  end  of  November  wo  began 
to  repair  the  church,  and  were  able  to  use  it  again  in  ten  days. 

In  D^^m^^wehad  again  the  pleasure  of  adding  some  members  to 
our  little  flock.  One  was  an  aged  woman  who  had  lost  her  daughter 
with  her  four  little  children  in  the  hurricane ;  this  affliction  was 
blessed  by  the  Lord  to  the  saving  of  her  souL 
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Ik  point  of  date  some  of  the  following  intelligence  from  this  mistsion 
will  be  found  rather  old,  having  been  kept  back  by  press  of  other 
matter.    It  is  however  believed  that  the  details  given  will  not  be 
foimd  uninteresting. 
It  appears  that  Br.  Kuehn,  having  recovered  from  a  severe  and 
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dangerous  attack  of  the  prevailing  fever,  set  off  on  a  tour  of  vinta- 
tion  which  was  likely  to  occupy  him  for  some  months. 

Bain  has  flEdlea  in  several  districts,  to  the  great  relief  of  human 
beings  and  cattle.  Yet  the  prices  of  provisions  continue  high, 
money  is  scarce,  and  employment  scarcely  to  be  obtained.  Hence 
the  distress  is  severe  and  widely  spread,  and  the  sources  of  local 
support  are  almost  exhausted. 

Br.  Gysin's  letter  from  Shiloh  gives  some  cheering  proofs  that 
spiritual  life  is  not  wanting  in  that  congregation,  while  some  par* 
ticulMrs  stated  by  him  go  to  shew  the  need  of  the  neighbouring 
heathen  for  the  humanizing  influences  of  the  gospel 

At  Baziya  the  restoration  of  the  ruined  buildings  has  been  de- 
layed by  the  unsuitableness  of  the  season  for  work  of  the  kind. 
From  '*Mittheilungen,  March  1866,"*  it  appears  that  Br.  Baur  in  the 
first  place  erected  a  dwelling  for  himself  and  his  family,  in  the  form 
of  an  ordinuy  Kaffir  house,  but  with  the  addition  of  windows.  This 
temporary  abode  he  and  his  family  entered  on  the  15th  of  December, 
having  previously  been  accommodated  with  Christian  hospitaUty  at 
All  Saints.  By  the  middle  of  February  matters  were  in  some  kind 
of  order,  including  even  the  devastated  garden.  Disquieting  rumours 
were  preval^it,  but  were  too  frequent  and  groundless  to  excite  un- 
ensincM. 

The  intelligence  of  the  sympathy  manifested  in  this  country  on 
account  of  the  calamity  at  Baziya,  has  been  received  by  the  mis- 
sionaries with  deep  gratitude. 


From  Br.  F.  W.  Kxtehk. 

"  GBKADE]!n>AX,  November  9th,  1866. 

"  You  are  already  aware  of  the  prevalence  of  tvphoid  fever  in  this 
settlement  since  last  May.  During  that  time  I  was  daily  engaged 
in  visiting  the  sick,  and  had  frequent  opportunities  to  speak  words 
of  warning  and  comfort  to  those  who  were  in  dying  circumstances^ 
At  last,  it  pleased  the  Lord  to  send  on  me  an  attack  of  the  prevailing 
disease,  and  that  of  so  severe  a  character  that  my  departure  was 
expected.  It  was  only  through  the  wondrous  aid  of  our  mithful  God 
that  I  at  length  so  far  recovered  as  to  be  able  to  re-enter  on  my 
duties.  My  recovery  is,  however,  not  yet  complete,  and  I  have  to 
exercise  great  caution. 

*  These  are  roonthlj  sntninaries  of  intelligence  printed  at  the  Training-School 
preas  at  Gen^endal,  for  private  circnlation  among  the  missionaries.  A  copy  of 
tfah  paper  is  kindly  supplied  to  us  by  oar  esteemed  fellow-servants  in  Soath 
Africa..—- Ess. 
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I  am  sorry  to  say  that  I  cannot  yet  state  that  our  settl^nent  is 
free  from  the  sickness ;  but  it  is  mudi  milder.  The  Lord  grant  that 
His  purpose  in  this  severe  visitation  may  be  attained ! 

The  departure  of  our  esteemed  Br.  Heinrich  has  been  already 
announcea.  He  served  the  Lord  in  this  mission  with  great  fiuth- 
fulness  for  twenty-three  years,  loved  our  Saviour  and  lived  in  close 
communion  with  Him. 

Since  the  recovery  of  Sr.  Heinrich  and  myself,  I  am  thankful  to 
say,  no  new  case  has  occurred  in  the  mission-fSunily. 

X  ou  have  no  doubt  heard  of  the  destruction  of  Baziya  with  deep 
sympathy.  As  no  building  operations  can  be  carried  on  before 
March,  on  account  of  the  rains,  the  commencement  of  the  work  of 
restoration  must  wait  until  then.  Yet,  where  are  the  means? 
Surely  such  a  calamity  will  be  felt  to  have  a  strong  daim  on  the 
hearty  sympathy  of  the  esteemed  friends  of  the  missionai^  cause. 
We  look  longingly  to  England  and  hope  for  aid  in  our  distressed 
circumstances." 


JFrom  Br.  W.  F.  Beohleb. 

"  Obnadekdal,  March  9th,  1866. 

**  Li  October  last,  my  nerve*  having  been  much  affected  for  some 
months  previously,  I  was  obliged  to  leave  this  place  and  go  to 
Mamre  and  Wittwater,  after  wmch  I  spent  some  days  at  the  sea- 
side. During  my  absence  Br.  Heinricn  departed  this  life,  and  Br. 
Kuehn  was  dangerously  ill,  though  I  am  thankful  to  say  he  has 
quite  recovered. 

In  consequence  of  Br.  Kuehn*s  call  to  be  a  member  of  the  Mis- 
sion Board,  I  have  been  appointed  his  successor.  Mav  our  gracious 
Lord  bestow  on  me  all  the  gifts  which  are  requisite  for  tihe  office  of 
a  superintendent,  and  above  all  a  hulnble  heart  and  a  constant  desire 
to  wm  souls,  so  that  I  may  not  only  attend  to  the  various  duties  with 
a  desire  to  get  them  done,  but  may  do  them  seriously  and  with  all 
my  heart. 

Br.  Kuehn  left  us  on  the  27th  of  February  in  a  cart  drawn  by 
two  horses,  on  his  journey  of  visitation  to  our  setdements  in  the 
midland  and  eastern  districts.  By  a  recent  letter  he  reached 
Hiversdale  on  the  2nd  inst.,  and  hoped  to  be  at  Clarkson  to-day. 
After  remaining  there  about  a  week  ne  intends  to  go  on  to  Enon. 

There  has  of  late  been  rain  at  several  of  our  settlements,  where 
the  weather  had  been  very  dry.  The  Lord  be  praised  for  this 
mercy! 

Yet  poverty  prevails  everywhere.  Many  a  naked  child  is  running 
about  here  and  m  the  other  settlements.  The  statement  of  account 
for  this  mission  for  1865  will  shew  a  large  deficiency  in  consequence 
of  the  drought  and  general  impoverishment." 

"April  7th,  isee. 

''  I  am  sorry  to  say  that  the  result  of  our  last  year's  accounts  is 
very  unfavourable.    This  is  owing  to  the  very  great  drought  in  the 
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colcHiY,  and  to  tiie  fact  thftt  manj  of  the  farmers  are  deejply  in  debt, 
and  mat  man j  merchants  have  speculated  to  their  own  disadyantage, 
so  that  numerous  bankruptcies  haye  occurred,  and  our  people  haye 
frequently  not  been  able  to  obtain  any  wages.  As  business  of  every 
kind  has  been  depressed,  the  work  carried  on  in  some  of  oar  settle- 
ments for  the  support  of  the  mission  has  also  proved  less  remunera- 
tive than  usual.  This  year  the  outlay  for  the  building  of  the 
dwelli^-housey  <&c.  at  Berea  swells  the  amount  of  expenditure. 

Br.  £uehn  reached  Engotini  on  the  20th  ult.  having  been  met 
at  Graham's  Town  b^  Br.  A.  Brauer.  He  summoned  a  conferenee 
at  Shiloh  of  the  missionaries  at  the  TTaflRr  Btations,  spent  Maundy 
Thursday  and  Good  Friday  at  Sigotini,  and  the  Easter  festival  at 
Shiloh,  and  after  having  had  important  consiiltations  with  the  brethren 
both  in  conferences  and  privately,  left  for  Baziya  on  the  3rd  of  April. 
If  not  prevented  by  the  seven  nvers  between  Shiloh  and  Baziya,  the 
swelling  of  any  one  of  which  may  detain  him  for  a  fortnight,  he 
hopes  to  get  back  to  Goshen  by  the  13th  of  April." 


From  Br,  S.  Gxsnr. 

"  Shiloh,  December  5th,  1866. 

"  With  thankfulness  to  the  Lord  we  can  state  that  He  graciously 
made  good  the  losses  we  sustained  by  hail  and  locusts,  partly  by 
means  of  the  contributions  of  sympathizing  Christian  friends,  and 
partly  by  the  increased  fertility  of  fields  and  gardens. 

As  regards  the  present  time  I  can  report  a  moderately  good 
harvest,  tiiough  the  long  drought  had  been  injurious  to  the  crops. 
We  desire  to  accept  vrith  thankfulness  all  that  the  Lord  bestows^ 
feding  ourselves  unworthy  of  all  His  benefits  and  blessings. 

The  present  is  a  time  of  general  trial ;  everywhere  there  is  want 
of  money  and  scarcity  of  remunerative  employment.  Our  river, 
which  has  usually  so  plentiful  a  supply  of  water,  has  so  diminished 
in  consequence  of  the  droughty  that  our  mill  can  scarcely  work. 

No  doubt  such  trials  of  a  temporal  character  are  sent  upon  us 
by  the  Lord  to  draw  us  away  from  what  is  earthly  and  to  direct  our 
minds  heavenward.  Would  that  His  gracious  ends  might  be  at- 
tained in  us  and  those  who  are  under  our  care  I 
,  1  am  not  able  to  report  general  awakenings,  or  other  peculiar  mani- 
festations of  grace ;  yet  we  confidently  believe  that  God  by  His 
Spirit  and  wora  is  secretly  influencing  many  hearts.  Our  hopes  have 
been  encouraged  by  the,  to  human  judgment,  very  satisfiEtctory  state  of 
Jbeart  of  some  recently-baptized  persons.  Among  them  an  elderly 
msm,  who  with  two  ^own-up  sons  and  a  daughtecr  had  been  admitted 
to  this  saored  rite»  is  remarkable  for  tenderness  of  heart,  and  humble 
thankfulness  for  the  grace  he  has  experienced.  He  and  his  £Eimily 
belong  to  that  portion  of  our  congregation  which  does  not  reside  in 
the  settlement. 

Quite  recently  I  received  from  Br.  Baur  at  Baziya  the  following 
intelligence  concerning  the  reigning  chief,  Ngangebzwe :  '  The  day 
brfore  3resterday  I  he»d  that  one  of  the  late  chief  Joyi's  brothers 
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had  eodeavoured  to  Doison  Ngangelizwe,  but  that  it  had  been  dis- 
corered*  and  that  the  criminal  had  fleid  in  all  haste  to  Kreli,  with 
whom  he  would  be  safe.  The  chief  seems  to  lead  a  veiy  insecure 
life.'  It  i^pears  that  an  English  trader  first  discovered  the  design 
and  gare  iM^^angelizwe  notice  of  it.  As  however  he  could  not  brins 
fofrward  pontive  proofis  he  was  considered  giultj  of  slander,  and 
punished  by  the  loss  of  some  cattle.  But  when  the  ^Eicts  came  to 
fight,  he  not  only  got  his  cattle  back,  but  was  nominated  a  councillor. 
Well  might  the  poor  chief  hint,  as  he  once  did,  that  he  nowhere  felt 
so  secure  as  at  a  'school-place,'  or  mission-station." 


EiTBACTS  of  the  DiABT  of  Ekok,/(w  the  year  1865. 

Oir  the  19M  of  January  an  aged  man,  who  had  held  the  office  of 
overseer  in  the  con^egation,  was  found  Ijin^  dead  in  a  field,  to 
which  he  had  gone  with  his  gun  only  a  short  time  previously.  We 
are  thankful  to  state  that  he  was  prepared  for  this  sudden  summons 
hence.  In  former  years  he  was  a  very  troubles<mie  resident,  on 
account  of  bis  quarrelsome  inclination  and  bad  temper ;  but  siuce 
the  Lord  began  a  work  of  grace  in  his  heart  of  late  years,  he  was  a 
quite  different  man  to  deal  with.  For  some  time  back  he  appears 
to  have  had  a  presentiment  that  he  would  die  suddenly,  for  he  often 
spoke  of  it  to  others. 

April. — ^The  rain  which  fell  in  January  was  most  welcome,  and 
encouraged  our  people  to  plant  maize  earber  than  usual,  and  in  large 
quantities.  XTp  to  the  present  time,  however,  no  more  rain  has 
fallen,  and  the  whole  crop  has  failed.  The  prospect  of  a  plentiftil 
supply  of  this  article  of  food,  on  which  our  people  depend  in  a  great 
measure  for  their  subsistence,  has  thus  in  the  Lord's  providence  be«i 
taken  away,  and  they  will  have  to  suffer  want  and  privation. 

June  8ra. — ^The  remains  of  a  communicant  member  were  conveyed 
to  their  last  resting-place,  of  whom  we  have  the  conviction  that  he 
has  gone  to  be  for  ever  with  the  Lord.  After  living  on  a  neighbour- 
ing estate  for  many  years  as  overseer  or  foreman,  and  receiving  a 
good  character  firom  all  who  knew  him,  he  came  here  some  time  ago, 
expressing  his  determination  to  take  mcnre  care  of  his  soul  tbui 
heretofore,  and  requesting  permission  to  reside  here.  The  request 
being  acceded  to,  he  showea  his  earnestness  by  his  regular  attend- 
ance at  all  the  means  of  grace,  which  were  richly  blessed  to  him* 
In  his  last  illness  it  was  very  pleasing  to  call  upon  him ;  he  was 
always  cheerful,  looking  forward  to  the  speedy  coming  of  the  sum- 
mons to  depart  from  Ihis  world,  and  trusting  for  salvation  alone  to 
the  atoning  olood  of  Jesus. 

Auguit  Sth. — ^The  result  of  the  general  speaking  held  at  this  time 
was  in  general  encoura^g ;  several  excluded  members  expressed 
deep  sorrow  for  their  sins,  and  begged  to  be  re-admitted  to  the 
privileges  of  Church-fellowship.  One  person  was  subsequentiy  re> 
admitted. 

The  funeral  of  the  field-comet  for  this  district,  who  had  expressed 
the  desire  to  be  interred  by  us  in  our  usual  manner,  gave  Br.  Lemmere 
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a  welcome  opportunity  of  spNBaking  a  word  in  season  to  the  settlers, 
who  had  assembled  in  considerable  numbers,  and  who  are  exceed- 
ingly careless  and  indifferent  with  regard  to  spiritual  things. 

In  t^  first  days  of  September  the  want  of  the  ordinary  necessaries 
of  life  began  to  make  itself  felt  in  the  houses  of  many  of  our  people ; 
several  left  the  settlement  in  hopes  of  gettins  work  elsewhere,  but 
the  majority  returned  without  haying  met  with  any  success.  May 
the  Lord  make  the  season  of  outwara  want  a  time  of  iniinml  bless- 
ing for  many. 

On  the  22rd  a  fruitful  rain  fell,  which  rapidly  changed  the  appear- 
ance of  y^tation,  and  now  gives  hope  of  a  fine  harvest.  A  herd  of 
elephants  haii  recently  committed  various  depredations  in  our  out- 
hring  fields,  so  that  we  were  obliged  to  apply  to  the  Commissioner 
&r  permission  to  destroy  them,  which  was  readily  granted.  Buffaloes 
have  also  presented  themselves  in  considerable  numbers,  but  our 
people  did  not  succeed  in  killing  one,  though  attempts  were  not 
wanting  on  the  part  of  several 

IhvMber. — Mt&c  some  very  warm  weather  in  the  early  part  of 
the  month,  which  appeared  at  times  to  be  threatening  destruction  to 
the  ripening  crops  (the  thermometer  rose  one  day  up  to  120^  of 
J'ahr^heit),  the  harvest  was  commenced  towards  the  close  of  the 
month.  It  proved  very  poor  indeed,  still  we  ure  thankAil  that  the 
Lord  has  not  entirely  withheld  his  mercies  firom  us,  and  desire  to 
learn  with  humility  the  lessons  which  His  dispensations  are  calculated 
to  teach  us. 

December, — ^About  two  years  ago,  several  Kaffir  families  had  come 
to  reside  here,  and  we  gave  them  a  friendly  welcome  in  the  hope  that 
they  were  reaUy  moved  with  the  desire  to  be  instructed  m  the 
truths  of  Christianity.  At  first  they  ^ere  regular  attendants  at  our 
services,  and  we  looked  forward  with  joy  to  the  prospect  of  seeing 
some  converted  to  the  truth.  After  a  while,  however,  it  became 
evident  that  they  had  only  looked  for  outward  advantages  in  coming 
to  us ;  they  began  to  be  exceedingly  quarrelsome,  old  and  young 
stole  from  our  ownpeople  and  nei^Dours  whatever  they  could  lay 
their  hands  on.  Under  these  circumstances  we  were  not  sorry  to 
see  them  take  their  departure  again  from  the  place,  aud  hope  that 
the  word  preached  to  them  may  not  be  without  some  fruit  to  the 
gbry  of  God. 


EXTSACTS  of  the  DiAET  of  EoBBEir-IsLAin),  1865. 
Wb  were  truly  thankful  that  New  Year's  Day,  bemg  Sunday,  passed 
quietly,  and  that  in  consequence  of  our  representation  to  the  Super- 
intendent, toe  were  spared  the  infliction  or  nocturnal  drumming.  On 
the  2nd^  however,  the  amusements  which  are  now  considered  inse« 
parable  from  such  occasions  took  place.  Unhappily,  the  spirit  now 
prevailing  here  has  had  the  effect  of  rendering  many,  especially  of 
the  lepers,  more  unrestrained  in  their  licentious  practices  than  ever, 
so  that  there  are  but  few  of  whom  we  have  cause  to  think  well. 
Some  distressing  occiurences  about  this  time  arose  out  of  this  state 
of  things. 
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Oiithel2M  of  Ji^iMify  wei^proaehedtlietaUeof  tlieLord  with 
deep  abasement.  One  yonn^  man  ▼<diintarilT  absented  himself  on 
this  solemn  occasion.  Abeady  previously  he  nad  been  suspected  ci 
immoral  practices.  Almost  immediately  titesr  the  c(«UDimi<m  his 
guilt  became  manifest,  though  he  had  often  impudently  denied  it. 
Hence  we  w^re  constrained  to  exclude  him.  So  universal  is  vice 
becoming  that  it  seems  as  if  our  congregation  would  gradually  cease 
to  exist.  Instead  of  repeating,  as  we  unhappily  might  do,  such  dis- 
tressing cases,  we  would  rather  give  utterance  to  the  request  that 
our  dear  Christian  firiends  would  make  us  and  our  eongre^Uaon  the 
subject  of  fervent  prayer,  so  that  in  future  by  the  Loxd's  grace  we 
m^  be  able  to  send  in  more  satisfactory  reports. 

In  March  two  lepers  died,  who,  according  to  human  judgment, 
were  yet  far  from  the  kingdom  of  God,  as  the^  lived  to  ihe  last  in 
a  stsfce  of  dead  indifference.  Unhappily,  such  mstances  of  mortality, 
when  opportunity  is  taken  to  warn  ana  exhort  the  survivors,  seem 
to  have  fiitle  effect  on  them. 

On  the  7th  of  April  the  Governor  and  his  lady  visited  the  island 
in  order  to  see  the  alterations.  Everything  is  now  to  be  arranged 
in  almost  magnificent  style ;  but  little  is  said  about  accommodation 
for  church  and  school,  notwithstanding  our  eanieet  representations. 

From  the  l^th  to  the  ISth  of  Ma^h  we  were  visited  by  an  un- 
precedented hurricane-like  storm,  which  did  considerable  damage. 
Am<mff  other  vessels  the  steamer  Athens  was  totally  destroyed,  witii 
all  on  board. 

On  the  26th  died  a  man  in  a  wretched  state  of  disease,  the  result 
of  a  life  of  sin.  On  his  deathbed  he  appeared  to  receive  the  news 
of  salvation  with  thankfulness,  and  was  always  glad  to  have  prayer 
offered  at  his  bedside. 

On  the  10th  of  June  departed  this  life  M.  S.,  the  last  of  those  pa« 
tients  who  came  hither  from  Hemel-en-Aarde,  as  well  as  the  last  of  the 
female  patients  of  whom  the  conviction  could  be  entertained  that 
they  lived  in  prayerful  communion  with  God.     Her  end  was  peace. 

August  6th. — ^An  Englishman  died,  whose  ^uiet,  gentle  demeanour 
had  distinguisbed  him  favourably  among  his  fellow-patients.  He 
was  not  in  the  habit  of  saying  much  about  his  spirittuJ  life,  but  he 
was  a  diligent  Bible  student,  and  it  was  evident  to  us,  when  speaking 
with  him,  that  he  knew  Jesus  as  the  only  way  of  salvation,  and 
trusted  to  His  atonement  for  acc^tance  with  God. 

On  the  10/A  Br.  Kuester  intended  to  proceed  by  the  boat  to  Gape 
JTown,  but  was  prevented  by  an  accident,  which  rendered  the  boat 
useless  for  several  days.  Eus  presence  was  very  needftd  here  on  the 
morning  of  the  Uth,  and  we  cannot  deem  it  otherwise,  than  as  a 
providential  interposition  of  our  God,  that  he  was  delayed  at  home. 
On  the  morning  of  the  14sth,  Br.  K.  had  just  lefb  the  bedroom,  when 
a  loud  noise  was  heard,  which  proved  to  be  caused  by  the  breaking 
of  the  windows  in  our  bed  and  dwelling  rooms.  A  madman,  escaped 
from  his  keeper,  and  armed  with  some  twigs,  beat  the  windows  with 
such  violence  that  the  glass  of  about  twenty  panes  was  reduced  to 
small  pieces,  as  if  in  a  mortar;  the  fragments  covered  the  rooms 
and  penetrated  many  articles  of  clothing  that  were  lying  about. 
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We  have  much  cause  to  tkuik  the  Intai  thii  no  ene  mus  injimd, 

tiiough  Sr.  Kuester  was  at  the  time  in  the  act  of  dreesing  near  one 
of  the  broken  windows.  Before  the  work  of  destruction  could  be 
continued  fir.  Kuester  was  able  to  rush  out,  and  procure  assistance 
sufBcient  to  re-capture  the  mischievous  madman.  Sr.  Kuester  was 
iU  in  consequence  of  the  sudden  alarm. 

On  October  18^&  a  blind  man  was  confirmed ;  he  is  one  of  the  very 
few  coloured  patients^  who  are  earnestly  desirous  of  making  sure 
their  salvation,  and  living  a  consistent  Christian  life. 

Of  five  lepers  who  died  in  this  month  one  was  a  communicant  sister, 
of  whom  we  have  reason  to  believe  that  she  has  ^one  to  rest  with  her 
Saviour ;  she  had  formerly  been  excluded  from  (murch  fellowship  for 
gross  sin,  but  had  subsequently  been  re-admitted.  The  other  four 
patients  were  evidently  hardened  to  the  end,  and  it  was  most  sad  to  see 
what  a  terrible  power  sin  had  over  these  poor  mutilated  creatures. 

We  have  had  under  our  charge  during  the  past  year  108  chronic 
patients,  149  lunatics,  60  lepers,  and  six  captive  Kamr  chieftains. 


AUSTRA.LIA. 

No  doubt  many  vrill  rejoice  to  see  intelligence  from  this  interest- 
ing mission  once  more,  it  having  been  crowded  out  of  the  previous 
number.    One  result  is  that  it  is  unusually  extensive. 

Letters  from  Ubenezer  down  to  February  last,  give  a  pleasing 
representation  of  the  state  of  affairs  there.  The  features  as  usual 
vary  much  in  character.  The  additions  to  the  Church  by  baptism, 
the  promising  usefulness  of  the  older  converts,  the  happy  deaths, — 
these  are  bright  points.  But  those  of  a  darker  shade  are  not  wanting, 
such  as  the  instability  of  some,  and  the  debasement  of  others. 
Proofs  of  continued  external  progress  are  afforded  by  the  ingeniously 
contrived  irrigation  of  the  land,  and  the  construction  of  dwellings  of 
stone.  The  removal  of  Mr.  Ellerman  from  the  vicinity  is  much 
regretted  by  the  missionaries,  whose  faithful  and  sympathizing 
friend  and  counsellor  he  has  so  long  been. 

Our  brethren  at  Ramahyuck  have  been  much  tried  by  the  fickleness 
of  some  who  had  at  one  time  appeared  to  be  savingly  impressed. 
The  departure  out  of  this  life  of  several  is  mentioned  with  regret, 
especially  of  erne  who  had  been  a  candidate  for  baptism.  The  open- 
ing of  the  church,  and  the  baptism  of  the  young  man  Jemmy  are, 
however,  encouraging  events,  and  will  it  is  hoped  prove  the  com 
mencement  of  a  period  of  blessing.  The  Bev.  Mr.  Campbell,  and 
other  friends  were  present  on  this  occasion. 

Full  extracts  from  the  letters  of  the  Brn.  Walder  and  Kuehn  are 
given,  as  they  afford  a  delineation  of  the  trying  circumstances  in 
which  these  brethren  have  been  placed.     At  the  latest  date  they 
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were  to  be  located — Br.  Walder  and.  Br.  Kuehn  itinerating  among 
the  wandering  aborigines,  tbe  former  making  Bethel  hid  head- 
quarters, and  Br.  Meissel  at  once  affording  aid  and  gaining  experience 
at  Point  McLeay. 

The  circumstances  connected  with  the  happy  death  of  Daniel  the 
promising  evangelist, — ^who  had  accompanied  the  brethren  to  Adelaide, 
with  a  view  of  giving  them  all  possible  aid,  in  conveying  the  bless- 
ings of  the  Gospel  to  the  Cooper's  Creek  tribes,  but  whom  it  pleased 
the  Lord  to  call  him  home  to  Himself, — will  be  found  in  the  letters 
of  Br.  Walder  and  Br  Kuehn. 


From  Br.  F.  W.  Sfleseke. 

"  Ebenezeb,  September  \&h,  1865. 

"  We  have  often  wished  to  see  Philip  and  Nathanael,  who  havB 
the  needful  gifts  and  great  willingness  to  take  part  in  our  work, 
regularly  appointed  as  missionary  assistants.  Our  kind  friend,  Mr. 
Simpson,  highly  approves  of  the  plan,  and  engages  to  provide  a  small 
salary  of  £12. 

You  are  aware  that  our  climate  is  exceedingly  dry,  often  to  an 
injurious  degree  in  some  parts  of  the  country,  so  that  we  have 
difficulty  in  cultivating  vegetables  in  our  garden.  To  obviate  the 
difficulty  in  some  measure  dt.  Hartman  is  busilv  engaged  in  carrying 
out  apian  for  irrigating  our  land  .By  means  of  a  wmdmill  of  his  own 
construction,  the  water  is  pumped  out  of  the  river,  and  conducted  in 
galvanized  iron  pipes  to  our  gardens.  The  windmill  is  fixed  on  the 
thick  stem  of  a  tree,  which  rises  to  some  considerable  elevation ;  it  is 
made  easy  of  access  by  steps,  railings,  ^.*' 

"  November  \%th,  1865. 

**  We  have  recently  had  a  very  pleasant  visit  from  Mr.  and  Mrs. 
Charles  Wilson,  whose  generous  kindness  to  us  is  continued  in  sudi 
a  way  as  to  call  forth  our  hearty  gratitude.  A  short  time  since  Mr, 
W.  presented  us  with  a  valuable  young  horse,  which  has  done  us 
excellent  service  already ;  to  this  he  haa  now  added  a  gift  of  two 
draught-oxen.  From  our  flocks  we  have  this  year  a  produce  of  2000 
lbs.  of  wool  and  400  lbs.  of  skins. 

With  regard  to  our  people  I  have  no  great  things  to  report,  save 
that  the  Lord's  blessing  is  manifestly  vouchsafed  to  our  work,  and 
we  are  cheered  and  encouraged  in  the  midst  of  many  trials,  and  dis- 
appointments. Our  baptized  converts  give  us  much  pleasure,  and 
manifestly  desire  to  live  for  the  Lord.  We  hope  to  increase  their 
mumber  ere  long.  One  of  our  most  promising  candidates  is  a  young 
female,  whose  sinful,  vicious  life  was  notorious  ;  now  she  sits  at  the 
feet  of  Jesus  to  be  taught  of  Him.  A  great  change  has  come 
over  her  extemaUy  as  well  as  internally,  and  she  makes  herself 
agreeable  and  useful  in  our  kitchen.  Her  husband  is  also  a  candidate, 
and  makes  a  pleasing  impression.  In  consequence  of  his  want 
of  skill  in  building,  he  has  not    been  able    to  accomplish    his 
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wife's  eiunest  wish  for  a  decent  dwelling,  and  the  latter  has  to  the 
astonishment  of  all,  and  in  spite  of  all  objections  on  the  part  of  her 
heathen  countrymen,  gone  to  live  in  the  house  in  which  Lanky  died 
not  long  since. 

The  number  of  natives  here  has  been  about  forbr.  The  erection 
of  houses  has  gone  on  slowly,  as  Br.  Uartman  and  I  have  been  much 
occupied  with  other  work ;  we  hope,  however,  soon  to  continue  our 
building  operations. 

You  will  have  heard  of  the  baptism  of  27  natives  from  Mr. 
Green's  station  at  Coranderrk,  Upper  Yarra ;  we  were  greatly 
rejoiced  at  the  intelligence,  and  trust  that  the  Lord  will  be  pleased 
to  grant  stability  to  the  work  which  has  been  commenced  in  the  heart 
of  these  converts. 

Our  good  staunch  friend,  Mr.  Ellerman,  has  sold  his  station,  and 
is  about  to  become  the  Presbyterian  minister  in  this  district. 
Mr.  Scott,  another  of  our  kind  friends,  is  the  purchaser.  We 
are  very  glad  that  we  shall  not  lose  all  connection  with  Mr.  E. 
on  account  of  this  change ;  indeed  we  hope  still  to  enjoy  frequent 
christian  intercourse  with  him." 

''January  I2th,  1866. 

"  I  am  sorry  to  have  to  state,  that  the  baptized  woman  Martha, 
of  whom  we  cherished  such  ^ood  hopes,  has  fallen  into  sin  since  her 
husband's  death.  Having  joined  a  heathen  man,  she  left  the  station 
and  was  abseut  for  about  live  weeks.  Often  are  we  reminded  that  we 
not  only  have  to  strive  against  the  powers  of  darkness,  but  that  we 
have  to  do  with  a  deeply-debased  and  morally  feeble  race.  Soon 
after  Martha  had  left,  1  set  off  in  a  cart  to  look  for  her,  and  found 
her  at  a  station  about  twenty-two  miles  from  here.  She  seemed 
pleased  to  see  me,  and,  to  mv  surprise,  expressed  a  wish  to  go  back 
to  £benezer  with  me.  I  took  her  back,  and  she  remained  for  a  few 
days ;  but  the  above-mentioned  man  soon  followed  her,  and  she  again 
left  the  station.  Many  such  occurrences  impel  us  to  greater  zeal 
and  more  earnest  prayer  for  our  people,  and  may  this  poor  wanderer 
soon  come  to  her  right  mind,  and  return  to  the  Lord. 

Amid  all  trials  the  Lord  is  gracious  to  us,  and  we  are  peimitted 
to  enjoy  His  aid  and  blessing.  Margaret  has  for  some  time  been 
readmitted,  and  is  now  together  with  her  husband,  on  our  list 
of  communicants.  To-morrow  they  will  join  us  aud  our  little  flock 
in  the  enjoyment  of  the  Lord's  Supper.  There  is  need  of  patience 
with  these  people,  such  as  the  Lord  alone  can  mye.  He  has  already 
shewn  the  power  of  His  grace  among  them,  and  the  conduct  of  most 
of  the  baptized  is  such  as  we  cannot  complain  of.  Several  feel 
themselves  constrained  to  make  known  the  Saviour  to  others.  Yet 
we  eannot  avoid  the  conviction,  that  they  ought  to  improve  more 
in  their  habits.  I  have  now  been  several  years  among  them,  but  can- 
not become  reconciled  to  their  indolence,  which  often  degenerates 
into  actual  laziness.  Still,  as  I  have  said,  patience  is  needed. 
Already  several  substantial  houses  have  been  built,  and  some  are 
engaged  in  erecting  one  of  stone.  They  also  come  to  church  and 
school  regularly  and  cleanly  dressed.    All  this  is  encouraging ;  but 
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thej  still  need  much  urging  to  engage  in  regular  labour,  and  to  keep 
their  things  in  order.  It  is  at  present  often  very  hot,  so  that  they  find 
it  difficult  to  exert  themselves. 

The  late  festal  seasons,  Christmas  and  New  Tear,  were  observed 
by  us  in  the  accustomed  way. 

The  drought  is  very  severe  this  year.  In  many  parts  of  the  colony 
there  is  an  utter  lack  of  food  and  water  for  the  cattle.  Yet  our 
garden,  thanks  to  our  irrigating  apparatus,  looks  green  and  luxuriant, 
and  we  have  the  prospect  of  a  good  crop  of  melons." 

''January  VJth,  1866. 

'*  I  have  recently  seen  in  the  newspapers  some  important  intelli* 
^ence  respecting  the  state  of  affairs  at  Cooper's  Creek.  It  appears 
that  the  orought  is  still  very  severe  in  that  district,  and  a  nostile 
encounter  between  the  blacks  and  the  settlers  has  taken  place 
near  Mr.  Elder's  station,  at  which  place  oiur  Brethren  had  intended 
to  take  up  their  temporary  abode. 

To-day,  looking  to  the  Lord  for  his  blessing,  we  admitted  two  men 
and  two  women  into  the  Church  of  Christ  by  holy  baptism.  I  com- 
mend them  to  jour  intercessions  at  the  throne  of  grace.  At  the 
same  time  the  m£mt  daughter  of  Br.  and  Sr.  Hartman  was  baptized. 
Afterwards  we  and  our  small  congregation  partook  of  a  farewell 
love-feast  with  Mr.  Ellerman  and  his  fiunily,  who  are  shortly  about 
to  leave  Antwerp.'* 

"  February  19M,  1866. 

"  There  are  now  nearly  seventy  blacks  here,  so  that  we  are  fully 
employed.  Among  such  a  number  things  occur  which  are  not  de- 
sirable. Thus,  a  few  days  ago,  an  exchange  of  wives  took  place  in 
the  camp.  The  parties  concerned,  and  particularly  a  man  who 
occupies  the  very  lowest  grade  of  debasement,  were  angry  at  some 
of  our  yoimg  people  for  telling  us.  Yesterday  evening  the  above 
mentioned  man  actually  beat  our  Elizabeth  with  a  branch  of  a  tree, 
because  he  thought  she  had  said  something  to  us  on  the  subject. 
As  the  girl  is  under  our  protection,  and  came  crying  to  complam  to 
us,  we  thought  it  well  to  make  an  example,  and  therefore  sent  for  the 
police,  whose  arrival  we  now  look  for. 

Amid  almost  daily  occurrences  of  this  kind,  it  is  a  matter  of  much 
thankfulness  that  we  can  say  that  our  little  flock  grows  in  grace 
and  in  the  knowledge  of  the  Lord.  No  doubt,  there  is  much  to  be 
desired,  especially  in  some  individual  cases.  Yet  even  of  such  we 
can  say  that  they  '  reach  forth  unto  those  things  that  are  before,' 
and  we  are  full  ot  hope  for  them. 

On  the  12th  inst.  Susan  died,  after  a  protracted  period  of  suffering. 
Her  disease  was  consumption,  probably  a  consequence  of  her  former 
depraved  habits.  Yet  what  we  knew  of  her  mortal  career,  as  well 
as  its  termination,  affords  proof  of  our  Saviour's  constant  readiness 
to  bring  sinners,  even  the  most  abandoned,  to  the  enjoyment  of  the 
great  salvation  He  hath  provided.  It  cannot  be  affirmed  of  her  that 
she  was  disobedient  to  the  Gospel ;  but  she  probably  in  a  peculiar 
manner  realized  '  another  law  in  her  members,  warring  against  the 
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kw  of  her  mind,'  and  thence  arose  much  distress  and  anxiety  for 
herself  and  others.  From  this  she  has  now  been  set  at  liberty,  as  far 
as  we  can  judge,  by  a  happy  departure  in  the  faith  of  Jesus  Christ,  the 
Sayiour  of  sinners.  It  sometimes  appeared  to  us  as  though  she  might 
be  self-deceiyed,  but  her  confidence  remained  unshaken.  She  con- 
fessed the  sinfulness  of  her  life,  but  apjpeared  deeply  convinced 
that  the  blood  of  Jesus  had  cleansed  her  nrom  all  sin,  and  breathed 
her  last  without  any  fear  of  death. 

When  I  was  last  at  Horsham,  I  brought  back  a  half-caste  girl, 
named  Toprv-.  For  about  twelve  years  she  had  been,  as  an  orphan, 
an  inmate  of  the  house  of  a  settler,  about  eighty  miles  from  here. 
There  is  a  prospect  of  our  taking  charge  of  two  others,  the  one 
about  six  years  old,  and  the  other  a  jear  and  a  half." 


From  Br.  A.  Haetman. 

'*  Ebinezeb,  Janvary  18M,  1866. 

"  Tou  will  bepleased  to  hear  that  four  more  natives  have  been 
baptized.  Mr.  Stlerman  and  his  family  were  present  as  on  former 
occasions,  and  shared  in  our  joy  before  the  Lora.  After  Br.  Spieseke 
had  administered  the  rite  to  the  natives,  I  baptized  the  little 
daughter  whom  the  Lord  has  been  pleased  graciously  to  send  us  ; 
she  has  been  called  Eleanor  Mary. 

The  attendance  at  school  has  been  tolerably  regular ;  twelve  or 
thirte^i  have  been  our  average  number.  The  progress  made  is, 
however,  yery  small,  few  manifesting  talent  for  learning. 

As  regar<u  our  building  operations,  we  are  advancing,  though 
not  rapimy.  The  blacks  are  exceedingly  indolent,  and  it  is  almost 
impossible  to  get  them  to  do  a  good  piece  of  work  unless  they  take 
a  bking  to  it.  We  haye  recently  begun  a  cottage  of  stone  for  David. 
We  shall  have  to  continue  building  in  this  material,  as  the  supply 
of  pine-wood  suitable  for  this  purpose  is  exhausted  in  our  neighbour- 
hood, and  it  would  take  more  time  and  money  to  procure  it  from  a 
distance,  than  to  construct  more  substantial  dwellings  with  the 
materials  we  have  at  hand. 

I  am  thankful  to  say  that  our  irrigation  proves  as  successftil  as 
we  had  ventured  to  hope ;  we  have  in  view  to  render  it  still  more 
efficient."

"  Eamahttjck,  January  19^A,  1866. 
''  We  have  had  no  want  of  care  and  anxiety  during  the  past  weeks. 
Charley  has  been  unsatisfactory  in  his  behaviour,  especially  during 
my  absence.  At  length  he  left  the  place.  That  he  should  have 
fallen  away  from  the  truth,  who  seemed  so  promising,  is  a  matter  of 
deep  regret  to  us.  Jemmy  is  exposed  to  many  temptations  since 
Charley  left,  but  has  so  far  behaved  very  well ;  ne  is  to  be  baplieed 
in  February,  when  Mr.  Campbell  will  come  over  to  be  present  at  the 
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opening  of  our  little  chnrch.  Jemmy  is  very  ill  at  present,  as  is  also 
the  case  with  Duncan,  of  whose  recovery  we  have  little  hope.  His 
death  would  be  a  sad  blow  to  our  work,  as  he  lived  in  our  house,  and 
WAS  becoming  a  promising  candidate  for  baptism.  We  hear  it 
said  that  living  at  this  place,  and  especially  in  our  house  is  the  cause 
of  Duncan's  death.  Bfllv  Login  too  is  very  ill,  so  that  there  is  little 
prospect  of  recoveij.  Our  whole  station,  in  fact,  is  more  like  a 
hospital  than  anything  else  at  present,  and  we  cannot  help  feeling 
discoura^^. 

The  school  had  increased  in  number,  and  the  scholars  gave  Br. 
Kramer  much  pleasure,  until  a  few  days  ago  some  of  the  girls  ran 
away  and  I  had  to  pursue  them,  and  bring  them  back.  I  fear  they 
would  renew  the  attempt  at  once,  if  they  were  not  under  constant 
inspection.  We  provide  them  with  food  from  our  kitchen,  which  of 
course  increases  our  expenses  considerably." 

"  BossNKATH,  Lakb  Wellinotok,  MoTch  21*/,  1866. 
"  Br.  Kramer  and  I  are  on  a  journey  with  our  good  friend,  the 
Eev.  Mr.  Campbell  of  Geelong,  who  is  wishful  to  make  himself  ac- 
quainted with  this  country  and  the  people.  Hence  my  very  hurried 
letter  to  announce  to  you  a  most  joyous  event,  namely,  that  our 
little  church  is  opened  at  last,  and  the  first  baptism  has  been  ad< 
ministered  at  this  place.  The  Lord  was  graciously  pleased  to  make 
it  a  season  of  blessins^  to  our  souls.  Jemmy,  now  called  James 
Matthew,  is  our  first  baptized  convert,  and  we  hope  soon  to  add 
Charley,  who  is  very  penitent  for  his  late  misconduct.  The  church 
will  accommodate  from  120  to  150  persons,  but  about  200  were 
present  on  the  interesting  occasion  of  the  opening — a  very  large 
assembly  indeed,  if  you  remember  that  we  live  in  the  midst  of  a 
wilderness.  The  collections  amounted  to  more  than  ^16.  The  day 
before  a  parcel  arrived  from  London  most  opportunely,  bringing  us 
a  supply  of  hymn  books,  which  proved  most  useful."

"  Deab  Bbothsr,  "  Bahahtttok,  September  18/^,  1865. 

It  gives  me  great  pleasiu*e  to  state  that  the  work  which  we  are 
permitted  to  carry  on  continues  to  advance,  if  not  altogether  with- 
out interruption,  yet,  on  the  whole,  with  evident  blessing.  Even 
externally  an  improvement  is  perceptible  in  most  of  the  blacks.  They 
attend  the  services  in  considerable  numbers,  all,  including  the  women 
and  children,  bein^  washed  and  combed,  as  well  as  neatly  clad. 

At  present,  muoi  sickness  prevails  among  the  people.  Charley 
has,  I  am  thankful  to  say,  quite  recovered,  attends  scnool  regularly 
and  makes  good  progress.  He  helps  at  the  church-building,  as  does 
also  Jemmy.  What  a  difference  there  is  between  even  the  looks  of 
these  two  young  men  and  those  of  the  heathen !  As  they  saw  the 
church-building  advancing  and  the  day  of  their  baptism  drawing 
nearer  and  nearer,  their  faces  beamed  with  joy,  and  they  went  about 
constantly  singing  hymns.  Poor  Toby,  once  Charley's  promising  corn- 
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pamon>  lies  in  a  dying  state  on  the  Mitchell  river.  O  that  the 
fruits  of  what  be  once  heard  may  now  appear !  8ince  I  have  been 
herey  he  has  only  visited  us  twice  for  a  few  days  each  time. 

In  the  school — which,  by  the  bye,  is  not  at  present  so  well  at- 
tended as  usual, — I  have  a  great  deal  of  pleasiu>e,  as  my  pupils  con- 
tinue to  shew  much  zeal  in  learning,  and  make  satisfactory  progress. 
Sevefad  gentlemen  who  have  visited  us  of  late  have  been  surprised 
at  the  advance  made  by  the  scholars  in  writing,  singing,  &c. 

The  building  erf  the  church  is  making  good  progress." 

''  Noveft^er  20tk 
**  The  number  of  blacks  is  at  present  small,  as  several  of  those 
usually  here  are  employed  on  the  estate  of  Mr.  B.  All,  however, 
come  to  this  station  on  Sunday  at  least  to  attend  the  service,  and 
we  pay  them  occasional  visits  by  boat,  particularly  to  see  poor 
Login,  who  is  so  weak  now  that  he  is  obliged  to  use  a  stick  in  walk- 
ing. Jemmy,  we  heitf,  has  steadily  resisted  all  temptations  of  his 
fellow- workmen  to  drink  brandy. 

My  pupils  continue  to  give  me  great  pleasure,  especially  the  chil- 
dren, who  have  become  attached  to  me,  and  have  made  considerable 
progress  in  mental  activity  since  I  came  here.  As  I  once  wrote  you, 
it  was  the  work  of  a  quarter  of  a  year  to  teach  the  little  ones  even  a 
verse  of  four  lines ;  now  they  learn  more  in  a  single  week.  A  boy 
who  has  been  in  attendance  since  Easter  is  now  able  to  read  his 
Bible.  Singing,  counting,  and  writing  numbers  up  to  100  give  them 
increased  pkasure.  The  children  who  come  regularly  very  much 
prefer  school  to  roaming  over  the  country  with  their  parents,  and  I 
feel  sure  that  if  we  could  accommodate  tnem,  the  parents  of  several 
other  children  trould  gladly  leave  them  in  our  care,  which  would  be 
most  desirable.  I  frequently  sit  and  play  by  the  hour  together  with 
the  little  fellows,  who  are  evidently  glad  of  my  comnany. 

The  exterior  of  our  little  church  is  now  completed,  and  looks 
quite  imposing  with  its  cupola,  for  which  we  hope  some  day  to  get  a 
bell.    The  crops  in  garden  and  field  are  looking  well." 

"February  20th,  1S66. 
'*  Two  deaths  have  reoently  occurred  among  the  blacks  here,  of  one 
of  which  I  feel  called  on  to  give  you  some  brief  particulars,  because, 
though  cases  of  mortality  are  only  too  frequent,  few  have  affected  us 
so  painfully  as  this.  I  think  I  have  already  mentioned  that  our  Duncan 
took  the  death  of  his  little  daughter  last  year  so  much  to  heart,  that 
his  health  suffered  very  much.  He  soon  afterwards  left  the  station. 
Shortly  before  Christmas,  Br.  Hagenauer  and  I  met  him  at  Strat- 
ford, and  strove  to  induce  hiiQ  to  come  to  us  for  the  celebration  of 
the  festival.  In  this  we  were  not  successful.  Duncan  and  his  wife, 
with  several  others,  remained  at  Stratford,  where  they  were  treated 
with  Christmas  fare,  unhappily  including  spirits.  Duncan  took  more 
than  was  good  for  him,  wnich  in  his  delicate  state  did  him  much 
harm.  On  the  8th  of  January  he  came  here,  accompanied  by  a  num- 
ber of  other  invalids.  The  same  evening  we  visited  them  in  their 
camp  in  the  tea-bush  near  the  river,  and  obtained  a  deep  impression 
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of  the  bodily  and  spiritoiJ  misery  in  which  these  ^oor  creatures  are 
plunged,    in  the  centre  sat  the  old  kin^,  with  ms  arms  and  &ce 

Sainted  red  and  white,  and  holding  on  ms  lap  the  head  of  a  nearlj 
ying  woman  similarly  adorned.  Near  them  lay  the  woman's  hus- 
band, also  ill,  while  dose  at  hand  were  Billy  Login  and  his  wife, 
both  in  a  suffering  state.  Poor  Duncan  lay  just  benind  them.  He 
subsequently  endeavoured  to  sleep  in  the  house,  where  we  could  at- 
tend  to  him ;  but  as  the  weather  was  very  hot,  this  did  not  suit  him. 
He  was  therefore  again  taken  by  the  others  into  the  bush  to  a  spot 
where  there  is  a  small  spring,  as  they  often  attribute  sickness  to  the 
water  which  they  drink.  At  this  place  I  visited  him,  before  service, 
on  Sunday,  January  14ith,  and  addressed  him  and  hb  companions 
for  a  short  time.  I  then  had  to  hurry  away,  as  Br.  Hagenauer  was 
from  home,  and  the  people  were  waiting  for  the  service.  I  was 
much  pleased  that  as  I  was  going  away,  Duncan  called  me,  and 
begged  me  to  come  again  in  the  evening,  and  keep  prayers.  I  ac- 
corcQngly  went,  accompanied  by  Sr.  Hagenauer,  who  took  with  her 
various  refreshments  for  the  sick.  We  found  them  very  obtuse  as 
regarded  spiritual  subiects,  except  Duncan,  who  undoubtedly  has  the 
most  intelligence,  as  he  for  a  long  time  attended  religious  services 
and  schools  very  regularly.  During  the  concluding  prayer  all  were 
quiet  and  attentive. 

Shortly  afterwards  they  again  changed  their  camping-place,  and 
on  our  going  to  the  spot  indicated,  we  found  it  already  deserted. 
On  our  way  to  the  new  camp  we  met  Billy  Login,  who  told  us  that 
Duncan  had  died  the  day  beiore.  We,  however,  went  on  in  order  to 
hold  a  meeting,  but  found  it  scarcely  possible  on  account  of  the 
noise  and  hoimng.  The  corpse,  wrapped  in  blankets,  lay  on  the 
earth,  and  beside  it  were  stretched  four  blacks,  who  maintained  an 
incessant  wailing.  All  the  others,  either  from  grief,  or  because  such 
is  the  custom,  had  cut  and  scratched  their  bodies  in  a  shocking  man- 
ner, and  were  covered  with  blood.  The  frmeral  took  place  on  the 
80th  of  January. 

The  other  death  was  that  of  King  Bun  Berrah,  whose  name  has 
frequently  been  mentioned.  Of  him  we  can  say  nothing,  not  having 
seen  him  for  a  long  while. 

But  Duncan's  death  was  a  painftil  blow  to  us,  as  he  was  one  who 
M[>peared  not  far  from  the  kinp^dom  of  Ood.  I  feel  sad  when  I  pass 
tne  spot  where  we  last  saw  him. 

In  the  school  there  are  at  present  only  three  boys  and  one  or 
two  adults.  The  four  girls  have  aU  left  us,  the  two  last  takinff 
flight  in  the  night,  and  without  our  knowledge.  The  boys  are  glad 
to  be  here,  and  are  improving. 

The  opening  of  our  church  and  Jemmy's  baptism  are  to  take  place 
on  the  11th  of  March,  when  we  hope  to  see  Mr.  Campbell  from  Q«e- 
long.    May  it  be  a  day  of  blessing  for  us  all,  black  and  white ! 

I  am  sorry  to  say  that  Br.  Hagenauer  is  at  present  so  unwell  as 
to  be  confined  to  his  bed."

<'  Adblaibe,  September  26^,  1865. 

"  Again  I  write  with  a  heayj  heart»  juBt  before  the  departure  of 
tiie  mail  for  England^  to  give  yoa  aa  idea  of  our  present  position. 

Three  weeks  ago  news  arnred  from  the  north  that  heavy  rains 
had  fallen^  causing  even  inundations  at  some  places ;  we  eagerly 
prepared  to  set  out,  when  the  next  mail  brought  the  intelligence, 
that  the  &Tourable  tidings  were  without  any  foundation  of  truth ; 
aome  parson  had  found  either  interest  or  pleasure  in  making  sport 
of  the  general  distress  and  sympathy  of  Christian  friends  of  tiie 
natives  and  settlers  in  the  distremed  district. 

Concerning  Daniel,  I  have  to  report  that  he  will  probaBly  ere  long 
be  removed  &om  this  world  of  sore  trial  and  temptation,  and  enter 
into  the  joy  of  our  Lord.  For  some  time  back  he  has  been  fiiilmg, 
and  had  gradually  to  give  up  the  care  of  our  horses.  We  thought 
that  it  was  merely  a  slight  weakness  remaining  from  his  illness  at 
Geelong.  But  a  cold  came  in  addition,  and  we  took  him  to  the 
hospital,  where  he  was  declared  to  be  suffmng  from  consumption. 
After  the  first  fortnight,  his  stay  here  appeared  to  be  very  bene* 
ficial,  but  when  I  visited  him  to-day,  I  found  him  very  much  worse. 
He  is  happy  in  the  enjoyment  of  communion  of  soul  with  his 
Saviour,  and  quite  prepared  for  his  departure.  Should  it  please  the 
Lord  to  remove  Daniel  from  our  midst,  we  shall  propose  to  the 
Committee  at  Melbourne,  that  Br.  Elramer  accompany  us  to  Cooper's 
Creek  in  his  stead. 

When  riding  into  town  this  morning  an  interesting  circumstance 
happened  to  me.  Two  of  roy  horse's  shoes  became  loose,  and  they 
proved  on  examination  to  be  so  worn  down  that  I  resolved  to  have 
them  pulled  off  at  the  first  blacksmith's  shop  I  might  meet.  A  man 
was  soon  found  to  do  me  this  service,  and  I  happened  to  say  to  him 
that,  if  the  next  mail  from  the  north  did  not  bring  more  favourable 
intelligence,  I  should  not  need  the  horse,  and  it  would  therefore 
hardly  be  worth  while  to  put  new  shoes  on  the  animal.  The  man 
asked  if  I  were  one  of  the  missionaries  bound  for  Cooper's  Creek, 
and  on  my  replying  in  the  affirmative,  he  expressed  himself  delighted 
at  meeting  me,  and  assured  me  it  would  give  him  great  pleasure  to 
shoe  the  horse  for  me  free  of  charge.  He  manifested  great  interest 
in  our  cause,  when  I  lefb  handed  me  an  additional  contribution 
towards  our  mission  funds,  and  gave  me  a  pressing  inritation  to  dine 
with  him,  which  I  was  sorry  for  want  of  time  to  be  obliged  to  de- 
cline.    He  proves  to  be  a  Wesleyan  local  preacher. 

We  are  not  idle  during  this  trying  time  of  waiting.  I  preach 
somewhere  or  other  almost  every  Sunday,  but  our  hearts  are  longing 
to  preach  to  the  poor  blacks  in  the  interior." 

"  KooBiKOA,  100  miles  north  of  Adelaide,  Nov.  24ah. 

'*  In  the  midst  of  many  trials  and  disappointmente,  often  troubled 

with  weak  faith,  but  more  frequently  amazed  at  the  wonderful  grace 

of  our  God,  we  have  been  led  onwards  from  day  to  day.    It  is  now 

decided  that  it  will  be  impossible  to  proceed  to  Cooper's  Creek  in 
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less  than  six  months,  and  the  Melbourne  Committee  think  that  no 
commencement  should  be  made  at  Portland  before  the  sanction  of 
the  Board  has  been  obtained.  Acting  on  the  advice  of  the  Com^ 
mittee,  we  have  disposed  of  ourselves  'for  the  time  being  as  follows : 
Br.  Meissel  has  gone  to  assist  Mr.  Taplin  at  his  missionary  station  at 
Point  MacLea^,  and  had  a  trjing  journey  firom  Adelaide :  the  dis« 
tance  is  70  miles,  but  Br.  Meissd's  tour  was  at  least  130  miles,  as 
he  was  obliged  to  make  a  circuitous  route. 

Br.  Kuehn  will  remain  for  some  time  with  our  kind  Mend  Mrs. 
Aldersej  at  MacLaren  Yale,  perfecting  himself  in  the  English  lan- 
guage, and  teaching  two  natives  who  reside  in  the  neighbourhood, 
Desides  making  himself  useful  in  visiting  and  distributinj?  tracts. 

I  shall  probably  go  to  Bethel  and  assist  Br.  Schondorfin  his  work 
for  some  time  at  least,  though  I  shall  have  no  opportunity  there  of 
having  intercourse  with  blacks.  During  harvest  my  services  at 
Bethel  will  not  be  needed,  and  I  hope  to  get  to  the  blacks  at  Wal- 
leroo  or  on  the  Murray.  This  whole  delay  is  of  course  a  sore  trial 
to  our  faith ;  nevertheless  we  trust  that  the  time  of  waiting  will  not 
be  thrown  away  with  regard  to  our  fixture  work,  but  that  we  shall 
be  daily  gathering  experience  of  various  kinds,  which  will  prove 
very  serviceable  in  our  life  in  the  bush,  if  it  should  be  the  liord's 
will  to  open  a  way  for  us  to  the  natives  of  the  interior  of  this  vaat 
continent." 

"  Bethel,  January  2Ath,  186G. 

^'  Our  prospects  were  dark  before,  and  changeable  as  the  clouds, 
but  they  appear  now  to  have  become  still  darker.  In  addition  to  the 
drought,  which  hitherto  formed  the  great  obstacle  to  our  proceeding 
northwards,  there  has  come  an  outbreak  of  hostility  between. the 
natives  and  settlers  in  the  vicinity  of  Cooper's  Creek  which  has  led 
to  bloodshed,  the  former  having  made  a  sudden  nocturnal  attack  on 
the  latter.  Mr.  Elder,  the  owner  of  large  property  in  that  neigh- 
bourhood, has  induced  government  to  send  up  a  considerable  force 
of  police  troopers,  through  whose  instrumentality  it  is  hoped  that 
peace  may  ere  long  be  restored.  He  has  recently  imported  112 
camels  and  several  asses  from  India  for  the  purpose  of  establishing 
more  easy  and  uninterrupted  communication  between  the  settle- 
ments in  the  interior  and  the  seaports.  It  may  be  that  we  shall  be 
able  to  get  to  Cooper's  Creek  by  this  means  sooner  than  we  had 
expected,  but  we  must  still  be  prepared  for  considerable  delay. 

The  heat  on  some  days  has  been  excessive,  almost  insupportable. 
On  the  21st  of  November  the  newspapers  announced  a  temperature 
of  113°  of  Fahrenheit  in  the  shade,  and  156®  in  the  sun.  On  that 
day  I  had  to  ride  to  a  place  more  than  twenty  miles  distant,  and  for 
a  portion  of  the  way  the  heat  of  a  bush- fire  near  at  hand  was  blown 
towards  me  by  the  wind.  The  next  day  I  proceeded  to  Kooringa, 
preached  there  and  then  went  to  Bethel,  where  I  met  with  a  hearW 
reception  from  Br.  Schondorf,  whom  I  wish  to  assist  in  his  work 
until  the  Lord  opens  up  a  way  for  us  to  Cooper's  Creek,  unless 
some  other  work  turns  up  for  me.  On  receiving  the  intelligence  of 
the  disturbance  in  the  north,  I  went  to  Mr.  Elder's  office  in  Ade- 
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Iftide,  thinking  I  might  be  able  to  go  un  the  country  with  the  rein- 
forcements he  was  sending,  but  he  woiud  not  hear  of  such  a  thing. 
Meaniime  two  proposals  were  made  to  me,  to  go  to  Moonta  or 
Walleroo,  where  about  seventy  blacks  are  said  to  reside,  and  take 
up  my  abode  with  them  for  a  time,  or  to  accompanyMr.  Buttfield,  the 
newly  appointed  Sub-protector  of  Aborioines  to  i  orke's  Peninsula. 
Li  about  a  month's  time  it  is  probable  that  Mr.  B.  will  go  to  reside 
at  Lake  Hope  as  Protector  of  Aborigines,  and  as  that  place  is  only 
about  40  miles  from  Cooper's  Creek,  it  is  possible  that  I  may  be 
able  to  travel  with  him  :  a  preliminary  journey  of  this  kind  would 
be  of  great  importance  and  value  to  us  for  our  future  movements. 
In  the  meantime  I  propose  to  go  to  the  natives  at  Walleroo." 

"  Kjldina,  Tobke's  Peitcnsula,  98  miles  W,N.  W,  (j^AnELAinB, 

F^frwuy  20thy  1866. 

**  After  much  anxiety  and  suspense,  there  is  at  last  a  glimmer  of 
hope  that,  in  two  or  three  months'  time,  we  may  really  be  on  our 
way  to  Cooper's  Creek.  The  Lord  has  dealt  very  graciously  with 
us,  though  much  that  was  unexpected  and  trying  has  tended  to 
diminish  our  joy.  Last  Sunday  I  again  preached  in  the  Lidependent 
chapel.  To  my  surprise  Mr.  Elder  was  present,  having  come  to 
Moonta  the  previous  week  on  business,  as  he  is  partner  in  the  Moonta 
Mining  Company.  He  confirmed  the  report  that  rain  has  fallen  in 
the  far  north  as  far  down  as  IJmberatana,  so  much  indeed,  that  the 
horses  now  stand  up  to  their  knees  in  grass.  There  is  however  an 
extensive  waste  distnct  between  the  point  mentioned  and  here.  Yet 
we  hope  our  Lord  will  also  favour  this  district  with  some  rain. 

I  shidl  therefore  not  go  up  to  Lake  Hope  with  Mr.  Buttfield,  as  I 
previously  intended,  but  shall  go  and  help  Br.  Schondorf  for  a  while 
longer,  tul  the  end  of  our  season  of  waiting  comes.  Possibly  I  shall 
be  better  informed  when  I  go  to  Adelaide,  as  I  hope  to  do  shortly. 
My  conversation  with  Mr.  Elder  yesterday  was  necessarily  very 
bnef. 

Br.  Kuehn  will  probably  remain  here  for  the  remainder  of  the 
time  he  has  to  wait.  We  reached  Moonta  on  the  2nd  inst.,  that  is, 
on  the  third  day  of  our  strange  journey.  Thanks  and  praise  be 
given  to  the  Lord,  who  held  his  protecting  hand  over  us,  and  guided 
us  in  the  right  way !  Did  time  permit  I  might  detail  some  curious 
features  in  our  journey :  and  if  I  were  a  skilful  draughtsman  I  would 
give  you  a  lively  representation  of  Kuehn,  "Walder,  and  the  horse 
sharing  a  bottle  of  water  among  them." 

"  Bethel,  Mibruary  23r(/. 
'*  Br.  Kuehn  accompanied  me  at  once  to  Walleroo.  As  soon  as 
we  reached  that  place,  meetings  were  held  there,  and  at  E!adina  and 
Moonta.  There  was  some  difference  of  opinion  as  to  the  place  where 
a  missionary  station  should  be  established.  Some  proposed  a  locality 
about  three  miles  from  Moonta.  But  this  was  eventually  considered 
to  be  too  near  Moonta,  which  is  a  village  of  about  4000  inhabi- 
tants, mostly  miners.  Another  proposal  was  to  join  the  Aborigines' 
Priends'  Association,  but  this  was  also  negatived.     Eventimlly  a 
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Bsudl  MimioiiarY  AnoeiAtion  waf  rMK^red  on,  wliose  incumbenqr  it 
should  be  to  study  the  wel&re  of  the  aborigines  of  Yorke's  Peninsula, 
paying  particular  attention  to  the  children.  Br.  Kuehn  will  romain 
probably  for  about  a  month.  His  position  is  rather  a  trying  one, 
as  be  is  alternately  at  Kadina,  Walleroo,  and  Moonta,  aocordmg  as 
the  blacks  shift  their  quarters.

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MEMOIR 

Of  Brother  John  G^eobqe  HERZBERa,  v)h>  departed  thk  life  at 
NUhy,  Frustia,  AjprU  15th,  1804. 

**  I  WAS  bom  at  Ooettingen  on  Febnuuy  llth,  1792,  where  my  father 
was  a  member  ef  the  town-counoiL  For  five  years  I  grew  up  with- 
out instructioxL,  though  it  was  my  mother's  ardent  wish  that  I 
should  become  a  clever  and  good  man.  After  my  fifth  year  I  was 
phiced  under  the  care  of  several  candidates  of  theology  in  succession, 
but  none  of  them  knew  anything  about  a  Bedeemer  and  Saviour  for 
mankind,  and  thus  year  after  year  passed  away  without  my  hearing 
about  the  great  aim  of  man's  life  on  earth.  My  parents  were, 
however,  very  wishful  that  1  should  be  kept  free  from  immoral  prac- 
tices of  every  kind,  and  were  very  particular  in  selecting  compa- 
nions for  me.  My  chief  delights  were  in  enjoying  the  study  of 
nature ;  and  I  felt  a  particular  desire  to  assist  the  sick  in  any  way 
that  lay  in  my  power. 

When  eleven  years  old,  I  lost  my  father,*  and  my  mother  often 
shed  tears  because  of  my  wildness  and  lightmindedness.  But  all  her 
loving  warnings  were  but  little  heeded ;  indeed  several  severe  acci- 
dents, iiactures  of  a  leg  and  an  arm,  and  a  providential  rescue  from 
death  by  drowning,  had  but  little  effect  upon  me.  In  after  years  I 
iooked  bac^  with  amazement  at  the  Lord's  mercy,  which  enabled  a 
boy,  my  inferior  in  size  and  strength,  to  drag  me  out  of  the  swollen 
torr^it  of  the  mill*stream  upon  the  low  bridge,  and  thus  to  save 
my  life. 

Wh^i  the  time  drew  near  for  my  confirmation,  my  dear  mother 
was  very  earnest  in  her  exhortations  to  me  to  take  to  heart  all  I 
should  l>e  taught  at  that  time.  But  the  instruction  received  left  me  as 
empty  and  unimpressed  as  I  had  been  before,  for  neither  clergyman 
nor  schoolmaster  had  learnt  to  know  the  crucified  Saviour.  Tho 
texts  of  Soripture  and  hymns,  which  I  then  committed  to  memory, 
served,  however,  to  keep  alive  in  me  a  remembrance  of  divine  things 
in  my  affcer-Jife,  When  permitted  to  partake  of  the  Holy  Communion 
£br  the  first  time,  a  vague  impressiooi  was  made  on  my  mind,  which 
I  never  forgot,  and.  to  the  remembrance  of  which  I  trace  in  a  great 
measure  the  strong  objection  I  always  felt  to  everything  like 
scoffing  or  raillery  at  religion.  This  was  partly  due  to  my  early 
home-training,  in  which  great  stress  was  laid  on  the  outward  observ- 
ances of  religion. 

I  was  aftwwards  apprenticed  to  a  carpenter,  who  had  a  large 
business,  and  was  brought  in  contact  with  workmen  whose  practices 
and  conversation  were  most  injurious  to  me. 

At  that  time  the  King  of  Westphalia  ruled  in  EEanover,  and  all 
the  young  able-bodied  men  were  sent  to  swell  Napoleon's  army. 
This  was  done  with  great  cruelty ;  occasionally  the  conscripts  were 
seized  in  a  border-town,  and  dragged  ofi^  festened  between  two 
horses,  and  it  was  no  unusual  sight  to  see  a  young  fellow  tied  to  a 
horse's  tail,  and  thus  escorted  by  the  police  as  if  he  were  a  convicted 
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robber.  These  barbarities  excited  deep  indignation  througbout  the 
land,  and  I  resolved  to  sacrifice  everything  rather  than  remain 
in  a  country  exposed  to  such  treatment.  After  various  attempts  to 
cross  the  boundary,  while  travelling  as  journeyman,  I  succeeded 
in  doing  so  at  Hamburg.  I  ought  to  have  thanked  God  for 
making  a  way  of  escape  for  me,  but  alas !  how  hardhearted  is  man, 
until  he  knows  himself  aright,  and  his  Bedeemer ! 

From  Hamburg  I  went  to  Berlin,  and  subsequently  travelled 
through  the  greater  part  of  Bavaria,  Saxony,  Switzerland,  Wurtem- 
berg,  and  other  states,  with  a  view  to  perfecting  myself  in  my  trade, 
and  also  to  look  about  me  in  the  worla.  I  lived  too  as  a  man  of  the 
world,  enjoyed  society,  and  was  exceedingly  ambitious,  seeking  for 
the  approval  and  praise  of  man.  The  measure  of  goodwill  and 
respect  which  I  enjoyed  seemed  only  to  increase  my  anxiety  to 
obtain  more.  Meanwhile,  the  Lord's  nand  was  leading  me  in  ways 
that  were  often  opposed  to  my  own  wiU,  and  was  preserving  me 
from  falling  into  gross  sin,  to  which  temptations  presented  themselves 
continually. 

In  the  midst  of  a  poor  family  at  Nuremberg,  I  received  my  first 
deeper  religious  impressions,  having  an  opportunity  of  spending 
many  evenings  with  them.  At  first  these  people  were  reserved,  and 
did  not  wish  to  acknowledge  that  they  were  "  pietists,"  as  at  that 
time  those  were  styled  who  served  their  Creator  and  Bedeemer. 
Gradually  their  reserve  wore  off,  and  I  was  invited  to  join  them  at 
their  family  worship.  They  also  read  Stilline's  "  Grey  Man,"  which 
excited  in  me  a  strong  desire  to  go  to  Jerusalem,  for  I  thought  that 
life  must  be  a  different  tlung  in  a  city,  which  in  his  descriptions 
appeared  so  very  beautiful.  But  my  plan  to  proceed  thither  came 
to  nought.  I  journeyed  as  far  as  Italy  on  my  way,  but  finding  that 
no  one  understood  me  there,  I  feared  it  might  be  the  same  at  Jeru- 
salem, and  gave  up  the  idea.  Although  I  had  had  a  so-called  Chris- 
tian education,  I  did  not  know  that  Stilling  referred  in  his  work  to 
the  heavenly  Jerusalem ! 

In  the  year  1813,  I  was  filled  with  the  spirit  which  animated  my 
countrymen  to  free  themselves  from  the  French  yoke,  and  joined  a 
battalion  of  volunteers  then  ^srming  at  Beiiin.  After  a  few  weeks' 
training  we  joined  the  army  in  the  field,  and  were  not  spared  in  the 
war.  My  experiences  in  the  campaign  of  1813  and  1814  would  fill 
a  volume,  but  I  refrain.  The  Lord  graciously  watched  over  me,  and 
preserved  me  from  all  harm ;  though  often  exposed  to  a  shower  of 
bullets  and  cannon  balls,  sometimes  almost  famishing,  or  on  guard 
for  many  a  long  night  in  rain  and  snow,  and  freezing  cold,  I  was 
never  disabled  either  by  wounds  or  illness.  His  name  be  praised  for 
His  great  goodness.  At  the  conclusion  of  one  engagement  in  which 
our  battalion  took  part,  I  found  that  a  bullet  had  passed  between 
my  legs  and  perforated  my  cloak,  without  my  perceiving  anything 
of  it.  I  never  went  into  action  without  feeling  afraid,  but  as  soon 
as  the  first  shot  was  fired,  every  feeling  of  fear  disappeared,  and  I 
became  completely  hardened  as  regarded  my  own  fate,  and  those 
around  me. 
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On  the  condusion  of  the  peace  of  1814  I  returned  home  to  my 
mother,  intending  to  settle  down  with  her,  whom  I  regarded  as  de- 
pendent on  me  for  support  and  protection.  But  the  war  broke  out 
again  in  1815»  and  I  left  home  to  avoid  being  compelled  to  serve  in 
the  army,  promising  my  mother  to  return  when  the  times  became 
more  quiet.  At  tms  time  I  felt  very  uneasy  in  my  mind,  and  though 
I  took  part  in  pleasures  and  amusements,  which  were  not  connected 
with  immoral  practices,  I  felt  continually  iU  at  ease.  There  Was  no 
one  to  tell  me  that  I  was  a  sinner,  and  needed  a  Saviour,  and  that 
full  salvation  which  was  provided  in  Him ;  on  the  contrary,  I  was 
praised  and  respected  as  an  honest  and  reputable  man,  and  that  only 
tended  to  foster  my  pride. 

At  length  I  resolved  to  go  to  Eussia,  but  no  ship  was  to  be  met 
with  at  Lubeck.  Determining  to  proceed  thither  by  land,  I  went 
with  my  brother  to  Berlin  and  Erankfort.  Just  when  I  was  about 
to  leave  this  place,  an  aged  man — ^probably  about  80  years  old — 
entered  the  workshop  in  which  I  was  employed.  My  master  whis- 
pered to  me  that  he  was  a  pietist,  and  evidently  intended  me  to  scoff 
at  him.  A  very  different  effect  was  produced,  however,  and  I  was 
soon  engaged  in  conversation  with  the  old  man.  He  asked  me  several 
questions,  and  at  last  said,  '^  Where  do  you  think  you  will  go  after 
death  ?"  I  answered :  "  Where  other  people  go  to."  He  said, 
**  That  is  a  poor  prospect,  I  would  rather  never  have  been  bom  than 
not  know  what  will  become  of  me ;  I  cannot  bear  the  thought  of 
leaping  blindfold  into  eternity." 

Instead  of  my  deriding  the  old  man,  I  was  led  to  give  earnest 
heed  to  his  words,  and  he  became  in  God's  hand  the  instnunent  of 
my  conversion.  Thus  wonderful  are  the  Lord's  dealings.  I  then 
asked  him,  "  Are  you  a  'pietist?'"  to  which  he  replied:  "People 
call  me  this,  but  I  am  very  far  from  being  as  I  ought  to  be,  for  I 
am  a  sinner,  and  strive  after  an  everlasting  treasure."  These  words 
struck  me  forcibly ;  I  could  not  understand  how  a  man  could  be  a 
sinner  and  vet  a  "  pious"  man.  Having  an  impression  that  the 
pietists  and  nreemasons  had  very  similar  customs,  and  being  wishful 
of  hearing  something  about  their  secret  transactions,  I  asked  per- 
mission to  attend  their  meeting  some  time,  and  it  was  readily 
granted. 

Overcoming  all  my  doubts  and  objections,  and  resisting  the  en- 
treaties of  the  apprentice-boy,  who  begged  me  not  to  go  to  these 
people,  as  my  young  life  would  thereby  be  ruined,  and  I  should 
bring  dishonour  on  the  whole  guild,  I  set  off  to  the  street  appointed, 
found  the  house  mentioned  to  me,  and  on  repeating  the  name  of  Br. 
Schulz  when  entering  with  some  fear  and  trepidation,  was  conducted 
up  stairs  and  ushered  into  a  large  room,  in  which  about  50  persons 
were  assembled.  Some  verses  were  sung,  then  prayer  was  offered 
kneeling,  in  which  I  was  specially  commended  to  our  Saviour,  and 
the  Spirit's  influence  was  besought,  to  bring  my  soul  from  darkness 
to  light.  I  was  deeply  touched  ;  and  when  in  the  portion  which  was 
read  from  Loskiel's  little  work,  "  Something  for  the  Heart,"  the 
words  occurred,  "  Though  your  sins  be  as  Bcarlet,  they  shall  be  aa 
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nrliite  as  enow/' — I  was  quite  overcome,  and  from  that  hour  the  new 
birth  began  in  me. 

Promising  to  renew  my  visit,  I  went  back  to  the  company  of  my 
fellow-workmen,  not  intending  to  let  them  know  where  I  had  been. 
A  terrible  feeling  of  fear  and  oppression  took  possession  of  me,  and 
I  could  not  join  m  their  boisterous  amusem^its,  and  on  returning 
home  I  tried  to  fiEincy  that  all  was  a  dream,  but  Iried  in  vain.  After 
a  considerable  struggle  I  vras  enabled  to  break  with  the  world,  and 
put  on  Christ.  There  was  no  lack  of  derision  for  me  then,  but  as  I 
was  an  old  and  experienced  workman,  none  ventured  personally  to 
oppose  me.  I  longed  for  a  place  of  solitude,  where  I  could  undis*- 
turbedly  kneel  down  and  commune  with  Qod. 

At  this  period  of  my  first  awakening,  the  Lord  was  very  ^acious 
to  me,  ana  I  was  exceedingly  happy ;  our  meetings  for  edification 
firequently  lasted  till  midnight,  and  were  seasons  of  rich  enjoyment 
to  my  soul.  I  could  not  refrain  from  telling  others  of  the  hap{>ines8 
which  filled  my  heart,  recommending  them  to  seek  to  obtain  it  for 
themselves,  lout  a  time  of  sore  trial  followed.  I  had  to  learn  that 
I  was  a  sinner,  and  under  the  curse  of  GK>d,  and  it  was  some  time 
before  I  could  be  brought  to  bow  down  in  the  dust  with  all  my  pride 
at  the  foot  of  the  Saviour's  cross.  Any  penance  that  could  have  been 
inflicted  on  me  would  have  been  easily  borne,  if  I  could  have  saved 
myself  this  humiliation.  Since  that  time  it  has  never  been  remark- 
able to  me  that  men  should  strive  by  their  own  works  to  obtain 
pardon  from  sin  and  acceptance  with  God.  I  have  tried  it,  and 
would  assure  every  one  that  peace  is  alone  to  be  found  in  the  merits 
of  Jesus  Christ. 

The  training  hand  of  the  Lord  was  not  at  once  removed  from  m^ 
when  I  had  made  this  progress  in  my  spiritual  course,  but  in  the 
midst  of  a  time  of  great  joy  and  happiness  in  the  light  of  the 
Saviour's  love,  there  were  hours  of  bitter  trial,  temptation,  and 
trouble. 

About  this  time  I  was  invited  bv  a  brother  to  pay  a  visit  to  the 
Brethren's  Congregation  at  Neusafs  on  the  Oder,  out  eeveral  other 
plans  for  my  future  course  came  before  me  at  the  same  time,  some 
of  them  presenting  many  advantages  in  a  worldly  point  of  view,  and 
I  knew  little  or  nothing  of  the  Brethren.  Being  desirous,  however?, 
to  do  the  Lord's  will  in  the  matter,  I  begged  the  Lord  most  fer- 
vently to  show  me  His  will  in  this  matter.  The  decision  to  which  I 
was  led  was  in  favour  of  going  to  the  Brethren,  the  verv  last  thing 
I  should  previously  have  chosen  for  myseUl  Now  m  difficulty  wa& 
removed  ;  I  commissioned  my  younger  brother  to  take  charge  of  the 
house  at  Gbettingen,  and  undertake  the  care  of  our  beloved  mother, 
and  was  resolved  to  care  no  more  for  the  affairs  of  this  world,  how- 
ever  tempting  they  might  appear. 

Subsequently  the  enemy  awakened  many  doubts  and  scruples  in 
my  mind,  suggesting  that  the  decision  to  which  I  had  been  led  was 
based  on  wrong  imaginations,  accusing  me  of  breaking  the  fifth 
commandment,  &c.  and  causing  me  great  disquietude  of  spirit,  so 
that  I  resolved  to  leave  Frankfort  as  soon  as  possible.    Difficulties 
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presented  themselves  on  the  part  of  the  authorities  to  my  quitting 
the  town  at  that  time,  and  I  had  an  opportunity  of  conversing 
several  times  with  the.  Labourer  of  the  Society  at  Frankfort.  He 
advised  me  to  pay  a  visit  to  Neusalz,  and  I  left  my  second  birthplace 
in  company  of  two  unnmrried  Brethren,  on  the  26th  of  August,  1816, 
reaching  Neusalz  on  the  28th. 

The  reception  I  met  with  was  most  kind  and  cordial,  and  the 
fbstival  of  tne  29th  a  day  of  inexpressible  delight  to  my  soul.  It 
was  soon  clear  to  me  that  the  Lord  had  led  me  to  a  spot  where  it 
would  be  good  for  me  to  dwell,  and  I  at  once  took  up  my  abode  at 
the  place,  in  which  I  was  convinced  that  the  Saviour's  work  was 
being  carried  on.  Soon^  however,  my  incHnatiour  to  see  the  mote  in 
my  brother's  eye  while  overlooking  the  beam  in  my  own,  caused  me 
much  trouble,  until  I  bowed  to  the  correcting  hand  of  the  Lord, 
and  was  willing  m  aM  humility  to  be  taught  by  Him.  Then  my 
happiness  returned,  and  the  following  years  were  the  brightest  in  my 
whole  life. 

After  a  short  service  in  the^  schocd  a^  Gnades^rid,  i  received  a 
call  to  aid  in  the  Lord's  work  among  the  Eskimoes  in  Labrador. 
Though  not  expecting  anything  of  the  kind,  and  having  but  a  vague 
idea  of  what  my  incumbencies  as  a  missionary  would  oe,  I  remem- 
bered that  I  had  covenanted  with  the  Lord  to  serve  Him  anywhere 
and  in  any  labour,  and  was  enabled  to  accept  the  tall  readily.  I 
made  use  of  the  remainder  of  my  stay  at  GmadeDfeld  in  procuring 
medical  and  surgical  knowledge,  which  I  was  told  woula  be  very 
useful  in  Labrador,  and  was  success&l  beyond  my  hopes. 

At  the  beginning  of  March,  1824,  I  left  Gnadenfeld  with  my 
knapsack  on  my  back,  intending  to  walk  to  Hamburg,  calling  at 
Goettingen  on  mv  way.  Here  I  renounced  all  claim  on  property 
which  I  might  inherit,  in  favour  of  my  brother,  who  took  my  dear 
mother  with  him  to  Vienna ;  and  then  I  gladly  turned  my  baek  on  the 
things  of  this  world.  The  voyage  from  Hamburg  to  London  was 
&vourable,  lasting  only  nine  days ;  but  very  uncomfortable,  as  the 
captain  understood  no  German,  and  I  could  not  speak  English  at 


Leaving  London  early  in  June,  we  reached  Okak  on  the  18th  of 
July,  and  I  found  everything  better  than  I  had  ventured  to  expect. 
The  impression  the  natives  made  upon  me  I  am  unable  to  describe ; 
it  seemed  as  if  their  human  figures  alone  showed  that  they  belonged 
to  the  same  race  as  ourselves.  All  the  more  wa»  my  heart  moved 
with  pity,  and  drawn  to  them  in  love.  The  language  offered  a  great 
obstacle  to  communicating  with  the  Eskimoes,  which  I  found  parti- 
eularlv  trying,  when  acting  among  them  in  the  capacity  of  doctor^ 
one  of  the  missionaries  having  to  serve  as  interpreter. 

In  the  meetin|pi  I  did  not  understand  the  addresses  to  the  Eskv» 
moes  for  a  long  tune,  but  they  were,  nevertheless,  tim€»  of  re&eshing 
from  the  presence  of  the  Lord,  especially  the  celebration  of  the 
Hol^  Communion.  I  remember  one  occasion,  with  particular 
feebngs  of  gratitude  to  the  Lord,  when  only  two  widows  partook  of 
the  Lord's  Supper  with  the  Mission  family,  the  rest  of  the  commu- 
nicant members  being  away  at  the  fishing  and  hunting  stations. 
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Never  before  had  I  felt  my  Saviour's  presence  so  near  with  its 
strengthening  and  comforting  power. 

My  time  was  fully  taken  up  with  studying  the  language,  and 
working  at  my  trade,  making  all  that  the  Mission  famify  required, 
and  my  carpenter's  training  enabled  me  to  construct.  Not  before 
the  lapse  of  three  years  did  I  fiud  myself  able  to  converse  with  ease 
with  tne  natives. 

On  several  journeys,  especially  by  sledge  during  the  winter,  I 
was  exposed  to  great  hardships  and  serious  dangers,  but  the  Lord 
was  graciously  pleased  to  preserve  me  iree  from  harm,  so  that  I  have 
great  reason  to  thank  Him  and  praise  His  holy  name. 

In  the  year  1833  I  paid  a  visit  to  Europe,  and  was  united  in 
holy  matrimony  with  Sr.  Anna  Jensen,  vrith  whom  I  returned  to 
Labrador  in  the  following  summer,  reaching  the  coast  on  the  28th 
of  July,  after  struggling  through  ice-fields  for  a  fortnight,  often  in 
^eat  danger.  While  visiting  my  brother  in  Vienna,  who  was  living 
in  comfortable  circumstances,  and  strove  hard  to  persuade  me  to 
remain  with  him,  promising  me  the  half  of  all  he  possessed,  I  was 
strongly  tempted  to  exchange  the  labour  in  the  mission  field  for 
ease  and  comfort  at  home ;  but  the  Lord  preserved  me,  and  enabled 
me  cheerfiilly  to  reject  the  comforts  of  this  earthly  life,  and  choose 
the  less  enticing  service  of  a  missionary  in  one  of  the  least  inviting 
parts  of  the  earth. 

Occasional  proofs  of  what  the  Saviour's  blood  can  effect  on  poor 
degraded  sinners,  who  seemed  below  the  level  of  humanity,  were 
very  encouraging  indeed,  and  led  us  to  increased  earnestness  and 
perseverance  in  prayer  in  tending  the  vineyard  of  the  Lord. 

Thus  years  roDed  away  quickly,  and  in  each  one  I  learnt  to  know 
myself  better,  my  sinfulness,  pride,  fear  of  man,  <&c.  and  it  seemed 
as  though,  with  advancing  years,  the  humiliating  conviction  became 
more  overwhelming  that  the  heart  of  man  is  exceeding  sinful  and 
desperately  wicked.  The  love  of  our  Saviour,  so  wonderfully  mani* 
fested  in  His  death  on  the  cross,  became  from  day  to  day  more 
marvellous  to  my  mind,  but  in  proportion  more  intensely  delightful 
and  precious  to  my  soul. 

At  the  end  of  25  years*  service  failing  health  compelled  us  to 
think  of  leaving  the  field  of  labour,  to  which  we  had  become  deeply 
attached.  During  the  last  year  of  our  stay  at  Hebron,  we  had  the 
privilege  to  witness  the  remarkable  awakening  of  96  heathen  Eeki- 
moes,  which  I  was  enabled  to  further  to  some  small  extent  by 
keeping  a  school  for  adults.  This  school,  which  was  attended  by 
64  adult  heathen,  convinced  me  that  no  missionary  labours  in  vain 
who  works  in  the  right  spirit  for  His  Master,  though  he  may  not 
see  fruits  of  his  labours.  In  the  twenty-five  years  I  had  been 
active  as  missionary,  I  often  wished  to  see  greater  results  manifested. 
But  in  the  last  year  I  was  frequently  astonished  to  see  the  working  of 
the  Holy  Spirit  in  the  hearts  of  the  people,  who  often  exclaimed : 
**  How  foolish  we  have  been  to  have  thrown  away  from  us  for  so 
many  years  the  delicious  and  heartchecring  word  !  how  much  happier 
wo  should  have  been  if  wc  had  received  it  at  once !"  They  had  been 
visited  occasionally  by  missionaries  for  fifteen  years,  but  had  per- 
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Bisted  in  rejecting  the  Gospel  invitation,  saying  to  those  who  brought 
it :  "  We  want  to  have  nothing  to  do  with  you ;  we  have  our  sorce- 
rer, who  provides  good  weather  for  us,  and  brings  seals  and  reindeer 
within  reach,  and  we  have  no  need  of  a  Jesus  !*' 

But  now  the  Lord  said:  "Let  there  be  light!"  and  those 
heathen,  96  in  number,  came  with  their  sorcerer  and  declared  their 
wish  to  be  Christians.  Here  it  was  evident,  how  with  God  all 
things  are  possible,  and  with  Him  alone.  Eight  of  these  men 
learned  to  read  during  the  winter,  though  they  had  previously  not 
known  a  single  letter  of  the  alphabet. 

The  separation  from  these  poor  people  was  most  trying;  they 
assembled  before  the  Mission  nonse  at  early  dawn  to  bid  us  fare- 
wellf  and  many  wept  bitterly. 

My  wife  and  I  were  both  so  weak  in  healfeh  that  we  carried  on 
board  with  us  all  that  might  be  needed  for  our  burial,  if  it  should 
please  the  Lord  to  take  us  home  to  Himself  during  the  voyage.  This 
was  not  Uis  good  pleasure,  however,  and  we  were  permitted  to 
reach  London  in  safety  on  the  24jth  of  October,  1849. 

The  voyage  was  of  unusual  interest :  soon  after  leaving  Labrador 
we  received  on  board  part  of  the  crew  of  a  vessel  which  had  been 
wrecked  in  Hudson's  Bay,  and  had  been  hospitably  entertained  at 
Okak,  and  were  in  a  wretched  state ;  one  of  the  sailors  broke  his 
arm  too,  and  in  spite  of  my  illness  and  weakness  I  was  able  to 
ameliorate  the  condition  of  these  poor  sufferers^  with  the  kind 
assistance  of  Br.  Miertsching,  and  Captain  Sutherland.  The  sailor 
recovered  the  use  of  his  arm  before  we  reached  England,  but  one 
of  the  shipwrecked  mariners  died  at  sea. 

The  treatment  which  these  sailors  received  at  the  hands  of  the 
Eskimoes  was  published  abroad  by  them,  excited  considerable  in- 
terest, and  led  many  to  thank  the  Lord  for  the  work  which  He  had 
wrought  through  our  instrumentality. 

In  November  we  reached  Kleinwelke,  where  we  were  delighted 
to  see  our  children  again  after  being  separated  from  them  for  many 
years. 

In  the  following  year  my  health  was  restored  to  such  an  extent 
that  I  was  permitted  to  engage  once  more  in  work  for  the  Lord  in 
tending  the  members  of  his  flock,  who  lived  scattered  in  towns  and 
villages  in  that  part  of  Upper  Lusatia,  which  is  adjacent  to  Nisky, — 
a  privilege  for  which  I  felt  truly  thankful  to  the  Lord." 

Br.  Herzberg  was  not  long  permitted  to  continue  his  labours,  as 
his  strength  soon  failed  again,  and  he  was  obliged  to  retire.  Though 
sorely  tried  by  the  unexpectedly  sudden  death  of  two  of  his  three 
children,  his  childlike  faith  contmued  to  cling  to  the  Saviour,  whose 
love  ho  cheerfully  recognised  in  these  bereavements.  After  a  linger- 
ing illness,  during  which  his  cheerful  faith  was  a  source  of  edification 
to  all  who  saw  him,  he  fell  asleep  in  Jesus  on  the  15th  of  April, 
186^1,  having  attained  the  age  of  72  years.

ANTiGtTA.  8t,  JohtCs, — The  past  year  has  been  one  of  severe  trial 
to  this  congregation.  In  addition  to  the  distress  occasioned  by  low 
wages  and  nigh  prices  for  clothing,  to  which  we  are  becoming  accus- 
tomed, it  pleased  the  Lord  to  visit  us  with  sickness.  The  minister 
of  the  congregation,  Br.  "Westerby,  was  compelled  by  severe  illness 
to  go  to  Inland  to  recruit  his  h^th  and  strength,  and  the  congre- 
gation was  thus  deprived  of  his  ministrations  durmg  the  greater 
part  of  the  year.  Towards  the  close  of  the  year,  a  severe  epidemic 
fever  made  its  appearance ;  scarcely  a  family  in  town  was  left  un- 
visited  by  it,  and  it  baffled  the  skill  of  the  physicians.  Though  it 
produced  much  suffering,  eases  in  which  it  proved  fatal  were  not 
frequent.  The  attendance  on  the  means  of  grace  was  seriously 
affected  by  the  prevailing  sickness*.  During  the  last  two  months  of 
the  year,  Br.  Eomig  was  prostrated  by  it,  so  as  to  be  unable  to  per- 
form the  duties  of  his  office ;  the  Brethren  from  the  country  stations, 
however,  kindly  assisted,  so  that  no  services  were  omitted. 

The  Schools  suffered  considerably  from  the  same  cause. 

As  regards  the  spiritual  state  of  the  congregation,  there  is  little 
to  communicate ;  the  number  of  exclusions  has  been  small ;  the 
number  of  candidates  few*  church  fellowship  also  small,  few  young 
people  being  willing  to  break  through  their  mdifference  and  submit 
to  the  discipline  of  our  Church.  Still  weichave  reason  to  thank  the 
Lord  for  granting  us  the  assurance  that  His  blessing  ^fas  not  been 
withheld  from  our  work. — B.  Bokig. 

Chracehill. — Li  the  past  year  the  Lord  has  given  us  many 
tokens  of  His  favour,  and  has  permitted  us  to  see  that  our  labour 
has  not  been  in  vain.  The  attendance  at  the  services  and  the 
attention  manifested  to  the  preached  word  have  been  on  the  whole 
very  satisfactory,  and  we  have  been  glad  to  see  several,  who  had 
been  living  in  violation  of  the  seventh  commandment,  enter  the 
married  state,  and  express  an  earnest  desire  for  Church-fellowship. 

The  visits  among  the  sick  have  encouraged  us  not  a  little ;  in 
some  cases  especially  it  was  truly  delightful  to  witness  the  firm  faith 
and  hope,  which  was  reposed  in  our  blessed  Saviour,  filling  their 
souls  with  joy  and  peace  as  they  were  departing  to  be  with  Him, 
whom  unseen  they  loved. 

The  attendance  at  the  Sabbath  -  Schools  has  been  far  ftom 
satisfactory,  many  young  men  and  women  having  entirely  lost  the 
interest  in  them,  which  they  once  appeared  to  fed. 

The  day-schools  have  also  not  been  in  as  pleasing  a  state  as  we 
could  have  wished,  which  is  partly  the  result  of  want  of  means  on 
the  part  of  the  children's  parents,  partly  of  deplorable  indifference.

Ceila/r  Hall. — Towards  the  close  of  the  year  things  assumed  a 
more  cheerful  aspect  as  regards  extemab,  and  the  attendance  at 
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church  improved.  At  times  a  feeling  of  discouragement  comes  over 
us  when  we  see  the  coldness  and  indifference  which  many  show  with 
regard  to  their  most  important  concerns,  but  we  continue  to  sow 
the  seed  in  hope,  trusting  that  the  day  will  come  when  the  Lord  will 
smile  upon  us  and  send  us  prosperity.  Manj  are  dcTotedly  at- 
tached to  our  Church  and  prize  their  Church  privileges  most  highly, 
while  others  show  that  their  interests  centre  on  the  things  of  time 
and  sense. 

Several  of  our  out-preaching  stations  have  a  very  good  attend- 
ance, and  the  people  are  grateful  for  the  opportunity  thus  ajfforded 
of  hearing  the  W  ord  preached. 

We  have  recently  commenced  a  serrice  about  a  mile  from 
Cedarh^  at  a  plaoB  where  there  are  no  less  than  forty  couples 
living  in  open  sin :  many  of  these  people  attend  the  service,  and 
we  trust  that  it  mf^  be  blessed  to  the  conversion  of  some  from 
their  evil  ways. — W.  Mumfoed. 

Hfewfield. — In  April  the  long  drought,  which  has  produced  a 
great  amount  of  poverty  and  suffering,  came  to  an  end ;  since  then 
rain  has  fallen  regularly  and  copiously,  insomuch  that  we  have  now 
to  thank  the  Lord  for  a  more  than  average  crop  of  com,  cotton  and 
provisions.  There  is  a  decided  improvement  noticeable,  both  in  the 
appearance  of  the  people  and  in  their  attendance  at  the  means  of 
e.  On  the  last  Sunday  of  the  year  the  church  was  filled  with  a 
er  congregation  than  we  have  ever  seen  present  in  it. 
)ur  nine  out-preachiDg  places  have  had  a  good  attendance  of 
attentive  hearers,  who,  we  trust,  have  derived  profit  for  their  souls. 

The  attendance  at  our  schools  is  improving  in  an  encouraging 
manner. 

Oracefield.-^We  have  not  been  without  signs  of  God's  gracious 
presence  and  blessing  in  the  past  year,  for  which  we  desire  to 
thank  Him.  The  earnestness  and  zeal  of  many  of  our  people,  con- 
trasting strongly  with  the  lukewarmness  of  others,  has  been  very 
encouraging.  Several  backsliders  have  been  re-admitted  to  the 
Church.  One  of  these  was  a  remarkable  instance  of  the  Holy 
Spirit's  power  to  convict  sinners.  A  married  woman  left  us  some 
years  ago,  and  led  a  vicious  life,  several  miles  away  from  the  station. 
One  Sunday  afternoon  she  took  up  her  long-neglected  Bible,  but 
had  scarcely  read  a  few  verses,  when  she  began  to  feel  very  miser- 
able, and  could  find  no  rest.  She  at  once  came  over  to  the  station, 
acknowledged  her  guilt,  and  manifested  the  greatest  anxiety  to 
obtain  the  assurance  of  forgiveness  of  her  sins.  Her  husband,  a 
communicant  member,  received  her  again. — J.  Tubneb. 

St.  Krrr's-  Basseterre, — We  have  been  favoured  throughout  the 
year  with  an  encouraging  attendance  upon  the  public  means  of 
grace,  more  especially  at  our  Sunday  evening  services,  at  which  the 
church  was  frequently  crowded;  and  we  have  the  satisfaction  to 
know  that  the  preached  Word  has  proved  a  living  power  in  many 
instances. 

Our  numbers  have  not  increased,   but  enlarged  liberality  in 
church  contributions  shows  attachment  to  and  interest  in  the  work 
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of  OUT  Chnrch.  The  speakings  have  been  well  attended  upon  the 
whole,  particularly  towards  the  close  of  the  year,  when  the  threatened 
visitation  by  cholera  seemed  to  create  greater  earnestness  and 
concern  for  their  soul's  welfare  in  the  minds  of  many.  The  Lord's 
merciful  preservation  of  our  island  from  storm  and  hurricane,  which 
have  been  disastrous  elsewhere,  has  not  been  without  beneficial 
influence  on  some  hearts.  At  the  same  time  it  is  our  own  frequent 
cry  with  regard  to  a  large  portion  of  the  young  people :  "  Oh  that 
they  would  remember  their  Creator  in  the  days  of  their  youth." 

Our  Sunday-schools  still  prosper,  the  average  attendance  being 
815. 

The  hospital  and  prison  have  been  visited  as  time  would  allow, 
and  a  weekly  service  neld  in  one  or  the  other,  besides  which  a  kind 
of  reading  or  conversational  service  has  been  conducted  once  a  week 
with  the  female  prisoners.  We  have  reason  to  believe  that  these 
have  been  blessed  to  not  a  few. 

The  day-schools  have  continued  to  thrive;  at  the  recent  exam- 
ination at  the  Court-house  the  children  of  the  Juvenile  School 
occupied  the  first  position,  carrying  off  prizes  to  the  amount  of 
£5. 16s  Sd.  The  country  schools  have  also  been  in  active  operation, 
and  although  the  number  of  children  in  attendance  continues  small, 
yet  we  think  there  is  cause  for  encouragement. 

Thanking  the  Lord  for  the  encouragement  granted  to  us  in  our 
labours,  we  desire  to  go  on  in  the  strength  of  the  Lord,  and  implore 
our  brethren  and  sisters  in  Christ  in  the  words  of  the  Apostle  : 
•*  Brethren,  pray  for  us." — Geoboe  Heath. 

Bethesda. — This  station  has  shared  the  goodness  which  our  whole 
island  has  enjoyed  from  the  hand  of  our  gracious  God  and  Saviour. 
The  weather  has  been  very  propitious,  and  in  consequence  of  the 
prosperous  condition  of  the  plantations  there  has  been  a  regular  sup- 
plv  of  labour  and  wages :  the  general  state  of  health  has  been  good. 
All  this  excites  our  hearts  the  more  to  praise  and  gratitude,  when 
we  remember  the  distress  which  has  been  experienced  on  other  islands 
from  a  variety  of  causes. 

The  sudden  death  of  two  females,  who  were  leading  a  life  of  open 
sin,  seems  to  have  made  some  impression  on  the  minds  of  several 
who  lived  in  carnal  security,  and  we  did  not  fail  to  make  use  of  the 
opportunity  to  warn  and  exhort  the  indifferent  and  impenitent. 

Our  numbers  have  increased  in  the  course  of  the  past  year,  and 
the  Sunday  services  have  been  on  the  whole  well  attended. 

The  day-school  continues  in  an  encouraging  state,  numbering 
about  120  on  the  books,  with  average  attendance  of  80  or  00.  It  is 
much  to  be  regretted,  that  in  the  country  the  services  of  children  of 
12  years  and  less  are  required  for  work  on  the  estates,  because  grown 
up  labourers  could  not  be  procured  for  the  low  wages  offered.  This 
circumstance  reduces  our  day-school  to  the  level  of  an  infeut-school. 
But  for  this,  we  have  greater  reason  for  rejoicing  in  this  than  in  any 
other  portion  of  our  work,  and  the  Lord  evidently  lays,  His  blessing 
on  the  faithful  exertions  of  the  teacher. 

The   work  of  the   Spirit  among    us  is  hidden  and  unknown  in 
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general,  but  becomes  occasionally  apparent  in  sucb  a  way  as  to  put 
us  to  shame  for  our  doubts  and  want  of  faitb. 

A  valued  helper  brother  was  called  to  his  eternal  rest  in  the 
course  of  the  past  year,  who  had  been  unweariedly  active  in  visiting 
the  sick,  reading  the  Scriptures,  warning  careless  sinners;  &c.  and 
the  marked  success  attending  his  work  is  no  doubt  in  a  great  measure 
attributable  to  his  Master's  faithfulness  in  answering  his  servant's 
constant  prayer  of  faith.  His  favourite  occupation  in  his  old  days 
was  to  commit  to  memory  portions  of  Scripture,  of  which  he  was 
particularly  fond,a8  Psalm  li., Isa.  Iv.,  Eom.  v.  and  viii.,  Heb.  iv.,  <fcc. — 
A.  Bbichsteik. 

Estridge, — In  calling  to  mind  the  Lord's  dealings  with  us  as  a 
congregation,  and  inquiring  with  regard  to  our  present  condition, 
we  feel  constrained  to  give  thanks  unto  God  and  humble  ourselves 
before  Him.  The  course  of  the  congregation  has  been  even  and 
peaceful.  We  have  been  encouraged  by  several  of  our  young  people 
coming  forward  as  candidates  for  Church-fellowship.  The  contribu- 
tions to  the  Missionary  Association  begin  to  flow  in  again  with  more 
regularity  and  liberality,  and  we  trust  that  the  outward  prosperity 
wMch  was  interrupted  by  the  impropitious  seasons  of  1863  and  1804, 
is  gradually  bebg  restored. 

Our  Sunday-services  have  been  well  attended,  and  we  have  been 
greatly  encouraged  by  seeing  several  become  regular  attendants,  who 
for  many  years  held  themselves  aloof  from  any  religious  meeting. 

The  Sunday-schools  too,  have  afforded  much  encouragement  both 
by  the  number  of  children,  who  frequent  them  with  regularity,  and 
by  the  manifest  results  of  the  labour  bestowed  on  them  by  faithful 
teachers. 

But  the  enemy  of  the  truth  has  not  relaxed  his  efforts  to  retain 
or  regain  his  hold  on  the  souls  of  those  among  whom  we  labour,  and 
we  have  been  distressed  to  witness  the  success  of  these  endeavours  in 
the  case  of  some  who  "  did  run  well,"  as  far  as  we  could  judge  with 
oup  limited  insight  into  men's  hearts:  We  pray  that  the  Good 
Shepherd  will  in  mercy  pursue  His  wandering  sheep,  and  bring  them 
back  in  safety  from  the  wilderness. 

Our  day-schools  which  had  been  in  a  poor  condition,  improved 
perceptibly  and  in  a  very  pleasing  manner  both  as  to  numbers  and 
efficiency,  thanks  to  the  Lord's  blessing  on  the  faithfiif  labours -of 
Br.  Thomas.  We  trust  that  this  important  portion  of  our  field  of 
labour  will  continue  to  prosper  and  bring  fruit  to  the  glory  of  God. —

Bethel. — Externally  the  Lord  has  dealt  very  mercifully  with  us  in 
the  past  year,  nor  have  manifestations  of  His  presence  in  the  hearts 
of  our  people  been  withheld.  The  means  of  grace  have  been  regu- 
larly provided  and  evidently  valued  by  many.  The  Sunday-school 
has  not  been  as  numerously  nor  as  regularly  attended  as  we  wished, 
in  spite  of  the  exertions  of  teachers  who  were  faithful  in  the  discharge 
of  their  duties. 

The  day-school  has  somewhat  fallen  off  in  point  of  numbers,  but 
has  adl^anced  in  efficiency,  and  stood  well  at  tno  recent  Government 
examination. 
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We  desire  to  see  more  decided  works  of  living  Christianity  among 
our  people,  less  attachment  to  the  world  and  its  ways,  and  more 
devotechiess  to  Jesus,  who  has  redeemed  us.  We  should  rejoice  to 
see  more  mourning  over  our  want  of  strength  and  beauty,  and  less  con- 
tentment with  commonplace  Christian  profession.  May  the  Lord 
create  in  us  a  desire  for  His  best  gifts,  and  lead  us  on  to  perfection 
for  His  own  great  Name's  sake.— W.  F.  Gkoegb. 

St.  Thomas.  New  Sermhut — The  Lord  alone  knows  the  heart, 
and  He  alone  can  tell  how  many  of  our  people  are  really  and  truly 
HU  people.  But,  judging  from  the  regular  attendance  on  the  means 
of  grace,  and  the  repeated  assurances  given  at  speakings,  we  believe 
that  many  in  this  congregation  know  Jesus  as  their  Lord  and  Sa\iour. 

The  young  people  often  cause  us  great  trouble  and  anxiety  by 
their  light-minded  indifference,  and  determination  to  put  off  the  time 
for  embracing  the  Gospel  until  they  are  further  advanced  in  years. 
Some  of  whom  we  had  good  hopes  withdraw,  from  professed 
inability  to  pay  the  monthly  Church-contribution. 

The  Sunday-school  and  day-school  are  still  wanting  in  the  support 
which  they  would  enjoy  if  the  parents  were  only  alive  to  the  import- 
ance of  education  for  their  cnildren.  The  latter,  however,  took  a 
better  standing  at  this  year's  examination  than  was  the  case  last 
year. 

The  contributions  of  the  Missionary  Associations  have  fallen  off 
to  such  an  extent  as  to  lead  us  to  exhort  the  members  not  to  slacken 
but  to  increase  their  exertions  for  the  furtherance  of  the  knowledge 
of  Jesus,  whose  saving  Name  they  have  in  God's  mercy  been  privi- 
leged to  know  from  early  childhood. — W.  Koestee, 

St.  Jak.    Umtnaus,^ At  the  beginning  of  the  year  we  were  ap- 

!rehensive  of  a  renewal  of  the  drought  of  the  last  year,  but  the 
iord  graciously  sent  copious  rain  in  the  month  of  May,  which 
caused  the  fruits  of  the  earth  to  spring  up  and  grow  rapidly. 

We  were  favoured  to  see  a  good  attendance  at  the  Sunday  ser- 
vices, but  regretted  that  the  numbers  in  the  weekday-meetings  and 
also  in  the  Sunday-school  continued  small.  Many  young  people  are 
employed  in  tending  cattle  on  Sunday,  so  that  they  cannot  come  to 
churcn  or  school.  Some  adult  persons  show  a  very  bad  example  of 
want  of  appreciation  of  the  advantages  that  are  offered  in  the  regular 
preaching  of  the  Gospel  of  salvation  in  the  blood  of  Jesus. 

We  had  in  several  cases  to  exercise  church-discipline  on  members 
of  our  Church,  who  were  led  astray  to  open  sin  by  the  wiles  of  the 
enemy  of  souls.  On  the  other  hand,  it  was  encouraging  to  us  to 
receive  ten  persons  into  full  church  fellowship,  besides  confirming  ten 
individuals. 

The  day-school  was  conducted  with  regularity,  and  the  atteud- 
anco  has  been  satisfactory  on  the  whole. — A.  A.  Ziock.

**  Blttefiklds,  June  Sih,  1860. 

"  The  Lord's  help  continues  to  be  vouchsafed  to  us  firom  day  to 
day,  and  we  hope  that  the  worst  part  of  our  trials  will  soon  be  over, 
as  the  new  provisions  may  be  expected  to  come  in  in  August.  Mean- 
while we  have  been  able  to  procure  a  small  supply  of  food  from 
Ephratah. 

The  work  of  building  proceeds  but  slowly,  as  few  carpenters  are 
to  be  procut^  but  I  am  thankful  that  we  have  been  able  to  com- 
plete  tne  repairs  of  our  dwelling-house,  before  the  heavy  rains  set  in : 
to  strengthen  the  building,  I  have  added  a  verandah  on  the  west 
«ide. 

The  health  of  the  Brethren  and  Sisters  is  on  the  whole  good,  but 
our  people  have  had  to  suffer  a  good  deal  of  sickness,  partly  from  a 
fever  of  a  kind  not  known  to  us,  which  has  in  some  cases  proved 
rapidly  fatal. 

Br,  Martin  at  Ephratah  complains  much  of  the  conduct  of  the 
many  traders,  who  are  doing  their  utmost  to  ruin  the  poor  people 
with  spirituous  liquors.  Hitherto  the  few  converts  have  resisted  all 
endeavours  to  lead  them  aside  &om  the  right  path,  but  they  are  ex- 
posed to  much  temptation. 

The  General  Council  of  the  Mosquito  nation  was  held  herefrom 
the  21st  to  the  27th  of  May,  for  the  purpose  of  appointing  a  new 
king.  On  the  23rd,  the  deputies  were  summoned  to  meet  by  the 
report  of  a  signal  gun,  and  soon  afterwards  the  young  king,  who  re- 
sides in  the  Mission  House,  was  sent  for  and  presented  to  the  depu- 
ties, while  a  royal  salute  of  21  guns  was  fired  on  his  entering  the  large 
public  haU.  I  was  then  called  on  to  offer  prayer  for  the  prosperity 
of  the  king  and  nation,  to  which  1  gladly  responded,  beseeching  the 
Lord  Gt>d  to  make  the  new  king  a  Christian  king,  and  keep  him  in 
the  patiis  (^virtue  and  peace.  Towards  evening, the  school  children 
nnder  Br.  Pinnock's  care,  marched  in  procession  with  banners  flying, 
accompanied  by  many  adults.  They  assembled  before  the  Mission 
House,  and  sang,  "  Q-od  save  Prince  William  our  King,"  and  a  selec- 
tion of  hymns,  after  which  the  children  had  a  kind  of  love-feast. 

This  new  king  is  only  ten  years  of  age,  the  son  of  Victoria,  sister 
of  the  late  king,  who  left  no  legitimate  children.  He  is  under  guar- 
dians, and  is  to  be  educated  at  present  under  the  superintendence  of 
Br.  Hoeh. 

From  the  congregations  in  Jamaica,  we  have  received  no  less 
than  ^B90,  towards  meeting  the  losses  consequent  on  the  late  hurri- 
cane ;  from  the  Danish  Islands,  183  dollars,  and  also  a  contribution 
from  Barbados.  We  are  thankful  for  this  aid,  and  we  have  been  en- 
abled to  assist  many  who  would  otherwise  have  been  in  danger  of 
starvation. 

I  am  thankful  to  say  that  there  is  a  continual  demand  for  Bibles, 
Bumy  having  lost  theirs  during  tiie  late  hurricane,  but  many  toO;  feel- 
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ing  a  hunger  after  the  Word  of  God,  while  they  were  hitherto  quite 
indifferent  and  callous  to  religion."

«  Magdala,  July  Srd,  1866. 

••  The  time  immediately  following  the  hurricane  was  one  of  severe 
trial ;  our  little  churcli  was  rebuilt  with  many  fervent  prayers,  but 
with  little  rejoicing,  and  we  were  able  to  open  it  for  worship  before 
Christmas  with  a  prayer-meeting,  in  which  we  besought  the  Lord's 
mercy  and  favour  for  the  future,  and  confessed  our  many  sins  and 
shortcomings  in  the  past.  The  Christmas  season  was  not  marked  by 
the  usual  merriment,  as  hard  times  made  themselves  sensibly  felt, 
provisions  were  exhausted,  a  famine  had  begun,  which  continued  up 
to  May,  and  even  at  this  time  many  families  have  scarcely  a  suffi- 
ciency of  ordinary  food.  Sickness  was  generally  prevalent,  especially 
fever  and  dysentery. 

Under  these  circumstances  we  entered  the  New  Tear  with  heavy 
hearts,  but  looking  for  help  to  the  Lord,  who  hath  said :  '  Lo,  I  am 
with  you  alway.'  It  was  very  sad  to  see  the  poor  people  coming 
to  oiur  door,  and  to  be  unable  to  assist  them,  as  we  had  scarcelv  any 
flour  ourselves,  and  no  vessel  came  near  the  coast ;  *  whence  should 
we  take  bread  in  this  vnldemess  ?'  Once  the  Lord  provided  for  us 
in  a  very  wonderful  way ;  a  vessel  coming  from  the  States*  and 
bound  for  Kingston,  Jamaica,  lost  her  sails  and  rudder  in  a  heavy- 
gale,  and  drifted  to  Bluefields,  where  the  captain  was  obliged  to  sell 
his  cargo  of  flomr  at  a  low  rate  in  order  to  repair  his  snip.  The 
intelligence  that  our  brethren  and  Christian  friends  in  Europe,  and 
other  parts  of  the  world,  not  excepting  even  Australia^  have  so 
nobly  come  forward  to  help  us  in  our  trying  circumstances,  is 
exceedingly  cheering  to  us  and  our  people.  We  do  not  fail  to  re* 
member  our  kind  friends  in  our  prayers  at  the  throne  of  grace. 

About  the  end  of  January  I  opened  the  day-school  again,  which 
I  had  to  attend  to  alone,  as  we  had  been  obliged  to  exclude  our 
teacher  for  gross  sin.  The  children  came  cheerfully  to  school, 
though  frequently  almost  entirely  without  breakfast. 

Li  February  the  work  of  repairing  our  dwelling-house  was  com- 
menced, and  it  was  eventually  decided  to  pull  it  down,  and  erect  it 
^;ain  on  a  more  salubrious  situation  on  the  south  side  of  the  church. 
GSio  work  has  proceeded  very  slowly,  as  we  had  great  difficulty  in 

Srocuring  carpenters,  but  we  nope  to  be  able  to  enter  our  house  in 
eptember. 
During  the  Easter  season  the  services  were  well  attended,  and 
evidences  of  our  Lord's  presence  in  our  midst  were  not  wanting. 

At  Eaitipura  the  chapel  is  not  yet  rebuilt  for  want  of  carpenters, 
but  I  go  over  to  hold  service  in  the  open  air,  or  an  Indian  house, 
as  the  weather  may  permit. 

At  Bethany  Br.  Kenkewitz  is  busily  engaged  in  rebuilding  the 
mission-premises,  which  were  entirely  washed  away  by  the  sea,  when 
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tbe  hurricane  swept  over  the  district :  he  preaches  in  the  Mosquito 
language,  and  has  been  very  successful  in  curing  several  sick 
Indians,  by  which  means  he  effectually  weakens  the  influence  of  the 
sukias  or  sorcerers. 

We  all  send  hearty  thanks  to  those  at  home,  who  have  abundantly 
assisted  us  in  our  season  of  trial ;  by  the  end  of  the  year  we  hope 
to  see  all  the  premises  at  this  station  rebuilfc.  But  how  is  it  with 
the  spiritual  building  of  living  stones  ?  There  is  here  also  much  to 
be  restored,  and  we  look  to  the  Lord  to  renew  our  days  as  of  old, 
and  to  add  to  His  Church  such  as  shall  be  saved. 

Our  tbauks  are  also  due  to  the  Committee  of  the  British  and 
Foreign  Bible  Society,  and  the  British  and  Foreign  School  Society, 
for  very  valuable  grants  of  Bibles,  and  school  materials,  books, 
maps,  slates,  <&c." 


SUKINAM. 

[From  the  MUsions-Blatt,) 

Wb  here  communicate  extracts  from  the  journal  of  John  King,  as 
translated  by  Br.  Van  Calkerfrom  the  Negro-English. 

On  their  first  journey  John  and  his  companions  had  been  prevented 
from  reaching  the  Marawyne  and  the  interior  of  the  region  where 
the  Auka  Negroes  dwell,  by  the  low  state  of  water  in  the  rivers 
and  creeks,  which  in  those  impenetrable  forests  form  the  sole  means 
of  communication.  Hence,  they  were  obliged  to  return  without 
having  attained  their  object.  They  did,  however,  visit  some  villages 
between  our  station  Charlottenburg  and  the  Marawyne,  and  there 
John's  preaching  of  the  Gospel  excited  great  astonishment.  The 
message  of  the  Matuari  chieftain  Kalkoon  to  the  headman  of  the 
Auka  Negroes,  recommending  the  adoption  of  the  Christian  faith, 
and  inviting  him  to  initiate  a  treaty  of  peace  and  friendship  between 
the  two  tribes,  could  of  course  not  be  conveyed  to  its  destination. 

But  on  the  second  tour  these  various  objects  were  successfully 
attained.  All  the  localities  inhabited  by  the  Auka,  the  Poligoodoo, 
and  the  Boni  Negroes  were  visited ;  the  message  of  Kalkoon, — all 
the  more  significant  in  bb  much  as  he  had  meanwhile  received  the 
rite  of  baptism, — was  well  received  at  the  dwelling  of  the  Auka 
chieftain ;  and  what  abundant  entrance  King's  testimony  of  the 
salvation  that  is  in  Christ  met  with,  can  only  be  read  with  astonish- 
ment and  joy.  Universally  these  poor  heathen  manifest  a  conscious- 
ness of  their  wretched  state,  an  earnest  longing  to  be  released  from 
the  thraldom  and  terrors  of  their  idolatry,  and  great  readiness  to 
hear  the  Gospel  of  salvation.  It  is  evident  that  the  hearts  of  these 
heathen  had  been,  through  the  power  and  grace  of  God,  prepared 
for  John's  preaching,  in  like  manner  as  he  and  his  fellow  countrymen, 
the  Matuaris,  had  been  previously  powerfully  affected  by  the  Spirit 
from  on  high,  while  in  the  deepest  darkness  of  ignorance.

The  time  at  wbich  these  things  happened  is  worth?  of  note.  It 
was  in  the  year  1766  in  which  the  three  brethren  Daehne,  Stoll,  and 
Jones,  actuated  by  strong  faith,  pitched  their  tent  in  the  Bushland 
among  the  Free  N^roes,  then  the  dreaded  and  blood-thirsty  enemies 
of  the  colony.  And  now,  after  this  mission  has  existed  for  a  oentnry, 
sometimes  in  abundant  blessing,  and  at  others  deeply  reduced,  the 
dry  bones  are  anew  vivified  by  the  Spirit  from  on  high,  the  hitherto 
heathen  Matuaris  open  their  hearts  to  the  Gospel  message,  their 
powerful  chiefbain  Kalkoon  becomes  a  Christian,  and  then  from  the 
same  tribe  a  sable  evangelist  goes  voluntarily  forth,  his  heart  filled 
with  love  to  the  Saviour,  takes  the  same  good  news  to  the  cognate 
tribes  on  the  Marawyne,  and  is  welcomed  among  them  with  joy. 
Thus  it  may  be  said  that  the  people  that  walked  in  darkness  nave 
seen  a  great  light,  and  that  the  children  of  Ethiopia  stretch  forth 
their  hands  unto  God. 

Towards  the  beginning  of  the  present  year  Br.  Van  Calker  writes 
thus : — **  On  the  Saramacca  John  King  has  been  the  awakener,  the 
pioneer,  the  foremost  in  the  conflict  with  Satan  and  idolatry.  The 
Lord  has  really  employed  us  more  as  helpers  in  the  glorious  work, 
to  do  what  he  coula  not,  in  more  complete  religious  mstruction,  in 
the  administration  of  the  sacraments,  in  the  constituting  of  the  con- 
gregation with  Christian  arrangements,  Sec,  In  the  same  way  the 
work  is  beginning  on  the  Mara'v^ne.  There  again  John  Eang  is 
the  pioneer.  And  for  this,  he,  Hke  every  trulj  converted  native, 
is  in  many  respects  more  suited  than  the  most  gifted  European  mis- 
sionary. Subseqruently  some  of  us  must  go  to  the  Marawyne,  and 
we  have  arranged  that  two  of  the  European  brethren  shall  accom- 
pany King  thither.  No  doubt  those  will  be  found  who  will  be  able 
and  willing  to  undertake  the  commission.  For  the  next  two  months, 
however,  nothing  can  be  done ;  first,  because,  as  we  hear,  the  grand- 
man  or  chie^  Beyman,  is  dead,  and  in  connection  with  his  burial  and 
the  appointment  of  his  successor,  various  heathen  rites  will  be 
observed,  which  will  keep  the  people  in  a  state  of  excitement, 
which  we  shall  do  well  to  allow  to  pass  before  we  go ;  and  secondly, 
because  at  the  end  of  February  another  visit  must  be  paid  at 
Maripastone,  on  which  occasion  Swing's  presence  will  be  needed." 

Br.  Van  Calker  prefSwses  his  extracts  from  the  journal  with  some 
remarks  which  seem  needful  for  explanation.  He  says: — **The 
travelling  party  consisted  of  the  following  persons,  John  King,  his 
two  brothers,  namely  Noah, — ^the  under  chief  of  M^ipastone,  with 
his  son  Samuel,— and  Isaac,  and  also  his  sister  Salome,  with  her  two 
adult  daughters  and  a  child.  Besides  these,  there  were  five  heathen, 
Matuaris  belonging  to  the  family  of  Joshua  Kalkoon.  The  latter 
had  sent  them  to  aid  in  rowing,  and  to  represent  him  in  concluding 
with  the  Auka  chief  Beyman  a  treaty  of  peace  between  the  two 
tribes.  The  party  travelled  in  two  corials  (boats  formed  of  the 
hollowed  trunks  of  trees,)  and  were  supplied  with  a  stock  of  provi- 
sions by  the  missionaries  at  Paramaribo.  On  the  return  of  the 
party,  John  remarked  to  me,  *  We  are  weary,  for  it  was  hard  work 
to  row  all  day  passing  over  waterfalls  and  amid  rocks,  then  to  preach 
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in  the  e^tening,  and  teach  and  conrerae  until  long  past  midnight, 
and  then  to  return  to  the  labours  of  rowing,  and  this  day  after  day ; 
often  were  we  tired,  but  the  Lord  granted  us  strength.' " 

July  27th, — ^They  left  Paramaribo,  and  reached  Wana  Creek  on 
the  27th.  Here  they  fell  in  with  a  party  of  Indians,  who  were  ako 
going  to  the  Marawyne,  and  who  were  willing  to  show  them  the  way 
through  the  creeks  and  swamps. 

On  the  29ih  they  reached  the  Marawyne,  spent  Sunday  the  SOth 
at  Albina,  the  residence  of  Mr.  A.  K.,  and  on  Monday  the  Slit  con- 
tinued their  journey. 

Auffutt  lit. — They  reached  the  great  water-fidl  near  the  former 
military  post  Armina.  As  they  were  drawing  their  boats  up  the  faU, 
they  experienced  so  yiolent  a  storm  of  wind,  accompanied  with  rain, 
that  they  could  scarcely  retain  command  of  the  boats. 

On  the  4dh  they  fell  in  with  an  Auka  man  who  was  working 
in  his  provision  ground.  He  had  just  taken  some  game,  and  gave 
them  a  portion  of  it.  He  then  said,  *  when  you  get  further  up  the 
riyer,  you  will  see  a  creek  on  your  right,  as  soon  as  you  get  there 
you  must  pour  some  rum  into  the  river  (as  an  offering)  or  else  it 
will  ^ve  you  a  great  deal  of  trouble.'  John  replied,  *  we  shall  throw 
nothing  into  the  river.*  *  Well,'  rejoined  the  other,  *  to  be  sure,  you 
are  church-people.' 

The  diary  continues,  *'  Auguii  6th,  we  reached  the  vicinity  of  the 
creek,  and  saw  a  camp  of  three  men,  as  many  women,  and  four 
children.  We  asked  where  the  gran  kreeJeee  (great  creek)  was. 
*  You  will  soon  reach  it,'  said  they, '  and  near  it  is  a  camp.  But 
when  you  get  there,  and  are  near  the  mouth  of  the  creek,  you 
must  not  mention  its  name,  or  else  it  will  trouble  you.*  When  they 
spoke  thus  we  all  laughed ;  but  they  did  not  know  why  we  laughed, 
for  we  did  not  speak  a  word,  but  went  quietly  forward.  When  we 
came  to  the  creek  we  purposely  mentioned  its  name,  and  even  joked 
about  it,  in  order  that  the  five  neathen  who  were  with  us  might  see 
how  the  devil  deceives  men  by  such  superstition,  and  nothuig  bad 
hapj>ened  to  us.  Just  opposite  the  mouth  of  the  creek  we  found 
an  island  on  which  stood  four  empty  camps  Proofs  of  palm-leaves 
supported  by  posts.)  There  we  passed  the  night  and  the  following 
day,  when  we  held  a  prayer  meeting  and  thanked  the  Lord  for 
bringing  us  thus  far  in  safety. 

On  the  9th  we  reached  the  waterfall  Manbari,  just  below  the 
settlement  of  the  Poligoodoo  Negroes,  or  Old  Free  Negroes.  (These 
are  the  descendants  of  black  soldiers,  who  served  at  the  military 
post  Armina,  mutinied,  and  murdered  their  officers  in  the  year  1806, 
and  then  flea  up  the  river  to  the  waterfall  Poligoodoo,  at  the  con- 
fluence of  the  Lawa  and  the  Tapanahoni,  where  they  settled.  At 
this  point,  on  the  Tapanahoni,  the  western  branch  of  tke  stream, 
begin  the  dwellings  of^the  Auka  Negroes,  while  those  of  the  Boni 
tribe  are  on  the  eastern  branch,  or  rather  the  principal  stream, 
called  the  Lawa.) 

August  10th, — A  man  named  Quasby  Gadp  received  us  kindly.  I 
^oke  to  the  people,  and  set  the  Gospel  of  Christ  before  their  eyes. 
Gme  man  answered  me, '  This  story  astonishes  me.     But  I  wish  that 
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God  tlie  Lord  would  have  mercy  upon  us,  and  deliver  us  out  of  the 
hand  of  the  deyil,  for  here  we  suffer  much  from  all  satanic  things. 
Our  whole  country  is  entirely  ruined.  Whoever  will  not  believe 
this  story,  he  will  have  to  experience  it  (literally,  be  himself  shall 
see,  namely,  the  consequences  of  bis  unbelief,)  for  God  has  pity  on 
us,  and  therefore  he  sends  people  to  us,  to  save  us  from  this  punish- 
ment. But  what  shall  I  say  ?  when  you  come  to  the  grandman  (or 
chief,)  you  will  hear  what  he  says.'  This  man  afterwards  went  with 
us  and  helped  us  draw  the  boats  over  the  two  waterfalls  of  Singateti 
and  Foligoodoo,  and  so  we  reached  the  first  village.  It  is  called 
Poligoodoo,  the  same  as  the  waterfall.  I  preached  the  Gospel  to  the 
peo^e,  and  they  rejoiced  to  hear  the  Word  of  GK)d.  I  told  them  how 
Chnst  died  for  us,  and  they  all  answered,  '  We  desire  that  God  the 
Lord  would  save  us  from  this  punishment,  for  here  we  have  to  suffer 
much  from  the  things  which  we  call  gods.  Praised  be  God  the 
Lord,  that  He  has  sent  thee  to  us,  to  Oliver  us  out  of  this  misery.' 

14ith, — ^A  man  and  woman  went  with  us  farther  up  to  a  village 
named  Tabiki  (that  is,  an  island)  where  we  remained  imtil  evening. 
Noah  asked  the  captaan  of  this  village  if  he  would  like  us  to  keep 
church.  He  said  he  would  be  very  glad.  So  all,  great  and  smal^ 
came  to  hear  the  word  of  God.    Here  we  staid  over  night. 

Next  morning  the  people  came  to  me  and  said  to  me  in  great 
distress, '  What  shall  we  do  to  get  out  of  this  misery.  Friend  John, 
do  not  be  dissatisfied  here  with  us,  for  we  are  in  misery,  and  you 
must  help  us.  Tell  us  what  we  must  do  to  be  freed  from  this  life  of 
sorrow  here  on  earth.  You  must  also  tell  us  what  we  must  do  that 
we  may  not  come  into  eternal  punishment  in  the  kingdom  of  the 
devil,  but  may  enter  into  the  kingdom  of  God.*  I  answered,  *  If 
you  truly  believe  the  word  of  God,  and  throw  away  all  obeahs  and 
idols,  you  will  find  rest  here  on  earth,  until  the  time  comes  for  you 
to  die,  and  then  God  the  Lord  will  receive  ^ou  into  His  kingdom 
into  eternal  happiness.'  All  answered,  '  Praised  be  God  the  Lord, 
for  sending  you  to  us,  for  we  could  not  help  ourselves.  Satan  has 
taken  possession  of  the  whole  country.  God  alone  will  save  us  out 
of  hii  hand.' 

Then  we  left  them,  and  going  on  for  a  short  distance,  came  to 
three  villages  close  together.  They  are  called  Abendanon,  Nickene, 
and  Wannnga,  and  stand  under  one  captain.  Here  I  again  held 
church,  and  a  large  number  of  people  came  togeth^.  They  seated 
themselves  devoutly  on  the  ground  to  hear  the  Gospel  of  Christ,  and 
I  set  many  things  before  their  eyes,  holding  forth  to  them  cursing 
and  blessing ;  all  this  was  on  Saturday  evemng. 

AuQU9t  IZth, — On  Sunday  morning  we  had  sat  down  to  hold 
church  again,  and  lo,  many  people  came  to  hear  the  word  of  God. 
They  afterwards  asked  me  a  great  deal  what  they  must  do  to  obtain 
the  kingdom  of  God.  I  admonished  them,  and  likewise  showed 
them  a  picture,  how  the  Lord  Jesus  died  for  us  on  the  cross.*  When 

*  It  may  not  be  oat  of  place  to  remark,  for  the  information  of  persons  not  aware 
of  the  £Eict,  that  pictures  are  not  employed  in  any  of  the  services  of  the  Brethren's 
Chnrch,  nor  is  any  importance  or  feeling  of  reverence  connected  with  them.  Bat 
pictorial  representations  of  Scripture  scenes,  &c,  have  often  been  found  oseAil  in 
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one  heard  the  touching  words  they  then  spbke,  one  could  not  but 
heartily  pity  them,  for  they  feel  their  sin. 

Uth. — In  the  morning  we  came  to  a  large  village  called  Manlobbi> 
but  went  further  to  Clementi,  where  we  remained  for  some  time, 
and  made  it  a  kind  of  head-quarters.  We  were  induced  to  do  this, 
because  it  was  my  father's  birthplace.  I  held  church  every  day, 
and  many  people  assembled  for  it.  On  the  ISth^  I  visited  the  closc^ 
adjacent  village  of  Powie,  spending  the  whole  day  there.  In  the 
morning  I  read  them  narratives  from  the  Old  Testapient,  and  in  the 
afternoon  I  preached  to  them  the  story  how  Christ  died  for  us  aU, 
and  atoned  for  our  sins.  I  also  showed  tbem  the  picture  of  the 
Crucifixion,  and  told  them  how  the  Lord  was  slain  for  our  sakes  amid 
the  greatest  possible  ignominy  and  contempt,  and  yet  how  He  was 
not  ashamed  to  take  fdl  this  upon  himself  for  our  sakes.  Thus,  I 
set  much  before  their  eyes,  as  the  Lord  gave  me  strength  to  admonish 
the  people. 

The  captain  of  this  village  is  named  Gtemni,  and  his  younger 
brother  Jamwansa.  Both  are  shrewd  and  intelligent  men.  One  can 
see  that  they  comprehend  well.  The  captain  said  to  me,  *  See,  the 
^randman  has  to  give  orders  about  us  alL  But  he  has  not  our  lives 
in  his  power.  K  Q-od  the  Lord  will  take  away  one  of  us,  the  grand- 
man  cannot  prevent  Gk)d  from  doing  so.  You  must  go  to  the 
grandman  and  talk  with  him.  But  even  if  the  grandman  should 
not  be  willing  (that  is,  that  his  people  should  become  Christians)  I 
and  my  brother  will  receive  the  fiiith  here  in  our  village.'  -  At  five 
in  the  afternoon  we  returned  to  Clementi.  On  the  19th  many  people 
came  to  hear  the  word.  At  eight  in  the  morning  of  the  2Qth,  and 
again  towards  evening,  we  had  a  great  crowd  of  nearers,  for  many 
had  come  to  Clementi  from  other  villages.  I  was  astonished  to  see 
how  ready  the  Auka  people  were  to  hear  the  word  of  God,  and  I 
thought  thereon  how  the  Lord  had  said  to  me  three  times  that  there 
were  among  that  tribe  some  who  would  be  convertod.  But  the 
people  are  dreadfully  immersed  in  abominable  demon-worship.  In  all 
the  vUlages  one  sees  all  sorts  of  obeahs,  idols,  little  flags  of  cotton, 
and  many  winti-houses  (that  is,  houses  set  apart  for  the  performance 
of  magi(^  rites  and  incantations,)  and  the  most  vile  things,  which 
are  an  abomination  in  the  sight  of  God. 

August  2l8t, — We  left  Clementi  in  order  to  go  to  the  grandman 
Beyman.  The  captains  had  detained  us  so  long,  because  they  were 
obliged  to  send  word  to  the  grandman  that  travellers  were  desirous 
to  come  to  him.  The  chief  had  then  called  the  captains  together, 
and  commissioned  them  to  fetch  us  and  to  accompany  Us  to  him. 
We  therefore  went  up  the  river  from  Clementi  for  one  day  and 
passed  the  night  at  Maisri.  Next  morning  we  had  to  wait  again, 
until  the  grandman  should  be  informed  that  we  were  at  hand,  and 
he  should  give  permission  for  us  to  proceed.   The  captains  now  went 

the  missions,  both  in  attracting  attention,  and  in  facilitating  an  explanation  of 
what  might  easily  be  misunderstood  bv  those  whose  min£  are  utterly  unac- 
customed to  the  reception  of  any  ideas  beyond  those  of  a  sensuous  character  and 
oxmected  with  their  daily  life.— Eds. 
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forward,  and  about  two  hours  afterwards  we  foHowed  them.  "WTien 
we  had  landed,  we  were  conducted  to  the  grandman,  that  we  might 
pay  our  refipects  to  him  and  the  people  who  were  about  him.  Bej- 
mau*8  village  ii9  called  Drietabiki,  or  Three  Islands. 

Many  people  were  assembled  to  hear  the  news  which  we  brought. 
After  we  had  sat  about  two  hours,  talking  of  indifferent  matters, 
Beyman  said,  '  Well,  we  acs  only  talking  of  indifferent  things ;  let 
us  hear  whsA  news  these  people  bring  us/  GRien  he  asked  Noah, 
*  What  do  you  brin^  to  us  ?  Noah  replied,  *  We  come  to  conclude 
a  treaty  of  peace  with  you ;  for  that  purpose  my  grand  man  Joshua 
has  sent  me  nither,  ana  with  me  these  people  (pomting  to  the  five 
heathen  members  of  Joshua's  family)  tnat  I  should  brmg  them  to 
you.'  Upon  this  all  arose  and  went  aside  to  consult  togeth^.  Then 
they  returned  and  said,  '  We  are  glad  that  peace  is  to  be  made,  so 
that  we  shall  all  be  united  Like  one  tribe.  To-morrow  morning  we 
will  drink  the  oath.'  (This  ceremony  consists  in  the  representatives 
of  the  two  parties  making  incisions  in  their  arms,  letting  the  blood 
drop  into  a  calabash  of  wine,  and  then  all  drinking  of  it.  Nothing 
of  an  idolatrous  character  seems  to  be  connected  with  it.  But  the 
ceremony  has  the  force  of  an  oath,  and  really  permanently  removes 
the  mutual  mistrust  which  always  exists  between  different  heathen 
tribes.)  Then  we  gave  up  our  guns  and  hoes  at  the  request  of  the 
grandman,  who  gave  them  to  one  of  his  sons  to  be  kept  until  the 
oath  should  be  Uken.  He  then  asked  us  a^ain  if  we  haid  anything 
else  to  say,  adding  that  we  had  better  say  it  at  once,  as  when  once 
the  oath  was  taken,  nothing  further  musk  be  brought  forward.  I 
then  spoke  softly  to  Noah,  and  rose,  while  the  others  remained 
sitting.  When  ^yman  saw  me  stand  up,  he  at  once  said,  *  Any 
message  that  you  brinc^  I  will  listen  to;  but  I  will  hear  nothing 
about  the  Churclu'  When  he  spoke  so,  I  at  once  sat  down  again, 
but  he  continuedi  '  I  will  hear  with  my  ears  nothing  at  au  of 
Churdi  matters.  Europeans  have  already  been  with  me,  and  I 
have  told  them  I  have  my  obeahs.  If  I  hear  the  word  of  the 
Church,  I  shall  die  immediately<ibr  my  dead  relations  and  my  gods 
will  kill  me  at  once.  Here  in  my  village  I  will  not  have  the  Cnurch. 
But  I  will  not  forbid  any  one  to  join  the  Church.  Whoever  will, 
may  go.  Any  captain  may  receive  the  Church  in  his  own  village, 
if  he  will ;  I  will  not  hinder  it,  but  I  forbid  it  in  my  village.  In 
my  house  you  shall  not  speak  a  word  about  the  Churdi.  I  give  no 
permission  to  do  so.'  This  speech  of  the  pandman's  excited  dis* 
pleasure  among  all  the  bystanders.  Even  the  captains  were  angry 
that  he  would  not  hear  the  word  of  Ood.  Many  of  them  arose, 
went  aside  and  conversed  together,  and  then  called  for  the  grand- 
man,  who  went  to  them.  They  then,  and,  among  the  rest,  his  own 
son,  reproached  him  for  what  he  had  said,  and  told  him  that  he 
must  hear  the  word  of  Ood,  and  that  if  he  himself  would  not 
join  the  Church,  he  ought  at  least  to  hear  what  God  had  to  say 
to  them  through  John  King.  Thereupon  they  all  came  back  to 
us,  and  Beyman  said  to  the  captains,  '  Go  all  of  you  into  another 
house,  and  there  hear  the  word  which  they  bring.'    A  great  corn- 
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pany  then  joined  us.  But  as  we  had  done  and  spoken  so  much  in 
the  course  of  the  day  that  we  were  tired,  we  proposed  to  wait  until 
the  morrow,  to  which  they  all  agreed. 

AmuH  23r2^.— ^Early  tlie  following  morning  all  assembled  again, 
and  I  gave  them  an  account  how  God  the  Lord  has  established  His 
kingdom  amone  us.  Then  I  made  known  to  them  the  Gospel  of 
Jesus  Christ  who  died  for  us,  that  He  might  redeem  us  with  His 
hol^  and  precious  blood.  I  set  this  before  their  eyes,  and  laid 
before  them  the  blessing  and  the  curse.  3%e  same  morning  the 
grandman  sent  his  son  to  Noah,  begging  him  not  to  take  it  amiss 
that  he  had  spoken  so  angrily  l^e  day  before,  and  to  state  that  he 
had  not  meant  to  say  he  would  not  hear  the  word  of  Gi:>d,  but  that 
he  had  heard  that  a  certain  man  who  had  gone  to  church  and  tiirown 
away  his  god,  had  died  shortly  afterwards.  This  made  him  afraid, 
aa  he  had  the  same  god  as  tbe  other  man,  and  he  was  apprehen- 
sive  lest,  if  John  King  preached  the  word  of  Gk>d  in  his  house,  his  god 
would  kill  him  likewise.  He  idso  begged  that  Noah  woxild  come  to 
him  privately  when  all  the  people  were  gone,  and  tell  what  he  had 
to  say.     This  Noah  promised  to  do. 

On  the  %Uh  the  oath  was  taken  by  six  chosen  men,  three  for  each 
aide.  Of  ours  Noah  selected  three  of  the  five  whom  Jodiua  had 
sent  with  us. 

On  the  morning  of  the  25M  we  left  the  Tillage  of  the  grandman 
Beyman,  and  went  on,  as  &r  as  the  last  village,  which  was  reached 
about  6  o'clodE  in  the  evening.  Soon  a  man  came  to  Noah  and 
asked  if  we  were  not  goin^  to  hold  church.  Noah  asked  if  I  would 
do  BO,  if  I  was  not  too  tured.  I  said,  '  I  shall  be  very  glad.'  So 
we  sat  down,  and  I  exhorted  the  people  from  the  word  of  Gt>d, 
and  prayed  nith  them.  On  the  following  evening  many  people 
agMn  assembled. 

27<&.'^At  8  o'dock  in  the  morning  I  f^;ain  exhorted  the  people 
from  the  word  of  God.  I  now  saw  plainly  that  the  kingdom  of 
God  had  begun  among  the  people  here,  for*  at  all  the  villages  they 
themselves  desired  that  we  should  make  known  the  word  to  them, 
and  came  with  great  rererence  to  listen  to  it.  This  last  village 
properly  consists  of  four  smaller  ones,  which  belong  together.  They 
are  caUed  Miadma,  Sanki,  AffiositI,  and  Pikinkondre.  In  the 
evening  of  this  day,  which  was  Sunday,  all  the  inhabitants  came 
together.  Then  we  bowed  our  kuf^es  before  God  the  Lord,  and 
I  prayed  for  the  whole  Auka  countey.  In  the  night  I  dreamed 
that  the  Lord  had  answered  my  prayer.    This  filled  me  with  joy. 

On  the  29^i(,  we  returned  to  the  village  of  the  grandman.  In  the 
afternoon  I  went  to  him  with  Noah,  to  hear  now  he  would  now 
express  himself.  When  we  had  both  asked  him  some  questions,  he 
said,  *  I  give  permission  to  all  the  people,  that  whoever  wishes  to  go 
to  church  may  do  so,  and  I  will  not  hinder  him.  Tell  this  to  all 
the  Auka  Negroes  you  see.  No  one  shall  refer  to  me,  and  say  I  do 
not  allow  it.  And  if  ever  so  many  like  to  go  with  you  and  be  bi^ 
tized,  I  shall  be  glad.'  He  however  added  that  he  would  allow  no 
one  to  be  baptiz^  in  his  country,  but  that  those  who  wished  it 
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jnust  go  to  the  toT\7i.  When  he  thus  spoke,  I  felt  convinced  that 
the  work  of  God  will  not  be  hindered,  for  God  the  Lord  will  do 
away  with  this  prohibition  of  the  grandman. 

SOth, — ^The  grandman  talked  with  Noah  and  me,  and  said  amon^ 
the  rest,  '  See,  my  children,  I  must  tell  you  the  truth  why  I  said 
I  would  not  allow  Europeans  to  come  to  me.  When  Mr.  8.  (an 
official  who  had  the  oversight  of  the  Bush-Negroes)  was  here,  the 
moths  had  eaten  my  uniform,  so  that  the  coat  had  holes  in  it.  Mr. 
S«  said  that  if  I  would  give  him  the  coat  and  trowsers,  he  would 
send  me  new  ones.  I  therefore  gave  him  the  uniform,  and  he  took 
it  with  him  to  the  town,  but  he  deceived  me,  and  did  not  send  me 
anything.  Now,  when  white  people  come,  and  I  have  no  uniform 
to  wear,  to  meet  them  respectably,  will  that  not  be  a  disgrace  to 
me  ?'  We  answered,  *  Yes,  grandman ;  you  are  right.'  He  continued, 
'  See,  it  is  on  this  account  alone  that  I  said  no  European  should 
come  to  me,  and  for  no  other  cause  than  that  of  such  disgrace.'  To 
this  we  repbed,  *  Well,  grandman,  you  know  that  the  country  has  its 
rulers.  We  church-people  also  have  our  superiors,  th^t  is,  the 
Moravian  teachers.  When  we  go  back  to  town,  we  shall  tell  them 
all  you  bave  said  to  us,  and  will  beg  them  to  ask  the  chief  grandman 
(the  Governor)  who  lives  in  the  town,  to  send  the  grandman  Beyroan 
his  uniform.'    In  this  manner  we  conversed  with  him. 

The  same  evening  many  people  came  from  the  neighbourhood  into 
the  village  of  the  grandman,  and  said  to  me,  'We  wish  that  you 
would  keep  church  for  us  to-day.'  1  replied,  *  It  is  late.'  A  woman 
answered,  *  We  all  long  to  hear  the  word  of  God  out  of  your 
mouth,  before  you  go  further.'  I  desired  to  see  how  6a  they  had 
faith,  and  really  desired  in  their  hearts  to  hear  the  word,  and  there- 
fore asked  them,  *Do  you  really  wish  to  hear  the  word  to-day?' 
They  answered  with  one  voice,  *  Yes,  it  is  to  hear  it  that  we  are  come 
this  evening.'  I  asked, '  Did  not  the  grandman  say,  that  you  might 
have  some  pleasure,  and  dance  before  him?'  They  replied,  *To  be 
sure,  the  grandman  did  say  so ;  but  we  are  not  come  here  for  that. 
We  desire  to  hear  sometlung  more  from  you,  for  we  can  never  tire 
of  hearing  God's  word '  When  I  saw  their  longing  desire,  that 
they  so  pressed  me  to  speak  to  them,  my  heart  was  filled  with 
great  joy. 

September  2nd. — ^Early  in  the  morning  we  set  off  for  Clementi, 
where  we  remained  some  time,  and  I  held  church  every  day. 

Truly  the  Lord  God  has  great  compassion  and  patience  with  men. 
What  1  at  this  place  saw  with  my  eyes,  is  an  abomination  in  the 
sight  of  God.  No  doubt  wickedness  is  in  the  hearts  of  aU  men ; 
but  in  Bushland  it  goes  beyond  all  bounds.  The  Auka  people  liave 
much  sense  in  temporal  things  (in  the  colony  they  are  looked  upon 
as  the  most  intelligent  and  bright  of  all  the  Bush  Negroes,)  out 
spiritually  tlioy  are  darker  than  night.  Dear  ministers,  I  will  here 
speak  a  few  words  about  it  to  you,  that  you  may  see  how  hard  and 
wretched  the  life  of  these  poor  people  is.  They  do  one  another 
bodily  injury  without  any  cause.  They  can  poison  one  another  by 
putting  poison  into  the  bread,  on  the  road,  or  in  th^  house.    Others 
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are  Terj  tikilful  in  coaveying  poison  into  rum.  They  can  perform 
all  possible  incantations,  and  B&t&a  has  his  work  therein.  They  do 
not  like  that  one  among  them  should  be  stronger  than  the  rest,  and 
be  able  to  work  more,  and  thej  are  all  envious  of  such  a  person. 
Altogether^  envy  has  great  power  among  them. 

But  in  regard  to  sins  of  uncleanness,  it  is  peculiarly  needful,  that 
we  implore  our  dear  Saviour  Jesus  Christ,  that  He  would  deliver 
them  £rom  their  iniquities,  for  the  life  of  the  heathen  is  thereby  entirely 
ruined.  There  are  also  many  sickly  persons  among  them  who  endure 
much  distress  and  sorrow.  There  is  no  help  to  be  found ;  they  have 
no  comfort  and  no  peace  of  heart.  They  are  always  sad  amidst 
their  idolatry.  I  have  visited  the  sick  and  heard  their  sighs  and 
lamentalaons.  This  filled  my  heart  with  deep  compassion ;  but  at 
the  same  time  I  have  truly  recognised  and  felt  the  mercy  of  our 
gracious  Saviour,  which  is  so  great  towards  us  poor  children  of  men. 
Kow  we  black  people  ought  all  to  praise  GK>d,  for  the  love  of  Q-od 
has  been  made  manifest  even  to  the  most  distant  places  in  the 
Bushland. 

(Bespecting  the  idolatry  of  these  people,  we  may  here  insert  some 
remarks  of  John  King's  at  the  end  of  his  diary.  '  All  the  Auka 
villages  are  sunk  in  gloomy  idolatry,  for  every  one  which  we  saw  has 
severiBd  idol-houses.  In  one  village  we  saw  18,  in  another  20,  in 
others  15,  21,  12,  &c  Each  village  has  a  speciaJ  god  which  its  in- 
habitants serve.  Some  worship  a  stone  as  their  god,  others  the 
wood-ants,  others  difierent  varieties  of  trees,  while  in  addition  the 
whole  country  venerates  the  serpent.  At  all  the  villages  numerous 
idols  are  seen,  which  are  set  up  near  the  landing-places.  The  people 
also  have  large  idols  in  their  houses.  For  these  gods,  including  the 
snakes  and  wood-ants,  food  must  be  prepared,  articles  of  clothing 
are  offered  to  them,  and  the  people  beac  drums  and^  dance  before 
them.  Such  a  burden  of  Satan  oppresses  the  Auka  Negroes  every- 
where.') 

September  lOfh. — In  the  morning,  I  as  usual  held  church  at 
Clementi,  and  in  the  afternoon  went  to  Powie,  a  little  higher  up. 
There  I  spoke  first  of  the  evil  which  we  children  of  men  do,  and  set 
everything  quite  plainly  before  their  eyes,  that  they  might  under- 
stand it  well.  Then  I  pointed  out,  that  if  any  one  does  not  believe 
in  our  dear  Saviour,  he  cannot  enter  into  the  kingdom  of  Gh>d. 
When  I  had  thus  spoken,  the  captain  of  the  village  stood  up  and 
said  to  me:  *  Friend  John,  if  any  one  does  not  join  the  Church,  but 
at  the  same  time  no  longer  miuces  poison  to  kill  people,  if  such  a 
one  dies,  will  he  enter  the  kingdom  of  God?'  To  tnis  I  replied, 
that  .whatever  might  have  been  the  lot  of  those  who  never  knew 
anything  better,  we  who  have  heard  the  blessed  word,  must  believe 
and  be  baptized.  Upon  this  the  captain  answered,  '  Now  we  all 
hear  quite  plainly  how  Gk)d  the  Lord  hath  spoken.  When  white 
men  have  spoken  to  us,  we  have  refused  to  oelieve  them,  for  we 
have  said,  the  white  men  deceive  us.  But  now  Ood  sends  to  us 
black  people,  like  ourselves,  to  talk  to  us,  and  now  we  understand  it. 
Whoever  now  does  not  believe  the  story  has  no  sense  in  his  head. 
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If  there  is  one  amoog  us  who,  rather  than  believe,  will  go  into 
punishment,  into  everlasting  fire,  he  must  himself  answer  for  it. 
But  we  ought  all  to  reflect  that  our  life  is  not  in  our  own  hands.' 
Thus  spoke. the  captain,  and  some  others  quite  agreed  with  him.  I 
then  began  again  to  exhort  them,  and  said  jet  a  word  on  the  judg- 
ment of  GK)d.  Meanwhile,  some  girls  began  to  laugh;  but  the 
captain  said  to  them,  *  What  do  you  laugh  at,  when  you  hear  this  ? 
Do  jou  not  know  who  made  the  tongue  in  your  mouth  ?  Do  you 
not  acknowledge  that  we  have  no  strength  of  ourselves,  and  that 
God  the  Lord  has  all  might  and  power  over  us  P  It  is  good  for  us, 
that  we  hear  the  word  of  God,  and  we  ought  all  seriously  to  think 
over  what  we  hear,  for  we  are  like  the  beasts  which  have  no  under- 
standing. Yes  truly,  such  we  are,  we  know  nothing.'  This  captain 
is  named  Jenni  or  Gemni,  and  from  his  whole  deportment  it  is 
evident  that  the  Spirit  of  God  has  been  at  work  in  his  heart. 

11th, — After  again  holding  church,  I  returned  to  Clementi.  To- 
wards evening  I  went  to  another  village  called  Drai,  and  thence  to 
Moopoosoo.  These  two  were  all  that  remained  to  make  up  all  the 
villages  of  the  Aukas  as  visited  by  us. 

On  the  15M,  at  Poligoodoo,  (near  the  confluence  of  the  Lawa  or 
Upper  Marawjrne,  on  which  the  Boni  tribe  reside,  with  the  Tapan- 
ahoni  near  which  the  Aukas  had  been  visited,)  we  fell  in  with  a 
Boni  Negro,  who  was  willing  to  accompany  us  to  the  settlements  of 
his  tribe.  Without  him  we  could  not  have  found  the  way.  (This 
was  in  consequence  of  the  numerous  islands,  which  render  some 
parts  of  the  stream  a  perfect  labyrinth,  and  of  the  frequent  water- 
falls, which  for  a  stranger  are  often  extremely  dangerous  to  pass.) 
We  spent  this  and  the  following  nights  in  the  forest. 

17th, — In  the  morning  we  held  a  prayer-meeting,  and  then  pur- 
sued our  course.  This  night  we  passed  on  a  sandbank  in  the 
river. 

September  ISth. — At  three  in  the  afternoon  we  reached  the  first 
village  of  the  Boni-negroes,  where  their  grandman  Pobi  Jausi  lives. 
There  we  remained.  But  that  day  they  were  holding  a  death-dance 
for  a  woman,  recently  deceased.  We  had  to  wait  till  this  was 
over. 

2Ut, — The  dance  lasted  four  days.  On  Thursday  evening  the 
people  boiled  large  pots  of  food,  and  cut  banana  leaves,  which  were 
spread  on  the  earth  near  a  house.  Each  of  those  coucemed  in  the 
celebration  then  took  a  portion  of  food  out  of  his  pot  and  placed  it 
on  the  leaves.  Then  they  called  the  long  since  dead  and  buried 
woman  by  her  name,  and  said, '  O  dead !  we  all  bring  thee  this  food 
t|iat  thou  mayst  eat  thy  belly  full !  *  Then  they  threw  water  on  the 
earth  aud  cried,  '  We  bring  thee  water  that  thou  mayst  wash  thy 
bonds  and  driuk ! '  In  the  same  manner  they  brought  rum  and 
sugar- water,  and  exclaimed,  *  O  dead !  all  this  we  bring  to  thee ! ' 

Next  morning  they  brought  plates,  calabashes,  spoons,  cups,  <ftc., 
placed  them  on  the  banana  leaves,  and  then  with  sticks  broke  them 
all  to  nieces,  crying,  *  This  we  break  for  the  dead,  that  she  may  take 
it  with  her.'    This  concluded  the  ceremony.     Such  «tupid  ideas 
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have  the  heathen.  Thej  think  actually  that  when  thej  do  so,  the 
dead  person  takes  these  things.  This  custom  they  have  received 
from  their  forefathers. 

In  the  morning  a  treaty  of  peace  was  concluded.  In  the  after- 
noon I  held  church,  and  set  all  before  their  eyes,  as  the  Lord  gave 
me  power  to  speak.  When  I  had  finished,  all,  great  and  small,  rose 
and  went  to  a  place  apart  to  speak  of  what  they  had  heard.  After 
a  while  the^  came  again  and  said,  '  We  all  wish  to  go  over  to  the 
church.  "W  e  are  all  in  your  hand.  Show  us  the  way  of  God  in 
which  we  are  to  walk  I '  Noah  answered, '  God  has  sent  John  to 
you  with  the  word  of  God, — ^not  man's  word,  but  God's  word.  Go 
first  of  all  into  your  houses,  and  let  each  ponder  well  in  his  heart 
what  he  will  do ;  and  when  we  are  setting  off  again,  then  assemble 
once  more  and  give  us  an  answer.'  I  added,  yet  a  word  or  two,  *  You 
see,  God  the  Lord  desires  that  all  men  should  come  to  Him,  yet  not 
of  constraint,  but  willingly  and  in  love.  Now  think  well  upon  it ; 
God  the  Lord  has  mercy  upon  you ;  He  loves  you.' 

September  24M,  Sunday. — In  the  morning  I  again  held  them  a 
sermon,  and  admonished  them  with  many  words  of  holy  Scripture. 
In  the  afternoon  I  showed  them  the  Bible-pictures,  first  those  of 
the  Old  Testament  and  then  those  of  the  New,  relating  to  them  many 
things  out  of  the  Scriptures.  Particularly  I  set  before  their  eyes 
the  sufferings  and  death  of  Christ.  Among  the  rest  I  said  to  them, 
'  But  you  roust  not  think  that  He  had  done  the  wickedness  for 
which  he  endured  so  severe  a  ptmishment.  No,  we  men  did  the 
wickedness,  the  heavy  punishment  is  due  to  ««,  and  we  ought  to  die 
so  dreadful  a  death.  But  you  see,  that  out  of  compassion  towards 
us  the  Lord  Jesus  took  this  punishment  on  himself  alone.'  After 
I  had  thus  spoken  to  the  people  we  sang  a  verse,  and  1  returned 
thanks  to  the  Lord.  As  we  rose  to  disperse,  an  old  woman  stood  up 
and  addressed  me  thus :  *  John,  what  do  you  intend  to  do  with  us 
now  ?  Will  you  now  go  away  ?  You  must  not  leave  us  alone. 
Come  again  soon,  for  you  bring  us  the  word  of  God,  and  you  see  we 
believe  the  word :  it  is  a  true  story.  Nothing  prevents  me  from 
joining  the  Church  at  once.  As  long  as  I  live,  I  have  never  had  the 
wind  (that  is,  demoniacal  influence  or  possession).  But  I  was 
in  darkness,  and  knew  nothing.  But  now  that  I  have  heard  God's 
word,  it  gives  me  inexpressible  joy.  I  only  wish  you  had  brought 
everjrthing  with  you  to  enable  you  to  baptize  too,  then  my  joy  would 
be  greater.  Perhaps  I  may  die  before  you  come  a^ain,  and  that 
thought  troubles  me.  But  if  I  were  baptized,  I  think  I  should  be 
willing  to  die.  John,  when  you  go  away,  do  not  stay  long,  but 
bring  missionaries  soon,  that  I  may  be  baptized.  If  you  remain 
away  long,  and  I  die  in  my  sins,  I  will  accuse  you  in  the  presence 
of  God  the  Lord,  because,  after  bringing  the  word  of  God  tons, 
you  went  away  and  did  not  return.  Thus  you  would  cause  us  to  be 
lost.'  All  agreed  with  this,  rose  up  and  cried,  'Thanks  to  the 
Lord  for  sending  you  to  deliver  us  out  of  this  miserable  way  of 
living !'  Thus  spoke  to  me  that  day  the  people  of  the  grandman's 
village,  and  their  words  went  to  my  heart  and  touched  me  much. 
Altogether,  the  Boni-people  listened  to  the  word  of  God  with  revor- 
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ence  whenever  I  preached  to  them,  and  very. well  understood  what 
they  heard ;  that  one  could  perceive  from  tiieir  whole  demeanour. 
We  saw  plainly  that  the  word  of  God  is  not  an  empty  word,  but 
has  in  truth  a  divine  power  in  it. 

On  the  25th  and  2Qth  we  went  further  up,  and  on  the  27th  reached 
the  last  village,  Coormotibo.  There  we  held  a  prayer-meeting,  and 
sang  praises  to  Qod  for  His  goodness  in  conducting  us  so  far  that 
we  had  visited  all  the  villages.  We  also  prayed  to  the  Lord  for  all 
the  villages,  and  the  whole  Bushland,  that  He  would  have  mercy 
upon  it. 

We  returned  to  the  grandman's  village  on  the  2dth,  and  remained 
there  for  some  days. 

October  8M.— This  being  Sunday,  I  held  church  in  the  morning. 
The  people  still  had  many  things  to  ask  me,  and  said, '  Friend  John, 
do  not  take  it  amiss  that  we  are  quite  imorant  and  wish  to  learn. 
We  beg  you  therefore  to  conceal  nothing  from  us,  but  tell  us  what  we 
must  do  that  God  the  Lord  may  forgive  our  sins.'  I  spoke  much 
and  long  to  them  on  this  Sunday,  for  many  people  had  assembled, 
and  sat  down  reverently  and  in  order.  O  how  I  rejoiced !  They 
again  pressed  me  by  all  means  to  come  again,  saying,  *  Ood  the  Lord 
has  sent  you  to  us  to  deliver  us  out  of  the  hands  of  the  devil.  John, 
we  believe  the  word  you  have  spoken  to  us.  We  beg  you  to 
come  again  soon.  If  you  stay  away  till  we  are  all  dead,  and  God 
the  Lord  asks  us  why  we  did  not  believe  in  Him,  we  will  accuse  you 
and  say,  "  Lord,  didst  not  Thou  send  to  us  Thy  servant  John  ?  He 
came  to  us.  Lord,  and  we  all  answered  him  that  we  would  join  the 
Church  ;  but  he  went  away  and  never  came  back  again."  Thus  we 
will  accuse  you,  if  we  die  as  we  are,  do  you  hear,  John  ?'  I  answered 
that  though  I  was  not  authorized  to  baptize,  the  missionaries  could 
do  so,  and  that  I  hoped  some  of  them  would  return  with  me  before 
long. 

&r\j  in  the  morning  of  the  9th,  we  carried  oiur  things  into  the 
boats.  The  people  followed  us  to  the  river,  begging  that  we  would 
soon  come  again.  Many  also  mentioned  their  names  saying, '  John, 
think  of  me  when  you  pray  to  the  Lord.'  So  we  got  into  the  boat 
and  set  off.    That  night  we  slept  in  the  bush. 

On  the  12th  we  halted  at  Poligoodoo.  Thence  I  went  with 
Noah,  Isaac,  Tamarind,  Asookoo,  and  the  boy  Samuel  to  Clementi 
and  back.  On  the  ISth  an  old  Poligoodoo  man  came  to  me  after 
the  meeting.  He  is  one  of  the  old  free  people  (that  is  of  the  former 
black  soldiers  belonging  to  the  post  Armini^.  This  man  and  several 
women  fell  on  their  knees,  and  he  prayed  aloud,  '  Lord  our  God ! 
Thou  thyself  seest  how  miserable  we  are.  We  beseech  Thee  that 
Thy  servant  John  and  the  others  may  remain  with  us  a  day  longer. 
O  Lord,  be  not  angry  that  we  stop  Thy  servant.  We  beg  only  for 
the  one  day.' 

Next  morning  I  again  held  church.  Afterwards  the  women  and 
the  above  mentioned  old  man  knelt  down  and  thanked  God  for  the 
news  of  deliverance  He  had  sent  to  them. 

On  the  20/A,  all  again  assembled  for  service.  Afterwards  I  went 
with  Isaac  into  the  house  of  old  father  Adam,  and  took  away  all  his 
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obeabs,  bringing  tbemto  tbe  boat.  Most  of  these  things  we  tbrew 
into  the  river,  but  took  a  few  with  us,  to  show  to  the  missionaries. 
Then  we  bade  all  farewell  and  commenced  our  journey.  A  man  and 
two  women  went  witb  us,  and  helped  us  to  hold  the  boat  as  we 
descended  the  great  waterfall  Poligoodoo. 

On  the  l9t  of  November  we  reached  the  town.    Altogether  we 
spent  thirteen  days  on  the  way  from  Poligoodoo  to  the  town.'*

"  The  grace  of  Gk)d  and  His  patience  witb  sinners  is  so  great,  thi^t 
we  ougbt  not  to  doubt  the  possibility  of  the  conversion  even  of  those 
who  are  most  deeply  degraded,  and  most  pertinaciously  resist  to 
hearken  to  the  Gospel-call  Of  this  I  have  recently  had  a  striking 
instanced 

On  one  of  the  estates  which  we  regularly  visit  I  have  known  an 
old  heathen  priestess  for  about  nine  years;  she  seemed  to  be 
thoroughly  hardened  in  the  service  of  Satan  with  its  deceptions. 
Her  external  appearance  even,  as  she  slowly  moved  about  stick  in 
hand,  and  bending  under  the  burden  of  80  years,  was  very  unpre- 
possessing. No  word  of  exhortation  would  she  receive.  To  all 
numan  appearance  it  was  most  unlikely  that  she  would  ever  become 
our  Saviour's  property.  But  this  is  now  the  case.  When  the 
negroes  in  consequence  of  emancioation  were  at  liberty  to  change 
their  place  of  residence,  it  happened  that  a  certain  John  Glick  found 
employment  on  the  estate  on  which  this  woman  lived.  He  is  a  gifted 
native  assistant,  whose  influence  for  good  has  been  very  general, 
wherever  he  has  been,  his  gentle  and  at  the  same  time  warmhearted 
manner  giving  him  ready  access  to  the  hearts  of  the  people.  His 
words  impressed  the  apparently  unimpressible  heart  of  the  old 
priestess.  At  last  she  came  so  fSur  as  to  renounce  her  arts,  and 
requested  to  be  received  into  the  Church.  She  attended  the  services 
several  times  and  visited  me  in  my  house,  but  said  that  she  found  it 
impossible  to  understand  and  remember  what  she  was  told  at  church. 
On  the  Gth  March  a  messenger  came  to  request  me  to  go  to  see  her 
as  quickly  as  possible,  as  she  had  an  apoplectic  seizure,  and  was  very 
desirous  of  seeing  me. 

I  went  without  delay,  but  on  approaching  the  village  in  which 
she  lived,  I  found  the  whole  flooded  with  an  accumulation  of  water 
after  the  late  heavy  and  continuous  rain ;  the  people  were  wading 
about  in  it,  and  I  was  at  a  loss  to  know  how  to  get  to  the  hut.  My 
approach  had  meanwhile  been  announced  to  her,  and  not  long  afler- 
wsurds  a  strong  negro  woman  brought  the  old  priestess  dressed  in 
white  on  her  back  across  the  water,  and  laid  her  down  in  the  house 
of  the  estate-manager,  where  I  had  taken  up  my  quarters.  When 
recovered  from  the  exhaustion  caused  by  being  moved,  the  woman 
expressed  her  delight  at  seeing  me  again.  I  asked  her  why  she  had 
sent  for  me  ?  to  which  she  replied :  *  You  see  I  am  very  near  to 
death,  indeed  I  have  been  aU  but  dead,  for  I  knew  nothing  of  myself 
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for  some  time ;  but  I  do  not  wish  to  die  a  heathen,  but  to  have  all 
mj  sins  washed  awny.'  With  this  she  meant  to  be  baptized.  I 
asked,  if  this  confession  of  her  sinfulness  really  came  from  ner  heart? 
She  answered,  *  Yes,  it  does :  I  am  a  great  sinner,  but  I  pray  the 
Lord  Jesus  to  forgive  me  all  my  sins  and  to  cleanse  me  from  all 
impurity  in  His  precious  blood.  I  know  I  have  deserved  hea?y 
punishment,  but  1  ask  forgiveness.' 

Thereupon  I  spoke  more  at  length  with  her  on  the  subject  of  sin 
and  OTace,  testified  to  her  that  '  God  so  loved  the  world  that  He 
gave  His  only  begotten  Son,  etc.*  and  then  endeavoured  to  explain 
to  her  the  meaning  of  the  sacrament  of  baptism.  To  my  great  sur- 
prise and  delight,  she  answered  me  in  such  a  manner  as  showed 
she  understood  all  far  better  than  I  had  ventured  to  hope.  I  could 
no  longer  doubt  that  the  Lord  had  opened  the  eyes  of  her  under- 
standing, and  that  it  was  her  earnest  desire  to  live  to  the  Lord  alone, 
and  therefore  felt  no  longer  any  hesitation  about  administering  the 
rite  of  baptism  to  her.  A  number  of  negroes  assembled,  among 
whom  I  was  not  a  little  surprised  to  see  the  most  influential  sorcerer 
in  the  neighbourhood.  Having  spoken  of  the  abomination  of  idolatry, 
and  directed  them  to  the  Saviour,  as  the  Lamb  of  Q-od,  who  bore  the 
sin  of  the  whole  world,  I  baptized  the  aged  woman,  giving  her  the 
name  Magdalen,  which  she  had  selected  for  herself.  The  presence 
of  the  Lord  was  sensibly  experienced  by  those  assembled  at  the 
simple  service,  and  there  was  universal  pleasure  expressed  at  the 
entrance  of  this  once  dreaded  priestess  of  idols  into  the  Church  of 
the  living  God. 

I  spoke  afterwards  with  the  above  mentioned  influential  sorcerer, 
who  had  also  hitherto  appeared  to  be  thoroughly  hardened,  and 
there  appeared  to  be  some  reason  to  hope  that  the  service  had  not 
failed  to  make  an  impression  on  his  mind.  The  event  proved  that 
the  arrow  of  truth  had  pierced  his  heart.  Since  then  he  has  come 
to  church,  and  at  Easter  even  came  to  my  room  to  give  me  a  florin 
in  aid  of  the  Mission  on  the  Mosquito  Coast.  I  made  use  of  the 
opportunity  to  speak  to  him  with  affectionate  earnestness,  and  the 
man  told  me  that  it  was  his  sincere  desire  to  become  a  follower  of 
the  Lord  Jesus  Christ.  At  first  I  was  inclined  to  doubt  his  sincerity, 
and  reminded  him  of  his  long  and  obstinate  resistance  to  the  truth ; 
but  he  repeated  the  assurance  thnt  he  had  thrown  aside  all  idolatry, 
and  was  resolved  never  again  to  have  anything  to  do  with  heathen 
abominations.  The  helpers  were  delighted  to  behold  a  mighty 
enemy  of  the  Lord's  cause  becoming  a  willing  subject  of  Jesus 
Christ.  May  he  in  future  be  as  influential  for  good  among  the 
negroes,  as  he  has  hitherto  been  for  evil.  I  have  often  found  that 
obstinate  idolaters  like  this  man,  when  once  changed  by  grace,  be- 
come strikinglj-  firm  and  consistent  Christians.  This  waa  the  case 
with  the  notorious  Blandina,  the  sorceress,  whose  name  and  power 
were  acknowledged  and  feared  even  in  the  deep  recesses  of  the  ^ush- 
land,  but  whom  I  had  the  privilege  to  baptize  about  16  years  ago. 
As  soon  as  she  had  broken  with  idolatry  she  became  a  sincere 
and  devoted  Christian. 
Br.  Van  Calker  issued  a  circular  to  the  congregations,  giving  an 
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account  of  the  disaster  VflAch  had  befalleQ  the  Mission  stations  on 
the  Mosquito  Coast,  and  appealing  for  aid  on  their  behalf.  When  I 
communicated  the  appeal  iu  the  Church,  very  general  interest  was 
manifested.  One  sister  brought  me  10  florins,  another  11,  and  the 
whole  congregation  made  up  in  larger  or  smaller  sums  a  total  of  166 
florins,  a  lar^  sum,  considering  the  small  remuneration  received  for 
labour  in  this  district." 


Bespecting  the  educational  activity  of  our  Mission  in  Surinam,  and 
its  development  since  the  emancipation,  we  present  the  following, 
communicated  by  Br.  A.  Bau,  inspector  of  the  mission-schools.  It  is 
dated  October  17M,  1865. 

"  Our  educational  activity  among  the  emancipated  coloured  popu- 
lation of  Surinam  is  still  in  the  earliest  stage  of  development. 
Yet  already  2338  children  receive  instruction  in  16  schools  in  the 
town,  at  some  of  the  country  stations,  and  on  estates.  There  are 
many  difficulties  to  be  overcome,  and  considerable  outlay  will  be 
required  for  further  extension,  for  the  dwellings  and  salaries  of  the 
teachers,  <fec.  The  distance  of  the  estates  from  each  other,  as  there 
cannot  of  course  be  schools  on  all,  will  always  render  attendance 
difficult ;  while  our  system  of  instruction,  as  calculated  first  and  fore- 
most to  promote  the  knowledge  of  Christian  truth,  will  probably 
have  to  encounter  opposition  in  various  forms.  Thus  far  the  Govern- 
ment has  always  shown  itself  favourable. 

At  Beekhuizen,  near  the  town  is  the  so-called  Central-school, 
under  the  superintendence  of  Br.  Baun.  In  this  there  are  ten  pupils, 
baptized  young  persons  of  our  congregations,  who  are  being  trained 
to  serve  as  teachers.  At  the  same  place  there  is  also  a  day-school 
attended  by  about  40  children.  This  aflbrds  an  opportunit;^  to  the 
pupils  in  the  Training-school  for  practice  in  the  imparting  of  instruc- 
tion. The  branches  studied  in  the  Central  School  are: — Bible 
Histoiy  and  Doctrine,  Secular  History,  Geography,  Natural  History, 
Writing,  Arithmetic,  the  Dutch  language.  Singing,  and  Music,  in- 
cluding Thorough  Bass.  John,  a  pupil  of  this  institution,  a 
nephew  of  the  Matuari-chief  Kalkoon,  is  already  actively  engaged  in 
the  town  day-school. 

The  day-school  at  Paramaribo  is  attended  by  762  children,  and 
has  a  separc^te  school-house.  A  second  is  much  wanted,  both  be- 
cause the  room  is  not  sufficient,  and  we  should  be  glad  to  have  the 
boys  and  girls  in  separate  buildings.  In  all  the  schools  are  taught 
Beading  (Dutch  and  Negro-English),  Writing,  Arithmetic,  Bible 
History,  and  Doctrine,  Elements  of  Geography,  the  Dutch  language, 
and  Singing, — and  in  the  tovm  school  in  addition,  Secular  History, 
and  the  History  of  Holland,  and  Fart  Singing. 

The  teachers  and  monitors  employed  are  of  all  shades  of  colour. 
The  schools  on  the  estates  are  the  most  backward  and  the  most 
difficult  to  get  into  order,  on  account  of  the  isolated  position  of  the 
teachers,  and  their  dependence  on  the  proprietors. 

A  real  value  and  desire  for  education  is  still  very  much  wanting 
among  the  people,  and  can  probably  only  be  expected  at  some  future 
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time,  when  the  parents  have  to  some  extent  learned  the  advantages 
of  instruction.  The  Government  grants  the  Mission  pecuniary  aid 
towards  its  educational  efforts. 

There  are  day-schools  at  Paramaribo,  Beekhuizen,  Salem,  Anoas- 
zorg,  Leliendaal,  Eust-en-Werk,  Clevia,  Heerendyk,  Waterloo, 
Beersheba,  Charlottenburg,  Catharine  Sophia,  Morgenstond,  Dyk- 
wild,  Acaribo,  Eustenburg." 


As  bearing  on  the  above  important  branch  of  missionary  labour 
in  Surinam,  the  following  remarks  may  not  be  out  of  place : — 

'  Miss  A.  A.  Bergendahl  of  Amsterdam  has  long  been  energetically 
engaged  in  efforts  for  the  benefits  of  the  enslaved  portion  of  the 
popmation  of  the  various  colonies  belonging  to  the  crown  of  Holland, 
and»  now  that  emancipation  has  been  happily  effected,  is  earnestly 
striving  to  awaken  and  sustain  such  an  interest  on  behalf  of  the 
freedmen  as  may  secure  for  them  those  advantages  without  which 
the  boon  conferred  on  them  would  be  incomplete.  Por  the  promo- 
tion of  this  object,  Miss  Bergendahl  has  recently  visited  England 
and  Scotland,  and  has  drawn  up  a  circular  stating  the  vnshes  of 
herself  and  her  friends.  Prom  tnis  document  we  glean  the  following 
facts : — During  the  existence  of  slavery,  funds  were  collected  for  the 
liberation  of  slaves,  their  wives  and  children,  when  about  to  be  sepa- 
rated through  the  sale  of  estates  and  the  like.  In  this  way  mtj 
persons,  men,  women,  and  children,  were  liberated  through  the 
Moravian  Missionaries,*  as  the  Committee  wished  that  this  boon 
should  be  first  granted  to  slaves  of  a  Christian  character.  Aid  is 
also  given  to  schools,  and  in  the  course  of  ten  years,  about  £1000. 
have  been  collected  and  appropriated  for  this  purpose.  Aid  is  also 
given  towards  the  erection  of  places  of  worship.  But  in  order  to 
overtake  the  claims  arising  since  emancipation,  it  is  calculated  that 
not  less  than  £2000.  will  De  required  annually.  In  addition  to  these 
efforts  and  appeals,  which,  as  being  on  behalf  of  the  Brethren's 
Mission  in  Surmam,  are  at  once  calculated  to  excite  the  gratitude 
and  claim  the  interest  of  the  readers  of  the  Periodical  Accounts, 
Miss  Bergendahl  and  her  benevolent  fellow-workers  engace  in  efforts 
to  obviate  the  evils  arising  from  the  pledaing  of  children  in  the 
Dutch  East  Indies.  It  is  pleasing  to  find  that  these  benevolent 
endeavours  have  excited  much  sympathy  in  this  country,  especially 
among  Dutch  residents,  and  those  who  are  officially  connected  witn 
the  Netherlands. 

*  Fronr  Miss  BergendahVs  oral  statements,  it  appears  that  it  was  an  understood 
condition^  that  the  whole  or  a  part  of  the  redemption-money  should  be  refimded  by 
persons  thus  benefited,  so  as  to  a£ford  the  means  of  extending  the  same  privilege  to 
others.  Amonnts  still  outstanding  at  the  period  of  emancipation  were  scarcely 
looked  for ;  but  it  is  pleasine  to  be  able  to  state  that  such  repayments  have  never- 
theless been  made,  to  a  considerable  amount 
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Oke  of  the  principal  features  in  the  recent  history  of  this  mission 
is  the  tour  of  visitation  performed  by  Br.  Kuehn  in  the  eastern  por- 
tion of  the  colony.  From  the  "  Mittheilungen,"  for  March,  April, 
and  May,  we  glean  the  following  brief  account :  Br.  Kuehn  left 
Oenadendal  on  the  27th  of  February,  in  a  cart  with  two  horses,  and 
reached  Olarkwn  on  the  10th  of  March.  On  the  14th  he  went  to 
Port  Elizabeth,  and  thence  by  omnibus  to  Grahamstown.  There  he 
was  met  by  Br.  Adolph  Brauer,  accompanied  by  whom  he  reached 
Engotini  on  the  20th,  and  Shiloh  on  the  21st.  On  the  26th  and  27th 
of  March,  a  general  missionary  conference  was  held  at  Shiloh.  The 
Passion- Week  and  Easter  were  spent  by  Br.  Kuehn  partly  at  En- 
gotini,  and  partly  at  Shiloh.  On  the  3rd  of  April  he  leffc  Shiloh  for 
Tylden  on  the  Great  Key  Eiver,  where  Br.  Hartmann  met  him  on 
the  4th.  On  the  forenoon  of  the  9th  they  reached  Baziya.  At  this 
station  Br.  Kuehn  could  only  remain  until  the  12th,  but  during 
that  time  had  the  pleasure  of  being  present  at  the  usual  missionary 
conference,  when  a  man  and  two  women  were  approved  of  for  bap- 
tism. Only  three  years  before,  the  man  had  been  a  savage  heathen, 
but  by  zeal  and  diligence  had  learned  to  read  the  New  Testament 
in  his  own  language.  On  the  17th  Br.  Kuehn  reached  Ooahen  on 
his  return  homewards.  After  a  season  of  enforced  rest  at  Shiloh, 
rendered  requisite  by  indisposition,  he  set  out  for  JEnoiiy  which  he 
reached  May  the  6th,  There  being  no  horses  obtainable  at  Enon, 
all  in  the  neighbourhood  having  been  cut  off  by  a  distemper,  Br. 
Meyer  went  on  with  his  vehicle  and  cattie  to  Clarkson,  which  was 
reached  on  the  16th.  On  the  2nd  of  June  he  arrived  at  Qenaden- 
dal,  thankftd  for  the  Divine  aid  and  protection  afforded  during  this 
long  and  fatiguing  tour.  On  the  18th  of  July,  Br.  Kuehn  intended 
to  leave  for  Europe. 

We  furnish  at  this  time  extracts  of  letters  from  the  Bm.  Kuehn 
and  Bechler  at  Oenadendal,  containing  information  of  the  lamented 
demise  of  Br.  John  Taylor,  and  from  Br.  E.  Baur,  with  an  account 
of  the  energetic  efforts  to  effect  the  restoration  of  temporary 
buildings  at  Baziya,  which  were  cordially  seconded  by  the  natives. 

Portions  of  dimes  follow,  which  as  usual  present  many  interest- 
ing features.  The  non-arrival  as  yet  of  the  concluding  portions  for 
the  year  prevents  us  from  giving  a  year's  record  at  once,  as  is  pre- 
ferable. 

This  mission,  still  much  tried  by  poverty  and  distress,  is  com- 
mended to  the  sympathizing  remembrance  of  our  friends.

"  Genadendal,  June  6th,  1866. 

"  Though  I  received  your  last  as  long  since  as  the  3rd  of  April, 
when  I  had  already  entered  on  the  journey  from  Shiloh  to  Baziya, 
I  have  been  unable,  &om  various  caiises,  to  acknowledge  it  until 
now. 

After  an  absence  of  three  months,  I  returned  hither  on  the  2nd 
inst.  Thanks  to  our  Saviour,  for  so  graciously  holding  over  me  His 
protecting  hand,  and  partially  re-establishing  my  health,  which  had 
again  been  somewhat  affected  in  E!affraria. 

To  give  a  detailed  account  of  the  journey  would  require  more 
time  than  I  have  at  my  disposal,  as  there  is  very  much  to  be  done, 
before  we  take  our  final  departure  from  South  Africa. 

We  intend  (God  willing)  to  leave  Capetown  by  the  Mail 
steamer  on  the  18th  of  July. 

I  am  thankful  to  state  that  three  persons  have  been  baptized 
at  Baziya. 

At  Witkleibosch  near  Clarkson,  I  wa«  able,  on  the  2l8t  of  May, 
to  be  present  at  the  opening  of  the  newly-built  small  church.  The 
assistant  missionary,  Br.  John  Zwelibanzi,  of  Snysklip,  has  been 
called  to  minister  at  this  post.  He  will  find  this  a  more  suitable 
sphere  of  labour  than  the  former,  as  upwards  of  twenty  persons  have 
left  Snysklip,  within  a  very  short  time,  and  the  nimiber  now  remain- 
ing is  very  small.  They  will  now  be  attended  to  from  Clarkson,  the 
distance  to  which  is  not  very  great. 

It  is  a  discouraging  circiunstance  that  eight  families  belonging 
to  Shiloh,  and  three  from  Engotini,  all  Finsoos,  have  removed  to  the 
Trans-key  Territory.  This  ^strict  formerty  belonged  to  the  Kaffir 
chieftain  Kreli,  ana  has  been  handed  over  by  Government  to  the 
Tambookies  and  Fingoos.  They  are  going  thither  out  of  the  colony 
in  great  numbers,  some  still  heathen,  but  others  baptized  persons 
from  various  missionary  stations.  Among  those  from  Shiloh  and 
Engotini  are  even  some  overseers,  who  prefer  a  plot  of  good  land 
where  there  is  no  preaching  of  the  Gt)spel,  to  a  well-arranged  con- 
gregation with  its  privileges.  But  whether  they  will  actually 
improve  their  position,  as  they  anticipate,  is  very  questionable. 

By  this  mail  you  will  receive  from  Br.  Kuester  at  Bobben  Island 
the  unexpected  intelligence  that  it  has  pleased  the  Lord  to  call  hence 
Br.  John  Taylor  by  means  of  an  apoplectic  stroke.  He  rests  from 
his  faithful  labours,  and  his  lot  is  blessed. 

I  am  sorry  I  cannot  state  that  the  distress  and  impoverishment 
among  our  people  are  on  the  decrease.  The  contrary  is  rathe^  the 
case,  and  we  are  often  in  great  perplexity  how  to  procure  some  means 
of  assisting  them  in  their  circumstances  of  hunger  and  nakedness."

"  GsvADENDAL,  June  5thf  1866. 
"  Our  dear  Lord  has  again  called  one  of  our  Brethren  to  a  better 
world.    Our  dear  Br.  John  Taylor  departed  this  life  at  2  o'clock  in  the 
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afternoon  of  the  27th  of  Mfty,  in  consequence  of  an  apoplectic  fit. 
Br.  and  Sr.  Kuester  had  been  to  see  their  sister-in-law  at  Mamre 
prcTions  to  her  returning  to  Europe.  On  again  reaching  home,  ther 
found  Br.  Ti^lor  in  very  good  spirits,  but  obserred  an  occasional 
absence  of  nund.  On  Saturday,  May  the  26th,  he  appeared  as  well 
as  usual ;  but  as  he  did  not  join  the  family  at  dinner  at  the  appointed 
hour,  search  was  made,  and  ne  was  found  lying  on  the  floor  of  his 
room,  Buflering  from  i&e  consequences  of  an  apoplectic  seizure. 
Dr.  Edmonds,  the  Medical  Superintendent,  was  at  once  summoned, 
and  expected  an  immediate  fam  termination.  He  however,  lingered 
till  the  following  diy,  and  then  expired.  Br.  and  Sr.  Kuester  were 
tety  much  affected  by  this  suddmi  departure  of  their  esteemed  fellow- 
labourer.  Dr.  Edmonds  was  so  kind  as  to  take  charge  of  everything 
connected  with  the  funeral  Our  deceased  brother  was  beloved  by 
all  on  the  island  on  account  of  his  peaceable  and  frigidly  disposition. 
The  General  Missionary  Conference  for  the  Western  district  is 
to  be  held  here  on  the  20tn  and  21st  of  this  month."

"  Bazita,  January  26<A,  1866. 

^  All  the  men  resident  at  this  place  have  kindly  assisted  me  in  the 
work  of  restoration  of  our  premisest  after  having  first  helped  to 
collect  our  goods  and  chattels,  which  the  whirlvnnd  had  conveyed, 
in  some  cases,  to  the  considerable  distance  of  three  miles.  On  the 
80th  of  October  the  first  timber  was  fetched  from  the  forest  for  the 
erection  of  a  temporary  dwelling — and  store-house  for  us.  A  space 
of  ground,  25  feet  in  diameter,  having  been  selected,  a  strong  post 
was  fixed  in  the  centre ;  this  has  to  bear  the  roof^  and  the  walls, 
composed  of  intertwined  laths  in  true  Kafiir  fashion,  extend  in  a 
complete  circle  round  it.  When  the  shell  of  the  building  is  com- 
pleted, the  beams  running  towards  the  central  post,  present  the 
i^pearance  of  a  spread  umbrella.  A  mixture  of  clay  and  cow-dung 
on  the  laths  renders  it  tolerably  water-tight,  and  the  walls  are  finally 
white-washed  with  a  sort  of  white  earth ;  this  gives  the  interior  a 
more  cheerful  fii^idlT  aspect,  and  we  should  do  the  same  with  the 
outside  of  the  hut,  ii  we  could  manage  to  prevent  the  colouring 
matter  being  washed  off  by  the  rain.  CThe  internal  space  is  then 
divided  by  a  wooden  partition,  and  thus  the  two  rooms  are  formed, 
which  constitute  our  sittfaig  and  sleeping  apartments. 

About  the  middle  of  December  I  was  able  to  bring  my  family 
back  to  this  place,  from  the  Church  of  England  station,  at  which 
they  had  been  most  kindly  received  after  the  destruction  of  our 
house.  We  entered  our  new  abode  with  thankfid  hearts  to  the  Lord 
for  his  mercy,  and  celebrated  a  happy  Christmas  there.  May  the 
Lord  grant  His  blessing  to  the  renewal  of  our  work,  that  it  may 
flourish  and  increase  both  internally  and  externally ! 

The  attendance  at  our  services  is  as  it  was  before  the  whirlwind. 
Those  advanced  in  years  appear  to  be  so  thoroughly  Kaffirs,  that  it 
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is  almost  impossible  for  them  to  imbibe  new  notions,  especially  such 
as  refer  to  spiritual  things.    The  young  are  more  open-headed,  and 

SVe  themselves  a  good  deal  of  trouble  to  make  promssin  leamine. 
y  herdsman,  has  long  been  in  the  habit  of  takmg  his  spelling-bo<MC 
out  with  him,  when  pursuing  his  calling,  and  has  recentl^r  bought 
himself  a  New  Testament.  All  tell  me  they  will  have  nothing  more 
to  do  with  heathenism  and  its  practices. 

Here,  as  elsewhere  in  Soutn  Afirica,  we  have  suffered  consider- 
ably  from  drought.  For  want  of  rain  I  have  only  been  able  to 
cultivate  a  smaU  portion  of  our  land.  The  Chie^  N^angelizwe, 
expressed  the  wish  in  December  that  Mr.  Hai^greaves  (Missionary  at 
Clarksbury),  and  I,  should  unite  in  prayer  to  God  for  rain ;  we 
acceded  to  his  request.  We  heard  afterwards  that  his  people  had 
superstitiously  souffht  the  assistance  of  a  rain-maker,  who  was  prac- 
tiamg  his  arts  at  the  residence  of  the  chieftaii^  Ngangelizwe  had 
allowed  this  only  on  the  most  urgent  request  of  his  tribe,  but  he 
himself  went  away  to  avoid  taking  any  part  in  the  transaction.  In 
accordance  with  the  orders  of  the  rain-maker,  all  work  in  the  fields 
had  been  discontinued.  Our  p^ple  began  to  hesitate  a  little,  but 
on  beine;  reproved  by  me  for  giving  way  to  superstition,  they  at  once 
resumed  their  wonted  labours  in  their  fields.  '  We  believe,'  they  said, 
'  that  it  is  God  who  sends  us  rain,  but  we  are  afraid  of  the  super- 
stition of  our  countrymen.*  *  But,*  I  said,  *  what  will  be  done,  if 
the  rain-maker's  arts  prove  ineffectual  ?'  '  Then  he  will  be  beaten 
to  death,'  was  the  reply,  and  this  really  was  the  sad  fate  of  one  of 
these  deceivers  a  short  time  ago. 

The  man  S.  whom  we  had  sent  away  from  this  place,  made  his 
appearance  here  again  after  the  whirlwind,  and  declared  that  the 
misfortune  was  the  consequence  of  his  being  sent  away :  at  the  same 
time  he  gave  me  a  warning  that  something  worse  would  happen,  if  I 
did  not  acknowledge  that  1  had  acted  wrongfully  in  the  matter.  I 
heard  at  Clarksburv  that  even  Europeans  had  availed  themselves  of 
the  disaster  which  had  befallen  us,  to  speak  evil  of  us ;  some  even 
went  BO  far  as  to  state  that  in  the  midst  of  the  whirlwind  a  voice 
fr^m  above  was  heard  to  say :  *  This  happens  because  you  deceive 
people  with  your  preaching  V 

The  heathen  Kaffirs  appear  to  have  no  religion  whatever,  except 
that  they  attribute  to  theur  sorcerers  a  supernatural  power  to  inflict 
injury  on  human  beings,  in  consequence  of  which  they  are  regarded 
with  feelings  of  superstitious  fear  by  the  people.  I  nave  observed 
that  the  Kaffirs  in  this  part  of  the  cotintry  are  in  the  habit  of  singing 
and  also  dancing  about  the  time  of  new  moon,  but  that  does  not 
appear  to  have  an^r  connection  with  the  worship  of  a  superior  Being. 
Tney  themselves  give  no  explanation  of  the  circumstance,  and  mere^ 
laugh  if  you  ask  about  such  matters.  Some  of  their  customs,  as  for 
instance,  circumcision,  payment  for  a  wife,  Soc,  might  lead  one  to 
suppose  that  something  of  the  Mosaic  law  had  been  handed  down 
to  them  ;  other  nations  maj  have  adopted  certain  customs  from  the 
Jews,  which  the  Kaffirs  imitated,  and  preserved  fbr  no  other  reason 
than  because  their  &thers  had  observed  them.  It  is  the  general 
opinion,  that  the  Kaffir  tribes  have  come  fit>m  the  North,  either 
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yoluntarily  or  by  compulsion,  and  that  their  residence  in  South  Africa 
is  only  of  comparatively  recent  date.  They  have  a  laradition  that 
their  ancestors  came  out  of  a  hole  in  a  mountain,  which  probablj 
means  they  had  penetrated  through  a  narrow  mountain-pass  to  their 
present  places  of  abode ;  some  suppose  that  only  about  6 — 8  gene- 
rations of  them  have  lived  here.  If  this  be  true,  it  seems  not 
impossible,  that  they  may  have  come  in  contact  with  the  Israelites  at 
some  former  time.  It  is  a  singular  fact,  that  in  their  language,  as 
in  Hebrew,  the  same  word  (ummoya)  signifies  wind  and  spirit."

"  Olabkson,  Rhruaryy  1866. 
"  A  short  time  since  I  was  privileged  to  observe  the  work  of  the 
Holy  Spirit  in  a  striking  manner,  in  the  case  of  a  young  woman  who 
was  dymg  of  consumption.     She  was  very  anxious  to  obtain  the 

r^rdon  of  her  sins ;  and  I  found  a  degree  of  spiritual  life  in  her  that 
had  not  expected  to  find.  She  would  not  allow  herself  to  sleep, 
because  of  the  injunction — *  Watch  and  pray,'  until  I  set  her  mind 
at  rest  on  this  point,  and  urged  her  to  take  with  thankfulness  the 
rest  from  sufiering  which  the  Lord  was  pleased  to  grant  to  her.  I 
reminded  her  of  the  patriarch  Jacob,  who  when  asleep  saw  heaven 
qpened;  and  pointed  out  to  her  that  it  is  not  our  watching  and 

S raying,  but  the  Saviour's  merits  alone,  on  which  our  salvation  must 
epencL 

Our  people  in  general  are  sadly  wantinc;  in  truthfulness,  which 
may  perhaps  be  to  a  great  extent  attributable  to  their  having  grown 
up  as  slaves,  when  they  were  accustomed  to  practise  every  possible 
mode  of  deception  towards  their  master.  It  would  be  well  if  the 
white  population  set  a  better  example  in  this  particular. 

On  January  14th  John  Zwelibanzi  was  introduced  to  the  Fingoo 
congregation  at  Snyklip  as  their  future  pastor,  having  previously  re- 
eeived  the  appointment  of  Assistant  Missionary.  On  that  gratifying 
occasion  I  preached  on  John  xxi.  15, 16 ;  after  which  J.  Z.  addressed 
the  meeting.  I  believe  it  was  a  time  of  blessing  to  all  present,  and 
it  certainly  gave  us  the  assurance  that  the  Lord  is  carrying  on  a  work 
in  this  Fingoo  nation. 

To-day  (February  4th)  J.  Z.  preached  his  first  sermon,  taking  for 
his  text  the  parable  of  the  Sower.  Almost  all  these  people  possess 
by  nature  a  very  considerable  degree  of  eloquence,  and  this  native 
missionary  is  not  wanting  in  that  earnestness  and  warmth  which  is 
grounded  on  faith  in  Christ,  and  prompts  him  to  speak  words  from 
nis  heart  which  do  not  fail  to  ff o  to  the  hearts  of  his  hearers. 

With  reeard  to  Witkleibosch,  we  can  now  proceed  to  the  erection 
of  a  schooThouse,  having  received  sufficient  funds  for  this  purpose 
from  Zeist  and  London.  Th^re  is  a  willingness  to  receive  the  Gk>spel 
there  beyond  a  doubt,  but  we  have  need  of  great  patience.  When 
we  arrive  there,  we  appear  quite  neglected  at  first;  the  diieftain 
XJmsizi  arrays  himself  m  some  necessary  article  of  clothing,  and  no 
one  seems  to  take  any  notiee  of  us.    By  degrees,  however,  the  people 
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come  together,  and  tbe  CK)Bpel-meflBage  is  manifestly  welcome.  The 
last  time  I  was  there,  I  found  the  w(Hnen  engaged  in  cooking  pumpkins 
in  the  hut  in  which  our  serrices  are  held ;  howerer,  they  speedily 
transferred  their  fire  and  cooking  apparatus  elsewhere,  and  set  the 
chapel  in  order  for  service,  as  fiur  as  it  is  possible  in  such  a  hut. 

General  distress  prevails  in  the  colony,  in  consequence  of  the 
bankmpt<^  of  merchants  and  farmers,  which  deprives  the  people  of 
wages.  May  the  Lord  assist  us  in  our  distress,  and  make  it  pro- 
ductive of  spiritual  blessing !" 


From  Br.  Meter. 

"  Enootikt,  January  29M,  1866. 
^  The  contmued  drought  aocompanying  the  increasing  heat  of 
summer  has  been  attended  with  the  natural  result  that  our  river 
ceased  to  flow  towards  the  end  of  November.  The  trees  cast  their 
leaves ;  all  the  vegetables  in  the  garden  were  completely  dried  up 
with  exception  of  a  small  plot,  which  we  managed  to  water  from 
the  pools  left  in  the  bed  of  the  river.  Only  very  occasionally  can 
we  collect  potatoes  enough  for  a  meal  from  several  fields.  The  corn- 
mill  at  Shiloh  has  ceased  working  for  want  of  water,  and  I  have  been 
obliged  to  borrow  a  supply  of  flour  from  an  English  neighbour,  as 
our  store  was  exhausted.  The  condition  of  our  people  is  pitiable ; 
on  their  own  grounds  they  can  grow  nothing;,  and  all  the]^  have  lo 
live  on  is  the  small  quantity  of  com  they  have  received  in  Ueu  of 
wages.  The  Lord  alone  knows  what  will  be  the  result  of  this  sad 
state  of  things !" 

ErntACTS  qf  the  Diaet  of  GicNADEiroAL  from  January  to  June, 

1866. 

On  our  entrance  into  the  new  year  we  were  all  the  more  led  to  look 
to  the  Lord,  and  to  trust  in  His  ever  &ith&l  promises,  because  at 
this  very  juncture  we  had  proof  that  among  the  inhabitants  of  our 
settlement,  not  all  have  experienced  the  leavening  influences  of  the 
GospeL  We  were  informed  that  there  was  a  great  deal  of  drinking 
in  the  houses  in  the  last  night  of  tbe  old  year,  aud  that  eaceee  was 
practised,  was  manifested  by  fighting  and  breach  of  the  peace. 

These,  and  other  proofs  of  want  of  spiritual  life,  led  us  to  enter 
on  the  observance  of  the  week  of  prayer  all  the  more  earnestly.  At 
these  meetings  the  attendance  was  so  numerous  as  to  fill  the  church. 

At  a  Missionary  meeting  on  the  22nd  qf  January^  Br.  Kuehn, 
who  presided,  informed  the  audience  that  the  Missionary  Association 
which,  at  its  commencement,  fifteen  years  ago,  numbered  400 
members,  was  now  reduced  to  43,  whose  contributions  averaged 
about  two  shillings  annually  for  each  man,  and  one  for  each  woman. 
Several  addresses  were  delivered,  and  those  present  were  encouraged 
to  aid  in  bnildinjg;  the  new  chureh,  &c.  at  Berea.  It  was  also  agiied 
that  the  collection,  which  amounted  to  a  little  over  £3,  should  be 
devoted  to  the  procuring  of  benches  for  the  new  building. 
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From  the  19th  to  the  2l9t  o/Februaty,  Br.  Kuehn  was  occupied 
in  speaking  with  our  members  at  the  out-station  of  Twistvryk. 
Some  of  the  better  stamp  complain  of  the  increase  of  intemperance. 
None  of  those  accused  of  thiA  sin  showed  themselves,  but  several 
had  to  be  put  back. 

As  the  4iih  of  March  had  been  appointed  for  making  a  census, 
Br.  Kuehn  and  Br.  Bechler  were  fully  employed  in  visiting  the 
houses  and  making  the  necessary  enquiries.  Some  of  the  rc^ms 
are  probably  not  absolutely  correct,  but  are  no  doubt  as  much  so 
as  have  ever  been  obtained.  Some  of  the  results  may  be  worth 
communicating.  The  population  is  8190  persons,  of  whom  699  read 
and  write,  and  698  read  only.  As  arable  land,  254  acres  are  under 
cultivation,  while  248  acres  are  in  gardens.  Between  the  5th  of 
March,  1864,  and  the  same  date  in  1865,  wheat,  839  muids  (each 
nearly  IJ  bushels),  oats  8  muids,  barley  76  muids,  rye  53,  Indian 
com  837,  beuis  167,  dried  fruits  260,  potatoes  50,  tobacco  170 
pounds,  wool  2927  pounds  had  been  produced.  The  live  stock  be- 
longing to  the  inhabitants  consists  of  67  horses,  230  draught  oxen, 
262  cows  and  calvee,  2758  Merino  sheep,  11  Cape  sheep,  564  goats, 
818  pigs. 

On  the  15^  the  Licensing  Board  sat  at  Caledon.  Our  petition 
was  aeain  unattended  to,  and  it  was  resolved  by  11  votes  against  8, 
that  me  canteen  at  Greyton  should  continue  for  another  year. 

About  this  time  the  preliminary  labour  for  the  new  church  at 
Berea  was  taken  in  hand,  and  many  of  our  congregation  manifested 
great  zeal  in  working.  Not  only  men  and  women,  but  even  children 
came  forward  for  the  purpose,  so  that  on  some  davs  there  were 
neariy  200  persons  engaged  at  moulding  bricks,  llie  stone  and 
other  building  materials  were  carted  to  the  spot  free  of  charge,  and 
the  bricklayers  and  labourers  worked  gratuitously,  or  at  least  for 
verv  reduced  wages. 

The  services  at  Passion-week  and  Easter  were  remarkably  well 
attended.  As  a  fact  worth  recording,  we  may  state  that  between 
!Baster  1864  and  the  same  period  in  1865,  we  had  but  60  deaths, 
namely,  25  adults  and  35  cmldren,  while  ordinarily  the  number  is 
nearly  twice  as  great. 

On  the  5th  of  Ma^f,  when  several  of  our  missionary  Brethren 
bom  other  stations  were  present,  we  held  a  special  conference  with 
our  school  teachers.  This  step  was  taken  in  obedience  to  a  decision 
of  the  general  Mission-conference^  and  had  for  its  object  the  pro- 
ducing of  the  conviction  in  the  teachers'  minds  that  they  and  we  are 
engaged  in  the  same  work. 

On  the  27ih  a  box  arrived  from  Zeist,  filled  with  articles  of 
clothing,  books,  &c  For  these  presents  we  would  express  our 
thanks  to  the  kind  donors.  The  vessel  in  which  the  box  oame  was  one 
of  the  many  which  were  totally  lost  in  the  fearful  storm  on  the  17^. 

Br.  and  Sr.  Marx  with  their  family  went  to  the  new  branch- 
station  at  Berea,  where  they  are  for  the  present  to  reside. 

The  general  health  maintained,  up  ^  €he  middle  of  May,  the 
iavourable  character  which  has  marked  it  for  the  last  two  years. 
But  at  that,  time  a  typhous  epidemic  disease  began  to  spread  m  the 
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neighbourhood,  and  extended  to  the  population  of  our  settlement. 
Of  the  86  deaths  which  took  place  to  the  middle  of  May,  only  8 
were  adults,  but  of  the  18  which  occurred  between  the  time  last 
mentioned  and  the  end  of  June  9  were  adults. 


ExTBACTS  of  the  DiABT  (/WiTTWATEE  and  GoDTEBWAOUT,  from 
Januartf  to  Jv/m^  1865. 

Probably  at  no  time  when  we  survey  the  field  of  labour  entrusted 
to  us  will  discouraging  circumstances  be  altogether  wanting.  But 
at  the  present  juncture  we  must  acknowledge  that  what  is  d^ressing, 
in  regard  to  the  internal  and  external  condition  of  these  two  con- 
gregations, has  accumulated  in  an  unusual  manner.  Bemunerative 
employment  for  our  people  diminishes,  as  the  colonists  become  more 
impoyerished.  Materials  for  the  most  needful  articles  of  clothing 
are  unusually  expensiye,  and  hence  the  distressing  sight  of  children 
and  even  adults  wrapped  in  scanty  rags.  Contributions  come  in 
but  very  scantily,  and  many  are  years  l:^hind-hand.  But  the  worst 
iB  that  our  people  seem  to  take  their  distress  so  little  to  heart  in 
the  right  way.  As  far  as  we  can  see,  they  liye  on  from  day  to  day, 
careless  of  the  welfare  of  their  souls.  Amid  such  experiences  it  is 
only  the  believing  recognition  of  the  over-ruling  wisdom  and  power 
of  our  God  and  Saviour,  who  wills  that  His  gospel  shall  be  preached 
to  every  creatiu*e,  that  they  may  be  saved  and  come  to  the  know- 
ledge of  the  truth,  which  enables  us  in  cheerful  hope  and  courage  to 
continue  sowing  the  seed  of  His  word,  with  the  constant  prayer  that 
He  would  accompany  our  feeble  testimony  with  spirit  and  power  to 
the  hearts  of  many. 

Haviufi;  hitherto  had  no  locality  at  Wittwater  for  the  holdinc^ 
of  divine  service,  except  a  room  in  our  dwelling  house  which  afforded 
very  insufficient  space,  while  the  school  was  held  in  a  ruinous  old 
building  which  formerljr  served  as  a  calf-house,  we  were  truly 
thankM  for  the  permission  to  erect  a  structure  for  these  purposes. 
With  this  view  we  selected  a  site  partly  occupied  by  an  old  building, 
portions  of  the  walls  of  which  could  t)e  incorporated  with  the  qew 
fabric,  to  the  saving  of  expense. 

In  June  we  had  the  satisfaction  of  finishing  the  church,  which 
is,  considering  our  circumstances,  a  neat  and  well-looking  structure. 

On  the  ISth  it  was  solemnly  opened  and  dedicated  to  the  service 
of  the  Lord  with  prayer  and  praise. 


Extracts  of  the  Diabt  of  Olabkson  for  part  of  the  year  1865. 

On  the  10th  of  February  a  touching  scene  took  place  in  the 
church.  One  of  our  chapel  servants,  who  had  been  guuty  of  drink- 
ing to  intoxication,  but  had  strongly  denied  the  truth  of  the  accusa- 
tion, being  moved  by  the  power  of  God's  Holy  Spirit  to  recognise  the 
sinfldness  of  his  conduct,  came  and  confessed  his  sin,  acknowledging 
the  justice  of  the  accusation^  though  well  aware  that  the  conse- 
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qnence  would  be  temporary  exclusion  from  the  church,  and,  in  connec- 
tion with  this,  loss  of  that  esteem  and  respect  which  he  had  enjoyed. 
The  man  requested  leave  that  the  meeting  convened  might  embrace 
young  people  and  children  as  well  as  adult  members ;  that  all  might 
take  warning  from  his  sorrowful  fall.  The  wqrds  of  the  old  man, 
as  he  stood  before  the  assembled  congregation,  bending  his  grey 
head  and  sobbing  in  deep  sorrow,  were  very  touching;  may  the 
impression  on  all  our  people  be  a  lasting  one ! 

March, — ^The  result  of  the  census  taken  early  in  the  month 
showed  that  we  have  just  one  hundred  families  of  Fiugoos  in  this 
district.  Of  these  some  are  in  tolerable  circumstances,  having 
about  fifty  head  of  cattle,  one  hundred  sheep,  &o.  But  the  majority, 
not  pnre  Eingoos,  but  partly  Hottentot  by  descent  aod  speak- 
ing Ihitch,  are  very  poor,  working  for  the  surrounding  farmers,  and 
often  taking  their  wages  in  advance  to  prociire  food  and  clothing 
for  themselves  and  their  families.  In  hard  times,  like  the  present, 
they  are  reduced  to  most  pitiable  straits. 

Jpril  Slgt, — Br.  and  Sr.  Hettasch  commenced  the  speaking  with 
our  people  here  and  at  Snyklip.  They  were  very  busily  engaged 
for  several  days,  and  received  on  the  whole  a  favourable  impression 
of  the  present  state  of  the  congregation.  Very  pleasing  it  was  to 
witness  the  fruits  of  the  labours  of  our  faithful  and  zealous  native 
helper  John  Zwelibanzi,  through  whose  instrumentality  under  God*s 
blessing  the  once  heathen  village  of  Snyklip  has  been  transformed 
into  a  Christian  con^egation.  He  has  overcome  all  opposition  and 
dislike  by  his  consistent  Christian  walk  and  conversation,  and 
enjoys  now  universal  love  and  respect. 

June  26th. — ^To  our  great  joy  we  received  instructions  to  com- 
mence the  building  of  a  school-house  at  Wittkleibosch,  where  we 
have  continued  our  monthly  visits  for  preaching.  About  thirty 
people  attend,  and  though  there  is  as  yet  no  work  of  the  Spirit 
discemible,  we  are  encouraged  by  the  circumstance  that  we  are  now 
bid  welcome 'on  our  arrivf^;  once  indeed  the  work  of  harvesting, 
another  time  a  drinking  bout,  was  left  by  those  who  wished  to  bear 
the  Gospel  preached.  We  look  in  faith  to  the  Lord  to  bless  this 
endeavour  for  the  extension  of  His  kingdom.  The  erection  of  a 
school-house  to  be  used  as  a  place  of  worship  will  doubtless  help  on 
the  work. 


Extracts  qf  the  Diabt  of  Shiloh,  for  part  of  the  year  1865. 

To  the  great  delight  of  all  our  people,  the  locust-birds  made  their 
appearance  about  the  end  of  January.  How  gracious  is  the  Lord 
in  the  midst  of  chastisement  to  remember  mercy,  and  show  forth 
His  almighty  pQwer  on  our  behalf  in  staying  the  plague,  which 
tlnreateued  destruction  to  our  crops  1  These  birds  are  about  as  large 
as  pigeons,  and  fly  very  rapidly.  A  swarm  of  locusts  is  easily  over- 
taken when  once  caught  sight  of,  and  then  the  destruction  begins 
on  a  large  scale,  the  birds  flying  upwards  and  downwards  through 
the  army  of  insects,  killing  very  large  numbers^  and  devouring  all 
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but  the  legs  and  wiags.    The  work  is  continued  until  the  swarm  ia 
quite  destroyed. 

On  May  7th  we  had  the  privilege  of  baptizing  a  married  couple, 
both  of  them  Kafi&rs,  into  the  death  of  Jesus ;  they  had  resided  for 
some  time  at  this  place,  and  our  acquaintance  with  them  made  it  aa 
easy  matter  to  overcome  the  hesitation  we  often  feel  to  admit  appli- 
cants to  the  rite  of  baptism,  because  of  the  subsequent  £dling  of 
so  many  into  open  sin. 

Both. — The  son  of  the  well-known  chief  Mapasa  arrived  with  a 
numerous  comnany  of  followers.  Mapasa  was  once  owner  of  the 
groimd  on  whicn  Sniloh  is  built,  but  is  now  like  aU  the  other  Kaffir 
chie£9  in  the  colony,  receiving  a  salary  from  the  Government.  In 
spite  of  this,  however,  it  is  customary  for  them  to  pay  periodical 
visits  to  the  scattered  portions  of  their  tribes  for  the  purpose  of 
hogging,  which  has  nothing  disgraceful  about  it  to  a  Kaffir  mind. 
He  came  to  beg  from  us,  and  set  his  heart  on  a  blanket  and  jacket. 
We  told  him  he  must  earn  them  by  working,  whereupon  he  asked 
for  the  loan  of  five  shillings,  and  was  finally  quite  satisfied  with  a 
piece  of  bread  and  a  little  tebacco. 

In  June  we  were  deUgbted  to  receive  the  first  supply  of  the 
revised  edition  of  the  Bible  in  the  Kaffir  language :  hitherto  wo  had 
it  in  four  volumes.  The  Eev.  Mr.  Appleyard,  a  Wesleyan  mis- 
sionary, undertook  the  correction  of  the  press,  and  the  edition  was 
printed  in  a  great  measinre  at  the  ezjpense  of  the  Bible  Society. 
We  are  now  able  to  sell  a  whole  Bible  for  five  shillings,  and  a  New 
Testament  for  one  shilling  and  sixpjmce.  How  glad  we  should  be 
to  see  more  love  for  God's  Word  among  this  people !  but  almost  aU 
missionaries  among  the  Kaffir  tribes  complam  that  there  is  little 
earnest  longing  for  the  truth  to  be  met  with.  We  were  pleased 
and  encouraged,  however,  by  the  drcumstance,  that  when  needful 
repairs  of  the  church  were  ^oing  on,  the  desire  was  expressed  by 
many  that  the  usual  ser?ices  m  the  morning  and  evening  might  not 
be  omitted. 


CENTEAL  ASIA. 


In  our  March  number  was  announced,  with  joy  and  thankfulness 
to  the  Lord,  the  baptism  of  the  first  two  converts  to  the  truth  in 
this  mission.  And  the  conviction  was  expressed  that  the  work  of 
grace  thus  begun  would  continue  and  increase  according  to  the 
good  pleasure  of  Him  who  worketh  all  in  all.  This  anticipation  has 
not  been  disappointed.  After  the  lapse  of  an  unusually  long  period 
without  intelligence, — owing,  as  it  appears,  to  the  blocking  up  of 
the  passes  by  an  early  and  very  heavy  fall  of  snow, — ^letters,  long 
delayed,  arrived.  These  brought  information  of  the  general  well- 
being  of  the  mission  family,  and  of  the  progress  of  the  work.  The 
Gospel-leavon  is    difi'using  its   influence    more   extensively.    Two

more  have  been  baptized,  and  an  inquiring  spirit  seems  to  animate 
others,  among  whom  it  is  encouraging  to  find  some  of  the  neglected 
and  degraded  women.  Yet,  all  is  not  encouraging.  The  difficulties 
in. the  way  of  maintaining  regular  schools  are  evidently  considerable. 

All  that  is  known  of  the  new  station  at  Foo,  in  Kunawur,  is 
that  Br.  and  Sr.  Fagell  have  succeeded  in  establishing  themselves 
there. 

It  may  still  be  observed,  that  our  brethren  at  Kyelang  are  inde- 
fiktigable  in  the  labour  of  translating,  lithographing,  and  distri- 
buting books.  Specimens  of  these,  which  have  been  kindly  forwarded 
by  them,  comprise  a  Tibetan  primer,  with  illustrations,  a  geography, 
with  maps,  a  summary  of  Christian  doctrine,  and  several  books  of 
the  New  Testament.  The  whole  of  these  are  the  work  of  the 
missionaries,  having  been  traced  by  their  own  hands,  and  afterwards 
multiplied  by  means  of  the  lithographic  press.  Hence  they  offer  an 
interesting  proof  of  laborious  and  faithful  diligence,  while  they  give 
ground  for  the  hope  of  extensive  future  blessing.

"  Ktblabo,  December  12M,  1865. 

*'  Thjs  is  the  last  opportunity  we  shall  have  for  a  considerable 
time  of  forwarding  letters  to  you,  as  we  shall  soon  be  cut  off  by 
snow  in  the  mountain-passes  &om  all  communication  with  the  rest 
of  the  civilised  world.  Tara  Chand  is  just  about  to  set  out  for  his 
vnnter  quarters,  and  will  convey  our  letters  to  Sultanpoor ;  for  ordi- 
Bsaj  travellers  there  would  now  already  be  difficulty  in  crossing  the 
moimtains,  but  for  Tara  Chand  the  villagers  are  compelled  to  clear  a 
path  across  the  Botang. 

In  a  former  letter  1  mentioned  that  Lhasqyab  and  Droffmo  had 
earnestly  begged  to  be  baptized ;  since  then  we  conversed  with  them, 
and  unanimously  approved  their  admission  to  the  rite  without  further 
delay.  Drogmo  related  to  us,  how  he  had  become  Mahomed  an  with 
his  parents  in  early  years ;  subsequently  returned  to  Buddhism,  and 
a|;ain  became  Mussulman ;  how  some  years  ago,  he  had  been  con- 
vinced that  the  Christian  religion  was  the  true  one,  but  was  never 
moved  to  give  really  serious  attention  to  it  till  last  winter,  when  he 
was  ill  for  some  time.  He  said  he  wished  to  be  cleansed  from  sin, 
which  he  felt  had  cleaved  to  him  fi'om  his  birth,  and  that  Buddhism 
could  not  do  for  him.  I  fi*sked  him,  if  he  was  aware  of  what  was 
expected  from  a  follower  of  Christ,  and  he  replied,  *  Yes,  a  new  life. 
I  know  this  is  not  an  easy  thing,  but  I  trust  to  the  grace  of  God, 
which  has  already  wrought  much  in  my  heart.'  I  told  him,  he  must 
not  expect  any  worldly  advantage  from  becoming  a  Christian,  and 
he  assured  me,  he  wished  to  become  a  Christian,  eve^  if  he  should 
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have  to  beg  his  bread.  Lbas^ab  expressed  himself  in  a  similar 
manner  to  our  general  satisfaction. 

It  was  very  pleading  to  see  the  joj  with  which  they  received  the 
announcement,  that  our  conference  approved  of  their  being  baptized. 
We  cannot  see  into  the  hearts  of  these  two  young  men,  but  we 
have  every  reason  to  believe  that  they  have  found  out  the  error 
of  their  wavs,  and  earnestly  seek  the  Lord  Jesus;  and  surely 
He  will  be  round  of  them,  who  are  given  to  Him  for  the  travail  of 
His  soul,  as  well  as  ourselves.  The  baptism  is  to  take  place  on 
December  24th. 

At  their  wish,  we  are  going  to  give  their  wives  special  instruc- 
tion with  a  view  to  baptism,  fir.  Heyde  spoke  with  the  women  on 
the  subject.  Drogmo's  wife  Santje  said,  sne  '  understood  nothing 
about  religion*  but  that  she  often  had  tears  in  her  heart.'  fioth  wish 
to  learn  to  read,  but  Santje  finds  it  very  difficult ;  the  other,  Zering 
Balsom,  has  made  a  very  fair  beginning,  but  complains  that  her 
husband,  Lhasqyab,  becomes  impatient  when  she  does  not  make  good 
progress,  and  that  makes  the  work  of  learning  more  difficult  stilL 
We  emnloy  her  as  nurse  for  the  children,  and  she  often  sits  rocking 
the  craole  in  the  evening  spelling  in  her  book  (tiie  Enistle  to  the 
Colossians)  by  the  light  of  the  night  lamp.  When  Br.  Heyde*s 
little  daughter  Elizabeth  comes  up  to  us,  she  delights  to  get  the 
little  girl  to  teach  her  hymns,  so  that  she  can  join  in  the  singing  at 
our  meetings.  These  two  women  and  the  girl  Gangsom  now  receive 
regular  instruction  from  Br.  Heyde ;  thev  are  exceedingly  ignorant, 
and  their  wish  to  be  baptized  has  probably  no  deeper  reason  than 
that  their  husbands  urge  them  to  follow  their  example.  But  we 
wish  to  encourage  them  to  entertain  the  thought,  hoping,  that  as 
they  learn  what  Jesus  has  done  for  them,  they  will  o^n  their  hearts 
and  receive  Him  there.  It  may  be,  that  many  years  will  elapse  before 
they  will  be  stirred  up  to  enquire  anxiously, '  What  must  I  do  to  be 
saved  P'  With  all  the  more  earnestness  would  we  commend  these 
people  to  the  intercessions  of  all  those  who  are  interested  in  the 
extension  of  Christ's  kingdom  upon  earth.  How  rejoiced  should  we 
be  if  these  women  were  privileged  to  meet  with  the  experience  of 
Lydia^  the  seller  of  purple. 

On  Advent  Sunday  we  sang  the  well  known  aria,  'Hosanna! 
Blessed  is  He  that  cometh  in  the  name  of  the  Lord,'  and  looked  for- 
ward with  longing  to  the  day,  when  our  Lahoul  people  will  cry 
Hosanna  to  the  Son  of  David,  when  all  their  props  will  be  broken, 
and  they  will  look  nowhere  for  salvation  save  alone  to  Jeschu  Mas- 
chika  (Jesus,  the  Messiah). 

The  kind  sympathy  and  aid  which  we  receive  from  Christian 
friends  from  time  to  time  is  exceedingly  encouraging  to  us  in  our 
duties,  and  we  have  great  reason  to  thsmk  the  Lord  for  thus  sup- 
porting His  work  in  which  we  are  graciously  permitted  to  assist.  A 
few  days  ago  Captain  Chalmers,  Assistant  Conservator  of  Forests, 
sent  thiree  coolies  laden  with  good  things  for  Christmas,  and  toys  for 
the  children. 

From  Poo  we  are  cut  off  by  the  snow  ahready.    Br.  Pagell  stated 
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in  his  last  letter  that  be  had  left  the  tent  and  been  able  to  take  up 
his  abode  in  the  honse  he  has  bnilt.  ' 

On  Deeember  4^A,  an  earthquake  was  felt  about  6  p.m.,  more 
Tiolent  than  any  hitherto  feh  by  those  who  haye  long  resided  here ; 
alight  earthquakes  are  here  of  yery  common  occurrence. 

Deeember  18th. — ^Tara  Chand  has  delayed  his  departure  in  con- 
sequence of  a  heayy  fiedl  of  snow,  but  will  soon  leaye,  mdeed  I  expect 
him  to  come  here  yery  soon.  Lhasqyab  has  asked  to  be  called  *M&tA* 
(MatUiew)  in  baptism,  but  said  he  had  found  two  Matas,  (probably 
Acts  i  26,  where  Br.  Jaeschke's  translation  renders  Matthias 
-with  Mata),  and  he  wishes  to  be  called  after  the  publican.  May  he 
be  as  willing  to  follow  the  Lord,  as  was  the  publican  of  old,  when  he 
left  the  receipt  of  custom. 

March  dlW. — The  baptism  took  place  on  the  day  mentioned 
aboye,  so  tiiat  now  our  conyerts  are  four  in  number."  (See  Diary  of 
Jjjfelang). 

"  KyfeLAiro,  June  IBth,  1866. 

'^On  the  16th  of  May  two  yisitors  arriyed,  accompanied  by  a 
numerous  body  of  servants,  to  our  no  small  surprise,  as  it  has  generally 
been  considerod  very  unadvisable  to  attempt  to  cross  the  mountains 
BO  early  in  the  year.  They  proved  to  be  Dr.  Leitner,  professor  at 
the  Oriental  College  recently  opened  at  Lahore,  a  Hun^rian  by 
birth,  and  a  young  merchant  from  Calcutta.  We  were  glad  to  be 
able  to  give  them  some  sort  of  accommodation  under  our  roof,  though 
the  only  available  room  was  the  printing-office.  The  weather  was  so 
nnfayourable,  that  we  endeayouml  to  persuade  them  to  remain  with 
us  beyond  the  two  days  which  they  stayed,  on  account  of  the  con« 
tinued  £bU  of  snow  and  rain,  before  proceeding  on  their  journey  to 
Ladak,  but  were  not  successful. 

These  fi;en1demen  had  not  left  us  before  another  welcome  visitor 
arrived,  the  Eev.  Mr.  Merk,  of  the  Church  Missionary  Society,  from 
the  station  at  Kaugra.  He  had  had  a  ifery  difficult  journey  across 
the  Botang  Pass,  and  regretted  not  having  delayed  his  journey  for 
two  months.  He  remained  several  days  with  us ;  preached  on  Sun- 
day in  Hindee,  which  our  four  converts  haye  no  difficulty  in  under- 
standing,— ^as  is  indeed  the  case  with  almost  all  the  yiUagers.  An 
English  officer  called  here  on  a  hunting  expedition  not  long  since, 
who  spoke  German  with  the  fluency  of  a  native :  he  was  educated  at 
Heidelberg,  and  has  a  sister  at  one  of  our  schools  in  Germany,  and 
a  niece  at  Neuwied.  We  shall  nrobably  be  &voured  vnth  visits  from 
several  high  official  persons  in  the  course  of  the  summer. 

The  house  for  mcodemus  and  his  family  is  almost  finished,  but 
we  have  not  yet  received  intelligence  from  Ladak  with  regard  to  the 
prospects  the  wives  of  two  of  our  conyerts  have  of  receiving  per- 
mission to  leave  their  country  and  come  here ;  but  news  may  soon 
come  to  hand,  as  the  northern  passes  are  now  beginning  to  be  open 
for  travelling. 

Our  week-day  meetings  are  attended  by  the  four  newly-baptized 
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natives  besides  the  Mission-family;  the  former  have  in  addition  a 
meeting  on  Sundajr  evenings  for  imparting  religions  instruction*  At 
our  morning  meetmga  for  prayers  some  antiyes  from  the  village  are 

fenerally  present.  The  attendance  at  the  public  service  on  ^undaj 
as  fallen  off  of  late,  which  is  partly  owing  to  the  circumstance  that 
many  are  just  now  employed  in  field  labour,  or  have  ffone  away  on 
trading  expeditions.  May  the  Lord  soon  awaken  real  hunger  and 
thirst  for  the  word  of  the  living  God  in  these  poor  people,  whose 
hearts  are  hardened  with  self-righteousness  and  vain  imaginations 
of  perfection.  May  He  enable  our  new  converts  to  shine  brightiy 
as  a  light  in  a  dark  place ! 

In  a  letter  from  Br.  Pagell,  which  I  received  a  short  time  ago, 
he  writes  that  he  hoped  soon  to  enter  his  new  house.  At  the  meet- 
ings held  on  Simday  in  his  verandah  he  has  an  auditory  of  about 
twenty-five  persons.  During  the  winter  he  had  commenced  a  school 
for  ^Is,  in  which  Sr.  Pagell  was  engaged  in  teaching  knitting  and 
sewm^.  Br.  P.  told  them  Bible  stones,  and  often  engaged  in  prayer 
with  them.  The  pupils  had  become  very  confidentiiu  with  him,  and 
often  came  to  request  him  to  pray  with  them,  with  which  the  parents 
had  expressed  themselves  satisfied.  This  is  but  a  small  ray  of  li^t, 
yet  still  sufficient  to  call  forth  feelings  of  gratitude  to  the  Lord.  In 
the  spring  this  activitjr  will  probably  be  interrupted,  as  it  is  not  easy 
to  assemble  the  people  in  any  numbers  while  field  labour  is  being 
carried  on.  But  Br.  P.  feels  encouraged  to  hope  that  of  the  seed 
sown  in  the  hearts  not  all  will  remain  without  firuit  to  tiie  Lord's 
glory. 

Here  at  Kyelang  our  boys'  school  has  been  continued  by  Samuel  $ 
although  but  littie  more  than  reading  is  attempted,  it  would  be  a 
great  point  gained  if  we  could  make  the  Holy  Smptures  accessible 
to  them.  Txxe  Gospel  by  St.  Matthew  has  just  left  the  press,  and  is 
ready  for  distribution." 


ExTBACTS  of  the  Diary  of  KyxLAve,  Jbr  the  Tear  1865. 

On  April  2l8t  our  first  post  in  this  year  arrived  from  Kullu,  and 
in  the  last  da^rs  of  the  month  the  snow  had  so  &r  disappeared  as  to 
admit  of  our  beginning  to  work  in  field  and  garden. 

June  4:th, —  We  were  pleasingly  enlivened  by  the  arrival  of  Euro- 

§ean  travellers.  Captain  Baker,  JJr.  Stoliczka,  and  Mr.  Simkel.  Dr. 
.  is  a  Bohemian,  employed  in  the  Geologpical  Survey  of  Calcutta ; 
Mr.  Simkel  is  a  painter,  who  travels  merely  in  order  to  take  sketches 
of  the  country. 

27th.  —  Brn.  and  Srs.  Bechler  and  Jaeschke  reached  Kyelang 
after  a  fortnight's  journey  from  Kotghur.  It  was  a  difficult  and 
sometimes  dangerous  undertaking,  to  cross  the  Botang  thus  early  in 
the  year,  particularly  with  a  babe  only  five  months  old,  but  the  Lord 
helped,  and  all  went  well  with  the  travellers,  who  fervently  praised 
Him  for  His  goodness,  on  reaching  their  resting  place  at   Kye- 
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]ang  at  last.*    Br.  and  Sr.  Bechler  had  been  travelling  for  sixteen 
months  since  th^  left  their  last  post  in  South  Afirica. 

On  the  llfh  of  Jufyj  the  Lord  rejoiced  the  hearts  of  Br.  and  Sr. 
Heyde  by  the  birth  of  a  daughter,  but  the  little  infant  departed  this 
life  again  after  the  lapse  of  a  few  hours,  to  the  great  grief  of  the 
parents. 

At  the  end  of  this  month  we  completed  a  well  in  the  Tillage, 
a  matter  of  great  importance  to  us  here,  as  we  have  been  obliged  to 
fetch  all  our  water  for  drinking  purposes  from  a  considerable 
distance,  since  the  only  available  spring  failed  us.  Sodnom  began 
the  work  of  excavating,  with  some  of  our  people,  despite  the  remon- 
strance of  the  villagers,  who  regarded  the  deed  as  sacrilege,  and 
looked  on  witii  trembling,  expecting  that  vengeance  would  overtake 
the  impious  workmen,  who  dared  to  put  hand  to  such  work  without 
the  proper  preliminary  superstitious  observances.  No  harm,  how- 
ever, befel  the  workmen,  and  hj  degrees  other  villagers  actually  took 
their  implements  and  joined  in  the  work ;  and  the  well  was  soon 
completed  in  a  satisfiEuHK)ry  manner. 

During  this  month  we  began  to  give  special  instruction  to 
Sodnom,  Joldan,  Lhasqyab,  and  Drogmo,  all  of  whom  had  expressed 
the  desire  to  be  baptized ;  all  four  come  from  Ladak,  and  have  had  to 
suffer  a  good  deal  m>m  the  tyranniod  conduct  of  the  thanadar,  under 
whose  influence  the  ex-king  of  Ladak  stands.  After  a  great  deal  of 
difficulty  and  delay,  we  had  succeeded  in  procuring  the  liberty  of  the 
two  former,  and  now  efforts  were  made  to  prevail  on  the  autnorities 
in  Ladak  to  permit  their  families  to  follow  them  to  this  place.  A 
letter  addressed  by  us  to  the  thanadar  elicited  a  polite  reply,  which 
consisted  chiefly  of  an  acknowledgment  of  the  receipt  of  our  letter, 
but  we  heard  »>m  our  messenger,  that  the  family  had  been  ejected 
from  their  little  holding,  both  cottage  and  field  being  seized  on  by 
the  tiianadar.  We  reported  the  whole  matter  to  our  government 
authorities,  from  whom  we  await  an  answer. 

Oetober  S^k, — ^Baptism  of  Sodnom  Sobk3'es  and  his  son  Joldan, 
who  received  respectively  the  names  Nicodemus  and  Samuel.  (See 
Per.  Aoe.  YoL  XXY.  p.  588).  A  few  days  ago  a  lama  called  on  us 
and  announced  that  an  edipse  of  the  moon  would  take  place  on  the 
following  evening.  We  unforkmately  had  no  almanac,  so  that  he 
went  awi^  under  the  impression,  that  in  this  point  at  least,  his 
learning  is  equal  to  that  of  the  white  lamas.  The  eclipse  took 
place  as  announced. 

Since  the  baptism  of  the  first  two  converts  in  this  country,  our 
services  have  been  somewhat  changed  and  enlarged.  At  the  public 
service  on  Sunday,  the  Litany  is  read  in  Tibetan,  then  a  hymn,  and 
then  the  sermon.  Br.  Jaeschke  accompanies  the  singing  on  the  har- 
monium ;  and  though  it  is  very  &r  nrom  being  perfection  from  a 
musical  point  of  view,  it  is  very  pleasing  indeed  to  see  the  eagerness 
of  the  people  to  join  in  the  singing.  A  number  of  hymos  have 
already  been  translated  for  use  in  the  meetings.  During  the  week 
are  three  meetings,  one  devoted  to  reading  the  Harmony  of  the  Four 
Gospels ;  the  second  to  a  Biblical  exposition ;  the  third  to  an  expla- 
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nation  of  the  Church  Litany  in  all  its  parts.  "We  are  very  glad  to 
be  able  to  state,  that  our  people  value  these  meetings.  On  Sunday 
some  frojD.  the  village  poin  us  at  the  ordinary  service. 

November  l\th. — Six  coolies  arrived  from  Simla,  laden  with  a 
variety  of  articles,  all  the  kind  gift  of  generouiS  friends  and  sup- 
porters of  our  Mission-cause ;  for  these  gifts,  besides  the  iibend  aid 
in  money  from  the  same  jChristian  friends,  we  pray  the  Lord  richly 
to  bless  the  givers  with  spiritual  blessings :  lor  us  it  is  most  en- 
couraging to  feel  that  we  have  sympathizmg  Chnstian  friends  who 
continuafiy  remember  us  and  our  work. 

JDecemher  24^A.--The  baptism  of  Drogmo  and  Lhasqyab  took 
place  to-day,  the  former  taking  the  name  Zacharias,  the  latter  Mat- 
thew. We  have  good  reason  to  be  convinced,  that  their  confesnon 
of  faith  in  Jesus  as  their  Saviour  proceeded  from  the  heart.  May  He 
who  hath  begun  the  good  work,  also  be  pleased  to  accomplish  it  by 
the  power  of  His  grace.

L  Society  fob  the  Fubthebaitce  of  the  Gospel  amovg  the 
HsA^THEN. — The  half-yearly  meeting  was  held  on  the  6th  of  June. 
As  the  weather  was  unsettled  and  rather  threatening,  the  att^id- 
ance  was  not  quite  so  large  as  is  sometimes  the  case.  However,  in 
addition  to  many  members  of  the  Brethr^i's  congregation,  it  in- 
cluded numerous  friends  of  the  Society  and  the  cause  of  missions. 
Among  others,  the  Rev.  L.  B.  White  of  St  Mary*s,  Queen  Street, 
P.  Fortescue,  Esq.,  F.  Gkx>ves,  Esq.,  S.  Kirby,  Esq.,  Br.  Drurv,  J. 
Shind,  Esq.,  and  G-.  Norman,  Esq.,  were  pres^it.  The  proceedings 
were  conducted  in  the  usual  manner.  Extracts  from  the  Labrador 
circular  were  read,  and  some  remarks  appended,  calculated  to  ex- 
plain the  nature  of  the  measures  proposed  for  adoption  in  that 
mission.  Some  interesting  particulars  were  also  communicated 
by  the  Secretaries  respeduig  the  West  Lidies,  South  Africa, 
Australia,  and  Tibet.  Specimens  of  the  books  prepared  by  the 
missionaries  in  the  last-named  country  were  afterwards  handed 
round,  and  examined  with  great  interest.  Br,  E.  Cooney  then 
addressed  the  meeting,  giving  an  account  of  his  first  personal  interest 
in  the  missionary  work,  and  referring  to  his  experience  in  the  West 
Indies.  The  Bev.  L.  B.  White  offerod  prater,  and  the  proceedings 
closed  with  the  Doxology.  No  missionaries  were  present,  Br.  and 
Sr.  Beyer,  and  Br.  Damm,  not  having  arrived  in  London.  But  all 
present  were  glad  to  see  Br.  and  Sr.  Linder,  and  the  brethrm 
Xuester  and  Barth,  who  are  to  go  to  Labrador  by  the  Harmony. 

IL  YoTAOB  OF  THE  Habmony  TO  Stbomkess. — ^Tho  Harmony 
left  London  on  the  Uth  of  June,  and  reached  Stromness  on  the  21«^. 
The  voyage   was  unmarked  by  any  striking  incident.     The   ship 
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displayed  good  saitiog  powers  as  ootnpared  with  other  vessels,  and  all 
of  the  passengers  and  crew  were  preserved  in  health.  The  Harmonj 
and  her  consort  the  Meta  were  to  leave  Stromness  on  the  27ih  of 
June. 

III.  GBEEirLA.T!n>. — ^By  the  steamer  Fox,  which  performed  the 
voyage  from  Copenhagen  to  Greenland  and  back  in  seven  weeks, 
the  first  letters  firom  that  mission  this  year,  were  received  on  the 
Slst  of  May.  Br.  G^ericke  of  Licktenau  writes  under  date  of  March 
the  \8t,y  that  the  missionary  brethren  and  sisters  there  and  at 
Igdhrpait  had  been  well  dunng  the  winter.  In  the  early  part  of 
the  autumn  there  was  a  great  d^  of  rain,  but  afterwards  the  weather 
was  fine,  with  but  little  snow.  It  was  not  until  the  middle  of 
December  that  winter  weather  began.  The  cold  was  then  very 
severe  and  continued  so,  vnth  frequent  storms,  until  the  end  of 
Pebruary.  The  severest  cold  was  about  27**  below  zero  of  Fahrenheit.' 
The  Gieenlanders  could  only  fish  occasionally,  a  day  at  a  time,  yet 
there  was  no  unusual  scarcity,  and  the  general  health  remained 
good.  Those  natives  living  at  a  distance  from  the  stations  were  well 
provided  for.  In  the  autumn  all  the  out-stations  were  visited,  and 
meetings  held  at  them.  Complaints  were  made  of  the  frivolity  of 
the  young  people.  The  attendance  at  the  meetiDgs  was  good,  and 
many  of  the  distant  members  were  present  on  paiticular  occasions. 
At  the  close  of  the  year  1 865  there  belonging  to  Lichtenan  518 
persons,  and  to  Igdlorpait  230,  making  a  total  of  748. 

Br.  Asboe  of  M-edericktihal,  reports  in  a  letter  dated  March  the 
IQthy  that  aU  the  out-stations  were  visited  at  the  end  of  September 
and  beginning  of  October.  The  autumn  take  of  seals  was  abundant, 
but  catarrh  and  pleurisy  were  prevalent,  and  affected  some  members 
of  the  mission-family  as  well  as  the  Qreenlanders.  The  meetings 
and  schools  were  regularly  attended  throughout  the  winter,  and 
many  came  from  a  distance  to  the  celebration  of  the  Christmas 
festival.  Thirteen  adults  were  baptized  in  the  course  of  the  year 
1865.  Three  men  perished  in  their  kayaks.  The  total  number  of 
persons  in  connection  with  the  station  at  the  end  of  the  year  was 
490. 

lY.  Chiboess  Missiok. — Br.  Bahnsen  of  Salem,  in  a  letter  to 
the  Mission-Board,  dated  April  the  9th,  givea  the  following  report : 
"  Aggie  Wilson  (formerly  Sanders)  lives  in  the  mission-premises  at 
Sprmg-Place,  and  has  collected  there  part  of  the  cattle.  The  build- 
ings are  indeed  standing  but  all  the  moveable  property  is  gone. 
AH  the  old  members,  such  as  Br.  George  Hicks,  are  stated  to  be 
dead.  As  far  as  Br.  Bishop  knows,  David  Israel  and  David  Miller 
are  the  only  communicant  brethren  still  livingnear  Spring-Place ; 
the  only  sister  is  the  above  mentioned  widow  Wilson.  Of  Canaan 
and  its  members  nothing  has  been  heard.  The  diary  of  Spring  Place 
has  been*lost.  Till  a  comparatively  recent  period  meetings  continued 
to  be  held,  though  frequently  only  women  and  children  were  present. 
Br.  Mack,  who  has  been  sojourning  in  Missouri,  is  to  take  a  journey 
into  the  Cherokee  territory."

G.  T.  Tietzen, 
Br.  P.  Franze,  a  deacon.

Hermhut,  June  the  24th,  in  the  64th  vear  of  his  age,  Br.  G.  A. 
Cunow  a  Bishop  of  the  Brethren's  Church,  formerly  for  many  years  in 
the  service  of  the  British  congre^tions,  and  subsequently  for  sixteen 
years  a  member  of  the  Mission-Department  of  the  Elder's  Confer- 
ence of  the  Unity. 

At  Nisky,  May  the  16th,  Sr.  C.  E.  Luttringshaiiser,  formerly  of 
South  Africa,  in  her  67th  year. 

May  27th,  at  Bobben  Lsland,  South  Africa,  Br.  John  Taylor,  in 
his  41st  year. 

At  Paramaribo  in  Surinam,  June  the  6th,  Br.  G.  F.  Staehle,  aged 
36. 

Afc  Hermhut,  July  the  28rd,  Br.  A.  H.  Baethling,  aged  56,  late  of 
the  Surinam  mission. 

Sr.  C.  Stock,  formerly  of  the  Labrador  mission,  at  Hermhut,  July 
the  8rd,  in  her  74th  year. 

At  Fulneck,  June  the  2drd,  aged  70,  Sr.  A.  E.  Coleman,  who 
formerly  with  her  late  husband  served  in  the  West  Indies. 
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The  time  of  the  return  of  the  Harmony  has  long  been  a  season  for 
renewed  ascriptions  of  praise  and  thanks  to  the  Lord,  on  the  part  of 
the  Society  for  the  Furtherance  of  the  Gospel  among  the  Heathen. 
Constant  and  unfailing  as  has  been  the  protection  vouchsafed,  so 
constant,  indeed,  as  to  lead  to  the  danger  of  over- confidence,  the 
Committee,  to  whom  the  responsibility  more  immediately  belongs, 
is  always  more  or  less  pervaded  by  a  feeling  of  anxiety  when  the 
little  vessel  sets  out  on  her  venturous  course.  So  little  can  really 
be  effected  by  human  foresight,  skill,  and  courage,  that  those  con- 
cerned have  speedily  to  say,  •*  vain  is  the  help  of  man."  Through 
mercy  they  can,  however,  add,  "  our  help  cometh  from  the  Lord,  who 
made  heaven  and  earth."  Still,  the  recollection  of  the  important 
interests  bound  up  in  the  Harmony,  and  the  thought  of  the  distress 
and  suffering  which,  if  her  loss  were  permitted,  would  come  upon 
beloved  fellow-labourers  and  their  flocks,  as  well  as  the  peril  to  those 
on  board,  lead  to  the  conviction  that  each  voyage  safely  performed 
is  a  fresh  token  of  special,  unmerited  grace,  and  calls  for  renewed 
expressions  of  humble  thankfulness.  And,  if  such  feelings  have  been 
justified  on  former  occasions,  they  certainly  have  not  been  less  so  of 
late,  when  the  Committee  have  regretted  to  hear  of  the  los?,  succes- 
sively, of  other  missionary  ships,  under  circumstances  which  were 
indeed  marked  by  much  mercy,  but  which  strongly  appealed  to 
Christian  sympathy. 

At  the  present  time  there  is  cause  for  thankfulness  ^lone.  The 
Harmony  has  completed  the  ninety-seventh  of  the  consecutive 
voyages  performed  by  the  Society's  ships.*  And  not  only  did  she 
reach  her  destination  on  the  coast,  visit  all  the  stations,  and  return 
to  port  in  safety,  but  the  passages  performed  were  so  speedy  and 
prosperous,  as  to  afford  but  little  of  interest  for  a  report. 

It  win  be  recollected  that  the  Harmony  and  her  little  consort,  the 
Meta,  this  year  took  the  course  by  the  Orkneys.  On  the  29th  of 
June  they  left  Stromness,  and  shaped  their  course  for  Labrador,  and 
before  long  the  vessels  lost  sight  of  each  other.  The  weather  was 
pleasant,  and  the  wind  in  general  favourable,  so  that  no  incident  of 
a  striking  character  marked  the  voyage.  The  Captain  took  a  rather 
more  northerly  course  than  usual.  Cape  Farewell  being  passed  at  the 

*  ReckoniDjc  from  the  exploratory  voyage  undertaken  in  1770,  the  one  jast 
concluded  is  the  ninety-seventh  in  an  unbroken  series  performed  iu  the  service  of 
the  missionary  cause  in  Labrador.    The  first  missionaries  went  out  in  1771. 
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distance  of  about  140  miles.  On  the  22nd  of  July  the  first  iceberg 
viras  observed,  and  the  same  evening  land  was  seen.  The  next  day 
Hopedale  was  reached  in  safety.  Zoar  was  reached  on  the  12th  of 
August,  and  two  days  later  the  Harmony  left  for  Nain.  On  the 
following  day,  when  under  lull  sail  among  the  islands,  she  was  struck 
by  a  sudden  and  violent  squall.  For  a  time  she  was  in  great  jeo- 
pardy, but,  by  the  Lord's  blessing  on  the  strenuous  and  skilful  efforts 
of  the  Captain  and  crew,  was  eventually  brought  into  a  safe  an- 
chorage. Nain  and  Okak  were  duly  visited,  and  on  the  10th  of 
September  the  ship  reached  Hebron.  On  the  15th  she  sailed  for 
Europe,  and  actually  reached  soundings  in  ten  days.  Just  then, 
however,  a  steady  continuance  of  east  wind  set  in,  and  rendered  her 
onward  progress  very  slow.  Some  letters  were  sent  ashore  at  Fal- 
mouth on  the  4th  of  October,  but  the  Harmony  did  not  enter  dock 
until  the  11th. 

The  passengers  brought  by  the  Harmony  were  Br.  and  Sr.  Barsoe 
and  Br.  and  Sr.  Schoett,  with  three  children  of  the  latter  and  a  son 
of  Br.  Kern. 

The  Meta  seems  to  have  crossed  the  ocean  nearly  in  the  wake  of 
her  larger  consort,  until  she  approached  the  coast,  when  she  kept  more 
to  the  southward.  She  performed  the  voyage  well,  and  had  already 
done  good  service  on  the  coast,  when  the  Harmony  left. 

Captain  White,  who  volunteered  to  command  the  Meta,  was 
attacked  with  violent  hemorrhage  from  the  lungs  or  stomach  shortly 
after  the  ship  reached  Hebron,  He  was,  however,  soon  restored* 
and  arrived  in  London  by  the  Harmony  in  tolerable  health. 

The  accounts  from  Labrador,  though  still  bearing  not  a  little  of 
the  usual  chequered  character,  have  also  much  of  an  encouraging 
tone. 

The  general  health  of  both  missionaries  and  Eskimoes  was  good. 
Yet  Sr.  Kretschmer,  of  Hopedale,  was  called  home  on  the  2l8t  of 
November,  1865,  after  a  short  period  of  intense  suffering.  On  the 
28th  of  the  same  month,  Br.  and  Sr.  Mortensen,  at  Okak,  were 
called  to  part  with  the  survivor  of  twins,  when  only  fifteen  weeks 
old ;  and  on  the  4th  of  September,  1866,  Br.  and  Sr.  Hirt,  of  the  same 
place,  sustained  a  similar  painful  bereavement.  Many  will  sympa- 
thize deeply  with  those  whose  isolated  position  renders  such  losses 
doubly  trying. 

Br.  Freitag,  the  venerable  superintendent  of  the  Mission,  has 
been  again  called  to  suffer  from  attacks  which  are  not  matter  of 
wonder  at  his  advanced  age,  but  was  better  before  the  ship  left.  Sr. 
Hirt,  of  Okak,  has  also  recovered  from  a  serious  illness.    Sr.  Barsoe's 
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health  was  bo  much  broken,  that  she  and  ber  dear  husband  had  to 
retire  from  active  Bervice,  and  returned  in  the  ship. 

The  winter  of  1865-66  was  rather  mild  than  otherwise,  and  waa 
marked  by  comparative  abundance  of  tbe  supplies  most  important 
to  the  Eskimoes.  Hence  there  was  nothing  of  severe  and  general 
distress  among  the  people ;  nor  was  any  epidemic  disease  permitted 
to  try  them,  as  has  often  been  so  painfully  the  case  of  late  years. 
Hence  too  a  general  tone  of  encouragement  seems  to  pervade  the 
reports. 

The  missionaries  state  that  they  can  communicate  no  striking  in- 
stances of  the  power  of  Divine  grace,  07  extensive  awakenings  from 
the  sleep  of  sin.  On  the  contrary,  they  could  desire  to  see  yet 
more  abundant  evidence  of  the  effects  of  the  gospel.  Yet  tokens  for 
good  are  by  no  means  entirely  wanting.  A  religioiui  movement; 
took  place  at  Hebron,  the  results  of  which,  though  apparently  tran- 
sient, may  eventually  prove  to  have  been  not  without  effect. 

The  holding  of  congregation-councils,  or  meetings  of  the  adult 
male  members  of  the  congregations,  has  not  been  omitted.  No 
doubt,  among  a  people  so  little  accustomed  to  combine  for  the  adop- 
tion of  measures  bearing  on  the  common  good,  there  is  much  of  im- 
perfection connected  with  such  efforts :  but  the  missionaries  at  Okak 
cheerfully  recognize  some  benefits  arising  therefrom,  and  there  is 
good  reason  to  believe  that,  by  the  blessing  of  the  Lord  on  patient 
continuance  in  well-doing,  the  arrangement  will  ultimately  be  pro- 
ductive of  good  effects  in  developing  Christian  public  spirit. 

One  or  two  painful  occurrences  mark  the  history  of  the  congre- 
gations for  the  period  under  review.  At  Okak,  a  young  woman, 
regarding  whose  spiritual  condition  the  missionaries  could  unfor- 
tunately entertain  very  little  hope,  was  actually  killed  by  some  of 
the  savage  dogs.  And  at  Hebron  an  orphan  boy  perished  in  con- 
sequence of  the  breaking  in  of  the  ice.  From  the  same  station  the 
d^arture  of  an  aged  and  faithful  native  assistant  is  reported  in 
terms  of  regret. 

The  services  of  the  Church  appear  to  have  been  well  attended, 
and  some  out-stations  have  been  visited  with  encouraging  results. 
The  schools  have  also  presented  cheering  proofs  of  their  usefulness. 
Though  not  directly  bearing  on  missionary  labour  and  its  fruit, 
yet  as  having  too  important  a  connection  with  the  work  to  be  passed 
over  in  silence,  the  steps  taken  for  the  future  performance  of  a  por- 
tion of  the  secular  duty  demand  a  few  remarks.  Br.  Linder  and  his 
assistants  were  welcomed  by  the  missionaries  as  valuable  auxiliaries 
and  fellow-labourers— even  those  who  least  approved  of  such  an 
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alteratioTi  being  conciliated  by  the  spirit  in  wliicli  it  is  evidently- 
undertaken.  Br.  Linder  himself  has  been  led  to  take  up  his  abode 
for  the  winter  at  Hebron,  chiefly  with  a  view  of  occupying  the  im- 
portant position  at  Saeglek,  the  first  steps  towards  which  had  already 
been  taken  by  the  missionaries.  The  two  assistants  had  been  sta- 
tioned at  Ilopedale  and  Okak  respectively.  Doubtless  many  will 
jora  in  the  earnest  prayers  of  the  Committee  and  their  missionary 
fellow-servants,  that  the  Lord  would  graciously  bless  this  effort  to 
the  advancement  of  His  cause. 

Of  the  asylum  for  orphan  children  at  Okak  not  very  much  can  be 
reported ;  nor  would  it  be  wise  to  form  any  very  decided  opinion, 
either  favourable  or  the  reverse,  firom  the  history  of  so  short  a  period 
as  a  year,  and  that  at  the  very  commencement  of  so  novel  an  enter- 
prise.  Br.  Linder  briefly  remarks  that  the  building  erected  for  the 
purpose  is  neat  and  suitable.  The  number  of  children  is  not  stated. 
Two  are  mentioned  by  name  as  having  given  satisfaction  b^  their 
obedience  and  docility ;  but  the  others  appear  to  have  preferred 
their  former  wild  though  hard  life  to  the  restraints  and  comforts  of 
the  asylum.  The  amount  of  sustenance  obtained  by  the  efforts  of 
the  children  and  their  foster-parents  proved,  as  was  to  be  expected, 
insufficient  for  the  supply  of  the  institution  Nor  did  the  Eskimoes 
shew  anything  like  the  willingneso  to  aid  that  had  been  expected, 
and  that  we  hope  may  yet  be  manifested.  The  experiment  is  so 
utterly  new  and  unheard  of,  that  the  natives  find  it  difficidt  to 
appreciate  it.  And  besides  this,  they  miss  the  ill-requited,  but 
doubtless  often  useful,  services  of  the  orphans.  It  may  be  con- 
fidently hoped  that,  as  Christian  intelligence  increases,  more  cor- 
rect views  of  Christian  practical  duty  will  be  entertained,  and 
exercise  effectual  influence.  It  is  evident  that  for  some  time  to 
come  the  expense  of  support  will  mainly  fall  on  the  Mission.  But, 
trusting  in  the  claims  which  such  an  institution  has  on  Christian 
benevolence,  and  having  so  often  had  proof  of  the  generosity  with 
which  such  claims  are  met,  the  Society  will,  doubtless,  not  shrink 
from  this  addition  to  its  responsibilities.  It  may  be  here  stated, 
that  shirts  and  drawers,  together  with  woollen  articles  of  dress 
for  children  below  the  age  of  fourteen  or  fifteen,  as  well  as  materials 
for  the  same,  will  be  thankfully  received  as  most  valuable  aid  to- 
wards clothing  the  children. 

The  manuscript  copies  of  some  useful  works  have  been  sent  home 
to  be  printed,  and  several  portions  of  Scripture  are  undergoing  the 
needfid  revision  previous  to  their  being  passed  over  to  the  British 
and  Foreign  Bible  Society  for  publication. 
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Tbe  crews  of  the  large  number  of  fialiing- vessels  wliicli  this  year 
visited  the  southern  part  of  Labrador,  having  been  unusually  well- 
behaved,  and  willing  to  receive  admonition,  and  accept  of  Testaments 
and  religious  tracts,  the  missionaries  at  Hopedale  beg  for  a  renewal 
of  their  nearly  exhausted  stock — a  request  which  the  often  ex- 
perienced kindness  of  the  respective  societies  will  no  doubt  fulfil. 

It  may  still  be  observed  that  the  homeward  cargo  of  the  Harmony 
consisted  of  an  average  quantity  of  oil,  but  very  few  skius,  owing  to 
the  scarcity  of  foxes  and  other  land  animals.  This  is,  however,  to 
some  degree  made  up  for  by  the  quantity  of  fish. 


Letters  received  by  the  Brethren's  ^oci^ty  for  the  Furtherance 
of  the  Gospel  am^ng  the  Heathen,  from  the  Missionabies  at 
Hopedale,  Nain,  Okak,  and  Hebron,  in  the  year  1866. 

Hopedale,  August,  18G6. 

The  intelligence  of  Br.  Badham's  restoration  to  his  wonted  health 
and  strength  was  very  gratifying  to  us.  and  we  united  in  thanking 
the  liord  tor  graciously  enabling  His  servant  to  return  to  his  post 
and  its  important  duties. 

In  our  Mission  family  a  trial  of  no  ordinary  character  has  been 

Eermitt^d  to  befal  Br.  Kretschmer  in  the  very  unexpected  decease  of 
is  partner,  under  the  same  painfid  circumstances  which  attended 
the  loss  of  his  first  wife.  Thev  had  only  been  married  for  a  period 
of  sixteen  months.  8he  breathed  her  last  very  gently  and  happily 
on  the  21st  of  November,  after  great  suffering.  Our  brother  sought 
and  found  comfort  where  alone  it  is  to  be  found,  in  Jesus,  our 
Saviour. 

With  regard  to  the  separation  of  the  trade  from  the  direct 
missionary  work,  we  can  at  present  only  say  that  we  trust  that  the 
Divine  blessing  may  be  vouchsafed  to  a  step,  which  is  undertaken 
with  earnest  praver  for  the  same,  and  the  sincere  desire  by  the 
introduction  of  this  new  system  to  further  the  Lord's  cause  among 
this  people.  That  Br.  C.  Linder  has  been  anpointed  trade-agent 
here  is  a  matter  of  thankfulness  to  us,  and  we  shall  gladly  hail  every 
opportunity  afforded  us  of  strengthening  his  hands  in  his  work. 

We  heard  with  heartfelt  sympathy  of  the  disastrous  effects  of  the 
hurricane  and  whirlwind  on  the  Mosquito  Coast,  and  at  Baziya,  in 
South  Africa.  How  gracious  has  the  Lord  been  in  the  midst  of  the 
manifestatiou  of  His  mighty  power  to  destroy,  in  preserving  the  lives 
of  our  Brethren  and  those  committed  to  their  charge,  and  in  moving  the 
hearts  of  Christian  friends,  by  their  kind  donations,  to  enable  the 
missionaries  to  restore  all  that  was  destroyed  and  damaged ! 

It  will  be  interesting  to  you  to  hear  that  onr  new  Church  was 
opened  for  public  worship  on  December  the  26th  of  last  year :  may 
His  presence  be  richly  felt  there  by  our  stated  hearers  and  occasional 
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visitors,  so  that  it  may  be  a  Bethel  for  all.  At  the  conclusion  of  the 
opening  services  two  of  our  native  helpers  addressed  the  congrega- 
tion, and  were  listened  to  with  attention  and  emotion,  llie  day  was 
a  season  of  blessing  from  the  presence  of  the  Lord. 

As  regards  the  spiritual  condition  of  our  flock,  we  have  reason  to 
believe  that,  although  outward  manifestations  may  be  less  apparent, 
the  work  of  the  Lord  is  progressing  in  the  hearts  of  many.  We 
have  had  more  ground  for  rejoicing  and  thanksgiving  with  reference 
to  the  state  of  our  Eskimoes,  than  has  been  the  case  for  many  years, 
signs  of  discontent  and  opposition  having  been  very  rarely  observed. 
Three  persons  departed  this  life  during  the  past  year,  of  one  of 
whom  we  feel  well  assured  that  he  has  entered  into  the  rest  that 
remaineth  for  God's  people ;  concerning  the  others  we  can  only  en- 
tertain the  hope  that  they  were  saved  in  the  eleventh  hour.  They 
died  suddenly,  and  their  previous  manner  of  living  was  an  instance 
of  the  mighty  power  exercised  by  habitual  sinning,  and  the  difficulty 
of  breaking  the  bonds  once  &stened  by  Satan. 

At  our  Church  festivals  we  had  a  goodly  number  of  visitors  from 
North  and  South,  both  Europeans  and  Eskimoes ;  at  Easter  the 
church  was  quite  filled.  The  attendance  at  church  and  school  has 
been  good  all  through  the  winter. 

As  to  externals,  we  have  cause  to  thank  God  for  His  merciful 
provision.  Last  summer  the  fishing  season  was  very  productive, 
and  in  autumn  the  take  of  seals  was  good,  so  that  the  Eskimoes 
lived  in  the  midst  of  plenty,  besides  providing  a  very  fair  cargo  firom 
this  station,  which  has  not  been  the  case  for  many  years.  Scarcely 
any  foxes  were  taken  either  by  our  peojple  or  the  settlers. 

The  winter  has  been  unusuidly  mild,  the  summer  earlier  than  usuid, 
for  which  we  are  truly  thankful. 

Aug,  ^th. — Since  last  week  no  less  than  25  vessels  have  arrived 
from  Newfoundland  for  fishing  purposes,  and  are  now  lying  at 
anchor  in  our  bay,  presenting  a  pretty  aspect.  The  crews  have 
behaved  very  well  thus  far,  when  ashore,  and  we  were  glad  to  have 
a  few  English  tracts  to  distribute  amongst  them,  and  to  see  that  they 
were  thankfully  received.  We  must  beg  for  a  new  supply  next 
year,  to  be  prepared  to  avail  ourselves  of  any  similar  means  of  doing 
good  that  may  oe  afforded  us.

We  befftn  our  letter  to  you  before  the  Harmony  reaches  our 
shores  with  all  the  abundance  of  news  firom  home  which  she  is  sure 
to  bring  us,  and  which  make  it  almost  impossible  for  us  to  write 
after  her  arrival,  so  distracted  and  excited  are  our  minds.  We 
salute  you  heartily  in  the  name  of  our  Lord  and  Saviour,  and  again 
unite  in  wishing  you  His  gracious  presence  to  guide,  cheer,  and 
strengthen  you. 
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Tou  will  receive  by  the  HarmoD j  the  revised  manuscript  for  the 
new  editions  of  three  small  works,  which  we  shall  be  very  glad  to 
have  printed  for  the  use  of  our  people,  viz.  the  Summary  of  Christian 
Doctrine,  the  Liturgy  Book,  and  a  much  improved  spelling-book. 
The  first-mentioned  Uttle  work  is  in  the  form  of  question  and 
answer,  which  has  been  found  to  recommend  itself  highly  in  our 
school-experience  here. 

When  taking  a  mental  survey  of  the  past  year,  we  are  bowed  down 
with  gratitude^to  the  Lord,  who  has  graciously  "  helped  thus  far  "  in 
joy  and  sorrow,  and  in  many  difficult  and  trying  circumstances. 
Doubtless  His  mercy  has  been  vouchsafed  more  than  we  imagine  in 
answer  to  the  earnest*  persevering  prayers  of  Christian  friends  at  home, 
who  intercede  with  the  Lord  on  behalf  of  the  work  of  the  Missions 
in  general,  and  our  Labrador  work  in  particular.  This  sympathy 
causes  us  to  feel  our  own  imperfections,  and  comes  home  to  our 
hearts  most  forcibl  v,  when  the  ship  arrives  with  tangible  proofs  in 
word  and  deed  of  tne  brotherly  love  that  is  felt  for  us  at  tne  other 
side  of  the  ocean.  During  the  past  year  we  have  often  commended 
our  kind  friends,  whether  personally  known  or  unknown  to  us,  to 
the  Lord  our  God,  and  gladly  embrace  this  opportunity  of  express- 
ing hearty  thtmks  on  our  own  behalf  and  in  the  name  of  the  Eskimoes. 
May  brotherly  intercession  continue,  and  be  the  means  of  enabling 
us  to  *'  hold  up  the  hands  that  hang  down  and  the  feeble  knees,*'  for 
there  is  often  m  our  work  little  refreshment  for  the  soul. 

As  for  the  spiritual  condition  of  the  congregation,  we  long  for  a 
more  lively  manifestation  of  true  vital  Christianity,  such  as  would  be 
calculated  to  keep  our  own  spiritual  life  active  and  vigorous.  Our 
course  has,  however,  been  a  very  quiet  one,  and  althou^  we  cannot 
be  blind  to  the  Spirit's  work  in  many  hearts,  we  cannot  but  see 
also  tliat  true  conversion  is  something  of  which  many  professing 
Christians  among  this  people  know  yery  little.  There  were  two 
departures  from  this  lire  m  the  interval  between  Christmas  and 
Easter,  both  of  them  preceded  by  prolonged  illness,  and  terminating 
with  thehi^py  deaths  of  those  who  know  they  were  pardoned  sinners, 
sprinkled  with  the  precious  blood  of  Jesus. 

Externally  the  year  was  rather  trying.  The  fishing  season  last 
summer  was  not  very  productive,  partly  owing  to  the  want  of  care, 
forethought,  and  persevering  diligence  on  the  part  of  the  Eskimoes. 
The  take  of  seals  in  the  autumn  was  far  smaller  here  than  at 
other  stations,  and  scarcely  any  foxes  or  reindeer  were  killed  during 
the  winter.  Seals  have  only  been  caught  in  very  small  numbers 
in  the  spring  of  this  year.  Still  there  has  been  no  instance  of  abso- 
lute want,  and  our  people  have  been  graciously  preserved  from 
epidemic  diseases  of  every  kind. 

In  our  Mission  family  no  serious  illness  has  shewn  itself,  for 
which  we  are  thankful  to  the  Lord. 

The  school  re-opened  on  October  23rd,  alterations  in  the  chapel 
preventing  an  earlier  commencement.  On  June  4th  we  closed 
again,  having  only  numbered  four  girls  for  several  weeks,  the  rest 
being  away  at  the  fishing- place '  with  their  parents.  The  first  class 
was  attended  by  45  children,  all  able  to  read,  though  some  not  with 
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very  great  fluency.  The  second  class  numbered  28,  and  of  these 
sixteen  have  made  a  fair  beginning  in  the  art  of  jading.  The 
examination  was  satisfactory,  especially  in  those  branches  which 
call  the  memory  into  plav.  Only  some  of  the  elder  boys  distin- 
guished themselves  by  their  ignorance,  chiefly  in  consequence  of 
their  exceedingly  irregular  attendance  at  school. 

The  school  for  youths  has  not  quite  flourished  as  in  former 
years,  partly  for  want  of  time,  as  a  large  portion  of  the  work  for 
the  house  at  Zoar  had  to  be  done  here  during  the  winter ;  it  has, 
nevertheless,  not  beeu  allowed  to  drop  entirely. 

As  regards  the  progress  of  the  new  station  at  Zoar,  we  are  glad 
to  be  able  to  report  that  the  house  is  now  in  a  habitable  condition, 
occupied  by  Br.  and  Sr.  Eisner,  and  Br.  Einderknecht ;  the  Brethren 
Eisner  and  Binderknecht  were  there  during  the  autumn,  but 
returned  here  for  the  winter.  Several  members  of  this  congregation 
have  gone  to  live  there. 

On  the  21st  and  22nd  of  July,  Br.  Freitag  visited  our  people  at 
Satorsoak,  and  would  have  gone  further  had  the  state  of  the  weather 
permitted.     He  had  an  auditory  of  47  persons  on  Sunday  morning. 

Spring  came  upon  us  unusually  early,  and  we  have  greatly  enjoyed 
the  pleasant  summer  weather,  which  has  been  most  beneficial  to 
our  gardens.  On  June  10th,  three  weeks  earlier  than  usual,  our 
bay  was  clear  of  ice,  and  on  the  25th  a  schooner  from  Newfoundland 
arrived,  bringing  rumours  of  war  on  the  Continent  of  Europe, 
which  deeply  affected  us. 

On  the  27th  your  letters  reached  us,  closely  followed,  on  the 
29th,  by  Br.  Linder  in  an  Eskimo  boat.  We  gave  him  a  hearty 
welcome,  and  trust  that  the  Lord  will  be  pleased  to  grant  His  rich 
blessing  on  the  measures  which  you  have  resolved  on  for  the 
furtherance  of  the  Lord's  cause  in  this  country,  and  the  carrying 
out  of  which  he  is  to  direct  and  superintend.  May  He  fill  us  aU 
with  his  Spirit  that  we  may,  by  all  we  think  and  do,  praise  Him, 
and  not  hinder  His  purposes  of  love. 

Many  items  of  intelhgence  contained  in  your  letters  have  deeply 
touched  our  hearts  and  excited  our  sympathy,  especially  the  disasters 
on  the  Mosquito  Coast  and  at  Baziya.  May  the  Lord  help  in  the 
trouble ! 

Commending  you  to  the  love  and  faithfulness  of  our  Lord  and 
Master,  we  remain.

Okak,  Augu9t,  1866. 
It  was  with  hearts  filled  with  cheering  hopes,  that  we,  on  the  3rd 
inst.,  heard  of  the  safe  arrival  of  the  Harmony  at  Hopedale  on  the 
23rd  of  July,  and  at  the  same  time  received  our  letters.     Among 
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the  latter  was  your  esteemed  circular,  which  we  took  an  early 
opportunity  of  perusing.  Many  of  its  communications  were  of  a 
sorrowful  character,  yet  others  were  calculated  to  call  for  thank- 
fulness to  the  Lord. 

We  were  most  joyfully  surprLf^ed  at  the  steps  taken  to  effect  a 
separation  between  the  trade  and  the  mission,  particularly  the  arri- 
val of  Br.  C.  Linder  with  two  assistants.  The  separation,  the  de- 
sirableness of  which  had  been  increasingly  apparent,  had  indeed 
occupied  our  minds  for  the  whole  previous  year,  and  was  often  the 
subject  of  conversation ;  but  we  never  ventured  to  hope  that  such 
decided  measures  would  be  taken  this  year.  All  the  more  rejoiced 
were  we,  especially  at  the  arrival  of  Bi:.  Linder,  who  on  his  visit 
here  gained  the  confidence  of  all  bv  his  activity  and  prudence,  and 
who,  though  well  aware  of  the  difficulties  which  were  sure  to  arise 
at  the  commencement  of  the  enterprise,  had  undertaken  to  inaugu- 
rate the  new  order  of  things.  Gladly  shall  we  aid  him  by  all  means 
in  our  power,  and  will  especially  remember  him  and  his  important 
vocation  in  our  intercessions  at  the  throne  of  grace.  We  hope  that 
this  separation  will  in  time  beneficially  affect  the  relations  subsisting 
between  us  and  the  people,  as  well  as  have  the  effect  of  placing  the 
secular  concerns  of  the  mission  on  a  better  footing.  We  esteem  it 
of  great  importance  that  this  change  will  produce  no  alteration  in 
our  relation  to  you,  dear  brethren,  but  that  we  may,  as  heretofore, 
look  on  you  as  fellow-labourers  in  the  Lord,  and  feel  assured  that 
we  shall  have  }  our  prayers.  We  shall,  therefore,  not  merely  as  a 
duty,  but  likewise  as  a  pleasant  privilege,  communicate  to  you  all 
that  relates  to  the  weal  and  woe  of  ourselves  and  our  flocks. 

The  calamities  at  our  mission-stations  in  South  A&ica  and  on 
the  Mosquito  Coast,  are  indeed  heavy  visitations.  May  they  only 
produce  abiding  fruits  of  righteousness  among  those  who  have  been 
exercised  thereby !  But  it  is  matter  of  rejoicing  thankfulness  that 
such  readiness  to  aid  has  been  generally  manifested. 

The  sad  news  that  war  had  broken  out  on  the  continent  of 
Europe  will  now  render  us  uneasy  for  a  wholeyear,  and  fill  us  with 
anxiety  respecting  ouiwcongregations  there.  Tet  we  earnestly  trust 
that  the  Lord  wifl  be  their  Shield  and  Protector. 

As  regards  oiirselves,  there  has  been  no  lack  of  trials  in  our 
domestic  circle  during  the  past  twelvemonth.  On  the  13th  of 
November  last,  Sr.  Barsoe  had  a  stroke,  which  affected  her  right 
side.  Though  the  attack  subsequently  subsided,  she  remained  weak. 
At  length  in  April  she  became  t^o  seriously  ill  of  a  malignant  bilious 
fever  that  we  despaired  of  her  life.  The  Lx)rd,  however,  blessed  the 
means  employed  so  far  that  our  esteemed  sister,  though  still  feeble, 
is  able  witn  her  husband  to  undertake  the  voyage  to  Europe. 

On  the  28th  of  the  same  month  it  pkased  the  Lord  to  call  hence 
the  infant  daughter  of  Br.  and  Sr.  Mortensen,  after  a  few  days* 
sickness.  In  the  same  month  Br.  and  Sr.  Hirt  were  called  upon  to 
realize  how  trying  it  is  to  have  severe  illness  without  the  possibility 
of  obtaining  medical  advice.  After  the  birth  of  a  healthy  daughter 
on  the  30th,  Sr.  Hirt  was  attacked  by  an  affection  of  the  brain.  We 
expected  her  dissolution,  but  were  graciously  permitted  to  experience 
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that  the  Lord  is  a  verr  present  help  in  time  of  trouble,  and  answers 
the  prayers  of  His  afficted  people.  In  this  case  He  helped  us  be- 
yona  what  we  could  ask  or  think,  graciously  restoring  our  dear 
sister  to  health. 

In  our  congregation,  warnings  were  not  wanting.  Last  October 
a  sad  erent  occurred.  A  young  single  woman,  named  Clara,  went  with 
some  others,  on  the  9th  of  that  month,  to  gather  berries.  While  thus 
engaged,  she  was  attacked  by  five  savage  dogs,  and,  as  there  was 
not  any  stone  or  other  means  of  defence  at  hand,  this  unfortunate 
woman  was  so  dreadfully  torn,  that  she  expired  before  some  men 
who  had  hurried  to  her  aid  could  reach  the  spot.  This  sudden  death 
was  so  much  the  more  distressing  to  us,  as  this  young  woman  was 
one  of  those  who  live  in  carelessness  respecting  the  salvation  of  their 
souls.  The  occurrence  seemed  to  make  but  a  transient  impression 
on  the  congregation. 

The  scarcity  of  foxes  and  seals  in  the  spring  was  also  a  serious 
warning  for  the  people.  We  strove  to  improve  it  by  urging  on 
them  the  importance  of  laying  by  stores  in  time  of  plenty  for  such 
seasons  of  scarcity,  and  particularly  by  leading  them  to  consider 
what  the  Lord  would  teach  them  by  such  dispensations.  We  trust 
our  efibrts  were  not  altogether  in  vain. 

The  winter  was  only  moderately  cold,  and  the  general  health  was 
tolerably  good.  The  few  deaths  which  occurred  were  of  aged  persons, 
or  such  as  had  long  been  ill 

Twice  in  the  course  of  the  winter  the  congregation-council  was 
assembled.  On  these  occasions  the  subjects  discussed  were  the  con- 
struction of  a  more  convenient  road  to  the  church,  measures  for  the 
securing  of  greater  cleanliness — or  rather,  less  uncleanliness — in  and 
about  the  dwellings,  the  necessity  of  proper  partitions  between  the 
sleeping-places  in  the  houses,  Ac.  In  the  sequel  we  were  able  to 
see  that  several  good  results  were  attained.  Hence  we  shall  not 
fail,  from  time  to  time,  to  hold  such  assemblies. 

But  what  shall  we  report  respecting  the  spiritual  course  of  our 
congregation  P  It  is  often  trying  to  us  to  have  to  make  almost  the 
same  statements  one  year  after  the  other,  and!  to  report  no  striking 
triumphs  gained  by  the  gospel  over  the  power  of  sin.  None  could 
desire  to  do  this  more  than  we,  who  frequently  have  to  lament  that  our 
testimony  is  attended  with  so  little  result.  Often  does  it  seem  to  us 
that  we  labour  in  vain,  and  spend  our  strength  for  nought.  Yea,  it 
sometimes  appears  as  though  we  were  most  frequently  disappointed 
in  cases  which  had  seemed  to  us  the  most  hopeful.  Itegardmg  the 
past  year,  we  have  once  again  to  state  that,  amid  many  proofs  of 
carelessness  and  lock  of  spiritual  life,  there  are  also,  thanss  be  to 
Ood,  not  a  few  tokens  that  the  powerful  influences  of  the  Holy 
Spirit  are  not  exercised  in  vain.  Declarations  at  the  speakings,  and 
on  sick  beds — of  which  our  diary  affords  details — are  calculated 
to  encourage  us. 

Nor  have  we  the  gratification  of  giving  a  cheering  report  of 
the  Orphan  Asylum  for  the  past  year.  In  reference  to  this  en- 
terprise as  to  many  other  things,  we  have  to  observe  with  pain 
how  great  is  still  the  power  of  darkness,  preventing  these   poor 
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people  from  recognising  what  concerns  their  true  welfare.  The 
congregation  do  not  in  ^en^ral  look  on  this  arrangement  as  a  benefit. 
On  the  contrary,  they  view  it  to  some  extent  as  an  infringement  on 
their  rights,  as  they  are  thereby  depriyed  of  the  services  of  those 
whom  they  formerly  employed  without  giving  them  the  proper  returns. 
Even  the  poor  children  are  foolish  enough  to  prefer  a  life  marred  by 
dirt  and  irant  of  all  comfort,  but  without  any  restraint,  to  that  which 
is  offered  them  amid  the  comparative  comforts  of  the  asylum.  We 
Lave  been  obliged  to  threaten  to  make  use  of  stringent  measures 
gainst  such  as  take  into  their  houses  any  of  these  runaway  children. 
Tinder  these  circumstances  but  little  has  been  accomplished.  Tet 
we  are  thankful  to  mention  two  children,  Emily  and  Eudolph,  who 
have  distinguished  themselves  by  their  superior  obedience  and 
docility.  We  do  indeed  cherish  the  hone  that  good  and  abiding 
fruit  will  still,  by  the  blessing  of  the  Lora,  be  produced  from  these 
efforts.  But  we  cannot  share  the  expectation,  hinted  at  in  your 
esteemed  Circular,  that  this  institution  will  ever  be  chiefly  sup- 
-ported  by  the  freewill  contributions  of  the  natives.  Hardly  an 
Eskimo  would  be  ready  to  give  to  such  an  object.  We  regret  this 
all  the  more,  because  what  the  foster-parents  and  the  orphans  have 
earned  has  been  trifling  in  comparison  with  the  outlay.  We  should 
be  glad  to  knovr  your  views  on  this  subject  next  jear. 

With  the  earnest  prayer  that  the  Lord  would  give  us  true  wisdom 
and  ability  to  cany  on  His  work  here,  and  to  tend  this  flock 
according  to  His  will,  we  commend  ourselves  anew  to  your  brotherly 
remembrance  and  intercessions.

Hebbon,  Au^t  BOA,  1866. 

We  received  your  brotherly  Circular,  together  with  the  other 
letters  from  home,  on  the  evening  of  the  6th  inst.  and  took  a  speedy 
opportunity  to  assemble  for  its  perusaL  On  the  same  occasion 
we  rendered  our  heartfelt  thanks  to  the  Lord  for  the  protection 
so  graciously  afforded  to  the  ship  and  all  on  board. 

From  all  the  accounts  we  have  received,  it  would  appear  that  the 
present  is  a  time  of  trouble,  in  which  it  is  of  peculiar  importance  to 
ob^  the  exhortation  to  "work  while  it  is  day."  Well  might  we  look 
forward  to  the  future  with  anxiety,  but  that  vre  have  the  comfort  to 
know  that  the  Lord  ruleth  over  all,  and  that  without  Hia  will  not  a 
hair  of  His  people's  heads  shall  perish. 

It  was  with  deep  sympathy  that  we  heard  of  the  trials  which 
have  been  permitted  to  be&l  our  fellow-labourers  and  their  flocks 
in  South  Africa  and  on  the  Mosquito  Coast,  and  it  is  our  earnest 
prayer  that  the  Lord  would  look  on  them  in  mercy,  and  once  more 
**  establish  the  work  of  His  hands  upon  them.  '* 

One  porticm  of  your  interesting  communication  which  particu* 
larly  attracted  our  attention  was  that  which  related  to  the  separa- 
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tion  of  the  trade  fi-om  the  mission.  The  desirability  of  such  a  step 
appears  to  have  been  discussed  in  various  parts  of  tlie  mission-field, 
and,  no  doubt,  as  vrill  always  be  the  case  m  such  matters,  opinions 
have  been  different.  Now,  however,  the  experiment  is  actually  to  be 
tried  in  Labrador,  and  the  experience  of  the  next*  few  years  will 
decide  what  course  is  best.  That  the  new  order  of  things  is  to  be 
introduced  by  Br.  C.  Linder  is  satisfactory  to  all,  and  we  will  gladly 
do  our  best  to  proniote  the  objects  in  view. 

In  order  to  retain  firm  footing  at  Saeglek,  on  account  both  of 
its  importance  to  our  people  us  a  fishing-ground,  and  the  advan- 
tage of  holding  it  as  a  point  of  contact  with  the  yet  remaining 
heathen  in  the  north,  we  sent  thither  in  spring  a  small  house  which 
bad  been  framed  here  for  the  purpose.  We  nave  been  glad  to  hear  that 
Br,  Linder  has  been  commissioned  to  occupy  this  important  position. 
For  the  missionaries  who  will  have  to  take  up  their  occasional  resi- 
dence there,  it  will  be  no  light  task  to  have  to  live  nt  a  spot  which 
has  fewer  attractions  than  almost  any  spot  on  our  coast.  But  the 
people  who  reside  in  that  neighbourhood  in  the  summer  could  be 
more  easily  visited  from  Saeglek  than  from  here.  Access  to 
the  heathen  about  Nachvak  would  also  be  facilitated.  Hence  we 
shall  gladly  do  all  we  can  to  aid  in  the  prosecution  of  Br.  Linder's 
object,  and  supplicate  the  blessing  of  the  Lord  on  all  that  may  be 
done  for  His  name's  sake. 

As  regards  ourselves  and  our  circumstances  during  the  past  year 
we  have  to  testify  that  the  Lord's  mercies  were  daily  new,  and  His 
faithfulness  great.  His  name  be  praised  that  He  graciously  pre- 
served us  and  our  people  from  epidemic  disease,  and  want. 

Though  the  spiritual  course  of  the  congregation  was  not  always 
to  His  praise,  and  we  have  often  had  to  mourn  over  such  as  had 
left  the  narrow  way  of  life,  we  have  yet  had  occasion  to  observe  some 
instances  in  which  the  Holy  Spirit  has  discovered  to  sinners  their 
lost  condition,  and  led  them  to  Jesus,  the  Saviour  of  the  lost.  A 
case  of  this  kind  was  that  of  a  voung  woman  named  Faningayak, 
who  was  admitted  to  baptism  at  Whitsuntide. 

An  apparent  awakening  among  some  young  people  which  mani- 
fested itself  last  autumn,  seems  to  have  passed  away  without  abiding 
results.  Whether  it  was  of  God  or  of  man  we  know  not.  It 
appears  that  a  young  unbaptized  man,  named  Paksauk,  declared  he 
had  received  from  God  the  command  to  preach  repentance  to  the 
people.  This  commission  he  began  to  discharge  towards  his  own 
relatives,  and  then  proceeded  to  address  others.  Some  of  them, 
however,  declined  to  follow  his  advice,  particularly  as  his  own  con- 
duct had  been  such  as  to  lead  to  his  be^in^  put  out  of  the  candidates' 
class.  Tet  he  appeared  penitent  for  his  fall,  and  thus  practised 
what  he  preachea.  Some  persons  listened  to  his  admonitions,  and 
came  to  us  confessing  their  sins  with  tears.  We  did  not  -emit  to 
admonish  those  persons  not  to  be  satisfied  virith  merely  external 
signs  of  penitence,  but  to  confess  their  sins  also  to  our  Saviour,  and 
seek  His  pardon.  Much  as  we,  on  the  one  hand,  rejoiced  at  this 
occurrence,  we  were  pained,  on  the  other,  by  observing  the  va- 
riety of  the  bonds  and  fetters  employed  by  the  enemy  of  souls  to 
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draw  away  to  himself  those  uho  are  our  Saviour's  rightful  property. 
It  was  no  longer  any  wonder  to  us  that  so  raaiiy  young  people  mani- 
fest little  desire  to  receive  the  gospel.  Yet  He  who  came  to  seek 
and  save  the  lost  gains  access  to  some  henrts.  This  we  find  at  the 
bed  of  death,  and  in  times  of  sickness  or  other  distress. 

Eespecting  those  who  have  departed  this  life  in  the  course  of  the 
twelvemonth,  we  have  reason  to  hope  that  our  Saviour  has  trans* 
planted  them  to  His  heavenly  kingdom. 

We  deeply  felt  the  loss  of  our  aged  and  venerable  helper- 
brother  Nicodemus.  On  the  2(5th  of  October  last  he  expired,  trust- 
ing in  the  Lord. 

His  place  as  chapel-servant  has  been  taken  by  Isaac,  who  for  a 
long  time  has  played  the  organ  in  our  services. 

A  poor  orphan  boy  came  to  his  end  suddenly,  in  consequence  of 
the  ice  breaking  under  him.  He  was  still  alive  when  taken  out  of 
the  water,  and  every  effort  was  made  for  his  recovery,  but  in  vain. 

The  speakings  with  those  under  our  charge  have  tended  to  shew 
us  how  Kur  our  congregation  is  from  being  "  without  spot  or  wrinkle 
or  any  such  thing.  Yet,  amid  much  that  was  distressing,  encourag- 
ing features  were  not  wanting.  We  would  hope  that  such  solemn 
seasons  as  Christmas,  the  Passion- week,  and  Whitsuntide,  in  the 
observance  of  which  the  whole  congregation  had  an  opportunity  for 
edification,  may  have  had  the  effect  of  drawing  them  closer  to  Him 
whose  they  are. 

We  should  further  observe  that  the  children  regularly  attended 
the  schools  all  through  the  winter.  The  examination  which  was 
held  at  Easter  proved  that  the  labour  expended  on  them  has  not 
been  in  vain.  The  majority  could  read  the  Eskimo  Bible  with  ease, 
and  many  had  made  evident  improvement  in  writing  and  ciphering. 
After  the  examination  we  had  the  pleasure  to  distribute  among 
them  the  presents  sent  from  Europe  for  this  purpose,  which  caused 
great  joy. 

In  the  course  of  the  winter  we  were  also  enabled  to  assist  poor 
widows  and  orphans  by  means  derived  from  the  same  source.  The 
recipients  were  most  tnankful,  and  suppliciited  for  their  benefactors 
rich  blessings  from  the  Giver  of  every  ^ood  and  perfect  cift. 

Of  our  own  domestic  circle  we  can  repeat,  with  thankfulness  to 
God,  that  we  have  been  preserved  in  good  health,  with  the  exception 
of  little  Budolph  Schneider,  whose  deucate  state  caused  his  parents 
some  anxiety. 

We  hope  this  year  to  obtain  a  better  return  from  our  garden 
than  we  had  last  year. 

Commending  ourselves  and  our  congregation  anew  to  your  kind

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GREENLAND. 

The  intelligence  from  this  portion  of  the  Lord's  vineyard  is  more 
copious  tlian  usual,  and  will  be  found  of  an  interesting  character, 
though  not  containing  any  very  striking  or  unusual  features. 

The  general  tone  of  the  reports  from  all  the  stations  is  encourag- 
ing ;  proofs  of  the  continued  blessing  of  the  Head  of  the  Church 
resting  on  the  congregations  gathered  from  among  the  Ghreenlanders 
were  not  wanting  at  any  of  the  stations,  which  the  Brethren  thank- 
fully acknowledge,  while  regretting  that  the  fruits  of  righteousness 
are  not  as  plentifully  manifested  as  they  should  be. 

During  the  winter  mild  weather  prevailed  at  all  the  stations, 
strikingly  so  in  the  north,  as  is  mentioned  by  the  Bm.  Schneider  and 
Uellner,  with  regard  Jo  Neio  Sermhui,  Umanak,  and  LichtenfeU, 
Hunting  and  fishing  operations  could  be  carried  on  by  the  natives  to 
a  far  greater  extent  than  in  most  years,  and  they  had  in  coqsequence 
an  ample  supply  of  the  ordinary  necessaries  of  life. 

Outward  prosperity  appears  to  have  had  a  decidedly  beneficial 
effect  on  the  Oreenlanders ;  not  only  were  they  more  pleasing  in 
their  general  conduct,  but  the  good  attendance  at  church  and  school 
indicated  an  increased  appreciation  of  the  means  of  grace  and  the 
advantages  of  instruction.  At  Igdhrpait  especially,  it  is  stated  by 
Br.  Warmow,  that  the  number  of  communicants  had  considerably 
increased,  while  the  class  of  those  temporarily  excluded  from  church- 
fellowship  had  diminished. 

The  new  church  at  Igdlorpait  was  opened  in  October,  1865  j  the 
erection  of  a  new  school-house  was  soon  to  be  commenced. 

Attempts  which  were  made  to  induce  heathen  Greenlanders  from  the 
East  Coast,  who  had  come  on  a  trading  expedition  to  within  a  short 
distance  of  Fredrichsthal,  to  settle  down  near  the  station  within 
the  sound  of  the  Gospel,  proved  quite  inefiectual.  We  trust  that 
before  long,  however,  the  time  will  come,  when  these  poor  deluded 
people  will  follow  the  example  of  many  of  th^ir  countrymen,  and 
opening  their  hearts  to  the  influence  of  Qod*s  Holy  Spirit,  may 
become  children  of  Ood,  through  futh  in  Christ  Jesus. 


From  Br,  0,  G.  Hebbrich. 

New  Hebbkhvt,  May  2nd,  1866. 
It  affords  me  much  pleasure  to  report  favourably  of  our  work  during 
the  past  year.    The  Lord's  blessing  has  been  richly  granted,  and  we 
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fed  deeply  grateful  to  ffim  for  His  undeseryed  mercy.  The  winter 
has  been  unusually  mild,  aud  Beab  have  been  taken  all  through  the 
winter,  which  is  a  most  unusual  event  in  this  country.  There  was  also 
an  abundance  of  fish  and  sea-birds,  so  that  our  people  lived  in  the 
midst  of  plenty.  I  am  very  glad  to  say,  too,  that  tne^r  did  not  fail 
to  recognize  gratefiilly  the  Lord's  hand  in  the  bountiful  provision 
they  enjoyed,  and  shewed  their  gratitude  by  earnestly  striving  to 
walk  in  His  ways.  We  have  not  had  a  single  case  of  exclusion  n*om 
church-membership  during  the  winter. 

The  general  state  of  heiQl^  was  ^ood;  but  we  had  to  deplore  the 
loss  of  three  active  men,  who  perished  at  sea  when  fishing.  One  of 
them  was  employed  as  teacher  at  Komok,  and  another  had  received 
special  instruction  in  hopes  of  becoming  useful  in  the  same  way. 
W  ith  regard  to  the  spiritual  state  of  both  these,  our  minds  are  quite 
easy,  as  we  have  eveir  reason  to  believe  that  they  were  followers  of 
Jesus,  well  prepared  for  death. 

July  15M,  1866. 

"We  were  much  interested  to  hear  of  the  commencement  of  an 
orphan  asylum  at  Okak,  in  Labrador,  and  trust  that  the  Lord's 
blessing  may  rest  on  the  undertaking.  Here,  the  superintendents  of 
the  factories  see  to  it  that  such  girls  are  placed  with  relatives  and 
friends  who  vrill  take  care  of  them ;  -they  also  supply  the  boys  with 
kayaks  free  of  charge  as  long  as  they  are  unable  to  provide  for 
themselves.  But  there  still  remain  many  whose  fathers  will  not  or 
cannot  afford  to  purchase  boats  for  their  sons,  chiefly  because  they 
will  not  deny  themselves  the  enjoyment  of  the  various  European  ar- 
ticles of  luxury,  to  which  they  have  become  accustomed. 

Eecent  publications,  in  the  Danish  language,  attribute  the  back- 
ward condition  of  the  Greenlanders  almost  entirely  to  the  Christian 
Missions  which  have  been  established  in  the  country,  and  especially 
those  of  our  Church.  It  is  boldly  stated,  that  "  it  would  be  better 
for  this  people  if  they  had  been  permitted  to  remain  undisturbed  in 
their  heathenism  ;  that  the  translation  of  the  Scriptures  into  Qreen- 
landic  was  a  useless  pastime  for  the  missionaries,  &c."  Our  eipe- 
rience  certainly  leads  to  a  very  different  conclusion,  and  we  shall 
continue  patiently  to  preach  the  despised  Gospel,  which  is,  after  all, 
the  power  of  God  unto  salvation,  whatever  other  effects  men  of  the 
world  may  ascribe  to  it.

Umawak,  March  XZth,  1866. 
We  have  had  a  more  pleasant  and  prosperous  winter  season  than  I 
have  known  since  my  residence  in  this  country.  The  sea  was  almost 
constantly  open,  so  that  the  Greenlanders  could  hunt  the  seal  with- 
out let  or  hindrance.  The  greatest  cold  was  on  the  20th  of  January, 
when  the  thermometer  shewed  55  degrees  below  zero  of  Fahrenheit. 
Snow  fell  in  very  large  quantities  during  the  season.  On  the  21st 
of  February,  while  almost  all  the  men  were  out  at  sea,  a  violent  storm 
arose,  and  all  were  in  imminent  danger.  Two  young  men  met  with 
an  untimely  end  on  this  occasion.     One  of  them,  Clmstian,  a  son  of 
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our  former  native  helper,  Bertel,  was  an  active  and  useful  teacher  at 
Komok,  and  the  sole  support  of  his  widowed  mother.  When  the 
storm  overtook  them,  he  and  his  companion  hastened  to  reach  the 
ice  along  the  shore,  in  hopes  of  thence  reaching  the  knd.  One  of 
them  capsized  with  his  kAjak,  but  was  righted  by  his  elder  brother, 
who  happened  to  be  near  at  hand.  These  three  young  men  suc- 
ceeded in  reaching  land,  but  being  unable  to  proceed  homewards  on 
account  of  the  furious  snow-storm  that  was  raging,  two  were  frozen 
to  death,  and  the  other  only  just  saved  by  some  men  who  came  in 
search  of  the  missing  ones.  This  man  stated  that  Christian  had 
departed  this  life  peacefully  and  happily,  commending  his  soul  to 
the  Saviour,  in  whom  he  placed  his  sole  confidence. 

July  l^th,  1866. 

The  intelligence  of  Missionary  Brethren  in  the  Tropics  suffering 
from  fever,  frequently  disabled  for  a  time,  if  not  altogether,  makes 
a  peculiar  impression  on  us,  who  are  labouring  in  arctic  regions.  On 
the  whole,  with  exception  of  rheumatic  affections,  wliich  of^n  prove 
troublesome  in  advanced  years,  we  enjoy  very  good  health ;  indeed, 
it  is  a  rare  case  that  one  of  us  is  even  temporarily  laid  aside  by 
serious  illness  of  any  kind.  But  we  feel  the  iufluence  of  our  sur- 
rounding, this  land  and  its  various  peculiarities,  in  a  manner  that  is 
often  painful,  and  are  often  inclined  to  inquire  whether  it  is  really  a 
healthy  state  in  which  we  are,  or  only  an  appearance  of  life.  The 
want  of  change  of  scene  and  of  civilized  society,  the  natural  slowness 
and  dulness  of  intellect  that  characterizes  the  Greenlander,  the 
deathlike  appearance  of  nature  around  us,  the  absence  of  the  stimulus 
of  sound  and  intelligent  Christian  influence — all  these  cannot  fail  to 
have  an  injurious  effect  on  mind  and  spirit,  and  this  increasingly  the 
longer  our  period  of  service  continues.  Hence  it  is  that  visits  of 
Christian  friends,  as  that  of  Messrs.  Sharp  and  Penney,  in  1864,  are 
so  exceedingly  valuable  to  us  and  our  people  ;  hence  it  is,  too,  that 
we  are  induced  to  request  our  Brethren  and  fHends  at  home  to  pray 
earnestly  on  our  behalf,  that  we  may  be  "  strengthened  with  all  might 
in  the  inner  man." 

In  the  spring  I  was  able  to  undertake  a  visiting  tour  to  the  people 
at  the  outlying  fishing  places  near  New  Herrnhut,  and  was  on  the 
whole  encouraged  by  what  I  saw  and  heard.  School-work  is  very 
lar  from  satisfiictory  in  man^  respects,  even  when  it  is  carried  on  by 
the  most  able  and  conscientious  of  our  teachel*s,  and  there  is  a  strong 
temptation  to  remain  at  each  place,  and  take  a  personal  share  in  in- 
troducing improvements.  But  time  does  not  admit  of  this,  nor 
indeed  would  it  be  wise  to  extend  such  a  journey  a  day  beyond  what 
is  absolutely  necessary,  on  account  of  the  constant  exposure  to  wet 
and  cold,  which  is  xmavoidably  connected  with  it.  Of  course  a  hasty 
visit  of  this  kind  does  not  give  one  as  true  and  complete  an  idea  of 
the  spiritual  state  of  the  people  as  when  they  are  constantly  under 
our  eyes ;  but  there  appeared  to  me  much  cause  for  thankfulness  to 
the  Lord  for  the  work  of  grace  which  he  continues  to  carry  on  in 
the  hearts  of  these  Qreenlanders. 

We  were  much  encouraged  by  the  gratitude  expressed  by  many 
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of  our  people  for  our  supplying  them  with  the  means  of  grace ;  thej 
made  a  good  use  of  them,  attmding  very  regularly,  as  long  as  they 
lived  at  the  station.  0ur  social  gatherings  on  Sunday  evening  have 
been  continued,  and  proved  pleaaant,  and,  I  trust,  profitable.  On 
Palm  Sunday  five  persons  were  confirmed. 

During  late  summer  andeariy  autumn  I  was  much  engaged  inl^e 
erection  of  a  storehouse,  a  time-taking  and  laborious  oeoupation,  as 
I  had  to  be  architect,  builder,  mason,  and  carpenter  at  the  same 
time.  Hie  work  was  completed  in  time  to  allow  of  my  making  the 
usual  visits  to  the  out-stattons.

Oood  efl^ts  of  the  finvoiirable  season  for  hunting  and  fishing  which 
we  have  enjoyed,  were,  as  regarcb  our  people,  the  improved  attend- 
ance at  school  and  chape],  and  increased  diligence  and  liveliness  of 
mind  and  body.  The  Greeulanders  were  fur  more  pleasant  to  deal  with 
under  such  drcumstanees,  which  is,  indeed,  scarcely  to  be  wondered 
at.  The  training-school  for  youths  was  conducted,  as  usual,  from 
October  to  May,  after  which  time  the  pupils  were  constantly  absent 
on  fishing  expeditions  all  day,  and  onen  a  considerable  portion  of 
the  night — ^tibough  we  have  no  real  night  from  May  to  the  t>ee;inning 
cf  Angust.  This  is  in  some  measure  a  counterlmlapce  to  the  long, 
dreary  winter,  when  we  see  very  lit^  of  the  sun.  Indeed,  for  more 
than  a  month  the  sun  never  shines  into  our  rooms,  and  for  three 
months  we  only  get  an  occasional  brief  glimpse  of  it,  as  a  mountain 
hides  it  from  our  view. 

At  this  station  there  is  more  poverty  to  be  observed  than  at  the 
ethers,  partly  because  of  the  large  number  of  destitute  widows  and 
orphans  that  have  to  be  provided  fiyr.  Last  year  i^ain  two  large 
families  were  left  quite  unprovided  for,  by  the  loss  of  the  fathers  at 
sea.  An  orphan  institution,  like  that  commenced  at  Okak,  in  Labra- 
dor, must  be  most  useful,  if  it  can  provide  work  for  the  girls,  who 
are  so  often  left  to  spend  their  time  in  idleness.  As  for  the  boys, 
they  soon  take  to  their  fishing  and  hunting — government  providing 
orphans  with  kayaks  and  needful  apparatus.  This  arrangement  is, 
of  course,  a  great  benefit  to  the  people ;  it  woqld  be  infinitely  better 
for  them,  however,  if  government,  instead  of  providing  them  with  all 
s<Mrts  of  European  articles  of  luxury  in  food,  would  keep  away  froi|fi 
them,  as  much  as  oossible,  the  temptation  to  spend  their  scanty 
earnings  in  the  purcnase  of  these  things.

LiGHTKKAV,  Septewher  Ut^  1806. 

The  course  of  this  congregation  daring  the  past  year  has  been  very 
quiet  and  undisturbed ;  and  we  have  nothing  of  Ji  striking  nature  to 
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report.  We  see  a  great  deal  of  the  power  of  Satan  in  the  hearts  of 
our  people,  but  also  manifestations  of  the  influence  of  God's  grace, 
which  frees  from  the  bondage  of  the  wicked  one.  As  proof  of  the 
latter,  we  may  mention  a  very  encouraging  attendance  at  chapel,  and 
increased  appreciation  of  all  the  means  of  grace.  Our  people  living 
within  araaius  often  to  twenty  miles  fi*om  this  station,  to  the  num- 
ber of  about  800,  have  been  more  diligent  than  hitherto  in  coming 
here  to  the  public  services,  when  the  weather  and  the  sea  permitted. 
The  schools  nave  been  carried  on  with  regularity  and  improved  attend- 
ance, though  without  very  brilliant  results  bemg  attained  at  the  out- 
stations,  where  natives  have  charge  of  them.  These  are  pleasing 
signs  of  life,  from  which  we  take  encouragement  to  persevere  in  our 
work  for  the  Lord,  trusting  that  a  continuance  of  His  blessing  will 
be  graciously  vouchsafed  to  us.  Ue  only  knows  how  much  real 
-  spiritual  life  there  is  at  the  foundation  of  these  outward  manifesta- 
tions. May  He  preserve  us  from  too  readily  concluding  from  them 
that  all  is  well,  and  on  the  other  hand  from  losing  faith,  and  hope, 
and  courage,  when  we  do  not  see  them  so  plainly  as  we  wish. 

We  were  thankfrd  to  learn  that  the  proposal  to  introduce  free  trade 
into  this  country  had  not  been  carried  in  the  Danish  Parliament ; 
and  that  Qreenland,  therefore,  remains  a  possession  of  the  Crown, 
and  the  trade  a  royal  monopoly.  Whatever  may  be  said  in  favour 
of  free  trade  elsewhere,  I  feel  convinced  that  here  the  results  would 
be  disastrous :  the  Oreimlanders,  who  inhabit  about  lOiK)  miles  of 
the  coast,  only  numbering  9000  souls,  would  dwindle  away  like  the 
Indian  tribes  in  North  Africa. 

Our  Qreenlanders  were  not  a  little  astonished  to  hear  of  the  war 
t)n  the  continent  of  Europe :  they  cannot  understand  how  Christians 
can  fight  and  destroy  one  another  with  terribly  murderous  weapons. 
Gb*eenland  is  so  situated  that  its  inhabitants  cannot  come  in  hostile 
•contact  with  any  other  nation.  If  you  tell  them  that  war  is  sent  by 
God  as  a  judgment  on  the  nations,  they  feel  themselves  highly  flat- 
tered, and  congratulate  themselves  on  their  virtues  as  a  nation,  which 
<lo  not  make  such  a  judgment  needful  for  them !

lilCHTEKAF,  AuffU9ty  2(Hh,  1866. 
The  Greenlanders  are,  on  the  whole,  a  people  with  whom  intercourse 
is  easy  ;  they  like  to  talk  with  you  about  their  hunting  and  flshing 
operations,  and  the  like.  If  you  broach  religious  s\u)jects  many 
pretend  not  to  understand  what  you  say,  to  avoid  the  necessity  of 
giving  answers  to  questions  they  would  rather  r^pt  be  asked ;  but  on 
the  other  hand  there  are  many  who  really  love  the  Saviour,  and 
strive  to  walk  in  His  wa^s :  many  more  possess  a  fair  knowledge  of 
the  truth,  but  do  not  live  in  obedience  to  it.  It  is  often  encouraging 
to  see,  in  cases  of  death,  that  some  of  our  people  really  lived  in  closer 
union  with  the  Lord  than  we  had  ventured  to  suppose.  In  general, 
however,  onrxk)ngregation  bears  the  character  of  a  hospital,  in  which 
all  inmates  are  more  or  less  patients. 
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The  external  wants  of  the  Oreenlanders  are  few  in  number  and 
easily  supplied ;  there  are  fishing-places  close  at  hand,  where  a  man 
in  his  kayak  can  soon  catch  as  many  fish  as  he  wants  for  his  family 
for  several  days.  The  drawback  to  tliis  is,  that  the  youn^  people 
often  have  a  good  deal  of  leisure  time  at  their  disposal,  which  it  is 
very  hard  to  induce  them  to  employ  in  a  profitable  manner.  It  is  a 
matter  of  regret  too,  that  the  kayak-sailors  here  have  of  late  aban- 
doned the  more  trying  work  of  seal- hunting  in  a  great  measure,  in 
consequence  of  which  they  feel  a  scarcity  of  solid  food,  and  skins  for 
warm  clothing  and  the  covering  for  their  boats  and  kayaks.  The 
Danish  government  does  much  to  improve  their  condition  externally, 
making  provision  for  widows  and  orphans,  and  stimulating  to  inm- 
vidual  exertion  by  offering  prizes  to  those  who  seek  no  assistance 
during  the  winter.  A  man  who  possesses  a  kayak  receives  one  shil- 
ling ;  one  who  has  a  kayak  and  a  gun,  a  higher  sum  ;  and  one  who 
has  a  kayak,  boat  and  gun,  and  m  addition  perhaps  provides  a 
home  for  widows  and  or^ians,  receives  as  much  as  twenty  to  twenty- 
four  shillings.  The  intention  is,  that  the  Greenlanders  should,  by 
this  money,  be  the  better  able  to  keep  their  hunting  and  fiBhing 
apparatus  in  order,  and  thus  provide  the  more  blubber  and  furs  to 
the  factories ;  and  there  seems  to  be  no  doubt  that  this  end  is  at^- 
tained,  for  in  the  Julianenhaab  district  there  was  an  increase  of 
1300  casks  of  blubber  delivered,  in  exchange  for  goods,  by  the 
Greenlanders  to  the  factory.

loDLOBPAiT,  July  12th,  1866. 

1  his  station  was  commenced  in  August,  1864,  when  my  wife  and 
myself,  and  Br.  Amstadt,  pitched  our  tent  on  the  spot.  In  two 
months*  time  the  house  was  so  far  completed  as  to  admit  of  our 
taking  up  our  abode  in  it.  But  it  was  no  very  snug  residence,  for 
the  wood  used  was  very  wet,  having  been  towed  in  the  sea  for  a  dis- 
.tance  of  forty  to  fifty  miles ;  and  when  it  became  drv,  such  cracks 
appeared  in  the  walls,  that  a  protecting  screen  was  often  needed  to 
keep  a  candle  lighted  in  our  dwelling  room.  We  lived  there  very 
happHy  through  the  winter.  The  room  under  the  roof  and  a  small 
chamber  served  for  the  purposes  of  school-house  and  church,  but  the 
number  of  scholars  proved  so  large  that  we  were  obliged  to  try  and 
procure  means  for  the  erection  of  another  building  for  a  school,  and 
we  are  truly  thankful  to  the  Committee  of  the  London  Association 
for  kindly  granting  us  £12  for  this  purpose. 

The  summer  of  1865  was  devoted  to  the  work  of  completing  the 
dwelling-house  and  church.  The  latter  could  be  opened  for  public 
worship  on  tiie  10th  of  October.  Many  Greenlanders  assembled  on 
the  occasion,  and  expressed  great  pleasure  at  having  a  church  so 
near  them  :  several  Brethren  came  from  Lichtenau,  also  a  boat  full 
of  Greenlanders,  including  the  band.  On  the  morning  of  the  10th, 
the  band  awoke  us  with  a  selection  of  festive  chorales,  and  soon  after 
6ight  o'clock  the  bell  was  rung  for  the  first  time,  to  summon  our 
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people  to  the  opening  ceremony.  The  little  chapel  could  not  con- 
tain the  whole  congre',?ation,  and  many  stood  outside.  I  spo^e 
briefly  on  Ismah  xiy.  32 :  *'  The  Lord  hath  founded  Zion,  and  the 

C'  of  His-4>eople  shall  trust  in  it."  Then  we  knelt  down,  and 
ught  our  Lord  and  God,  the  great  Head  of  the  Ohurch,  to 
accompany  with  His  rich  blessing  the  proclamation  of  the  blessed 
Gospel  in  that  house.  We  concluded  our  festive  celebration  by 
partaking  of  the  Holy  Communion,  with  thankful  hearts  to  t^e  Lord 
for  the  time  of  refreshment  from  His  presence,  which  we  had  been 
permitted  to  enjoy. 

The  sdiool  has  been  regularly  attended  by  about  80  children ; 
besides  these,  several  adults  came  to  learn  to  read,  and  not  without 
yery  pleasing  results.  During  the  autcunn  22  persons  were  con- 
firmeo,  and  15  more  at  Easter ;  a  large  number,  considering  that  the 
whole  congregation  comprises  only  230  souls.  Several  of  these 
wo^d  have  been  confirmed  earli^,  but  were  vnable  to  get  to  Lich- 
tenau  for  instruction,  or  had  t«  .be  turned  back  when  candidates  on 
account  of  some  misccmduct  bn  their  part.  I  was  much  pleased 
with  most  of  them  while  giving  them  preparatory  instruction,  and 
believe  that  they  were  sincere  in  wisning  to  live  for  the  Lord. 
Many  of  our  people  appear  to  live  a  sort  of  dream-life,  as  regards 
spiritual  things,  not  taking  the  trouble  to  discern  between  good  and 
evily  but  content  to  exist  from  day  to  day  without  committing  great 
sins,  but  also  without  bringing  forth  any  of  the  fruits  of  righteous- 
ness ;  a  dass  of  believers  that  is  by  no  means  confined  to  the  Green- 
landers,  as  I  know  by  experience.  With  such  we  can  do  nothing 
but  shew  them  the  dangers  of  their  position,  and  direct  them  to  the 
Saviour. 

Of  the  majority  of  our  people,  however,  I  have  the  conviction  that 
they  love  the  Lord,  and  earnestly  seek  to  live  to  His  honour  and 
^lory.  We  cannot  read  the  heart,  and  mvst  therefore  be  very  di£B- 
dent  in  expressing  an  opinion  o£  the  spiritnal  state  of  our  people. 
But  it  is  pleasing  to  be  able  to  state  that,  as  fkr  as  we  can  judge, 
an  encouraging  improvement  has  taken  place  in  this  congregation 
within  the  lai^  two  years ;  the  numbear  of  conununicante  has  in- 
creased, fewer  persons  have  had  to  be  excluded,  and  the  attendance 
at  church  and  school  has  been  good.  We  shoiild  be  most  thankfol 
for  more  distinct  and  indubitable  evidences  of  spiritual  life  to 
strengthen  our  often  failing  faith.  But  we  must  not  forget  that 
we  have  only  to  sow,  and  it  is  Ch>d  who  giveth  the  increase.  May 
He  grant  grace  that  we  may  become  increasingly  strong  in  &ith  in 
Him,  and  zealous  in  woi^ng  for  Him. 

I  paid  several  visits  to  our  people  at  their  distant  fishing-places 
among  the  islands,  and  was  anew  moved  to  thank  GK>d  for  one 
striking  proof  of  the  effect  of  the  Gospel,  viz.,  the  comparative^ 
rare  occurrence  of  gross  immorality  among  the  GreenlimderB,  whose 
drcumstances  of  Me  appear  to  place  temptations  to  such  sins  very 
much  in  their  way. 

My  dear  wife  was  a  valuable  helpmate  in  the  school.  I  gave  two 
youtns  instruction  in  violin-playing  during;  the  winter,  ar.d  they 
are  now  able  to  lead  the  singing  in  our  services. 
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We  have  enjoyed  excellent  health  aSl  the  year  through,  which  is  a 
iiatter  of  thaahiulaeas  to  the  Lord ;  perhaps,  in  my  own  case,  the 
abundance  of  out-door  exercise  accounts  for  this  iu  some  measure, 
fbr  in  the  erection  of  the  buildiuge  here,  1  ^^a8  mason,  carpenter, 
builder  and  architect,  and  my  hammer  and  other  tools  were  fre- 
ouently  to  be  heard  from  three  or  lour  o'dook  in  the  morning, 
during  the  summer,  till  late  in  the  evening.  But  we  feel  truly 
thankful  that  the  Lord  haa  granted  us  success  and  encouragement 
inour  wori[.

FsEPEBiCKSTHAL,  July  24^A,  18GG. 

I  am  thankful  to  say  that  the  past  year  haa  been  a  prosperous  time 
for  us  and  our  people ;  the  state  of  health  was  in  general  good.  A 
kind  of  influeDsa  made  its  appearance  during  the  winter,  to  uhich 
some  young  children  at  the  out-stations  fell  victims.  As  for  myself^ 
having  attained  almost  to  the  close  of  my  G4th  year,  I  cannot  be 
surprised  to  find  my  powers  of  mind  and  body  gradually  failing. 

We  have  again  lost  some  able-bodied  men  by  accident  at  sea,  two 
having  perished  since  April  of  this  year,  A  married  brother  had 
the  misfortune  to  shoot  himself  by  falling  on  his  gun. 

You  will  not  hear  the  voice  of  complaint  from  Greenland  this 
year,  as  regards  externals,  for  G-od  has  given  us  a  time  of  plenty. 
Here  the  season  for  seal-catching  has  been  better  than  ever  before, 
and  the  factory  at  Juliauenhaab  supplied  two  brigs  with  full  cargoes^ 
embracing  8000  to  4000  barrels  of  blubber  and  oil.  The  spring  of 
this  year  was  less  favourable  for  the  seal-hunt,  in  consequence  of  the 
drift  ice  which  skirted  the  shore  for  many  weeks. 

In  the  course  of  last  winter  two  adult  persons  were  baptised,  but 
no  Greenlanders  from  the  East  Coast  have  come  to  take  up  their 
abode  with  us.  Some  came  to  Famiadluk,  but  instead  of  allowing 
themselves  to  be  persuaded  to  remain  here,  they  endeavoured  to  in- 
duce their  relatives,  who  have  been  resident  here  for  some  tim& 
back,  to  return  with  them  to  their  heathenish  homes.  I  am  thank- 
ful to  be  able  to  say  that  their  attempts  were  not  croi^'ned  with 
success.

Fii£n£EiCKSTHAL,  July  2Srd,  1866. 

During  the  early  part  of  the  autumn  of  1865  the  weather  was 
mild  and  pleasant ;  1  was  able  twice  to  go  to  Julianenhaab,  a  distance 
of  100  Engliah  miles,  to  fetdi  our  stores  which  had  been  left  there 
by  the  ship.  We  were  also  able  to  get  in  a  good  crop  of  grass, 
which  is  to  serve  as  winter-fodder  for  our  ten  goats.  The  garden- 
produce  too  was  plenti^l,  so  that  we  could  with  joyous  hearts  thank 
our  heavenly  Father  for  the  abundant  harvest  he  had  permitted  us 
to  reap.  As  for  the  Greenlanders,  the  prosperous  season  they  had 
enjoyed  in  spring  was  followed  by  one  equally  prosperous  in  the 
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autumn,  and  most  managed  to  fill  their  provision  store-houses,  or 
rather  caves,  and  live  in  plenty.  We  were  thankful  to  see  that  good 
times  had  a  beneficial  efiect  on  most  of  our  people. 

The  Christmas  season  was  celebrated  in  the  usual  manner,  and 
though  from  the  out*stations  fewer  could  come  than  was  the  catse  last 
year,  still  we  had  a  good  attendance  at  all  the  services,  and  believe 
that  the  Lord  did  not  withhold  His  rich  blessing. 

The  thermometer  indicated  no  very  great  degree  of  cold  all  through 
the  winter,  but  violent  gales  from  the  north  were  of  constant  occur- 
rence during  the  months  of  Deceillber,  January,  and  February,  and 
made  the  otherwise  unusually  moderate  cold  exceedingly  trying.  • 
In  our  school-room  we  sufierea  a  spreat  deal,  as  the  stove  cannot  well 
be  heated  on  account  of  the  smoke,  whenever  the  north  wind  blows 
strongly.  I  had  sole  charge  of  the  school  for  boys,  and  was  much 
gratified  with  the  diligence  and  general  good  behaviour  of  my  pupils ; 
some  of  them  are  very  pleasant  and  amiable,  and  dispky  not  a  little 
mental  capacity  :  they  like  to  visit  me  in  my  room,  where  I  shew 
them  pictmres,  and  endeavour  to  win  their  affections  and  lead  them  to 
the  Saviour. 

ITie  drift  ice  arrived  later  than  usual,  but  came  in  such  quantities 
towards  the  end  of  April,  that  all  the  fiordes  and  bays  wore  filled 
with  it ;  and  the  Qreenlanders  were  unable  to  s;o  out  in  their  kayaks. 
They  could  walk  across  thefiorde  here,  which  is  of  considerable  breadth, 
to  procure  roots,  Ac.  from  the  other  side.  This  state  of  things  con- 
tinued down  to  the  month  of  June,  and  every  day  groups  of  our 
people  were  to  be  seen  on  the  adjacent  hill,  looking  with  longing 
eyes  towards  the  distant  islands,  where  they  were  in  ^11  activity  at 
this  time  last  year.  They  were  able  to  reach  these  islands  subse- 
quently, and  caught  seals  enough  to  give  them  a  very  fair  provision 
fur  the  coming  winter. 

On  June  10th  Br.  Starik  and  I  set  out  in  our  boat  with  six  women- 
rowers  and  two  men  to  fetch  a  load  of  wood  from  the  Jasermiut- 
fiorde,  which  is  about  sixty  miles  distant.  In  consequence  of  con- 
trary A^dnd  we  did  not  reach  our  destination  until  the  morning  of  the 
fifth  day  ;  then  we  had  five  days  of  hard  manual  labour  in  coUecting 
and  cutting  the  wood,  and  a  sail  home  of  two  days.  The  weather 
was  very  beautiful,  the  scenery  in  the  fiorde  is  really  fine,  and  the 
change  of  living  in  a  tent  for  several  days,  with  hard  manual  labour 
ail  day  long,  very  enjoyable.  Such  outings  I  regard  as  my  Greenland 
holidays,  and  always  return  from  them  much  refreshed  m  mind  and 
body. 

I  little  thought  that  one  of  the  young  men  who  accompanied  us  to 
the  fiorde  woiud  soon  be  no  more  among  the  living.  But  so  it  is : 
last  Friday  morning  I  assisted  in  dragging  his  corpse  ashore.  He 
was  a  pleasant,  diligent,  and  well-behaved  young  man,  and  we  trust 
knew  and  loved  Jesus,  his  Saviour.  His  kayak  capsized  with 
him,  and  he  was  too  unskilled  a  sailor  to  be  able  to  right  himself 
again. 

O  that  the  Lord  would  breathe  of  His  Spirit  into  this  congrega- 
tion, that  we  and  our  people  might  stand  forth  as  living  proofs  of 
what  the  blood  of  Jesus  can  do  for  poor  sinners,  as  a  congregation 
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in  which  Qoi^B  precioas  promise  in  Ecekiel  xxxvi.  2G,  27,  had  been 
perfectly  fiilfillea :  **  A  new  heart  will  I  give  you,  and  a  new  spirit 
will  I  put  within  you,"  &e. 


SOUTH  AFRICA. 


OuB  intelligence  from  this  mission  is  this  time  limited  to  brief 
extracts  of  correspondence  and  diaries,  but  will  be  found  by  no  means 
devoid  of  interest.  Particulars  of  the  erection  of  a  house  for  school 
and  divine  worship  at  Wittkleybosch  near  Clarkson,  and  of  an  en- 
larged church  at  Mim  will  be  found  in  Br.  Weitz's  letter,  and  in  the 
diary  of  Elim.  Br.  A.  Brauer,  writing  from  Skilok  gives  some 
amusing  instances  of  the  selfish  cunning  of  the  natcves  among  whom 
the  missionaries  labour. 

It  is  matter  of  regret  that  the  general  distress  among  all  classes 
continues,  and  that  great  impoverishment  prevails  in  our  congrega- 
ticms.  The  ability  of  the  people  to  contribute  is  at  an  end,  as  they 
rather  need  aid  than  otherwise,  while  the  various  sources  from  which 
the  mission  has  hitherto  been  mainly  supported  have  been  rendered 
unproductive  from  the  same  causes.  Hence,  this  mission,  so  long 
self-sustaining,  appears  likely  to  become  increasingly  a  burden  to  the 
mission-fund.  May  the  Lord,  if  it  pleases  Him,  once  more  send 
prosperity ;  may  tribulation  have  blessed  results,  and  may  spiritual 
life  and  strength  abound,  even  amid  the  decay  of  earthly  resources ! 
Thus  much  we  confidently  believe,  that  He  who  has  helped  His 
servants  thus  fiir,  will  not  now  forsake  the  work  of  His  own  hands.

Clabksok,  Jufy  Zrd,  1866. 

With  reeard  to  the  work  recently  commenced  at  Wittkleybosch 
towards  which  the  Committee  of  the  London  Association  kindly 
made  us  a  grant  of  £70  sterling,  I  am  glad  to  be  able  to  report 
satisfactory  progress,  and  avail  myself  of  this  opportunity  of  expreas- 
ing  the  thanes  of  ^exj  many  for  the  kind  and  generous  manner  in 
which  our  Christian  nriends  in  Europe  respond^  to  our  appeal  for 
aid.  The  buildine  operations  are  completed,  the  chapel-school  is 
erected,  John  Zwdibanzi  has  been  located  there  for  ten  days,  preach- 
ing there  for  the  first  time  last  Sunday,  and  holding  a  short  service 
in  the  morning  and  evening  of  each  day. 

The  expense  has  exceeded  our  original  estimate,  but  I 
rejoice  to  say  that  no  debt  has  been  incurred.  Our  proposal  was 
to  postpone    building   operations   until   after   the  harvest,  owing 
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to  tlie  ttnprecedented  dryness  of  the  season^  which  dceamonad 
much  dif(tr«88  ik  this  pftrt  of  the  counti^,  as  well  as  in  othei*  parts  of 
the  colony.  We  had  noped  to  induce  many  of  our  Ckrkeon  people  to 
sive  their  labour,  as  their  aid  towards  this  missionary  work,  as  they 
had  done  when  the  school-house  at  Clarkson  was  in  course  of  opera- 
tion. Under  the  present  circumstances  it  was  quite  impossible  for 
the  majority  to  do  anything  more  than  provide  a  very  poor  living  for 
themselves  and  their  famflies.  We  had  i^so  reUed  on  obtaining 
considerable  assistance  from  the  Fingoos  themselves,  several  of 
whom  had  alreadjr  offered  their  services  in  the  work,  either  helping 
to  build  ot  boftrdmg  workmen  from  other  places.  Their  own  press- 
faig  wants  prevented  them  from  fulfilling  tiiar  intenl^ons.  Still  we 
mean  to  adhere  to  the  principle  of  demanding  payment  for  the  goodly 
pearl,  wherever  it  can  be  obtained.  Some  work  has  been  done  by 
them,  but  very  little  compared  with  what  they  promised,  and  would 
have  performed,  if  poverty  bad  not  disabled  very  man^  of  them. 

The  work  of  building  was  rend^ed  more  expensrre,  as  well  as 
more  difficult,  by  the  circumstance  that  all  materials  had  to  be  con- 
veyed to  the  spot  from  a  distance  of  ten  English  miles,  and  in 
carts  drawn  by  oxen.  All  our  horses,  with  one  exception,  fell  vic- 
tims to  some  singular  disease.  We  found  it,  therefore,  no  easy 
matter  to  superintend  the  building  operations,  with  no  oth^  means 
of  reaching  the  i^t  than  the  very  slow  ox-'waggon. 

On  the  19th  of  February  the  foimdation-stone  was  laid,  and  on 
the  21st  of  May  the  house  was  opened  for  services.  On  both  days 
a  large  company  was  assembled,  and  we  felt  much  encouragement  m 
casting  the  Gospel  net.  Many  of  oui^  people  from  Clarkson  were 
present,  whose  outward  appearance  formed  a  very  favourable  contrast 
to  that  of  the  hoatheli  Fin^^oos,  miik  their  painted  bodies,  onl^  par- 
tially covered.  The  Bev.  Mr.  Kupfemagel,  of  the  Berlin  Missionary 
Society,  took  part  with  us  in  the  festivities  at  the  laying  of  the 
foundation-stone.  The  earnest  prayer  of  our  old  Fingoo  helper, 
Manasseh,  evidently  made  a  deep  impression  on  his  heathen  country- 
men. At  the  opening,  we  were  glad  to  have  Br.  Kuehn  with  us  on 
his  tour  througn  the  mission-field  previous  to  leaving  for  Germany. 
The  house  was  decorated  with  flowers  and  garlands,  but  the  chief 
ornament  was  the  band  of  guests  who  had  come  from  the  highways 
and  hedges,  and  are  here  to  be  constantly  invited  to  become  enildren 
of  light.  Several  of  the  neighbouring  fit^mers  were  present^  and 
addmsed  the  assembly,  manii^sting  deep  interest  in  the  woik.  On^ 
who  had  not  spoken  on  this  occasion,  asked  leave  to  say  a  word  to 
the  people  the  next  time  we  went  over  there,  which  he  did,  though 
he  hves  a  distsunce  of  several  hours'  drive.  The  collection  amouhted 
to  £^.  12s  9i,  and  several  Fingoos  and  fimners  present  promised  a 
sheep  or  a  goat  besides.  Taking  into  account  the  poverty  which 
this  year  previ^ils  to  an  alarming  extent  in  this  part  of  the  colony, 
we  may  truly  say  that  they  have  done  what^they  could.  Some 
fkrmers  have  been  obliged  to  bring  sheepskins  as  payment  for  pro- 
visions bought  here,  so  difficult  has  it  been  to  get  money. 

It  was  very  pleasing  to  hear  the  gratitude  expressed  by  the 
Fingoos  for  the  interest  manifested  in  their  temporal  aad  spiritual 
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trelfare.  We  felt  triilr  thankful  to  the  Lord  for  having  thus 
ikp  aided  us  in  the  work.  There  wilJ  be  many  difBculties  still  to 
contend  with,  one  of  which  will  be  the  regular  payment  of  school 
fees ;  this  is  natural,  as  we  cannot  expect  to  find  a  proper  apprecia- 
tion of  the  advantages  of  Christian  teaching  among  people,  wno  are 
onHt  jt^  turning  away  from  heathem'sm.  Mar  the  Lord  continue 
to  look  with  fiiTour  on  this  nndertaldng,  and  ricnly  bless  the  labours 
of  John  Zwelibansi,  the  natire  helper. 

With  regard  to  Snyklip,  where  T,  Z.  has  hitherto  been  stationed,  I 
may  state  that  various  circumstances  hove  led  us  to  give  up  that 
spot  as  an  out-station.  Several  of  the  former  inhabitants  haa  gone 
to  live  elsewhere,  and  some  youths  had  been  enticed  to  go  to  a 
neighbouring  kraal,  and  take  part  in  heathen  practices,  with  the  know- 
ledge of  then*  parents.  Wishing  to  make  them  feel  their  guilt,  we 
resolved  at  once  to  dose  the  chapel-school,  and  remove  the  teacher, 
whose  instructions  they  had  treated  lightly.  The  discipline  was 
felt,  and  a  deputation  came  over  here,  imploring  us  not  to  forsake 
them.  This  is  not  our  intention,  and  we  hope  that  the  whole  trying 
affair  will  lead  to  good  results. 


JiiMPi  Br.  A*  Bbaueb. 

Shiloh,  Julif  Ue,  1866. 

On  coming  here  from  Clarkson  I  was  surprised  at  the  extent  of  the 
statipn,  and  the  cultivated  lands  round  it  on  both  sides  of  the  river 
EHpj^laat.  The  con^iregation  comprises  Hottentots,  Fiugoos  and 
XinSrs,  which  nec^B<9itate«  otu*  preaching  in  the  Kaffir  aira  Dutch 
langtiAges.  I  had  to  take  the  oversight  of  the  carpenter's  and  black* 
smith's  shops,  in  which  there  are  four  apprentices,  for  which 
Government  make  an  annual  grant  to  us.  Some  able  workmen 
have  been  produced  in  this  establishment,  but  it  appears  as  if  they 
could  not  manage  to  work  independently ;  as  not  one  of  them  has 
b^;un  busftess  as  carpenter  or  smith  on  his  own  account.  Several 
of  them  have  built  for  themselves  such  good  houses  that  you  would 
be  astonished  at  theil*  skill 

You  would  be  amused  if  I  were  to  state  some  of  my  experiences 
with  heathen  Eaffira  or  Fingoos,  who  are  often  called  red  Kaffirs, 
on  account  of  their  custom  or  besmearing  themselves  with  red  clay. 
One  of  them  I  shall  give  you,  shewing  very  characteristic  featinres  of 
this  people.  A  Fingoo  came  for  a  wbeel,  for  which  he  had  to  pay  the 
sum  of  £1,  sterling ;  taking  his  dirty  bag  he  paid  me  twelve  snillings 
i^  sixpences,  and  then  declared  with  a  blank  expression  on  his  face : 
*' Aodinemal^  nksi !"  (I  have  no  money,  sir!)  On  telling  him  that 
he  wotkld  have  to  wait  for  his  wheel  until  the  rest  of  the  sum  was 

rid,  he  contmued  his  prot^ations  of  inability  to  pay,  until  he  saw 
temained  firm.  Thereupon  he  produced  seven  more  shillings,  also 
in  siipences,  tram  a  bundle  of  rags  at  the  bottom  of  his  bag,  and 
l^ettewed  his  assuradce  that  he  eoiud  not  possibly  pay  another  fdrth- 
ing.  Eventually  the  two  last  sixpences  were  forthcoming  from 
Imder  his  tongile,  and  handed  to  me  >vith  a  cunning  grin. 

Our  numbers  have  fallen  off  considerably  of  late,    as  several 
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Fingoo  families  have  left  the  place  to  settle  on  the  new  land  (the 
B0-(^led  Transkeian  territory),  which  was  taken  from  the  trouble- 
some Kaffir  chief  Sachili  or  ICreli,  and  given  to  the  Fingoos.  It  is 
a  good  piece  of  land,  but  already  overburdened  with  the  many 
Fingoos  who  have  migrated  thither.  Our  land  here  is  also  very 
^ood,  from  which  it  is  evident  that  it  is  not  so  much  the  desii^p  to 
improve  their  outward  condition,  which  has  led  them  away,  as  rather 
the  indifference  with  which  they  regard  their  Christian  privileges,  or 
the  overpowering  temptations  wmch  present  themselves  in  this 
opportumt;^  to  escape  from  control  and  bve  in  the  unbridled  liberty 
of  heathenism.  We  are  deeply  grieved  with  this  experience,  and 
seek  comfort  in  the  hope  that,  after  all,  some  of  these  wandering 
sheep  will  be  brought  back  to  the  fold  of  the  Good  Shepherd.  It 
was  truly  affecting  to  witness  the  intense  grief  of  the  young  women 
of  the  party ;  brought  up  as  Christians  from  early  infancy  they  go 
forth  to  live  the  sad  \ne  which  women  have  to  lead  with  Jieathen 
Eafi&rs,  to  be  sold  as  one  of  the  wives  of  a  man,  who  tramples 
Christ  under  foot,  and  cares  for  nothing  but  sensual  gratification  of 
every  kind.  We  have  been  pleased  to  hear  that  some  of  our  people 
had  applied  to  the  missionaries  of  other  Societies,  who  have  stations 
near  the  new  land,  and  received  from  the  Bev.  Mr.  Waters,  of  the 
Church  Missionary  Society^,  a  native  teadrar,  Peter  Maziza,  who  was 
bom  at  Clarkson,  and  tramed  at  G^eoadendaL 

Here  our  work  seems  to  advance  very  slowly,  and  at  times  it 
would  indeed  appear  as  though  we  laboured  in  vain ;  the  old  sins 
spring  up  again  and  again,  wh^re  we  thought  them  all  but  iBradi* 
cated,  and  we  are  tempted  to  call  in  question  the  reality  of  any 
fruits  of  our  labours  in  the  hearts  of  this  people.  But  then  we  are 
servants  of  the  living  Gt)d,  and  we  know  what  our  Master  has  com- 
manded us  to  do ;  and  how  He  has  promised  His  blessing  on  our 
work,  and  so  we  labour  on,  being  enabled  by  His  grace  to  hope  on, 
and,  without  seeing,  to  believe  that  a  good  work  is  going  on  in  some 
hearts.  Nay  we  do  see  this.  Thank  God,  there  are  not  a  few,  who 
love  the  Lord  and  trust  in  Jesus  as  their  Saviour,  and  walk  worthy 
of  their  high  calling  as  children  of  God  by  faith  in  Christ  Jesus, 
striving  with  all  earnestness  to  enter  in  at  the  strait  gate. 

We  nave  recently  received  from  Germanj  a  complete  set  of  trom- 
bones, which  have  tended  greatly  to  enliven  our  church  service. 
The  Kaffirs  and  Hottentots  are  very  musical,  and  many  of  them 
have  fine  voices,  and  their  amazement  and  delight  with  this  new 
music  was  very  amusing  to  witness.  Our  band  consists  of  three 
Fingoos  and  myselfl  In  order  to  pay  the  heavy  expense  of  the  car- 
riage of  the  instruments  we  arranged  a  love-feast  on  Whit  Monday, 
in  connection  with  our  harvest  thanksgiving  meetings,  for  which 
tickets  were  sold.  Contrary  to  our  expectation  every  place  was 
occupied,  and  aJl  seemed  greatlv  delighted.  l?he  choir  performed 
several  choruses  from  the  Messiah  and  the  Creation,  and  the  trom- 
bones took  part  wherever  possible.  Towards  the  dose  of  the  meeting 
man^  friends  frx>m  Whittiesea  arrived,  and  we  had  to  repeat  the 
musical  performance  for  them.  The  collection  almost  paid  the 
amount  required,  being  £1.  16«  6d» 
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Extracts  of  the  Dijlbt  of  Gckapendal  for  1865. 

July  Wth. — ^To-day  we  have  had  the  coldest  weather  in  this  year, 
and  there  was  hoar  frost  in  the  morning.  For  the  first  time  in  the  last 
fifty  years  winter  has  passed  away^^and  no  snow  has  heen  seen  on 
onr  mountains.  The  season  is  unusually  warm,  and  very  dry.  In 
spite  of  promising  indications  by  the  barometer,  the  state  of  the 
wind,  and  the  appearance  of  the  sky,  no  rain  falls.  Trees  which 
usually  flower  in  September,  are  already  in  full  bloom. 

31«if. — ^The  typhus  fever,  which  has  shewn  itself  here  since  the 
middle  of  May,  has  taken  off  ten  persons  in  the  course  of  this  month. 
Many  are  stirred  up  by  this  visitation  to  renewed  earnestness  in 
seeking  their  souls'  salvation.  The  prevailing  poverty  and  want  of 
needful  food,  articles  of  clothing,  and  furniture,  in  the  homes  of  the 
sick  is  Very  sad ;  we  do  all  we  can  to  aid  our  people,  but  our  means 
are  only  limited. 

September, — The  fever,  which  we  thought  had  almost  left  the  place, 
has  again  appeared,  and  our  Br.  Heinricn  fell  a  victim  to  its  attacks 
on  the  19tn  inst.,  after  an  illness  of  eleven  days.  He  had  been 
ailing  for  some  time  back,  but  all  were  greatly  surprised  and  deeply 
grieved  at  his  succumbing  to  an  attack,  which  at  first  seemed  verv 
slight.  He  has  laboured  for  twenty-three  years  in  this  mission-field, 
and  had  reached  the  age  of  61  years.  Sr.  Heinrich  aud  Br.  Kuehn 
were  both  attacked  by  the  fever,  but  the  Lord  was  pleased  to  restore 
them  to  health  and  strength. 

October  15th, — The  opening  of  the  new  church  at  Berea  took 
place,  for  which  Br.  Hickel  and  the  pupils  in  the  Training  Institu- 
tion had  been  busily  making  preparations  for  some  davs.  About 
five  hundred  persons  assembled  on  the  occasion,  among  them  several 
farmers  from  the  neighbourhood ;  the  majority  were  from  Genaden- 
dal,  and  comprised  those  who  had  helped  the  work  by  the  work  of 
their  hands  in  one  way  or  another.  The  beautifully-decorated  church 
was  not  large  enough  to  accommodate  all  those  present.  Br.  Kiing- 
hardt  preached  on  Jer.  xxzi,  26  ;  then  followed  an  address  from  Br. 
Marx,  also  from  the  native  schoolmaster  Baalie  from  Twistwyk,  our 
schoolmaster  Beukman  concluding  with  prayer. 

The  drought  continues,  and  its  effects  oecome  more  alarming  from 
day  to  day ;  the  crops  will,  probably  without  exception,  be  eiceed- 
ingly  small.  Corn  will  have  to  be  imported  to  the  colonv,  instead  of 
being  exported  in  large  quantities,  as  nas  usually  been  the  case.  In 
consequence  of  the  prevailing  sickness  here,  many  farmers  would  not 
engine  labourers  frx)m  here  for  fear  of  infection ;  this  has  increased 
the  distress  considerably.  We  have  in  many  cases  had  to  supply  the 
common  necessaries  of  life  in  order  to  keep  alive  the  families  of 
some  of  our  poor  people.  An  appeal  to  Government  for  aid  in  our 
distress  met  with  no  sympathy  whatever.  Private  friends  very  kindly 
sent  us  some  funds  to  be  expended  in  alleviating  the  general  distress. 

November  2^th. — A  parcel  containing  linen,  wearing  apparel,  shirts, 
Ac.  arrived  from  Zeyst,  most  opportunely,  to  meet  our  need  in 
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nursiug  tbe  sick,  of  which  there  are  still  a  considerable  number  here. 
Our  hearty  thanks  are  due  to  the  kind  givers. 

December, — Heartily  do  we  wish  that  the  trials  of  this  year  had 
produced  the  peaceable  firuits  of  righteousness.  Such  ii  not  the 
ease,  and  we  gneve  to  see  the  atteniunce  at  the  services  in  diurch 
but  little  improved,  if  at  all,  while  we  had  to  exclude  several  for 
gross  sins.  May  the  Lord  grant  us  speedily  an  outpouring  of  His 
Spirit! 


ExTBACTS  of  the  DiABT  of  Clxukbov  Jrom  July  to  December^ 

1865. 

On  the  2^th  of  July  ^  a  youth  of  seventeen  years  departed  this  life 
trusting  in  Jesus  as  his  Kedeemer.  He  retiuncid  from  his  employ- 
meut  with  consumption  beginning  its  work  in  him,  and  his  mind 
soon  became  uneasy  with  the  prospect  of  death  so  near  at  hand.  He 
had  been  quite  one  of  the  better  class  of  youths,  very  quiet  in  dis- 
position, and  we  were  pleased  to  see  this  anxiety  manirested,  as  we 
nave  so  often  to  contend  ^th  apparently  utter  indifference  on  the 
part  of  the  unconverted.  Before  ne  died*  he  voluntarily  confessed  to 
having  been  guilty  of  certain  sins,  which  are  only  too  common  among 
the  young  people  of  this  nation. 

August, — Winter  is  rapidly  drawing  to  a  close,  and  we  have 
nothing  like  the  amoimt  ot  rain  which  ordinarily  falls  at  this  season. 
The  rivers  have  remained  very  low  in  consequence,  and  the  ground 
is  so  parched,  that  we  have  nad  great  difficulty  in  ploughing  our 
land  previous  to  sowing  the  seed)  on  which  the  hopes  of  so  many 
entirely  depend,  as  regards  their  supply  of  needful  food.  We  look 
forward  with  apprehension  to  the  season  before  us. 

September  Bra. — ^We  have  had  to-day  a  proof  of  the  length  of  time 
that  elapses  before  Christianity  dif^es  its  spirit  in  the  social  life 
of  a  people,  overthrowing  the  original  manners  and  habits.  An  old 
Eingoo  came  to  us  with  a  complaint  that  he  had  been  deceived  by 
anonier  one,  who  is  a  communicant  member :  the  latter  had  offered 
his  daughter  as  wife  to  the  son  of  the  former,  and  had  received  in 
payment  seven  cows  and  £9.  sterling  in  money.  The  marriage  was 
not  concluded,  as  the  younp;  woman  united  herself  to  another  man, 
who  had  probably  paid  a  higher  price  for  her :  now  the  ffirl's*  father 
refuses  to  relnnd  the  price  received  for  his  daughter.  This  transac- 
tion took  place  five  years  ago,  but  had  been  kept  a  secret  from  us, 
as  all  piurties  are  well  aware  that  this  old  practice  is  strictly 
prohibited  by  us. 

October  lith.—The  baptism  of  five  adult  Pingoos  took  place ;  we 
have  every  reason  to  think  from  their  statements,  and  from  their 
general  conduct  that  they  have  become  believers  in  Jesus. 


ExTBACTS  of  the  DiABT  of  Sbilou  from  July  to  December,  1866. 

August  4th. — We  had  a  short  ^isit  from  the  assistant  of  Tyo  Zoga, 
from  whom  we  were  sorry  to  learn  that  the  latter  is  almost  disabled 
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for  all  preachrng  work  :  it  Is  not  improbable  that  the  seeds  of  his 
complaint  were  sown  in  Scotland,  where  he  siadied  at  the  Univer- 
sity, the  climate  of  Europe  being  generally  injurious  to  natives  of 
Africa. 

October  2nd, — ^The  tidings  of  the  destruction  of  the  station  at 
Baziya  by  a  whirlwind  on  the  2Sik  of  last  month  reached  us,  and 
Br.  Meyer  was  speedily  dispatched  with  the  waggon  in  order  to  help 
Br.  and  Sr.  Baor  in  their  difficulty. 

24rfA. — Mr.  Ott,  assistant  missionary  at  Bilton,  paid  ns  a  visit  a 
short  time  since,  and^ve  us  an  interesting  account  of  a  visit  of  him- 
self and  some  other  missionaries  to  the  old  Kaffir  diieftain,  Sachili. 
When  they  exhorted  him  to  turn  from  the  error  of  his  ways,  the 
old  man  said  he  had  no  reason  to  be  afraid  of  the  day  of  judgment, 
because  his  father  had  taught  him  to  lie  and  commit  other  sins,  hence 
Gt>d  would  call  his  ftther  to  account  &r  them  instead  of  him. 

Novemb&r  12M. — We  had  the  pleasure  to  receive  into  the  Church 
by  baptism  several  members  of  a  Hottentot  family,  vie.,  a  father,  two 
sons,  and  one  daughter.  Although  they  live  about  an  hour's  dis- 
tance from  this  station,  they  have  been  very  regular  attendants  at 
<^urch,  and  have  set  their  countrymen  an  example  of  industry  and 
honesty,  which  we  should  be  glad  to  see  others  imitate. 

Ifovember  22nd, — We  were  very  thankful  for  some  heavy  rain  to 
refresh  our  parched  land.  The  drought  seems  universal  and  is  very 
severe.     Amca  is  frequently  visited  with  seasons  of  this  kind,  which 

Erove  a  very  serious  oDstacle  to  the  work  of  cultivation.  Only  that 
tnd  can  be  cultivated  so  as  to  ensure  a  return  worth  the  expendi- 
ture of  labour,  ^.,  which  can  be  well  irrigated  by  pipes  laid  to 
bring  the  river  water  to  the  spot.  Without  this,  a  crop  can  only  be 
looked  for  every  other  year  at  most.  But  the  baoiks  of  the  river  are 
steep,  the  rivers  in  most  instances  of  little  voliune  of  water,  and  arti- 
ficial irrigation  is  often  impossible,  or,  as  is  the  ease  with  us,  sluices  are 
made  higher  up  the  river,  through  which  the  river-water  is  drawn 
off,  before  it  comes  to  us.  We  hare  been  in  great  perplexity  for 
want  of  our  wonted  supply  of  water :  the  corn-mill  has  not  been  at 
work  for  months,  and  there  is  consequently  great  dearth  of  flour. 

December. — We  have  every  reason  to  thank  the  Lord  for  His  good- 
ness ;  our  corn-crop  has  proved  better  than  we  had  ventured  to 
hope,  despite  the  drought.  At  Christmas  the  service  was  well  at- 
tended, and  we  trust  that  some  seeds  of  the  truth  will  have  pene- 
trated some  of  the  hearer's  hearts,  to  bring  forth  fruit  there  to  the 
glory  of  Ghod.  The  heat  in  these  days  has  been  most  oppressive,  but 
the  {urevailing  south  wind  had  oftm  suddenly  such  a  cooling  effect  on 
the  atmosphere,  that  we  had  to  be  very  careful  in  the  matter  of 
clothing. 


EXTBACTS  cf  the  DiABT  q/*WlTTWATEE  and  GOODVEBWACHT. 

from  Juli/  to  December^  1865. 

On  the  2Brd  of  July  we  were  glad  to  receive  a  parcel  from  kind 
friends  at  Zeyst,  containing  articles  of  clothing  for  the. children,  and 
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some  large  pictures  for  use  in  the  school.  A  beautiful  cloth  for  the 
minister's  aesk  in  the  church  had  been  stolen  from  the  parcel  in  a 
very  skilful  manner.  We  could  not  find  any  traces  of  it,  though 
inquiries  were  made.  The  present  was  most  welcome,  supplying  us 
with  useftil  Christmas  presents  for  the  children,  and,  in  many  in- 
stances enabling  them  to  come  to  school,  which  they  could  not  other- 
wise do  for  want  of  the  most  needful  clothing.  Ttie  pictures  have 
proved  a  valuable  means  of  instruction  in  the  school.  For  all 
we  tender  hearty  thanks. 

August. — We  were  sorry  to  find  the  weekday  evening  meetings 
but  thinly  attended,  but  the  circumstance  is  accounted  for  by 
the  absence  of  many  who  go  up  and  down  the  country  in  quest  of 
work,  also  tythe  want  of  clothes  to  enable  them  to  appear  decently 
in  public.  The  prevailing  distress  seems  to  have  a  .deplorably 
hardening  influence  on  mind  and  heart. 

September. — ^Br.  and  Sr.  Oelman  conducted  the  general  speaking 
of  the  congregation  at  Goodverwacht,  and  felt  encouraged  on  the 
whole,  though  there  were  no  new  inquirers  after  truth  to  come 
forward. 

October, — An  examination  of  the  school  children  took  place  at 
Wittwater ;  of  61  children  whose  names  were  on  the  books,  89  were 
present ;  but  the  average  attendance  for  the  year  had  not  exceeded 
27.  Of  these,  18  could  read  pretty  fluently,  25  wrote  tolerably  in 
copy  books.  In  Bible  History  their  knowledge  was  particularly  good. 
November  ISth.—A  little  after  6  a.m.  we  felt  a  violent  shock  of  an 
earthquake,  causing  beams  and  joists  to  creak  and  the  whole  house 
to  shake ;  about  10  a.m.  the  shock  was  repeated,  but  more  faintly : 
at  the  time  the  atmosphere  was  very  clear. 

The  harvest  prospects  are  exceedingly  discouraging,  partly  in  con- 
sequence of  the  drought  which  has  prevailed ;  partly  abo  because  of 
the  great  quantity  of  destructive  insects,  which  have  ravaged  our 
fields  and  gardens,  so  that  we  have  had  no  crop  of  any  kind  of  fruit. 
December  10th. — M.  C  departed  this  life.  She  was  a  middle-aged 
sister,  who  had  been  baptized  in  the  year  1859,  and  soon  afterwiu^ 
admitted  to  the  Holy  Communion.  fTaturally  of  a  quiet  and  gentle 
disposition,  she  had  many  trials  of  an  external  character  to  go 
through,  imder  which,  however,  her  spiritual  life  advanced  very 
sensibly.  Her  last  prolonged  illness  was  particularly  very  bene- 
fidaL  Her  longing  to  depart  and  be  with  Christ  was  very  great, 
and  we  believe  that  she  has  entered  that  rest  which  is  prepared  for 
the  children  of  God. 

2Ut. — We  had  the  pleasure  of  contributing  presents  of  useful 
articles  of  clothing  to  many  of  our  children  and  young  people. 
Coming  at  the  present  time  of  need  and  poverty,  the  gift  is  pecu- 
liarly welcome,  and  we  desire  to  assure  the  kind  donors  of  heartfelt 
gratitude  on  the  part  of  ourselves  and  our  people. 


Extract  qf  the  Diary  of  Elim,  Jrom  July  to  December,  1866. 
July. — The  first  of  the  two  iron  pillars  for  our  new  church  arrived 
on  the  1st,  the  second  one  a  few  days  later.    As  the  weight  of  each 
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was  about  H  tons,  and  our  roads  in  wretched  condition,  we  were 
tliankM  that  no  mishap  occurred  on  their  conveyance  hither.  When 
all  had  be^en  prepared  for  raising  the  pillars,  the  bell  was  rung,  and 
old  and  young  hastened  to  the  spot  to  help  in  the  work.  With 
abundance  of  willing  hands  the  piUars  were  soon  fixed  in  position, 
and  the  building  operations  could  proceed. 

2nd. — We  were  greatly  surorised  in  the  erening  by  the  appear- 
ance of  several  vehicles  from  Capetown,  bringing  twentv  gentlemen, 
who  wished  accommodation  for  the  night.  We  did  what  we  could 
for  them,  but  several  had  to  continue  their  journey  for  want  of  room 
here,  liey  were  going  to  a  spot  on  the  coast,  where  an  auction  of 
a  stranded  shij)  was  to  take  place.  She  was  bound  from  Port  Natal 
to  Elisabeth  with  a  valuable  cargo  of  wool,  ostrich-feathers  and  ivory. 
On  their  return  to  Capetown,  the  gentlemen  who  had  been  our 
guests,  contributed  ten  guineas  to  our  Church  Building  Fund.  The 
ship  broke  up  with  unexpected  rapidity,  and  some  six^-foui*  people 
haa  daily  employment  for  several  weeks  on  the  shore  with  collecting 
and  drym^  the  wool  as  it  came  ashore,  for  the  purchasers  of  the 
same.  This  was  the  more  welcome,  as  there  was  then  little  to  be 
had  of  other  work,  and  the  price  of  provisions  was  high.  Some  of 
those  engaged  in  this  work  did  not  walk  worthy  of  their  Christian 
profession  in  all  respects. 

September. — From  the  6th  to  the  8M,  several  Brethren  were 
engaged  with  the  eenend  speaking.  They  were  much  pleased  with 
wmtt  they  saw  and  heard  in  ^^^J  of  our  people,  but  were  no  less 
deeply  troubled  to  see  much  indifference  manifested  by  the  young 
people  generally. 

24M. — Our  new  church  was  opened  with  great  rejoicing,  and  it 
was  a  season  of  blessing  to  many  hearts.  From  Oenadendal  several 
guests  had  arrived  on  the  previous  days,  aroone  the  rest  Br.  Hicke], 
with  the  pupils  of  the  Training  School,  whose  help  was  needed  as  choir 
singers.  On  the  morning  of  this  day  the  congregation  was  reminded 
of  the  day  of  rejoicing  that  had  commenced,  by  the  music  of  trom- 
bones, performing  chorales.  In  vehicles  of  every  description,  and  on 
horseback,  friends  be^n  to  arrive  from  all  sides  at  an  early  hour, 
not  fewer  than  400  wnites  being  present  to  share  in  our  joy,  among 
them  some  fellow-missionaries  or  other  Societies,  who  ^incUy  toos 
part  in  the  various  services  of  this  and  the  following  day.  The  col« 
lection  after  the  sermon  amounted  to  £12.  The  expense  of  the 
erection  is  about  £800.,  towards  which  £554.  have  been  received, 
leaving  a  debt  of  £246.  for  the  people  to  wipe  off  as  soon  as  they  can 
idford  it.  May  the  Lord's  blessmg  rest  on  our  church,  and  His  grace 
rest  abundantly  on  all  who  frequent  it ! 

October. — iSurly  in  the  month  the  school  examinations  took  place, 
with  a  satis&ctory  result ;  and  on  the  Sunday  following,  as  usual, 
special  reference  was  made  in  the  sermon  to  tne  value  of  education, 
and  the  duty  of  parents  towards  their  children  in  this  matter. 
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Wit  supplement  the  information  contained  in  the  lost  two  numbers 
with  accounts  recently  received,  which  we  believe  will  be  found  very 
interesting. 

Intelligence  from  Jakaica  is  contained  in  letters  from  Br.  Son- 
derman,  late  of  BetJtany,  bjit  now  of  Hanbury,  near  Cheapside,  and 
Br.  Weiss,  of  Bsthdbara. 

The  former  of  these  comm;unicatii0B8  ^vm  soaiae  pleasing  particu- 
lars respecting  CheafMide,  "which,  a&er  being  for  many  years  an  out- 
station  oi  Bethany,  has  now,  with  the  neighbouring  Broadleaf,  been 
formed  into  a  separate  congregation.  Of  tlie  intelligent  eameatness 
of  its  members,  Br.  Sonderman's  letter  affords  ample  proof.  They 
certainly  manifest,  in  a  striking  maaonor,  that  sealojofi  poadinees  to 
help  tbemselvee,  of  whidi  the  missionary  i^eaS^s  in  a  tone  -of  en- 
couragement. But  even  yet  the  woric  of  establishing  a  new  station 
is  too  great  for  them  without  some  aid.  And  there  is  danger  that 
the  spirit  of  cheerful  willingness  may,  when  broken  by  ill  auccess, 
give  place  to  discouragement  and  weariness  in  well-doing.  From 
the  ordinary  sources  no  aid  can  possibly  be  given,  while  a  yearly 
increasing  deficiency  exists.  Nor  has  the  Committee  of  the  London 
Association  any  frind  to  assist  such  an  undertaking,  having  paid  over 
the  balance  of  its  Besenred  Fund  towards  the  liquidation  of  the 
deficiency  on  the  previous  G^ieral  Account.  Under  tiiese  cir- 
cumstances, the  only  course  left  appears  to  be  to  make  known  the 
facts  connected  with  the  development  of  this  infant  cause,  in  the 
hope  that  they  will  strongly  and  succesafulLy  appeal  to  the  Christian 
generosity  of  those  who  wish  well  to  the  Lord's  work. 

Br.  Weiss  gives  an  account  of  a  movement,  insteDesting  in  its  cha- 
racter, and,  as  it  would  seem,  likely  to  become  extensive.  It  has 
also  peculiar  claims  on  attention  just  now,  as  indicating  a  want 
w'hich  is  particularly  felt  in  Jamaica,  which  is  recognized  by  those 
whom  it  most  immediately  affects,  and  which  the  true  friends  <^  the 
beautifiil  island  would  do  well,  as  they  value  its  real  welfare,  to  sup- 
ply. The  want  alluded  to  is  that  of  more  extensive  and  efficient 
means  of  grace  and  instruction.  Without  these^  many  dark  and 
threatening  clouds  will  yet  obscure  the  future  of  Jamaica.  Bn 
Weiss's  letter  shews  that,  in  addition  to  the  innate  general  respect 
for  learning,  which  is  a  characteristic  of  their  race,  the  people  have, 
in  some  cases  at  least,  an  intelligent  idea  of  the  practical  disadvan- 
tages of  mental  and  spiritual  ignorance,  as  regards  themselves  and 
their  offspring.     Nor  are  they  backward  in  acting  upon  this  convic- 
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tion.  Bat  here  again,  for  some  time  to  como,  the  helping  hand  will 
hare  to  be  stretched  out  to  aid  their  efforts,  and  for  this  it  is  that  Br. 
Weiss  appeals.  Yet  in  this  case,  as  in  the  other,  the  needful  assist- 
ance cannot  possibly  be  given  from  the  ordinary  sources.  Hence 
its  powerful  claims  must  be  left  to  plead  in  their  own  behalf.  Well 
would  it  be  for  Jamaica  if  such  stations  and  schools  could  be  rapidly 
multiplied  through  the  length  and  breadth  of  the  land,  as  each  of 
them  would  become  a  centre  of  gospel  influence  and  enlightenment 
to  a  wide  district  around. 

From  Aktigva  interesting  reports  of  some  congregations  have 
been  already  given.  In  the  present  number  there  appears  a  statement 
respecting  several  of  them,  kindly  furnished  by  Br.  Westerby,  and 
containing  so  much  of  precisely  the  character  which  those  who  take  an 
interest  in  Missions  would  desire  to  know,  that  no  apology  appears 
needed  for  its  insertion.  In  this  also  it  will  be  seen  that,  in  Ood's 
providence,  aid  from  Europe  is  indispensably  required,  even  in  a 
mission  so  long  favourably  distinguished  by  its  successful  efforts  at 
self-support.  To  a  considerable  extent  this  appears  to  have  arisen 
from  causes  entirely  beyond  the  control  of  the  missionaries  and 
their  flocks.  No  doubt  this  state  of  things,  which  is  not  exclusively 
peculiar  to  Jamaica  and  Antigua,  has  been  permitted  to  arise  by 
Him  who  doeth  all  things  well,  with  some  wise  and  beneficent  object 
in  view. 

May  the  Lord's  people  not  be  found  wanting  in  their  duty ;  and, 
then,  since  He  keepeth  covenant  for  ever,  all  things  will  prove  to 
have  turned  for  "  the  furtherance  of  the  gospel,"  souls  will  be  brought 
to  the  Saviour,  and  His  name  will  be  glorified. 


JAMAICA.

Hanbitbt,  July  31«^,  1866. 
Tou  are  no  doubt  aware  that  since  the  commencement  of  May  I  and 
my  family  are  residing  in  a  rented  house  at  this  place.  It  is  situated 
about  four  miles  S.W.  from  Cheapside,  three  miles  N.E.  from  Man- 
deville,  and  nine  miles  S.B.  from  Bethany.  From  here  we  attend  to 
our  duties  in  connection  with  the  Cheapside  congregation,  and  to 
others  of  a  more  general  character  at  Broadleaf.  The  latter  place 
is  about  five  miles  S.E.  from  Hanbury. 

On  Sunday,  April  the  29th,  the  connection  of  our  Cheapside  people 
with  Bethany,  as  a  portion  of  that  congregation,  was  formally  severed ; 
and  though  the  occasion  was  in  some  respects  joyful;  it  was  in  others 
painful.

On  the  following  Sunday  we  commenced  Bervices  at  Cheftpside, 
as  a  separate  congregation,  the  text  spoken  on  being  Kuoibers 
xi.  23. 

Early  on  the  following  day  the  people  turned  out  with  hoes  and 
axes  to  clear  a  portion  of  the  laud  which  was  lately  purchased  of  the 

Sroprietor  of  Spitzbergen,  and  adjoins  the  plot  on  which  the  foun- 
ation-stone  or  the  church  was  laid  about  two  years  ago.  During 
the  three  months  which  have  since  elapsed,  we  have  been  going  on 
with  the  work,  more  slowly,  indeed,  than,  used  to  be  the  case  at 
Bethany,  on  account  of  our  comparatively  small  numbers ;  yet  our 
progress  is  sure  and  steady.  Monday  in  every  week  is  set  apart  by 
our  Cheapside  people  for  gratuitous  labour,  and  it  is  cheering  to  see 
on  these  occasions  from  fifty  to  a  hundred  persons,  male  and  female, 
busy  on  the  wooded  hillside,  some  engafi;ed  in  the  construction  of 
a  new  road,  others  clearing  away  the  bush,  and  others  in  preparing 
and  planting  a  provision-ground  for  the  use  of  the  missionary's 
fiimily.  Last  weet,  by  four  successive  days'  labour,  they  got  ready 
about  8000  shingles,  as  a  first  instalment  of  help  of  a  similar  kind 
towards  the  building  of  a  teacher's  dwelling,  and  the  putting  up  of  a 
horse-shed.  Besides  this,  I  have  received  about  £60.  in  extra  con- 
tributions towards  the  building  of  the  new  church,  and  hope  it  will 
increase  to  £100.  by  the  end  of  the  year. 

The  old  school-house,  which  at  the  same  time  served  the  purpose 
of  a  church,  is  far  too  small,  and  so  dilapidated  that  we  have  been 
more  than  once  thoroughly  wetted  in  it  during  a  heavy  shower,  and 
been  in  danger  of  having  the  worm-eaten  roof  blown  in  on  our 
heads. 

Under  these  circumstances  we  have  been  compelled  to  commence 
the  erection  of  a  new  school-house,  which  will  also  serve  as  a  place  of 
meeting  until  the  church  is  coinpleted.  In  a  few  weeks  we  hope  to 
see  this  work  accomplished.  The  p^ple  have  contributed  all  the 
timber  required,  while  the  expenses  of  the  sawing  of  the  boards  and 
the  carpenters*  work  have  been  paid  by  me.  Having  at  my  disposal 
for  this  purpose  no  other  means  than  the  money  contributed  for  the 
church-building,  I  have  been  obliged  to  make  use  of  the  whole  of  this 
amount ;  and  have,  therefore,  not  a  shilling  in  hand  to  carry  on  that 
work.  The  people  are,  of  course,  fully  aware  of  this,  and  entirely 
agree  with  what  is  done.  But  they,  with  me,  hope  that  the  Lord 
will  send  us  special  help  from  some  quarter,  so  that  their  own  con- 
tributions may  yet  be  applied  to  the  object  for  which  they  were  ori- 
ginally intended.  I  expect  that  by  the  time  this  school-house  is 
completed,  it  will  have  cost  at  least  £70.  This  may  appear  a  large 
sum,  considering  that  the  timber  was  freely  given ;  but  the  nature  of 
the  locality,  and  considerations  for  the  future,  induced  us  to  erect  a 
building  as  substantial  and  commodious  as  circumstances  would 
permit. 

And  now,  may  we  not  venture  to  appeal  for  some  help  to  our 
Christian  friends  at  home  ?  If  I  rememoer  rightly,  you  have  told 
us  that  our  English  friends  are  never  more  ready  to  help  than  in 
cases  where  people  prove  that  they  are  in  earnest  by  striving  to 
help  themselves.    Now  I  can  most  cheerfully  bear  te3timony  to  the 
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fact  that  the  CheapBide  people  are  in  earnest.  Kot  only  are  ^ej  doing 
with  all  their  might  what  tneir  hands  find  to  do,  to  further  the  special 
work  above  referred  to,  but  also,  in  order  to  lessen,  as  far  as  thej 
can,  the  demands  made  on  the  Hission-Eund,  they  haye  in- 
creased their  r^^ular  Church  contributions,  most  of  them  paying  one 
pound  i>er  annum  for  the  husband  and  wife.  In  adcUtion  to  this, 
they  assist  us  to  a  large  extent  with  provisions,  <&c.,  for  our  house- 
hold ;  and  if  we  require  supplies  from  town,  their  carts  and  mules 
are  at  my  disposal.  I  really  do  not  believe  that  any  enterprise  of 
this  kind  was  ever  undertaken  in  this  island  with  a  people  more 
warm-hearted,  more  devoted  and  more  vnlling  than  our  dear  brethren 
and  sisters  at  Cheapside  have  thus  £Eur  proved  themselves  to  be. 
This  is  of  peculiar  value  and  importance,  when  we  take  into  con- 
sideration tne  general  depression  complained  of,  as  observable  in  the 
churches  of  this  island,  in  consequence  of  increasing  worldUness  and 
indifference. 

May  God,  the  Giver  of  every  good  and  perfect  gift,  move  the 
hearts  of  His  people  in  England  to  assist  our  dear  people  in  their 
devoted  efforts  and  earnest  struggles  to  cany  out  the  good  work 
they  have  undertaken. 

1  enclose  a  letter  addressed  by  the  children  of  Cheapside  (Ihiblin) 
School  to  the  kind  patrons  and  patronesses  of  the  same.  We  render 
our  most  grateful  acknowlec^ments  to  the  latter  for  the  very  accep- 
table parcel  of  presents  which  we  received  a  short  time  ago  from 
London,  and  the  contents  of  which  were  distributed  among  the 
children  at  tiie  dose  of  an  examination,  with  which  Br.  E.  Smith 
concluded  his  five  years'  activity  as  teacher  here,  lou  are  aware 
that  he  has  received  and  accepted  an  appointment  to  go  to  the 
Mosquito  Coast. 

Should  those  esteemed  finends  who  have  done  so  much  for  the 
Dublin  School  feel  inclined — as  we  hope  they  will — to  continue  to 
manifest  their  kind  interest  by  an  occasional  special  benefaction, 
such  as  we  now  gratefully  acknowledge,  we  should  feel  much  obliged 
for  a  couple  of  large  maps,  or  some  pictorial  lessons  adapted  for 
collective  teaching. 

In  conclusion,  I  would  again  recommend  our  Cheapside  people, 
and  the  efEbrts  made  by  them,  to  the  prayerful  and  active  sympathy 
of  aU  our  Christian  mends,  and  especially  those  of  tiie  London.

From  Br.  E.  Weiss. 

BSTHABABA,  JuUf  5/A,  1866. 
I  have  for  some  time  intended  to  give  you  some  information  with 
reference  to  the  work  at  Harmon's,  which  is  indeed  an  interesting 
and  blessed  one. 

Harmon's,  or  Harmony  Bun,  lies  twelve  or  thirteen  miles  to  the 
east  of  Bethabara,  and  borders  on  the  parish  of  Clarendon.  It  is  a 
deep  valley,  about  two  miles  in  length,  from  north  to  south.  The 
range  which  bounds  this  valley  on  flie  east  is  the  last  of  the  Man- 
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Chester  group,  from  which  the  spectator  overlooks  the  entire  plain 
as  far  as  Kingston.  The  place  is  the  property  of  a  gentleman  re- 
siding in  Claroudon,  who  is  selling  part  of  his  land  to  the  people. 
The  diflcrent  paths  leading  to  the  locality  are  so  deep  and  rocky  as 
to  be  almost  inaccessible  for  any  but  good  riders  and  walkers.  The 
nearest  churches  are  about  seven  or  eight  miles  distant,  but  the 
roads  to  them  are  festtful.  Being  so  very  secluded,  the  people  them- 
selves thought  of  what  might  in  future  be  the  sad  consequences, 
especially  as  regarded  their  children.  They  therefore,  above  five 
years  ago,  resolved  on  establishing  a  school  of  their  own.  They 
succeeded  in  getting  a  teacher,  but  soon  found  that  they  could  not 
manage  the  work  alone.  Mr.  Clay  don,  a  Baptist  minister,  then 
offei*ed  his  aid  in  superintending  the  enterprise,  and,  his  offer  having 
been  accepted,  he  continued  to  do  so  til)  about  a  year  ago,  when  he 
became  no  longer  able  to  do  it,  on  account  of  the  increase  of  other 
duty.  About  the  same  time  the  teacher  proved  unfaithful,  and  was 
dismissed.  The  consequence  was,  that  the  school  was  for  some  time 
at  a  stand-stilL  -  Under  these  circumstances,  the  school  committee, 
consisting  of  about  ten  members,  resolved  to  ask  us  to  take  charge 
of  their  work.  The  following  statement  of  the  occurrences  con- 
nected with  the  making  of  this  request  will  no  doubt  interest  you. 
I  waa  one  day  on  one  of  my  usual  visits  at  Patricktown,  holding  a 
meeting  in  the  school-house  (Southwood  School),  when,  not  knowing 
what  was  to  happen  afterwards,  I,  in  the  course  of  the  address,  made 
an  earnest  appeal  to  our  people  to  join  me  in  the  prayer  that  the 
Lord  would  soon  open  a  door  for  nirther  activity  at  some  of  the 
places  in  the  neighbourhood,  where  darkness  prevailed.  An  earnest 
prayer  on  this  subject  was  then  offered.  How  great  was  my  aston- 
ishment, when,  after  the  meeting,  a  number  of  young  persons  came 
to  me,  wishing  to  have  their  names  set  down,  to  join  our  Church. 
They  had  come  to  the  meeting  with  this  object.  Not  long  after- 
wards, several  men  came,  and  handed  in  a  petition,  signed  by 
the  members  of  the  school  committee  at  Harmon's,  asking  me  to 
superintend  their  work,  and  give  them  a  teacher.  I  at  once  thought, 
how  quickly  and  graciously  docs  the  Lord  answer  prayer  ?  Surely 
this  is  the  Lord's  doing. 

I  promised  to  give  them  an  answer  in  a  few  days,  being  then 
totally  unacquainted  with  the  nature  and  extent  of  the  work  to  be 
undertaken.  Having  subseauently  consulted  pome  of  my  brethre^n, 
it  was  resolved  that  we  should  take  charge  of  the  school.  I  therefore 
sent  a  teacher,  James  Eichards,  who  was  formerly  at  Patricktown. 
Since  then,  the  school  has  been  going  on  very  well,  the  average 
attendance  being  about  one  hundred.  The  rule  is,  that  each  family 
pays  one  shilling  monthly  to  the  school  committee,  and  for  that 
they  can  send  to  school  as  many  of  the  children  who  are  still  under 
their  parents*  care  as  they  like.  The  teacher's  salary  is  £30  a-year, 
for  which  the  committee  are  responsible.  To  make  up  the  sum,  a  few 
more  families  are  requisite  to  join  the  subscription,  and  hence  several 
members  have  for  some  time  had  to  pay  1*.  6d.  a  month.  But  the 
main  difficulty  at  present  is,  the  procuring  of  a  proper  building,  the 
exiftting  one,  whicn  is  the  property  of  one  of  the  members,  not  being 
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fit  for  school  purposes.  It  is,  in  fact,  little  more  than  a  shed,  in 
which  a  table  cannot  stand  straight.  The  proprietor  of  the  land,  on 
hearing  of  the  posture  of  affairs,  sent  me  at  once  an  offer  of  two 
acres  of  land,  for  the  purpose  of  building  a  church  and  school-house, 
with  permission  to  cut  as  much  timber  on  his  property  as  might  be 
required  for  the  same.  Upon  this,  the  people  at  once  set  to  work  to 
clear  the  land.  They  have  since  burned  the  necessary  lime,  and 
prepared  the  shingles,  and  are  now  about  sawing  timber.  All  this  is 
free  labour ;  but  there  will  be  some  pecuniary  outlay,  and  towards 
this  they  have  thus  far  subscribed  about  £20.  The  Betha- 
bara  congregation  will  no  doubt  assist  them.  The  school-house  is 
to  be  forty-eight  feet  long  hj  twenty-four  broad.  When  they  have 
done  tbis  they  intend  to  begm  at  the  church.  Thus  fer  they  shew  a 
good  spirit. 

When  this  work  was  first  entrusted  to  me,  I  was  rather  reserved 
and  cautious,  and  wished  to  feel  my  way ;  but  seeing  that  the  people 
adhere  to  their  determination,  I  think  the  time  has  come  to  adopt  a 
decided  course.  I  therefore  hold  occasional  meetings  with  them,  and 
inspect  their  school.  The  teacher  is  zealous,  and  a  great  help  to 
me.  Several  of  the  families  have  lately  joined  us,  and  it  is  likely  that 
others  \nll  do  the  same,  while,  if  they  were  sure  of  getting  a  station 
there,  I  think  all  would  come  forward.  This  would  be  a  grand 
stop  in  advance,  as  we  might  stretch  out  our  win^  towards  Vere, 
where  there  is  a  great  need  of  Christian  effort.  This  would  be  a 
work  of  mercy, — a  regular  missionary  enterprise ;  but  I  believe  it 
could  not  be  done  without  help  from  home  at  first.  I  venture  to 
say  that  there  would  be  rich  results  to  such  an  undertaking,  for  J 
have  learned  to  have  faith. 

Would  any  of  our  friends  be  willing  to  help  towards  the  comple- 
tion of  the  school-house?  Their  work  would  not  be  in  vain,  for 
they  would  be  helping  people  who  are  trying  to  help  themselves 
under  difficult  circumstances.  I  should  be  most  ready  to  keep  such 
benefactors  informed  about  the  work,  their  money  would  bear  heavy 
interest,  and  they  would  hereafter  rdoice,  bringing  their  sheaves 
with  them.  I  feel  called  upon  to  ask  K)r  some  aid,  as  I  do  not  think 
the  people  will  be  able  to  complete  the  work  alone.  If  our  friends 
could  see  the  people  and  witness  their  efforts,  they  would  soon  be 
moved  to  sympathize  with  and  aid  them. 

At  a  future  time  I  must  toll  you  of  a  similar  bright  dawn  that 
is  now  appearing  at  Old  England,  eight  miles  from  here.  The 
people  there  wish  to  establish  a  school  on  the  same  principle.  May 
the  fire  spread  far  and  wide!  I  am  the  more  anxious  that  the 
enterprise  at  Harmon's  may  be  settled,  that  it  may  become  a  model 
for  others.    While  the  iron  is  hot,  we  must  strike. 

I  am  glad  to  say  that  my  dear  wife's  health  is  still  improving, 
though  but  slowly.  I  am  in  rather  a  suffering  state,  from  nervous 
derangement,  sleepless  nights,  <fcc. 

You  will  be  glad  to  hear  that  our  schools  are  much  better 
attended  this  year  than  last. 
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ANTIGUA. 


Sefobt  of  Bome  Congeeoations  in  Antigua  for  1865. 

Ik  giving  some  account  of  the  congregations  and  schools  con* 
nected  with  this  Mission,  it  would  afford  me  much  pleasure  were 
I  fl^le  to  state  that  the  hopes  entertained  towards  the  dose  of  last 
▼ear,  that  the  fruitful  seasons  vouchsafed  to  us  would  materially 
better  the  condition  of  our  people,  and  thus  enable  them  to  attend 
the  services  of  the  church  more  regularly,  and  to  send  their  children 
to  school  again,  had  been  realized.  This  has  been  only  partially  the 
case.  Many  of  the  day-schools  and  Sunday-schools  are  but  thinly 
attended*  and  the  public  services  of  the  Church  are  too  ofl«n 
neglected,  partly  on  account  of  want  of  dothing,  but  partly  also 
from  an  increasmg  indifference  to  religion  among  all  dasses  of  the 
community.  This  indifference  does  not  arise  from  the  want  of  faith- 
ful  and  earnest  labourers  in  the  Churches.  There  are  zealous  and 
able  men  in  the  Church  of  England,  and  in  the  Wesleyan  Mission ; 
and  our  brethren  are  not  behind-hand  in  their  atteoition  to  the 
preaching  of  the  Gospel,  in  the  sujperintendence  of  the  day^  and 
Bunday-schools,  in  the  visitation  or  the  sick  and  aged,  and  m  the 
use  of  every  means  calculated  to  do  good  to  those  amoi]^  whom  they 
labour.  We  deeply  deplore  the  present  state  of  religion  in  this 
island,  and  earnestly  prajr  the  Lora  to  revive  His  work,  and  grant  a 
rich  effusion  of  His  Spint. 

At  8t,  John' 9  the  attendance  at  the  public  services  has  somewhat 
improved,  as  has  also  that  of  the  communicants  at  the  meetings  par- 
ticularly intended  for  them.  But  we  regret  to  say  that  the  attend* 
ance  at  the  Sunday-schools  is  less  than  half  what  it  was  three  yean 
ago,  before  the  drought  commenced.  The  number  of  children  fre- 
QuentiDg  the  Bagged  Sunday-school  opened  by  Br.  Higgins  in  the 
lower  part  of  the  dty  has  considerably  increased. 

The  day-schools  have  much  improved  dumig  the  past  year,  but 
are  still  by  no  means  what  they  used  to  be. 

The  prevailing  sins  of  this  dty  are  licentiousness  and  intemper- 
ance, and  it  is  to  be  feared  that  they  are  on  the  increase.  As 
iniquity  abounds,  the  love  of  many  connected  with  the  Church 
waxes  cold.  And  not  a  few,  even  outwardly  moral  and  intelligent 
persons,  think  it  quite  sufficient  to  attend  the  public  services  of  the 
Church,  without  mining  any  fiurtiier  profession.  This  is  particu- 
larly the  case  among  the  young  men. 

At  Pigott's,  an  out-station,  about  two  miles  fi^m  St.  John's,  the 
day-school  does  not  prosper  as  we  could  wish,  although  there  has 
been  some  improvement  during  the  year.  The  Sunday-school  num- 
bers about  finy  children  and  young  people,  and  the  public  services, 
which  are  held  once  every  Lord's  uay  and  occasionally  in  the  wedc, 
are  well  attended.  Yet  very  few  come  forward  to  join  the  Church, 
or  to  aid  the  cause  by  their  contributions,  though  the  people  in  this 
district  are  better  off  than  in  most  other  parts  of  the  island. 

The  small  congregation  at  Five  Islanoi  is,  we  hope,  steadily  im- 
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proving  under  the  care  of  our  native  assistant,  Br.  "W.  Thomas. 
The  attendance  in  the  schools  is  on  the  increase,  and  some  young 
people  are  coming  forward  to  join  the  Church.  There  is  also  a  more 
regular  attendance  of  the  members  at  the  services.  This  station, 
having  no  resident  minister,  had  formerly  to  be  supulied  from  St. 
John's,  which  was  a  great  disadvantage,  both  for  schools  and  congre- 
gation. During  the  drought,  the  neople  siiffered  much  from  want 
of  work,  and  many  left  that  part  of  the  country. 

Our  day-school  at  Oraeefield,  in  Popeshead  Division,  is  at  present 
the  largest  in  the  island,  having  an  average  attendance  of  103.  The 
means  of  grace  are  also  well  attended,  and  the  contributions  towards 
the  support  of  the  cause  are  comparatively  liberal.  Yet  Br.  Thomas, 
the  mmister,  is  frequently  discouraged  by  the  backsliding  of  pro- 
fessors, aud  the  iniquity  that  abounds  in  the  neighbourhood. 

At  Oreenba^  we  nave  the  best,  though  not  the  largest  juvenile 
school  in  the  island,  the  teacher,  Br.  Jacob  Roberts,  having  taken 
the  highest  place  at  the  last  examination  of  teachers.  The  infant 
school  has  lately  been  supplied  with  a  female  teacher  from  our  Train- 
ing Institution.  The  congregation  at  this  place,  once  so  noted  for 
its  increase  in  numbers,  and  its  zeal  in  support  of  the  cause,  has  felt 
the  sad  influence  of  the  times,  and  is  no  longer  what  it  was.  The 
sad  fall  of  some  of  its  members  gives  painful  evidence  of  the  depra- 
vity that  sometimes  exists  under  the  form  of  religion,  and  causes 
grief  and  anxiety  to  the  minister. 

At  Lebanon  the  day-schools  are  improving,  and  the  attendance  in 
the  Sunday-schools  is  large  as  compared  with  the  number  of  persons 
belonging  to  the  Church.  But  the  auditories  at  the  public  means  of 
grace  are  not  as  large  as  they  formerly  were.  I  also  regret  to  say 
that  of  late  many  painful  occurrences,  calling  for  the  exorcise  of 
church  discipline  on  intelligent  members,  who  in  their  younger  years 
received  a  Christian  education,  give  sad  evidence  of  the  low  state 
of  vital  godliness,  and  the  hold  which  superstition  still  has  over  the 
minds  of  the  people. 

There  are  two  day-schools  connected  with  Oracehay,  our  station  at 
the  extreme  south  of  the  island.  Of  these  one  is  at  the  station 
itself,  and  the  other  at  a  village  called  Johnson's  Point,  far  distant 
from  any  other  church  or  school.  Both  these  schools  suffered  very 
mucb  during  the  distress  occasioned  by  the  long  drought.  Food 
and  clothing  became  very  scarce,  aud  consequently  the  children  were 
taken  away  from  school  and  have  not  yet  returned.  Within  a  dis- 
tance of  n)ur  miles  on  each  side  of  Gracebay,  there  is  only  one 
estate  in  cultivation,  so  that  the  people  have  for  the  most  part  to 
depend  for  support  on  the  produce  of  the  small  plots  of  rented  land 
which  they  cultivate.  Hence  in  d^  seasons  they  are  reduced  to 
great  poverty  and  distress.  Many  of  the  people  in  this  district  have 
within  the  last  three  or  four  years  rented  land  and  built  huts  among 
the  hills  and  in  remote  valleys,  far  from  schools  and  places  of 
worship.  Consequently  they  are  fast  losing  the  small  amount  of 
civilisation  and  Christianity  they  possessed,  and  their  children  are 

f  rowing  up  in  utter  ignorance,  and  I  might  almost  say  barbarism, 
pecial  efforts  will  have  to  be  made  on  belmlf  of  these  people. 
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Time  does  not  permit  me  to  extend  this  report  at  present.  But 
I  cannot  conclnde  without  making  a  few  remarks  on  a  sul^ect 
which  is  urged  on  the  attention  of  the  Mission  Churches  of  all 
denominations  in  these  islands  by  the  Church  at  home,  namely, 
self-support.  When  we  consider  the  length  of  time  that  mission- 
aries have  laboured  in  these  islands,  and  the  large  amount  of  means 
provided  in  past  years  by  the  home  Churches,  we  must  allow  that 
the  expectation  that  these  mission  Churches  should  be  self-support- 
inff  is  just  and  reasonable.  I  believe  that  no  people  are  more 
willing  to  do  their  duty  in  this  respect  than  those  of  Antigua ;  but 
I  regret  to  say  that  their  ability  is  diminishing  year  bv  year. 

A  proof  of  the  readiness  of  our  people  to  support  the  ministry  of 
the  Word  among  them,  has  been  afforded  by  the  feet  that  for 
ten  years  their  contributions  nearly  covered  the  expense  in- 
curred for  the  support  of  the  missionaries.  But  during  the  last 
four  years  the  circumstances  of  the  people  have  much  cdtered  for 
the  worse.  This  arises,  not  only  from  the  long  seasons  of  drought 
through  which  we  have  been  passing,  but  also  mm  the  fact  that  the 
products  of  the  island  become  year  by  year  of  less  value,  while  the 
means  of  living  increase  in  expensiveness.  Labourer's  wages  are  now 
from  eightpence  to  a  shilling  a  day,  while  the  price  of  bread  is  from 
fourpence  to  sixpence  per  pound,  according  to  the  supply  of  flour 
from  America,  and  other  things,  including  native  provisions,  are 
proportionately  dear.  Under  these  circumstances  our  people 
cannot  have  much  to  spare  either  for  the  education  of  their  chil- 
dren, or  for  religious  purposes. 

I  am  sorry  to  say  that  the  island  is  again  suffering  from  drought. 
Three  months  of  the  rainy  season  have  passed  with  only  slight 
showers,  and  all  vegetation  is  suffering  in  consequence. 

Every  year  Antigua  becomes  more  subject  to  drought,  from  the 
wholesale  destruction  of  trees  that  is  going  on,  especially  on  the 
hills  and  uncultivated  ground.

CENTRAL  ASIA. 

From  Be.  Th.  Eechleb. 


Ktelako,  July  17th,  1866. 
God  willing,  we  shall  admit  our  recently-baptized  converts  to  the 
Lord's  supper  in  the  course  of  the  summer.  Up  to  the  present 
time  this  could  not  be  done,  as  Zachariah  (Drogmo)  has  been 
absent,  seeking  to  earn  a  livelihood  as  a  trader,  in  the  same  manner 
as  the  majority  of  the  inhabitants  of  this  district.  Sheep,  wool, 
&c.,  are  bought  in  Zangkar  and  Ladak,  and  sold  here  or  in  Kullu, 
in  exchange  for  com,  rice,  and  other  commodities.  Enterprising 
traders  go  as  far  as  L^,  where  they  meet  with  the  varied  produce 
of  India  and  Central  Asia  ;  but  at  present  the  trade  is  connned  to 
smaller  districts  in  consequence  of  the  disturbed  state  of  affairs  in 
Tarkand,   Kashgar,  and    the    adjacent    territory,    in    which    the 
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Maharajali  of  Cashmere  is  concerned,  in  spite  of  the  influence  of 
the  British  Government  in  India.  This  mode  of  earning  a  living  is 
not  desirable,  in  as  far  as  there  is  great  temptation  to  demrad  and  lie 
for  the  sake  of  gain ;  but  we  are  glad  to  see  these  natives  striving 
to  work  for  themselves,  and  trust  that  the  Lord's  mighty  power 
will  preserve  our  young  converts  from  doing  anything  that  is  unworthy 
of  their  calling  as  Clmstians. 

We  shall  in  all  probability  admit  the  wives  of  Zachariah  and 
Matthew  to  baptism  before  long,  at  their  own  urgent  request.  We 
long  to  see  more  coming  forward  with  an  earnest  desire  to  become 
children  of  the  living  God  through  faith  in  Christ  Jesus ;  but  of 
this  there  is  at  present  no  prospect;  our  Sunday  services  are 
attended  almost  exclusively  by  our  own  converts,  but  we  hope  that 
when  the  people  of  the  village  return  home  from  their  wanderings, 
thgr  will  again  come  to  hear  the  Word  preached  to  them.  The  m- 
dirorence  of  these  poor  Buddhists  is  most  deplorable. 

Our  endeavours  to  free  the  family  of  Nicodemus  (Sodnom)  and 
his  son  from  the  tyrannical  power  of  the  thanadar  of  Ladak  have 
as  yet  not  been  successful.  A  man  coming  from  thence  brought  us 
intelligence  about  them,  which  was  in  so  far  satisfactory  as  Samuel's 
( Joldan's)  wife,  and  mother,  had  expressed  their  willingness  to  come 
here.  The  thanadar  had  deprived  them  of  their  house,  and  on  hear- 
ing a  short  time  ago  that  two  sahibs  were  coming,  thinking  we  were 
the  sahibs  come  to  look  after  these  poor  women,  he  tried  to  compel 
them  all  at  once  to  cultivate  their  fields,  that  he  might  point  us  to 
this  fact  by  way  of  proof  that  they  were  content  to  stay  in  his 
country.  They  sent  their  relatives  a  needle  in  lieu  of  a  letter,  ac- 
cording to  the  custom  of  this  country ;  the  message  conveyed  by  this 
means  is  merely  an  assurance  that  they  were  alive. 

Last  autumn  I  wrote  to  the  Government  authorities  to  solicit  their 
aid  in  this  matter,  but  have  received  no  reply.  We  have,  however, 
recently  had  an  opportunity  of  laying  the  case  before  —  Forsyih, 
Esq.,  C.B.,  Commissioner  and  Superintendent  of  the  Jullmidur 
district,  who  called  here  on  his  tour  through  this  part  of  the  country. 
He  promised  to  use  his  influence  with  the  thanachr  on  behalf  of  the 
poor  captives.  Br.  Heyde  accompanied  him  at  his  request  for  several 
days  on  the  continuation  of  his  journey. 

We  were  grieved  to  hear  that  one  of  our  late  guests,  a  young 
merchant  from  Calcutta,  who  was  travelling  with  f)r.  Leitner,*  had 
come  to  an  untimely  end  not  long  after  they  had  parted  from  us. 
When  riding  across  a  bridge  in  Cashmere,  which  was  in  a  wretched 
condition,  his  horse  slipped  and  fell  with  its  rider  into  the  rushing 
stream  beneath:  before  aid  could  be  rendered,  he  was  dashed 
against  the  rocks  and  killed. 

The  house  we  have  erected  for  Nicodemus  is  finished,  and  he  will 
soon  be  able  to  take  up  his  abode  in  it. 

Br.  Pagell  has  been  able  to  enter  his  new  house,  though  it  is  not 
quite  completed.    The  small-pox  is  committing  terrible  ravages  in 
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the  villages  round  Poo,  and  on  account  of  the  measures  taken  to 
preyent  the  spread  of  the  disease,  the  communication  with  Poo  has 
been  renderea  exceedingly  difficult. 

August  2Zrd^  1866. 
I  enclose  a  list  of  the  hymns  and  separate  verses  which  have  been 
translated  into  Tibetan.    They  are  nearly  forty  in  number.    The 
translated  portions  do  not  rhyme,  as  this  is  stated  to  be  an  impossi- 
bility in  the  Tibetan  language. 

You  ask  what  difference  there  may  be  between  the  written  and 
the  spoken  language.  That  which  is  employed  for  all  books,  and  of 
which  we  have  been  obliged  also  to  make  use,  has  so  many  words 
and  forms  of  expression  which  are  not^ised  in  conversation,  that  it 
is  scarcely  understood  at  all  by  ordinary  people,  but  only  by  such  aa 
are  able  to  read,  that  is  the  lamas.  Of  tnese  even  there  are  many 
who  understand  by  no  means  all  they  read.  But  then  it  is  not  con- 
sidered necessary  to  understand  it,  as  the  mere  reading  is  such  a 
meritorious  work  that  any  effort  at  comprehension  is  considered 
superfluous.  The  medium  of  ordinary  intercourse  is,  properly 
speaking,  the  same  language.  I  think  I  am  correct  in  affirming 
that  there  is  about  as  much  difference  between  the  two  as  between 
pure  German  and  the  lowest  rustic  dialect  of  North  Germany.  But 
the  German  peasant  at  any  rate  understands  the  educated  man. 
Why  ?  Because  be  has  been  to  school,  is  accustomed  to  the  em- 
ployment of  good  language  in  religious  instruction,  and  especially^ 
can  read.  M  this  is  different  here.  Nobody  speaks  the  book-lan- 
guage; the  laity  cannot  in  general  read;  hence  there  are  many 
words  with  which  the  generality  of  the  people  are  unacquainted. 
When  the  lamas  read  on  special  occasions  of  a  religious  character,  it 
never  occurs  to  anybody  to  listen  to  them,  as  it  would  be  of  little 
use.  Not  only  do  the  Lamas  rattle  on  as  rapidly  as  possible,  but  in 
order  to  get  through  as  much  as  possible  (for  the  quantity  is  the 
great  object)  in  the  shortest  possible  time,  each  of  the  lamas  present 
takes  a  separate  leaf  of  the  book — their  volumes  not  being  stitched 
like  ours — so  that  supposing  six  lamas  to  be  engaged,  so  many 
distinct  passages  woula  be  m  course  of  being  read  at  the  same 
time. 

We  have,  of  course,  to  make  use  of  the  conversational  dialect  in 
preaching  the  gospel  to  the  people.  What  is  read  from  the  Scrip- 
tures has  to  be  explained  in  raUkad,  that  is  the  people's  language. 
Our  four  baptized  understand  idso  what  is  read  in  Tsdioskad,  or  uie 
language  of  religion,  or  books. 

The  language  of  the  people  among  themselves  in  the  villages  and 
in  the  domestic  circle  is,  in  this  part  of  the  valley,  Bunan — not  a 
dialect  of  Tibetan,  but  a  totally  distinct  language.  This  is  used 
particularly  by  women  and  children.  Few  of  our  female  neighbours 
are  able  to  speak  the  ordinary  Tibetan  fluently,  not  to  speak  of 
Tschoskad,  or  which  they  know  still  less  than  the  men. 

On  all  these  accounts,  it  is  most  important  that  school  efforts 
should  succeed.    The  Lord  grant  that  the  time  may  soon  come ! 

I  should  further  observoi  that  in  Spitti  and  Ladak,  Tschoskad  is 
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more  sfenerallj  understood  by  the  laity,  simply  because  there  are 
more  that  can  read. 

That  there  will  be  so  large  a  deficiency  on  the  general  account  is 
very  distressing.  I  should  rejoice  if  our  expenses  were  smaller. 
The  contributions  in  India  towards  this  mission  for  this  year  amount 
to  about  1500  rupees,  of  which  more  than  1200  were  collected  by 
Mrs.  Colonel  Lake.  This  esteemed  Christian  lady  labours  most 
faithfully  on  our  behalf.    May  the  Lord  reward  her ! 

I  thii]^  I  haye  abready  mentioned  the  visit  of  Mr.  Forsyth,  and 
his  great  kindness  and  readiness  to  give  us  all  needful  aid.  At  his 
request,  Br.  Heyde  accompanied  him  from  here  to  Spitti,  and  reached 
home  again  on  the  6th  of  August.  Of  course,  he  endea?oured  to 
make  use  of  this  journey  as  an  opportunity  for  the  distribution  of 
tracts,  and  conversation  with  the  people  on  the  one  thing  needful. 
But  he  states  that  there  was  not  much  opportunity  for  this,  on 
account  of  the  bustle  inseparable  firom  such  a  camp  as  that  of  the 
Commissioner. 

We  had  arranged  to  admit  the  four  baptized  brethren  to  the  en- 
joyment of  the  Lord's  Supper  on  the  13th  of  August,  but  Br.  Heyde's 
absence  prevented  this,  as  they  could  not  finish  a  course  of  special 
instruction,  and  it  was  postponed  until  the  7th  of  September.  May 
the  Lord  own  this  transaction  and  grant  His  blessing,  that  they  may 
grow  in  grace  and  knowledge !  We  have  also  appointed  the  16tn 
proximo  for  the  baptism  of  the  two  women.  They  have  repeatedly 
and  earnestly  sought  for  this  privilege.  We  anew  commend  all 
these  persons  to  your  prayers.  They  belong  to  Him  who  purchased 
them  by  His  bitter  suffering  and  death ;  and  that  He  will  draw 
them  more  and  more  to  himself  we  confidently  hope  and  believe. 
That  they  are  but  children  in  the  fisdth  we  are  often  reminded ;  but 
how  could  it  be  otherwise?  The  attendance  at  the  services  is  now 
very  scanty ;  but  we  hope  it  will  be  otherwise  in  winter. 


From  Br,  Pagell. 

Poo,  in  KuKAWUB,  February^  1866. 

We  shall  soon  have  spent  a  whole  year  at  this  place,  notwith- 
standing trials  and  difficulties,  but  with  the  experience  of  the  Lord's 
gracious  protection  from  day  to  day,  for  which  we  praise  His  holy 
name. 

Before  Christmas  I  had  some  conversation  with  the  people  about 
commencing  a  school  here ;  and,  to  my  surprise,  the  proposal  met 
with  a  favourable  reception,  the  attendance  of  several  chiloi^n  being 
promised  by  their  parents,  while  several  young  men  declared  their 
mtention  of  joining  the  class.  After  New  Year  the  matter  was 
again  talked  over,  and  the  voice  of  the  children  gained  the  day.  The 
parents  came  and  told  us  that  the  children  did  not  wish  to  come  to 
school  this  year,  but  they  would  not  fail  to  make  their  appearance 
as  soon  as  we  had  a  house  completed  to  receive  them  in.  We  hope 
ihey  will  keep  their  word,  and  must  wait  patiently.  During  the 
four  months  in  which  I  have  employed  workpeople  here,  I  have  held 
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a  service  every  evening,  at  which  they  were  present,  so  that  they 
have  heard  and  seen  what  Christian  worship  is  like ;  that  our  read- 
ing the  Scriptures  and  prajing  is  not  a  mere  outward  ceremony 
performed  without  the  appearance  of  solemnity,  but  a  work  in  which 
the  heart  is  engaged. 

I  have  frequently  opportunities  of  conversing  with  the  inhabitants 
of  this  village  and  strangers  also,  concerning  the  Saviour  of  sinners: 
apparently  the  words  make  no  impression ;  but  I  would  fain  hope 
that  here  and  there  the  seed  may  tall  on  good  ground.  My  distri- 
bution of  books  and  tracts  continues  and  increases,  especially  among 
those  who  belong  to  Tibet,  or  are  travelling  in  that  direction. 

Our  relation  to  the  people,  at  first  most  unpleasant,  has  become 
very  much  changed  for  the  better,  and  is  now  such  as  we  have  every 
reason  to  be  thankful  for.  As  for  our  dwelling  during  the  winter, 
it  has  been  nothing  better  than  a  stable,  without  flooring  of  any 
kind.  Here  we  have  cooked,  washed,  and  slept — ^in  fact,  Eved  en- 
tirely. Our  little  boy  often  exclaimed  about  the  want  of  room  to 
play  about  in.  We  were,  however,  very  thankful  to  have  shelter 
from  the  wintry  cold.  We  were  obliged  to  discontinue  building 
operations  in  October,  but  hope  to  get  the  house  finished  in  the 
course  of  the  present  year. 

The  P^ple  of  this  district  appear  to  be  a  proud,  selfish,  obstinate 
race.  The  poor  are  called  "  pipas,"  i.e.,  strangers,  heretics,  «fcc.,  and 
are  shamefully  treated,  being  regarded  as  the  scum  of  mankind. 
An  attempt  was  made  to  eject  the  pipas  during  the  winter,  because 
they  were  unable  to  give  the  usual  gifts  in  connection  with  the  death 
of  some  of  their  relatives,  it  being  the  custom  for  the  survivors  in 
such  cases  to  present  each  person  in  the  community  with  a  portion 
of  wheat  and  some  oil.  They  were  obliged  to  purchase  permission 
to  remain  here  for  the  sum  of  one  rupee  each.  Their  punishment, 
in  case  of  any  transgression,  is  exceedingly  cruel  and  humiliating — 
the  men  are  tied  naked  to  a  tree,  and  flogged  with  a  horsewhip ;  the 
women  are  scourged  with  thorns.  Fines  are  the  common  punish- 
ment for  those  who  belong  to  other  classes  of  society,  a  custom 
which  has  been  learnt  from  the  viziers,  who,  besides  imposing  very 
heavy  taxes,  are  wont  to  inflict  fines  to  a  very  considerable  amount. 
May  our  residence  among  this  people  teach  them  to  practise  mercy 
and  shew  love  to  their  fellow-men ! 

AprU  20£h,  1866. 

From  month  to  month  we  come  into  closer  contact  with  the  people, 
their  confidence  in  us  increases,  and  we  believe  that  our  labour 
here  is  not  in  vain  in  the  Lord.  For  two  months  we  have  had  a 
girls*  school,  which  my  wife  conducts.  The  scholars  learn  to  knit 
and  sew»  and  a  portion  of  Scripture  is  read.  Occasionally  pictures, 
r^resenting  Bible  scenes,  are  shewn  them,  and  a  simple  prayer 
offered,  in  which  we  do  not  forget  the  parents.  The  children  are 
very  attentive  and  dovout.  At  first  they  followed  my  example,  and 
took  ofi*  their  little  caps  when  we  knelt  down  ;  but  now  they  have 
returned  to  their  Asiatic  sign  of  devotion,  and  take  ofl'  their  shoes. 
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The  parents  are  pleased  that  we  pray  with  the  children,  for  in  their 
view  prayer  forms  a  very  necessary  duty  to  be  observed  by  every 
one.  In  summer  the  children  will  not  be  able  to  attend  school,  as 
they  find  employment  at  a  distanca 

I  have  begun  to  practise  as  a  doctor,  too,  and  my  advice  and  assist- 
ance are  valued.  There  are  three  persons  in  the  village  who  profess 
to  cure  diseases,  and  use  such  means  as  bleeding,  cupping,  <&c. ; 
nevertheless,  many  apply  to  me,  and  I  make  use  of  the  opportunity 
to  teU  them  that  I  act  in  the  name  of  Jesus,  looking  for  His  blessing 
on  the  means  applied.  In  several  cases  the  medicines  administered 
have  been,  by  God's  blessing,  attended  witb  very  good  results. 
When  I  am  called  to  visit  sick  persons,  I  have  a  welcome  opportu- 
nity of  proclaiming  the  Gospel  to  larger  numbers,  and  avail  myself 
of  ifc  the  more  readily  and  thankfully,  as  suitable  places  for  preach- 
ing are  as  rarely  to  be  met  with  here  as  in  Laboul. 

About  thirty  lamas  reside  here,  and  the  younger  ones  frequently 
come  to  me  in  companies  to  make  inquiries  about  various  subjects : 
may  the  Lord  bless  our  intercourse  to  the  conversion  of  some  of 
those  poor  benighted  souls. 

The  isolation  in  winter  is  very  great.  From  October  to  March 
no  letters  reached  us,  as  the  great  elevation  of  the  mountain  passes 
makes  it  impossible  to  keep  up  a  postal  connection  with  the  British 
province.  In  spring  the  melting  of  the  snow,  which  brings  down 
from  the  mountains  a  vast  amount  of  stones  and  earth,  makes  tra- 
velling- very  dangerous :  the  sound  of  falling  avalanches  is  heard 
continually  during  the  day  at  that  season. 


Extracts  of  the  Diaet  of  KteJaA^q  from  January  to  July,  186G. 

On  New  Tear's  Day  we  had  an  unusually  numerous  congrega- 
tion at  the  public  service.  The  next  day  we  went  through  the 
village,  exhorting  the  people  to  send  their  children  to  school,  and 
receiving  encouraging  promises  of  compliance.  The  appearance  of 
one  single  boy  was  the  result  of  our  endeavours.  Eepeated  attempts 
proved  more  successful,  and  eventually  the  scholars  grew  in  number 
to  10 — 12.  The  parents  are  strongly  opposed  to  the  education  of 
their  children,  we  cannot  therefore  be  surprised  at  the  carelessness 
and  indifference  of  the  children.  Samuel  (Joldan)  taught  reading, 
writing,  and  arithmetic ;  Br.  Heyde  Bible  history  and  geography ; 
and  Br.  Eechler  had  a  few  English  scholars.  Tara  Chanas  son, 
who  was  prevented  crossing  the  mountain  passes  into  Kullu  by  the 
early  snow  fall,  resolved  to  take  up  his  residence  at  Kyelang,  for  the 
sake  of  learning  English. .  He  found  it  hard  work,  but  it  was  pleasing 
to  see  his  steady  perseverance.  At  our  Sunday  services  he  was  a 
tolerably  regular  attendant,  but,  since  his  marriage  with  a  Hindoo 
girl,  he  has  become  confirmed  in  his  Hindoo  faith.  He  expressed 
his  determination  to  effect  an  improvement  in  the  attendance  at 
our  school. 

About  15  or  20  girls  attended  the  knitting-school,  principally  for 
the  sake,  of  earning  a  little  by  their  ovn  labour,  and  they  are  glad 
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enongb  to  avail  themselves  of  this  opportunity,  if  there  is  no  other 
means  of  support  more  to  their  taste. 

Our  coldest  weather  was  towards  the  end  of  January  and  the 
early  part  of  February,  the  thermometer  falling  down  to  46^  below 
scero  of  Fahrenheit ;  snow  fell  in  large  quantities/but  did  not  lie  rery 
long  on  the  ground. 

iSie  attendance  at  our  public  services  was  generally  very  good  in 
these  months,  and  we  trust  that  here  and  there  a  seed  may  have 
found  a  good  resting-place  in  the  heart,  where  it  may  bring  forth 
fruit  to  the  Lord,  though  it  may  be  hidden  from  the  eyes  of  the 
sowers. 

February  12ih.  —We  began  to  conduct  our  morning  prayers  in 
Tibetan  for  the  benefit  of  those  who  come  to  work  for  us,  and  are 
willing  to  attend  on  such  occasions. 

19fA. — ^A  leopurd  was  killed  near  the  village,  and  brought  in  pro- 
cession to  Kyelang  with  the  music  of  drums  and  fifes ;  ae  usual  this 
event  gave  a  welcome  occasion  to  an  uproarious  festivity  with 
much  drunkenness.  Leopards  are  not  indigenous  in  this  part  of 
the  country,  and  this  specimen  had  probably  come  over  from  Kullu 
or  Chumba.  Two  of  the  men  wno  attacked  the  animal  were 
severelv  injured. 

On  the  2Zrd  of  March,  travellers  crossed  the  passes  from  Kullu  for 
the  first  time.  Soonafterwards  we  closed  ourschools  fortius  year,  after 
the  attendance  had  dwindled  down  again  in  a  most  discouraging 
manner.  Those  who  had  come  at  all  regularly  had  made  progress, 
but  we  fear  that  little  will  be  remember^  of  what  had  been  learnt, 
by  the  time  the  summer  shall  have  come  to  an  end.  At  Kardang 
a  Lama  kept  school  durine  the  winter  at  our  instigation  and  in 
our  emplov,  and  Br.  Heyde,  who  went  over  to  inspect  it,  was 
pleased  to  nnd,  that  the  man  had  been  faithful  and  zealous  in  his  work, 
and  not  without  success  too,  for  several  boys  and  girls  had  made 
fair  progress  in  reading. 

May  7th,— ^The  attendance  at  our  services  has  begun  to  decline 
as  usual  during  the  summer  months,  when  many  of  the  villagers 
generally  leave  this  district  for  a  considerable  time.  "We  were 
thankful  that  during  the  winter  at  least  a  good  number  had  come  to 
hear  the  Gospel  preached,  and  must  continue  to  pray  earnestly  that 
Ood  will  be  pleased  to  remove  the  cold  indifference,  which  prevails 
60  generally  among  this  people. 


AUSTRALIA. 

Fbok  the  following  extracts  of  correspondence  it  will  be  seen 
thai  the  three  Brethren  Walder,  Meissel  and  Kramer,  have  at  last 
set  out  on  their  long  and  adventurous  journey  to  the  interior. 
Having  been  **  commended  to  the  grace  of  God,"  amid  many  prac- 
tical proofs  of  interest,  by  Christian  friends  of  all  denominations  at 
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Adelaide,  the  two  first-named  brethren  left  on  the  26th  of  July. 
On  their  way  they  were  joined  by  Br.  Kramer.  Their  first  resting- 
place  seems  to  have  been  Bethel,  where  the  brethren  and  sisters 
"  strengthened  their  hands  in  Gh)d,"  aided  them  in  various  ways, 
and  at  last  brought  them  on  their  further  journey.  The  latest 
report,  that  of  Br.  Kramer,  from  Bungaree,  represents  them  as  well 
in  health,  and  favoured  with  good  weather — circumstances  which 
went  far  to  enable  them  to  overcome  the  difficulties  attending  their 
progress.  May  the  Lord  prosper  the  enterprise,  and  protect  and 
strengthen  His  servants ! 

The  accounts  from  the  older  stations  will  be  found  to  contain 
some  interesting  particulars  illustrative  of  the  difficidty  and  laborious 
character  of  the  work  in  which  our  brethren  are  engaged,  but  also 
of  the  evident  blessing  resting  on  those  efforts.  The  multifarious 
character  of  a  missionary's  duties,  especially  in  such  a  field  of 
labour  as  this,  is  strikingly  set  forth  in  Br.  Spieseke's  letter. 

Br.  Kuehn  has  been  commissioned,  at  the  express  request  of  friends 
in  Australia^  to  continue  the  work  he  had  previously  commenced. 
Some  account  of  it  is  given  by  him. 


From  Br.  P.  W.  Spiesbkb. 

Ebenezeb,  June  l%th,  1866. 

Speaking  of  disappointments,  I  would  mention  the  case  of  old 
Neptune,  of  whom  I  recently  stated,  that  he  was  an  aged  sick  man, 
who  appeared  to  have  simple,  child-like  faith  in  our  Saviour.  Soon 
after  tnis  old  man  had  been  brought  hither,  a  number  of  the  natives 
assembled  here — probably  nearly  ninety,  and,  as  is  generally  the 
case  on  such  occasions,  the  influence  of  the  heathenishfy-disposed  is 
very  injurious.  Old  Neptune  was  persuaded  by  the  sorcerers  not 
to  take  any  medicine  n'om  us.  He  no  longer  had  ears  for  the 
sweet  tidings  of  the  Gospel,  and,  instead  of  turning  to  the  Friend 
of  sinners,  his  only  thought  was,  how  to.  get  rid  of  tho  charms  by 
which,  as  was  believed,  he  had  been  made  ill.  That  their  own 
sinftd  conduct  oft^n  brings  sickness  on  them,  these  poor  blinded 
heathen  cannot  understand.  Everything  of  the  kind  is  Jcullevnll^ 
that  is,  witchcraft.  Even  our  people  here  are  sometimes  accused  of 
dealing  in  witchcraft.  Some  time  ago,  our  good  Philip  took  a 
journey  westwards  to  preach  the  Gospel  to  the  heathen  dwelling 
there.  Soon  after  he  had  left  them,  one  of  their  number,  named 
Little,  became  luiweD,  and  Philip  was  promptly  accused  of  having 
bewitched  him,  on  this  he  pertinently  remarked,  '*  I  bring  them  the 
best  tidings ;  and  in  return  they  accuse  me  of  such  a  thing."  I  may 
observe  that  they  procure  what  they  conceive  to  be  desir5)le  means 
to  be  employed  in  incantations  from  the  bodies  of  the  dead,  and 
especially  such  as  have  been  killed.    Portions  of  Ihe  body,  feet. 
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hair,  &e,  arc  secured,  and  those  who  are  in  possession  of  such 
means  are  supposed  to  be  able  to  bewitch  others.  In  reference  to 
this,  Philip  remarked,  "  Formerly  they  used  to  devour  such  things ; 
now  they  wish  to  do  mischief  to  others  with  them."  Old  Neptune 
was  taken  away  by  his  heathen  fellow-countrymen,  to  be  conveyed 
to  Mr.  S.'s  station,  where  King  Barney  lives,  who  is  a  regular 
sorcerer,  from  whom  Neptune  looks  for  help.  However,  in  hb  case 
human  help  is  vain. 

The  same  people  also  took  &waj  the  boy  Dicky,  and  his  sister  Emma, 
who  had  be^  in  our  house.  This  was  a  source  of  great  regret  to 
us,  although  the  parents,  who  are  the  chief  cause  of  the  removal, 
promised  to  bring  them  back  in  two  months*  time.  Both  these 
children  can  read,  and  they  took  their  Bibles  with  them.  Dicky 
was  a  candidate  for  baptism. 

A  few  weeks  a^o,  two  boys,  named  Albert  and  Napoleon,  went 
away.  However,  1  went  after  them  on  foot  to  Nine  Creeks,  eleven 
miles  from  here,  found  them  there,  and  succeeded  in  inducing 
them  to  return  to  the  station  with  me. 

Of  our  little  flock,  I  am  thankful  to  the  Lord  to  be  able  to  report, 
that  thus  far  they  have  remained  fedthful  amid  many  temptations 
within  and  without.  That  the  members  of  this  flock  are  not  all 
alike,  I  need  hardly  state.  Some  are  much  more  advanced  in  grace 
than  others.  Several,  especially  of  the  women,  adorn  their  Christian 
profession  by  a  serious  and  consistent  walk.  Yet  again,  some  who 
mean  well  are  but  tender  plants ;  may  the  Lord  give  us  grace  to 
tend  such  souls  in  a  special  manner.  It  is  to  us  a  matter  of  special 
rejoicing  and  encouragement  to  perceive  in  old  Mary,  the  mother  of 
Daniel,  unmistakeable  traces  of  the  grace  of  the  Holy  Spirit.  We 
should  be  very  glad  to  be  enabled  to  baptize  this  aged  woman.  Among 
the  candidates  for  baptism,  Jacky  and  Lilly  have  particularly  asked  for 
the  administration  oi  this  rite,  and,  though  we  do  not  feel  at  liberty 
to  yield  to  their  wishes  at  present,  I  have  the  firm  conviction  that 
such  will  be  the  case  before  very  long. 

Our  esteemed  friends  of  the  Victoria  Association  at  Melbourne 
continue  to  promote  and  aid  our  work  in  the  kindest  manner.  I 
have  had  to  make  an  application  for  assistance,  and  have  again 
received  a  promise  of  £50.  for  the  purpose  of  our  Mission. 

We  have  been  asked  to  send  something  to  the  exhibition  which 
is  to  be  held  at  Melbourne  in  August,  but  do  not  know  whether  we 
shall  bo  able  to  do  so.  We  have  much  hard  labour,  of  a  very 
multifarious  character.  As  this  evening  came  on  I  was  very  tired, 
yet  I  had  to  hold  the  meeting,  which,  thank  God,  was  blessed  to 
myself.  Then  I  had  to  read,  and  maturely  to  consider,  several  let- 
ters, and  lastly,  when  much  overdone,  to  write  this  letter. 

August  2l8t,  1866. 
The  Lord's  blessing  continues  to  be  vouchsafed  to  our  work,  and 
we  see  steady,  though  slow,  improvement  in  many  respects.  Some 
have  already  learnt  to  rejoice  in  the  Lord  and  value  the  means  of 
grace,  and  others  are  beginning  to  lend  a  willing  ear  to  the  Gospel. 
As  regards  civilisation,  the  progress  is  not  what  we  should  wish  it 
to  be,  and  we  often  find  our  patience  sorely  tried ;  but  we  must 
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remember  that  we  have  to  do  with  a  people  more  thoroughly  indo- 
lent and  more  deeply  depraved  than  most  other  nations  of  the  earth, 
and  be  thankful  for  the  results  we  are  privileged  to  witness.  Philip 
and  his  wife  Rebecca  are  decidedly  the  best  specimens  of  our 
native  converts  in  every  respect,  the  former  being  of  very  open 
character,  and  very  useful  as  a  faithful  evangelist.  Nathanael  has 
more  mental  capacity,  but  is  less  frank  and  open,  and  more  inclined 
to  indolence ;  he  too,  however,  does  a  good  work  for  the  Lord  by 
speakiug  in  a  quiet  way  many  a  word  in  season. 

On  the  13th  inst,  three  more  natives  were  baptized  by  Br. 
Hartman,  via.  Jacky,  his  wife  Lilly,  and  Brown,  receiving  the 
names  Stephen,  LycUa,  and  Samuel.  Li  the  evening  of  that  day, 
we  partook  of  the  Lord's  Supper,  with  a  little  company  of  eleven 
native  communicants.  MagdiQene  could  not  be  present,  as  she  was 
lying  very  ill  in  her  hut,  hardly  likely  to  recover :  she  has  thus  fer 
kept  the  faith,  and  her  general  befiavionr  has  afforded  us  much 
pleasure. 

At  present  fifty  blacks  are  here,  some  of  them  belonging  to  the 
Murr^  tribe :  these  latter  rarely  come  to  our  services,  and  expect 
to  be  red  for  coming.  We  have  begun  to  keep  the  school  for  men 
and  boys  in  the  evening  on  three  days  in  the  week,  in  order  to 
leave  them  at  liberty  to  hunt,  fish,  and  work  in  various  ways  during 
the  day.  This  is,  however,  only  an  experiment ;  but  we  wish,  of 
course,  to  make  every  attempt  to  keep  them  up  to  the  duty  of 
earning  their  own  bread,  as  far  as  possible.  Our  own  example  is, 
doubtless,  not  without  considerable  ^ect  on  our  people ;  hence  we 
gladly  put  our  hand  to  external  work  of  any  and* every  kind.  I 
am  just  now  building  an  addition  to  our  house  to  accommodate  our 
children,  and  Br.  Hartman  is  erecting  a  smith's  forge,  by  means  of 
which  he  hopes  to  be  able  to  do  the  iron- work  needed  at  the  station ; 
this  is  the  more  needed,  as  we  otherwise  have  to  go  as  far  as  Hors- 
ham for  anything  of  the  sort. 

I  regret  to  say  that  the  expense  of  this  Mission  will  be  higher 
than  usual  this  year  in  consequence  of  the  drought,  and  scarcity  of 
provisions.  In  spite  of  the  unfavourable  season,  our  sheep  flock  has 
proved  very  productive :  from  300  ewes  we  have  no  less  than  225 
strong  lambs.  Grass  is  again  appearing  on  the  pastures,  but  there 
is  still  a  scarcity  of  fodder.  Our  horses  are  incapable  of  hard  work 
for  want  of  sumeient  food,  though  we  have  been  obliged  to  obtain 
com  for  them  at  a  considerable  expense. 


From  Br,  F.  A.  HAaENAUEB. 

Kamahtuck,  July  21*^,  1866. 
On  the  16th  inst.,  Br.  Kramer  was  summoned  by  telegraph  to 
join  Br.  Walder,  at  Adelaide,  and  proceed  thence  at  once  to  the 
mterior.  I  accompanied  him  as  far  as  Sale,  and  was  truly  grieved 
to  part  with  him,  as  he  has  proved  an  invaluable  assistant  to  me  in 
the  school,  fulfilling  all  his  duties  with  great  efficiency  and  faithful- 
ness. 

The  number  of  blacks  here  at  present  is  still  small,  and  I  know 
VOL.  xin.  L 
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not  when  the  others  will  return  to  this  spot,  of  which  thejr  hfivd  ft 
dread,  in  consequence  of  seyeral  deaths  having  taken  place  here. 
Some  have  only  sone  as  far  as  Bosedale,  and  we  hope  to  see  them 
tptum  hither  before  long. 

Of  our  two  baptized  converts  I  may  report  favourably.  Charles 
Jacob's  behaviour  is  quite  that  which  becomes  a  Christian ;  but  I 
am  sorry  to  say  he  is  continually  ill.  James  Matthew  went  to 
Tarraville  some  time  since,  to  try  to  induce  the  remnant  of  the 
tribe  residing  there  to  come  to  us.  We  have  been  looking  for  his 
return  \idth  some  anxiety,  but  have  had  no  reason  to  doubt  his 
faithful  adherence  to  his  new  faith.  A  third  youth,  called  Jack, 
\m»  given  us  much  satisfaction  for  several  months,  visiting  the 
school  very  diligently,  but  unfortunately  manifesting  such  stupidity 
that  he  cau  hardly  leam  anything. 

The  death  of  the  two  young  Christian  females  who  were  chosen 
as  partners. for  our  two  converts  has  been  a  source  of  grief  and  regret 
to  all  of  us. 

A  collection  for  the  Mosquito  Coast  is  being  made,  and  the  appeal 
is  being  very  generously  responded  to. 

Au^fust  21^,  1860. 

Since  Br.  Kramer  lefb  for  Adelaide,  I  have  taken  charge  of  thei 
school  again,  and  have  had  pleasure  iii  the  work :  at  present  the 
number  of  pupib  is  fourteen,  some  of  whom  make  very  fair  pro- 
gress. The  attendance  at  our  daily  services  is  good,  and  much 
attention  is  manifested.  An  increase  in  the  number  of  blacks  here 
has  taken  place  recently,  and  they  are  living  quietly,  though  without 
shewing  a  trace  of  spiritual  life. 

I  am  sorry  to  say  that  James  Matthew's  journey  was  to  no  pui*- 
pose ;  his  tribe  listened  <]uietly  to  what  he  had  to  say,  but  could  not 
be  induced  to  retium  with  him.  He  has  of  late  been  ailing  to  a 
degree  that  has  often  awakened  apprehensions  in  our  minds.  The 
conduct  of  both  converts  has  been  quite  satisfactory. 


A'om  Br.  H,  Waldbb. 
GaWlob,  25  miles  North  of  Adelaide.  July  28/A,  1866. 
At  length  we  are  on  the  way  to  the  place  of  our  destination.  We 
left  Adeuade  on  the  afternoon  of  the  26th  inst.,  having  there  enjoyed 
tnuch  love  and  kindness  for  a  spade  of  fifteen  months,  for  which  we 
feel  truly  grateful  On  the  previous  evening  a  farewell  meeting 
was  held  in  Chalmers'  church,  at  which  a  goodly  company  of  warm 
Mends  were  present  in  spite  of  the  very  un&voiurable  state  of  the 
weather.  Without  a  real  interest  in  our  work  no  one  would  have 
turned  out  on  such  an  evening  to  walk  or  drive  for  a  distance  of 
about  a  mile.  In  that  meeting,  which  was  composed  of  members  of 
various  denominations  of  Christians,  I  received  such  an  impression 
of  the  sweetness  of  brotherly  love  and  union  in  the  Saviour  and  His 
Work,  that  I  could  scarcely  find  words  to  express  what  I  wished  to 
say  on  the  occasion.  Such  hours  are  a  continued  source  of  com« 
fort  and  support  in  trying  circumstances.     The  consciousness  thai 
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tnaHy  heafts  of  Brethren  and  Sisters  in  Christ  are  not  only  beating 
in  sympathy  with  our  own,  but  that  they  are  pleading  on  our  behalf 
at  the  throne  of  grace,  is  like  a  lamp  to  lead  us  in  our  dark  hours 
to  the  Hearer  of  prayer^ 

We  intend  to  wait  at  Bethel  until  Br.  ikramer  can  join  us,  who 
will  arrive  at  Adelaide  in  a  few  days.  We  could  have  made  good 
use  of  a  few  more  days  at  Adelaide  in  perfecting  our  preparations  ; 
but  the  expense  of  prolonging  our  stay  tnere  with  five  horses  induced 
us  to  make  all  haste  to  set  out.  We  left  in  pouring  rain,  which  had 
reduced  the  roads  to  a  wretched  condition.  I  drove  the  four-horsed 
waggon,  Br.  Meissel  the  spring  cart  with  one  horse.  We  had  a 
good  many  difficulties  to  contend  with  at  the  very  outset,  and  on 
reaching  this  place  the  condition  of  our  hands  proved  to  us  that  we 
had  had  to  do  a  ffood  deal  of  rough,  hard  work,  and  I  certainly  never 
beheld  individual  so  thoroughly  splashed  with  mud  as  we  were.    . 

Br.  Kuehn  remains  for  the  present  at  Kadina,  .where  he  is 
evidently  doing  a  good  work« 


From  Br.  C.  Kbameb. 
BoMGARBE,  about  110  miles  North  of  Adelaide, 
August  2Ath,  18G6. 

On  the  9th  of  July^  I  received  at  Eamahvuck  the  long-expected 
telegraphic  message,  calling  me  to  join  the  Bm.  Walder  and  Meissel 
on  the  journey  to  Cooper's  Cree^  which  they  were  ready  to  com- 
mence. I  bid  adieu  on  the  16th  to  the  scene  of  my  labours  for 
twenty  months.  The  separation  was  painful,  for  I  had  eniojed 
much  love  on  the  part  of  Br.  and  Sr.  Hagenauer,  and  their  blacks, 
and  the  Lord  has  been  gracious^ly  pleased  to  lay  His  blessing  on  my 
Work  there.  A  black  woman,  with  her  three  children,  ran  after  our 
Vehicle  as  far  as  Stl*atfbrd,  to  give  ine  a  farewell  dhake  of  the  hand ; 
tears  stood  in  her  eyes,  while  her  little  ones  testified  their  sorroW^ 
by  continually  crying  "  Kukei,  kukei !"  The  journey  by  land  from 
Sale  to  Melhoui^ne  was  very  tedious,  occupying  three  whole  days, 
whereas  in  summer  it  can  easily  be  accomplished  in  twenty- four 
hours.  The  carriage^wheel  once  broke  with  lis,  and  caused  a  long 
delay  ;  another  time  the  horses  ran  away  with  us.  At  MelboUmo 
I  arrived  on  the  19th,  and  spent  five  dajrs  very  pleasantly  with  our 
kind  friend  Mr.  Chase,  before  a  ship  sailed  ror  Adelaide,  in  which 
I  could  take  my  passage. 

After  a  stoi'mV  voyage  of  four  days  I  reached  Adelaide,  leaving 
again  on  the  Srd  inst.  for  Bethel,  where  my  travelling  companion* 
were  staying  to  await  my  ai*rival,  and  a  change  of  the  weather, 
which  has  been  most  boisterous  and  wet  since  th^y  set  out  from 
here.  From  Kapunda,  whither  I  proceeded  by  railway,  I  intended 
walking  to  Bethel,  but  overtook  a  waggon  slowly  advancing  in  the 
same  cnrectioU,  and  found  that  it  contained  the  Bm.  Walder  and 
Meissel.  Our  meeting  was  as  happy  as  it  was  unexpected.  They 
had  bad  a  terrible  journey  with  their  heavily  laden  waggon,  which 
frequently  simk  up  to  the  axle-trees  in  mud  ;  the  four  horses,  not 
luxnistomed  to  work  together,  gave  endless  trouble,  and  once  the 
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waggon  stuck  bo  fast  in  the  mud  that  even  the  aid  of  additional 
horses  did  not  suffice  to  move  it,  and  the  wheels  had  to  be  dug  out 
and  a  windlass  put  in  operation  before  it  would  stir  from  the  spot. 
Eventually  they  had  to  go  to  the  nearest  railway-station,  and  send 
on  the  greater  part  of  the  baggage  by  train  to  Kapimda,  whence 
they  were  fetching  it  to  Bethel  when  I  overtook  them. 

To  avoid  a  repetition  of  the  difficulties  previously  encountered, 
our  stay  at  Bethel  was  prolonged  to  the  22nd  of  August,  the  daj 
we  sailed  from  London  two  years  ago.  We  met  with  much  kind.- 
ness  on  the  part  of  our  Brethren  and  Sisters  forming  this  congrega- 
tion, and  on  leaving  were  supplied  with  provisions  sufficient  for 
many  weeks'  necessity ;  all  the  time  our  horses  were  well  fed  by 
various  Brethren  on  their  farms,  which  saved  us  no  small  additional 
ejpense.  A  farewell  meeting  was  held  on  the  evening  of  the  21st, 
in  which  we  were  assured  of  the  cordial  good-wishes  of  all  present, 
and  were  conmiended  to  the  further  care  and  guidance  of  the  great 
Lord  of  the  harvest.  Two  Brethren  sent  their  waggons  with  us  as 
far  as  Clare,  seven  miles  from  here,  that  our  waggons  might  be  better 
able  to  get  on  with  a  lighter  load ;  another  Brother  has  kindly  volun- 
teerd  to  travel  still  furflierwith  us  to  assist  us  with  the  horses,  until 
they  become  more  accustomed  to  work  together,  for  both  of  which 
services  we  feel  truly  thankful.  We  have  been  highly  favoured 
thus  far  as  regards  the  weather,  and  have  been  graciously  pre- 
served from  all  hiurm,  though  our  establishment  of  three  vehicles 
brings  no  small  amount  of  unwonted  labour  with  it. 

May  the  Lord  continue  to  go  with  us  and  bless  us ! 


From  Br.  J.  Kuehn. 

Kadina,  May  Sth,  1866. 

Por  the  last  twelve  weeks  about  fifty  blacks  have  been  here,  of 
whom  sixteen  or  twenty  come  twice  a  day  to  school.  In  the  evening 
I  conduct  a  short  service  in  their  camp.  The  best  pupils  are  able 
to  answer  about  seventy  simple  questions  about  our  Saviour's  life 
and  death ;  they  begin  to  read  words  of  one  syllable  and  to  write 
in  copy-books.  We  'also  practise  singing  hymns,  which  they  very 
slowly  commit  to  memory.  On  Sunday  some  of  them  always 
accompany  me  to  church.  When  I  announced  to  them  a  short 
time  smce  that  I  should  have  to  go  away  for  a  time,  several  women 
with  tears  in  their  eyes  begged  me  to  remain,  promising  that  they 
would  be  more  obedient  and  diligent,  and  not  wander  about  as 
hitherto.     My  time  is  fully  occupi^. 

June  16th,— It  is  a  matter  of  great  rejoicing  to  me  that  govern- 
ment has  consented  to  supply  rations  for  these  blacks ;  their  com- 
plaints of  hunger  are  very  touching.  On  account  of  the  drought, 
opossums  are  scarce,  and  very  little  flesh  on  them,  when  obtained. 
Under  the  impression  that  the  indolence  of  the  blacks  was  alone  the 
cause  of  their  starving,  I  went  out  on  a  hunting  expedition  with  the 
men ;  but  we  returned  empty-handed  after  seven  hours'  laborious 
work.  During  the  last  few  weeks,  the  rainy  season  has  brought 
much  sickness  among  the  poor  blacks ;  some  I  took  into  the  school- 
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house  to  give  them  shelter  as  well  as  medicine,  but  scarcely  one 
could  be  induced  to  remain  more  than  one  night  uudcr  my  roof: 
imder  such  circumstances  it  is  not  to  be  wondered  at  that  pulmo- 
nary disease  is  very  commonly  met  with  here. 

My  scholars  shew  a  very  encouraging  degree  of  application,  and 
I  believe  that  some  hearts  are  not  unimpressed  with  the  Gospel 
truths  which  they  are  taught.  They  dine  with  me  in  the  school- 
house,  and  wait  very  quietly  with  tiieir  hands  folded,  until  a  blessing 
has  been  asked,  in  winch  all  join. 


SURINAM. 

{FtatH  the  Mtstiotu-BkUt.) 
From  Br,  Yjls  Calkeb. 

Pabamabibo,  June  dth,  1866. 
My  last  letter  announced  to  you  the  arrival  here  of  Br.  and 
Sr.  Staehle,  and  to-day  I  have  already  to  report  his  death.  A 
fortnight  after  his  landmg  he  had  an  attack  of  fever,  which  had  quite 
the  symptoms  of  the  intermittent  type,  and  therefore  caused  us  no 
alarm  at  all ;  he  himself  was  actively  at  work,  when  the  attack  had 
passed  over  for  a  time.  On  the  3rd  of  June  he  said  he  felt  in  better 
health  than  at  any  time  since  he  landed  in  this  country.  The  next 
morning  he  vyas  attending  to  his  usual  work  in  the  forenoon,  but  lay 
down  in  the  afternoon  under  a  new  attack  of  fever.  The  next  day 
congestion  of  the  brain  set  in,  and  this  as  well  as  the  fever  defied 
every  remedy  that  was  applied.  On  Wednesday  Br.  Staehle 
expressed  the  conviction  that  he  would  not  surviye  the  illness  ;  still 
there  appeared  to  us  to  be  good  ground  to  hope  for  a  favourable 
turn.  In  the  afternoon,  however,  a  sudden  change  took  place :  he 
became  unconscious,  his  features  distorted,  every  symptom  of  malig- 
nant fever  appeared,  and  about  7  p.m.  our  brother  departed  this  life 
in  a  very  calm  and  peaceful  manner.  He  had  for  many  years  felt  a 
particular  desire  to  be  employed  in  this  portion  of  the  mission  field; 
and  the  Lord  has  removed  hmi  after  a  service  of  four  months'  dura- 
tion !     His  ways  are  wonderful  I 

JuU/  m,  1866. 
Another  of  our  number  has  been  called  hence  by  our  Master : 
Br.  Baun,  director  of  the  school  at  Beckhuizen.  On  the  12th  of 
June  he  was  brought  to  town,  iU  of  fever,  from  which  he  soon  seemed 
to  rally ;  on  the  21st  unfavourable  symptoms  shewed  themselves,  he 
became  occasionally  unconscious  and  delirious,  and  his  utterance 
indistinct:  about  2  p.m.  he  joined  with  those  assembled  round  his 
couch  in  earnest  prayer,  and  gently  breathed  his  last  about  10  p.m. 
The  day  following,  his  remains  were  interred.  Sr.  Baun  has  also 
been  CfJled  upon  to  give  up  her  only  child,  Eudolph,  13  months  old, 
whose  illness  oegan  while  her  husband  was  on  his  death -bed.  But 
the  Lord  has  proved  her  strength  and  support  in  a  wonderful  degree. 
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Br.  Batin  had  only  been  here  for  2  J  years,  and  had  shewn 
great  faithfulness  as  well  as  ability  in  his  calling.  We  miss  him 
very  much  indeed,  especially  just  now,  when  we  need  all  the  strength 
we  can  command,  in  order  to  carry  out  the  proposed  visit  to  the 
W^rawyne  district.  The  Lord's  dealings  must  be  the  very  best  for 
lis  and  for  Uis  work,  in  which  we  are  engaged  ;  but  it  is  a  trial  to 
our  faith  to  see  one  stumbling-block  after  another  laid  in  the  way,  so 
as  to  prevent  our  entering  at  once  on  what  seems  to  us  a  most  pro- 
mising door,  opened  by  the  Lord  Himself,  not  to  speak  of  the  injury 
done  to  the  work  in  general  by  a  temporary  close,  or  the  inadequate 
supply,  of  the  flourishing  school  at  Beckhuizen. 

July  l^th,  1866. 

Our  anxieties  seem  to  increase  rather  than  diminish,  and  the 
Lord's  ways  seem  still  darker  than  before,  especially  with  r^^ard  to 
the  poor  heatben  on  the  Marawyne ;  for  our  beloved  John  King  is 
now  lying  here,  to  all  appearance  sick  unto  death.  He  recently 
went  to  Gansee,  calling  at  Ber^-en-Dal  by  the  way,  and  also  visiting 
the  heathen  Auka  negroes  at  Koffycamp,  near  the  mouth  of  the  Sara 
Creek.  At  Gansee  he  was  prostrated  with  fever,  and  as  the  attack 
lasted  for  three  days,  he  was  taken  to  Berg-en-Dal,  where,  however, 
all  medicine  proved  ineffectual  to  remove  the  disease.  On  the  18th 
instant  he  was  brought  hither  in  all  haste,  and  was  then  unable  to 
speak.  A  medical  man  attended  hipi  at  once,  and  the  fever  soon 
apated  in  violence ;  but  the  state  of  extreme  weakness  to  which  it 
has  reduced  him  ^Is  us  with  very  serious  apprehensions  as  to  the 
issue.  But  he  is  in  the  Lord's  hand,  and  He  has  on  a  fom^er  occasion 
restored  him  to  us,  when  his  condition  was  as  bad  as  it  now  is. 
May  He  be  pleased  again  to  raise  this  valuable  servant  to  continue 
His  work. 

How  incomprehensible  do  the  ways  of  the  Lord  appear  to  our 
short-sighted  understandings !  A  new  door  to  the  heathen  is  opened, 
then  He  removes  two  Brethren,  so  that  we  know  not  where  to  look 
for  others  to  go  in  and  occupy  the  land  for  tie  Lord.  And  now  the 
native  evangeust,  whose  presenile  would  be  absolutely  necessary  for 
the  journey  to  the  new  field,  is  laid  aside,  and,  if  preserved  in  life,  will 
not  be  able  to  undertake  such  a  tour  for  many  weeks !  It  is  a  sore 
trial  to  our  faith  to  have  to  wait,  when  we  know  that  numbers  of 
heathen  are  thirsting  for  the  waters  of  life.  A  short  time  since  the 
eapt9,in  of  the  Boni  negroes  came  to  town,  and  inquii*ed  if  John  Elinff 
would  not  soon  be  coming  to  his  people.  The  negro-woman  who  tdS 
John  King  that  she  would  accuse  him  before  God,  if  he  did  not  return 
to  her  tribe,*  is  already  dead.

God  be  praised, — John  King  is  improving ;  his  strength  is  slowly 
returning  to  him.

It  gives  me  gi^eat  pleasure  to  report  to  you,  that  I  have  beea  able 
to  paj  another  yisit  to  the  conmgation  of  Matuari  negroes  at  Mari- 
pastoon.  I  was  there  during  iPassion  Week  and  the  Easter  season, 
aod  much  enjoyed  the  priviJege  of  ministering  to  this  dear  people. 
The  Lord  continues  to  regard  this  little  flock  with  peculiar  ravour ; 
but  I  had  aiso  occasion  to  observe,  that  the  enemy  of  souls  does  not 
cease  from  his  attacks. 

That  Noah  Adrai  had  given  way  to  temptation  and  grievously 
sinned,  when  on  the  journey  with  John  King,  we  had  previously 
heard,  to  our  great  gne£  'W'e  found  him  deeply  penitent  on  account 
of  his  transgression,  of  which  he  had  twice  voluntarily  made  public 
confession,  with  many  tears,  before  the  assembled  congregation.  I 
was  delighted  to  hear  this,  as  the  sorrow  caused  by  the  operation  of 
God's  Spirit  always  works  a  more  deep  and  lasting  repentance  than 
that  which  is  the  result  of  human  exhortations  andreproof. 

John  King  is  a  real  blessing  to  Maripastoon ;  a  prayer  which  I  heard 
him  offer  up  during  my  stay,  shewed  me  what  progress  he  has  made 
in  spiritual  life.  I  love  and  value  him  exceedmgly ;  we  must  hope 
and  trust  that  his  singular  visions  will  not  lewEtd  him  astray  from  tne 
right  path.*  He  himself,  in  his  conversion  and  subsequent  career 
as  evangelist,  plainly  bears  the  stamp  of  Gk)d's  hand  in  a  wonderful 
degree :  his  little  flock  at  Maripastoon  is  increasing  in  grace  and  in 
numbers ;  in  the  latter  respect  the  increase  is  very  gradual,  but  those 
who  are  added  to  the  flock  appear  to  be  such  as  are  truly  converted 
children  of  God,  and  devoted  feUowers  of  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ. 

I  baptized  six  persons,  two  of  whom  were  from  the  Berlyn  estate, 
and  had  been  instructed  by  Nicholas  Manilla.  No  others  had  come 
from  further  up  the  country,  probably  because  the  time  of  my  visit 
was  not  previously  known  and  announced.  John  begs  to  have  a 
church  erected,  and  makes  it  a  matter  of  prayer  to  the  Lord.     The 

*  A  Baking  change  has  taken  place  in  the  character  of  John  Kind's  viiuons  since  hif 
baptiani.  FrcviooB  to  this,  they  had  reference  to  his  own  conversion,  and  evidentlv 
altered  with  his  increasing  knowledge  of  Divine  truth  from  the  stud^  of  God*s  word. 
Since  his  baptism,  thenr  rdfer  entirely  to  his  service  as  evangelist,  giving  no  revelation 
or  instmction  concemmg  doctrines  which  can  be  learnt  from  the  Scriptures,  but  chiefly 
appointing  time,  place  and  oUier  circumstances  in  connection  with  tne  work  to  which 
he  feels  called  by  the  Lord.  It  is  true,  this  is  not  the  ordinary  way  in  which  God 
makes  known  His  will  and  designs,  but  surely  we  dare  not  object,  if  He  in  Hi9 
wisdom  thinks  fit  to  leave  the  uscuJ  course,  and  adopt  a  plan  of  procedure,  which  is 
marvellous  in  our  ^es.  Should  the  visions  contain  anything  at  variance  with 
God's  revealed  Wort,  we  should  be  sure  that  they  were  not  of  God,  and  that  John 
King  was  being  overcome  by  ihe  enemy  of  souls,  who  will  doubtless  strive  to  con- 
vert these  supernatural  visions  into  a  means  of  mortally  injuring  his  soul,  that  he 
be  not  instrumental  in  saving  others.  Of  this  John  King  is  well  aware  ;  he  has 
often  been  spoken  with  on  this  subject,  and  has  always  left  the  conviction,  that  this 
singular  feature  in  his  spiritual  life,  so  far  from  making  him  think  more  highly  of 
himself  than  he  ought  to  think,  has  a  tendency  to  humble  him  and  cause  him  to 
walk  very  cautiously,  looking  constantly  in  simple,  childlike  faith  to  Jesus  for  Hif 
instruction  and  guidance,  however  He  may  be  pleased  to  grant  it. 
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congregation  declare  their  willin^ess  to  leave  Manpastoon  and 
settle  elsewhere,  if  it  should  be  thought  desirable.  This  would  be 
the  case,  for  the  village  is  on  a  small  elevation,  surrounded  by  low 
ground,  which  is  under  water  during  the  rainy  season,  and  almost 
closed  to  the  trade  winds :  a  new  church  is  not  absolutely  needed  as 
long  as  the  congregation  does  not  increase  considerably  beyond  it6 
present  numbers.  If  the  people  reiUly  carry  out  their  resolution  to 
remove  to  a  more  fiivourable  locality,  we  shall  be  very  glad  to  devote 
the  funds  placed  in  our  hands  by  kind  Christian  friends,  to  the  erec- 
tion of  a  church.  But  migration  is  a  difficult  undertaking  for  bush 
negroes,  who  must  select  soil  suitable  for  their  provisions,  and  a 
proper  season  for  laying  their  ground  out  for  cultivation.  A  year 
or  two  makes  little  difierence  to  them  in  executing  their  plans. 
Bush  negroes  are  never  in  a  hurry. 


NORTH  AlVIERICAN  INDIANS. 

(From  ike  Moravian.) 

Extract  of  the  Report  of  the  Society  for  Pbopaoatino  the 
Gospel  among  the  Heathen,  read  at  the  Anniversary  Meeting 
of  the  Society,  held  at  Bethlehem,  August  21st,  186(5. 

New  Fairfield,  Canada, — Both  in  spiritual  and  temporal  things 
this  mission  is  prospering.  A  school  for  the  children  of  our  mem- 
bers has  been  commenced,  and  numbers  twenty-four  scholars.  The 
daughter  of  the  missionary  has  been  acting  as  teacher.  The  attendance 
at  church  is  generally  good,  and  the  weekly  prayer-meeting  always 
attracts  a  respectable  number.  The  Sunday-school  is  in  a  very  satis- 
factory condition.  The  hearts  of  the  children  were  gladdened  by 
the  generous  donation  of  books  from  the  Sunday-school  at  Beth- 
lehem, in  Pennsylvania,  and  a  new  impulse  has  thereby  been  given 
to  the  school  On  Christmas  Day  the  children  had  a  special  meet- 
ing, at  which  upwards  of  fifty  were  present. 

The  "  oil "  excitement  is  veiy  high  in  the  neighbourhood  of  Fair- 
field. But  as  yet  no  molestation  has  been  experienced  from  the  en- 
croachments of  the  speculators,  the  Department  imposing  very 
onerous  conditions  on  those  ap{)lyinff  for  a  Beenae. 

The  congregation  numbers  in  afl  180  persons,  of  whom  45  are 
communicants. 

The  Kansas  Mission  among  our  Christian  Indians  (chiefly  of  the 
Munsey  tribe)  and  the  Chippewas.  No  less  encouraging  tiian  the 
report  of  New  Fairfield  is  that  of  this  mission.  There  has  indeed 
b^n  a  ^^reat  deal  of  sickness  in  the  shape  of  fever  and  ague  among 
our  Indians  during  the  latter  part  of  the  last  year,  which  also  in- 
vaded the  mission-fEunily.  But  very  few  deaths  have  taken  place. 
This  prevalence  of  sickness  was  an  unusual  occurrence,  owing  to  a 
continuance  of  wet  weather,  as  the  climate  of  Kansas  is  on  the 
whole  very  healthy^  a  cloudless  sky  and  sunshine  being  the  rule. 
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During  the  winter  an  unusual  degree  of  cold  preyailed,  the  thermo- 
meter ranging  about  zero  of  Fahrenheit,  and  sometimes  below.  But 
about  Chnctaias  and  New  Year  ihe  weather  was  very  fine,  and  the 
services  of  the  season  were  all  well  attended. 

Our  little  church,  which  holds  from  sixty  to  eighty  persons,  was 
well  filled,  especially  at  Christmas,  when  uie  chudren  gave  great 
satisfaction  by  the  manner  in  which  they  recited  their  Christmas 
hymns  in  Inoian  and  English,  and  by  singing  a  number  of  select 
pieces,  taught  them  for  the  occasion  by  their  excellent  teacher. 

Our  Sunday  services  are  regularly  held,  and  generally  very  well 
attended.  We  are  so  fortunate  as  to  have  again  the  services  of  our 
interpreter,  an  intelligent  and  pious  young  man,  after  a  long  absence 
with  the  army,  during  the  late  war.  It  is  to  be  hoped  that  he  will 
exercise  a  good  influence  by  his  word  and  example. 

The  bell  which  has  lately  been  presented  to  the  mission  is  doing 
good  service  in  various  ways.  It  is  not  only  of  great  benefit  in  effect- 
ing greater  punctuality  in  the  attendance  of  our  people  at  the  Sun- 
day services,  and  of  our  own  children  in  the  Sunday  and  day  schools, 
but  also  in  accustoming  them  generally  to  habits  of  regularity,  in 
which  they  are  very  deficient. 

The  day-school,  after  a  truly  successful  term,  closed  on  the  29th  of 
June  with  a  public  examination,  at  which  all  the  parents  were 
present.  They  declared  themselves  highly  gratified  witn  the  school 
and  with  the  progress  of  their  children. 

The  Sunday-scnool  is  also  in  a  very  prosperous  condition. 

On  the  whole  there  is  a  growing  spirit  of  true  piety  and  prayer 
perceptible  among  the  members  of  the  congregation. 

Sunday  the  I5th  inst.  was  a  day  of  great  blessing.  Por  some  time 
previous  a  class  of  eight  persons  nad  been  taken  through  a  regular 
course  of  religious  instruction,  and  on  the  day  aforesaid  they  were 
admitted  to  the  Church.  Among  them  there  were  three  of  the 
Chippewa  tribe,  the  others  being  Munseys.  At  the  same  time  six 
children  of  those  received  were  baptized.  It  is  a  source  of  deep 
gratitude  and  rejoicing  to  the  missionary,  that,  by  the  blessing  of 
God  upon  his  efforts,  the  first  fruit  of  the  Chippewa  tribe  was 
gathered  in  on  this  occasion,  after  long  and  patient  labour,  amid 
great  discouragements. 

The  persons  under  our  care  number  in  all  95,  of  whom  19  are  com- 
municant members. 


ChEBOEEE    MiSBIOlf. 
(From  the  Mimons-Blatt.) 

Inuring  the  late  civil  war  in  North  America,  Br.  Mack,  missionary 
among  the  Cherokee  Indians,  had  been  obliged  to  leave  his  station 
and  take  refuge  in  Missouri.  He  recently  visited  the  scenfe  of  his 
former  labours,  and  will  re-commence  his  work  as  soon  as  possible. 
Of  this  visit  Br.  M.  reports  as  follows : — 

"  Leaving  Springfield  on  June  29th,  I  travelled  in  the  diligence  as 
far  as  Bentonville,  in  Arkansas,  and  from  thence,  partly  on  foot, 
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partly  on  hor^back,  reaching  the  borders  of  the  Cherokee  territoiy 
on  July  2nd,  and  two  days  later  the  former  station  of  Canaan,  now 
lying  in  ruins.  At  the  sight  of  my  old  home  I  was  deeply  ffrieved. 
The  church,  houses,  and  stables,  and  even  the  fences  and  hedges, 
had  fallen  a  prey  to  the  flames.  Biding  to  the  place  where  our 
dwelling  had  stood,  the  sigh^t  of  the  few  remaining  ruins  recalled 
to  my  remembrance  the  many  sighs  and  prayers  on  behalf  of  our 
Cherokees,  which  had  ascended  Srom  that  spot  to  the  throne  of 
grace.  I  turned  towards  the  ruins  of  the  little  church,  which  I  bad 
built  almost  entirely  with  my  own  hands,  and  quite  at  the  expense  of 
the  Indians,  who  had  most  readily  contributed  what  they  were 
able, —a  heap  of  ashes  was  all  that  remained.  With  a  heayy  heart 
I  bent  ray  steps  towards  the  burial-ground,  and  rested  for  a  time 
among  the  graves  of  the  departed. 

On  the  6th  of  July,  after  spending  the  night  at  MayBville,  about 
five  miles  from  Canaan,  I  proceeded  to  Springplace,  about  20  miles 
distant.  On  the  way  thither,  I  found  almost  every  house  destroyed 
or  burnt  down,  but  at  the  station  itself  four  families  were  livmg. 
Men,  women,  and  children  hastened  to  welcome  me,  gave  me  hearty 
hand-shakes,  and  I  felt  very  happy  to  converse  once  more  with  mv 
people  in  the  Cherokee  language.  The  Mission-premises  were  still 
standing,  though  in  a  very  mlapidated  condition;  the  doors  and 
windows  broken,  and  fences  burnt;  even  the  little  wood  near  the 
school-house  had  been  cut  down.  Everything  would  have  become  a 
prey  to  the  flames  but  for  the  strenuous  exertions  of  the  few  families 
who  had  remained  on  the  spot  and  worked  with  ail  their  powers 
to  quench  the  fire.  A  man  of  the  name  of  Thompson  died  soon 
afterwards,  in  consequence  of  over-exertiDg  himself  in  the  attempt 
to  save  the  station.  The  cattle  are  all  driven  away,  and  the  agricul- 
tural implements  are  ruined. 

The  next  day  I  took  leave  |ind  went  to  Spavinon,  where  I  met  with 
a  hearty  welcome  from  many  old  Mends,  with  whom  I  was  greatly 
pleased  to  join  in  singing  our  Cherokee  hymns.  All  the  natives  I 
spoke  with,  expressed  the  strong  desire  that  a  missionary  might  again 
be  appointed  to  live  with  them  and  instruct  them."

I.  Society  fob  the  Fubthebance  of  the  Oospsl  among  thi 
Heathen. — The  second  half-yearly  meeting  for  1866,  was  held  at 
the  Brethren's  Chapel,  in  Fetter  Lane,  on  the  30th  of  October.  The 
weather  was  very  unfavourable,  yet  the  attendance  was  numerous, 
including,  besides  many  members  of  the  congregation,  not  a  few 
well-known  and  esteemed  friends.  Br.  and  Sr.  Barsoe  and  Br.  and 
Sr.  Schoett,  who  had  returned  by  the  Harmony,  had  already  pro- 
ceeded to  the  continent ;  but  Br.  T.  Ellis,  who,  with  his  dear  wife 
and  infant  child,  having  spent  some  months  in  his  native  country, 
was  now  about  to  return  to  his  post,  was  present. 
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The  meeting  was  opened  as  usual  with  singing  and  fr&jer,  fol- 
lowed by  a  few  remarks  from  the  Chairman  of  the  Committee.  The 
usual  account  of  the  voyage  and  summary  of  intelligence  from 
Labrador  were  then  communicated.  Some  intelligence  from  the 
kindred  mission  in  Greenland  followed,  together  with  brief  state- 
ments respecting  Tibet  and  Surinam.  The  West  Indian  Missions 
were  represented  by  Br.  Ellis,  who  offered  some  remarks  illustrative 
of  his  own  observations  and  experience  of  the  power  of  Divine 
grace  among  the  poor  and  afflicted.  Br.  Ellis  was  heard  with  in- 
terest, and  was,  with  his  partner,  affectionately  commended  to  the 
protection  and  blessing  of  the  Lord.  A  gentleman  present  next 
gave  some  statements  respecting  the  suffering  which  prevails  gene- 
rally in  Bohemia  and  Moravia  in  consequence  of  the  war,  but  which 
affects  the  poor  Protestants  particularly,  and,  expressing  the  belief 
that  some  measure  of  relief  would  be  gracefully  commencedby  a  Church 
which  originated  in  those  countries,  suggested  that  such  should  be 
case.  These  remarks  were  listened  to  "with  deep  attention,  and 
assurance  given  of  the  sympathy  and  approval  of  the  meeting. 

Tlie  concluding  prayer  was  offered  by  the  Rev.  T,  P.  Moonejr,  one 
of  the  Secretaries  of  the  London  Association,  and,  after  the  singing 
of  the  Doxology,  the  meeting  broke  up.

CiRCULiB  ijETTEB  of  the  Stnodal  COMMITTEE  foT  the  management 
of  the  BBfiTHBEN's  MISSIONS,  accompanying  the  Fiitancial 
Statement  y^r  the  year  1865. 

We  begin  our  Missionary  report  for  the  year  with  the  solemn  words 
of  God,  which  He  once  addressed  to  His  chosen  people  in  a  time  of 
trial  through  the  mouth  of  His  prophet  Jeremiah :  "  I  know  the 
thoughts  that  I  think  towards  you,  saith  the  Lord,  thoughts  of  peace 
and  not  of  evil,  to  give  you  an  expected  end.  Then  shall  ye  call 
upon  me,  and  ye  shall  go  and  pray  unto  me,  and  I  wiljl  hearken  unto 
you.  And  ye  shall  seek  me,  ana  find  me,  when  ye  shall  search  for 
me  with  all  your  heart."  Chap.  xiix.  11-13.  We  see  here  God's 
intention  in  sending  trials  indicated,  and  are  directed  to  the  sole 
source  of  comfort  under  them.  May  he  attain  this  merciful  aim 
with  us  in  this  season  of  manifold  trials  and  difficulties  ! 

Our  Brethren  and  Sisters  and  Christian  friends  are  aware  of  the 
disasters  which  last  year  befel  our  Missions  on  the  Mosquito  Coast 
and  at  Bazija  in  Cafiraria.  We  can  now  report  with  thanks  to  the 
Lord  that  the  hand  which  smote,  has  already  graciously  heaJed  the 
wound,  and  we  gladly  avail  ourselves  of  the  opportunily  to  express 
our  thanks  for  the  interest  and  sympathy,  as  well  as  the  valuable 
aid  which  we  have  met  with  from  the  most  different  quarters,  on 
behalf  of  ourselves  and  the  missionaries  labouring  in  those  spots. 
We  may  say  with  the  Apostle  Paul :  "  The  administration  of  this 
service  not  only  supplieth  the  want  of  the  saints,  but  is  abundant 
also  by  many  thanksgivings  unto  God ;  whiles  by  the  experiment  of 
this  ministration  they  glorify  Gt)d  for  your  professed  subjection 
unto  the  gospel  of  Chnst,  and  for  your  liberal  distribution  unto 
them,  and  unto  all  men."  (2  Cor.  ix.  12, 13.)  May  our  Saviour  grant 
a  rich  reward  of  grace  to  all  who  have  lent  their  aid  in  the  work  of 
extending  His  kingdom  upon  earth. 

We  may  here  mention  the  loss  sustained  by  our  Board  through 
the  retirement  of  Br.  G.  A.  Cunow  in  consequence  of  serious  illness, 
which  eventually  led  to  his  departure  on  the  24th  of  June.  He  was 
a  member  of  the  Mission  Department  for  sixteen  years,  manifesting 
great  feithfulness  and  ability  in  the  work.  A  few  years  ago  he 
undertook  a  visitation  of  the  West  India  Islands,  the  exertions  con- 
nected with  which  seemed  to  exceed  his  strength.  He  rests  from 
his  labours  and  the  Lord  will  be  his  everlasting  reward.     Another 
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severe  loss  was  experienced  bj  the  return  home  and  subsequent 
departure  of  Br.  C.  H.  Goetz,  who  was  for  ten  years  active  as 
Boperintendent  of  the  Mission  in  the  Danish  West  Indies.  Our 
work  is  truly  a  matter  of  faith  with  regard  to  the  supply  of  labourers 
for  the  extensive  field  which  we  occupy,  but  hitherto  the  Lord  has 
not  denied  us  the  needful  men,  and  we  believe  that  He  will  continue 
to  answer  our  prayer,  that  He  will  send  labourers  into  His  vine- 
yard, who  shall  gather  in  for  Him  the  '*  reward  of  the  travail  of  His 
soul." 

Turning  to  the  different  mission  fields,  we  would  first  refer  to  that 
in  CiNTBJLL  Amebica.  The  terrible  hurricane,  which  caused  much 
injury  to  all  our  stations  on  the  Mosquito  Coast,  except  Ephrata, 
has  already  been  alluded  to.  It  is  a  matter  for  devout  thankfulness 
to  the  Lord  that  none  of  our  Brethren  and  Sisters  received  any 
bodily  injury,  thouprh  exposed  to  great  peril  from  the  fiilling  ruins 
of  houses,  and  the  following  privations  from  the  want  of  sufficient 
food  and  shelter.  At  Blu^ieldgy  the  dwelling-house,  though  occupy- 
ing an  exposed  position,  was  mercifully  preserved,  though  damaged, 
and  afforded  shelter  for  many,  who  fled  thither  for  refuge  kfter  the 
destruction  of  their  own  dwellings.  The  ready  aid  am)rded  soon 
decided  the  question  of  the  continuance  of  this  Mission,  and  our  last 
reports  announce  the  restoration  of  the  mission-premises.  The 
effects  of  the  visitation  still  make  themselves  painfully  felt  in  the 
scarcity  and  high  price  of  provisions  consequent  on  the  destruction 
of  the  crops  and  plantations.  The  death  of  the  King,  which  took 
place  in  !November,  gave  rise  to  some  fears  as  to  the  future  position 
of  the  Mission ;  though  resisting  the  influence  of  the  Gospel  in  his 
own  heart  and  life,  he  had  not  hindered  the  work ;  it  was  appre- 
hended that  the  little  Mosquito  territory  might  be  claimed  by  the 
Boman  Catholic  Bepublic  of  Nicaragua.  May  the  Lord  hold  out 
His  protecting  hana  over  this  portion  of  His  vineyard.  That  the 
trials  have  produced  the  peaceable  fruits  of  righteousness  in  many 
hearts  is  very  evident ;  the  desire  for  the  preacUng  of  the  Qtwpel  is 
very  general,  and  much  joy  was  expressed  at  the  rebuilding  of  the 
stations. 

A  calamity,  similar  to  the  one  mentioned,  befel  the  Mission  in 
South  Afbioa  in  the  destruction  of  the  new  sl^tion  on  the  Baziya  in 
Cafiraria.  About  6  p.m.  of  the  29th  of  September,  a  whirlwind 
totally  destroyed  the  mission-premises  in  the  space  of  10  or  12 
seconds.  Br.  and  Sr.  Baur  and  their  two  children  were  in  the  house 
when  the  roof  was  torn  away  and  the  walls  thrown  down,  but  were 
wonderfully  preserved  from  all  serious  injury.  They  had  a  place  of 
shelter  most  kindly  afforded  them  in  the  house  of  the  Kev.  Mr. 
Gk>rdon,  English  missionary  at  All  Saints,  about  half  a  day's  journey 
distant.  Br.  Baur  soon  retiumed  to  Baziva,  and  commenced  at  once 
the  erection  of  a  temporary  abode  for  himself  and  family,  in  the 
shi^  of  a  large  Kaffir  house.  On  the  15th  of  December  they  took 
possession  of  ttieir  new  home,  and  recommenced  with  regularity  the 
religious  services,  which  had  occasionally  been  omitted  when  they 
had  to  be  held  in  the  open  air.  The  Kaffirs  shewed  much  sympathy 
with  them,  especially  their  chief,  and  they  readilj  made  their  appear- 
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ance  at  our  services  again.  On  the  29th  of  April  Br.  Baur  had  the 
great  pleasure  to  baptize  a  man  and  woman  as  the  first  converts 
from  the  heathen  at  that  station,  and  he  is  of  opinion  that  the  work 
has  suffered  no  harm,  as  regards  the  spiritual  state  of  the  people 
residing  there.  Thus  we  have  here  again  reason  to  give  thanks  unto 
the  Lord  for  His  abundant  merc^. 

!From  the  other  Mission-stations  we  have  heard  complaints  of 
want  of  spiritual  life,  but  proofs  have  also  not  been  wanting,  that 
the  blessing  of  God  is  resting  upon  the  work.  In  Qenadendal 
typhoid  fever  raged  in  the  autumn,  and  carried  off  one  of  the  Mis- 
sionary Brethren.  Br.  Kuehn  was  attacked  bj  this  disease,  but  soon 
recovered ;  he  has  since  accepted  the  appointment  of  Member  of  the 
Mission  Board.  Before  leaving  the  Cape  he  was  to  visit  all  the 
Mission-stations  in  South  Africa,  and  was  expecting  to  leave  for 
Europe  vrith  his  fi^imily  in  the  month  of  July.  Br.  Bechler  has  been 
appointed  successor  to  Br.  Euehn  as  Superintendent  of  this  Mission. 
At  Mim  the  church,  after  being  so  much  enlarged  as  to  seat  1000 
persons,  was  re-opened  on  the  24th  of  September.  A  similar  so* 
lemnity  took  place  at  Witteujater  on  June  18th,  where  a  stable  had 
been  converted  into  a  small  church,  meeting  the  wants  of  the  con^ 
gregation  there,  which  had  hitherto  assembled  in  a  dwelling-house. 
On  the  15th  of  October  the  new  church  at  Berea,  near  Genadendal, 
was  opened,  towards  the  erection  of  which  our  people  at  Genadendal 
had  granted  willing  assistance  with  praiseworthy  zeal.  Abundant  gifts 
from  kind  friends  in  Europe  rendered  the  erection  feasible,  but  small 
contributions  from  the  congregations  iu  the  Colony  were  not  want^ 
ing.  The  appointment  of  native  assistants,  as  teachers  or  as  pastors 
at  out-stations  has  continued ;  on  January  31st  John  Zwelibanzi 
entered  on  the  duties  of  assistant  at  Snyklip,  near  Olarkson, 

As  regards  externals,  the  hand  of  Gt>d  rested  heavily  on  this 
country  during  tbe  period  under  review.  A  prolonged  dronght 
destroyed  the  hope  of^a  good  harvest  at  almost  ail  the  stations ;  the' 
price  of  provisions  rose  to  a  great  height.  In  addition  to  this,  great 
poverty  shewed  itself  in  the  colony,  which  our  people  had  to  feel 
keenly  in  the  scarcity  of  work,  and  of  payment  for  work  done  for  t^e 
farmers.  These  circumstances  could  not  but  exercise  an  injurious 
influence  on  the  external  portion  of  our  work  there ;  from  gardens 
and  fields,  which  generally  proved  a  very  good  return,  notlung  had 
been  realized,  and  the  scarcity  of  money  had  a  most  depressing  in- 
fluence on  the  trade.  At  some  stations  considerable  losses  in  horses 
and  cattle  were  also  experienced. 

With  regard  to  the  West  Ikdieb,  fears  were  entertained  for  some 
time,  when  in  October  disturbances  of  a  serious  nature  broke  out  in 
the  is^land  of  Jamaica.  They  were,  however,  confined  to  the  south- 
eastern district  and  were  soon  put  an  end  to  b^  the  whites,  aided  by 
the  still  half-savage  Maroons  from  the  mountain  districts  in  the  inte- 
rior. Our  stations  were  undisturbed  except  by  the  alarm  and 
excitement,  which  filled  the  minds  of  all.  The  spirit  of  discontent 
on  the  part  of  the  cx)loured  population,  which  led  to  the  disturbances^ 
was  not  shared  in  by  our  people,  and  the  missionaries  expressed  the 
conviction  that,  even  if  the  outbreak  had  spread  to  the  regions 
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Inhere  our  stations  are  principally  situated,  the  people  would  have 
remained  faithful  to  their  Church  and  loyal  to  tne  government^  as 
was  the  case  in  the  rebellioDs  which  took  place  many  years  ago,  pre- 
vious to  the  emancipation  of  the  negroes.  On  August  18th,  the 
fiftieth  anniversary  of  the  commencement  of  the  Mission  at  Irwin 
Hill,  in  the  tiorth-westem  district  of  the  island,  was  celebrated,  and 
the  multitude  of  attentive  and  rejoicing  worshippers  bore  testimony 
to  the  fact,  that  the  labours  begun  by  Br.  Light  in  times  of  dark- 
ness among  the  poor  negro  slaves  have  not  been  in  vain  in  the  Lord, 
but  richly  blessed  by  Him.  An  extension  of  the  work  on  this 
island  has  taken  place  by  uniting  the  two  out-stations  of  Broadleaf 
and  Cheapside  to  one  congregation,  the  fourteenth  in  Jamaica.  At 
a  place  called  Harmons,  about  18  miles  from  Bethabara,  a  new  door 
has  been  opened  for  the  preaching  of  the  GK)spel :  the  inhabitants 
of  the  district,  partly  belonging  to  the  Church  of  England,  partly  to 
the  Baptists,  had  opened  a  large  school-house  for  their  own  benefit 
and  at  their  oWn  expense,  and  now  they  have  requested  our  Bre- 
thren to  take  the  oversight  into  their  hiands.  Land  was  given  for 
the  erection  of  a  new  school-house  and  church,  which  were  to  be 
begun  immediately.  The  Baptist  minister,  who  resides  at  such  a 
distance  as  to  find  it  impossible  to  attend  to  this  portion  of  his 

3>liere  of  labour,  expressed  his  approval  of  the  scheme  of  asking  our 
rethren  to  come  to  their  aid. 

In  the  other  islands  of  British  West  Indies,  especially  Antigua 
and  BABBiJ>os,  the  people  were  still  suffering  from  the  effects  of 
scarcity  of  provisions  and  want  of  work,  and  many  absented  them- 
selves from  church  and  kept  their  children  from  school  from  a 
real  or  supposed  want  of  decent  clothing.  It  is  undeniable 
that  the  luKewarm  and  half-hearted  withdrew  more  and  more, 
or  were  satisfied  with  keeping  up  a  mere  outward  connection 
with  the  church,  without  shewing  the  power  of  godliness.  On  the 
other  hand,  a  pleasinff  state  of  spiritual  life  existed  among  the  fisnth- 
ful  members  of  the  Church. 

As  regards  the  effort  to  render  these  Missions  self-sustaining  by 
means  of  ree^ular  contributions  from  the  people,  it  has  been  impos- 
sible to  mauke  much  progress  under  existing  circumstances,  it  is 
quite  evident  that  in  the  immediate  friture  we  cannot  expect  in- 
creased receipts  from  the  West  Indies,  yet  at  the  same  time  our 
Mission  Treasury  is  in  no  condition  to  appropriate  considerable 
sums  to  this  field  such  as  have  hitherto  been  expended  on  it.  The 
Mission  Board  will,  therefore,  strive  to  diminish  the  expenditure  in 
this  direction  as  much  as  possible ;  first,  by  reducing  the  number  of 
European  missionaries,  secondly,  by  appointing  native  assistants  to 
the  churge  of  the  smaller  congregations,  and  thirdly,  by  the  intro- 
duction of  the  system  of  saluries,  which,  fixed  according  to  the 
necessities  of  each  station,  will  shew  exactly  what  is  to  be  aimed  at 
in  making  each  West  India  congregation  bear  its  own  expenses. 

This  plan  was  sanctioned  by  the  Unitr^'s  Elders'  Conference  in 
December,  1865,  but  will  not  take  effect  before  January,  1867,  and 
the  effect  cannot  be  clearly  ascertained  before  the  lapse  of  two 
years.    It  is,  however,  a  necessary  stage  in  the  development  of  our 
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MiBsions,  recognized  by  the  General  Synod  of  1857,  that  they  cease 
to  be  Missions  in  the  ordinary  meaning  of  the  term,  and  take  their 
place  among  the  other  congregations  of  the  Unity.  The  payment  of 
fixed  salaries  to  the  missionaries  in  the  West  Indies  is  a  step  in  this 
direction,  and  one  that  is  imperatively  demanded  by  the  present 
financial  condition  of  the  Missions. 

The  reports  irom  SimnrAM  shew  that  the  emancipation  of  the 
negroes  has  had  in  many  respects  a  very  beneficial  and  encouraging 
effect  upon  our  Mission- work.  This  is  particularly  the  case  in  respect 
to  the  instruction  of  the  rising  generation.  The  number  of  schools  has 
increased  to  sixteen,  with  between  2000  and  3000  scholars.  In  the  day- 
school  in  Paramaribo  800  pupils  receive  instruction,  and  the  Train- 
ing Institution  at  Beekkuizen  continues  in  a  flourishing  state.  It  is 
still  a  matter  of  difficulty  to  establish  schools  on  estates  at  a  distance 
from  the  Mission-stations,  the  parents  themselves  shewing  a  great 
want  of  the  proper  appreciation  of  the  advantages  connected  with 
the  possession  of  even  a  small  amount  of  knowledge.  We  may  hope 
to  see  a  change  for  the  better  in  this  respect,  when  the  present 
school-children  have  become  men. 

The  second  missionary  tour  of  John  King,  native-assistant  at 
Maripastoon,  undertaken  in  July  and  August  at  his  own  request, 
was  a  memorable  occurrence  in  the  history  of  this  Mission,  both  in 
itself  and  because  of  its  remarkable  results.  The  negroes  of  the 
Poligoodoo  and  Boni  tribes,  residing  on  the  Marawyne,in  the  eastern 
part  of  the  colony,  were  the  objects  of  the  expedition,  and  in  spite 
of  many  hardships  and  difficulties  every  village  in  the  country  was 
viflited  and  favoured  with  the  sound  of  the  blessed  GospeL  He  met 
with  a  most  friendly  w^come ;  a  deep  conviction  of  the  misery  of 
their  heathen  oondinon  and  the  longing  for  release  therefrom  through 
the  power  of  the  GK)spel  being  expressed  on  every  side.  Only  the 
highest  chief  raised  objections,  wmch  were  soon  abandoned  at  the 
representationB  of  his  subordinate  chieftains  and  the  people ;  he  is 
said  to  have  died  since.  The  people  were  ready  to  list^i  to  the 
message  of  the  Gk)spel  both  early  and  late,  and  ur^ged  him  to  return 
to  them,  saying  repeatedly  that  the  fault  would  be  his,  if  they  did 
not  become  Christians  but  died  in  their  sins.  A  new  field  is  thus 
opened  to  us,  but  how  it  is  to  be  occupied  at  present  it  is  difficult  to 
see,  for  the  constitution  of  European  missionaries  would  iwidly  give 
way  in  these  hot  and  unhealthy  forest-wilds.  John  £ing  is  to 
renew  his  visit  there  accompanied  b^  s(nne  Brethren.  The  voice 
calling  r ''  Come  over  and  help  us ! "  is  loudly  audible,  and  we  miCy 
surely  believe  that  the  Lord  of  the  harvest  will  prepare  ways  and 
means  for  labourers  to  go  in  to  work  for  Him.  In  the  year  1766, 
jost  a  centurv  previously,  the  Mission  to  the  Bush-negroes  was  com- 
menced by  the  Brethren  Daehne,  StoU,  and  Jones,  who  settled  at 
first  on  the  Senthea  Creek,  under  the  protection  of  the  chieftain 
Abini ;  and  now  a  native  of  this  region,  brought  by  the  Lord  in  a 
wonderful  way  to  the  knowledge  of  the  truth,  is  the  first  to  convey 
tiie  glad  tidings  of  the  Gt>spri  to  the  kindred  tribes  on  tiie  Mara- 
wyne. 

The  work  of  the  missionaries  at  the  several  stations  has  progressed 
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in  a  pleasing  ancl  eneouniging  manner,  and  tHe  difScnltdev  oon- 
nected  with  uie  transition  state  of  affairs  after  the  emancipation  of 
the  negroes  appear  to  be  giving  little  trouble  now.  In  the  extension 
of  their  edncaticmal  activity  the  Brethren  were  hoping  to  receive  con- 
siderable aid  from  the  Gt)vemment. 

As  regards  the  Mission  among  the  Nobth  Amsbioak  Iitdiaks 
little  is  to  be  said.  Among  the  Gberokees  the  work  has  not  been 
resomed  since  the  stations  were  destroyed  in  the  late  war.  In 
Kansa*  and  Oanada  the  missionaries  contmue  to  labour  with  pleasing 
results.  The  Ereedmen  in  the  Southern  States  have  not  been  over- 
looked at  this  time ;  Br.  Isaac  Prince  has  been  labouring  zealously 
among  them,  chiefly  at  Memphis,  where  a  considenble  number  q£ 
negroes  belonging  to  the  Federal  army  were  stationed. 

Our  intdOigenee  from  Labbadob  was  received  by  the  Harmony  in 
tiie  antumn  of  1865,  and  contained  various  items  of  an  interesting 
character.  The  erection  of  the  new  station  at  Zoar  had  been  ener- 
getically commenced,  the  new  Church  at  Hopedale  almost  finished, 
and  a  general  mission  confer^xce  held  at  Nain,  at  which  a  missionary 
from  each  station  was  present.  Br.  C.  Linder  was  present,  after 
having  spent  tiie  winter  months  at  Hebron  and  Okak,  uid  made  him- 
self thoroughly  acquainted  vdth  the  work,  especially  in  its  peculiar 
external  featives.  One  result  of  the  conference  at  Nain  was,  at  Okak, 
the  commencement  of  an  orphan-house  for  ten  children  under  the 
charge  c^  a  wortliy  Eskimo  couple.  The  care  of  the  widows  and 
orpluuis  of  the  Eskunoes,  the  number  of  which  is  very  large,  remains 
a  difficult  matter  for  our  Brethren  here  as  in  our  other  Arctic  Mis- 
sion. 

In  QtnXBShiJXD  the  new  mission  premises  at  Igilarp^it  had  been 
brought  to  sudi  a  degree  of  completion  that  Br.  and  Sr.  Warmow 
could  take  up  their  abode  there  in  October  of  last  year.  The 
Greenlanden  residing  in  the  vicinity  expressed  their  tnankfiilnesa 
tiiat  the  station  was  now  so  near  to  tiiem.  There  were  many  proofs 
tiiat  the  Lord's  blessing  is  voudbsa&d  to  the  labours  of  the  mission- 
aries, 80  iSaat  iimf  do  not  labour  in  vain.  The  last  winter  had  been 
in  ev€«y  respect  a  very  favourable  one  for  the  natives;  they  had  to 
exfierienee  nothing  of  the  destitution,  which  is  frequently  most 
trying  in  the  winter,  and  seemed  spiritually  richer  while  enjoying 
plenty  inext^nals* 

In  AirsTEjiLiA  the  work  is  progressing  furly  at  Shenezer  and 
JEUmakfntciL  At  the  former  stfUion  tiie  little  flock  of  Christians  is 
gradually  increasing,  andljie  number  of  heathen  blacks,  who  live  in  the 
camp  and  do  not  Hsten  to  tfae  Gospel,  diminishing.  Several  houses 
bave  been  erected  as  dwellings  for  the  new  converts^  but  these  have 
still  to  be  frequMitly  stirred  u]p  to  be  dUigeat,  prderly,  and  cleanly. 
Nathanai^  and  Philip  are  faithfully  active  as  evangelists  among 
tikejr  own  eoantrymt^i.  On  the  18th  of  March  in  this  year,  the 
nevr  little  church  at  Baaiahyuck  was  solemnly  opened  for  divine 
worriiip ;  and  <m  the  suae  day  the  first  convert  at  this  station  was 
baf^ized  in  ^esence  of  about  200  perscftis,  the  minority  of  whom 
were  ndgjbibrars  and  Christiaa  friends,  who  shew  an  interest  in  the 
woric*  bttt  also  some  natives.

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Of  the  four  Brethren  who  went  out  last  year,  Br.  Kramer  has 
remained  for  the  present  to  assist  Br.  Hagenauer,  at  Eamahynck* 
The  other  Brethren,  Walder,  Meissel,  and  Euehn,  went  to  Adelaide 
in  May,  1865,  hoping  to  start  thence  for  Cooper's  Creek.  A  seyeie 
drought  renderea  the  prosecution  of  the  joumej  impossible,  and  the 
Brethren  separated  to  work  here  and  there  until  the  Lord  should 
clear  the  way  for  them.  Br.  "Walder  was  firequentlywith  our  con- 
gregation at  Bethel,  assisting  Br.  Schondorf ;  Br.  JS!uehn  went  to 
labour  among  the  hitherto  neglected  blacks  near  Eadina,  on  Yorke's 
Peninsula,  while  Br.  Meissel  assisted  at  the  Missionary  station  of 
Mr.  Taplin,  at  Point  McLeay.  A  baptized  native,  Daniel  by  name, 
accompanied  them  ^m  Ebenezer,  with  the  earnest  desire  to  conyey 
the  Grospel  message  to  his  benighted  countrymen,  and  tell  them 
what  he  nad  experienced  in  his  own  heart,  and  there  was  reason  to 
hope  that  he  might  be  of  some  assistance  to  the  Brethren  in  their 
work,  though  the  dialect  spoken  by  the  natives  about  Cooper's 
Creek  is  very  different  firom  that  of  tne  Wimmera  district.  On  the 
11th  of  October  it  pleased  the  Lord,  however,  to  take  home  to  him- 
self the  redeemed  and  happy  soul  of  this  yoimg  witness  to  His 
truth.  He  died  of  rapid  consumption  in  the  hospital  at  Adelaide, 
in  a  most  pleasing  state  of  heart. 

The  hostilities  which  have  recently  broken  out  near  Lake  Hope 
between  the  natives  and  colonists,  leading  in  some  instances  to 
bloodshed,  are  calculated  to  awaken  fears  with  regard  to  the  present 
reception  of  the  missionaries  by  the  excited  natives.  They  shewed 
great  kindness  to  the  survivors  of  Burke's  exploring  party  some 
years  ago,  and  it  is  to  be  hoped  that  their  confidence  wiU  soon  be 
regained.  Outward  quiet  has  been  restored  by  the  steps  taken  by 
the  colonial  authorities  for  the  protection  of  the  settlers. 

The  review  of  the  Mission  in  CektbaIi  Asia  is  especially  calca- 
lated  to  call  forth  gratitude  and  praise.  After  twelve  years  of 
labour,  and  nine  years  since  the  establishment  of  the  station  at 
J^elanffy  the  first  converts  were  baptized  on  the  8th  of  Octobw. 
They  were  Sodnomstobkyes  and  his  son  Joldan,  who  received  tiie 
names  of  Nicodemus  and  Samuel  respectively.  On  DeoembOT  2Mk 
two  more  young  men  foUowed;  their  wives  are  wishful  to  be 
baptized,  and  are  receiving  preparatory  instruction,  ^us  tiie 
earnest  longing  and  constant  prayer  of  our  Brethren  have  at  length 
been  graciously  fulfilled.  Br.  Bechler  arrived  at  Kyelang  in  sprmjg 
from  South  Africa,  and  undertook  the  superintendence  of  this 
mission.  Br.  Jaeschke  has  made  good  progress  with  his  work  of 
translating  tiie  Scriptures ;  a  large  part  of  the  New  Testamait  is 
already  in  print,  and  several  hymns  of  his  translation  are  sung  in 
Tibetan  at  the  diuly  services,  which  the  Lord  manifestly  blesses 
to  the  edification  of  the  souls  of  those  who  take  part  in  them.  Br. 
Heyde  has  undertaken  several  missionary  tours  in  the  district^  and 
his  preaching  of  the  Gospel  has  often  been  listened  to  with  atten- 
tion. The  schools  are  not  as  well  attended  as  is  desirable,  as  the 
children  are  wanting  in  all  wish  to  learn.  Br.  and  Sr.  Pagell  have 
spent  the  winter  at  Poo,  in  Kunawnr,  living  in  a  stable,  as  the 
house,  which  is  to  form  th^  commencement  of  flie  new  station  tiiere. 
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wan  not  yet  in  a  habitable  condition.  Many  of  the  natives  who 
were  at  first  very  mnch  opposed  to  his  coming,  are  now  on  a  friendly 
footing  with  the  missionary,  and  while  Sr.  Fagell  assembled  the 
girls  around  her  in  a  sewing  and  knitting  school,  Br.  Pagell  was 
soccessfully  active  as  doctor,  winning  the  people's  affections  and 
confidence,  finding  many  opportunities  to  speak  of  the  Great  Phy- 
sician, and  taking  the  Bread  of  Life  into  many  a  hnt,  along  with 
outward  assistance  of  one  kind  or  another. 


A  dance  at  the  whole  Mission  field,  while  it  gives  us  reason 
humbly  to  thank  the  Lord  for  His  blessing  on  our  labours,  does  not 
hjl  to  excite  serious  questions  in  our  minds  as  to  our  faithfulness 
and  self-denying  zeal  in  the  Missionary  cause,  whether  we  are  such 
servants  as  the  Lord  of  the  Harvest  may  delight  in.  Looking  at 
the  future,  manifold  anxious  thoughts  arise,  which  resolve  them- 
selves in  the  hearts  of  God's  people  into  earnest  prayers  to  the 
Giver  of  every  good,  that  His  gracious  presence  may  go  with  all 
who  are  ^iga^&d  in  this  field  of  labour. 

The  disinters  on  the  Mosquito  Coast  and  at  Baziya,  coming  in 
addition  to  a  serious  deficiency  in  the  yearly  account  of  the  missions, 
appeared  at  first  sight  a  biurden  exceeding  our  strength  to  bear ; 
but  the  Lord  has  converted  it  into  a  rich  source  of  blessing  for  us, 
and  doubtless  also  for  our  many  Christian  friends  who  come  for- 
ward to  help  us  with  self-denying  alacrity.  (2  Cor.  ix.  9.)  It 
was  with  heavy  hearts  that  we  issued  our  appeal  for  special  assist- 
ance in  this  emergency,  because  we  beUeved  that  our  mends  were 
already  assisting  us  to  the  extent  of  their  ability.  The  result  has 
far  surpassed  our  expectations,  and  our  little  faith  has  been  put  to 
shame.  It  is  not  only  the  liberality  of  the  contributions  thi^  calls 
forth  feelings  of  gratitude  to  the  Lord,  but  also  the  manner  in 
which,  and  uke  places  from  which,  they  were  paid  into  our  treasury, 
shewing  us  that  there  exists  a  ^reat  interest  in  our  Missions,  and 
that  too  in  localities  where  we  ^med  ourselves  unknown,  even  in 
name.  We  recognize  the  blessing  of  God,  not  only  in  the  material 
assistance  which  we  have  received,  and  which  will,  we  believe,  be 
sufiKcient  to  restore  all  our  destroyed  and  injured  mission  premises, 
and  cover  the  deficiencnr  in  our  accounts,  but  also  in  the  straigthen- 
ing  of  our  fiuth  in  Gou  s  power  and  willingness  to  hel^  us,  and  the 
active  sym^Mithy  of  our  Brethren  and  Sisters,  and  EriendJs,  in  the 
work  committea  to  our  charge.  We  have  received  a  renewed  assur- 
ance that  we  form  with  them  one  missionary  congregation,  which  is 
resolved  with  united  powers  to  obey  our  Lord's  commands,  and  seek 
to  ^ther  in  the  fruits  of  the  travful  of  His  souL 

On  the  other  hand,  a  glance  at  the  financial  portion  of  our 
Missions  cannot  fail  to  awaken  serious  reflection,  and  excite  to 
earnest  prayer  that  the  Lord  may  direct  our  plans  so  that  all  may 
result  in  the  furtherance  of  His  glory.  There  is  a  deficiency  of 
£3287.  5a  7d  ia  this  year's  account.  It  is  true  that  there  is  a 
prospect  that  this  will  be  in  part  covered  by  the  amounts  specially 
subscribed,    after  defraying   the  expense  of    the  restoration  of 
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the  bnildiiigs  destroyed  by  hurricane,  Ac  But  it  is  quite  dear 
that  it  is  our  bounden  duty,  as  fiur  as  we  can  do  so  without  injuring 
the  Lord's  work,  to  contract  our  missionary  expenditure,  and  so  to 
b^ing  it  in  some  degree  into  proportion  with  the  amount  raised  by 
the  faithful  aid  of  our  friends. 

We  consider  it  due  to  our  firiends  and  fellow-workers  not  to  pass 
over  in  silence  the  causes  which  have  led  to  the  present  state  of 
things,  as  far  as  they  are  known  to  us.  They  are,  no  doubt, 
in  the  first  instance  such  as  are  of  a  temporary  nature,  and  in 
part,  beyond  human  calculation.  Such  was  the  scarcity  arising 
from  drought,  and  consequent  deamess  of  food,  from  which  South 
Africa  and  some  of  the  West  India  islands  have  again  been  called  to 
suffer. 

To  this  may  be  added  the  expense  connected  with  the  establish- 
ment of  new  stations.  For  instance,  that  at  Poo,  in  the  Western 
Himmalaya,  alone  cost  about  £460,  while  that  of  Berea,  near 
Gkn^denoaly  amounted  to  nearly  twice  as  much,  without  reckoning 
the  church,  which  was  paid  for  from  special  contributions. 

But  there  are  other  causes  of  increased  expenditure  which  are  of 
a  permanent  character.  When  the  number  of  missionaries  em- 
ployed is  increasing  steadily,  even  though  slowly,  there  will  be  a. 
corresponding  rise  in  the  expenditure  for  retiring-allowances,  and 
for  the  education  of  children.  Again,  the  mission  in  South  A^ca 
has,  owins  to  circumstances,  been  brought  into  a  position  totally 
different  from  that  which  it  has  long  occupied,  and,  instead  of 
def)raying  its  expenses  by  means  of  the  industrud  occupations  carried 
on,  has  become  a  heavy  burden  to  the  general  fund,— this  year  to 
the  amount  of  nearly  £2260. 

We  believe,  however,  dear  Brethren  and  Sisters,  that  we  ought 
not  to  permit  these  circumstances,  unpromising  for  the  future  as 
they  are,  to  shake  our  courage  or  weaken  our  &ith  in  the  slightest 
degree.  Should  they  be  intended  as  a  lesson  to  us,  it  is  doubtless 
one  in  which  there  is  a  blessing  for  ourselves  and  for  the  work 
intrusted  to  us.  Should  one  result  be  that  we  have  to  avoid  any 
extension  of  our  work  which  would  be  attended  with  considerable 
expense,  there  may  be  a  blessing  even  in  this,  for  we  may  learn  to 
effect  something  with  small  means,  and  to  seek  the  needed  aid  in 
prayer.  Other  good  results  will  be  that  we  shall  be  induced  still 
more  to  develop  and  emploj  the  agency  of  native  assistants,  in 
order  thus  to  be  able  to  diminish  the  number  of  the  Bnropean 
missionaries, — that  we  shall  seek  more  powerfully  to  impress  on 
our  mission-oongregations  the  duty  of  contributions  to  the  support 
of  their  ministers,  and  that  they  will  thus  be  gradually  prepared 
for  the  time  when  they  will  cease  to  be  any  longer  missionary  ilodcB, 
and  will  take  their  place  among  settled  and  regulated  Christian  con« 
eregatioiis.  We  venture  to  hope  that  these  objects  will,  in  the 
first  instance,  be  secured  in  the  West  Lidies,  and  have  hence 
adopted  the  measures  referred  to  above.  But  steps  have  like- 
wise been  taken  in  this  direction  in  South  Africa,  at  a  time 
when  they  are  indeed  rendered  peculiarly  difficult  by  lack  of  em- 
ploymcoit  and  scarcity  of  the  means  of  subsist^ace.    We  cocdd. 
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howerer,  no  longer  delay  taking  a  course  in  wliich  other  missionary 
bodies  had  long  preceded  us. 

Finally,  we  would  remark  that  trials  bring  the  Lord's  people  to 
the  throne  of  grace.  Tribulation  is  often  attended  with  blessing. 
We  learn  to  labour  in  the  full  power  of  faith,  to  be  satisfied  widi 
little,  to  striye  for  the  mastery  as  good  soldiers,  and  to  rejoice  in 
Him  who  always  causeth  us  to  triumph.  And  scarcely  less  a 
blessing  is  it  tnat  at  such  times  of  pressure  we  learn  to  recognize 
faithful  fellow-combatants,  and  to  yiJue  their  aiding  efforts.  Such 
blessings  we  beg  you  to  join  us  in  supplicating,  and  to  share  them 
with  us,  that  you  and  we  may  afterwards  rejoice  together.  At  the 
beginning  of  this  year  we  had  our  attention  directea  to  the  declara- 
tion of  Holy  Writ :  "  The  entrance  of  Thy  words  giyeth  light ;  it 
giveth  understanding  unto  the  simple."  (Fs.  cxix.  130.)  And 
no  doubt  this  holds  good  with  regard  to  the  Lord's  gracious  dealings 
in  reference  to  oup  mission-work,  so  that  we  may  humbly  but  con- 
fidently take  up  the  language  of  the  yictorious  assembly  aboye,  and 
say,  "  Just  and  true  are  Thy  ways,  Thou  King  of  saints.  All 
nations  shall  come  and  worship  before  Thee."    (Bey.  zy.  8,  4.)

In  addition  to  the  aboye  circumstantial  statements,  but  little  re- 
mark is  necessary  on  the  part  of  the  Committee  of  the  Society  for 
the  Furtherance  of  the  Gospel  amonc;  the  Heathen.  The  feature  of 
an  increasing  annual  d^ficiencft  is,  howeyer,  of  so  disquieting  a 
character  that  it  cannot  well  be  passed  oyer  without  notice.  The 
causes  of  this  state  of  things  are  indicated  aboye.  Its  probable 
consequences  are  not  so  eyident,  and  can  indeed  be  in  part  only 
jessed  at.  But  while  the  possibility  of  maintaining  the  work  at 
its  present  extent  is  doubtful,  any  further  increase  or  extension 
inyolying  increased  expense  cannot  be  thought  of,  unless  special 
ecmtributions  be  obtained  for  the  purpose. 

For  the  senerous  response  *^yen  to  the  appeal  on  behalf  of  the 
missions  which  haye  been  yisited  with  hurricane  and  storm,  and  for 
the  contributions  so  abundantly  sent  in  towards  the  liquidation  of 
tiie  deficiency,  the  Committee  tender  their  cordial  thanks,  nor  can 
they  do  otherwise  tiian  accept  this  as  a  token  for  good  for  the 
future.  He  whose  are  all  thmgs,  and  who  has  helpea  His  seryants 
oat  of  this  difficulty,  will,  they  are  persuaded,  not  forsake  them  in 
others. 

Meanwhile,  tiiey  would  earnestly  commend  the  work  in  which  it 
is  their  priyilege  to  bear  a  part,  to  the  prayers  as  well  as  the  sympa- 
thizing aid  of  their  Christian  Mends.  No  doubt  one  salutary  pur- 
pose of  the  present  threatening  aspect  of  afiairs  is  to  bring  those 
concerned  to  the  exercise  of  more  simple  &ith  in  the  Lord,  and  to 
cause  them  to  cease  to  put  their  trust  in  man,  whether  as  it  regards 
his  co-operation,  or  his  approbation.  May  these  and  other  gracious 
aims  be  attained,  to  His  name's  praise  and  glory !

SiKCE  our  Tetum  from  Europe,  I  have  been  called  to  occupy  a  new 
position,  having  been  appointed  to  take  the  superintendence  of  thhi 
station.  Before  settling  here,  however,  I  had  to  go  with  tiie  Hai<- 
mony  to  Hebron,  to  fetch  our  little  son  whom  we  mid  left  there  when 
we  went  home.  I  retiumed  with  the  child  in  a  sailing-boat,  and 
having  had  to  contend  with  contrary  winds  and  a  heavv  swell  amid 
dangerous  rocks,  was  privileged  to  reach  home  in  safety  at  nearly 
ten  o'clock  at  night,  of  September  12th,  and  to  place  the  Httle  sleep- 
ing one  in  his  motiier*s  arms.  Oar  hearts  ovarfiowed  with  thanks 
and  praises  to  our  gracious  Saviour  for  His  protecting  care  during 
myjoumey  of  almost  a  month. 

'Ae  people  here  are  not  so  confidential  and  so  attached  to  their 
instructors  as  those  at  other  stations.  But  they  are  in  general, 
active  and  industrious,  and  not  of  the  ordinary,  slow  Eskimo  way. 
UiJiappily  the  motive  of  activitrjr  is  with  many  the  desire  for 
sensual  gratification.  In  the  way  of  living  and  in  dress  the  Europeans 
must  be  imitated,  but  without  copying  their  good  managemenly 
Hence  the  means  are  not  sufiicient.  Then  also  these  things  do  not 
suit  the  Eskimo  constitution.  We  see  this  in  the  case  of  many  of 
the  children  who  are  bom  at  this  time.  Thev  soon  fall  away  an4 
die.  Many  of  the  adults  can  no  longer  bear  the  winter  temperature, 
and  all  the  less,  because  they  do  not  like  to  wear  skin  clothing,  as 
we  missicmaries  are  often  glad  to  do. 

A  field  for  evangelical  activity  is  presented  by  the  numerous 
English  and  hidf-caste  families  settled  at  various  distances  around 
this  station.  They  were  f<»rmerly  hostile  to  the  mission,  but  have  of 
late  years  shewn  a  desire  for  religious  instruction,  and  this  we  seek 
to  impart  to  the  best  of  our  ability,  by  providing  them  with  Bibles 
and  tracts,  by  conversing  with  them  on  spiritual  matters  when  they 
eome  to  us,  and  by  visitmg  them  with  the  sledge  in  winter,  and  thup 
becoming  better  acquainted  with  them.  , 

There  is  at  present  a  great  demand,  on  the  part  of  the  more 
jttrioua  of  these  people,  for  tracts  against  drunkenness.  These  they 
wish  to  distribute  among  the  settlers  still  more  to  the  south,  among 
whom  there  prevails  great  excess  in  the  use  of  ardent  spirits.  W^ 
have  been  very  sorry  to  be  unprovided  with  just  this  kind  of  tracts, 
and  would  beg  to  have  this  want  supplied.  Our  stock  of  tl^ 
Scriptures  in  English  is  also  reduced  to  one  Bible  and  one  pocket 
Testamwt.

partner,  and  lo !  contrary  to  all  e^ecta^on,  it  was  but  on  the  way 
to  a  speedy  grave.  Early  in  her  illness,  the  dear  patient  became 
aware  that  it  was  the  Lord's  will  we  should  part.  He  helped  her 
to  break  loose  fr6m  all  earthly  ties,  and  to  appropriate  to  herself 
with  beUeying  confidence  the  blessings  of  His  tuood  and  righteous- 
ness. All  was  but  a  painful  repetition  of  the  scenes  of  three  years 
before.  I  cannot  express  my  leelings.  I  did  not  comprehend  the 
Lord's  dealings,  and  perhaps  never  shall  on  earth.  Yet  I  have  much 
cau9e  for  thankfulness.

From  Nain. 


The  attendance  in  our  schools  is  not  so  regular  as  it  ought  to  be. 
This  is  particularly  the  case  with  the  elder  boys.  They  are  fre- 
quently employed  in  collecting  brushwood  for  fuel,  as  the  Eskimoes 
have  not  ana  indeed  cannot  have,  the  custom  of  laying  in  a  stock  for  the 
whole  winter.  Otherwise,  most  of  the  children  like  to  go  to  school, 
and  the  girls  often  continue  to  do  so  until  they  are  married,  or  have 
reached  their  seventeenth  or  eighteenth  year.  Two  years  ago  it  oo- 
curred  that,  immediately  after  a  wedding,  the  bridegroom  helped  the 
btide  to  carry  her  books  and  slate  back  to  the  teacher,  both  of  their 
countenances  beaming  with  joy. 

Thus  far  our  efforts  to  train  school-assistants  from  among  the 
natives,  have  not  been  very  successful.  They  have  no  liveliness  vnth 
the  children,  and  no  knack  in  bringing  them  forward.  Attempts 
have  been  made ;  but  there  must  be  a  gr^t  change  before  the  schools 
can  be  entirely  trusted  to  such  agents. 

The  missionary  sisters  at  all  the  stations  have  taken  a  share  in  the 
work  of  education,  by  assembling  the  girls  at  stated  times,  and 
giving  them  instruction  in  sewing  and  knitting.  The  practical  use 
of  tfis  must,  however,  not  be  rated  too  high,  as  the  sewing  of 
Epropean  materials  occupies  but  a  subordinate  position  here.  And 
in  pewing  skin  dresses  and  boots  the  sisters  cannot  give  any  in- 
struction. Btill  it  is  v^ell  that  they  should  be  more  employed,  and 
that  tiie  European  sisters  are  thus  brought  into  closer  intercourse 
wlthtbefi^. 

I  feel  that  the  fiulure  of  my  powers  proceeds  in  a  natural  course. 
Yet  this  is  not  the  case  to  such  an  extent  as  to  render  retirement  re- 
'quisite.  But  the  state  of  m^  dear  wife's  health  often  makes  me  anxious, 
as  there  is  no  improv^nent  in  the  affection  of  her  nerves,  and,  notwith- 
fltanding  strict  attrition  to  regimen,  she  suffers  from  severe  pains  in 
the  stomach.  Still  the  Lord  graciposly  helps  her  from  day  to  day, 
HI  tii^  perfbrmance  of  her  duthes. 

I  am  quite  pleased  at  the  thought  of  seeing^  old  Captain  White 
onoe  more,  as  he  is  to  bring  Br.  and  Sr.  ^em  hither.  He  was 
always  very  kind  to  his  passengers.  Our  present  excellent  Captain 
we  hope  to  see  Iqng  occupying  his  iinp<»rt^t  post.

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.  In  consequence  of  our  remoyal  to  this  stfttion  from  Hebron,  we 
liave  been  very  much  occupied.  On  the  17th  we  sailed  from  Hebron. 
Our  Yojage,  which  lasted  nve  days,  was  in  part,  very  uncomfortable, 
as  we  liad  unfavourable  wind  with  heavy  sea  for  three  days  together. 
On  the  last  day,  however,  we  made  good  progress.  We  were,  on  arriv- 
ing here,  glad  to  find  that  the  Harmony  hM  not  lefb.  It  was  a  trial 
to  us,  as  parents,  to  have  to  leave  behind  us  at  Hebron  our  little 
son  Frederick,  aged  seven  years,  as  he  is  to  go  to  Europe  by  the 
Harmony  for  education.  May  the  Lord  bring  him  safely  to  bis 
destination !

As  early  as  the  28th  of  November,  it  pleased  the  Lord  to  call 
home  our  little  infant  only  fifteen  weeks  .old.  Now  we  have  no 
children  left.  My  dear  wife  has  also  been  far  from  well,  but  is  now 
better.  We  cannot  say  that  we  have  forgotten  our  dear  little  ones, 
or  that  our  natural  sorrow  for  their  loss  has  passed  away ;  but  our 
gracious  Saviour  has  comforted  us,  and  granted  us  more  calm  resig- 
nation to  His  blessed  will. 

My  health  continues  delicate,  I  suffer  much  from  cough,  and 
experience  difficulty  in  breathing  on  the  least  exertion.  I  can  hardly 
thmk  that  my  pilgrimage  here  below  can  last  much  longer.  I  am 
glad  and  thankful  to  have  obtained  a  fellow-labourer  this  year, 
without  any  endeavour  so  to  do  on  my  part. 

We  cannot  boast  much  of  our  Orpnan  Asvlum.  The  observance 
of  the  prescribed  rules  is  still  far  from  perfect.  But  I  trust  the 
Lord  will  not  permit  us  to  be  put  to  confusion.

It  is  a  misfortune  for  our  Asylum  that  the  foster  parents  are  en- 
tirely wanting  in  the  energy  which  is  requisite  to  command  the 
respect  of  children  quite  unaccustomed  to  habits  of  obedience* 
Heuce  arises  obstinate  naughtiness,  necessitating  punishment,  which 
we  must  inflict,  as  old  John  could  not  do  so,  and,  from  fear  of  men 
would  not,  if  he  could.  He  and  his  wife  Sarah  belong,  in  several 
respects,  to  the  most  advanced  of  our  people.  Yet  they  have  not 
the  least  idea  of  the  Christian  bringing-up  of  children.  On  the  con- 
trary, they  themselves  require  much  admonition  and  frequent  direc* 
tions.  I  fear  we  have  not  fully  done  our  duty  in  this  respect,  and 
must  bear  a  share  of  the  blame  that  so  little  progress  has  been  made* 
May  the  Lord  bestow  on  us  wisdom  to  carry  on  the  work  which  has 
been  begun,  iniV  manner  accordant  with  His  will.  Then  I  would 
hope  that  good  and  lasting  fruit  may  be  produced  to  the  praise  of 
God  our  Saviour.  At  all  events,  it  would  be  premature  to  say  that 
the  experiment  had  failed  because  of  the  evils  mentioned  above. 

Septemher  ^h, — This  day  it  pleased  our  Saviour  tq  take  to  him- 
self our  dear  child,  about  nine  months  old.  We  shall  now  experience 
more  than  ever  the  sense  of  loneliness  which  makes  itself  felt  on  the 
departure  of  the  ship.  May  the  Lord  sustain  us  by  the  lively  feel- 
ing of  His  presence.

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Oiir  voyage  out  was  rematkably  good,  pleasant,  and  rapid.  We 
liad  very  fittie  strong  wind,  no  storm,  and  no  fog  during  the  whole 
voyage.  Altogether,  we  eaw  fortv  or  fifty  ice-bergs,  but  as  the  wind 
vras  favourable,  and  the  weather  clear,  we  saw  them  in  good  time,  and 
weife  able  to  avoid  them — parsing  them  at  a  distance.  At  Hopedale 
the  whole  eonffregation,  headed  by  the  trombone-players,  welcomed 
tm  by  singinff  hymns  of  praise,  in  which  we  heartily  joined.  Wo 
W6re  received  with  much  kindness,  both  by  Eur(n)eanB"and  Eskimoes/ 
Of  the  latter,  many  recognised  me,  and  saluted  me  in  broken  Qer- 
nan  as  "  Bruder  Beyere.*'

Last  year  I  expressed  mvself  in  favour  of  the  division  of  the  secular 
from  the  spiritual  duties,  though  it  did  not  appear  to  me  so  necessary 
as  some  of  the  brethren  considered*  it.  The  Lord  has  graciously 
enabled  me,  during  thirteen  years  of  intercourse  with  the  Eskimoes, 
to  gain  their  confidence  in  an  increasing  degree.  Hence  the  only 
consideration  that  would  lead. me  to  consider  any  further  separation 
needful  would  be,  that  the  missionary  scarcely  finds  time  to  fulfil 
both  duties  properly. 

During  the  winter  the  |preater  part  of  my  time  was  devoted  to  the 
Dreparation  for  the  establishment  of  this  station,  though  I  took  my 
full  share  of  missionary  duty  at  Nain.  The  Union  having  received 
the  most  necessary  repairs,  we  left  Nain  in  her  on  the  29th  of  Augnsti 
and  arrived  here  the  next  day.  We  at  once  entered  the  log-house, 
and  the  Eskimoes  who  accompanied  us  set  up  their  tents.  We 
rendered  our  house  more  comfortable  by  constructing  a  rough  wooden 
flooring,  whi6h  also  defended  us  from  the  weasels  and  mice  which 
abouncL  Our  forces  were  divided  into  two  parts,  of  which  the  one 
was  engaged  in  covering  the  house  with  the  boardsbrougbt  from  Hope- 
dale  for  the  purpose,  while  the  other  performed  the  mason- work.  I 
never  served  an  apprenticeship  at  the  latter  occupation,  yet  now  I 
had  to  take  the  direction.  However,  the  chimneys  have  done  welL 
The  laying  out  of  the  garden  has  also  been  success^Uv  accomplished. 
Our  soil  18  so  sandy  that  several  years  will  probably  have  to  pass 
before  there  will  be  much  produce,  yet  our  present  crop  of  potatoes 
looks  promising. 

There  is  still  much  to  be  done  of  an  external  character ;  but,  hav- 
ing accomplished  what  is  absolutely  necessary,  it  \n  time  to  devote 
more  labour  to  the  arrangement  and  serrice  of  the  little  flock,  though, 
of  course,  we  were  not  ^together  inactive  in  this  respect,  even  dur* 
ing  our  busy  time.  We  held  the  usual  meetings,  having  an  attend* 
ance  varying  from  thirty  to  fifly  in  number^  and  three  times  the 
Lord's  Supper  was  administered.

We  had  not  many  visitors  from  the  heathen  in  the  north.  As 
regarded  those  who  Hto  on  the  nearer  parts  of  the  coast,  this  maj 
have  arisen  from  the  fact  that  in  March  the  ice  was  so  broken  np  by 
a  heav^  swell,  the  effects  of  which  were  felt  even  a  considerable  dis- 
tance into  the  inlets,  that  the  Eskimoes  found  it  impassable.  At  a 
subsequent  period,  when  it  had  to  some  extent  frozen  together  a^aio, 
a  sledge-load  of  people  arrived  from  Kangiva;,  who  had  been  jomed 
on  the  way  by  another  party  from  Nachvak.  The  former  informed 
us  that  the  dwellers  ^in  their  neighbourhood  had  suffered  much 
from  scarcity  of  food,  insomuch  that  of  those  who  visited  the  station 
the  previous  year  several  had  perished  before  they  reached  their 
home.  Thus  these  poor  people  are  dying  away  without  having 
listened  to  the  gospel-invitation. 

My  dear  wife  and  myself  had  already  perused  the  letters  from  our 
beloved  children,  without  any  foreboding  of  what  was  still  to  come  to 
our  knowledge,  wheu  in  the  last  and  most  recent  letter  we  read  that 
our  dear,  little  Edward  had  been  buried  at  Gnadau  the  day  before 
the  letter  had  been  written !  On  the  one  hand,  we  could  only  thank 
our  Saviour  for  taking  to  himself  our  poor  blind  child ;  but  on  the 
other,  this  unexpected  intelligeuce  was  very  painful  to  us.

The  voyage  from  Nain  by  way  of  Okak  is  completed.  It  was  a 
sort  (^holiday  excursion,  and  we  thoroughly  enjoyed  it,  except  the 
last  day  or  two,  when  sea-sickness  annoyed  us.  The  days  spent  by  us 
at  Okak  were  solemn,  as  we  just  arrived  there  at  the  time  of  httle 
•  liouisa  Hirt's  departure,  and  our  sympathy  with  the  bereaved  parents 
was  called  into  powerful  exercise. 

Now  we  are  at  Hebrcm.  The  contrast  between  the  old  and  eon- 
fined  house  at  Okak  and  the  new,  roomy  dwelling  here,  with  its  long 
corridor,  is  very  great.  May  our  living  and  our  bbours  in  this  house 
be  accompanied  with  the  [Lord's  blessing !  It  is  a  new  beginning, 
under  not  indeed  totally  new  circumstances,  but  still,  under  such  as 
ore  in  many  respects  different  from  those  we  have  known.

ExTBAOT  qf  the  Diabt  of  HopsdaiiE,  from  Augwt  1865 

to  July  1866. 

On  the  9th  of  Auguity  the  Harmony  left  us  to  proceed  on  her 
journey  up  the  coast.  During  her  stay  here  we  were  very  busy 
indeed,  and,  therefore,  unable  to  shew  as  much  attention  as  we  should 
have  wished  to  our  esteemed  visitors,  Messrs.  Sharp  and  Pumphrey. 
Br.  Bibbach  interpreted  their  warm-hearted  addresses  to  the  congre- 
gation, and  we  were  glad  to  give  them  an  opportunity  of  seeing  what 
our  children  had  learnt  at  school,  thougn  the  examination  was 
necessarily  of  a  very  imperfect  character. 
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Br.  Bibbacliy  who  has  just  been  appointed  to  this  station,  went 
away  with  the  Harmony  to  pifooeed  to  Hebron*  where  he  had  left  his 
.  little  son,  now  two  and  a-half  years  of  age,  in  charge  of  Bm.  and 
Srs.  Erdmaa  and  Schneider,  while  he  and  Sr.  B.  paid  a  visit  to 
Europe.  Quitting  the  Harmony  at  Nain  on  the  ISthy  he  continued 
his  journey  in  the  Hope,  with  unfavourable  weather,  but  with  the 
desire  that  the  energetic  young  Eskimo  in  charge  of  the  little 
vessel  might  be  able  to  make  some  way  by  tacking.  The  dense  fog 
'  continue^  however,  and  the  sea  was  so  rough  that  the  motion  was 
too  much  even  for  Br.  R.'s  seafaring  companions  to  bear  .without 
unpleasant  sensations.  Hebron  was  not  reached  till  August  SOth, 
the  latter  part  of  the  journey  having  been  performed  in  a  small  boat, 
rowed  by  three  men,  and  steered  by  Br.  B.,  all  of  whom  were 
exhausted  with  their  severe  exertions  before  landing.  Leaving  He- 
bron on  the  2fid  of  September  with  favourable  wind,  the  bay  of  Oka^ 
waB  reached  in  about  twelve  hours.  The  Harmony  had  meanwhile 
come  here,  and  those  on  board  were  not  a  little  surprised  when  the 
wonted  salute  was  fired,  for  the  surrounding  hills  multiplied  the  sound 
to  such  an  extent  that  the  general  impression  was  that  alarge  ship  was 
approaching.  After  a  short  stay  here  and  at  Nain,  the  Hope  reached 
the  entrance  of  Hopedale  bay  on  the  evening  of  the  12th,  her 
approach  being  announced  by  the  firing  of  guns.  Torch-bearers  on 
shore  soon  incucated  the  proper  place  for  anchoring,  and  Br.  B.  was 
soon  able  to  place  his  little  son  in  the  arms  of  his  ovm  mother,  with 
whom  he  ere  long  ceased  to  grieve  for  the  separation  from  his  foster 
mother,  Sr.  Schneider,  to  whom  he  had  become  most  warmly  attached. 
The  journey  to  Hebron  and  back  had  occunied  more  time  than  the 
Harmony  had  taken  from  London  to  Labraaor,  and  we  all  united  in 
thanking  Gtoi  for  the  gracious  protection  vouchsafed  to  our  dear  Br. 
B.  in  the  midst  of  many  dangers  and  difficulties. 

In  October  the  weather  was  cold  and  stormy,  with  much  snow  and 
rain,  and  iEts  time  went  on,  we  began  to  be  anxious  about  a  company 
of  Eskimoes,  who  had  gone  away  to  fetch  wood  about  the  middle  of 
September.  On  the  20th  a  boat  arrived,  bringing  a  young  man  of 
the  company,  who  was  seriously  ill  in  consequence  of  the  exposure 
and  hard  labours  he  had  had  to  go  through.  The  next  day  the  rest 
arrived  on  foot*  The  weather  war  so  unfavourable  that,  having 
brought  the  rafts  to  a  place  of  safety  at  a  great  distance  &om  our 
bay,  they  determined  to  leave  them  there  and  await  a  change  for  the 
better  at  home.  They  were  in  no  very  good  humour,  for  a  number 
of  articles  had  been  lost  during  a  gale  which  they  had  encountered. 
The  time  occupied  for  the  eiqp^tion  was  more  than  six  weeks,  and 
as  the  Eskimoes  are  well-fed  and  well-paid  by  us  while  this  work 
lasts,  it  is  evident  that  the  item  of  fire-wood  must  be  a  heavy  one  in 
our  account. 

Early  in  November,  several  families  left  the  station  for  the  autumn 
fishing-places,  and  we  commended  them  to  the  watchful  care  and 
guidance  of  the  Good  Shepherd.  During  their  absence  in  the  sum- 
mer, several  cases  of  sins  occurred,  which  obb'ged  us  to  resort  to 
church-discipline  ,*   and  the  fact  that  this  is  but  too  frequently  the 
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ease,  ftftases  lUi  to  regard  their  ileparture  with  feelingn  of  anxiety^ 
knowing  the  temptations  to  which  they  will  be  OKposed. 

On  the  2l9t  it  pleased  the  Lord  to  call  home  to  Himself  the  dear 
l^artnear  of  Br.  Kretschmer  in  her  oonjSnement.  Her  time  of  service 
m  the  missions  was  only  fifteen  months,  but  she  often  expressed  her 
gratitude  to  our  Sariour  for  gradously  calling  her  to  work  for  Him 
nere.  Her  suffeiings  were  intenae,  but  she  committed  herself  with 
child-like  trust  t6  uie  Saviour^  to  do  with  hel^a8  He  might  deem 
best     . 

By  the  third  Sunday  in  Advent,  the  majority  of  our  people  had 
returned  to  the  station,  several  of  them  brmgin^  home  a  large  load 
of  seals.  In  the  afternoon  of  this  day  the  distribution  m  many 
preeents  sent  by  friends  in  Europe  took  place,  causing  much  pleasure^ 
and  eliciting  many  expressions  of  gratitude  from  the  recipients. 

On  the  26^A  our  new  church  was  solemnly  opened  for  public  wor- 
eliip.  In  the  afternoon  of  the  ixLj  previous,  a  meeting  was  held  in 
the  old  building,  which  has  been  in  use  for  59  years,  at  which  a  his- 
tory of  the  bijildmg,  with  the  most  important  events  connected  with 
it,  was  communicated,  the  conclusion  being  made  with  fervent 
praver.  The  new  church  was  decorated  with  festoons  composed  of 
nr-branches  and  twigs  of  cranberry-bushes  and  the  like  on  the  walls, 
also  with  garlands  of  moss  and  artificial  flowers,  surrounding  texts  of 
Scripture  m  ommnental  writing,  over  the  doors.  The  first  meeting  was 
held  at  9  a.m. ;  then  followed  one  for  the  baptized,  at  which  two  men 
were  re-admitted,  and  a  man  and.girl  admitted  to  congregation  privi- 
leges. In  the  afternoon  there  was  a  public  love-feast  and  a  concluding 
meeting  in  the  evening,  at  which  two  of  our  oldest  helpers  addressed 
the  congregation  in  a  stirring  manner.  The  Lord's  blessing  was 
vouchsafed  tonis  in  our  meei^gs ;  vet  maxij  of  those  assembled  re^ 
minded  us  of  the  words,  which  Jehovah  addressed  to  His  chosen 
people  of  old :  "  I  have  heard  the  voice  of  the  words  of  this  people  .  .  . 
which  they  have  spoken  imto  thee :  they  have  well  said  all  that  they 
have  spoken.  Oh  that  there  were  such  an  heart  in  them,  that  they 
would  fear  me,"  Ac— Deut.  iv.  28, 29. 

1866. 

The  speaking  in  the  first  week  of  January  gave,  on  the  whole,  an 
encouraging  impression  of  the  present  state  of  this  congregation. 
The  week  of  special  prayer  was  also  a  season  of  blessing  to  our 
hearts ;  three  of  our  old  helpers  took  active  part  in  our  prayer 
meetings,  ofiering  up  simple  but  fervent  petitions  on  behalf  of  our 
own  congregation  and  Church,  and  also  on  behalf  of  all  fellow 
Christians  and  the  heathen  world. 

About  the  tniddle  of  February  a  considerable  excitement  was  oc- 
casioned by  the  singular  conduct  of  a  poor  cripple,  who  has  caused  a 
great  deal  of  trouble  in  his  life  thus  far.  While  lying  on  his 
wretched  couch,  in  a  state  of  apparent  unconsciousness,  he  began  to 
preach  with  violent  gesticulation,  ordering  certain  persons  to  be 
brought  before  him,  that  he  might  convert  them  and  give  them  his 
blessing,  and  uttering  threats  against  all  those  who  refused  to  come. 
Of  course  many  were  attracted,  and  some  persons  wept  tears  of  ex- 
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dtement  wlien  listening  to  the  words  of  tbe  new  prophet,  and  smg 
hymns  for  a  whole  night  at  his  dkection.  We  had  to  interfere  to 
pnt  a  stop  to  these  proceedings. 

On  the  2l8t  qf  March,  the  usnal  examination  of  the  schools  took 
place,  at  which  49  children  were  present,  with  a  considerable  number 
of  parents,  who  manifested  not  a  lit^e  interest  in  the  proceedings. 
The  majority  had  been  diligent,  and  made  some  progress  in  tiie 
Tarions  Dranches  of  instruction^  At  iiie  condosion,  the  presents 
sent  by  kind  friends  at  home  for  the  purpose,  were  distributed,  and 
we  beg  to  tender  to  the  donors  our  heivty  thanks  for  the  means  thus 
afforded  us  for  stimulating  the  little  ones  to  increased  exertions. 

At  Whitsuntide  we  had  a  smaller  number  of  our  little  people  with 
ifB  than  usual,  the  fine  weather  keying  them  at  the  distent  fishing 
places.  Aiter  this  lestival  came  the  most  quiet  part  of  the  whole 
year,  almost  all  our  people  being  absent,  we  made  ^ood  use  of  the 
time  to  do'  our  yaried  work,  executing  repairs  in  building  and  Tarioua 
househdd  articles,  attoiding  to  the  forcmg-beds,  and  bttle  gardens, 
painting  the  new  church,  Ae» 


ExTBi^CTs  qf  the  Diabt  of  Natet,  from  jMuet  1865  to  Jmautt 

1866. 

On  Augwt  2ith,  the  Harmony  left  us  to  proceed  to  Okak,  taking 
with  her  our  two  esteemed  guests,  Messrs.^  Sharp  and  PumphreT, 
and  tiie  Brethren  Beyer  and  Linder.  The  visit  of  the  former  nriends 
was  very  interesting  and  enjoyable,  and  we  trust,  attended  with 
blessing  to  us  and  our  people.  Their  kindness  will  not  be  forgotten. 
While  they  were  with  us,  we  endeavoured  to  gratify  their  desire  to 
see  as  much  as  possible  of  the  manners  and  customs  of  the  Eskimoes. 
Thus  a  sledge-trip  in  summer  was  extemporised  to  the  great  amuse- 
ment of  all  present.  A  sledge  was  laden  with  a  tent  and  the  articles 
ordinarily  taken  by  the  natives,  when  they  go  to  the  distant  fishing- 
places,  the  dogs  were  hameesed,  and  dragged  thdr  load  over  the  wet 
grass  instead  of  snow  roads ;  then  the  erection  of  the  tent  took 
place,  and  an  Eskimo  ran  in  Indian  snow-shoes.  Our  friends  ap- 
peared much  interested  in  all  these  operations. 

On  the  29M,  the  Bm.  Eisner  and  Kinderknecht  set  out  for  Zoar 
to  continue  the  work  of  building  there ;  Br.  E.  returned  for  a  short 
visit  in  Sepfemher^  and  in  November  both  were  here  acain*  the  cold 
rendering  further  operations  impossible.  A  considerable  portion  of 
the  preparatory  work  can  be  done  here  during  the  winter  months.  In 
December  the  sea  was  frozen  over  in  our  bay,  and  our  people  assem- 
bled at  the  station,  with  the  exception  of  one  or  two  men,  who  were 
prevented  by  illness  from  travelling  at  this  time.  The  prospect  for 
the  winter  is  discouraging.  Our  garden  produce  has  turned  out 
much  smaller  than  usual;  all  the  sources  on  which  our  people 
depend  for  subsistence,  have  proved  unproductive,  scarcely  any  pro- 
vision of  fish  and  blubber  having  been  obtained.  This  was  the  case 
with  all,  and  not  only,  as  is  often  the  case,  with  the  improvident  and 
careless.  We  must  look  to  thp  Lord  to  help  us  and  our  people 
in  thig  time  of  tri^l, 
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We  hsre  tiao  IumL  leaBoh  to  mouni  orer  the  ^iritaal  coa£ti<Hi  of 
some  members  of  our  flock.  One  joath  was  f^ivltj  of  repeated 
thefts,  a  married  couple  had  to  be  seriouslj  reprimanded  for  cruel 
treatment  of  a  poor  orphan  girl^  a  near  relation  dT  the  wife's,  and 
several  exdusimia  took  place  for  sins  of  the  flesh,  which  form  a  sad 
temptation  and  stumbling-block  to  Tery  manj  among  this  people. 
Slnowing  Uiat ''  our  Saviour  gave  Himself  tiiat  He  might  present  to 
Himself  a  gkyrions  Church*  not  haying  spot,  or  wrinkle,  or  an j  such 
tiding,  but  thftt  it  should  be  holy  and  witiiout  blemish,''  we  feel 
deemj  troubled,  iiiat  io#  are  still  ver^  fiw  from  the  attainment  o£  that 
hi^^h  standard.  Maj  the  Lord  begin  a  new  work  in  the  hearts  <rf 
this  people  for  His  glory's  sake! 

Our  congregation  numbers  sixteen  more  than  last  year. 

1866. 

We  have  nothing  particular  to  report  in  Hke  period  between  New 
Tear  and  Easter.  It  was  very  pleasing  to  us  to  see  that  a  work  at 
grace  was  going  on  in  the  hearts  of  scTeral,  and  the  death-beds  of 
the  two  persons  who  departed  this  Ufe  gave  us  cause  to  thank  God 
for  permitting  us  to  see  fruits  of  our  labours.  One  of  these  had 
previously  been  under  discipline  for  an  outbreak  of  uncontrolled  fury 
against  his  half-brother ;  but  it  became  evident,  from  the  violent  head- 
ache he  suffered,  that  his  brain  was  diseased,  and  that  this  had  led 
to  the  violent  conduct,  for  which  he  expressed  his  deep  contrition. 
His  happy  death  terminated  a  prolonged  and  painful  illness. 

On  ralm  Sunday  six  persons  were  confirmed,  of  all  of  whom  we 
feel  convinced  that  they  are  earnestly  desirous  of  living  to  the  Lord. 
It  was  certainly  not  mere  outward  excitement  that  caused  one  of 
them,  a  young  man,  twenty  years  of  Sffe,  to  burst  into  tears  as  he 
ipoke  the  words:  ''Hiis  is  a  faithfm  saying,  and  worthy  of  all 
acceptation,  that  Christ  Jesus  came  into  the  world  to  save  sinners ; 
of  whom  I  am  chief." — (1  Tim.  i.  15.) 

'  On  Easter  Monday  a  love-feast  was  held,  at  which  our  faithful 
native  helper,  Nathaniel,  took  leave  of  this  congregation,  as  he  has 
resolved  to  go  to  the  new  station  at  Zoar.  His  serrices  have  been 
very  valuable  here,  for  he  considered  it  a  privilege  to  serve  the  Lord 
in  any  way,  and  was  very  faithful  in  exhorting  his  countrymen, 
which  we  were  glad  to  see  openly  acknowledged  bv  our  people, 
with  pleasing  expressions  of  gratitude.  May  the  Lord's  blessing  ao> 
eompany  our  Nathaniel  to  his  new  place  of  abode. 

In  April  the  Bm.  Eisner  and  Einderknecht  returned  to  Zoar  to 
eontinue  their  work  at  the  new  station.  The  weather  was  unusually 
mild  and  pleasant,  and  continued  the  ^ater  part  of  the  month  of 
Jtliay.  Early  in  the  month  we  had  the  intereatmg  spectacle  of  a  large 
bear  making  his  way  across  our  bay ;  by  means  of  a  telescope  we 
could  observe  every  movement  of  the  huge  animal,  but  some  Eski* 
moea,  who  set  out  m  pursuit,  were  unable  to  reach  it,  partly  in  con- 
sequence of  the  unsound  condition  of  the  ice,  over  which  a  sledge 
could  scarcely  be  conveyed,  and  partly  on  account  of  the  approach 
of  darkness. 

On  the  10th  of  June,  three  weeks  earlier  than  usual,  the  ice  in 
the  bay  broke  up,  and  a  day  or  two  later  a  schooner  arrived  from 
Newfoundland,  bringing  a  vague  but  alarming  rumour  of  tlie  out* 
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hieak  of  war  between  Austria  and  ProBsia.  We  longed  for  certain 
intelligence,  and  committed  our  brethren  and  sisters,  exposed  to  the 
dangers  of  war,  to  the  gracious  care  and  protection  of  our  God. 

On  the  29tk  Br.  Eisner  left  finally  for  Zoar,  taking  Sister  E.  with 
him.  Hitherto  the  absence  of  female  assistance  in  cookinff  food  has: 
greatly  added  to  the  discomforts  which  our  brethren  have  had  to  ga 
through  at  the  new  station,  and  we  are  very  glad  that  they  will  now 
be  able  to  make  themselves  more  at  home  there.  From  this  time 
Zoar  takes  its  place  amon^  the  other  stations  qa  this  coast,  havings 
its  own  resident  missionanes.  In  the  last  days  of  this  month,  Br* 
Freitag  paid  a  visit  to  some  of  our  people  at  a  distance.  TJnfevour- 
able  weather  made  it  impossible  for  nim  to  proceed  quite  as  fer  as  he 
had  projected  in  his  boat,  but  he  had  a  good  number  of  people  as- 
semblea  at  the  service  on  Sunday  morning.  Several  o£  the  Eskimoes  . 
had  disquieted  consciences,  as  Br.  F.  soon  noticed,  and  were  more 
alarmed  than  rejoiced  to  see  the  missionary  suddenly  among  them, 
and  they  acknowledged  afterwards  that  they  feared  he  had  come  to. 
upbraid  them  for  trading  with  two  sailors  who  had  settled  on  the 
coast,  knowing  that  they  owed  considerable  sums  to  the  store  at  the 
station  for  supplies,  which  they  had  obtained  during  the  winter. 
.  On  the  27th  we  received  the  welcome  intelligence  of  the  Har* 
mony*s  arrival  at  Hopedale,  and  two  days  afterwards^  were  delighted 
to  see  the  Brethren  C*  Linder  and  Barth  in  our  midst. 


ExTBACTS  of  the  DiABY  of  ZoAJt,  ffxm  September  1865 
to  July  1866. 

We  have  this  year  only  to  give  some  account  of  the  external  growth 
of  this  station,  vnth  God's  blessing  on  our  labours,  as  the  congre^ 
gaiiou  has  only  begun  to  assemble  around  us. 

On  the  29th  of  August,  the  Brethren  Eisner  and  Binderknecht 
leftr  Nam  in  the  Union,  with  a  company  of  twenty  Eskimoes,  to  con« 
tinue  the  work  of  erecting  the  house,  which  had  been  commenced  a 
year  ago.  The  bay  of  Takpangayok  was  reached  in  a  day  and  a 
half,  and  we  found  some  sort  of  shelter  in  a  rough  block-house  of 
smidl  dimensions.  One  room  had  to  serve  for  adl  purposes,  as  sitting- 
room,  bed-room,  pantry  and  chapel,  and  one  very  small  window 
admitted  all  the  lijght  we  had.  The  Eskimoes  pitched  three  tents  on 
the  strand  for  their  temporary  accommodation.  Our  house-keeping 
arrangements  were  exceedingly  imperfect ;  as  we  had  our  hands  fim 
of  work,  and  none  of  the  &kimo  women  could  be  employed  as 
cook,  we  found  it  convenient,  though  not  very  pleasant,  to  imdertake 
cooking  operations  only  once  in  the  day. 

Towards  the  end  of  September  we  had  some  hard  frosts  and  occa- 
jrionally  a  fall  of  snow,  which  hindered  us  not  a  little  in  our  work, 
as  the  fin£;er-ends  often  bled  with  the  cold  and  became  very  painful. 

Toward  the  end  of  October  a  storm  arose  which  brought  our 
little  vessel  into  great  danger  of  being  driven  ashore ;  by  our  united 
and  prolonged  efforts  we  succeeded  in  securing  her  for  the  time  being, 
and  were  truly  thankful,  for  her  loss  would  have  put  a  complete  stop 
to  our  work  here  for  a  considerable  time.    After  the  storm  we  haa 
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li^vy  rain  for  five  days  in  saccession,  and  it  was  most  fortunate  tlurt 
we  liad  been  able  to  erect  a  sort  of  store-bouse,  in  wbicb  the  Eski- 
moes  could  take  shelter,  for  their  tents  would  have  afforded  them 
little  protection.  At  length  we  were  obliged  to  give  up  the  work 
for  this  season,  and  set  out  for  Nain  in  the  first  week  ot  November. 
The  day  before  an  accident  happened  to  Br.  Eisner,  which  might 
have  been  attended  with  very  senous  results.  When  turning  over 
the  boat,  the  Eskimoes  released  their  hold  too  soon,  and  Br.  E. 
received  a  blow  on  the  forehead  from  the  arm  of  a  windlass,  which 
hurled  him  a  distance  of  several  yards,  and  stretched  him  senseless 
on  the  ground.  When  consciousness  returned  he  was  able,  wit^ 
some  assistance,  to  walk  to  the  house,  and  subsequently  to  go  with  the 
rest  of  the  company  to  Nain,  though  stUl  suffering  a  good  deal  of 
pain. 

During  our  stay  at  Zoar  we  held  regular  services  for  our  work- 
people; every  morning  we  had  prayers  before  proceeding  to  our 
work,  and  this  simple  service  was  conducted  by  some  of  our  Eski- 
moes in  turn  with  ourselves.  On  Sunday  we  had  the  Church  Litany, 
followed  by  an  exposition  of  some  portion  of  God's  Word,  and  the 
usual  liturgical  meetings.  As  long  as  the  weather  permitted,  our 
services  were  in  the  open  air,  the  company  being  seated  on  a  pile  6t 
boards  ;  afterwards  we  met  in  our  little  house. 

1866. 

During  the  winter  the  work  was  continued  at  Nain,  and  sledges 
laden  with  prepared  materials  were  frequently  sent  over  to  Zoar. 
All  household  furniture  had  to  be  made  too,  so  that  we  and  our 
fellow  missionaries  had  our  hands  quit^  full  through  the  long  winter 
months. 

In  April  Brn.  Eisner  and  Einderknecht  returned  to  Zoar  and  con- 
tinued their  labours ;  several  Eskimoes  followed,  so  that  the  congre- 
gation soon  numbered  fifty  souls.  On  the  28th  the  first  burial  took 
place  in  our  new  ground,  that  of  a  child,  which  was  in  charge  of  the 
widow  Clementina. 

In  June  the  house  was  so  far  completed  that  Br.  Eisner  could 
proceed  to  Nain  and  fetch  Sr.  Eisner  and  the  children.  He  had  a 
somewhat  perilous  jotuney  in  consequence  of  the  large  quantiti^ 
of  drift  ice  encountered,  but  was  preserved  from  all  barm  by  the 
protecting  hand  of  the  Lord.  The  whole  family  arrived  at  Zoar  on 
the  30th.  Now  may  the  Lord  lay  his  blessing  on  the  labours  of 
His  servants  at  this  spot,  enabling  them  to  be  laithful  in  watching 
over  the  souls  committed  to  their  charge,  and  to  lead  many  hearts  to 
the  Saviour.  We  commend  all  those  connected  with  this  new 
station  to  the  prayerful  sympathy  of  our  brethren  and  friends  at 
home. 


ExTBACTS  of  the  DiABT  of  OkilK,  from  August  1866 
to  Au£fU8t  1866. 
On  the  31st  of  August  we  were  rejoiced  by  the  sight  of  the  Har- 
mony approaching  in  the  distance,  and  the  whole  of  the  inhabitants 
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of  the  station  hastened  to  the  beach  to  welcome  the  dear  little 
.vessel  and  all  on  board.    Before  she  anchored,  the  assembled  oon- 
gre^tion  united  in  singing  with  deeply  moved  hearts :  '^  Now  let  ns 
praise  the  Lord»  &c."    (Hymn-book,  No.  678). 

On  the  Sth  of  September  we  took  leave  of  our  visitors  and  the 
ship  left  the  bay  very  early  the  next  morning.  We  had  greatly 
enjoyed  their  stay  among  us,  though  it  was  a  very  bus;^  time  for 
al^  and,  as  usual,  the  dreary  isolation  of  our  position,  made 
itself  more  sensibly  felt  by  contrast  with  the  increased  social 
enjoyment  we  had  had.  But  plenty  of  work  was  ready  for  us,  to 
occupy  our  thoughts,  and^  our  hands.  First  of  all  we  had  to  set 
about  getting  in  a  supply  of  grass  for  our  goats  during  the  winter, 
.  a  very  important  and  laborious  undertaking,  which  had  been  post- 
poned to  this  late  period  for  want  of  fine  weather.  The  grass  is  cut 
with  a  sickle  at  spots  a  long  wav  firom  the  station,  wnence  it  is 
carried  often  over  swampy  and  rocty  ground  for  a  considerable  dis- 
tance down  to  the  beach,  and  here  put  into  the  boats  which  convey 
it  to  our  side  of  the  bay.  Then  it  has  to  be  again  unloaded  and 
brought  up  to  the  stable,  in  which  it  cannot  be  fmall;^  stowed  away 
for  use  until  it  has  imdergone  a  drying  process  by  being  spread  out 
and  frequently  turned  on  the  rocks  m  the  sun.  We  were  most 
thankful  that  the  weather  continued  fine  long  enough  to  allow  of  our 
gettiDg  through  the  work  very  successfully. 

We  had  entertained  fears  with  regard  to  the  supply  of  food  for 
the  Eskimoes,  as  they  had  hardly  taken  any  haddock  when  the  ship 
left,  whereas  they  have  generally,  before  this  time,  procured  half 
their  winter's  supply  of  this  article.  But  we  were  put  to  shame  with 
our  want  of  faith,  for  the  fish  appeared  in  such  large  quantities  in 


the  month  of  September,  that  all  our  people  might,  in  a  very  few 
days,  have  laid  by  a  store  that  would  suface  for  the  whole  season. 
But  sevenQ  did  not  avail  themselves  of  this  advantage,  in  spite  of 
our  warnings  and  exhortations.  The  Eskimoes  do  not  like  the 
tame  work  of  fishing,  and  always  neglect  it  for  the  more  exciting 
seal-hunt,  though  the  latter  is  very  often  attended  vdth  great  peril, 
exposure,  and  little  or  no  success. 

On  the  9M  of  October  we  were  deeply  grieved  to  hear  of  the  sad  end 
of  the  unmarried  sister  Clara,  28  years  old.  Having  gone  out  with  two 
other  women  to  gather  berries,  they  were  attacked  by  five  dogs,  which 
first  flew  at  one  of  the  latter,  but  being  diverted  from  her  by  a  stone 
successfully  thrown  at  them,  turned  to  the  poor  woman  who  had  no 
stone  within  reach,  and  soon  mastered  her,  as  the  other  sisters, 
one  of  whom  had  two  little  children  vdth  her,  did  not  dare  to  rush 
to  her  aid.  Before  men  could  come  to.  her  assistance,  she  was 
so  cruelly  torn  by  the  savage  brutes,  that  she  was  found  dyiug.   The 

Soor  creature  had  distinguished  herself  by  an  outwardly  blameless 
fe,  but  we  should  have  been  glad  to  know  that  this  had  hsA  the  right 
foundation ;  she  could,  however,  never  be  induced  to  speak  on  the 
state  of  her  heart.  Boaz,  the  owner  of  the  dogs,  at  once  shot  them 
of  his  ovm  accord,  without  thinking  of  the  loss  he  thereby  sustained, 
for  thev  were  capital  sledge-dogs. 

At  the  general  speaking  with  our  people  towards  the  end  of  the 
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Bionili,  we  were  grieved  to  hear  of  mncli  that  was  contrary  to  GodV 
law  in  the  conduct  of  several  during  their  absence  in  the  summer^ 
some  having  to  be  excluded  from  church  privileges.  Encouraging 
features  were,  however,  not  wanting.  One  man,  who  strives  ear- 
nestly to  direct  his  course  in  accordance  with  God's  Word,  said,  "  I 
often  think,  on  rising  in  the  morning,  about  this  time  my  Saviour 
was  for  my  sins  crowned  with  thorns,  mocked  and  scourged ;  about 
noon,  I  tmnk,  now  my  Saviour  was  condemned  to  death ;  and  in  the 
afternoon  I  remember  his  crucifixion  and  death,  and  the  full  re^ 
demptionhe  wrought  for  me,  and  in  these  thoughts  the  time  passes 


L  the  lO^A  of  November  the  bay  was  covered  with  ice,  and  on 
the  22nd  sledges  crossed  to  and  fro.  Strong  ground  swells,  however^ 
broke  up  the  loe,  and  the  Eskimoes  had  opportunity  to  hunt  seals  in 
their  kayaks  for  about  a  fortnight  before  the  bay  was  again  closed* 
Several  scab  wdre  taken,  and  thereby  the  prospect  for  the  coming 
winter's  supply  greatly  improved  for  several  families. 

The  4dh  or  beeemher  was  a  day  of  rejoicing  to  the  widows  and 
orphans  of  the  congregation,  as  we  distributed  among  them  the 
presents  of  warm  articles  of  clothing,  for  which  we  are  indebted  to 
the  kindness  of  friends  in  England,  Switzerland,  Holland,  and  Oer-» 
many:  the  poor  recipients  expressed  their  heartfelt  gratitude  to  the 
kind  donors  in  distant  countries.  The  children  in  the  little  orphan 
asylum^  also  received  presents  of  a  similar  useful  kind  about  the 
same  time. 

About  Christmas  the  severity  of  the  cold  abated,  so  that  few  wer6 
prevented  from  attending  the  services. 

1866. 

The  meetings  for  special  prayer  in  the  first  week  of  the  year  were 
well  attended,  and  five  of  our  native  helpers  engaged  in  prayer  on 
these  occasions,  in  an  earnest  and  touching  manner.  That  we  have 
reason  for  special  supplication  on  behalf  of  our  people,  was  made 
painfully  evident  to  us  at  the  speaking  which  was  held  early  in 
the  year.  There  is  much  coldness  of  heart  and  indifierenise 
prevalent,  and  in  some  cases  a  want  of  understanding  of  the 
simplest  truths  of  Ohristianity,  which  seems  scarcely  credible, 
considering  that  such  have  been  under  Christian  instruction  and 
influ^ice  for  many  years. 

In  March  already  the  ice  round  the  adjacent  islands  was  broken  up 
by  the  heavy  swell  from  the  sea,  so  that  for  a  time  all  communication 
by  boat,  kayak  or  sledge  was  impossible — an  event  which  had  never 
been  known  to  occur  so  early  in  the  year:  our  people  feared  that  this 
would  seriously  interfere  with  their  hunting  and  fishing  operations 
in  the  spring  of  the  year. 

At  Muter  the  examination  of  the  schools  took  place,  and  several 
.  pupils  showed  satis&ctory  improvement.  Of  72  children  who  have 
attended  school  during  the  winter,  40  read  well  and  fluently. 

.  SuiinK  Passion* Week  the  attendance  at  the  meetings  was  v#ry 
good,  and  we  had  occasion  to  hear  pleasing  statements  from  several 
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qi  our  commumcantB,  numifeeting  Bpiritual  life;  One  man  said, 
''  I  know  that  our  Saviour  loves  me,  for  before  I  was  bom  He  led  my 
father  away  from  the  heathen  to  live  here,  where  I  have  been  brought 
up  in  a  Christian  congregation ;  then  when  I  afterwards  walked  in 
the  ways  of  sin,  He  did  not  leave  me,  but  continually  warned  me, 
and  when  I  accidentally  shot  myseli^  He  preserved  me  fit)m  dying 
in  my  sins.  When  I  remember  all  this,  I  am  ashamed  and  troubled 
that  I  love  Him  so  little,  and  so  often  ^eve  Him,  and  I  pray  with 
all  my  heart  that  I  may  be  enabled  to  live  more  to  His  honour  and 
glory." 

April  5^^.— The  remains  of  the  widowedsister  Sjbil,  the  (ddest  mem- 
ber of  the  congr^ation,  were  consigned  to  their  last  resting-place. 
Her  age  cannot  be  accurately  ascertained,  as  she  was  already  grown  up 
when  die  left  her  heathen  countrymen  to  live  here ;  but  judging 
&om  the  ages  of  her  children,  she  must  have  been  about  76  years  o1(L 
She  became  a  communicant  member  in  the  ^ear  1815,  and  was  for 
many  years  a  useful  chapel-servant,  esteemmg  it  a  privilege  to  be 
thus  employed,  until  Mling  health  obliged  her  to  give  it  up.  Her 
last  years  were  very  trying ;  unable  to  move  herself  at  all,  she  was 
exposed  to  heartless  treatment  on  the  part  of  some  of  her  chil^ 
dren,  to  whom  she  was  a  burden.  Yet  she  did  not  complain,  and 
frequently  spoke  with  tbankMness  of  the  comforting  presence  of 
her  Saviour,  which  she  enjoyed.  She  died  gently  and  happily. 
.  2(Hh, — The  building  erected  for  the  accommodation  of  our  orphans 
was  opened  by  us.  It  is  built  in  European  fashion,  but  with  the  internal 
Itrrangements  quite  like  liiose  of  an  Eskimo  house,  in  order  to  avoid 
accustoming  the  children  to  a  more  commodious  style  of  living  than 
they  can  have  in  after  life.  The  house  is  26  feet  long  by  16  feet  broad, 
and  consists  of  one  large  room,  three  sides  of  which  are  occupied  by 
somewhat  raised  platforms.  These  serve  as  sleeping  places  for  all  the 
inmates,  partitions  separating  from  each  other  the  parts  allotted 
to  the  boys,  girls,  and  foster-parents.  During  the  day  these  platforms 
are  used  as  benches  or  tables.  In  the  middle  of  the  room  stands  a 
large  iron  stove,  which  throws  out  sufficient  heat  for  the  room,  and 
two  snuill  windows  supply  the  needful  amount  of  light.  The  kitchen 
operations  are  conducted  in  Eskimo  fashion  at  a  little  heap  of 
stones  before  the  house,  on  which  l^e  kettle  or  pan  rests,  while  the 
fire  is  kindled  below.  In  presence  of  all  the  children  with  the 
foster-parents,  and  the  missionary  brethren  and  sisters,  the  house 
was  solemnly  set  apart  for  the  purpose  for  which  it  is  intended,  and 
the  work  and  all  connected  with  it  were  earnestly  commended  to  the 
continued  blessing  and  favour  of  the  Lord.  Br.  John,  the  foster- 
father,  renewed  his  assurance  that  he  esteemed  it  a  great  privilege 
to  be  employed  in  this  work,  and  engaged  in  fervent  prayer  on  t^ 
half  of  himself  and  his  youthful  charge. 

Early  in  May  the  company  of  reindeer*hunters  returned,  bringing 
about  200  deer  with  them,  some  having  killed  as  many  as  eleven,  so 
that  they  had  plenty  of  fresh  meat  for  themselves,  as  well  as  a  con-  • 
siderable  quantity  te  bring  to  us  for  sale. 

On  the  27th  of  June,  Sr.  and  Sr.  Vollpi*echt  set  out  on  a  visit  to 
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the  EskimoeB  vlio  were  troat-fishiDg  in  a'  dietaat  bay,  Passing  two 
smaller  companies,  with  a  promise  to  visit  them  on  their  return, 
they  pushed  on  to  the  head  of  the  baj,  and  found  the  tents  pitched 
m  a  beautiAillj  sheltered  spot,  in  which  there  was  a  vegetation 
that  might  be  called  luxuriant  for  Labrador.  The  fir-trees 
were  just  putting  forth  their  firesh  green  buds,  and  birds,  which  are 
never  seen  near  the  station,  were  singing  beautifully.  They  received 
a  warm  welcome,  and  before  retiring  to  their  tent  for  the  night,  all 
met  for  prayer  and  praise  in  the  open  air.  On  the  following  day  Br. 
YoUprecht  preached  to  a  congregation  of  about  fifty  persons,  and 
after  conversing  with  several,  the  return  journey  was  begun,  and  Okak 
reached  on  the  29th. 


ExTBACT  of  fhe  DiAET  of  HEBBOiT^yrom  Septemher  1865  to 
September  1866. 

On  the  lOih  of  September  the  Harmony  made  her  appearance  with 
strong  west  wind,  which  increased  to  a  gale,  and  threatened  to 
prevent  all  entrance  into  the  bay.  The  spray  was  driven  over  the 
surface  of  the  water  in  thick  clouds,  and  appeared  to  render  the 
little  ship's  position  most  perilous.  Thanks  to  the  skill  and  energy 
of  the  Captain,  under  God's  blessing,  she  made  her  way  onward, 
and  reached  a  safe,  though  not  the  usual  place  of  anchorage.  It 
was  Sunday  morning,  and  the  usual  service  was  postponed  to  the 
afternoon,  when  the  newly  arrived  Brethren  and  irienas  were  able 
to  join  us  in  our  public  worship.  Afterwards  Mr.  Sharp  addressed 
the  congregation  in  a  stirring  manner.  We  enjoyed  the  company 
of  Messrs.  Sharp  and  Pumphrey  very  much,  and  were  much  edified 
and  encouraged  by  our  intercourse  with  these  gentlemen,  who  though 
belonging  to  another  denomination  of  Christians,  differing  from  us 
in  many  respects,  are  yet  in  the  main  one  with  us  in  the  Lord. 

The  Harmony  left  on  the  15th  with  fair  wind  as  long  as  she  was 
in  the  bay;  outside,  however,  the  wind  was  contrary,  and  after 
tacking  about  for  some  time,  the  Captain  decided  to  return  for  the 
night  to  his  secure  place  of  anchorage,  rather  than  unnecessarily 
expose  the  ship  in  the  region  of  icebergs ;  and  thus  we  had  the  great 
pleasure  of  enjoying  the  company  of  our  visitors  for  one  more 
evening. 

October  2Qth.  Nicodemus,  who  has  be^i  active  as  chapel-servant 
ever  since  this  station  was  erected,  departed  this  life.  "We  have  lost 
in  him  a  fiuthful  and  useful  assistant,  whose  addresses  to  the  children 
especially  were  calculated  to  make  an  impression  by  their  warmth 
and  simplicity.  His  childlike  faith  and  consistent  Clrristian  conduct 
often  tended  to  encourage  us  in  our  work,  as  we  are  not  often  per- 
mitted to  see  the  fruits  of  faith  so  beautifully  manifested  as  in  this 
case.  His  house  was  a  pattern  of  order,  and  owing  to  his  careful 
and  provident  habits,  though  not  successful  in  the  hunt,  he  scarcely 
ever  sufiered  want  of  provisions.  He  is  the  last  survivor  of  those 
who  accompanied  the  Brethren  Kohlmeister  and  Emoch  on  their 
perilous  voyage  to  TJngava  Bay  in  the  year  1811 ;  though  nt  that 
time  only  a  boy,  he  had  retained  a  vivid  recollection  of  the  various 
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iM^enee  paosed  through  and  often  spoke  with  tbankfulneds  of  the 
manj  proofs  they  received  of  the  Lord's  gracious  protection  in  the 
midst  of  peril. 

Deeemoer. — ^The  weather  was  Terv  changeable,  and  sadly  interfered 
with  the  seal-hunt  in  the  vicinity  of  the  station ;  the  Eskimoes  at  the 
out-stations,  however,  caught  so  many  seals  in  nets,  that,  with 
economy,  there  was  no  reason  to  apprehend  a  want  of  the  needful 
supply  of  provisions. 

27 tn, — Some  of  our  people  had,  through  the  mercy  of  God,  a  nar- 
row escape  with  their  lives.  They  had  gone  upon  the  ice  to  bunt 
during  the  prevalence  of  a  complete  calm ;  sudaenly  they  found  that 
the  ice  was  slowly  moving,  and,  on  bastening  to  the  edge,  found  that^ 
there  was  a  space  of  200  yards  between  them  and  the  shore.  In 
CTeat  anxiety  the^  sought  a  way  of  escape,  and  at  last  found  a  small 
detached  piece  of  ice,  on  which  they  all  found  room,  and  which  they 
were  able  with  their  implements  to  propel  to  the  shore.  The  men 
were  thankful  to  tbe  Lord  for  their  preservation  from  a  sad  death, 
but  we  should  be  rejoiced  to  see  such  experiences  make  a  deeper  and 
more  lasting  impression  on  their  minds. 

2Sth, — We  bad  tbe  pleasure  of  distributing  among  the  children  a 
variety  of  presents,  which  friends  in  Europe  had  kmdly  placed  at 
our  disposal  for  the  purpose.  The  kind  donors  would  have  been 
much  pleased  to  see  tne  bright  faces  of  these  little  ones,  and  to  hear 
the  expressions  of  gratitude,  which  fell  from  their  lips. 

1866. 

In  the  first  week  of  the  year  we  held  tbe  general  speaking,  and 
were  troubled  to  see  a  great  want  of  real  spiritual  life  among  the 
young  people  especially,  of  whom  comparatively  few  manifest  a 
sincere  desire  to  live  for  the  Lord  who  bought  them  with  his  blood. 
Encouraging,  on  the  other  hand,  was  the  death  of  two  aged  commu- 
nicant sisters  on  January  6th  ;  they  had  long  been  ailing,  but  were 
true  children  of  God,  and  rejoiced  to  go  to  be  for  ever  with  the 
Lord. 

The  month  of  February  was  distinguished  by  exceedingly  change- 
able weather,  and  such  a  prevalence  of  coughs  and  colds  that  it  was 
impossible  to  continue  the  usual  evening  meetings.  On  the  16th 
the  wind  blew  most  violently,  and  the  thermometer  indicated  58® 
below  zero  of  Fahrenheit.  Towards  the  end  of  the  month  there 
was  one  day  a  change  of  no  less  than  58  degrees  within  less  than 
24  hours,  we  were  most  thankful  that  the  prevailing  complainir 
did  not  develope  to  some  serious  epidemic. 

March  2\H, — Tbe  examination  of  the  schools  took  place ;  the 
number  of  scholars  generally  in  attendance  is  75,  but  we  felt  dis- 
oouraged  to  see  no  more  fruit  of  the  labour  bestowed  on  them.  They 
are  not  wanting  in  ability  to  learn  quickly  by  heart,  but  appear  to 
be  able  to  retain  ot  thoroughly  to  comprehend  very  little  of  what 
thev  learn. 

At  Easter  five  persons  were  confirmed,  seven  re-admitted,  and  two 
received  into  the  congregation. 

On  the  5M  qf  July  a  company  of  heathen  from  Nachvak  arrived 
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liere,  and  remained  a  few  days.  We  made  use  of  the  opportunity 
to  preach  the  Gospel  to  them,  but  found  no  bearing.  None  appeared 
to  haye  the  slightest  wish  to  part  with  heathenism,  or  even  to  hear 
more  of  the  precious  Gk>spel  or  the  grace  of  God  in  Christ  Jesus

SOUTH    AFRICA. 

No  doubt  many  of  the  readers  of  the  Periodical  Accounts  have 
noticed  with  sympathy  the  depressed  tone  of  the  intelligence  received 
for  some  time  back  from  this  interestiDg  and  important  mission. 
Drought  and  the  ravages  of  locusts  have  devastated  the  fields  and 
gardens,  the  resources  of  those  who  have  earned  a  living  by  labour 
have  been  cut  off  by  the  lack  of  remunerative  employment,  and  sick- 
ness has  been  superadded,  as  the  natural  result  of  deficient  and  un- 
wholesome food.  Some  alleviation  of  these  trials  we  are  happy  to 
announce  at  the  present  time,  although  the  harvest  has  not  equalled 
expectation  as  regards  either  quantify  or  excellence.  In  the  popu- 
lous settlement  of  Qenhdendal  fever  has  again  been  permitted  to 
cause  much  suffering,  aggravated  by  the  want  of  means  to  procure 
medicine  and  suitable  food.  Of  this  visitation  Br.  Eoser's  letter 
gives  a  brief  but  touching  account.*  We  would  trust,  however,  that 
the  worst  period  of  suffering  is  already  past. 

Br.  Bechler's  lettw  vrill  be  found  to  contain  an  interesting 
extract  from  a  communication  received  by  him  from  the  native 
teacher,  John  Zwelibanzi. 

The  letters  of  Br.  Hettasch  at  Clarkson,  and  Br.  Baur  and  Br. 
Stephan  at  Baziya^  also  contain  information  which  will  be  read  with 
interest.  The  latter  station  is  surrounded  by  the  scenes  of  violence 
and  disorder  which  are  to  be  expected  in  a  truly  barbarous  and 


^  As  help  was  migentlj  needed,  and  our  dear  missionaiy  brethren  had  already 
bestowed  it  even  beyond  their  ability,  tome  additional  assistance  from  this  conntry 
'  appeared  absolutely  requisite.  Tet  a  pablic  appeal  for  such  an  object  seemed  inexpe- 
dient, and  aid,  to  be  of  any  nse,  must  be  speiedj.  Prirate  application  was  therefore 
made  to  known  friends  of  the  cause  of  missions  until  enough  was  obtained  to  meet  the 
need.  So  generously  was  the  application  responded  to,  that  in  a  short  time  the

For  these 
benefiM^tioos  oar  heartiest  thanks  are  due  to  the  generous  donors,  and  we  doubt  not 
that,  when  the  course  of  post  admits  of  our  hearing  from  South  Africa,  we  shall  be 
oommiitioiied  to  conTey  to  them  from  the  recipients  of  their  bounty  the  expression 
of  the  wannest  gratitnae. — Eds. 
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heatrhen  land.    Tbus  far,  howerer,  the  protecting  hand  of  the  Lord 
has  been  held  over  the  missionary  and  his  little  flock. 

Extracts  from  the  diaries  of  Qenadendal^  JElim,  Mamre,  Shihh,  and 
Mohlen  Island,  afford,  as  usual,  many  striking  iUustrations  of  mis- 
sionary labour  and  experience.

Gewadendal,  October  10th,  1866. 

At  the  end  of  last  month  we  were  much  pleased  to  enjoy  the 
company  of  Dr.  Wangeman,  Director  of  the  Berlin  Missionary 
Society,  who  is  visiting  all  the  stations  of  this  societv  in  the  Colony. 
He  remained  with  us  till  the  2nd  instant,  and  we  felt  much  refreshed 
by  our  brotherly  intercourse  with  him ;  he  addressed  the  congr^a- 
tion  both  in  the  German  and  Dutch  languages,  and  visited  idl  our 
schools. 

Br.  E.  Baur  at  Baziya  has  been  seriously  ill  with  inflammation  of 
the  chest,  but  is  now  enjoying  his  wonted  health.  There  was  a 
rumour  of  war  between  the  Amampondo  and  Tambookies;  with 
reference  to  this  Br.  B.  writes : — "  We  wait  patiently  the  end  of  the 
matter,  when  we  hear  any  report  of  this  kind.  Before  war  breaks 
out,  we  may  be  sure  that  a  ^eat  deal  of  stealing  will  take  place,  and 
if  it  really  should  come  to  the  worst,  the  fighting  will  in  all  proba- 
bility commence  at  some  distance  to  the  south  of  us,  on  the 
banks  of  the  TJmtata.  The  Amampondo  are  also  said  to  be 
preparing  for  war  with  the  Amatnpondumisi,  as  soon  as  the  warm 
weather  sets  in.''  Br.  and  Sr.  Baur  express  their  cordial  thanks  to 
all  those  who  have  kindly  contributed  towards  the  restoration  of  the 
buildings  which  were  destroyed  by  the  whirlwind.  The  work  of  re- 
erection  will  not  take  place  till  next  year,  owing  to  the  prevalence  of 
heavy  thunderstorms  during  the  summer. 

December  IBth,  1866. 

As  to  the  condition  of  the  Colony,  I  am  sorry  to  say  that  the  crops 
are  not  so  plentiful  as  we  had  hoped  to  see  them,  to  meet  the  pre- 
vailing distress  and  impoverishment  in  our  neighbourhood  ;  the  barley- 
crops  are  the  best,  the  wheat-crops  being  much  spoiled  by  the  rust ; 
some  fields  indeed  are  damaged  to  such  an  extent,  that  the  farmers  do 
not  think  it  worth  their  while  to  cut  the  wheat. 

For  the  last  five  weeks  I  have  been  at  £lim,  and  my  own  health 
and  that  of  my  family  has  been  much  improved  hj  the  change. 
Owing  to  the  harvest-operations,  which  were  then  bemg  carried  on, 
I  found  many  members  absent,  but  was  pleased  with  what  I  saw  of 
the  people.  Many  families  have  family- worship  in  the  morning  and 
6\'eQiBg)  consisting  of  the  reading  of  a  portion  of  the  Scripture  and 
prayer,  and  of  not  a  few  I  received  the  impression,  that  it  is  their 
earnest  desire  to  become  and  remain  true  children  of  God. 

I  presided  at  the  examination  of  the  several  schools  and  was  pleased 
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to  see  tbat  the  labours  of  the  two  natiye  teachers,  Fieter  Ffeifer  akd 
Nathan  Krill  are  not  in  vain. 

An  extract  from  a  letter  recently  received  from  Br.  John  Zweli- 
banzi,  at  the  new  station  of  Wittkleibosch,  near  Clarkson,  will  be 
interesting  to  you ;  it  is  dated  October  81st.  "  Some  weeks  ago,  an 
old  Elaffir,  who  had  been  a  regular  attendant  at  church,  asked  me 
how  we  ought  to  pray  P  what  words  ought  to  be  used  ?  adding  that 
he  did  not  know  whether  he  prayed  aright.  A  widow  asked  my 
wife  who  this  Jesus  was,  who  had  suffered  so  much  for  us ;  and  the 
same  woman  gave  me  the  whole  narrative  of  Zaccheus  in  reply  to 
my  question,  whether  she  imderstood  what  she  heard  at  cnurch. 
She  is  a  very  faithful  church-goer.  The  Chieftain  Umsizi  frequently 
expresses  himself  thankful  that  he  is  able  to  hear  the  Word  of  GocU 
Of  all  those  who  live  here  I  only  know  of  two  who  do  not  attend 
church  on  Sunday,  and  I  am  always  made  welcome,  when  I  visit  the 
people. 

Oiily  some  few  Kaffirs  here  exercise  a  bad  influence  by  their 
superstitious  practices. 

The  distress  here  is  still  great,  so  that  in  several  instances  the 
natives  have  been  obliged  to  kill  some  of  their  cattle  for  food,  a  last 
resource  with  the  Fingoos.  This  distress  accounts  for  the  fkct  that 
of  forty-five  children,  onlv  about  twenty  come  daily  to  school,  but  it 
is  pleasing  to  see  how  willing  the  most  are  to  learn.  Owing  to  the 
difficulties  connected  with  the  Kaffir  language,  the  most  f^vanced 
can  only  spell  words  of  four  syllables ;  biblical  history  the  little  ones 
learn  with  great  ease,  and  they  are  not  slow  at  ciphering,  but  they 
do  not  make  much  progress  in  singing.*' 


From  Br,  B.  Boseb. 

Oekabehdal,  October  '\2thy  1867. 

We  were  very  glad  to  hear  of  the  safe  arrival  in  London  of  Br. 
and  Sr.  Kuehn,  with  a  company  of  missionaries'  children,  among 
whom  was  a  daughter  of  ours.  Smce  they  left  us,  we  have  had  a  fresh 
outbreak  of  typhus-fever,  although  this  place  has  not  been  quite  free 
from  it  since  January  of  last  year.  At  the  present  time,  I  have  thirty- 
seven  patients  ill  of  this  complaint,  and  since  its  first  appearance,  I 
have  had  at  least  500.  The  work  of  attending  to  these  numerous 
cases  has  been  a  laborious  one,  and  the  difficulty  was  greatly  increased 
by  the  prevailing  want  of  food  and  clothing.  Those  who  are  recover- 
ing from  this  complaint  have  generally  a  desire  for  and  need  of  a  large 
quantity  of  nourisning  food,  and  I  have  seen  not  a  few  cases  in  which 
tnere  was  nothing  to  meet  the  cravings  of  returning  appetite.  There 
are  houses  containing  five  or  even  seven  patients  without  any  supply 
of  food,  and;if  we  did  not  give  them  what  they  need,  they  would  die 
of  starvation.  We  hope  that  a  better  harvest,  which  we  have  reason 
to  expect  from  the  present  appearance  of  the  crops,  will  remove  these 
difficulties,  but  it  wiU  be  a  long  time  before  all  ^e  patients  recover 
strengtb  sufficient  to  go  to  theirwork  as  usual.  I  have  been  ableto  meet 
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this  difficulty  to  a  conaiderableextent  by  purchasing  food  and  mediciiie 
with  money  I  mi^bt  receive  for  medical  services  rendered  to  the 
colonists  in  the  neighbourhood.  But  of  this  income  I  have  recently 
been  deprived  by  the  alarm  our  neighbours  have  taken  at  the  con- 
tinued presence  of  this  fever  in  the  place,  which  has  prevented 
tbem  from  availing  themselves  of  my  services,  and  also  by  the  reduced 
circumstances  in  which  many  have  been  placed  by  the  drought  of 
last  ^ear,  and  the  generally-prevailing  commercial  depression.  My 
application  to  Government  for  some  assistance,  as  has  been  granted 
in  other  cases  of  outbreak  of  epidemic  disorders  of  a  daogerous 
character,  has  produced  no  result  whatever. 


From  JBr,  Hbttasoh. 

Cla^kkson,  November  IQth^  1866. 

Br.  and  Sr.  "Weiz  visited  at  Wittkleibosch  recently  and  found 
several  whom  they  could  propose  as  candidates  for  baptism.  Br.  J. 
Zwelibanzi  gave  them  all  a  good  character.  Last  Sunday  1  was  there 
to  preach,  and  my  wife,  who  for  the  first  time  accompanied  me,  was 
much  pleased  wim  the  quiet  and  attentive  behaviour  of  the  auditory. 
After  the  service,  I  adidressed  the  candidates  for  baptism,  and  my 
heart  overflowed  with  thankfulness  to  the  Lord  as  I  listened  to  their 
statements,  which  evidently  proceeded  from  hearts  deeply  moved  by 
what  they  had  learned  of  the  Saviour's  love.  Br.  Zwehbansi  lives 
very  happily  there,  and  cannot  find  words  to  express  the  love  he 
meets  with  everywhere,  when  visiting,  where  some  time  ago  he  would 
have  been  turned  out  of  doors  without  ceremony. 


From  Br,  B.  Baxjb. 

Bazita,  October  16M,  1866. 

For  some  time  past  we  have  had  weather  most  favourable  for  the 
crops,  many  delightful  showers  of  rain ;  one  hail-storm  swept  over 
the  district,  but,  although  many  of  the  hail-stones  were  as  large  as 
walnuts,  through  the  Lord's  mercy,  little  damage  was  done.  To- 
morrow I  hope  to  begin  to  plough  our  land. 

About  ten  days  ago  a  skirmish  took  place  between  the  Amampondo 
and  the  Amampondumisi,  at  a  spot  aoout  a  day's  ride  from  here,  in 
which  the  loss  of  the  former  is  said  to  have  been  considerable.  The 
conduct  of  Umhlondhlo  towards  friend  and  foe  is  really  shamefoL  I 
am  told  that  he  recently  robbed  one  trader  of  his  whole  team  of  oxen, 
fourteen  or  sixteen  in  number,  and  another  of  100  head  of  cattle. 
The  Englishman  followed  the  robber,  whereupon  Umhlondhlo  asked 
him  with  great  impudence  what  he  wanted,  and  on  being  told  that 
he  wishea  to  recover  his  property,  produced  a  heavy  whip,  and 
threatened  to  lash  him  with  it  if  he  did  not  forthwith  go  away.  Truly 
we  live  here  in  a  land  where  law  and  justice  are  utterly  unlmown. 

The  Missionary,  Mr.  GMige,  came  through  here  last  week  on  his 
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way  to  his  station,  Shawbury,  to  see  if  it  is  still  in  existence  at  all, 
the  rumour  hayiug  been  abroad  that  it  had  been  burnt  down  in  the 
recent  disturbances. 


From  Br,  Stephak. 

Baziia,  October  16M,  1866. 

Last  Saturday  we  took  the  round  of  the  neighbouring  kraals  on 
horseback,  and  it  was  very  pleasing  to  see  the  affection  and  confi- 
dence which  the  natives  manifest  towards  Br.  Baur.  The  attendance 
at  our  services  is  good,  only  very  few  appearing  to  be  indifferent  and 
holding  themselves  aloof.  On  Sunday,  Kaffirs  from  some  distance 
come  in,  but  with  considerable  irregularity ;  this  will  be  different,  I 
feel  sure,  when  Br.  Baur  has  more  time  than  at  present  for  visiting 
among  them. 

On  the  whole,  it  is  evident  that  here  as  elsewhere  the  word  of  God 
acts  as  a  good  leaven.  Not  a  few  Kaffirs  are  to  be  seen  here  in 
decent  clothing,  and  working  diligently,  who  only  a  few  years  ago 
were  savages,  smeared  over  with  red  paint.  Some  of  them  have 
learned  to  read  with  fluency,  are  baptized,  and  "give  much  pleasure 
and  encouragement  by  their  consistent  Christian  behaviour. 

The  temporary  church  is  too  small  to  accommodate  all  the  hearers ; 
even  in  the  meetings  during  the  week  it  is  quite  filled,  though  the 

Seople  sit  upon  the  ground  as  close  together  as  possible.    On  Sun- 
ay  many  have  to  stuid  outside  the  church. 


ExTAACTB  qf  the  DiABT  of  Genadkkdal,  Jrom  January  to  July 

1866. 

In  view  of  the  heavy  trials  of  the  year  1865,  the  visitation  of 
typhus  fever,  of  which  forty  persons  died,  and  which  still  continues, 
though  of  late  much  abated  in  virulence,  and  the  scanty  supply  of 
field  and  garden-produce,  which  leads  us  to  apprehend  a  famine  in  the 
present  year,  we  felt  more  than  usually  constrained  to  place  our  trust 
m  the  everlasting  promises  of  our  God.  The  remembrance  of  His 
unchangeable  faithfulness  was  a  source  of  great  comfort  to  our  souls. 

The  12th  of  January  we  observed  as  a  day  of  humiliation,  in 
accordance  with  the  appointment  of  the  GFovemor  of  the  colony. 
Br.  Kuehn  preached  on  Lam.  iii.  89-44.  The  Lord  was  very  gracious, 
and  heard  the  cries  of  his  people  from  all  parts  of  the  country,  and  sent 
fertilising  showers  of  rain,  which  began  on  the  evening  of  this  day, 
and  continued  almost  uninterruptedly  for  fourteen  hours.  Such  rain 
we  had  not  seen  for  fourteen  months,  and  the  newspapers  stated  that 
on  this  and  the  following  days  there  fell  one-sixth  of  the  entire 
amount  of  rain  which  we  had  during  the  whole  of  last  year. 

2%th, — Our  Missionary  festival  was  held.  Br.  Klinghardt  preached 
in  the  morning,  and  in  the  afternoon  information  from  various  parts 
of  the  Mission  fields,  occupied  by  our  own  or  other  Churches  was  com- 
municated by  viurious  speakers.    The  collection  amounted  to  £1.  16«, 
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which  we  considered  good  under  the  present  circumstances  of  po- 
verty to  which  most  of  our  people  are  reduced.  We  wish  we  could 
report  an  increase  of  general  interest  in  Missionary  work,  but  are 
sorry  to  have  to  confess  that  the  contrary  is  the  case. 

Com  has  risen  to  three  times  the  price  it  fetched  in  the  beginning 
of  1865  ;  though  our  district  is  in  ordinary  years  a  rich  corn-produc- 
ing one,  we  are  obliged  to  get  all  our  supphes  from  Cape  Town. 

March  l%th, — Br.  Bechler  visited  at  Twistwyk,  and  conversed  with 
about  fifW  persons  who  reside  there.  The  general  spirit  manifested 
a  decided  improvement,  an  impression  which  was  confirmed  by 
Michael  Baalie,  the  faithful  native  assistant  at  this  out-station  ;  he 
is  an  able  man,  and  persevering  and  judicious  in  his  work,  so  that  he 
has  won  general  respect.     The  attendance  at  church  is  improved. 

April  20th, — "We  were  pleased  to  see  much  interest  manifested  on 
behalf  of  the  poor  of  the  congregation  by  the  other  members.  The 
poors'  box  being  almost  empty,  it  was  proposed  to  make  a  collection 
of  com,  millet,  ^.,  and  manv  came  forward  generously  with  contri- 
butions which  might  be  considered  large  under  the  present  state  of 
things. 

22nd. — The  overseers  of  the  congregation  held  house-to-house 
visitations  this  aftemoon,  in  order  to  exhort  to  more  regular  attend- 
ance at  church,  as  many  have  been  negligent  of  late.  Expecting  to 
meet  with  an  impleasant  reception  in  many  instances,  they  expressed 
their  great  pleasure  that  the  opposite  had  been  the  case ;  regret  waa 
expressed  by  many,  and  in  the  majority  of  cases  want  of  clothes  was 
assigned  as  the  reason  for  non-attendance  at  church.  These  visits 
will  be  continued,  and  we  hope  with  good  results. 

May  2Brd, — Br.  Schaerf,  with  seven  children  going  to  Europe, 
arrived  here  in  the  huge  ox  waggon  from  Enon,  which  had  formed 
their  dwelling  and  sleeping-room  for  four  weeks.  They  rested  here 
for  a  few  days,  and  then  continued  their  journey  to  Mamre  and  Elim, 
where  more  children  will  join  the  party  for  Europe. 


ExTiiACTs  of  the  DiAKY  ofELiu^from  Janvary  to  July  1866. 

The  year  opened  with  a  dark  prospect  of  continued  distress  con- 
sequent on  the  failure  of  the  crops  in  tne  last  harvest ;  but  we  derived 
much  comfort  from  the  text  for  the  1st  of  January:  "  Behold,  I  am 
with  you  alway,  even  unto  the  end  of  the  world.  The  public  ser- 
vice on  New  Year's  Day  was  numerously  attended,  many  whites 
being  among  the  auditory. 

The  drought  has  not  been  so  severely  felt  here  as  elsewhere,  chiefly 
owing  to  the  numerous  good  springs  of  water  on  our  land ;  the  miU 
could  ccmtinue  working,  but  the  gardens  did  not  receive  the  usual 
amount  of  irrigation,  and  their  produce  was  proportionately  reduced. 
The  grass  crop  sufficed  for  our  sheep,  but  not  for  cattle,  of  which 
we  lost  a  considerable  number,  though  in  this  respect  too  we  were 
not  so  badly  off  as  other  stations  have  been.  The  want  of  remune- 
rative employment  has  been  the  main  source  of  distress  for  our  people ; 
they  are  almost  entirely  dependent  for  their  support  on  what  tney 
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can  earn  on  the  fiurms  in  the  vicinity,  and  this  jear  the  farmers  haye 
been  reduced  to  poverty.  It  was  necessary  to  procure  supplies  of 
grain  from  Cape  Town,  and  the  expenses  of  transport  for  such  a 
distance  made  the  price  enormously  high. 

At  Houtkloof  the  people  were  reduced  to  such  extremities  that 
they  had  to  leave  the  place,  and  take  refuge  in  the  mountains,  only 
returning  after  the  rains  had  again  set  in.  Since  that  time  we  have 
resumed  our  regular  visits  there. 

It  was  with  deep  regret  that  we  heard  of  several  cases  of  thefb 
among  our  people,  in  consequence  of  which  some  had  to  be  sent 
before  the  magistrates  for  punishment.  On  the  other  hand  we  were 
thankful  to  see  many  moved  to  lift  up  their  hearts  in  earnest  suppli- 
cation to  our  Father  in  heaven,  seeking  help  and  support  from  Hia 
hand,  who  alone  was  able  to  grant  it  effectually.  We  neard  of  many 
cases,  in  which  the  last  provisions  were  consumed,  and  no  prospect 
was  left  of  obtaining  more  food ;  yet  the  Lord  did  not  suffer  His 
crying  people  to  starve. 

On  the  dih  of  January  a  communicant  sister  died  of  consumption. 
She  was  in  a  happy  frame  of  mind,  and  on  her  deathbed  exhorted  her 
husband  and  children  to  cleave  unto  the  Saviour.  A  few  weeks  later 
her  son  died  of  the  same  complaint.  He  had  been  very  self-righteousy 
but  the  Lord  changed  his  heart  before  the  time  of  his  departure 
came.  His  cottage  was  his  pride,  and  it  certainly  did  him  credit,  for 
it  was  nicely  furnished  and  kept  in  good  order,  both  rooms  papered 
by  his  own  hands  and  neatly  decorated,  though  betraying  here  and 
there  the  work  of  an  amateur.  The  thought  of  leaving  this  comfort- 
able abode  to  appear  before  the  judgment-seat  of  God  was  very  unwel- 
come, until  the  eyes  of  his  mind  were  enlightened,  and  he  could  dis- 
cern the  exceeding  glory  of  heavenly  things. 

At  Easter  the  services  were  well  attended,  many  colonists  being 
present  besides  natives. 

In  the  month  of  May  several  deaths  occurred,  one  of  them  with 
great  suddenness ;  but  in  every  case  we  could  entertain  the  good 
nope  that  the  parties  had  been  prepared  for  the  great  change  by  real 
knowledge  of  the  Saviour, 


ExTEACTS  of  the  DiAET  o/'MA2iBxfor  the  year  1866. 

The  general  speaking  in  January  left  a  decidedly  pleasing  convic- 
tion on  our  minds  that  the  Lord's  work  is  progressing  in  our  midst : 
the  Good  Shepherd  continues  unweariedly  to  foUow  souls,  preserving 
them  from  danger,  and  leading  them  safely  onwards  towards  our 
heavenly  home. 

February, — A  great  amount  of  damage  was  done  to  crops  and 
some  pasture  land  by  a  fire,  which  at  one  time  threatened  to  con- 
sume the  settlement.  Some  waggoners  had  neglected  to  extinguish 
a  fire,  at  which  they  had  cooked  a  meal,  and  the  flames  caught  the 
fftaas  and  bushes  round  about  and  advanced  with  rapidity  over  the 
five  or  six  miles  of  ground  towards  this  place.  By  the  mercy  of  God 
we  were  enabled  to  stay  the  further  progress  of  the  fire  by  the  united 
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exertions  of  all  our  people,  who  were  Bummoned  to  the  spot  by  the 
sound  of  an  alarm-bell. 

JSeptember. — There  is  at  present  great  poverty  and  distress  preva- 
lent nere  as  elsewhere  in  the  colony;  little  work  is  to  be  had,  and 
that  at  a  very  low  rate  of  wa^es,  so  that  in  many  families  there  is  a 
want  of  the  common  necessaries  of  life.  It  is,  however,  pleasing  to 
know  that  many  go  to  the  Lord  in  their  distress,  and  cast  their 
burden  on  Him,  and  He  cares  for  them ;  they  have  hitherto  always 
had  something  to  make  a  meal  of — ^tbus  the  Lord  has  not  permitted 
their  faith  to  be  put  to  shame. 

October  10th, — ^The  usual  ezamiuation  of  the  elder  scholars  took 
place,  and  gave  satisfaction  on  the  whole.  The  answers  of  several  to 
questions  from  history,  geography,  Bible  history  and  other  branches, 
as  also  their  acquaintance  with  simple  arithmetic,  was  creditable  to 
them.  Seventeen  boys  and  thirteen  girls  left  the  school,  of  whom 
fourteen  boys  and  nine  girls  were  able  to  read  and  write  fairly.  The 
next  day  the  examination  of  the  infant-school  took  place,  and  we 
were  pleased  to  see  the  readiness  with  which  questions  from  Bible 
history  were  answered  by  the  little  ones ;  about  a  fourth  of  the 
whole  number  were  able  to  read. 

In  the  last  week  of  this  month  we  had  heavy  rain  for  two  days, 
which  was  most  welcome  to  the  parched  soil.  On  one  of  these  days 
the  whole  village  was  in  a  state  of  great  excitement  in  consequence 
of  the  straying  of  two  little  children,  the  one  six,  the  other  four  years 
of  age.  Afraid  to  remain  alone  in  the  house,  while  their  mother  had 
gone  to  attend  to  her  goats,  they  ran  out,  lost  their  way  at  once,  and 
were  not  to  be  found  anywhere  in  the  village.  The  poor  mother 
hurried  about  in  a  state  of  great  distress  all  night  long,  and  at  an 
earlv  hour  on  the  next  day  many  men  set  out  on  the  search,  both 
on  toot  and  on  horseback.  Late  m  the  afternoon,  a  party  which  had 
penetrated  a  long  way  in\o  the  »andy  plain,  examined  a  small  clump 
of  bushes  before  returning,  and  there  they  found  the  two  children, 
lying  under  a  thick  bush.  They  were  fast  asleep,  the  elder  child  strir- 
ing  with  his  own  body  to  protect  from  the  cold  the  younger  one,  whoso 
oiuy  clothing  was  a  bttle  thirt.  They  were  completely  exhausted,  and 
comd  neither  speak  nor  walk.  It  was  several  hours  before  they  to 
somo  extent  recovered  from  the  effects  of  their  exposure,  and  for 
many  days  they  were  disabled  from  running  about.  Great  was  the 
joy  of  the  poor  mother  to  have  her  strayed  ones  returned  to  her 
alive. 

November. — Harvest  is  rapidly  drawing  near,  and  there  is  a  pro- 
spect of  failure  of  all  the  crops.  We  have  much  reason  to  be  thank- 
ful, that  the  crops  on  our  land  look  better  than  in  any  other  part  of 
this  district*  It  is  a  very  trying  time  for  the  poor  people  under  our 
charge, 


EiTBACTS  of  the  DiAET  o/ Shiloh, /row  January  to  July  1866. 

Early  in  the  year  we  had  a  pleasing  proof  that  the  Lord  graciously 
grants  His  bledsiog  on  the  word,  which  is  preached  in  weaKuess  and 
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imperfectidn.  A  young'  man,  who  was  a  candidate  for  baptism,  and 
whose  father  and  other  relatlTes  were  baptized  last  year,  was  taken 
ill,  and  it  soon  became  probable  that  the  attack  would  terminate 
fatally.  The  more  his  bodily  strength  failed,  the  stronger  grew  his 
faith  and  love,  and  we  were  most  happy  to  administer  the  rite  of 
baptism  to  him  a  few  hours  previous  to  his  departure.  It  was  touch- 
ing to  behold  the  childlike  spirit  ia  which  he  resigned  himself  to  the 
leadings  of  the  Lord,  whatoTcr  they  might  be. 

On  the  7M  of  January^  our  week  of  special  prayer  began,  meetings 
in  the  XaJB&r  and  Dutch  languages  being  held  oaily.  On  the  Vlth 
a  general  fast-day  was  appointed  to  be  obserred  by  Government 
throughout  the  colony.  The  solemn  season  was  not  without  its  good 
results  among  our  people ;  several  were  touched  in  their  hearty  and 
induced  to  come  and  confess  sinful  conduct  on  their  part,  of  which 
we  were  quite  ignorant.  Such  confessions  were  of  course  very  pain- 
fid,  but  we  feel  that  it  is  a  matter  of  thankfulness,  when  sinners  are 
moved  to  them,  and  we  trust  that  a  true  and  hearty  repentance  may 
in  every  case  follow  the  disclosure.  Our  teacher  was  one  of  these ; 
he  had  long  denied  the  charge  of  adultery,  which  was  brought  up 
against  him,  but  was  at  length  induced  to  acknowledge  his  deep 
transgression.  Of  course  we  had  to  dismiss  him,  and  have  since 
employed  Paul  Gwarela  in  his  stead.  Two  other  youths  who  were 
educated  in  the  Training-School  at  Gknadendal  to  fit  them  for  Kaffir 
schoolmasters,  have  almost  entirely  relapsed  into  heathenism. 

The  Lord  was  graciously  pleased  to  hear  our  cry  for  help  in  our 
external  need,  for  on  the  fast-day  itself  the  prayed-for  rain  fell  in 
delightful  showers  in  many  parts  of  the  colony,  and  since  that  time 
there  have  been  frequent  indications  of  a  change  in  the  weather. 
Our  river  is  dried  up,  like  all  the  rest  in  the  country,  and  in  many 
parts  of  the  country  the  want  of  wholesome  drinking  water  is  making 
itself  very  painfully  felt.  Epidemic  diseases,  traceable  to  the  use  of 
bad  water,  have  proved  fatal  in  many  places.  The  trees  have  lost 
their  leaves  and  the  grass  is  quite  dned  up.  At  this  station  the 
people  are  suffering  severely  owing  to  the  failure  of  the  crops  of 
maize  and  beans,  which  are  their  principal  article  of  food. 

On  Fehruary  2nd  we  had  water  again  in  the  water-courses  dovm  to 
the  mill  for  the  first  time  for  three  months,  and  old  and  young  were 
filled  with  joy  and  thanksgiving.  Soon  afterwards  on  their  journey 
to  King  Wlliam's  Town  we  had  a  pleasant  visit  from  the  Kev.  W. 
Gordon  and  fiimily,  whamost  kindly  afforded  a  shelter  and  home  for  Br. 
and  Sr.  Baur  after  the  destruction  of  the  mission  premises  at  Baziya. 
•  March  2(Hh, — Br.  Kuehn  arrived  from  Engotim  escorted  by  a  con- 
siderable number  of  horsemen  who  had  ridden  a  day's  journey  to 
meet  him.  We  were  greatly  delighted  once  again  to  see  dt,  Kuehn 
in  our  midst,  previous  to  his  leaving  this  country  to  take  his  seat  as 
member  of  the  Directing  Board  in  Germany.  In  the  course  of  the 
following  week  we  had  several  meetings  for  conferring  on  important 
topics  connected  with  the  missionary  work  in  this  country,  especially 
a  plan  for  providing  for  the  self-support  of  the  mission. 

-^priL — ^The  district  of  Transkey,  formerly  the  residence  of  the 
Kamrs  who  died  of  stanation  in  consequence  of  their  trusting  tho 
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deceitful  words  of  their  prophet,  has  been  giTen  over  to  the  Fingoos 
living  in  the  colony,  and  eleven  families  have  left  the  station  to  go 
and  live  there.  The  land  is  very  highly  praised  for  its  excellent 
quality,  but  there  is  reason  to  apprehend  tnat  in  several  cases  the 
inducement  v^as  the  prospect  of  indulging  in  their  heathen  customs 
without  let  or  hindrance ;  one  of  the  Kaffir  men  had  become  com- 
paratively rich  here. 

On  the  22nd  two  Hottentot  women  were  confirmed,  and  on  the 
29th  two  Kaffir  men  and  one  woman  were  baptized. 

May  2nd, — Harvest  thanksgiving.  Contrary  to  expectation  the 
corn-crop  has  proved  an  average  one,  and  we  have  reason  to  be 
thankful  in  spite  of  the  failure  of  others.  But  there  is  very  little 
money  to  be  earned  from  the  settlers  on  the  adjacent  farms,  and 
there  is  a  prospect  of  a  time  of  trial  and  suffering  for  our  poor 
people. 


Extracts  of  the  Diaet  of  Bobbek  Islai^d,  from  January  to  JuJy 

1866. 

The  12th  o{  January  having  been  appointed  to  be  observed  as  a  day 
of  humiliation  before  the  Lord,  with  reference  to  the  drought  and 
distress  in  the  colony,  we  had  the  usual  services  here.  And  the 
Lord  answered  before  we  called  upon  liim,  thus  fulfilling  His  own 
most  gracious  promise  to  His  people,  Isaiah  Ixv.  24.  A  few  copious 
rains  fell  in  various  parts  of  the  colony  on  the  ll^A,  and  the  news- 
papers brought  us  most  encouraging  tidings  of  fruitful  showers  for 
several  days  afterwards,  exciting  our  hearts  to  gratitude  to  the  Lord. 

Early  in  February  we  had  a  very  unusual  uU  of  rain,  which  was 
most  beneficial.  Even  the  lunatics  took  notice  of  it  as  something 
extraordinary,  especially  during  an  African  summer.  May  the  Lord's 
goodness  lead  many  to  repentance. 

On  the  12lh  the  general  speaking  was  held,  and  we  were  encouraged 
by  the  state  of  our  little  flock. 

March, — A  Hottentot  woman  died,  who  had  been  confined  to  her 
bed  for  several  years,  and  who  was  a  source  of  great  mischief  and 
annoyance  by  the  unbridled  use  she  made  of  her  tonrae.  All  exhor- 
tations to  her  to  "  hear  the  rod"  seemed  fruitless,  and  she  adhered  to 
her  conviction  that  some  one  had  bewitched  her  out  of  revenge. 
During  the  last  weeks  she  was  more  quiet,  and  did  not  object  to  Br. 
Kuester's  praying  at  her  bedside,  though  she  could  not  be  induced 
to  enter  into  conversation  with  him  concerning  her  spiritual  con- 
dition. 

On  the  27th  of  May  our  dear  Br.  John  Taylor  was  called  home  to 
the  Lord  after  an  illness  of  a  few  hours  only.  He  will  be  greatly 
missed  on  the  island,  as  he  was  generally  beloved  by  old  and  young. 
[Vid.  Per.  Ace.  Vol.  XXVI.  p.  73.]  For  'the  last  five  years  he  took 
charge  of  the  school  for  chilaren,  besides  giving  an  hour*s  instruction 
daily  to  a  class  of  patients,  and  taking  a  share  of  pastoral  and 
ministerial  duties. 
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Brief  Bepobt  of  i%e  Tbainikg  School  at  Cedab-Hall,  AimoxrA, 
far  the  twelve  months  ending  September  1866. 

Owin^  to  a  special  cause, — among  others,  to  the  fact  that  there  was 
much  sickness  in  this  Island,  and  that  we  an<J  our  sister  islands  were 
threatened  by  the  presence  of  Asiatic  Cholera  in  the  neighbouring 
island  of  Goadaloupe, — there  was  no  public  examination  of  the 
Training-School  at  the  commencement  of  this  vear ;  and  consequently 
no  regular  report  was  issued.  It  would,  however,  be  scarcely  right 
to  delay  until  next  year  affording  our  brethren  and  friends  particu- 
lars of  intelligence  connected  with  our  work  here,  especially  as  we 
are  happily  aware  of  the  deep  interest  they  take  in  this  institution. 

We  gladly  testify  that  the  Lord  has  been  kind  and  merciful  unto 
UB,  and  has  helped  us  thus  far ;  and,  while  praising  Him  as  we  look 
back  upon  the  past,  we  feel  confident  that  He  will  not  leave  us  in 
future  difficulties,  but  will  abundantly  bless  our  work. 

We  have  had  our  share  of  trials.  Happily,  experience  in 
school-keeping  during  a  number  of  years,  had  led  to  the  anticipation  of 
many  difficulties.  But  there  were  others  more  unexpected.  ■  How- 
ever we  can  now  only  feel  gratitude  for  the  help  the  gracious  Master 
has  continued  to  afford.  Prom  our  experience  here  we  gather  the 
belief  that  those  who  would  cheerfully  continue  laboring  in  this  sphere 
of  usefulness  must  be  actuated  by  real  love  to  our  Saviour,  attach- 
ment to  the  Church,  and  a  steady  desire  to  further  the  interests  of 
"the  kingdom."  As  far  as  oiu^selves  are  concerned  we  are  deeply 
conscious  that  our  love  and  our  faith  need  increase  and  strengthening. 
If,  therefore,  there  is  one  thing  that  we  would  desire  of  our  brethrei^ 
and  friends  more  than  another, — ^it  is,  that  they  would  pray  for  us. 

Among  our  trials  we  nmy  mention  that  two  out  of  the  eleven 
students  nave  more  than  once  manifested  a  spirit  of  obstinacy  that 
gave  us  deep  imeasiness,  and  that  of  another,  we  were  led  to  con- 
clude that  he  was  labouring  under  some  kind  of  mental  derange- 
ment. 

In  reference  to  the  progress  of  the  pupils,  it  may  be  remarked 
that  two  or  three  of  the  lads,  though  scarcely  to  be  regarded  as  in- 
capable, yet  possess  abilities  of  so  inferior  an  order  that  we  have 
sometimes  wished  that  their  places  had  been  better  occupied ;  but 
we  are  happy  to  say  of  these,  that  their  general  conduct  in  such  as, 
in  some  degree,  makes  up  for  their  inferior  capacity.  About  five 
more  are  youths  of  good  abilities,  who  take  a  deep  interest  in  their 
studies,  and  would  be  glad  if  more  time  could  be  bestowed  upon 
them,  in  order  to  their  making  progress  corresponding  to  their 
abilities  and  their  wishes.  The  time  of  the  Tutor  is,  however,  so  taken 
up  with  the  more  backward  pupils,  and  with  the  various  duties  con- 
nected with  the  establishment,  that  those  lads  of  rather  superior 
abUity  are  not  so  satisfactorily  attended  to  as  they  should  be.  The 
time,  however,  will  soon  come,  we  hope,  when  one  of  the  upper  stu- 
dents will  be  made  useful  as  au  assistant,  and  thus  the  Tutor  be  left 
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more  at  liberty  to  pay  extra  attention  to  Buch  of  the  young  men  as 
may  deserve  it.  * 

jPor  some  months  much  interruption  was  caused  by  sickness,  both 
among  the  inmates  of  the  institution  and  elsewhere. 

It  is  encouraging  to  remark  that  two  of  the  pupUs,  who  were  re- 
spectiyely  placed  in  the  temporary  charge  of  schools  in  the  island, 
conducted  themselves  satisfactorily,  affording  pleasing  evidence  of 
earnestness  and  ability  to  teach,  and  so  recommending  themselves  to 
the  confidence  of  the  parents  and  the  children  they  had  to  deal  with, 
that  in  their  hands  the  schools  increased  in  attendance.  But  what 
is  yet  more  gratifying  is  the  fact  that  our  Infant-school  here  is  con- 
ducted by  one  of  the  students,  who  took  it  up  ten  months  ago,  when 
its  attendance  was  below  80,  and  its  weekly  average  had  fallen  to  20, 
but  who,  by  his  personal  influence,  has  increased  its  ordinary  highest 
attendance  to  near  100,  the  weekly  averages  ranging  between  60 
and  80. 

To  afford  an  opportunity  for  practical  school-keeping,  we  have 
commenced,  at  the  suggestion  of  the  Superintendent,  placing  one  lad 
each  week  under  the  teacher  of  the  Juvenile  School,  whose  duty  it  is 
to  see  the  former  manage  the  school,  to  give  him  practical  instruc- 
tion, and  to  report  at  the  week's  end  as  to  his  conduct,  &c. 

We  are  very  thankful  to  those  kind  friends  who  forwarded  us  a 
donation  through  Bishop  Westerbj.  It  was  handed  to  us  in  time 
to  enable  us  to  render  with  a  portion  of  it  a  little  aid  to  some  of  the 
boys,  who,  owing  to  the  hard  times,  had  become  so  bare  of  clothing, 
that  they  could  not  go  abroad. 

Some  of  our  large  maps,  particularly  those  of  Palestine,  Europe, 
and  England,  are  old  ana  very  much  worn,  and  we  have  hoped  that 
some  kind  friends  in  England,  if  they  heard  of  this  want,  would 
cheerfully  help  to  supply  us. 

Believing  that  much  of  the  future  history  of  our  Missions  in  theee 
Islands  depends  upon  the  sort  of  men  proceeding  from  our  Training 
Institutions,  we  are  especially  concerned  about  the  spi^tual  state 
and  progress  of  the  pupils.  We  thick  that  some,  by  their  conduct, 
affiorid  evidence  of  a  work  of  erace  in  their  hearts,  the  resident  Mia* 
sionary  at  Oedar  Hall  thinks  he  sees  on  the  part  of  some,  particu- 
larly  of  late,  a  devoutness  of  attention  in  the  services  of  Gknl's 
house,  and  it  gives  us  special  pleasure  to  be  able  to  say  that  we  have, 
more  than  once,  when  opportunity  has  been  afforded  to  some  of  the 
pupils  to  engage  in  prayer  in  the  class-room,  thought  we  perceived 
an  earnestness,  whicn  we  ventured  to  believe  bore  evidence  of  the 
existence  of  some  degree  of  spiritual  life. 

In  conclusion,  we  desire  to  express  the  hope  that  this  institution 
will  be  of  service  to  the  cause  or  the  Lord.  As  we  look  upon  His 
promises,  and  reflect  on  His  past  dealings  with  us,  we  cannot  but 
gather  from  all  these  the  confident  belief  that  our  labours  here  shall 
not  be  in  vain.

MOSQUITO  COAST. 

The  letters  from  tbe  Bretliren  Limdberg  and  Hoch  will  be  read  with 
peculiar  interest  by  those  who  kindly  sympathised  with  the  mission- 
aries and  their  flocks,  when  the  stations  were  visited  by  a  disastrous 
hurricane  more  than  a  year  ago.  Most  of  the  damaged  buildings  have 
now  been  repaired,  and  the  dearth  of  provisions,  which  was  felt  with 
great  severity,  has  been  followed  by  a  season  of  comparative  plenty 
at  several  stations.  At  Corn  Island  and  Bluefields  the  hand  of 
charity  has  stiU  to  be  ^quently  opetned  to  meet  the  necessities  of  the 
people.  The  Brethren  return  hearty  thanks  on  behalf  of  themselves 
and  their  flocks  for  the  aid  received  from  many  Christian  friends  in 
their  time  of  distress. 

The  spiritual  condition  of  the  congregations  is  reported  to  have 
much  improved  since  the  disaster  befel  the  country,  which  appears  to 
have  had  the  effect  of  arousing  many  who  had  been  careless  and  in* 
different  to  a  sense  of  sin,  and  drive  them  to  find  peace  in  Jesus. 
It  is  particularly  pleasing  to  hear  that  many  yoimg  people  are  among 
those  who  have  of  late  cast  off  the  chains  of  Satan  and  become  free 
with  the  liberty  wherewith  Christ  makes  free.  May  they  have  grace 
to  become  stead&st  as  followers  of  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ  I 


From  Be.  J.  E.  Lundbbrg. 

Bluxfislds,  October  IH,  1866. 

Last  month  I  set  out  to  pay  my  annual  visit  to  Ephrata  with  the 
prospect  of  continued  fair  weatner.  However,  a  terrific  thunder- 
storm came  on  the  first  night  we  were  at  sea,  and  continued  at 
intervals  for  several  dajrs,  alternating  with  calms  and  sudden  squalls. 
Por  twelve  days  I  attempted  to  effect  my  purpose,  but  was  at  length 
obliged  to  desist  and  return  home.  The  little  missionary  boat  was 
tossed  about  on  the  waves  in  a  fearful  manner.  All  this  year  we 
have  had  weather  of  a  peculiar  character,  very  high  winds  prevailing 
to  a  greater  extent  than  I  have  known  for  several  years. 

The  difficulties  connected  with  building-operations  in  this  country 
are  very  great,  as  all  materials  have  to  be  conveyed  by  water  from 
place  to  place.  Li  consequence  of  bad  weather  and  the  small 
capacity  of  our  missionary  boat,  which  has  only  room  for  2000  feet 
of  timber,  the  work  progresses  slowly,  and  the  expense  is  great. 
When  missionaries  ana  their  families  have  to  be  transported  from  one 
station  to  another  in  the  little  ''  Messenger  of  Peace,"  the  small 
amount  of  accommodation  on  board  proves  peculiarly  trying :  indeed, 
we  think  we  shall  have  to  seek  to  procure  a  larger  vessel  in  a  very 
few  years. 

Our  dwelling  house  is  repaired,  and  Br.  Eenkewitz's  at  Bethany 
has  been  at  least  rendered  habitable.    Br.  Blair  will  take  charge  of 
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his  station,  while  Br.  and  Sr.  Benkewitz  will  proceed  to  Com 
Island,  as  successors  to  Br.  and  Sr.  Hoch,  who  have  been  called  to 
Kiskj,  in  the  island  of  St.  Thomas.  Br.  H.  has  for  some  time 
been  seriously  ill  with  attacks  of  dysentery,  but  we  trust  he  will  not 
be  unfitted  for  missionary  service. 

I  am  happy  to  report  that  the  Gospel  is  becoming  more 
precious  to  many  of  our  hearers  who  have  hitherto  led  a  life  of  care- 
lessness and  indifference.  Several  young  persons  have  become 
church-members.  Among  these  are  some  former  scholars  of  mine,  on 
whose  hearts  the  Gospel  appeared  to  make  no  impression,  but  who 
now  confess  Christ  as  their  Lord,  and  disregard  the  sneers  of  worldly- 
minded  associates,  while  they  earnestly  strive  to  become  more  deeply 
grounded  in  Jesus.     , 

Since  the  beginning  of  September,  ground-provisions  have  been 
coming  in ;  these  are  yery  plentiful  at  Magdala  and  Bamah ;  here 
we  continue  to  live  on  rice  and  flour.  In  Com  Island  there  is  still 
actual  want,  many  persons  having  to  be  supported  from  charitable 
sources.  We  are  thankful  for  the  Lord's  help  so  far,  and  I  am  par- 
ticularly charged  by  our  Conference,  which  met  here  on  the  26th 
ult.,  to  beg  you  to  express  our  hearty  thanks  in  your  publication  to 
idl  those  kind  Christian  friends  who  have  generously  aided  our  people 
and  ourselves  in  the  late  disastrous  season,  including  our  brethren 
and  sisters  in  Jamaica^  Barbados  and  St.  Kitts.  May  the  Lord's  rich 
blessing  rest  on  those  who  have  given  of  their  substance  to  help  their 
afflicted  brethren,  and  may  the  money  lent  to  the  Lord  bring  a  large 
interest  in  spiritual  blessings  to  their  souls. 

December  17th, — At  last  we  have  finished  the  erection  of  a  house 
on  Com  Island,  in  which  Br.  and  Sr.  Benkewitz  are  now  living ; 
subsequently  this  substantial  building  will  be  used  as  a  church  as  soon 
as  we  can  accompUsh  a  dwelling-house  for  Br.  and  Sr.  R ;  we  are 
setting  about  it  at  once.  Br.  handler  ia  restored.  We  have  had 
two  utal  cases  of  something  very  like  cholera  here,  and  they  have 
produced  no  little  consternation.

Blvefields,  May  10th,  I860. 

The  Lord  has  been  very  merciiiil  to  us  in  the  midst  of  the  trial 
He  was  pleased  to  send  us,  and  has  converted  our  mourning  into  a 
hymn  of  thanksgiving.  The  visitation  is  bearing  fruit,  not  only  in 
our  own  hearts,  by  strengthening  our  faith  and  bringing  us  into 
closer  union  with  our  Saviour,  but  idso  in  awakening  in  the  hearts 
of  this  people  a  more  worthy  desire  for  eternal  tilings,  a  more  earnest 
longing  for  the  blessings  of  the  Gospel.  Extemalfy  we  have  had  to 
Bufier  no  want,  though  we  had  to  be  extremely  economical  in  the 
use  of  some  articles  of  food. 

Ten  days  after  our  arrival  here  from  Com  Island  our  little  boy 
was  bom.  Sr.  Hoch  soon  recovered  her  wonted  health  and  strength, 
and  the  children  who  were  more  or  less  poorly  after,  and  probably 
in  consequence  of  the  hurricane,  are  now  quite  well  again. 
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1  could  not  revisit  Com  Island  before  the  end  of  FebrcuOT  on 
account  of  the  prevailing  unfavourable  weather.  Sailing  in  the  Mes- 
senger we  touched  at  Magdala,  and  Ephrata,  but  there  found  the  wind 
so  adverse,  that  we  were  obliged  to  return  to  Magdala,  and  had  con- 
siderable difficultv  in  crossing  the  bar  of  the  river.  Soon  afterwards 
we  received  intelligence  from  Com  Island,  which  was  of  such  a 
character  as  to  remove  all  anxiety  from  our  minds  for  the  present. 
On  May  2nd  I  set  off  again  in  a  small  boat  with  the  captain  of  the 
Messenger  and  reached  Com  Island  on  the  morning  of  the  4th, 
having  spent  the  intermediate  night  on  a  small  island,  where  we 
slept  m  the  open  air  on  a  blanket  spread  on  the  rocky  beach. 

We  met  with  a  hearty  welcome,  and  I  at  once  took  possession  of 
the  little  temporary  erection,  in  which  all  our  goods  that  had  been 
saved  from  the  hurricane  were  collected.  Yisiting  from  house  to 
house,  I  was  delighted  to  find  that  there  was  a  general  joy  felt  at 
the  prospect  of  a  re-commencemeot  of  the  work  here.  Several  per- 
sons, who  had  formerly  been  very  indifferent  with  regard  to  God's 
word,  now  expressed  their  earnest  desire  for  the  privilege  of  attend- 
ing church  and  school  One  woman,  whose  conduct  had  been  par- 
ticularly blameworthy,  welcomed  me  with  tears  in  her  eyes.  Our 
little  flock  were  particularly  rejoiced  to  be  no  longer  without  a 
shepherd. 

We  shall  re-commence  the  work  as  hitherto,  only  with  the  encou- 
ragement, which  we  thankfully  derive  from  the  assurance  that  our 
previous  labour  has  not  been  in  vain  in  the  Lord.  We  shall  first 
nave  to  erect  a  new  dwelling-house  before  I  can  bring  my  family 
over. 


CENTRAL  ASIA. 

From  Br.  Th.  Sbchleb. 

KyfeLAKo,  October  lit,  1866. 

At  last  the  wives  of  our  first  converts  have  been  released  by  the 
Thanadar  of  Ladak,  and  permitted  to  come  here.  Probably  a  plain 
hint  from  some  authoritative  member  of  government  induced  the 
man  to  give  passports  to  the  members  of  both  families  on  receipt  of 
a  renewed  application  from  us.  Samuel's  wife  and  mother  returned 
with  our  messenger,  and  will  be  followed  in  the  autumn  by  the 
wife  and  younger  brother  of  Nicodemus.  SamueFs  wife  is  quite  a 
young  person ;  his  first  wife  came  to  an  imtimely  end  by  falling  from 
a  bridge  into  the  Indus,  from  which  she  could  not  be  rescued.  The 
two  women  say  they  have  gladly  come  to  this  place,  but  they  are 
still  very  shy  and  reserved.  On  Sundays  they  accompany  Samuel 
to  the  services,  but  appear  to  be  very  strict  Buddhists.  May  the 
Lord  enable  our  dear  people  to  be  as  lights  and  as  salt  in  their  own 
homes,  that  their  wives  may  soon  be  brought  from  darkness  to  light. 

On  the  16/A  of  September  we  were  privileged  to  administer  the 
rite  of  holy  baptism  to  the  two  women,  who  have  been  under  instruc- 
tion for  some  time  back ;  their  names  were  Santye  and  Zering  Bel- 
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Bom,  the  former  Zachariah's,  the  latter  Matthew's  wife.  They 
received  the  names  c^  Hannah  and  lArdia  respectiveljr.  The  answers 
to  our  questions  were  given  in  a  loud  ana  earnest  manner,  and 
they  displayed  not  a  little  emotion  daring  the  ceremony.  May  our 
Saviour  send  His  Spirit  to  lead  them  into  all  truth,  and  Hunself 
cany  these  babes  in  Christ  in  His  arms. 

We  long  to  see  more  hunger  and  thirst  for  the  bread  of  life  among 
this  people ;  but  these  Buddhists  find  it  so  very  easy  not  only  to 
procure  pardon  for  sins,  but  also  to  lay  in  a  store  of  superabundant 
merit,  that  they  have  more  than  ordmary  difficulties  to  conquer 
before  they  come  as  poor  sinners  to  the  foot  of  the  Cross  of  Christ. 
It  will  be  a  wonder  of  God's  grace  indeed,  when  one  day  the  veil 
falls  from  their  eyes,  and  they  recognize  themselves  to  be  ^'  wretched, 
and  miserable,  and  poor,  and  blind,  and  naked." 

A  short  time  since  we  had  a  call  from  a  Ghrand  Lama,  who  has  the 
oversight  of  all  the  lamaseries  in  Lahoul,  and  who  has  been  engaged 
for  some  months  in  visiting  and  inspecting  them.  In  Tara  Cliand's 
house  he  constructed  and  consecrated  a  new  image  of  Buddha,  to  his 
great  delight ;  since  that  time  he  has  become  more  bigotted  than 
ever,  having  no  thoughts  for  anything  except  his  image,  and  esteem- 
ing it  a  very  great  honour  to  be  permitted  to  accompany  the  Ghrand 
Luna  among  his  numerous  suite  of  lamas.  He  proved  to  be  an  old 
acquaintance  of  the  Bm.  Pagell  and  Heyde,  having  been  employed 
by  them  as  their  teacher  some  years  ago,  and  we  regretted  that  Br. 
Hevde  was  not  here  to  receive  him,  havine  just  left  for  Simla  to 
make  our  annual  purchases  there.  The  man  nad  proved  very  useful, 
imtil  he  found  that  his  scholars  had  no  idea  of  becoming  Buddhists^ 
Subsequently  he  resided  at  Leh,  and  travelled  to  Cashmere,  where  he 
managed  to  ingratiate  himself  with  the  Maharajah ;  then  he  went  to 
Lhassa,  the  Bome  of  Buddhists,  and  there  received  his  present  dig- 
nity from  the  Dalai  Lama.  He  introduced  one  of  his  lamas  to  us  as  a 
Mongol,  but  Br.  Jaeschke  found  that  he  only  knew  the  letters,  but 
could  not  read  the  Mongol  language  at  all.  The  Grand  Lama  in- 
spected our  premises  romutely,  and  expressed  himself  to  us  in  a 
very  friendly  manner,  though  we  have  reason  to  believe  that  his 
feeling  for  us  is  anything  but  friendly. 

November  SOih,  1866. 

On  the  Brd,  Br.  Hevde  came  back  from  Simla^  where  he  had  been 
to  procure  supplies  for  the  ensuing  year.  He  was  most  kindly 
received  by  our  friends  at  Simla.  Among  other  tokens  of  their  kindly 
interest  which  he  brought  with  him  was  a  handsome  communion- 
service.  Br.  Heyde  abo  had  a  very  agreeable  audi^ice  of  the 
Viceroy. 

The  new  school  respecting  which  I  have  alreadv  written  is  now 
at  work.  There  are  in  it  ten  boys  from  Spitti,  and  thirty  from  dif- 
ferent parts  of  Lahoul.  Those  who  appear  the  most  capable  are 
instructed  in  Oordoo  by  the  teacher ;  the  others  are  divided  into 
classes  and  are  taught  by  Samuel  to  read  and  write  Tibetan  and  to 
cipher.  Br.  Heyde  will  also  give  them  lessons  for  some  hours  a 
week,  teaching  them  geography,  and,  as  far  as  possible,  conveying  to 
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them,  in  the  course  of  reading,  some  religious  instruction.  This  last 
will  c^  course  only  be  practicable  to  a  limited  extent ;  still  Br.  Heyde 
will  by  this  means  become  acquainted  with  this  considerable  number 
of  young  people,  and  it  may  lead  to  some  opportunity  of  prosecuting 
our  grand  object. 

December  4ith, 

SamueVs  mother  and  his  nephew  Langrug  have  b^n  talking  a 
good  deal  of  returning  to  Ladak,  and  we  had  to  recommend  Nicode- 
mus  to  have  patience  with  them.  Yon  will  now  see  that  he  has  con- 
ducted himself  very  well  in  the  matter.  Some  days  ago  the  two 
persons  above  mentioned  asked  Nicodemus  and  Samuel  for  money 
ai\d  food,  to  go  to  Triloknath,  a  famous  place  of  pilgrimage,  a  few 
days'  journey  from  here.  The  idol  at  this  place  is  venerated  by  both 
Buddhists  and  Hindoos,  and  pilgrims  flocK  to  it  from  the  most  dis- 
tant districts.  The  two  men  tried  to  dissuade  the  women  from  this 
project,  saying  it  was  of  no  use,  and  that  they  had  better  listen  to 
the  "  T^chos  during  the  winter.  As  they,  however,  persisted  in  their 
determination,  Nicodemus  told  them  plainly  that  he  would  not  pre- 
Tent  them  from  taking  food  for  the  journey;  but  both  he  and 
Samuel  decidedly  declined  to  give  them  butter  and  other  things 
which  they  wished  to  take  to  offer  to  the  idoL  For  such  purposes 
both  declared  they  would  give  nothing.  This  led  to  a  quarrel.  JNText 
rooming  the  would-be  pilgrims  had  disappeared,  and  then  we  learned 
the  state  of  affairs.  On  the  following  day  the  two  men  heard  from 
a  passer-by,  that  the  others  were  at  Trinan,  a  day's  journey  from 
here,  and  had  sent  word  that  they  were  going  to  Kullu,  and  begged 
that  some  money  might  be  sent  to  them.  This,  however,  we  recom- 
mended the  two  men  not  to  do,  but  rather  to  send  a  letter  urging 
them  te  return  and  not  plunge  themselves  into  distress  and  diffi- 
culty. This  was  done,  and  we  now  await  the  result.  We  are  very 
thankful  that  the  two  converts  so  resolutely  refused  to  give  anything 
that  could  be  used  as  an  offering  to  the  idol.  It  also  appears  that 
neither  Nicodemus  nor  Samuel  has  manifested  any  excessive  zeal. 
But  probably  the  woman  and  young  man  have  not  lacked  excitement 
from  other  quarters.  Samuel's  wife  has  not  gone,  and  lately  told 
Br.  Heyde  that  she  would  remain  here,  and  liked  to  do  so.

AeAnr  we  are  enabled  to  lay  before  the  readers  of  the  Periodical 
Accounte  tolerably  extensive  aecounte  fi*om  the  several  spheres  of 
missionary  activity  in  this  distant  region,  which  are  occupied  by 
agente  of  the  Brethren's  Church.  And  these  are,  as  usual,  various 
in  character.  Already,  we  may  notice  the  differences  existing  in 
the  histories  of  the  oldest  station,  of  its  vigorous  successor,  and  of 
the  still  more  recent  enterprises.  Yet  we  may  trace  the  hand  of 
€k)d  in  all,  and  may  humbly  yet  confidently  believe  that  He  will 
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continuo  the  work  which  has  been  begun,  and  cause  it  to  prosper  to 
His  name's  praise  and  glory. 

From  JEbeneaer  letters  will  be  found  from  Br.  Spieseke  and  Br. 
Hartman,  which  give  a  cheering  picture  at  once  of  the  goodness  of 
the  Lord,  after  a  season  of  sore  trial,  and  of  the  readiness  of  the 
Christian  natives  to  improve  the  advantages  afforded  to  them.  But 
they  also  set  forth  some  of  the  trying  and  difficult  features  of  mis« 
■ionary  experience.  Among  these  is  one  of  a  peculiar  character, 
imoh  as  many  friends  in  Europe  would  hardly  be  prepared  for.  With 
other  results  of  the  enlightening  influence  of  the  gospel,  there  has 
arisen  in  the  minds  of  these  once  indolent  and  sensual  beings  the  desire 
to  "  labour  with  their  own  hands,''  and  to  *'  eat  their  own  bread*'* 
Without  ceasing  to  be  grateful  for  the  material  aid  afforded  them  by 
Government,  they  do  not  wish  to  be  paupers.  There  is,  we  have 
been  glad  to  hear,  some  hope  of  an  addition  to  the  reservation,  so 
that  it  may  be  anticipated  there  will  be  more  scope  for  industrial 
pursuits. 

Of  the  blessed  effects  of  the  gospel  on  individuals,  one  or  two 
examples  are  given. 

The  letter  and  diary  of  Br.  Hagenauer  present  some  interesting 
particulars  of  the  progress  of  the  new  converts. 

The  three  brethren  whose  adventurous  journey  into  the  interior  we 
traced  in  the  last  number  up  to  a  certain  point,  have  since  proceeded 
on  their  way  amidst  thickening  difficulties  and  privations,  of  which 
the  letters  of  Br.  Walder  and  Br.  Kramer  give  some  details. 
By  the  good  hand  of  their  Ood  upon  them  they  however 
reached  Lake  Hope,  their  first  point  of  destination,  in  safety. 
Thence,  after  the  repose  so  needful  to  themselves  and  their  horses, 
they  soon  hoped  to  go  on  a  reconnoitring  expedition  in  the 
neighbourhood*    May  the  Lord  graciously  preserve  and  direct  them. 

Br.  Kuehn's  letter  gives  a  short  but  interesting  account  of  his 
work  at  Eadina. 


From  Bb.  F.  W.  Spcbseex. 

Ebbnezsb,  October  22nd,  1866. 

A  oaestion  that  at  present  lar^ly  engages  our  attention  as  well  as 
tiiat  of  the  friends  of  the  poor  blacks,  is  as  to  the  manner  of  pro- 
viding "more  means  for  supporting  them,  and  keeping  them  from 
absolute  want.  If  funds  were  forthcoming,  a  nlace  of  shelter 
and  a  supply  of  food  would  not  only  keep  alive,  nut  eren  in  all 
probability  restore  to  health  and  strength   many   of  those  poor 
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creatures  who  are  to  be  Been  Ijiog  half  dead  on  the  road-side.  This 
jear  many  of  the  notires,  who  hi^  led  wild  wandering  lives,  died 
m  miaerj,  while  our  people  have  all  enjoyed  good  health.  Magdalen, 
who  seemed  to  be  at  the  point  of  death  when  she  came  to  us,  has 
wonderfully  recovered,  to  the  great  amazement  of  her  countrymen, 
although  she  has  not  yet  lost  all  traces  of  the  disease,  which  was 
brought  on  by  her  immoral  life.  We  are  convinced  from  facts  like 
these  that  the  blacks  can  be  rescued*  and  earnestly  long  to  see  more 
done  for  them. 

As  thin^  are  at  present,  many  of  those  natives  who  settle  down 
in  this  district  have  to  live  on  cnarity,  and  this  they  find  hard,  say- 
ing in  their  simplicity,  ^*  Why  are  we  to  have  no  land  at  all  ? " 
Friends  of  the  blacks  expect  that  they  shall  continue  to  live  on  by 
the  produce  of  the  chase ;  but  here  afi;ain  the  blacks  reply :  **  How 
can  we  hunt  when  our  dogs  are  killed  wherever  they  are  found  ?" 
There  are  flocks  of  sheep  in  all  parts  of  the  country  where  they  go 
out  to  hunt,  kept  in  fenced  enclosures  without  snepherd ;  among 
these  the  dogs  would  of  course  make  sad  havoc.  Only  recently  we 
had  to  request  a  Christian  friend  not  to  send  the  blacks  of  his  station 
to  Ebenezer,  because  we  could  not  supply  them  with  the  needful 
means  of  subsistence. 

A  case  of  death  occurred  recently  in  the  camp  of  the  blacks, 
which  gave  us  great  encouragement  in  our  work.  There  was  a  man 
called  J  onathan,  who  seemed  to  be  the  most  wretched  and  helplessly 
dark  of  this  poor  miserable  people ;  indeed,  of  him  and  a  few  others 
we  used  to  say  that,  were  all  such,  it  would  be  almost  impossible  to 
continue  the  work.  But  the  Lord  is  almighty  in  his  savins  love, 
wd  Jonathan  died  in  the  £uth  of  the  Son  of  GK>d,  who  gave  himself 
a  sacrifice  for  sinners.  He  responded  with  a  hearty  Amen !  to  our 
fervent  prayer  at  his  side,  and,  with  thanksgiving,  said  of  the  change 
that  had  taken  place  in  his  heart,  ''This  is  G-od's  work!"  He 
earnestly  exhorted  bis  wife  to  remain  with  us  and  learn  to  know  the 
lord  Jesus,  and  not  to  permit  any  heathen  rites  to  be  practised  at 
his  burial. 

December  22nd,  1866. 

We  have  of  late  renewed  our  efforts  to  induce  parents  to  place 
iheir  children  under  our  control,  but  hitherto  without  success ;  the 
relatives  do  all  they  can  to  prevent  anything  of  the  kind.  Topsy 
and  Elisabeth,  who  live  with  us,  are  strong  and  healthy,  but  it  is  not 
easy  to  accustom  them  to  habits  of  cleanliness,  rhilip  recently 
paid  a  visit  to  Mr.  O.'s  statiou  with  a  view  to  obtain  some  children 
to  live  here,  but  he  came  back  without  success. 

Our  little  village  is  gradually  increasing.  Matthew  is  building 
himself  a  house  of  stone ;  Nathanael  and  Amos  are  going  to  erect 
two  houses,  the  former  having  hitherto  lived  in  our  original  dwelling. 
Stephen  and  Hardy  have  built  themselves  improved  '*  bark  huts," 
to  serve  them  until  they  can  manage  something  more  sound  and 
substantial. 

Ab  to  the  spiritiial  condition  of  our  flodc,  I  have  nothing  particu- 
lar to  report.    Amid  many  manifestations  of  great  weakness  our

people  evidentlj  desire  to  cleave  faithfully  to  our  Siviour,  and  we 
nave  every  reason  to  be  tbankfVil  for  what  the  Lord  has  wrought  in 
the  hearts  of  this  people.  One  of  the  candidates  for  baptism  had 
recently  to  be  requested  to  leave  the  place,  having  grossly  sinned 
after  repeated  warnings  from  us ;  to  the  great  astonishment  of  the 
natives  in  the  camp,  our  people  approved  of  this  exercise  of  disci- 
pline, and  strengthened  our  hands  in  the  painful  work. 


From  Br,  A.  HjlBTMjln. 

Ebevezeb,  October  20thy  1866. 

Towards  the  end  of  September,  Br.  Spieseke  went  with  his  wife 
and  children  to  the  station  of  Mr.  S.^  twenty-five  miles  from  here,  to 
visit  the  blacks  who  are  usually  there.  However,  they  had  all  re- 
moved further  to  the  east. 

Subsequently,  my  dear  wife  and  little  one  and  myself  performed  a 
similar  tour  for  the  purpose  of  visiting  the  blacks  who  were  assembled 
at  the  stations  for  the  shearing,  and  of  preaching  the  gospel  to  them. 
At  Lochiel,  about  twelve  miles  south  from  here,  on  the  Wimmera,  we 
met  with  a  considerable  number  of  blacks.  In  the  evening,  we  went 
to  the  camp,  which  was  in  the  bush,  about  a  quarter  of  an  hour's 
walk  from  the  station.  We  found  several,  botn  men  and  women, 
Teiy  ill,  and  their  deplorable  condition  made  a  saddening  impression 
on  us.  The  love  of  God  in  Christ  Jesus,  which  we  set  oefore  them, 
seemed  particularly  to  impress  a  young  woman  named  Judy.  She 
would  gladly  come  to  us,  if  she  were  not  prevented  by  her  husband. 
From  Lochiel  we  went  the  same  day  to  a  wool-shed  about  twelve 
miles  distant,  where  shearing  was  going  forward.  Finding  no  blacks, 
we  soon  went  on  to  the  station  Ni^l,  belonging  to  Mr.  McD.  On 
our  way  we  were  overtaken  by  a  violent  thunderstorm  with  heavy 
rain.  We  reached  the  station  with  difficulty,  and  were  neuariy  wet 
through.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  McD.  received  us  kindly.  There  were  no 
blacks  in  the  neighbourhood.  On  the  next  day  we  reached  the 
manse  where  Mr.  lUlerman  now  resides,  and  on  the  following  day  ar- 
rived at  Mount  Elgin,  to  see  Martha  and  Jerry  who  are  in  service 
there.  Jerry  has  since  come  to  us.  He  is  a  horse-breaker,  and  we 
have  given  bun  our  young  colt  to  break  for  us.  His  vdfe  will  probably 
Boon  follow  him.  She  seems  to  look  on  our  station  as  her  home.  We 
spent  the  Sunday  at  Nihil.  In  the  evening  an  opportunity  was 
afforded  me  of  addressing  the  people,  which  1  gladly  embraced.  On 
tiienext  day  we  reached  our  dear  little  Ebenezer,  safe  and  well. 

We  have  often  in  our  letters  mentioned  the  severe  drought  by 
which  the  country  has  so  long  been  afflicted.  This  has  now  come  to 
an  end  in  a  remarkable  manner,  and  we  have  lately  had  a  great  deal 
of  rain.  Notwithstanding  the  advanced  season,  the  coun^  is  still 
very  green.  Our  poor  sheep  had  become  wretchedly  lean,  and  milk, 
butter,  and  eggs  were  not  to  be  thought  of.  The  horses  could  only 
do  such  work  as  was  absolutely  necessary.  Now  all  is  diangecL 
llie  horses  are  strong,  the  sheep  are  fat,  and  we  have  plenty  of  milk, 
butter,  and  egps.  People  in  Europe  cannot  form  any  conception  of 
our  joy  when  it  rains. 
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M}r  school  is  getting  on  but  poorlj,  iws  is  usually  the  case  at  the 
shearing-time,  when  some  of  the  people  go  away  and  seek  employ* 
ment.  On  tiie  whole,  school-keepiDg  is  very  slow  and  tedious  work 
here.  One  must  be  satisfied  to  see  some  of  the  pupils  absent  them- 
selyes  just  as  they  please,  or  permit  any  other  employment  to  keep 
them  away  from  schooL 

Yet,  amid  all  imperfections,  we  cannot  sufficiently  thank  the  Lord 
for  permitting  us  to  take  part  in  the  propagation  of  His  gospel,  and 
for  granting  us  to  see  some  fruits.

'Ramailyvok,  December  24^A,  18C6. 

Our  work  has  proceeded  in  its  usual  quiet  course  during  the  past 
montL  A  considerable  number  of  our  blacks  haye  returned  hitner, 
so  that  now  the  station  is  quite  lively  again.  The  attendance  at  ihe 
services  is  good  in  point  of  numbers  and  regularity,  but  we  wotdd 
&in  see  more  thirst  after  the  waters  of  salvation ;  and  for  this  we 
pray  continually. 

You  will  be  glad  to  hear  that  we  are  about  to  baptize  another 
youth  into  the  death  of  Jesus,  Archie  by  name,  a  promising  boy,  the 
best  fruit  of  Br.  Kramer's  persevering  labour  in  the  school,  auring 
his  stay  here.  Archie  has  written  to  Br.  Kramer  to  announce  the  step 
he  is  going  to  take,  and  we  hope  that  the  good  news  will  come  to 
hand  in  time  to  cheer  and  encourage  our  Brethren  on  their  trying 
journey  towards  Cooper's  Creek. 

The  attendance  at  school  is  pretty  fair,  but  the  progress  is  very 
slow  and  the  work  is  a  sore  tax  on  one's  patience.  I  wish  I  could 
devote  more  time  to  it,  than  I  find  possible,  with  all  my  other  occu- 
pations, even  though  I  employ  a  man  to  work  for  me,  a  German  irom 
Wurtemberg,  to  wnom  I  have  to  pay  very  high  wages. 

Matthew  and  Jacob  have  been  exposed  to  great  temptations  to 
give  way  to  sin,  but  we  trust  that  the  Lord  will  be  pleased  graciously 
to  hear  their  prayers  and  ours,  and  preserve  them  from  aU 
evil.  There  are  still  three  on  the  list  of  candidates,  and  we  hope  ere 
very  long  to  welcome  them  to  the  ranks  of  the  baptized. 

JExtracti  of  the  Diaby  of  Bb.  F.  A.  Hagenaueb,  BAMAHrucK^ 
from  August  to  October,  1866, 

Augtut  l\th, — I  have  begun  the  plan  of  sending  the  blacks  out  to 
hunt  at  regular  intervals,  and  engage  to  bujr  all  the  skins  they  may 
obtain,  and  sell  them  for  their  benefit.  The  furs  of  the  opossum  and 
the  native  "  bear  "  are  thick  and  make  good  carriage-wrappers.  The 
produce  of  their  sale  will  be  devoted  by  the  blacks  to  the  purchase  of 
clothes  and  articles  of  furniture.  Our  school-room  assumes  in* 
oreasingly  the  appearance  of  a  museum,  as  the  various  articles  handed 
over  to  me  by  tne  blacks  are  stored  away  there. 

2Qth. — ^It  affords  me  great  pleasure  to  observe  that  the  light  of  the 
G-ospel  appears  to  be  finding  its  way  into  the  hearts  of  more  of  our 
blacks.  Among  the  promising  young  men  are  two,  whom  we  have 
hitherto  had  good  reason  to  regard  as  almost  the  worst  of  the  whole 
tribe. 
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24ith, — Our  baptized  (xmverts  manifest  a  very  pleasing  spirit ;  their 
prayers  at  our  meeting,  preparatory  to  the  Holy  Communion  yester- 
day, were  truly  edifying,  xo-day  one  of  them  came  and  told  me, 
that  Tommy  and  Jack  wished  to  speak  with  me^  and  receive  further 
instruction  with  a  view  to  being  baptized. 

26th. — Conversed  with  the  candidates  for  baptism.  They  are  four 
in  number,  two  brothers,  Tommy  and  Jimmy  Clark,  Archy  a  boy  of 
12  years,  and  Jack,  a  young  man  from  Mitchel  river.  The  three  for- 
mer have  been  with  us  for  a  long  time ;  the  latt^  for  only  about  a 
year.  J.  C,  formerly  a  shocking  drunkard^  has  become  a  veiy 
promising  scholar,  and  Jack  behaves  very  well  indeed,  but  is  exceed- 
ingly dull ;  it  will  take  a  long  time  to  give  him  an  acquaintance  with 
the  truths  of  Christianity,  but  indeed  it  is  astonishing  in  the  case 
of  the  others  too,  how  small  their  knowledge  is  in  spite  of  their  being 
iinder  our  influence  for  so  long  a  time  already.  When  I  told  Jack 
that  he  should  be  instructed  and  baptized  with  the  others,  it  was 
delightful  to  see  how  his  face  brightened  up. 

In  the  evening  we  partook  of  the  Lord's  Supper  in  company  with 
our  two  black  brethren,  recently  baptized. 

8f^tember  l$t, — Towards  evening  our  hunting  company  returned 
in  high  glee,  singing  songs.  They  had  obtained  upwards  of  250 
skins. 

19/A. — In  the  morning  left  Sale  on  horseback,  having  reached  the 
town  yesterday,  intendii^  to  visit  some  of  the  blacks  at  a  distance. 
At  one  place  they  had  just  left  iot  I^ospect  Hill  on  the  coast ;  I  fol- 
lowed them  there,  but  only  found  a  few  women  and  children,  the 
others  bein^  out  in  the  swamp  searching  for  swans'  eggs. 

2l8t, — Visited  the  remnant  of  the  once  numerous  Port  Albert 
tribes :  it  is  composed  of  about  ten  women,  and  one  sick  man.  My 
invitation  to  come  to  our  station,  the  women  expressed  their  vnlling- 
ness  to  accept,  but  for  the  present  wished  to  remain  with  the  old 
man.  He  was  a  poor  object  truly,  both  legs  being  withered,  a  com- 
plaint frequently  found  among  the  natives. 

On  the  25th  of  September  I  left  Bamahyuck  again  to  visit  some 
more  blacks  near  Lake  Ty^^>  ^^^  ^^  ^^^  ^^^^  ^  reach  home  again 
before  October  11th,  in  consequence  of  a  severe  illness,  wmdi 
brought  me  to  the  border  of  the  grave,  and  during  which  I  expe- 
rienced the  greatest  kindness  from  Mr.  Bulmer,  at  whose  station  I 
was  when  the  attack  came  on.  Mr.  B.  himself  never  left  my  bed- 
side for  four  days  and  nights.  AVben  able  to  travel  again,  I  was 
detained  for  several  days  by  the  non-appearance  of  the  8teainer» 
which  was  owing  to  the  inundation  consequent  on  the  late  heavy 
rains.  At  the  eutrance  of  Lake  I^ers,  I  had  the  pleasure  of  making 
the  acquaintance  of  Captain  Musgrove,  the  harbour-master,  who 
gave  me  a  thrilling  account  of  his  shipwreck  on  one  of  the  South 
Sea  Islands,  on  which  he  lived  for  twenty  months,  living  on  shell* 
fish,  until  he  could  construct  a  boat  and  proceed  to  New  Zealand, 
from  whence  he  returned  to  rescue  his  surviving  crew.  In  his  em- 
ploy is  now  John  King,  who  steered  the  boat  which  saved  the  80I9 
survivors  of  the  wreck  of  the  "  London." 
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JFhMM  Br.  H.  Walbie. 
Tjba  Tbee,  (380  miles  N.  of  Adelaide)  September  I7th,  1866. 

Hoping  that  my  last  from  Bungaree  will  now  be  about  half  way 
to  you,  I  again  begin  a  few  lines. 

Thanks  to  Bim  who  is  His  people's  guide  and  protector,  we  have 
been  brought  thus  far  safely,  though  amid  extraordinary  and  to  us 
hitherto  unknown  difficulties.  When  I  reflect  on  our  twice  travel- 
ling on  Sunday  (from  lack  of  pasture  and  water,)  and  on  the  break- 
ing of  the  axle,  so  that  we  do  not  know  how  we  are  to  get  the  carts 
across  a  sandy  waste,  thirty  miles  in  breadth  and  without  water,  I 
cannot  help  thinking  that  the  Lord  finds  it  needflil  to  keep  us  down 
and  humble  us.  If  He  were  to  conduct  us  smoothly  ana  without 
any  stumbling,  we  might  easily  come  to  think  of  ourselves  as  chosen 
vessels,  who  are  to  have  all  they  reauire  and  wish.  The  Lord  do 
what  pleases  Him  !  Should  we  be  nelped  out  of  this  labyrinth,  I 
shall  endeavour  to  write  more  at  length.  I  am  writing  this  on  my 
knees  in  one  of  the  carts. 

Earnestly  do  we  commend  ourselves,  to  your  remembrance  and 
prayers. 

I  must  now  break  off,  as  a  person  is  going  to  the  post-office,  about 
55  miles  W.S.  W .  from  here.  We  are  about  seven  miles  north  of 
Mount  Chambers. 

December  7th. — Lakb  Hope.  Thanks  and  praise  to  our  gracious 
Lord  for  having  thus  far  conducted  us  in  safety.  Messrs.  Dean  and 
Hock  most  kindly  sent  their  team  of  six  horses  to  our  assistance  as 
far  as  Petermorrow,  a  distance  of  about  110  miles.  As  soon  as  we  have 
had  our  "  washing-day/'  and  have  finished  mending  our  clothes  and 
boots,  and  our  poor  horses  have  recovered  their  good  looks  to  some 
extent,  we  shall  set  off  to  reconnoitre  in  the  neighbourhood  of 
Cooper's  Creek,  to  ascertain  whether  and  how  provisions  can  be 
procured  there,  and  therefore,  whether  we  can  live  there  or  not. 
Either  Mr.  Dean,  or  the  policeman  will  accompany  us.  I  am  suffer- 
ing severely  from  inflamed  eyes,  which  1  attribute  to  the  clouds  of 
sand,  whicQ  the  wind  is  continually  driving  to  and  fro.

Lakx  Hopb,  December  6th,  1866. 

At  length  I  can  announce  our  arrival  at  this  temporary  condu- 
aion  of  our  long  and  most  trying  joumev.  We  reached  this  station 
on  the  drd  inst,  our  hearts  filled  with  thanks  to  the  Lord  our  God 
£»r  His  guidance  and  protection.  One  of  our  waggons  is  still  forty 
miles  off,  stuck  fiut  in  the  sand,  and  we  shall  go  to  fetch  it,  when 
our  poor  horses  are  a  little  rested  from  their  exerticms.  The 
journey  from  Bethel  to  this  place  has  occupied  104i  days. 

On  the  Idth  of  Kovember  Br.  Walder  and  I  set  out  to  return  to 
Farallana  for  the  waggon  we  had  left  there,  while  Br.  M.  went  on 
northwards  with  the  &ver  of  the  team,  so  kindly  lent  us  by  Mr, 
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Dean  of  Lake  Hope  to  Help  us  on  our  journey.  Arriving  at  Paral* 
lana  on  the  14th,  we  left  it  again  on  the  16tn,  having  been  obliged 
to  remain  almost  a  month  there  or  in  the  immediate  neighbourhood. 
Our  horses  set  off  at  a  fine  pace,  and  we  had  made  very  Siir  progress 
before  halting  for  the  night  near  a  creek,  where  we  found  a  good 
supply  of  grass.  I  found  a  resting-place  for  the  night  behind  a 
bush ;  but,  though  pleasantly  soft,  the  bed  had  its  drawbacks,  for  it 
proved  to  be  an  ant-hill  to  my  cost ;  hence  my  sleep  was  not  undis- 
turbed. The  next  morning  the  horses  were  in  excellent  spirits,  and 
away  we  dashed  at  a  gallop  through  the  stony  creeks>  suffering 
many  a  very  hard  bump  from  side  to  side. 

The  following  Sunday  we  spent  at  Parabarrana.  Here  there  are 
several  springs  at  the  foot  of  a  rock,  but  the  water  in  all  but  one  is 
saline  or  bitter.  Our  camp  here  had  another  disadvantage  besides 
the  want  of  good  water.  Swarms  of  ants  overran  everything  and 
everywh^e.  AVTien  setting  to  work  to  prepare  breakfast,  I  found 
all  articles  of  provision  covered  with  them  to  the  thickness  of  my 
finger.  The  flies  too  were  more  than  usually  annoying  and  nume- 
rous. Br.  W.  had  to  lie  in  his  hammock  all  day,  as  his  eyes  were 
much  inflamed  and  exceedingly  painful.  On  the  20th  we  reached 
Petermorrow  and  made  a  halt.  Here  we  made  the  acquaintance  of 
Mr.  Dean,  of  Lake  Hope  Station,  who  was  exceedingly  friendly  and 
promised  us  all  the  assistance  u\  his  power.  The  next  day  Blanche- 
water  was  reached,  and  we  received  a  kind  welcome ;  owing  to  the 
state  of  Br.  W.'s  eyes  we  had  to  remain  here  till  the  24th«  not  sorry 
to  have  an  opportunity  afforded  us  of  making  the  acouaintance  of 
our  future  neighbours.  Here  we  met  Mr.  Battfield,  the  protector 
of  the  Aborigiues,  on  his  tour  of  inspection  through  his  district.  On 
the  25th  of  November  we  rejoined  Br.  M.  at  Manuwaukenina  in 
time  to  take  part  in  the  service,  which  Mr.  Battfield  conducted, 
preaching  on  John  xiv.  1, 2.     His  auditory  consisted  of  15  persons.

KaBINA,  YoBKE*8  PfiNIKBULA,  SoUTH  AUSTBIXIA, 

September  27th,  1866. 

Since  I  last  wrote  in  May,  my  work  has  been  continued  without 
iaterruption ;  twenly  or  thirty  blacks  have  generally  been  here,  of 
whom  three  girls  and  one  boy  have  never  left  me,  and  nave  made  very 
pleasing  progress  in  reading  and  writing.  Their  parents  come  here 
occasionally  for  about  a  fortnight,  and  then  return  to  the  bush,  leav- 
ing their  children  with  us,  to  tueir  great  joy.  Among  several  adults 
who  left  £adina  some  time  since  was  a  man  called  Harry,  who  re- 
turned in  a  few  days  from  a  distance  of  thirty  miles,  saying  he  had 
longed  to  come  bacK  to  school  ever  since  be  had  gone  away.  He  is 
a  hopeful  pupil,  in  advance  of  all  the  others,  in  reading,  writing  and 
ciphering,  and  I  have  reason  to  believe  that  the  Gospel  is  beginning 
to  make  an  impression  on  his  heart. 

A  short  time  since  a  company  of  blacks  brought  an  old  blind  sum 
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with  them,  and  left  him  and  some  children  while  they  went  to  hunt 
opossums ;  the  poor  old  man  was  a  deplorable  object,  and  fell  to  my 
special  charge,  while  Harry  looked  after  the  children.  The  school- 
house  has  been  frequently  made  use  of  by  the  blacks  d  urine  the 
winter ;  indeed,  some  of  them  seem  to  begin  to  appreciate  the  advan- 
tage of  having  a  roof  over  their  heads  during  the  cold  nights. 

The  young  men  and  women  attend  school  in  the  morning,  and  I 
try  to  get  them  employment  in  the  town  for  the  afternoon,  while 
I  teach  the  children;  in  the  evening  at  seven  o'clock  we  have  a 
meeting  for  edification  either  in  the  camp  or  school-house.  Evening 
prayers  the  blacks  call  "  praying  for  sleep.*'  They  all  bring  in  their 
earnings,  and  I  go  with  them  to  the  shops  to  help  them  in  making 
their  purchases.  The  children  have  saved  up  their  pence  in  my  care, 
and  the  sum  now  reaches  almost  a  pound  sterling. 

Friends  at  Mc  Laren  Yale,  Augaston,  Moonta,  Kadina  and  Wal- 
laroo and  some  at  Adelaide,  kin£y  provide  clothing  for  the  blacks, 
for  which  we  feel  very  thankftil  indeed. 

Government  has  granted  rations  for  the  blacks  here,  and  seems 
inclined  to  do  still  more  for  them  at  the  urgent  request  of  the  ftiends 
of  the  missionary  cause  here.  A  sun'eyor  has  reported  on  the  most 
suitable  locality  for  a  mission-station,  and  the  chief  Protector,  Dr. 
Walker,  paid  a  visit  here  and  gave  us  the  assurance  that  he  would 
exert  his  influence  as  much  as  possible  in  ftirthering  the  cause.  He 
mentioned  Point  Pierce  as  a  likely  spot  for  establishing  a  permanent 
station ;  it  is  on  the  coast,  and  a^ords  abundance  of  nsh  and  game, 
besides  good  wood  for  building  purposes,  and — a  matter  of  the  greatest 
im^rtauce  in  this  country — a  plentiful  and  constant  supply  of  good 
spring  water.  It  lies  about  85  miles  south  of  Moonta.  We  expect 
very  soon  to  receive  the  decision  of  Government  in  this  matter. 


NORTH  AMERICAN  INDIANS. 
Vint  to  the  Indian  Mission  in  Kansas. 

(^Abridged  from  the  Moravian,) 

After  parting  firom  the  Brethren  Miksch  and  Clewell  at  Ottumwa» 
Iowa,  on  Sunday  afternoon,  October  2n(l,  1866, 1  left  that  place  in 
the  evening  at  7  o'clock,  and  reached  Keokuk  on  the  Mississippi 
river  about  eleven  that  night.  My  route  now  lay  down  the  river, 
as  far  as  Quincy,  Illinois,  whence  I  must  needs  reach  a  station 
on  the  Hannibal  and  St.  Joseph's  Bailroad  on  my  way  to  Kansas. 
Bat  I  was  detained  at  Keokuk  until  afber  10  o'clock  next  morning, 
as  the  St.  Louis  and  Keokuk  packet  had  been  stopped  for  two  nights 
by  the  thick  fog  which  lay  upon  this  great  river.  The  trip  to  Quin<^ 
was  very  pleasant  and  interesting,  and  the  accommodations  on  this 
large  boat  were  very  good. 

On  the  4th  we  left  Quincy,  and  having  reached  the  Hannibal  and 
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St.  Joseph's  railroad  at  PaLmyra  station,  jpassed  through  the  northers 
Dart  of  Missouri,  till,  at  10  p.m.,  we  fioaUy  readied  St.  Joseph  on  the 
^psouri  Biver,  a  distance  of  nearly  250  miles. 

At  St.  Joseph  we  had  to  spend  the  night  at  the  dep6t,  as  our  next 
train  was  not  to  leave  until  2.30  in  the  morning.  Time  wore  on, 
however,  and  we  started  for  the  packet-boat  at  Weston,  on  the 
Missouri  Biver.  But  presently,  not  many  miles  from  St.  Joseph, 
the  whole  forest  was  in  a  blaze  of  light.  It  was  a  grMid  sight  I  A 
long  row  of  cord-wood  was  burning  fiercely  near  the  track.  The  car 
windows  having  been  closed,  the  train  rushed  by  unharmed.  On 
board  the  packet  we  soon  passed  Fort  Leavenworth,  a  most  beautiful 
and  romantic  spot  on  the  rock-bound  perpendicular  banks  of  the 
river,  and  reached  Leavenworth  City,  whence  we  proceeded  to  Law- 
rence, a  distance  of  about  four  miles. 

A  heavy,  lumbering  stage-coach  conveyed  me  to  Ottawa,  Franklin 
County.  This  place  I  coidd  not  leave  tul  4  p.m.  the  next  day ;  but 
on  Saturday  evening  I  reached  the  pleasant  mission  home  of  our 
dear  Br.  Joseph  Bomis,  about  seven  miles  from  Ottawa. 

Let  me  now  give  a  brief  account  of  our  Elansas  mission  station, 
which  I  will  call  Nmo  Wesffield,  until  another  and  a  better  name  is 
found.  There  are  two  mission  buildings  here,  which,  together  with 
forty  acres  of  land  have  been  appropriated  to  the  use  of  our  Churdi 
by  the  United  States  Government  on  the  sole  condition  that  we  keep 
up  a  school  for  the  Indian  children.  About  fifteen  acres  of  said 
liuid  is  fenced  in,  and  kept  in  excellent  cultivation  by  our  missionary, 
whose  practical  knowledge  of  Arming,  &c.,  is  of  great  advantage  to 
the  Indians,  who  often  consult  him  about  these  things.  He  also  keens 
a  few  head  of  cattle ;  but  it  would  be  a  considerable  saving  to  ttie 
mission  if  he  had  the  means  of  procuring  still  more.  As  it  is,  he  has 
no  little  outlay  for  beef,  butter,  Ac,  all  which,  if  he  had  the  means, 
might  be  provided.  The  missionary's  dwelling,  which  has  hitherto 
been  very  contracted,  and  but  sparingly  furnished,  is  to  be  somewhat 
enlarged, — about  three  hundred  dollars  having  been  appropriated  by 
the  Government  for  the  purpose,  through  the  kind  offices  of  Major 
Martin,  United  States  Indian  Agent  of  this  Beserve.  The  house 
will  then  contain  a  kitchen,  bedroom,  sitting-room,  and  pantry  on  the 
first  floor,  and  one  bedroom  in  the  garret.  The  church  is  small,  but 
commodious,  with  pulpit  and  comfortable  seats,  all  of  walnut-wood, 
which  is  very  abundant.  The  school  is  also  kept  in  the  church.  A 
good  bell  is  put  up  on  a  high  frame  in  the  yard,  and  is  of  great  use  in 
promoting  reguhur  attendance  at  ehurdi,  and  at  the  week-day 
school 

On  Sunday  morning  at  10  o*c1odL  I  attended  Sunday-schooL  The 
importance  of  this  hour  cannot  be  over-estimated.  Not  only  the 
children  but  many  adults  attend  it  and  receive  instruction.  Br. 
Bomig's  father-in-law  teaches  the  men  with  great  earnestness  and 
faithralnesB,  and  Br.  Bomig  has  the  sisters  in  his  charge,  while  his 
sister-in-law  teaches  the  children.  The  effect  of  this  earnest  teach- 
ing is  visible  in  the  attention  and  read^  answers  of  the  scholars,  and 
much  good  seed  is  sown  during  this  morning  hour.  At  eleven 
o'clock  Br.  Bomig  preached  to  an  attentive  audience,  and  was  fol- 
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lowed  by  Br.  IgnatiuB  Caleb,  who  interpreted  the  matter  of  hw 
discoturse  into  the  Munsee  language,  for  the  benefit  of  a  few  old 
members  who  do  not  understand  the  English  language.  In  the 
afternoon,  at  four  o'clock,  I  aL»o  preached,  and  Br.  Caleb  closed  with 
an  Indian  address  aiid  prayer.  There  have  been  for  some  time  evi* 
dent  tokens  of  religious  interest  among  the  Indians  of  our  charge ; 
and  it  is  affecting  to  see  their  tears  flow  at  the  recital  of  the  suffisr- 
ings  of  Christ,  and  we  have  reason  to  believe  that  some  have  found, 
and  others  are  seeking,  the  ble9sings  of  pardon  and  purity  of  heart, 
purchased  by  the  blood  of  Christ. 

The  15th  of  last  July  was  a  memorable  day  from  the  &ct  that  three 
Chippeways  and  one  Munsee  were  confirmed,  one  baptized,  and  two 
admitted  nrom  other  churches,  and  six  children  baptized.  Prayer- 
meetings  are  held  in  families,  and  a  female  union  for  prayer  under 
the  guidance  of  Sr.  Bicksecker  has  also  been  established. 

My  further  visits  and  acouaintance  with  this  mission  have  convinced 
me  that  it  is  a  very  needful  and  important  work,  and  that  we  should 
ine  every  efibrt,  not  onlv  to  maintain  the  present  station,  but  also 
extend  our  labours  to  other  tribes  as  opportunity  ofiers.  Some  time 
ago.  Major  Martin,  Sac  Indian  Agent,  wrote  to  Br.  Bomig  for  a 
Moravian  missionary  to  take  charge  of  the  mission  and  school 
establishment  in  the  Sac  agency,  but  the  letter  was  so  long  delayed 
on  its  way  to  Br.  Bomig,  that,  as  the  Major  did  not  receive  any 
reply,  the  place  was  filled  up. 

At  Br.  Komig's  desire,  I  accompanied  him  on  Monday  momingto 
the  Sac  Agency,  about  eight  or  nine  miles  west  of  our  station.  The 
Sac  reserve  contains  better  land  than  that  on  which  our  Indians 
live ;  yet  they  do  not  cultivate  it,  but  dins  to  their  aboriginal  mode 
of  life.  I  saw  a  oonsideraUe  nmnbeor  at  the  agency,  and  among  the 
rest  their  chief,  Keokuk,  who  is  a  fine  looking  and  intelligent  Indian. 
They  wear  no  head-dress,  unless  it  is  a  gay  feather,  and  their  heads 
are  shorn  dosely,  having  the  usual  tufb  of  hair  on  the  top.  They 
paint  freely,  with  blood-red  colour,  hair,  ears,  eyes,  and  face,  and 
wear  manv  trinkets  and  other  ornaments,  fringed  leggings,  moccasins, 
and  blue  blankets,  and  ride  their  ponies,  bridled  and  saddled,  with 
gay  trappings,  either  at  a  very  slow  pace,  or  at  full  and  headlong 
speed,  and  are  usually  armed  with  rifles,  and  bows  and  arrows.  What 
a  pity  that  this  people,  for  whom  Christ  died,  do  not  hear  the  joyful 
sound  of  the  gospel !  But  there  is  no  one  to  teach  them.  The 
present  missionary  instructs  the  children  &dthfiilly,  but  as  he  has  no 
mterpreter  he  cannot  teach  the  adults.  We  dined  with  Major  Mar« 
tin,  and  experienced  much  kindness  at  his  hands.  We  visited  the 
Indian  school,  which  was  examined  before  us  by  Mr.  Bogers,  the 
missionary,  and  his  assistant.  Miss  Abbot.  The  children,  though 
not  many  in  number,  gave  evidence  of  good  progress. 

On  Tuesday  we  be^n  visiting  the  membe^  of  pur  oongr(^ation 
and  other  friends.  Our  first  ctSl  was  on  the  aged  ex-chi^  "Shtaur 
quit,  also  called  Francis  McCoonse.  He  is  not  favourable  to  our 
mission,  bein^  a  Boman  Catholic,  but  sends  his  children  to  our  school. 
In  front  of  his  house,  the  largest  in  the  neighbourhood,  being  a  two 
story  &ame  building,  stands  a  "  medicine-pole,''  near  the   top  of 
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which  are  tied  two  tufts  of  herbs.  One  of  his  children  was  seriously 
ill  at  the  time  of  our  call.  He  was  very  friendly  and  polite,  and 
gave  us  some  interesting  narratives  of  his  former  life  and  experiences* 
He  is  said  to  be  of  French  extraction  on  his  father's  side.  He  was 
bom  in  Canada,  has  visited  London  and  Paris,  and  has  repeatedly 
been  in  Washington  and  our  eastern  cities. 

On  our  visit  among  our  people  during  the  day,  we  called  to 
see  a  sick  sister,  with  whom  we  had  been  the  evening  before. 
She  is  the  wife  of  our  interpreter,  Br.  Ignatius  CsJeb.  We 
found  her  much  bettor,  and  quite  cheerful,  and  we  Teiy  soon 
learned  the  cause.  Beside  her  lay  a  pretty  little  ametneM,  which, 
being  interpreted,  is  a  little  baby,  which  was  bom  about  two  hours 
after  we  had  left  her  the  night  before.  We  then  offered  our  oon- 
eratulations,  and  knelt  down  with  the  fiimily  to  give  thanks  to  Gt>d 
for  His  merciful  help. 

On  our  ride  through  the  country,  we  passed  over  our  Indian 
burying-ground.  It  is  situated  on  a  high  bluff,  and  commands  a 
magnificent  view  of  the  vast  prairies  all  around.  The  graves  are  not 
deep,  but  are  covered  with  a  square  stone  walL  I  am  told  that  the 
graves  of  the  Sac  Indians  are  *'  cribbed  "  over  with  two  rows  of  logs 
transversely.  Notches  are  cut  into  the  bottom  pieces,  in  order  to 
admit  the  spirits  on  their  visits  to  their  dead  bodies.  They  put  into 
the  ^aves  soups,  meats,  and  hominy,  as  supplies  for  the  spirits  on 
the  lonfi;  journey  to  their  great  village  and  vrigwam  in  the  West, 
where  tbey  expect  to  find  plenty  ot  game,  such  as  deer,  fish,  Ac 
And  it  is  there  where  they  hope  to  be  perfectly  happy  in  the  enjoy- 
ment of  dances,  games,  and  singing,  and  always  to  remain,  au  of 
them,  for  ever  young.  Their  idea  of  the  way  to  the  ^reat  wigwam 
strikes  me  as  quite  poetical.  They  say  that  it  leads  straight  westward, 
— and  what  is  more  gorgeous  and  heavenly  in  appearance  than  a 
sumet  on  the  prairies  ?  On  this  road,  which  is  not  high  in  the  air, 
and  very  plain  and  smooth,  even  the  spirits  of  babies  can  walk 
without  losing  it.  When  any  of  their  great  men  die,  the  Sacs  kill 
the  best  horse  for  him,  so  that  he  can  ride  to  the  mat  western 
village,  but  others  have  to  walk.  There  is  also  a  bad  j^ace  to  which 
those  spirits  ^o,  and  whence  they  can  never  return,  who  unfortunately, 
while  on  their  great  western  journey,  strike  a  certain  dim  trail  which 
turns  off  towards  the  north.  No  one  knew  anything  about  ihat 
bad  place,  as  none  ever  comes  back.  Some  Indians  think  that  the 
Milky  Way  is  the  great  road  to  happiness,  and  that  there  is  a  little 
branch  in  the  Milky  Way  that  leads  to  the  bad  place. 

After  having  visited  as  many  members  as  we  were  able,  we  spent 
the  evening  very  pleasantly  at  the  home  of  Br.  Eicksecker.  May  the 
Lord  bless  the  labours  in  which  he  faithfully  assists  his  son-in-law, 
Br.  Bomig,  and  spare  him  to  us  yet  a  long  while ! 

In  the  afternoon  of  Wednesday  the  lOth  I  attended  the  examina- 
tion of  our  Indian  school.  Our  children  answered  quite  as  well  as 
those  of  the  Sac  agency,  and  both  schools  gave  evidence  of  faithful 
teachers,  and  good  capacity  for  learning. 

Immediately  after  this  examination  I  preached  to  a  good  congre* 
gation  of  Indians  on  the  text,  "  Behold  the  Lamb  of  Gted,  Ac."    Br. 
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Caleb  BQmxned  up  mj  words  in  Indian  when  I  had  closed.  It  would 
haTe  been  yeiy  agreeable  to  some  of  our  aged  Indian  members  who 
had  belonged  to  our  former  mission  near  Leavenworth,  called  West- 
field,*  to  haye  enjoyed  a  loye-feast  on  this  occasion,  according  to  good 
old  custom,  and  this  wish  would  have  been  gratified  but  for  the 
want  of  the  needful  help. 

After  preaching  we  held  a  congregation-council,  at  which  a  com- 
mittee or  board  of  elders  was  appointed.  Six  persons  were  also  ap- 
pointed helpers — ^three  brethren  and  as  many  sisters. 

After  baring  taken  leave  of  the  congregation,  we  conversed  with 
several  members  at  the  Mission-house.  In  the  evening  we  visited 
Br.  Loais  Gk>ke7,  and  likewise  met  Br.  Edward  Ooonse.  The  latter, 
being  well  acquainted  with  the  language  of  the  Sacs,  would  be  a  good 
interpreter  among  them.  I  urged  the  brethren  to  render  all  the 
assistance  they  can  to  the  Methodist  missionary  who  labours  among 
the  Sacs,  in  order  to  bring  those  precious  souls  to  Christ,  even  though 
they  are  not  at  present  of  our  division  of  the  fold.  Said  missionary, 
as  before  stated,  has  no  one  at  his  station  who  can  interpret. 

Just  as  I  was  about  to  leave,  Br.  M'Coonse  addressed  me  in  Indian, 
expressiug  the  thankfulness  of  himself  and  his  fellow-countrymen 
for  the  ministration  of  the  missionary,  and  for  my  own  visit.  Br. 
Gokey  acted  as  interpreter.  I  was  then  presented  with  a  beautiful 
Sioux  council-pipe,  made  of  a  red  stone  found  near  St.  Peters, 
Minnesota,  and  nicely  inlaid  with  lead.  I  also  took  with  me  a  wild 
cat's  skin  and  several  Indian  relics  as  a  present  from  Br.  J.  Bomigto 
the  Young  Men's  Missionary  Society  at  Bethlehem. 

Ere  I  close,  I  would  bespeak  for  our  Indian  Mission  especially  the 
faithful  intercessions  of  our  members,  that  the  Lord  would  prosper 
the  work  still  more,  and  open  yet  other  effectual  doors  to  our  brethren. 
And  if  we  are  faithful  in  praying  for  this  and  other  missions,  there  is 
no  doubt  that  the  amount  of  cheerful  contributions  will  also  greatly 
increase.  Our  missionaries  practise  great  economy  and  frugality  in 
their  household,  not  only  in  order  to  husband  the  means  of  the*'Mis- 
sion-Department,  but  in  order  to  set  an  example  of  careful  fiving 
to  their  people.  They  lack  many  comforts,  and  have  but  very  little 
furniture.  The  school,  too,  needs  various  implements  for  object- 
teachers,  such  as  maps,  globes,  mathematical  blocks,  <S:;c.  The  church 
ought  to  have  a  melodeon  or  cabinet-organ.  The  singing  is  good 
now,  but  an  instrument  would  aid  in  improving  it.  I  hope  our  dear 
brethren  in  the  far  "West,  who  are  labouring  there  so  fiuthfuUy,  will 
receive  many  tokens  of  love  and  sympafliy  from  their  Eastern 
brethren.

IktelligexcS  from  this  extensire  field  will  be  fbtmd  to  constitiite 
a  large  part  of  the  contents  of  the  present  nninber  of  tbe  Periodicid 
Accounts.  Nor  will  this  excite  surprise  in  tbe  minds  of  such 
readers  as  recognize  the  importance  of  keeping  this  branch  of  tbe 
work  before  the  notice  of  the  public,  and  remember  that  it  is 
mainly  by  means  of  the  publication  of  reports  that  intelligence  can 
be  commanicated. 

Though  by  no  means  devoid  of  features  calculated  to  excite 
thoughtfidness,  and  even  Bome  anxiety,  the  reports  will  be  found  to 
present  much  cause  for  encouragement  and  thankfulness.  As 
regards  the  work  itself,  tbere  are  proofs  of  a  solidity  and  reality 
whicb  afford  hope  for  the  future.  Not  only  has  God  blessed  His 
word  in  indiridual  cases,  but  there  are  evidently  congregations  of 
those  who  are  "  builded  together  for  an  habitation  of  God  through 
the  Spirit.*'  (Eph.  ii.  22  )  There  are  many  imperfections,  but  the 
work  of  grace  proves  its  reality.  Hence,  although  a  tone  of  depres- 
sion pervades  some  of  the  reports,  the  impression  made  by  the  whole 
is  rather  fisivourable  than  otherwise.  The  decrease  in  numbers  is 
rather  to  be  regretted  than  wondered  at.  Half-hearted  professors 
fall  away  in  times  which  are  such  as  to  try  principle?, — whether  the 
characteristic  features  be  those  of  scarcity  of  the  means  of  subsis- 
tence, pecuniary  distress,  the  increasing  influence  of  worldly  and 
carnal  allurements,  or  the  distracting  effects  of  party  and  political 
excitement.  Much  as  we  may  lament  the  lot  of  such  individuals, 
and  regret  the  diminution  which  may  so  easily  be  misunderstood  and 
lead  to  discouragement,  there  can  be  little  doubt  that  the  cause  of 
tbe  Lord  gains  by  this  sifting,  and  that  the  congregations  themselves 
are  benefited  by  the  removal  of  those  whose  presence  could  only  be 
a  source  of  weakness. 

From  Jamaica  full  reports  are  given,  including  that  of  the 
Training-School  at  Fairfield.  Where  all  are  interesting,  it  would  be 
improper  to  direct  attention  to  one  or  another  in  particular.  But 
it  may  be  observed  that  the  accounts  firom  BetJtabara  and  Cheapside 
embody  particulars  which,  in  a  pleasing  manner,  illustrate  stateihents 
already  made  as  to  the  value  set  by  the  people  on  the  means  of  grace 
aad  iDstmetionyaiid  their  readiness  to  make  efforts  to  secure  iliose 
blefliings  fof^hemselres  and  their  children.

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Prom  Antigua  the  reports,  thongh  of  a  chequered  character,  are 
on  the  whole  encouraging.  The  great  distress  which  has  so  long 
prevailed  seems  to  have  been  much  mitigated,  and  with  the  first 
appearance  of  returning  prosperity  there  seems  to  have  been  also 
a  renewal  of  that  intelligent  and  well-regulated  attention  to  the 
discharge  of  Christian  responsibilities  which  has  long  marked  tbis 
mission*  But  the  aiding  hand  is  still  required  both  to  maintain  in 
an  efficient  state  the  numerous  schools,  and  to  effect  certain  needful 
repairs  and  improvements  in  some  of  the  mission  premises.  Help 
for  the  latter  purpose  is  particularly  needed  at  the  flourishing 
stations  of  OraeehiU  and  OedarhaU,  We  would  hope  that  some  of 
the  numerous  finends  who  have  long  been  interested  in  this  mission 
will  rejoice  the  hearts  of  the  missionaries  and  their  flocks  by  the 
offer  of  special  contributions  for  both  purposes. 

The  Babbados  Mission  has  been  tried  by  vacancies  in  the  ranks 
of  the  labourers,  arising  from  a  variety  of  circumstances,  so  that  the 
powers  of  those  engaged  in  the  work  have  been  severely  taxed. 
This  has  been  especially  the  case  with  Br.  Edghill,  the  esteemed 
superintendent  of  the  mission,  as  on  him  has  devolved  for  a  consider- 
able time  the  care  of  the  congregation  at  BridgetovoUy  in  addition  to 
the  charge  of  the  extensive  work  at  Sharon^  where  he  resides.  Thus 
far  the  Lord  has  supported  His  servant,  and  it  is  pleasing  to  find 
that  valuable  assistance  has  been  rendered  by  several  lay-brethren. 
Among  the  Schools  coDuected  with  this  Mission,  which  are  evidently 
still  prosperous  through  the  Lord's  blessing,  mention  is  made  of  one 
which  serves  as  a  memorial  of  the  centenary  jubilee,  and  promises  to 
be  very  useful. 

From  ToBAOO  the  accounts  speak  of  quiet  and  regular  progress. 
There  is  no  lack  of  proofs  of  the  power  of  the  grace  of  God,  though 
striking  and  extraordinary  incidents  may  be  wanting.  The  out- 
station  at  Spring  Garden,  long  the  seat  of  a  promising  country 
school,  appears  to  be  gradually  improving,  and  likely  to  become  the 
scene  of  more  direct  congregation  activity. 

The  whole  of  this  important  work,  with  its  many  features  both  of 
a  promising  and  a  threatening  character,  is  anew  commended  to  the 
prayerful  remembrance  and  kind  aid  of  those  who  love  the  Lord 
Jesus  and  desire  to  promote  His  work  on  earth. 


Jamaica.  Fairfield, — ^The  past  vear  has  been  one,  not  only  of 
sufficiency,  but  of  abundance  in  all  things  bestowed  by  God  on  maiu 
Would  that  we  could  say  there  was  a  corresponding  return  of  thank- 
fulness on  the  part  of  man  towards  his  great  Benefactor. 
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An  unusually  plentiftil  coffee  haxreet  in  the  beginning  of  ihe  year 
fell  to  the  portion  of  oar  people,  and  the  prices  obtained  were  above 
those  of  ordinary  years.  FruitM  seasons,  with  an  abundant  supply 
of  provisions  of  all  kinds,  followed  in  regular  succession  from  the 
beginning  to  the  close  of  th«  year.  Thus  means  for  doing  good  with 
the  Lord's  gifts,  and  for  contributing  freely  towards  any  object 
having  in  view  the  glory  of  God,  were  famished,  leaving  without 
excuse  those  who  proved  remiss  in  this  duty. 

The  spiritual  wants  of  the  congregation  were  also  met  by  the 
ordinary  and  uninterrapted  means  of  grace.  The  services  on  Sun- 
days were  well  attendea  throughout  the  year.  The  confirmation  of 
25  persons,  and  the  reception  into  the  congregation  of  39  others, 
were  encourag;ing  events,  and  an  instance  of  conversion^  which  was 
attended  by  pleasing  circumstances,  also  tended  to  cheer  our  hearts. 
The  consistent  life  of  many  of  the  members  of  tl^e  congregation  has 
likewise  been  a  source  of  joy  to  us,  and  an  evidence  of  nie  continued 
power  of  God's  word  in  wie  hearts  of  those  who  receive  it.  For 
all  these  mercies  we  desire  to  be  thankful  and  to  praise  the  Lord, 

In  common  with  all  oar  congregations  and  sister  churches, 
we  observed  the  first  week  of  the  year  as  one  of  special  prayer,  and 
a  considerable  number  of  our  brethren  and  sisters  met  every  day  for 
this  purpose. 

But  there  is  another  aspect  of  the  existing  state  of  things,  pre- 
sented to  us  upon  a  review  of  the  past  year,  which  fills  our  hearts 
with  grief.  It  is  the  unfidthfulness  and  delusion  of  many.  It  is 
true,  we  must  always  expect  to  find  tares  among  the  wheat.  But 
when  we  find  the  congregation  decreasing  from  year  to  year,  and 
observe  in  these  days  such  a  general  apathy  on  the  part  of  those  who 
are  not  yet  gathered  in,  that  the  new  candidates  &11  in  number  far 
short  of  those  who  have  to  be  parted  with,  we  are  filled  with 
serious  apprehensions,  and  cannot  but  feel  anxious  concerning  future 
days. 

The  veiy  loose  state  of  fi^mily  discipline  on  the  part  of  many 
parents  also  operates  most  unfavourably  on  the  congregation.  They 
are  not  sufficientlv  careful  in  the  duty  of  training  their  children  in 
the  wa;^  they  should  go,  and  often  speak  unadvisedly  in  their  presence, 
complaining  of  the  difficulty  of  providing  for  the  necessities  of  the 
Church.  Hence  a  veiy  large  proportion  of  our  young  people,  who 
were  nurtured  in  the  lap  of  the  Church,  allege  the  want  of  means  for 
Church  purposes  as  a  reason  for  not  joining  or  for  irregular  atten- 
dance, while  their  appearance  on  Sundays  indicates  not  only  a 
sufficiency  but  a  superfluity  of  means  for  obtaining  fine  clothes. 
Large  numbers  of  candidates,  who  were  on  our  lists,  absented  them- 
selres  for  so  long  a  time  as  to  cause  their  names  to  be  passed  over  by 
us  when  taking  the  number  of  our  congregation.  This  has  been  the 
case  with  nearly  all  of  the  seventy-seven  candidates  less  last  year 
than  the  year  before.  This  presents  a  rather  discouraging  prospect 
for  the  future  of  the  congregation.  We  have  also  to  grieve  over  the 
loss  of  sixteen  members  who  have  vdthdrawn,  and  of  twelve  who  for 
Tarious  causes  have  had  to  be  separated  from  us  by  exclusion. 
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There  is  yet  another  cause  for  discotiragement,  whiek  ought  to  be 
noticed  in  a  faitliful  report.  This  is  the  negligence,  amounting  in 
many  cases  to  unwillingness,  in  contributing  towards  the  expense  of 
the  church  now  in  ooui'se  of  erection.  Whilst  our  Mission-Board 
and  many  Christian  friends  in  distant  lauds  have  assisted  very 
liberalJy,— for  which  our  sincere  gratitude  is  again  expressed, — our 
own  people  have  not  yet  come  un  to  the  mark  they  should  attain  to. 
Their  evident  indifference  towards  this  work  may  appear  unaccount- 
able to  many,  and  we  are  certainly  at  a  loss  for  an  explanation  of  it. 
Possibly,  while  they  still  have  a  place  for  meeting,  and  do  not  them- 
aelves  see  the  decayed  state  of  many  of  the  main  timbers,  they  are 
not  convinced  of  ihd  necessily  for  a  bettor  and  more  suitable  buildii^ 
tor  the  present. 

Though  often  cast  down,  we  will  not  despair,  but  still  continue  to 
hope  that,  after  we  have  more  fully  learned  the  lesson  of  our 
dependence  on  the  Lord  fdr  His  blessing.  He  will  grant  us  the 
desire  of  our  hearts  in  answer  to  our  for?ent  prayer.

ih^  Traming  School,  Ibirfield. — It  was  at  the  beginning  of  August 
]ast  that  I  entered  upon  my  duties  in  the  Training-School,  to  which 
I  was  introduced  by  the  superintendent  of  our  Jamaica  Mission,  Br. 
Lichtenthaeler.  ^ 

.  The  general  spirit  pervading  the  pupils  at  that  time  did  not  appear 
to  be  a  good  one,  being  marked  by  a  tone  of  dissatisfaction  and  mur- 
muring. There  were,  nowever,  not  a  few  who  had  good  intentions, 
and  appeatred  to  wish  to  give  their  hearts  to  the  Lord.  Having 
become  acquainted  with  such,  on  occasion  of  private  conversation 
with  the  piipils,  I  exhorted  them  to  range  themselves  boldly  on  the 
Lord's  side,  and  to  offbr  decided  resistance  to  the  discontented,  as 
W6ll  as  to  those,  who,  by  lightminded  and  frivolous  conversation, 
exerted  ah  injurious  influence  on  the  weak  and  wavering. 

Our  united  and  private  prayers  to  the  Lord  to  cause  His  good 
Spirit  to  have  free  course  among  us  were  speedily  and  graciously 
answered.  The  confirmation  of  five  of  our  pupils,  which  ^ok  place 
on  thd  14th  of  October,  was  blessed  to  them  and  to  others.  About 
the  same  time  a  short  illness  of  one  of  the  bovB  proved  to  have  been 
intended  fbr  the  glory  of  Gtod.  During  the  few  days  of  Seclusion  in 
the  flick-room,  the  patient  was  led  to  form  the  resolution  to  ask  some 
of  his  companions  to  unite  with  him  in  prayer  at  certain  times.  The 
consequence  was  that,  80<m  after  this,  several  of  the  first  and  second 
<da8S  pupils  formed  themselves  into  little  companiies  for  the  nurpose 
of  reading  the  Bible  and  prayer  on  specified  m  enings,  after  the 
usual  evening  devotions.  Desirous  to  be  alone  with  their  Eather 
which  is  in  secret,  one  of  these  little  congregations  met  in  a  shed  in 
the  garden,  ^hich  is  used  as  a  tool-house,  until  I  could  asi^ign  them 
a  more  suitable  and  convenient  place.  Having  told  them  that  they 
need  not  wait  for  the  regular  speaking*time,  but  should  come  to  me 
whenever  they  wished  to  have  a  conversation  concerning  their  eternal 
iutereats,  I  was  much  pleased  that  several  came  from  time  to  time 
and  spoke  openly  about  their  state  of  mind  snd  heart. 

In  reference  to  their  talents,  it  may  be  said  that  most  of  the 
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cfcudents  liave  good  and  some  of  tbem  yery  good  abilities.  Not 
only  is  their  memory  in  most  cases  excell^it,  out  useful  reasoning 
and  thinking  faculties  are  possessed  bj  many.  In  the  classes,  the 
interest  shewn  in  that  which  was  taught^  and  the  degree  of  diligence 
in  learning  and  the  performance  of  duty,  haye  been  satisfiictory. 

As  to  the  course  of  study  pursued  in  the  first  class,  we  have 
endeayoured  to  conform  our  routine  as  much  as  possible,  to  the 
demands  made  by  the  St.  Thomas  Conference  in  1863 ;  it  is,  how« 
ever,  difficult  to  mid  time  enough  for  the  yarious  branches  of  sci^ice 
recommended  by  the  latter.  A  desirable  change  in  the  routine  of 
the  second  class,  so  as  to  make  it  more  preparatory  for  the  senior 
class,  has  lately  engaged  my  attention  and  will,  I  trust,  be  effected 
ere  long.  As,  at  most  of  our  stations,  the  teacher  is  expected  to 
accompany  or  lead  the  sin^g  in  church,  regular  instruction  on  the 
harmonium  or  piano  is  giyen  to  the  senior  pupils  by  the  native 
teacher  of  our  day-school.  Besides  the  necessary  exercisefll»  every 
music-scholar  is  obliged  to  practise  hymn-tunes.  It  is,  however, 
iinfortunate  that  our  instruments,  both  piano  and  harmonium,  are 
in  yery  bad  condition.  Almost  without  exception,  our  pupils  are 
musical,  and  this  makes  it  all  the  more  our  du^  to  influence  and 
instruct  tbem  so,  that  they  may  be  both  able  and  willing  to  employ 
this  talent  for  the  praise  and  glory  of  God. 

In  order  to  teach  the  senior  pupils  to  communicate  to  others  the 
knowledge  they  have  themselves  acquired,  they  continue  to  spend 
one  day  each  week  in  the  day-school.  The  more  advwaced  are 
allowed  to  give  well-|irepared  lessons  to  the  whole  body  of  children 
on  the  historical  events  of  Scripture,  parables,  emblems,  &o.  They 
likewise  give  lessons  in  natural  history^  geogi^phy,  and  arithmetic, 
as  also  lessons  on  objects.  During  the  remaining  time  they  take 
tiie  places  of  the  monitors,  and  instruct  the  dinerent  classes  in 
readmg,  writing,  and  ciphering. 

One  of  the  pupils,  if  possible  the  eldest,  is  statedly  employed  as 
teacher  in  the  infant-school,  for  a  period  of  three  or  jfour  months  at 
a  time;  and  I  am  thankful  to  be  able  to  state  that  aa  yet  those 
employed  there  acquitted  themselves  in  a  very  creditable  manner  in 
tiie  p^ormance  of  a  du^  which  is  often  very  difficult. 

Br.  S.  Lichtenthaeler  haviug  received  a  call  to  missionary  service 
in  Barbados,  a  native  brother,  Thomas  Eussell,  formerljr  teacher  in 
our  day-school,  was  appointed  to  fill  the  vacancy,  and  will  begin  his 
service  in  January,  1867. 

In  the  course  a£  this  year  six  students  received  employment  as 
teachers,  of  whom  three  were  to  enter  on  their  duties  at  the  begin- 
ning of  the  year.  The  attainments  of  all  of  them  are  such  as  to 
entitle  us  to  fair  hopes  as  to  their  efficiency. 

Seven  new  pupils  entered  l^e  institution  in  the  course  of  the 
year,  one  of  whom  was  obliged  to  leave  again  on  account  of  ill  health.

Ifew  Eden. — In  external  circumstances  we  have  been  blessed  this 
year.  Frequent  showers  of  rain  fell  almost  throughout  the  year,  so 
that  tine  land  looked  Hke  a  "  field  which  the  Lord  blesseth.*'  Every 
diligent  hand  must  have  been  well  supplied  with  provisions. 
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The  attendance  at  church  has  not  been  so  good  as  we  could  hare 
wished  to  see  it.  Some  members  of  our  congregation  are  getting 
into  the  bad  habit  of  staying  for  months  together  at  their  proyision* 
grounds,  which  are  often  twelve  or  fourteen  miles  distant  ttom  their 
houses.  The  absence  from  church,  home,  and  family  often  proves 
hurtful  to  their  morals  and  ruinous  to  their  souls. 

We  are  glad  to  be  able  to  report  that  we  have  a  number  of  faithful 
members,  who  make  the  best  of  all  the  means  of  grace.  These  did 
their  duty  in  the  way  of  contribution,  with  a  willing  heart  Con- 
sidering that  only  one-fourth  of  our  people  took  an  mterest  in  the 
Missionary  Association,  the  amount  subscribed  is  quite  as  much  as 
could  be  expected.  But  for  the  evil  habit  of  procrastination,  we 
should  have  realized  twice  the  amount. 

The  day-school  was  better  attended  this  year  than  the  one  before. 
It  seems  the  parents  are  learning  to  take  a  more  lively  interest  in 
the  education  of  their  children  than  they  have  done  hitherto. 

As  regards  occurrences  in  the  congregation,  we  are  happy  to  say 
that  twenty-two  persons  have  been  admitted  to  the  Holy  Commu- 
nion, and  twenty-six  received  into  the  congre&;ation  from  the  class  of 
candidates.  Thus  fisur,  most  hove  proved  faithful.  Nine  parties  de- 
parted this  life,  and  seven  were  excluded,  of  whom  two  seem  peni^nt. 

As  to  the  spiritual  state  of  the  congregation  we  are  happy  to  say 
that  we  have  become  acouainted  with  a  number  of  the  memoers,  who 
by  a  consistent  walk  and  conversation  testify  that  they  are  sheep  of 
Jesus. — ^H.  "W.  Havbeb. 

Irwin-Hill, — The  weather  throughout  the  year  was  so  &vourabIe 
that  the  land  yielded  a  plentiful  return  for  the  labour  bestowed  on 
it.  We  heard,  indeed,  many  complaints  about  want  of  money ;  but 
the  cause  was  stated  to  be  the  abundance. of  provisions  and  no  sale. 
The  small  amount  collected  for  church  and  missionary  subscriptions 
seem  to  prove  these  complaints  true,  not  so,  however,  the  appearance 
of  the  auditory  at  public  services  on  fine  Sundays. 

As  we  arrived  here  only  in  August  last,  we  cannot  contpare  present 
circumstances  with  those  of  former  jears;  still  less  can  we  venture  to 
express  a  decided  opinion  on  the  spiritual  state  of  the  people.  Ac- 
cording to  the  testimony  of  some  helper-brethren,  who  appear  the 
most  concerned  about  the  welfare  of  the  congregation  and  the  pros- 
perity of  the  Lord's  work  in  general,  carelessness  has  been  more 
apparent  in  the  latter  part  of  the  year  than  for  long  past.  This  is 
to  some  extent  borne  out  by  the  bad  attendance  at  speaking,  espe- 
cially on  the  part  of  the  candidates,  the  backwardness  of  many  in 
regard  to  their  duties,  and  the  great  noise,  idleness,  and  ostentation 
which  were  noticed  during  the  Christmas  season. — J.  P.  Pulkbabek. 

ITeto  Carmel, — A  class  of  about  120  juveniles  taking  speaking 
give  reason  to  hope  for  an  increase  of  the  number  of  candidates  for 
reception.  The  adult  candidates  have  not  been  as  attentive  to  their 
speakings  and  as  faithful  in  honouring  the  Lord  with  their  substance 
as  we  could  have  wished.  We  are,  however,  not  without  evidence 
of  a  more  earnest  and  devoted  spirit  among  others  of  the  people. 
To  this  class  belong  the  51  persons  received  into  the  con|;r^;ationy 
^d  the  14  who  have  been  admitted  to  the  Holy  Communum. 
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The  station-school  closed  at  the  end  of  the  year  with  an  examina- 
tion, attended  by  95  cltildren.  The  average  attendance  at  the  Sunday- 
school  is  somewhat  lower  this  year,  in  consequence  of  the  irregularity 
of  some  of  the  teachers.  Their  places  have  now  been  supplied  by 
more  suitable  persons,  and  we  hope  i'or  a  better  attendance  m  future. 
The  Sunday-school  teachers*  meeting  is  also  better  attended  than  was 
the  case  some  time  ago. 

The  Sunday-services  have  been  tolerably  well  frequented,  and  the 
church  has  been  sometimes  uncomfortably  crowded.  We  notice  also 
a  closer  attention  in  the  meeting  held  after  the  morning  service. 
Most  of  the  people,  including  even  strangers,  remain  for  that  meeting, 
and  a  lively  spirit  of  enquiry  regarding  Scripture  truth  appears  to 
be  awakennag  among  them. 

It  having  become  necessary  to  relieve  most  of  the  chapel-servants 
of  their  duties  on  account  of  age  or  infirmity,  we  were  at  first  con- 
cerned about  the  supply  of  nearly  40  brethren  and  sisters  who  might 
be  suitable  and  willing  to  serve.  However,  on  enquiring  of  some 
who  appeared  to  be  proper  persons,  we  were  cheered  to  find  that 
they  had  been  desirous  to  do  something  in  God's  house,  and  had 
rayed  to  the  Lord  to  permit  them  to  be  engaged  in  His  service. 
?hey  have  now  entered  cheerfully  on  their  duties. 
.  The  departure  of  one  of  the  communicant  sisters — ^a  chapel  servant 
and  Sunday-school  teacher — ^may  here  be  mentioned.  Her  illness 
lasted  only  ten  days ;  but  she  rejoiced  to  go  to  Jesus,  in  whom  she 
truly  believed.  A  few  days  before  her  departure,  she  stated  that,  about 
six  months  previously,  the  verse,  ^*  How  great  the  bliss  to  be  a  sheep  of 
Jesus,*'  Ac.  (Hy.  Bk.  No.  388. 1.)  was  sung  at  the  teachers'  meeting, 
and  that  on  this  occasion  it  became  particularly  clear  to  her  mind 
that  she  might  with  assurance  say  that  she  was  one  of  the  happv 
flock  of  the  Good  Shepherd,  and  through  mercy  sure  of  her  soul  s 
salvation.  This  she  had  never  before  felt  in  so  impressive  and  abiding 
a  manner.  .In  the  last  few  days  before  her  death  she  sang  all  her 
favourite  h)mns,  and  likewise  repeated  portions  of  Scripture.  She 
assured  those  around  her  that  faith  in  Christ's  blood  and  death  had 
procured  her  the  happiness  and  assurance  of  life  eternal  which  she 
enjoyed  in  the  prospect  of  death. 

Several  other  instances  of  a  similar  kind  have  occurred  this  year, 
which  have  made  a  deep  impression  upon  many. 

The  absence  of  disputes  of  a  serious  nature  between  members 
of  the  congregation  nas  tended  to  render  our  meetings  with  the 
helpers  seasons  of  mutual  edification  and  encouragement.

New  Bethlehem, — ^The  services  of  the  house  of  God  have  been 
regularly  held,  as  is  customary  in  the  Brethren's  Church.  No  heart- 
eheering  fruits  of  the  preached  word  have  been  observed,  but  on  the 
contrary  it  could  be  seen  that  the  great  enemy  was  but  too  successful 
in  his  endeavours  to  ruin  men,  and  bring  about  a  falling  away.  The 
fin  of  uncleanness,  which  seemed  to  be  shorn  of  its  power  by  the 
revival  of  i860,  has  re-appeared  in  great  strength.  Some  deeds  of 
darkness  have  conle  to  light,  and  in  consequence  no  less  than  ton  of 
our  Chuj?ch  members  have  had  to  be  excluded.     We  have  also  had 
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to  observe  that  another  sm,  namelj  dmnkemiafls,  ia  doing  miidiief 
among  us. 

At  one  time  we  observed  on  Sundays  such  manifestations  of  a 
spirit  of  disorder  and  lawlessness,  both  in  and  before  the  church, 
that  we  were  obliged  to  use  strong  measures.  One  person,  who 
had  twice  been  guilty  of  mal^iu^  a  disturbance,  and  refused  to 
apologize  for  it  in  the  congregation- meeting,  had  finally  to  be  ex- 
cluded. 

On  Sunday,  Aiu;ust  the  19th,  we  made  a  collection  to  help  our 
congregation  at  New  Hope  in  the  building  of  their  church.  Cheer- 
fuluess  in  giving  prevailed  on  this  occasion,  and  we  also  experienced 
the  blessemiess  of  giving  and  of  caring  not  for  our  own  things  only,  but 
also  for  the  things  of  others.  We  had  been  edified  on  the  previous 
Sundav  by  the  warm-hearted  addresses  of  two  helper-brethien  from 
New  Hope,  who  had  come  to  ask  for  our  assistance  in  their  work. 

On  the  19th  of  the  following  month,  the  Eev.  Mr.  Hogg,  the 
Presbyterian  minister  from  New  Broughton,  delivered  an  interesting 
and  edifying  lecture  in  our  church  on  the  Pilgrim's  Progress.  The 
proceeds  of  this  lecture  went  towards  defraying  the  expense  of 
repairing  Mr.  Hogg's  school-house  at  Bowe*s  Corner.  We  were  glad 
to  have  an  opportunity  of  manifestinff  our  love  for  and  interest 
in  the  welfare  of  another  division  of  Christ's  Church. 

The  year  was  very  fruitful,  rain  having  fallen  more  copiously  than 
is  usual  on  this  mountain.  The  more  is  it  to  be  deplored  that  thefts 
from  provision-grounds  and  houses  have  occurred  to  an  alarming 
extent,  whereby  many  a  man  has  been  deprived  of  the  reward  of  his  in- 
dustry, and  greatly  discouraged.  Twice  in  the  latter  part  of  the 
year  thieves  entered  the  mission-premises  and  stole  cofiee  from  the 
barbecue,  fowls,  and  other  articles,  and  likewise  plundered  the  gardea 
near  the  house. 

At  Eoslyn  Castle,  some  difficulty  having  arisen  in  connection  with 
the  school-house,  the  Mission  Conference  resolved  on  removing  the 
building  to  an  adjoining  piece  of  land,  presented  for  this  purpose  by 
the  clerk  of  the  tlstabhshed  Church  at  St.  Mary's. 

The  meetings,  which  we  are  in  the  habit  of  holding  during 
the  week  in  various  districts,  have  upon  the  whole  been  but 
thinly  attended,  especially  in  those  places  where  we  have  laboured 
longest.  It  appears  as  though  in  these  localities  the  people  have  be- 
come gospel- bardenecL  Pleasing  exceptions  are  the  meetings  at 
St.  Cruz  and  Southampton.  At  the  latter  place  so  much  religious 
interest  manifested  itself,  that,  in  the  month  of  July  we  were  induced 
to  establish  a  weekly  meeting.  These  meetings  did  not,  however, 
produce  the  desired  effect,  and  the  attendance  at  them  had  already 
much  decreased  before  the  end  of  the  year.  —J.  J.  Sbilbb. 

Xew  Fukteck, — The  Lord  richly  blessed  with  peace  and  plenty  the 
people  living  around  us,  in  which  blessings  our  members  shared.. 
They  have  therefore  been  enabled  to  pay  t^ir  Church  subscriptions 
regularly,  as  weU  as  to  respond  cheenully  to  the  various  calls  made 
upon  them  for  pecuniary  help. 

Many  of  our  people  live  on  sugar  estates,  which  are  far  from  being 
favourstble  places  for  their  growth  in  grace,  as  tfaey  ace  exposed  to 
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mere  than  epdiDary  temptationa.  Thia  19  espeeiaUy  the  case  on 
licdiday  occaaions,  as  all  the  abominationB  of  heathemflm  are  then 
practised  by  their  ungodly  neighbours.  We  have  reason  to  believe, 
however,  that  a  goodly  number  of  those  in  connection  with  us  have 
the  root  of  the  matter  in  them. 

Owing  to  recent  additions  to  the  class  of  candidates,  our  total 
number  is  larger  than  it  was  at  the  close  of  the  preceding  year ; 
but  the  membKBTB  are  rather  fewer,  in  consequence  of  deaths  and 
exclusions.  But  we  hope  this  will  prof  e  onjy  a  temporary  decrease, 
as  we  expect  soon  to  have  both  a  reception  and  a  confirmation. 

The  Sunday  and  week-day  services  have  been  well  attended,  and 
we  humbly  hope  that  the  Lord  has  begun  to  revive  His  yrork  among 
us. — G.  H.  hIitra. 

Nazareth. — The  time  of  our  service  here  has  been  rather  short, 
and  hence  our  report  of  the  congregation  will  be  rather  the  result  of 
first  impressions  tha^  a  mature  judgment  founded  on  intimate 
acquaintance  with  the  people. 

The  course  of  the  congregation  has  been,  as  far  as  we  could  observe, 
on  the  whole  peaceful,  though  small  troubles  were  not  altogether 
wanting,  especially  towards  the  close  of  the  year. 

The  attendance  on  the  means  of  grace  has  been  very  good  indeed, 
and  the  marked  attention  paid  to  the  word  spoken  inspires  the  hope 
that  they  who  came  did  not  come  in  vain. 

The  speakings  with  all  the  classes  of  the  congregation  were  satis- 
factory, and  we  could  trace  in  many  souls  the  work  of  the  Spirit 
from  above.  Yet  there  were  not  wanting  such  as  appeared  devoid  of 
that  knowledge  which  maketh  wise  unto  salvation,  though  they  were 
but  few  in  number. 

Among  the  young,  it  is  very  pleasing  to  note  the  desire  for  instruc* 
tion,  and  the  improvement  of  the  means  afforded  them. 

The  Sunday-school  has  been  and  still  is  in  a  prosperous  condition, 
i'he  teachers  are  regular  in  tlieir  attendance  on  their  dasses,  and  in 
the  teachers'  meetings,  and  seem  to  be  in  earnest  in  the  discharge  of 
their  important  duties. 

The  day-schools  have  been  in  a  languishing  state.  This  has  been 
particularly  the  case  with  the  station-school,  the  teacher  of  which 
lost  the  confidence  of  the  parents  by  unbecoming  conduct  in  asso- 
ciating with  people  of  very  doubtful  character,  encouraging  them  to 
visit  him,  and  allowing  disorderly  proceedings  in  his  house.  In  the 
sequel,  he  went  so  fiur  astray  that  he  had  to  be  dismissed  from  his 
oi^  and  excluded. 

As  regards  temporals,  our  dear  people  have  had  to  experience  some 
difficulties.  Provisions  have  been  very  plentiful,  hut  it  was  not  easy 
to  obtain  a  sale  for  them,  so  as  to  procure  nK)ney  for  other  neces- 
saries of  life.  This  is  the  chief  cause  of  the  deficiency  in  the 
amount  of  contributions.  Yet  tokens  of  cheerful  willingness  to  give 
to  the  Lord's  cause  are  by  no  means  wanting.  A  young  man,  who 
had  been  laid  up  by  sickness  for  more  than  six  months,  on  his  first 
coming  to  speaking  brought  £1  as  a  thankofiering,  in  addition  to  the 
fuU  amount  usually  paid.  A  little  girl  who  departed  this  life  in  October 
last,  after  a  protracted  and  very  painful  ifiness,  on  her  dying  bwl 
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requested  heit  widowed  mother  to  pay  her  Babscription  to  the  Missiona 
in  full  after  her  death.  Other  instances  of  a  similar  character  could 
be  mentioned. 

There  has  been  a  slight  increase  in  the  number  of  adult  members 
in  the  course  of  the  year. — F.  Modebatt. 

Beaufort, — ^In  external  matters,  the  period  of  time  now  come  to  a 
close  was  one  of  average  prosperity.  Fructifying  showers  descended 
in  regular  course,  and  our  Heavenly  Father  made  "  His  sun  to  shine 
on  the  evil  and  on  the  good,"  so  that  there  was  bread  for  the  eater, 
and  seed  for  the  sower. 

The  means  of  grace  were  uninterruptedly  enjoyed  among  us. 
Every  Sunday  the  church  has  been  open  for  public  service,  and 
though  it  was  not  often  quite  full,  a  goodly  number  have  mostly  been 
in  attendance. 

The  Sunday-school  has  been  continued  as  usual,  with  perhaps  less 
life  and  interest  on  the  part  of  some  of  the  teachers.  A  want  of 
punctuality  in  attendance  has  given  the  scholars  of  such  teachers  an 
excuse  for  similar  irregularity. 

We  have  also  frequently  to  lament  the  lack  of  parental  authority 
and  good  home  influence,  which  would  tend  more  than  anything  else 
to  instil  into  the  minds  of  the  children  a  love  of  order,  and  a  reverence 
for  God  and  His  house,  and  to  make  them  an  honour  to  the  Church 
of  Christ. 

The  day-school  at  the  station  was  well  attended  during  the  whole 
year. 

We  had  but  few  deaths.  Among  them  we  could  particularly  refer 
to  that  of  Sr.  A.  S.,  who  departed  in  the  month  of  Jfovember.  She 
had  long  and  consistently  followed  and  adorned  the  gospel  of  Christ. 
She  truly  loved  her  Saviour,  and  could  say  with  Paul,  "  To  me  to  live 
is  Christ,  and  to  die  is  gaiu."  While  suffering  the  most  acute  pain 
of  body,  her  mind  was  tranquil  and  cheerful. 

Very  diflerent  was  the  case  of  a  young  man  who  died  after  leading 
a  careless  life,  and  whose  parents  were  "  cgmforted  because  he  did 
not  wish  to  get  better,  but  to  get  out  of  his  pain,*'  though  he  shewed 
no  signs  of  true  repentance  toward  GK>d  and  fidth  toward  our  Lord 
Jesus  Christ. 

We  have  had  a  number  of  exclusions,  immorality  being  fearfully 
prevalent  amonest  the  younger  generation. 

May  the  Lord  look  upon  this  vine  and  revive  it  for  His  name's 
sake ! — J.  Waed. 

New  Hope, — In  temporals  there  was  not  the  distress  that  had 
marked  the  previous  year,  the  crops  of  ground-provisions  being 
abundant.  But  the  low  prices  at  which  these  sold,  and  the  entire 
failure  of  the  pimento  crop,  made  money  scarce.  Nevertheless,  a 
considerable  sum  (neariy  ^70)  was  brought  in  contributions  towards 
the  new  chapel.  Other  subscriptions  were  at  the  same  time  slightly 
in  advance  of  the  previous  year. 

The  prayer-meetings  in  the  first  week  of  the  year  were  very  well 
attended,  and  the  Sunday  services  throughout  the  year  tolerably  so. 
There  was  also  some  improvement  in  this  respect  in  tho  Sunday* 
school,  though  not  as  much  as  we  had  hoped  for. 
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The  attendance  at  the  speakings,  especially  that  of  the  candidates, 
was  not  at  all  satisfactory.  The  cause  of  tma  neglect  we  have  not 
been  able  to  ascertain. 

The  spirit  of  impatience  of  control  was  still  evident  among  the 
young,  but  was  not  so  strongly  marked  as  in  previous  years. 

The  number  excluded  was  not  above  the  average,  nor  was  that  of 
those  who  departed  this  life.  On  the  other  hand,  very  few  applied 
for  reception,  so  that  the  returns  shew  a  small  decrease. 

Of  the  departures  from  this  life  some  are  deserving  of  more  than  a 
passing  notice.  The  first  in  order  of  time  was  that  of  a  young  sister. 
Although  never  violently  excited  during  the  revival  in  1860-61,  her 
religious  character  was,  from  that  time,  more  marked  and  decided. 
Her  life  was  exemplary,  and  her  departure,  after  a  rather  long  and 
trying  illness,  was  full  of  joy  in  believing. 

The  next  was  a  communicant,  aged  22.  Without  any  great 
excitement,  she  gave  evidence  of  true  conversion  during  the  time  of 
the  revival,  and  ever  subsequently  maintained  a  consistent  Christian 
course,  and  proved  one  of  our  most  faithful  Sabbath-school  teachers. 
She  appeared  to  have  a  presentiment  of  her  death  before  her  friends 
thought  her  sickness  at  all  dangerous,  and  told  them  not  to  grieve  on 
her  account,  as  she  was  going  to  her  Saviour. 

The  third  was  also  a  communicant,  a  married  person,  about  40 
years  of  age.  For  a  long  time  she  had  been  justly  regarded  as  a 
consistent  Christian  of  the  quiet  unassuming  type.  Though  not, 
like  the  other  two,  a  fruit  of  the  revival  in  1860,  she,  in  connec- 
tion with  many  others,  shared  in  the  blessings  of  those  memorable 
days. 

Though  the  day-schools  were  better  attended  than  had  been  the 
case  in  the  previous  year,  the  numbers  were  still  far  from  satisfac- 
tory. There  are  still  many  who  have  not  learned  the  advantages  of 
education  for  their  children.  There  is  also,  it  must  be  admitted, 
much  force  in  the  plea  freauently  urged  of  late,  namely,  the  want  of 
suitable  clotiiing.  But  tnere  are  many  who  seem  to  have  more 
ground  for  such  a  plea^  whose  children  are  nevertheless  kept  at  school.

Idtitz, — The  attendance  at  church  has,  on  the  whole,  been 
better  than  last  year,  and  this  has  been  the  case  also  with  regard  to 
the  schools. 

We  are  glad  to  say  that  many  of  our  people  have,  by  their  walk 
and  conversation,  given  evidence  of  a  work  of  grace  in  their  hearts. 
Yet,  on  the  other  hand,  there  are  some  who  appear  to  be  strangers 
to  true  heart-religion,  and  to  be  satisfied  with  tbe  mere  keeping  up 
of  the  outward  form  of  a  Christian  profession.  The  state  of  our 
young  people  is  not  very  encouraging.  Some  of  them  attend  speak- 
ing pretty  regularly,  and  a  few  seem  to  be  seriously  impressed ;  but 
the  majority  do  not  appear  to  care  for  "  the  one  thing  needfiil." 

Eleven  candidates  were  receiyed  into  our  Church-fellowship,  and 
eight  brethren  and  sisters  were  confirmed  and  admitted  to  the  Lord's 
table  during  the  year.  Eleven  persons  departed  this  life,  some  of 
whom  gave  cheering  testimony  of  the  love  of  Jesus  toward  them.

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BeHhany. — The  early  part  of  the  year  saw  earned  into  effect  the 
well'Oonsidered  and  much-wished  for  meaiiure,  the  formation  of  a 
separate  congregation  at  Cheapside.  By  the  decision  of  the  Directing 
Board  and  the  Mission  Confereace,  Br.  and  Sr.  Sonderman  were  de- 
tached from  Bethany,  to  take  charge  of  the  enterprise.  In  accordance 
with  this  resolution,  one  hundred  and  twenty  communicants  and  sixty 
non-communicants  were  drafted  from  Bethany  to  form  the  nucleus  of 
the  new  charge. 

On  May  the  15th,  the  writer  reached  this  station,  and  the  people 
received  him  and  his  family  with  a  hearty  welcome. 

His  earliest  attention  was  given  to  visiting  the  outlying  districts, 
in  order  to  become  acquainted  with  the  location  and  circumstances  of 
the  people.  The  meetmga  held  in  the  various  districts  have  been,  wif^ 
one  exception,  very  encouraging. 

The  two  scripture-readers  have  been  employed  to  the  extent  of  the 
limited  means  at  our  disposal,  and  have  always  been  well  received  by 
the  people. 

The  helpers  are  for  the  most  part  sealous.  The  helpers'-meetings, 
held  monthly,  are  very  onerous,  as  cases  of  discipline  are  sorrowfully 
frequent  among  a  people  who  have  so  long  enjoyed  sospel-privileges. 

In  temporal  matters  the  people  are  well  off,  and  might,  with  in- 
dustry and  frugality,  be  able  to  support  well  every  needml  means  for 
their  improvement  and  elevation.  It  is  matter  of  regret  that,  as  the 
particular  or  staple  industry  of  the  district,  the  cultivation  of  ginger, 
requires  for  its  success  a  rich  soil,  and  as  the  use  of  manure  and 
skilled  labour  exacts  forethought  and  management,  the  people  prefer 
going  into  the  interior,  where  there  is  virgin  soil,  and  consequently 
leave  their  families  uncared  for  during  much  of  the  time.  Thus  home 
influences  for  good  are  weakened,  family  training  makes  no  progress, 
advancement,  if  made  at  all,  is  very  slow,  and  the  children  so  reared 
early  cast  off  all  parental  control,  and  sfaift;  for  themselves,  often  in 
a  rude  and  sinful  way. 

Another  serious  evil  resulting  from  this  custom  of  cultivating  land 
at  a  distance  is,  that  their  little  freeholds  are  lefl  unimproved,  so  that 
when  a  father  of  a  family  dies,  he  leaves  his  widow  and  children  ex- 
posed to  want ;  for,  though  they  may  have  land  enough,  yet,  from 
>K'ant  of  its  being  inclosed,  they  cannot  secure  their  provision-grounds 
from  the  ravages  of  strange  cattle.  These  evils  are  aggravated  by  the 
fact,  that,  from  the  comparative  neglect  of  the  provision-grounds, 
yams  and  the  Hke  are  as  dear  in  this  fertile  region  as  in  the  £Eunine- 
stricken  districts  of  the  Savanna,  and  com  and  poultry  are  much  dearer. 

The  Sunday-services  have  been  well  attenaed,  though  a  large  por- 
tion of  the  congregation  live  at  a  distance. 

With  regret  we  have  to  mention  that  the  day-schools  are  burden- 
some and  discouradng,  a  marked  feature  in  them  being  the  irregu- 
larity in  the  attendance.  It  is  the  custom  of  even  respectable  famines 
to  send  their  children  only  in  rotation,  and  in  consequence  our  schools, 
which  misht  be  a  means  of  Novating  the  people,  scarcel;^  sufBice  to 
prevent  tne  next  generation  from  relapsing  into  barbiurism.  Our 
schools  do  not  improve  from  year  to  year,  and  tiie  energies  of  the 
teachers  are  damped  or  never  developed.

In  the  latter  part  of  the  year,  28  persons  were  received  into  the 
congregation,  and  29  were  admitted  to  the  Lord's  table. 

The  Missionary  Association  has  been  active,  and  on  the  whole 
there  are,  notwithstanding  many  defects,  grounds  for  believing  that 
the  Lord  still  owns  the  labours  of  His  servants. — A.  Ha-MILTOIT. 

Cheapside  and  Broadleqf, — On  April  the  29th,  the  connection  of 
our  Cheapside  people  with  Bethany  congregation  was  formally  severed 
at  a  solemn  farewell  meeting,  and  on  the  same  day  we  took  leave  of 
oup  field  of  labour  at  Bethany,  having  been  appointed  to  take  charge 
of  Cheapside  congregation,  and  to  attend  to  duties  of  a  more  general 
character  in  connection  with  Broadleaf. 

Since  May  the  6th,  regular  services  have  been  held  at  Cheapside 
every  Sunday.  This  has  been  done,  often  under  very  trying  circum- 
stances, owing  partly  to  the  very  difficult  access  to  the  old  meeting- 
house, and  partly  to  the  distance  at  which  Hanbury,  the  place  where 
we  live,  is  from  Cheapside. 

To  add  to  our  perplexities,  we  soon  found  that  the  old  school-room, 
which  had  so  long  served  the  purpose  of  a  chapel,  was  far  too  small  to 
accommodate  the  auditonr.  This  led  to  frequent  disorder,  and  frus- 
trated every  effort  to  hold  a  regularly  organized  Sunday-school. 
Besides  this,  the  building  was  in  such  a  state  of  decay,  as  to  afford 
very  little  protection  from  the  weather.  Under  these  circumstances 
we  resolved,  before  commencing  the  actual  churcli-building,  to  erect  a 
school-house  which  might  serve  as  a  temporary  place  of  meeting,  until 
the  church  should  be  completed.  A  building  had  been  already  be^un 
which  was  intended  to  serve  at  once  as  a  carpenter's  shop  and  a  place 
of  shelter  for  the  people  when  giving  their  gratuitous  labour.  Of 
this  skeleton  building  we  availed  ourselves  to  construct  the  new  school- 
house,  and  it  is  owing  to  this  circumstance  that  its  capacity  as  a 
meeting-house  is  more  limited  than  would  otherwise  have  been  the 
case. 

Having  no  other  means  at  our  disposal  for  this  work,  we  were  com- 
pelled to  make  use  of  the  whole  amount  hitherto  received  for  the 
Grpose  of  the  church-building»  and  therefore  have  now  ^ot  a  shilling 
b  fbr  that  purpose,  but  on  the  Contrary,  a  debt  of  £41.  The  latter 
however  is  more  than  covered  by  the  value  of  building  materials 
already  on  the  spot.  The  timber  was  for  the  most  part  given  by  the 
peop^  free  of  expense.  Besides  this,  a  large  amount  of  free  labour 
has  been  performed  by  thetn. 

Prom  the  time  tre  left  Bethany,  Monday  in  each  week  was  set 
ap^  for  this  purpose ;  and  during  the  two  months  previous  to  the 
opemag  of  the  scnool-house,  as  many  as  two,  three,  and  even  four 
days  in  &  week  were  cheerfully  given  up  by  them.  It  was  indeed 
often  cheering  and  inspiring  to  see  a  hundred  and  more  people,  male 
and  fbmale,  bmy  in  the  construction  of  a  road,  iu  clearing  away  the 
bush,  in  splitting  ahingles,  in  carrying  timber,  &c.,  all  having  on«  aim 
and  labouring  with  mte  mind.  All  was  done  with  a  self-denying  per- 
severance, an  energetic  industry,  and  an  earnest  zeal,  such  as  are 
seldom  witnessed  in  Jamaica. 

On  the  13th  of  December  we  at  length  celebrated  the  opening  of  the 
school-house.     On  this  truly  happy  and  joyful  occasion  we  had  the 
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pleasure  to  see  with  us  our  dear  Br.  Westerbj  from  Antiguli,  together 
with  several  other  brethren. 

We  do  not  expect  God  to  work  miracles  in  our  behalf,  but  we  do 
trust  in  His  gracious  promises,  and  believe  that  He  will  make  '*  His 
people  willing  in  the  day  of  His  power."  As  regards  our  Cheapside 
people,  he  has  done  so,  even  beyond  our  expectations ;  and  we  humbly 
trust  that  our  dear  Christian  brethen  ana  fri^ids  elsewhere  will  be 
willing  to  come  to  our  help  in  the  erection  of  this  new  beacon  of 
gospe^truth  on  the  mountams  of  Jamaica. 

The  new  place  of  meeting  being  fully  a  mile  neai-er  Hanbury,  the 
place  where  we  live,  as  well  as  easier  of  access  than  the  old  one,  our 
labours  have  been  greatly  facilitated  by  its  erection.  It  is,  however, 
too  small  for  the  numbers  that  assemble. 

The  day-school  has  suffered  in  its  attendance,  owing  to  the  changes 
of  teachers  which  have  unavoidably  taken  place. 

In  reference  to  Broadleaf,  we  are  thankful  to  be  able  to  report 
progress,  slow  indeed,  but  steady  and  perceptible.  The  attendance 
on  the  means  of  grace  is  on  the  whole  very  encouraging,  and  there 
are  cheering  evidences  that  our  people  value  their  privileges,  and  are 
£Eiithful  and  diligent  in  the  use  of  them. 

The  Sunday-school  continues  to  prosper  under  Br.  John's  able 
and  faithful  superintendence,  and  the  teachers  are  punctual,  zealous, 
and  active.  The  proceeds  of  a  lecture  given  by  Br.  John  in  the 
month  of  Julv  are  to  be  applied  to  the  purchase  of  books  for  a  small 
circulating  library  for  the  benefit  of  the  young  and  rising  generation 
in  the  congregation. 

As  at  Cheapside,  the  numerical  increase  of  adult  members  has  been 
but  small.  But  we  are  happy  to  state  that  here  also  the  total  re- 
ceipts for  Church  and  missionary  subscriptions  have  been  in  advance 
of  those  of  former  years,  and  the  people  have  sou|^ht  to  supplement 
their  contributions  by  the  willing  devotion  on  their  part  of  one  day 
in  every  fortnight  for  free  labour  in  improving  the  outward  appear- 
ance of  the  station^  and  cultivating  the  land  attached  to  it. 

Our  experience  during  the  past  year  as  regards  the  day-school  at 
Broadleaf  has  been  anything  out  encouraging.  We  had  hoped  that 
a  change  of  teachers  would  lead  to  an  improvement ;  but  such  has 
not  been  the  case  hitherto. 

Of  the  chief  aim  and  object  of  our  labours,  the  work  of  Divine 
fi;race  in  the  hearts  of  the  people,  we  may  on  the  whole  speak  hope- 
fully. On  the  other  hand,  we  cannot  dose  our  eyes  to  the  painful 
fact,  that  the  young  people  give  much  cause  for  anxiety  and  even 
alarm  for  the  future.  Disregard  of  parental  authority,  a  self-con- 
ceited display  of  a  certain  degree  of  worldly  wisdom,  a  disinclination 
for  settlea  occupation,  and  wasteful  pursuit  of  foolish  novelties,  are 
signs  of  the  times  which  manifest  themselves  too  generally.  These 
l^id  ns  to  the  mournful  conclusion  that,  if  not  avowed  unbelief,  a 
sort  of  practical  infidelity  is  spreading  to  a  fearful  extent  among 
the  population  of  this  island  at  the  present  time.  No  wonder,  there- 
fore, that  they  are  easily  influenced  by  designing  persons.  Never — 
of  this  we  feel  convinced— was  there  a  time  when  our  congregations 
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more  needed  careful  oversight,  earnest  prayer,  and,  above  all,  the 
influences  of  the  Holy  Spirit. — ^T.  SoNnsRMAiir. 

Bethabara, — The  various  means  of  grace  have,  in  general,  been 
well  attended.  It  is  true,  that  in  the  months  of  September,  October, 
and  November,  the  church  was  not  so  full  as  usual ;  but  as  this 
seems  to  be  the  case  more  or  less  every  year,  it  would  appear  to  be 
more  from  want  of  proper  clothing  (as  money  is  then  always  scarce) 
than  from  indifference.  The  attention,  especially  of  the  younger 
people,  to  the  preaching  of  the  gospel  affords  much  encouragement. 
They  also  shew  ^reat  mterest  in  the  explanation  of  the  Scriptures, 
as  it  takes  place  m  the  second  meeting  on  Sundays. 

The  Sunoay-school  is  not  what  it  ought  to  be,  in  consequence  of 
late  attendance.  The  day-schools  have  been  better  attended  than 
for  some  years  previously.  This  is  to  be  attributed  partly  to  the 
improved  circumstances  of  the  people  in  the  past  year,  and  partly 
to  the  fact  that  the  teachers  are  not  only  well  qualified,  but  idso  take 
a  lively  interest  in  the  welfare  of  the  schools. 

Among  the  principal  events  of  the  year  was  the  separation  of 
Broadleaf  from  Bethabara.  This  enabled  us  at  once  to  commence  a 
new  work  at  Patricktown.  Monthly  services  on  Sundays  have  since 
been  held  there,  and  the  crowded  attendance  is  very  encouraging. 
Some  enlargement  of  the  place  of  meeting  will  soon  be  required. 

Tlie  work  at  Harmon's  goes  on  steadily.  The  people  have  erected 
a  teacher's  dwelling,  and  are  now  making  preparations  for  building  a 
school-house  which  will  serve  as  a  place  of  meeting.  Sunday-schools 
have  been  commenced  at  Patrick  Town  and  Harmon's,  and  are  in  a 
prosperous  state. 

At  Old  England,  another  populous  district,  about  eight  miles  N.E. 
from  Bethabara,  there  is  an  increasing  desire  among  the  people  to 
have  a  school  on  the  same  principle  as  that  at  Harmon's.  A  com- 
mittee has  been  elected,  consisting  of  six  members,  three  of  whom 
belong  to  the  Church  of  England,  while  the  others  are  Moravians. 
Preparations  are  also  being  made  for  the  erection  of  a  school-house» 
the  land  required  for  this  purpose  having  been  given  by  one  of  our 
members.  A  school  has  already  existed  there  for  some  time,  but, 
owing  to  some  mismanagement,  it  has  not  worked  well,  and  is  going 
to  nothing. 

Prom  Lancaster,  seven  miles  S.E.  of  this,  a  similar  petition  has 
been  brought ;  but  the  many  difficulties  in  the  way  will  not  allow  us 
for  the  present  to  put  our  hands  to  the  work  there. 

These  are  some  of  the  bright  hopes  of  the  congregation. 

But  on  the  other  hand  it  is  a  sad  fact  that  in  the  older  districts 
connected  with  this  place,  night  is  casting  its  shade.  This  is  espe- 
cially the  case  among  the  elder  members.  Superstition  and  fanaticib-m 
are  gaining  ground,  while  political  prejudices  cause  ill-feeling.'  In- 
deed, hatred,  strife,  and  evil  reports  against  each  other  were  at  one 
time  so  prevalent,  that  the  worst  consequences  were  to  be  dreaded. 

Among  the  sixteen  departures  from  this  life  there  were  some  whic]i 
were  marked  by  very  encouraging  circumstances. 

On  the  2nd  of  Angust  we  assembled  in  the  house  of  God,  grate- 
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fully  to  remember  wliat  the  Lord  had  done  for  this  congvegatum 
during  the  twenty-five  years  it  has  been  in  existence.  At  the  time 
when  the  church  at  Bel^bara  was  being  built,  our  congregation  at 
New  Hope  nobly  assisted  the  work  by  contributing  a  large  sum  of 
money.  As  it  happens  that  they  are  at  this  time  engaged  in  a  similar 
work,  it  was  agreed  that  we  should  try  to  help  them  in  return.  A 
collection  was  accordingly  made  for  this  purpose  at  the  jubilee 
meeting,  and  amounted  to  ^20. — E.  Weiss. 

Sprin^eld.-^There  has  been  during  the  year,  no  want  of  provi- 
sions, and  the  general  state  of  health  has  been  good.  The  numbers 
and  the  attention  at  the  services  have  been  on  the  whole  satisfactory, 
while  the  earnestness  and  zeal  of  some  of  our  people,  contrasting 
stoongly  with  the  lukewarmness  of  others,  proved  very  encouraging 
to  us. 

Several  backsliders  have  been  re-admitted  to  the  Church,  while, 
we  are  sorry  to  say,  not  a  few  had  to  be  excluded  for  gross  sins. 

Of  some  of  those  who  departed  this  life  we  have  reason  to  believe 
that  they  died  in  the  Lord. 

There  has  been  some  falling  off  in  the  contributions  for  Church 
and  missionary  purposes.  It  is  evident  that  many  of  the  people  in 
these  mountains  become  poorer  year  by  year.  This  is  in  a  great 
measure  owing  to  the  want  of  industry  and  care.  Some  of  the  young 
people,  especially,  work  only  by  fits  and  starts,  and  prefer  to  do  so  in 
large  companies,  where  plenty  of  rum  and  eatables  are  provided  for 
them. 

The  attendance  at  the  Sunday  and  day-schools  has  been  pretty 

food,  though,  considering  the  large  number  of  children  on  our 
ooks,  the  average  might  have  been  larger.  There  are,  however, 
some  parents  who  are  doing  their  beet  in  educating  and  training 
their  children,  and  we  hope  and  pray  their  number  may  increase. 

Kie  labours  of  our  Scripture-reader  have  continued  regular^ 
throughout  the  year,  and  not  without  success.  A  part  of  the  con- 
gregation have  manifested  a  cheering  degree  of  interest  in  this  good 

work. — L.  KlELDSEN. 

AsTiQVJL,  Si,  John^s.-^-IAttle  beyond  the  usual  occurrences  in  an 
established  congregation  has  transpired  in  our  midst  during  the  past 
year.  Towards  the  beginning,  a  tedious  fever  prevailed  in  the  con- 
gregation, which  greatly  lessened  the  attendance  upon  the  means  of 
grace,  as  there  was  scarcely  a  family  in  which  there  were  not  some 
sufferers  from  the  disease.  This  gradually  disappeared,  and  the 
general  health  continued  good  for  the  remainder  of  the  year. 

We  have  cause  for  thanksgiving  for  preservation  from  those  cala- 
mities which  have  visited  islands  near  us,  such  as  cholera,  yellow 
fever,  and  hurricane. 

There  has  been  an  improvement  in  the  attendance  on  the  means  of 
grace»  and  likewise  in  tne  pecuniary  contributions.  This  is  in  part 
owing  to  the  more  favourable  and  prosperous  season  through  which 
we  have  passed,  and  gives  renewed  evidence  that  th^re  is  a  wiUing 
spirit  in  the  congregation. 

The  spirit  evinced  at  the  speakings,  on  death-beds,  and  on  other 
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occasions,  has  shewn  that,  while  there  has  heen  no  special  manifesta- 
tion of  spiritual  life,  there  are  those  who  know  the  Lord  Jesus 
Christ,  and  love  Him  in  sinceritj  and  truth,  and  that  the  silent  in- 
fluences of  the  Holj  Ghost  have  made  the  preached  word  the  power 
of  Gk>d  unto  the  salvation  of  souls.  A  number  of  backsliders  have 
returned,  and  the  exclusions  have  been  comparatively  few. 

Still  there  is  cause  to  mourn  that  so  few  in  this  privileged  island 
are  bronght  under  the  power  of  the  gospel,  and  especiallj  that  so 
few  among  the  young  are  found  willing  to  come  forward  and  unite 
themselves  with  the  visible  Church  of  God.  The  numerous  allure- 
ments and  seductions  of  a  city  life,  and  the  restraint  exercised  on 
members  of  the  Brethren's  Church  are  such,  that  those  only  who  are 
in  earnest  are  willing  to  cast  in  their  lot  with  us. 

At  Piggott's,  a  number  of  young  persons  have  come  forward  and 
joined  the  candidates'  class,  and  a  more  willing  spirit  has  been  dis- 
played in  that  portion  of  the  congregation  towards  the  Missionary 
cause. 

Whilst,  therefore,  we  cannot  speak  of  any  great  things  being  done 
among  us,  we  have  reason  to  "  thank  Qt)d,  and  take  courage,"  know- 
ing that  "  in  due  season  we  shall  reap,  if  we  faint  not." — B.  EoHia. 

Five  Islands. — Just  a  year  has  elapsed  since  I  entered  on  my 
duties  as  assistant  minister  in  this  congregation.  And  I  must 
thankfully  say  that,  during  this  time,  our  gracious  God  has  afforded 
His  unworthy  servant  many  tokens  of  His  presence,  thus  cheering 
him  in  the  midst  of  trials  and  discouragements. 

The  intelligence  I  have  to  communicate  is  of  a  varied  character. 
The  speakings  have,  on  the  whole,  been  satisfactory.  The  preaching 
of  the  gospel  has  not  been  altogether  in  vain,  and  the  Spirit  of  Gt}d 
appears  to  have  carried  home  the  truth  to  the  hearts  of  a  few  out 
of  the  many  who  live  in  utter  indifference  about  ^*  the  one  thing 
needful." 

As  many  as  forty  new  names  have  been  entered  on  our  list  during 
the  past  year,  and  these  new-comers  appear  earnest  in  making  use  of 
the  means  of  grace. 

It  is  pleasant  to  be  able  to  remark  that,  in  spite  of  the  hard  times 
and  the  deep  poverty  of  oiur  people.  Church- contributions  have  been 
willingly  paid,  and  that  the  Missionary  Association  has  not  fallen 
back  08  regards  the  number  of  subscribers  and  the  amount  collected. 

In  the  course  of  the  year  three  persons  were  received  into  Church 
fellowship,  and  seven  were  confirmed  and  admitted  to  the  Holy  Com- 
munion. 

The  attendance  at  the  Sunday-school  has  been  patisfactory.  The 
same  may  be  said  of  the  day-school,  though,  owing  to  the  hard  times, 
not  a  few  who  should  have  been  in  school  were  employed  in  picking 
cotton. 

During  Passion-week  it  was  particularly  pleasing  to  see  our  little 
building  filled  with  earnest  listeners  to  the  solemn  account  of  our 
Saviour's  last  days  on  earth.  The  Easter  services  were  a  season  of 
refreshing  from  the  presence  of  the  Lord. 

May  our  gracious  Saviour  continue  to  vouchsafe  His  blessing  upon 
the  word  preached  here,  causing  it  to  lead  to  the  salvation  of  souls, 
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and  thus  to  the  glory  of  His  name.  And  may  our  people's  sufferiDgs, 
arising  from  scarcity  of  money,  food,  and  wsAeT,  drive  them  closer  to 
the  Saviour,  and  cause  them  to  look  forward  more  earnestly  to  that 
world  above,  where  we  shall  be  free  from  sin,  and  want,  and  suffering.

Qreenhay, — The  services  and  ordinances  of  the  Church  have  been 
regularly  held  and  administered,  and  the  att^idance  on  all  occasions 
has  been  satis&ctory.  The  vear  has  been  a  prosperous  one  in  a 
temporal  point  of  view,  there  being  employment  found  for  every  one. 
Hence  our  people  were  enabled  to  supply  their  wants  to  some  extent, 
which  caused  an  improvement  in  the  attendance  on  the  Lord's  day. 

It  is  to  be  hoped  that,  if  the  people  obtain  ccmtinuous  employ- 
ment, they  wiU  emerge  from  the  state  of  indifference  caused  by 
want. 

Concerning  the  spiritual  state  of  the  congregation,  it  is  to  be 
regretted  that  there  is  so  little  decided  piety  manifested,  especially 
among  the  better-instructed,  namely  the  young,  who  have  received 
a  religious  education  in  our  schools.  These  are  regular  in  hearing 
the  word  ;  but  they  bring  forth  no  good  fruit,  and  they  are  unwill- 
ing to  join  the  Church,  from  fear  of  its  discipline.  We  feel  greatly 
encouraged,  however,  in  knowing  that  some  of  our  older  members 
atill  hold  £Eist  their  Christian  profession.  Several  persons  have  been 
received  and  re-admitted  in  the  course  of  the  year,  while  the  exclu- 
sions were  fewer  in  number  than  in  the  previous  twelvemonth. 

Our  earnest  prayer  is,  that  it  may  please  the  Lord  soon  to  pour 
out  His  Spirit  more  abundantly  upon  us,  and  to  quicken  us  in  the 
divine  life^or  His  name's  sake. — J .  A.  Bucklbt. 

(Troc^Ai^/.— Several  changes  have  taken  pla(^  among  ministers  and 
teachers.  Br.  J.  L.  Harvey,  having  been  called  to  St  Croix,  took 
leave  of  his  much-loved  congregation  on  the  11th  of  Pebruary,  after 
B  service  of  four  years,  marked,  we  believe,  by  much  blessing. 

Br.  Bomig,  being  in  a  weak  state  of  health,  took  temporary  charge 
of  the  congregation  previously  to  his  visit  to  America. 

In  April,  he  was  succeeded  by  Br.  Turner,  who  on  the  15th  met 
« large  congregation,  and  introduced  himself  by  preaching  on  Co- 
lossians  i.  2. 

In  June,  Br.  J.  Francis,  the  teacher,  removed  to  Basseterre  in  St. 
Kitt's,  in  pursuance  of  an  appointment  from  the  Mission  Board.  He 
was  succeeded  by  Br.  A.  Heath,  from  St.  Kitt's. 

We  entertained  serious  doubts  as  to  what  might  be  the  effects  of 
so  many  changes  in  one  year ;  but  the  results  have  dispersed  all  our 
fears.  Though  numbers  are  not  always  the  most  correct  proof  of 
success,  yet  they  do  afford  some  index  of  the  prosperity  of  a  congre- 
gation. We  have  to  report  an  increase  in  the  congregation  of  forty- 
seven,  and  in  the  Sunday-school  of  thirty-seven. 

The  infant-school  at  tne  station  has  been  united  with  the  juvenile 
school,  the  number  in  attendance  and  the  amounts  received  as  school- 
fees  not  warranting  their  being  kept  separate. 

The  services  of  the  Church  and  the  meetings  at  Sweet's,  as  well  as 
those  held  on  estates  and  in  the  villages,  have  been  well  attended, 
and  we  have  reason  to  believe  that  the  Lord  has  blessed  our  efforts. 
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In  oar  yisits  to  the  sick  and  dying  we  hare  been  elieercd  by  evidences 
that  the  seed  of  the  gospel  has  not  been  sown  in  vain. 

In  some  cases  a  long-followed  course  of  sin  has  been  voluntarily 
abandoned,  and  others  have  come  confcssiiit;  their  transgression,  and 
declaring  that  they  could  no  longer  live  without  Jesus. 

Forty  persons  have  been  admitted  tv>  the  cla^s  of  candidates, 
tw'enty-three  received  into  the  congregation,  and  eleven  admitted  to 
the  Lord's  Supper. 

Our  Missionary  Association,  which  shewed  signs  of  languishing  at 
the  beginning  of  the  year,  was  revived  by  a  few  words  of  encourage- 
ment in  a  missionary  prayer-meeting  held  in  May. 

But  we  have  had  our  trials  as  well  as  encouragements,  many  cases, 
requiring  Church  discipline  having  occurred. 

8ome  improvements  and  necessary  repairs  in  the  church  and  the 
organ  have  been  begun.  The  congregation  have  determined  by  their 
own  efforts  and  the  aid  of  kind  friends,  to  paint  the  church  and  to 
finish  what  was  begun  in  the  time  of  B.  C.  B.  Ellis. — J.  Turk£B. 

Chaeebay, ---The  attendance  upon  the  public  services  has,  upon 
the  whole,  been  of  an  encouraging  nature,  although  it  cannot  be 
denied  that  there  are  many  who  love  not  the  gates  of  Zion,  and  but  too 
plainly  evidence  this  by  their  carelessness  and  irregular  coming  to 
the  house  of  Gbd. 

A  young  woman  who  died  of  consumption,  though  Dot«a  person  of 
many  words,  gave  pleasing  proofs  that  she  had  not  received  the  grace 
of  God  in  vain.  8ne  said  she  was  not  afraid  to  die,  and  shewed  that 
she  knew  in  whom  she  had  believed,  and  that  the  blood  of  Calvary 
had  washed  away  her  sins.  • 

The  day  and  Sunday-schools  have  been  in  a  very  unsatisfactory 
state.  As  there  has  been  a  change  of  teachers  in  the  station-school, 
we  trust  improvement  will  soon  take  place. 

The  exclusions  were  chiefly  for  the  common  sins  of  these  islands, 
and  were  the  cause  of  much  sorrow. 

We  pray  that  our  Saviour  will  cause  His  blessing  to  rest  on  the 
efforts  of  those  appointed  to  labour  here,  and  that  He  will  graciously 
water  the  gospel-seed  which  has  been  sown  in  weakness. — G,  Schick. 

Cedar  Hall. — There  has  been  a  marked  improvement  in  the  attend- 
ance at  the  public  services  on  Lord's  Day,  as  also  in  the  attention 
paid  to  the  word  preached.  A  more  peaceable  spirit  has  also  been 
perceptible  among  our  people,  so  that  quarrels  have  been  much 
fewer  than  during  the  previous  year.  At  the  speakings  many  have 
given  utterance  to  expressions  of  an  encouraging  character. 

Yet  the  coldness  and  apathy  manifested  by  numbers,  of  whom  we 
might  reasonably  hope  better  things,  at  times  cast  down  the  spirits 
of  the  labourers,  so  that  they  are  ready  to  ask  the  question,  **  Can 
these  dry  bones  live  ?*'  Yet  they  desire  to  labour  on  in  hope,  as  all 
things  are  possible  with  Gt)d. 

At  the  commencement  of  the  year  a  goodly  number  came  forward 
to  have  their  names  set  down  as  candidates;  but  alas,  many  caine 
only  two  or  three  times  and  have  since  relapsed  and  gone  back  to 
the  world.  One  of  the  helpers  had  to  be  excluded  under  very  pain- 
ful circnmstances ;  but  there  is  reason  to  hope  that  he  found  peace 
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before  he  was  called  hence.  He  sent  for  the  miDister  and  confessed 
his  sin,  and  a  few  days  after  was  numbered  with  the  departed — we 
hope,  to  be  "  with  Christ,  which  is  far  better."  Another,  an  old 
patriarch,  who  had  for  almost  eight  years  been  confined  to  the  house, 
at  length  found  a  happy  release  from  his  sufferings,  and  is  now  with 
his  Saviour.  Of  all  our  helpers  none  exercised  a  more  extensive  or 
more  beneficial  influence  than  old  J.  S.  It  always  did  one's  heart 
good  to  visit  him.  As  we  committed  his  body  to  the  earth,  we  coold 
with  assurance  sing,  "  Happy  soul,  thy  days  are  ended,"  &c.  Stand- 
ing by  his  coffin  in  the  church  was  another,  that  of  a  poor  woman 
who  had  been  murdered  the  day  before  by  another  woman  with  whom 
her  husband  was  carrying  on  sinful  intercourse.  The  two  women 
met  on  the  public  road,  and  the  ono  stabbed  the  other  to  the  heart 
with  a  knife  which  she  had  in  her  hand  ready  for  the  purpose.  The 
sight  of  the  two  coffins,  together  with  the  contrast  between  the  two 
individuals  as  regarded  their  death,  excited  mournful  feelings. 

The  attendance  at  the  day-schools  has  been  better  than  in  1865. 
The  Sunday-schools  have  not  been  so  satisfactory,  for  whilst  there 
has  been  a  manifest  improvement  in  the  discipline  and  general  con- 
duct, the  numbers  have  not  increased.  This  is  owing  partly  to  want 
of  clothing  and  partly  to  the  ungodly  spirit  prevailing  among  the 
young  people  in  this  island.  The  amount  of  religious  knowledge  here 
IS  very  small,  and  it  is  with  some  difficulty  that  we  get  a  supply  of 
teachers  for  the  Sunday-schools. 

The  speakings  have  been  pretty  well  attended,  and,  as  we  would 
hope,  with  blessing.  Some  of  our  members  keep  to  the  old  custom  of 
coming  to  every  celebration  of  the  Communion. 

Upon  the  whole  we  have  reason  to  thank  the  Lord  and  take 
courage. — W.  Mumfoed. 

Newfield, — During  the  past  year  our  people  have  suffered  much 
from  the  excessive  deamess  of  provisions  and  the  high  price  of 
clothing.  Scarcity  of  labour  has  added  to  their  distress.  Some  go  as 
far  as  St.  John's,  a  distance  of  twelve  miles,  and  seek  employment  at 
the  water- works. 

The  public  services  have  been  pretty  well  attended.  Some  of  our 
members  would  come,  but  cannot,  for  want  of  clothing ;  others  ven- 
ture out  at  night  when  darkness  helps  to  conceal  the  imperfect  state 
of  their  dress.  With  the  assistance  of  kind  friends  at  home  we  have 
clothed  some,  and  hope  soon  to  help  more. 

Our  adult  Sunday-school  is  not  in  a  flourishing  state,  as  many 
seem  to  think  that  their  attendance  would  be  an  acknowledgment  of 
their  ignorance,  which  they  are  anxious  to  conceal.  They  too  fre- 
quently lack  that  hungering  and  thirsting  after  righteousness  which 
the  Holy  Spirit  alone  con  beget  in  them.  The  juvenile  Sunday- 
school  is  more  encouraging,  and  the  day*school  is  in  a  pleasing  state, 
as  regards  the  attendance  and  progress  of  the  scholars. 

Cottage-meetings  have  been  maintained  with  the  efficient  aid  of 
the  day-school  teacher,  and  have  been  a  means  of  blessing  to  many, 
especially  such  as  are  too  infirm  to  attend  the  church-services.

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Lebanon. — With  respect  to  the  spiritual  condition  of  this  congre- 
gation there  is  nothing  pecuh'ar  to  communicate.  The  ardent  desire 
for  the  effusion  of  the  Divine  Spirit  among  the  people,  for  which  very 
earnest  supplications  are  made  at  the  prayer-meeting  every  Sunday 
morning,  has  not  yet  been  realized  in  any  signal  manner.  The 
outward  manifestations  of  many  painfully  demonstrate,  that  they 
are  still  unrenewed  in  heart,  and  require  the  gospel  to  be  preached 
to  them  with  unremitting  exertion  and  in  humble  dependejice  on 
Him  who  hath  said,  "Not  by  might,  nor  by  power,  but  by  my 
Spirit.**  At  the  same  time,  it  may  be  gratefully  stated  that  the  seed 
has  not  been  altogether  without  filing  on  good  ground  ;  hence  there 
are  those  who  give  cheering  evidence  that  they  are  living  Christians. 
With  regard  to  special  events,  it  is  a  matter  of  regret  to  notice  the 
exclusion  of  several  who,  in  spite  of  their  early  religious  training, 
have  fallen  a  prey  to  superstition. 

The  instability  of  the  young  people  in  connection  with  the  Church 
cannot  be  referred  to  but  with  feelings  of  mingled  sorrow  and 
anxiety.  There  are  also  those  who  belong  to  no  Church,  and  who  are 
so  held  in  bondage  by  fleshly  lusts  that  at  present  little  or  no  hope 
can  be  entei'tained  of  their  seeking  religion. 

With  respect  to  the  attendance  at  church  on  Sundays,  it  may  be 
said  that  the  auditories  are  generally  larger  in  the  evening  than  in 
the  morning.  The  cause  is  that  many  of  the  people  are  stiU  very 
much  straitened  in  their  means,  and,  being  unable  to  make  a  decent 
appearance,  prefer  the  former  time.  The  village  in  which  this  church 
is  situated  contains  about  1100  inhabitants,  the  majority  of  whom 
belong  to  no  Church.  Many  of  these  are  to  bo  found  at  the  public 
services  here,  who,  but  for  the  convenience  thus  presented,  would 
hardly  ever  be  seen  in  a  place  of  worship. 

On  the  whole,  it  is  evident  that  eft'orts  are  stiU  required  to  be 
made  in  every  way  to  counteract  the  sad  effects  which  poverty  and 
spiritual  supineness  on  the  one  hand,  and  utter  ungodliness  on  the 
other,  are  calculated  to  have  on  the  cause. 

The  day  and  Sunday-schools,  though  much  improved,  are  still  far 
from  satisfactory.  The  attendance  at  both  is  very  fluctuating,  and 
is  a  cause  of  much  anxiety.  It  is,  however,  believed  that  the  exigencies 
of  the  times  occasionally  necessitate  the  labour  in  which  the  children 
are  seen  engaged  on  the  adjacent  estates,  with  a  view  of  aiding  in 
their  own  support.  May  the  Lord  remember  for  good  His  work  in 
this  island,  and  soon  grant  to  His  servants  the  privilege  of  seeing  it 
revive. — P.  Malone. 

Oracefield, — All  our  services  in  the  church  have  been  well  attended. 
At  our  fifteen  preaching- places  we  have  also  had  good  auditories,  as 
well  as  many  proofs  that  the  word  of  life  has  not  been  proclaimed  in 
vain. 

The  schools  have  been  prosperous  on  the  whole,  although  the 
Sunday-school  is  somewhat  less  in  number  than  last  year.  This  is 
accounted  for  by  the  carelessness  and  indifference  of  the  younger 
portion  of  the  congregation,  and  the  many  falls  among  them. 

Among  those  who  have  departed  this  life  was  an  aged  sister,  who 
might  be  called  the  mother  of  the  congregation.     She  was  its  oldest 
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member,  having  been  for  sixtj-two  years  a  communicant,  and  during 
nearly  tbe  whole  of  that  period  a  faithful  helper.  For  several  months 
before  her  decease  she  was  unable  to  attend  church,  being  exceedingly 
weak  in  consequence  of  Nckness  and  old  age.  I  paid  her  frequent  visits, 
and  always  found  her  in  a  happy  frame  of  mind,  resting  with  child- 
like confidence  on  the  finished  work  of  Jesus.  Upon  ordinary 
subjects  she  could  not  converse  rationally,  as  her  mind  wandered ; 
but,  when  her  blessed  Saviour  was  Bpo&en  o^  she  manifested  the 
liveliest  interest,  and  her  countenance  beamed  with  joy.  Her  end 
was  peace.  One  of  her  sons  and  two  of  her  grandsons  are  helpers  in 
the  congregation. 

We  have  had  some  painful  occurrences,  several  members  having 
fSEdlen  into  gross  sin. 

The  year  has  been  a  trying  one  in  temporals.  We  experienced  a 
very  severe  drought  during  the  greater  part  of  it,  and  the  conse- 
quent sufiering  was  more  severe  in  this  district  than  in  any  other 
part  of  the  island.  However,  we  are  thankful  to  say  that  the  contri- 
Dutions  of  the  people  have  not  fallen  off,  but  rather  increased.  To 
the  Lord's  name  alone  be  praise  and  glory !  —  J.  Thomas. 

BspoBT  of  the  Schools  in  Antigua  for  the  Tear  1866. 

DuRiiro  the  year  there  has  been  a  decided  improvement  in  the 
attendance  at  the  day-schools.  In  the  year  1865  the'total  number 
of  day-scholars  on  the  list  amounted  to  1428,  but  in  1866  the  number 
increased  to  1638,  the  average  attendance  being  1086.  This  was  in 
a  great  measure  owing  to  the  improved  circumstances  of  the  people, 
work  being  more  plentiful  and  clothing  cheaper.  The  parents  of  tbe 
children  have  manifested  their  willingness  to  assist  in  thct  education 
of  their  children  by  paying  school-fees  to  the  amount  of  £139.  13#, 
being  £32.  13s  lid  more  than  in  the  previous  year.  There  has 
also  been  a  decided  improvement  in  many  schools  as  regards  their 
efficiency,  and  the  scholars  in  many  of  the  juvenile  schools  have  made 
good  progress  in  their  education. 

We  regret  to  say  that  our  prospects  for  the  year  1867  are  again 
gloomy.  Early  lait  year  the  drought  set  in  again,  and  work  and 
provisions  are  again  becoming  scarce. 

The  following  are  the  returns  of  the  day-schools  for  1866  : — Total 
number  of  schools,  20;  male  teachers,  15;  female  teachers,  10; 
monitors,  00 ;  total  number  of  day-scholars,  1638 ;  average  attendance, 
1056. 

There  are  19  Sunday-schools  connected  with  the  IMission.  attended 
by  2137  scholars,  who  are  taught  by  260  Sunday-school  teachers. 
Of  these  schools  we  are  sorry  to  be  unable  to  report  so  favourably 
as  of  the  others.  The  number  of  young  people  and  children  attend- 
ing them  has  somewhat  decreased  in  the  past  year.  We  are, 
however,  getting  a  new  supply  of  teachers  in  some  schools,  and  the 
result  of  their  labours  is  already  manifest  in  the  successful  progress 
of  several  scholars  in  knowledge  of  the  Scriptures. 

If  it  should  please  the  Lord  to  remove  the  drought  which  has  so 
impoverished  the  land  for  the  last  three  or  four  years,  we  do  not 
doubt  that  the  attendance  both  at  the  day  and  Sunday-schools  would 
greatly  increase.—  G.  W.  Westebby. 
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Barbados.  Sharon.  —  Since  the  month  of  Marcli,  when  Br. 
M*Dowell  left  for  Tobago,  Br.  Edghill  had  sole  char^  of  this  con- 
gregation, and  thus  a  considerable  saving  of  expenditure  has  been 
effected.  In  addition  to  this,  there  came  the  care  for  the  flock  at 
Bridgetown,  which  devolved  upon  Br.  E.  for  the  greater  part  of  the 
past  year.  It  would  not  have  been  possible  for  him  to  attend  to  the 
two  congregations,  but  for  the  valuable  assistance  rendered  him  by 
his  son,  and  a  lay  member  of  the  Bridgetown  congregation, 
as  also  of  the  schoolmaster  there.  The  visits  to  our  members 
have  not  been  paid  as  regularly  and  systematically  as  usual  in 
consequence  of  the  additional  labours  devolving  on  the  minister  of 
Sharon. 

That  the  Lord  has  graciously  preserved  us  in  healbh  during  this  time 
of  trial  and  anxiety,  when  body  and  mind  seemed  to  be  3rielding 
under  the  heavy  pressure  of  duties,  is  a  matter  of  heartfelt  gratitude 
to  Him.  He  watched  over  His  work  and  strengthened  His  fainting 
servants,  and  thus  answered  many  prayers  offered  by  us  and  on  our 
behalf. 

Though  the  cholera  has  made  its  appearance  in  some  West  India 
islands,  and  appeared  to  be  a{)proaching  us  from  Guadaloupe,  we 
have  thus  far  oeen  most  mercifully  preserved.  For  many  months 
we  have  had  very  seasonable  weather :  the  heavy  rains  during  th^ 
last  quarter  of  the  year  awakened  some  apprehensions  of  disaster 
from  floods  in  some  parts  of  the  island,  but  very  little  harm  was  done. 
The  rainy  weather  did,  however,  tell  not  a  little  on  the  attendance  at 
our  schools :  indeed  the  numbers  in  these  .have  been  smaller  than 
usual  all  through  the  vear.  The  heavy  rain  also  affected  the  attend-^ 
ance  at  chapel  in  the  last  months  of  the  year. 

Early  in  the  vear  we  were  permitted  to  complete  the  erection  ot 
and  open  for  school  and  church  purposes  a  very  nioe  and  substantial 
building  as  a  memorial  of  the  Centenary  Jubilee,  which  we  celebrated 
last  year.  The  school  now  held  here  numbers  about  60  scholars. 
Public  service  is  held  in  it  every  Friday  evening  and  Sunday  afber^ 
noon. 

Our  promising  station  at  Dunscombe  has  suffered  not  a  little  for 
want  of  the  wonted  attention,  which  we  could  not  devote  to  it, 
circumstanced  as  we  were.  The  teacher  at  the  school  has  been  faith- 
ful and  zealous. 

Few  things  would  be  more  satisfactory  to  us  than  to  be  able  to 
state  that  our  congregations  are  self-supporting.  But  at  present  we 
do  not  see  a  prospect  of  this  on  account  of  our  small  numbers,  and 
the  poverty  of  the  majority  of  our  members.  We  regret  to  have  ta 
observe  unwillingness  on  the  part  of  some  to  contribute  anything  in 
support  of  the  work. 

We  close  the  year  with  unfeigned  thankfulness  to  the  Saviour  for 
His  unbounded  love  and  mercy  manifested  in  many  ways  and  under 
trying  circumstances,  and  with  the  firm  confidence  that  He  who  has 
hitherto  graciously  vouchsafed  His  aid,  will  continue  to  be  our  stay 
and  support  and  guide.  ~  J.  Y.  Edohixl. 

Bbidoetowk. — ^The  report  from  this  congregation  must  necessarily 
be  brief.    In  April,  Br.  and  Sr.  Niebert  removed  to  Mount  Tabor  to 
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succeed  Br.  and  Sr.  Dehm,  who  had  left  for  Germany.  From  the 
24th  of  July  to  the  end  of  the  year  this  congregation  was  served  by 
Br.  and  Sr.  Edghill  of  Sharon,  as  regards  the  holding  of  the  public 
services  and  congregation  meetings,  with  such  help  as  could  be  ob- 
tained from  the  Bm.  Berkley  and  AUeyne  of  this  congregation,  and 
Br.  Edghill's  son. 

The  Sunday-school  has  been  small  in  numbers,  partly  no  doubt 
for  want  of  a  resident  minister  to  care  for  it.  The  day-school 
kept  up  its  numbers  during  the  rainy  season  better  than  many 
others. 

The  Missionary  meeting,  at  which  the  Attorney- General  presided, 
was  well  attended,  and  of  an  encouraging  character,  though  the 
weather  was  very  unfavourable. 

Much  sickness  prevailed  during  the  last  quarter  of  the  year,  but 
the  mortality  was  not  very  great. 

Mount  Tabor, — "We  have  much  to  be  thankful  for  in  the  year  just 
passed.  The  island  has  not  yet  returned  to  its  former  condition  of 
prosperity,  but  the  people  are  in  a  great  measure  relieved  from  the 
pinching  want  which  they  had  to  experience  not  long  ago.  Wo  have 
enjoyed  fruitl^l  seasons  and  a  merciful  preservation  from  sad  disas- 
ters,  from  which  our  brethren  and  sisters  in  other  parts  of  the  world 
have  suffered,  for  whom  our  sympathies  were  drawn  forth. 

Br.  and  Sr.  Dehm  left  for  Europe  on  the  23rd  of  April,  and  Br. 
and  Sr.  Niebert  came  to  take  charge  of  this  congregation.  Our  work 
has  gone  on  much  as  usual,  giving  us  little  matter  for  report.  The 
attendance  at  the  evening  services  has  decidedly  improved. 

The  schools  have  gone  on  satisfactorily,  though  we  should  be  glad 
to  see  a  still  larger  attendance  at  the  day-school.  The  Government 
Examination  was  held  by  the  School  Inspector  in  September,  and 
was  attended  by  ninety-seven  children.  We  hope  the  results  will  be 
greater  the  next  time  the  examination  is  held.  The  average  attend- 
ance at  the  infant-school  has  been  seventy. 

The  school  at  Blackman's  Estate  has  improved  in  numbers,  and 
the  people  there  and  on  the  neighbouring  estates  seem  to  value  the 
meetings  which  are  held  there  on  Thursday  evenings  in  the  school- 
house. 

Clifton  Hill. — The  attendance  at  the  public  services  has  improved 
during  the  year.  Some  of  the  candidates  come  regularly  to  cnurch, 
but  not  to  speaking :  they  seem  to  have  no  real  desire  to  be  advanced 
to  full  membership  as  communicants,  preferring  the  pursuit  of  worldly 
pleasures  without  the  unpleasantness  of  restraint  of  any  kind. 

In  August  we  sustained  a  sad  loss  by  the  death  of  our  teacher,  Br. 
Joseph  Jones,  whose  illness  only  lasted  for  one  day.  He  was  very 
active  and  faithful.  For  the  present  we  have  engaged  the  services  of 
a  man  whose  family  resides  eight  miles  from  here, — a  circumstance 
which  naturally  seriously  affects  his  usefulness  as  a  teacher. 

Among  those  who  departed  in  the  faith  was  a  communicant  sister, 
who  had  gone  through  many  trials  in  her  day.  In  the  d&js  of 
slavery  her  only  children,  two  boys,  were  torn  from  her  and  sold  to 
other  islands  and  she  never  again  heard  of  them.     For  the  last  ten 
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years  of  her  life  she  was  entirely  dependent  on  the  charity  of  others  ; 
but  it  was  often  very  edifying  to  hear  her  speak  of  the  Saviour's 
love  to  her,  and  witness  her  strong  confidence  in  Him. 

The  communicant  brother  J.  L.  also  departed  this  life.  For  twenty 
years  he  had  had  no  use  of  his  feet,  and  had  to  walk  on  his  knees, 
and  was  unable  to  go  to  church,  until,  about  eight  years  ago,  a  friend 
made  him  a  present  of  an  ass.  From  that  time  it  was  his  delight  to 
attend  most  faithfully,  and  he  was  soon  admitted  to  communion.  It 
was  a  pitiful  sight  to  see  the  poor  man  creep  into  church  and  with 
his  hands  swing  himself  into  a  seat,  but  beautiful  to  witness  his  eager- 
ness to  catch  every  word  from  the  speaker.  He  was  to  his  last  breath 
a  bright  light  in  his  family,  in  which  darkness  reigned. 

The  attendance  at  our  schools  has  not  been  as  good  as  we  should 
have  liked  to  see  it. 

Tobago,  Montgomery, — Another  year  of  grace  has  passed,  and  we 
cannot  do  otherwise  than  look  back  with  gratitude  for  the  many 
undeserved  mercies  we  enjoyed.  The  work  has  not  stood  still,  but 
has  made  progress,  though  not  as  much  as  we  could  wish.  The  times 
have  not  yet  mended  so  much  as  to  replace  us  in  the  position  occupied 
in  former  years.  However,  our  trust  is  in  Him  who  is  the  same 
yesterday,  and  to-day,  and  for  ever. 

Though  the  latter  part  of  the  year,  from  the  end  of  May  onwards, 
was  unusually  wet,  we  have  always  been  able  to  hold  Divine  service 
on  the  Lord's-days.  But  the  evening  meetings  could  not  be  held 
sometimes  on  account  of  the  heavy  rain. 

The  attendance  at  church  has  been  encouraging  throughout  the 
year,  but  not  so  that  at  the  Sunday  and  day-schools.  Some  of  the 
children  are  taken  by  their  parents  to  work  in  the  fields,  and  others 
are  kept  back  by  the  want  of  clothing,  as  has  been  the  case  for  the 
last  three  years. 

We  cannot  rejoice  in  having  a  goodly  number  of  regular  sub- 
scribers towards  the  missionary  cause,  but  the  half-yearly  missionary 
lovefeasts  were  pretty  well  attended,  and  passed  off  pleasantly,  and, 
as  we  trust,  not  without  a  blessing. 

The  eight  weekly  individual  speakings  were  prettjy  well  attended 
throughout  the  year. 

It  was  again  needful  to  exclude  many  members  of  the  congrega- 
tion who  had  fallen  into  sin  or  separated  themselves  from  us.  Ninety- 
nine  new  people  came  to  have  their  names  entered  in  oiu*  lists. 

As  to  the  young  people,  especially  those  who  are  practically  not 
connected  with  any  Church,  we  cannot  but  look  upon  them  with 
grief  on  account  of  their  carelessness,  lightmindedness,  and  unbridled 
vice,  by  which  a  very  bad  influence  is  exercised  on  them. 

But  we  must  not  forget  to  state,  that  there  are  many  of  our  mem- 
bers who,  by  faith  in  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  continue,  as  far  as  we 
can  observe,  to  live  righteously,  soberly,  and  godly,  and  to  keep 
themselves  unspotted  from  the  world. — J.  L.  Hasting. 

Respecting  Spring  Garden,  an  out-post  of  Montgomery,  the  as- 
sistant missionary,  Br.  J.  J.  McDowell,  who  is  stationed  there, 
remarks ;  The  Lord  has  been  pleased  to  bless  us  with  His  favour  in 
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bringing  out  many  careless  persons  of  our  neighbourhood  to  the 
means  of  grace,  is  that  the  attendance  at  the  Sunday  morning  and 
evening  services  is  encouraging.  Our  members  prize  their  privileges, 
and  shew  a  lively  interest  m  the  prosperity  oi  the  place.  On  the 
23rd  of  October  we  committed  to  the  grave  the  body  of  the  late 
Sister  M.  A.  E.,  who  was  for  many  years  a  member  of  Montgomery 
congregation,  but  in  her  increasing  infirmity  had  been  removed  to  be 
with  her  relatives  in  this  vicinity.  Could  those  Brethren,  who  first 
taught  her  of  the  Lord  Jesus,  have  been  near  and  seen  for  them- 
selves her  lively  hope  and  never-failing  confidence  they  would  cer- 
tainly have  glorified  G-od.  But  she  ha^  joined  some  of  her  pastors 
who  nave  gone  before.  Perhaps  they  often  wept  over  her ;  but  now 
they  rejoice  together  and  praise  the  Lamb. 

Moriah, — Endeavours  have  been  made  through  another  twelve- 
month to  preach  the  word  of  Q-od ;  but  the  amount  of  success  ^e 
are  not  able  to  state.  However,  God  says  that  His  word  shall  not 
return  to  Him  void,  and  we  have  occasional  proofs  that  the  mis- 
sionary work  here  has  not  been  for  nought.  Among  these  we  may 
mention  the  departure  of  a  sister,  whose  last  words  were  "  Happy, 
happy !" 

The  usual  attendance  at  the  public  services  was  tolerably  good. 
The  Sunday-schools  were  rather  lower  in  number  than  in  the  pre- 
vious year ;  but  the  numbers  of  the  day-school  were  much  larger. 
The  examination  of  the  latter  on  the  22na  of  December  was  attended 
with  satisfactory  results. 

We  regret  having  found  it  requisite  to  bring  our  godly  discipline 
to  bear  upon  some  of  our  middle-aged  and  young  people  on  account 
of  gross  sm. 

Death  has  been  with  unusual  frequency  in  the  houses  of  our 
members,  a  larger  number  than  ordinary  having  exchanged  time  for 
eternity. 

The  receipts  from  the  Missionary  Association  have  increased,  but 
the  Church  contributions  have  consideraly  diminished. — 'EL  Walsh. 


MOSQUITO  COAST. 

From  Br,  Lukdbero. 
(f^rom  the  Mitiiotu  BUii.J 

Bluefields,  January  9thy  1867. 

The  year  opens  with  causes  for  anxiety  on  behalf  of  our  work 
here ;  but  we  endeavour  to  cast  all  our  care  upon  Him  who  caretb 
for  us.  Deputies  from  Nicaragua  have  arrived  in  Greytown  to 
confer  with  the  British  Consul  concerning  the  Mosquito  Coast,  and 
it  is  generally  supposed  that  England  wiU  give  up  the  protectorate, 
but  nothing  certain  is  as  yet  made  known. 

We  had  a  happy  Christmas  season,  though  sorry  to  see  some 
young  people  engaged  in  the  dance,  instead  of  joining' us  in  worship. 
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ping  the  new-born  Saviour  of  the  world.  At  another  dance,  which 
was  held  on  the  last  night  of  the  old  year,  God  sent  a  solemn  warn- 
ing to  all  the  careless  and  lightminded.  A  young  man,  who  had 
been  excluded  from  our  church-fellowship,  died  auite  suddenly.  On 
the  2nd  of  January,  a  second  was  taken  suddenly  ill,  and  when  Br. 
Hoch  and  I  hurried  to  see  him,  we  found  him  dyins  with  every 
symptom  of  cholera  developed.  The  consternation  in  Bluefields  was 
great  indeed,  and  the  dancing  ceased  entirely.  We  hear  that  there 
have  been  cases  of  death  from  cholera  at  Greytown  too.  Our  mis- 
sion family  has  thus  far  been  most  graciously  preserved  from  all 
attacks  of  the  kind.  Our  meetings  for  special  prayer,  in  union  with 
fellow-Christians  throughout  the  world,  have  been  well  attended, 
and  we  trust,  not  without  a  blessing  for  some  hearts. 

In  a  few  weeks  we  hope  to  begin  the  erection  of  our  church,  as 
the  needful  supply  of  timber  has  arrived  from  America. 

"We  have  been  much  annoyed  of  late  by  the  bold  depredations  of 
leopards,  which  even  venture  to  come  into  the  yards  adjoining  the 
dwellings  in  search  of  booty.  They  have  killed  thirty  goats,  and 
several  pigs  and  calves.  Only  three  of  these  savage  beasts  have 
been  killed,  as  it  is  a  most  difficult  thing  to  pursue  them  in  the 
forests  on  account  of  the  numberless  stems  of  trees  blown  down  by 
the  late  hurricane,  which  lie  about  in  all  directions,  and  almost  debar 
progress  in  any  direction.  Our  good  dogs  have  probably  kept  the 
animals  away  from  our  quarters. 

Bluepields,  Jpril  12thy  1867. 
A  few  have  been  added  to  our  little  flock  since  last  I  wrote. 
This  took  place  in  the  morning  of  March  1st;  in  the  afternoon  we 
met  at  a  lovefeast  to  take  leave  of  Br.  and  Sr.  Hoch  and  family,  who 
have  received  a  new  appointment  in  the  West  Indies,  and  were  soon 
going  to  leave  for  their  new  post :  we  earnestly  commended  them 
to  the  guidance  and  protection  of  the  Good  Shepherd. 

On  the  13th,  the  first  post  of  the  new  churcn  was  driven  in,  and 
we  besought  the  Lord  to  grant  His  rich  and  abiding  blessing  on  the 
work  thus  commenced.  Since  that  time  rapid  progress  has  been 
made  with  the  erection  of  the  building,  under  the  superintendence 
of  Br.  Kandler,  and  it  promises  to  be  a  neat  and  airy  little  chapel. 
In  shape  it  somewhat  resembles  the  chapel  at  Fulneck  in  Yorkshure, 
having  a  little  steeple  over  the  middle  porch.  God  grant  we  may 
always  see  it  filled  with  souls  who  know  the  Lord,  or  such  as  long  to 
know  Him  and  become  His  people.  « 

On  the  day  following  I  accompanied  Br.  and  Sr.  Hoch  to  Grey- 
town.  On  our  way  an  accident  occurred  which,  but  for  the  help  of 
the  Lord,  might  have  resulted  in  the  loss  of  two  lives.  The  *'  Mes- 
senger" is  so  small  that  there  is  barely  a  space  of  eighteen  inches  ^or 
passing  on  either  side  of  the  raised  root  of  the  cabin,  and  I  was 
handing  one  of  the  children  to  the  captain  to  give  her  to  Br.  Hoch, 
who  was  in  the  Cabin,  when  the  vessel  lurched  violently  to  one  side, 
and  the  child  and  the  captain  were  precipitated  into  the  sea.  The 
boat  was  proceeding  at  a  rapid  rate  under  full  sails,  and  before  we 
could  stop  her  we  were  at  a  considerable  distance  from  them.  Two 
men  leaped  into  the  stnall  boat  astern,  and  at  length  succeeded  in 
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rescuing  both  from  the  watery  grave  which  seemed  imminent.  The 
captain  was  much  exhausted  with  the  exertion  of  swimming  in  the 
rough  sea  while  supporting  the  child ;  the  hitter  was  running  about 
in  two  hours'  time  as  if  nothing  had  happened.  As  soon  as  all  were 
safe  on  board  again,  y^  e  united  in  thanking  God  for  this  new  proof 
of  His  goodness  and  power.  If  we  knew  for  certain  that  our  work 
here  would  not  be  disturbed  in  consequence  of  political  events,  that 
now  seem  probable^  we  should  make  an  attempt  to  procure  a  larger 
vessel,  a  small  schooner  in  fact,  for  a  family  can  hardly  with  safety 
undertake  a  journey  of  any  distance  in  this  small  craft. 


AUSTRALIA. 

Fbok  Ehenezer  and  Ramahyuck  we  have  at  present  nothing  of  a 
striking  character  to  communicate.  The  work  continues  to  progress 
slowly,  but  with  evident  manifestation  of  God's  blessing  on  the 
labours  of  our  brethren.  The  letters  and  diary  of  the  brethren  in 
the  interior  of  this  continent  contain  much  that  is  very  interesting. 
The  exploratory  journey  referred  to  in  our  last  number  has  been 
accomplished,  and  a  spot  selected  as  the  centre  of  future  missionary 
work  in  that  district.  A  hut  has  been  erected  on  the  shore  of  one  of 
the  branches  of  Cooper's  Creek,  and  in  this  the  brethren  have  taken 
up  their  abode,  thanking  the  Lord  that  their  long  wanderings  have,  for 
the  present  at  least,  come  to  a  close.  They  have  already  commenced 
a  school  for  boys,  and  have  met  with  encouragement  in  this  work. 
We  would  earnestly  commend  these  brethren  and  their  interesting 
work  to  the  prayers  of  our  brethren  and  Christian  friends.  The 
condition  of  the  natives  is  most  deplorable,  and  the  position  of  the 
three  missionaries  attended  with  many  trying  features,  whifch  may 
well  call  forth  our  hearty  sympathy  and  fervent  intercessions.  May 
our  Saviour  richly  bless  them,  and  strengthen  them  in  their  labours 
for  the  spread  of  His  kingdom  in  these  dark  regions  of  the  earth !

Ebenezeb,  January  21st,  1867. 
As  regards  the  inner  condition  of  our  work,  I  must  admit  that  we 
have  cause  to  pray  for  a  new  effusion  of  the  Spirit  from  on  high 
Upon  our  dear  people,  so  that  such  as  have  put  on  Christ  may  more 
and  more  lay  aside  the  sins^  that  so  easily  beset  them  and  make  them 
slothful.  This  becomes  increasingly  clear,  the  more  we  urge  on  them 
that,  according  to  the  Scripture,  they  who  believe  in  Jesus  should 
be  careful  to  maintain  good  works.  A  tendency  to  indolence  and  sen- 
suality they  find  it  difficult  to  overcome.  In  such  circumstances  we 
must  be  thankful  if  we  find  them  ready  to  listen  to  admonition,  and 
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thankful  for  it.  The  Lord  who  has  compassion  on  human  infirmi- 
ties will  also  pity  the  weakness  of  this  race,  and  through  Him  they 
will  gain  the  victory.  Even  now,  I  can  truly  say  of  some  that  they 
grow  in  grace  and  the  knowledge  of  Jesus  Christ. 


From  Br.  A.  HABTMA^'N. 

Ebenezeb,  February  22nd,  1867. 

Of  late  I  have  been  busily  employed  with  the  erection  of  a  large 
windmill  for  irrigating  purposes,  to  take  the  place  of  the  former  one, 
which  was  partially  destroyed  by  a  violent  storm  some  time  since ; 
it  had  been  put  up  by  way  of  experiment,  and  had  proved  so  very 
useful  that  we  had  no  hesitation  in  renewing  the  apparatus  on  a 
larger  scale.  Without  this  means  of  regularly  supplying  water,  our 
garden  would  be  all  but  useless,  whereas  last  year  we  had  abundance 
of  produce,  water-melons,  apricots,  peaches,  grapes,  rock-melons,  and 
other  vegetables  and  fruits.  The  soil  here  is  poor,  and  requires  a 
good  deal  of  manure  and  water  to  make  it  at  all  productive.  Some 
of  our  people  are  going  to  buy  a  pump  for  their  own  gardens,  which 
lie  dose  to  the  water's  edge ;  this  they  will  be  able  to  work  with  their 
hands. 

As  regards  the  school,  there  is  nothing  particular  to  communicate; 
it  is  carried  on  dailv  and  the  attendance  is  good,  but  it  is  slow,  up- 
hill work  ;  very  little  progress  visible.  Still,  some  is  to  be  seen,  and 
we  are  thankful  for  it.  One  little  boy  has  mastered  the  difficulties 
of  simple  multiplication  very  fairly.  I  have  found  great  benefit  from 
the  use  of  a  dissected  alphabet ;  the  scholars  enjoy  the  work  of  com- 
posing words  with  the  separate  letters,  and  made  very  fair  progress 
m  spelling.  We  trust  that  a  good  number  will  ere  long  be  able  to 
reaa  Grod  s  word  for  themselves. 


From  Br.  F.  A.   Hagekaueb. 

Eamahtuck,  January  21*^,  1867. 

I  have  the  pleasure  to  state  that  Archy  was  baptized  on  Christmas 
Day,  which  season  was  of  a  solemnly  festal  character  to  us  all.  A 
great  number  of  blacks  were  here,  wno  behaved  very  decorously.  We 
were  pleased  to  see  several  of  our  neighbours  and  friends  present 
with  us,  so  that  our  little  church  was  tolerably  filled.  Archy  received 
the  name  Joseph,  which  he  ha4  selected  for  himself  May  our  faith- 
ful Lord  take  this  youthful  member  of  His  Church  under  His 
protection  and  keep  him  from  evil ! 

Some  time  must  still  pass  before  theother  candidates  can  be  baptized. 
Yet  we  entertain  the  confident  hope  that  the  Lord  will  change  their 
heart  and  lead  them  into  the  truth, 

One  of  the  candidates  for  baptism  has  for  some  time  been  at  work 
with  a  farmer  on  the  Mitchell  Eiver.  There  he  has  been  suddenly 
taken  ill,  and  his  recovery  is  doubtful.  Some  of  the  other  men  are 
gone  to  visit  him.  It  would  be  a  pity  if  this  young  man — only  twenty- 
four — were  to  die.  Yet  such  are  sometimes  the  ways  of  the  Lord,  and 
more  than  once' we  have  had  to  submit  to  similar  circumstances. 
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In  the  course  of  the  kst  month  nothing  remarkable  has  occurred^ 
though  the  number  of  persona  here  has  been  large  throughout. 

On  the  whole  one  can  rejoice  over  the  baptized,  though  much  re- 
mains to  be  desired.  The  meetings  are  tolerably  well  attended,  and 
Sundays  are  to  some  extent  observed,  all  the  people  appearing  washed 
and  tidy. 

The  improvement  in  the  school  is  certainly  not  such  as  I  could 
wish.  Sometimes  I  lose  my  patience,  which  certainly  does  no  good. 
Patience  and  perseverance  are  the  chief  requisites  in  such  a  mixed 
class. 

Our  esteemed  friend  Mr.  Campbell  has  laid  down  his  office  as  Con- 
vener of  the  Mission  Committee,  his  health  not  allowing  him  to 
continue  in  it  longer.  To  supply  hia  place,  our  dear  friend  and  brother 
in  the  Lord,  Mr.  Q-.  Mackie  ot  Melbourne  was  elected  by  the  Synod. 
This  gentleman  has  performed  tours  with  me,  and  helped  me  prac- 
tically and  by  his  counsel.  Hence,  we  have  full  confidence,  and  look 
for^'ard  with  pleasure  to  a  visit  from  him  in  the  course  of  a  few 
months.  Then  some  steps  will  be  taken  with  the  object  of  making 
the  land  more  profitable.     It  should  be  stocked  with  cattle  or  sheep. 

March  23rrf,  1867. 

I  am  sorry  to  have  to  report  that  I  have  been  disabled  from  work 
for  almost  a  full  month  by  a  return  of  my  complaint  in  the  throat, 
which  prevented  me  from  speaking :  all  meetings  as  well  as  school- 
keeping  has  had  to  be  given  up  for  a  time.  I  was  contemplating 
going  to  Melbourne  to  place  myself  in  regular  treatment  at  the 
hospital,  but  the  medicine  given  by  our  doctor  at  Sale  was  efficacious, 
and  I  am  thankful  to  be  feeling  tolerably  well  again  without  a  pro- 
longed absence  from  home. 

As  to  the  work  here,  I  am  glad  to  say  that  all  went  on  well  during 
my  illness;  it  was  often  pleasing  and  edifying  to  hear  our  young 
blacks  singing  hymns  and  praying  in  the  adjoining  room.  »£?veral 
blacks  have  recently  left  the  neighbourhood,  but  will  probably  return 
before  long. 

I  am  again  in  correspondence  with  friends  in  Western  Australia 
with  a  view  to  procuring  wives  for  our  young  men,  and  there  seems 
to  be  some  likelihood. 


From  Br.  Waldee. 

Lake  Hope,  January  5ik,  1867. 
Yesterday  evening  we  returned  thoroughly  tired  from  a  reconnoi- 
tring expedition  in  a  westerly  direction.  VVe  undertook  it  in  order  to 
examine  two  spots,  which  had  been  recommended  to  us  as  well  suited 
for  a  Mission-station,  because  they  have  a  large  number  of  blacks  in 
the  immediate  neighbourhood,  and  a  supply  of  "good"  water  which, 
as  far  as  could  be  ascertained,  "  never  fails/*  As  for  the  goodnest  of 
the  water  I  must  add,  that  Australian  settlers  call  that  good,  which 
would  be  styled  "bad,"  at  home,  and  what  is  called  "bad,"  would  be 
there  quite  beyond  drinking.  We  found  bothjplaces  deserving  of  the 
recommendation  they  had  received ;  the  one,  Kopperjunanna,  a  small 
lake,  five  miles  long  and  two  miles  broad,  lies  45  miles  to  the  west  of 
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Lake  Hope ;  the  other,  Kilalpaninna,  is  situated  about  eight  miles 
further  west,  a  somewhat  smaller  lake.  The  supply  of  water  comes 
from  Cooper's  Creek,  indeed  both  lakes  are  arms  of  the  Creek.  The 
bed  of  the  lakes  is  dry,  except  when  tropical  rains  descend  in  the  north ; 
here  and  there  it  is  deep  and  narrow,  but  generally  it  is  like  a  broad 
valley,  which  no  casual  observer  would  recognize  to  be  a  lake.  The 
soil  is  very  much  better  than  about  Lake  Hope,  it  is  sandy,  but  has 
far  more  firmness  and  consistency.  There  is  also  abundance  of  wood, 
and  plenty  of  stones,  the  latter  exceedingly  hard. 

There  is  another  place  about  50  miles  distant,  Krigendi  by  name,  a 
favourite  resort  of  the  blacks ;  but  there  oj^u  the  soil  is  composed  of 
drifting  sand,  and  no  wood  is  to  be  had  within  a  distance  of  eight  miles, 
and  all  provisions  would  have  to  be  taken  over  sand-hills  for  about  100 
miles.  The  difEculties  connected  with  a  station  at  the  real  Cooper's 
Creek  are  so  great  that  we  see  not  how  they  are  to  be  overcome  at  pre- 
sent. All  accounts  report  favourably  of  the  place  itself,  but  those  who 
have  been  there  state,  that  our  little  company  could  not  possiblv  exist 
there,  unless  we  were  supplied  with  some  sheep  or  cattle,  and  some 
camels  to  bring  us  provisions :  then  much  of  our  valuable  time  would 
be  taken  from  our  real  missionary  work  to  keep  up  the  necessary 
connection  with  Lake  Hope.  We  think  it  needful  for  the  present  to 
decide  on  one  of  the  two  spots  above-mentioned,  and  hope  that  when 
the  tree  will  once  have  taken  root  here,  it  may  extend  gradually 
northwards,  and  finally  reach  Cooper's  Creek. 

In  either  of  these  places  we  shall  have  as  neighbours  and  fellow- 
workers  the  Lutheran  missionaries,  who  have  recently  come  here  from 
Hermannsburg  at  the  request  of  the  German  Lutheran  Church  in 
South  Australia^  who  bear  the  expense  of  the  mission. 


From  Br.  C.   Krakeb. 

Lake  Hope,  January  7th,   1867. 

On  our  journey  to  Kopperamanna  we  have  had  terribly  hot  weather. 
About  250  blacks  were  met  with  during  our  absence  of  five  days,  the 
most  of  whom  seem  to  consider  that  district  as  their  home.  They 
were  glad  to  hear  that  we  had  come  to  live  with  them,  though  they 
cannot  understand  our  object  in  so  doin?.  Their  first  question  is, 
whether  the  waggons  are  coming  too,  thinking  that  these  contain 
tobacco  and  other  good  things  for  them. 

Since  the  affair  at  Perigundi,  in  which  one  white  man  was  murdered, 
thev  are  in  great  tear  and  dread  of  punishment ;  the  Lake  Hope  king 
could  not  be  persuaded  to  shake  hands  with  me  on  parting,  for  fear 
I  should  hold  him  fast  by  the  hand,  and  I  had  finally  to  throw  him 
the  piece  of  tobacco  I  wanted  to  place  in  his  hand.  I  tried  to  explain 
to  one  man  why  we  were  coming  among  then,  he  said :  *'  But  you  are 
not  bringing  the  whip  with  you,  are  you?**  I  was  able  to  appease 
his  anxiety  on  this  subject,  as  also  to  give  the  assurance  that  as  far  as 
we  were  concerned,  they  would  not  be  disturbed  in  their  possessions 
on  the  lake. 

There  is  abundance  of  grass  about  the  lake,  and  the  sight  of  the 
woods  was  most  refreshing  to  the  eye,  as  we  had  not  seen  anything

of  the  kind  since  we  left  Bungaree.  Even  if  we  bad  cattle  or  sheep 
here,  it  would  hardly  be  possible  to  make  the  station  self-supporting, 
as  the  transport  of  the  wool,  &c.,  to  Port  Augusta  and  Adelaide  would 
swallow  up  all  profits. 

We  had  five  policeiren  from  the  station  with  us,  and  their  presence 
was  evidently  not  at  all  welcome  to  the  blacks,  particularly  as  they 
knew  that  there  were  two  men  in  the  camp,  against  whom  warranto 
were  issued  for  being  concerned  in  the  Perigundi  murder.  While  I 
was  present  with  only  one  policeman,  they  were  very  friendly,  but  as 
soon  as  a  second  one  joined  lis,  they  indicated  to  us  tbat  they  would 
gladly  dispense  with  our  presence. 

KOPPEEAMANKA,  February  27th,  1867. 

On  the  24th  of  last  month  we  left  Lake  Hope  for  this  place, 
where  we  hope  to  have  a  resting-place  for  some  time  to  come.  We 
only  took  with  us  the  most  needful  articles,  and  were  accompanied 
by  a  married  couple,  Frank  and  Mary  Ann,  and  a  youth  called 
Napoleon ;  the  latter  had  carried  water  for  us  at  Lake  Hope,  and 
asked  to  go  with  us  in  order  to  learn  the  English  language,  of  which 
he  only  Imew  so  much  as  to  indicate  to  us  when  he  was  troubled 
with  hunger,  and  this  seemed  to  be  his  normal  condition.  All  his 
baggage  consisted  in  a  few  boomerangs  for  killing  small  birds,  snakes, 
and  rats,  and  he  had  no  clothing  of  any  kind ;  the  elder  couple  were 
partially  clothed  at  starting,  but  they  too  soon  laid  them  aside,  pre- 
ferring to  cany  them  under  their  arms  with  a  sort  of  travelling 
satchel  in  which  they  deposited  any  fish  they  might  take  on  the 
journey,  also  a  small  vessel,  which  did  the  service  of  bucket,  spade, 
and  dish,  as  occasion  required.  Mr.  Dean  of  Lake  Hope  kindly 
offered  to  convey  the  heavier  portion  of  our  luggage  for  some  miles 
on  his  ox-waggon,  for  which  we  were  most  thankful.  Our  horses 
were  scarcely  able  to  pull  our  light  vehicle  up  some  of  the  sand-hills 
— ^indeed,  we  were  obliged  to  halt  for  an  hour  at  one  such  spot,  as 
the  horses,  in  their  plunging  to  and  fro,  as  we  tried  to  get  them  for- 
ward, managed  to  break  some  parts  of  the  waggon  and  harness. 
Napoleon's  patience  had  reached  its  utmost  extent  here,  and  as  he 
found  that  we  lent  a  deaf  ear  to  his  continued  exclamation,  •'  Big  one 
hungry,"  he  set  off  to  return  to  Lake  Hope. 

Towards  evening  we  reached  Lake  Tipondana,  but  it  was  resolved 
to  continue  the  journey  some  eight  miles  further  in  the  night.  This 
we  accomplished,  but  with  great  difficulty,  as  our  poor  horses  could 
hardly  get  on  at  all,  having  been  for  fifteen  hours  without  food  and 
water,  and  with  hard  work  to  do.  The  next  day  but  little  progress 
was  made,  the  heat  being  very  intense,  and  the  exhaustion  of  man 
and  beast  very  great.  Before  we  could  start  on  the  26th,  Frank  had 
to  get  our  horses  for  us,  and  found  that  some  of  them  had  made  their 
way  for  a  considerable  distance  back  towards  Lake  Hope,  and  the 
most  valuable  one  was  in  a  morass,  from  which  he  could  not  be  extri- 
cated without  difficulty.  The  horses  were  so  overcome  with  thirst 
that  we  were  obliged  to  halt  several  times  during  the  short  day's 
journey  to  take  them  to  water. 
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At  oar  nexf  halting-place  we  remained  for  three  days,  partly  to  rest 
the  horses,  and  partly  to  make  an  inyestigation  of  the  <Hstnct,  especially 
as  regards  the  water-supply.  Br.  "Walder  undertook  this,  accompanied 
by  !EVank.  Meanwhile  we  rested  and  were  glad  to  introduce  a  little 
change  into  our  daily  fare  by  shooting  some  crested  pigeons,  which 
proved  excellent  eating. 

On  the  29th  we  continued  our  journey  along  the  north  side  of  the 
Creek  in  a  westerly  direction,  and  in  the  evening  reached  Wininnina, 
where  we  had  rested  on  our  former  exploratory  tour,  as  there  was  a  suf- 
ficiency of  good  water  for  the  horses.  The  natives  had  taken  a  different 
route,  but  arrived  at  the  same  time,  and  produced  the  result  of  their 
day's  hunting,  which  was  more  pleasing  to  them  than  to  us.  Amongst 
the  rest  we  were  not  a  little  startled  to  see  them  very  much  delighted 
by  the  possession  of  two  snakes,  each  about  six  feet  long,  which  crawled 
out  of  the  bundle  of  clothes  which  they  carried.  I  invited  myself  to 
their  repast,  when  the  snakes  were  cooked,  but  to  witness  the  opera- 
tion of  carving  was  almost  sufficient  effectually  to  rob  one  of  aU 
appetite.  Their  teeth  and  fingers  were  their  knife  and  fork,  and 
with  these  large  pieces  were  torn  and  bitten,  before  a  delicate  morsel 
was  procured  for  me,  which  I  found  more  pleasant  in  taste  than  I  had 
anticipated.  In  the  evening  we  again  halted  at  a  spot  with  which  we 
had  already  made  pleasant  acquaintance  on  our  short  tour  frotn  Lake 
Hope,  as  having  the  advantage  of  affording  abundance  of  grass  for 
our  horses.  The  camp  of  the  blacks  was  at  no  great  distance,  and  we 
soon  had  several  of  them  among  us,  who  were  very  troublesome  with 
their  unbounded  curiosity.  They  even  mounted  the  waggon,  and 
peered  in  all  comers  to  find  out  what  we  had  with  us.  By  nightfall, 
however,  they  had  retired  to  their  own  camp, — Frank  and  his  wife  going 
with  them,  as  we  acceded  to  their  request  to  sleep  in  the  camp. 

The  next  morning  we  started  in  good  time,  taking  with  us  Charley 
and  his  wife,  as  the  others  could  not  be  induced  to  accompany  us  any 
further,  and  in  the  evening  reached  this  place.  Here  we  at  once  toos 
possession  of  the  little  hut  of  branches,  which  had  formed  the  dwelling 
of  the  Hormannsburg  missionaries,  when  lately  reconnoitring  in  that 
neighbourhood.  Some  blacks  soon  approached,  after  signals  ot 
peaceful  intentions  had  been  exchanged  between  us  and  them :  among' 
them  were  two  boys  who  had  something  very  pleasing  about  them ,  and 
were  different  in  manners  from  the  others  ;  tney  offered  their  services,. 
and  expressed  their  thanks  for  anything  we  gave  them.  We  ^igaged 
them  to  do  a  variety  of  work,  such  as  iookmg  after  the  horses,  and 
fetching  water,  for  which  we  give  them  their  food.  But  of  this  ihej 
seem  to  get  little  benefit,  as  everything  appears  to  be  regarded  as 
eommon  property ;  whenever  a  meal-time  came,  there  were  always 
many  present  to  help  to  dispose  of  the  viands  we  supplied  to  our 
two  youths. 

"We  have  commenced  a  school  for  the  young  people,  and  have  been 
pleased  with  our  pupils :  their  number  has  been  nine  up  to  the  pre- 
sent time,  but  we  cannot  expect  to  keep  thenr,  unless  we  can  supply 
them  with  food  from  government  rations.  About  twenty  boys 
come  daily  to  us,  but  several  only  for  a  short  visit.  Among  the  two 
or  three  hundred  blades  whom  we  have  met,  we  have  only  seen  twa

infants,  from  which  we  are  inclined  to  fear  that  here  too  the  natives 
are  gradually  dying  out.  The  blacks  are  about  to  go  to  Fengundi 
to  attend  a  great  corroborree,  at  which  probably  our  position  here 
will  form  a  matter  of  discussion. 

On  the  8rd  of  this  month  we  had  a  visit  from  our  friends  at  Lake 
Hope,  who  succeeded  in  re-establishing  friendly  relations  with  the 
natives,  and  invited  them  to  return  to  the  place :  up  to  the  pre- 
sent time,  however,  they  are  still  here,  the  **  King's*'  son  working 
diligently  for  us  in  the  erection  of  our  temporary  dwelling. 


Extracts  from  the  Diabt  of  the  Brn,  Waldeb,  Krameb, 
and  Meissel. 

Jugmt  26M.  Sunday. — "We  attended  divine  service  in  the  church 
at  Bun^aree.  The  manager  of  the  station,  who  has  250  persons 
under  his  care,  invited  us  to  dinner.  We  saw  the  first  blacks  we 
have  met  with  on  a  journey  of  107  miles. 

21th, — We  set  off  with  three  carts  and  eight  horses.  Of  the  former 
one  belongs  to  Br.  Qt,  of  Bethel,  who  is  kindly  accompanying  us  for  a 
portion  of  our  long  journey.  We  trayelled  over  bad  roads,  but 
through  romantic  scenery  for  seventeen  miles,  to  the  Brougham 
river.  It  was  already  dark  when  we  camped.  As  there  was  no 
wood  in  that  locality,  we  had  to  beg  some. 

The  2^th  was  a  trying  d^.  The  river  had  to  be  crossed,  notwith- 
standing its  steep  banks.  With  great  difficulty  we  succeeded  in  doing 
this.  But  then  there  was  a  very  abrupt  hill  to  be  climbed,  and  on  the 
further  side  an  almost  equally  sudden  descent.  Others  of  a  similar 
character  followed,  so  that  we  only  advanced  about  five  miles.  We 
were  truly  sorry  for  the  poor  beasts,  but  could  not  do  better. 
On  our  arrival  at  Bundaleer  springs,  we  quickly  attended  to  our 
horses,  got  some  tea  ourselves,  and  lay  down  on  the  carts  to  get  a 
little  much-needed  rest.  But  we  were  soon  disturbed.  A  man  was 
brought  to  the  station  who  had  severely  injured  his  leg  at  a  neigh- 
bounng  creek.  We  were  called  to  examine  him,  and  gave  him  some 
medicine,  for  which  he  seemed  grateful. 

AuguH  the  29^A.— The  Single  Brethren's  Festival.  On  this  day 
two  years  ago  we  were  in  Plymouth  Harbour ;  last  year  we  were  at 
MacLaren  Vale ;  now  we  are  127  miles  north  of  Adelaide,  on  our 
long  journey  to  our  place  of  destination.  We  certainly  do  not 
appear  in  festal  guise,  but  look  like  very  dirty  carters. 

Septemher  the  Ist, — We  travelled  mteen  miles  across  the  plain. 
After  much  searching,  we  found  a  puddle  of  dirty  rain-water.  The 
horses  bathed  in  it,  and  we  were  obliged  to  take  from  it  the  water 
for  our  tea.  The  atmosphere  was  in  a  peculiar  state.  Before  us  we 
saw  what  appeared  to  be  a  lake,  in  which  the  shadows  of  fiie  trees  were 
reflected  in  as  perfect  forms  as  they  had  in  reality.  The  prospect 
behind  us  was  similar.  But  the  supposed  lake  disappeared  as  we 
approached  it.  Thus  another  week  is  closed  imder  the  Lord's 
blessing.    IlumkB  be  to  Him  for  His  aiding  grace ! 

On  the  2ndy  though  it  was  the  Lord's-day,  we  were  obliged  to  leave 
our  camps,  as  there  was  no  fodder  for  the  beasts.    We  only  went  as 
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far  as  a  creek  near  Cower  Pekina,  where  we  foimd  but  little  grass, 
though  it  was  better  in  quality.  A  sand-storm,  which  last^  for 
seyeral  hours,  and  the  unpleasantness  of  travelling  on  the  day  of  rest, 
rendered  our  joiumey  very  uncomfortable. 

The  3r<^  we  spent  near  the  creek  and  took  the  opportunity  to  bathe 
and  to  wash  our  linen  and  stockings.  The  scarcity  of  water  renders 
this  a  rather  unfrequent  luxury.  From  what  we  hear  on  the  two 
important  points  of  roads  and  fodder,  we  may  expect  many  trials. 

On  the  next  day  we  only  travelled  six  miles,  having  to  cross  a  very 
difficult  creek.  There  was  but  little  water  in  it,  and  its  bed  was  fuU 
of  bones  of  cattle,  horses,  and  sheep.  The  water  was  most  offensive, 
yet  we  were  obliged  to  use  it  for  making  tea  and  cooking.  After 
supper  we  joinea  in  singing  hjmns,  as  we  often  do. 

On  the  5th,  we  had  much  difficulty  and  lost  a  great  deal  of  time  in 
securing  the  horses  which  had  strayed.  Before  cooking  our  meat, 
we  had  to  clean  it  of  innumerable  maggots. 

We  proceeded  on  the  following  day  by  a  very  ragged  route  about 
eighteen  miles  northwards,  and  at  last  had  to  pass  the  night  at  a 
place  where  there  was  no  water.  The  country  presents  a  frightful 
aspect,  being  quite  bare  of  vegetation,  except  that  here  and  there 
a  stunted  tree  or  a  little  grass  may  be  seen.  The  flocks  belonging  to 
the  settlers  have  been  mostly  driven  northwards.  Hence  it  happens 
that  for  a  space  of  thirty  miles  at  a  time  we  see  neither  sheep,  oxen, 
nor  horses.  But  seldom  do  we  catch  sight  of  a  bird,  and  kangaroos 
and  wallabies  we  have  never  met  with. 

(N.B. — The  above  was  written  on  my  knees,  amidst  the  interrup- 
tion caused  by  numberless  flies.) 

September  Sth. — Last  ni^ht  was  piercingly  cold.  "We  are  now 
passmg  a  range  of  hills,  which  from  a  comparison  with  heights  well 
known  to  us,  we  think  cannot  be  less  than  2700  feet  above  the  level 
of  the  sea.  We  are  now  near  Yadnaloo,  a  station  at  about  82**  30' 
south  latitude  and  139*"  east  longitude,  and  nearly  240  miles  north 
of  Adelaide. 

On  the  lOthf  we  reached  a  spring  near  the  deserted  hut  of  a  shep- 
herd. There  was  also  good  grass  for  the  horses.  Here  one  learns 
properly  to  understand  many  of  the  allusions  to  wells,  springs,  &o.^ 
which  we  meet  with  in  the  Old  Testament. 

11/A.— At  Warwick,  a  friendly  lady  came  to  us  with  a  little  child. 
She  begged  earnestly  that  we  would  give  her  a  Bible  and  baptize  her 
little  one.  After  some  conversation,  we  did  as  she  requested.  We 
were  afterwards  asked  to  dinner,  and  at  parting  received  the  present 
of  a  joint  of  meat. 

ifovember  Uth. — The  drover  from  Manuwaukenina  and  I  left 
Blanchewater  in  the  afternoon,  and  travelled  eighteen  or  twenty 
miles  before  nightfall,  but  there  we  lost  the  track  of  the  camels,  and 
had  to  halt  for  the  night. 

IQth. — At  length  we  have  reached  Manuwaukenina,  sixty  miles  from 
Petermorrow,  and  double  that  distance  from  ParaUana,  where  the 
Bm.  Walder  and  Kramer  are  at  present,  having  returned  to  fetch  one 
of  our  waggons,  which  we  had  been  obliged  to  leave  there  for  a  time. 
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The  road  lately  hraversed  is  a  sandy  desert,  the  wheels  of  our  cart 
sink  deep  in,  and  the  poor  horses  are  soon  overdone  with  fati^e. 
Ten  blacks  are  here  at  present,  in  a  state  of  almost  complete  nudity. 
The  women  have  long  portions  of  the  bones  of  pelicans*  legs  fixed 
through  their  noses,  ana  seem  to  regard  them  as  a  great  ornament. 

19M. — Tried  to  learn  some  words  £rom  the  natives,  and  conversed 
with  them  in  very  broken  English  about  the  purpose  of  our  coming 
among  them,  witn  which  they  were  pleased.  I  also  read  a  portion 
of  Scripture,  and  tried  to  explain  it  to  them. 

2!U^.~-A  heavy  thunder-storm  passed  over  the  place,  doing  a  con- 
siderable amount  of  damage,  tearmg  away  the  roof  and  thus  endan- 
gering our  lives ;  some  heavy  iron  plates  were  carried  100  yards  from 
the  house  of  which  they  formed  the  roof.  Had  they  reached  the  hut  in 
wUdi  I  was,  my  life  would  have  been  in  danger.  The  rain  descended 
in  torrents  for  li  hours,  which  was  a  great  boon,  as  the  adjoining 
water-supply  was  so  far  exhausted  that  in  a  few  weeks'  time  the 
settlers  would  have  had  to  fetch  it  from  a  distance.  This  was  the 
first  fall  of  rain  since  January,  and  it  is  now  sufficient  for  a  whole 
year.  In  the  house  the  water  stood  in  a  pool,  but  at  the  same  time 
the  heat  was  so  great  as  to  spoil  the  meat,  milk,  and  other  provisions. 

23rJ.— The  Brn.  W.  and  K.  arrived  from  Parallana.  In  the 
evening  Mr.  Buttfield,  the  "  Protector  of  Aborigines"  in  this  district, 
preached  to  the  small  company  here. 

28ih. — The  heat  is  so  overpowering  that  we  could  scarcely  move 
about,  123''  in  the  sun,  QG""  in  our  room ;  still  we  were  exposed  to 
it  in  following  four  of  oiu*  horses,  whose  straying  away  has  delayed 
us  for  more  than  a  day  on  our  journey. 

29th. — Messrs.  Hock  and  Dean,  of  Lake  Hope,  have  most  kindly 
helped  us  by  sending  a  team  of  six  horses  to  draw  with  ours  over 
the  heavy  sandy  road.  After  travelling  a  few  hours,  the  horses 
which  I  drove  in  the  spring-cart  could  draw  it  no  longer,  so  that  we 
had  to  unload  it,  and  leave  it  on  the  spot,  taking  the  horses  to  hdp 
with  the  other  vehicles.  Some  pools  of  water  were  still  lefb  from  the 
last  rain,  for  which  we  were  truly  thankful  Within  the  last  week, 
the  grass  has  grown  to  a  height  of  4 — 10  inches.  Hardly  any  living 
creatures  are  to  be  seen,  only  a  few  birds  at  the  water-holes. 

20th. — "We  started  early,  but  soon  found  that  even  the  six  strong 
horses  lent  to  us  were  unable  to  draw  the  heavy  waggon,  and  even 
with  our  own  six  horses  from  the  second  waggon,  in  addition  to  the 
others,  it  was  no  easy  matter  to  get  on.  One  of  us  had  to  remain 
with  the  deserted  waggon  until  it  could  be  fetched. 

December  3rd. — Lf£e  Hope  station  reached  at  length,  for  which 
we  are  truly  thankful.  Mr.  Dean,  partner  in  the  firm  of  Messrs. 
Elders,  Hock  &  Co.,  gave  us  a  very  kind  welcome.  Mr.  Battfield  and 
one  of  the  policemen  at  the  station  introduced  us  to  the  blacks  in 
their  camp.  These  are  pleased  to  see  us,  and  have  spoken  for  many 
months  back,  we  are  told,  of  "  big  one  masters,'*  who  wiU  teach  them 
to  "paper  jappa,*'  i.e.,  read  and  write.  The  natives  at  Perigundi, 
about  forty  miles  from  here,  are  said  to  hail  our  advent  with  equal 
joy.  We  shook  hands  with  the  old  chief  and  the  children,  who,  how- 
ever, had  to  be  brought  by  main  force  to  receive  our  friendly  saluta- 
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tions.  The  men  make  nets  for  the  whites  of  yam,  which  the  latter 
furnish,  but  use  no  needles,  managing  to  do  all  the  knitting  with 
their  fingers. 

Laeb  Hops.  Deeemher  ^th, — Br.  M.  was  troubled  with  the  so- 
called  "  blight,"  an  eye-disease,  which  is  very  common  among  the 
inhabitants  of  the  northern  part  of  South  Australia.  In  consequence 
of  the  intense  heat  and  tne  glaring  sunlight  reflected  from  the 
white  sand,  the  eyes  become  inflamed,  the  eyelids  swollen,  and  a 
copious  discharge  of  matter  follows.  Those  attacked  with  the  com- 
plaint are  often  for  a  time  quite  blind. 

December  Sth, — ^The  blacks  held  a  great  corroborree  in  the  morning, 
as  it  was  new  moon.  Some  of  the  whites  maintained  it  was  to  cele- 
brate the  anniversary  of  the  affair  at  Perigundi,  in  which  a  German 
was  killed. 

ll^A.— Wesaw  from  a  German  newspaper  that  the  Hermannsburg 
Lutheran  missionaries  are  approaching  this  neighbourhood.  They 
are  travelling  more  rapidly  than  we,  but  have  had  some  misfortunes ; 
one  horse  has  died,  and  another  become  quite  useless,  and  afber 
rarious  parts  of  their  waggon  had  given  way,  the  waggon  has  stuck 
fast  in  the  morass  near  Bianchewater. 

15th. — The  thermometer  indicates  14sO>  in  the  sun,  108*^  in  the 
shade.  In  the  evening  Br.  M.  was  witness  of  the  ceremony  of 
throwing  away  "  the  disease  of  one  man  by  another.*'  Some  blacks 
carry  bones  about  with  them,  daubed  with  pitch  at  one  end,  and 
pretend  that  they  can  communicate  diseases  at  their  pleasure :  in 
order  to  do  this  a  bone  of  this  kind  is  burnt  and  placed  in  the  ground, 
while  some  words  are  pronounced  by  the  operator  in  a  low  tone.  If 
the  person,  whom  it  is  intended  to  aflect,  remain  well,  he  concludes 
that  some  one  has  performed  a  counter-operation.  On  the  present 
occasion  Br.  M.  found  a  group  of  ten  or  twelye  women  howling 
round  the  sick  man,  who  was  supposed  to  be  suffering  from  the  bone 
of  an  hostile  Perigundi  black.  The  man  who  was  to  "  throw  away*' 
the  disease,  cautiously  approached  his  patient,  and  sucked  a  spot  in 
his  neck,  taking  up  two  handfuls  of  sand  unperceiyed  while  so  aoing: 
he  then  retired  and  threw  away  the  sand  as  though  he  were  aiming 
at  some  object,  and  stroked  each  limb  of  his  body  several  times, 
especially  the  fingers,  as  if  to  remove  anything  that  might  be  left 
there.  This  operation  was  performed  about  ten  times.  Br.  M. 
and  one  of  the  blacks  laughea  aloud,  and  to  his  great  surprise  the 
mourning  women  turned  roimd  and  joined  in  the  laugh :  after  a  while 
they  resumed  their  howling,  and  when  tired,  were  relieved  by  others 
at  their  posts. 

2(Hh, — The  high  wind  blowing  the  fine  sand  about  in  all  directions 
was  most  trying,  especially  as  we  are  encamped  in  the  midst  of  deep 
sand:  everythuig  is  covered  with  it.  In  the  evening  there  was 
corroborree  in  the  camp  in  honour  of  the  full  moon ;  the  blacks 
daubed  themselves  all  over  for  the  occasion  with  ochre  and  charcoal, 
and  grease  and  chalk,  some  adorning  themselyes  also  with  feathers. 

2^d. — Br.  Walder  preached  at  the  station. 

25M. — Ohriitmoi  Day.    In  the  son  we  had  a  temperature  of  148% 
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which  alone  made  our  Christmaa  feel  very  different  from  that  athome, 
not  to  mention  other  peculiarities  of  our  position. 

2*7th. — The  Hermannsburg  missionaries  arrived  on  horseback, 
having  left  their  waggon  at  Manuwaukenioa :  we  conversed  with 
them  about  the  places  which  we  should  respectively  occupy  in  this 
neighbourhood,  and  hope  that  we  shall  work  together  in  brotheriy 
love  for  the  Lord's  glory. 

dU^. — The  Lord  be  praised  for  a  year  of  many  mercies  and  bless- 
ings, for  continued  help  in  the  time  of  need !  We  have  to-day  the 
greatest  heat  we  have  yet  felt,  160^  in  the  sun,  106^  in  the  shade. 

January  Ist,  1867. — After  a  long  delay  we  were  at  length  able  to 
set  off  to-day  on  otir  recounoitring  journey  to  examine  two  places, 
and  decide  on  one  for  our  future  station.  The  delay  was  caused  by 
the  policemen,  whom  it  seemed  desirable  to  have  with  us  to  explain 
to  the  blacks  the  object  of  our  coming  among  them ;  one  of  these 
sneaks  the  language  of  the  natives  quite  fluently.  It  is  important 
that  the  blacks  should  be  assured  that  we  do  not  come  as  settlers, 
for  they  are  not  at  all  favourably  disposed  towards  the  latter.  Our 
party  was  composed  of  six  men  on  horseback  while  two  horses  carried 
provisions,  Ac.  The  heat  was  terrible  as  we  rode  over  one  sandy 
elevation  after  another,  with  no  shade,  and  the  thermometer  indicating 
160^.  For  25  miles  we  only  passed  pools  of  salt-water,  and  both 
the  horses  and  their  riders  were  very  much  exhausted,  when  at  length 
a  pool  of  good  water  was  reached.  Biding  ten  miles  further,  we  came 
to  a  camp  of  100  blacks,  the  most  of  whom  knew  the  policemen :  we 
passed  the  night  in  the  immediate  neighbourhood  of  the  camp, 
neartily  thankful  to  rest  after  the  trying  day's  ride. 

January  2nd, — ^A  ride  of  fourteen  miles  brought  us  to  Lake  Kop- 
peramanna ;  it  is  surrounded  with  bushes  and  trees  of  the  box  kind, 
not  reaching  any  great  height,  but  growing  most  luxuriantly.  The 
shores  are  low  and  a  station  could  not  be  established  very  near,  other- 
wise it  would  be  flooded,  when  the  water  rises.  Our  horses  revelled 
in  grass,  a  foot  high,  finer  tban  we  had  seen  anywhere  on  the  journey. 
After  thoroughly  examining  this  locality,  we  rode  on  to  Kilalpaninna, 
where  we  came  upon  another  camp  of  the  blacks,  some  of  wnom  had 
never  seen  a  white  man.  The  men  were  out  fishing,  but  returned 
in  the  evening,  and  some  of  them  took  up  their  quarters  for  the  night 
in  our  encampment. 

3rrf. — ^About  40  blacks  were  present  when  we  continued  our  jour- 
ney, some  of  them  accompanying  us  along  the  shore  of  the  lake  to 
another  camp.  Altogether  there  may  be  about  150  natives  living  in 
the  vicinity  of  the  lake,  but  on  our  whole  journey  we  only  saw  ene 
young  infant,  a  proof  that  here  too  this  people  is  dying  out.  The 
water  and  the  banks  were  covered  with  innumerable  wild  ducks, 
pelicans,  cranes,  Slg,  and  fish  are  said  to  be  very  abundant. 

^th, — Again  a  hard  day's  ride  in  the  heat,  until  we  reached  Lake 
Hope,  about  6  p.m. 

[For  a  brief  account  of  the  journey  of  the  Brethren  to  Cooper's 
Creek,  see  letter  from  Br.  C.  icLramer,  p.  237.] 

Kopperamanna,  Fdmrary  lUh,  —  Br.  Walder  drove  over  to 
Manuwaukenina  to  fetch  our    spring-cart,   which    has  been  left 
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there  in  ike  sand  for  seyeral  months :  he  brought  with  him  a  aapplj 
of  meal,  three  sheep  for  us  and  the  Hermannsburg  missionaries,  and 
our  letters.  Diiring  his  absence  the  blacks  were  very  noisy  and 
quarrelsome,  and  brandished  their  weapons  at  one  another,  using 
them  also  occasionally,  so  that  we  felt  quite  alarmed,  and  slept  little 
that  night.  Their  impudent  and  most  importunate  begging  is  ex« 
ceedingly  annoying. 

12^ylK— Afber  the  heat  of  the  day,  which  made  working  almost  out 
of  the  question,  we  sat  at  the  door  of  our  tent,  and  played  together  on 
the  yiolin  and  concertina,  to  the  great  delight  of  the  blacks,  who  were 
very  desirous  to  peep  into  the  inside  to  find  out  the  source  of  the 
sounds.  At  Point  Macleay  they  used  to  say  *'  little  white  fellows 
inside"  were  singing,  and  were  frightened  at  every  instrument  which 
was  unknown  to  them.  Here  they  were  gpreatly  amused.  Sometimes, 
when  a  deep  note  was  played,  they  exclaimed :  "  Pinoroo,"  i,e.  an  old 
man,  when  a  note  in  a  nigher  key  sounded,  it  was  **  Kuba  wacka 
wacka,"  i,e,  a  little  boy,  or  *•  Mankara,"  a  girl.  Their  own  music  is 
confined  within  the  compass  of  two  or  three  notes. 

15M. — I  shot  a  large  pelican,  but  had  some  difficulty  in  securing  it, 
as  the  blacks  fetched  it  out  of  the  water,  and  would  have  disposed  of  it 
among  themselves  without  ceremony  if  I  had  not  lajd  claim  on  the 
booty.  How  thankful  we  are  at  length  to  have  found  a  place  of 
temporary  rest,  after  wandering  for  many  months!  Our  hut  is 
roored  in  and  becoming  habitable,  it  is  nineteen  feet  long,  eight 
broad,  and  four  and  a  half  high  to  the  eaves.  We  have  two  rooms, 
the  one  used  as  a  storeroom,  the  other  for  all  other  purposes. 
Before  us  lies  Lake  Kopperamanna  with  its  muddy  but  good  water, 
an  invaluable  blessing  in  Australia,  and  one  that  gives  our  place  a 
great  advantage  in  comparison  with  many  other  stations  which  we 
have  met  with.  Fish  are  very  plentiful,  also  waterfowl,  pelicans, 
cranes,  ducks,  &c.  The  shores  of  the  lake  are  flat,  and  covered 
with  grass  and  bushes ;  there  are  trees  too  attaining  the  height  of  35 
to  40  feet,  which  all  go  by  the  name  of  box-tree.  When  full,  the  lake 
will  be  about  seven  miles  long  and  three  broad. 

25th, — In  the  last  few  days  we  have  been  busily  employed,  though 
the  heat  has  been  almost  unbearable.  The  temperature  sinks  very 
considerably  during  the  ni^ht,  however,  and  our  house  has  to-day 
been  besieged  by  natives,  who  came  to  be  doctored  for  bad  colds,  and 
the  like,  and  made  a  terrible  noise.  They  seem  to  think  that  every  little 
indisposition  must  terminate  fatally,  and  the  women  set  up  a  most 
heart-rending  howL  One  woman  came  with  a  terrible  wound  across 
the  forehead,  by  which  the  skull  was  laid  bare :  I  heard  that  an 
attempt  had  been  made  to  murder  her,  and  was  surprised  that  it  had 
not  succeeded,  as  the  injury  was  so  considerable.  We  have  heard  it 
stated  in  many  quarters,  among  others  by  the  only  lady  resident  in 
this  neighbourhood,  at  a  distance  of  about  twenty-five  miles  from  here, 
that  the  natives  in  this  part  are  cannibals  :  it  is  maintained  that  they 
are  in  the  habit  of  eating  children. 

I  began  the  school  here  the  other  day  with  three  boys ;  may  the 
Lord  grant  His  blessing  on  this  small  beginning. 

2&K. — Br.  Kramer  undertook  the  duties  of  schoolmaster  and  cook 
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orthe  wee  k .  Tbo  number  of  scholars  has  risen  to  eight ;  I  think 
fabout  nine  boys  would  like  to  stay  with  us  if  we  could  accommodate 
them  with  food  and  clothing.  Our  pupils  have  mastered  the  half  of 
the  alphabet  and  can  count  as  far  as  ten,  though  not  without  great 
difficulty  and  many  faults. 


ExTEACT  of  {he  DiABT  o/*EBEirEZEE,y&r  the  Tear  1866. 

January. — At  the  first  general  speaking  we  were  grieved  to  find, 
particularly  among  the  candidates  for  baptism,  but  little  real  spiritual 
life:  at  the  same  time  it  was  most  pleasing  and  encouraging  to 
observe  in  other  cases  an  increasing  closeness  of  union  with  our 
Saviour.  We  should  be  roost  thankful  if  we  could  instil  into  them 
some  principles  of  industry,  and  get  them  to  act  on  them ;  but  unless 
one  of  the  missionaries  is  present  to  superintend,  and  often  take  part 
in  whatever  work  may  be  in  hand,  the  task  remains  undone,  or  at 
least  is  done  in  a  careless  and  most  dilatory  manner. 

14/ A. — Our  provisions  tor  the  blacks  are  running  very  short,  and 
several  have  gone  away  in  consequence.  A  young  man,  who  had 
shewu  a  very  rebellious  spirit,  and  refused  to  submit  to  the  estab- 
lished rule  of  the  place,  left  the  neighbourhood ;  we  are  sorry  for 
him,  as  he  was  a  candidate  for  baptism,  and  the  probability  is  that 
now  he  will  speedily  lose  all  the  good  impressions  he  had  received. 

26^A.—  In  tne  evening  our  young  people  went  into  the  camp  at  tiie 
special  request  of  the  natives  there  to  sing  hymns  for  UienL 

JFhbruary  2nd. — All  the  females  are  able  to  sew  in  their  own  way, 
indeed  whatever  clothing  they  wear  is  their  workmanship :  to-day, 
however,  we  commenced  a  sewing-school  for  them  to  be  held  once  a 
week,  and  we  hope  this  will  be  more  useful  than  the  occasional  hints 
and  instructions  which  have  hitherto  been  given  by  our  sisters. 

5tk. — Philip  undertook  a  journey  to  the  west,  and  met  some  blacks, 
but  found  them  completely  deaf  to  his  preaching  of  the  Gospel ;  they 
cared  not  for  anything  beyond  the  things  of  this  life. 

26th. — Hie  little  son  of  Matthew  and  Margaret  was  baptized  to- 
day and  received  the  name  Joseph.  This  is  quite  a  remaricable  event, 
as  it  is  a  very  rare  thing  for  children  to  be  bom  to  this  people. 

March, — ^In  the  fii^  days  of  the  month  several  of  the  natives  went 
away,  as  we  had  no  more  government  rations  for  them ;  the  Aboriginal 
Board  having  stated  their  inability  to  grant  any  further  supply  at  that 
time,  we  purchased  meat  and  other  provisions  to  the  amount  of  £50 
on  our  own  responsibility,  receiving  this  sum  subsequently  refunded 
to  us  by  the  Board.  With  this  stock  we  were  enabled  to  assist  those 
who  were  in  the  greatest  distress.  The  meetings  were  well  attended 
by  the  youn^,  but  the  old  could  not  be  persuaded  to  come  to  us ;  we 
therefore  went  the  more  frequently  to  visit  them  in  the  camp,  and 
there  teU  them  of  Jesus. 

May  15th, — A  man  of  the  name  of  Neptune  was  brought  here  to- 
day from  Nine  Creeks,  dving  of  a  loathsome  disease,  ami  suffering 
much.  We  thought  at  first  he  was  opening  his  heart  to  receive  the 
truth,  but  were  mistaken,  for  he  soon  expressed  the  wish  to  be  left  to 
the  treatment  of  the  medicine  men  or  sorcerers  of  his  own  people : 
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these  conveyed  liim  to  a  place  about  twenty  miles  o£F,  where  he  soon 
died.  The  aged  mother  of  Daniel,  who  died  on  his  way  to  Cooper's 
Creek,  seems  to  be  turning  to  the  Lord.  She  is  weak  and  innrm , 
and  cannot  get  to  the  meetings  as  she  would  b'ke. 

June, — About  eighty  strange  natives  came  here  for  a  time  from 
the  river  Murray,  and  on  going  away  left  a  little  boy  here,  called 
Pearce.  He  is  about  ten  years  of  age  and  says  he  wishes  to  remain 
here  to  go  to  school 

July, — When  the  lambing  season  was  over,  we  found  that  we  had 
reason  to  thank  Gt>d  in  a  special  manner  for  blessing  us  in  our  flocks. 
While  most  of  our  neighbours  only  had  20  or  80  lambs  from  a  hun« 
dred  ewes,  we  had  no  less  than  250  lambs  from  800  ewes ;  this  is 
the  more  striking  when  it  is  borne  in  mind  that  the  drought,  which 
prevailed  for  a  great  part  of  the  year,  was  very  injurious  to  the  pas- 
ture lands. 

22fu^. — To-day  we  had  a  proof  that  our  labour  is  not  in  vain  in  the 
Lord.  A  candidate  for  baptism,  named  Brown,  who  had  hitherto 
seemed  too  dull  to  comprehend  the  simplest  things  came  to  us,  saying 
with  emotion  that ''  he  loved  the  Lord  who  hM  died  to  save  him," 
and  requesting  soon  to  be  baptised. 

Oetober  l(Hh, — ^Last  night  there  was  a  death  in  the  camp,  and  one 
of  an  edifying  character.  Jonathan  was  one  of  of  the  most  unpromis- 
ing of  his  race,  with  heui  hardened,  and  mind  closed  to  all  impres- 
sions of  deeper  truths ;  so  he  seemed  at  least  to  our  eye.  But  the 
nev^^wearymg  Friend  of  Souls  had  pity  on  him,  and  we  have  every 
reason  to  believe  that  he  died  in  the  faith  of  the  Son  of  Qoi.  He 
was  an  object  of  wonder  to  himself,  so  striking  was  the  change  he  felt 
accomplished  in  him  through  divine  grace;  and  exclaimed  often  in 
his  last  days:  "  This  is  the  work  of  Q^d !"  He  begged  his  wife  to 
remain  here,  where  slie  might  hear  about  Jesus,  and  asked  that  all  he 
possessed  might  not  be  buried  with  him,  in  accordance  with  the 
heathen  custom,  but  distributed  among  his  surviving  friends. 


CENTRAL  ASIA. 

OuB  first  letters  of  this  year  from  Kyelang  report  no  further  addi- 
tions to  the  little  flock  of  baptized  converts,  and  the  Brethren  there 
grieve  to  see  the  work  advancing  so  very  slowly.  At  the  same  time 
they  give  a  pleasing  account  of  the  consistent  walk  of  the  l^betan 
Christians  in  the  midst  of  numerous  temptations  to  fall  from  the 
path  which  they  have  chosen.  The  power  of  the  grace  of  God  is 
manifest  in  them. 

Br.  Jaeschke  is  continuing  his  work  of  translating  the  Scriptures, 
and  has  just  completed  the  Gospel  by  St.  John.  The  first  of  the 
four  Gospels  in  Tibetan  appears  now  for  the  first  time  in  the  list  of 
the  publications  by  the  British  and  Foreign  Bible  Society. 
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A  letter  from  Br.  PageUp  at  l?oo  in  Eunawur,  will  be  found  to 
contain  some  interesting  details  of  his  labours  there :  he  is  gaining  a 
good  footing  among  the  natives  in  that  district,  and  exercises  con- 
siderable influence,  proclaiming  the  Gospel  faithfully  in  public  or  in 
private,  as  occasion  offers.  As  yet  no  fruits  of  his  preaching  have 
appeared  in  the  conversion  of  souls ;  but  we  are  well  assured  that  such 
fruits  will  result,  when  the  Lord's  time  will  have  come,  and  the  proud 
hearts  are  broken  by  the  Spirit's  powerful  influence.

Kyelang,  March  IIM,  1867. 

We  hear  that,  in  a  few  days,  some  people  will  venture  to  try  to 
cross  the  pass,  and  I  therefore  hasten  to  get  letters  ready. 

O  that  I  could  report  that  the  people  here  shewed  any  longing  for 
the  word  of  G-od.  Thus  fai*,  the  language  is, ''  This  is  our  religion  ; 
the  other  is  that  of  the  Sahibs."  So  the  people  go  on  in  superstition 
and  idolatry,  while  the  Lamas  are,  naturally,  by  no  means  inclined 
to  distrust  their  own  religious  writings.  Of  late  a  report,  which 
had  previously  been  once  or  twice  raised,  has  again  made  itself 
hearcL  It  is  to  the  effect  that  the  Lamas  have  it  in  view  to  come 
here  to  enter  on  a  discussion  respecting  their  religion  and  ours, 
— in  other  words,  to  prove  from  their  sacred  writings  that  they  are 
right.  It  is  said  that  the  people  sometimes  apf)eal  to  them,  saying, 
''  1  ou  hear  that  the  Sahibs  always  say  our  rehgion  is  false  ;  now,  it 
is  yoTir  business  to  refute  this  ;  and,  if  our  religion  is  good,  to  prove 
it  to  them."  Should  they  thus  come,  it  is  not  to  be  expected  that 
any  good  will  result,  as  they  are  not  capable  of  intelligent  discussion. 
If  they  came  from  a  desire  to  have  their  doubts  cleared  up,  there 
would  be  ground  for  hope.  But  this  is  probably  not  the  case  to  the 
smallest  extent.  The  Lord  grant  that  the  Holy  Spirit  may  disquiet 
their  hearts,  and  then  they  will  have  open  ears  for  that  gospel  which 
is  now  to  them  a  stumbling-block  and  foolishness. 

Let  me  now  say  a  few  words  respecting  the  occurrences  of  the 
winter  (1866-67).  There  feU  comparatively  little  snow — indeed,  less 
than  the  brethren  recollect  in  any  year  since  they  settled  here.  Hie 
cold  was  also  less  severe  than  the  previous  winter,  but  whether  the 
spring  wiU  be  more  seasonable  remains  to  be  seen. 

This  winter  again  great  mischief  has  been  done  by  a  leopard.  In 
one  ni^ht  it  destroyed  twenty  sheep.  At  last  the  people  succeeded 
in  killing  the  beast.  It  proved  to  be  not  a  visitor  from  the  south, 
but  a  so-caUed  "snow-leopard" — white,  with  black  spots.  This 
species  is  a  native  of  this  and  the  still  more  northerly  districts,  but 
individuals  are  seldom  secured,  so  that  it  is  but  little  known  in  the 
scientific  world. 

The  details  of  our  missionary  labours  up  to  December  8 1st  are 
given  in  the  diary,  so  that  I  have  only  to  communicate  what  refers 
to  the  last  two  months. 

The  public  services  on  Sundays  have  been  less  numerously  attended

by  the  villagers  than  was  the  case  in  the  previous  winter,  only  some 
few  having  come.  This  is  discouraging,  and  we  have  need  to  implore 
the  Lord  to  streDgtheu  our  faith. 

The  meetings  for  the  baptized  have  been  held  as  usual. 

Samuel's  wife,  a  quiet,  well-conducted  woman,  desires  to  be  bap- 
tized, and  we  have  appointed  her  and  the  girl,  Gangsom,  caudidates 
for  that  ordinance. 

The  Gospel  of  John  is  now  in  course  of  printing,  and  will 
soon  be  ready.  The  number  of  hymns  translated  amounts  to  fifty- 
eight. 

March  2SrJ. 

Snow  has  again  fallen,  and  so  my  letter  has  been  delayed.  We 
are  now  in  the  season  of  Lent.  O  that  it  would  please  the  Lord 
that  the  word  of  the  Cross  preached  might  be  made  to  penetrate  ear 
and  heart ! 

Br.  Jaeschke  is  translating  the  lessons  for  the  Passion- Week  into 
the  conversational  dialect,  that  the  people,  who  we  hope  will  come, 
may  at  least  be  interested. 


EiTBACT  of  the  Diary  of  Ktklait o  from  July  to  Decembgr,  1866. 

On  the  Uth  of  Jitltf  we  had  the  pleasure  of  a  visit  from  Mr. 
Porsyth,  the  Commissioner  of  the  Jullunder  district.  This  gentle- 
man was  performing  an  official  tour  in  Lahoul  and  Spitti,  which 
provinces,  together  with  Eullu,  are  under  his  jurisdiction.  He  was 
accompanied  by  two  other  gentlemen,  and  a  numerous  retinue.  The 
visit  was  in  every  respect  pleasant.  Mr.  Eorsyth  inquired  as  to  our 
circumstances  in  the  kindest  manner,  inspected  our  premises,  and 
manifested  the  warmest  interest.  The  following  day  bein^  Sunday, 
he  attended  the  Tibetan  service,  and  he  and  his  two  companions  spent 
the  evening  in  our  family  circle. 

August  4dh, — Nicodemus  had  a  violent  dispute  with  our  Lama. 
The  former  had  purchased  some  meal  from  a  passer-by,  which  the 
latter  declared  he  had  previously  bespoke.  The  Lama  is  usually  a 
quiet  and  good-natured  man ;  but  on  this  occasion  he  was  the  worse 
for  drink,  and  shewed  himself  quite  otherwise.  Nicodemus  aJso  gave 
way  to  carnal  temper,  and  it  was  necessary  to  remind  him  that  this 
did  not  become  him,  and  that  he  ought  rather  to  suffer  than  do 
wrong.  At  first  it  was  difficult  to  convince  him  of  this ;  but  by 
degrees  an  impression  was  made  on  his  mind,  and  in  the  sequel  he 
gave  up  the  meal  to  the  Lama. 

On  the  ^th  of  the  same  month  the  house  which  had  been  built 
for  Nicodemus  and  his  family  was  opened  with  an  address,  singing 
and  prayer. 

September  7th. — Our  four  baptized  people,  having  received  prepa- 
ratory instruction  during  the  previous  week,  this  day  joined  us  for 
the  first  time  in  the  participation  of  the  Lord's  Supper.  We~  have 
reason  to  believe  that  this  was  to  them  an  important  and  solemn 
season.  Our  heartfelt  prayer  to  the  Lord  was  that  He  would  cause 
them  as  branches  to  abide  in  Him,  the  true  and  living  Yine,  and. 
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having  in  grace  brought  them  thus  far,  would  lead  them  safely  to 
the  end. 

On  the  16th  took  place  the  baptism  of  the  wives  of  Zachariah  and 
Matthew,  of  whom  the  former  received  the  name  of  Hannah,  and  the 
latter  that  of  Lydia.  On  this  occasion  a  large  number  of  persons 
were  present  as  spectators  of  the  solemn  transaction.  The  candi- 
dates answered  in  a  distinct  and  unhesitating  manner  the  questions 
addressed  to  them,  and  both  they  and  their  husbands  were  deeply 
affected. 

Br.  Heyde  set  off  on  the  2l8t  to  Simla  to  procure  the  needful 
supplies. 

jSTovember  the  let. — Some  coolies  came  from  Kangra  with  paper, 
which  had  been  granted  by  the  Auxiliary  Bible  Society  at  Lahore, 
to  the  amount  of  twen^  reams.  This  paper  was  for  the  printing  of 
the  Gospel  of  John  in  Tibetan,  as  that  given  last  year  had  been  lUBed 
for  the  printing  of  St.  Matthew. 

On  the  SOth,  we  forwarded  to  Kullu  by  a  coolie  a  package  of 
articles  for  the  Exhibition  at  Paris.  The  Oov^nment  had  requested 
us  to  send  something  of  the  kind ;  but  the  time  was  too  short  to  do 
much.  Some  copies  of  portions  of  Scriptures  in  Tibetan  were 
also  forwarded. 

December  the  14/A,  we  had  a  general  speaking  with  our  members. 
The  impression  produced  upon  us  was  that  there  is  an  unmistakable 
work  01  the  Holy  Spirit  in  their  hearts,  and  that,  obeying  BUs  voice, 
they  are  growing  in  knowledge  and  in  grace.  Of  infirmities  and 
tendencies  to  sin  there  is  of  course  no  lack,  but,  knowing  our  own 
hearts,  we  are  not  hereby  discouraged. 

In  the  middle  of  the  month  the  Tibetan  and  English  Dictionary 
left  the  press,  and  we  were  able  to  send  off  a  number  of  copies  before 
being  snowed  up. 

At  the  Christmas  services  we  had  a  good  attendance. 

Our  little  flock  consisted,  at  the  dose  of  thevear,  of  six  baptized 
members  and  two  candidates  for  baptism,  lliese,  together  with 
ourselves  and  the  work  entrusted  to  us,  we  commend  to  the  prayerful 
remembrance  of  our  brethren  and  sisters  and  friends.

(jFWw»  the  Missions  Blatt) 

Poo,  DeemherUh,  1866. 

ThQ  natives  apply  to  me  for  help  in  all  sorts  of  diseases,  frequently 
calling  me  to  their  bouses  to  see  patients  there.  I  often  find  myseu 
sorely  perplexed,  but  the  Lord  has  hitherto  graciously  helped  me. 
Even  the  tnree  native  doctors  ask  my  advice,  and  I  often  hear  it  said, 
that  several  persons  would  have  been  dead,  if  I  had  not  come  here. 
Two  persons,  who  were  my  greatest  opponents  at  first,  the  one  of 
them  having  e? en  cone  to  Simla  to  oppose  mj  joumev»  are  now  my 
patients,  having  cuseased  lungs.  My  ordinary  title  amooj^  the 
people  is,  Pu-i-apa,  ix.^  the  Doctor  of  Poo.'*  I  trust  that  thu  sort 
of  activity  may  tend  to  the*  spread  c^  Christ's  kingdom,  for  I  have 
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very  frequent  oppfMrtunitieB  of  speaking  to  my  poor  patients  of  Jesus, 
the  Good  Physician.  The  difficulty  in  treating  them  is  to  get  them 
to  speak  truthfully  and  attend  to  the  instructions  given.  A  woman 
for  whom  I^had  prescrihed  some  powders  to  be  taken  twice  a  day, 
swallowed  seven  of  the  doses  at  once,  and  was  reduced  to  an  almost 
unconscious  state  from  which  she  oould  only  with  difficulty  be 
recovered.  A  Lama,  who  had  received  some  medicine  for  toothache, 
used  his  own  judgment  and  poured  the  mixture  into  his  ears  instead 
of  drinking  it. 

Por  want  of  funds  I  have  had  to  content  myself  with  smaller  tours, 
the  longest  being  one  of  nine  days,  on  which  I  visited  the  villages  on 
the  other  side  of  the  river,  foUovnng  the  downward  course  of  the  stream. 
I  went  first  to  Nisang,  two  and  a  half  days*  march  from  here ;  on  the 
way  I  had  to  dimb  over  very  rugged  ground,  and  scale  three  passes, 
and  had  great  difficulty  in  finding  a  level  piece  of  ground  large 
enough  to  admit  of  my  pitching  my  tent.  For  the  first  time  on  my 
journeys  I  experienced  a  deficiency  of  good  water  for  drinking.  The 
inhabitants  of  Nisang  are  Tibetans  as  regards  dress  and  language. 
The  village  comprises  fourt'Oen  houses,  and  lies  in  such  a  retired  spot 
that  a  European  is  rarely  visible  there.  Some  women  who  first  caught 
sight  of  me,  raised  a  cry  of  distress  at  my  approach,  chiefly,  as  I  after- 
wards learnt,  because  coming  as  I  did  from  the  direction  of  Poo,  wh^re 
the  small-pox  had  been  raging,  they  feared  I  might  bring  infection  with 
me.  I  hastened  forward  and  was  soon  able  to  c^m  the  ^ars  of  the  poor 
people  with  the  assurance  that  all  traces  of  the  disease  had  disappeared 
£rom  our  village.  I  had  several  opportunities  of  addressing  small 
companies  and  distributing  books. 

The  next  day  I  reached  Murang,  the  largest  village  in  Kuna- 
wur,  containing  80  to  90  houses.  Here  the  language  in  ordinary  use 
is  no  longer  pure  Tibetan.  The  people  were  greatly  astonished  at 
any  one's  coming  to  teach  them,  but  attended  to  my  preaching  of 
Christ,  the  incarnate  Son  of  God,  who  died  on  the  cross,  with- 
out expressing  otherwise  than  by  the  looks  of  surprise  on  their 
faces  what  they  thought  of  my  statements.  Oiilj  one  young  man 
remarked  that  this  had  never  been  told  them  before ;  though  they 
had  seen  several  Europeans,  none  of  them  had  spoken  such  things, 
but  had  generally  been  ready  to  act  with  violence  towards  them.  I 
trust  that  God's  Holy  Spirit  may  bring  home  the  Gospel  truths  to 
the  hearts  of  many  among  those  who  heard  them  from  my  lips. 

On  my  return  I  met  with  a  number  of  natives  at  the  summit  of  a 
mountain,  whose  object  was  the  celebration  of  an  idolatrous  festival. 
Cattle  had  been  collected  there  in  considerable  numbers,  and  there 
were  many  yaks  laden  with  leather  bags  containing  bread  baked  in 
oil,  intoxicating  drinks  of  various  kinds,  also  sheep  and  goats  as  sacri- 
fice. Finding  it  impossible  to  procure  men  to  carry  my  luggage,  I 
resolved  to  remain  here  during  the  festival,  and  requested  that  a 
place  might  be  ^ewn  me  for  my  tent.  On  the  first  dav  the  noise 
was  already  terrible,  but,  as  the  people  were  still  sober,  I  had 
an  opportunity  of  directing  those  who  collected  near  my  tent,  to 
Christ,  the  Saviour  of  sinners.  On  the  second  dav  many  animals 
were  slaughtered,  of  course  by  non-Buddhists,  amid  music,  dancing. 
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and  yariouB  heatben  practices.  After  a  piece  of  the  meat  had  been 
presented  to  the  idol,  the  rest  was  consumed  by  the  worshippers 
without  any  further  scruple  of  conscience.  Before  this  was  done, 
asking  the  Lord  to  grant  me  wisdom  to  speak  aright,  I  went  into  the 
midst  of  the  crowd,  ordered  the  music  to  cease,  and  addressed  a  large 
multitude,  which  crowded  around  me,  and  distributed  among  them 
whatever  books  and  tracts  I  had  lefb.  In  the  night  heavy  rain  fell, 
and  as  this  is  often  followed  by  the  dislodgment  of  rocks  and  masses 
of  earth  from  the  heights  overlooking  the  roads,  which  are  thus  ren- 
dered dangerous  for  travellers,  I  hastened  homeward  early  the  next 
morning,  leaving  my  tent  to  be  sent  after  me. 

Our  meetings  on  Sunday  have  been  continued,  thongh  only  about 
eight  persons  attend.  Some  time  sinc^  a  Lama  used,  to  come  to 
our  meetings  on  Sunday,  besides  visiting  us  during  the  week,  but  his 
father  once  fetched  him  away  with  great  indignation,  and  since  then 
he  has  scarcely  ever  dared  to  make  his  appearance.  We  are,  how- 
ever, very  thankful  to  the  Lord  for  bringing  us  seme  hearers,  and  must 
look  to  Him  to  open  the  door  for  us  to  enter  in,  and  take  possession 
in  His  name.  Some  parents  have  signified  their  willingness  to  let  us 
have  their  children  to  teach,  and  we  hope  soon  to  commence  a  school. 
One  little  Tibetan  boy  we  have  living  with  us ;  his  name  is  Sigdan, 
but  his  mental  capacities  are  very  small. 

The  good  fruit  and  wheat-harvest  has  been  a  great  blessing  to  var 
"We  have  planted  a  considerable  number  of  apricot-trees,  which  will 
yield  a  good  crop  in  some  years'  time.     It  is  the  general  custom  here 
to  breakfast  on  apricot  soup  with  flour  mixed  in  it. 

Poo  lies  at  an  elevation  of  9400  feet  above  the  level  of  the  sea, 
rather  lower  than  Kyelang. 


SOUTH  AFRICA. 

The  most  prominent  feature  in  the  intelligence  at  present  at  our 
disposal  will  be  found  to  be  the  expressions  of  deep  gratitude  from 
the  missionaries  for  the  valuable  aid  received  from  esteemed  friends 
in  this  country.  Whether  contributed  for  the  restoration  of  the 
ruined  buildings  at  Baeiya^  or  for  the  relief  of  the  sick  and  suffering 
at  much-afflicted  Genddendal,  these  gifts  of  Christian  love  have  not 
only  attained  the  objects  for  which  they  wete  specially  intended,  but 
have  wrought  the  additional  good  work  of  rejoicing  the  hearts  and 
encouraging  the  spirits  of  those  whose  labour,  always  arduous,  is 
now  carried  on  under  peculiar  disadvantages  and  trials.  It  is  with 
great  pleasure  that  we  give  place  to  these  expressions  of  gratitude* 
and  supplement  them  with  those  of  the  Mission-Board  as  well  as  our 
own.

Gbnadestdal,  February  IIM,  1867. 

The  past  year  has  been  very  trying  indeed.  This  year's  harvest 
has,  thank  God,  proyed  much  better,  though  still  far  from  plentiful ; 
but  for  the  prospect  of  large  importations  of  grain,  the  price  of  wheat 
and  flour  would  have  risen  beyond  the  present  high  price  of  more 
than  eight  shillings  a  bushel.  At  Shiloh  and  M^re,  the  harvest 
was  plentiful.  From  Enon  the  dreary  intelligence  of  a  third  year's 
failure  of  the  crops  comes  to  hand.  After  the  seasonable  rain,  the 
seed  was  sown,  and  for  a  time  all  looked  most  promising ;  but  the 
drought  set  in,  and  the  spring  com  was  dried  up  and  withered,  so 
that  it  was  really  not  worth  the  expense  of  reaping,  and  the  produce 
of  the  fields  belonging  to  the  Mission  was  ^ven  to  the  poorest 
widows  of  the  congregation.  At  the  same  time  a  disease  spread 
among  the  cattle,  and  the  poor  people  were  unable  to  earn  anything 
by  working  their  oxen.  Prickly  pears  are  very  abundant,  and  form 
in  some  houses  almost  the  exclusive  article  of  food.  The  water  in  the 
river  is  so  low,  that  it  has  been  impossible  to  pump  up  sufficient 
to  supply  the  missionaries'  gardens,  so  that  they  will  lose  all  their 
stock  of  fruit  and  vegetables. 

Dr.  Wangeman  has  paid  visits  to  Clarkson  and  Enon,  and  was 
warmly  welcomed  at  both  stations.  At  the  latter  he  appeared  qs  a 
patient,  having  sprained  a  sinew  on  his  journey.  Under  Br.  Lem- 
morz's  treatment  he  soon  recovered.  At  Anhalt-Schmidt,  Dr.  W. 
had  baptized  sixteen  adult  heathen,  to  whom  he  had  given  instruction 
for  three  weeks  previously. 

Since  New  Tear  we  have  had  eight  cases  of  typhus  fever,  which 
have  proved  fatal,  and  the  disease  seems  spreading  in  the  western 
part  of  the  colony. 

March  14M,  1867. 

We  are  most  thankful  to  our  kind  Christian  friends,  who  have  so 
generously  come  forward  to  assist  in  the  present  sad  state  of  dckness 
and  distress.  {Vide  Per.  Accounts,  Vol.  xxvi.,  p.  177.)  The  sum  of 
money  you  have  forwarded  will  more  than  cover  this  expense  we  had 
incurred,  and  the  surplus  will  be  a  welcome  fund  on  which  to  draw 
from  time  to  time,  for  I  am  sorry  to  sav  that  the  fever  still  continues, 
though  to  a  far  less  extent  than  was  the  case. 

I  cannot  say  that  the  last  harvest  was  more  than  a  tolerably  good 
one,  still  it  is  a  great  relief  that  the  price  of  corn  has  fallen  nrom 
thirteen  to  eight  or  nine  shillings  a  bushel.  At  all  the  other  stations 
there  is  an  improvement  in  the  outward  position,  though  it  is  pro- 
bable that  the  present  supply  of  food  will  not  suffice  for  the  year's 
consumption.

I  enclose  the  yearly  statement  of  accounts  for  the  past  year,  from 
which  you  will  see  that  we  have  again  closed  with  a  sad  deficiency. 
This  is  due  not  so  much  to  the  high  price  of  provisions  which  has 
prevailed,  as  to  the  fact  that  the  various  trades  nave  done  very  little 
business,  owing  to  the  universal  impoverishment  of  the  people,  and 
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thus  the  main  source  of  our  income  was  taken  away  from  us.  We 
trust  that,  with  GKxl's  blessing,  the  aspect  of  affairs  here  may  im- 
prove ere  long.

OENAnSBDAL,  MoTch  14^,  1867. 

Our  hearty  thanks  are  due  to  the  kind  Christian  friends,  who  so 
generouslyjresponded  to  yonr  appeal  for  special  aid,  to  enable  us  to 
meet  the  emergency  in  which  1  found  myself  placed  with  a  large 
number  of  patients  on  my  hands,  and  no  funds  to  turn  to  in  order  to 
supply  medicine,  and  espedaily  food  that  was  greatly  needed.  The 
sum  of  £40  which  you  forwarded  was  more  than  sufficient  to  meet 
the  amount  we  had  advanced  for  the  purpose  mentioned,  but  the 
balance  will  prove  most  useful ;  and  we  know  not  how  soon  we  may 
have  to  avaU  ourselves  of  it,  for  the  fever  still  shews  itself  in  isolated 
cases.  I  am  not  fond  of  begging  for  aid,  and  have  hitherto  been 
able  to  meet  flJl  expenses  of  the  ^nd  referred  to  by  the  produce  of 
my  medical  practice ;  but  last  year  the  necessity  for  gratuitous  as- 
sistance was  greater  than  the  means  at  our  disposal. 

A  few  days  ago  we  had  a  pleasing  sight  here  in  the  reception  into 
the  congregation  of  a  poor  boy,  who  is  a  cripple,  his  back  and  both 
legs  being  disabled,  so  that  he  can  only  squat  on  a  skin  all  day  long. 
He  is  fifteen  years  old,  and  his  name  is  Jacob  Jansa.  His  thoughts 
are  constancy  directed  to  GKkL  and  His  precious  word,  and  he  was 
greatly  rejoiced  when  it  was  announced  to  him,  that  he  might  be 
received  into  full  membership,  with  two  other  boys  and  six  girls.  In 
the  week  before  the  ceremony  took  place,  he  made  his  appearance  daily 
to  receive  special  instructions  along  with  his  companions ;  but,  being 
unable  to  walk  at  all,  he  was  conveyed  to  the  chapel  daily  in  a  child- 
ren's carriage  by  two  little  boys,  and  there,  crouching  on  the  skins 
just  in  firont  of  the  desk,  he  eagerly  drank  in  all  he  heard,  and  pon- 
dered the  matter  in  his  heart.  It  was  delightful  to  see  his  bndbt, 
beaming  coimtenance  at  the  ceremony,  when  he  received  from  Br. 
Bechler  the  right  hand  of  fellowship.  Subsequently  he  wrote  the 
following  note,  addressed  to  Messrs.  Bechler,  Bauer,  and  Boser : — 
**  I  thank  you  heartily  that  you  have  given  me  an  opportunity  of 
becoming  a  member  of  a  congregation  of  Jesus  Chnst.  I  tliank 
you  that  vou  sought  even  for  me,  for  Jesus  said,  Go  into  all  the 
world,  ana  seek  and  bring  all  to  me.  You  have  come  and  sought 
for  me  and  brought  me  to  Him,  and  I  thank  you  now  before  God 
with  all  my  heart  tiiat  I  have  been  received  into  the  congregation. 
— Jacob  JiLKsA." 

The  poor  fellow,  having  learnt  to  read,  has  managed  to  teach  him- 
self writing.  As  I  passed  him  yesterday  I  saw  him  teaching  a  num- 
ber of  school-children,  who  had  assembled  round  him,  hearing  them 
rep^t  the  hymns  they  had  to  learn,  &c 

From  Br,  S.  Gtsik. 

Shiloh,  March  4^k,  1867. 
Yesterday  was  our  annual  missionaiy  festival,  and  we  had  a  lively. 
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and  I  tru8t,1)le88ed  day.  We  have  here  no  special  Misaionar^  Associa- 
tion, >Khose  members  engage  to  pa/  a  certain  annual  sum  in  support 
of  the  mission  cause ;  but  a  collection  is  made  at  the  conclusion  of 
each  monthly  prayer-meeting.  This  year  the  sum  collected  was  less 
than  last  year  by  about  thirty  shillings  ;  but  the  falling  off  is  scarcely 
to  be  wondered  at,  as  the  outward  circumstances  of  our  people  were 
sadly  affected  by  the  drought,  and  consequent  scarcity  of  rood  and 
employmeat,  by  which  to  earn  the  means  requisite  to  obtain  tke 
needful  food  and  raiment.  At  the  meeting  several  of  our  teachers 
and  helpers  addressed  the  assembly  in  a  manner  which  shewed  bow 
GK>d*s  word  and  Spirit  had  been  active  in  their  own  hearts,  stirring 
them  up  to  take  a  lively  interest  in  the  spread  of  Christ's  kingdom 
upon  the  earth.  We  were  much  pleased  to  hear  an  animated  speech 
too  finom  Br.  Carl  Jonas,  the  assistant-missionary  at  Enon,  wno  is 
here  on  a  visit.  Such  a  man  is  a  living  witness  of  the  power  of  the 
Oo8|)el  and  the  progress  of  the  missionary  work,  and  it  is  a  matter  of 
thankfulness,  in  the  midst  of  the  many  clouds  which  darken  the  fields 
in  which  we  labour,  to  recognize  as  one  very  bright  light,  the  appear- 
ance of  several  native  ministers  among  us,  who  are  working  for  the 
Lord  with  zeal,  discretion,  and  success. 

Dr.  Wangeman's  visit  was  most  refreshing  to  us,  and  we  were 
sorry  to  see  hun  leave  us  after  a  visit  of  a  few  days  to  continue  his 
journey  towards  Port  Natal.  Communion  with  chUdren  of  God 
with  whom  we  are  brought  in  contact  in  our  course  through  life,  is 
truly  a  pleasant  and  a  blessed  thing ;  it  tends  to  enliven,  to  cheer,  and 
to  strengthen,  and  to  revive  the  sinking  faith  and  the  love  to  Christ 
and  to  the  brethren,  which  is  only  too  apt  to  grow  cold.  M^  the 
Lord  continue  to  grant  His  rich,  blessing  on  tma  brother  in  Christ 
throughout  the  rest  of  his  long  journey.

Bi^ziTA,  January  l^h^  1867. 

The  kind  sympathy  and  brotherly  love  manifested  towards  us  by 
our  Christian  friends  in  England,  of  which  we  have  recently  had 
striking  proofs,  act  as  a  new  stimulus  to  go  on  rejoicing  in  that  work 
,  which  the  Lord  has  graciously  allotted  to  us  in  this  part  of  His  vine- 
yard. May  He  abundantly  bless  all  our  friends  in  England,  Qer- 
many,  North  and  South  America,  and  elsewhere,  who  came  forward 
tfi  help  us  with  a  liberal  hand,  when  the  Lord  had  sent  us  a  sore 
trial 

I  have  built  three  huts  in  the  true  Kaffir  fSuhion  as  to  form,  only 
superior  in  every  way.  The  lar^t  is  25  feet  in  diameter,  and  being 
furnished  with  a  boarded  partition,  serves  as  sitting  and  sleeping- 
room  :  the  other  two  are  our  kitchen  and  store-room.  I  hope  to  be 
able  to  erect  a  new  substantial  dwelling-house  in  the  course  of  this 
year. 

At  preset  our  people  are  in  great  distress  for  want  of  sufficient 
food.    Owing  to  the  excessive  dryness  of  last  season,  the  eard^is  did 
not  yield  sufficient  produce  to  support  them,  and  in  Novemoer  alrea^ 
yoL.  xxvi.  T 
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their  stock  of  provisions  was  exhausted.  I  was  under  the  necessity 
of  buying  maize  and  buck-wheat  from  traders,  and  had  some  difBcultj 
in  getting  them  to  sell,  as  they  wanted  to  take  all  their  store  into  the 
colony,  where  high  prices  could  be  obtained  for  all  cereals.  I  had  to 
pay  six  or  seven  times  the  usual  amount  for  the  little  they  sold  me, 
and  be  thankful  that  I  got  any  at  alL  About  the  end  of  December  this 
supply  was  quite  exhausted,  and  then  I  bad  to  help  the  poor  people 
just  as  I  could.  On  our  own  lands  the  harvest  had  been  below  the 
average  last  year,  but  we  had  still  a  little  left  from  the  preceding 
summer,  and  thus  we  were  able  to  dole  out  a  pittance  to  almost  afl 
the  families  at  the  station. 

This  year's  crops  are,  however,  thus  far  promising  very  well,  and  we 
trust  that  the  worst  of  the  heavy  trial  may  be  considered  past.  Milk 
is  plentiful,  but  manv  of  our  poor  people  are  without  cattle,  being  too 
poor  to  purchase  and  keep  them. 

I  am  thankful  to  be  able  to  report  favourably  of  the  three  adults 
baptized  here  last  May ;  thus  far  they  have  walked  as  consistent 
Christians.  May  the  Lord  graciously  preserve  their  steps  from  slip- 
ping, and  enable  them  to  wsSk  steadily  onwards  in  His  ways.  That 
oatan  is  very  busy  here,  we  see  but  too  plainly :  some  young  people 
who  have  promised  well,  have  fallen  into  gross  sins :  but  we  must  not 
on  this  account  let  our  courage  sink,  nor  be  tempted  to  judge  harshly : 
the  temptations  to  sin  are  so  numerous,  and  so  constantly  surround- 
ing those  **  who  would  run  well,'*  that  we  can  only  be  thankful  that 
there  are  any  who  can  and  with  the  Lord's  help  do  stead&stly  resist 
them. 


ExTBACTs  of  the  DiAKT  of  Shiloh  from  July  to  December ,  1866, 

Julij  the  9M. — Br.  Gysin  went  to  King  William's  Town  to  attend 
a  conference  of  missionaries  labouring  among  the  Kaffirs.  The  chief 
subject  for  consideration  was  the  adoption  of  steps  for  the  improve- 
ment of  the  Kaffir  translation  of  the  Bible. 

About  this  time  much  attention  was  excited  by  the  preaching  of  a 
Weslevan  minister  from  America,  where  he  had  laboured  amonff 
the  gold-diggers.  This  gentleman,  who  is  a  powerful  speaker,  preached 
in  most  of  the  towns,  and  at  the  Wesleyan  stations,  and  everywhere 
many  were  awakened  by  his  testimony.  May  the  Lord  CTOund  these 
awakened  souls  more  mrmly,  and  guide  them  to  himself,  so  that  the 
impression  may  not  be  a  mere  passing  feeling ! 

Also  at  the  neighbouring  station,  Hackney,  an  increase  of  spiritual 
life  has  all  at  once  manifested  itself,  apparently  without  any  influence 
from  without.  This  change  shews  itself  in  increased  desire  for  the 
word  of  God,  in  earnest  prayer  both  on  the  part  of  individuals  and  in 
fellowship,  and  in  the  acknowledgment  of  many  long-hidden  sins. 
An  enlargement  of  the  church  was  undertaken,  and,  notwithstanding 
the  distressinff  scarcity,  the  people  willingly  hel{)ed. 

On  the  8/A  of  August  took  place  the  dedication  of  the  church  at 
Bethel,  a  station  belonging  to  the  Berlin  Missionary  Society.    Br. 
and  Sr.  Brauer  went  to  take  part  in  this  solemnity,  and  were  accom*. 
panied  by  the  trombone-players  and  others.

September  the  19th, — Br.  and  Sr.  Stephan  set  out  for  Baziya,  with 
a  view  to  make  a  lengthened  stay  there.  They  sent  their  waggon 
back  early  in  October  with  twelve  sacks  of  maize,  which  enabled  us 
to  bestow  most  welcome  assistance  to  several  of  our  poer  people  in 
this  time  of  distress.  More  than  one  inhabitant  of  tne  settlement 
had  to  be  nunished  for  ^eep-stealing. 

In  Oetwer  rain  fell  in  considerable  quantities,  and  our  river  was 
again  full  after  a  season  of  drou^t  which  had  lasted  more  than  a  year. 
We  were  truly  thanklul  to  the  JjoJd  for  this  proof  of  His  kindness  to 
us  and  to  this  people.  Worms  and  grubs  did  a  great  deal  of  damage 
afterwards,  but  on  the  whole  the  aspect  of  our  fields  was  very  promis- 
ing and  heart-cheering.  The  sudden  change  to  wet  weather  was 
followed  by  much  sickness,  but  not  of  a  very  serious  character. 

Our  people  as  well  as  ourselves  are  much  delighted  by  the  arrival 
of  four  new  brass  instruments  for  our  band,  a  present  from  brethren 
and  firiends  in  Christiansfeld,  the  larger  part  of  the  cost  being  de- 
firayed  by  the  proceeds  of  an  organ  concert  given  at  St9ckholm  by 
Mr.  Oustavus  Mankel.  The  Eingoos  and  Kaffirs  have  good  musical 
gif^s ;  thev  soon  learn  to  play  an  instrument,  and  are  very  fond  of  it. 

JVovemier, — The  Eingoos  who  left  us  a  year  ago  to  settle  in  the 
Transkev  district  are  repenting  this  step ;  they  have  lost  a  large  part 
of  their  herds,  and  find  themselves  sorely  disappointed  in  their  expec- 
tations of  bettering  themselves  there.  We  have  good  reason  to 
believe  that  the  most  of  these  went  away  in  order  to  live  without 
restraint  in  the  practice  of  the  abominations  of  their  heathen  country- 
men, and  we  trust  that  the  experience  they  are  now  making  will 
brin^  them  back  to  a  proper  appreciation  of  the  real  and  lasting 
blessings  offered  to  them  in  the  gospel,  and  in  the  communion  with 
God's  people. 

On  the  22nd  the  well-known  Griqua  chieftain,  Adam  Kok,  arrived 
with  his  suite,  and  remained  for  some  da^s  here.  He  was  on  his 
return  from  Cape  Town  to  his  own  temtory,  which  lies  between 
Eaffirland  and  Natal,  and  is  said  to  be  mucQ  superior  in  point  of 
fertility  to  his  former  possessions  on  the  Orange  river.  A  missionary 
of  the  London  Missionary  Society,  with  which  his  tribe  was  formerly 
connected,  has  been  expected  for  some  time  back  to  recommence  his 
work  among  the  mixed  race  of  Hottentots  and  Kaffirs  which  acknow- 
ledge his  sway,  numbering  above  12,000  in  all.  He  seemed  a  quiet, 
thoughtful  man,  taking  an  interest  in  many  things,  which  we  should 
have  deemed  beyond  his  comprehension. 

As  the  year  wore  on,  the  stock  of  provisions  rapidly  decreased,  and 
the  general  distress  became  very  trying :  early  ana  late  our  doors  were 
besieged  by  supplicants  for  food.  The  Hottentots  were  in  the  worst 
plight,  in  consequence  of  the  total  want  of  all  economy  in  management 
which  charactenses  them  when  they  are  in  good  circumstances ;  the 
Finffoos  and  Kaffirs  always  brought  either  monev  or  cattle  to  purchase 
food,  while  the  Hottentots  invariably  contracted  debts,  and  were  any- 
thing but  careful  in  the  use  of  whatever  supply  they  might  succeed 
in  obtaining.  The  children  were  under  the  circumstances  left  half- 
naked,  and  presented  a  sad  spectacle  at  the  examination  which  was 
held  towards  the  close  of  the  month.    The  attendance  had  been  satis- 
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factory,  and  the  progress  made  in  learning  tKe  English  language  was 
very  pleasing. 

On  the  25th  we  had  the  daughter  of  the  old  chieftain  Sandili  at 
oup  public  service,  but  incognito.  She  has  had  a  good  English  edaca- 
tion,  has  beeoi  active  as  teacher  near  Orahamstown,  and  is  now  about 
to  marry  the  son  of  a  Kaffir  chief. 


inisfcdlantouft  intelKgtnce. 

1.  The  HutKOirr. — The  ship  will  sail  from  London,  Gtoi  willing,  on 
the  15th  of  June.  It  is  intended  that  she  should  take  the  northerly 
course,  and  call  at  Stromness.  As  passengers,  there  will  go  out  Br. 
and  Sr.  Schoett  and  Sr.  Sonderman  for  the  service  of  the  Mission, 
and  Br.  S.  Bindschedler  for  the  secular  department  of  duty. 

II.  Pbotij>bktial  OpETfnre  op  Chutese  Tibet. — By  brief  advices 
lately  received  by  the  Mission-Board  from  Br.  Pagell,  who  occupies  the 
new  station  of  Poo  in  Kunawur,  it  Appc|&rs  that  the  people  of 
Tso-tso,  in  Great  Tibet,  and  under  Chinese  domination,  being 
aliurmed  by  a  violent  outbreak  of  small-pox,  sent  for  Br.  Pa^eU 
to  come  and  vaccinate  as  extensively  as  possible.  Beiug  thus  invited 
across  the  frontier  from  which  he  and  his  companion  had  in  pre- 
vious years  been  so  often  repulsed,  Br.  Pagell  gladly  obeyed  the 
call,  and  while  seeking  to  affora  help  as  regarded  the  peril  of  bodily 
dis€^,  embraced  the  opportunity  to  preach  the  Qos^l.  On  leaving, 
to  return  to  his  home,  he  received  permission — a  privilege,  however, 
accorded  exclusively  to  himself — ^to  visit  the  province  again.  ThxxB  a 
long-closed  door  is  at  least  partially  opened,  and  another  step  is  taken 
towards  liongolia,  May  the  Lord  cause  His  work  to  flourish  and 
advance  still  mare.

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MEMOIR 

Of  the  late  Be.  C.  F.  Natihatis,  Missionary  at  the  Cape  of  Good 
Hope,  icho  departed  this  life  at  Heebnhxtt,  February  23rdy  1865. 

I  WAS  bom  at  Rathenow  in  BrandeDburg,  on  February  lOtb,  1793. 
My  parents  belonged  to  the  Lutheran  Church,  and  were  as  faithful  in 
attending  aU.  the  appointed  means  of  grace  themselves  as  in  training 
their  children  to  adopt  the  same  course.  They  were  poor,  and  my  edu- 
cation, which  was  first  conductedby  a  poor  weaver,  who  sought  to  eke  out 
a  scanty  subsistence  by  dint  of  a  little  teaching,  and  then  by  the  parish 
clerk,  who  could  never  succeed  in  keeping  order  among  his  numerous 
scholars,  was  sadly  deficient,  and  1  left  school  at  the  age  of  eleven 
years  with  a  very  small  stock  of  learning.  My  parents  accustomed 
their  children  to  read  diligently  in  the  Bible,  but  I  have  no  recol- 
lection of  any  work  of  God's  grace  on  my  heart  at  that  time,  and 
the  tears  which  flowed  when  I  read  the  account  of  our  Saviour's 
Buffering,  were  merely  indications  of  a  passing  feeling. 

In  my  twelfth  year  I  was  sent  by  my  parents  to  receive  religious 
instruction  from  the  newly-appointed  Superintendent  of  the  district. 
This  man  proved  to  the  great  grief  of  my  parents  to  be  a  thorough 
rationalist ;  but  their  exhortations,  and  those  of  my  brother,  in  whose 
heart  at  that  time  a  wonderful  work  of  grace  had  commenced,  were 
ineffectual  to  prevent  my  eagerly  imbibing  the  unwholesome  lessons 
he  taught  us. 

In  April  1805  my  father  died  suddenly,  and  a  relative  of  my 
mother's,  wishful  to  assist  her  in  her  sad  circumstances,  arranged  to 
take  me  into  his  family  and  teach  me  the  trade  of  shoemaker,  which 
was  most  distasteful  to  me. 

In  1806  I  was  confirmed,  the  Superintendent  actually  making  use 
of  the  opportunity  of  the  last  meeting  for  instruction  to  hold  me  up 
to  my  companions  as  a  pattern  of  virtue,  praying  that  I  might  pursue 
my  good  course  to  the  end.  This  conduct  was  exceedingly  injurious 
to  me  as  it  supplied  rich  food  to  mj  pride  and  self-love,  and  when  my 
fellow-apprentices  called  me  a  "  pietist,"  because  of  my  quiet  tastes 
and  retiring  disposition,  I  fancied  I  really  had  made  great  advance 
in  piety,  and  my  heart  became  more  closed  to  the  voice  of  G-od's 
Spirit.  All  reading  in  God's  Word  and  other  books  on  religious 
subject?  left  nay  heart  quite  cold,  and  my  brother's  kind  words  were 
thrown  away  upon  me,  as  I  regarded  him  in  the  light  of  a  bigotted 
fanatic.  In  this  condition  I  remained  till  the  year  1809,  when  I 
became  more  intimately  acquainted  with  my  brother-in-law,  who  was 
a  sincere  follower  of  our  Saviour,  and  formed  one  of  a  small  company 
of  awakened  Christians  in  the  town.  He  spoke  cautiously  and 
kindly  to  me  of  the  sinfulness  of  the  heart  of  man  in  its  natural 
state  and  of  the  Saviour's  love  for  sinners,  and  I  became  so  attached 
to  him  that  I  visited  him  every  Sunday,  though  he  lived  almost  four 
miles  away  from  the  town.  I  learnt  to  see  that  I  was  in  danger  of 
perishing  in  spite  of  my  fancied  piety,  but  did  not  then  venture  to 
turn  to  the  Saviour,  as  I  imagined  that  some  special  preparation  on 
TOL.  XXVI.  tr 
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my  part  was  required.  Hoping  to  be  npiade  better  acquainted  witb 
the  way  of  salvation  I  resolved  to  join  the  company  of  awakened, 
who  were  much  despised  and  derided  as  pietists.  But  all  these 
thoughts  were  driven  out  of  my  mind  by  a  change  of  outward  circum- 
stances, my  master  having  informed  me  that  he  had  no  more  work  for 
me,  and  that  I  must  set  out  to  try  my  fortune  in  the  world.  My  longing 
to  see  the  world  became  very  powernil,insomuch  that  my  poor  mother'^ 
tearful  request  to  postpone  my  departure  was  disregarded.  My 
conversion  was  put  off  to  a  more  convenient  season. 

In  January  1810 1  set  out  on  my  travels,  and  wandered  through 
Germany  and  Switzerland  for  more  than  four  years,  working  only  a 
short  time  at  numerous  places.  At  first  I  avoided  all  bad  company, 
partly  in  remembrance  or  my  mother's  words  and  partly  from  natural 
shyness ;  but  I  gradually  lost  all  good  impressions,  and  in  spite  of 
kind  letters  from  .mother  and  brothers  who  felt  that  I  was  going 
astray,  I  came  to  live  without  God  in  the  world,  and  sauk  gradually 
deeper  into  a  life  of  sin.  But  my  merciful  Saviour  did  not  forsake 
me,  but  followed  and  found  me,  when  far  away  from  Him. 

When  working  at  Bern  in  the  year  1814, 1  was  one  evening  seized 
with  a  terrible  fear ;  I  felt  as  if  my  eyes  were  opened  and  the  abyss 
of  everlasting  ruin  revealed  to  me,  as  the  end  of  my  way  of  living. 
The  following  night  I  spent  bitterly  weeping,  not  daring  to  approach 
God  in  prayer,  since  I  had  so  terribly  offended  Him,  but  still  not 
seeking  the  fault  so  much  in  myself,  as  in  my  position  and  circum- 
stances. I  left  Bern  at  once,  and  found  employment  at  Auvemier, 
near  Neufchatel.  But  here  I  found  myself  worse  off  than  before, 
for  I  had  brought  my  sinful  heart  with  me,  and  my  eight  companions 
were  bold  infidels,  vying  with  each  other  from  morning  tiU  evening 
in  uttering  horrible  blasphemy.  My  master's  son  would  ask  each 
one,  **  What  is  your  religion  ?  what  do  you  believe  ?"  and  in  reply 
there  came  confessions  of  faith,  which  seemed  to  originate  in  hell 
itself.  When  I  refused  to  use  a  Bible  without  cover,  bound  round 
with  wire,  as  a  lapstone,  I  was  scoffed  at  and  derided,  and  I  felt  as  if 
in  the  company  of  demons,  having  a  foretaste  of  the  horrors  of  the 
bottomless  pit. 

One  evening  there  were  grand  illuminations  in  all  the  towns  and 
villages  of  the  Canton  Neufchatel  on  the  conclusion  of  the  Peace  of 
Paris ;  but  I  was  in  sore  trouble,  while  all  around  me  were  joyful, 
and  as  I  walked  in  solitude  on  the  shore  of  the  lake,  the  terrible 
temptation  presented  itself  with  fearful  power  to  make  an  end  of 
my  misery  by  a  plunge  into  the  water.  At  that  crisis  the  Lord 
interfered  to  save  me.  A  soldier,  who  could  not  see  me  in  the  dark, 
fired  off  his  gun  very  near  me,  and  the  bullet  passed  close  to  my 
head.  I  was  deeply  moved,  and,  concluding  that  this  was  a  proof 
that  it  was  God's  will  that  I  should  live  longer  and  perhaps  endure 
yet  more,  I  went  back  to  my  lodgings  with  the  resolution  to  leave 
Auvernier,  and  seek  employment  where  I  cotdd  work  alone.  The 
very  neit  day  one  of  my  former  companions  at  Beni  brought  me  an 
application  of  the  kind  I  wished  from  a  person  living  at  Chateau  de 
Metou,  between  Yverdun  and  Lausanne.  Most  gladly  I  made  my 
way  thither,  and  was  treated  like  a  child  by  my  master  and  his  family, 
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receiving  constant  tokens  of  kindness  and  affection.  But  I  was  still 
without  a  happy  heart,  the  result  of  a  sense  of  pardoned  sin ;  the 
thought  of  eternity  tortured  me  night  and  day,  so  much  so  that  my 
health  failed,  and  my  sad  state  became  apparent  to  my  master  and 
the  pastor  of  the  church,  at  which  I  was  a  regular  attendant.  The 
latter  very  kindly  lent  me  a  German  Bible,  a  Lutheran  hymn-book, 
a  book  of  sermons  and  Gellert's  fables. 

Here  again  the  blindness  of  my  heart  evidenced  itself.  The  Bible 
I  thought,  could  do  me  no  good,  for  I  had  read  it  through  over  and 
over  again,  and  knew  its  contents  well ;  the  book  of  sermons  must 
be  tried.  The  first  one  I  turned  to  was  on  the  text,  "  Many  are 
called,  but  few  chosen,"  and  the  Calvinist  views  of  election  were 
strongly  set  forth  in  it,  the  Lutheran  explanation  of  certain  texts, 
as  1  Tim.  ii.  4,  being  declared  to  be  false,  &c.  The  effect  produced 
on  my  mind  was  very  sad.  My  soul  rebelled  against  God,  and  I 
•*  charged  Him  foolishly"  with  injustice  and  cruelty  in  giving  me 
existence,  without  my  wish  or  vdll  being  asked,  only  that  I  might 
without  choice  on  my  part  suffer  everlasting  torment.  Hardened  by 
these  considerations,  and  yet  despairing,  I  ran  about  the  garden,  and 
at  last  resolved  that,  seeing  there  was  no  way  of  escape  from  final 
condemnation,  I  would  at  least  enjoy  the  pleasures  of  this  life,  and 
with  this  resolution  hurried  to  Tverdun.  Here  all  the  inns  were 
still  closed  during  the  public  service,  and  I  had  to  wile  away  the 
time  on  the  shores  of  the  lake.  Again  the  thought  of  etemily  came 
upon  me  with  overwhelming  power,  and  weeping  aloud  I  hastened 
away  from  the  town,  and  wandered  about  till  evening,  when  I  again 
reached  Chateau  de  Metou.  Proceeding  straight  to  my  room,  I  spent 
an  almost  sleepless  night  in  intense  agony  of  mind. 

On  the  following  morning  I  rose  weary  in  mind  and  body,  and 
opened  the  hymn-book  which  lay  on  the  table ;  and  surely  it  was  the 
good  Shepherd's  kind  leading,  that  my  eyes  caught  at  once  the 
hymn,  "  My  Saviour  sinners  doth  receive.  Whom,  with  sin's  galling 
load  oppressed.  Nor  man  nor  angel  can  relieve,'*  &c.*  A  flood  of  tears 
streamed  down  my  cheeks,  and  I  could  scarcely  read  the  first  two  verses. 
Hastening  into  the  garden  I  fell  down  on  my  knees  in  a  retired 
comer,  and  prayed  God  in  His  mercy  to  grant  me  pardon,  promising 
Him  to  amend  my  ways,  if  I  could  but  find  grace  in  His  sight.  1  then 
went  to  my  work  with  a  happiness  to  which  1  had  long  been  a  stranger, 
trusting  in  the  Lord,  and  feeling  able  to  pray.  Still  I  knew  not  my 
own  sinfulness,  and  regarded  onlj  gross  transgressions  as  sin,  fancy- 
ing that  I  could  safely  promise  God  to  live  a  better  life  and  even  to 
submit  to  some  sacrifice  in  the  prosecution  of  good  works  for  Him. 
In  this  respect  my  eyes  were  soon  opened,  and  I  felt  that  my  heart 
was  still  unrenewed';  but  my  gleam  of  hope  in  the  Lord's  mercy 
never  again  failed  me,  and  hence  the  agonizing  terror  and  sadness 
hitherto  experienced  never  returned. 

My  master's  kindness  continued,  and  in  the  year  1816  he  proposed 
that  I  should  marry  his  daughter,  and  carry  on  the  good  business  he 
bad  established.     The  prospect  was  tempting,  as  I  should  have  been

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at  once  in  a  posifcion  devoid  of  care  and  anxiety  to  externals,  and 
with  every  probability  of  increasing  prosperity.  But  the  text  of 
Scripture  occurred  to  me,  **  What  shiul  it  profit  a  man,  if  he  shall 
gain  the  whole  world,  and  lose  his  own  soul  P  (Mark  viii.  36);  and  I 
resolved  immediately  to  return  home,  and  learn  from  my  brothers 
what  I  must  do  to  be  saved.  The  next  morning  I  informed  the 
family  of  my  resolution,  and  a  few  days  later,  after  a  painful  farewell 
to  my  kind  friends  I  was  on  the  road  to  Basel,  where  I  succeeded 
after  some  difficulty  in  obtaining  a  passage  on  board  a  vessel  down 
the  Bhine  to  Mayence. 

All  my  fellow-passoDgers  on  this  and  another  sbip  were  separatists, 
forming  a  company  of  186  persons,  who  were  emigrating  to  America 
under  the  guidance  of  a  certain  Peter  Doering ;  they  intended  to  go 
into  the  seclusion  of  the  backwoods,  and  there,  separated  from  this 
wicked  world,  live  in  a  manner  becoming  a  congregation  of  Jesus.  An 
address  by  the  leader  to  the  crowd  watching  our  departure,  in  which 
ihe  aim  and  object  of  the  emigrants  was  stated,  made  a  deep  impression 
on  me,  and  I  thought  I  could  not  do  better  than  go  with  this  people, 
if  they  would  admit  such  a  one  as  myself  into  their  company.  On 
telling  my  history  and  preferring  my  request  to  Peter  Doering,  he 
said  kindly :  **  My  dear  young  man,  you  are  mistaken ;  we  cannot 
take  you  to  heaven,  nor  ean  any  other  man ;  you  must  look  to  Jesus, 
who  rejects  no  poor  sinner."  However,  he  promised  to  lay  my 
request  before  the  whole  company,  who  at  once  bid  me  welcome, 
received  me  into  full  fellowship,  and  showed  me  every  kindness,  so  that 
I  felt  very  pleased  and  happy.  But  there  was  danger  in  my  position 
of  which  I  little  dreamt  at  the  time,  and  the  Lord  again  mterposed 
to  lead  me  in  the  way  of  safety. 

At  a  place,  not  far  from  Mayence,  where  we  remained  for  the  night, 
I  had  retired  to  rest  on  my  bed  of  straw,  particularly  pleased  with 
the  prospect  of  going  to  America,  and  in  a  dream  I  crossed  the  ocean, 
and  lanoed  at  Philadelphia,  hurrying  at  once  from  the  ship  to  see  the 
fine  streets  and  houses  in  the  city.  On  returning  to  tne  landing- 
place  the  ship,  crew,  and  passengers  were  all  gone,  and  I  saw  my 
mother  and  other  relatives  beyond  the  ocean,  weeping  bitteidy  over 
me,  as  for  one  who  was  lost  for  evermore.  My  attempts  to  call  to 
them  were  in  vain  and  I  awoke  in  a  great  fright.  The  dream  came  a 
second  and  third  time,  and  in  exactly  the  same  form,  and  after 
arguing  with  myself  on  the  foolishness  of  placing  any  importance  on 
a  dream,  I  at  last  eame  to  the  conviction  that  the  dream  was  a  warn- 
ing sent  me  by  the  Lord.  The  next  morning  I  found  a  retired  comer 
among  the  barrels  and  boxes  on  the  deck,  and  having  earnestly  prayed 
God  to  reveal  to  me  His  will,  as  to  mv  going  to  America  or  returning 
to  my  own  home,  I  received  the  dear  conviction  that  the  latter 
was  my  duty.  Seven  years  afterwards  I  was  deeply  touched  to 
hear  the  fato  of  the  companv  I  had  joined,  as  it  was  communicated  in 
a  report  read  in  the  chapel  at  Nisky;  fanaticism  and  superstition 
gained  a  footing  among  the  little  band  of  emigrants,  ana  the  end 
was  that  they  sank  lower  and  lower,  even  to  the  adoption  of  heathen 
practices.  How  I  thanked  the  Good  Shepherd  for  rescuing  me  from 
this  peril ! 
Though  I  had  clearly  recognized  it  to  be  my  duty  to  return  home. 
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I  was  still  loth  to  give  up  tbe  idea  of  going  to  America,  which  in  my 
opinioD  afforded  tbe  prospect  of  temporal  advantages  as  well  as  spi- 
.  ritual  profit.  But  not  being  able  to  continue  my  journey  with  tbe  ship, 
as  I  should  probably  be  detained  and  forced  to  serve  my  time  as  a 
soldier,  when  we  reached  the  fortress  of  Mayence,  I  followed  the 
advice  of  friends  and  resolved  to  travel  via  Cassel  to  Hamburg, 
intending  to  sail  thence  for  Philadelphia,  and  there  rejoin  P.  Doer- 
ing's  company.  Calling  on  a  friend  at  Cassel,  to  whom  I  told  my 
plan,  I  was  not  a  little  surprised,  when  he  said  that  he  could  not  wish 
me  Godspeed,  if  I  did  not  seek  my  mother's  permission  before  leaving 
the  country.  Eventually  I  was  persuaded  to  write  home,  and  procured 
some  work  while  awaiting  the  reply.  In  the  meantime  a  gentleman 
arrived  who  was  said  to  be  engagmg  young  artisans  on  very  favourable 
terms,  to  go  with  him  to  America,  ana  I  at  once  resolved  to  call 
upon  him.  Whether  I  had  mistaken  the  name  and  address,  or  whether 
there  were  two  persons  of  the  same  name  in  the  same  street,  I  never 
knew,  but  I  certainly  came  to  the  wrong  man.  The  person  to  whom 
I  was  introduced,  heard  my  story  and  then  said,  *'  Friend,  how  sad 
it  is  that  so  many  are  eager  for  temporal  advantages,  and  no  one 
enquires  after  the  way  of  salvation! '  Surprised  and  ashamed  I 
returned  to  my  master,  who  handed  me  the  long-wished  for  letter 
from  home.  It  was  from  my  brother  William,  and  contained  some 
account  of  the  Lord's  leading  with  him  during  the  campaigns  of  1813 
to  1815,  in  which  he  had  served  in  the  army.  Then  he  continued : 
"  You  will  scarcely  escape  military  service  if  you  come  here ;  but  this 
may  be  just  the  way  the  Lord  wishes  to  lead  you  whither  He  will  have 
you  to  ffo.  You  say,  No,l  will  not  go  this  way,  rather  will  I  cross  the 
ocean !  but  there  also  He  will  find  you,  and  He  will  apply  the  rod  to 
you,  as  to  Jonah  of  old,  to  whom  God's  will  and  way  was  not  pleasing. 
You  say  in  your  letter  that  you  place  your  confidence  in  Qt)d ;  allow  me 
to  say  that  your  flight  to  America  is  a  poor  proof  of  this  confidence ; 
come  home  instead,  and  give  yourself  up  to  the  Lord's  intended 
guidance,  and  He  will  lead  you  so  wisely  and  graciously,  that  you 
will  yet  thank  and  praise  Him !"  The  result  of  this  letter  was  that 
I  abandoned  the  idea  of  going  to  America,  deeply  grieved  at  my 
attempts  to  run  counter  to  what  I  had  recognized  to  be  the  Lord's 
will,  but  also  truly  thankful  to  the  Good  Shepherd  for  graciously  lead* 
ing  me  back  to  the  right  path  of  His  appointing. 

After  remaining  some  little  time  longer  at  Cassel,  T  returned  home, 
where  I  arrived  in  safety  after  an  absence  of  almost  seven  years.  The 
next  day  my  brother  asked  me,  if  I  had  come  on  a  visit  only,  or  with 
tbe  intention  to  remain,  and  I  assured  him  that  I  had  no  fixed  plan 
for  the  future,  and  only  wished  to  hear  from  him,  how  I  could  obtain 
a  happy  and  peaceful  heart.  He  took  me  with  him  to  the  garret, 
where  we  knelt  down,  while  he  commended  me  fervently  and  with  many 
tears  to  the  Saviour,  begging  Him  to  "  come  and  meet  me,  now  that  I 
had  turned  to  go  to  Him."  I  was  very  happy,  and  esteemed  it  a  favour 
to  be  permitted  to  attend  with  him  the  meetings  of  the  awakened, 
at  which  Br.  L.  presided,  although  I  thereby  exposed  myself  to 
the  scoffs  of  my  former  companions,  who  ridiculed  me  for  turning 
"  pietist." 
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What  I  heard  of  our  Saviour's  love  to  sinners,  the  all-availing 
efficacy  of  His  death  and  merits,  was  most  delightful  balm  to  my 
wounded  heart ;  I  now  learnt  to  love  Him  and  put  my  whole  trust 
in  Him,  and  was  uninterruptedly  happy  and  rejoicing  in  the  Lord. 
My  home  was  a  veritable  Bethany  to  me  and  to  many  of  the  awakened 
who  used  to  meet  there.  At  first  I  could  get  no  employment  at  my 
trade,  as  my  old  companions  and  friends  held  themselves  quite  aloof 
from  me,  but  the  Lord  in  His  own  good  time  opened  up  for  me  a  con- 
nection which  was  quite  unlooked  for,  and  soon  suppliea  me  with  abun- 
dance of  remunerative  work,  showing  that  He  could  provide  beyond 
my  need,  and  better  than  all  the  friendship  of  the  world. 

In  1817  I  paid  mj  first  visit  to  the  Brethren's  Congregation  at 
G-nadau,  on  the  festival  of  the  Single  Brethren,  and  received  a  hearty 
welcome  from  Br.  Schreiber,  the  diaspora  labourer  of  the  district, 
with  permission  to  take  part  in  the  various  meetings.  It  was  a 
day  of  rich  blessing  for  my  soul,  and  the  spiritual  food  I  there  re- 
ceived served  to  strengthen  me  for  the  time  of  trial  that  awaited 
mo.  With  a  thankful  heart  I  left  Gnadau,  feeling  a  longing  to 
belong  to  this  section  of  the  Lord's  people,  and  also  the  conviction 
that  our  Saviour  would  eventually  lead  me  to  find  a  home  among 
them. 

A  few  months  later  I  had  to  commence  my  military  service.     At 
first  I  was  appointed  to  a  regiment  stationed  in  France,  but  on  my 
application  to  General  von  Natzmer  he  ordered  me  to  be  transferred 
to  a  regiment  of  foot-guards,  stationed  in  Berlin,  so  that  my  prayer  not 
to  be  removed  out  of  reach  of  Christian  friends  was  graciously 
answered-     The  reception  I  met  with  on  the  part  of  Pastor  Jaenicke 
and  the  labourers  of  the  Brethren's   congregation,  the  Brethren 
Anders  and  Merk,  was  most  kind,  and  I  was  soon  acquainted  with 
many  members  of  the  congregation  and  Society  at  Berlin  and  Bixdorf. 
It  was  a  sore  trial  to  the  flesh  when  at  drill  to  put  up  with  shameful 
treatment,  and  suffer  many  hard  names  and  harder  blows  from  the 
lieutenant  of  my  company,  and  that  too  without  giving  the  slightest 
cause,  so  much  so  that  my  subaltern  officers  indignantly  protested 
and  advised    me    to  prefer   a  complaint    against  my    tormentor. 
The  Lord  however  enabled  me  to  bear  with  patience,  though  pro- 
bably the  officer  would  have  received  a  severe  sentence,  if  I  had 
brought  his  conduct  to  the  cognizance  of  higher  officers  ;  eventually 
he  seemed  to  become  ashamed  of  his  behaviour,  and  was  very  kind 
to  me.     The  presence  of  my  Saviour  made  this  and  other  trying 
experiences  in  my  new  position  very  light  to  be  borne,  and  when 
towards  the  close  of  the  year  1818, 1  had  to  form  one  of  the  body- 
guard of  the  Emperor  Francis  of  Austria  at  the  Congress  of  Aix-la- 
Chapelle,  all  the  worldly  splendour  I  beheld  there  for  two  months 
seemed  but  as  dross,  compared  with  the  peace  of  God  which  I  enjoyed. 
PreWous  to  this  absence  from  Berlin  I  had  become  a  memoer  of 
the  Society,  and  on  the  day  of  my  reception  experienced  a  remark- 
able answer  to   prayer.      The   meeting  was  to  be  on  the  4th  of 
June,  and  Br.  Merk  had  directed  me  to  be  with  him  by  five  o'clock 
in  the  afternoon.     Contrary  to  all  expectation  it  was  announced  at 
the  morning-drill,  that  our  battalion  would  march  out  for  target 
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practice  in  the  afternoon.  All  my  attempts  to  obtain  furlough  were 
fruitless,  and  I  could  not  send  to  apprise  Br.  Merk  of  the  reason  of 
roy  unavoidable  absence ;  in  my  distress  I  prayed  to  the  Lord  to 
help  me  as  we  marched  out  to  the  shooting-ground  outside  the  Halle 
gate  of  the  city.  The  captain  received  us  with  a  volley  of  curses,  and 
when  I  saw  some  eight  or  ten  men,  who  had  failed  to  hit  the  target,lying 
on  the  hot  sand  with  their  faces  turned  to  the  blazing  sun,  condemned 
to  remain  th««  all  night,  I  felt  that  I  had  every  reason  to  fear  that  it 
would  be  my  lot  to  lie  at  their  side.  As  I  prepared  to  fire,  my  anxiety 
caused  me  to  neglect  the  correct  military  position,  at  which  the  cap- 
tain was  terribly  enraged,  and  gave  me  a  push  with  the  hilt  of  his  sword 
in  the  hollow  of  my  knee.  I  fell  forward  slightly,  and  in  so  doing  my 
gun  went  oiF,  and  the  bullet  passed  through  the  centre  of  the  target. 
My  second  shot  was  to  my  great  astonishment  equally  successful,  and 
when  my  third  bullet  hit  about  an  inch  only  from  the  others,  the 
captain  was  in  an  ecstasy  of  delight,  and  at  once  gave  me  leave  to  go 
back  to  the  barracks  in  town.  I  cannot  describe  my  state  of  mind  as 
I  ran  on  as  quickly  as  I  could,  weeping  tears  of  joy,  and  thanking 
God  with  all  my  heart  for  his  loving  kindness  to  me.  Br.  Anders 
conducted  the  reception-meeting,  and  the  celebration  of  the  Iloly 
Communion  was  a  real  and  lasting  refreshment  for  my  soul. 

In  the  summer  of  the  year  1819  I  had  again  a  most  striking 
instance  of  our  Saviour's  readiness  to  answer  prayer.  Thanks  to  the 
kindness  of  the  major  of  my  company,  my  duties  had  become  almost 
nominal,  being  pnncipally  those  or  an  orderly;  hence,  when  he 
and  his  family  were  absent,  I  found  it  possible  to  accede  to  the 
request  to  attend  on  his  brother-in-law,  a  certain  Mr.  K.,  a  young 
man,  afflicted  with  fits  of  a  most  distressing  character,  which  came 
on  every  evening  at  sunset,  and  had  reduced  him  to  the  condition  of 
a  cripple,  unable  to  move  without  crutches.  Ho  had  spent  all  his 
property  in  attempting  cures,  and  procuring  the  advice  of  the  most 
renowned  physicians,  but  all  in  vain.  Though  naturally  shrinking 
from  the  task,  still  I  undertook  it,  trusting  that  the  Lord  would 
strengthen  me  in  the  fulfilment  of  its  duties,  and  perhaps  make  me 
useful  in  saving  the  soul  of  the  sufferer,  who  was  well  known  to  be 
an  infidel.  The  first  two  attacks  which  I  witnessed  soon  passed 
away,  but  the  third  was  so  dreadful  that  I  had  to  call  for  assistance, 
and  the  doctor  told  me  that  another  such  seizure  would  probably 
end  the  life  of  the  patient.  Most  earnestly  I  asked  the  Lord  to  help 
me  to  save  this  young  man  bodily  and  spiritually,  and  when  the  ser- 
vant brought  me  a  singular  recipe  from  an  aged  relative,  in  which, 
among  a  variety  of  superstitious  observances,  a  strong  sudorific 
was  recommended,  I  resolved  in  faith  to  try  the  latter  means,  and 
besought  the  Lord's  blessing  on  the  attempt.  Speaking  to  Mr.  K. 
on  the  subject,  I  mentioned  our  Saviour's  miracles,  and  urged  him  to 
believe  that  He  was  still  the  same  merciful  and  almighty  Saviour, 
with  whom  nothing  could  be  impossible,  and  who  delighted  in  showing 
mercy  to  those  who  in  their  need  turned  to  Him.  He  had  no  objec- 
tion to  my  trying  the  cure,  but  would  not  believe  in  the  power  of 
God,  and  would  have  derided  and  scoffed,  had  he  not  feared  thereby 
.to  drive  me  awav.     The  medicine  was  taken  when  the  attack  came 
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on,  and  with  a  powerful  effect,  and  I  retired  to  bed  that  night  with 
the  conviction  that  the  Lord  had  granted  His  blessing  on  the  means 
used.  The  next  morning  the  crutches  were  no  longer  required,  and 
the  day  passed  without  any  seizure,  and  two  days  afterwards  I  met 
the  patient  walking  briskly  in  the  street,  busied  in  making  arrange- 
ments for  joining  his  friends  in  the  country,  **  Mr.  K.,"  I  said, 
**  you  belong  to  those  who  will  not  believe,  except  you  see  signs  and 
miracles ;  now  God  heard  my  prayer,  He  has  shown  you  a  miracle, 
that  you  may  believe  in  Him  as  your  Lord  and  God.  Do  you  now  be- 
lieve ?"  He  was  silent,  but  instead  of  giving  glory  to  God,  he  sang 
my  praises  aloud  to  his  relatives,  who  were  amazed  at  his  recovery. 
Tne  gratitude  of  the  major  and  his  family  was  very  great,  but  I 
declined  his  kind  offer  to  procure  me  the  education  and  position  of 
an  officer  in  the  army,  as  1  wished  to  devote  myself  to  the  service  of 
the  King  of  kings.  Of  Mr.  K.  I  never  heard  anything  further,  so 
that  I  know  not  if  the  Lord's  goodness  led  him  to  repentance. 

My  time  being  now  almost  entirely  at  my  own  disposal,  I  was 
truly  thankful  to  be  employed  by  a  Christian  merchant  as  colporteur 
among  the  soldiers ;  at  the  same  time  my  longing  to  be  received  into 
full  fellowship  with  the  Brethren's  Church  increased,  and  I  hailed 
with  intense  satisfaction  the  day  of  my  release  from  military  serfice 
in  the  year  1820. 

After  a  short  stay  at  home  I  was  informed  that  a  place  was  pro- 
vided for  me  at  KUeinwelke,  near  Bautzen,  and  I  went  there  with  a 
joyful  heart.  In  the  course  of  the  same  year  I  was  received  into 
full  membership,  under  circumstances  which  caused  me  to  humble 
myself  in  the  dust  at  the  feet  of  my  Saviour,  thanking  Him  for  all 
His  gracious  leadings  with  me,  and  devoting  myself  anew  to  His 
service  with  body,  soul  and  spirit.  It  was  very  pleasing  to  me  soon 
to  be  employed  as  chapel  servant  and  overseer  to  the  youths,  but  it 
lasted  some  time  before  I  was  able  so  far  to  overcome  my  feeling  of 
inability  to  the  work,  as  to  offer  my  services  for  the  missions.  This, 
however,  I  did  eventually  in  the  year  1823,  and  was  soon  afterwards 
removed  to  Nisky ,  where  I  had  to  undertake  the  management  of  the 
shoemaking  business.  The  Lord's  blessing  rested  on  my  endeavours, 
prosperity  crowned  my  work,  and  I  felt  happy  in  the  close  friendship 
of  many  Brethren.  The  result  of  this  was,  that  the  thought  would 
often  force  itself  upon  me,  that  I  was  much  bettor  suited  for  home- 
service,  than  to  go  abroad  amongst  the  heathen,  and  I  resolved  by  way 
of  a  test  of  my  capacity  for  the  work  of  a  missionary  to  try  and 
compose  a  discourse  on  some  text  of  Scripture.  I  laboured  hard  for 
several  evenings  from  10  o'clock  to  midnight,  but  could  not  find 
anything  to  say  about  the  simplest  passages,  and  at  length  gave  up 
the  attempt  as  useless,  feeling  sadly  disheartened.  In  this  state  of 
mind  I  visited  at  Berthelsdorf,  and  there  the  venerable  Br.  G.  M. 
Schneider  encouraged  me  to  speak  plainly  about  my  difficxilties.  On 
my  telling  him  that  want  of  natural  talent  and  education  made  me  feel 
quite  incapable  for  the  service  for  which  I  had  offered  myself,  he 
quietly  expressed  his  astonishment  at  my  four  weeks'  labour  at  a  dis- 
coiu^e  having  ended  in  my  not  finding  a  beginning,  and  then  striking 
me  on  the  shoulder,  said :  "  Brother,  our  King  wants  such  men  to  do 
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His  work  as  only  depeod  on  His  grace.  So  long  as  you  thought  you 
could  do  something  in  your  own  strength,  you  were  useless  as  a  ser- 
vant of  Christ ;  but  now  that  you  feel  your  incapacity  to  do  '  anything 
as  of  yourself,'  depend  upon  it  the  Lord  will  glorify  Himself  in  you, 
and  He  will  in  His  mercy  grant  you  the  gifts  you  require."  My 
two  hours'  conversation  with  this  dear  brother  was  most  useful  to 
me,  and  I  returned  to  Nisky,  leaving  this  matter  to  the  Lord  with  full 
confidence  that  He  would  do  what  would  be  best  for  me. 

On  the  30th  of  September  I  received  a  letter  from  the  Mission- 
department  of  the  Unity's  Elders  Conference,  giving  me  a  call  to 
the  Mission  field  in  South  Africa.  The  feeling  of  my  unworthiness 
and  inability  struggled  with  my  faith  and  trust  in  the  Lord  and 
His  strength,  and  I  had  not  courage  to  accept  the  call,  until  I 
had  laid  the  matter  before  our  Saviour,  and  earnestly  begged  Him 
to  guide  my  decision.  He  graciously  granted  me  the  assurance  that 
it  was  His  will  that  I  sho^d  go  forth  into  the  Mission  field,  and 
I  hesitated  no  longer,  but  declared  my  ready  and  grateful  acceptance 
of  the  honourable  post  to  which  I  was  called. 

After  my  marriage  with  Sr.  Sophia  Staude  in  November  1824,  and 
a  short  visit  to  our  relatives,  who  all  gave  us  their  blessing  on  our 
way,  we  set  out  on  our  journey  in  company  with  Br.  and  Sr.  Eoech- 
ling.  Stormy  weather  and  the  serious  illness  of  Br.  R.  delayed  us 
at  Zeist  for  some  weeks,  and  we  did  not  reach  London  before  the 
13th  of  January  1825,  having  been  six  days  on  the  voyage  from 
Eotterdam  to  London.  Here  it  pleased  the  Lord  to  release  our  fellow- 
labourer,  Br.  B.,  from  all  further  work,  inflammation  of  the  brain 
setting  in  soon  after  our  arrival,  which  terminated  in  his  happy 
departure. 

we  left  London,  where  we  had  enjoyed  much  kindness,  on  March 
6th,  and  reached  Cape  Town  on  May  26th,  and  Groenekloof  a  few 
days  later,  at  the  very  hour  in  which  seven  years  previously  I  had 
been  received  a  member  of  the  Society  at  Berlin.  The  text  for  that 
day  had  been  Isa.  Ixvi.  19 :  "I  will  send  those  that  escape  of  them  to 
the  isles  afar  ofi^,  that  have  not  heard  my  fame,  neither  have  seen  my 
glory,  and  they  shall  declare  my  glory  among  the  Gentiles ;"  and  for 
the  day  on  which  I  beheld  this  word  fulfilled  in  my  own  leading,  the 
cheering  text  was  Isa.  xliv.  24 :  "  Thus  saith  the  Lord,  thy  Bedeemer, 
and  He  that  formed  thee  from  the  womb,  I  am  the  Lord  that  maketh 
all  things." 

During  my  short  stay  of  three  weeks  here  I  applied  myself  to  the 
study  of  the  Dutch  language,  and  before  continuing  our  journey  to 
Genadendal  was  able  to  conduct  a  service.  Here  we  found  that 
our  journeying  had  not  ended,  as  we  had  hoped,  Enon  being  appointed 
us  as  the  first  scene  of  our  labours.  Various  circumstances,  however, 
necessitated  a  prolongation  of  our  stay  at  Genadendal,  which  we 
gladly  made  use  of  to  acquaint  ourselves  with  the  various  missionary 
duties,  which  would  devolve  upon  us.  The  journey  to  Enon  was 
made  in  company  with  Br.  Hallbeck,  and  was  very  interesting, 
though  sometimes  trying,  as  it  was  imdertaken  in  the  midst  of 
winter.  The  reception  we  met  with  was  most  cordial  on  the  part  of 
our  future  fellow-labourers  and  the  little  flock,  to  whom  we  were 
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introduced  on  the  day  of  our  arrival.  I  at  once  took  charge  of  the 
large  garden,  in  which  many  articles  were  raised  for  the  support  of 
the  mission,  also  of  the  girls*  day-school,  and  had  my  due  share  of 
preaching  apportioned  to  me,  with  reference  to  which  I  may  say  that 
the  Lord  often  permitted  me  most  graciously  to  experience  in  my  own 

Serson  the  fulfilment  of  the  promise  contained  in  the  text  for  the 
ay  of  our  arrival  at  this  place :  "  Now,  therefore  go,  and  I  will  be 
with  thy  mouth,  and  teach  thee  what  thou  shalt  say."

WEST  INDIES. 


The  intelligence  from  this  portion  of  the  Lord's  vineyard  is  com- 
prised in  the  Eeports  of  the  Congregations  in  St.  Kitt's  and  St.  Croix 
for  the  year  1866,  and  an  interesting  letter  from  Br.  Lind,  at  Salem, 
in  Jamaica.  This  congregation  was  hitherto  called  New  Hope ;  in 
consequence  of  the  removal  of  the  chapel  and  minister's  house  from  a 
low  and  unhealthy  locality  to  a  good  situation  on  a  hill  it  received  the 
new  name,  by  which  it  will  henceforth  be  called.  Br.  Lind's  account  of 
the  dangerous  proceedings  of  fanatics  in  the  neighbourhood  of  Salem, 
and  Bethabara,  will  be  read  with  much  interest. 

The  report  of  the  state  of  the  work  in  the  island  of  St.  Kitt's,  and 
especially  in  the  town  of  Basseterre,  the  capital  of  the  island,  Will 
have  an  almost  painful  interest  at  the  present  time,  as  most  of  our 
readers  will  be  aware  that  the  town  has  been  almost  destroyed  by  a 
terrible  conflagration,  which  broke  out  on  July  3rd,  and  coiild  not  be 
mastered  until  it  had  consumed  all  in  its  course.  "With  heartfelt 
thanks  to  the  Lord  we  received  the  intelligence,  that  our  mission  pre- 
mises have  been  preserved  uninjured  among  the  small  number  of  build- 
ings which  are  left  of  what  was  the  town  of  Basseterre.  About  fifty 
houses  of  members  of  our  Church  have,  however,  become  a  prey  to 
the  flames,  and  thus  of  our  own  people  no  fewer  than  one  hundred  and 
eighty  persons  have  been  reduced  to  a  state  of  destitution.  From 
these,  as  also  from  a  portion  of  the  town's  people,  who  are  now  deprived 
of  all  shelter,  and  are  devoid  of  means  of  supporting  themselves,  a  heavy 
claim  is  made  on  the  very  limited  resources  as  well  as  on  the  general 
assistance  of  our  Brethren,  who  are  labouring  at  Basseterre.  Did  we 
not  know  that  the  Lord  never  will  forsake  His  people  and  their  work 
for  Him,  and  that  He  is  able  out  of  evil  to  bring  much  good,  we  should 
be  the  more  moved  to  deplore  the  disturbance  and  distress  which  must 
necessarily  accompany  a  calamity  like  the  one  just  experienced,  in  a 
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portion  of  our  mittsion  field,  where  the  Lord  is  nianifestlj  granting 
His  rich  blessing.  May  He  strengthen  and  support,  and  gmde  our 
dear  Brethren,  who  are  there  labouring,  and  continue  to  further  the 
work  of  their  hands ! 


From  Br,  A.  Lixn. 
Salem,  (hitherto  called  New  Hope)  March  20ih,  1867. 

It  is  certain  that  our  people  in  this  district  are  more  poverty- 
stricken  than  they  were  some  five  or  six  years  ago.  At  that  time  we 
entertained  the  nope  that  thev  would  be  able  to  contribute  j6400 
towards  the  erection  of  a  church  here,  but  only  £220  have  been  re- 
ceived, which  is,  I  believe,  to  be  attributed  to  the  increasing  poverty  of 
the  people.  Chief  causes  for  this  impoverishment  are  thereduced  rate  of 
wages  consequent  on  the  low  price  of  sugar,  the  increasing  cost  of  many 
necessaries  of  life,  especially  articles  of  clothing  and  salt  meat,  and 
lastly  the  complete  failure  of  the  pimento  crops  in  the  last  years,  to 
which  our  negroes  in  general  look  for  their  support.  At  least  £200 
less  wages  than  formerly  have  been  received  per  annum  by  the  labour- 
ing population  of  this  place,  and  the  price  for  the  pimento  of  their 
own  raising  has  been  very  low.  It  is  equallv  certain,  however,  that 
most  would  be  in  better  circumstances  if  they  had  years  ago  taken 
our  advice  and  begun  the  cultivation  of  the  sugar  cane,  ^or  which  our 
soil  is  admirably  adapted.  Of  late  they  have  begun  to  turn  their 
attention  to  this. 

As  regards  the  spiritual  condition  of  the  congregation,  it  is  evident 
that  the  enemy  of  souls  is  doing  his  best  to  counteract  and  remove  all 
good  effects  of  the  spiritual  awakening  which  took  place  here.  In 
one  of  our  districts  there  was  a  good  deal  of  real  life,  but  I  was 
grieved  to  hear  about  a  fortnight  ago  that  dangerous  people  had  made 
their  appearance  there  to  disturb  and  injure  the  gOod  work.  They 
call  themselves  **  revivalists,"  and  are  ignorant  fanatics  coming  from  a 
dark  locality  near  Savanna  la  Mar.  In  consequence  of  the  information 
received,  I  called  a  meeting  of  helpers,  at  which  I  was  pleased  to  have 
Br.  Weiss  present,  who  had  found  the  same  evil  influences  at  work 
in  his  congregation  at  Bethabara.  The  helpers  spoke  with  clearness 
and  decision,  strongly  objecting  to  the  wofk  of  these  "  revivalists," 
and  reported  that  many  of  our  people  had  visited  their  meetings, 
some  with  the  hope  of  convincing  them  of  their  errors.  They 
promised  to  use  their  influence  faithfully  in  suppressing  this  new  phe- 
nomenon, which  is  not  devoid  of  danger  to  those  who  are  not  yet 
**  established  by  grace."  We  hear  that  the  fanatics  come  to  the  meet- 
ings in  procession,  uttering  unintelligible  cries ;  fij:st  a  portion  of 
Scripture  is  read  and  a  hymn  sung,  but  all  order  soon  disappears, 
and  some  run  out  to  look  at  the  stars,  under  whose  special  influence 
they  think  they  stand,  point  with  little  sticks,  which  they  call  **  rods 
of  Moses,"  to  passages  in  the  open  Bible,  which  they  regard  as  spe- 
cially addressed  to  themselves,  &c.  The  majority  are  unable  to  read, 
but  they  pretend  to  have  the  gift  of  tongues,  and  utter  inarticulate 
sounds,  of  which  of  course  no  interpretation  is  given.     The  meetings 
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are  held  at  night,  and  often  last  till  long  after  midoight.  Such  cases 
of  fanaticism  do  injury  to  the  cause  of  religion  in  the  eyes  of  the 
world,  and  it  is  hardly  to  be  wondered  at  that  the  ungodly  speak 
lightly  of  true  revivals,  as  we  hear  is  very  generally  the  case  at 
Kingston. 

I  hope  that  our  new  church  will  be  opened  in  August,  and  believe 
that  this  station  will  prove  one  of  the  most  salubrious  in  the  island, 
instead  of  being  as  hitherto,  owing  to  the  low,  swampy  nature  of  the 
original  locality,  one  of  the  most  unhealthy.  Since  we  have  lived  up 
here  on  the  hill,  I  have  only  had  one  attack  of  fever,  and  this  seizure 
I  attribute  to  a  visit  to  Irwin  Hill,  in  August  1865.

St.  Kitt's.  Basseterre, — Both  the  public  and  private  means  of 
grace  have  been  well  attended,  and  at  times  the  public  senices  have 
been  crowded.  Diiring  the  week  of  Prayer  in  January,  and  at  our 
meetings  in  Passion-week  and  at  Easter,  we  enjoyed  peculiar  bless- 
ings from  the  Lord  ;  we  felt  that  Jesus  was  truly  in  our  midst,  doing 
us  good,  and  permitting  us  to  realize  the  fellowship  of  saints  and  soul 
refreshing  union  with  the  Lord  and  His  Church. 

The  pain  which  our  congregation  felt  at  parting  for  a  season  with 
Br.  and  Sr.  Ellis  was  removed  by  their  return  to  their  posts  after  a 
visit  to  England,  when  they  met  with  a  hearty  welcome. 

The  evening  services  at  our  two  out-stations,  Mardenboro  and 
Douglas,  have  been  chiefly  attended  to  by  our  four  assistants,  and 
the  numbers  present  have  at  times  been  very  encouraging. 

The  speakings  have  in  general  been  well  attended  by  the  majority 
of  the  communicants,  but  we  have  occasionally  had  to  deplore  the 
absence  of  a  considerable  number  of  our  people,  when  we  met  at  the 
Lord's  table. 

Our  Sunday-schools  have  gone  on  much  as  usual,  the  average 
attendance  of  320  being  a  slight  increase  on  last  year.  The  female 
adult  classes,  conducted  by  the  missionary  sisters,  have  done  parti- 
cularly well.  We  have  had  to  remind  our  people  of  their  duty  to 
send  the  children  to  church  and  school  on  Sunday,  and  are  glad  to 
notice  a  little  improvement,  though  not  to  as  great  an  extent  as  we 
should  have  wished. 

The  cottage  prayer-meetings  held  in  town,  and  our  visits  to  the 
sick,  have  brought  comfort  and  good  cheer  to  the  hearts  of  many : 
the  hospital  and  the  jail  have  also  engaged  our  attention,  and  we 
have  gladly  availed  ourselves  of  the  opportunity  afforded  us  of  minis- 
tering to  patients  and  prisoners. 

The  pecuniary  efforts  of  our  flock  have  resulted  in  the  clearing  of 
the  expenses  of  the  station,  aiding  the  poor,  contributing  about  £20 
to  Mosquito  Coast  Hurricane  iWd,  and  leaving  ^8  in  hand  to 
begin  the  New  Tear. 

In  venturing  our  report  on  the  spiritual  condition  of  our  people, 
we  would  not  be  too  sanguine.  That  the  Lord  graciously  carries 
on  His  work  among  them,  we  are  quite  sure.     Of  this  wo  have  an 
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unmistakeable  testimony  in  the  affecting  experiences  of  sick  beds, 
and  the  last  hours  of  the  dying.  ''PJaise  the  Lord,"  were  the 
kst  words  of  an  elderly  sister,  as  she  fell  under  an  apoplectic 
seizure.  **  Praise  the  Lord,"  were  again  the  last  words  of  a  youthful 
black  sister,  who  had  gone  through  a  lingering  illness,  and  endured 

freat  buffetings  of  Satan,  while  she  resisted  him,  exclaiming :  ^*  You 
id  not  die  for  me,  <fcc."  "  The  Lord  has  pardoned  my  sins,"  said 
another  dying  girl  of  17  years,  while  expressing  her  sorrow  over 
them.  "  Jbon't  weep  for  me ;  I  am  happy ;  I  am  with  my  Saviour," 
said  another  young  girl,  while  sinking  under  cholera.  dE"©  the  solid 
worth  of  these  and  similar  experiences  our  doubts  and  fears  have  to 
give  way.  We  have  indeed  the  sad  failures  of  several  to  mourn 
over,  and  the  contention,  pride,  selfishness,  falsehood,  and  dishonesty 
of  others  to  lament,  but  these  dark  clouds  shall  not  make  us  doubt 
the  glorious  sunlight  of  grace  which  streams  through  heaven's  win- 
dows in  those  dismal  clouds,  nor  shall  Satan's  activi^  make  us  insen- 
sible to  the  Holy  Spirit's  work,  or  forgetful  of  His  promise :  "  I 
will  work,  and  who  shall  let  it.*' — Q-.  Heath.    T.  Ellis. 

Bethesda.— The  past  year  has  been  one  of  outward  rest  and  pros- 
perity, and  we  trust  the  Lord's  goodness  has  not  been  without  effect 
on  our  hearts.  Looking  at  outward  things,  such  as  attendance  at 
church,  admission  to  church  privileges,  prosperity  in  the  direction  of 
self-support  or  missionary  contributions,  we  are  sometimes  inclined 
to  think  too  well  of  our  members ;  on  the  other  hand,  when  we 
notice  the  power  of  old  vicious  habits,  and  the  apparent  absence  of 
real  conviction  of  sin,  we  are  apt  to  think  that  the  work  of  the  Spirit 
is  altogether  wanting. 

We  were  thankful  for  the  small  number  of  exclusions  necessary  in 
the  past  year,  and  took  it  as  a  hopefiil  sign  for  the  future. 

In  November  nineteen  persons  were  confirmed.  We  had  only 
seventeen  cases  of  death,  the  whole  island  having  been  in  an  unusually 
healthy  condition. 

The  Sunday-school  work  has  gone  on  steadily  and  satisfactorilv. 
The  teachers  manifest  a  livelv  interest  in  their  work,  are  very  rarely 
absent  from  their  post,  which  accounts  for  the  increase  in  numbers 
and  the  generally  prevailing  spirit  of  attention.  From  this  source 
we  derive  the  lar^st  amount  of  pecuniary  support  of  the  Mission. 

The  Day-school  continues  as  hitherto. — ^A.  Keichstein. 

Estridge, — We  are  conscious  that  many  who  have  gone  in  and  out 
among  us,  and  have  had  the  offers  of  our  Saviour's  mercy  pressed 
upon  them,  have  thus  far  not  availed  themselves  of  the  invitation. 
We  watch  these  souls  and  warn  them  not  to  deceive  themselves  with 
outward  forms  of  religion  without  seeking  to  have  its  power  mani-, 
fested  in  them.  At  the  same  time  we  beheve  that  the  Gospel  of  a 
crucified  Saviour  is  a  living  power  in  the  hearts  of  many  in  this  con- 
gregation. 

As  regards  the  Day-school,  we  are  glad  that  a  change  of  teachers, 
which  took  place  in  January,  did  not  unfavourably  affect  it  in  any 
way.  In  the  first  half  of  the  year  the  numbers  increased,  but  fell 
off  again  somewhat  towards  the  close.  Irregular  attendance  and 
early  removal  from  school  have  still  to  be  mourned  over,  as  well  as 
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contended  against.  The  school  fees  have  been  paid  with  toleraUe 
regularity ;  but  we  should  greatly  rejoice  to  see  more  interest  in 
the  progress  of  the  scholars  on  the  part  of  the  parents. 

In  the  Sunday-school  we  have  been  rejoiced  by  the  success  of  some 
of  the  teachers,  who  have  with  faithfulness  and  devotedness  applied 
themselves  to  this  work :  may  the  Lord  continue  to  prosper  their 
labours. 

At  our  speakings  with  the  various  classes  of  the  congregation,  we 
have  been  numbled  to  find  what  slow  progress  some  make  in  the 
Christian  course,  yet  encouraging  instances  of  manifest  growth  in 
grace  were  not  wanting.  Several  of  our  excluded  members,  of  whose 
recovery  we  had  begun  to  despair,  have  become  sober,  and  desire  to 
be  re-admitted,  acknowledging  and  deploring  their  past  trans- 
gressions. 

In  the  early  part  of  the  year  a  young  married  man,  who  had  once 
given  fair  promise,  but  had  fallen  away  from  the  right  path,  came  to 
a  sad  end.  Having  procured  a  bag,  with  the  intention  of  robbing 
the  estate  orchard,  he  sallied  forth  at  night,  but  had  scarcely  began 
his  work,  when  he  fellfrom  a  tree,  which  overhangs  a  ravine,  a  depth 
of  ninety  feet,  breaking  both  neck  and  back.  Immediately  after- 
wards the  death  of  a  fair-spoken  but  thoroughly  worldly-minded 
man,  came  as  an  additional  warning  to  the  light-minded  and  careless, 
and  we  endeavoured  to  improve  the  occasion.  How  different  it  was 
to  follow  to  their  last  resting-place  the  remains  of  an  aged  commu- 
nicant brother,  who  was  also  called  hence  very  suddenly,  but  died 
very  happily,  after  having  been  a  faithful  member  of  the  Church  for 
42  years,  during  half  of  which  time  he  was  a  useful  helper. 

The  Lord  vouchsafed  His  mercy  in  a  striking  manner  to  an  aged 
sister,  whose  soul  appeared  to  grow  darker  as  the  weakness  of  old 
age  grew  upon  her.  When  visiting  her  more  from  a  feeling  of  duty 
than  with  tbe  hope  of  doing  any  good,  we  always  received  a  painfid 
impression.  But  the  Lord  vnrought  a  marvellous  change  -,  light 
dawned  on  her  dark  soul,  and  rapidly  increased  in  clearness,  and 
now  it  is  a  great  pleasure  to  hear  her  speak  of  her  Saviour  with 
joyous  gratitude,  ana  in  a  manner  which  shows  that  she  quite  under- 
stands the  merits  of  His  work  for  her.  Thus  the  seed  sown  in  times 
past  by  (Jod*8  servants,  brings  fruits  after  many  days. — J,  E.  Zippel. 

Bethel, — ^The  attendance  at  the  meetings  for  special  prayer  was 
not  so  good  as  last  year,  indeed  it  has  been  gradually  falling  off  of  late 
years.  At  our  ordinary  services  there  are  some  who  very  rarely 
appear,  but  others  are  always  there,  unless  something  should  make 
it  mipossible.  Of  the  effect  of  the  Word  we  cannot  speak  with 
certamty,  but  we  thankfully  accept  it  as  a  token  for  good,  that  only 
one  exclusion  has  been  necessary  m  the  course  of  the  year. 

Church  contributions  are  in  general  paid  with  cheerfulness,  but 
they  are  not  as  high  as  they  ought  to  be,  and  very  well  might  be. 
The  Missionary  Association,  though  well  sustained  by  contributions, 
has  lost  many  regular  subscribers,  and  the  payments  are  less  regular 
than  they  used  to  be. 

The  Sunday-school  has  been  in  constant  and  lively  operation,  and 
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we  hope  a  means  of  great  usefulness ;  not  many  attend  it  except 
those  wbo  are  in  connection  withthe  church. 

The  Daj-school  has  again  undergone  a  change  of  teacher,  but 
this  time  to  its  advantage. — F.  W.  Geohge. 

St.  Ceotx.  Friedensthaf. — For  the  first  two  months  of  the  year, 
owing  to  various  circumstances',  this  congregation  was  without  resi- 
dent minister,  but  the  public  services  were  cared  for  by  the  Bre- 
thren Summersill  and  Beyer,  until  the  arrival  of  Br.  and  Sr.  Harvey 
at  the  end  of  February.  We  can  truly  say  that  the  Lord  has  been 
with  us  and  blessed  us,  and  we  praise  His  holy  name. 

At  the  beginning  of  February  a  fire  broke  out  in  the  town,  which 
destroyed  a  large  number  of  houses,  some  of  them  dwellings  of  con- 
siderable size.  The  English  church,  which  was  considered,  especially 
as  to  internal  decoration,  to  be  one  of  the  most  beautiful  in  the 
"West  Indies,  was  also  completely  burnt  down.  By  this  dreadful 
calamity  many  inhabitants  were  deprived  of  their  shelter,  and  a 
large  congregation  of  their  sanctuary.  The  minister  of  the  Lutheran 
congregation  and  our  Brethren  were  glad  to  give  the  use  of  their 
churches  for  service  during  a  part  of  each  Lord's  day.  On  the  7th 
of  March  the  Bishop  of  Antigua  preached  in  our  church  to  a  very 
crowded  audience,  and  the  next  day  confirmed  100  persons. 

Li  April  the  Missionary  Association,  which  had  fallen  to  the 
ground,  was  resuscitated,  and  has  hitherto  carried  on  its  work  very 
prosperously,  having  realized  in  nine  months  the  sum  of  $318.  At  the 
missionary  lovefeast,  on  August  12th,  we  had  a  gathering  of  more 
than  550  persons,  who  appeared  much  interested  in  the  addresses 
delivered  by  the  Bm.  Bartels,  Daiber,  Summersill,  and  Harvey. 

The  public  services  on  the  Lord's-day  have  been  well  attended 
both  by  our  own  people,  and  members  of  other  Churches  ;  but  there 
are  many  who  do  not  love  the  gates  of  Zion  as  they  should.  The 
private  means  of  grace  have  been  valued  by  the  faithful  ones  of  the 
Lord's  people,  of  whom  we  are  thankful  to  say  there  are  not  a  few. 

The  examination  of  the  Day-school  showed  a  satisfactory  result. 

The  Sunday-school  has  gone  on  as  usual,  but  wo  should  be  glad  to 
see  a  larger  attendance  of  children ;  among  those  who  have  come, 
however,  we  believe  that  the  good  seed  has  found  a  resting-place  in 
some  hearts. — J.  L.  Habvet. 

Friedensher^.— On  February  4th  thirteen  brethren  and  sisters  were 
confirmed  and  admitted  to  the  Lord's  Supper ;  it  was  a  very  solemn 
occasion,  and  our  hearts  were  moved  by  the  feeling  of  the  Lord's 
presence. 

In  April  several  persons  were  received  into  full  Church  member- 
ship, one  of  whom  was  a  former  Sunday-school  teacher,  who  had 
been  excluded  for  thirteen  years.  He  is  now  again  active  at  his 
former  work,  to  which  he  applies  himself  with  regularity  and  punc- 
tuality, virtues  which  teachers  too  often  lack  in  common  with  their 
scholars. 

In  September  a  young  woman  died  of  elephantiasis,  at  the  age  of 
twenty.  For  ten  years  she  has  been  afflicted  with  this  terrible 
disease,  which  at  last  affected  the  whole  system.  Hanng  lost  her 
mother  some  years  ago,  she  was  entirely  dependent  on  other  relatives 
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for  support  and  assistance,  and  was  often  but  scantily  provided  for. 
Yet  aU  these  afflictions  worked  in  her  increasingly  the  peaceable  fruits 
of  righteousness,  of  which  she  gave  unmistakeable  evidence  on  her 
sickbed  in  the  midst  of  severe  Bufferings.  "  It  is  true/'  she  said, 
"  I  am  suffering  pain,  but  I  cannot  be  grateful  enough  to  my  Saviour, 
for  He  has  been  very  kind  to  me :  if  He  should  restore  me  again, 
I  hope  that  through  His  grace  I  shall  live  to  His  praise."  Slfe  was 
much  pleased  when  those  who  visited  her,  sang  hymns  with  her, 
and  her  conversation  was  blessed  to  many.  The  testimony  of  a  life 
and  death  like  hers  is  most  encouraging  to  the  missionary,  and  stimu- 
lates him  to  gratitude  to  the  Lord,  besides  refreshing  his  oft«n 
drooping  spirit. 

In  October,  the  helper-sister  Anna  Martha  was  buried.  She  was 
the  oldest  member  of  tbis  congregation,  and  probably  of  all  attached 
to  our  mission  in  this  island.  Her  surviving  daughter  has  a  son 
sixty  years  of  age,  and  he  has  grandchildren,  so  that  she  has  seen 
the  sixth  generation  of  descendants.  She  generally  spoke  in  Creole, 
but  could  understand  English,  and  was  very  regular  in  her  attendance  at 
the  means  of  grace,  so  long  as  her  health  permitted  ;  she  used  to  mark 
off  the  Sundays  with  chalk  on  her  chamoer-door,  that  she  might  not 
miss  a  communion-Sunday.  In  her  last  days  she  was  quite  blind  and 
very  deaf^  but  exceedingly  happy  and  most  thankful  for  every  visit. 
Glad  to  be  released  from  this  me's  burden,  she  departed  in  peace  to 
enjoy  the  sight  of  Him  in  whom  she  believed. 

Of  our  Day  and  Sunday-schools  there  is  nothing  new  to  report. 

Of  all  the  immigrants  from  Barbados  and  Antigua  only  three  have 
as  yet  joined  this  congregation,  one  of  whom  returned  home  this  year. 
One  of  the  coolies  has  become  a  regular  Sunday  scholar,  and  will,  we 
hope,  soon  become  a  candidate  for  baptism.  When  I  asked  him  if 
he  had  nothing  to  suffer  from,  his  countrymen  for  coming  to  school, 
he  said :  **  No,  they  can  do  nothing ;  I  am  not  doing  wrong,  but 
right."  He  is  very  willing  to  assent  to  all  he  hears  of  God  and 
Christ,  but  it  has  not  yet  become  the  Word  of  life  to  him ;  be  seems 
more  to  regard  it  as  the  religion  of  another  country  and  people  than 
as  the  truth. 

We  commend  ourselves  and  our  flock  to  the  prayers  and  supplica- 
tions of  our  brethren  and  sisters  and  Christian  friends. — J.  Bjlbtels. 


MOSQUITO  COAST. 

Pbom  the  letter  of  the  Superintendent  of  this  Mission  it  will  be 
seen  with  much  regret,  that  the  cloud  alluded  to  by  Br.  Lundberg  in 
his  last  communication  as  having  appeared  on  the  political  horizon 
has  increased  in  darkness,  and  appears  to  forebode  a  storm  fraught 
with  great  danger  to  the  Mission  work  in  that  part  of  the  world.  It 
appears  that  the  Nicaraguan  Government  is  straining  every  nerve  to 
obtain  possession  of  the  harbour  of  Bluefields,  and  expresses  the  assur-

ance  that  England  will  not  object  to  abandon  the  protectorate  of  at 
least  this  portion  of  the  Mosquito  territory,  and  the  Eomish  priestB, 
who  have  hitherto  signally  failed  in  their  attempts  to  destroy  our  work 
there,  are  looking  forward  with  the  strong  assurance  that,  when  the 
political  power  is  once  in  the  hand  of  the  Nicaraguans,  the  Botnish 
faith  will  be  established  throughout  the  whole  country,  and  Protes- 
tantism uprooted.  Our  Brethren  express  great  anxiety  on  this  sub- 
ject, and  information  received  from  other  quarters  shows  that  their 
fears  are  not  groundless.  It  was  therefore  thought  advisable  to 
bring  the  whole  matter  before  the  notice  of  the  British  Government, 
asking  for  a  continuance  of  the  protection  hitherto  afforded,  and 
begging  that,  whatever  political  change  may  take  place  in  the  terri- 
tory occupied  by  our  Missionaries,  this  work,  which  is  showing  fruit 
of  past  labours  and  giving  good  hopes  of  future  success,  may  be 
shielded  from  all  threatening  dangers.  A  memorial  to  this  effect, 
signed  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Unity  and  one  of  the  Secretaries  of 
the  Missions,  was  presented  to  Lord  Stanley  in  the  course  of  the 
month  of  July,  and  his  Lordship  gave  the  assurance,  that  the  need- 
ful instructions  should  be  sent  to  Her  Majesty's  representatives  in 
Central  America.  May  the  Lord  grant  Hia  blessing  to  this  portion 
of  His  vineyard. 

That  there  are  many  encouraging  features  connected  with  this 
Mission  will  be  seen  from  the  letters,  of  which  brief  extracts  are 
given  below.  Church  repairs  are  still  going  on  at  the  various  sta- 
tions, but  the  difficulty  of  procuring  and  retaining  skilled  labourers 
of  every  kind  seems  everywhere  to  form  a  serious  obstacle  to  their 
completion. 


From  Br,  J.  E.  Lukdbebg. 

Bluefields,  May  lOlhy  1867. 

As  for  the  political  position  of  the  country,  it  is  a  fact  that 
Nicaragua  will  not  recognize  the  young  chief  as  rightful  King.  We 
hear  that  a  deputation  of  Nicaraguans  is  about  to  proceed  to  Eng- 
land with  the  hope  of  carrying  out  their  projects  in  negociation  with 
the  British  Government.  A  staunch  friend  of  our  Mission  cause  has 
brought  us  this  intelligence,  and  reports  that  he  had  himself  heard 
influential  men  connected  with  the  Nicaraguan  Government  utter 
threats  against  the  Moravians,  which  he  hoped  to  see  carried  out  in 
less  than  six  months.  There  seems  to  be  a  bitter  animositv  against 
us  and  our  work  here.  The  Ex-president  of  the  Eepublic  has  been 
appointed  by  the  Pope,  the  head  of  the  Eomish  Church  in  Nicaragua, 
and  the  whole  country  is  under  the  dominion  of  the  priests. 

"We  would  not  place  our  trust  in  an  arm  of  flesh,  and  indeed  we 
are  well  assured  that  the  Lord  God  reigneth,  and  that  He  can  defeat 
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all  the  projects  of  those  who  are  enemies  of  His  cause ;  but  we  think 
that  all  the  human  means  at  our  disposal  for  the  defence  and  protec- 
tion of  our  work  and  our  lives  should  be  adopted,  while  we  ask  the 
Lord  to  stretch  forth  His  arm  on  our  behalf  for  His  glory's  sake. 
Would  not  an  appeal  to  the  British  Minister  of  Foreign  Affairs  be  of 
use  in  this  matter  ? 


From  Br,  E.  Geunewald. 
{Froni  the  Missions  Blatt.) 

Magdala,  March  28M,  1867. 

In  January  we  had  a  visit  from  Br.  Juergensen,  who  formed 
this  station  in  the  year  1855  under  circumstances  of  trial  and  diffi- 
culty. He  brought  a  young  man  and  two  youths  with  him,  one  of 
the  latter  being  a  nephew  of  the  king.  The  former  is  an  excellent 
pupil  with  a  heart  fiiU  of  love  to  the  Saviour,  and  with  the  earnest 
desire  to  learn  all  that  can  be  of  service  to  him  in  proclaiming  the 
Gospel  to  his  countrymen.  I  have  the  best  hopes  that  he  will  prove 
most  useful  in  the  work,  and  ardently  long  for  more  such  pupils. 

Our  Day-school  is  well  attended,  the  daily  average  being  about 
45,  from  a  total  of  60  on  the  books ;  the  teacher  is  able  andTaithful, 
caring  for  the  real  wel&re  of  the '  childreli.  I  give  some  hours  reli- 
gious instruction  in  the  week,  and  my  pupil  begins  to  help  a  little. 
This  year  we  are  insisting  on  payment  of  school-fees. 

In  the  Sunday-school  we  have  eighty  adults  and  children. 

The  attendance  at  public  services  is  so  numerous  that  our  little 
church  can  scarcely  contain  all,  and  we  have  proof  that  hunger  after 
the  Word  of  God  exists  among  these  poor  Indians.  Since  the  begin- 
ning of  the  year  seven  persons  have  been  added  to  our  congregation, 
most  of  them  young  people,  who  come  almost  daily  to  read  the  Bible 
with  me. 

At  Baitipura  we  have  becun  to  restore  the  church ;  the  walls  are 
erected  and  the  people  are  busily  employed  in  cutting  leaves  for  the 
roof;  when  finisnea,  I  shall  be  very  glad  to  re-open  the  school  for 
the  children,  which  we  have  had  to  leave  closed  for  some  time  for 
want  of  a  roof  to  shelter  us.  The  baptized  natives  there  walk  con- 
sistently, the  other  Indians  had  again  quite  recently  a  great  carouse 
with  dance. 

I  am  sorry  to  have  to  announce  the  departure  of  Sr.  Blair,  of 
Bethany.  On  the  15th  of  February  her  confinement  took  place,  and 
on  the  19th  I  was  summoned  to  Bethany  by  two  messengers  from 
Br.  BlAir.  Leaving  Magdala  at  8  p.m.,  we  sailed  rapidly  over  the 
lagoon  with  the  moon  shining  brightly,  and  reached  the  landing-place 
soon  after  daybreak.  We  found  Sr.  Blair  very  ill,  and  so  altered  in 
appearance  that  I  scarcely  recognized  her.  She  was  quite  expecting 
to  be  called  hence,  and  longed  for  release,  which  was  graciously 
granted  about  two  hours  after  our  arrival,  when  she  breathed  her 
last  in  a  very  gentle  manner.  She  leaves  three  children,  the  youngest 
being  only  five  days  old.  The  next  morning  the  Ameral  took  place, 
my  two  companions  from  Magdala  having  made  all  the  preparations, 
as  the  Indians  will  not  touch  a  corpse.    The  grave  was  dug  in  the 
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p^arden  and  many  natives  were  present  at  the  burial.    The  next  daj 
I  returned  to  Magdala  in  riolent  storm  and  rain.  * 

The  cholera  has  prevailed  on  parts  of  the  coast  for  a  time,  but  we 
have  thus  far  been  spared. 


Frwn  Br.  Maetiit. 

Ephbata,  March  I2th,  1867. 

I  am  thankful  to  say  that  the  Lord  continues  to  be  with  us,  and 
to  bless  us  in  our  work  among  the  Indians.  The  attendance  at  our 
services  is  good,  especially  on  Sundays.  We  are  generally  received 
with  friendly  confidence,  when  visiting  the  natives,  but  alas!  the 
rum-sellers  too  often  disturb  this  peaceful  intercourse.  Being  with- 
out the  assistance  of  a  Christian  magistracy  in  this  place,  the  appear- 
ance of  these  traders  is  the  signal  for  the  cessation  of  all  order, 
whether  it  be  Sunday  or  week-day.  Such  days  are  times  of  heavy 
trial  for  us,  when  our  courage  well  nigh  fails  us,  and  we  can  take 
comfort  alone  in  prayer  and  the  assurance  that  the  Lord  will  not 
leave  those  poor  Indians,  who  ar6  bought  with  His  blood,  in  the 
power  of  Satan.  Some  inhabitants  of  the  place  have  promised  me 
never  again  to  indulge  in  strong  drink.  They  have  been  strength- 
ened in  this  resolution  by  recently  witnessing  the  terrible  conse- 
quences of  the  vice  in  the  case  of  a  man,  who  raged  like  a  madman 
for  three  days  and  nights,  ui;itil  I  gave  him  some  medicine,  which 
made  him  sleep,  and  I  believe  saved  him  from  a  terrible  death.  Our 
young  people  are  in  general  satisfactory  in  their  conduct,  their  at- 
tendi^ce  on  the  means  of  grace  regular,  and  I  have  not  seen  any 
of  them  intoxicated  for  some  time  back,  which  for  Indians  is  a  great 
step  forwards. 

At  Christmas  a  Woolva  Indian  and  his  wife  were  baptized  into 
the  death  of  Jesus,  both  manifesting  the  sincere  desire  to  become 
our  Saviour's  property.  Nathanael  is  a  diligent,  honest  young  man, 
who  has  been  with  us  since  the  year  1865,  showing  great  zeal  in 
learning,  and  often  exciting  the  hope,  that  he  may  some  day  be  useful 
in  preaching  the  Gospel  to  his  countrymen  in  the  dense  forests  of 
his  native  country.  I  am  sorry  to  say,  however,  that  his  constitu- 
tion is  far  from  strong.  May  the  Lord  preserve  him  to  be  a  burning 
and  a  shining  light  in  this  land  of  darkness.  After  the  baptism  at 
Christmas  we  hid  a  lovefeast  at  which  thirty  persons  were  present, 
the  chieftain  of  this  village  among  the  rest.  Having  opened  the 
meeting  with  prayer  and  a  short  address,  I  called  on  those  present 
to  express  what  they  thought,  and  the  question  was  soon  raised, 
''  How  is  it,  that  at  Bamah  all  the  people  have  so  soon  joined  the 
Church,  while  here  the  majority  still  prefer  to  cleave  to  the  old 
sinful  course  ?"  Various  reasons  were  assigned,  and  then  a  young 
baptized  man,  turning  to  the  old  chief,  said:  "Cousin,  you  are 
chiefly  in  faiilt,  if  you  would  be  converted  and  lead  a  new  life, 
as  the  people  in  Bamah  do,  much  would  be  gained."  The  old  man 
could  not  but  acknowledge  his  fault,  and  promise  a  change  for 
the  better.  He  even  said  he  would  go  to  Bluefields  and  seek 
permission  and  authority  to  keep  all  rum-dealers  away  from  this 
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place.  I  am  bottv  to  say  that  it  appears  probable  that  the  promise 
will  remain  unfulnlled. 

In  several  Indian  Tillages  the  cholera  has  made  sad  havoc  since 
the  beginning  of  the  year,  but  we  have  thus  far  been  graciously  nre- 
served.  In  some  instances  the  natives  abandoned  their  usual  place 
of  resort  without  even  burying  their  dead. 

Since  the  beginning  of  the  year  our  school  has  been  well  attended, 
but  the  number  of  scholars  will  soon  fall  off,  as  the  weather  becomes 
more  favourable  for  working  in  the  plantations :  for  four  days  in 
the  week  I  have  full  charge  of  the  school  from  ten  to  one  o'clock. 

The  repairs  of  the  church  can,  I  fear,  not  be  carried  out  this 
sjpring  for  want  of  carpenters ;  we  are  most  thankful  for  the  aid 
given  us  by  our  Brethren  and  friends  towards  this  object,  as  also  to 
the  kind  friends  in  Zeist,  who  do  not  grow  weary  of  sending  us  gifts 
for  the  school  children  and  the  destitute  among  our  people. 


SURINAM. 


The  very  brief  extracts  of  letters  giving  information  respecting 
our  Mission  work  in  Surinam  show,  that  amid  many  trying  circum- 
stances the  labours  of  our  Brethren  are  being  continued,  and  not 
without  blessing.  The  evil  results  of  a  condition  of  slavery,  in 
which  the  people  were  held  up  to  within  a  very  recent  period,  con- 
tinue to  manifest  themselves  in  a  painful  manner,  and  there  is  every 
reason  to  expect  that  here,  as  elsewhere,  many  years  will  elapse 
before  they  will  cease  to  be  felt.  We  must  not  be  surprised  to 
meet  with  traces  of  heathenish  superstition  like  those  referred  to  in 
£r,  Unkelmann's  letter  for  many  years  to  come,  but  be  all  the  more 
thankful,  that  by  the  abolition  of  a  vile  system  many  obstacles  to 
missionary  effort  have  been  removed,  which  seemed  almost  to  neutra- 
lize the  labours  of  our  Brethren  in  some  parts  of  this  Mission-field. 
The  work  of  education  is  now  being  vigorously  taken  in  hand,  and 
will,  we  hope,  continue  in  an  increasing  measure  to  claim  the  time, 
attention,  and  deep  interest  of  our  Brethren,  as  the  inestimable 
blessings  of  a  Christian  education  will  become  more  thoroughly 
appreciated  by  the  lower  classes  in  the  colony.  A  letter  from  Br. 
H.  Clemens  will  be  found  to  contain  some  information  on  this 
subject. 

The  visitati(ms  held  at  regular  intervals  by  Missionaries  resident 
at  Paramaribo  in  the  various  districts  up  the  country,  where  no 
missionary  is  settled,  did  not  take  place  during  the  past  year,  except 
to  a  very  limited  extent.  This  was  owing  to  the  want  of  a  sufficient 
number  of  Brethren  for  the  work,  as  it  pleased  the  Lord  to  call  home 
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to  their  rest  no  less  than  five  labourers,  most  of  them  experienced  in 
their  calling,  whose  places  have  only  recently  been  re-occupied  by 
newly  appointed  labourers. 

John  King  has  paid  a  visit  to  the  heathen  on  the  Upper  Surinam, 
beyond  our  most  remote  little  congregation  at  Gknsee,  and  met  with 
the  most  determined  opposition  to  his  message  from  Ood  on  the  part 
of  the  people,  who  are  as  deeply  sunk  in  the  darkness  of  heathenism 
as  it  seems  possible  to  be.  He  very  rarely  found  a  company  willing  to 
listen  to  him,  and  sometimes  his  life  was  in  danger.  Details  of  this 
tour  of  the  zealous  native  evangelist  we  hope  to  furnish  in  our  next 
number.  We  may  surely  believe  that  here  as  well  as  among  the 
Auka  tribe  of  negroes,  which  he  previously  visited,  the  clear  and  faith- 
ful testimony  of  their  countryman  will  some  day  bring  forth  fruit  to 
the  Saviour^s  praise  and  honour. 


{From  the  Missions  Blatt.) 
From  Br,  Th.  Enkblmakn. 

Paeamaeibo,  January  16/A,  1867. 
A.  glance  at  our  large  town-congregation,  comprising  6300  souls, 
gives  us  much  cause  for  sorrow  and  anxiety.  We  often  comfort 
ourselves  with  the  consideration  that  the  good  fruit  rip^is  in  secret, 
while  the  bad  fruits,  as  they  ^ve  matter  for  remark,  reproof,  and 
discipline,  are  more  openly  visible.  The  Lord  knows  those  who  are 
His,  we  cannot  see  the  heart,  and  can  therefore  only  judge  according 
to  what  is  outwardly  visible. 

It  appears  to  me  that  our  people  need  a  more  thorough  awakening, 
that  the  new  life  from  God  may  become  a  reality  ;  they  want  a  more 
clear  view  of  what  is  sinful  in  the  sight  of  God  and  closes  the  gates  of 
heaven  to  those  who  indulge  in  it,  and  in  connection  with  this,  a  more 
earnest  longing  for  the  salvation  which  is  in  Christ  Jesus.  In  the 
past  year  a  considerable  number  were  advanced  in  Church  privileges 
after  the  usual  instruction,  and  we  hope  that  some  were  really 
spiritually  alive.  We  know  that  the  Word  of  God  can  not  return 
unto  Him  void,  and  this  precious  Word  has  been  faithfully  and 
abundantly  sent  forth  into  the  midst  of  this  people. 

In  the  matter  of  marriages  we  have  many  difficulties  to  contend 
with.  In  the  days  of  slavery  it  was  contrary  to  law  for  slaves  to 
marry,  and  the  free  negroes  almost  invariably  lived  for  years 
together  before  they  were  legally  united  in  matrimony.  Very  many 
still  adhere  to  this  old  way  of  proceeding,  and  act  accordingly  in 
spite  of  our  exhortations  to  the  contrary.  One  circumstance  ought 
not,  however,  to  be  overlooked,  which  in  some  measure  tends  to  a  low 
state  of  morals  in  this  respect ;  according  to  the  Dutch  law  civil 
marriafi;e  is  obligatory,  and  is  so  expensive  that  the  temptation  to 
avoid  the  ceremony  is  very  great. 

I  often  have  to  settle  quarrels  between  married  people,  for  all  cases 
of  the  kind,  which  the  helpers  cannot  master,  are  brought  to  me. 
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Frequently  tlie  matter  in  dispute  ib  ridiculously  wanting  in  value  nnd 
importance,  but  produces  a  quarrel  which  lasts  for  weeks  and  months. 
One  couple  quarrelled  most  violently  about  a  pot  and  a  coverlet,  and 
lived  separate  from  each  other  for  several  months,  before  their  rage 
cooled  down  a  little,  and  they  could  be  convinced  of  the  sinfulness 
of  their  conduct.  I  am  sorry,  however,  that  very  sad  and  serious 
grounds  for  dissension  between  married  couples  are  not  wanting. 

We  have  had  to  deal  with  cases  of  stealing  too,  but  the  people  in 
Paramaribo  have  not  yet  advanced  as  far  in  this  kind  of  immorality 
as  the  inhabitants  of  many  towns  in  Europe  ;  hitherto  only  articles  of 
food  have  been  stolen. 

But  the  darkest  feature  remains  still  to  be  mentioned ;  I  mean, 
their  heathenish  superstition,  which  we  frequently  meet  with.  Three 
cases  of  this  kind  were  brought  before  me  in  the  year  1866.  This 
heathenism  appears  most  frequently  in  the  treatment  of  diseases. 
If  a  sickness  does  not  yield  to  the  usual  remedies,  and  especially  if 
convulsions  set  in,  some  old  woman  is  sure  to  be  ready  with  the 
remark  that  there  must  be  something  very  uncommon  in  the  illness, 
re^uirin^  therefore  an  unusual  mode  of  treatment,  that  in  fact  the 
evil  spirit,  which  caused  the  disease,  must  be  pacified  with  sacrifices 
and  presents,  and  the  male  or  female  spirit-aoctor  handsomely  feed 
with  money,  brandy,  and  other  things.  I  think  this  is  the  least 
dangerous  form  in  which  heathenism  shows  itself,  as  in  all  this  dis- 
guise is  laid  aside ;  but  between  this  point  and  the  true  Christian 
views  there  is  a  whole  series  of  superstitious  ideas,  some  fine,  some 
coarse  in  their  character,  but  all  giving  the  enemy  a  strong  hold  on 
the  soul.  My  own  black  nurse-girl  even  will  not  give  up  the  belief 
that  such  things  as  azeeman  exist,  i.e,  people  who  can  leave  their 
bodies  in  the  shape  of  a  blue  flame,  and  can  easily  move  about 
rapidly  and  do  all  sorts  of  mischief.  These  azeeman  are  alwavs  on 
the  look  out  for  little  children,  sucking  their  blood,  and  though  the 
wound  is  very  small  on  the  child's  neck,  ensuring  their  slow  linger- 
ing death.  8he  maintains  that  she  has  herself  seen  such  children, 
and  will  not  be  persuaded  to  abandon  the  superstitious  notion.  It 
is  evident  that* it  is  a  difficult  thin<^  to  become  entirely  free  from  the 
fetters  of  heathenism ;  it  is  difficult  even  among  Christians  in  Europe, 
how  much  more  so  here,  where  there  is  danger  of  being  anew  enchained 
by  it  at  every  step.

PA.BA.1CABIB0,  Jutie  4j/A,  1867. 
The  dibtribution  of  the  Negro-English  New  Testaments  is  effected, 
as  a  rule,  by  means  of  sale,  but  exceptions  are  admitted  when  copies  are 
given  gratis  or  at  half-price.  The  selling-price  is  fixed  at  one  guilder 
{Is  8J)  per  copy.  They  are  to  be  had  at  our  book-store  here  in 
town,  and  at  aU  our  fixed  stations,  eleven  in  number.  Besides  this, 
our  itinerant  brethren  always  take  a  supply  with  them  on  their 
journeys.  These  Brethren  are  five  in  number.  Prom  Catharine 
SophijC  Br.  Kroenlein  itinerates  in  the  Saramacca  district;  the 
Surinam  district  above  the  town  is  visited  by  Br.  Maasberg  fipom 
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town,  the  Para  Creek  by  Br.  Gloeckler  from  Beersheba,  the  Cottica, 
Upper  Coramewyne,  and  Perica  river-districts  by  the  Brethren 
Haefiier  and  Lehmann  £pom  Cbarlottenburg.  la  tins  way  the  whole 
colony  is  served  with  the  word  of  God,  and  whoever  among  the 
Negroes  can  read  is  pretty  sure  to  possess  a  New  Testament.  As 
the  ability  to  read  is,  as  yet,  by  no  means  very  general,  those  who 
do  possess  it  take  a  pride  in  it,  and  like  to  make  it  known  by  getting 
copies  of  the  Scriptures,  hymn-books,  &c.,  and  in  this  way  the  good 
seed  is  sown  even  in  the  hearts  of  such  as  have  not  yet  become 
decided.  As  only  four  years  have  passed  since  emancipation,  we 
are  in  various  respects  behindhand  as  compared  with  Missions  else- 
where- ,  It  is  only  within  the  period  named  that  education  has  been 
developed  without  hindrance,  as  previously  the  teaching  of  reading 
and  writing  was  not  generally  permitted,  or  was  only  tolerated.  The 
Government  desired  that  instruction  should  be  given,  but  had  no 
right  or  power  over  the  property  of  others,  that  is,  over  their  slaves. 
This  state  of  things  is  at  an  end,  thanks  be  to  the  Lord.  At  all  our 
stations  we  have  regular  schools,  but  attendance  is  not  compulsory. 
Here  in  town,  we  are  about  dividing  our  school  into  two,  for  boys 
and  girls  respectively.  We  have  an  average  attendance  of  about 
600  scholars,  with  750  on  the  list.  I  would  request  you  te  express 
to  the  Directors  of  the  British  and  Foreign  Bible  Society  our  most 
cordial  thanks  for  undertaking  the  printing  of  the  New  Testament. 


NORTH  AMERICAN  INDIANS, 

(^Frcm  the  MUsiont  Blatt) 

On  the  28th  of  February,  three  grandchildren  of  John  Ross,  chief 
of  the  Cherokee  Indians,  were  baptized  at  Bethlehem,  in  Feunysl- 
yania,  previous  to  their  return  te  their  own  people,  after  having 
received  their  education  in  the  day-school  at  that  place.  The 
ceremony  took  place  in  the  same  church  in  which,  125  years  ago, 
namely,  September  16th,  1742,  Count  Zinzendorf  baptized  the  first 
Indian  converts. 

The  name  of  John  Boss,  principal  chief  of  the  Cherokee  nation, 
is  well-known  in  our  reports :  he  died  at  Washington  in  the  autumn 
of  last  year,  and  was  buried  at  "Wilmington.  For  forty  years  he 
had  been  chief  of  his  tribe,  and  having  in  his  youth  become  ac- 
quainted with  our  missionary  work,  he  continued  steadily  to  support 
it,  and  further  its  interests  by  the  weight  of  his  influence.  In  the 
year  1812,  when  but  twenty-two  years  of  age,  the  G-overnment  of 
the  United  States  employed  him  m  political  negociations  with  the 
Indians,  for  which  he  manifested  all  the  needful  ability  and  energy ; 
subsequently  he  served  in  the  army  during  the  war  with  the  Creek 
Indians,  and  represented  his  tribe  on  several  occasions  in  transac- 
tions with  government,  obtaining  for  them  protection  and  civil  rights. 
He  was  a  Christian  and  a  man  of  education,  much  respected  by  the 
white  people,  and  looked  up  to  as  a  good  example  by  his  own  tribe. 
In  the  Lftte  war  between  the  Northern  and  Southern  States  he  sided 
with  the  former.     Since  the  year  1862  he  resided  at  Washington 
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as  representative  of  his  nation,  and  there  he  died,  after  an  illness 
of  five  months,  at  the  advanced  age  of  76  years,  leaving  to  his 
children  and  grandchildren  the  bright  example  of  a  consistent 
Christian  walk  and  conversation. 

IVom  Westfield,  in  Kansas,  we  hear  of  an  important  movement 
being  in  prospect.  The  United  States  government  has  notified  to  our 
Indians  tnere,  that  they  must  quit  the  district  and  move  down  south 
into  the  proper  Indian  territory,  unless  they  are  veiling  to  become 
tax-paying  citizens  of  the  State.  They  would  prefer  remaining 
'Where  they  are  at  present  located,  but  their  neighbours,  the  Sac- 
Indians,  who  are  a  more  niunerous  and  wealthy  tribe,  and  still 
heathen,  are  trying  to  persuade  them  to  migrate.  The  chief  of 
this  tribe  is  a  shrewd,  sensible  man,  who  recognizes  the  beneficial 
influence,  which  the  Christian  civilization  of  our  people  would  have 
on  his  own  people,  and  does  all  he  can  to  induce  them  to  ^o  with 
him.  The  matter  is  still  undecided.  May  the  Lord  guide  the  deci- 
sion in  the  manner  that  shall  most  conduce  to  His  glory ! 


SOUTH  AFEICA. 

From  Br.  Th.  Weiz. 

CLi^BKBOK,  March  6th,  1867. 

The  work  at  Witkleibosch  is  progressing  in  a  quiet  way.  The 
thoughts  of  many  there  will  doubtless  yet  be  revealed,  and  we  must 
expect  that  the  Gospel  will  be  for  the  fall  as  well  as  the  rising  again 
of  many  (Luke  ii.  34),  that  in  short  we  must  be  prepared  for  much 
that  will  be  grievous  and  trying  to  our  patience  and  faith.  The 
abandonment  of  heathenish  dancing  festivities  is  very  possibly  a  conse- 
quence of  the  prevailing  poverty  and  distress.  The  school  is  going  on 
well  in  spite  of  the  prevailing  drawbacks  occasioned  by  the  frequent 
absence  of  the  children.  On  Sunday  the  meeting-room  is  too  small 
for  the  auditory ;  last  Sunday  there  were  no  less  than  twenty  whites 
there — a  large  number,  if  the  general  scantiness  of  population  in  the 
district  be  borne  in  mind.  Our  missionary  work  tnere  may  not  be 
like  the  fine  lemon-tree,  showing  abundance  of  bright  fruit,  but  even 
if  it  blossom  and  bear  fruit  like  the  modest  little  strawberry  in  the 
woods,  surely  we  must  rejoice  in  it. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  year,  I  made  use  of  various  occasions  to 
lay  before  the  people  in  Clarkson  their  duty  to  contribute  towards 
the  support  of  the  missions,  and  some  at  once  brought  me  their  con- 
tributions with  the  assurance  that  they  gave  it  most  willingly, 
because  they  knew  the  value  of  the  treasure  of  God's  word,  wUch 
had  been  brought  within  their  reach.  But  alas!  the  j^verty  is 
at  present  an  efiectual  bar  to  further  movements  in  this  matter. 
Even  the  farmers,  who  generally  have  plenty  of  money  about  harvest 
time,  have  now  no  more  than  a  few  shillings.  The  payment  to  our 
people  for  work  consists  generally  of  ^in,  rarely  of  a  sheep,  whic^ 
IS  then  eaten  up  here  the  same  day  it  is  received.  There  is  little 
enterprise  among  them,  and  indeed  the  distance  of  any  market^  and

the  difficulties  of  transport,  put  a  check  on  any  enterprise,  except 
for  men  of  large  means,  and  such  we  have  no  longer  in  this  neigh- 
bourhood. If,  as  is  the  case  at  present,  a  disease  among  the  cattle 
comes  in  addition  to  a  poor  harvest,  the  small  farmers  are  soon 
reduced  to  a  state  of  poyerty. 

Our  congregation  is  naturally  affected  by  the  general  impover- 
ishment, as  well  as  the  direct  disasters  among  the  cattle.  One 
of  our  people  had  a  short  time  ago  forty  head  of  cattle  and  a  herd 
of  horses,  and  now  he  has  not  one,  disease  having  carried  off  all. 
At  the  present  time  hardly  a  single  team  of  oxen  (which  comprises 
twenty  to  thirty  animals)  could  be  made  up  here,  and  there  are  only 
a  few  cows  and  sheep,  which  some  Eingoo  women  have  managed  to 
keep.  We  have  done  all  we  could  to  encourage  our  people  to  take 
to  cultivating  the  ground  more  steadily  than  hitherto,  as  we  are 
well  assured  that,  though  the  soil  is  not  at  all  very  fruitful, 
this  work  will  pay  best  in  the  long  run.  Our  example  has  to  be 
brought  to  bear  in  the  same  direction,  and  it  is  a  remarkable  fact, 
that  in  the  late  unfavourable  seasons,  when  the  crops  in  the  whole 
district  were  very  small  indeed,  it  was  just  the  lana  quite  recently 
brought  under  cultivation  which  supplied  us  with  all  the  grain  we 
required,  whereas  the  old  fields  were  overrun  with  worms  and  beetles, 
so  that  no  crops  could  be  obtained,  which  would  repay  the  trouble  of 
reaping. 

In  order  to  preserve  some  from  actual  starvation,  we  had  to  supply 
work  for  which  we  gave  food  as  payment,  and  we  had  many  appli- 
cants for  such  occupation.  The  evil  consequences  of  such  times  of 
distress  have  not  remained  hidden ;  a  restless  spirit  is  engendered  in 
many  who  go  about  among  the  farmers,  and,  I  fear,  come  in  contact 
with  much  that  is  wrong :  then  there  is  strong  temptation  to  steal, 
&c.  We  do  not  fail  to  exhort  the  people  to  '*  seek  first  the  kingdom 
of  God,**  and  to  remind  each  other  of  our  Saviour's  word  to  Mar- 
tha :  '*  Thou  art  careful  and  troubled  about  many  things  ;  one  thing 
is  needful,**  often  recalling  to  memory  Stuber  s  words  to  Oberlin 
in  the  Stein  Valley :  "  See  to  it  that  your  people  become  Christians, 
then  they  vnll  be  sensible  and  active,  not  servants  of  mammon,  and 
withal  no  idlers."  We  missionaries  have  to  take  part  in  aJ]  kinds  of 
secular  labour,  if  it  be  only  to  show  our  peojue  the  connection 
between  praying  and  preaching  and  working.  May  we  have  grace 
to  do  all  that  we  have  to  do  as  unto  the  Lord,  and  surely  His  work 
will  prosper  in  our  hands. 


ExTiLkCTS  of  the  DiABT  of  Baziya,  for  the  year  1866. 

The  drought,  which  had  lasted  for  some  months  of  last  year,  con- 
tinued in  January,  and  we  daily  besought  the  Lord  to  grant  us  rain. 
Ngangelizwe,  our  head-chieftain,  has  also  requested  us  and  the 
missionaries  at  Clarkebury,  to  pray  for  rain  for  his  land.  About 
the  middle  of  the  month  showers  fell,  and  revived  the  crops  in 
gardens  and  fields,  which  seemed  all  but  dead.  The  produce  of  our 
lands  will  certainly  be  very  inferior  both  in  quality  and  quantity  to 
that  of  former  years,  but  we  feel  truly  thankful  to  the  Lord  for 
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answeriDg  our  cry  of  need,  and  sending  us  some  welcome  rain.  It 
was  a  great  mercj  that  the  grass  was  not  dried  up  here,  so  that  all 
our  cattle,  sheep  and  horses  are  in  good  condition. 

In  Bphrwtry  we  were  able  to  resume  our  visits  to  the  adjacent  kraals, 
which  we  had  been  obliged  to  give  up  on  account  of  the  pressure  of 
time-taking  work  devolving  upon  us  in  ooiuiequenee  of  the  disastrous 
whirlwind  of  last  autumn.  We  were  sorry  to  see  great  indiflereuee 
manifested.  The  open  character  of  the  country  enabling  us  to 
obtain  an  unobstructed  view  over  a  very  considerable  space,  I  can 
often  observe  a  general  emigration  from  the  kraal  taking  place,  as 
soon  as  my  approach  is  perceived,  and  on  arriving  I  find  only  one  or 
two  quite  old  and  decrepit  people,  or  children  who  are  too  little  to 
run  away.  This  is  a  very  depressiuff  state  of  things  j  may  the  Lord 
have  mercy  on  this  poor  blind  people ! 

At  the  general  speaking  with  our  people  we  were  glad  to  see  that 
they  are  making  prosress  at  least  in  the  knowledge  of  the  truth ; 
they  all  assure  me  that  they  often  think  of  the  things  they  hear 
in  the  church  even  when  at  their  work,  and  that  they  pray  at  their 
own  homes. 

Ma/rch  22nd, — A  young  man  was  engaged  in  felling  a  tree  in  a 
wood  near  here,  when,  turning  round,  he  saw  a  large  "  tiger,"  or 
rather  panther,  turning  over  his  jacket,  which  was  lying  at  a  short 
distance  from  where  he  stood.  Only  armed  with  a  hatchet,  it  is 
no  wonder  he  felt  alarmed,  and  endeavoured  to  make  the  best  of 
his  way  out  of  the  neighbourhood  of  the  ferocious  creature.  He 
retired  into  the  underwood,  and  while  the  panther  followed  his 
path  to  the  spot  on  which  he  had  been  stanmng,  he  made  his  way 
back  to  his  jacket  and  retreated  as  quickly  and  quietly  as  possible  to 
the  station,  where  we  rejoiced  with  him  in  the  preservation  he  had 
experienced  by  the  goodness  of  Gbd. 

In  the  services  of  Passion  week  and  Easter  we  had  much  quiet 
enjoyment,  and  we  trust  real  blessing  for  our  souls. 

April  9th, — "We  were  delighted  to  welcome  Br.  Kuehn  here  in 
company  with  Br.  Hartmann,  only  regretting  that  their  visit  her© 
was  so  very  brief,  that  we  scarcely  had  time  to  confer  on  all  the 
topics  we  had  to  speak  of.  A  few  days  later  we  had  a  visit  from 
the  HevB.  Solomon  and  Beid,  Independent  ministers,  who  were  on 
their  way  to  Neman's  land,  a  district  on  this  side  of  the  colony  of 
Natal,  where  a  large  number  of  Griquas,  headed  by  Adam  £ok, 
have  taken  up  their  residence.  The  purpose  of  their  journey  is  to 
arrange  for  a  missionary  to  be  stationed  there. 

May  Idth. — To-day  we  had  the  happiness  and  privilege  to  baptize 
the  three  firstlings  of  this  congregation.  They  appeared  deeply  to 
feel  the  important  step  they  were  taking  in  becoming  members  of 
the  Christian  Church,  and' we  earnestly  pray  that  the  Lord  will 
graciously  enable  them  to  walk  worthy  of  their  high  calling  as  His 
Followers.     For  us  it  was  a  day  of  much  blessing  for  our  hearts. 

Later  on  in  the  month  we  went  to  the  seaside  near  the  mouth  of 
the  XJmtata,  in  company  with  two  Wesleyan  missionaries  and  their 
families,  to  the  number  of  about  forty  persons  in  four  ox-waggons.  We 
enjoyed  the  outing  very  much,  and  experienced  great  benefit  from  the 
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change.  The  hippopoiamas  is  still  to  be  found  on  the  XJintata,  indeed 
we  saw  several  during  our  stay :  on  their  nocturnal  visits  to  the  banks 
thej  commit  sad  depredations  in  the  cultivated  lands  of  the  natives. 
These  had  an  opportunity  of  hearing  the  .Gospel  probably  for  the 
first  time,  as  we  met  for  prayers  every  morning  and  evening,  and 
some  Kaffirs  were  always  present.  May  Ood  grant  that  the  good 
seed  may  find  a  resting-place  in  some  hearts ! 

July  fird. — ^The  harmonium  sent  us  by  kind  friends  at  Koenigsfeld 
arrived,  and  we  are  truly  thankful  for  the  gift.  Unfortunately  it  had 
received  some  very  rough  treatment  on  its  long  journey,  and  was  a 
good  deal  iniured.  Br.  Brauer  at  Shiloh  very  kindly  repaured  it  for  us, 
but  it  is  still  imperfect.  Besides  this  we  received  valuable  gifts  of 
coloured  shirts  for  children  from  friends  in  and  near  Ghoadau :  these 
last-mentioned  articles  had  been  sent  off  in  the  course  of  last  year 
already.  They  arrived  very  opportunely  at  last,  as  we  were  able  to 
distribute  them  as  rewards  to  the  children  who  have  attended  school 
with  diligence  and  success :  at  the  examination  we  were  pleased  to 
see  that  they  have  made  fair  progress  in  learning,  especially  in 
biblical  history.  They  expressed  their  gratitude  by  a  loud  chorus 
of'daanki." 

In  September  we  had  again  a  little  rain  after  a  prolonged  renewal 
of  the  drought,  and  our  people  were  able  to  prepare  their  fields  for 
sowing,  but  in  October  the  results  of  the  last  insufficient  harvests 
began  to  make  themselves  very  painfullv  felt.  This  neighbourhood 
is  unfortunately  quite  destitute  of  wild  fruits  and  edible  roots, 
which  are  found  in  great  abundance  in  other  parts  of  South  Africa : 
the  whole  district  here  consists  of  a  succession  of  slight  elevations 
covered  with  grass,  with  here  and  there  glens  and  valleys,  in  which 
woods  are  to  be  found.  No  game  is  met  with  except  a  few  ante- 
lopes, which  few  are  successful  in  killing  in  the  chase. 

In  November  I  purchased  some  few  sacks  of  corn  to  help  our 
people  in  their  time  of  trial,  but  had  to  pay  thirty  shillings  for  what 
we  generally  only  pay  five  or  six.  Those  who  had  cattle  were  not 
so  badly  off  as  others,  but  even  these  complained  a  good  deal,  for 
the  Kaffirs  are  accustomed  to  eat  large  quantities  of  substantial  food, 
and  they  feel  the  want  of  it  very  keenly. 

December  IZth, — The  waggon  arrived  to  take  Br.  and  Sr.  Stephan 
back  to  Shiloh,  and  brought  with  it  new  proofs  of  the  lively  intei'est 
taken  in  our  work  here  by  friends  at  home,  and  we  felt  greatly 
encouraged  and  deeply  thankful  on  our  own  account,  as  well  as  for 
the  sake  of  our  people.  The  sympathy  felt  for  our  cause  here  in  our 
late  disaster  has  been  widely  spread  through  the  borders  of  our 
Church  and  beyond  tbem,  and  has  been  most  hearty.  May  we  be 
stirred  up  thereby  to  renewed  zeal  and  faithfulness  in  labouring 
for  our  great  Lord  and  Master  in  this  remote  portion  of  His  vineyard.

ExTBACTS  qf  the  DijLBT  of  Bebea,  from  July  to  December  1866. 

On  the  17th  of  July  Augusta  Matthei  departed  this  Hfe,  having 
attained  the  age  of  about  90  years.  Of  late  sne  had  to  suffer  a  good 
deal  from  poverty,  which  she  had  not  brought  on  herself  by  any 
improvident  or  wicked  conduct,  but  was  the  consequence  of  otherb* 
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misdeeds.  In  the  midst  of  all  she  was  happy  in  communion  with 
her  Saviour,  whom  she  had  learnt  to  know  and  love.  She  never 
enjoyed  any  school  instruction,  but  knew  many  hymns  by  heart, 
and  was  wont  to  express  her  feelings  by  repeating  portions  "of 
them.  The  day  before  her  departure  she  expressed  to  me  her 
earnest  longing  to  depart  and  be  for  ever  with  the  Lord.  Hers  were 
the  first  remains  laid  in  our  new  burial-ground. 

Slst. — The  new  school-house  was  opened  with  many  thanks  to 
the  kind  friends  in  England  who  had  enabled  us  to  erect  it,  and 
we  did  not  fail  to  impress  upon  the  little  ones  their  privileges  and 
the  debt  of  gratitude  they  owe  to  the  Lord  and  His  people.  Li  the 
afternoon  we  gave  them  a  lovefeast  of  tea  and  bread,  making  it  a 
point  to  provide  a  good  meal,  as  the  poor  children  often  go  almost 
the  whole  day  without  more  than  a  morsel  of  food,  so  great  has  the 
scarcity  of  provisions  become.  It  was  very  touching  to  see  the  hap- 
piness beaming  from  their  little  thin  faces,  while  they  enjoyed 
what  was  to  them  a  most  unwonted  treat. 

In  August  the  scarcity  of  provisions  reached  its  greatest  height 
and  the  distress  was  very  ^eat.  There  was  little  or  no  employment 
to  be  had,  and  even  when  it  was  procured,  the  day's  wages  were  so 
low  and  the  price  of  com  so  high,  that  the  earnings  did  not  suffice 
to  provide  a  single  meal  for  a  small  family.  We  assisted  so  far  as 
we  were  able,  but  our  own  means  were  limited,  nothing  like  suffi- 
cient to  satisfy  all  appeals  for  aid.  All  sorts  of  articles  were  brought 
us  to  be  bartered  for  bread,  and  we  undertook  sundry  repairs  of  the 
road-way,  and  some  garden  work  merely  to  igive  a  few  deserving 
people  an  opportunity  of  earning  a  little  Dread.  The  poor  children 
were  often  so  overcome  with  hunger  and  faintness  in  the  school,  that 
they  fell  asleep ;  now  and  then  we  were  able  to  rejoice  their  hearts 
by  a  plate  of  soup  or  something  of  the  kind. 


EiTEAOTS  of  the  DiABT  ofEsoVy/rom  July  to  December  1866.     ' 

August  4kth, — Br.  and  Sr.  Grasse  and  daughter  arrived  to  take  the 
place  of  Br.  and  Sr.  Schaerf  who  have  returned  to  Europe.  Their 
journey  from  Genadendal  was  tedious  and  trying  owing  to  the  want 
of  water,  which  told  sadly  on  the  oxen,  six  of  which  died  on  the  road, 
while  the  remaining  nine  were  brought  home  in  sad  plight.  We 
were  truly  thankful  that  the  Lord  had  graciously  sent  aid  in  time  of 
need,  and  brought  our  brother  safely  to  the  end  of  his  long  journey. 
The  next  da^he  was  introduced  to  the  congregation  and  at  once 
entered  on  his  new  duties. 

19^A. — A  Mission-sermon  was  preached,  after  which  a  collection 
was  made,  which  only  produced  ten  shillings,  at  which  we  were  not 
surprised,  as  the  prevailing  poverty  is  very  great. 

September  Ist, — Some  of  our  people  killed  an  elephant  on  our  land, 
and  though  only  a  young  female,  the  flesh  afforded  an  abundant 
supply  of  food  to  all  the  inhabitants  of  the  place  for  several  days. 
Sucn  an  event  produces  quite  a  joyous  festivity,  and  the  old  law  of 
distribution  is  adhered  to,  according  to  which  all  come  in  for  a  share 
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after  tlie  hunters  have  taken  the  lion's  share  of  the  booty,  consisting 
of  the  teeth  and  the  most  delicate  morsels  of  the  flesh.  These  com- 
prise the  fat,  the  trunk  and  the  feet.  The  flesh  was  brought  home 
in  a  large  waggon  amid  great  rejoicings.  We  received  our  portion 
with  the  rest,  and  found  the  taste  of  the  meat  agreeable,  but  it  was 
coarse  and  tough. 

Bain  fell  in  the  early  part  of  the  month  and  all  set  to  work  in  the 
fields  in  hopes  that  a  crop  might  still  be  raised,  though  the  seed  was 
sown  very  late  in  the  season. 

17th. — The  examination  of  the  children  was  held,  and  showed  that 
Br.  Jonas,  the  native  teacher,  does  not  labour  in  vain.  Twelve  chil- 
dren left  the  school,  of  whom  eleven  could  read  fluently.  But  there 
ia  great  carelessness  and  irregularity  in  attendance  to  be  deplored, 
yet  scarcely  to  be  wondered  at,  as  the  parents  show  little  interest  in 
their  children's  progress. 

23rJ.— A  visit  was  paid  to  those  of  our  people  who  are  working 
on  the  road  at  a  distance  from  here,  and  are  rarely  able  to  come 
here.  Br.  Lemmerz  preached  in  the  morning  to  the  little  as- 
sembled flock,  and  in  the  afternoon  conversed  freely  with  them, 
reproving  and  warning  with  all  earnestness.  They  are  strongly 
tempted  to  follow  the  example  of  their  fellow- workmen,  and  spend 
their  earnings  in  the  canteen  instead  of  providing  for  their  flEunilies, 
which  are  left  in  great  poverty. 

October, — We  were  deeply  grieved  to  be  obliged  to  suspend  from 
the  Communion  a  man  who  had  been  confirmed  only  a  month  pre- 
viously ;  he  had  been  intoxicated  and  engaged  in  a  fight.  He  came 
to  us  voluntarily  and  confessed  his  fault  with  many  expressions  of 
sorrow ;  and  we  shall  be  glad  to  re-instate  him  in  his  privileges,  if 
his  future  conduct  shoves  that  his  repentance  is  genuine. 

At  the  general  speaking  in  November  we  were  concerned  to  see  much 
indifference  among  the  young  people,  who  are  not  wanting  in  know- 
ledge of  what  is  nght,  and  wnat  is  necessary  for  salvation,  as  well  as 
what  is  in  accordance  with  the  Christian  profession. 

On  Chriitmas  Eve  we  regretted  having  only  a  comparatively  small 
number  of  our  people  at  the  evening  service ;  several  had  returned 
from  their  work  at  a  distance,  biit  went  away  again  on  hearing  that 
some  men,  who  had  gone  off  in  the  morning  to  hunt  elephants, 
had  actually  succeeded  in  killing  one.  The  news  acted  like  an  elec- 
tric shock  on  the  community,  and  old  and  young  hastened  away  to 
Erovide  themselves  with  meat  for  a  Christmas  dinner.  While  the 
unters,  however,  were  getting  the  cart  ready  to  bring  in  the  carcass, 
other  persons  foxmd  the  treasure  and  made  away  with  the  best  pieces. 
We  were  sorry  that  this  event  greatly  interfered  with  the  quiet 
enjoyment  of  the  Christmas  festiv^. 

The  day  i^ter  Christmas  Day  the  thermometer  indicated  114®  in 
the  shade — a  terrible  heat  indeed,  which  scorched  everything  grfeen 
that  was  left  in  our  gardens  and  fields. 

The  past  year  has  been  a  trying  one  in  many  respects.  Externally 
our  people  nave  suffered  much  from  the  continuous  drought,  and 
the  want  of  work ;  the  water  in  the  river  has  not  flowed  for  some 
years.    The  sufferings  would  have  been  much  greater  with  provi- 
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sions  at  such  prices  that  the  people  could  scarcely  afford  to  buy 
them,  had  not  the  Lord  providentially  shown  a  way  of  escape.  A 
ship  laden  with  rice  was  obliged  by  springing  a  leak  to  enter  Port 
Elizabeth,  where  the  whole  cargo  had  to  be  sold  at  a  low  rate,  to  the 
great  advantage  of  the  inhabitants  of  the  whole  district.  In  the 
schools  the  attendance  has  been  smaller  than  usual,  and  we  have 
been  but  little  encouraged  by  evidences  of  faith  and  love  in  the 
hearts  of  our  people.  Miay  the  Lord  in  His  mercy  remove  the  out- 
ward trials,  and  grant  an  outpouring  of  His  Spirit,  that  this  people 
may  grow  inwar(8y  to  His  praise  and  glory. 


Extracts  of  ike  Diabt  o/*ELiM,/row  July  to  December  1866. 

Li  the  first  part  of  the  month  of  July  we  had  some  most  welcome 
showers  of  ram,  which  proved  very  beneficial  to  our  parched  land, 
exciting  hopes  of  a  good  harvest.  But  the  distress  among  our  people 
increased  daily,  for  the  stock  of  provisions  rapidly  dwindled  away, 
and  the  sad  result  of  the  want  of  careful  economical  habits  made 
itself  painfully  felt.  Numbers  came  to  seek  assistance  from  us,  and 
we  gladly  save  to  the  utmost  of  our  ability.  Some  cases  of  theft 
were  brought  under  our  notice,  necessitating  the  exercise  of  disci- 
plinanr  measures. 

17/A. — The  communicant  brother  David  October  was  buried,  who 
had  been  employed  for  many  years  as  groom  in  the  Mission  family. 
His  last  illness  was  protracted,  and  he  learnt  to  bow  with  complete 
submission  to  the  Lord's  leadings,  though  at  first  inclined  to  murmur 
in  spite  of  his  having  known  and  loved  Jesus  as  his  Saviour.  In  fiill 
coofidence  in  the  merits  of  the  Saviour's  sacrifice  he  calmly  and 
happily  awaited  the  call  home  to  be  for  ever  with  the  Lord. 

August  27th, — A  man  and  boy  were  killed  by  lightning  when  out 
in  the  fields  attending  to  the  oxen.  The  bodies  were  not  foimd  until 
the  fourth  day  after  the  event  took  place,  and  then  only  by  following 
a  dog  belonging  to  the  man,  who  left  the  corpse  of  his  master  to 
come  home  for  food,  and  then  returned  to  his  melancholy  post.  The 
two  corpses  lay  about  seventy  yards  from  one  another,  scarcely  twenty 
minutes'  walk  from  the  settlement. 

Towards  the  end  of  September  and  in  the  early  part  of  October  a 
large  number  of  our  people  went  off  to  the  neighbouring  farms, 
where  they  could  earn  a  trifle  by  sheep-shearing.  Many  promised  to 
make  use  of  their  earnings  to  pay  off  the  debts  they  had  contracted 
at  our  store,  but  the  farmers  availed  themselves  of  the  position  the 
natives  found  themselves  in,  to  lower  the  rat^  of  wages,  so  that  it 
was  impossible  for  them  to  save  anything  for  the  proposed  end. 

November  2nd. — During  the  last  three  days  we  have  buried  three 
communicant  members.  They  had  been  in  receipt  of  pecuniary  assist- 
ance from  our  poors'  box,  but  had  doubtless  suffered  the  pangs  of 
hunger,  indeed  we  have  reason  to  fear  that  this  may  have  accelerated 
their  end.  They  departed  in  reliance  on  Jesus'  atonement,  and  we 
believe,  are  now  where  they  will  no  more  suffer  hunger,  or  thirst,  or 
any  pain. 
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December  9lh. — Br.  and  Sr.  Bechler  left  us  after  a  stay  of  some 
weeks,  during  which  they  made  themselves  thoroughly  acquainted 
with  the  members  of  thi^  congregation  by  frequent  house  to  house 
visits.  They  were  present  at  the  examination  of  our  schools,  which 
showed  a  tolerably  satisfactory  result.  In  the  infant-school  several 
can  read  well  and  give  correct  answers  in  Bible  history.  The  attend- 
ance has  been  worse  last  year  than  formerly,  which  may  in  part  be 
explained  by  the  prevailing  distress. 


ExTBACTS  of  the  DiABT  of  MAMiiE,/or  the  year  1866. 

Jantiary, — The  harvest  is  completed  and  has  proved  in  general  a 
poor  one,  much  harm  having  been  done  to  the  corn-crops  by  blight 
and  drought.  In  consequence  of  this  the  price  of  grain  has  begun 
to  rise  rapidly.  Singular  to  relate,  our  people  have  had  an  average 
crop,  some  a  remarkably  good  one,  but  alas !  they  are  preparing  days 
of  trouble  for  themselves,  and  that  in  spite  of  all  our  warnings ;  they 
will  persist  in  selling  their  com  now,  though  it  is  clear  they  will  soon 
have  to  purchase  again  at  a  far  higher  price  than  they  have  received. 
Such  conduct  as  this  is  exceedingly  trying  to  those  who  take  a  real 
interest  in  the  welfare  of  this  people. 

Uth. — A  young  unmarried  man  was  buried,  whose  case  was  inter- 
esting  as  showing  how  easily  children  of  Christian  parents  are  apt  to 
deceive  themselves  as  to  their  real  state  of  heart.  He  was  a  man  of 
good  report,  steady  and  upright  in  his  conduct,  diligent  in  using  the 
means  of  grace,  and  well  acquainted  with  the  Word  of  God,  and  yet, 
it  was  only  in  his  last  illness  that  he  was  brought  to  a  clear  know- 
ledge of  himself,  and  a  full  reliance  on  the  merits  of  the  blood  of 
Jesus.     As  far  as  we  are  able  to  judge  he  died  as  a  true  believer. 

81*^. — It  pleased  the  Lord  to  call  home  to  Himself  our  dear  fellow- 
labourer,  Br.  Ch.  Th.  Kuester,  aged  55  years,  after  a  service  of 
23  years  in  this  Mission.  His  complaint  was  a  violent  attack  of 
typhus-fever,  and  had  the  very  unusual  feature,  that  the  dear  patient 
retained  his  consciousness  in  spite  of  the  high  fever,  and  was  able  to 
converse  up  to  the  last.  His  end  was  edifying  and  we  believe  that 
he  is  now  oefore  the  throne  of  the  Lamb.  A  very  large  portion  of 
the  congregation  accompanied  his  remains  to  their  last  resting  place. 

Mibriary  14/A. — The  iuneral  of  J.  D.  took  place,  who  had  in  his 
younger  days  faithfully  fulfilled  the  duties  of  an  overseer  in  this  con- 
gregation. In  the  time  of  slavery  he  was  matadore  or  master  of  the 
slaves  on  an  estate,  and  is  said  to  have  won  not  only  the  satisfaction 
and  confidence  of  the  owner,  but  also  the  goodwill  and  affection  of 
the  slaves.  After  the  emancipation  he  remained  for  some  years  in 
his  master's  employ,  and  then  came  to  Mamre,  where  he  enjoyed 
many  tokens  of  kindness  from  his  former  master's  children.  He  was 
a  quiet  man,  of  considerable  stability  of  character,  and  often  spoke 
with  evident  pleasure  of  the  Lord's  mercy  to  him  while  yet  a  slave, 
and  especially  subsequently  in  bringing  himself  and  his  family  to 
live  within  the  sound  of  the  precious  Gospel.  His  last  illness  caused 
him  great  suffering,  but  he  rested  with  childlike  confidence  on  the 
Lord  and  was  happy  in  his  Saviour. 
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Jime  11th, — Br.  and  Sr.  D.  Schaerf,  and  the  widowed  sister  Kuester, 
left  for  Europe,  taking  with  them  eleven  children,  who  are  to  be  edu- 
cated in  the  missionary  school  at  Neuwied.  The  parting  scene  was 
yery  painful,  as  can  well  be  imagined. 

July, — We  haye  greatly  to  regret  a  step  which  has  been  taken  by 
the  son  of  an  influential  neighbour,  yiz.  the  erection  of  an  establish- 
ment for  the  sale  of  intoxicatmg  drink  close  to  the  borders  of  our  land. 
It  will  proye  a  source  of  strong  temptation  to  many  of  our  people. 
The  Lord  preserve  them  from  falling. 

September  2(Hh, — A  young  man  had  to  be  excluded  for  drunkenness 
and  determined  opposition  to  the  authorities.  "We  have  to  record 
with  much  sorrow,  that  many  of  our  young  people  evidently  care 
little  for  their  connection  with  our  Church,  and  the  advantage  of 
hearing  the  Gospel  regularly  preached,  and  being  otherwise  spiritually 
cared  for.  Some  are  most  unwilling  to  allow  their  jjarents  to  exer- 
cise any  control  over  them,  and  never  think  of  assisting  them  with 
their  earnings,  but  they  are  quite  ready  to  appeal  to  them  for  support, 
when  theiif  own  money  is  squandered,  and  expect  that  it  will  be  given 
too.  Under  these  circumstances  we  can  scarcely  be  surprised  at  the 
young  people's  disregard  for  church  regulations,  and  objections  to 
pay  ^urch  contributions. 

November  2l9t, — To-day  was  the  funeral  of  a  young  person  who 
was,  up  to  a  comparatively  short  time  before  her  departure,  distin- 
guished for  lightmindedness.  Consumption  set  in  and  made  rapid 
progress,  so  that  she  was  soon  in  a  state  of  danger.  At  the  same 
time  a  striking  change  took  place  in  her  whole  demeanour,  and  we 
were  soon  privileged  to  witness  a  marvellous  triumph  of  the  grace  of 
God  in  her  heart.  Her  favourite  topics  of  conversation  were  the 
Saviour  and  His  love  for  her,  her  great  sinfulness,  but  happy  assu- 
rance of  pardon  in  the  blood  of  Jesus.    Her  end  was  peace. 

December  2'^rd, — J.  A.  was  buried,  a  man  who  had  lived  here  since 
the  year  1804,  and  had  been  candidate  for  baptism  since  18^1.  As 
such  he  departed  at  the  advanced  age  of  seventy.  What  a  tale  is 
told  in  these  few  lines  I  We  are  truly  thankful  that  there  are  few 
such  sad  cases  in  this  congregation. 


ExTBACTs  of  DiABX  o/^  Gbitadendal, /r(ww  July  to  December  1866. 

July, — To-day  we  saw  snow  on  the  hills  for  the  first  time  this  year. 

Owing  to  the  poor  harvests  which  we  have  had  of  late  years,  we 
are  obliged  to  procure  supplies  of  almost  all  kinds  of  provisions  from 
Cape  Town,  and  the  transport  of  these  goods  is  expensive,  and  often 
attenrded  with  loss.  Only  a  few  days  aco  a  man  was  bringing  a 
loaded  waggon  from  thence  to  G^nadendal,  for  a  resident  of  the  set- 
tlement, but  his  wearied  team  of  oxen  could  not  drag  the  load  through 
the  ford  in  the  Sonderend  river,  where  the  water  was  at  the  time 
tolerably  high.  It  continued  to  rise,  and  had  penetrated  the  waggon 
before  assistance  could  be  procured,  and  when  it  was  safely  brought 
to  land,  the  whole  contents  were  spoiled. 

October  16rt. — For  the  last  two  days  Br.  and  Sr.  Bauer  have  been 
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yisiting  at  Twistwyk,  where  Br.  B.  conducted  the  services,  and  made 
himself  thoroughly  acquainted  with  the  condition  of  the  congrega- 
tion. Their  report  was  very  favourable.  The  services  were  well 
attended,  also  the  speaking,  by  those  who  wore  not  of  necessity 
absent  at  work  on  farms.  The  Gospel  is  precious  to  these  people, 
and  its  power  is  plainly  manifested.  Michael  Baali,  the  schoolmaster, 
is  doing  a  good  work  there,  giving  instruction  preparatory  to  bap- 
tism, and  also  keeping  meetings ;  his  wife  is  also  most  useful  among 
the  female  portion  of  the  congregation,  and  is  much  respected. 
His  school  work  is  carried  on  with  pleasure  and  real  interest,  and, 
as  an  examination  proved,  with  fair  success.  Of  32  children  on  the 
books,  21  were  present,  and  of  these  about  the  half  could  read  flu- 
ently, and  write  pretty  well  with  pen  and  ink  ;  four  of  these  wrote 
very  nicely.  Their  answers  to  questions  on  Bible  History  were  most 
satisfactory.  A  verse  of  four  lines  being  dictated,  was  written  without 
fault  by  two,  with  two  faults  by  two,  &c.  Most  of  the  children  have 
a  twenty  minutes'  walk  to  school. 

28/A. — To-day  the  congregation  met  to  celebrate  the  Holy  Com- 
munion for  the  last  time  in  this  year.  The  number  present  was  small, 
since  more  than  half  our  communicants  are  absent,  working  on  the 
farms  far  and  near,  as  harvest  men,  Ac.  It  is  only  at  Christmas  that 
our  church  benches  begin  to  be  filled  again. 

December  30/A. — We  held  our  last  mission-conference,  and  thanked 
the  Lord  for  the  gracious  aid  and  guidance  vouchsafed  to  us  through 
the  past  year,  in  spite  of  our  many  shortcomings  and  failings.  It 
has  been  a  truly  trying  year,  distress  having  visited  us  in  various 
forms,  as  indeed  we  had  feared  would  be  the  case.  The  typhus 
fever  has  never  left  the  place  all  this  time,  attacking  many,  but 
proving  fatal  only  in  few  cases :  even  some  who  had  gone  up  the 
country  m  search  of  work,  were  there  prostrated,  and  had  to  contract 
debts  instead  of  earning  money.  There  was  also  great  distress  in 
consequence  of  want  of  food  and  clothing.  Many  went  to  the  sea- 
shore to  try  and  get  fish  to  eat,  as  com  was  not  to  be  had.  We 
assisted  the  poor  to  the  utmost  of  our  ability,  but  were  in  great  diffi- 
culties to  provide  the  necessary  means.  One  family  here  hais  suffered 
in  a  peculiarly  heavy  manner  :  last  year  two  children  died  of  fever, 
and  the  father  was  quite  lapied  from  the  same  cause,  so  that  he  has 
to  walk  on  crutches ;  in  the  last  month  a  daughter  of  about  fifteen 
years  of  age  died  of  consumption.  In  addition  to  these  trials  he  has 
had  twenty  sheep  stolen. 

We  wish  we  could  record  that  good  results  had  been  produced 
on  the  inward  life  of  our  people  by  these  afflictions  of  an  external 
character ;  the  opposite  has  been  rather  the  case,  and  we  have  had  to 
exercise  church  discipline  on  no  less  than  32  persons  for  gross  trans- 
gressions of  various  kinds. 


AUSTRALIA. 


Fhom  the  older  stations  we  have  no  intelligence  to  communicate. 
The  Lord's  blessing  is  being  graciously  vouchsafed,  and  the  power  of 
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the  Gtespel  is  manifesting  itself,  though  on  the  other  hand  sad  in- 
stances of  the  power  of  Satan  to  lead  astray  those  who  had  become 
believers  have  not  been  wanting  at  Ubenezer. 

Br.  Kuehn*s  work  at  and  near  Kadina  progresses  satis&ctorily ; 
the  attendance  at  church  and  school  was  pleasing,  and  it  seemed  pro- 
bable that  two  of  the  seventy  or  eighty  blacks,  who  are  more  or  less 
under  his  influence,  will  soon  be  able  to  be  admitted  to  the  rite  of 
baptism. 

From  the  Brethren  at  Coqper^s  Creek  sad  news  have  been  received 
within  the  last  few  weeks,  to  the  effect  that  they  have  been  obliged 
to  quit  their  post  for  the  present,  and  seek  for  temporary  shelter 
and  security  with  the  Lutheran  missionaries  at  Kilalpanina,  whence 
the  very  brief  extracts  communicated  below  are  dated.  It  seems 
that  a  considerable  body  of  blacks  from  Perigundi  and  the  adjoining 
district  had  made  their  appearance  at  Kopperamanna,  where  oiir 
Brethren  had  commenced  their  labours  with  very  encouraging  results, 
as  regards  the  school  at  least.  These  threatened  to  take  the  lives  of 
all  the  white  men  in  the  district,  and  especially  of  the  missionaries, 
from  whom  no  very  dangerous  resistance  was  to  be  expected.  For 
three  days  and  nights  the  Brethren  had  their  horses  saddled  ready 
to  take  flight  at  a  moment's  notice ;  at  last  they  heard  from  the  Kop- 
peramanna blacks,  some  of  whom  appear  to  have  become  attached  to 
them  already,  that  a  day  was  fixed  on  for  the  attack,  and  their  anxiety 
became  very  great.  But  on  the  evening  of  the  day  preceding  the 
one  selected  for  the  murder,  the  Lord  mercifully  interposed  and  saved 
them.  A  small  patrol  of  mounted  police  was  seen  advancing  along 
the  borders  of  the  lake,  at  sight  of  whom  the  blacks  withdrew  in 
the  greatest  haste.  Heartily  thanking  the  Lord  for  the  preservation 
of  their  lives,  but  very  unwilling  to  abandon  their  post,  it  was  only 
on  the  urgent  representations  of  the  police  that  our  Brethren  at 
length  consented  to  seek  a  temporary  place  of  safety  elsewhere. 

It  is  pleasing  to  see  from  the  last  letters  from  Cooper's  Creek, 
that  the  missionaries  were  on  the  point  of  returning  to  Kopperamanna^ 
and  indeed  had  been  urgently  requested  so  to  do  by  the  blacks  in  that 
neighbourhood.  Surely  here  is  an  urgent  call  for  intercessory  prayer 
on  the  part  of  Brethren  and  Sisters,  and  Christian  friends  at  home, 
on  behalf  of  these  three  missionary  Brethren,  who  are  exposed  to 
trials  and  hardships  and  perils,  which  are  almost  unknown  in  any  of 
our  other  mission-fields.  May  they  rest  in  safety  and  security  in  the 
arms  of  the  everlasting  Covenant  God,  knowing  that  He  can  protect 
them  amidst  dangers  more  trying  and  terrible  than  any  they  have  yet 
experienced ;  and  may  they  be  enabled  in  strong  faith  to  renew  and 
continue  their  work  in  spite  of  every  discouragement.

KiLALPAmarA,  May  4/^,  1867. 

I  am  tlmnkful  to  be  able  to  report  that  we  are  all  well,  and  that 
the  blacks  have  conducted  themselves  in  a  quiet  and  peaceable  man- 
ner since  I  last  wrote,  indeed  those  at  Kopperamanna  frequently 
beg  us  to  return  thither.  HowoTer,  we  know  that  several  Perigundi 
natives  have  recently  come  there,  and  probably  virith  no  good  inten- 
tion, as  they  have  tried  to  steal  even  here.  Qt)vemment  will  pro- 
bably not  send  any  additional  police  force  for  our  protection,  at  least 
BO  we  are  told  by  the  ordinary  patrolliug  force. 

This  spot  is  less  exposed  to  danger  on  the  part  of  the  blacks,  as  it 
is  not  one  of  their  principal  places  of  resort,  as  is  Kopperamanna ;  but 
there  is  little  doubt  that,  had  we  in  March  last  fallen  victims  to  their 
bloodthirsty  rage,  this  place  would  have  been  the  second  scene  of 
their  operations.  I  propose  that  we  return  to  our  station  after 
awaiting  the  arrival  of  the  next  European  mail,  construct  a  strong 
palisading  of  tree-stems  round  the  buildings,  and  provide  accommo- 
dation for  the  rest  of  our  goods.  The  beam- work  for  the  roof  of  our 
future  kitchen  I  have  made  here,  so  that  the  erection  of  this  building 
will  not  be  a  very  lengthy  operation.  Our  future  prospects  are  not 
bright,  but  we  must  trust  in  the  Lord  our  God,  well  assured  that, 
though  the  advanced  guard  of  this  army  may  fall,  yet  He  will  prove 
victorious  in  the  end. 

We  commend  our  work  and  ourselves  earnestly  to  the  continued 
fervent  intercession  of  our  Brethren  and  Sisters  and  friends. 


From  Br.  C.  Kbameb. 

KiLALPAKiKA,  May  4rt,  1867. 

The  last  time  I  wrote  it  seemed  as  if  our  work  was  in  a  fair  way 
of  going  on  well ;  a  suitable  spot  for  a  station  had  been  selected,  the 
work  of  building  commenced,  and  a  school  of  about  twenty  boys  col- 
lected, who  were  making  satisfactory  progress,  and  in  whose  company, 
seated  with  them  on  the  ground,  I  felt  very  happy.  There  was  m 
our  school  an  absence  of  the  strict  discipline  of  schools  at  home,  and 
we  often  enjoyed  a  merry  lau^h  together.  In  the  native  language 
there  is  no  letter  j^  and  no  hissmg  sound,  and  this  want  leads  to  very 
droll  pronunciation  of  English  words;  for  instance  they  B&j,pour 
and  pipe,  instead  of  four  and  five. 

How  different  our  situation  now !  But  we  must  place  our  trust, 
not  in  man,  but  in  the  Lord  God.  The  field  is  white  unto  the  har- 
vest, and  I  believe  there  would  here  be  fewer  obstacles  to  the  real 
missionary  work  to  be  overcome  than  down  in  the  colony.  But  our 
number  mast  be  increased  to  enable  us  to  labour  efficiently,  and 
where  are  the  funds  to  come  from,  when  the  expenses  of  our  small 
company  are  at  present  comparatively  high  ? 

Testerday  the  blacks  here  told  us  they  intended  to  join  the  Kop- 
peramanna blacks  in  an  attack  on  the  camp  at  Perigundi,  to  punish 
them  for  threatening  us  as  they  had  done,  adding  that  the  latter  bad 
not  abandoned  their  plan,  but  intended  still  to  carry  it  out,  and  to 
set  about  it  in  a  more  clever  manner  than  before.     But  the  Lord 
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who  has  hitherto  preserred  us,  will  continue  to  guard  us  against  the 
wicked  and  malicious  plots  of  these  poor  dark  heathen. 

We  have  frequent  visits  from  the  Kopperamanna  blacks,  but  the 
want  of  fish  here  induces  them  to  be  satisfied  with  a  stay  of  about 
two  days.  Two  of  our  scholars  were  here  a  short  time  since  and 
would  have  been  glad  to  remain  with  us,  but  the  father  insisted  on 
their  returning  with  him.  There  is  no  lack  of  food  for  the  natives, 
as  the  rain  has  brought  out  plants  of  all  kinds,  which,  with  the  grass, 
cover  the  hitherto  bare  sand-hills  with  a  beautiful  green  garment ; 
many  of  these  plants  are  articles  of  food  for  the  natives,  the  roots  of 
some  and  the  seeds  of  others  being  eaten,  either  raw  or  cooked. 


EzraACT  of  the  Diabt  of  JBr,  Mbissbl. 

March  4ith. — Again  we  hear  the  report,  that  the  blacks  have  re- 
solved to  kill  all  the  whites  in  the  north.  This  is  hardly  a  matter  of 
surprise,  as  Kopperamanna  and  Kilalpanina  have  now  been  occupied 
by  the  whites,  and  these  have  hithertK)  been  their  favourite  places  of 
resort,  and  the  scenes  of  some  of  their  most  abominable  de^.  May 
the  Lord  make  true  His  word  with  reference  to  this  scheme :  "  Take 
counsel  together,  and  it  shall  come  to  nought."  A  number  of  blacks 
made  their  appearance  here  to-day  in  full  war-dress,  painted  all  over, 
and  armed  with  spears  about  seven  feet  in  length,  wooden  swords, 
and  boomerangs,  all  presenting  a  wild  and  savage  appearance. 

5th, — More  blacks  arrive  from  all  sides.  In  the  evening  considerable 
preparations  were  made  for  holding  a  great  corroborree,  but  a  heavy 
thunderstorm  prevented  it.  We  were  busily  engaged  with  some 
natives  in  hewing  wood  for  a  goat-stall.  On  the  two  following  days 
we  had  heavy  ram,  and  in  the  night  the  water  penetrated  the  roof  of 
our  hut,  and  obb'ged  us  to  leave  our  beds.  The  lake  has  risen  a  whole 
foot,  and  the  grass  is  growing  very  rapidly.  We  have  nine  scholars, 
of  whom  the  ^Is  manifest  the  least  interest.  The  old  king  John 
grows  increasingly  impudent,  as  he  has  several  times  received  some- 
thing without  having  brought  any  fish  as  payment.  To-day,  when 
his  request  was  refused,  he  went  away  with  loud  murmuring,  and  very 
much  enraged.  Thank  God !  that  we  have  been  preserved  by  Him  in 
safety  for  one  more  week. 

lUh, — A  great  meetiug  of  the  blacks  has  been  held  to-day  to 
discuss  their  plans.  These  are  directed  against  fdl  the  whites,  but 
first  of  all  the  missionaries,  from  whom  they  expect  to  meet  with 
the  least  resistance.  The  natives  from  Ferigundi  appear  to  be 
the  most  savage  of  the  natives.  In  the  evening  I  asked  Mackey,  a 
black  in  our  employ,  if  it  was  the  intention  of  his  people  to  murder 
us.  He  answered,  "  One  sleep,  blacks  oome,  kill  vou."  I  made  him 
understand  that  we  were  provided  with  arms  to  defend  ourselves,  to 
which  he  replied :  "Then  you  must  first  of  all  shoot  old  king  Jack 
and  Frenchman,"  the  leaders  of  the  natives  here.  The  reason  of 
their  rage  is  to  revenge  themselves  on  the  whites,  and  obtain  human 
flesh.  On  Br.  Kramer's  return  from  warning  the  Lutheran  mis- 
sionaries of  the  threatened  violence,  we  took  counsel  together  as  to 
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wliat;  we  had  better  do  ia  this  emergency.  We  saddled  our  horses, 
moved  the  waggon  against  the  door  of  our  hut,  and  lay  down  fully 
dressed  with  our  guns  in  our  hands,  ready  to  take  to  flight  at  a  mo- 
ment's notice,  abandoning  the  place  preferably  to  shedding  blood. 
Had  it  come  to  a  precipitate  flight  we  could  scarcely  have  escaped,  for 
we  had  the  lake  on  one  side  of  our  position,  while  on  the  three  other 
sides  we  were  surrounded  by  the  blacks.  We  should  have  been  very 
thankful  for  the  presence  of  some  policemen,  but  during  the  eight 
weeks  of  our  sojourn  here,  they  have  not  been  near  us. 

12th, — At  daybreak  we  expected  the  attack  would  take  place,  and 
were  quite  ready  to  fly.  Some  young  men  who  had  not  approved 
of  the  plan,  came  to  us  and  were  surprised  to  And  us  thus  prepared. 
Then  came  the  wicked  old  king  John,  who,  when  Br.  Walaer  asked 
him  what  the  blacks  had  against  us,  answered :  "  Natives  fear  white 
fellow."  A  mightier  power  than  that  of  the  "  strong  man"  had  in- 
terposed, causing  sudden  fear  to  fall  upon  them,  and  put  to  nought 
their  schemes. 

ISth. — Again  a  night  of  watching  under  arms.  There  are  always 
groups  of  folly  armed  bkcks  about  us,  so  that  we  cannot  venture  to 
any  distance  without  weapons.  Our  work  is  of  course  effectually 
interrupted. 

14ith. — More  blacks  have  arrived.  The  old  king  always  appears 
attended  by  a  body  guard,  but  behaves  in  a  friendly  manner,  as  if 
nothing  were  the  matter,  probably  to  deceive  us  and  induce  us  to 
give  way  to  a  feeling  of  security.  For  three  days  and  nights  now 
our  horses  stand  saddled  at  the  door,  but  it  is  poor  comfort  to  know 
that  onl^  the  best  horsemen  have  succeeded  in  escaping  by  flight  from 
the  natives.  An  old  black  said  to  Br.  Walder  to-day  that  tfe  blacks 
would  return  after  "  three  times  sleep."  One  camp  after  another  is 
being  formed  around  us.  At  a  signal  from  the  king  the  cannibals  would 
attack  us,  and  the  thought  of  falling  into  their  hands  is  certainly 
dreadful,  for  we  have  heard  on  good  authority  that  they  do  not  at  a 
stroke  put  an  end  to  the  lives  of  their  victims,  but  sever  limb  from 
limb  with  their  wooden  swords,  after  having  pierced  through  the 
neck,  cheeks,  nose.  See.  After  consulting  about  what  steps  we  should 
adopt,  as  we  felt  sorely  averse  to  quitting  the  place  before  we  were 
actually  attacked,  though  all  the  settlers  in  the  district  had  repeat- 
edly assured  us  that  it  was  not  safe  for  only  three  persons  to  advance 
into  the  midst  of  the  natives,  I  took  a  telescope  and  stood  at  the 
door  of  our  hut,  scanning  the  expanse  of  countrv  spread  out  before 
our  eyes  in  search  of  human  aid  of  some  kind.  But  I  could  see 
nothing.  A  moment  afterwards  I  heard  the  boys  exclaim,  "  The 
police !  the  police !"  And  we  said  to  one  another,  "  This  is  the 
Lord's  doing!"  The  policemen  were  riding  past  our  nlace  to 
Kilalpanina  or  Hermannsburg,  the  station  of  the  Lutheran  Mission- 
aries, but  the  sight  of  them  tended  not  a  little  to  cheer  us  up,  and 
to  terrify  the  blacks,  who  ran  away  as  quickly  as  possible,  the  old 
king  prowling  along  the  margin  of  the  lake. 

15th. — God  be  praised!  the  blacks  have  retreated  to  some  dis- 
tance, and  the  police  and  one  missionary  from  Kilalpanina  have 
arrived.     At  length  we  shall  have  a  night's  rest,  while  the  police  lie 
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under  anDS  outside  our  door.  A  text  of  Scripture  wliich  mj  sister 
bad  selected  for  me  has  been  almost  literally  fulfilled  in  our  case  in 
these  days,  **  Every  one  had  his  sword  girded  by  his  side,  and  so 
buHded."  (Neh.  iv.  18.) 

16/A. — The  policemen  rode  round  the  lake  enquiring  from  the 
blacks  the  reason  of  their  conduct.  They  answered  that  they  did 
not  see  what  good  we  did  them,  and  they  would  not  have  whites  on 
their  ground ;  they  had  therefore  resolved  to  kill  us.  The  bo3r8  who 
had  begion  to  come  to  school,  and  had  remained  near  us  during  these 
last  anxious  days  astonished  our  visitors  by  the  progress  they  had 
made  in  learning. 

2l8t. — ^It  was  my  turn  to  fetch  our  letters,  which  necessitates  a 
ride  of  fifby  or  pernaps  a  hundred  miles  across  a  pathless  tract  of 
land.  If  they  have  not  been  forwarded  to  the  next  station  we  have 
to  ride  on  to  the  one  beyond,  and  may  have  to  proceed  still  further 
until  we  get  them.  Armed  with  a  revolver,  I  set  out  on  the  18^, 
accompanying  for  a  time  Mr.  Vogelsang,  Lutheran  Missionary,  who 
was  returning  to  Kilalpanina,  after  having  brought  us  a  sack  of  flour 
and  two  sheep  in  their  waggon  with  four  horses.  Before  we  parted, 
two  blacks  joined  us,  and  kept  to  the  waggon.  On  my  return  I 
heard  that  they  had  attacked  Mr.  V.,  seizing  his  sabre  and  axe,  and 
decamping  with  them  into  the  wood.  Here  they  gave  a  signal,  and 
about  forty  other  blacks  made  their  appearance,  who,  however,  in- 
stantlv  ran  away,  on  Mr.  V.'s  firing  his  revolver,  which  speedily 
brought  the  police  to  the  spot*  I  had  to  ride  as  far  as  Manuwalken- 
ina,  as  the  messenger  on  horseback  from  that  place  and  the  person 
who  had  to  forward  our  letters,  had  forgotten  them  in  a  drunken 
bout.  On  the  20th  I  set  off  to  return  and  was  surprised  to  meet  Br. 
Walder  at  Mr.  Milner's  Station,  but  grieved  to  hear  that  their  aim  in 
coming  to  meet  me  was  to  prevent  my  returning  to  Kopperamanna,  as 
that  station  had  been  abandoned  for  the  present,  at  the  urgent  advice 
of  the  police,  under  whose  protection  the  waggon  and  goods  had 
been  brought  to  Kilalpanina.  The  police  report  that  there  are  from 
600  to  700  blacks  about  £opperamanna,  but  tney  are  gradualiy  moving 
away.  Our  retreat  will,  however,  probably  have  made  them  bolder. 

April  7th. — Some  natives  gave  me  astronomical  information  to  the 
effect  that  the  sun,  moon,  and  stars  were  made  by  the  blacks,  the 
former  being  very  far  distant,  the  latter  ''  sitting  down  pickamnna 
wav."  They  call  the  stars  "  ditjy  wacka  wacka"  (little  little  suns), 
anti  think  that  they  are  very  near  at  hand.  The  whole  circle  of  the 
moon  was  visible  at  the  time,  but  only  a  small  portion  illuminated, 
and  I  asked  c^e,  how  he  explained  that  phenomenon.  He  answere^y 
**  A  black  man  is  sitting  beiore  the  moon,  roasting  a  snake,  and  look- 
ing for  a  wife." 

12M.--0ur  presept  position  is  calculated  to  excite  sad  thoughts 
in  our  minds.  While  our  Lutheran  friends  here  are  comp>leting  the 
erection  of  a  house,  which  is  to  serve  as  kitchen  and  dwelling-houae, 
and  appear  to  be  getting  established  in  their  new  quarters,  we  Kpe 
in  the  dark  as  to  all  our  future  movemeuts,  Mfiy  the  Lord  soon 
send  us  aid  in  our  distressing  position ! 

16M. — The  blacks  are  in  a  state  of  great  excitement.    At  Manu- 
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walkenina  policemen  are  said  to  have  arrived,  and  their  rijQes,  re- 
volvers, and  chains  have  frightened  the  natives  not  a  little ;  their 
messengers  announce  such  events  with  great  rapidity  from  place  to 
place,  often  making  fires  on  the  summits  of  hills  to  serve  as  signals. 
Now  there  is  general  anxious  questioning  among  them  as  to  "  who 
will  be  killed  when  the  police  come,"  for  very  few  of  them  have 
quiet  consciences,  and  each  thinks  that  punishment  is  being  pre- 
pared for  him.  They  help  the  Lutheran  missionaries  at  their  build- 
ing, and  receive  food,  tobacco,  and  articles  of  clothing  by  way  of 
payment. 

18M. — Ii^  the  evening  there  was  a  fight  in  the  camp  of  the  natives. 
The  noise  was  very  great,  and  we  could  see  the  firebrands  flying 
about. 

19ih, — ^Again  ereat  excitement  among  the  blacks.  One  who  had 
been  away  to  look  after  the  horses  returned  in  great  alarm,  having 
heard  several  shots  fired  by  the  police  about  Kopperamanna.  Towards 
2  P.M.  nine  troopers  appeared  with  Mr.  Butneld,  Protector  of  the 
Aborigines,  all  well  armed  and  mounted  on  strong  and  active  horses. 
Many  old  blacks  have  decamped  for  the  present,  as  they  fear  the  ap- 
pearance of  the  police  exceedingly ;  we  on  our  part  should  welcome 
their  arrival  more  heartily,  if  they  were  men  of  real  sound  Christian 
principles,  and  willing  to  make  it  felt  by  all  they  come  in  contact  with. 
We  were  much  grieved  to  see  the  police  attempt  to  get  up  a  corro- 
borree  among  the  natives,  instead  of  assisting  us  to  put  down  the 
heathenish  custom.  Fortunately,  however,  Mr.  Butfield  interfered 
successfully,  and  sent  the  natives  away. 


CENTRAL  ASIA. 


From  this  mission-field  some  very  striking  intelligence  is  given  in 
letters  from  Kyiiang  and  Foo^  as  also  in  the  Diary  of  the  latter  place 
for  the  last  year ;  but  the  character  of  the  news  from  the  two  sta- 
tions is  very  different.  Br.  Eechler's  letter  contains  the  painful 
account  of  the  death  of  Nicodemus,  "  the  first-fruits  of  our  Tibetan 
Mission,  the  pillar  of  our  congregation."  From  various  reasons  our 
Brethren  state,  that  they  have  come  to  the  conclusion,  that  the  poor 
man  committed  suicide,  and  they  feel  intensely  that  by  this  sad 
event  a  blow  will  have  been  dealt  on  the  work,  which  seemed  so  pro- 
mising. With  all  deference  to  the  judgment  of  the  Brethren  on  the 
spot,  we  cannot  own  to  being  convinced  by  the  reasons  adduced,  that 
it  was  really  a  case  of  |suicide,  and  our  impression  is  shared  by  a 
gentleman,  who  from  residence  in  the  country  is  well  acquainted 
with  the  habits  and  feelings  of  this  people,  and  who  is  therefore  well 
able  to  form  an  opinion  on  such  a  matter.  But  there  is  no  doubt 
that  this  most  deplorable  event  will  be  made  use  of  against  the  cause 
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of  God,  and  probably  not  without  some  measure  of  success.  Still 
He  can  defend  His  own  cause,  and  we  believe  that  He  will  defend  it, 
and  not  only  not  permit  Satan  to  triumph,  but  even  make  a  circum- 
stance, which  to  us  seems  only  most  distressing  in  all  its  features, 
tend  to  the  furtherance  of  the  Gospel.  Our  Brethren's  request  for 
special  prayer  on  behalf  of  them  and  the  work  committed  to  them, 
will  doubtless  meet  with  a  cordial  response  on  the  part  of  many  of 
the  Lord's  people. 

The  last  number  of  Periodical  Accounts  contained  in  a  very  few 
words  the  announcement,  that  it  had  pleased  the  Lord  at  length  to 
open  a  door  for  the  Gospel  into  Chinese  Tibet.  A  letter  from  Br. 
Pagell  will  be  found  to  furnish  some  very  interesting  particulars 
concerning  his  first  journey  into  the  country,  to  which  a  few  years 
ago  he  and  a  fellow-missionary  were  most  peremptorily  denied  admis- 
sion. For  the  present  only  Br.  Pagell  is  allowed  to  enter  the  coun- 
try, but  he  has  full  liberty  to  preach  the  Gospel,  and  we  trust  that 
with  the  Lord's  blessing  granted  to  his  work,  this  precious  Gospel 
of  salvation  in  the  blood  of  Jesus  will  soon  be  so  valued  by  those 
who  are  now  in  darkness,  that  the  door  will  be  opened  wide  to  the 
entrance  of  many  zealous  servants  of  the  King  of  Glory,  who  shall 
establish  a  kingdom,  which  shall  never  be  moved. 

The  missionary  activity  of  Br.  and  Sr.  Pagell  at  Poo  is  carried  on 
with  blessing,  and  the  school  bids  fair  to  be  useful  and  appreciated 
by  the  parents,  if  not  by  all  the  children. 


From  Br.  Th.  Bechleb. 

Ktelang,  Jpril  I2th,  1867. 

It  is  with  a  distressed  heart  that  I  write  at  this  time.  Yesterday 
was  the  saddest  day  experienced  since  the  beginning  of  this  Mission. 
Early  in  the  morning,  Nicodemus,  the  first-fruits  of  this  Mission,  the 
pillar  of  our  congregation,  put  an  end  to  his  own  life.  Humanly 
speaking,  the  devil  has  succeeded  in  gaining  a  great  victory  over  the 
Mission  work  here.  About  six  o'clock  in  the  morning,  Nicoaemus  was 
discovered  hanging  to  a  tree,  in  a  field,  about  five  minutes  walk  from 
our  premises.  We  attempted  to  recall  him  to  life  by  means  of  fric- 
tion, bleeding,  &e.,  but  all  was  in  vain,  and,  at  seven  in  the  evening, 
the  body  was  interred  near  our  little  burying-ground,  with  pray^ 
by  Br.  Heyde. 

As  to  the  state  of  his  mind,  his  children  can  only  say,  that  their 
father  had  prayed  much  more  during  the  last  week  than  before.  He 
conversed  less  than  usual,  and  spoke  much  of  his  dreams.  The  last 
evening  he  admonished  his  son  Samuel  and  his  wife  to  continue  faithful 
to  the  gospel,  to  believe  on  Jesus  Christ,  and  remain  with  the  little 
congregation  here.     He  said  that  the  only  truth  was  in  Christianity,

adding,  "  In  heaven  we  shall  meet  again ;"  and,  at  times,  he  would 
say,  "  Believe  me,  I  am  a  great  sinner."  In  his  last  evening  prayer, 
the  words  were  frequently  repeated,  **  Lord,  deliver  me  from  this 
Buffering,"  while  the  perspiration  stood  upon  his  brow.  Samuel 
heard  him  praying  long  after  he  had  gone  to  bed.  He  also  found  in 
the  morning  a  written  paper  of  admonitions,  addressed  to  him  and 
his  wife,  subscribed,  **  Tour  sinful  father." 

From  what  we  can  now  learn,  Nicodemus,  long  before  his  becom- 
ing a  Christian,  was  involved  in  an  adulterous  connection,  which  led 
to  murder,  and  now  lay  heavy  on  his  conscience.  He  was  desirous 
to  write  and  communicate  something  to  us,  but  this  the  devil  pre- 
vented, as  also  before  his  baptism,  and  so,  after  enduring  unspeakable 
anguish  and  torment,  he  fell.  He  may  perhaps  have  thought,  "  I 
shall  have  the  Lord's  forgiveness."  feut,  through  grace,  his  con- 
science became  more  tender,  and  now  he  feared  the  shame  of  disco- 
very and  being  brought  to  justice.  It  may  easily  be  conceded  that, 
imbued  as  he  had  been  with  Buddhism,  and  having  but  recently 
become  acquainted  with  Christianity,  the  guilt  of  self-murder  may 
not  have  been  so  clear  to  him  as  it  is  to  us.  The  people  here  will 
triumph,  and  point  to  this  case  as  showing  the  consequences  of  a 
roan  leaving  their  religion.  We  cannot  believe,  however,  that  the 
Lord  will  permit  His  cause  to  suffer.  Only,  now,  if  ever,  is  your 
intercession  for  us  necessary,  that  the  Lord  may  overrule  even  this 
distress  for  good,  that  our  faith  may  be  re-established  and  that  the 
Saviour  may  preserve  and  prosper  the  other  souls  of  our  little  con- 
gregation. 


From  Br,  Pagell. 

Poo,  March  26M,  1867. 

On  the  2*7ih  of  February  a  man  from  Tso  Tso,  a  province  of  Chinese 
Tibet,  arrived  here,  bringing  me  an  urgent  invitation  in  writing  from 
the  inhabitants  to  proceed  thither  as  quickly  as  possible  in  order  to 
check,  by  vaccination,  the  terrible  ravages  of  the  small-pox.  It  was 
stated  that,  while  the  snow  had  blocked  up  the  passes,  and  made 
communication  impossible,  whole  families  had  died  out,  so  that 
some  houses  were  standing  empty,  and  I  was  entreated  to  go  to 
their  aid,  lest  all  should  die,  for  that  only  Europeans  were  able  to 
remove  from  them,  by  means  of  vaccination,  their  sin  and  punish- 
ment. They  assured  me  that  they  would  be  glad  to  pay  me  for  my 
trouble.  I  was  myself  ill  at  the  time,  having  been  confined  to  my 
bed  for  two  days,  but  recognizing  in  this  matter  the  hand  of  the 
Lord,  I  felt  well  assured  that  He  could  cure  me  and  sustain  me  under 
the  hardships  of  a  journey  like  the  one  proposed.  And  my  faith 
was  not  put  to  shame. 

I  may  here  mention  that  I  had  already  attempted  to  make  my 
wav  to  Ladak  through  Tso  Tso,  as  far  back  as  the  year  1855,  but  was 
refused  admittance,  as  has  been  the  experience  hitherto  of  all  Euro- 
peans (see  Periodical  Accounts,  vol.  xxii.  page  42.)  "We  had  hoped 
that  perhaps  the  armies  of  the  English  rulers  of  India  might  one 
day  make  a  way  for  us,  but  lo !  the  Lord  had  opened  a  door  for  the 
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Gospel  in  a  very  different  manner.    I  leave  you  to  imagine  my  joy  at 
this  wonderful  event. 

On  March  lat  I  set  out  on  my  journey,  accompanied  by  the  mes- 
senger^  and  commending  myself  to  the  guidance  and  blessing  of  Gtnl. 
The  mountains  were  stUl  covered  with  deep  snow,  which  delayed  our 
progress,  so  that  we  did  not  reach  Tso  Tso  before  the  fifth  day  after 
leaving  home.  In  the  very  first  hamlet  I  was  received  with  great 
kindness  by  the  inhabitants,  and  was  waited  on  with  honours  which 
are  generally  only  shown  to  persons  of  rank.  Horses  were  provided 
for  us  to  riae  on,  and  provision  made  for  conveying  our  baggage  free 
of  charge  from  place  to  place.  In  most  cases  people  came  to  meet 
me,  and  we  generally  numbered  seven  or  eight  horsemen  on  entering 
the  villages.  At  Bungjag,  a  border  fortress,  I  had  formerly  been 
turned  back  without  being  able  to  procure  so  much  as  a  little  water 
to  drink,  now  I  met  with  the  greatest  respect  and  kindness. 

The  province  of  Tso  Tso  comprises  one  valley,  with  about  twelve 
villages.  In  all  these  I  vaccinated  every  individual  from  the  babe  in 
arms  to  the  aged  man  with  grey  hair,  the  first  patients  supplying  me 
with  lymph  for  the  rest,  so  that  there  was  no  want  in  this  respect,  as  I 
had  feared  might  be  the  case.  On  my  return  I  was  pleased  and 
thankful  to  find  that  the  vaccination  had  taken  efiect  in  all  cases. 
But  I  was  especially  delighted  to  have  an  opportunity  of  proclaiming 
everywhere  the  name  of  Him,  in  whom  alone  is  salvation.  Being  a 
welcome  guest  among  them  I  met  with  a  ready  hearing  when  I  spoke 
of  spiritual  things,  and  my  books  met  with  such  a  speedy  acceptance 
that  I  disposed  of  my  whole  stock.  In  several  villages  I  found 
houses  standing  unoccupied,  as  all  the  families  who  had  lived  there 
were  dead ;  at  one  place,  which  comprised  twenty-three  houses,  sixty 
persons  had  taken  the  small-pox,  and  only  oae  had  recovered.  Those 
who  were  ill  of  this  terrible  complaint  on  my  arrival  I  treated  to  the 
best  of  my  ability,  and  commended  them  to  the  blessing  of  God. 
Some  of  the  sick  had  actually  taken  refuge  in  distant  caves,  where 
they  were  likely  to  perish  miserably  without  aid  or  support. 

Bungjag  is  a  singular  place,  and  its  fortifications  not  just  calcu- 
lated to  offer  any  great  resistance  to  heavy  siege  batteries.  The  en- 
circling wall  has  here  and  there  remarkable  projecting  constructions, 
resembling  a  sugarloaf  in  shape,  which  afford  shelter  to  any  one  inside, 
while  taking  a  survey  of  the  country  round. 

On  my  departure  from  the  last  village  in  the  province,  a  man  ad- 
vanced towards  me,  as  I  was  seated  on  horseback,  and  asked  me  to 
remember  this  valley  in  my  prayers.  How  rejoiced  I  was  to  hear 
this  request!  Such  a  petition  has  a  different  meaning  when  pro- 
ceeding from  a  Christian  than  firom  a  Buddhist,  still  I  could  not  but 
take  it  as  a  token  for  good  from  the  Lord,  and  I  gladly  promised  the 
man  to  grant  his  request,  adding  at  the  same  time  the  exhortation 
that  they  should  not  forget  my  words  concerning  the  way  of  salvation, 
but  ponder  them  in  their  hearts.  In  gratitude  for  my  services  almost 
all  the  village  authorities  promised  me,  that  they  would  permit  me 
to  pass  through  the  country^  without  hindrance  at  any  time — ^a  per- 
mission which  they  assured  me  they  would  neither  be  vnlling,  nor  dare 
to  give  to  any  other  European.  At  one  place  they  even  promised  to 
carry  my  baggage  free  of  charge,  in  case  I  should  renew  my  visit. 
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I  felt  more  at  home  among  these  ^ple  than  in  Kunawur,  although 
they  are,  if  possible,  still  more  dirty  in  appearance  and  habits  than  the 
latter.  They  never  hesitated  to  sit  down  to  a  meal  with  me.  Every- 
where I  found  meat  prepared,  the  cattle  having  been  slaughtered  by 
the  people  themselves,  whicb  is  never  done  in  Kunawur.  The  sum 
of  money  which  had  been  collected  to  pay  me  for  my  trouble,  I  de- 
clined to  accept,  wishing  to  leave  the  impression  that  we  Christian 
missionaries  who  go  forth  to  distant  coimtries,  are  prompted  only 
by  love,  and  the  longing  to  see  souls  saved,  not  at  all  by  desire 
for  gain  or  any  temporal  advantage.  Besides,  my  journey  had  been  no 
expense  to  me  at  all.  The  number  of  persons  I  vaccinated  amounted 
to  639,  and  I  trust  ^at  the  Lord,  wno  has  graciously  blessed  this 
part  of  my  activity,  will  accompany  with  the  demonstration  of  the 
Spirit  my  feeble  testimony  of  Christ  Jesus  and  His  Salvation.  On 
Ma/rch  16M I  crossed  the  Tibetan  boundary  on  my  way  home. 

By  request  I  then  visited  the  monastery  of  oomong,  situated  in 
the  valley  of  Poo,  and  vaccinated  eighteen  lamas  and  nuns.  As  I  was 
the  first  European  who  had  ever  been  there,  I  was  regarded  with  no 
little  astonishment,  and  their  gathering  round  me  afforded  an  oppor- 
tunity to  speak  of  our  Saviour  to  these  people.  In  this  monastery 
there  resides  one  of  the  most  famous  6rand  Lamas,  before  whom  the 
lower  lamas  and  laymen  prostrate  themselves  three  times  on  the 
ground,  when  they  salute  him,  before  drawing  near  to  receive  his 
blessing.  This  Grand  Lama  is  about  fifty-four  years  old,  and  has  en- 
joyed his  present  dignity  for  thirteen  years ;  in  summer  he  resides  in 
Tibet,  whence  the  means  for  his  support  chiefly  flow,  but  with  this 
exception  he  is  always  here  in  the  monastery,  and  has  resolved  never 
again  to  revisit  his  birthplace  and  relatives.  Having  no  more  books 
to  dispose  of,  I  intend  to  write  a  letter  to  the  inhabitant's  of  the 
monastery,  with  a  plain  statement  of  the  way  of  salvation  through  the 
blood  of  Jesus,  and  accompany  it  with  a  copy  of  the  Epistle  to  the 
Eomans,  which  has  been  translated  into  Tibetan. 

I  spent  a  trying  night  in  the  vicinity  of  the  monastery  ;  not  being 
able  to  find  shelter  in  the  miserable  huts  erected  by  the  side  of  the 
wall  of  rock,  still  less  to  discover  a  fit  spot  for  pitching  my  tent,  I  was 
obliged  to  take  refuge  under  a  large  block  of  stone,  which  promised 
some  protection  from  the  weather.  It  snowed  heavily  in  the  night, 
and  I  longed  for  the  morning.  On  the  22mf  of  March  I  reached  roo 
again,  thankful  to  the  Lord  iox  His  gracious  preservation. 

As  regards  our  schools  here,  I  am  glad  to  be  able  to  report  favour- 
ably. Having  received  from  the  parents  the  promise  to  send  their 
children,  I  went  in  December  to  remind  them.  In  two  houses  the 
children  were  so  horrified  at  the  prospect,  that  they  fell  down  on  their 
faces  and  were  speechless,  until  I  raised  them  up,  and  with  the  help 
of  the  mother  succeeded  in  comforting  them,  and  eventually  getting 
them  to  go  with  me  to  form  a  beginning  of  the  school.  These  soon 
got  rid  of  their  fears  and  encouraged  others  to  come,  until  the  number 
increased  to  twenty-three,  and  the  available  space  was  fully  occupied. 
Two  youths  who  could  read  came  to  learn  to  write.  I  cannot  say 
that  there  is  much  desire  for  learniDg  manifested ;  on  the  contrary. 
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with  few  exceptions,  I  have  to  use  all  my  powers  of  persuasion  to 
induce  them  to  go  on  with  their  work.  It  has  been  encouraging  to 
us,  that  parents  themselves  brought  their  children,  when  the  latter  had 
refused  to  attend  school,  or  came  to  look  on  at  our  proceedings.  For 
the  present  the  school  is  closed,  as  the  approaching  spring  gives  plenty 
of  work  for  the  children.  My  wife  had  twenty-two  girls  attending 
her  school,  and  some  of  them  learnt  to  knit  stockings  and  other  arti- 
cles of  clothing.  "We  open  and  close  the  school  with  singing  and 
prayer ;  the  children  havmg  never  been  taught  to  sing  cannot  as  yet 
join  us,  so  that  my  wife  and  I  have  to  sing  done. 

The  attendance  at  our  services  has  been  better  than  I  had  ventured 
to  expect ;  the  winter  being  mild,  they  could  generally  be  held  in  the 
verandah. 

.  Several  of  the  natives  here  work  in  wood,  stone,  iron,  silver  and  gold, 
and  have  attained  to  some  skill  in  making  female  ornaments,  for 
which  there  is  a  large  demand,  rich  females  being  frequently  laden 
with  these  things.  Carpenters*  work  is  such  that  no  European 
would  be  satisfied  with  it,  as  the  workmen  seem  to  have  no  eye  for  a 
straight  line.  Smiths  are  so  far  behindhand  in  their  trade,  that  they 
can  scarcely  make  an  axe  or  a  sickle,  and  most  iron  utensils  are  pro- 
cured from  India.  Every  man  is  his  own  weaver  of  cloth  and  his  own 
tailor ;  the  leather  covering  for  the  feet  comes  from  India  or  Tibet. 


Extract  of  ihe  Diaet  of  Poo,  for  the  year  1866. 

January. — Having  heard  that  the  villagers  intended  consulting 
about  sending  their  children  to  school  to  us,  we  hoped  to  commence 
operations  on  New  Year's  Day,  but  were  sorry  to  hear  that  the 
children  were  not  coming,  because  it  was  too  cold  for  them  to  sit 
out  on  the  verandah,  we  were  assured,  however,  that  they  should 
come  next  year,  if  we  could  accommodate  them  with  a  room  in  the 
house.  On  hearing  this  I  determined  to  spend  some  time  in  taking 
lessons  from  a  resident  lama  in  the  language  of  this  district,  which 
is  very  different  from  the  dialect  in  common  use  at  Kyelang,  both  in 
pronunciation  and  in  form  of  expression. 

Febrtuiry  IsL — We  had  a  visit  from  the  Tonpo  or  burgomaster  of 
our  neighbouring  village  of  Kor,  bringing  a  fowl  for  which  he  asked 
a  few  seed-potatoes.  He  was  spoken  to  with  all  earnestness 
about  the  condition  of  a  man  who  dies  without  having  a  Saviour  to 
rest  on,  and  seems  to  have  narrated  our  conversation  in  substance 
to  his  family,  for  a  near  relative  of  this  man's  called  on  us  a  few 
days  later  with  the  request  that,  when  I  came  into  her  village,  I 
would  tell  them  of  the  same  things.  This  I  most  gladly  promised, 
and  had  very  soon  an  opportunity  of  addressing  a  goodly  company 
assembled  in  her  house  on  the  subject  of  salvation  in  Christ  Jesus. 

Towards  the  end  of  the  month  we  were  glad  to  make  a  beginning 
with  school-work :  five  young  girls  came,  but  only  wished  to  be 
taught  the  art  of  knitting.  We  told  them  that  we  were  in  the 
habit  of  always  commencing  the  day's  engagements  with  prayer  and 
the  reading  of  God's  Word.     Before  the  school  broke  up  I  narrated 
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to  them  the  history  of  the  Creation  of  the  "World.    Some  days 
afterwards  two  more  girls  came. 

April, — The  small-pox  has  broken  out  in  Middle  Knnawur  and 
Kanum,  and  rages  with  fatal  violence ;  the  natives  are  filled  with 
consternation,  and  have  taken  measures  to  subject  all  trayellers  by 
the  ordinary  route  to  a  month's  quarantine,  Ac,  previous  to  entering 
this  part  of  the  country.  I  went  to  the  post  where  the  guard  was 
placed  to  fetch  letters,  of  whose  arrival  there  I  had  received  infor- 
mation. The  expedition  was  more  dangerous  and  trying  to  my 
strength  than  any  I  haveyet  undertaken,  and  I  was  very  glad  at  length 
to  reach  the  village  of  K!or  on  my  return,  where  I  found  a  resting 
place,  and  had  an  opportunity  of  witnessing  for  Christ  to  a  company 
of  natives. 

At  the  end  of  the  month  field-labour  became  general,  and  our 
young  people  being  required  to  take  part  in  it,  we  had  reluctantly 
to  dose  the  school  for  some  months. 

May  5th, — ^A  few  days  ago  a  poor  boy  came  here  in  a  sad  condition, 
completely  neglected,  half  starred,  and.  scarcely  clothed  at  all.  He 
w^  about  nine  or  ten  years  of  age,  and  called  Sigdan.  On  inquiry 
we  learnt  that  the  child  was  maltreated  by  his  stepmother  and  his 
own  father  Dschorpa  Zering,  residents  of  our  village,  being  left  to 
live  out  of  doors  night  and  day,  and  beg  his  bread  from  neighbours' 
doors.  With  the  father's  permission,  which  was  instantly  given  on 
our  application,  we  took  the  little  fellow  into  our  house,  and  hope 
that  ne  may  be  brought  up  for  the  Lord. 

June  7th. — We  were  at  length  able  to  enter  our  new  dwelling- 
house,  though  it  is  not  yet  quite  completed :  the  oppressive  heat  at 
night  rendered  our  remaining  any  longer  in  our  old  quarters  very 
imdesirable. 

21st. — The  small-pox  having  made  its  appearance  among  those 
villagers  who  are  employed  in  keeping  quarantine  on  the  border 
towards  the  infected  district,  all  the  inhabitants  of  the  place  under 
thirty  years  of  age,  (within  which  period  no  one  here  has  been 
vaccinated,)  hurried  to  the  pasture  grounds  on  the  mountains  to  get 
out  of  the  way  of  infection. 

July, — The  time  of  prevailing  sickness  proves  here,  as  is  so  fre* 
quently  the  case,  a  time  when  people's  hearts  are  more  accessible  than 
at  others.  We  are  often  called  on  for  aid  and  assistance  in  one  shape 
or  another,  and  gladly  avail  ourselves  of  the  opportunity  to  direct 
these  poor  people  to  Christ  Jesus,  the  true  Physician  of  souls.  I 
have  begun  to  conduct  our  evening  family  devotions  in  the  Tibetan 
language,  chiefly  for  the  sake  of  the  people  in  our  employ,  but  also 
in  hopes  that  some  villagers  may  drop  in  and  join  us,  and  receive 
benent  from  hearing  God's  Word  read. 

July  17th, — Seeing  a  group  of  men  assembled  before  the  idol-house, 
I  went  to  them,  and  found  that  they  had  been  consulting  their  god 
about  the  illness  of  a  man,  who  was  sufiering  from  small-pox.  The 
absurd  answer  they  had  received  was  this,  that  this  illnesB  was  the 
"  No,"  or  younger  brother  of  the  small-pox,  and  need  therefore  cause 
no  alarm !  They  listened  attentively  while  I  spoke  of  the  folly  of 
their  religion,  and  pointed  to  the  Saviour  of  the  world. 
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2Sth. — The  Hindoo  doctor  sent  hj  the  Commissioner  at  Simla  to 
vaccinate  in  all  the  villages  of  the  district  arrived  at  this  place,  and 
the  guard  on  all  the  roads  in  the  neighbourhood  has  been  given  up. 
In  this  village  four  have  died  of  the  disease,  and  twelve  are  now  iU. 
All  were  forced  to  leave  their  houses,  as  soon  as  the  character  of  the 
complaint  was  ascertained,  and  take  refuge  in  caves  in  the  mountains, 
where  they  were  nursed  by  aged  persons,  and  guarded  at  some  dis- 
tance by  watchman  from  the  villi^e. 

August  7th, — Visited  in  the  villages  Bangassang,  Labrang,  and 
Kor.  At  the  last-mentioned  place,  the  doctor  collected  a  number  of 
persons  in  his  house  to  hear  our  message  of  peace ;  he  had  been  one 
of  our  chief  opponents  on  our  first  coming  here. 

12M. — ^About  eight  persons  were  present  at  our  momiDg-service. 
In  the  afternoon  a  man  called  who  lives  in  the  adjoining  Tibetan 
province  of  Bangtschung,  to  **  hear  tscho"  (religion),  giving  me  an 
excellent  and  most  welcome  opportunity  of  preaching  Christ  to  him. 
Mav  the  Lord  bless  our  conversation  to  the  saving  of  his  souL  He 
told  me  that  the  Tibetans,  who  had  worked  at  the  buildinp;  here  last 
year,  had  been  punished  by  the  authorities  for  having  had  intercourse 
with  Europeans,  but  that  they  not  only  themselves  diligently  studied 
the  books  we  had  given  them,  but  also  read  out  of  them  to  others, 
who  came  gladly  to  hear  them.  The  lamas  in  this  province  are  said 
to  have  expressed  themselves  well  pleased  with  this  new  doctrine. 

IBth, — When  visiting  the  villages  of  Dabling  and  Dubling  I  was 
much  encouraged  by  havinga  tolerably  numerous  and  very  attentive 
auditoiT  while  I  preached  Christ  crucified. 

October  26^A. — ^We  had  a  welcome  guest  on  a  short  visit,  a 
native  of  Burmah,  who  was  educated  at  the  Church  Missionary 
College  at  Islington.  He  was  once  a  Buddhist,  and  I  was  glad  to 
present  him  to  our  natives  as  a  living  instance  of  those,  who  seek 
in  vain  for  rest  and  peace  in  their  Buddhist  faith,  but  find  it  in 
Christ  Jesus.  He  is  at  present  stationed  at  Kotghur,  but  looks 
forward  to  the  time  when  he  will  be  sent  to  preach  the  Gospel  to 
his  own  Burmese  countrymen. 

November  2\9t. — On  our  arrival  in  this  district  we  liad  experienced 
something  of  the  arbitrary  and  independent  mode  of  dealing  on  the 
part  of  the  inhabitants  towards  the  authorities :  subsequently  we  had 
frequent  opportunities  of  observing  it.  Becentlv,  in  accordance  with 
the  usual  custom,  an  official  was  sent  here  to  hold  a  court  for  exami- 
nation of  all  civil  and  criminal  cases  in  the  district,  and  the  inhabi- 
tants refused  to  receive  him,  stating  that  henceforth  one  of  their  own 
number  would  take  upon  himself  uie  duties  of  the  sugnam  or  judge. 
This  seems  to  have  tried  the  patience  of  the  higher  officials  rather, 
too  much,  and  the  result  is,  that  the  rajah  has  sent  this  day  his  idol, 
escorted  by  130  soldiers  here,  who  are  to  be  quartered  on  the  inhabi- 
tants, until  the  idol  has  received  the  full  amount  of  monev  from 
them,  which  the  Brahmin  considers  desirable.  The  idol  is  a 
horrible  figure,  carried  by  four  men  on  a  sort  of  bier,  a  part  of  whose 
dutv  it  appears  to  be  to  keep  the  image  in  continual  motion  by 
shaking  it. 
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25th, — ^To-day  we  held  our  harvest  thanksgivmg  service,  and  with 
trulj  grateful  hearts  to  the  Lord,  who  has  prospered  us  greatly  in 
outward  things ;  we  have  a  good  crop  of  potatoes  and  other  garden 
products,  as  well  as  from  our  fields,  all  of  which  will  go  a  great  way 
towards  defraying  the  expense  of  this  station. 

December  Idth, — To  our  great  joy  we  could  this  day  make  a  begin- 
ning with  a  school  for  boys,  on  which  we  implore  the  Lord  to  grant 
His  rich  blessing. 

24ith. — Christmas  Eve.  At  our  evening  service  we  had  the  room 
quite  filled ;  the  majority  were  children,  but  some  thirteen  or  fourteen 
adults  were  also  nresent  and  attentive. 

Slst, — Began  tne  school  for  girls,  resolving  to  carry  it  on  in  the 
same  manner  as  last  year.  The  number  of  pupils  in  tne  boys'  school 
has  reached  sixteen,  but  not  one  of  these  has  thus  far  been  a  regular 
attendant,  partly  owing  to  the  fact  that  there  is  still  work  in  the 
fields  to  be  done,  no  snow  having  yet  Mien. 

The  past  year  has  been  very  eventful  for  this  place,  and  in  many 
respects  trymg.  The  outbreak  of  small-pox  in  the  village  was  com- 
paratively mild,  only  eight  persons  falling  victims,  but  the  blockade 
which  was  kept  up  by  the  adjoining  provinces  in  hopes  of  preventing 
the  spread  of  the  mfectious  disease  prevented  them  from  undertaking 
their  usual  trading  tours.  A  disease  among  the  goats,  which  are 
here  used  as  beasts  of  burden,  carried  off  at  least  1500  in  this  village, 
a  loss  which  the  owners  feel  very  severely. 

Our  Sunday  services  have  been  conducted  with  uninterrupted 
regularity,  the  auditory  being  very  changeable  as  to  numbers,  but 
never  falling  below  seven  persons.  Other  opportunities  of  proclaim- 
ing the  truth  as  it  is  in  Jesus  have  been  frequent,  and  we  have  gladly 
embraced  them,  looking  to  the  Lord  for  the  fulfilment  of  His  pro* 
mise  that  His  Word  shall  not  return  unto  Him  void.  May  He  go 
with  us  into  the  New  Tear,  and  enable  us  to  labour  with  faithfulness 
and  all  earnestness  for  the  spread  of  His  kingdom  of  light  in  this 
land  of  darkness.

I.   SOOIETT  FOB  THE  rUBTHBBAKCE   OF  THE  QoSPEL  AMOKQ  THB 

Heathek. — ^The  first  half-yearly  meeting  of  the  Society  for  1867,  was 
held  at  the  Brethren's  Chapel,  Fetter  Lane,  on  the  7th  of  June.  The 
weather  was  very  unfavourable  during  the  whole  day,  which  no  doubt 
tended  to  diminish  the  attendance.  StiU  a  larger  number  was  pre- 
sent than  had  been  expected,  and  included  several  old  and  valued 
friends  of  the  Mission-cause.  A  welcome  was  cordially  given  to 
Br.  and  Sr.  Schoett,  who  with  Sr.  Sonderman,  all  about  to  proceed 
to  Labrador,  had  arrived  from  the  Continent  a  few  hours  previous 
to  the  meeting ;  also  to  Br.  and  Sr.  Bentien,  who  with  their  little 
daughter,  have  returned  from  the  West  Indies,  afler  a  service  of 
twenty-two  years. 

The  proceedings  were  conducted  in  the  usual  manner,  extracts  being' 
read  m>m  the  Circular  of  the  Society  to  the  Mission  Conferences  in 
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Labrador,  together  With  some  particularB  from  the  reports  of  the 
West  Indian  Missions.  Br.  Bentien  next  made  some  interesting 
remarks,  embodying  the  result  of  his  experience  and  observations  in 
that  field  of  labour.  Then  followed  ^e  communication  of  accounts 
from  South  Africa,  Australia,  and  Tibet,  including  a  brief  statement 
of  the  providential  opening  of  the  hitherto  closed  territory  of  Tso- 
Tso  in  Tibet. 

After  prayer,  the  meeting  concluded,  as  usual,  with  the  doxology. 

n.  Sailing  or  the  Haemont. — The  Harmony  left  the  West 
India  Dock  on  the  morning  of  June  15th,  and  reached  Stromness  on 
the  27th  of  the  same  month,  continuing  her  voyage  to  Labrador 
on  the  1st  of  July. 

III.  G^BSEiOiAin). — Early  ships  from  this  country  have  brought 
letters  from  the  northern  stations,  dated  May  8th.  At  all  of  these 
the  Lord's  blessing  has  been  enjoyed  in  an  unusual  degree  both  in 
spiritual  and  temporal  things.  The  winter  had  been  mild,  and  the 
take  of  seals  sufficient,  though  not  large.  The  attendance  at  the 
meetings  and  schools,  was  good,  especially  in  the  Passion -week  and 
Easter.  Prom  the  southern  stations  the  reports  are  also  favourable, 
that  from  Lichtenau  containing,  however,  tne  one  sad  item  of  intel- 
ligence, that  it  has  pleased  the  Lord  to  call  home  to  Himself  Sr.  L. 
H.  Hilbig,  who  has  oeen  for  five  years  engaged  in  the  service  of  the 
Greenland  Mission. 

IV.  Depicienct  ok  Missiok  Account  fob  1866. — From  infor- 
mation just  received,  we  are  sorry  to  find  that  the  deficiency  on  last 
year's  Account  is  not  less  than  £2888.  The  full  statement  of 
Accounts  will  be  given  as  usual  in  our  December  number.

In  our  new  poaitiou  there  was  no  lack  of  trials,  which  were  often 
burdensome  to  flesh  and  blood,  but  in  the  hand  of  the  Lord  very 
beueficial  to  the  inward  man.  A  striking  instance  of  the  Lord's  care 
of  us  occurred  soon  after  our  arrival  at  Eoon,  and  filled  our  hearts 
with  gratitude  and  praise.  Our  little  boy  was  playing  in  the  garden 
on  a  flue  summer's  day,  beatiog  a  basket  with  a  little  stick,  and  fre- 
quently bursting  into  a  merry  laugh.  After  he  had  amused  himself 
in  this  manner  for  about  half  au  hour,  I  passed  the  child  to  enter  the 
house,  and  lifted  the  basket  to  place  it  in  a  summer  house.  To  my 
horror  I  found  a  venomous  snake  lying  in  it,  which  the  child  had 
been  patting  with  the  stick,  not  a  little  amused  with  the  creature's 
hissing. 

In  October  1828  I  was  ordained  a  deacon  of  the  Church  of  the 
United  Brethren,  and  on  that  solemn  occasion  dedicated  myself  anew 
to  His  service  with  body,  soul,  aud  spirit.  The  same  day  1  officiated  for 
the  first  time  in  administering  the  sacrament  of  baptism  to  our  third 
child  Johanna  Charlotte,  which  we  had  received  irom  the  Lord  on 
the  day  previous,  and  now  solemuly  devoted  to  the  Lord's  service. 

Early  in  the  following  year  we  received  a  call  to  Elim,  whither  we 
set  out  on  the  28th  of  January,  alter  a  sad  parting  from  the  people, 
to  whom  we  had  become  much  attached  during  our  short  residence 
of  two  aud  a  half  years  in  their  midst.  The  journey  lasted  ahnost 
a  whole  month,  and  was  often  trying,  as  we  had  three  little  children 
with  us,  one  of  them  only  twelve  weeks  old.  But  the  summer  weather 
and  the  comparatively  good  roads  presierved  us  from  suffering  many 
of  the  hardships,  to  which  we  had  been  exposed  on  our  last  journey 
from  Genitdenaal  to  Enon. 

Our  residence  of  three  and  a  half  years  at  Elim  was  a  time  of 
blessing,  for  the  Lord  graciotislj  accompanied  our  testimony  with 
the  power  of  His  Spirit.  But  He  thought  fit  to  call  home  to  Himself 
in  a  sudden  manner  our  eldest  daughter  at  the  a^e  of  six  years :  she 
expressed  her  wish  to  go  to  our  Saviour  rather  than  continue  to  live, 
and  in  the  midst  of  our  sorrow  we  could  not  but  praise  Him  for 
having  saved  this  lamb  of  His  flock  from  all  the  evils  of  this  worid. 
This  experience  was  the  more  trying,  as  we  had  shortly  before 
parted  with  our  eldest  boy,  who  had  been  sent  to  Germany  to  be 
educated. 

Aiy  dear  wife's  failing  health  making  a  change  desirable,  we  were 
called  to  Geiiadendal  in  th6  year  1832,  where  we  spent  six  years  with 
much  happiness  in  our  work. 

In  18ii9  we  were  appointed  to  commence  a  new  station  among  the 
Fingoos  on  the  Zitzikama,  aud  accepted  the  call,  trusting  that 
our  Saviour  would  be  pleased  graciously  to  assist  us  in  the  difficul- 
ties, which  it  was  very  easy  to  foresee  we  should  have  to  encounter. 
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A  violent  outbreak  of  measles,  wliicli  prostrated  a  thousand  persons 
in  Genadendal  at  one  time,  obliged  us  to  postpone  our  departure  for 
some  time,  and  it  was  not  before  the  last  day  of  April  that  we  could 
set  out  on  our  journey,  leaving  our  little  son,  six  years  old,  who  was 
just  recovering  from  the  measles,  to  go  on  to  Germany  by  the  first 
opportunity  which  might  offer.  The  text  for  the  day  was  a  great 
comfort  to  our  souls :  **  They  that  stumbled  are  girded  with  strength  " 
(1  Sam.  ii.  4).  The  thought  of  going  to  labour  among  a  people, 
whose  language  I  knew  nothing  o^  and  should  have  great  difficulty 
in  learning,  was  very  trying  to  my  faith,  and  1  had  not  a  little  diffi- 
culty in  overcoming  my  doubts ;  but  the  Lord  enabled  me  to  put 
my  trust  in  Him,  and  to  believe  with  joy,  that  the  Saviour  would 
be  glorified  in  the  very  weakness  of  His  instruments. 

Soon  after  starting,  our  driver  was  taken  ill,  and  brought  to  the 
very  verge  of  the  grave.  The  heavy  rains  had  reduced  the  roads  in  some 
places  to  an  almost  impassable  condition,  and  the  waggon  was  so  over- 
loaded that  1  had  to  perform  the  greater  part  of  the  journey  on  foot. 
In  consequence  of  these  and  other  difficulties  of  a  similar  nature,  the 
journey  occupied  full  thirty  days  instead  of  the  usual  eighteen.  Our 
baby  became  ill  towards  the  end  of  the  journey,  and  only  lived  till  we 
reached  our  destination,  where  two  brethren  from  Shiloh  had  erected 
a  temporary  place  of  shelter  for  us,  which  proved  most  acceptable. 
Here  we  lived  for  five  weeks  quite  alone,  before  the  arrival  of  our 
fellow-labourers,  Br.  and  Sr.  Kuester,  but  the  Lord  was  with  us  and 
helped  us  mightily.  The  school  and  the  evening-meetings  I  con- 
ducted in  a  hut  near  our  abode,  while  the  Sunday  services  were  held  ia 
the  open  air,  all  with  the  assistance  of  an  excellent  interpreter.  Two 
or  three  hundred  of  these  wild  heathen  assembled,  and  listened 
attentively  to  the  Gospel  of  Salvation  in  the  blood  of  Jesus,  and 
their  appearance  could  not  but  stir  up  a  feeling  of  deep  pity  for 
them  in  their  degraded  condition,  and  excite  to  fervent  prayer  that 
our  SavioiuT  would  graciously  manifest  Himself  to  them,  and  draw 
their  hearts  to  Himself. 

On  the  16th  of  June  our  little  daughter  died.  It  was  a  Sunday 
and  a  day  of  much  sadness  and  heaviness,  and  yet  one  on  which  I 
experienced  our  Saviour's  gracious  aid  and  comtbrt  in  a  wonderful 
degree.  Between  the  two  public  services,  which  I  held  as  usual,  I 
had  to  engnge  in  the  sad  work  of  preparing  a  coffin  for  the  remains 
of  our  little  one,  which  we  consigned  to  their  last  resting-place  on  the 
following  day. 

At  Easter  in  the  year  1840  I  had  the  great  pleasure  of  baptizing 
Mazisa,the  first  convert  of  the  Fingoo  nation.  In  the  same  year  severid 
others  were  baptized,  amongst  whom  were  the  chief  of  this  tribe, 
and  my  interpreter.  The  Spirit  of  the  Lord  moved  powerfully 
among  the  Fingoos  at  this  time,  and  I  was  able  in  the  next  year  to 
baptize  no  less  than  thirty  adult  natives  and  many  children.  Dis- 
turbances produced  by  the  enemy  of  souls  were  not  wanting,  but 
the  Lord  preserved  the  new  work,  so  that  it  grew  up  to  be  a  flourish- 
ing Church  of  Jesus,  with  a  degree  of  love  to  the  Saviour,  that  was 
often  most  pleasing  and  beneficial  to  my  cold  heart.  For  ten  years 
we  were  busily  employed  with  our  labours  here  at  Clarkson,  and  had 
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many  opportunities  of  witnessing  thepower  of  the  Gk>8pel,  observing 
the  growth  of  the  good  seed  of  the  Word  in  the  hearts  of  the  poor 
heathen,  and  seeing  good  fruit  brought  forth  to  the  glory  of  God. 
But  now  we  were  to  feel  that  indeed  all  the  glorj  is  due  to  Him,  if 
our  poor  work  is  attended  with  success. 

In  the  year  1848  we  received  an  appointment  to  commence  a  mis- 
sion station  on  the  river  Bicha,  in  the  district  of  Victoria,  which  had 
recently  been  taken  from  the  Kaffirs.  It  was  the  wish  of  Gbvern- 
ment,  that  Hottentots  from  Genadendal  and  Elim  should  go  and 
live  there,  and  form  a  strong  out-post  against  the  Kaffirs.  Ouly 
very  few  Hotteutots  could  however  be  induced  to  go  there,  and  we 
gladly  availed  ourselves  of  this  circumstance  to  direct  our  efforts  to 
the  beginning  of  a  Mission  among  the  Fingoos  in  this  country,  as  we 
had  done  at  Clarkson.  But  this  was  not  the  Lord*s  will,  and  it  was 
only  at  the  close  of  this  portion  of  my  life,  that  I  was  able  to  recog- 
nise His  aim  in  calling  me  away  from  Clarkson  just  at  that  time. 
He  wished  to  lead  us  into  circumstances  which  would  exercise  our 
faith  and  patience,  and  teach  ua  to  be  humble  and  lowly,  and  find 
pleasure  in  all  His  ways,  though  they  might  appear  very  dark. 

We  left  Clarkson  in  February  1849,  and  reached  the  Bicha  river 
after  travelling  about  a  fortnight.  Here  we  were  in  the  midst  of  a 
dreary  desert,  with  few  inhabitants  to  be  seen.  A  few  Hottentots, 
living  in  wretched  huts  about  half  a  mile  off,  attended  the  service 
on  Sunday,  but  of  the  Fingoos,  who  were  tolerably  numerous  in  the 
neighbourhood,  some  of  them  personally  known  to  me,  none  were 
allowed  by  the  government  authorities  to  settle  near  us,  and  a  few 
families,  who  had  ventured  to  begin  to  build,  were  quickly  ordered  off 
the  spot.  Under  these  circumstances  we  went  to  lay  the  matter 
before  the  conference  at  Genadendal,  returning  to  this  place  (Mamre) 
in  the  spring  of  the  year  1850.  We  began  to  negotiate  at  once  with 
Government  regarding  our  reception  of  Fingoos  here,  but  it  was 
only  in  November  that  permission  was  granted,  on  condition  that 
they  should  pay  a  tax  of  one  pound  sterling  each  to  Government. 
But  it  was  already  too  late,  the  storm  of  God's  judgments  was  coming 
over  the  land,  and  danger  was  threatening,  of  which  we  in  our 
solitude  were  in  complete  ignorance. 

In  October  1850  we  had  to  go  to  Shiloh,  and  took  the  route  through 
Caffraria,  as  the  roads  on  this  route  are  better  than  on  the  other. 
On  the  first  evenins^  we  passed  the  Keiskama,  and  our  waggon  was 
surrounded  by  Kaffirs,  who  however  did  us  no  injury.  On  the  third 
day  we  passed  King  VVilliam's  Town,  the  capital  of  British  Caffiraria, 
still  not  suspecting  danger;  but  about  noon  an  Englishman  met  us, 
advising  us  to  turn  back  at  once  and  escape  from  the  county,  while 
there  was  still  time  to  save  our  lives,  for  that  the  whole  of  Cafiraria 
was  up  in  arms,  the  Governor  at  King  William's  Town,  all  Albany 
and  \  ictoria  filled  with  fear  and  alarm.  He  went  on  to  say  that  all 
the  colonists  had  abandoned  their  farms,  and  collected  together  in 
strongly  fortified  encampments.  All  this  was  ouly  too  true,  but  we 
resolved  to  continue  our  journey,  looking  to  the  Lord  for  protection. 
At  Bethel,  a  station  of  the  Berlin  Missionary  Society,  we  were  received 
with  the  greatest  kindness,  and  found  great  alarm  prevailing.     The 
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next  day  we  saw  no  Kaflfirs  till  about  noon,  when  four  approacbed  ua, 
covered  with  red  paint,  and  holding  a  bundle  of  assagais  in  the  left 
hand,  and  in  the  right  a  spear  ready  for  use.  One  of  these  seized  our 
driver,  while  a  second  sprang  among  the  oxen,  and  two  advanced  to- 
wards me.  They  began  to  demand  all  sorts  of  things  from  me,  growing 
more  and  more  impudent,  with  the  intention  of  provoking  me  to 
anger,  then  the  first  angry  word  would  be  the  signal  for  attack  and 
murder.  Looking  to  the  Lord  for  aid  in  this  dilemma,  I  spoke  in  a 
friendly  way  with  them,  and  finally  succeeded  in  getting  rid  of  them, 
alter  making  them  a  present  of  tobacco.  Two  hundred  yards  further 
on,  eight  Kaffirs  rushed  out  upon  us,  but  were  also  not  permitted  to 
do  us  any  injury.  Our  terrified  drivers  whipped  on  the  oxen,  which 
were  wearied  with  a  journey  of  five  hours  already,  and  after  travel- 
ling onwnrds  for  four  hours  more,  we  arrived  at  Uoshen.  Here  we 
remained  three  days,  and  then  went  on  to  Shiloh. 

Such  alarming  tidings  of  murder  and  outrage  reached  this  place, 
that  the  Brethren  and  Sisters  became  very  anxious  about  our  return. 
After  a  stay  of  four  days,  however,  we  resolved  to  set  out,  feeling 
much  refreshed  in  body  and  soul  by  our  visit,  and  the  enjoyment  of 
the  Holy  Communion  with  this  little  flock.  Following  the  advice  of 
several,  we  took  on  returning  the  route  over  the  Cat  River  Mountains, 
passing  in  the  Chummihock  a  very  neat  village  of  recent  erection, 
inhabited  by  Englishmen,  who  were  chiefly  young  people,  and  most 
kind  and  obliging  in  assisting  us  to  pass  the  river  with  our  heavily 
laden  waggon.  We  little  thought  that  in  a  few  weeks'  time  they 
would  no  more  be  in  the  land  of  the  living ;  on  Christmas  Day  the 
place  was  suddenly  attacked  by  Kaffirs  and  eveiy  person  murdered. 
At  Alice  we  called  on  Mr.  Calderworth,  the  Civil-Commissioner. 
Having  heard  from  the  Governor  at  King  William's  Town  of  our 
having  set  oft'  on  a  journey,  he  had  given  us  up  for  lost,  and  was  so 
astonished,  when  we  told  him  of  our  fears  and  dangers,  and  merciful 
preservation,  that  he  repeatedly  exclaimed:  "This  is  the  Lord's 
doing  1"  About  the  end  of  October  we  reached  Mamre,  praising 
God  for  the  aid  and  protection  vouchsafed  to  us.  Meanwhile  the 
Governor  had  pacified  the  Kaffirs,  or  rather,  the  latter  had  pro- 
mised him  to  be  quiet,  in  order  to  lull  their  foes  into  a  feeling  of 
securfty,  and  then  the  more  efl^ectually  annihilate  them. 

Early  in  December  a  letter  from  a  friend  brought  us  disquieting 
accounts,  and  recommended  us  to  be  continually  on  the  watch,  pre- 
pared to  fly  for  our  lives,  as  war  was  imminent  and  now  unavoidable. 
On  the  13th  of  the  same  month  he  again  sent  a  special  messenger, 
urging  us  to  immediate  flight.  Thereupon  we  packed  up  the  most 
valuable  articles  and  took  them  to  Fort  Peddie,  where  we  were  as- 
sured that  it  would  be  foolhardine-^'s  to  remain  at  Mamre,  especially  as 
all  the  colonists  and  the  Hottentots,  with  Mr.  Goodrich,  their  over- 
seer, had  all  fled  from  the  district. 

On  the  17th  of  December,  having  made  all  preparations  for  our 
departure,  we  had  a  concluding  service  in  the  new  house,  in  which  we 
had  only  lived  tor  a  few  months,  but  had  begun  to  be  very  comfortable, 
and  commended  ourselves,  the  people,  ana  the  whole  station  to  our 
Saviour's  care.    The  windows  and  doors  were  nailed  up,  and  we  left 
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the  place  with  heavy  hearts,  driving  our  cows  and  sheep  and  goats 
with  US,  and  found  a  welcome  place  of  refuge  at  Fort  Peddie. 

A  few  days  later,  on  the  24tb  of  December,  the  storm  burst  forth, 
and  the  Kaffirs  gained  a  victory  in  the  first  engagement.  Encouraged 
by  their  false  prophet  TJmlaschana,  who  promised  complete  overthrow 
01  all  the  white  men,  they  came  on  with  great  impetuosity  and  over- 
whelming numbers;  the  Governor  was  surrounded  and  had  some 
difficulty  in  efiecting  his  escape.  The  27th  was  a  day  of  horror  and 
great  confusion,  items  of  bad  news  following  each  other  in  rapid  suc- 
cession, and  from  all  quarters.  Three  villages  had  been  attacked,  and 
every  man,  woman,  and  child  barbarously  murdered.  The  officers  of 
the  &iffir-police  and  Hottentot  dragoons  arrived  on  the  flight,  their 
troops  having  gone  over  to  the  enemy.  The  Hottentots  in  the  Cat 
Eiver  district  now  rose  in  arms,  and  joined  the  rebels.  The  Kaffirs 
were  daily  expected  to  attack  the  fort,  and  everyone  who  could,  took 
to  flight  without  further  delay.  The  women  were  quartered  in  the 
infantry  barracks,  an  impregnable  building,  as  the  Kaffirs  had  no 
cannon ;  the  men  had  all  to  do  duty  on  the  walls.  The  Commandant 
had  exempted  me  from  this  service,  but  the  citizens  were  so  loud  in 
their  demands  that  no  exception  should  be  made,  that  I  yielded,  and 
took  my  turn  as  sentinel  on  the  walla. 

The  garrison  consisted  of  only  forty  soldiers,  of  whom  the  half 
were  in  the  fort,  the  other  half  in  the  barracks ;  we  were  threatened 
by  about  8000  Klaffirs,  and,  as  assistance  from  the  Governor  was  not 
to  be  expected,  our  position  was  one  of  great  peril.  The  British 
soldiers  had  sworn  to  defend  the  place  to  the  last,  and,  when  all  hopes 
of  holding  it  any  longer  had  to  be  abandoned,  thev  were  resolved  to 
fire  the  powder-magazine,  and  thus  save  the  people  in  the  fort  from 
i'alling  into  the  hands  of  a  most  cruel  foe.  For  six  weeks  we  were 
in  this  position,  living  in  daily  fear  for  our  lives,  but  much  comforted 
by  the  assurance  of  the  Lord's  presence  and  support.  Then  wo 
received  a  small  reinforcement,  and  we  again  ventured  to  live  in  the 
house  we  had  taken  outside  the  fort,  though  we  had  several  times  to 
take  refuge  in  the  barracks  at  night.  By  degrees  the  garrison 
increased  to  the  number  of  400  soldiers,  and  the  multitude  of  iugi- 
tive  Eingoos  numbered  no  less  than  7000,  and  some  time  latei;  even 
ld,OoO  men,  women  and  children. 

The  dread  of  an  attack  from  the  Kaffirs  was  now  almost  gone,  but 
a  new  trial  began  in  the  form  of  a  sad  failing  of  the  needful  supply 
of  water,  the  herds  of  the  Fingoos  making  Uie  little  water  that  waa 
to  be  had  entirely  useless  for  drinking,  or  cooking  purposes.  The 
complete  change  of  diet,  the  want  of  vegetables,  &c.  produced  serious 
illnesses  in  many  cases.  My  dear  wife  was  a  sad  suflerer,  being  reduced 
to  such  a  state,  that  she  could  not  move  a  limb,  and  had  to  be  lifted 
and  tended  like  a  child.  But  in  the  midst  of  these  troubles  the  Lord 
was  very  gracious  and  nierciful  to  us,  and  often  sent  aid,  when  we 
saw  no  way  of  escape  from  the  difficulty.  One  instance  of  this  kind 
I  may  briefly  mention.  Our  supply  of  meal  was  exhausted,  and  we 
were  at  a  loss  to  know  whence  we  should  obtain  more.  Just  then  the 
Governor  requested  the  loan  of  our  waggon  to  take  an  officer's  bag- 
gage to  Grahamstown  under  an  escort  of  100  soldiers.  I  accompanied 
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the  waggon,  and  we  reached  our  destination  in  safety,  passing  through 
the  midst  of  the  main  army  of  Kaffirs,  and  returning  with  reinforce- 
ments to  Fort  Peddie,  the  waggon  bringing  flour  and  other  articles  of 
food  we  were  in  need  of. 

The  seat  of  war  was  in  our  immediate  neighbourhood,  and  we 
heard  the  rattle  of  musketry  as  well  as  the  roar  of  the  cannon ;  in- 
deed we  were  sometimes  able  to  witness  a  fight  from  our  position. 
There  were  then  sad  scenes  when  the  waggons  returned  from  the 
field,  filled  with  the  wounded  and  dying.  Scenes  of  a  different  kind, 
but  hardly  less  saddening  to  our  mind,  were  continually  before  our 
eyes  in  the  encampment  of  the  Fingoos,  where  heathenism  in  all  its 
worst  features,  and  with  all  its  abominable  practices,  presented  itself 
to  view. 

In  this  confinement  we  were  kept  for  more  than  a  year,  and 
though  I  had  many  opportunities  of  witnessing  for  Jesus  among 
the  soldiers  and  natives,  particularly  during  the  latter  part  of  the 
time,  I  could  not  get  rid  of  the  feeling  that  I  was  a  useless  servant, 
laid  aside  from  the  work,  and  I  ardently  longed  for  liberation  from 
our  trying  position.  This  was  granted  us  in  March  1852,  when  we 
were  able  to  follow  the  call  of  the  conference  at  Qenadendal  and 
proceed  to  £non.  But  here  matters  were  in  a  sad  state,  and  my 
wishes  in  respect  of  regular  activity  no  nearer  their  fulfilment,  for 
the  congregation  was  scattered  abroad.  The  rebels  were  in  large  num- 
bers in  the  vicinity,  and  so  bold  that  they  stole  our  horses  from  before 
our  doors,  without  however  inflicting  bodily  injury  on  any  of  us. 

In  1853  we  were  directed  to  proceed  to  Elim  as  our  future  field 
of  labour,  and  gladly  left  the  district  in  which  we  bad  witnessed  and 
borne  so  much.  Port  Elizabeth  was  reached  on  the  17th  of  January, 
and  here  we  were  obliged  to  remain  for  more  than  three  weeks, 
waiting  for  a  ship  to  take  us  to  Cape  Town,  and  much  enjoying  the 
great  kindness  and  hospitality  of  Mr.  Smith.  We  set  sail  on 
February  9th,  the  day  on  which  I  completed  my  60th  year,  and 
while  I  spent  the  greater  part  of  the  day  in  my  berth,  prostrated 
with  sea-sickness,  with  no  sound  around  me  except  the  rushiug  of 
the  water,  and  the  monotonous  music  of  the  steam-engine,  I  enjoyed 
a  most  happy  season  of  communion  with  our  Saviour;  the  words  of 
the  text  being  literally  applicable  in  my  case :  "  Let  the  saints  be 
joyful  in  glory :  let  them  sing  aloud  upon  their  beds."  Ps.  cxlix.  5. 
On  the  13th  we  landed  at  Cape  Town,  and  after  a  short  stay  at  G^a- 
dendal,  reached  our  new  post  on  the  24th. 

Here  there  was  an  extensive  field  for  usefulness  opened  out  before 
us,  and  it  seemed  at  times,  as  if  the  work  would  be  too  much  for  me 
at  my  advanced  age,  and  with  failing  powers ;  but  the  Lord  aided 
and  supported  us  in  a  wonderful  manner,  exciting  us  to  praise  Him 
continually  for  His  goodness  and  mercy.  At  Easter,  1854,  Bishop 
Breutel,  who  was  holding  a  visitation  of  our  Missions  in  S.  Africa, 
ordained  me  a  presbyter  of  our  Church,  and  I  then  joyfully  vowed 
to  go  on  labouring  in  His  vineyard,  as  long  as  ever  He  should  give 
me  the  needful  strength  and  grace. 

In  the  year  1856  I  entered  on  my  32nd  jrear  of  service,  and  the 
recollection  of  my  feelings  on  coming  to  Africa  presented  itself  very 
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fordblj  to  my  mind.  On  landing  at  Cape  Town,  in  the  year  1825, 1 
had  felt  tnilv  grateful  to  the  Lord  for  protection  amid  the  dangers  of 
the  voyage,  but  doubts  and  fears  preoominated,  when  I  regarded  the 
work  Defore  me.  He  bad  then  comforted  me  with  the  assurance 
that  He  would  go  with  me,  and  give  me  what  I  needed.  I  prayed  to 
be  permitted  in  His  strength  to  labour  in  this  vineyard  as  many 
years  as  I  was  old  at  that  time,  and  behold !  in  spite  of  all  my  faults 
and  mistakes,  in  spite  of  all  my  unworthiness,  the  Lord  had  granted 
my  request.  Truly  the  Saviour  had  been  very  gracious  to  me.  In 
the  following  year  we  were  asked  to  accompany  some  children  to 
Europe,  and  received  permission  to  retire  from  active  service,  and 
rest  in  one  of  our  congregations  at  home. 

The  retrospect  of  the  latter  half  of  my  life  calls  forth  a  song  of 
praise  and  thanksgiving  to  the  Lord,  I  stand  before  Him  as  the  ser- 
vant in  the  parable  who  owed  his  Lord  ten  thousand  talents  (Matt, 
xviii  24.),  but  I  trust  in  His  mercy  and  the  love  He  has  so  frequently 
permitted  me  to  experience,  and  comfort  myself  with  the  assurance 
that  He  will  pardon  all  the  faults  and  shortcomings  of  my  service. 
At  the  same  time  I  feel  overwhelmed  with  gratitude  to  Him,  for 
having  honoured  me  with  a  call  to  be  a  labourer  in  His  vineyard. 
He  has  helped  me  in  preaching  the  Gospel,  and  laid  His  blessing  on 
my  feeble  testimony,  He  has  preserved  me  in  good  health,  so  that  I 
have  not  once  been  disturbed  by  illness  in  the  fulfilment  of  my 
duties,  and  He  has  protected  me  in  the  midst  of  many  perils  and 
dangers.     His  holy  name  be  praised ! 

[Our  late  brother  reached  Herrnhut  in  August  1857,  and  was 
much  pleased  to  enjoy  the  society  of  his  children,  after  a  sepa- 
ration of  many  years.  In  1859  he  had  an  apoplectic  seizure,  the 
effects  of  which,  however,  soon  passed  away.  A  sad  trial  for  him 
was  the  departure  of  his  beloved  partner,  who  was  called  home  to 
the  Lord  in  a  very  sudden  manner  in  August  of  the  year  1864!,  bujb 
the  Saviour  cheered  and  comforted  His  servant.  In  the  same  year 
his  health  began  to  fail,  and  continued  to  become  worse,  until  he 
departed  to  be  for  ever  with  the  Lord.  This  took  place  in  a  very 
gentle,  peaceful  manner,  on  the  23rd  of  Februair  1865.  Towards  the 
close  of  his  life,  his  malady  incapacitated  him  from  engaging  much 
in  conversation,  but  the  few  words  he  oould  utter  showed  that  he 
was  happy  in  the  prospect  of  going  to  be  with  Jesus,  on  whose  merits 
he  rested  alone,  but  most  seciarely,  his  hopes  for  acceptance  with 
God.     He  had  reached  the  age  of  seventy-two  years.] 


LABRADOR. 

Skldom,  if  ever,  since  the  commencement  of  the  Labrador  Mission, 
has  the  annual  communication  with  Europe  been  as  speedily  effected 
as  in  the  present  year,  1867.  In  the  morning  of  the  15th  of  June 
the  Harmony  passed  out  of  the  West  India  Dock  on  her  outward 
voyage,  and  on  the  evening  of  the  15th  of  September  she  was  again 
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admitted  on  her  return,  having  performed  all  that  is  required  of  her. 
Hence  there  appears  to  be,  even  more  than  usually,  cause  for  praise 
and  thanksgiving.  The  Committee  of  the  Society  for  the  Furtherance 
of  the  Gospel,  in  view  of  the  important  interests  so  closely  bound  up 
with  the  safety  of  the  ship,  and  gratefully  conscious  of  the  continuous 
protecting  care  required  and  vouchsafed,  would  say  on  behalf  of 
themselves  and  those  distant  fellow-labourers  whom  it  is  their  privi- 
lege to  serve, — "  Blessed  be  the  Lord,  who  daily  load^th  us  with 
benefits,  even  the  God  of  our  salvation."  (Ps.  Ixviii.  19.)  O  that 
the  continually  recurring  manifestation  of  undeserved  favour  and 
loving-kindness  may  have  its  proper  effect  of  inducing  in  those  who 
not  only  witness  but  share  these  mercies,  a  spirit  of  more  earnest 
faithfulness  in  their  Master's  service,  and  more  complete  devotedness 
to  Himi 

As  above  stated,  the  Harmony  sailed  from  London  on  the  15th  of 
June.  Her  progress  northward  to  Stromness  was  rendered  slow  by 
light  and  contrary  winds ;  but  that  port  was  reached  in  safety  on  the 
27th.  After  a  short  stay,  which  proved  most  beneficial  and  refresh- 
ing to  the  passengers,  the  voyage  was  resumed.  For  the  first  week 
the  course  was  rapid,  though  the  violent  wind  and  consequent  heavy 
aea  rendered  the  situation  of  the  passengers  anything  but  agreeable. 
Calm  and  foggy  weather  was  subsequently  experienced,  and  retarded 
the  progress  of  the  vessel.  Little  drift-ice  was  encountered,  but 
numerous  ice-bergs  were  seen, — at  one  time  as  many  as  forty  being 
visible.  Through  the  protecting  care  of  the  Lord,  however,  no 
damage  was  sust^ed.  The  Labrador  coast  was  sighted  on  the  18th 
of  July,  but,  in  consequence  of  variable  vmids  and  thick  weather, 
Hopedale  was  not  reached  until  the  2lBt. 

The  passage  up  the  coast  was  performed  as  usual,  and  the  stations 
of  Nain,  Okak,  and  Hebron  were  success^ely  visited. 

On  the  81st  of  August,  the  Harmony  entered  on  her  homeward 
voyage,  having  on  board  as  passengers  Br.  and  Sr.  Freitag,  Br.  Barth, 
and  little  Paul  Eisner.  Br.  Barth's  early  retirement  from  the 
trade-service  had  been  rendered  necessary  by  delicacy  of  the  chest, 
though  he  materially  recovered  strength  during  the  voyage.  Br. 
Freitag,  the  venerable  superintendent  of  the  Mission,  had  found  his 
powers  so  materially  impaired  by  a  repetition  of  paralytic  attacks, 
that,  at  a  general  conference,  held  at  Nain  in  March  last,  he  for- 
mally resigned  his  office.  This,  in  accordance  with  provisional  in- 
structions from  the  Mission-Board,  was  handed  over  to  Br.  T. 
Bourquin.  From  the  very  commencement  of  the  homeward  voyage, 
the  disorder  of  the  venerable  patient  appeared  to  be  aggravated  by 
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the  effects  of  sea-ricknesB,  and  at  times  his  exhaustion  was  such  as  to 
lead  to  the  belief  that  he  would  be  called  home  before  the  vessel 
reached  her  destination.  Under  these  circumstances  it  was  a  matter 
of  rejoicing,  and  one  that  might  well  be  looked  on  as  an  answer  to 
fervent  prayer,  that  the  ship  was  enabled  to  pursue  her  homeward 
course  with  unprecedented  rapidity.  Already  on  the  evening  of  the 
15th  of  September  she  entered  the  West  India  Dock  basin.  On  the 
following  day,  by  the  direction  of  a  kind  medical  friend,  whose  inde- 
fatigable attentions  are  most  gratefully  acknowledged,  the  passengers, 
including  6r.  Freitag,  were  brought  on  shore.  The  sufferer  bore 
the  fatigue  and  excitement  of  the  removal  better  than  could  have 
been  expected,  and  touchingly  expressed  his  thankfulness  to  be  again 
on  shore,  and  among  his  own  people.  Ho  waa  quite  calm  and  re- 
signed to  the  Lord's  will,  but  by  no  means  thought  that  his  dismissal 
to  rest  was  near  at  hand.  He  rather  believed  that  he  would  be  per- 
mitted once  more  to  see  his  dear  children,  as  he  ardently  longed  to 
do.  He  retained  the  deepest  interest  in  the  mission,  in  the  service 
of  which  he  had  so  long  laboured,  and  conversed  en  events  of  interest 
in  the  preceding  twelvemonth,  with  a  vivacity  which  was  beyond  his 
strength.  On  the  evening  of  the  17th  it  became  evident  that  the 
patient's  strength  had  been  more  completely  sapped  by  disease  than 
had  been  previously  supposed,  and  that  dissolution  could  not  be  far 
distant.  Our  dear  brother  himself  did  not  think  his  end  so  near,  but 
repeatedly  declared  himself  ready  to  depart  should  the  Lord's  will  be 
so,  and  testified  his  entire  reliance  on  his  Saviour's  death  and  merits. 
During  the  night  his  weakness  increased,  but  he  maintained  con- 
sciousness and  the  power  of  speech  imtil  within  half  au  hour  of  his 
dissolution.  At  length  the  summons  came,  and  at  a  quarter  past  six 
on  the  morning  of  the  18th,  the  weary  pilgrim  quietly  fell  asleep. 
He  was  in  his  Gist  year,  and  had  been  engaged  in  the  service  of  the 
Labrador  Mission  for  a  period  of  36  years.  His  mortal  remains  were 
laid  to  rest  in  the  burying-ground  at  Chelsea  on  the  21st.  His 
widow,  whose  trying  circumstances  called  forth  the  lively  sympathy 
of  the  congregation,  and  who  was  remarkably  supported  under  her 
heavy  trial,  went  on  to  Germany,  by  way  of  Holland,  on  the  24th  of 
September. 

The  intelligence  from  the  various  stations  wUl  be  found  marked 
by  a  more  generally  cheerful  tone  than  for  some  years  back.  The 
supply  of  the  necessaries  of  life  for  the  Eskimoes  has  been  unusu- 
ally abundant.  With  regard  to  their  gardens,  cultivated  with  great 
labour,  the  Missionaries  report  with  thankfulness  a  fair  return  of  vege- 
tables, a  supply  of  which  is  so  conducive  to  their  health  and  comfort 
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during  the  long  winter.  An  id>aodant  stock  of  fresh  mmt  was 
also  secured. 

The  general  health  both  of  Eskimoes  and  missionaries  has  been 
good  during  the  past  twelvemonth.  One  exception  among  the 
latter  was  afforded  by  the  case  of  our  esteemed  Br.  Freitag.  At 
Okak,  tlie  married  Br.  P.  Mortensen,  after  a  long  period  of  declining 
health,  was  called  home  bj  our  Saviour  on  the  2nd  of  April.  His 
loss  was  deeply  regretted  both  by  his  fellow-labourers  and  the  con- 
gregation. 

At  Hebron  Br.  and  8r.  Schneider  were  called  on  to  give  up  their 
little  son  Eudolph.  A  daughter  was  however  bom  to  them,  and 
sons  to  Br.  and  Sr.  Bourquin  at  the  same  place,  and  Br.  and  Sr. 
Hirt  at  Okakf  respectively. 

The  statements  as  to  the  spiritual  condition  of  the  congregations 
will  be  found  to  present  the  variety  of  aspect  to  which  we  are  accus- 
tomed in  missionary  reports.  Yet  the  encouraging  tone  prevails.  It 
is  evident  that  the  twelvemonth  between  the  sailing  of  the  Harmony 
in  the  years  1866  and  her  return  in  1807  was  a  time  of  refreshing 
from  the  presence  of  the  Lord.  The  means  of  grace  were  satisfacto- 
rily attended,  as  were  also  the  schools.  Nor  were  proofs  wanting 
that  the  instruction  enjoyed  was  followed  by  encouraging  results. 
For  example,  the  orphan-asylum  at  Okak,  though  not  a  splendid 
success,  has  evidently  so  far  prospered,  under  the  blessing  of  the 
Lord,  that  the  intention  with  which  it  was  established  has  not  been 
entii-ely  frustrated.  Another  pleasing  feature  is  the  development 
of  the  witness-spirit  in  members  of  the  two  congregations  at  the 
greatest  distance  apart, — Hopedale  and  Hebron.  The  result  is  that 
two  native  brethren  have  gone  with  their  families  to  preach  the 
gospel  among  the  heathen  in  the  north-west.  While  deeply  thank- 
ful for  this  encouraging  circumstance,  the  Committee  would  suppli- 
cate the  Lord's  blessing  and  protection  on  these  heralds  of  the  cross, 
and  hope  that  their  example  may  be  followed  by  others  whose  hearts 
God  hath  touched.  In  the  neighbourhood  of  Zoar  a  very  beneficial 
and  extensive  influence  has  been  exercised  among  the  European  and 
half-caste  settlers.  Hopedale  is  also  a  centre  of  light  to  those  who 
dwell  in  the  surround! Dg  districts.  Kind  grants  of  English  Scrip- 
tures and  Tracts  for  distribution  among  these  people  are  grate- 
fully acknowledged.  On  the  whole,  there  is  thankworthy  proof  that 
the  work  in  Labrador  is  still,  through  grace,  carried  on  ^ith  demon- 
stration of  the  Spirit  and  power.

Binder- 
knecbt,  and  w.  Sr.  Mortensen. 

Okak — Bm.  and  Srs.  VoUprecbt,  Scboett,  and  Schneider,  and 
Br.  Damm. 

Hebron— Bm.  flnd  Srs.  Erdman,  Bourquin,  and  Hirt,  and  Br. 
Kuester  for  the  store. 

Br.  and  Sr.  C.  Linder  also  reside  at  Hebron.  Br.  T.  Bourquin  is 
superintendent  of  the  Mission. 

The  cargo  brought  by  the  Harmony  consists  of  very  few  skins,  a 
moderate  quantity  of  fish,  and  rather  more  than  the  usual  supply  of 
oil.

Hopedale,  July  28/A,  1867. 

On  the  afternoon  of  Sunday,  the  21st.  inst.  we  rejoiced  to  see 
the  Harmony  enter  our  Bay,  and  hastened  to  give  a  hearty  welcome 
to  the  Captain  and  his  passengers,  Br.  and  Sr.  Schoett,  Br.  Bind- 
schedler  and  the  single  Sister  Soadermann.  The  day  before,  she  had 
been  seen  at  a  distance,  but  being  unable  to  make  the  land  owing  to 
contrary  winds,  had  cast  anchor  at  a  short  distance,  whence  the 
letters  were  sent  to  us  by  boat.  Once  again  we  united  in  praising 
our  God  for  His  watchful  care  of  our  missionary-ship,  and  all  on  board. 

A  review  of  the  closing  ship-year  calls  for  loud  thanksgiving  to  the 
Lord  for  all  the  mercies  He  has  permitted  us  to  enjoy.  There  has 
been  abundance  of  food  for  our  people,  for  the  unusually  productive 
seal-hunt  more  than  made  up  for  the  deficient  supply  of  nsh  caught 
in  the  last  summer  and  autumn.  Our  garden-crops  were  also  more 
plentiful  than  usual,  so  that  we  could  afford  to  sena  vegetables  to  our 
Brethren  at  Zoar. 

Towards  the  middle  of  October  the  Eskimoes  began  to  arrive  here 
from  the  various  fishing-places,  and  the  school- work  could  be  com- 
menced. On  the  whole  we  have  reason  to  be  satisfied  with  the  at- 
tendance and  progress  made,  though  some  of  the  younger  children 
had  very  frequently  to  be  found  fault  with  for  their  indolence  and 
carelessness. 

About  Christmas  two  females,  who  had  left  the  place  some  years 
since,  and  broken  ofl*  all  connection  with  us,  returned  from  the  south, 
and  requested  permission  to  live  here  again ;  their  chief  object  being 
to  obtain  the  advantage  of  Christian  education  to  their  children. 
The  abundance  of  provisions  caused  an  outwardly  cheeiful  Christmas 
season,  but  we  could  not  but  regret  the  frequent  want  of  a  iudicious 
economical  management  of  the  plentiful  supply  of  food,  which  God 
in  His  goodness  had  granted  them.  That  a  right  appreciation  of 
these  good  things  is  not  altogether  wanting  was  pleasingly  manifested 
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by  an  address  of  Daniel,  our  native  helper,  on  December  80th,  in* 
which  he  recounted  the  many  instances  of  the  Lord's  mercy  vouch- 
safed to  this  congregation  during  the  closing  year,  and  pointed  out 
that  the  Lord's  goodness  should  lead  to  repentance. 

Early  in  January  several  settlers  began  to  make  their  appearance, 
chiefly  for  trading-purposes,  but,  as  they  attend  our  services  and 
hear  the  Gospel  truth  from  us  privately,  we  trust  that  they  go  hence 
with  profit  for  their  souls.  They  gladly  receive  Bibles,  and  tracts 
in  the  English  language,  for  a  valuable  supjjly  of  which  we  are 
most  thankful  to  the  British  aad  Foreign  Bible  Society  and  Tract 
Society. 

On  the  7th  of  March  Br.  C.  Linder  spent  a  few  days  here,  during 
which,  at  the  request  of  the  congregation,  a  council  of  all  adult  com- 
municants was  held.  On  the  part  of  many  a  grievous  discontent 
was  shown  with  reference  to  our  interference  on  behalf  of  their 
material  interests,  indeed  the  unpleasant  feeling  was  so  general,  that 
we  thought  it  right  to  omit  the  celebration  of  the  Lord's  Supper  on 
the  following  Sunday.  This  seems  to  have  made  considerable  impres- 
sion, and  several  came  to  express  sorrow  for  their  conduct. 

At  Easter  there  were  no  less  than  seventy-one  strangers  here,  and 
we  have  reason  to  believe  that  their  visit  was  not  without  blessing  to 
some  of  their  hearts.  Among  these  was  F.  Lane,  a  settler  residing 
in  our  neighbourhood,  whose  three  children  were  baptized,  to  the 
great  joy  of  their  parents,  who  with  many  tears  begged  to  be  re- 
admitted to  Church-fellowship  with  us.  These  festive  seasons  are 
generally  very  encouraging  to  us. 

On  the  3rd  of  June  we  received  sad  intelligence  of  the  disap- 
pearance of  an  unmarried  communicant  member.  He  was  to  have 
awaited  at  an  appointed  spot  the  arrival  of  a  sledge  going  from 
Hopedale  to  Nain,  and  it  is  supposed  that  he  went  down  to  the  beach 
to  collect  shells,  and  had  ventured  under  a  block  of  ice  which  had 
killed  him.  His  conduct  of  late  had  been  far  from  satisfactory,  and  his 
end  was  a  most  solemn  warning  to  those  who,  in  spite  of  all  remon- 
trances  on  our  part,  are  careless  about  their  soul's  salvation* 

Our  native  helper  Daniel,  having  for  some  time  felt  the  desire  to 
go  and  tell  his  heathen  countrymen  in  the  far  north  of  the  salvation 
that  is  provided  in  the  blood  of  Jesus,  brought  the  matter  to  the 
notice  of  the  Brethren  assembled  in  conference  at  Nain.  Another 
native-helper  of  the  Hebron  congregation,  Gottlob,  had  expressed 
a  similar  earnest  wish,  and  the   conference  gladljr  accepted  their 

Cposal.  Daniel  left  this  place  on  July  8th  with  his  famuy,  having 
n  commended  to  the  Lord's  protection  and  guidance  at  a  meeting 
of  the  congregation  on  the  previous  evening,  on  which  occasion  he 
addressed  the  meeting  with  great  earnestness.  The  whole  of  our 
people  assembled  on  the  beacn,  and  joined  in  singing  a  benedictory 
verse,  as  the  little  company  aet  sail  in  their  boat ;  a  farewell  of  thiM 
kind  had  never  yet  taken  place  in  this  land.  We  have  great  reason 
to  be  most  thankful  for  this  new  movement,  for  we  believe  that  ^ith 
God's  blessing  it  will  tend  to  the  glory  of  Bis  name.  It  entails  no 
slight  sacrifice  for  an  Eskimo,  for  he  is  by  nature  strongly  attached  to 
his  native  place,  and  greatly  enjoys  the  short  summer.    May  the 
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Lord  make  us  faithful  in  bearing  this  man  and  his  work  on  our  hearts, 
praying  much  for  God's  blessins;  to  accompany  him,  and  make  him  rich 
in  spiritual  life,  while  he  is  hringing  tne  bread  of  life  to  others. 
Commending  our  work,  our  people  and  ourselves  to  the  kind  and 
prayerful  remembrance  of  the  members  of  the  Society,  and  all  our 
iirethren  and  Sisters  and  Christian  friends,  we  remain

ZoAB,  July  21#/,  1867. 

Soon  after  the  ship  left  last  year,  our  people  went  off  to  their 
fishing  places,  and  for  some  weeks  only  a  few  women  remained  with 
us,  who  tried  their  best  to  earn  a  living.  The  men  were  obliged  to 
return  here  sooner  than  was  intended  by  the  prevalence  of  a  dan- 
gerous sort  of  influenza  among  them  ;  besides,  the  increasing  incle- 
mency of  the  weather  reminded  them  of  the  necessity  of  at  once  setting 
about  the  construction  of  their  winter-houses.  We  had  found  such 
difficulty  in  the  work  of  erecting  a  station  in  this  inhospitable  region, 
that  we  had  made  very  slow  progress ;  with  the  help  of  six  men  to 
fetch  the  needful  timber  for  building,  we  managed  to  get  on  pretty 
well  at  last.  Some  of  our  people  lived  in  airy  tents  for  some  time 
exposed  to  the  rain  and  storms  of  autumn  before  they  finished  the 
erection  of  six  good  block-houses.  After  they  had  obtained  a  good 
shelter  against  the  weather,  thev  enjoyed  very  good  health.  There 
was  also  no  want  of  the  needful  provisions,  although  they  were  not 
BO  plentiful  here  as  at  other  stations,  which  is  partly  due  to  the  cir- 
cumstance that  a  good  deal  of  time  had  to  be  devoted  to  building 
operations  at  the  new  station,  which  would  otherwise  have  been  spent 
in  fishing. 

Our  various  difficulties  would  have  pressed  more  heavily  upon  us 
than  they  did,  but  for  the  circumstance  that  we  were  favoured  to 
witness  the  Holy  Spirit's  work  in  the  hearts  of  some  of  the  small 
company  residing  near  us,  most  of  whom  are  strayed  sheep  once 
belonging  to  the  con^gations  at  Hopedale  or  Nain,  but  for  years 
liWng  in  complete  spiritual  destitution.  The  most  striking  instance 
of  the  kind  was  the  case  of  the  wife  of  the  settler  Mirfield.  She 
is  a  native  of  Labrador,  and  up  to  within  a  short  period  lived  in 
a  state  of  enmity  against  God.  Since  she  began  to  visit  here,  she 
has  become  acquainted  with  her  real  state  as  a  sinner  in  the  sight  of 
God,  and  has  found  peace  in  Jesus.  On  the  19th  of  February  she 
was  baptized  here  as  the  first-fruits  of  this  new  station.  Her  influ- 
ence on  her  husband  has  been  very  good,  and  he  states  that  if  he 
had  been  told  of  an  alteration  being  wrought  in  the  character  and 
conduct  of  a  person  similar  to  what  he  has  witnessed  in  his  wife,  he 
could  not  have  believed  it  possible. 

Several  persons  have  been  re-admitted,  and  three  confirmed  in  the 
course  of  the  year. 
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At  the  festive  seasons  of  Christinas,  Easter,  and  Whitsuntide,  our 
little  meeting-room  was  crowded  with  hearers,  as  many  strangers 
joined  our  own  people  in  attending  the  services.  Our  time  has  been 
so  occupied  that  we  could  only  undertake  two  risiting  tours.  For 
the  same  reason  the  school  suffered  during  the  winter,  as  we  could 
not  possibly  give  it  the  requisite  attention.  Subsequently  a  young 
married  man,  Thomas,  became  our  assistant :  he  had  been  taught  in 
the  school  at  Nain,  had  proved  an  apt  scholar,  and  was  now  willing 
to  impart  to  others  what  he  had  learnt :  it  is  only  very  desirable  that 
he  should  put  forth  more  energy  in  his  work.  The  results  of  the 
examination  were  quite  as  good  as  we  could  expect  under  these  unfa- 
vourable circumstances. 

We  have  enjoved  a  very  fair  share  of  good  health,  and  have  much 
reason  to  bless  the  Lord  for  the  provision  most  graciously  made  for 
our  outward  wants  throughout  the  year,  partly  through  our  Brethren 
at  Hopedale  and  Nain,  who  kindly  supplied  us  with  vegetables,  our 
garden  being  still  too  new  and  imperfectly  prepared  to  yield  a  crop. 

We  have  still  to  mention  a  sad  event  which  took  place  about 
Easter.  Without  any  particular  reason  the  wife  of  our  teacher  left 
her  house  on  the  morning  of  Maundy  Thursday.  All  search  for  her 
in  the  neighbourhood  proved  for  a  long  time  unavailing.  At  length 
traces  were  found  and  followed,  and  they  led  towards  Nain,  confirm- 
ing us  in  the  supposition  that  she  had  intended  to  go  to  her  brother's 
at  Nain.  A  heavy  snow-storm  prevented  further  search,  but  on  the 
sixth  day  her  corpse  was  found  on  the  ice  near  Nain. 

July24ta, 

On  the  23rd  the  joyful  signals  announcing  the  ship's  arrival 
off  the  coast  were  heard,  and  not  long  after  the  kayaks  arrived 
with  letters,  from  which  we  saw  with  great  regret  that  the  Com- 
mittee had  decided  to  direct  the  Captain  not  to  call  here  for  fear 
of  incurring  a  delay,  which  might  prove  dangerous.  It  is  a  great 
disappointment  to  us  and  to  the  Eskimoes.  But  these  feelings  must 
not  drown  the  thanksgivings  which  we  owe  to  our  God,  who  haa 
again  most  graciously  vouchsafed  His  protection  to  our  beloved  mis- 
sionary ship. 

We  have  been  deeply  touched  and  encouraged  by  the  very  kind 
sympathy  generally  manifested  by  Brethren  and  Sisters  and  Chris- 
tian friends  in  the  new  work  which  we  have  in  hand.  Our  heartft^t 
thanks  are  due  to  many  of  our  friends  for  substantial  proofs  of  their 
generous  interest  in  our  people  and  ourselves.

Nain,  July,  1867. 
^  Early  in  the  autumn  several  of  us  were  temporarily  disabled  by  severe 
influenza,  from  which  some  of  our  people  suffered  at  the  out-stations. 
Our  dear  Brother  Freitag  was  visiting  at  Zoar  during  this  time  of 
sickness,  and  escaped  the  prevailing  epidemic.  But  he  had  there  a 
seisure,  which  materially  weakenea  his  powers  of  mind  and  body, 
rendering  him  incapable  for  the  time  of  attending  to  bis  duties,  and 
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givhiK  U8  ever?  reason  to  expect  the  worst  in  case  of  a  renewed 
attack.  Well  knowiDg  his  weak  state,  he  ayailed  himself  of  the 
meeting  of  several  Brethren  at  the  conference  at  Nain  in  March,  to 
resign  his  office  of  superintendent  of  this  Mission  into  the  bands  of 
Br.  Bourqnin,  whom  the  Mission-Board  had  appointed  to  succeed 
Br.  Freitac;,  in  case  failing  health  should  necessitate  his  quitting  the 
service  of  his  Lord  in  this  field  of  labour. 

In  October  the  school- work  was  recommenced  with  between  sixty 
and  seventy  pupils.  Of  these  about  the  half  can  read.  At  the 
examination  it  was  particularly  pleasing  to  see  the  readiness  and 
correctness  with  which  they  answered  questions  on  Bible  history. 
Br.  Kern  had  four  youths  for  two  evenings  in  the  week  to  give  more 
advanced  instruction  to,  and  he  found  that  they  came  gladly  and 
showed  great  attention.  , 

As  for  the  spiritual  life  of  this  congregation,  we  should  rejoice  if 
we  could,  report  growth  in  grace,  and  a  walk  and  conversation  tho- 
roughly consistent  with  their  Christian  profession.  Proofs  of  the 
Holy  Spirit's  work  in  the  heart  have  not  been  wanting ;  but  alas !  in 
many  cases  it  appears  to  our  eyes,  as  if  the  Spirit  were  being  resisted 
and  quenched.  One  circumstance  which  seemed  to  exercise  a  disturbing 
influence  on  our  people  was  the  constant  visiting  between  the  sta- 
tions, which  was  carried  on  all  through  the  winter.  The  abundant 
take  of  seals — larger  than  for  the  last  sixteen  years — supplied  them 
with  the  necessaries  of  life  in  comparative  profusion,  and  also  with 
the  time  and  means  to  undertake  these  journeys. 

The  number  of  seals  captured  was  1360,  and  the  success  of  the 
hunt  was  due  to  the  rapid  freezing  of  the  bays,  before  the  seals  could 
leave  them.  On  the  otner  hand  there  were  very  few  foxes  taken  and 
not  very  many  reindeer. 

The  state  of  health  in  our  mission  family  and  among  the  Eskimoes 
was  generally  satisfactory,  the  sole  exception  being  our  dear  Br. 
Preita^f  whose  rapidly  declining  health  made  a  retirement  from 
Labrador  and  rest  at  home  absolutely  needful.  We  unite  in  praying 
the  Lord  to  accompany  and  richly  to  bless  this  His  faithful  servant 
and  his  partner,  granting  them  continually  a  feeling  of  our  Saviour's 
gracious  nearness  with  peace  and  joy  for  their  hearts. 

In  the  first  week  of  July  the  Brethren  Kern  and  Weitz  set  out  on 
a  visiting  tour  by  boat  to  some  of  our  people  at  the  distant  fishing 
stations.     They  were  everywhere  warmly  welcomed. 

The  attendance  at  our  usual  services  has  been  in  general  very 
pleasing. 

We  were  much  interested  with  the  information  conveyed  in  your 
letter  with  regard  to  the  impending  jubilee  anniversary  of  the  London 
Association  in  behalf  of  our  JVlissions.  May  the  Lord  graciously  con- 
tinue to  vouchsafe  His  rich  blessing  as  in  the  past  fifty  years. 

With  many  thanks  for  your  kindness,  and  the  warm  interest 
manifested  by  our  Brethren  and  Sisters  and  many  Christian  friends

Accept  oup  heartfelt  thanks  for  your  letter,  which  reached  us 
early  in  the  morning  of  July  30th.  We  were  truly  rejoiced  to  hear 
of  the  safe  arrival  of  the  Harmony  on  our  coast,  after  a  prosperous 
Toyage  home  last  autumn,  and  a  no  less  prosperous  voyage  hither, 
and  felt  stirred  up  to  apply  ourselves  to  our  work  here  with  new 
faithfulness,  looking  more  than  ever  to  the  Lord  for  His  blessing  on 
our  labours. 

Tour  mention  of  the  approaching  fiftieth  anniversary  of  the  "  Lon- 
don Association  in  behalf  of  the  Moravian  Missions  "  calls  forth  warm 
thanksgivings  on  our  part  for  all  the  good  that  has  flowed  to  this 
mission  field  through  the  instrumentality  of  this  society.  May  Chxi's 
blessing  be  vouchsafed  to  all  its  members  and  their  labours  in  the 
cause  of  our  Eedeemer. 

As  regards  externals,  our  Eskimoes  have  been  highly  favoured  in 
the  past  year,  and  we  have  great  reason  for  thankfulness  for  the 
abundant  produce  of  our  gardens,  on  which  supply  of  fresh  vege- 
tables depends,  humanly  speaking,  our  good  health  in  a  great  mea- 
sure. The  cod-fishing  and  seal-hunt  were  unusually  productive,  so 
that  there  was  abundance  of  food  in  every  house,  and .  the  people 
might  have  turned  their  hearts  to  the  things  of  God,  without  being 
disturbed  hy  the  harassing  anxieties  for  their  daily  bread,  which 
usually  beset  them. 

But  the  spiritual  state  is  not  as  it  should  be.  The  attendance  at 
church  and  school  has  been  good,  and  if  we  were  to  judge  from  the 
language  alone,  without  looking  for  the  fruits  of  the  Spirit,  we  might 
easily  conclude  that  most  of  them  were  devoted  followers  of  our 
Saviour.  But  cases  of  gross  sin,  which  have  necessitated  the  exclusion 
of  some  members,  give  painful  evidence  of  the  power  and  successful 
activity  of  the  great  enemy  of  souls.  In  one  instance,  Br.  Voll- 
precht  suffered  personal  injury  from  a  man  vnth  whom  he  remon- 
strated on  his  negligence  in  sending  his  child  to  school.  Instead  of 
taking  the  exhortation  in  good  part,  he  became  most  insolent  and 
violent,  refusing  to  leave  the  house,  and  uttering  threats  of  such  a 
nature,  that  assistance  had  to  be  procured,  and  the  man  dected  by 
main  force.  Br.  V.  was  seized  by  the  man,  and  received  a  severe 
contusion  on  the  left  side  of  his  face.  He  was  subsequently  ordered 
to  quit  the  island  for  a  year,  and  by  the  end  of  the  week  was 
gone,  having,  it  is  said,  threatened  to  set  fire  to  the  Mission  premises. 
Such  an  occurrence  is,  of  course,  exceedingly  painful  and  deeply  to 
be  deplored,  but  we  trust  that  the  result  will  be  beneficial. 

Faithful  souls,  who  truly  love  the  Lord  Jesus,  and  earnestly  strive 
in  His  strength  to  walk  on  the  narrow  path  which  leads  to  ever- 
lasting life,  are  however  not  wanting,  and  it  is  most  encouraging  in 
the  n)id8t  of  our  often  verv  trying  labours  to  see  one  and  another 
added  to  their  number.  Thus  we  had  at  Easter  the  privilege  of  con- 
firming eight  young  persons,  of  whom  we  have  reason  to  believe 
that  the  love  of  God  has  touched  and  won  their  hearts. 

A  schooner  from  Newfoundland  brought  newspapers  of  July  and 
August  1866  to  Hopedale  last  autumn  already,  and  they  were  for- 
warded to  us  in  February  ;  they  were  particularly  welcome,  as  they 
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Bet  oWp  minds  at  rest  as  to  the  late  war  in  Germany,  and  its  effects 
on  our  congregations  in  Saxony  and  Prussia. 

It  has  pleased  the  Lord  to  remove  one  of  our  number  by  the  hand 
of  death  during  the  past  year,  our  dear  brother  Peter  Mortensen. 
He  had  been  suffering  from  consumption  for  some  time,  and  was 
called  home  to  our  Saviour  on  April  2nd.  We  haye  lost  in  hini  a 
valuable  and  gifted  fellow-labourer,  who  was  universally  beloved  and 
esteemed. 

On  the  8th  of  April  we  sympathized  with  Br.  and  Sr.  Hirt  in 
their  joy  at  the  birth  of  a  son,  who  received  the  name  of  Carl  Otto. 

As  regards  our  orphan-asylum  we  cannot  report  great  things,  but 
we  certainly  have  no  reason  to  sigh  and  complam.  Last  autumn  we 
got  rid  of  the  oldest  boy,  who  exercised  a  pernicious  influence  on  the 
others,  setting  an  example  of  open  disobedience,  and  since  then  the 
general  conduct  has  been  satisfactory.  The  children's  acquaintance  with 
Bible  history  is  veiy  considerable,  and  shows  that  great  pains  are 
taken  to  teach  them  by  those  who  are  in  charge  of  them ;  in  this  respect 
they  are  in  advance  of  most  Eskimo  children  of  the  same  age.  The  su- 
perintendent John  was  for  some  months  laid  aside  by  severe  illness,  but 
nas  now  quite  recovered.  We  should  like  to  see  a  more  gentle  and 
motherly  disposition  to  soften  the  quick  temper  and  resolute  manner 
of  the  matron,  but  on  the  whole  we  have  reason  to  be  thankful  for 
her  services.  The  gardens  laid  out  by  the  children  with  the  help  of 
the  foster-parents  have  again  been  planted,  although  last  year's  pro- 
duce was  not  encouraging :  we  hope  that  your  promise  of  rewards 
will  prove  a  useful  stimulus  to  continued  care  and  diligence  in  this 
matter. 

The  cold  waa  moderate  during  the  past  winter ;  for  a  few  days  in  Fe- 
bruary the  thermometer  indicated  about  80*  below  Kero  of  Fahrenheit ; 
but  generally  the  temperature  did  not  fall  lower  than  about  15°,  and 
several  times  in  the  month  of  January  we  had  a  thaw.  But  the  fall 
of  snow  was  very  heavy ;  about  the  houses  and  in  the  gardens  it  was 
twelve  or  fourteen  feet  deep,  and  it  cost  much  time  and  labour,  and 
caused  no  little  expense,  to  get  it  cleared  away. 

In  conclusion,  we  again  commend  our  flock  and  ourselves  to  the 
earnest  prayers  of  our  Brethren  and  Sisters  and  Christian  friends,  of 
whose  km d  interest  the  ship  has  again  brought  many  proofs,  which 
call  for  heartfelt  thanks  on  behalf  of  ourselves  and  our  people.

Accept  our  thanks  for  your  esteemed  letter,  in  which  we  recognise 
a  new  proof  of  your  continued  faithful  interest  in  our  work.  We 
trust  that  the  life-giving  power  of  union  in  heart  and  aim  may  make 
itself  felt  in  onr  hearts,  so  that  we  may  labour  with  diligence  and 
cheerfulness  in  the  sphere  of  activity  in  which  the  Lord  has  placed  us. 

We  are  very  glad  to  have  been  reminded  of  tl»e  approaching  jubilee 
of  the  London  Association  in  behalf  of  our  Missions.     Most  of  us 
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have  had  the  honour  of  some  personal  acquaintance  with  the  late 
most  beloved  and  esteemed  Mr.  Leach,  ^hose  indefatigable  activity 
and  zeal  for  the  furtherance  of  our  cause  is  not  only  calculated  to 
call  forth  our  heartfelt  thanks,  but  also  to  stir  us  up  to  similar  faith- 
fulness in  our  Master's  work.  We  desire  to  assure  the  members  of 
the  Association,  to  which  our  church  is  largely  indebted  for  the  aid 
rendered,  of  our  best  wishes  and  earnest  prayers  for  a  continuance 
of  the  Divine  blessing. 

Our  Mission  family  has  experienced  the  Lord's  goodness  during 
the  past  year  in  the  matter  oi  health  especially,  no  one  having  been 
laid  up  vnth  serious  illness  of  any  kind.  Little  Budolph  Schneider 
was  called  home  to  our  Saviour,  to  the  great  grief  of  the  parents,  who 
were,  however,  cheered  by  the  birth  of  a  daughter  in  October.  Br. 
and  Sr.  Bourquin  also  rejoiced  at  the  birth  of  a  daughter  in  the 
present  month. 

We  have  great  reason  to  be  especially  thankful  to  the  Lord  for 
the  abundant  supply  of  meat,  which  He  nas  been  pleased  to  grant, 
as  the  number  of  those  to  be  fed  from  our  kitchen,  including  two 
English  sailors  in  charge  of  the  Meta,  was  greater  than  usual. 

The  Eskimoes  were  well  off,  as  to  food  and  raiment,  through  the 
winter,  and  with  the  exception  of  some  serious  cases  of  influenza,  the 
state  of  health  was  very  &;ood.  Two  children  died  of  this  complaint,  one 
of  whom«  in  a  very  touching  and  pleasing  manner,  expressed  her  joy 
and  longing  to  depart  and  be  with  her  Saviour. 

As  regards  the  spiritual  life  of  our  people,  there  is  one  feature  to 
which  special  prominence  must  be  given,  a  circumstance  that  must 
needs  fill  our  nearts  with  gladness.  How  often  has  the  question 
been  asked  by  friends  at  home  as  well  as  by  ourselves,  whether  our 
Eskimoes  would  not  soon  be  so  far  advanced  as  to  be  able  to  carry 
on  missionary  work  themselves  ?  They  have  frequently  been  spoken 
to  on  this  subject ;  perhaps  too  the  narrative  of  John  King's  labours  in 
Surinam,  which  we  communicated  to  the  congregation  some  time  since, 
has  had  the  effect  of  stirring  up  some  to  put  their  hand  to  the  plough. 
In  short,  the  Lord  has  put  it  into  the  hearts  of  two  E:*kimoes,  Daniel  of 
Hopedale,  and  Gottlob  of  this  place,  to  go  with  their  families  to  their 
heathen  countrymen  in  the  tlngava  district,  (particularly  on  the 
river  Koksoak,)  to  bring  them  the  message  of  peace  and  salvation  in 
the  blood  of  Jesus.  They  purpose  remaining  there  all  the  winter. 
We  have  so  frequently  to  meet  with  discouragement,  when  looking 
for  the  fruits  of  the  Spirit  among  our  people,  that  cases  like  these 
two,  of  men  who  frooi  love  to  tne  Saviour  desire  to  work  for  the 
spread  of  His  kingdom,  are  exceedingly  encouraging  and  truly  a 
matter  for  thanksgiving.  We  feel  sure  that  the  prayers  of  many 
friends  at  home  will  accompany  these  two  Eskimoes  on  their  first 
missionary  journey. 

Of  those  who  departed  this  life  in  the  past  year,  several  were  full 
of  joy  at  the  prospect  of  going  home  to  our  Saviour,  aud  we  would 
entertain  the  nope,  that  the  abundant  spiritual  food  with  which  our 
people  have  been  supplied  will  not  remain  without  good  results  in 
the  strengthening  of  tneir  inward  life. 

The  productive  seal-hunt  and  fishing,  with  the  frequent  visits  made 
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in  consequence,  had  the  result  of  preventing  the  youths  from  regu- 
larly attending  the  Bible-class  and  other  special  instruction  provided 
for  them  by  Br.  Erdmann.  "We  are  continually  reminded,  that  our 
work  here  must  be  carried  on  with  great  imperfections,  which  are  so 
closely  united  with  the  circumstances  of  our  people,  that  they  will 
probably  never  be  removed. 

The  attendance  of  the  children  at  school  was  very  regular.  At 
the  examination,  held  at  Easter,  some  valuable  results  were  apparent ; 
great  readiness  was  displayed  in  answering  questions  on  that  portion 
of  Bible  History  which  they  had  learnt. 

The  school-books  you  have  kindly  had  printed  for  us  are  most 
welcome,  and  will  prove  very  useful. 

With  hearty  thanks  to  aU  our  Christian  friends  at  home,  whose 
kind  gifts  and  assurances  of  prayerful  interest  in  the  work  in  which 
we  are  engaged,  have  again  come  to  hand,  we  remain,

MOSQUITO  COAST. 

Thb  intelligence  from  our  mission  in  Central  America  is  this  time 
of  a  pleasing  character.  In  the  congregations  there  the  Lord*s 
work  is  being  carried  on  with  manifest  blessing,  and  souls  are  led  to 
enquire  anxiously  for  the  way  that  leads  to  salvation  and  everlasting 
life.  The  account  of  the  services  connected  with  the  opening  of  the 
Church  of  Bluefields  will  be  found  very  pleasing,  and  encouraging. 
The  new  building  is  much  stronger  and  iJso  larger  than  the  former 
edifice,  and  we  trust  that^  with  an  increasing  auditory,  there  may  be 
a  greatly  increasing  number  of  souls  brought  from  the  darkness  of 
sin  and  indifference  to  the  light  of  life. 

At  tbe  other  stations  the  repairs  necessitated  by  the  hurricane, 
which  took  place  two  years  ago,  are  being  carried  on  somewhat 
slowly,  owing  to  circumstances  beyond  the  control  of  the  missionary 
Brethren.  They  will  now  soon  be  completed.  The  congregation  at 
Bamah  has  suffered  a  sad  loss  by  the  death  of  several  men  by  cholera, 
of  which  Br.  Juergensen's  letter  gives  some  details. 

With  regard  to  the  political  position  of  the  country,  nothing 
appears  to  have  as  yet  been  decided ;  rumours  from  there  represent 
the  state  of  affairs  as  very  unsettled.  We  can  only  commend  our 
dear  Brethren  and  their  work  to  the  care,  guidance,  and  protec- 
tion of  Him,  whose  servants  they  are,  and  whose  work  they  are 
doing  with  His  blessing.

Bluefields,  August  Sth,  1867. 

The  Lord  has  done  great  things  for  us  whereof  we  are  glad. 
We  haye  been  refreshed  bj  a  gracious  shower  from  on  high,  and 
many  hearts  that  were  hitherto  like  dry  and  parched  ground,  hare 
been  softened  under  the  blessed  influence  of  the  Holy  Spirit.  On 
July  24tli  our  new  church  was  solemnly  opened  for  divine  worship. 
Though  in  the  midst  of  the  rainy  season,  the  weather  was  beautiful, 
and  the  attendance  at  the  ceremony  was  very  large.  The  schoolroom 
had  proved  too  small  to  accommodate  the  increasing  auditory,  so 
that  we  were  obliged  to  hasten  with  the  opening  as  much  as  possible. 
For  some  weeks  previously  it  was  evident  that  the  Holy  Spirit  was 
carrying  on  a  work  of  grace  in  many  hearts,  and  those  of  us  who  were 
earnest  in  prayer  to  the  Lord,  felt  assured  that  He  had  a  special 
blessing  in  store  for  us,  and  was  preparing  all  our  hearts  for  its 
reception  and  enjoyment.  The  Brethren  Grunewald  and  Smith,  with 
several  members  of  the  Magdala  congregation  were  present,  as  also 
Br.  and  Sr.  Juergensen  with  some  of  the  Eamah  Indians.  We  assem- 
bled in  the  schoolroom  at  10  a.m.,  where  we  united  in  thanking  Gk>d 
for  the  spiritual  mercies  graciously  bestowed  on  us  at  our  meetings 
in  that  place.  From  thence  we  walked  in  procession  to  the  new 
building,  singing  the  hjmn :  Ye  pilgrims  on  the  road  to  Zion's  city, 
sing,  <fcc.  (United  Brethren's  Hymn  book,  No.  501.)  While  the  pro- 
cession entered,  the  children  sang  a  hymn,  expressive  of  thanks  for 
the  precious  Gospel,  which  made  a  deep  impression  on  all  present. 
About  500  persons  joined  in  the  service,  which  Br.  Juergensen 
opened  with  singing  and  prayer.  The  Brethren  Anschuetz  and 
Smith  then  read  suitable  portions  of  Scripture,  after  which  I  offered 
up  the  dedicatory  prayer,  and  Br.  Grunewald  followed  with  a  sermon 
on  Psalm  c.  2 — 5.  After  an  interval  of  half  an  hour  a  meeting  for  the 
members  of  the-  congregation  was  held  by  Br.  Juergensen,  in  which 
he  spoke  with  great  earnestness  on  the  subject  of  walking  uprightly 
in  the  sight  of  God,  and  living  in  love  with  one  another. 

At  the  lovefeast  in  the  afternoon  300  persons  were  present,  almost 
all  our  own  people ;  several  addresses  were  delivered  by  missionary 
Brethren,  and  the  Brother  who  first  joined  us  .in  Br.  Pfeiffer's  timey 
now  a  helper,  spoke  very  warmly,  and  to  the  point.  The  chapel  was 
again  filled  at  tne  evening  service. 

There  was  no  tumultuous  joy  manifested,  but  our  hearts  did 
greatly  rejoice  before  the  Lord  in  the  realisation  of  spiritual  blessings, 
in  the  feeling  of  our  Saviour's  presence  in  our  midst,  beyond  all  our 
anticipations.  On  the  day  before,  a  young  man,  who  belonged  to  the 
careless  and  indifferent,  came  to  me,  saying,  that  he  '*  longed  for  the 
Lord  to  baptize  his  heart,"  and  he  received  the  fulfilment  of  his 
desire;  he  found  peace,  and  sits  humbly  and  happily  at  the 
Saviour's  feet.  May  we  be  enabled  to  continue  our  labours  in  faith 
and  with  all  diligence,  looking  for  a  constant  shower  of  blessing  from 
our  God. 

Xhe  Church  is  well  built,  and  costs  not  less  than  £950 ;  towards 
meetiiig  this  expense  our  people  cannot  contribute  much,  as  they  are 
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still  greatly  empoverished  in  consequence  of  the  hurricane ;  but  I  am 
sure  those  kind  friends,  who  generously  contributed  to  aid  us  in  our 
distress,  would  be  delighted  to  see  our  good  strong  church  with  its 
large  congregation,  among  whom  manifestations  of  real  spiritual  life 
are  plainly  eyident.  In  the  course  of  this  year  thirty  persons  have 
already  been  added  to  the  Church,  and  more  are  coming  forward  to 
join  us.  May  it  be  true  of  us  all,  what  a  helper  said  at  our  opening 
service :  **  "We  will  not  rest  till  all  Bluefields  is  conquered  for  .fesus." 

The  day-school  has  an  attendance  of  110  scholars,  who  by  their 
improved  behaviour  at  home  convince  the  parents  of  the  value  and 
advantage  of  school-training. 

At  Bethany  light  is  appearing,  and  three  persons  have  become 
candidates  for  baptism. 

At  Eamah  the  congregation  has  lost  six  men,  who  died  of  cholera 
on  the  St.  Juan  river,  leaving  widows  with  several  children.  From 
Joppa  there  is  not  much  to  report,  but  we  trust  that  there  too  the 
Lord  will  not  withhold  His  blessing  on  the  work  undertaken  in  His 
name. 


From  Br.  B.  Gbunewald. 

Magdala,  Jpril  22ftJ,  1867. 

Since  the  calamity  which  befel  us  in  this  mission-field  a  year  and 
a  half  ago,  the  Lord's  continued  goodness  and  mercy  have  constantly 
attuned  our  hearts  to  songs  of  praise.  In  July  last  He  granted  us 
an  abundant  rice-harvest,  so  that  there  was  a  plentiful  supply  in  almost 
every  house.  It  was  a  pleasant  sight  indeed  after  the  time  of  famine 
to  see,  evening  after  evening,  the  boats  returning  from  the  planta- 
tions, heavily  laden  with  rice.  On  the  5th  of  August  we  had  a  day 
of  public  thanksgiving  for  the  harvest,  and  the  exhortation  addressed 
to  our  people  to  seek  the  bread  of  life,  the  soul's  true  food,  appears 
to  have  been  taken  to  heart,  for  the  attendance  at  our  services  has 
since  then  decidedly  improved.  About  the  same  time  we  were  able 
to  supply  many  with  articles  of  clothing,  which  were  most  welcome, 
and  drew  forth  many  an  expression  of  gratitude  to  the  kind  givers 
far  away. 

In  October  our  new  dwelling-house  was  completed,  and  we  were 
truly  thankful  to  take  possession  of  it.  The  present  site  of  the 
house  is  better  than  the  last,  and  we  have  as  yet  had  no  recurrence 
of  the  fever  attacks,  which  formerly  proved  so  troublesome.  On  the 
13th  Br.  Smith  and  family  arrived  from  Jamaica,  and  he  at  once 
entered  upon  his  new  sphere  of  usefulness  as  teacher.  He  is  a  valu- 
able assistant,  faitliful  and  energetic,  and  now  the  school  is  in  a 
flourishing  condition,  with  60  names  on  the  books,  and  an  average 
daily  attendance  of  47  children.  On  the  19th  of  October  we  remem- 
bered the  terrible  hurricane,  which  took  place  just  a  year  previously, 
and  enjoyed  a  day  of  prayer  and  thanksgiving.  Indians  from  nil 
directions  flocked  to  the  place,  and  the  chapel  was  quite  crowded 
three  times  in  the  day,  great  attention  being  manifested  in  the  ser- 
vices. May  our  God  graciously  continue  His  merciful  protection 
to  us. 
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Ou  the  18di  of  November  I  baptized  an  Indian  from  Baitapnra, 
who  had  been  awakened  to  a  sense  of  his  lost  condition  by  the  sudden 
death  of  his  brother,  and  had  ofben  come  to  ask  of  me  the  way  of 
salvation.  Towards  the  end  of  this  month  I  took  my  family  for  a 
short  visit  to  Biuefields,  whence  we  returned  refreshed  and  invi- 
gorated. 

In  December  the  school-examination  took  place  with  pleasing 
results,  especially  as  to  the  progress  of  the  children  in  knowledge  of 
Bible  History.  A  few  dnys  later  a  lovefeast  was  held  for  the  children, 
after  which  they  received  various  little  Christmas  presents,  the  gift 
of  kind  friends  in  England,  particularly  Mrs.  S.  Leach,  to  whom  our 
hearty  thanks  are  due  for  their  kind  remembrance  of  our  little  ones. 

During  the  last  few  months  eight  persons,  mostly  young  people, 
have  joined  our  church.  In  February  of  this  year  four  more  persons 
were  received  into  Church-fellou  ship.  On  Sundays  we  have  a  crowded 
auditory,  and  it  is  a  great  pleasure  and  privilege  to  proclaim  the 
blessed  Gospel  truths  to  these  souls  who  are  hungry  for  the  bread 
of  life. 

I  am  making  use  of  the  long  dry  season  to  walk  to  Haulover  through 
the  savannah  once  a  week  to  preach  there.  Every  Friday  the  boat  takes 
me  to  Baitapura,  where  we  are  erecting  a  new  chapel.  Our  Sunday- 
school  is  flourishing,  80  children  and  adults  being  tolerably  regular 
attendants.  The  young  men  have  a  class  for  further  instruction  on 
Sunday  afternoon,  and  several  who  have  recently  become  churdi- 
members,  come  daily  to  read  the  Scriptures  with  me. 


jFVoW  Br.  J.  P.  JUEBGElfSSN. 

Bamau,  Auguft  4dh,  1867. 

Early  in  the  year  I  was  for  four  months  unable  to  attend  to  my 
duties  in  my  usual  way  in  consequence  of  illness,  which  seems  very 
prevalent  about  that  season  on  this  little  island ;  since  then,  however, 
1  am  thankful  to  say  that  my  dear  wife  and  myself  have  enjoyed 
good  health. 

The  last  heathen  Bamah  Indian,  a  boy  of  fourteen  years,  was  bap- 
tized by  me  on  Christmas-day,  the  whole  congregation  taking  a  lively 
interest  in  the  ceremony :  tor  a  considerable  part  of  the  night  we 
could  hear  our  people  singing  hymns  in  their  huts.  Most  heartily  do 
I  wish  that  the  Pointagorda  Indians  would  follow  in  the  wake  of  the 
Bamahs.  They  visit  us  frequently,  and  apparently  receive  some  im- 
pressions, but  to  follow  up  the  work  properly,  we  should  be  living 
in  their  midst. 

Our  prayer  meetings  in  the  first  week  of  January  were  held  in  the 
momi^,  and  well  attended. 

On  ]^ter  Sunday  several  heathen  Indians,  who  attended  the  ser- 
vices, said  to  me :  **  What  happy  days  we  have  had  here !  we  go  home 
very  happy,  and  hope  we  shall  not  forget  what  we  have  heara  !** 

In  May  twelve  Brethren  announced  their  intention  to  go  to  Grey- 
town,  in  spiteof  warnings  received  concerning  the  ravages  of  the  cholera 
there.    Taking  leave  of  them,  I  told  them  that  I  had  a  presentiment 
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that  I  should  eee  some  of  their  £ftees  no  more.  I%i8  proved  only  too 
true ;  for,  about  a  fortnight  after  their  departure,  news  reach^  us 
of  the  death  of  one  bj  diolera  on  the  5th  of  June.  A  day  or  two 
later  a  letter  from  Greytown  from  one  of  these  men  was  handed  to 
me,  the  first  words  of  which  were :  "  Dear  minister,  pray  for  us !  the 
Lord  have  mercy  upon  us !  we  have  the  cholera ;  four  of  oiup  brethren 
are  dead,  and  two  are  dying."  Then  followed  a  season  of  great 
sorrow,  and  not  a  little  excitement,  and  I  had  continually  to  run  to 
and  fro,  giving  aid  and  comfort  where  it  was  needed.  In  my  small 
con^gation  I  have  now  no  less  than  16  widows ;  of  the  children 
in  the  school  only  16  have  parents :  many  of  the  widows  have  no 
one  to  care  for  them,  some  of  them  with  a  small  family  dependent 
on  them  for  food.  Two  of  the  Brethren  died  very  happily  on  the  sea- 
beach.     May  the  Lord  send  help  as  hitherto. 


WEST  INDIES. 

The  only  intelligence  from  the  West  Indian  Mission-field,  which 
we  communicate,  is  to  be  found  in  the  following  letter  from  Br. 
Heath,  written  some  time  after  the  disastrous  fire  had  taken  place, 
which  destroyed  a  large  part  of  the  town  of  Basseterre.  Several 
subsequent  letters  from  Br.  Heath  have  been  lost  in  transmission, 
but  from  other  sources  we  have  been  pleased  to  hear  that  generous 
contributions,  have  been  forwarded  from  many  quarters  on  behalf  of 
the  sufferers,  and  energetic  measures  for  the  restoration  of  the  burnt 
dwellings  were  being  put  forth. 

It  is  with  much  regret  that  we  have  to  add,  that  in  consequence  of 
serious  illness,  which  rendered,  an  immediate  return  to  a  colder 
climate  imperatively  necessary,  Br.  GFeorge  has  left  the  service  of 
this  Mission  for  the  present.  He  arrived  in  London  with  his  family 
on  the  22nd  of  October,  having  spent  a  week  in  quarantine  in 
Southampton  "Water.  We  trust  that  the  Lord  will  be  pleased  soon 
to  restore  him  to  his  wonted  health  and  strength,  and  permit  him  to 
return  to  the  field  of  his  useful  labours  in  the  island  of  St.  Kitt's. 
For  the  time  being  Br.  T.  Ellis,  of  Basseterre,  has  gone  to  Bethel, 
until  a  successor  to  Br.  George  can  be  appointed. 

Intelligence  from  the  island  of  St.  Thomas  will  be  found  in  the 
^'  Miscellaneous  Intelligence." 


From  Be.  G.  Heath. 

Bassetsbbe,  August  29th,  1867. 
Dear  Brother, — ^The  kind  svmpathy  of  yourself  and  other  dear 
Christian  friends  has  been  and  is  very  consoling  to  our  people  and 
ourselves  in  the  midst  of  the  great  calamity,  which  has  in  God's 
providence  befallen  this  town.  The  generous  donation  of  ^0,  most 
promptly  sent  by  the  Committee  of  the  Society  for  the  Furtherance 
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of  the  Gospel,  was  exceedingly  cheering  to  this  congregation.  At 
our  Communion  love-feast  yesterday  I  read  that  part  of  your  letter, 
which  contained  the  Besblution  of  your  Committee,  and  it  called 
forth  many  expressions  of  gratitude  and  thanks.  I  am  very  glad 
that  Br.  Zippel's  letter  reached  jon  just  in  time  to  enable  ^ou  to 
lay  our  case  before  the  Committee,  as  my  letter  has  evidently 
failed  to  reach  its  destination.  Let  me  add,  that  the  kind  mention 
made  in  the  Resolution  of  the  liberality  and  faithfulness  with  which 
this  congregation  has  for  many  years  acted  up  to  its  responsibilities 
is  very  encouraging  to  our  flock,  and  convinces  them  ot  the  watch- 
ful attention  which  the  Home-Church  exercises  over  the  Mission. 

Food  was  the  first  thing  we  had  to  provide,  and  it  was  well  that 
we  took  steps  in  good  time,  as  the  store  houses  were  burnt  down 
with  their  contents.  We  succeeded  in  purchasing  some  barrels  of 
meat,  and  rice,  and  flour,  &om  a  merchant,  who  was  just  shipping 
the  provisions  off  to  St.  Bartholomew.  I  think  we  shall  have  as 
much  provisions  as  we  shall  require  at  present.  A  small  case  of 
clothes  came  very  opportunely  from  Sr.  Kleiner,  in  St.  Thomas,  and 
we  have  received  our  share  ot  articles  of  clothing,  which  have  been 
distributed  by  a  Ladies'  Committee  here.  With  the  help  of  some 
supply  of  linen  and  calico  which  we  have  ordered,  we  hope  to  get 
over  the  principal  difficulty  as  to  clothing. 

You  will  be  glad  to  hear  that  kind  and  prompt  and  unsolicited  aid 
has  been  rendered  by  our  congregations  in  some  of  the  other  islands  ; 
thus  Antigua  sent  £10,  Barbados  £12.  17«  4d,  the  Danish  Islands 
of  St.  Thomas  and  St.  Jan  £5.  Ss  4idy  Trinidad  (through  my  brother) 
£7.  12«  11^.  We  hope  therefore  to  be  able  to  give  to  each  head  of 
a  family,  and  each  widow  and  widower  of  our  people,  who  have  lost 
their  all,  the  sum  of  twenty  shillings  to  help  towards  replacing  house 
or  furniture,  and  we  hope  to  be  able  to  extend  our  aid  to  others  not 
belonging  to  our  community. 

Much  sympathy  with  the  sufferers  has  been  shown  by  other 
islands,  and  some  towns  and  cities  in  England,  remittances  in  aid 
having  been  received  to  the  amount  of  several  thousand  pounds.  We 
hear  that  a  large  portion  of  this  money  is  to  be  devoted  to  the  erec- 
tion of  small  cottages  of  one  or  two  rooms  each,  to  replace  some  of 
those  which  were  burnt  down. 


SURINAM. 

DiAttr  or  John  Kino. 


In  the  year  1866,  on  the  eleventh  day  of  the  month  of  June  I  un- 
dertook a  journey  to  the  Biver  Surinam  with  Magdalen,  Jacob,  and 
Isaac.  But  we  turned  back  at  Qansee,  while  the  Lord  intended  me 
to  go  further  up  the  river.  This  caused  Him  to  be  angry  with  me, 
and  He  punished  me  with  a  violent  attack  of  fever.  Our  teachers, 
however,  and  other  Brethren  of  the  Church,  earnestly  besought  the 
Lord  "not  to  remove  me  at  that  time,  leaving  His  work  unaccomplished, 
and  He  heard  their  prayers  and  restored  uio  to  health.     It  was  mar- 
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yelloos  to  see  how  the  Lord  saved  me  from  death.  The  Brethren 
and  Sisters  thanked  God  for  His  mercy  in  hearing  their  prayers,  but 
the  heathen  (at  Coffycanip  and  about  Cfansee)  were  greatly  displeased, 
for  they  wished  I  might  die  of  the  fever.  Many  of  them  had  begun 
to  scoff  at  the  Christians,  saying:  " Now  your  Captain  is  lying  sick, 
we  shall  see  if  your  God,  of  whom  you  speak  such  great  things, 
will  cure  this  sickness." 

In  the  month  of  September  the  Lord  said  to  me  again : — "  I  will 
send  you  to  the  Surinam,"  but  no  day  or  week  was  indicated  to  me. 
On  tne  14th  of  October  He  said  to  me : — "  Now  set  out  on  your 
journey  without  delay."  The  same  day,  Sunday,  T  sailed  to  town 
with  Peter,  Nathanael,  "Wilhelmina,  and  Adolfina.  On  the  way  the 
last  mentioned  had  an  attack  of  fever,  which  kept  us  in  town  for 
four  days.  Early  on  the  22nd  we  left  town,  spent  two  nights  at 
Berg-en-dal  (on  the  frontier  of  the  colony),  and  reached  Coffycamp  on 
the  25tL  We  intended  to  continue  o\xr  journey  on  the  following 
morning,  but  yielded  to  the  many  wishes  of  the  people,  and  remained 
here  for  a  few  days,  during  which  I  held  services  daily.  The  Bre- 
thren here  said  to  me: — "When  you  were  here  last  and  had  to 
return  home,  the  heathen  living  on  the  Surinam  Biver  threatened 
to  beat  you,  if  you  should  return  and  preach  God's  word,  and  now,  if 
God  had  not  sent  you,  we  would  advise  you  to  turn  back.  But  now 
the  Lord  has  sent  jou,  therefore  go  forward  in  His  name,  and  for 
His  sake  bear  cheermlly  all  they  may  do  to  you,  even  if  they  should 
kill  you." 

October  29<^.— We  left  Coffycamp  for  Gunsee.  Below  Gansee 
there  lives  a  man  who  bad  conspired  with  some  others  to  beat  me, 
and  by  way  of  obtaining  something  like  a  plausible  ground  for  this 
outrage,  concocted  a  story,  charging  my  younger  brother  with  some 
bad  conduct,  for  which  they  wished  to  take  vengeance  on  me.  Pranz 
Bona,  the  Captain,  accompanied  me  to  these  people,  and  the  matter 
was  soon  peaceably  settled.  But  now  I  must  state  what  a  wicked 
thought  I  harboured  in  these  days.  On  the  23rd  Franz  Bona  told 
me  that  the  people  at  Bendiwatra,  a  village  higher  up  the  river,  had 
resolved  to  iUtreat  me  when  passing,  and  he  proposed  that  I  should 
remain  here,  while  he  went  on  to  examine  into  the  matter.  I  refused, 
saying  that  I  had  done  those  people  no  injury.  At  the  same  time 
my  thoughts  ran  thus,  as  I  tola  my  companions :  "  I  am  now  going 
to  advance  up  the  river ;  if  the  heathen  injure  me  for  the  sake  of  the 
Lord  Jesus,  I  shall  be  very  happy ;  I  will  pray  for  grace  to  bear 
anything  cheerfully  for  His  sake.  But  if  they  do  me  any  harm  for 
some  other  reason,  as  I  understand  to  be  their  intention,  I  will  not 
bear  it.  If  any  one  wounds  me  with  his  iron  ring  so  that  my  blood 
flows,  I  will  shoot  the  man  and  be  killed  by  them,  and  thus  there 
will  be  an  end  to  the  trouble."  For  five  days  this  thought  filled  my 
mind,  but  I  besought  the  Lord  to  remove  this  temptation  from  me, 
and  he  answered  my  prayer. 

October  ZOth. — ^We  reached  Gansee,  where  we  remained  for  a 
week.  I  was  iU  with  fever,  and  violent  cold,  and  we  had  some  diffi- 
culty in  procuring  able  and  willing  guides  for  our  continued  journey. 

November  5th, — Our  company,  consisting  now  of  seven  men  and 
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four  women,  left  Gaiisee,  following  the  course  of  tbe  river.  On  the 
7th  we  came  to  a  number  of  heathen  who  were  about  to  decide  a 
quarrel  with  a  fight,  but  we  n^inaged  to  pacify  them.  But  alas ! 
these  heathen  had  ^  sorts  of  heathenish  things  with  them,  their 
obeahs  and  sharp  iron  rings,*  besides  all  sorts  of  poisons. 

lOth. — We  arrived  at  Goejaba,  (where  Br.  Drexler  and  the  late 
Br.  Weiss  had  visited  some  years  ago,  and  baptized  three  negroes). 
On  the  way  here  we  had  landed  at  several  native  camps,  and  spoken 
to  the  people  from  the  Word  of  Qod,  but  they  did  not  take  it  to 
heart.  Ilere  several  assembled  to  hear  what  I  had  to  say,  but  only  a 
few  would  enter  the  little  church,  the  others  sitting  outside  and 
scofiSng.  Hereupon  the  Lord  gave  a  sign  that  His  Spirit  would 
depart  from  the  people  of  Goejaba.  I  felt  the  presence  of  God's 
Spirit  in  a  most  remarkable  manner,  insomuch  that  my  whole  body 
trembled,  and  I  was  unable  to  preach  any  longer.  It  was  as  if  the 
Lord  said  to  me :  *'  Cease  to  preach  to  this  people."  I  rose  and 
said :  '*  You  see  that  the  Lord  will  not  have  me  speak  to  you  any 
more,  for  your  scoffing  displeases  Him,  and  God's  wrath  will  faU 
upon  you.  Arise,  fall  on  your  faces  before  tbe  Lord,  and  beseech 
Him  to  pardon  you,  and  give  me  permission  to  teach  you  again  out 
of  His  word."     We  knelt  down  and  sought  God's  forgiveness. 

ll^A. — In  the  morning  we  entered  the  little  church,  but  the 
natives  would  on  no  account  come  in,  nor  listen  to  the  word  of  God. 
I  told  them  plainly  that  God's  anger  would  fall  on  them,  because 
they  had  made  light  of  Him  and  His  message.  Thus  the  people 
of  Gt>ejaba  despised  God's  word,  and  refused  to  have  anything  to 
do  with  us,  whom  they  seemed  to  regard  as  the  worst  of  men. 
Alas !  what  will  become  of  such  a  place  1 

ISth. — Continued  our  journey  and  landed  at  a  camp  called 
Kroetoe,  where  we  again  delivered  our  message.  The  Captain  said 
his  people  would  discuss  the  matter,  and  give  me  an  answer  on  my  re- 
turn. Alt  this  was  a  mere  excuse.  He  told  me  that  the  Granman 
had  full  power  in  his  country,  and  that  if  he  should  wish  it  they 
would  receive  our  faith. 

14ith, — Having  requested  the  Captain  of  the  camp  Lan£Eili  to 
have  his  people  assembled  this  morning,  we  were  pleased  to  see 
that  he  had  fulfilled  our  wish.  When  we  had  preached  the  Gospel 
to  them,  the  Captain  said :  *'  If  Ghranman  Abram  joins  the  Church, 
we  will  also  come."  The  Captain  was  very  kind  to  us,  and  permitted 
us  to  hold  several  meetings,  in  which  we  prayed  for  him,  his  family, 
and  his  people. 

15tA, — The  Captain  and  all  his  men  escorted  us  to  our  boats, 
saying :  ''  God  go  with  you !"  He  also  asked  us  to  pray  for  them. 
We  called  at  several  camps  in  the  course  of  the  day,  but  had  no- 
where a  fayourable  reception. 

16th, — Bemained  all  day  and  night  at  a  small  camp,  of  which  the 

*  These  rings  are  sharp  at  the  onter  edge,  and  sometimes  steeped  in  poison; 
thej  are  held  roand  the  knuckles  of  the  band.  With  these  instmments  John  ffins 
was  to  be  assaulted  by  the  hostile  natives.  In  conflicts  like  the  one  which  he  helped 
to  prevent,  poison  is  often  rubbed  under  the  nails,  with  which  they  scratch  and 
poison  one  another. 
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Captain's  name  is  Kutto  Abrengi.  When  we  wished  to  leave  earlj  in 
the  morning,  having  preached  the  Gospel  the  evening  before,  he  stopped 
us,  saying :  ''  You  must  not  go  away  yet,  stay  here,  and  let  me  have 
food  cooked  for  you."  In  the  evening  we  held  another  meeting,  after 
which  the  Captam  said :  "  John  I  I  am  persuaded  you  would  not  un- 
dertake so  great  a  journey  to  these  parts  for  nothing.  If  Ood  had 
not  sent  you,  you  would  be  afraid  to  c<Hne  among  so  many  negroes, 
telling  them  to  throw  away  their  obeahs.  You  know  there  are  here 
plenty  of  poisoners,  but  you  come  and  tell  them  to  cast  away  their 
poisons ;  and  you  know,  that  for  speaking  in  this  manner  they  will 
want  to  kill  you,  still  you  are  not  afraid.  You  know  also  that  our 
ancestors  have  had  many  obeahs  and  magic  arts,  and  you  are  not 
afraid  that  they  will  kill  you  for  telliDg  us  to  throw  all  these  things 
away.  From  all  this  I  see  that  your  speech  is  no  lie ;  it  is  a  true 
word,  which  you  bring  us." 

On  the  19th  we  reached  the  confluence  of  the  two  arms  of  the 
Surinam,  called  Pikin  lio,  and  Gran  lio,*  and  spent  two  days  in 
visiting  all  the  camps  up  the  Pikin  lio,  but  everywhere  with  the  same 
result ;  the  people  would  not  receive  the  Gt>spel,  but  promised  to  do 
what  the  Granman  should  order  in  this  matter.  A  visit  to  eight 
encampments  of  the  Loango  negroes  on  the  other  arm  of  the  river 
was  equally  dishearteniog.  After  short  rests  at  Ghmsee,  Coffycampy 
&c.,  Parauiaribo  was  safdy  reached  on  December  10th. 

I  will  now  briefly  state  how  we  have  fared  on  this  journey.  "We 
have  often  had  to  sufler  from  the  heat,  for  the  sun  shmes  here  with 
terrible  power :  and  then  at  night  our  clothes  were  wet  through  with 
the  heavv  dew.  Then  we  were  often  hungry,  for  the  provisions  we 
took  with  us  from  town  were  soon  finished,  and  it  is  not  easy  to  exist 
long  on  cassava.  But  thanks  to  the  Lord,  He  has  brought  us  back 
in  safety.  We  have  generally  met  with  kindness  in  outward  things, 
the  negroes  having  ouen  given  us  food ;  but  as  regards  the  chief 
matter,  the  salvation  of  their  souls  and  their  reconciliation  with  God, 
of  this  they  would  hear  nothing :  in  many  camps  they  derided  us  as 
thejr  would  a  thief  caught  in  the  act.  But  it  was  right  for  us  to 
suffer  derision  for  the  sake  of  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  also  to  carry  on 
His  work,  though  often  very  hungry  and  &int.  Others  have  thanked 
me  for  bringing  them  God*s  word,  and  acknowledged  that  they 
were  now  without  excuse.  But  they  went  on  to  say :  "  We  can  not 
change  now,  for  the  devil  has  us  in  his  power,  and  we  can  not  be  freed 
from  his  hand."  And  however  much  I  might  preach  to  them,  it  was 
fruitless.  God's  punishment  has  already  reached  them,  for  they 
themselves  confess  that  they  lead  a  miserable  Ufe.  Whenever  they 
want  to  lay  out  a  provision  ground,  a  snake  is  sure  to  be  burnt  in 
clearing  the  forest  for  the  purpose,  and  then  there  must  be  many 
sacrifices  offered,  and  wild  dancing  begins,  which  often  ends  in  quarrel 
and  murder.    They  have  no  rest,  and  grow  worse  from  day  to  day. 

*  The  Gran  lio  is  the  westerly  ann,  and  receivee  at  some  distance  op  its  cotine 
the  little  Senthea  creek,  where  the  Mission  to  the  bosh  negroes  was  oommenced, 
now  a  hundred  years  ago. — Edb.

A  visit  to  Gansee  bad  already  been  paid  in  the  early  part  of  the 
year  by  our  valuable  native  helper,  John  King,  and  we  found  that  it 
had  proved  very  useful.  His  lively,  warm-hearted  testimony  awa- 
kened many  heathen  hearts  from  their  indifference,  and  stirred  them 
up  to  long  for  the  salvation  of  their  souls.  He  did  not  hesitate  too 
to  lay  bare,  and  boldly  to  reprove  the  lukewarm,  worldly-minded,  and 
semi-heathenish  state  of  some  of  the  baptized  converts.  For  this 
work  he  is  excellently  adapted.  Having  himself  a  whole  heart  for  tho 
Saviour,  he  speaks  from  nch  experience  of  the  power  of  the  grace  of 
God ;  he  possesses  a  thorough  knowledge  of  the  character  of  his 
countrymen,  and  his  naturally  good  judgment  and  powers  of  discern- 
ment, mfluenced  by  the  Spirit,  enable  him  to  make  a  good  use  of  it. 
His  faith  is  manifested  in  a  consistent  Christian  walk,  in  all  humility, 
with  childlike  simplicity.  It  is  a  great  advantage  for  him  that  he 
can  speak  the  bush-negro  dialect  as  well  as  that  of  the  estate-negroes, 
which  differs  materially  from  the  former.  Having  had  an  opportu- 
nity of  observing  his  manner  of  doing  our  Master's  work,  I  wished 
much  to  have  his  company  and  aid  on  my  journey,  but  circumstances 
made  this  impossible. 

On  the  9th  of  October  I  went  on  board  the  steamer,  which  soon 
brought  me  to  Jews'  Savannah,  which  with  the  military  station  pre- 
sents an  idyllic  landscape,  forming  a  striking  contrast  to  the  mo- 
notonous appearance  of  the  low  banks  of  the  river  up  to  this  point. 
Here  are  gentlv  rising  hills  with  green  meadows  at  the  foot,  and 
higher  up  san^  patches  surrounded  by  bushes  and  underwood. 
Long  ago  rich  rortuguese  Jews  lived  here  in  splendour  and  luxury, 
but  now  their  svnagogue,  built  of  brick,  is  the  only  remaining  me- 
mento of  that  golden  era ;  and  this  too  is  tottering  to  its  fall,  and  is 
already  the  habitation  of  owls  and  bats.  The  next  morning  I  con- 
tinued mv  journey  in  a  boat,  rowed  by  some  of  our  people  from 
Berg-en-dal  in  beautiful  weather,  and  this  place  was  reached  by 
1  p.m.  The  voices  of  the  oarsmen  singing  a  hymn  announced  our 
approach  to  the  villagers,  and  we  found  them  all  assembled  on  the 
shore,  where  old  and  young  gave  us  a  moat  heartv  welcome. 

In  the  evening  I  ascended  the  adjacent  hill,  and  was  anew  cheered 
with  the  view,  for  which  I  could  not  have  desired  more  favourable 
circumstances  as  regards  light,  clearness  of  the  atmosphere,  &c. 
It  is  one  of  two'  hills  (about  400  feet  high)  which  form,  as  it  were,  the 
gate  to  the  "  bush-and-hill  country,'*  or,  as  it  might  be  termed,  the 
•*  Surinam  Switzerland."  The  one  on  the  left  bank,  on  which  I  stood, 
resembles  a  huge  burial-mound,  the  front  of  which  falls  off  abruptly 
towards  the  river :  a  few  trees  and  bushes,  some  grass,  and  a  few 
provision-grounds  are  to  be  seen  here  and  there.  A  steep  path  leads 
to  the  burial-ground  in  which  the  mortal  remains  of  many  lie,  await- 
ing the  summons  of  the  archangel's  trumpet.  The  estate  lies  at  the 
foot  of  the  south  side,  the  wooden  buildings  mostly  resting  on  piles 
on  account  of  the  frequent  rise  of  the  stream.  Neither  their  exterior 
nor  interior  has  any  beauty  to  boast  of;  indeed  they  are  hidden 
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among  palms  and  other  trees,  as  though  they  were  ashamed  to  show 
themselves  at  all.  The  other  hill  is  more  under  cultivation,  and  at 
its  foot  there  is  a  beautiful  savannah  of  bright,  fresh  green  colour, 
surrounded  by  bills  and  woods,  beyond  which  rises  a  blue  mountain- 
chain,  most  varied  in  its  outlines.  It  was  a  very  unwonted  enjoy- 
ment to  let  the  eye  sweep  over  the  adjacent  lowlands  to  the  hills 
beyond.  In  the  immediate  neighbourhood  all  was  still ;  only  little 
corials  could  be  seen  on  the  river,  wending  their  way  home  from  the 
different  estates  or  provision-grounds.  On  the  beach  there  was  quite 
an  assemblage  of  corials  of  all  sizes  and  conditions,  round  which 
there  was  busy  life,— women  washing  clothes  and  cooking,  and  chil- 
dren frolicking  about,  both  in  and  out  of  the  water. 

Eetumin^  to  the  village,  I  was  a^in  bid  welcome,  and  we  closed 
the  day  with  an  exposition  of  Eph.  lii.  14 — 21,  followed  by  prayer. 

Three  corials  were  prepared  lor  the  continuation  of  our  tour,  as 
some  of  the  Berg-en-dal  people  wished  to  go  to  Oansee.  Among  these 
was  the  native  assistant,  Dorothy  Francina,  who  had  been  ill  of  fever 
for  some  time  previously.  She  made  it  a  matter  of  earnest  prayer, 
that  the  Lord  would  be  pleased  to  restore  her  in  time  to  let  her 
accompany,  and  wait  on  the  leriman,  or  teacher.  Her  prayer  was 
answered,  for  the  fever  forsook  her  the  day  before  I  arrived,  and  she 
felt  so  well  and  strong  that  she  ventured  to  join  our  company,  and 
enjoyed  good  health  on  the  whole  tour. 

Vve  mnde  the  journey  pleasant  by  conversation  and  joining  in 
singing  liymns,  and  I  greatly  enjoyed  the  sight  of  the  vegetation, 
which  was  in  its  most  beautiful  state.  Some  magnificent  trees  raised 
their  heads  glittering  like  gold  far  above  the  rest ;  others  were  heavily 
draped  with  the  foliage  of  a  variety  of  climbing  plants,  which  gave 
them  a  singular  contour.  Here  and  there  enormous  masses  of  roots 
were  kid  bare  by  the  action  of  the  water,  while  the  stems  of  gigan- 
tic uprooted  trees  lay  across  the  stream,  necessitatiog  skill  and  care 
to  steer  the  corial  through  the  branches.  To  my  sorrow  I  found 
that  the  amount  of  information  concerning  the  names  of  trees  and 
plants  to  be  obtained  from  my  fellow-travellers  was  very  small 
indeed. 

A  short  halt  was  made  at  the  Koeroe-stoon  (the  cool  stone),  so 
called  from  the  fact  that  there  is  a  constant  supply  of  deliciously 
pure,  cool  water  trickling  from  an  opening  in  tne  granite  rock. 
About  noon  we  reached  Victoria,  of  which  village  not  a  trace  is 
visible  from  the  river,  so  com])letely  is  it  embowered  in  dense  foliage. 
It  is  said  that  there  was  once  a  large  militarv  station  here,  and  that 
the  estate  and  the  premises  connected  with  the  station  had  been  laid 
out,  and  kept  ia  beautiful  order.  Now  everything  is  decaying :  the 
large  house  will  soon  crumble  away.  In  miserable  huts  there  are 
about  thirty-five  persons,  some  of  them  communicants,  others  bap- 
tized converts.  Among  the  adults  only  two  can  read,  and  these 
undertake  the  duty  of  conducting  regular  services.  The  afternoon  I 
spent  in  visiting  from  house  to  house,  and  addressed  the  little  fiock 
in  the  evening.  Soon  after  I  had  retired  to  rest,  I  was  awoke  by  a 
loud  noise,  and  found  that  a  bush-fire,  which  had  been  kindlea  to 
clear  the  ground  for  laying  out  provision-grounds,  in  consequence 
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of  a  cliange  in  the  direction  of  the  wind,  was  rapidly  approaching  the 
village.  It  was  a  beautiful  sight,  though  not  quite  a  pleasant  one. 
An  old  negro  woman  sat  on  the  ground  with  her  nice  little  grand- 
child in  her  arms,  praying  continually,  *'  Merciful  Saviour,  do  prevent 
the  fire  from  hurting  us.'  Had  the  wind  not  changed  again,  nothing, 
humanly  speaking,  could  have  saved  the  entire  village  from  destruc- 
tion. 

The  next  morning  the  journey  was  resumed,  three  more  corials 
havine  joined  us.     It  was  the  work  of  an  hour  to  get  the  baggage 
into  the  boats,  as  the  negro  finds  it  no  easy  task  to  do  anything  with- 
out much  chattering  (taki  taki),  or  perhaps  on  account  of  it.    About 
II  o'clock  we  reached  a  stony  landing-place,  where  we  were  met  by 
Thomas,  an  old,  baptized  bush-negro,  who  urgently  begged  me  to  visit 
his  aged  wife,  who  was  very  ill.   All  the  passengers  disembarked  and 
accompanied  me  up  the  steep  path,  which  led  to  an  open,  well- 
levelled  and  cultivated  space.     Several  huts  were  there,  and  a  roof 
resting  on  six  poles,  with  a  fire-place  inside.     Here  the  aged  heathen 
woman,  Adjoeoa,  lay  in  her  hammock  in  a  state  of  great  weakness. 
Her  features  were  pleasant,  and  her  eye  brightened  with  joy  as  she 
saw  the  teacher  before  her.     Stretching  out  Doth  her  hands  to  wel- 
come me,  she  replied  to  my  friendly  question  as  to  her  wish :  "  Dear 
Sir,  tell  me  what  I  must  do.     I  am  going  to  die ;   and  yet  I  do  not 
wieh  to  be  lost."     **  Nor  is  it  intended  you  should  be  lost,^*  I  re- 
plied, *'  have  you  not  heard  of  Jesus  Christ,  the  Son  of  God  and 
the  Saviour  of  the  world?"    **  Oh,  yes,"  she  said,  "my  husband  and 
John  King  have  told  me  about  Him ;  but  I  have  served  idols  and  the 
devil  for  so  long,  that  I  am  afraid  of  G-od,  because  of  my  wickedness, 
and  of  the  devil,  because  of  his  power  to  destroy  me."   I  told  her  the 
simple  story  of  Jesus'  death  for  us  on  Calvary,  and  assured  her 
that  for  those  who  believed  in  the  power  of  the  blood  of  the  Be- 
deemer,  there  was  heaven  in  store,  and  that  Satan  had  now  only 
power  to  destroy  those  who  refused  to  serve  Christ.    "  Oh,  teacher," 
she  said,  *'  I  believe  it,  with  all  my  heart  I  believe  it ;  it  is  a  sweet 
heavenly  story  for  me.    Away  with  the  works  of  the  devil ;  I  belong 
alone  to  the  Saviour.     But  pray  for  me,  dear  teacher,  that  I  may 
grow  better  than  I  am  ;  I  want  to  be  a  Christian,  and  baptized,  and 
I  know  God  will  grant  what  you  ask."     Old  Thomas  wisned  me  to 
administer  baptism  at  once,  and  on  my  preferring  to  postpone  it  a 
little,  said :  "  Well,  I  shall  bring  her  to  Cofl^camp :  now  my  heart 
is  satisfied." 

The  sun's  rays  descended  npon  us  with  fierce  might  as  we  ap- 
proached the  landing-place  at  Coffycamp,  but  my  heart  rejoiced 
within  me  at  the  thought  that  the  Sun  of  Kighteousuess  had  dawned 
on  the  heart  of  the  poor  old  heathen  woman.  A  group  of  children 
and  adults  welcomed  us  by  singing  an  aria.  How  difierent  from  last 
year,  when  the  place  was  alive  with  heathenish  preparations  for  a 
festival  for  the  dead,  so  that  I  could  hardly  arrange  to  keep  a  meet- 
ing in  the  evening ! 

The  village  of  Coffycamp  is  on  a  slight  elevation  in  the  forest : 
the  houses,  low  and  small,  with  projecting  roofs  covered  with  leaves, 
form  no  regular  streets,  but  are  surrounded  by  neat  paths  of  whitish 
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sand,  and  sometimes  overshadowed  bj  beautiful  palm-trees.  In  the 
midist  of  the  group  of  houses  there  is  a  larger  one,  which  is  the 
church,  and  at  the  same  time  the  lodging-house  of  the  missionary. 
There  are  pathsleading  in  all  directions  intothe  forest,  which  surrounds 
the  village  on  all  sides,  and  prevents  a  free  circulation  of  air,  so  that  the 
heat  is  very  great  except  in  the  morning  and  evening..  Here  I  found 
abundance  of  work.  A  native  helper,  from  Berg-en-dal,  had  been 
here  several  times,  and  his  influence  had  been  attended  with  blessing. 
Now  I  was  besieged  by  callers  from  rooming  till  night,  whom  I  ex- 
amined in  !Kble  mstory  and  the  catechism,  before  putting  down  their 
names  for  reception  into  the  Church.  In  the  evening  the  number 
assembled  at  our  service  was  too  large  for  the  little  building,  and  I 
resolved  to  conduct  the  services  in  the  open  air,  in  order  that  the 
heathen  might  be  present,  and  hear  some  precious  Bible  truths.  The 
candidates  for  baptism  manifested  an  earnest  desire  for  a  complete 
change  of  heart,  and  simple  faith  in  Jesus  as  their  Saviour,  though 
there  was  a  want  of  knowledge  of  Divine  truths  :  their  attention  at 
our  meetings  was  very  striking  and  encouraging.  Some  of  the  main 
points  of  my  addresses  I  had  translated  into  the  genuine  Saramacca 
dialect,  and  my  questioning  on  these  convinced  me  that  my  hearers 
quite  understood  what  I  said. 

My  conv^'sations  with  some  of  the  applicants  for  baptism  were  very 
pleasing,  especially  with  Abiena,  who  a  vear  ago  was  a  bigoted  heathen 
priest^.  I  said  to  her,  '*  Tell  me,  Abiena,  how  it  is  that  you,  who 
were  a  short  time  ago  so  fierce  an  enemy  of  Christ's  Church,  are 
now  wishful  to  part  with  heathenism,  and  become  our  Saviour's  pro- 
perty?" "I  will  tell  you,  my  leriman  (teacher).  I  offered  sacri- 
hces  to  the  devil,  did  all  I  could  to  please  him,  that  he  might  be  my 
friend,  but  I  was  constantly  afraid ;  I  knew  I  was  doing  wrong  and 
wished  to  change  my  state,  but  could  not,  because  God  was  so  far 
away  from  me."  "  No,  I  said,  you  were  far  from  God,  and  He  wished 
to  be  near  to  you."  **  Yes,  that's  true,  leriman,  it  was  I  who  had 
gone  further  and  further  away  from  God.  Then  John  King  came, 
and  told  us  what  God  had  done  for  his  soul ;  that  touched  my  heart, 
and  my  eyes  were  opened,  so  that  I  could  understand  all  the  deceit 
of  the  devil  and  his  worship.  I  resolved  to  have  nothing  more  to  do 
with  it.  I  felt  how  happy  John  Sang  was  in  his  heart,  and  I  desire 
to  become  happy  too.  God  has  conquered  my  heart,  and  I  will  now 
belong  to  Jesus,  and  Him  alone."  "  Don't  you  fear  the  devil,  whose 
service  you  have  renounced  ?"  **  Oh  no,  leriman ;  did  you  not  your- 
self say  in  the  meeting  that  the  Lord  Jesus  is  stronger  than  Satan, 
and  had  overcome  him  on  the  cross  ?  Then  why  should  I  be  afraid 
of  him  P"  **  Have  you  any  obeahs,  amulets,  &c.  ?*'  "  Here  I  bring 
a  basketiiil  of  them,  and  now  I  have  nothing  of  the  kind  left." 
When  I  told  her  that  she  would  be  admitted  to  baptism  on  the 
following  day,  her  joy  was  very  great :  "  My  heart  jumps  for  joy ; 
I  am  too  stupid  to  tell  you  how  I  feel  in  my  heart." 

On  Sunday,  October  14th,  the  baptism  was  to  take  place  in  the 
afternoon,  and  while  various  festive  preparations  were  being  carried 
on,  I  went  to  visit  Captain  Cofiyadar  at  nis  place  of  residence,  called 
Kreki,  about  four  miles  distance.  The  path,  at  first  good,  soon  became 
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jsku  almost  impassable  network  of  tree-roots,  through  which  I  hai 
difficulty  in  advancing.  The  Captain  made  his  appearabeQ,  dressed  in 
white,  and  surrounded  by  his  chief  men,  fine  manly  figured,  and  asked 
me  to  hold  a  service  there,  to  which  I  joyfully  acceded.  A  cool,  open 
ppot  was  found,  surrounded  by  trees;  a  low  table,  with  a  calico 
covering,  on  which  there  was  a  tureen  full  of  drinking-water  and  a 
cup,  was  the  ecclesiastical  apparatus:  around  this  centre  the  hearers 
sat.  I  spoke  on  John  iii.  16,  and  the  Captain  interrupted  me  several 
times  with  words  of  exhortation  to  his  people.  "  Do  you  hear  that  ? 
That's  true.  Take  that  to  heart !  "  Ac.  They  begged  me  soon  to 
repeat  my  visit. 

In  the  afternoon  the  seats  for  the  meeting  at  Coffycamp  were 
arranged  in  the  open  air,  and  we  commenced  the  service  with  singing 
the  hymn,  "  The  one  thing  needful,"  &c.  (Hymn-book,  No.  338.) 
There  were  fifteen  candidates,  eight  adults  and  seven  children.  Among 
the  former  was  the  aged  wife  of  Thomas,  mentioned  aboTC.  The 
Lord  had  heard  her  sighs  and  answered  her  prayers,  and  now  she  was 
able  to  walk  here,  led  by  her  grandchild,  witnout  the  use  of  any 
outward  means  of  restoration.  She  wept  for  joy  when  she  was  bap- 
tized, recdving  the  name  Magdalene. 

The  ceremony  was  scarce  concluded,  when  Abiena  (now  called 
Eve)  stepped  forward,  and  in  the  presence  of  all,  spoke  as  follows : 
"  My  Brethren  and  Sisters,  listen  to  what  I  have  to  say.  We  are 
here  in  God*s  presence.  He  hears  and  sees  everything.  He  knows 
us  ail  thoroughly  :  He  also  knows,  me.  I  do  not  know  much,  but 
this  one  thing  I  truly  know,  that  I  am  now  a  child  of  God  and  Jesus 
Christ,  who  purchased  me,  a  poor»  poor  being,  with  His  blood.  Tou 
know  that  I  was  a  servant  and  slave  to  the  devil,  but — great,  great 
praise  be  to  God  on  high  ! — that  is  all  past  and  gone.  Do  you  hear 
that  P  The  Saviour  has  made  me  free.  His  death  is  my  life.  This 
heart  of  mine  belongs  to  Him.  I  will  cleave  to  Him.  Thus  I  will 
live,  thus  I  will  die.  These  are  my  words,  and  they  show  truly  what 
is  in  my  heart."  The  address  was  listened  to  with  great  attention, 
and  evidently  left  a  deep  impression  on  the  minds  of  all.  I  could 
not  help  thinking  of  our  Saviour's  words,  recorded  in  Matthew  xL  25, 
**  I  thank  Thee,  O  Father,  Lord  of  heaven  and  earth,  that  Thou  hast 
hidden  these  things  from  the  wise  and  prudent,  and  hast  reyealed 
them  unto  babes."  In  the  evening  the  little  company  again  met  to 
sing  songs  of  thanksgiving,  and  speak  of  the  Jjord's  wonderful 
dedings,  and  conclude  the  day  with  prayer.    It  was  a  day  of  rich 


The  next  day  all  obeahs  and  amulets  were  brought  in  two  baskets ; 
they  consisted  of  necklaces  composed  of  the  teeth  of  various  animals, 
little  bags,  bracelets,  shells  fillea  with  sand,  bottles,  carved  wood,  &c. 
Abiena  also  brought  a  large  fork  and  a  wooden  sabre ;  the  latter 
having  been  dipped  in  poisonous  matter  of  some  sort,  had  been  used  to 
beat  her  and  goad  her  to  a  state  of  frantic  excitement  in  her  dances. 
The  whole  collection  was  taken  to  the  idol-house,  a  little  hut  con- 
taining a  round  altar  of  white  sand  and  clay,  in  which  they  were  all 
broken  to  pieces ;  then  the  hut  was  destroyed,  and  the  whole  burnt  to 
ashes.  I  wish  there  had  been  many  Mission  fiiends  present  to  see  the 
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exuberant  joy  of  Abiena  and  the  others,  who,  however,  listened  with 
attention  to  mj  address,  in  which  I  warned  them  to  watch  and  praj 
lest  they  should  enter  into  temptation,  and  fall  down  and  worship 
such  idols  as  the  lust  of  the  eye,  the  lust  of  the  flesh,  or  the 
pride  of  life,  or  those  idols  that  dwell  in  the  heart,  such  as  anger, 
hatred,  jealousy,  pride,  Ac. 

Soon  afterwards  I  took  leave  of  this  flock,  accompanied  by  the 
whole  number  to  the  river,  a  hymn  being  sung  as  we  left  the  shore 
in  our  boats.  The  rowers  plied  the  oar  well,  and  the  falls  were  passed 
in  safety,  though  not  without  some  bumps  to  our  frail  vessels.  The 
bush-negroes  are  famous  for  their  dexterity  in  navigating  their  boats 
through  the  rapids  and  most  dangerous  rocks.  Isow  and  then  we 
passed  an  encampment  of  two  or  three  tents,  or  a  boat,  and  we  were 
amused  to  hear  the  interchange  of  tender  and  complimentary  senti- 
ments, which  was  carried  ou  between  the  two  parties,  until  the 
voices  could  no  longer  be  heard.  At  length  we  could  announce 
our  approach  by  a  blast  on  a  tin  trumpet,  and  soon  afterwards  we 
were  at  Gansee,  surrounded  by  a  goodly  number  of  our  people,  all 
bidding  us  welcome.

AUSTRALIA. 

We  have  not  much  to  communicate  from  this  Mission,  but  we  are 
thankful  that  the  accounts  from  the  older  stations  are  of  a  pleasing 
character,  while  those  from  the  Brethren  in  the  interior  make  no 
mention  of  further  disheartening  experiences  beyond  the  fact,  that 
they  had  not  yet  been  able  to  return  to  Kopperamanna.  At  the 
date  of  our  latest  advices  the  Government  authorities  bad  not  taken 
steps  to  establi^^h  a  police-station  there,  and  until  that  takes  place,  it 
is  considered  advisable  for  the  Brethren  not  to  attempt  to  return. 
May  the  Lord  graciously  support  them  under  this  severe  trial  of 
their  faith  and  patience,  and  soon  grant  them  an  open  door  for  the 
Gospel  among  the  wild  tribes  in  that  remote  part  of  the  world. 

Br.  Kuehn*s  letter  will  be  found  to  contain  some  very  interesting 
and  encouraging  proofs  of  the  Lord's  blessing  on  his  labours  near 
Kadina. 

At  Ehenezer  and  Bamahyuck  there  is  spiritual  life  and  progress  to 
be  observed,  though  our  Brethren  have  nothing  of  a  very  striking 
nature  to  communicate.  The  humanizing  and  civilizing  effects  of 
Christianity  are  in  both  places  becoming  more  perceptible,  and  the 
advantages  of  a  settled  life  are  appreciated  by  many,  who  not 
long  since  were  degraded,  roving  savages.  The  number  of  candi- 
dates for  baptism  is  on  the  increase,  and  the  conduct  of  the  commu- 
nicant members  is  such  as  not  to  bring  disgrace  to  their  Christian 
profession.

Ebeistezbe,  July  18M,  1867. 

The  mother  of  Daniel,  the  native  who  was  to  have  gone  with  the 
Brethren  to  Cooper's  Creek,  but  died  in  the  hospital  at  Adelaide, 
has  at  length  departed  this  life  after  a  long  illness.  She  died  at  a 
neighbouring  station,  where  were  a  good  many  of  our  blacks,  collect- 
ing the  juice  of  the  honeysuckle  tree,  which  abounds  there,  and  pro- 
duces a  sap  having  a  strong  taste  of  honey.  "We  often  visited  old 
Mary  there,  and  I  saw  her  only  a  few  hours  before  her  departure. 
On  my  approaching  her,  she  stretched  out  her  thin,  withered  arm  to 
take  my  hand,  which  she  held  in  both  of  hers  for  a  long  time.  She 
could  not  speak,  but  kept  whispering,  or  breathing  the  word  **  Jesus." 
I  knelt  down,  and  commended  her  soul  to  our  gracious  Saviour.  We 
are  convinced  that  she  had  found  salvation  in  the  blood  of  the  Lamb, 
and  has  gone  to  join  the  great  company  before  the  throne  of  God 
gathered  from  among  all  nations,  and  tribes,  and  tongues  of  the 
earth. 

Becently  two  promising  boys  have  come  forward  as  candidates  for 
baptism ;  they  are  brothers,  and  not  pure  blacks.  The  number  of 
candidates  is  now  twelve. 

Matthew  is  building  a  stone  house  for  himself,  with  Br.  Hart- 
mann's  assistance.  Not  long  since  everyone  would  have  pronounced 
it  impossible  for  the  natives  of  Victoria  ever  to  live  in  nouses,  and 
such  houses  as  will  compare  favourably  with  the  dwellings  of  the 
lower  classes  of  the  white  population ;  indeed  we  nre  ourselves  as- 
tonished. The  Lord  has  indeed  performed  a  wonderful  work  with 
these  poor  natives,  both  inwardly  and  outwardly,  with  regard  to  their 
temporal  and  spiritual  prosperity. 

We  encourage  them  to  take  to  gardening,  and  have  allotted  to 
each  family  a  piece  of  ground  to  be  cultivated  by  them  ;  we  shall  soon 
see  which  of  them  is  the  most  diligent.

Eamahtuck,  July  24M,  1807. 
On  a  former  occasion  I  announced  my  intended  journey  to  Mel- 
bourne to  fetch  some  female  natives  from  King  Q-eorge's  Sound  to 
be  married  to  our  native  converts  here.  They  arrived  by  steamer 
from  Adelaide  a  few  days  after  my  arrival  at  Melbourne,  and  left 
with  me  after  a  stay  of  three  days  there.  Instead  of  reaching  this 
place  in  about  thirty  hours,  w.e  were  ten  days  on  the  road,  as  the 
steamer  had  frequently  to  take  shelter  from  the  gale  in  small  bays  on 
the  coast.  On  entering  the  river  Avon,  the  captain  hoisted  flags,  and 
fired  the  ship's  gun  in  honour  of  the  brides  on  board,  who  are  des- 
tined for  Charles  and  James.  With  them  was  Elizabeth  Flowers,  a 
young  native  who  has  received  some  education,  and  will  be  employed 
as  teacher  in  the  school.  She  has  been  in  the  habit  of  playing  the 
harmonium  in  the  English  church  at  Albany,  and  will  now  be  able  to

perform  the  same  services  for  us  here,  and  I  am  thankful  to  say 
that  I  brought  back  with  me  from  Melbourne  a  nice  harmonium  as 
a  present  from  kind  friends  there  to  our  little  church.  Thus  the 
Lord  continues  graciously  to  help  us.  It  will  be  a  great  advantage 
to  have  a  black  person  as  teacher,  and  it  is  very  beneficial  to  our 
work  that  our  native  converts  with  their  black  wives  lead  an  ex- 
emplary life  in  the  eyes  of  their  heathen  countrymen.  The  example 
of  converted  people  of  their  own  nation  has  a  most  powerful  in- 
fluence on  the  minds  of  the  heathen.  Some  time  ago  I  heard  the  good 
remark  made  at  a  meeting :  "  If  you  want  to  catch  elephants,  you 
must  send  tame  ones  among  the  wild  troop." 

A  week  after  our  arrival  here,  our  esteemed  friend  Mr.  Chase 
came,  and  at  once  took  a  large  share  in  all  meetings,  school-keeping, 
and  other  labours  of  the  station.  Many  white  people  as  well  as 
blacks  attended  the  services  in  our  church.  On  the  10th  of  this 
month  the  marriage  took  place  in  presence  of  about  70  natives 
and  150  whites.  ISince  then  our  new  teacher  has  commenced  her 
work  with  thirteen  scholars,  and  my  wife  has  opened  a  sewing-school ' 
in  the  afternoons.

GooDGOODEBBA,  July  24ih,  1867. 

I  can  only  remain  here  until  September,  and  shall  then  go  forty 
miles  further  south  with  the  blacks,  to  Point  Pierce,  where  I  can 
select  a  square-mile  of  land  for  the  use  of  the  Mission  among  the 
aborigines.  Materials  for  building  will  be  given  me,  and  I  shall 
erect  a  dwelling  with  the  aid  of  the  natives,  living  at  first  in  a  little 
hut  affording  less  accommodation  even  than  this,  and  the  roof  of 
my  present  abode  leaves  pretty  fair  course  to  wind  and  rain. 

My  promising  scholar,  Harry  Q-ordon,  has  again  expressed  the  wish 
to  be  baptized,  and  he  seems  in  truth  to  be  deeply  touched  in  his 
heart  by  the  truths  he  has  heard ;  as  a  natural  consequence  he  has 
of  late  led  a  very  different  life  from  his  former  course,  so  much  so 
that  a  white  gentleman  who  took  him  with  him  on  a  hunting  expe- 
dition was  much  struck  with  it.  Pifty  blacks  have  been  here  of  late, 
of  whom  twenty  come  to  school,  and  about  thirty  attend  our  meet- 
ings. Last  Sunday  a  young  man  threatened  to  kill  me,  because  I 
refused  to  give  him  food,  as  he  had  not  done  any  work  in  the  week. 
I  let  him  see  that  I  was  not  afraid  of  him,  and  would  not  hand  him 
over  to  the  police,  though  urged  to  do  so  by  my  black  scholars.  At 
length  he  seemed  pacified  and  went  away.  The  **  King  "  is  among 
my  scholars,  dressed  in  coat  and  trousers  full  of  holes,  and  it  was 
amusing  to  observe  the  longing  looks  he  fixed  on  an  orange,  with 
which  1  was  trying  to  explain  that  the  earth  is  round  like  a  ball. 


ExTBACT  of  the  DiABT  of  Bb.  Meissel. 

May  Sth, — We  are  again  informed  that  an  attempt  is  to  be  made 
on  the  lives  of  all  the  missionaries,  and  in  three  days'  time.     The 
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chief  instigators  are  the  Perigundi  blacks,  with  whom  are  the  blacks 
from  the  Salt-lakes,  about  eighty  miles  off  in  a  westerly  direction,  and 
those  from  Dingadingena,  about  a  hundred  miles  to  the  ea«t,  befddes 
others.  Kopperamanna  is  the  place  of  rendezvous,  and  the  attack.is 
to  take  place  at  night.  Several  natives  who  have  hitherto  manifested 
a  friendly  disposition,  behave  now  with  boldness  and  impudence. 
One  man  who  w»s  refused  some  supper,  because  he  had  not  worked 
for  it,  openly  threatened  Br.  Walder.  pointing  to  the  various  quarters 
whence  the  black  allies  were  all  advancing  with  murderous  intent. 
The  more  kindness  is  shown  to  these  people,  the  greater  the  demands 
they  make,  and  the  greater  their  ingratitude.  The  Lutheran  Mis- 
sionaries have  clothed  about  120  blacks,  and  fed  daily  about  half-a- 
dozen,  while  we  have  as  a  rule  only  given  food  for  work  done,  our 
means  not  admitting  of  our  doing  more ;  but  they  are  no  less  ob- 
jects of  dislike  to  the  blacks  than  we  are.  And  now  they  have  re- 
solved to  abandon  their  station  and  fly  to  the  South. 

9th. -In  the  afternoon  the  waggons  of  tlie  Lutheran  Mi8sionarie8 
left  the  place,  heavily  laden  with  their  goods.  An  hour  or  two  later 
our  horses  were  brought,  and  Mr.  Homann  and  I  had  some  difficulty 
in  driving  the  rest  of  our  horses  after  the  waggons.  When  separated 
from  me,  Mr.  Homann  saw  a  black,  who  had  a  moment  previously 
been  speaking  in  the  most  friendly  manner  with  him,  in  the  act  of 
throwing  a  boomerang  to  break  his  horse's  foreleg.  It  was  quite 
dark  before  we  encamped  on  a  plain  about  fourteen  miles  from  Kil- 
alpanina. 

12th. — Bockaldenina,  We  reached  this  place  on  the  10th,  and 
have  been  joined  by  the  police  from  Lake  Hope. 

13M. — We  rode  back  to  Kilalpanina  with  the  police,  and  found 
that  the  blacks  had  not  stolen  anything  from  the  station,  for  which 
proof  of  honesty  we  gave  some  presents  of  blankets,  shirts,  flour, 
&e.  Of  the  old  men  who  seemed  chief  instigators  of  the  plans 
against  us  none  uere  visible. 

2\8t. — In  the  past  days  we  have  been  able  to  fetch  the  rest  of  our 
goods  from  the  abandoned  stations,  with  the  assistance  and  under  the 
protection  of  the  police.  A  proposal  has  been  made  to  us  to  go  and 
settle  at  Lake  Hope,  but  while  the  settlers  there  continue  to  drive 
away  the  natives,  it  would  be  impossible  to  carry  on  missionary  work, 
and  there  are  not  a  few  features,  which  make  it  a  very  undesirable 
locality  for  our  purpose. 

27M. — Br.  Walder  has  been  confined  to  his  bed  since  the  24th, 
Buffering  severely  from  the  effects  of  a  severe  cold,  which  he  caught 
recently  from  exposure  to  constant  heavy  rain  during  our  journeys. 

There  was  a  great  noise  and  excitement  in  the  camp  of  the 
blacks,  caused  by  Mr.  Milner's  shepherd  having  shot  a  dog  for  wor- 
rying his  sheep,  which  the  blacks  regarded  as  their  booty.  The 
noise  was  quite  as  great  as  at  the  death  of  a  human  being,  and  a 
great  many  of  the  natives  packed  up  their  dishes  and  spears,  and 
departed. 

Mr.  Milner  has  no  station  of  his  own,  properly  speaking ;  he  is 
en  route  to  the  "  Northern  Territory,"  and  has  lived  in  various  parts 
of  this  district  for  about  three  years,  moving  to  and  fro  according 
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to  the  necesaities  of  his  large  flock  of  sheep.  His  wife  is  a  well 
educated  Christian  lady,  who  adapts  herself  remarkably  well  to  the 
hardships  of  tent-life  iu  the  bush ;  her  influence  with  some  female 
blacks  is  considerable.  The  flock  of  3000  sheep  is  cared  for  by  Mr. 
Milner  and  his  younger  brother,  with  the  assistance  of  an  ox-herd 
and  cook,  the  former  on  horseback,  and  armed  with  sabre,  rifle, 
and  revolver.  Some  black  women  and  children,  and  of  course  dogs, 
are  also  of  great  use  as  additional  aid. 

June  Srd. — Br.  Walder,  though  still  very  weak,  rode  over  to  Ma- 
nuwalkenina  to  inspect  the  packages  of  goods  recently  arrived  there 
by  camel- trausport  from  Port  Augusta.  Br.  Kramer's  effects  have 
been  ten  mottths  on  the  way  from  6ale  in  Gippslaud,  had  been  several 
times  exposed  to  rain,  and  were  not  worth  the  expense  of  carriage, 
which  is  £30  per  ton. 

9th, — "We  completed  a  temporary  dwelling-place,  as  a  shelter 
against  wind  and  weather,  and  received  letters  and  newspapers.  The 
latter  contained  various  fake  statements  about  us  ;  among  the  former 
was  an  answer  to  our  application  to  Government  for  protection  and 
a  grant  of  land  as  Aboriginal  reserve.  The  answer  was  favourable. 
The  police  hitherto  at  Lake  Hope  are  to  be  stationed  at  Koppera- 
manna,  and  one  hundred  square  miles  in  that  neighbourhood  are  to 
be  marked  out  qs  Aboriginal  Beserve. 

16M. — The  lake  begins  to  rise  owing  to  the  heavy  ra^n,  indeed  the 
water  has  already  reached  one  of  our  huts.  We  had  two  services 
to-day,  and  the  Lord  graciously  manifested  Himself  and  cheered  our 
hearts. 

17/ A. — The  rain  continues  and  it  has  become  very  cold.  I  have 
been  engaged  in  cooking  for  hours  this  day  out  in  the  pouring  rain, 
dressed  in  waterproof  clothing  from  head  to  foot.  We  are  often 
inclined  to  sigh  to  the  Lord  for  an  end  of  tiie  uncertainty  which  be- 
clouds our  future  prospects  of  carrying  on  His  work  here. 

IStk, — In  riding  to  Manuwalkenina  1  met  with  no  little  difficulty 
in  consequence  of  the  heavy  rain.     While  there  I  heard  that  the 

Eolice  were  going  to  proceed  to  Kopperamanna  as  soon  as  the  corporal 
ad  arrived.  May  the  Lord  grant  His  blesi^ing  to  our  labours  there, 
if  we  should  be  permitted  to  renew  them.  Humanly  speaking,  the 
proeped;  of  success  is  very  small,  for  the  presence  of  the  police  will 
probably  be  anything  but  advantageous  to  our  mission  work,  as  the 
men  are  mostly  Eoman  Catholics,  and  those  whom  I  have  met  with 
unconverted  characters.  But  we  must  be  thankful  for  the  safety 
from  bodily  danger,  which  their  presence  will  give  us. 

19M. — ^The  return-journey  was  attended  with  greater  difficulties, 
for  the  water  was  higher.  On  coming  within  sigbt  of  our  encamp- 
ment at  Bockaldenina,  the  view  was  very  striking.  The  lake  had 
risen  so  high  that  a  large  space  was  covered  with  the  waters,  which 
broke  through  the  dike  built  by  the  Brethren  to  protect  the  huts.  These 
and  the  waggons  were  quite  surrounded  by  the  water,  and  a  new  hut 
had  to  be  erected  without  delay. 

Juli^  IsL — The  text  for  this  day  was  most  encouraging  and  comfort- 
ing to  us :  "1  will  do  better  unto  you  than  at  your  beginnings  ;  and  ye 
shall  know  that  I  am  the  Lord."  We  long  to  get  to  our  proper  work, 
and  proclaim  the  name  of  Jesus  to  these  poor  wretched  savages. 
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15/ A. — Since  our  stay  in  tbe  northern  portion  of  the  Colony  of 
South  Australia  three  cases  of  death  among  the  natives  haye  come 
to  our  knowledge,  but  not  a  single  birth.  I  remember  having  seen 
only  three  children  in  the  camp,  a  boy  of  about  six  years  of  age,  and 
two  girls  about  two  years  ola.  The  police  from  Lalce  Hope  called 
here  to-day,  and  informed  us  that  a  party  of  stock-riders  .had  taken 
to  flight  on  receiving  intelligence  of  an  intended  attack  on  them  by 
some  natives.  Among  them  was,  strange  to  say,  a  man  who  had 
publicly  ridiculed  our  retreat  from  Kopperamanna.  The  removal  of 
the  Lake  Hope  police  to  Kopperamanna  appears  still  doubtful. 

Augu»t  l8t, — Br.  Kramer  and  Mr.  Jacob,  one  of  the  Hermanaburg 
Missionaries,  rode  over  to  Kilalpanina,  Br.  Walder  alone  to  Kop- 
peramanna, chiefly  in  order  to  see  if  the  seed  of  various  kinds,  which 
had  been  sown  at  both  places,  had  brought  forth  any  fruit.  A  few  po- 
tatoes, some  fine  lettuces,  cabbages,  and  turnips,  were  brought  home 
and  warmly  welcomed.  No  natives  are  seen ;  the  tribes  are  said  to 
have  gone  up  the  creek  to  feast  on  rats,  which  come  down  in  mul- 
titudes with  the  high  floods  from  the  North-east.

I.  Society  fob  the  Fuetheeakce  op  the  Gospel  ahong  the 
Heathen. — ^The  second  half-yearly  meeting  of  the  Society  for  1867 
was  held  at  the  Brethren's  Chapel  in  Fetter  Lane,  on  the  15th  of 
November,  at  the  usual  hour.  The  attendance  of  members  of  the 
congregation  and  other  friends  of  the  Society  was  larger  than  has 
been  the  case  for  some  time.  The  proceedings  were  opened  in  the 
accustomed  manner  with  singing  and  prayer,  and  Bishop  E.  Eeichel, 
a  member  of  the  Mission  Department  of  the  Elders*  Conference  of  the 
Unity,  who,  with  his  wife,  was  present,  on  his  return  from  an  official 
visitation  of  the  congregations  in  America,  was  introduced  to  the 
meeting.  Br.  Beichel  then  addressed  to  those  present  some  earnest 
remarks  in  German,  which  were  subsequently  given  in  English.  After 
gracefully  acknowledging  the  aid  received  from  the  Society,  espe- 
cially as  regards  the  Labrador  Mission,  the  speaker  expressed  the 
cordial  thanks  of  the  Board  for  the  liberal  assistance  bestowed  by 
British  Christians,  without  which,  he  observed,  fifty  years  ago,  the 
work  must,  humanly  speaking,  hare  been  abandoned,  or  very  much 
curtailed.  The  present  difficulties  he  considered  to  be  a  trial  of  faith 
and  patience,  such  as  leads  to  the  strengthening  of  the  Lord's  people 
and  their  being  made  perfect  in  confidence  and  hope.  Never  could 
he  believe  that  the  Lord  intended  His  work  to  cease,  for  He,  the 
mighty  God,  would  be  with  His  servants  to  the  end.  The  continued 
preservation  of  the  missionary  ship  in  a  course  aboimding  with  perils, 
seemed  to  him  a  blessed  indication  of  the  Lord's  gracious  purposes 
with  regard  to  the  whole  work.  He  concluded  by  remarking  that  he  had 
been  repeatedly  assured  in  America,  that  Christian  people  there  had 
in  many  cases  first  learned  the  art  of  giving ,  during  the  distress  of  the 
civil  war,  and  expressed  the  hope  that  present  emergencies  might  be 
similar Iv  ble^^sed  to  us. 
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On  coucludiog  his  heart-stirring  address,  Br.  Beiehel  was  assured 
of  the  thanks  and  good  wishes  of  those  present,  and  was  heartily 
commended  to  the  grace  of  God. 

The  usual  intelligence  respecting  Labrador  was  then  imparted,  to- 
gether with  some  interesting  details  from  Central  America,  Suri- 
nam, &c.  Particular  reference  was  made  to  tiie  state  of  suspense  in 
which  the  public  mind  is  with  regard  to  St.  Thomas  and  other  islands 
which  have  suflfered  from  hurricane. 

An  allusion  to  the  approaching  jubilee  of  the  London  Association 
was  heard  with  an  interest  deepened  by  the  communication  of  state- 
ments showing  that  the  present  financial  position  of  the  Missions  in 
some  respects  resembles  that  which  led  to  the  formation  of  that  insti- 
tution fifty  years  ago. 

The  proceedings  closed  as  usual  with  the  Doxology. 

IL  HuBBiCANfi  IN  St.  Thomas  aih)  St.  Jan.  —  The  awful 
tidings  of  another  hurricane  in  the  West  Indies  kept  the  whole  popu- 
lation of  our  country  in  suspense  for  some  time.  And,  at  length,  the 
anxiously  expected  intelligence  has  arrived,  and  horrors  have  been 
made  known  which  al:iiost  exceeded  the  anticipation  of  the  wildest 
imagination.  The  '*  stormy  wind  fulfilling  God's  word,'*  has  this 
time  had  its  field  of  action  assigned  to  it,  not  on  a  scantily-populated 
iringe  of  coast  backed  by  desert  forest- wilds,  but  amid  a  compara* 
tively  dense  population,  and  in  the  seat  of  a  lively  and  varied  com- 
merce. Hence  not  only  has  there  been  the  usual  devastation  among 
the  works  of  man  and  the  productions  of  nature,  but  a  truly  appal- 
ling loss  of  life  has  taken  place, — unequalled  probably  since  the  hur- 
ricane of  1831. 

Great  apprehensions  were  naturally  felt  respecting  our  missionary 
Brethren  and  Sisters  in  St.  Thomas  and  St.  Jan,  and  the  congre- 
gations under  their  charge,  and  all  the  more  so,  as  it  was  known  that 
some  of  the  buildings  were  old  and  probably  not  very  strong. 

The  following  letter  from  Br.  Kleiner  shows  that  the  apprehensions 
entertained  were  by  no  means  groundless,  though,  through  Divine 
mercy,  the  injury  done  is  only  to  property  and  not  to  persons.  Amid 
the  numbers  who  have  perished,  none  of  the  missionaries  or  their 
households  has  been  called  to  suffer  loss  of  life  or  limb.  This  is 
indeed  cause  for  adoring  thankfulness  and  praise.  But  the  chasten- 
ing hand  of  the  Lord  has  by  no  means  remained  unfelt.  The 
new  and  spacious  church  at  r^isky  is  totally  destroyed,  and  that 
at  Bethany,  in  St.  Jan,  unroofed,  while  several  of  the  dwelling- 
houses  are  much  shattered,  and  smaller  buildings  are  swept  away. 
No  doubt  there  will  be  much  sufiering  from  lack  of  shelter  and 
scarcity  of  provisions,  but  the  extent  of  succour  required,  whether 
for  the  relief  of  immediate  distress,  or  the  restoration  of  ruined  build- 
ings, must  be  ascertained  from  future  communications.  Meanwhile 
it  is  pleasing  to  state  that  a  Juvenile  Missionary  Association  which 
has  been  formed  in  the  course  of  the  present  year,  in  several  of  the 
boarding-schools,  in  connection  with  the  Brethren's  Church  in  this 
country,  has  made  from  the  money  it  has  collected  a  provisional 
grant  of  £50,  in  ease  it  should  be  required  for  the  relief  of  distress,. 
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This  gratifying  facfc  i«  stated  with  the  bo^  that  these  dear  joang 
people  will  be  encouraged  to  prosecute  their  pleasing  and  important 
efforts,  and  will  be  favoured  to  experience  a  blessing  in  their  own 
souls. 
)3t.  Croix  was  not  affected  by  the  hurricane. 

Br.  Kleiner  writes  as  follows : — St.  Thomas  Towk,  Nov,  l*t,  1867 : 

It  is  with  a  heart  deeply  depressed,  jet  full  of  thankfulness,  that 
1  this  day  take  pen  in  hand,  to  give  you  briefly  some  very  distressing 
information. 

On  Friday,  the  25th  of  October,  after  several  threatening  gales,  we 
had,  as  we  thought,  in  safety  closed  this  year's  hurricane-season. 
Since  then,  however,  the  Lord  has  seen  fit  to  put  a  period  to  it  in 
another  manner.  On  Tuesday,  the  29th,  we  were  visited  by  a  terrible 
hurricane,  which,  here  as  well  as  in  St.  Jan  and  Tort 61a,  did  an  immense 
amount  of  damage ;  and  indeed,  so  much  the  more,  because  every  one 
thought  the  danger  was  past.  Had  the  storm  lasted  an  hour  longer, 
or  h^  it  occurred  in  the  night,  it  is  difficult  to  say  what  the  couse* 
quences  might  have  been.  On  the  morning  of  the  day  mentioned, 
the  harbour  was  full  of  vessels  of  all  classes,  large  and  small ;  in  the 
evening  nearly  all  had  sunk,  or  lay  shattered  on  the  shore.  The 
land  which,  after  abundant  rain,  was  clad  in  luxuriant  green,  now 
looks  as  though  it  had  been  scorched  by  fire.  The  largest  trees  are 
in  most  cases  either  torn  up  by  the  roots  or  snapped  ofl^,  while  the  few 
which  remain  are  entirely  deprived  of  their  foliage,  as  in  the  middle 
of  winter  in  Europe.  Hundreds  of  houses  are  in  ruins,  others  are 
partially  or  entirely  unroofed,  and  there  are  but  few  which  are  un- 
injured. And  then  the  awful  loss  of  human  life !  It  was  frightful 
to  see  the  number  of  corpses  of  the  drowned  persons  which  were 
yesterday  taken  out  of  the  sea,  or  found  on  the  strand.  Up  to  yes- 
terday evening  109  bodies  had  been  buried,  but  that  is  probably  not 
half  the  number  lost. 

But  you  will  be  anxious  to  know  how  matters  have  gone  with  us. 
God  be  praised  1  we  are  not  only  all  alive,  but  our  Saviour's  gracious 
hand  has  been  kindly  held  over  all  our  households,  so  that  no  one 
has  sustained  serious  injury. 

But  as  regards  the  mission-premises  I  cannot  report  so  favourably. 
Our  church  here  in  town  has  been  wondrously  and  graciously  pre- 
served, almost  uninjured.  The  storm  tore  away  a  quantity  of  the 
shingles  from  the  roof  of  the  dwelling-house,  so  that  the  water  streamed 
in  on  all  sides,  and  our  bedding  was  thoroughly  wetted.  But,  thanks 
be  to  the  Lord,  our  loss  is  small  in  comparison  with  what  many  have 
sustained,  even  immediately  around  us. 

At  New-Hermhut,  the  church  and  dwelling-house  have  also 
remained  standing,  though  the  latter  is  much  damaged.  But  aU  the 
out-houses  are  destroyed,  except  the  kitchen  and  stable,  which  are 
much  injured. 

The  most  lamentable  amount  of  destruction  has  taken  place  at 
Nifiky.  Of  the  fine  new  church  there  remain  only  portions  of  the 
walls  and  wood-work!  The  dwelling-house  which  nad  just  been 
newly  shingled,  has  sustained  considerable  injury  from  the  boards  and 
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pieeei  of  timber  which  were  hurled  against  it.    The  kitchen,  the 
stable,  and  most  of  the  neighbourinfi;  cottages  are  in  ruins. 

Br.  Ilgner  of  Bethany,  in  St.  Jan,  writes  that  that  station  is  in  a 
nearly  similar  condition.  The  roof  of  the  church  is  almost  entirely 
gone,  the  dwelling  house  much  damaged,  and  the  smaller  buildings 
are  entirely  destroyed. 

At  Emniaus,  in  the  same  island,  both  church  and  dwelling-house 
are  much  injured,  and  several  negro-houses  and  out-buildings  are 
levelled  with  the  ground. 

The  school-houses  at  Annaberg  and  Beverhoudtsber^  in  St.  Jan, 
as  also  those  at  Charlotte  Amelia  and  Bourdeaux  in  this  island,  are 
entirely  ruined.  The  general  destruction  is  very  considerable. 
'  The  steamer  from  Liverpool  which  had  just  arrived,  sank  with  a 
cargo  worth  half  a  million  of  dollars,  as  did  also  the  mail-steamer 
just  ready  to  leave  for  Europe.  Much  more  of  the  same  kind  might 
be  stated.  And  all  this  happened  in  not  much  more  than  two  hours ! 
It  was  not  until  towards  noon  that  the  rapidly-falling  barometer 
showed  the  actual  approach  of  danger,  and  between  2  and  3  o'clock 
the  hurricane  came  upon  us  from  the  north-west.  Its  centre,  with 
the  occasional  sudden  calms,  so  awlul,  and  yet  so  beneficial  for  the 
fastening  of  loose  shutters,  &c.,  passed  exactly  over  us.     The  subse- 

3uent  blasts  from  the  south-east  were  frightful  and  did  the  most 
amage,  but  continued  through  mercy  only  for  a  short  period.  At 
about  4  o'clock  the  rising  of  the  barometer  showed  that  the  danger 
was  past.  Others  may  be  able  to  state  the  precise  time  more  cor- 
rectly, as  I  had  abundance  to  occupy  me.  If,  just  at  the  commence- 
ment of  the  central  calm,  a  young  man  of  my  congregation  had  not 
come  to  my  help,  the  destruction  would  probably  have  been  greater. 
Novemher  2nd,  To-day  we  have  intelligence  that  the  hurricane 
has  done  similar  damage  in  Porto  Bico,  while  St.  Croix  has  been  un- 
touched !  The  pecuiiiary  loss  in  St.  Thomas  is  estimated  at  from  ten 
to  fifteen  millions  of  Spanish  dollars,  while  the  number  of  lives  lost 
by  land  and  sea  is  supposed  to  amount  to  upwards  of  700 ! 
Kindly  remember  us  before  the  throne  of  grace. 

III.  Jubilee  oj  the  Londok  Associatiok.— The  readers  of  the 
Periodical  Accounts  will  be  interested  to  hear  that  on  the  12th  of 
December  next,  fifty  vears  will  have  elapsed  since  a  little  baud  of 
earnest  and  devoted  Christian  men  establisned  the  Loudon  Association 
in  Aid  of  the  Missions  of  the  United  Brethren.  This  designation  suffi- 
ciently indicates  the  object  of  the  institution.  And  for  all  this  long 
period,  amid  many  vidssitudes,  and  the  retarding  influence  of  nume- 
rous competing  claims  on  Christian  liberality,  w^  and  perseveringly, 
under  the  blessing  of  God,  has  the  Association  discharged  its  self- 
imposed  duty.  As  regards  the  Brethren,  it  has  done  for  them  what 
they  could  not  possibly  have  done  for  themselves.  It  has  borne 
testimony  which,  however  consistent  with  truth,  could  not  have 
proceeded  from  them,  while  that  testimony  has,  through  its  instru- 
mentality, reached  many  who  would  have  reitiaioed  inaccessible  to 
the  Brethren.  Nor  have  these  eflbrts  remained  without  cheerine 
success.    Not  to  mention  particularly  the  great  benefits  of  fraterniu 
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sympathy,  and  ready  co-operation,  the  Association  has,  during  the 
half-century  of  its  existence,  been  the  means  of  contributing  nearly 
£180,000  to  the  mission-treasury.  As  the  result,  at  least  in  part,  of 
this  generous  aid,  may  be  pointed  out  the  increase  in  the  extent  of 
the  work  from  30  stations,  153  missionary  agents,  and  27,000  persons 
under  their  care,  in  1817, — to  88  stations,  318  missionaries,  and 
70,311  persons  ia  the  congregations  in  1867.  The  abundant  aid  thus 
afforded  enabled  the  Brethren  to  meet  the  exigences  arising  out  of 
the  change  made  at  emancipation  in  the  West  Indies,  and  to  provide 
to  a  large,  though  as  yet  not  a  sufficient,  extent  for  the  Christian 
education  of  the  rising  generation  in  connection  with  those  missions, 
as  well  as  to  meet  the  demands  of  the  extending  work  in  other  parts 
of  the  world.  Such  benefits  surely  call  for  grateful  praise.  Ana  this- 
will  not  be  withheld  by  those  who  so  far  take  an  intelligeat  iuterest 
in  the  Brethren's  Missions  as  to  read  the  published  accounts. 

In  the  coQgregatious  of  the  Brethren,  at  home  and  abroad,  this 
anniversary  will  undoubtedly  be  called  to  mind  with  humble  and 
grateful  praises  for  the  past,  and  trustful  prayer  for  the  future.  Aid 
is  still  needed,  and,  at  a  time  when  every  truly  evangelical  instru« 
mentality  is  especially  important  and  valuable,  it  is  to  be  hoped  that 
this  means  of  providing  for  the  spread  of  gospel-truth  will  be  per- 
petuated, under  the  blessing  of  the  Lord.  (N.B.  We  have  pleasure 
in  stating  that  addresses  adapted  to  the  occasion  have  been  presented 
to  the  Committee  of  the  London  Association  from  the  Mission- Board, 
and  from  the  Committee  of  the  Society  for  the  Furtherance  of  the 
Gospel  among  the  Heathen.  -  Eds.)

OuB  last  Circular  Letter  opened  with  a  reference  to  the  trials 
which  the  Lord  had  permitted  to  befal  our  mission  work,  especiiJJj 
that  portion  of  it  which  is  earned  on  in  Central  America,  where 
almost  all  the  stations  had  been  destroyed  by  a  violent  hurricane  in 
October  1866.  This  year  we  can  commence  with  an  expression  of 
thanks  to  the  Lord,  through  whose  mercy  we  have  not  only  been 
preserved  from  all  tiying  disasters  in  our  various  mission-fields,  but 
have  also  been  enabled  to  renew  and  restore  what  was  destroyed. 
The  Lord  has  indeed  done  great  things  for  us,  abundantly  proving 
that  his  ''arm  is  not  shortened  that  it  cannot  save."  This  has  tended 
to  strengthen  our  faith,  while  the  sympathy  manifested  by  our  con- 
gregations and  the  friends  of  our  Missions  in  all  quarters  has  been 
most  encouraging  to  the  missionaries  in  their  distant  spheres  of 
labour,  and  to  ourselves.  For  this  we  desire  again  to  express  our 
heartfelt  thanks  to  all. 

In  taking  a  survey  of  our  missionary  work  we  would  first  refer  to 
the  part  already  mentioned,  the  mission  on  the  Mosquito  Coast. 
The  time  of  trial  has  in  not  a  few  cases  proved  a  season  of  blessing, 
many  hearts  having  been  aroused  from  their  indifference,  and  become 
susceptible  to  the  consolations  of  the  Gospel,  and  the  joy  generally 
manifested  at  the  restoration  of  the  churches  at  Bluefields  and  else- 
where shows  clearly,  that  the  ministration  of  the  Word  and  the 
Sacraments  are  highly  valued.  There  was  a  great  want  of  workmen 
to  carry  on  the  rebuilding  operations,  hence  the  work  proceeded  very 
slowly,  though  there  was  the  greatest  readiness  to  aiford  mutual 
assistance.  In  the  meantime  our  Brethren  and  Sisters  have  had  to 
help  themselves  with  any  accommodations  they  could  find,  and  to  put 
up  with  food  of  very  inferior  quality.  The  absence  of  timber  suitable 
for  building  purposes  rendered  it  necessary  to  procure  from  North 
America  the  needful  supply  for  the  re-erection  of  the  church  at 
Bluefields.  At  Magdala  the  new  dwelling-house  was  entered  at  the 
end  of  the  year,  while  at  other  places  the  building  was  still  going  on, 
all  difficulties  being  by  dint  of  patience  gradually  overcome.  A  very 
fruitful  season,  especially  the  most  abundant  rice-crop,  averted  the 
famine,  which  was  threatening,  and  the  sanitary  condition  of  the 
population  generally  had  improved,  since  there  was  no  lack  of  the 
oraioary  wholesome  articles  of  food.  American  ships  brought  the 
cholera  to  Grey  town,  whence  it  spread  among  the  heathen  Indians 
on  the  San  Juan  river,  but  only  eight  fatal  cases  occurred  at  Blue- 
fields.  The  Brethren  Lundberg  and  Hoch  took  upon  themselves  the 
work  of  attending  to  the  sick,  as  no  doctor  was  to  be  procured.  At 
the  other  stations  the  epidemic  did  not  show  itself  at  alL  At 
all  the  festive  seasons  the  attendance  at  church  has  been  better  than 
ever.  The  schools  too  at  a.l  the  stations  have  increased  in  numbers.  At 
Bluefields  between  90  and  100  children  atcend  the  day-school,  while 
the  Sunday  scholars  number  loO ;  at  Magdala,  where  the  missionary 
has  some  Indian  youths  living  in  his  house  for  the  purpose  of  being 
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educated,  the  eohool  numbers  50  soholars.  At  Bamah  abeut  W 
members  are  able  to  read  the  Scriptures.  At  £pbrata  and  Betbany 
the  missionaries'  labours  are  greatly  intertered  with  by  itinerant 
dealers  in  spirits,  drunkenness  being,  as  is  well  known,  a  strongly 
besetting  sin  of  the  Indian  race.  There  is  good  reason  to  hope  tbat 
at  Joppa,  on  Com  Island,  the  renewed  labour  of  our  Brethren  will  be 
attended  with  blessing. 

The  work  in  Austba.lta.  has  in  the  past  ^ear  been  a  subject  o( 
interest  in  many  circles  beyond  our  own  little  community.  The 
Lord's  blessing  has  not  been  withheld  from  the  attempt  to  penetrate 
to  the  interior  of  the  country,  in  as  far  as  three  of  the  single  Brethren 
who  went  out  for  this  purpose  have  been  enabled  to  reach  Lake 
Hope,  the  last  colonists*  settlement,  north  of  Adelaide,  and  to  settle 
down  among  the  native  tribes  in  the  vicinity.  The  fourth,  Br. 
Kuehn,  has  remained  among  the  natives  on  the  York  Peninsula,  near 
the  towns  Wallaroo  and  Kadina,  situated  on  the  south  coast,  west 
of  Adelaide :  during  the  necessitated  prolongation  of  their  stay  at 
Adelaide,  he  had  found  a  field  of  usefulness  among  the  blacks  here, 
and  had  been  enabled  to  labour  so  successfully,  especially  in  the 
school?,  that  the  Christian  friends  there  earnestly  requested  that  he 
might  be  permitted  to  remain  there,  all  the  more  as  the  impossibilitT 
of  obtaining  a  substitute  would  have  put  an  end  to  a  very  good  work 
for  the  Lord.  In  February  the  erection  of  a  station  was  commenced 
on  land  granted  by  the  Government,  and  which  was  called  Good- 
fiooderra.  On  the  26th  of  July,  1866,  the  other  three  Brethren, 
W alder,  Meissel,  and  Kramer,  left  Adelaide  for  the  interior,  having 
been  obliged  to  postpone  their  journey  northward  for  fifteen  months 
in  consequence  of  the  terribly  destructive  drought,  which  prevailed 
in  the  district,  through  which  their  route  lay.  During  this  time  of 
waiting,  which  sorely  tried  their  patience,  the  Brethren  enjoyed 
many  proofs  of  kind  interest  on  the  part  of  Christian  friends  in  and 
about  Adelaide,  and  made  use  of  many  opportunities  afforded  them 
of  preaching  the  Gospel.  Br.  Walder  was  mostly  at  Bethel,  where 
he  assisted  the  resideut  minister  of  our  congregation.  Daniel*  the 
converted  black,  whom  they  ho|>ed  to  find  us^ul  in  their  int^tx>urBe 
with  the  natives,  had  died  happily  in  the  hospital  at  Adelaide. 

On  receiving  intelligence  that  rain  had  fallen  in  the  north,  the 
three  Brethren  started  on  their  journey  to  the  iuterior,  taking  all 
necessary  articles  with  them  in  two  waggons  and  a  spring-cart.  A 
brief  visit  was  paid  to  Bethel,  where  the  preparatory  arrangements 
were  completed.  Leaving  Bethel  on  August  2drd,  they  were  accom- 
panied for  a  considerable  distance  by  several  Brethren,  one  of  whom 
did  not  leave  them  till  he  had  escorted  them  some  120  miles  on  their 
journey.  Great  difficulties  had  to  be  overcome,  and  they  appeared 
to  grow  more  formidable  in  proportion  to  the  progress  made.  The 
heat  was  frequently  most  oppressive,  and  the  want  of  water  very 
trying,  and  the  horses  were  almost  worn  out  with  toiling  through 
the  d^p  sand,  which  covered  the  unfruitful  plains  and  uninteresting 
long  low  ranges  of  hills.  The  farmers'  stations,  at  which  th^  coul4 
obtain  a  little  rest  and  refreshment,  became  more  rare  from  day  to 
day.    All  the  horses  were  frequently  needed  to  drag  one  waggon  up 
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the  YAUsy  or  across  the  dried^up  creeks,  and  in  the  meantime  the 
other  Tehicles  had  to  be  left  in  the  wilderness,  and  subseauently 
fetched  up.  Few  natiyes  were  met  with  in  the  Ticinity  of  the  sta- 
tions. On  the  16th  of  September  Teatree  or  Acrowi  (800  miles  from 
Adelaide,  81*^  S.  Lat.)  was  reached,  and  here  they  remained  to  the 
3rd  of  October.  On  the  18th,  the  state  of  the  horses  made  another 
period  of  rest  absolutely  requisite,  at  Parallana.  The  further  they 
advanced  the  more  wretched  became  the  aspect  of  the  country,  and 
they  were  often  reduced  to  the  necessity  of  slaking  their  own  and 
their  horses*  thirst  from  the  scanty  supply  found  in  dirty  holes, 
which  were  surrounded  by  the  decaying  and  decayed  carcasses  of 
sheep  and  other  animak.  Occasionally  they  hurried  onward,  cheered 
by  the  view  of  expanses  of  water  before  them,  and  found  them  pro- 
duced by  an  optical  delusion,  for  which  they  had  expended  tneir 
remaining  energies.  The  frequent  sand-storms  caused  them  also  to 
suffer  severely  from  violent  inflammation  of  the  eyes. 

On  November  13th  Blanchwater  was  reached,  and  on  the  8rd  of 
December  Lake  Hope,  though  not  without  the  assistance  of  several 
additional  horses,  lent  by  the  settlers  at  both  these  places.  The 
distance  from  Adelaide  to  Lake  Hope  is  about  700  miles,  but  the 
journey  occupied  104  days.  The  text  on  the  day  of  arrival  at  Lake 
Hope,  was :  *'  Oo  into  all  the  world,  and  preach  the  Gospel  to  every 
creature."     (Mark  xvi.  16.) 

The  original  intention  was  to  penetrate  to  Cooper's  Creek  proper, 
a  district  lying  still  further  to  the  north,  well  known  from  the 
accounts  of  the  recent  travellers,  Burke,  Stuart,  Ac,  where  large 
numbers  of  natives  are  to  be  found.  The  Brethren  were,  however, 
themselves  very  much  exhauETted,  and  the  condition  of  their  horses 
made  the  continuation  of  their  journey  to  any  great  distance  for  the 
time  being  quite  out  of  the  question.  Besides,  numerous  tribes 
of  blacks  were  met  with  near  Lake  Hope,  so  that  it  was  resolved 
to  select  a  spot  on  which  to  begin  a  settlement,  whence  at  some 
future  time  Cooper's  Creek  might  be  reached.  A  place  was  fixed  on 
near  Lake  Kopperamanna,  about  40  miles  from  Lake  Hope.  Fish  is 
to  be  had  there  in  abundance,  and  the  growth  of  grass  and  trees 
better  than  they  had  met  with  anywhere  on  their  long  journey 
through  the  wilds.  The  natives  seem  to  be  a  strong  and  active  race, 
but  very  savage,  and  not  shrinking  from  eating  human  flesh.  They 
have  once  before  carried  on  a  murderous  conflict  with  the  settlers  at 
Lake  Hope.  They  were  friendly  with  the  Brethren  on  their  arrival, 
though  very  troublesome  with  their  prying  and  begging  propensities, 
and  it  was  in  part  to  protect  themselves  and  their  goods  from  the 
natives  that  they  at  once  set  about  erecting  a  hut  of  sods.  The 
blacks  supplied  them  with  good  fish,  and  some  boys  were  beginning 
to  show  affection  and  confidence  towards  the  Brethren,  who  speedily 
began  a  school  with  three  of  them,  to  which  more  were  quickly 
added.  Four  missionaries  from  Hermannsburg,  who  came  into  this 
neighbourhood  by  a  different  route,  had  selected  a  spot  on  Lake 
Kiklpanina  for  their  settlement,  and  there  will  be  no  lack  of  work 
for  both  them  and  our  Brethren. 

With  deep  regret  we  have  to  add  that  the  last  advices,  dated 
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in  March,  report  a  complete  change  in  the  sentiments  of  the  natives 
towards  the  missionaries,  probably  in  coDsequence  of  the  influence 
of  other  tribes  linng  near  Perigundi.  The  lives  of  our  Brethren  had 
been  in  danger,  but  were  saved  by  the  unexpected  arrival  of  a  police 
patrol  from  Lake  Hope.  To  avoid  the  necessity  of  a  resort  to 
weapons  in  self-defence,  they  had  left  their  station  and  joined  the 
Lutheran  missionaries  at  Kilalpaniua,  hoping  that  the  larger  num- 
ber then  together  would  deter  the  blacks  from  attacking  them. 

At  Ehenezer  in  the  Wimmera  district,  to  the  north-west  of  Mel- 
bourne, the  little  flock  of  baptized  converts  has  increased  in  numbers, 
as  well  as  grown  in  knowledge  and  grace.  Most  of  them  live  now 
in  stone  cottages,  which  are  kept  very  clean  and  orderly,  and  they 
learn  to  earn  their  living  by  labouring  with  their  hands.  The  plain 
but  comfortable  aspect  of  things  at  the  station  forms  a  most  pleasing 
contrast  to  the  camp  of  the  heathen  blacks,  of  whom  all  are  under 
the  constant  care  of  the  missionaries,  the  majority  attending  the 
church. 

At  Ramahyuck^  in  Gippsland,  a  romantic  district  on  the  sea  coast 
to  the  east  of  Melbourne,  the  missionary  work  is  progressing  satis- 
factorily. Several  young  natives  have  been  receiving  instruction  with 
a  view  to  their  being  baptized,  and  Br.  Hagenauer  was  gratified  by 
their  evident  desire  to  learn.  The  public  testimony  of  several  who 
have  visited  the  spot  shows  that  the  station  has  already  a  pleasing 
appearance.  It  is  true,  that  the  progress  made  at  both  the  last- 
mentioned  stations  is  but  slow,  and  that  our  Brethren's  patience  is 
often  greatly  tried,  still  we  have  reason  to  thank  the  Lord,  that  He 
has  thus  far  vouchsafed  His  aid  and  blessing  to  the  work. 

In  Centbal  Asia  our  Brethren  have  for  the  first  time  partaken 
of  the  Lord's  Supper  with  a  small  company  of  four  baptized  converts. 
This  took  place  at  Kyelang^  on  the  7th  of  September  last  year.  On 
the  16th  of  the  same  month  the  baptism  of  the  wives  of  two  of  the 
communicant  members  was  solemnized,  and  excited  a  great  deal  of 
attention  among  the  natives,  of  whom  many  were  present,  probably 
because  the  female  sex  occupies  a  very  subordinate  position  in 
those  regions.  Both  candidates  answered  the  questions  put  to  them 
correctly,  and  their  deep  emotion  was  manifest  to  all.  They  had 
been  far  more  ignorant  than  the  men,  when  their  instruction  was 
commenced,  but  they  displayed  great  zeal  and  perseverance  in  learn- 
ing all  they  could,  and  our  Brethren  entertain  a  good  hope  that  "  He 
who  hath  begun  a  good  work  in  them,  will  perform  it  unto  the  day 
of  Jesus  Christ." 

The  work  in  Tibet  diners  from  that  carried  on  among  the  Austra- 
lian Aborigines,  the  negroes,  and  other  nations,  in  as  far  as  the  latter 
readily  acknowledge  the  superiority  of  the  missionary,  and  therefore 
do  not  doubt  the  truth  of  his  religion,  even  when  their  love  of  sin 
and  the  evil  practices  of  their  fathers  causes  them  to  hate  it,  while 
the  Tibetans  regard  themselves  as  wiser  than  the  missionaries,  and 
their  ancient  Buddhist  faith  as  far  superior  to  the  Christian,  the 
lamas  being  models  of  piety  in  their  estimation.  Such  men  must 
first  be  convinced  of  the  falsehood  of  their  own  religious  system  of 
human  invention.     I^  is  ^Y'^^pt  that  the  Mission  work  has  struck 
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deep  root,  however ;  many  prejudices  are  giving  way,  and  the  Gospel 
is  heard  with  increasing  willingness,  ^cently  the  young  people 
have  been  brought  more  under  the  influence  of  the  missionaries  in 
consequence  of  the  erection  by  govern  ment  of  a  school  at  Kyelang.  In 
this  forty  children  are  to  receive  instruction  in  reading,  writing,  and 
other  useful  branches,  and  chiefly  by  native  masters,  but  the  whole  is 
imder  the  direction  of  our  Brethren  on  the  spot,  who  have  thus  an 
opportunity  afforded  them  of  giving  religious  instruction,  and  influ- 
encing the  youths'  minds  and  hearts  by  private  intercourse  with  them. 

Their  joy,  after  waiting  many  years  lor  the  firstfruits,  at  the  sight 
of  a  small  congregation  of  believers  around  them,  and  a  considerable 
number  of  the  rising  generation  brought  under  their  influence,  was 
not  a  little  disturbed  by  the  sad  end  of  Nicodemus,  the  first  convert, 
of  which  our  latest  advices,  received  in  April  of  this  year,  brought  us 
intelligence.  This  man  had  beyond  all  doubt  longed  for  salvation, 
he  had  always  boldly  and  faithfully  proclaimed  his  belief  in  Christ 
before  the  heathen,  and  enjoyed  universal  esteem  and  respect.  A 
long  time  ago  he  had  been  the  cause  of  a  murder  being  committed 
from  Jealousy,  and  now  he  was  afraid  that  he  would  be  brought  to 
trial  lOT  this,  while  his  conscience  was  now  thoroughly  awakened  to 
the  guilt  of  his  share  in  the  sad  event.  He  prayed  much  and  with 
great  anxiety  of  mind,  and  had  formed  the  resolution  to  write  down 
a  full  confession,  and  hand  it  over  to  the  Brethren.  One  night, 
having  in  the  course  of  the  evening  exhorted  his  son  Samuel,  his  wife 
and  other  converts  to  cleave  to  the  Gospel,  adding  that  he  was  a 
^reat  sinner,  but  hoped  to  see  them  all  again  in  heaven,  he  left  his 
house,  and  was  found  in  the  morning  hanging  from  a  tree  and  quite 
dead.  The  Buddhists,  believing  in  the  transmigration  of  pouls,  do 
not  regard  suicide  at  all  in  the  light  of  a  sin,  but  merely  as  a  change 
from  one  place  of  existence  into  another,  and  the  fact  that  Nicode- 
mus  had  only  just  emerged  from  Buddhism  may  in  a  measure  explain, 
though  it  cannot  excuse  the  deplorable  step.  Br.  Sechler  writes  as 
follows :  **  We  cannot  believe  tnat  the  Lord  will  permit  His  cause  to 
suffer.  But  now,  if  ever,  is  your  intercession  for  us  necessary  at 
the  throne  of  grace !" 

From  Poo,  the  new  station  in  the  province  of  Kunawur,  which 
borders  on  Tso  tso,  a  province  of  Chinese  Tibet,  Br.  Pa^ell  reports  a 
very  encouraging  fact.  Eleven  years  ago  this  Brother  had  attempted  to 
penetrate  to  Mongolia  through  this  district,  but'had  been  turned  back 
with  pertinacious  resolution  ;  the  natives  would  not  give  him  even  a 
drop  of  water  on  Chinese  territory.  Obliged  to  return,  he  and  his 
fellow-missionaries  bad  lived  in  the  hope  that  British  influence  in 
the  East  would  in  time  open  a  way  for  them  to  enter  with  the  Gos- 
pel—a hope  which  has,  however,  thus  far  remained  unfulfilled.  The 
smallpox  raged  with  great  virulence  in  the  province,  and  numbers 
died,  and  at  last  the  people  in  their  dire  distress  sent  to  fetch  Br. 
Pagell,  who  had  gained  some  medical  knowledge  before  going  out  as 
missionary,  and  now  is  much  sought  after  in  cases  of  sickness  in  his 
own  neighbourhood.  With  great  readiness  he  responded  to  the  call, 
and  undertook  the  journey  in  March  this  year.  Everywhere  he 
received  a  warm  welcome,  and  vaccinated  all  the  inhabitants  of  twelve 
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TillageB  and  towiiB,  availing  himself  of  tbe  excellent  opporhmitj  thus 
affi)rded  him  of  preaching  the  Gospel,  wherever  he  came.  Permis8i<m 
was  granted  him,  to  revisit  tbe  country,  whenever  he  wished.  Bj  this 
permission  the  waj  to  the  Mongols,  with  a  view  to  whose  benefit  our 
mission  in  Central  Asia  has  been  established,  is  as  jet  bj  no  means 
opened  up,  but  a  step  forwards  has  certainly  been  taken.  At  Poo 
itself  the  children  begin  to  like  to  attend  school,  after  having  got 
over  their  first  dread  of  it,  and  Br.  and  Sr.  Pagell,  whom  the  people 
at  first  refused  to  allow  to  come  there,  are  on  the  best  terms  with 
all  their  neighbours. 

We  turn  now  to  the  older  Mission-fields,  and  first  of  all  to  that  in 
SuBiNAM.  In  our  last  year's  report  we  mentioned  that  the  dawn  of 
a  brighter  day  had  set  in  for  the  Saramakka  and  Auka  negroes,  just 
a  century  after  the  first  missionaries  penetrated  into  the  primeval 
forests  of  the  country.  The  native  assistant,  John  Kin?,  is  most 
active  among  his  countrymen,  and  goes  willingly  to  take  the  GKwpel 
message  into  regions,  to  which  the  missionaries  have  not  yet  been 
able  to  penetrate.  In  the  autumn  of  last  year  be  went  to  the 
heathen  on  the  Upper  Surinam,  who  live  above  our  last  station  at 
Oansee  or  New  Bambev,  and  came  to  the  Loango  tribe,  which  has 
never  before  been  visitea.  The  darkest  aspects  of  heathenism  pre- 
sented themselves  everywhere,  and  there  was  so  strong  an  enmity  to 
the  Gospel  manifested  that  his  life  was  frequently  endangered,  and 
he  rarely  found  people  willing  to  listen  to  his  message:  still  we 
know  not  what  fruit  may  follow  this  first  sowing  of  the  divine  seed, 
it  may  be  that  the  simple  but  powerful  testimony  of  their  black 
countryman  has  made  an  impression  on  some  hearts.  The  mission- 
aries were  gratified  with  the  Christian  life,  that  was  manifested  at 
Gansee  and  CoiTycamp.  The  negroes  on  the  Marawyne,  who  willingly 
received  John  King  with  his  message  on  a  former  tour,  have  not  yet 
been  visited  by  the  missionaries,  owing  to  the  circumstance  that  the 
ranks  of  the  latter  were  greatly  thinned  bv  the  death  of  five  Brethren 
in  the  course  of  a  few  months,  several  of  whom  were  experieuoed  in 
the  work.  We  are  thankful  to  the  Lord  that  He  has  led  others  to 
fill  the  vacant  places. 

In  the  town  congregation  of  Paramaribo,  which  numbers  6800 
persons,  there  are  still  many  difficulties  to  be  met  with,  particularly 
m  the  matter  of  marriages,  which  were  all  devoid  of  legal  sanction  in 
the  days  of  slavery ;  but  the  work  in  town  was  accompanied  with  the 
Lord's  blessing,  as  well  as  that  at  other  stations  and  on  the  estates. 
Education  is  occupying  our  Brethren's  attention  in  a  continually 
increasing  degree,  and  it  is  confidently  hoped  that  all  the  good 
efiects  of  emancipation  will  become  more  apparent  from  year  to  year. 

From  the  extensive  mission-field  in  the  West  India  IsLAin)8  our 
last  year's  reports  have  been  more  encouraging  than  their  immediate 
predecessors.  The  pressure  of  >Kant,  which  has  weighed  heavily  on 
several  of  the  islands,  has  been  removed,  or  at  all  events  lightened  in 
a  very  merciful  manner  by  the  fall  of  copious  rain,  ^e  future 
prospects  are  brighter  than  they  were.  But  there  was  still  mudi 
novertv  prevailing  among  the  working  classes ;  our  congregations  too 
have  declined  in  outward  prosperity  in  the  last  years.     It  is  there- 
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fore  hardly  to  be  wondered  at,  that  the  self-support  of  the  Mission 
hj  payment  of  regular  contributions,  to  which  attention  was  particu- 
li^ljT  directed  on  the  last  visitation  of  these  islands,  has  not  yet  been 
attained  to.  It  is  deeply  to  be  regretted  that  little  progress  in  spi- 
ritual life  is  to  be  reported.  Although  some  have  been  driven  to 
the  Lord  by  their  trials  and  distresses,  there  are  many  whom  want 
of  clothing  prevented  firom  attending  at  church  and  school,  and  who 
have  become  cold  and  indifferent  in  spiritual  things^  The  decrease 
in  numbers  need  not  alarm  us,  as  the  Church  will  be  the  better  able 
to  shine  as  a  light  in  the  midst  of  a  crooked  and  perverse  generation^ 
when  those  members  separate  themselves,  who  only  come  to  church 
to  gratify  their  vanity  or  because  it  was  £E»hionable,  who  prefer  to 
live  without  restraint  of  any  kind,  and  indulge  their  avarice  to  the 
full  rather  than  make  any  sacrifice  for  the  Lord's  cause.  **  They 
went  out  from  us,  but  they  were  not  of  us,  for  if  they  had  been  of  us, 
they  would  no  doubt  have  continued  with  us ;  but  they  went  out 
that  thejr  might  be  made  manifest  that  they  were  not  all  of  us." 
(1  John  ii.  19.)  May  the  Lord  produce  in  our  congregations  in  that 
portion  of  the  mission-field  a  new  and  more  powerful  spiritual  life, 
that  they  may  accomplish  their  aim,  and  be  a  seed  unto  Him,  a  usefid 
salt  in  the  West  Lidia  Islands.  Our  Brethren  and  Sisters,  who  are 
stationed  there,  are  putting  forth  all  their  energies  in  furthering  the 
welfare  of  Church  and  school,  and  several  native  assistants,  occupying 
positions  of  more  or  less  independence,  are  proving  valuable  aids  in 
the  Lord's  work.  Times  like  the  present,  in  which  we  observe  retro- 
gression rather  than  progress,  are  intended  to  be  useful  to  us  too,  on 
the  one  hand  to  show  us  that  all  prosperity  in  the  work  comes  from 
the  Lord,  that  no  flesh  may  glory  in  His  sights  and  on  the  other  to 
stir  us  up  to  persevere  in  the  struggle,  without  beiu^  content  to  rest 
now  from  our  labours,  solacing  ourselves  with  a  view  of  what  has 
been  done.  Begarding  things  in  this  light,  we  may  with  the  eye  of 
faith  recognize  the  glory  of  God  behind  all  that  is  humiliating  to 
us,  and  has  the  appearance  of  a  disastrous  defeat  for  the  Lord's  cause. 

In  Jamaica  there  is  an  unmistakeable  blessing  traceable  from  the 
^reat  revival,  which  took  place  some  years  ago,  but  it  is  chiefly  found 
in  secret  comers.  The  missionaries  testify  that  their  people  value 
the  public  and  private  means  of  grace,  as  also  the  privilege  of  having 
the  means  of  educating  their  children  brought  within  their  reachk 
The  cottage  lectures,  and  services  at  outpreaching  places  are  pecu- 
liarly useful  and  needful  in  this  island,  as  the  people  live  so  very 
scattered,  many  of  them  at  a  considerable  distance  from  the  station. 
That  the  results  of  the  revival  did  not  come  up  to  all  the  expecta- 
tions, which  were  entertained,  need  not  surprise  us.  We  are  far  firom 
regarding  as  hypocrisy  and  wilful  deceit  the  confessions  of  many, 
who  were  apparently  a^ected  by  the  generally  prevailing  movement ; 
at  the  sight  of  the  bitter  sorrow  and  repentance  of  many,  some 
were  doubtless  deeply  touched  with  the  feeling  of  their  own  sinful- 
ness, who  never  came  to  true  repentance,  and  a  complete  breaking 
with  the  world  and  sin ;  and  when  the  Gospel  came  to  such  with  its 
demands,  they  turned  away  like  the  young  man  who  had  great  pos- 
sessions, of  whom  we  read  in  Matt.  xix.    As  a  proof  of  the  reality  of 
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the  work  in  our  congregations  we  may  regard  the  circumstance,  that 
sundry  fanatical  movements,  that  have  recently  made  their  appear- 
ance under  the  pretence  of  heing  continuations  of  the  spiritual  awak- 
ening referred  to  above,  have  met  with  no  favour  among  our  people. 
The  removal  of  the  Station  New  Sope  from  its  low  and  insalubrious 
position  on  the  beach  to  a  higher  locality  has  been  almost  completed, 
and  the  place  will  henceforth  be  called  New  Salem. 

On  the  Danish  Island  of  8t,  Thomas  the  cholera  raged  for  some 
time  in  the  month  of  November,  and  800  persons  died  of  it  in  the 
town  alone.  There  were  thirty  cases  of  death  from  cholera  in  the 
immediate  environs  of  Nisky.  Our  missionarv  Brethren  and  their 
families  were  mercifully  preserved.  The  attenoance  at  the  churches 
of  our  three  stations  in  this  island  was  very  good. 

As  regards  the  Mission  in  Sottth  Afbica,  we  have  first  of  all  to 
refer  to  the  re^erection  of  the  station  at  Baziya,  which  had  been 
destroved  by  a  whirlwind.  Br.  and  Sr.  Baur  now  live  in  a  dwelling 
built,  like  a  Kaffir  hut,  of  posts  with  intertwined  laths,  circular  in 
form ;  a  wooden  house  built  in  European  fashion  serving  for  church 
and  school.  The  missionary  work  had  been  carried  on  without  dis- 
turbance or  interruption,  and  not  without  encouragement.  The 
inhabitants  of  the  adjacent  kraals  had  been  frequent  attendants  at 
church,  and  the  limited  space  was  ofben  too  small  for  the  auditory. 
At  the  station  £affirs  are  now  to  be  seen  living  as  Christians,  labour<- 
ing  with  their  hands  for  their  daily  bread,  some  of  them  able  to  read 
the  Scriptures,  conducting  themselves  in  an  exemplary  manner,  who 
not  many  years  ago  arrived  there  as  wild,  war-lovins  heathen,  naked 
and  daubed  over  with  red  clay.  After  a  prolonged  drought,  rain  had 
fallen,  and  the  harvest  prospects  were  good.  At  Shiloh,  Goshen,  and 
Engotiniy  and  also  in  the  con^gations  of  the  western  district  there 
was  a  great  deal  of  want,  and  oistress  prevalent  in  consequence  of  the 
drought  of  the  last  years.  This  and  the  diseases  among  the  cattle 
and  horses  had  reduced  to  absolute  poverty  many  who  had  been  in 
good  circumstances.  Under  these  circumstances  the  blessing  <^ 
good  crops  in  the  early  part  of  the  present  year  was  particularly 
valued.  The  price  of  provisions  had  declined.  Our  missionaries  did 
all  they  could  to  assist  in  the  general  distress,  and  provided  work  for 
many,  who  could  no  longer  find  their  wonted  employment  on  the 
neighbouring  farms.  It  is  no  wonder  that  the  introduction  of  regular 
fix^  contributions  had  been  less  generally  successful  than  would 
otherwise  have  been  the  case,  had  there  been  no  such  trying  visi- 
tations. 

At  Mamre  the  new  schoolhouse  was  solemnly  opened  on  the  8th 
of  January  this  year ;  the  number  of  scholars  was  864,  of  whom  230 
could  read.  At  IVUtJcleihoach,  a  fihal  of  Clarkson  among  the  Eingoos 
who  some  years  ago  emigrated  from  Caffraria,  the  native  assistant 
Zwelibanzi  was  working  in  great  blessing,  and  the  church  schoolhouse, 
opened  in  May  1866,  was  mligently  and  regularly  attended,  the  Beho- 
ld having  risen  to  forty  in  number. 

The  decision  of  the  Supreme  Court  confirming  the  legality  of  our 
regulaidons  for  those  congregations,  which  have  been  established  on 
land  given  by  Government  for  Mission  purposes,  was  a  matter 
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thankfiilness,  as  the  question  has  long  been  mooted,  and  the  matter 
ve^  important  in  its  bearings  on  our  work  in  the  Cape  colony. 

Prom  the  missions  in  the  Arctic  Segions  favourable  accounts  have 
been  received  during  the  course  of  last  autumn.  In  Gbbenlaitb 
our  Brethren  report  spiritual  progress  and  outward  prosperity  of 
the  congregations  at  I^eto  Hermhut  (with  its  filial  Umanak)  and 
Idehtenfels,  They  bad  to  deplore  the  loss  of  several  young  men,  who 
perished  at  sea,  when  seal-hunting ;  among  these  was  a  young  brother, 
who  was  engaged  as  a  teacher  at  one  of  the  out-stations,  and  gave 
great  promise  of  becoroiog  eminently  useful.  At  Igdlorpait  the  new 
church  was  solemnly  opened  in  the  autumn  of  1865,  and  the  Lord 
granted  the  little  flock  a  day  of  rich  blessing.  At  Christmas  and 
Easter  thirty-seven  persons  were  confirmed,  and  now  the  congregation 
numbers  230  members.  The  school  also  was  going  on  well.  At 
Lichtenau  the  attendance  at  all  services  was  good.  At  Fredericksthal 
several  heathen  from  tbe  east  coast  had  been  baptized.  At  the 
out-station  Famiagdliik  an  experienced  assistant,  named  Jephtha, 
had  departed  this  life,  and  his  loss  was  the  more  keenly  felt  be- 
cause it  is  no  easy  matter  to  find  men  suited  to  the  duties  of  the 
position  which  he  occupied. 

"With  regard  to  Labbadob,  intelligence  was  received  by  the  Har- 
mony, which  returned  to  London  in  safety  on  the  11th  of  October. 
The  spiritual  state  of  the  congregations  was  pleasing,  and  there  had 
been  no  lack  of  food  and  raiment.  At  Hopedale  the  new  church,  the 
building  of  which  was  begun  by  the  late  Br.  Kruth,  was  solemnly 
opened  on  December  26th,  1865,  and  many  derived  a  blessing  at  the 
meetings  held  on  that  occasion.  At  Easter  and  during  tbe  summer  many 
settlers  from  tbe  vicinity,  and  seamen  from  the  occasionally  passing 
schooners,  came  to  see  the  new  building,  and  the  Brethren  gladly 
embraced  the  opportunity  to  distribute  English  tracts  amongst  them. 
The  new  station  at  2^r  had  by  dint  of  great  perseverance  and  hard 
work  been  so  far  advanced  that  Br.  Eisner  and  family  could  take  up 
their  permanent  abode  in  the  house.  Five  Eskimo  families  had 
already  settled  there,  and  several  others  were  expected. 

At  Mehron  a  venerable  and  highly  valued  native  helper  departed 
this  life,  having  attained  the  age  of  69  years,  a  case  of  unusual 
longevity  in  this  people ;  he  had  accompanied  the  Brethen  Kohl- 
meister  and  Kmoch  on  their  first  exploring  journey  into  this  neig[h« 
bourhood  in  the  year  1811.  At  Saeglek,  a  spot  on  a  most  unin- 
viting coast,  to  the  north  of  Hebron,  a  hut  was  erected  as  an  accom- 
modation for  the  Missionaries  on  their  visits  to  the  Eskimoes,  who 
frequent  the  place  for  the  sake  of  the  seals,  which  are  often  taken 
there  in  large  quantities. 

The  Harmony  had  reached  Hopedale  on  the  23rd  of  July,  having 
on  board  Br.  and  Sr.  Linder,  and  three  assistants  to  the  trade-agen^ 
also  Br.  and  Sr.  Beyer,  who  returned  to  their  post  after  a  visit  in  Europe. 
Br.  Linder  was  to  proceed  to  Hebron,  whence  he  will  conduct  the 
superintendence  of  the  barter-trade,  which  is  absolutely  necessary 
for  the  existence  of  the  Mission  in  that  country,  but  which  is  in 
future  to  be  independent  from  the  spiritual  work  of  the  missionaries. 
Having  visited  aU  the  stations,  the  little  vessel  set  out  from  Hebron 
on  her  return  voyage  on  September  18th,  and  on  the  7th  of  October 
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was  mercifully  preserved  when  in  imminent  danger  of  coming  into 
collision  with  a  much  larger  yessel.  In  June  of  this  year  the 
Harmony  again  left  London  for  Labrador,  and  we  trust  that  the  Lord 
will  graciously  preserve  her  from  all  harm  on  the  voyage  out  and 
home. 

Of  the  mission  to  the  Nhrth  Jmericem  Indians  we  have  heard  with 
pleasure,  that  the  work  among  the  OkerokteM  has  been  re-commenced 
by  Br.  Mack.  During  the  late  war  our  stations  at  Canaan  (with 
Mount  Zion)  and  ^ew  Spring  Place  had  been  laid  waste  and 
abandoned,  and  Br.  and  Sr.  Mack  obliged  to  fly  into  MissourL 
On  the  5th  of  October  of  last  year  they  returned  to  New  Spring 
Place,  where  they  at  once  proceeded  to  restore  tibe  sadly  injured 
mission-premises,  and  renew  their  former  labours.  The  Indians 
welcomed  their  arrival  in  due  form  at  a  council  meeting  held  at 
Tahlequah,  and  expressed  their  ioy  and  gratitude  to  them  for 
eoming  to  take  care  of  them.  May  the  Lord  accompany  with  His 
blessing  the  renewal  of  this  work.  Among  the  Delaware  Indians  in 
Canada  and  in  Kansas  the  missionary  work  has  been  carried  on 
without  interruption ;  in  the  latter  State  a  new  station  has  been 
formed  at  New  Westfield  for  those  Delawares  who  had  emigrated 
into  that  part  of  the  country.  A  visit  of  Br.  Hagen  to  this  place 
last  autumn  on  behalf  of  the  ^Provincial  Elders'  Conference  at  [Beth- 
lehem tended  greatly  to  encourage  Br.  and  Sr.  Eomig,  who  are  ap- 
pointed to  labour  there.  "We  are  sorry  to  find  that  it  is  very  doubt- 
ful whether  our  Indians  will  be  able  to  remain  there,  or  whether  they 
will  not  see  themselves  under  the  necessity  of  wandering  still  further, 
together  with  a  neighbouring  tribe,  which  is  considerably  more  nu- 
merous, and  almost  entirely  composed  of  heathen  Indians. 

"W^e  still  have  to  communicate  to  our  esteemed  Brethren  and  sisters, 
find  Christian  friends,  the  pecuniary  circumstances  of  our  Missions 
as  set  forth  in  the  statement  of  accounts  for  the  year  1866.  This 
9hows  that,  while  the  income  amounted  to  £15,042.  2«  llil,  the  ex- 

Senditure  reached  the  amount  of  ^17,710.  16«  11^,  thus  leaving  a 
eficiency  of  ^62668.  14*, 

The  causes  of  the  considerable  excess  of  expenditure  which  thus 
again  appears  in  the  account,  are  in  part  the  same  as  were  given  in 
detail  m  the  report  of  the  previous  year.  Among  these  we  may 
specify  the  charge  arising  from  the  altered  position  of  the  South 
African  Mission  in  regard  to  its  temporal  circumstances.  This  addi- 
tional burden  has  gradually  increased  for  some  years  back,  and  we 
are  soriy  to  say,  does  so  still.  Hence  this  mission  required  in  the 
past  year  aid  from  the  general  fund  to  the  extent  of^  nearly  £1200 
more  than  in  the  previous  one,  and,  from  being  long  able  to  raise 
from  its  own  resources  the  means  required  for  its  support,  has  come 
to  be  a  serious  burden  to  the  funds.  Another  extraordinary  charge 
on  the  past  year,  which  we  hope  will  not  recur  in  the  same  manner, 
is  that  of  a  gradually  accumulated  debt  on  the  station-schools  in 
Jamaica  to  the  amount  of  nearly  £860.  Besides  this,  there  is  a 
heavy  charge  in  the  same  mission  for  building  and  repairs. 

Under  these  circumstances,  the  consideration  of  the  support  of  our 
Missions,  far  exceeding,  as  it  does,  the  slender  resources  of  the  Unity 
of  the  Brethren,  might  well  lead  us  to  look  forward  to  the  future 
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with  anxious  thought.  But,  on  the  other  hand,  the  recollectiou  of 
the  help  of  the  Lord  vouchsafed  in  times  past,  is  a  source  of 
great  encouragement.  This  is  particularly  the  case,  when  we  call  to 
mind  the  readmess  to  help,  which,  resulting  from  His  powerful  grace, 
was  so  abundantly  manifested  bj  our  esteemed  Brethren  and  sisters, 
and  friends,  in  the  past  twelvemonth.  By  this  means,  not  only  was 
the  greater  part  of  the  deficiency  of  the  previous  year  paid  off, 
but  &e  lan;e  amount  of  nearly  £4500  could  be  apphed  to  the  re- 

e ration  of  the  injuries  arising  from  hurricane  ana  storm  on  the 
osquito  Coast,  and  in  South  MrictL    This  is  the  Lord's  doing,  and 
it  is  marvellous  in  our  eyes. 

At  the  close  of  last  vear's  report,  reference  was  made  to  the  nu- 
merous sources  from  which  extraordinary  contributions  flowed  for 
the  relief  of  the  existing  pecuniary  embarrassment.  Once  more 
would  we  express  our  cordial  thanks  for  this  valuable  help.  It  was 
an  offering  of  love  to  Him  who  condescends  to  notice  and  to  approve 
even  the  widow's  mite. 

As  regards  the  account  now  rendered,  we  feel  called  on  to  &;ive 
utterance  to  special  thanks  to  the  Lord  for  having,  amid  the  diffi- 
culties which  marked  the  year  on  the  Continent  of  Europe,  caused 
the  ordinary  contributions,  in  addition  to  those  of  an  uousual  cha- 
racter, to  flow  into  the  treasury  even  more  abundantly  than  is  gene- 
rally the  case.  The  contributions  in  England  were  not  much  smaller 
than  in  previous  years.  The  apparent  diminution  in  those  from 
America  is  to  be  attributed  to  the  circumstance  that,  in  consequence 
of  the  continuous  reduction  in  the  value  of  the  dollar  for  some  years 
back,  it  was  found  desirable  to  reckon  that  denomination  of  com  aa 
only  equal  to  the  Prussian  thaler,  or  about  three  shillings  sterling. 
In  consequence,  some  disbursements  appear  diminished  in  amount,  as 
does  also  the  contribution  of  the  Bethlehem  Society  for  the  Propaga- 
tion of  the  Gospel,  without  really  being  so. 

It  may  be  proper  here  to  repeat  what  has  been  stated  in  previous 
reports,  that  the  amounts  which  appear  in  the  annual  statements  by 
no  means  represent  the  total  cost  of  the  missions.  These  are  really 
the  uncovered  balances  remaining  after  the  careful  application  of  the 
means  arising  from  various  local  and  special  sources.  To  these  should 
be  added  the  not  inconsiderable  amounts  granted  by  some  Govern- 
ments for  educational  purposes. 

Jn  view  of  the  continually  increasing  necessities  of  the  work,  it  is 
peculiarly  needful  that  all  engaged  in  it  should,  not  only  in  reference  to 
their  most  important  vocation,  that  of  winning  souls,  but  likewise  aa 
concerns  diligence  and  &ithfulness  in  temporals,  suffer  the  word  of 
exhortation,  that  they  deal  faithfully  with  that  which  is  committed  to 
them  by  Him,  who  is  acquainted  with  all  their  ways.  This  faithful- 
ness, alike  in  few  things  and  in  many,  may  the  Lord  graciously 
grant  and  maintain  and  increase  to  all  who  stand  in  any  way  in 
connection  with  the  work  of  Missions !  Him  we  implore,  humbly, 
but  in  faith  atd  with  confidence,  to  bless  his  Missionary  Church,  to 
preserve  her  amid  dangers,  and  to  set  her  to  His  praise,  that  His  love 
and  grace  may  be  made  known  among  all  nations.

EiTBACTS  of  the  DiABT  o/'HoPED  A  LB,  j^om  August  1866  to 
Augt^t  1867, 

While  the  Harmony  was  here,  we  had  once  no  less  than  thirty 
Newfoundland  schooners  at  anchor  in  the  bay,  all  of  them  carrying 
on  cod-fishing  on  the  coast.  Br.  Beyer  preached  in  Eskimo  and 
English  on  the  5th,  and  a  good  many  of  the  sailors  were  present  by 
invitation;  many  of  them  also  willingly  received  tracts  from  us. 
Some  few  behaved  very  badly,  but  the  majority  made  a  favourable 
impression.  A  copy  of  the  Gospels  found  by  a  party  in  a  hut  on 
Ellen  laland,  where  the  Eskimo  family  had  left  it,  was  torn  to  pieces 
and  scattered  to  the  winds  ;  and  at  another  place  a  blockhouse  was 
burnt  down,  the  stove  destroyed,  and  all  the  fox-traps  stolen. 
For  the  sake  of  the  natives  we  should  be  glad  if  fewer  schooners 
visited  the  coast. 

On  September  2Ath  we  gathered  in  our  harvest  of  garden-pro- 
duce, which  proved  excellent  in  quality  and  quantity  ;  the  largest 
potato  weighed  more  than  a  pound.  In  the  small  gardens  of  the 
natives  too,  the  vegetables  which  were  left  undisturbed  by  the  dogs, 
were  good.  As  long  as  the  coast  is  ice-bound,  these  creatures  are 
invaluable  to  the  Eskimo,  but  during  the  summer  and  autumn  they 
are  a  sad  plague  to  all  inhabitants  of  the  country.  Most  of  the 
owners  take  no  care  of  them,  and  leave  them  here  when  they  go 
away  to  the  out-stations  to  fish  or  hunt,  of  course  without  making 
any  arrangement  for  feeding  the  animals.  These  then  prowl  about 
in  a  half-starved  and  savage  condition,  and  either  provide  themselves 
with  food  of  some  kind  on  the  beach,  or  break  into  the  uninhabited 
Eskimo  huts,  in  which  case  everything  is  devoured  or  destroyed.  These 
burglaries  are  invariably  executed  at  night ;  during  the  day  the  dogs 
are  to  be  seen  in  all  directions  stretched  on  the  ground  sleeping. 

TJ^o  the  beginning  of  November  our  people  had  no  winter-provi- 
sions, and  we  were  anxious  to  see  how  the  seal-hunt  would  prove, 
as  the  cod-fishing  had  been  a  signal  failure.  The  weather  was 
unusually  miid,  and  the  Lord  was  graciously  pleased  to  remove  our 
anxieties  by  giving  success  to  the  hunters.  Some  captured  three  or 
four  in  one  day,  while  others  were  quite  unsuccessful.  The  want  of 
success  is  always  attributed  to  the  attendant  circumstances,  or  a 
fault  in  the  gun,  and  in  the  latter  case  they  boldly  set  about 
eflfecting  an  improvement,  or  attempting  so  to  do,  by  bending  the 
barrel,  or  even  cutting  a  piece  off.  Some  few  are  really  clever  at 
gunsmiths'  work,  but  the  majority  with  their  bending  and  boring 
manage  to  ruin  many  a  good  weapon. 

On  the  Ibth  of  December  the  sea  was  rapidly  frozen  over,  and  num- 
bers of  seals  were  prevented  from  going  out  to  sea.  On  the  17 th,  the 
Eskimoes  commenced  seal-hunting  on  the  ice,  and  were  so  successful, 
that  there  was  abundance  of  provisions  for  the  whole  season  in 
almost  every  hut,  for  which  we  felt  deeply  thankful  to  our  Heavenly 
Father. 

At  Christmas  nearly  all  our  Eskimoes  were  present  with  us,  as 
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the  frozen  condition  of  the  Bea  made  it  easy  for  them  to  tra^eL 
Several  settlers  came  to  celebrate  the  festival  with  us,  and  we  trust 
that  many  vnll  have  derived  blessing  for  their  hearts. 

On  the  last  Sunday  in  the  year,  Daniel,  the  native  helper, 
addressed  the  congregation  in  a  very  earnest  manner,  so  that  many 
shed  tears.  He  reminded  his  countrymen  of  the  tuany  blessings 
they  had  enjoyed  from  the  hand  of  the  Lord  during  the  year,  and  of 
their  sinfiilness  and  ingratitude,  their  barrenness  in  the  fruits  of 
righteousness,  &c.,  and  concluded  with  an  earnest  prayer  for  pardon 
for  all  their  sins,  and  for  rich  mercies  to  be  bestowed  upon  thei^ 
teachers.  For  the  latter  he  especially  asked,  that  the  grace  of 
patience  might  be  given  them,  that  they  might  not  be  discouraged 
Dy  the  forgetfulness  of  their  people,  whom  he  compared  to  little 
children.  Of  himself  he  spoke  with  great  humility,  as  one  who  was 
no  better  than  his  fellows.  "We  were  much  pleased  with  the  whole, 
and  anew  struck  with  the  readiness  the  Eskimoes  evidently  possess 
in  expressing  themselves  on  Gospel  truths,  as  also  in  applymg  the 
Word  of  QckL  to  their  own  peculiar  circumstances. 

18d7. 

In  Januofy,  we  had,  instead  of  the  usual  severe  cold,  milder  weather 
than  we  ever  remember  having  had  before. 

Information  from  other  mission-fields  was  communicated  to  the 
congregation  on  several  occasions,  and  excited  general  interest,  and 
Daniel  announced  that  he  felt  a  desire  to  go  to  preach  the  Gospel 
to  his  heathen  countrymen  beyond  the  TJngava.  This  we  were 
greatly  delighted  to  hear,  but  did  not  fail  to  point  oat  the  difficulties 
he  would  have  to  encounter,  and  the  privations  he  would  have  to 
undergo,  in  order  that  he  might  examine  himself,  and  count  the  costs 
before  setting  out  on  an  undertaking  of  this  kind.  In  the  matter 
of  food  alone  an  Eskimo  going  from  here  would  have  to  exercise  not 
a  little  self-denial,  more  than  one  going  from  any  other  Nation, 
because  our  people  here  are  so  accustomed  to  European  provisions, 
that  they  can  scarcely  live  without  them.  In  the  far  north  nothing 
of  the  raid  would  be  procurable. 

On  the  8lst  of  March  Br.  Eibbach  returned  irom  Nain,  where 
he  had  attended  the  mission-conference.  Daniel  had  accompanied 
him  as  his  sledge-driver,  and  met  there  a  native  brother  from  Hebron, 
who  was,  like  himself,  earnestly  desirous  to  go  to  proclaim  the 
GK)8pel  to  the  heathen  in  the  north.  The  proposal  was  fidly  sanc- 
tioned by  the  conference,  and  every  assistance  promised.  Daniel 
has  five  children,  who  would  have  to  go  with  him,  although  the 
youngest  is  in  a  poor  state  of  health ;  the  eldest  daughter,  about 
seventeen  years  of  age,  will  remain  here,  and  find  a  home  with  some 
of  her  relatives. 

On  April  lOih  the  school-examination  took  place,  at  which  the 
parents  were,  as  usual,  greatly  delighted  to  see,  what  they  consider,  the 
sharpness  and  cleverness  of  their  children  in  answering  questions, 
especially  from  Bible  history,  while  the  latter,  who  receive  buns  and 
presents  from  friends  in  Europe,  regard  the  day  quite  as  a  festival. 
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Extracts  of  the  Diabt  ofZokB,,from  August  1866  toAugvBt  18(57. 

The  visit  of  Br.  and  Sr.  Preitag  of  Nain  in  September,  was  moat 
refreshing  and  encouraging  to  ua  in  our  solitucfe,  and  we  should 
have  been  glad  if  they  could  have  prolonged  their  stay  a  little. 

The  want  of  a  supply  of  fresh  meat  was  very  trying,  especially 
as  we  have  as  yet  no  productive  garden  to  grow  vegetables  of  any 
kind ;  but  our  Father  in  heaven  provided  what  we  needed  in  a  striking 
manner,  sending  on  one  occasion  a  flock  of  ptarmigan,  on  another 
a  fine  porcupine,  almost  to  our  door,  so  that  our  guns  easily  pro- 
cured frosh  meat  for  some  meals.  About  the  same  time  we  met 
with  a  loss,  which  made  us  anxious  for  the  children's  sake.  One  of 
our  two  goats  was  found  strangled  with  the  rope  with  which  it  was 
tethered,  to  prevent  its  running  away.  It  is  very  doubtful  whether 
the  other  one  will  survive  the  winter  in  its  stall,  which  is  only  an 
imperfect  shelter  from  wind  and  rain,  but  we  must  trust  to  the 
Lord  to  provide  for  this  as  for  other  wants.  A  trifle  of  this  kind 
becomes  a  matter  of  no  little  importance  in  our  circumstances. 

Br.  Eisner  called  on  a  settler  living  at  some  distance,  whose  wife 
was  once  a  valued  member  of  the  congregation  at  Hopedale,  but  has 
become  deeply  engrossed  in  the  world's  cares  and  pursuits.  She 
always  weeps  bitter  tears,  when  reminded  of  her  former  state  of 
heart,  and  tne  desire  to  be  again  brought  within  reach  of  a  constant 
supply,  of  food  for  her  soul,  is  very  strong.  Her  husband  said : 
"  My  whole  life  is  a  failure,  and  the  retrospect  is  very  sad.  For 
almost  thirty  years  I  have  been  struggling  to  provide  a  home  for  my 
family,  but  in  vain.  And  now  my  body  is  growing  weak,  and  I  and 
all  my  family  are  quite  unprepared  to  meet  our  God.  I  am  bowed 
down  with  the  thought,  that,  if  removed  by  death,  I  should  leave  my 
family  q^uite  destitute,  both  as  to  things  temporal  and  spiritual. 
He  was  received  with  great  kindness,  but  found  it  no  easy  matter  to 
carry  on  a  conversation,  as  the  wife  and  most  of  the  family  only  speak 
the  Eskimo  language,  understanding  but  little  of  English,  while  the 
husband  can  with  difficulty  speak  a  whole  sentence  in  jlskimOy  his 
native  language  beiug  English. 

Towards  the  end  of  the  month  our  garden-produce  was  gathered 
in,  and,  although  the  result  was  very  different  from  that  obtained  at 
the  other  stations  this  season,  yet,  considering  the  fact  that  our  seeds 
and  plants  have  to  be  deposited  in  sand  mixed  with  a  little  garden 
soil,  kindly  sent  ua  from  Nain  and  Hopedale,  we  feel  that  we  have 
abundant  cause  for  thanksgiving  to  our  Heavenly  Father.  We  have 
a  barrel  of  potatoes,  of  which  the  greater  part  are  about  the  size  of 
walnuts :  radishes  were  so  plentiful,  that  we  have  reason  to  believe 
that  every  seed  sown  produced  a  plant. 

During  the  whole  of  October  and  a  part  of  November  there  was 
a  busy  life  at  Zoar.  We  were  actively  engaged  in  improving  our 
dwelling,  and  assisting  our  Eskimoes  iu  the  erection  of  their  houses  for 
the  winter.  For  the  latter  purpose  they  were  quite  content  to 
procure  the  needful  supply  of  timber  from  a  distance,  instead  of 
cutting  down  our  little  wood.  At  first  opposed  to  our  idea  of 
building  the  huts  in  a  straight  line,  they  eventually  acquiesced  in 
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our  wish,  and  were  finally  quite  pleased  with  the  appearance  of 
the  row  of  six  block-houses,  covered  with  sods.  We  were  the  more 
rejoiced  to  see  this  work  completed,  as  a  dangerous  influenza  bad 
attacked  several  of  our  people,  and  there  was  no  poesibilitj  of  their 
beino^  cured,  as  long  as  they  had  no  other  shelter  than  their  tents. 

On  the  ISih  of  November,  previous  to  the  departure  of  the  men 
to  their  more  distant  hunting-places,  we  partook  of  the  Lord's  Supper 
together,  and  commended  them  to  our  Saviour*8  gracious  guidance 
and  protection.  There  is  much  that  is  pleasing  in  the  spirit  mani- 
fested by  our  people,  but  there  is  also  no  doubt  as  to  the  necessity 
of  frequently  repeating  the  exhortation  of  our  Saviour :  "  Watch 
and  pray." 

In  the  middle  of  the  month  the  brick  walls  of  our  dwelling,  four 
inches  in  thickness,  were  incrusted  on  the  inside  with  ice,  and  steps 
had  at  once  to  be  taken  to  make  it  more  capable  of  resisting  the 
weather.  We  put  a  coating  of  tow  steeped  in  tar  over  a  portion  of 
the  wall,  and  papered  the  whole,  and  could  then  look  forward  to  the 
approaching  winter  without  Tery  serious  apprehensions,  although 
the  procuring  of  ftiel,  of  which  we  have  no  supply,  will  be  a  daily  care. 

The  seal-hunt  was  very  unproductive,  partly  because  the  Eskimoes 
had  first  to  make  themselves  acquainted  with  the  new  locality. 
Those  who  have  to  depend  on  the  resources  of  the  land  for  a  liveli- 
hood, not  possessing  a  kayak  of  their  own,  have  been  poorly  oflT, 
as  foxes  are  very  scarce.  Zoar  is  the  home  of  the  ptarmigan 
on  this  coast,  and  it  is  the  only  source  we  shall  have  to  look  to  for 
fresh  meat.  Beindeer  wander  to  the  iuterior  in  the  winter,  and  hares 
have  quite  disappeared  for  the  last  eight  or  ten  years.  The  Eskimoes  at 
the  distant  hunting-grounds  had  once  to  sufl^er  hunser  for  two  days, 
but  then  the  Lord  sent  so  abundant  a  supply,  that  they  had  not  only 
sufficient  for  their  immediate  wants,  but  also  a  considerable  surplus 
for  the  approaching  winter. 

At  Christmas  we  had  many  visitors,  some  of  them  belonging  to 
Nain  congregation,  others  settlers  from  the  neighbourhood.  There 
were  no  less  than  seventy -four  persons  crowded  into  our  little  room 
at  the  services,  and  the  Lord  was  graciously  present  in  our  midst, 
and  granted  us  His  blessing.  One  of  the  settlers  said :  *'  How 
delightful  is  this  celebration  of  our  Saviour's  birth  !  It  is  the  first 
time  that  I  have  celebrated  *  it  in  this  manner,  but  I  trust  I  shall 
never  again  return  to  the  old  way.  I  was  invited  to  take  part  in  a 
drinking  bout  to-day,  but  I  thank  God  I  came  here  instead."  He 
had  sent  his  wife  and  child  here  on  his  sledge,  following  himself  on 
foot,  and  had  experienced  a  remarkable  preservation  of  his  life  on 
the  way,  when  the  ice  broke  under  his  feet  in  the  middle  of  a  broad 
inlet,  and  he  was  able  with  the  aid  of  his  snow-shoes  to  make  his 
way  to  the  shore. 

1867. 

In  January  we  had  in  the  first  week  a  prayer-meeting  every  even- 
ing, in  which  our  two  native  helpers  took  an  active  part ;  some  other 
Eskimoes  also  engaged  in  prayer  on  these  occasions  in  a  simple 
manner,  which  appeared  to  leave  a  deep  impression.     The  attendance 
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waa  good,  as  the  weather  was  very  unpropitious  for  the  pursuit  of 
their  ordinap}  avocatious,  and  indeed  hardly  allowed  of  travelling  to 
any  distance. 

On  the  6th  we  had  a  lovefeast,  at  which  many  very  primitive 
arrangements  were  necessitated  by  the  very  limited  space  at  our 
disposal.  The  chapel-servants  had  to  climb  over  from  bench  to 
bench  to  hand  the  bread-basket  and  tin  teacups  to  each  one  present. 
The  contrast  with  the  order  and  decorum  which  elsewhere  charac- 
terises these  meetings  was  great ;  nevertheless  the  Lord's  presence 
was  graciously  vouchsafed. 

On  the  SOth  we  had  a  violent  westerly  wind  with  severe  cold, 
54  degrees  below  the  freezing  point  (Fahrenheit),  and  found  it  quite 
impossible  to  keep  up  in  the  dwelling-room  anything  like  the  tempe- 
rature of  ordinary  rooms.  The  poor  children  stretched  out  their  little 
hands  to  us,  all  purple  with  the  cold,  and  wept  bitterly.  In  the 
school  there  was  a  want  of  fuel,  which  was  very  trying,  and  led  to 
the  arrangement  bein^  made,  that  the  two  chapel-servants  should,  in 
alternate  weeks,  with  the  assistance  of  some  other  Eskimoes,  collect 
the  needful  store  for  the  school. 

In  the  month  of  February  we  took  an  opportunity  of  distributing 
the  presents  kindly  sent  our  people  from  Zeist,  Edinburgh,  Bath» 
and  other  places ;  these,  as  well  as  a  present  in  money  from  Mont- 
mirail,  and  a  quantity  of  dried  fruit  from  Wurtemberg,  were  most 
welcome  to  the  Eskimoes  and  ourselves,  as  we  found  ourselves  defi- 
cient in  many  useful  articles  in  our  household.  Of  course  we  are 
quite  prepared  to  put  up  with  the  want  of  many  comforts,  which  are 
to  be  had  at  those  stations  which  have  long  been  establiBhed. 

On  the  19th  we  celebrated  our  congregation  festival,  and  had  a 
day  of  blessing,  which  was  distinguished  by  the  first  adult-baptism 
at  this  place.  The  wife  of  a  settler,  who  had  been  impressed  viith 
what  she  here  heard,  and  led  to  read  the  Scriptures,  had  come  to  the 
knowledge  of  the  truth,  and  was  earnestly  wishful  to  be  our  Saviour's 
property.  She  was  not  ashamed  to  attend  the  school,  while  staying 
here,  and  can  now  write  a  very  fair  English  letter.  (Per.  Accoimts, 
Vol.  xxvi.  p.  319.) 

The  general  speaking  in  March  gave  us  a  decidedly  pleasing  irar 
pression  of  the  state  of  this  little  flock,  for  which  we  were  truly 
thankful  to  the  Lord. 

On  the  10th  of  Jpril  the  school-examination  took  place,  and 
shewed  quite  as  good  results  as  we  had  any  reason  to  expect,  con- 
sidering that,  in  consequence  of  our  being  engaged  in  other  work, 
the  school  has  of  necessity  i)een  left  to  the  care  of  a  native  teacher, 
who  shares  in  the  view  commonly  held  by  his  countrymen,  that  an 
Eskimo  child,  especially  a  boy,  ought  never  to  be  urged  to  do  any- 
thing against  his  will. 

Just  before  Easter,  a  sad  event  took  place,  which  caused  not  a 
little  excitement.  A  married  woman  left  the  place  without  any 
known  reason,  and  from  the  traces  discovered  in  the  snow  was  sup- 
posed to  have  gone  to  Nain,  where  her  brother  lives,  to  whom  she 
was  warmly  attached.  Her  husband. set  off  in  pursuit,  but  had  to 
return  without  finding  her,  as  a  sharp  cold  set  in  towards  evening 
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against  which  he  had  not  provided  himself  with  any  means  of  pro- 
tection. Tlie  next  day  tae  matter  was  announced  to  the  Brethren 
at  Nain,  but  on  the  day  following  the  answer  was  sent,  that  the 
woman  had  not  arrived  there.  Immediately  renewed  search  was 
made,  and  the  body  was  at  length  discovered,  the  strong  wind  having 
blown  away  the  fresh  fallen  snow,  so  that  the  course  could  be  traced. 
The  searching  party  were  of  the  opinion  that  the  poor  woman  had 
become  completely  snow-blind,  before  she  finally  succumbed  to  the 
cold  and  hunger.  At  several  place*  traces  in  the  snow  shewed  she 
had  knelt  here  and  there,  and  we  trust  that  the  Lord  was  graciously 
pleased  to  save  her  in  her  hour  of  terrible  trouble ;  but  she  was 
previously  not  in  a  satisfactory  state  of  heart. 


ExTEACT  of  the  Diary  of  NAiN,/row  August  1866  to  Augtut  1867. 

A  communicant-member  of  this  congregation  met  with  her  death 
in  a  very  sudden  and  mysterious  manner,  at  some  distance  from  this 
place,  where  her  husband  and  others  were  engaged  in  fishing  for 
trout.  Her  husband  was  the  only  person  near  her,  when  she  fell 
from  a  high  clift'  into  the  sea,  but  her  piercing  shriek  was  heard  by 
many  people  on  the  adjacent  islands.  He  says,  she  was  not  suffi- 
ciently cautious  when  seeking  birds'  eggs  on  the  cliff,  and  in  conse- 
quence lost  her  footing,  and  fell  headlong.  Unhappily,  however, 
the  previous  conduct  of  the  man  towards  his  wife  was  such,  that  the 
suspicion  was  created  in  many  minds,  that  he  had  been  in  some 
way  instrumental  in  causing  her  death.  This  seemed  to  be  ren- 
dered more  probable  by  the  man's  strange  behaviour  afterwards. 
We  tiied  all  the  means  at  our  disposal  to  get  at  the  truth  in  this 
matter,  as  there  is  no  constituted  authority  in  this  country  to  take 
cognizance  of  anything  of  the  kind  ;  but  all  our  investigations  led  to 
no  result.  It  is  pleasing  to  think  that,  judging  from  a  conversation 
we  h^d  y>  ith  her  shortly  before  her  death,  she  was  not  unprepared 
for  this  event. 

While  the  Harmony  lay  in  our  bay,  the  weather  was  most  un- 
pleasant, so  that  the  passengers  could  see  but  little  of  our  neigh- 
bourhood. The  night  before  she  left,  August  26th,  a  violent  gaJe 
came  on,  which  drove  our  largest  boat  ashore,  and  caused  not  a  little 
anxiety  on  behalf  of  the  Harmony ;  but  constant  watchfulness  and 
the  captain's  precautionary  mea^sures,  with  God's  blessing,  averted 
the  impending  danger. 

During  the  first  part  of  the  month  of  September,  a  dangerous  kind 
of  influenza  was  prevalent,  and  many  were  prevented  from  going 
out  to  the  cod-fishmg,  a  circumstance  which  produce<l  considerable 
apprehension  on  behalf  of  many  of  our  people,  as  this  is  the  most 
favourable  time  for  this  pursuit,  and  without  some  supply  of  fish 
there  is  want  and  destitution  in  many  homes  during  the  winter. 

Our  garden-produce  proved  better  than  in  any  previous  year. 
Vegetables  of  every  kind  were  plentiful  and  of  peculiarly  good  flavour, 
and  a  visitor  would  have  been  astonished,  and  scarcely  able  to  believe 
himself  really  in  dreary  Labrador,  if  he  could  have  seen  the  flowers 
in  the  garden.    The  oldest  missionaries  have  no  recollection  of  having 
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>ver  sceu  anything  like  their  profusion  and  beauty  since  they  left 
Europe. 

lu  the  middle  of  October  most  of  our  Eskimoea  went  away  to 
catch  seals,  and  the  failure  of  the  fishing  season  made  us  the  more 
earnest  in  beseeching  the  Lord  to  grant  His  blessing  on  their 
labours. 

In  November  a  general  speaking  was  held,  which  left  a  £EkTOurable 
impression  on  our  minds. 

The  *•  take"  of  seals  by  kayak  was  small,  but  the  Lord  graciously 
heard  our  prayers,  and  gave  the  greater  success  to  those  who  plied 
the  nets.  The  fox-trapping  gave  promise  of  excellent  results  at 
first,  but  quite  suddenly  all  suceess  was  gone ;  it  seemed  as  if  ail 
the  foxes  had  disappeared. 

Early  in  December  a  sharp  frost  set  in,  large  numbers  of  seals  were 
enclosed  in  the  bays,  before  they  had  time  to  get  away,  and  many 
of  our  Eskimoes  began  to  watch  at  all  the  air-holes  to  shoot 
the  seals  as  they  came  up  to  breathe,— a  mode  of  hunting  in 
which  those  who  are  too  old  to  use  the  kayak,  as  well  as  those  who 
do  not  possess  one,  are  able  to  try  their  hands,  and  of  which  all 
^eem  very  fond.  But  it  is  no  small  trial  to  watch  for  a  whole  day 
behind  a  piece  of  ice,  the  thermometer  indicating  45  degrees  of 
cold,  with  the  addition  of  a  three  hours'  walk  to  the  place  in  the 
morning,  and  the  same  back  at  night.  In  this  way  some  of  the  finest 
seals  were  taken.  Since  the  year  1860  there  has  not  been  so  large 
a  t2^e  on  the  ice  as  in  this  year. 

1867. 

The  week  of  prayer  was  held  as  usual,  and  we  were  encouraged  by 
the  remembrance  of  the  many  pn^era  of  Gh>d's  people,  in  which  we 
and  our  work  would  be  included.  We  felt  in  need  of  encourage- 
ment, for  the  speaking  in  January  left  on  the  whole  a  poor  impres- 
sion of  the  spiritual  state  of  our  people ;  they  appeared  so  satisfied 
with  the  abundance  of  food  for  the  body,  that  they  cared  not  to  seek 
nourishment  for  the  soul.  Exceptions  were,  however,  not  wanting. 
One  woman  was  full  of  thanks  and  praise  to  the  Lord,  who  had 
greatly  strengthened  her  faith  and  trust  by  granting  a  gracious 
answer  to  her  prayer.  Her  husband's  sight  has  failed  for  some  time, 
so  that  he  was  all  but  unable  to  hunt  in  his  kayak,  and  there  was  a 
large  familpr  to  provide  for.  The  woman  prayed  to  God  that  her 
husband  might  be  permitted  to  take  one  seat,  and  the  Lord  did  more 
for  her  than  she  had  asked,  for  the  man  brought  several  home  with 
him. 

The  school  was  kept  with  regularity  up  to  Easter,  and  afterwards, 
as  long  as  the  children  were  at  the  station;  the  distribution  of 
presente  from  kind  friends  in  Europe,  which  took  place  at  Easter, 
gave  great  pleasure,  and  called  forth  many  expressions  of  gratitude. 

The  snowfidl  in  March  was  unusually  heavy,  the  lower  storey  of 
our  houses  being  buried  in  snow,  so  that  candles  had  to  be  burnt 
all  day  long.  Before  the  Conference  met  here  on  the  25th,  the  west 
wind  had  oeaten  the  snow  together,  and  the  sledge-road  was  in 
admirable  condition,  so  that  the  Brethren  had  a  pleasant  journey 
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from  the  other  stations.  On  the  2Stk  the  Conference  was  concJuded, 
and  the  Brethren  at  once  turned  their  faces  towards  their  distant 
homes.  Daniel  of  Hopedale,  and  Gottlob  of  Hebron,  had  received 
full  sanction  and  promise  of  aid  from  the  Conference  for  their  project 
of  going  to  preach  the  Gospel  to  the  heathen  in  the  Ungava  district, 
where  they  propose  to  spend  the  winter.  We  were  most  thankful 
to  see  this  desire  to  eyangelize  manifested  by  some  of  our  Eskimoes, 
after  having  long  looked  for  it  in  vain,  and  are  well  assured,  that  both 
men  are  led  to  the  work  by  love  and  gratitude  to  our  Saviour. 


EiTBACT  of  the  DiAEY  ofOKA.K,/rom  August  1866  to  AuguBt  1867. 

On  the  20th  of  August  the  Harmony  arrived,  followed  in  a  day  or 
two  by  the  Meta  in  charge  of  our  old  friend,  Captain  White.  Our 
enjoyment  of  the  society  of  those  on  board,  ancl  of  all  the  pleasant 
life  connected  with  the  presence  of  our  little  vessel  here,  was  not  a 
little  damped  by  witnessing  the  sorrow  of  Br.  and  Sr.  Hirt,  whose 
infant  son,  about  nine  months  old,  departed  this  life  in  these  days, 
after  a  prolonged  illness,  which  we  could  not  understand,  and  there- 
fore not  treat  in  the  proper  manner.  We  all  deeply  sympathized 
with  them  in  their  trouble. 

On  the  VJth  of  September  the  Brethren  Beyer  and  Hirt,  accom- 
panied by  eight  Eskimoes  set  out  for  the  Tikkeraitsia  Bay,  where  a 
blockhouse  was  to  be  erected  to  contain  stores  of  salt,  nets,  Ac,  for 
preserving  the  fish  caught  in  the  neighbourhood.  "The journey 
there,"  they  wrote,  "  would  have  been  accomplished  in  a  few  hours 
with  favourable  wind ;  but  we  had  to  contend  with  a  violent  head- wind 
almost  the  whole  time,  and  were  obliged  to  spend  three  nights  on 
islands,  before  we  reached  the  end  of  our  journey.  Here  a  new 
obstacle  presented  itself  to  the  prosecution  of  our  work  in  the  heavy 
fall  of  snow,  which  commenced  on  the  second  day  after  our  arrival. 
We  held  our  morning  and  evening-prajers  sitting  on  boards  and 
tree-stems  in  the  deep  snow,  as  our  tent  was  too  small  to  accommodate 
the  whole  number.  Our  company  soon  dwindled  down,  for  the 
Eskimoes,  accustomed  to  the  chase,  are  very  poor  workmen,  where 
steady,  persevering  labour  is  required,  and  they  had  soon  bad  auite 
as  much  as  they  liked  of  the  hard  work  ;  some  were  troubled  witn  an 
attack  of  influenza,  one  to  such  an  extent  that  he  bad  to  be  sent 
home  in  a  boat,  escorted  by  two  others.  Soon  only  two  men  were 
left,  and  these  one  day  persistently  remained  smoking  in  their  tent 
instead  of  working.  The  returning  boat,  however,  brought  five  more 
men,  and  the  task  was  at  length  finished.  The  wind  being  favour- 
able, we  made  the  retum-iourney  in  the  sailing-boat  in  about  seven 
hours,  and  reached  Okak  in  safety  after  an  absence  of  eighteen  days, 
during  which  we  had  gone  through  many  trials  of  no  trifling  character 
to  flesh  and  blood,  but  had  also  experienced  the  Lord's  gracious  aid 
and  protection." 

About  the  end  of  the  month  the  oldest  member  of  this  congrega- 
tion, the  widow  sister  Buth,  departed  this  life.  She  had  come  here 
as  a  heathen,  and  been  baptized  in  the  year  1816,  and  was  probably 
about  seventy  years  of  age.    Unhappily,  she  had  not  made  use  of 
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the  opportunities  afforded  her,  and  when  her  end  drew  nigh,  she  atill 
found  herself  without  rest  and  peace  in  her  heart,  and  it  seemed  yerjr 
difficult  for  her  to  lay  hold  by  faith  on  the  Saviour's  merits.  We 
trust  she  did  at  last  find  salvation  in  Him. 

1867. 

In  the  first  week  in  January  we  had  prayer-meetings  every  evening, 
and  the  six  native-helpers  assembled  the  various  divisions  of  the  con- 
gregation in  their  own  houses,  and  addressed  them  on  the  subject  of 
earnestness  in  following  our  Saviour.  We  were  very  glad  to  see  this, 
as  the  plan  and  its  execution  originated  and  rested  entirely  with 
them. 

On  the  2%th  of  February  Boaz  died,  a  communicant  brother,  who 
had  been  ill  for  some  months.  Last  autumn  he  was  out  in  his 
kayak  in  company  with  another  man,  and  found  in  the  evening  that 
the  sea  all  round  our  island  was  covered  with  a  thin  coating  of  ice, 
through  which  no  progress  could  be  made.  They  were  obliged  to 
spend  several  nights  ashore  in  very  cold  weather  and  without  warm 
clothing  of  any  kind.  From  the  effects  of  the  exposure  he  never  re- 
covered, and  his  last  days  were  full  of  most  acute  suffering,  in  which, 
however,  our  Saviour  was  graciously  near,  to  strengthen  and  comfort 
him.  His  little  son,  who  was  a  cripple  in  consequence  of  carelessness 
and  ill-treatment  on  the  part  of  the  parents,  was  an  object  of  deep 
concern  to  him  in  his  last  hours,  and  about  a  week  after  his  father 
died,  the  little  fellow  was  mercifully  removed  by  death  from  all  further 
Buffering. 

At  Easter  the  meetings  were  well  attended  in  spite  of  the  un- 
propitious  weather.  One  evening  a  little  boy  was  going  home 
from  church,  when  the  fierce  blast  snatched  the  hymnbook  out  of 
his  hand,  and  sent  it  rolling  to  some  distance.  Some  dogs  were 
attracted  by  his  exclamations,  as  he  ran  after  the  book  through  the 
deep  snow,  and  attacking  him  would  soon  have  killed  him,  if  it  had 
not  been  for  the  providential  arrival  of  a  sister,  who  drove  the  savage 
creatures  away.  The  little  boy  had  received  some  serious  wounds  in 
various  parts  of  the  body. 

On  the  2nd  of  April  our  esteemed  and  beloved  Br.  Mortensen 
breathed  his  last,  after  a  long  and  trying  illness.  He  had  been 
engaged  in  mission-service  in  Labrador  for  twelve  years,  six  of  which 
were  spent  at  i^ain,  and  he  will  long  remain  in  affectionate  remem- 
brance among  us.  The  loving  patience  and  forgiving  disposition 
which  he  displayed  to  the  Eskimoes  under  very  trying  circumstances, 
were  no  less  striking  than  the  faithfulness  with  which  he  performed 
any  duties  that  devolved  upon  him,  however  distasteful  they  might 
be  to  him  ;  it  was  evident  that  he  sought  to  do  all  that  he  had  to  do 
as  unto  the  Lord.  To  his  fellow-labourers  he  was  a  pleasant  com- 
panion and  a  much  valued  colleague,  and  his  loss  will  long  be  felt. 
On  the  ^th  his  mortal  remains  were  laid  in  the  snow-covered  grave 
in  presence  of  the  whole  congregation. 

On  the  2Qth  of  June  the  bay  before  our  windows  was  at  last  clear 
of  ice,  a  strong  west  wind  carrying  it  all  out  to  sea ;  it  affords  very 
great  pleasure  to  see  the  open  water  again,  after  having  been  ice- 
bound for  many  months. 
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Ean^BACT  ofthe.I)iASY  of  Hebboit, yrom  September  1866  to 
September  1867. 

September, — ^The  number  of  Europeans  residing  here  this  year  is 
larger  than  usual,  owing  to  tlie  circumstance  that  Br.  C.  Linder  will 
live  here  at  first  as  trade-superintendent,  and  that  two  sailors  have 
been  induced  to  remain  here  for  a  time  to  take  charge  of  the  Meta  in 
her  coasting-voyages.  Before  the  close  of  this  month  the  Meta  had 
already  un&rtaken  two  trips,  and  proved  very  useful. 

Early  in  October  our  garden-produce  was  taken  in,  a  ffood  deal  of 
it  having  to  be  dug  out  of  the  snow.  Formerly  the  garden  was  laid 
out  just  in  front  of  the  house,  but  experience  soon  shewed  that  the 
spot  was  a  very  unhappy  selection,  as  it  was  very  exposed,  and  the 
yu)lent  gales  swept  away  the  soil  and  its  produce.  The  present  site 
is  much  less  exposed,  but  being  at  some  distance  from  the  houses 
it  is  a  very  time-taking,  as  well  as  laborious  occupation  to  cultivate 
this  plot,  and  especially  when,  to  save  the  soil  from  being  carried 
away  by  the  wind,  and  the  plants  uprooted,  we  have  to  water  the 
whole  plot  frequently.  And  even  when  the  crop  is  brought  into  the 
store-houses,  there  is  no  small  care  and  labour  still  requisite  to  keep 
the  vegetables  safe  from  the  effects  of  the  severe  climate. 

November  IStk. — Two  adult  persons  were  baptized,  Malla  and 
Faksaut.  The  former  had  become  a  candidate  for  baptism  on  coming 
here  with  a  large  company  of  heathen  in  the  year  1848,  but  had  left 
us  again  and  lived  with  her  heathen  countrymen  a  life  of  sin  and 
shame,  until  a  merciful  Saviour  touched  her  heart,  and  led  her  to 
seek  fellowship  with  His  people.  Faksaut  came  here  as  a  child  in 
the  same  year,  and  was  always  distinguished  for  ^ood  conduct  at 
school :  after  having  become  a  candioate  for  baptism,  he  fell  into 
gross  sin,  and  had  to  be  removed  from  the  list.  Since  last  spring  he 
has  been  in  a  decline,  and  our  Saviour  has  graciously  made  his  illness 
an  opportunity  of  bringing  him  to  a  knowledge  of  himself,  and  the 
preciousness  of  salvation  in  Jesus.  May  He  graciously  lead  these 
souls  safely  into  His  heavenly  kingdom. 

The  Christmas  season  brought  vnth  it  the  customary  joyous 
festivities,  to  which  our  kind  friends  in  Europe  had  again  most 
generously  contributed.  The  Eskimoes  had  had  a  very  successful 
hunting  season  by  land  and  sea,  and  we  with  our  increased  numbers 
were  most  thankful,  that  they  could  furnish  a  large  supply  of  fresh 
meat  for  our  larder. 

1867. 

In  the  week  of  prayer  we  had  meetings  daily,  in  which  the  native 
helpers  took  part ;  deeply  did  we  feel  the  need  of  being  ourselves 
with  our  flock  the  subject  of  many  intercessions  at  the  throne  of 
grace. 

It  was  only  towards  the  end  of  January  that  our  school  attained 
to  its  full  numbers,  several  families  having  up  to  that  tinie  remained 
at  Saeglek.  The  widow  Louisa  resumed  her  duties  in  the  school 
among  the  little  ones,  and  it  is  pleasing  to  record  that  she  fulfils  her 
duty  with  faithfulness,  "  as  unto  the  Lord  and  not  uuto  men,"  yiew- 
ing  her  work  as  a  service  done  for  the  Lord  and  His  Church. 
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The  inteUigenoe  from  other  Mission-fields*  which  haa  beeu  com- 
muoicated  to  the  Eekimoes  on  Sunday  afternoon,  seemd  to  awaken 
a  great  iuterest,  especially  the  narrative  of  the  self-devoted  zeal  of 
John  King,  the  native  evangelibt  in  Surinam.  The  Eskimoea  at 
this  place  are  more  frequently  than  elsewhere  brought  into  contact 
with  their  heathen  countrymen,  and  we  should  rejoice  to  see, 
on  the  pjirt  of  our  people,  more  testimony  with  the  lips  to  the 
mighty  love  of  Jesus,  feeling  con^Tnced  that  it  would  come  with 
far  more  power  from  them  than  from  us.  iSome  heathen  Eskimoee 
were  here  in  the  spring,  and  made  a  truly  sad  impression.  Some 
would  hear  of  nofchiug,  but  tobacco,  food,  Ac,,  of  which  they  were 
most  importunate  beggars ;  others  seemed  a  shade  better,  were  more 
friendly  and  sociable,  and  would  enter  into  conversation  about  Jesua 
Christ,  whom  they  said  they  believed  in,  but  that  the  angekoks  or 
Boro^rera,  and  their  amulets  did  them  all  the  good  they  wanted. 
These  amulets  consist  of  bird-claws,  bits  of  fur,  bones,  bone  figures, 
Ac,  and  are  worn  in  great  profusion. 

toon  after  Easter  oiu*  people  went  away,  chiefly  in  search  of  rein- 
deer, leaving  only  a  few  women  here,  most  of  them  widows,  for  whom 
we  could  find  pleotifnl  employment  in  clearing  away  the  snow.  The 
winter  was  not  severe,  but  there  was  much  snow.  Before  the  chapel 
there  was  a  drift  fifteen  feet  high,  which  was  still  eleven  feet  high  on 
the  first  of  June. 

On  June  24M  the  bay  was  open,  and  an  attempt  was  at  once  made 
to  get  up  to  Saeglek  with  the  Meta,  but  drift-ice  made  progress  in 
the  sea  so  dangerous,  that  Br.  C.  Linder  had  to  return.  On  the 
29M  a  second  attempt  was  made,  the  Brn.  Bourquin  and  Schneider 
accompanying  Br.  Linder.  The  main  object  was,  to  select  a  suitable 
spot  for  the  erection  of  a  block- house  K>r  stores  and  the  oecasiond 
residence  of  a  missionary.  Contrary  vnnd  kept  the  Meta  beating 
about  among  the  islands  for  four  days,  but  by  this  means  an  oppor- 
tunity was  afforded  of  meeting  a  large  number  of  our  Eskimoea. 
One  Sunday  morning  there  was  an  assembly  numbering  about  forty 

E arsons,  with  whom  service  was  held,  Br.  Bourquin  praying  the 
itany,  after  which  Br.  Schneider  preached.  The  Eskimoes  sitting 
on  their  sledges  placed  in  the  sht^e  of  a  horse-shoe  in  the  midst  ci 
the  dreary  snow-covered  landscape  presented  an  interesting  picture. 
Immediately  after  the  service,  the  Brethren  had  to  hurry  off  to  the 
Meta,  as  a  favourable  wind  sprang  up.  After  examining  the  coast 
for  some  distance,  and  holding  many  consultations  with  the  Eskimoes, 
a  site  was  selected,  and  the  work  of  erecting  the  block-house  com- 
menced, after  uniting  in  fervent  prayer  for  the  Lord's  blessing  on  the 
undertaking.  On  the  way  back  to  Hebron,  they  were  more  than  onoe 
delayed  by  taking  on  board  the  cargo  of  seal-blubber,  which  was 
brought  by  Eskimo  boats  to  the  little  ship,  in  exchange  for  which  they 
were  supplied  with  provisions  of  various  kinds.  These  boats  with  the 
dogs  all  assembled  at  the  prow, — a  most  unruly  crew, — and  all  the  pos- 
sessions of  the  family  on  board,  look  more  interesting  than  inviting. 
From  the  beginning  of  July  we  began  to  look  out  anxiously  for 
the  appearance  of  Daniel  from  Hopedale,  with  whom  our  native 
helper  Gottlob  intended  to  proceed  northwards,  to  preach  the  Gospel 
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to  their  heathen  countrymen.  It  had  become  very  doubtfxd,  whether 
the  latter  would  carry  out  his  intention,  owing  to  the  crippled  con- 
dition of  his  daughter  Nikolina,  who  suffered  so  much  from  gout 
or  rheumatism,  that  she  could  not  move  without  assistance,  nor 
even  bear  to  sit  up,  but  was  always  lying  with  her  limbs  painfully 
contracted.  On  the  25th  of  «7w/y,  to  our  great  joy,  Daniel's  boat 
with  his  family  and  goods  entered  the  bay.  W  hen  he  visited  us 
in  the  following  days  we  were  greatly  struck  and  pleased  with  his 
state  of  heart ;  he  seemed  truly  humble,  but  full  of  love  to  our  Saviour, 
and  longing  to  do  something  for  Him.  Then  came  days  of  trying 
doubt  and  indecision  for  poor  G-ottlob ;  not  that  his  desire  to  go  was 
less  than  it  had  been,  on  the  contrary  it  was  plainly  evident  that  the 
thought  of  not  going  was  most  painful  to  him ;  the  same  too  was  the 
feeling  of  his  wife  on  the  subject.  The  thought  of  leaving  their  poor 
crippled  daughter  behind  without  a  mother's  careful  nursing  was  the 
great  difficulty  to  be  overcome. 

On  Sunday  Daniel  addressed  the  congregation,  and  shewed  that 
he  possesses  a  good  knowledge  of  Scripture,  and  a  good  flow  of  words, 
and,  as  far  as  we  can  judge,  a  right  humble  opinion  of  himself.  After- 
wards  GK)ttlob  and  his  wife  came  and  announced  to  us,  with  many 
tears,  that  they  had  made  up  their  minds  to  go,  taking  their  poor 
daughter  with  them.  It  seemed  as  if  a  heavv  burden  had  been 
removed  from  their  minds,  and  it  was  truly  delightful  to  see  with 
what  joy  they  made  their  preparations,  and  how  soon  the  two  men 
became  closely  united  in  the  bonds  of  brotherly  love,  both  earnestly 
longing  to  manifest  their  gratitude  to  the  Saviour,  who  loved  them 
even  unto  death.  On  the  evening  of  this  day  a  beautiful  rainbow 
ipread  its  arch  over  Daniel's  boat  in  the  bay  and  Gottlob's  tent  on 
snore,  and  the  men  regarded  it  as  a  token  of  God's  mercy,  as  it  had 
been  to  Noah  of  old. 

By  Tuesday  the  SOth,  all  their  preparations  being  completed,  the 
journey  was  to  be  commenced.  The  company  was  large,  comprising 
Daniel  and  his  wife,  with  their  four  boys  and  an  infant,  which  was  not 
expected  to  live  long,  as  it  was  very  sickly,  and  Oottlob  and  his  wife 
with  their  two  children,  and  the  orphan  girl  Emestina,  together 
twelve  persons.  Before  starting,  the  congregation  assembled  to  com- 
mend these  dear  people  and  their  contemplated  work  to  our  Saviour's 
blessing,  and  Gottlob,  deeply  moved,  spoke  a  few  words  of  farewell 
Nikolina  waa  carried  down  to  the  boat  on  a  stretcher,  and  many  tears 
were  shed  as  the  last  salutations  were  exchanged,  and  the  boat  left 
the  bay.  For  many  hours  we  could  see  the  frail  bark  tacking  against 
the  unfavourable  wind,  and  we  prayed  earnestly,  that  this  undertaking 
might  help  to  bring  about  the  fulfilment  of  the  word  of  prophecy 
contained  in  our  text  for  the  day :  "  He  shall  have  dominion  also 
from  sea  to  sea,  and  from  the  river  unto  the  ends  of  the  earth." — 
Ps.  Ixxii.  8. 

August  6M.— An  Eskimo  from  Saeglek  brought  the  news  of  the 
arrival  of  the  two  evangelists  with  their  families  at  that  place. 
Daniel's  infant  had  died,  and  its  remains  were  sent  back  to  be  interred 
in  our  burial-ground  here.  They  had  succeeded  in  persuading  a  heathen 
Eskimo  with  nis  family  to  continue  the  journey  up  the  coast  with 
them. 
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22nd. — Great  excitement  was  caused  by  the  appearance  of  the 
"  Labrador,"  steamship  of  the  Hudson's  Bay  Company,  in  our  bay, 
on  the  way  to  Fort  Chimo  on  the  Koksoak.  We  had  some  pleasant 
intercourse  with  the  Captain,  and  Mr.  Smith,  the  agent  of  the 
Company.

Okak,  Auffust  12th,  1867. 
The  state  of  my  dear  wife's  health,  as  well  as  my  own,  is  such  that  I 
fear  we  may  have  to  retire  from  this  service  before  many  years  have 
past,  to  our  own  very  great  regret.  The  improvement  derived  during 
our  lat«  visit  to  Europe  has  not  proved  permanent  in  the  case  of 
either  of  us.  However,  we  have  great  reason  to  be  thankful  that  we 
are  still  able  to  attend  to  all  our  duties,  though  the  work  is  often 
almost  too  much  for  us.  We  have  a  large  number  of  communicants, 
and  to  carry  on  the  speakings  with  due  regularity  entails  no  small 
cost  of  time  and  labour.  The  visits  of  the  Eskimoes  are  very 
time-taking,  as  they  are  frequent,  and  often  merely  paid  for  the  sake 
of  sitting  a  while  in  our  only  dwelling-room. 

I  am  mostly  pleased,  when  visiting  the  Orphan  Asylum,  to  see  the 
improvement  in  body  and  mind  that  is  taking  place  with  these  poor 
children :  the  contrast  between  their  condition  now  and  three  years 
ago  is  very  striking.  Most  of  them  are  more  lively  and  open-hearted 
than  they  were,  and  their  answers  to  questions  in  connection  with 
Bible  History  are  often  very  pleasing.  Some  of  them  would  certainly 
not  have  learnt  to  read,  if  they  had  remained  in  their  former  homes, 
and  now,  thanks  to  the  teaching  of  the  house-father,  all  are  able  to 
read  more  or  less  fluently.  Tou  would  be  greatly  pleased  to  see  the 
little  company  sitting  together  in  church  on  Sunday,  all  clean  and 
tidily  dressed,  able  to  sing  from  the  hymn-books  m  their  hands 
the  praises  of  God  our  Saviour.  There  are  five  boys  and  four  girls. 
The  boys  go  out  fishing  daily  with  Sarah,  the  matron,  while  the  girls 
at  home  prepare  the  fish  for  the  drying  process.    J.  T.  Vollpbecht. 


Hebeon,  August  7M,  1867. 
As  regards  the  translation  of  the  Holy  Scriptures,  I  can  only  say 
that  I  have  continued  the  work,  as  far  as  tne  very  varied  duties, 
which  make  demands  on  my  time,  would  permit.  The  two  Books  of 
Kings  are  completed,  and  are  going  the  round  of  the  other  stations, 
to  be  approved  or  corrected,  as  may  be  deemed  desirable,  by  those 
best  at  home  in  the  Eskimo  language :  when  the  manuscript  reaches 
me  again,  I  shall  subject  it  to  a  last  revision  before  sending  it  home 
for  the  printer.  The  Books  of  Judges  and  Euth  are  at  present  under- 
going this  last  careful  examination  by  me  at  present,  but  will  hardly 
be  ready  to  go  out  with  the  ship  this  year,  as  I  find  very  little  time 
for  desk -work,  as  soon  as  the  summer-occupations  of  the  station  have 
to  be  taken  in  hand.  E.  Ebdmakn.

New  Heernhut,  June  20/^,  1867. 

For  many  years  back  the  missionary  work  in  this  country  has  enjoyed 
the  interest  and  the  symputhy  of  many  friends  in  Great  Britain,  and 
this  still  continues  to  be  tne  cas«e,  though  we  rarely  have  very 
striking  facts  to  communicate.  All  the  more  grateful  do  we  feel 
to  our  Christian  friends,  who  faithfully  remember  us  and  our  work 
here  before  the  Throne  of  grace.  There  are  so  many  obstaeles  in  tiie 
way  of  an  efficient  prosecution  of  our  missiouary  labours,  some  of 
which  are  quite  beyond  our  control,  that  we  are  often  inclined  to 
lose  courage.  And  yet, — the  Lord  Iim  blessed  our  labours  in  thi« 
land,  nay  I  venture  to  say,  that  our  missions  have  decidedly  had  a 
most  beneficial  effect  on  the  inhabitants  of  thin  country,  although 
some  persons  deny  anything  of  the  kind,  and  publicly  declare  that  w« 
— and  every  other  Protestant  Missiouary  Society— are  doing  harm  to 
the  natives  rather  than  good. 

The  Greenlanders,  and  I  presume  the  Eskimoes  in  Labrador  as 
well,  have  a  disposition  peculiarly  childlike  and  childish,  and  we  hava 
been  blamed  for  not  training  them  to  a  feeling  of  self-consciouBnebS. 
There  may  be  truth  in  the  objection,  but  this  disposition  has  in  the 
peculiar  curcumstances  of  the  natives  of  this  bleak  country  undoubted 
advantages,  of  which  we  should  be  sorry  to  see  them  deprived.  lu 
their  life  of  toil  and  frequent  danger,  nothing  but  a  light-hearted, 
Boon-forgetting  nature  would  enable  them  to  get  over  their  troubles 
and  losses  and  bereavements  as  they  do.  • 

As  regards  their  spiritual  life,  there  is  no  doubt  that  their  natural 
disposition  is  often  a  snare  to  them,  leading  to  light-mindedness  and 
sin,  but  I  must  also  remark  on  the  other  hand,  that  in  conversation 
with  Greenlanders  of  all  ages  I  have  often  been  pleasingly  struck  by 
the  childlike,  trustful  manner  in  which  they  speak  of  our  Saviour,  and 
the  evident  desire  to  be  His  followers  in  deed  and  in  truth.  We  ooq- 
stantly  exhort  them  to  be  earnest  and  sober-minded,  and  to  be  sure 
that  their  hearts  are  changed,  before  they  rejoice  in  their  salvation, 
and  many  instances  might  be  adduced  to  snew  that  our  words  are  not 
spoken  in  vain. 

The  winter  was  very  mild,  and  the  attendance  at  church  and  school 
good.  The  seals  did  not  leave  our  portion  of  the  coast,  as  is  their 
custom,  but  remained  all  through  the  season,  and  many  were  shot  or 
harpooned.  Sea  birds  and  fish  too  were  plentiful,  so  that  the  poorest 
had  a  sufficiency  of  food. 

A  young  man  lost  his  life  by  one  of  the  many  accidents  to  which 
the  Greenlanders  are  exposed,  when  pursuing  their  avocation  of  seal- 
hunting  with  harpoon  and  bladder;  he  was  the  successor  of  the 
assistant  teacher,  who  perished  in  a  similar  manner  during  the  pre- 
ceding winter,  and  his  loss  will  be  felt  for  some  time,  as  it  is  no  easy 
matter  to  find  suitable  young  people  for  teachers.  His  aged  mother 
was  just  recovering  from  a  severe  illness,  and  took  her  son's  death 
so  to  heart,  that  she  died  a  few  days  afterwards.  Her  departure  took 
place  in  a  very  peaceful  manner.

Umakak,  May  28M,  1867. 

Your  question  as  to  the  means  and  manner  of  forming  a  garden 
in  bleak  G-reenlaad  calls  Up  to  my  remembrance  the  very  consider- 
able amount  of  hard  labour  I  have  had  to  expend  on  mine  here,  and 
of  this  I  may  give  a  brief  account.  The  thin  coating  of  turf  which 
covers  the  pebbles  in  this  neighbourhood  having  been  carefully  turned 
with  a  spade,  I  went  round  to  the  native  huts,  and  collected  in  a 
bucket  the  refuse  of  bones,  &c.  which  the  Greenlanders  leave 
before  their  doors.  This  formed  a  h^er  of  manure,  over  which 
came  one  of  soil  a  few  inches  deep.  To  procure  the  latter  was  a 
most  laborious  and  time-taking  work,  and  I  was  heartily  glad  when 
it  was  accomplished.  You  will  quite  understand  this,  when  you 
remember  that  the  only  source  whence  it  can  be  obtained  is  the  thin 
covering  of  turf  over  the  stony  ground.  This  has  to  be  rubbed 
between  the  hands,  and  the  soil  conveyed  in  barrels  to  the  *'  garden." 
Nor  is  the  work  of  soil-collecting  accomplished  in  one  year,  for  the 
earth  sinking  together  becomes  too  thin  to  admit  of  being  dug  and 
turned  with  the  spade,  so  that  several  years  elapse  before  you  can 
have  anything  like  real  garden-ground.  With  a  good  deal  of  trouble  I 
have  managed  to  construct  a  hedge,  too,  of  willow  and  alder  bushes, 
in  the  manner  that  is  common  in  my  Wurtemberg  home,  which 
proves  effectual  in  protecting  my  gard^i  from  the  ravages  of  the 
goats,  and  is  an  object  of  interest  to  European  visitors,  as  it  is  the 
only  one  of  the  kind  in  the  colony.  The  fact  that  some  of  these 
bushes  are  still  living,  forming  in  summer  a  green  hedge,  is  also 
interesting,  as  it  refutes  the  idea  generally  entertained,  that,  owing 
to  the  want  of  warmth,  no  transplanted  tree  or  bush  will  grow  in 
Greenland. 

At  tl>e  present  time  we  have  only  two  families  of  natives  here,  the 
rest  being  engaged  in  herring-fiahing  at  a  distance ;  last  Sunday, 
however,  our  little  church  was  fairly  filled,  as  many  returned  here 
for  the  day. 

At  Kornok,  a  place  which  has  often  caused  me  great  sorrow  by 
the  want  of  spiritual  life  of  its  inhabitants,  a  man  and  his  wife,  whom 
the  Lord  has  sorely  tried  by  sickness  and  the  loss  of  their  only  son, 
have  become  a  good  salt  to  the  rest.  The  school  there  was  in  a  sad 
condition  after  the  death  of  Christian,  and  the  removal  of  Jacob  the 
schoolmaster,  until  at  the  parents*  request  the  two  oldest  pupils 
were  commissioned  to  teach  the  others ;  this  they  have  done  with 
great  faithfulness.

New  Heebhhut,  September  1867. 
At  Utorkarmiut  there  lived  a  man  abcut  21  years  of  age,  who  had 
been  excluded,  and  caused  us  much  sorrow  by  his  sad  conduct. 
When  I  saw  him  last  autumn,  and  began  to  speak  seriously  with 
him,  he  told  me  he  did  not  care  what  I  said,  but  should  continue  to 
do  as  he  pleased,  and  all  I  could  do,  was  to  commend  this  hardened 
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heart  to  the  Saviour's  tender  mercy.  On  renewing  my  visit  there  in 
spring,  this  man  bid  me  welcome,  and,  following  me  into  my  tent, 
paid  me  a  small  debt,  of  which  I  had  heard  nothing  from  him  fur 
some  years.  I  asked  if  he  was  still  resolved  to  live  in  sin,*or  whether 
he  would  not  at  length  give  his  heart  to  our  Saviour.  He  said, 
**  That  is  done  already ;  I  have  given  myself  to  the  Saviour,  to  be  his 
property,  and  He  has  pardoned  me."  ^Further  conversation  con- 
vinced me  that  a  change  of  heart  had  already  taken  place,  and  I  was 
much  pleased  to  be  able  to  re-admit  him  into  full  church-fellowship. 
The  man's  face  beamed  with  joy,  and  I  heartily  thanked  our  Saviour 
for  graciously  saving  this  sheep  that  was  lost,  but  was  now 
brought  back  to  his  fold.  He  accompanied  me  in  his  kayak  on  my 
return  here,  and  was  useful  by  his  acquaintance  with  the  locality 
during  the  prevalence  of  a  dense  fog.  He  never  returned  home 
alive,  but  his  corpse  and  the  kayak  were  washed  ashore  not  far  from 
his  home ;  and  we  came  to  the  conclusion  that  he  had  probably 
fallen  asleep,  having  been  up  for  several  nights  in  succession,  and 
his  kayak  having  capsized,  he  was  uuable  to  right  himself  again. 

On  August  29th  1  went  to  erect  a  dwelling  at  the  out-station  of 
Kangek,  accompanied  by  my  wife.  When  the  timber  had  been  brought 
ashore,  I  visited  the  people  in  their  huts  and  tents.  At  night  a  violent 
storm  of  wind  and  rain  came  on,  and  the  ^eds  and  other  articles  in  our 
tent  were  soon  wet  through.  There  was  no  thought  of  sleep,  indeed  I 
had  to  spend  a  good  part  of  the  night  in  the  open  air  in  wet  clothes, 
•holding  the  tent  with  all  my  strength  to  prevent  it  being  carried 
away.  The  next  morning  the  storm  continued,  and  again  at  night 
we  sat  in  our  tent  with  the  rain  driving  in  upon  ufl,  as  if  we  were 
under  a  shower-bath.  There  were  several  sick  persons  whom  I 
managed  to  visit,  wading  through  deep  mire  from  door  to  door.  The 
interior  of  these  huts  is  wretched  in  the  extreme,  and  it  is  hard  to 
conceive  how  human  beings  can  exist  in  them.  No  wonder  that  wet 
and  cold  weather  produces  diseases  of  various  kinds,  which  often 
assume  a  very  serious  character. 

On  Sunday  I  preached  in  Aaron's  house,  for  which  the  people 
seemed  very  thankful. 

The  next  day  the  weather  was  as  before,  and  I  began  to  be  anxious 
about  my  wife's  health,  until  the  Danish  trader  kindly  gave  us  shelter 
in  his  European  house,  and  we  could  at  last  obtain  dry  clothes  and 
warm  food. 

On  September  4ith  we  visited  Kigutlik,  where  a  large  population 
must  once  have  existed,  (judging  from  the  numerous  remains  of  huts 
still  to  be  seen  there),  returning  to  Kangek  to  partake  of  the  Holy 
Communion  with  the  78  communicants  who  reside  here.  From  the 
5th  to  the  7th  the  work  of  building  was  carried  on  energetically,  the 
Greenlanders  helping  with  a  will,  while  my  wife  kept  sewing  and 
knitting-school  to  the  girls  all  day  long  to  their  great  delight.  Then 
the  storm  came  on  again,  and  we  were  at  length  obliged  to  pack  up 
our  effects,  which  were  all  wet,  and  some  of  them  covert  witn 
mould,  and  return  to  New  Herrnhut.

New  Heeekhut,  September  9^A,  1867. 

When  out  on  a  trip  in  search  of  drift-wood  in  July,  we  experienced 
a  providential  escape,  calling  for  thankfulness  to  the  Lord,  inasmuch 
as  our  skin-boat  suddenly  ran  against  a  hidden  rock,  and  the  water 
poured  in  through  three  holes.  We  were  about  one  hundred  yards 
from  the  shore,  which  we  were  able  to  reach  by  wading  from  rock 
to  rock,  leaving  the  wood  we  had  gathered,  but  saving  the  boat.  This 
we  soon  repaired,  while  some  men  in  kayaks  succeeded  in  seciiring 
almost  all  the  abandoned  wood. 

Some  time  after,  we  were  overtaken  by  a  terrific  gale  from  the 
south,  which  seemed  to  increase  in  violence  every  minute.  We 
turned  the  boat  towards  the  shore,  and  succeeded  in  landing,  while 
the  sea  foam  was  driving  through  the  air  so  as  to  make  it  Appear  as 
if  we  were  enveloped  in  a  dense  fog.  Having  with  great  difficulty 
dragged  the  boat  ashore,  we  loaded  it  with  stones,  and  fastened 
it  with  ropes,  to  prevent  its  being  swept  away  by  the  storm.  It 
was  impossible  to  erect  a  tent,  so  we  had  to  creep  under  the  boat 
for  shelter.  In  this  position  we  had  to  remain  for  two  days  and  a 
half,  during  which  time  we  had  no  warm  food  of  any  kind.  It  was 
a  long  and  dreary  season,  even  for  the  natives,  who  are  accustomed 
to  similar  situations :  they  were  very  glad  and  showed  great  atten- 
tion,  while  I  read  a  sermon  to  them.  Had  the  boat  been  driven 
away,  we  should  probably  have  been  lost,  for  we  could  not  have 
left  the  bleak,  rocky,  unmhabited  island,  on  which  we  had  taken 
refuge,  and  no  one  would  have  looked  for  us  there.  But  the  Lord 
calmed  the  storm  at  last,  and  we  could  continue  our  work  and  reach 
home  in  safety.

LiCHTENFBLs,  June  12ih,  1867. 

The  very  mild  winter  we  have  had,  and  the  amount  of  success  in 
the  seal-hunt  have  been  quite  exceptional,  and  call  for  heartfelt 
thanks  and  praise.  The  weather  was  almost  constantly  bright  and 
pleasant. 

With  regard  to  the  state  of  this  congregation  we  have  more  cause 
to  be  thankful  than  to  complain,  although  we  cannot  but  long  to  see 
more  positive  and  decided  outward  signs  of  inward  spiritual  life. 
The  conduct  of  almost  all  our  people  is  in  general  satisfactory,  their 
attendance  at  church  and  school  is  good,  and  they  learn  diligently  and 
successfully.  The  training-school  has  been  earned  on  by  Br.  Drexler 
and  myself,  but  we  have  of  late  years  had  to  deplore  the  loss  of 
several  promising  youths  in  this  establishment,  most  of  whom 
perished  at  sea.  The  sewing-school  has  also  been  continued  as  usual, 
though  we  have  had  some  considerable  difficulty  in  procuring  ma}»- 
rials  for  making  shirts  and  other  clothes  for  orphans  and  widows, 
owing  to  the  high  price  we  have  to  pay  for  them  in  the  store.     The 
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orphan  l)oys,  being  necessary  for  trade  purposes,  are  helped  by  the 
factory  officials,  the  girls  on  the  other  hand  are  in  no  way  cared  for, 
except  as  far  as  cwr  means  permit.

LiCHTEKFBLS,  July  \%thy  1867. 

Among  our  people  we  could  point  to  few,  if  any,  who  do  not  out- 
wardly respect  and  receive  the  truths  of  the  G-ospel ;  even  those  who 
live  in  open  sin,  acknowledge  their  sinfulness,  ana  weep  bitterly  when 
reminded  of  the  grief  thev  occasion  the  Saviour,  who  loved  them  even 
unto  death.  But  not  a  few  are  wanting  in  power  to  tear  themselves 
away  firom  the  bonds  of  Satan,  although  they  are  ofben  told  to  torn 
to  Jesus,  the  Saviour  of  sinners,  for  strength  to  resist  the  enemy. 

During  the  past  vnnter,  I  had  the  boys'  school  nnder  my  care ;  in 
the  summer  I  have  the  remnant  of  both  boys*  and  girls'  schools 
together,  as  many  of  the  elder  scholars  are  away  fishing,  and  thus 
the  number  is  so  small  that  one  teacher  suffices  for  all.  This  work 
has  given  much  cause  for  thankfulness  and  encouragement. 

The  journeys  to  visit  our  people  at  a  distance,  and  in  quest  of 
wood  and  grass,  some  of  them  extending  to  a  distance  of  forty  miles, 
were  made  as  usual,  and  proved  pleasant  means  of  refreshment, 
bringing  a  little  change  into  our  very  quiet  life  during  the  summer. 
Travelling  in  open  skin-boats  is  often  very  trying,  and  sometimes 
dangerous,  but  the  novelty  of  the  life  at  sea  and  in  tent,  and  the 
change  of  scene  always  exercises  a  beneficial  effect  on  mind  and  body.

LiCHTENAU,  August  Wi^  1867. 

We  arrived  here  from  Igdlorpait  on  the  9th  of  July,  the  day  after 
our  predecessors,  Br.  and  Sr.  Gericke,  had  leffc  for  their  new  post  at 
FredericksthaL  Having  at  Igdlorpait  experienced  in  a  signal  manner 
the  gracious  help  and  guidance  or  our  Saviour  in  many  difficulties,  I 
had  become  so  attached  to  the  little  spot,  that  I  felt  it  hard  to  leave 
it :  if  it  had  been  the  Lord's  will,  I  should  have  liked  to  continue  my 
stay  there  for  some  years,  and  have  finished  the  building  operations. 
The  school-house  there  will  scarcely  be  used  this  winter.  The  mate- 
rials for  the  building  reached  us  in  the  spring,  and  I  prepared  the 
roof,  »id  made  window-frames,  besides  completing  the  wul.  In  a 
few  days  I  hope  to  go  over,  and  raise  the  roof.  A  portion  of  the  mate- 
rials is  wanting,  and  only  coming  out  with  this  year's  ships,  so  that 
it  may  be  late  in  the  autumn  before  it  reaches  Igdlorpait.  Delays 
in  building  are  exceedingly  trying,  but  scarcely  to  be  avoided,  when 
the  material  has  all  to  be  procured  from  Europe,  and  the  work 
done  by  one  man  alone,  in  addition  to  many  other  duties  of  a  very 
different  nature. 

The  house  was  much  more  comfortable  than  in  the  preceding 
winter,  and  our  health  was  generally  very  good,  so  that  we  were  able 
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to  devote  ourselves  with  all  our  energies,  and  without  interruption,  to 
the  varied  duties  devolving  upon  us.  Our  people  were  diligent  in  at- 
tending the  means  of  grace,  and,  we  believe,  not  without  deriving  bless- 
ing for  their  souls.  Their  general  health  was  good  during  the  winter, 
but  influenza,  accompanied  with  rheumatic  fever,  has  prevailed  during 
the  last  few  months,  and  caused  many  deaths.  In  the  one  month  of 
my  stay  here  I  have  interred  the  remains  of  twenty  persons, — a  large 
number  indeed,  when  you  remember  that  our  whole  flock  here  only 
numbers  700  souls.  At  present  the  sickness  seems  to  be  abating.  Of 
the  departed  I  am  thankful  to  the  Lord  to  be  able  to  entertain  the 
conviction,  that  most  of  them  died  in  the  faith,  trusting  alone  in  the 
merits  of  Jesus.

Fbedeeiczsthal,  August  28^^,  1867. 

My  removal  from  Lichtenau  to  this  place  after  a  service  of  six 
years  is  in  consequence  of  Br.  Asboe's  retirement  from  the  mission, 
VOL  which  he  has  been  actively  engaged  for  33  years.  The  last  year 
of  my  stay  there  particularly  impressed  that  truth  upon  my  mind,  that 
we  have  here  "no  continuing  city,"  and  that  it  behoves  us  indeed  to 
"  watch,"  as  we  know  not  when  our  Lord  may  call  us  hence.  In  the 
autumn,  our  dear  Sister  Hilbig  was  called  home  in  a  very  sudden 
manner.  To  all  appearance  she  was  strong  and  healthy,  and  was 
indefatigable  in  her  kind  attention  to  my  dear  wife  during  her  con- 
finement. The  very  day  following  the  one  on  which  my  wife  was 
able  to  leave  her  room  again,  Sr.  Hilbig  was  prostrated  with  an  illness, 
which  we  with  our  limited  medical  knowledge  were  utterly  unable  to 
understand  and  to  cope  with,  and  which  in  five  days  ended  in  her 
death,  at  the  age  of  ^irty-one  years.  Thus  in  the  short  period  of 
three  years  Br.  Hilbig  has  lost  his  dear  partner  and  two  dear  chil- 
dren, but  he  is  thankful  to  know  that  it  is  the  Lord's  doing,  who 
doeth  all  things  well.  He  has  now  returned  to  Europe  on  a  visit, 
and  will  leave  his  only  surviving  child,  a  little  boy  of  five  years,  in  the 
Mission  School  at  Kleinwelke.  We  have  lost  in  Sr.  Hilbig  an  able 
and  valuable  helper  in  the  work,  one  who  was  much  beloved  and 
esteemed  in  our  circle  and  by  the  Greenbnders. 

During  the  first  half  of  this  year  our  people  enjoyed  tolerably 
good  health,  though  single  cases  of  death  occurred,  chiefly  resulting 
&om  violent  attacks  of  rheumatic  fever.  The  number  of  cases  increased, 
and  at  last  the  disease  assumed  quite  the  character  of  an  epidemic, 
so  that  we  had  twenty-one  deaths  in  the- course  of  one  month,  persons 
of  all  ages,  and  amongst  them  two  native  helpers,  whose  places 
will  not  be  easily  supplied.  (Within  the  last  month,  of  our  whole 
population  of  767  souls,  fifty  died.)  In  the  case  of  many  of  these  we 
were  most  thankful  to  see,  that  the  preaching  of  the  Gospel  had  not 
been  in  vain,  but  that  il;  had  become  a  real  power  in  the  heart, 
giving  a  sure  hope  in  the  hour  of  death,  and  depriving  the  grave  of 
all  its  gloom.     The  disease  spread  to  the  South,  and  proved  fatal  in 
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the  case  of  thirteen  persons,  who  were  members  of  the  Fredericksthal 
congregation. 

It  is  a  singular  facfc  that,  though  the  two  congregations  in  the 
South  of  Greenland,  viz.,  Lichteoau  and  Fredericksthal,  have  not 
steadily  decreased  in  numbers  from  year  to  year,  as  is  the  case  with 
New  Herrnhut  and  Lichtenfels,  yet  they  do  not  increase  beyond  a  cer- 
tain point.  Lichtenau  has  in  past  years  several  times  come  up  to  750, 
and  Fredericksthal  to  500,  but  a  falling  off  has  always  been  noticed, 
when  these  numbers  were  exceeded.  The  Greenland  nation  remains 
small  and  insignificant :  how  great  the  love  of  GK)d,  that  He  has 
looked  upon  the  lowly,  and  brought  such  a  race  out  of  darkness  into 
His  marvellous  light,  while  so  many  other  great  and  important 
nations  are  still  in  darkness !

Fbedebicksthal,  AuguMt  18M,  1867. 

We  had  neither  severe  cold,  nor  heavy  snowfalls  during  the  past 
winter ;  strong  southerly  gales  were  of  frequent  occurrence,  and  they 
tended  to  raise  the  temperature  and  swept  away  the  snow  into  the 
sea;  not  even  the  fiords  were  frozen  over.  Great  quantities  of 
eider-ducks  were  taken  as  well  as  other  sea-birds,  so  that  even  the 
poorest  of  our  flock  had  an  ample  supply  of  food.  Many  had  some 
seal-blubber  and  dried  herrings  remaining  over  from  the  Lord's 
bounty  in  the  preceding  winter. 

Our  people  appeared  to  profit  by  the  preaching  of  the  "Word  of 
Life,  while  they  were  at  this  place  during  the  wmter.  As  is  well 
known,  they  have  to  be  away  at  distant  stations  during  the  summer, 
where  they  are  almost  entirely  beyond  the  reach  of  the  missionary, 
who  can  only  visit  some  of  the  out-stations  and  that  very  rarely 
indeed. 

My  school-duties  have  been  both  pleasant  and  encouraging  to  me, 
and  many  of  my  pupils,  both  boys  and  girls,  displayed  a  yery  fair 
degree  of  ability,  and  some  of  the  more  talented  young  people  take 
the  trouble,  after  leaving  school,  to  keep  up  and  extend  their  small 
stock  of  knowledge.  With  regard  to  tne  boys,  we  have  this  great 
obstacle  to  fight  against  in  their  education,  that  Government  pro- 
vides them  with  a  kayak  as  soon  as  they  can  at  all  venture  into  one, 
and  obliges  them  to  spend  their  time  in  practising  the  management 
of  it,  that  they  may  bring  in  something  for  the  trade  as  soon  as  ever 
possible :  with  this  measure  of  the  authorities  we  have  no  right  to 
interfere  in  any  way.  We  try  to  make  up  to  them  by  evening- 
school,  but  it  is  a  very  imperfect  substitute ;  it  is  not  to  be  wondered 
at,  that  the  poor  lads  find  it  hard  to  keep  their  eyes  open,  when  they 
have  been  all  day  at  work  on  the  sea. 

1  am  very  thankful  to  have  been  enabled  to  master  the  worst  of 
the  difiiculties  attending  the  management  of  the  kayak.  Many  times 
I  have  accompanied  our  people  in  my  kayak  on  their  expeditions  in 
quest  of  eider-ducks,  indeed  my  common. and  favourite  exerdse  is 
>ow  a  sail  in  my  little  frail  bark.     It  would  be  well  if  all  the  mis- 
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nonaries  here  were  able  to  manage  the  kayak,  as  it  would  be  of 
great  use  in  enabling  them  to  visit  the  Greenlandere  at  their  out- 
stations.  For  this  piu^ose  a  great  deal  of  practice  is  requisite,  as 
you  must  be  prepared  to  struggle  with  fierce  gales  and  high  seas. 
Most  dangerous  are  the  long  rolling  waves  that  come  tumbling  over 
one  another  with  a  high  wind.  The  kayak-sailor  must  allow  these 
to  break  over  him,  and  for  a  time  completely  submerge  himself  and 
his  bark,  but  he  must  take  care  to  use  tiis  paddle  well  to  avoid  being 
capsized.  It  happens  sometimes  that  even  the  best  sailor  is  upset 
by  the  tremendous  force  of  the  wave,  hence  the  necessity  of  attaining 
some  skill  in  righting  oneself  again  by  means  of  the  paddle.  This 
somewhat  difficult  manoeuvre  I  have  practised  a  great  deal,  and  not 
without  success,  and  am  looking  forward  vnth  pleasure  to  the  time, 
when  I  shall  be  able  to  avail  myself  of  this  new  accomplishment  to 
visit  our  people  along  the  coast  and  on  the  islands. 

About  the  6th  of  July  a  goodly  number  of  our  people  returned  to 
the  station  to  partake  of  the  Holy  Communion  with  us.  The  busy 
scene  around  the  tents,  which  were  about  twenty  in  number,  was  a 
pleasing  contrast  to  the  very  quiet  life  just  before.  Our  pleasure 
was,  however,  not  a  little  damped  by  the  speedy  appearance  of  the 
complaint,  which  has  proved  so  fatal  at  Lichtenau.  Twelve  persons 
belonging  to  this  congregation  soon  fell  victims  to  its  attacks. 
Among  these  was  the  most  skilful  hunter  at  this  station,  a  native- 
helper  or  overseer,  who  was  universally  respected,  and  much  beloved 
by  the  poor  on  account  of  his  kindness  and  liberality.  He  died 
unexpectedly,  afber  a  change  for  the  better  appeared  to  have  set  in, 
leaving  a  widow  and  one  son.  All  the  members  of  the  mission- 
family  had  to  suffer  from  similar  symptoms  of  feverish  cold,  but  none 
of  us  were  under  the  necessity  of  omitting  our  usual  occupations, 
for  which  we  have  great  reason  to  praise  the  Lord. 


WEST  INDIES. 


In  the  last  number  of  the  Periodical  Accounts  some  particulars 
of  the  awful  hurricane  in  St.  Thomas  were  communicated.  Since 
then,  further  intelligence  has  been  obtained  respecting  that  visita- 
tion, and  the  subsequent  series  of  fearful  earthquakes,  the  effects  of 
which  were  felt  far  more  extensively  than  those  of  the  storm  had 
been.  At  the  risk  of  some  repetition,  fuller  details  are  now  offered 
in  extracts  of  letters  of  various  dates  from  the  Brethren  Elleiner 
and  Voelkel  of  St.  Thonuu,  Warner  of  St  Jan,  and  Harvey  of  St 
Orouc.  As  a  comment  on  these  tidings,  the  following  appeal  may 
serve,  whicb  has  been  circulated  in  Germany  by  our  esteemed  bre- 
thren of  the  Mission-Department : — 

"  Dear  Brethren  and  Sisters  and  Friends,— Scarcely  has  our  last 
cry  for  help  ceased  to  be  heard,  when  we  again  appeal  to  you.    To 
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do  this  we  are  indeed  compelled  by  necessity,  but  are  at  the  same 
time  encouraged  by  the  hearty,  helpful  sympathy,  which  was  called- 
forth  in  all  parts  of  the  world  by  our  last  appeal. 

As  you  have  alieady  learned  from  the  published  accounts,  the 
Lord  has  in  His  love  and  wisdom  seen  fib  to  try  severely  one  of 
our  missionary  districts.  On  the  29th  of  October  a  fearful  hurri- 
cane ravaged  the  islands  of  St.  Thomas  and  St.  Jan.  And,  only 
three  weeks  subsequently,  namely,  on  the  18th  of  November,  a 
tremendous  earthquake  suddenly  occurred  in  the  same  islands 
and  in  St.  Croix,  which  made  all  hearts  tremble.  The  hurri- 
eane  lasted  only  a  few  hours,  but  the  devastation  caused  by  it  was 
fearful.  Not  so  soon  did  the  terrors  of  earthquake  pass  away.  The 
frightful  shock  of  November  the  18th  was  only  the  first  of  some 
hundreds,  mostly  weaker  ones.  According  to  the  last  reports,  these 
continued  to  the  end  of  December,  and  kept  the  minds  of  the 
distressed  inhabitants  in  constant  anxiety  and  suspense,  to  the 
severe  trial, — as  Br.  Kleiner  writes, — not  only  of  weak  nerves  but 
of  strong  faith.  In  addition,  according  to  the  most  recent  letters, 
the  unfortunate  island  of  St.  Thomas,  after  being  tried  in  so  many 
ways,  has  been  threatened  with  cholera  and  yellow  fever,  which 
fearful  epidemics  will,  like  the  storm  and  the  earthquake,  demand 
their  victims. 

Detailed  accounts  of  these  severe  visitations,  which  have  so 
rapidly  succeeded  each  other,  are  communicated  in  the  published 
intelligence.  There  the  heartfelt  words  of  our  severely-tried  bre- 
thren address  you.  Besides  that  peace  which  flows  from  a  realisation 
of  the  love  of  Jesus,  and  which  passeth  all  understanding,  they 
have  the  comforting  conviction  that  their  call  for  aid  will  not  in 
vain  appeal  to  the  hearts  of  brethren  and  friends  at  home. 

Brethren  beloved  in  the  Lord,  who  can  close  his  heart  in  such 
distress  ?  "Who  would  not  cheerfully  open  his  hand  ?  "Who  does 
not  feel  impelled  to  earnest  prayer  ?  Whose  heart  would  not  be 
penetrated  by  the  repeated  requests  of  our  missionaries,  *  O  dear 
brethren,  pray,  pray  for  us  !* 

But  not  only  would  we  claim  your  intercession  and  active  sympa- 
thy on  behalf  of  our  much-tried  missionaries,  and  tliose  who  are 
under  their  care,  we  would  also  take  leave  to  direct  your  attention 
to  the  heavy  expenses  which,  in  consequence  of  this  new  visitation, 
will  be  thrown  on  our  already  overburdened  mission-fund. 

The  entire  extent  of  the  damage  cannot  yet  be  ascertained.  "With 
heartfelt  gratitude  we  acknowledge  the  wonderful  and  gracious  preser- 
vation of  many  of  the  mission-buildings  during  both  storm  and  earth- 
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qnake.  Yet  the  loss,  particularly  in  consequence  of  the  hurricane,  is 
very  great.  The  fine  large  church  at  Nisky  is  in  ruins,  and  those  at 
several  other  stations  are  severely  injured.  All  the  dwellings  of  the 
missionaries  have  suffered  considerahly,  both  from  storm  and  earth- 
quake, and  no  doubt  many  concealed  injuries  will  hereafter  be  dis- 
covered. It  is  quite  evident  that  the  restoration  of  the  shattered 
or  destroyed  buildings  will  lead  to  an  expenditure  which  it  will  be 
impossible  to  deiGray  from  the  mission-fund|  without  extraordinary 
aid 

Hence  we  find  ourselves  compelled  to  call  upon  our  Brethren  and 
Sisters  and  friends  for  additional  assistance.  And  we  do  this  in  the 
firm  conviction  that  we  shaU  not  ask  in  vain.  We  are  well  aware, 
that  the  pressure  of  the  times  is  severely  felt  by  many,  who  with 
untiring  faithfulness  have  contributed  their  gifts  of  love  for  the  work 
of  missions.  But  we  also  know,  that  with  God  nothing  is  impos- 
sible, and  tfatit  He,  who,  in  the  days  of  the  Apostle  Paul,  bestowed 
on  the  churches  of  Macedonia  the  grace  that  *  their  deep  poverty 
abounded  unto  the  riches  of  their  liberality,'  (2  Cor.  viii.  2,)  can 
still  make  the  hearts  of  His  dear  people  willing  to  contribute, 
according  *  to  their  power,  yea,  and  beyond  their  power,'  from  love 
to  Him  who  gave  himself  for  them. 

We  earnestly  commend  this  case  of  need  to  your  kind  notice. 

Now  the  Lord  of  peace  himself  give  you  peace  always  by  all 
means.     The  Lord  be  with  you  and  with  ua  alL

In  reference  to  the  expense  of  restoration,  it  may  be  well  to  state 
that,  while  it  cannot  possibly  be  stated  with  any  exactness,  it  is 
certain  that  not  less  than  between  £2000  and  ^3000  will  be 
required. 

Damage  was  done  by  earthquake  and  inundation  in  other  islands, 
but  we  are  thankful  to  say  it  was  comparatively  slight.

St.  Thomas,  November  28/A,  1867. 
What  an  awfal,  solemn  time  we  are  passing  through  at  present ! 
Scarcely  had  we  begun  to  breathe  a  little  freely  again,  after  the 
terrors  of  the  hurricane  had  passed,  when  anew  scene  presented  itself, 
more  fearful  than  any  we  have  ever  witnessed.  On  the  18th  inst.  all 
was  life  and  bustle  in  the  town,  and  I  was  speaking  with  a  merchant 
in  a  store,  when  suddenly— ^just  at  twelve  minutes  before  3  p.m. — 
the  most  fearful  earthquake  that  has  ever  been  felt  here,  suddenly 
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shook  our  island,  aud  made  the  stoutest  heart  quail  and  tremble. 
Shock  followed  shock,  and  every  one  rushed  out  of  house  and  store, 
leaving  in  some  places  hundreds  of  dollars  on  the  counters,  all  fleeing 
for  their  lives  beyond  the  reach  of  the  fearfully  rocking  high  walls, 
which  threatened  every  moment  to  fall,  while  multitudes  were  lying 
on  their  knees  in  the  street,  crying :  "  Lord,  have  mercy  on  us !"  I 
hurried  home  at  once  to  see  what  had  become  of  my  own  people, 
house,  church,  and  the  eighty  children  who  were  at  school  in  the  room 
beneath  the  latter.  I  found  the  little  ones  screaming  in  their  terror, 
frightened  out  of  their  wits  by  the  fall  of  some  bricks  and  mortar 
from  the  top  of  the  wall ;  but,  thank  God !  all  were  preserved  free 
from  the  least  injury. 

Scarcely  had  the  first  terror  subsided  for  a  moment,  when  another 
still  more  terrible  event  took  place,  making  every  face  pale  with  fear. 
The  cry  ran  through  the  streets :  "  The  sea  is  coming !"  A  huge 
mass  of  water  was  seen  slowly  rolling  towards  the  harbour,  the 
entrance  to  which  seemed  blocked  up  by  a  reef,  over  which  the 
ocean  dashed  its  mighty  waves  with  such  force,  that  the  foam  went 
upwards  like  heavy  clouds  of  smoke,  while  within  the  harbour  the 
sea  remained  perfectly  calm  and  smooth,  and  scarcely  a  breath  of  air 
could  be  felt.  But  for  the  imminent  peril,  it  would  have  been  the 
grandest  sight  possible.  Slowly  the  terrific  sea  entered  the  harbour ; 
the  ships  began  to  heave  and  roll,  smaller  craft,  unable  to  escape, 
were  seen  tossing  up  and  down,  some  capsized,  others  swallowed  up  in 
the  surge.  Schooners,  sloops,  lij^hters,  boats  were  all  thrown  ashore,  in 
some  places  to  a  distance  of  a  hundred  yards  from  the  wharf.  Small 
wooden  houses  too  were  washed  from  their  foundation,  and  carried 
away  by  the  sudden  flood.  Then  the  wave  receded,  taking  some  of 
the  vessels  along  with  it,  and  leaving  the  bottom  of  the  sea  for  about 
300  yards  perfectly  dry.  Three  several  times  the  huge  wave  returned 
in  the  same  manner,  and  then,  in  about  an  hour's  time,  the  sea 
returned  slowly  to  its  former  calmness. 

Now  the  evening  drew  on,  and  there  followed  an  awful  night. 
Shocks  continued  all  the  night  through,  sometimes  every  five  minutes, 
never  less  frequently  than  three  times  in  an  hour,  so  that  not  an  eye 
was  closed.  Hundreds  of  people  fled  to  the  hills  for  refuge,  and  in 
every  direction  nothing  was  heard  but  singing  and  praying,  and  then 
fresh  cries  of  terror.  The  shocks  have  continued  ever  since,  but 
have  become  fainter  and  less  frequent;  while  I  write  only  a  rumbling 
is  heard,  like  distant  thunder,  with  occasionally  a  slight  trembling,  or 
a  sudden  thump,  as  from  the  report  of  a  cannon  discharged  under 
the  ground.  Under  the  present  circiimstances  of  excitement,  fear, 
and  suspense,  it  is  hardly  a  matter  of  surprise  that  the  slightest 
shake  renews  the  terrible  impressions  produced  by  the  first  severe 
one. 

It  is  indeed  a  most  trying  time  for  the  strongest  nerves,  and  the 
strongest  faith  too.  But  the  Lord  has  been  very  merciful  to  us  all 
through  this  time.  Fearful  as  is  the  destruction  resulting  from  this 
second  calamity,  only  very  few  lives  have  been  lost;  he  that  "desires 
not  the  death  of  a  sinner,"  has  been  seeking  to  arouse  even  the 
most  careless  in  this  town  and  these  islands,  and  bring  them  to  feel 
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a  true  concern  for  their  souls,  by  shewing  them  the  unceridnty  of 
life,  and  giving  them  to  feel  a  foretaste  of  the  terrors  of  His  judg- 
ment. Some,  alas !  appear  too  hardened  to  be  touched  even  by  this, 
but  we  trust  that  on  many  the  impression  now  made  will  be  abiding, 
and  lead  to  a  true  conversion  from  the  error  of  their  ways. 

A  very  wonderful  proof  of  the  Lord's  goodness  to  us,  and  one 
calling  for  loud  thanksgivings  on  our  part,  is  the  circumstance,  that 
our  church,  though  by  no  means  a  strong  edifice,  is  still  permitted  to 
stand,  almost  uniniured,  while  many  well-built  fireproof  stores  are 
80  fearfully  rent,  tnat  the  walls  have  to  be  taken  down,  if  they  do 
not  fall  down  of  themselves,  while  the  English  and  Danish  churches 
and  the  Synagogue  are  all  greatly  damaged,  the  first-mentioned 
threatening  every  moment  to  fall.  Truly  our  little  church  is  a 
monument  of  the  Lord's  undeserved  mercy  towards  us.  As  soon  as 
the  excitement  is  calmed  down  somewhat,  we  shall  again  be  able  to 
open  the  church  for  services  as  usual ;  at  present  I  have  thought  it 
better  to  decline  opening  it  for  any  gatherings,  lest  a  sudden  panic 
among  a  crowd  shotdd  lead  to  disastrous  results.  Last  Sunday 
morning  I  preached  to  a  large  multitude  of  people  in  "  the  fields,"  a 
parade  ground  ;  the  Rev.  Mr.  Allan,  Minister  of  the  Reformed  Dutch 
Church,  conducted  the  service  there  in  the  evening.  It  was  a  beau- 
tiful day,  and  a  real  Sabbath,  such  as  has  certainly  never  before  been 
known  in  this  island.  The  shops,  generally  open  all  day,  were  closed 
without  exception ;  for  the  first  time  no  Sunday  market  was  held, 
and  altogether  there  was  a  quietness  in  town,  such  as  has  never  been 
witnessed  there. 

In  St.  Jan  the  earthquake  has  not  added  much  injuir  to  what  the 
hurricane  had  done.    More  damage  has  been  done  at  New  Herrnhut. 

At  Bethany  I  was  glad  to  find  that  the  old  worm-eaten  house  is 
not  quite  gone,  beyond  hope  of  restoration.  Br.  Ilgner  has  been 
labouring  hard  to  provide  at  least  one  dry  room  for  bis  family,  for 
the  hurricane  did  not  leave  a  shingle  on  the  roof,  and  every  shower 
of  rain  sent  the  water  in  streams  through  the  house.  A  new  roof 
will  be  needed,  and  for  the  church  sonje  new  rafters,  and  at  the 
preseut  high  price  of  labour  these  repairs  will  prove  very  expensive. 

December  12th,  1867. 

For  more  than  three  weeks  not  a  day  has  passed  without  some 
more  or  less  frequently  recurring  warning  sounds,  which  with  the 
occasional  shocks  remind  us  that  all  danger  is  not  yet  past. 
For  the  last  few  days  we  had  begun  to  breathe  more  freely,  as  nothing 
but  the  rumbling  sound  was  heard,  but  this  morning  two  very  severe 
shocks  have  made  many  again  close  their  stores,  and  take  refuge  in 
tents  on  the  hills.  Just  at  this  moment,  while  I  write — 3  p.m.— there 
comes  another  shock,  which  makes  everything  rattle  and  tremble. 
We  know,  indeed,  who  it  is  that  doeth  all  these  things,  and  that 
without  His  will  not  a  hair  can  fall  from  our  heads ;  still  you  will 
readily  believe,  that  it  is  a  time  of  sore  trial  and  exciting  suspense, 
for  who  can  tell,  whether  the  next  shock  may  not  be  severe  enough 
to  make  every  wall  of  the  house  tumble  together  over  our  heads. 
Many  buildings,  which  were  already  considerably  damaged,  have 
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to-day  received  additional  injury.  It  is  pleasant  to  sing  in  church : 
"  Should  earth  lose  its  foundation,"  Ac.  (Hymn  Book,  No.  621),  but 
it  is  a  very  different  thing  to  feel  in  reality  the  foundations  of  the 
earth  thus  awfully  shaken,  trembb'ng  and  groaning  under  your  feet. 
How  intensely  one  feels  one*s  own  nothingness  and  helplessness 
under  such  a  display  of  the  power  and  majesty  of  God !  Oh  that  the 
impression  produced  on  many  minds  by  the  late  events  may  be 
permanent,  and  lead  to  a  change  of  heart  and  of  life ! 

Last  Sunday,  as  on  the  two  preceding  ones,  Mr.  Allan  and  I 
again  preached  to  crowds  of  attentive  hearers  in  the  fields ;  how  long 
we  may  have  to  continue  these  services  we  know  not ;  but  it  would 
certainly  not  be  safe  to  assemble  in  the  churches  at  present.  We 
did  venture  to  meet  in  our  church  a  fortnight  ago  for  the  celebra- 
tion of  the  Holy  Communion,  and  those  present  mil  not  soon  forget 
that  hour.  We  were  just  on  our  knees,  wnen  a  loud,  rumbling  sound 
was  heard,  and  the  walls  began  fearfully  to  shake.  Immediately  cries 
and  shrieks  were  raised  by  the  terrified  people,  and  several  hurried 
out  of  the  building,  while  the  rest  were  with  difficulty  calmed  and 
pacified.  About  twenty  minutes  afterwards,  another  shock  took 
place,  but  though  alarm  was  depicted  on  almost  every  face,  all  kept 
their  seats,  and  the  service  was  continued  without  interruption. 

As  for  our  pecuniary  condition,  I  think  we  should  have  been  able 
to  pay  our  way  this  year  without  drawing  on  the  resources  of  the 
Mission  Fund,  if  it  had  not  been  for  the  terrible  disasters  of  the  last 
few  weeks.  Confining  ourselves  to  the  unavoidably  necessary  repairs, 
we  must  incur  an  expense  of  not  less  than  10,000  dollars,  (about 
£2000) ;  of  this  sum  about  one-third  will  be  needed  for  restoration  of 
the  chapel  at  Nisky,  without  rebuilding  the  cupola.  The  repairs 
must  be  undertaken  at  once,  of  course,  for  the  portions  left  unin- 
jured would  soon  be  damaged  by  exposure  to  the  weather,  and  the 
enormous  price  of  labour  and  building  materials  of  every  kind  wiU 
greatly  increase  the  expense. 

December  SOth. 

For  six  weeks  now  we  have  had  shocks  daily  with  few  exceptions, 
and  then  the  rumbling  noise,  like  distant  thunder,  has  reminded  us 
of  the  danger  of  a  recurrence  of  the  earthquake  at  any  moment.  A 
vioicnt  and  destructive  hurricane  like  the  one  we  lately  experienced, 
fills  with  alarm,  but  there  are  premonitory  signs,  and  measures  to 
meet  the  danger  may  be  taken,  and  in  a  short  time  it  is  past  and 
gone ;  but  the  earthquake,  repeating  its  shocks  so  frequently  for  so 
long  a  period,  sometimes  in  bright  sunshine,  sometimes  m  heavy  rain, 
sometimes  when  violent  wind  is  blowing,  sometimes  when  there  is 
scarcely  a  breath  of  air,  but  keeping  you  always  in  expectation  of 
feeling  the  trembling  ground  sink  under  your  feet,  and  the  cracking 
and  groaning  walls  bury  you  in  their  ruins— this  is  a  trial  not  onty 
to  weak  nerves,  but  also  to  strong  faith.  The  shocks  had  gradually 
become  fainter,  and  yesterday  Mr.  Allan  re-opened  his  church  fot 
service.  It  was  a  beautiful,  calm,  quiet  Sabbath  day.  Suddenly,  about 
9  p.m.  there  came  a  violent,  long  continued  shock,  followed  by  several 
otnersy  and  our  hopes  that  the  time  of  trial  was  past  were  scattered 
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to  the  winds,  and  we  could  only  praj  to  be  preserved  in  faith  and 
trust  in  God. 

To-day  we  hear  of  two  undoubted  cases  of  cholera  in  the  town, 
and  the  yellow  fever  is  bad  enough  in  its  ravages  at  present.  The 
Lord  is  visiting  us  with  heavy  j  udgments  ;  may  we  all  learn  righteous- 
ness !  He  has  thus  far  graciously  preserved  our  lives,  and  we  put 
our  trust  in  Him  for  the  future.

NisKT,  St.  Thomas,  December  12th,  1867. 

What  had  hitherto  been  regarded  as  the  fixed  hurricane-season 
had  passed  on  the  25th  of  October,  and  although  on  the  morning  of 
the  29th,  the  sky  was  cloudy,  and  a  strong  wind  blowing  from  the 
west,  we  thought  it  nothing  unusual.  At  about  9  o'clock,  however, 
wo  could  not  but  feel  alarmed  at  the  increased  violence  of  the  wind, 
and  accordingly  set  about  fastening  doors  and  shutters.  Boards 
and  shingles  were  flying  through  the  air,  and  soon  several  of  the 
houses  of  our  people,  which  are  built  upon  posts,  were  lifted  up  and 
carried  away,  many  of  them  being  dashed  to  pieces.  All  our  people 
here  came  for  refuge  to  our  house  and  the  school-house,  which  is 
under  the  church.  About  200  persons,  drenched  to  the  skin,  were 
compelled  to  remain  all  night  in  the  cellar  of  our  house,  where 
we  joined  them  with  our  children.  Having  been  told  that  one  of 
the  doors  of  the  second  storey  had  been  burst  open,  I  hastened  with 
the  help  of  one  of  our  people  to  secure  it,  but  we  were  compelled  to 
call  in  the  assistance  of  several  others  before  we  succeeded.  Whilst 
engaged  in  this  task,  one  of  the  men  saw  the  cupola  of  the  chiurch 
fall  against  the  house,  and  cried  out :  "  Oh  Massa,  kirk  we  fall." 
We  had  now  to  hasten  down  stairs  to  save  our  lives.  We  found  the 
people  crying,  and  praying  for  mercy.  The  texts  for  the  day  greatlj 
comforted  us.  ("  Behold,  the  Lord's  hand  is  not  shortened,  that  it 
cannot  save ;  neither  his  ear  heavy,  that  it  cannot  hear,"  Is.  Hi.  1 ; 
and  *^  Having  loved  His  own  which  were  in  the  world,  He  loved 
them  unto  the  end,"  John  xiii.  1.) 

The  house  was  filled  with  water,  which  came  through  the  floors, 
and  even  in  the  cellar  there  was  scarcely  a  dry  spot.  My  children 
slept  on  a  box,  and  I  sat  by  them  completely  exhausted  from  my 
exertions  in  endeavouring  to  fasten  up  the  house.  Wet  as  we  were, 
we  were  compelled  to  spend  the  night  in  that  condition.  When  we 
heard  the  cry  of  some  one  outside  who  came  to  seek  refuge  with  us, 
it  required  the  utmost  exertions  of  four  men  to  open  the  door  and 
close  it  again. 

The  storm  from  the  west  had  scarcely  somewhat  abated,  when  it 
burst  upon  us  from  the  east  with  re-doubled  fury,  uncovering  the 
church  and  doing  a  great  amount  of  other  damage.  What  a  picture 
presented  itself  to  our  view  the  next  morning !  Only  the  four  walla 
of  the  church  were  standing,  of  our  kitchen  and  outhouses  nothing 
but  the  walls  left,  the  stable  gone  entirely,  and  the  fences  carried 
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away.  Tree-stems,  which  a  man*s  arms  could  not  span,  were  rooted 
up  and  swept  away.  Of  tHe  houses  belouging  to  the  people,  eighteen 
were  totally  ruined,  the  rest  were  all  moved  from  tneir  founmitions 
and  greatly  damaged.  But  the  Lord  has  been  very  merciful  in  the 
midst  of  judgment.  Not  a  life  has  been  lost,  so  far  as  I  know,  with 
the  exception  of  that  of  a  poor  leper  sister,  who  had  lost  both  hands 
and  feet  from  her  terrible  disease,  and  was  found  buried  under 
the  ruins  of  her  house. 

The  people  were  commencing  the  repairs  of  their  houses  and  other 
buildings,  when,  on  the  18th  November,  at  about  3  p.m.  an  awful 
earthquake,  the  like  of  which  the  oldest  inhabitants  of  St.  Thomas 
do  not  remember,  was  suddenly  felt.  The  shock  lasted  only  four 
seconds,  but  so  fearfully  did  our  house  rock,  that  we  ran  to  the 
adjacent  hiU.  Shock  followed  shook  inquick  succession,  so  that  we 
could  scarcely  stand  on  our  feet.  The  neople  from  the  village 
gathered  together  and  lifted  hearts  and  hands  to  the  Lord  for  mercy. 
Looking  towards  the  town  we  beheld  clouds  of  dust  rising,  proving 
that  many  houses  had  fallen.  On  the  road  leading  from  the  town 
we  saw  crowds  of  people  runmng  towards  the  hill,  followed  by  horses 
and  cows  neighing  and  bellowing  fearfully.  We  were  for  a  moment 
at  a  loss  to  understand  what  was  the  matter,  bnt  we  soon  discovered 
the  cause.  The  sea  had  receded,  and  half  of  the  bay  was  dry,  with 
multitudes  of  large  fishes  jumping  about  on  the  bottom.  But  what 
a  sight  when  the  waters  returned  with  an  awful  roar,  sweeping 
away  several  houses  along  the  bay,  while  the  shocks  of  the  earthquake 
continued,  rendering  the  scene  and  the  feelings  with  which  we  con- 
templated it  truly  awful. 

The  dami^  occasioned  by  the  earthquake  exceeds  that  of  the 
hurricane.  We  keep  our  services  in  the  school-room  when  it  is  fair 
weather,  but  when  it  rains  none  can  be  held.  The  people  now  come 
uncalled  to  hear  the  word  of  God.  It  is  refreshing  to  see  them 
flocking  to  the  services.  May  many  a  sinner  be  brought  to  Jesus 
by  these  tribulations !  In  the  first  week  after  the  18th  we  had  three 
meetings  every  day  ;  no  one  had  courage  to  go  to  his  work.  There 
is  now  a  partial  resumption  of  work,  but  everv  now  and  then 
labourers  are  compelled  to  desist  owing  to  the  eartii*s  motion. 

Ma^  the  Lord  strengthen  the  faith  of  His  people,  and  cause  these 
visitations  to  turn  to  His  glory  and  our  salvation.  We  commend 
ourselves  and  our  people  to  the  sympathy  and  intercessions  of  our 
Brethren  at  the  throne  of  grace.

Emmaus,  &t,  JaUj  Niovemher  26th,  1867. 

We  were  seated  at  our  dinner  table,  when  suddenly  the  gale  came 
upon  us.  I  rose  and  looked  at  the  barometer,  but  as  the  mercury  had 
only  fallen  a  few  lines,  I  sat  down  again  to  finish  the  meal.  Even  the 
falling  in  of  an  old  roof  did  not  arouse  us  from  our  false  security. 
The  fury  of  the  wind,  however,  increased  so  rapidly  that  we  were  not 
left  much  longer  in  suspense,  and  by  the  help  of  a  merciful  Gh)d,  we 
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were  enabled,  with  great  exertions,  to  close  the  shutters  and  doors  on 
the  exposed  side.  "Wlion  the  wind  reered  to  the  south-east,  we  were 
not  yet  ready  for  it,  and  it  is  truly  wonderful  that  my  wife  and 
myself,  aided  by  three  female  serrants,  were  able  to  close  all  the 
shutters  on  the  south  and  east  sides  of  our  large  house.  In  the;^ 
midst  of  the  storm,  one  half  of  the  large  east  door  gave  way,  aud  for 
a  time  we  were  in  imminent  danger.  But  here  again  the  Lord 
helped  us,  so  that  we  were  able  to  close  the  door,  and  in  a  measure 
secure  it.  Having  done  our  utmost  to  fasten  up  the  house,  we  re- 
treated into  the  cellar,  and  committed  ourselves  into  the  hands  of 
the  Lord.  He  did  not  put  us  to  shame,  but  saved  not  only  our  lives, 
but  our  little  property.  The  church-roof  has  been  raised  at  the 
east  end,  and  moved  some  inches  to  the  north,  besides  sustaining 
damage  by  loss  of  shingles,  boards,  <&c.  The  school-house  is  the  only 
buUdmg  in  the  place,  which  has  not  been  injured.  Very  few  of  the 
labourers*  houses  on  the  estates  remained  staiiding. 

The  escape  of  many  persons  from  serious  accidents  from  the  fall 
of  roofs  and  walls  was  in  manv  cases  very  wonderful.  We  have  with 
us  a  blind  woman  who  in  in&ncy  lost  her  evesight  from  exposure 
during  the  hurricane  of  1837.  The  house  in  which  she  was  living  was 
completely  broken  up  by  the  hurricane,  and  she  was  thrown  into  the 
yard  and  covered  with  broken  ftirniture.  She  received  some  severe 
cuts,  but  was  taken  out  of  the  debris  alive,  and  is  doing  well. 

I  expected  to  see  the  church  well  filled  on  the  Sunday  after  the 
storm,  but  found  it  unusually  empty.  Nevertheless,  what  one  visita- 
tion fkiled  to  effect,  has  been  done  by  another  of  November  18th  in 
a  wonderful  manner.  At  ten  minutes  before  three  p.m.  we  were  all 
startled  and  driven  out  of  our  house  by  a  fearful  shock  of  an  earth- 
quake. We  had  scarcely  made  good  our  escape,  when  a  second  shock, 
almost  as  severe  as  the  nrst,  again  shook  the  house  to  its  foundations, 
and  rocked  it  fearfully.  We  fully  expected  it  would  fall,  but  it  was 
once  more  graciously  preserved  from  harm. 

The  people  living  at  the  station  having  soon  gathered  around  us, 
we  knelt  down,  aud  committed  ourselves,  for  life  or  death,  into 
the  hands  of  our  merciful  Saviour. 

The  unusual  ferment  in  the  sea  struck  terror  into  many  hearts, 
and  brought  some  desperately  wicked  men  upon  their  knees  crying 
for  mercy.  Many  who  never  before  cared,  or  seemed  to  care,  for 
religion  and  Christ*s  ministers,  now  sought  the  mission  station  and 
asked  for  counsel  and  prayer. 

Monday  night  we  spent  in  our  yard,  with  no  other  shelter  than 
that  afforded  by  the  vault  of  heaven.  Above  all  was  clear  and 
beautiful,  but  beneath  all  was  in  a  ferment.  There  were  continued 
rumblings  and  constant  shocks.  On  Tuesday  morning,  company 
after  company  of  our  people  came  for  spiritual  comfort  and  prayer, 
among  them  some  who  had  been  excluded  for  gross  sin.  The  same 
continued  on  Wednesday.  For  once  these  dull  and  careless  hearts 
were  thoroughly  aroused,  and  we  prayed  God  not  to  suffer  the  im- 
pressions now  made  to  pass  off  again  without  some  good  fruit. 

November  24th  was  our  Communion  Sunday.  We  still 
had  frequent  shocks,  but  resolved  to  meet  for  the  celebration  of 
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the  Lord's  Supper  at  dawn  of  day.  Notice  of  this  was  only  giyen 
the  day  before,  out  we  had  a  good  attendance  of  communicants  at  a 
service  which  we  shall  not  soon  forget.  We  kept  our  public  sernce 
immediately  after  the  communion — both  in  the  open  aur — and  as  it 
,  began  to  rain  at  eleven  o'clock,  we  were  glad  to  have  been  able  to 
meet  early.  At  four  p.m.  we  had  another  service,  at  which  the 
attendance  was  not  so  large  as  in  the  morning,  probably  in  conse- 
quence of  the  heavy  rain,  but  some  of  those  present  had  rowed  an 
hour  to.come  to  it. 

Join  us  in  prayer  to  God  that  we  may  have  wisdom  from  above 
to  guide  these  inquiring  anxious  souls  in  the  right  way,  and  that  the 
good  work  which  has  begun  in  the  hearts  of  our  people,  may  be 
carried  on  unto  a  blessed  consummation.  To  the  Lord  be  all  the 
glory.

In  great  haste  I  write  a  line  to  let  you  know  what  has  taken 
place,  and  what  is  still  occurring.  This  island  and  Sfc.  Thomas,  and 
perhaps  many  others,  have  been  visited  by  severe  shocks  of  earth- 
quake, which  still  continue,  though  not  with  the  same  severity  as  at 
first.  The  first  shock  was  felt  at  10  minutes  to  3  p.m.  on  Monday, 
the  18th  inst.,  and  was  followed  by  many  more  in  rapid  succession  ; 
but  the  first  was  the  worst,  and  a  terribly  long  one  it  was.  Immedi- 
ately after  it  had  taken  place,  the  sea  in  the  harbour  here,  and  all 
round  the  island,  and  we  he^v  at  St.  Thomas  also,  receded  from  the 
shore,  and  then  came  with  tremendous  force  into  the  towns,  carrying 
almost  everything  before  it.  Q-ood-sized  cottages  along  the  shore 
were  carriea  away  entirely,  or  removed  to  considerable  distances. 
West-End  has  suffered  more  than  this  place,  and  St.  Thomas,  I 
believe,  most  of  all.  Thank  God,  our  lives  are  thus  far  preserved,  but 
the  shocks  have  continued  up  to  the  present  time,  and  Gt)d  only 
knows  how  long  they  will  continue.  We  have  been  in  terrible 
anxiety  and  suspense,  may  the  Lord  preserve  us  through  it  all.  A 
larce  American  man-of-war  steamer  was  washed  ashore,  and  lies 
high  and  dry  in  West-End  Town.  Stores  are  Ruined,  the  people 
have  fled  to  the  hills  for  refuge,  consternation  prevails.  Br.  Bartels 
writes,  that  about  300  people  are  with  them,  but  perfect  order  is 
kept.  The  missionary's  nouse  at  Friedensberg  is  cracked  over  every 
window,  and  the  school  is  injured.  Here  the  buildings  have  thus  far 
escaped  damage.  What  a  mercy  it  was  that  the  fiJst  shock  took 
place  in  the  day-time,  and  not  at  night !  Open-air  services  are  held 
every  afternoon  by  the  Minister  of  the  English  Church  in  which  I 
assist  him ;  thousands  flock  together  to  implore  God's  mercy.  There 
must  have  been  more  than  two  hundred  shocks. 

The  Brethren  at  Eriedensfeld  are  safe,  though  the  house  shook 
fearfully. 

November  27th, — The  shocks  continue,  last  night  was  again 
a  rather  severe  one.     A  poor  blind  helper  sister  of  this  congregation 
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died  the  day  afber  the  first  shock,  in  consequence  of  the  inundation. 
It  is  said  that  a  boy  near  West-End  saved  himself  by  clinging  to  a 
deer,  which  had  been  washed  into  the  sea,  and  which  swam  to  the 
shore,  where  it  shook  off  the  boy.  The  destruction  of  property  at 
West-End  is  enormous,  far  greater  than  in  this  town.  Had  the 
inundation  taken  place  in  the  night,  instead  of  by  day,  the  loss  of 
humaa  life  would  have  been  fearful. 

The  school-house  at  Friedensfeld  has  been  very  much  injured. 
Part  of  one  end- wall  is  down,  and  there  are  several  sad  rents  through 
the  whole  building.  Br.  Gurdin's  kitchen  is  so  shattered,  that  it  will 
probably  have  to  come  down.  At  Friedensberg  there  are  cracks  over 
the  windows  in  the  Mission  House,  as  also  in  our  house  and  church 
here.  The  school-houses  here  and  at  West-End  have  also  cracks  in 
them,  indeed  there  are  few  buildings  that  do  not  bear  some  mark  of 
damage  sustained. 

Open-air  meetings  have  been  held  each  evening,  commencing  with 
the  18th,  in  which  the  Bev.  C.  J.  Branch  and  myself  have  taken  part. 
Vast  numbers  of  persons  have  attended.  Every  one  seems  to  regard 
the  awful  time  through  which  we  have  passed  as  a  visitation  from 
God  for  our  sins.  Last  Sunday  all  shops  were  closed,  and  there 
was  no  selling  in  the  streets,  and  the  butcners,  who  hitherto  carried 
on  a  busy  trade  on  Sunday  morning,  have  agreed  never  to  do  so  again. 
May  they  keep  to  their  good  resolution. 

The  day-school  building  at  Friedensberg  is  at  present  used  as  a 
hospital  for  disabled  seamen  from  the  American  frigate  Monon- 
gohela,  which  was  carried  ashore  and  left  high  and  dry  on  the  beach, 
though  a  vessel  of  1400  tons  burden,  861  feet  long,  and  drawing  from 
sixteen  to  twenly  feet  water.  One  poor  fellow  broke  his  legs  in  a 
fall  from  the  vessel,  and  had  to  have  both  amputated. 
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Nabbative  of  a  Visit  to  Q-ansee  {New  Bcmley)^  hy  Br.  A,  E,

Gtuisee  lies  on  a  small  elevation,  surrounded  by  forest.  The  houses, 
about  forty  in  number,  and  very  similar  in  shape  and  size,  standing 
with  their  gables  facing  each  other,  form  tolerably  straight,  broad 
streets.  A  prominent  object  is  the  former  mission-house,  on  which 
the  effects  of  age  and  weather  are  becoming  sadly  apparent.  Next 
to  this  is  the  church,  built  in  the  bush-negro  style  of  architecture. 
The  natives  live  on  rice,  cassava,  Indian  corn,  and  sweet  potatoes,  all 
of  which  they  grow  in  the  provision-grounds  down  by  the  river  side, 
and  on  what  they  bring  home  from  their  hunting  and  fishing  expedi- 
tions. Dogs  are  much  used  in  hunting,  and  are  sold  for  as  much  as 
60  to  70  florins.  The  women  work  in  the  provision-grounds,  and  the 
men  earn  money  by  felling  trees  ;  which  they  take  in  rafts  down  to 
Paramaribo  for  sale.  They  have  no  feeling  for  the  beauties  of  nature 
or  art,  nor  have  they  any  idea  of  combined  activity,  or  perhaps  these 
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notions  slumber  in  them  and  ouly  require  to  be  awakened  One  day  I 
plucked  a  flower  and  directed  their  attention  to  some  of  its  beauties, 
but  they  laughed  outright,  exclaiming  :  "  How  the  European  thinks 
about  eveiTthing !" 

The  flock  here  stands  in  a  very  isolated  position,  surrounded  by 
dark  heathendom,  contact  with  which  is  unavoidable.  The  missionary 
being  only  able  to  pay  occasional  visits,  aud  the  superintendence  of 
the  congregation  devolves  on  native  helpers,  and  there  is  often  a 
deplorable  want  of  wisdom  and  energy  manifested,  lliis  being  the 
case,  it  is  not  a  matter  of  surprise  that  there  are  spots  and  blemishes 
to  be  observed  here,  which  do  not  redound  to  the  credit  of  this  little 
body  of  believers.  Nevertheless,  Gansee  is  a  city  set  upon  a  hill,  a 
bright  light,  and  a  salt  of  the  earth  ;  here  is  a  congregation  in  whidi 
God's  word  is  read  and  studied  in  the  church,  the  school  and  at  home. 
There  is  service  daily,  in  private  and  in  public,  school  is  also  carried 
on  daily,  though  it  be  in  verj  imperfect  fashion.  There  are  here  true, 
sincere  Christians,  who  clmg  to  their  Christian  faith,  and  whose 
greatest  treasure  is  Jesus,  their  Saviour.  If  this  were  not  the  case, 
the  darkness  of  heathendom  would  long  ago  have  put  an  end  to  this 
little  congregation. 

On  the  evening  of  the  day  on  which  I  arrived,  I  conducted  the 
usual  service,  speaking  on  the  words :  *  The  grace  of  our  Lord  Jesus 
Christ,' &c.  (Eom.  xvi.  20).  Every  morning  at  daybreak  there  is  a 
short  meeting  for  prayer.  On  the  I6th  of  October  a  conference  of 
all  the  helpers  was  convened,  previous  to  the  general  speakiug, 
at  which  a  sad  affair  was  mentioned,  which  has  brought  disgrace 
on  the  church,  and  filled  the  people  with  great  sorrow.  A 
heathen,  quite  notorious  in  the  district  between  this  place  and  the 
town  for  his  various  deeds  of  violence  and  wickedness,  who  had  suc- 
ceeded in  ensnaring  even  some  young  converts,  seized  on  a  woman  of 
Gansee,  who  was  living  with  a  poor  cripple,  and  took  her  away  with 
him.  At  the  same  time  he  threatened  to  inflict  all  sorts  of  ills  on 
Gansee,  if  any  attempt  were  made  to  rescue  her.  The  people 
here  allowed  themselves  to  be  deterred  by  these  threats,  and  the 
poor  woman,  unable  to  deliver  herself,  remained  in  the  power  of  her 
tyrannical  master.  At  length,  however,  a  deputation  went  to  Goe- 
jaba,  and  succeeded  in  liberating  her  1  She  had  not  enjoyed  her  re- 
covered liberty  for  more  than  a  brief  period,  when  Drem  again  made 
his  appearance,  and  carried  her  off  a  second  time,  and  this  time 
to  a  far  greater  distance. 

John  King  had  found  obeahs  in  some  huts,  but  they  had  been 
speedily  removed.  Then  there  had  been  several  cases  of  gross  sin, 
and  a  spirit  of  license  and  disregard  of  rule  and  authority  among  the 
younger  people.  Having  spoken  very  plainly  to  the  helpers  on  these 
matters,  showing  them  that  they  had  oeen  wanting  in  watchfulness 
and  prayer  fulness,  all  sat  stiU  for  a  time,  meditating  on  my  words. 
At  length  Thomas,  the  oldest  helper,  stood  up  and  said :  "  Yes, 
teacher,  it  is  just  as  you  have  said,  we  have  no  excuse,  we  acknow- 
ledge we  have  sinned  against  the  Lord  and  the  congregation  ;  your 
words  pierce  us  as  a  knife.  But  what  shall  we  say  ?  At  any  cost 
let  us  get  out  of  this  state  of  things ;  help  us  with  your  counsel,  help 
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US  to  pray  the  Lord  to  set  us  right  again."  We  then  knelt  down, 
and  besought  the  Lord  to  pardon  all  short-comings,  and  by  His 
Spirit  to  lead  them  to  new  life.  I  had  intended  to  omit  the  celebra- 
tion of  the  Holy  Communion  on  this  occasion,  but  yielded  to  the 
most  urgent  entreaties  of  all  present ;  one  of  the  two  who  were,  how- 
ever, not  permitted  to  partake  with  us,  went  about  weeping  bitterly, 
saying :  "  That  is  more  than  I  can  bear." 

The  next  morning  I  preached,  and  afterwards  conversed  with  several 
of  the  people.  Thirteen  asked  to  be  received  as  candidates  for  bap- 
tism, and  I  had  with  each  a  conversation  touching  their  state  of  heart 
and  knowledge  of  the  truth.  Among  those  who  were  to  be  baptized 
I  was  particularly  struck  with  a  young  widow,  Dakie  by  name,  who 
distinguished  herself  by  her  intense  desire  for  the  enjoyment  of  the 
grace  of  God,  and  her  child-like  faith.  When  I  told  Bible  stories, 
or  spoke  of  our  Saviour  and  His  sufferings,  she  would  listen  with 
open  eyes  and  mouth,  and  so  intently,  that  she  even  forgot  her  meals. 
She  was  a  person  of  few  words,  but  her  whole  countenance  beamed 
with  joy,  when  reference  was  made  to  the  Saviour's  love  to  sinners, 
which  had  won  her  heart.  She  is  like  the  merchant,  who  had  found 
the  pearl  of  great  price.  Matt.  xiii.  46.  Once  she  exclaimed :  **  Oh 
how  happy  I  am  to  have  come  into  the  birdcage  of  our  Saviour," 
meaning  the  Church,  the  fold  of  the  Q-Qod  Shepherd,  but  never  having 
seen  a  sheep  in  her  life,  she  could  not  quite  entor  into  the  idea.  I 
shewed  her  a  picture,  representing  Christ  as  the  Good  Shepherd,  and 
explained  it  to  her,  whereupon  she  said :  "  Oh,  that  good  Master ! 
how  he  must  love  us ;  indeed  he  has  quite  won  my  heart !'' 

Among  the  excluded  members  was  one  Gottlieb,  who  had  once 
been  helper  at  Goejaba,  but  had  deeply  fallen.  He  came  to  me  and 
with  many  tears  confessed  his  sins,  acknowledging  that  he  had  even 
allowed  himself  to  be  seduced  to  take  part  in  idolatry  again.  He 
said :  "  My  sins  go  over  my  head :  I  have  denied  my  Lord  more  than 
Peter  did.  My  conscience  leaves  me  no  rest  night  or  day.  O  tell  me 
what  to  do,  to  get  rid  of  this  fearful  curse  that  rests  on  me,  for  I 
cannot  bear  it  longer.  My  sin  is  terribly  great."  I  directed  the 
poor  man  to  the  Saviour  ot  sinners,  who  will  not  break  the  bruised 
reed,  nor  quench  the  smoking  flax,  recommending  him  to  wait  on  the 
Lord,  until  his  hour  of  release  should  arrive. 

These  are  instances  proving  that  the  Spirit  and  the  Word  are 
still  as  a  hammer  and  a  fire  in  their  effects  on  the  hearts  of  our 
people  at  Gansee,  and  that  the  light  kindled  by  the  Lord  is  not 
quenched,  though  there  be  nothing  great  to  report  as  to  new  awaken- 
ings and  conversions. 

The  mild  evenings  with  beautiful  moonlight  were  made  use  of  for 
the  purpose  of  visiting  from  house  to  house  :  I  joined  the  circles 
assembled  before  the  huts,  and  had  many  opportunities  of  getting  to 
know  the  individual  members  more  thoroughly ;  the  children  were 
never  weary  of  singing,  and  hearing  my  stories. 

One  morning  I  spent  in  the  school,  and  was  pleased  with  the  chil- 
dren's answers  in  Bible  History  ;  but  their  progress  in  reading  was 
very  slight,  and  was,  as  the  teacher  informed  us,  to  be  attributed  to 
the  irregular  attendance,  for  which  again  the  parents  were  to  blame.

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On  the  morDing;  of  the  19th  I  preached  on  Luke  xix.  1 — 10: 
afterwards  followed  the  baptism  of  six  persons,  two  of  them  adults,  of 
whom  one  was  Dakie.  She  said  to  me  afterwards :  "  Oh  my  dear 
teacher,  mj  heart  is  bursting  to-day,  because  I  am  now  a  child  of  our 
dear  Saviour  Jesus  Christ,  and  belong  to  His  Church.  The  Lord 
Jesus  has  come  into  my  heart,  I  feel  it,  I  know  it :  He  loves  me  and 
has  richly  blessed  me. 

In  the  afternoon  there  was  a  social  meal«  in  which  almost  all  the 
congregation  took  part.  A  shadj  spot  was  selected,  on  which  tables 
with  white  covers  were  arranged  in  quadrangular  form,  aud  loaded 
with  a  variety  of  viands,  rice,  pinda,  and  cassava  appearing  among 
other  things  in  sundry  forms.  There  were  two  huge  teapots*  which 
the  women  managed  wonderfully  well,  and  by  way  of  decoration  all  the 
glass  and  china  cups  and  saucers  in  their  possession  were  placed  on 
the  table.  The  deep  blue  sky  was  spread  over  hea^l,  and  the  east  wind 
cooled  the  air  delightfully,  while  a  spirit  of  peace  from  the  Lord  was 
breathed  into  our  hearts.  The  bush-negro  was  scarcely  to  be  recog- 
nised in  the  fine  clothes  in  which  the  company  came  to  table.  Some 
appeared  in  patent-leather  shoes,  printed  calico  shirts  with  fine  fronts, 
elegant  straw  and  panama-hats,  the  women  not  at  all  behind  the  men 
in  elegance  and  neatness,  but  not  so  extravagant  in  their  dress  as  last 
year.  When  all  was  ready,  at  a  signal  from  the  helper  Matthew,  the 
whole  company  rose,  and  Matthew  ofiisred  up  a  prayer  so  earnest, 
simple  and  powerful,  that  my  heart  was  deeply  moved,  and  I  could  not 
but  DC  assured  that,  where  such  prayer  ascends  to  the  throne  of  grace, 
the  Lord  must  be  present.  Then  followed  the  singing  of  a  verse,  after 
which  the  repast  was  commenced.  Then  I  had  my  seraphine  brought, 
and  all  joined  in  singing  hymns,  Daniel,  my  travelling  companion, 
accompanying  on  the  flute,  aud  another  on  the  accordion.  They  were 
charmed  with  the  music,  in  spite  of  the  many  false  notes  that  were 
audible ;  but  it  was  pleasing  to  read  on  their  faces  how  the  singing 
came  from  their  hearts.  About  five  o'clock  the  company  separated, 
and  at  sunset  the  curling  smoke  from  the  huts,  which  was  often  a 
sore  annoyance  to  me,  when  visiting,  as  there  is  neither  hearth  nor 
chimney  in  the  dwellings,  made  of  the  little  viUage  a  very  pretty 
picture. 

At  six  o'clock  on  the  morning  of  the  22nd,  having  on  the  previous 
evening  partaken  of  the  Lord's  Supper  with  the  little  company  of 
communicants,  the  congregation  assembled  in  the  church,  and  I  took 
leave  of  them  after  a  short  service.  Wiien  I  had  spoken,  old  Thomas 
rose,  and  in  a  few  words  expressed  thanks  for  my  visit  and  the  bless- 
ing which  they  had  received  from  the  Lord,  requesting  me  soon  to 
come  again,  and  commending  the  little  flock  to  the  prayers  of  the 
"  teachers,"  to  all  of  whom  they  sent  affectionate  messages. 

Then  we  went  down  to  the  river,  and  once  more  a  general  cry  of 
"  Adiosi,  Adiosi,  Masra,"  was  raised  by  the  people,  while  the  children' 
sang  a  valedictory  verse,  and  the  three  boats  started  at  a  good  pace 
down  the  river  towards  the  first  rapids,  old  Thomas  steering.  He 
that  keepeth  Israel  wiU  also  preserve  thee,  beloved  Ghmsee,  with  His 
outstretched  arms. 

About  eight  p.m.  we  reached  Berg-en-Dal  in  safety. 
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Here  I  found  abundance  of  work  to  occupy  me  for  a  week.  There 
is  a  noticeable  difference  in  character  between  this  congregation  and 
those  in  the  Upper  Bushland.  Up  to  within  three  years  of  this 
time  the  inhabitants  were  slaves,  and  their  connection  with  the 
whites,  and  occasional  visits  to  Paramaribo,  have  had  the  effect  of 
making  them  sharper  and  more  cunning  than  the  bush-negroes,  but 
have  also  deprived  them  of  the  pleasant,  simple  child-nature  of  the 
latter.  There  is  service  here  twice  on  Sunday,  and  on  two  evenings 
in  the  week,  but  the  attendance  is  often  very  poor.  The  school 
affords  opportunity  for  learning  to  read,  but  there  is  a  great  nnd 
deplorable  want  of  desire  to  learn  on  the  part  of  children  and 
parents.  If  there  were  the  right  hunger  and  thirst  after  righteous- 
ness, the  want  of  greater  gifts  for  their  office  on  the  part  of  helpers, 
to  which  the  poor  attendance  is  ascribed,  would  not  bo  so  painfully 
felt.  Nevertheless,  there  is  here  a  flock  of  true  followers  of  the 
Lord,  whose  Word  still  acts  as  a  leaven,  and  arouses  many  to  a 
sense  of  their  lost  condition.  The  people  long  for  a  resident  mis- 
sionary, and  I  feel  sure  that  it  would  be  a  means  of  blessing  to  the 
congre^tion,  if  their  desire  could  be  fulfilled. 

My  first  business  was  to  confer  with  the  elders.  These  spoke  out 
freely,  confessing  that  there  was  a  want  of  unity  among  them,  as 
well  as  of  faith  and  love,  and  that  envy,  sslf-seeking,  and  jealousy 
had  hindered  them  in  their  service,  and  weakened  the  spirit  of 
prayer.  I  reminded  them  of  our  Lord's  last  exhortations  to  His 
disciples,  and  of  their  solemn  duties  and  responsibilities  as  His  ser- 
vants, as  laid  down  by  the  Apostle  Paul  in  Phil.  ii.  1-3,  and  then,  after 
much  plain-speaking  with  them,  individually  and  collectively,  a  general 
reconciliation  took  place,  and  we  joined  in  prayer.  There  were  six 
candidates  for  baptism,  but  after  private  conversation  with  them, 
though  they  had  answered  my  questions  on  the  doctrines  of  Christi- 
anity very  fairly,  I  was  so  little  satisfied  with  their  state  of  heart, 
that  I  declined  admitting  them  to  the  rite  at  present,  and  earnestly 
warned  them  against  the  sin  of  indifference,  exhorting  them  to  turn 
to  the  Lord  with  all  their  hearts. 

When  speaking  with  the  adult  portion  of  the  congregation,  many 
sins  were  brought  to  light,  not  sins  connected  with  idolatry,  but  with 
the  lust  of  the  flesh,  the  lust  of  the  eye,  and  the  pride  oi  life,  with 
all  their  accompaniments, — avarice,  selfishness,  envy,  jealousy,  anger, 
strife,  &c.  All  this  had  a  deeply  depressing  effect,  and  I  was  con- 
strained to  cry  to  the  Lord  to  rend  the  heavens  and  come  down,  and 
rescue  these  poor  people  from  Satan's  snares  and  fetters.  But  there 
were  many  assurances  of  sorrow  and  repentance,  which  I  believe 
came  from  the  heart,  and  there  were  some  truly  refreshing  scenes  at 
the  bed-sides  of  some  whom  the  Lord  was  refining  as  gold  in  the  fire 
of  tribulation. 

A  young  woman,  suffering  from  leprosy,  when  asked  how  she  was, 
said :  "  O  teacher,  I  am  doing  very  well,  thanks  to  the  Saviour !"  "  But," 
1  said,  "  you  are  lying  there  quite  alone,  and  suffering  great  pain." 
"  Oh,  yes,*'  she  replied,  "  my  sufferings  are  sometimes  fearful,  and 
occasionally  fever  and  cold  come  in  addition  to  my  old  dii^ease,  and  I 
feel  intense  pain  in  my  back  and  stomach,  so  that  for  many  nights 
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I  cannot  get  any  sleep  ;  still  it  is  well  with  me,  for  the  Sa\riour  is 
near,  and  comforts  me,  and  that  is  so  delightful  that  I  can  sometimes 
for  a  brief  moment  forget  my  sufferings.  Sometimes  the  Holy  Spirit 
leads  me  to  Gethsemane,  before  Pilate,  and  Herod,  and  to  Qolgotha, 
and  then  I  say  to  myself :  *  Behold,  what  the  Saviour  has  borne  for 
me,  surely  I  ought  to  be  able  to  bear  a  little  pain,  for  I  am  a  sinful 
creature.'  Nothing  delights  me  more  than  the  contemplation  of 
our  Saviour's  atoning  death,  and  His  words,  and  deeds,  and  the 
Paalms.  Oh  teacher,  I  cannot  say  enough  about  the  joy  and  comfort 
I  derive  from  them.  During  my  sickness  I  have  learnt  to  know  my 
own  sinfulness,  and  Jesus,  my  Saviour."  She  then  referred  to  some 
Scripture  passages,  which  were  particularly  precious  to  her  soul, 
especially  Matth.  v.  4 ;  Heb.  lii.  5-11 ;  Eom.  viii.  18.  In  reply  to 
further  questions,  she  said :  "  I  am  still  sinful.  Sometimes  wicked 
thoughts  and  sinful  desires  arise  in  my  mind,  or  I  am  cross  and 
angry,  and  give  way  to  hatred  and  envy  and  jealousy,  so  that  I  am 
shocKed  at  myself:  at  other  times  I  lose  patience  in  my  sufferings, 
Ac.  But  then  I  weep  and  beg  our  Saviour's  pardon  incessantly, 
until  I  obtain  forgiveness :  Oh  He  is  so  full  of  patience  with  me, 
and  I  am  afraid  that  I  should  be  worse  than  other  people,  if  I  were 
restored  to  health."  This  poor  creature  is  quite  a  cripple,  but  does 
whatever  she  can  in  the  way  of  work,  in  order  to  put  something  into 
the  Lord's  treasury.  Her  exemplary  life  calls  forth  universal  esteem 
and  respect. 

The  aged  mother  of  the  helper,  A.  Pollux,  bowed  down  under  the 
weight  of  more  than  a  hundred  years,  presents  a  tnily  venerable 
appearance  :  she  lives  near  to  the  Saviour,  and  lon^  to  depart  and 
be  with  Christ.  The  helper  Andrew,  also  advanced  in  years,  is  an 
"Israelite  indeed,  in  whom  is  no  guile."  His  knowledge  of  the 
Scriptures  is  considerable,  and  well  applied,  as  occasion  offers.  He 
spealcs  little,  but  with  weight  and  effect,  and  sets  his  face  boldly 
against  all  prevarication  and  self-deception.  Once  I  saw  him  walking 
about  all  dav  with  a  New  Testament  under  his  arm.  On  inquiring 
the  reason,  he  said :  '*  Yesterday  you  reminded  us  of  the  sins  of  the 
tongue,  about  which  the  Apostle  James  speaks.  These  have  been  a 
source  of  ^reat  mischief  in  this  congregation.  The  passage  in  James 
seemed  quite  new  to  me,  and  I  have  been  reading  it  to  some  persons 
who  can  make  good  use  of  it,  if  they  like."  Many  other  instances 
.  of  the  work  carried  on  by  the  Holy  Spirit  in  persons  of  all  ages 
might  be  given.  May  the  Lord  grant  His  Spirit  more  abundantly, 
then  Berg-en-dal  will  be  as  a  city  set  on  a  hill,  whose  light  shall 
stream  into  the  darkness  far  and  wide 

Leaving  this  place  on  the  29th,  I  reached  Paramaribo  on  the  after- 
noon of  tne  80th,  with  thanks  to  the  Lord  for  His  mercies.

SOUTH  AFRICA. 

Our  readers  will  be  interested,  though  sorry  to  learn,  that  the 
work  which  for  a  period  of  forty-four  years  has  been  carried  on  by 
our  Brethren  among  the  lepers  in  the  government  hospital  at  the 
Cape,  has  now  come  to  an  end.  Br.  Kuester  having  resigned  his 
charge  after  a  faithfiil  service  of  many  years  in  this  trying  field  of 
missionary  activity,  the  government  authorities  stated,  in  reply  to 
Br.  Becbler*s  enquiry,  whether  the  services  of  another  Moravian 
missionary  were  desired,  that  other  arrangements  for  supplying  Br. 
Kuester's  place  had  been  made.  We  trust,  that,  whatever  these  may 
be,  some  provision  will  be  made  for  affording  that  individual  spiri- 
tual care,  which  our  Brethren  have  been  privileged  to  afford,  and 
which  is  most  desirable  for  these  poor  sufferers. 

From  the  year  1823  to  the  year  1846  the  Leper  Hospital  was  at 
Hemel  in  Aarde,  a  few  miles  from  Genadendal,  under  the  sole 
management  of  the  Brethren.  On  its  removal  to  Bobben  Island 
in  Table  Bay,  the  position  of  the  Brethren  with  regard  to  the  Insti- 
tution was  materially  changed.  The  Leper  Hospital  with  other 
institutions  were  placed  under  the  direction  of  a  medical  officer,  and 
the  missionary's  duties  became  those  of  a  chaplain.  The  Lord  was 
pleased  to  grant  His  blessing  to  the  labours  of  the  Brethren,  and  we 
rejoice  to  know,  that  through  their  instrumentality  many  poor 
sufferers  enjoyed  a  bright  evening  to  their  sad  dark  life  on  earth,  by 
being  brought  to  the  Sun  of  Eighteousness.  May  He  still  continue 
as  the  good  Physician  to  put  forth  His  healing  power  for  the  hearts 
of  those,  whose  bodies  are  beyond  the  reach  of  human  means  of 
cure.* 

For  want  of  space  the  extracts  from  letters  and  diaries  are  this 
time  necessarily  very  brief. 


From  Br,  W.   F.   Bechlbe. 

Genadeitdal,  August  10th,  1867. 

Ngangelizwe  has  just  been  undertaking  an  expedition  through  the 
district  about  Bazija  to  beg  Kaffir  com  and  hens,  and  we  hear  from 
Br.  Baur  that  he  and  his  people  were  guilty  of  abominable  immo- 
rality and  tyranny  on  the  tour.     Br.  B.  remarks  that,  though  his 


*  We  may  mention  as  an  interesting  fact,  that  Br.  and  Sr.  Tappe,  late  mis- 
sionaries in  Labrador,  last  year  entered  on  their  duties  as  managers  of  a  leper 
hospital  which  has  recently  been  opened  in  Jemsalem,  and  is  maintained  by  the 
liberality  and  energetic  endeavours  of  a  Christian  lady  in  Germany  and  her  friends. 
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!Ea£Brs  are  far  from  perfection  in  manners  and  conduct,  thty  cer- 
tainly do  contrast  most  favourably  with  their  countrymen. 

You  will  be  glad  to  hear  what  attempts  Br.  B.  is  making  in  his 
infant  congregation  to  accustom  them  to  support  a  labours  by  their 
own  means.  The  method  he  adopts  is  that  commonly  met  with 
among  other  denominations.  A  certain  day  is  appointed  every  year, 
on  which  all  the  inhabitants  of  the  place  must  contribute  something 
towards  the  support  of  the  minister,  the  members  paying  besides 
for  their  tickets  a  certain  sum  annually.  Br.  B.  fixed  Whit  Mon- 
day for  the  purpose  of  receiving  contributions,  and  his  people,  about 
seventy  five  in  number,  brought  their  gifts  to  his  door.  They  gave 
about  fourteen  bushels  of  maize,  two  bushels  of  KafiBr  corn,  six 

Eounds  of  tobacco,  one  goat,  three  wethers,  and  one  sheep :  in  cash 
e  received  about  five  shillings,  and  six  eggs  from  some  children. 
The  value  of  all  would  be  about  £6.  The  tickets  will  not  be  paid 
for  till  later  on  in  the  year,  as  the  people  have  recently  had  to  respond 
to  the  demands  of  Ngangelizwe. 

Br.  Oelmann  at  Witt  water  met  with  a  serious  accident  on  the 
23rd  of  July ;  a  ladder  on  which  he  was  standing  slipped,  and  in 
falling  he  struck  with  his  side  against  a  projecting  branch  of  the 
tree.  He  was  able  to  walk  home,  but  violent  fever  setting  in  he  was 
for  a  time  in  danger.  Medical  assistance  was  speedily  procured,  and 
in  about  a  week's  time  he  was  able  to  leave  his  bed.  Br.  Schoebel 
was  his  temporary  substitute  in  school  and  church. 


From  Br.  Oelmakk. 

WiTTWATEB,  May  16M,  1867. 

The  past  year  has  been  most  trying  to  the  inhabitants  of  this  part 
of  the  country.  Many  families  have  had  nothing  to  eat  for  three  or 
four  months,  except  wild  roots,  especially  garlick,  which  they  labo- 
riously dug  out  of  the  hard -baked  soil.  Irom  the  end  of  Sieptem- 
ber  the  heat  was  greater  than  we  ever  remember  having  felt  before, 
the  thermometer  in  the  shade  indicating  113  degrees.  The  crops 
were  scorched  in  the  fields,  and  even  the  vegetables  in  the  gar- 
dens were  dried  up,  in  spite  of  our  water-courses,  through  which  the 
water  at  length  flowed  only  in  very  small  quantities.  It  was  a  matter 
for  thankfulness  that  the  price  of  provisions  was  somewhat  lower  in 
other  parts  of  the  colony,  where  last  year's  harvest  had  been  better 
than  ours.  I  am  sorry  to  say  that  the  poor  harvests  of  the  last  four 
years  have  told  sadly  on  our  people,  several  who  were  formerly  in 
good  circumstances  being  now  in  a  state  of  complete  destitution. 

Poverty  and  privation  seem  to  produce  a  deplorable  indifference 
with  regard  to  spiritual  things,  at  least  we  do  not  meet  with  much 
himger  and  thirst  for  the  imperishable  bread  and  water  of  life.  It 
gives  me  great  pleasure,  however,  to  report  that,  while  thefts  and 
robberies  are  so  common  that  the  magistrate  of  the  district  can 
scarcely  find  time  to  try  all  the  cases  brought  under  his  notice,  not 
one  of  our  people,  either  here  or  at  Goedverwacht,  has  been  guilty  of 
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anjtbing  that  could  form  a  groirnd  of  accusation  in  a  court  of  law. 
The  magistrate  and  other  white  settlers  have  expressed  their  surprise 
and  pleasure  at  this  circumstance. 

In  April  we  were  greatly  reioiced  by  the  arrival  of  the  new  bell, 
weighing  more  than  a  hundreaweight,  a  present  from  Neusalz ;  those 
who  have  any  money  were  most  willing  to  contribute  towards  de- 
fraying the  expense  of  carriage  from  Port  Elizabeth  to  this  place. 

in  the  first  months  of  the  present  year  we  have  had  abundance  of 
rain,  which  has  penetrated  the  parched  ground,  and  our  hearts  are 
filled  with  joy  and  thanks  to  the  Lord.  The  country  is  looking 
beautifully  green,  and  there  is  plenty  of  food  for  the  cattle.  Now 
the  season  for  sowing  is  most  favourable ;  may  God's  blessing  be 
granted  to  the  ftirther  progress  of  our  crops ! 


Extracts  from  the  Diaries  of  Conobboations  in  South  Africa. 

Clareson.  March  22nd,  1867. —  Having  heard  that  a  sorcerer 
had  been  called  to  practise  his  art  at  a  Fin  goo's  hut  at  Langeboscb, 
we  hastened  to  ride  thither  to  put  a  stop  to  his  operations.  He 
saw  us  approaching,  and  made  his  escape  into  the  adjacent  wood. 
We  spoke  very  seriously  to  the  persons  concerned,  also  to  a  woman 
who  had  given  him  a  night's  shelter  in  ber  hut,  announcing  to  her 
that  the  permission  to  be  baptized,  which  had  been  granted  her, 
would  have  to  be  withdrawn.  Subsequently  she  came  over  to  see 
us,  and  manifested  such  deep  sorrow  for  her  fault,  that  we  admitted 
her  to  baptism,  as  originally  intended. 

April.  —Shortly  before  Easter  we  received  the  sad  intelligence  from 
Snyklip,  that  several  youths,  who  were  some  of  the  most  promising 
scholars,  had  been  induced  to  submit  to  a  heathen  ceremony, 
although  they  and  their  parents  have  been  told  how  such  a  step 
is  to  be  regarded.  The  father  of  three  of  these  youths  is  a  regular 
attendant  at  chapel,  and  has  not  long  since  been  baptized;  the 
fathers  of  the  others  were  candidates.  Well  aware  that  such  a 
step  could  not  be  taken  by  the  youths  unknown  to  their  parents, 
we  were  under  the  necessity  of  exercising  Church  discipline  towards 
the  latter. 

2lat, — The  school-house  at  Wittkleibosch  was  solemnly  opened 
with  great  rejoicing,  Br.  Euehn  taking  part  in  the  ceremony.  [  Vid. 
Per.  Accounts,  Vol.  xxvi.  p.  112.]  The  whole  expense  has  been  £120, 
towards  which  we  have  received  from  England  and  Zeist  j8105  ;  the 
coUection  this  day  amounted  in  cash  to  £4.  I2s  9 J,  and  in  sheep 
and  goats  to  about  £5,  leaving  a  small  debt  of  about  £5  on  the 
building. 

September  20th, — We  visited  a  Fingoo  on  an  adjacent  farm,  and 
were  much  pleased  to  find  in  him  a  somewhat  unusual  appreciation 
of  the  blessings  of  education.  The  school  at  Snyklip  having  been 
temporarily  closed,  he  was  resolved  that  his  children  snould  not  run 
about  wild,  and  engaged  the  services  of  a  Fingoo  from  here,  to  whom 
he  gives  very  fair  pay  for  teaching  his  children.  This  man  has  been 
disabled  by  an  apoplectic  stroke,  eo  that  he  cannot  undertake  any 
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manual  labour,  and  ia  very  glad  to  have  this  opportunity  of  earning 
his  liying.  He  put  his  pupils  through  an  examination  before  us,  and 
we  were  surprised  at  the  amount  of  progress  they  had  made  since 
he  took  them  in  band.  A  dispute  between  him  and  his  employer, 
which  we  did  our  best  to  settle,  will  probably  speedily  end  the  ar- 
rangement. 

November  2nd. — The  happy  departure  of  Clara  took  place  at  the 
advanced  age  of  scarcely  less  than  100  years.  She  nad  been  a 
chieftain's  wife,  but  when  her  friends  left  the  place,  because  they  did 
not  care  for  God's  word,  she  remained  here,  though  reduced  to  the 
greatest  poverty  by  the  loss  of  her  cattle,  which  had  been  taken  by 
the  others.  In  her  last  years  she  became  quite  childish,  but  could 
well  understand  when  spoken  to  about  our  Saviour,  who  was  her 
favourite  theme.  Her  lips  were  filled  with  thanksgiving  to  the 
Lord,  when  she  related  how  He  had  led  and  preserved  her  and  made 
her  His  own  property. 

EoBBEN  Island.  January^  1867. — The  only  death  in  this  month 
was  that  of  a  young  Dutch  woman,  who  had  spent  her  short  life  in 
the  service  of  sin;  she  assured  me  that  she  often  besought  the 
Lord  to  pardon  her  sins,  but  her  general  conduct  continued  un- 
satisfactory, and  it  was  very  difficult  to  induce  her  to  engage  in  a 
conversation  on  the  state  of  her  heart. 

The  usual  evening  meetings  were  always  well  attended. 

In  February  the  Governor  and  his  suite  came  to  inspect  the  new 
wing,  which  has  b^en  added  to  the  Lunatic  Asylum,  and  expressed 
their  complete  satisfaction.  The  arrangements  and  accommodations 
in  this  new  building  are  certainly  excellent,  almost  too  good  for  the 
class  of  persons  who  will  live  in  it.  A  number  of  patients  are  now 
at  Cape  Town  waiting  for  admission. 

In  March  a  leper  departed  this  life,  concerning  whom  we  would 
indulge  the  hope  that  he  finally  found  peace  for  his  soul.  He  had  never 
attended  church,  and  excused  his  neglect  in  a  very  self-righteous  man- 
ner, but  was  attentive  to  my  exhortation,  when  I  visited  him  soon 
after  an  apparently  slight  attack  of  cold  had  brought  him  to  the 
borders  of  the  grave.  A  few  days  after  my  first  interview  with  him, 
he  told  me  he  well  remembered  my  words,  that  they  were  "  good 
words,"  and  that  he  continually  sought  pardon  from  God  for  his 
sins  through  Jesus  Christ. 

April, — Our  Passion  Week  services  were  seasons  of  blessing  from 
the  presence  of  the  Lord,  especially  the  celebration  of  the  Lord's 
Supper  on  Maundy  Thursday. 

May  Brd, — The  Bishop  of  Cape  Town  came  over  to  confirm  a 
number  of  persons,  most  of  them  advanced  in  years,  and  delivered  a 
very  impressive  address. 

Sth. — General  speaking  was  held,  and  we  were  thankful  that  again 
some  could  be  advanced  m  congregation  privileges. 

13th. — Br.  and  Sr.  Schoebel,  who  reached  Table  Bay  on  the  9th, 
after  a  rapid  voyage  from  England,  came  over  to  see  us,  and  greatly 
refreshed  and  cheered  us  in  our  solitude. 

June  7th, — An  old  man  of  80  died  in  the  faith.  He  had  served  in 
the  English  army  at  Waterloo.     Up  to  a  few  months  before  his 
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death  he  was  very  regular  in  attending  our  Beryices,  and  often  told 
us  that  the  blood  of  Jesus  was  all  he  relied  on  for  salyation  in  death 
as  well  as  for  happiness  in  life. 

Shiloh»  1867. — Early  in  the  year  we  had  fruitful  rains,  but  the 
immediately  following  dry  hot  weather  did  a  great  deal  of  injury 
to  some  of  the  crops  ;  with  heartfelt  thanks  to  the  Lord  we  gathered 
in  a  plentiftil  wbeat-harvest. 

March  2nd. — A  young  KaflBr,  who  had  been  baptized  two  years 
ago,  died  happily,  trusting  in  Jesus ;  in  the  course  of  his  long  illneBs 
he  had  sought  the  Lord  with  all  earnestness,  and  not  in  vain.  His 
complaint  was  consumption,  a  disease  formerly  unknown  among  the 
Kaffirs,  but  becoming  more  common  from  year  to  year. 

In  May  we  were  sorry  to  have  to  exercise  Church-discipline  on  two 
of  our  people ;  the  one  a  chapel -servant,  whose  behaviour  is  generally 
very  satisfactory,  bad  given  way  to  his  anger  and  thrown  a  stone 
at  a  herdsman,  and  was  temporarily  deprived  of  his  office  ;  the  other, 
a  young  man,  went  among  his  heathen  countrymen  to  be  circumcised, 
and  was  excluded  from  Church -fellowship. 

12th. — Enormous  armies  of  locusts  passed  over  this  place.  The 
.passage  lasted  almost  two  hours,  although  their  flight  was  rapid 
and  a  strong  wind  blowing.  The  sky  was  darkened,  as  when  a 
heavy  thunder-cloud  hangs  overhead.  The  following  day  they 
returned  with  the  change  of  wind,  and  we  did  not  get  rid  of  them, 
so  that  the  winter  crop  of  grass  is  all  but  destroyed. 

A  youth,  who  was  for  a  time  seriously  ill,  afforded  us  a  pleasing 
and  encouraging  proof  that  our  labour  is  not  in  vain  in  the  Lord. 
He  had  never  gone  to  school,  but  had  attended  the  chapel  services 
whenever  his  duties  as  shepherd  permitted,  and  now  it  became 
apparent  that  the  Holy  Spint  had  been  carrying  on  a  work  of  grace 
in  nis  heart.  He  told  his  visitors  how  he  had  found  peace  and  joy  in 
the  Saviour,  and  now  longed  to  depart  and  bo  with  Christ.  He  called 
the  children  to  his  bedside,  and  most  earnestly  exhorted  them,  when 
they  had  sung  verses  which  he  iiad  proposed,  to  renounce  the 
service  of  sin,  and  turn  with  all  their  hearts  to  Jesus,  believing  with 
all  sincerity  the  blessed  truths  proclaimed  to  them  by  the  missionaries. 
Mambb.  January  8/A,  1867. — The  school-house  was  re-opened, 
after  having  undergone  extensive  repairs,  in  which  many  of  our  people 
have  shown  great  interest,  readily  giving  the  labour  of  their  hands 
in  support  of  the  work. 

February  lOth. — An  aged  communicant  departed  this  life,  of 
whom  we  trust,  that  he  has  entered  into  the  joy  of  our  Lord.  He 
was  always  a  quiet,  retiring,  harmless  man,  but  seemed  to  be  without 
deep  religious  impressions,  and  our  Saviour  had  to  teach  him  many 
things  during  the  progress  of  his  last  illness. 

15th. — Another  death  took  place,  and  this  time  it  was  a  girl  of 
twenty-one  years,  who  was  taken  away  by  a  very  rapid  decline.  She 
had  been  very  light  and  careless  in  her  conduct,  but  the  working  of 
the  Holy  Ghost  on  her  heart  was  plainly  manifest  during  her  sickness, 
and  we  hope  that  it  was  not  in  vain. 

March. — Three  men  had  to  be  excluded  for  drurikenness  and 
brawling.     It  is  most  painful  to  see  what  a  hold  the  vice  of  drunk- 
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enness  has  upon  tlie  younger  portion  of  our  people ;  if  we  did  not; 
know  that  tne  Lord  rules  over  all,  we  should  often  tremble 
when  looking  at  the  future  of  this  congregation.  The  parents 
of  young  people  who  are  guilty  of  this  sin,  are  often,  like  Eli  of  old, 
far  too  indulgent  towards  their  children,  and  blame  us  for  exercising 
Church-discipline,  instead  of  themselves  bringing  up  their  children 
in  the  right  way.  All  this  shews  a  want  of  a  correct  estimate  as  to 
various  sins,  and  the  application  of  a  very  low  standard  of  morality, 
which  is  greatly  to  be  deplored. 

April  26th. — To-day  and  yesterday  the  examination  of  our  schools 
took  place.  In  the  upper  school  63  boys  and  80  girls  were  present ; 
in  the  lower  school  100  little  children.  Their  progress  in  general 
knowledge  was  very  pleasing,  but  we  were  particularly  thankful  to 
see  them  well  versed  in  the  Scriptures,  which  must  alwajs  be  the 
chief  aim  in  our  Mission-schools. 

May  llth. — Br.  and  Sr.  Kunick  experienced  our  Lord's  power  to 
preserve  them  from  harm.  Br.  K.  awoke  in  the  night  and  saw  a  tall 
strong  man  in  the  room,  counting  some  money,which  he  had  taken  from 
their  cupboard.  Being  without  arms  of  any  kind,  Br.  K.  was  defence* 
less,  and  the  burglar's  conduct  shewed  that  he  was  bold  enough  to  at- 
tempt anything.  He  raised  his  eyes,  and  on  seeing  Br.  K.  sitting  up 
in  his  bed,  sudden  fear  seized  him,  and  he  hurried  away  in  a  moment. 
The  next  morning  he  was  traced  to  Cape  Town,  and  turned  out  to 
be  a  desperate  character,  a  Mahomedan,  who  had  committed  several 
burglaries  already  :  on  his  way  to  our  place  he  had  stolen  a  horse, 
and  ridden  it  so  furiously  that  it  dropped  down  dead.  He  had 
evidently  made  an  attempt  to  enter  Br.  iiichter's  room  first,  but  had 
been  disturbed. 

June  Zrd, — An  aged  communicant  member  of  this  congregation 
died  in  the  faith.  He  had  belonged  to  this  congregation  for  forty 
years  ;  but  we  had  seen  little  of  him,  as  he  was  employed  by  a  neigh- 
bouring farmer  as  herdsman,  which  necessitated  his  leading  a  nomadic 
sort  of  life  with  his  family.  When  no  longer  able  to  work,  he  came 
to  reside  here,  and  in  the  course  of  a  long  illness  learnt  to  know  the 
Lord  as  his  Saviour,  and  to  put  his  whole  trust  in  Him.

From  this  portion  of  the  Mi^8ion  Field  we  are  able  to  give  unusually 
full  accounts  in  the  present  number,  and  these  will  be  found  both 
interesting  and  encouraging.  The  work  of  our  Brethren  progresses 
but  slowly,  and  it  appears  as  though  as  yet  very  little  impression  had 
been  made  on  the  stronghold  of  Buddhism.  Still,  it  is  beyond  all 
doubt  that  some  progress  is  being  made,  single  individuals  are  coming 
to  the  knowledge  of  the  truth  as  it  is  in  Jesus,  and  swelling  the 
numbers  of  the  little  band  of  Christians  at  Eyelang.  Br,  Fayell,  at 
Foo,  has  still  no  case  of  conversion  to  report,  but  tells  of  continued 
labours  in  hope,  and  of  interesting  occasions  gladly  embraced  in  faith 
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for  tbe  proclamation  of  ^he  simple  truths  of  Christianity,  on  which 
we  heartily  joia  him  in  imploring  the  Lord's  rich  blessing. 

The  extracts  from  Br,  Heyde^s  Diary  of  his  journey  to  Ladak  and 
Zangkar  in  the  summer  of  last  year,  contain  most  pleasing  proofs 
that  the  scattering  of  the  seed  of  life  by  our  Brethren  has  been 
blessed  by  the  Lord.  These  are  principally  met  with  in  Lower 
Ladak,  and  some  districts  which  had  not  been  visited  by  the  Mis- 
sionaries since  their  first  journey,  twelve  years  previously.  The  books 
and  tracts  then  distributed  have  been  read,  both  by  lamas  and  lay- 
men,  and  excited  attention  :  they  have  been  handed  on  to  other 
villages  by  the  original  recipients,  and  Br.  Heyde  found  his  books  in 
spots  where  lie  had  never  been  before,  and  with  them  a  friendly  and 
enthusiastic  reception.  Numerous  inquiries  were  made  as  to  the  mean- 
ing of  various  passages,  or  of  certain  doctrines,  and  there  was  evi- 
dently on  the  part  of  many  a  readiness  to  be  taught,  and  on  the  part 
of  most  an  absence  of  blind  adhesion  to  Buddhism  and  its  teachers. 
The  lamas  are  said  to  read  the  portions  of  the  Holy  Scriptures  they 
have  received,  and  discuss  them  at  their  meetings.  In  all  this  we  see 
that  the  seed  sown  in  faith  has  not  remained  quite  dormant,  and  we 
may  truly  rejoice  and  take  courage,  and  anew  believe  that  the  Lord 
will  water  it  from  on  high,  so  that  at  length  there  shall  be  a  plentiful 
harvest  of  good  fruits  gathered  into  the  garner  of  the  Lord,  even  from 
the  plains  and  mountains  of  th's  region,  in  which  spiritual  darkness 
still  remains  so  dense.     The  Lord  hasten  it  in  His  time  ! 

It  is  to  be  regretted  that  Br.  H.  A.  Jaeschke,  whose  talent  as  on 
able  philologian  has  proved  of  invaluable  service  to  this  Mission,  will 
probably  soon  be  necessitated  by  declining  health  and  failing  sight,  to 
return  to  Europe.  He  hopes,  however,  before  leaving  Kyelang  to 
have  made  himself  so  far  at  home  in  the  Tibetan  language  as  to  be 
able,  without  difficulty,  to  continue  his  translation  of  the  Scriptures 
at  home.  His  loss  will  be  severely  felt  by  his  fellow-labourers.  May 
the  Lord  mercifully  restore  this  dear  Brother  to  health  and  strength, 
if  it  be  His  will,  and  enable  him  to  prosecute  his  important  work.

Kyelang,  July  1st,  1867. 

Tou  have  by  this  time  learned,  and  I  am  sure  with  sincere  sym- 
pathy, how  severely  the  Lord  has  been  pleased  to  try  us.  A  sufficient 
time  has  now  elapsed  to  render  it  possible  for  us  to  reflect  calmly  on 
the  subject ;  still,  whenever  it  recurs  to  my  mind,  it  depresses  me. 
Samuel  is  now,  I  am  thankful  to  say,  apparently  quite  consoled,  and 
lives  happily  with  his  wife.     The  latter  is  of  a  very  lively  disposition. 
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She  attends  the  meetings  regularly,  and  gives  us  reason  to  hope  thai 
she  will  in  time  become  a  Christian  from  conviction.  May  the  Lord 
be  pleased  to  teach  and  train  her  by  His  Holy  Spirit.  SamuePs  mother, 
who  is  again  with  her  son,  appears  at  all  events  aatisded  to  be  here. 
Beyond  this  I  have  at  present  but  little  to  communicate  respecting 
our  small  flock.     We  hope  that  the  preached  word  will  produce  fruit. 

October  14M,  1867. 

I  left  Kyelang  on  the  26th  of  August  to  pay  a  long  talked  of  visit 
to  Poo,  accompanied  by  Br.  Jaeschke,  whose  state  of  health  rendered 
change  of  air  and  scene  needful.  Matthew  went  with  us  as  our  ser- 
vant. The  weather  was  unfavourable  for  the  first  few  days,  but  im- 
proved afterwards.  On  the  30th  the  Bara  Lassa  pass  was  surmounted, 
and  then  we  had  to  cross  several  rapid  streams,  swollen  by  the  rain, 
before  we  reached  the  first  village  in  the  province  of  Spiti.  We 
hired  yaks  to  help  us  through  the  rushing  current,  as  these  sturdy 
animals  are  not  easily  upset  by  its  force ;  the  coolies  joined  hands, 
and  thus  with  a  combined  resistance,  managed  successfully  to  ford 
the  rivers. 

The  first  village  in  Spiti  is  called  Lozer,  and  it  is  three  days'  journey 
from  the  last  Lahoul  village  we  passed.  In  Spiti  there  is  scarcely  a 
trace  of  vegetation,  and  Br.  Jaescbke's  hopes  of  obtaining  botanical 
treasures  there  were  doomed  to  disappointment.  The  district  is  more 
interesting  to  the  geologist  than  the  botanist.  Br.  Jaeschke  had,  to 
our  mutual  regret,  to  abandon  the  journey  on  the  4th  of  September, 
in  consequence  of  a  painful  affection  of  the  knee.  Compared  with 
this  province,  our  Kyelang  neighbourhood  is  a  very  paradise.  No 
green  is  to  be  seen  except  the  few  fields  round  the  villages,  and  there 
are  no  trees  except  in  the  southern  portion  of  the  province,  where 
some  poplars  have  been  planted.  To  procure  a  meagre  supply  of  fire- 
wood is  for  the  natives  a  work  of  great  labour  and  diflBculty,  as  they 
have  nothing  but  scanty  low  thorn-bushes  to  depend  on.  Though 
unable  to  do  much  in  the  way  of  conversing  with  the  people,  I  dis- 
tributed books  as  I  went  on. 

On  the  9th  of  September  I  reached  the  first  village  in  Eunawur, 
Lariby  name,  and  on  the  12th,  after  crossing  a  pass  15,000  feet  above 
the  level  of  the  sea,  arrived  at  Poo.  It  was  very  refreshing  indeed, 
after  a  journey  of  eighteen  days,  to  receive  a  hearty  welcome  from 
my  fellow-labourers.  The  aspect  of  the  village,  when  you  descend 
from  the  pass,  is  very  pleasing.  It  lies  in  the  valley  of  the  Sutlej, 
which  is  here  comparatively  narrow,  and  the  numerous  peach  and 
apricot-trees  in  gardens  and  fields,  give  it  a  fresh  green  appearance, 
which  is  exceedingly  delightful  to  the  eye  that  is  weary  witn  the  con- 
stant sight  of  nothing  but  bleak  mountains  and  bare  rocks.  Grass 
there  is  none  to  be  seen,  except  in  cultivated  fields ;  beyond  the  borders 
of  these  all  is  sand  and  rock.  But  the  climate  is  beautiful.  When  I 
arrived  the  first  crop  of  wheat  and  barley  was  harvested,  and  the 
second  crop,  comprising  chiefly  buck- wheat  and  millet,  was  promising 
a  good  harvest.  Down  by  the  river  the  vine  grows  luxuriantly, 
but  no  pruning  is  done,  so  it  is  not  to  be  wondered  at  that  the  fruit 
is  very  inferior. 
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I  waB  Borrj  to  find  Br.  Pagell  suffering  from  rheumatism,  not  to 
such  an  extent,  however,  as  to  disable  him  from  attending  to  his 
various  duties.  The  mission  property  there  consists  of  two  long, 
narrow  fields,  one  about  ten  feet  higher  than  the  other.  On  the  lower 
one  stand  the  two  buildings,  the  one  the  dwelling-house,  the  other 
serving  as  school-room,  store-room,  servants*  room,  hen-house.  Many 
of  the  richer  iohabitants  still  object  to  a  sahib  living  there,  but  others 
are  friendly  with  Br.  and  Sr.  Pagell,  and  when  the  former  is  away  on 
his  journies,  some  of  the  wives  of  respectable  inhabitants  make  a  point 
of  paying  calls  on  Sr.  Pagell,  to  cheer  her  up  in  her  solitude.  During 
my  stay  there  I  saw  only  women  and  children,  as  almost  all  the  men 
were  away  trading. 

As  for  the  direct  missionary  work  here,  it  is  not  possible  to  say 
much  at  present.  It  is  encouraging  that  the  services  on  Sunday  are 
fairly  attended,  some  of  the  richer  villagers  even  coming  occasionally. 
The  school  is  very  nicely  attended  now,  several  of  the  children 
belonging  to  the  most  respectable  families.  But  there  is  as  yet  little 
to  be  seen  of  any  movement  among  the  dead  bones.  One  poor  man, 
whom  Br.  Pagell  employs  as  his  servant,  has  told  Br.  P.  that  he  has 
no  confidence  in  the  lamas,  and  wishes  to  become  a  Christian,  and  it 
is  to  be  hoped  that  it  will  prove  a  true  conversion  from  Buddhism  to 
Christianity.  It  remains  to  be  seen,  however,  whether  he  is  thoroughly 
sincere  in  his  desire,  and  prepared  to  face  the  trials  and  persecu- 
tions which  would  undoubtedly  be  his  portion  in  this  country,  to  a 
far  greater  extent  than  in  Lahoul.  Here  there  is  no  idea  of  justice 
and  freedom,  the  rich  trample  the  poor  under  foot  with  complete  im- 
punity, and  he  gains  the  day  who  pays  the  highest  bribe  to  the  vizier 
of  the  rajah.  I  could  give  mstances  of  the  most  abominable  injustice 
and  cruel  tyranny  that  have  occurred  in  this  native  state.  A  convert 
to  Christianity  would  have  a  very  hard  stand,  and  be  prepared 
literally  to  give  up  everything  for  Christ. 

I  left  Poo  on  the  18th  of  September  to  return  to  Kyelang.  While 
waiting  for  fresh  coolies  near  Lozar,  I  was  somewhat  annoyed  at 
seeing  Matthew  delaying  to  converse  with  a  lama,  as  I  was  already 
on  horseback,  ready  to  start.  To  my  surprise  he  suddenly  burst  into 
tears,  and  was  for  some  time  unable  to  give  me  an  answer.  It  struck 
me  that  the  lama  might  have  come  from  our  neighbourhood,  bring- 
ing sorrowful  tidings  with  him.  And  so  it  proved.  The  lama  re- 
ported that  at  and  near  Kyelang  many  children  had  died,  and  my  own 
dear  little  one  among  the  rest,  that  further  a  messenger  with  letters 
was  awaiting  my  arrival  at  Lozar.  With  what  feelings  I  hurried 
onwards  I  cannot  describe,  but  I  felt  crushed  with  the  blow,  and  felt 
as  if  I  could  only  exclaim  :  **  Have  mercy,  O  Lord."  The  letter 
from  my  dear  wife  announced  that  the  Lord  had  been  pleased  to  take 
home  to  Himself  the  soul  of  our  youngest  son,  Theodore,  after  a 
short  illness,  which  seems  to  have  been  an  affection  of  the  brain 
connected  with  teething,  and  not  the  dysentery,  which  was  prevailing 
at  the  time.  The  dear  little  fellow  was  apparently  in  good  health, 
and  playing,  when  he  suddenly  cried  "Mamma"  several  times, 
stretched  his  little  limbs,  and  in  a  few  hours  was  a  corpse. 
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From  here  I  hurried  homewards,  choosing  the  shortest,  though 
the  most  difficult  and  dangerous  route.  On  the  28th  we  crossed  oyer 
the  Shigri,  a  huge  glacier,  which,  thirty  years  ago,  slipped  down  from 
its  more  elevated  position  and  completely  filled  the  valley,  so  that  for 
more  than  two  months  the  river  was  blocked  up.  We  were  above 
an  hour  in  traversing  the  glacier,  which  is  covered  with  rocks  and 
debris  of  all  kinds,  the  ice  being  only  here  and  there  visible.  On  the 
29th  we  reached  Koksar  at  the  foot  of  the  Eotan?  Pass,  after 
receiving  a  good  fright  at  the  sudden  appearance  of  a  bear  within  a 
few  yards  of  us  :  fortunately  the  creature  allowed  itself  to  be  driven 
away  by  our  loud  shouts.  The  next  day  I  received  a  letter  from 
Kyelang,  announcing  that  my  wife  and  our  remaining  little  boy  were 
well,  and  was  then  able  to  prosecute  my  journey  home  with  a  lighter 
heart,  reaching  Kyelang  on  the  day  following. 

October  17th, — The  sanitary  condition  here  is  not  good  at  present, 
I  am  sorry  to  say,  all  of  us  being  more  or  less  indisposed.  The  people 
tell  us  that  the  latter  part  of  the  summer  is  always  unhealthy,  when 
the  preceding  winter  wad  characterised  by  a  small  fall  of  snow.  It 
is  a  singular  fact,  that,  whereas  in  other  years  we  had  no  flies  here, 
this  year  they  are  so  numerous  as  to  be  quite  a  plague. 

We  intend  to  administer  the  rite  of  baptism  to  SamueVs  wife  on 
the  17th  of  November :  she  has  got  over  her  shyness,  and  seems  happy, 
and  pleased  to  be  here ;  she  attends  the  services  very  regularly,  can 
read  fairly,  and  understands  much  more  readily  than  the  other 
two  female  converts,  who  are  much  older  than  she.  These  last 
mentioned,  Lydia  and  Hannah,  are  about  to  receive  instruction  with 
a  view  to  their  admission  to  the  Lord's  Supper.  The  baptized  converts 
are  very  regular  in  their  attendance  at  our  services,  but  there  are 
few  who  come  from  the  village.  We  must  hope  that  in  this  respect  a 
change  may  soon  take  place.  The  lama  employed  by  Br.  Jaeschke 
left  us  a  short  time  since  to  visit  his  parents  near  Lbassa,  but  did 
not  get  further  than  Ladak,  Whether  he  was  afraid  of  the  robbers, 
who  infest  the  country  beyond  Ladak,  or  his  fellow-lamas,  to  whom 
his  service  with  us  might  be  no  seci'et,  we  cannot  find  out.  As  long 
as  he  can  be  kept  from  intoxicating  liquors,  he  is  a  pleasant,  pe^iceable 
man,  and  we  would  fain  hope,  that  ho  is  not  quite  untouched  by  the 
Gospel  truths  with  which  he  is  constantly  brought  in  contact. 

I  am  sorry  to  say  that  the  subscriptions  in  support  of  our  Missions 
here  in  India  show  a  falling  off"  agamst  last  year's,  which  is  perhaps 
attributable  to  the  fact  that  some  of  our  kind^  and  active  friends  have 
returned  to  England.  We  have  great  reason  to  be  thankful  for  what 
we  do  receive,  wr  the  claims  on  English  residents  in  India  on  behalf 
of  all  sorts  of  undertakings  are  innumerable. 

November  25th. — This  will  probably  be  my  last  letter  this  year,  as 
the  pass  will  soon  be  blocked  up  with  snow  for  some  months.  On  the 
17th  inst.  Tseang-rolraa,  Samuers  wife,  was  baptized,  and  received 
the  name  Martha.  May  our  Saviour  graciously  keep  her  near  to 
Himself  as  a  fruitful  branch  in  Him  the  Vine.  We  nave  the  con- 
viction that  she  is  sincere  and  earnest,  and  in  point  of  knowledge 
considerably  in  advance  of  her  two  sister-converts,  which  is  scarcely 
to  be  wondered  at,  as  she  is  still  young,  whereas  the  others  are 
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advanced  in  years.    Samuere  mother  and  uncle  are  still  living  with 
him,  but  they  seem  utterly  indifferent  to  this  step  of  Martha's.

Poo,  KuNAWTTE,  November  SOth,  1867. 

The  engineers  engaged  in  constructing  a  road  through  this  province, 
who  have  kindly  forwarded  my  letters  for  rae  through  the  summer, 
have  left  the  hills  for  the  winter,  and  my  last  European  despatch 
came  to  hand  by  a  messenger  specially  sent  to  Kotgurh.  He  brought 
me  besides  no  less  than  52  newspapers!  I  hope  this  letter  will  not 
be  too  late  to  cross  the  mountain  pass  before  the  snow  accumulates. 

A  short  time  since  it  was  reported  here,  that  the  Chinese  Com- 
missioner  ruling  over  the  Southern  provinces  of  Thibet  had  arrived 
at  the  border  village  of  Sehipke,  and  I  resolved  to  try  and  persuade 
him  to  permit  me  next  year  to  travel  through  Eangtschung,  apart  of 
his  district,  to  the  English  province  of  Njiti,  which  lies  to  the  East 
of  this  place.  This  post  of  Commissioner  is  only  granted  for  a  period 
of  three  years,  and  the  appointment  is  made  at  Lhassa.  The  present 
holder  of  the  oflBce  was  said  to  be  a  very  able  man,  and  to  have 
received  a  golden  order  in  acknowledgment  of  his  eminent  services  ; 
thid  he  wore  fastened  to  his  Chinese  head-dress.  After  waiting  for  a 
long  time  I  was  told  that  I  should  be  admitted  to  an  audience,  not  in 
his  house,  however,  but  only  in  the  open  air.  There  was  the  dij^nitary 
seated  on  a  high  box  covered  with  rugs,  in  robes  of  yellow  silk,  with 
Chinese  letters  embroidered  on  it.  On  both  sides  the  people  of  the 
place  sat  on  the  ground,  the  better  classes  on  his  right,  the  others  on 
nis  left.  This  I  could  observe  from  my  tent,  and  resolving  not  to* 
stand  before  him  as  a  convicted  criminal,  I  sent  a  man  to  carry  a 
camp-stool  for  my  own  use.  When  I  had  reached  the  spot,  I  was 
struck  with  his  appearance  of  cleanliness,  and  this  with  his  dress  and 
demeanour  convinced  me  that  he  was  a  higher  dignitary  than  any  I 
had  as  yet  met  with.  Contrary  to  the  ordinary  usage  of  polite  society 
in  Thibet,  he  did  not  rise  at  my  approach,  but  continued  smoking 
the  hookah  or  water-pipe,  which  a  servant  held  for  him.  We  spoke 
about  Lhassa  and  Europe,  discussing  a  variety  of  topics,  and  several 
cups  of  tea  were  handed  to  me.  When  I  came  to  tell  him  my  request, 
and  my  aim  in  presenting  it,  he  assured  me,  that  if  he  were  to  accede 
to  it,  he  would  certainly  f  dl  into  disgrace.  A  remark  of  his  about  the 
grey  hair  in  my  beard,  and  the  fact  that  care  and  sorrow  often  cause 
the  hair  to  turn  grey,  led  to  an  interesting  conversation  for  which  I 
felt  most  thankful.  I  told  him  that  1  felt  deeply  concerned  to  see  the 
whole  Tibetan  nation  perishing  for  lack  of  knowledge,  and  that  I  daily 
besought  the  Lord  God  graciously  to  interpose  and  save  the  people. 
Wishing  to  know  more  of  this  matter,  which  was  to  him  very 
mysterious,  he  asked  many  questions  as  to  the  grounds  of  our  salva- 
tion, about  the  views  of  our  religion  regarding  the  state  after  death, 
whereupon  I  was  able  to  declare  to  the  company  the  whole  plan  of 
salvation  through  the  blood  of  Jesus.  I  then  distributed  some  copies 
of  the  Gospels,  in  one  of  which  he  read  for  a  little,  and  then  returned 
it  to  me ;  the  others  did  the  same,  but  evidently  only  from  fear  of 
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offending  their  superior,  for  both  in  my  tent  and  at  Poo  the  people 
of  Schipke  do  not  hesitate  to  accept  mj  books. 

My  plan  to  procure  permission  to  travel  through  the  adjoiniDg 
province  had  certainly  not  been  furthered  by  my  visit  to  the  Chinese 
official,  but  I  rejoiced  to  have  had  an  opportunity  of  plainly  declaring 
the  truth  as  it  is  in  Jesus,  in  quarters  where  it  was  quite  unknown, 
aud  must  trust  that  the  Lord  will  grant  His  blessing  on  the  seed 
sown  in  faith.  On  my  return  I  wrote  to  the  Commissioner  in  a 
friendly  tone,  and  again  stated  the  simple  leading  doctrines  of  the 
Christian  faith,  quoting  some  short,  clear,  forcible  words  of  Scripture 
in  support  of  my  statements. 

As  to  Boldan,  my  servant,  he  seems  to  adhere  to  his  wish  to  become 
a  Christian,  and  I  hope  before  very  loog  to  be  able  to  baptize  him ; 
but  we  are  loath  to  hurry  in  this  matter. 


Brief  Account  of  a  Missiokabt  Toue  to  Ladak  akd  Zakokab, 
by  Br.  A.  W.  HETDE,/r(w»  July  ^th  to  Auyust  28^A,  18G7. 

The  sad  end  of  our  poorNicodemus*  had  not  unnaturally  a  depressing 
effect  on  me,  and  I  was  truly  thankful  to  be  privileged  on  tnis  tour 
to  meet  with  encouragement  of  such  a  nature  as  to  convince  me  that 
our  labours  are  not  in  vain  in  the  Lord,  aud  to  prompt  me  with  new 
vigour  to  continue  this  work  of  faith  and  labour  of  love. 

Up  to  the  12th  of  July  I  was  still  in  Upper  Lahoul,  and  had  two 
opportunities  of  preaching  and  distributing  books.  The  one  was  at 
.  Dozom,  near  the  Baralacha  Pass,  a  spot  where  traders  from  Lahoul 
and  elsewhere  are  generally  to  be  met  with,  though  there  are  no 
houses  there.  Here  I  found  a  young  man  from  Kunawur,  who  was 
suffering  severely  from  gout  and  other  diseases,  and  had  been  left  here 
by  his  friends  until  they  should  return  from  their  prolonged  tour  in 
Tibet.  A  rug  stretched  over  him  waa  his  only  shelter,  and  he  cooked 
his  own  poor  meals  of  burnt  barley,  charitable  strangers  providing 
liim  with  water  and  fire-wood.  I  gave  him  medicine,  and  also  the 
Gospels  of  Matthew  and  John,  as  I  found  he  could  read.  Having 
read  with  him  the  history  of  the  birth  and  death  of  our  Saviour,  he 
remarked :  "  These  books  are  quite  different  from  those  I  once  received 
from  a  European,  for  in  those  it  was  said  that  idols  in  wood  and  stone 
were  useless,  that  they  had  eyes  but  could  not  see,  &c.,  and  should 
be  rejected  and  destroyed :  I  was  so  vexed  at  this,  that  I  tore  up  the 
book,  and  threw  it  into  the  river."  (Subsequently  I  found  that  he 
referred  to  copies  of  attempted  translations  of  Scripture  by  a  lama, 
employed  by  the  Eev.  Mr.  Prochnow  at  Kotghur,  which  Br.  Pagell 
and  I  had  formerly  distributed.)  I  told  him  that  he  would  not  find 
the  same  words  in  the  books  I  had  given  him,  but  he  would  find 
himself  directed  to  the  livinp:  God,  the  Source  of  light  and  life,  in 
whom  pardon  for  all  sin  is  freely  to  be  obtained.  Jn  spite  of  his 
wretched  condition  he  turned  to  my  Lahoul  coolies,  who  were 
listening  to  our  conversation,  called  them  heretics,  who  knew  nothing

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of  Buddbft*8  religion,  and  then,  pointing  to  his  poor  contracted  limbs» 
and  the  body  writhing  with  pain,  he  told  them  tnat  his  body  was  being 
punished  for  his  sins  in  a  former  existence,  that  Buddha  alone  could 
liberate  the  soul,  and  it  mattered  not  what  became  of  the  body.  All 
my  arguments  seemed  thrown  away  upon  him,  but  some  of  my  own 
people,  with  whom  I  afterwards  conversed,  appeared  to  be  impressed 
with  the  truths  I  proclaimed  to  them. 

This  poor  man,  in  a  double  sense  sick,  is  an  instance  of  the  difficulty 
of  working  on  a  Buddhist  through  the  channel  of  bodily  ailment, 
which  often  proves  effectual  in  the  case  of  other  unbelievers.  The 
Buddhist,  regarding  his  sickness  as  the  result  of  sins  committed  in  a 
former  state  of  existence,  thinks  there  is  no  escape,  and  looks  not  for 
pity  or  sympathy,  as  little  as  he  feels  bound  to  thank  God  or  man  for 
benefits  enjoyed,  these  being  merely  the  just  return  for  good  deeds 
once  performed  by  him.  The  sick  man  asks  for  medicine,  hoping  that 
his  merits  are  sufficient  to  give  it  healing  efficacy.  If  he  is  cured,  he 
rejoices  that  his  stock  of  merits  is  not  yet  exhausted,  and  makes  the 
lamas  a  present,  or  gets  an  idol  constructed,  or  is  beneficent  to  the 
poor,  by  which  means  he  of  course  again  adds  something  to  his  merits. 
If  death  is  sure  to  be  the  end  of  the  sickness,  he  looks  forward  to  it 
and  speaks  of  it  with  calmness,  while  with  his  last  strength  he  turns 
the  praying-mill  with  his  hand,  in  hopes  of  improving  his  condition 
after  death. 

Crossing  the  Baralacha  Pass  on  the  ISih,  1  entered  the  province  of 
Bupshee,  where  I  remained  to  the  24M,  visiting  most  of  the  inhabi- 
tants, who  chiefly  reside  in  tents.  It  belongs  to  Ladak,  and  its 
nomadic  population  make  a  living  by  rearing  cattle  and  trading.  The 
so-called  **  wild  horse,"  or  kyang  (e^u9  hemionus)  is  to  be  found 
here  in  troops  of  from  four  to  thirty,  titeinbocks,  wild  sheep,  gazelles, 
and  hares  are  found  in  great  abundance ;  also  grey  and  black  wolves, 
lynxes,  foxes,  marmots,  grass-eating  mice,  and  tail-less  rats. 

One  day  I  had  an  interesting  conversation  with  a  poor  lama  from 
Kardang  in  Lahoul,  who  was  in  my  service  on  the  journey :  he  belongs 
to  those  Lahoul  Buddhists  who  read  our  books,  and  feel  attracted  by 
the  Gospel,  but  do  not  seriously  enquire  concerning  the  salvation  of 
their  souls.  He  began  by  asking  me,  what  I  hoped  to  see  resulting 
from  the  distribution  of  our  books,  adding  that  many  who  took  them 
with  the  promise  to  read  them,  really  do  not  do  so,  and  recommending 
me  to  examine  those  who  had  formeriy  received  books  from  ns,  to 
see  what  they  knew  of  the  contents.  Ke  told  me  that  he  personally 
believed  in  Christ  in  his  heart,  but  that  he  did  not  venture  to  confess 
openly,  being  very  dependent  on  others  in  the  matter  of  his  external 
support.  Thougn  frequently  assisting  at  ceremonies  whose  object  it 
is  to  cast  out  evil  spirits  in  cases  of  serious  illness,  <&c.  he  said  that 
he  had  frequently  felt  strong  doubts  as  to  the  efficacy  of  the  work, 
and  the  statements  in  their  books.  With  regard  to  the  views  gene- 
rally entertained  hj  the  people  in  Lahoul  concerning  the  doctrine 
of  tiesuB  Christ,  he  informed  me  that  it  was  often  a  subject  of  conver- 
sation among  lamas  when  they  met  in  their  monasteries  or  elsewhere, 
some  even  going  so  far  as  to  hint  that  there  was  much  that  was  good 
in  it,  and  that  this  Christian  doctrine  would  take  the  place  of 
TOL.  nn.  3  o 
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Buddha's  religion,  wben  Buddha's  alleged  prophecy  of  the  downfall 
of  the  religion  of  his  founding  came  to  its  fulfilment. 

Another  lama,  who  is  employed  by  us  in  printing  work^  once  told 
me  that  the  peasants  had  openly  called  on  the  lamas  to  stand  forth 
and  defend  their  faith,  as  best  they  could,  against  our  attack. 

At  Bongka  Nao  on  the  Thso  K^  or  White  Lake,  where  my  Lahoul 
coolies  left  me  to  return  home,  I  found  a  number  of  Eupshu  people 
in  fifty  tents,  just  breaking  up  their  encampment  to  proceed  to  another 
spot.  Taking  the  opportunity  thus  t^orded  of  conversing  with  several, 
who  had  on  former  occasions  received  books  from  us,  I  was  told  that 
they  were  certainly  read,  but  my  examination  did  not  bring  to  light 
any  amount  of  acquaintance  with  their  contents.  Still  some  know- 
ledge of  the  name  of  Jesus  is  gaining  ground,  and  subsequent 
experiences  tend  to  assure  us  that  the  se^^d  of  Ood's  word  is  not 
lying  quite  dead  among  the  inhabitants  of  this  dark  land. 

Here  I  made  the  acquaintance  of  an  English  officer,  travelling  for 
pleasure,  who  some  short  time  since  attempted  to  penetrate  into  the 
adjacent  province  of  Eudok,  belonging  to  Tibet  Proper,  but  had  been 
obliged  to  abandon  the  attemi)t.  Disregarding  the  entreaties  of  the 
inhabitants  of  the  border-villages,  and  the  officer  of  a  troop  of 
cavalry  who  even  offered  him  money  and  other  presents  to  induce 
him  to  return,  he  was  at  last  taken  prisoner,  and  his  attendants 
flogged,  whereupon  he  thought  it  his  beat  plan  to  save  himself  from 
further  unpleasantness  by  beating  a  retreat.  This  ^ews  that  it  is 
not  missionaries  only,  but  Europeans  of  any  kind,  for  whom  the  bor- 
ders of  G-reat  Tibet  are  impassable,  and  Br.  Pagell's  experience  in  Tso 
tso  shews  that  the  opposition  originates  with  the  government  autho- 
rities, and  not  with  tiie  common  people  who  manifested  a  very  kindly 
spirit  towards  him. 

On  the  20th  I  was  at  Korzog,  situated  on  the  border  of  Lake 
Tsomoriri,  crossing  three  passes  on  my  way  from  my  last  resting- 
place.  On  one  of  these  the  lama  above  referred  to  was  attacked 
with  the  singular  headache  which  assails  many  travellers  on  certain 
passes,  whether  natives  or  strangers,  and  of  which  I  have  never  met 
with  a  satisfactory  explanation.  It  is  not  attributable  to  the  high 
elevation  of  the  passes,  for  it  is  as  often  met  with  on  lower  ones  as  it 
is  not  felt  on  higher  ones,  where  it  might  be  expected.  The  natives 
generally  say  it  is  caused  by  the  vegetation  of  the  locality,  which 
oonsisl^  largely  of  powerfully  odoriferous  herbs  and  flowers :  but 
then  it  occurs  as  well  in  places  where  vegetation  of  no  kind  is  met 
with.  Others  say  it  only  befals  those  who  are  in  weak  health  at  the 
time ;  but  our  lama  was  in  excellent  health,  and  he  always  has  the 
headache  when  crossing  certain  passes,  where  others  never  have  it  at 
all.  The  poor  man  suffered  terribly  on  this  occasion,  and  if  we  had 
allowed  it,  he  would  have  lain  down  and  perished  rather  than  continue 
the  journey.  But  the  pain  gradually  subsided  when  we  had  the  pass 
behind  our  backs ;  indeed,  these  singular  attacks  never  prove  re&lly 
dangerous,  except  of  course  in  case  of  a  solitary  traveller,  when  the 
attack  comes  on  during  a  heavy  snow-fall. 

At  Korzog,  the  summer-abode  of  the  majority  of  the  inhabitants 
of  Bupshu,  the  chief  or  gopa  has  his  seat,  and  1  found  conaiderabla 
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changes  since  my  former  visit,  twelve  years  ago.  A  large  lamasery 
bas  been  erected,  in  which  about  forty  lamas  reside,  also  a  house 
for  the  gopa,  the  necessary  timber  being  conveyed  from  Ladak, 
by  means  of  coolies  and  yaks,  a  distance  of  eight  days' journey, 
l^ere  were  about  eighty  tents  pitched  at  some  distance  from  the 
lake,  and  I  had  mine  placed  near  them,  but  only  few  would  listen  to 
my  proclamation  of  the  Gospel.  Several  accepted  my  books,  some 
even  urgently  begging  for  them. 

My  visit  to  the  lamasery  was  not  pleasant,  as  the  lamas  woidd 
scarcely  give  the  slightest  attention  to  my  words,  when  I  spoke  of 
the  Saviour.  The  gopa  roceived  me  into  his  house,  and  placing  before 
me  a  dish  with  dried  apricots  and  raisins,  entered  at  once  into  con- 
versation with  the  question,  whj  Sodnom  Stokyes  (Nicodemus)  had 
committed  suicide  ?  I  was  surprised  to  find  that  the  sad  event  referred 
to  was  known  in  all  parts  of  Ladak,  and  could  not  but  observe 
that,  in  many  cases,  enquiries  about  it  were  made  in  hopes  of  discon- 
certing me.  The  gopa  evidently  considered  this  death  a  signal 
punishment  for  the  man's  embracinfi;  Christianity,  all  the  more  as  he 
knew  that  shortly  before  his  death  he  had  with  great  boldness  cen- 
sured the  errors  of  the  Buddhist  religion.  "Without  being  able  to  say 
much  by  way  of  palliation  of  this  shocking  act  of  Nicodemus,  I  in- 
variably, as  on  this  occasion,  gladly  made  use  of  the  opportunity  to 
speak  of  the  misery  of  sin  generally,  and  the  need  of  a  Saviour,  and 
such  a  Saviour  as  is  alone  to  be  found  in  Jesus  Christ,  and  this 
I  found  quite  sufficient  to  attract  the  attention  of  my  questioners 
from  a  subject,  which  was  to  myself  most  painful  and  mysterious. 

On  the  24!th  of  July  I  crossed  the  Taglang  Pass,  and  arrived 
towards  evening  at  Qya,  the  first  village  of  Ladak.  Among  the 
thirty  landowners  here,  I  found  acquaintances  from  my  former  visits, 
several  of  whom  cagie  forward  to  give  me  a  friendly  welcome.  A 
British  officer  was  here  on  a  shooting  expedition,  and  most  kindly 
gave  me  a  share  of  the  game  he  had  bagged  ;  two  days  after,  when  we 
had  both  continued  our  journey,  he  sent  me  some  more  fresh  meat. 
I  was  truly  concerned  to  bear  that  this  gentleman  had  met  with  a 
sad  accident  on  his  return  through  Spitti,  where  Br.  Eechler  met 
him ;  his  gun  went  off  accidentally,  and  the  charge  shattered  one 
knee.  Here  I  spent  the  following  day,  and  thankfully  availed  my- 
self of  the  opportunity  of  preaching  Christ.  In  the  evening  a 
goodly  number  of  women,  with  their  spinning  and  weaving  work  in 
their  hands,  were  my  hearers,  and  seemed  touched  when  I  spoke 
about  the  end  of  this  life,  of  which  the  sun  setting  before  our  eyes 
reminded  us,  and  the  love  of  God  in  Christ  Jesus  our  Saviour,  refer- 
ring particularlv  to  Isa.  xlix.  15,  "  Can  a  woman  forget,  &c.  ?"  The 
doctor  of  the  place  \'isited  me,  and  having  carefully  cloped  the  door, 
asked  me  for  astrological  books,  thinking — as  the  Lahoul  people 
used  to  do — that  we  distributed  books  on  astrology,  sorcery,  and 
other  kindred  subjects.  I  gave  him  a  copy  of  one  of  the  Gospels, 
and  endeavoured  to  explain  our  real  object  in  travelling  through  the 
country. 

Two  lamas  who  were  collecting  money  for  their  lamasery,  not 
begging,  but  demanding  the  people's  gifts,  called  on  me  for  the  same 
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purpose.  I  refused  to  give  a  contribution  in  money,  but  made  them 
a  present  of  the  Gospels  of  St.  John  and  St.  Matthew,  from  which  I 
read  some  passages.  John  xviii.  37,  and  the  whole  parable  of  the  Qood 
Shepherd  evidently  made  a  deep  impression,  wnich  they  did  their 
best  to  conceal,  and  referring  to  John  v.  80,  "  I  can  of  mine  own 
self  do  nothing,  <&c."  one  of  them  remarked  in  a  constrained  tone 
and  manner,  '*  But  the  Grand  Lama  is  very  different,  he  can  do 
something  of  himself."  I  asked,  *'  But  who  endowed  your  Grand 
Lama  with  life  ?'*  to  which  one  of  them  replied,  "  Tou  ought  not  to 
ask  such  things,"  and  both  left  me.  I  was  much  pleased  to  find 
from  several  circumstances,  that  here  at  least  our  books  have  been 
read,  and  not  without  producing  some  impression. 

I  found  that  a  lama  of  note  and  high  dignity  had  recently  travelled 
through  La  dak,  for  in  many  villages  there  were  newly  erected  seats  of 
honour  to  be  seen.  These  are  built  of  stone  or  unbumt  bricks,  in 
the  shape  of  an  arm-chair,  and  large  enough  to  admit  a  man  seated 
cross-legged.  On  arriving  the  Grand  Lama  at  once  takes  his  seat 
on  this  chair,  which  is  covered  with  cloth  for  the  occasion,  and  Idl 
the  inhabitants  of  the  village  march  past  in  procession,  receiving  his 
blessing  while  they  reverently  bow  before  him.  I  could  not  relrain 
from  speaking  frequently  on  the  uselessness  and  sinfulness  of  this 
practice,  pointing  to  Jesus  as  the  precious  Saviour,  who  is  truly 
worthy  of  adoration,  and  in  some  instances  it  seemed  as  if  some  of 
my  hearers  felt  in  some  measure  the  truth  of  my  words.  May  the 
Lord  impress  the  truth  concerning  Himself  on  those  dark  hearts. 

On  the  2Sth  I  visited  the  lamasery  at  Hemis,  where  I  spent  half 
a  day.  My  conversation  with  the  lamas  present  at  the  time,  among 
whom  was  the  superintendent  of  the  lamasery,  was  painfully  inter- 
esting. Our  subject  was  the  difference  between  the  Christian  and 
the  Buddhist  religion,  which  was  introduced  by  the  superintendent, 
who  asked  whether  Christ  and  Sangyas  (Buddhaf  were  not  one  and 
the  same  person,  shewing  profound  ignorance  of  the  history  of  both 
religions.  With  regard  to  the  reception  I  met  with  on  this  tour  on 
the  part  of  the  lamas,  I  may  here  state  that  there  has  been  decidedly 
a  greater  and  more  marked  coldness  manifested.  That  many  of  them 
have  read  our  books,  is  beyond  all  doubt,  but  when  I  questioned 
them  on  what  they  had  read,  they  always  avoided  the  subject,  or 
broke  off  the  conversation.  It  cannot  be  denied  that  the  truth  of 
the  Gospel  has  mnde  itself  powerfully  felt  even  among  the  official 
prepervers  of  the  Buddhist  religion,  and  I  believe  this  to  be  attri- 
butable to  God's  blessing  on  the  vmtten  Word. 

Crossing  the  Indus  on  the  29/A,  I  visited  two  lamaseries,  and  had 
an  opportunity  of  preaching  the  Gospel  to  an  auditory  numbering 
far  above  a  hundred  pereons,  a  very  rare  occurrence  on  our  tours. 
The  inhabitants  of  about  twenty  adjacent  hamlets  had  assembled  in 
order  to  carry  wood  to  Leh,  which  seemed  to  be  regarded  in  the  light 
of  payment  of  a  tax  to  the  government. 

1  reached  Leh  on  the  Blst  of  Jult/,  and  remained  here  till  the 
5th  of  August,  Several  European  gentlemen  had  pitched  their  tents 
at  a  beautiful  spot  under  some  fine  poplar-trees  near  the  town, 
and  I  found  room  for  mine  there,  and  met  with  great  kindness. 
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Dr.  Cay  ley,  whose  acquaintance  I  had  had  the  pleasure  of  making  in 
the  spring  on  his  joumej  through  Ky^lang,  is  now  appointed  bj 
Government  as  their  agent  here,  with  a  view  to  the  protection  and 
increase  of  trade  between  Central  Asia  and  India,  which  has  hitherto 
been  seriously  obstructed  by  the  tyranny  and  oppression  of  the 
rulers  of  Cashmere.  This  is  the  first  appointment  of  the  kind  in 
Ladak,  and  it  is  to  be  hoped  that  it  will  oe  continued,  not  only  in 
the  interest  of  trade,  but  especially  of  our  missionarv  work,  as  it  is 
probable  that  an  established  representation  of  the  British  Govern- 
ment here  would  effectually  break  down  the  exclusive  policy,  which 
has  hitherto  been  adhered  to  with  regard  to  foreigners,  and  might 
open  the  way  to  the  beginning  of  settled  missionary  operations  at  Leh. 

Two  lamas  who  had  received  the  I^istle  to  the  Bomans  from  me, 
caUed  before  I  lefb,  and  asked,  evidently  with  earnestness  and 
deep  interest,  about  the  meaning  of  "  the  merits  of  Christ  Jesus  ;'* 
they  made  no  further  remark  on  hearing  my  explanation,  but  their 
demeanour  testified  to  their  being  touched  in  their  hearts. 

From  Leh  I  followed  the  course  of  the  Indus,  finding  in  almost 
every  village  a  strong  desire  for  our  books,  and  this  entirely  among 
the  common  people.  In  one  village,  in  which  I  had  never  been 
before,  almost  all  the  people  came  out  to  welcome  me,  many  of  them 
from  mere  curiosity,  but  several  also  from  feelings  of  a  better  kind. 
One  man  who  was  well  read  in  the  Buddhist  religious  literature 
said,  that  they  had  long  wished  to  see  one  of  the  Europeans  from 
Lahoul,  who  could  give  them  further  information  about  a  book,  that 
had  found  its  way  into  their  village  some  years  previously.  When  the 
book  was  produced,  I  recognised  in  it  acopy  of  our  "  Harmony  of  the 
four  Gospels,"  and  was  delighted  to  give  explanations  of  various 
portions  which  the  man  read  doud.  When  it  was  time  for  me  to 
continue  my  journey*  the  speaker  said  they  wished  I  could  delay  my 
departure,  as  they  would  like  to  ask  me  many  questions.  I  could 
not  stay,  however,  and  having  given  some  portion  of  the  New 
Testament  Scriptures  to  each  one  of  the  company  who  could  read, 
I  bad  them  adieu,  and  went  on  my  way  joyful  and  with  a  glad  heart, 
much  strengthened  in  faith  and  encouraged. 

The  inhabitants  of  Lower  Ladak  have  for  some  years  past  been 
distinguished  by  their  desire  for  our  books.  A  considerable  number  of 
them  come  annually  through  Ky^lang  on  a  pilgrimage  to  Triloknath, 
and  never  fail  to  ask  for  books,  which  we  gladly  give  them.  Doubt* 
less  many  read  them  without  becoming  convinced  of  the  errors  of 
Buddhism,  while  many  others,  as  some  fathers  acknowledged  to  me, 
get  them  as  reading  books  for  their  children ;  yet  the  Spurit  of  God 
can  work  even  through  the  instrumentality  of  mechanical  reading,  and 
it  is  our  earnest  prayer  that  the  outward  acquaintance  with  the 
doctrines  of  Christ  Jesus  may  lead  to  laying  hold  on  Him  as  their 
Saviour,  by  whose  merits  they  may  find  the  peace  they  vainly  seek 
for  in  Buddha's  religion.  The  "  leavening"  process  (Matt.  xiii.  33) 
seems  to  be  particularly  slow  among  this  people,  and  we  are  inclined 
to  doubt  whether  in  the  present  generation  it  will  come  to  iny 
general  acceptance  of  the  truth.  May  we  only  work  on  in  child-like 
faith  in  God's  promises,  and  leave  the  result  in  His  hands! 
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From  Lama  Turru  I  took  the  road  followed  by  Br.  Pagell  and 
myself  twelve  years  ago,  reaching  Zangla  in  Zangkar  on  the  17th  of 
August,  Neither  of  us  had  been  here  in  the  interval,  and  I  was 
surprised  to  find  as  much  acquaintance  with  the  G-ospel  as  I  did. 
Our  books  had  found  their  way  into  most  villages,  even  to  those  at 
some  distance  from  our  route.  When  walking  along  the  road,  l^e 
coolies  asked  to  be  told  who  tiiis  Jesus  Christ  was,  of  whom  one  had 
read  in  a  book  from  Ky^^lans,  and  I  was  again  struck  with  the  im- 
pression made  on  such  people  by  the  declaration,  that  for  salvation 
nothing  is  needed  but  faith  in  the  crucified  Jesus. 

At  Wanla  there  was  an  aged  man  among  my  hearers,  a  sincere 
Buddhist,  who  conversed  a  long  time  with  me  in  my  tent,  recounting 
in  great  simplicity  a  list  of  good  deeds  which  a  Buddhist  must  per- 
form, if  he  is  to  fare  well  after  death.  At  length  he  saw  that  I  did 
not  agree  at  all  with  what  he  w^  saving,  and  asked  me  if  I  considered 
all  that  useless,  awaiting  my  reply  with  features  trembling  with 
excitement.  When  I  told  him  the  grounds  of  my  hope  of  true 
happiness  after  death,  besides  which  I  held  everything  else  to  be 
false,  and  utterly  unreliable,  the  poor  old  man  seemed  as  if  struck 
down  by  paralysis.  He  was  silent,  sat  for  a  while  ga^n^  vacantly, 
and  left  me  without  a  word.  To  brine;  such  men  to  the^  foot  of 
Christ's  cross,  light  from  above  is  indeed  needful. 

Almost  everywhere  I  ex{>erienced  veiy  great  kindness  firom  the 
people,  and  no  where  was  this  more  strikingly  1^  case  than  at  Ling- 
shea,  a  village  at  no  great  distance  from  our  route,  but  difficult  of 
access  on  account  of  two  excessively  steep  passes  I  had  to  mount. 
There  are  about  forty  houses  here,  and  a  goodly  company  assembled 
in  the  one  in  which  I  breakfasted,  and  I  was  nliea  with  a  great 
V2uriety  of  questions,  chiefly  referring  to  practical  Christianity,  and 
I  felt  that  my  testimony  was  not  borne  in  vun.  In  the  lamasery 
there  were  no  lamas,  and  I  found  that  they  had  been  engaged  by  one 
of  the  villagers  to  perform  a  variety  of  prayers  and  ceremonies  in 
his  house.  This  was  done  in  order  to  secure  for  him  the  blessing  of 
a  son,  he  having  already  several  daughters.  I  went  to  the  house  and 
found  them  praying;  aloud  and  very  rapidly,  with  numerous  sacrificial 
lamps  burning  in  the  room.  On  entering  the  room,  they  at  once 
ceased,  and  were  willing  to  receive  my  books  and  listen  to  me,  while 
I  denounced  their  performance  as  wicked  and  useless,  and  our  inter- 
view concluded  by  their  begging  most  importunately  for  mcmey, 
which  however  they  did  not  get. 

The  purpose  of  our  living  at  Ky^lang  was  well  known,  I  found. 
Gn  approaching  a  village,  thepeople  would  retire  with  great  shyness, 
as  soon  as  they  discovered  a  iSuropean  advancing,  untu  they  found 
out  that  it  was  a  "  Ky^lang  Sahib."  Then  the  news  spread  rapidly, 
«id  old  and  young  came  forth  with  kindly  salutations.  This  con- 
fidence in  us  has  something  pleasing  in  it,  and  it  helps  us  to  more 
^thoroughly  understand  the  good  and  bad  sides  of  the  character  of 
this  race ;  but  it  has  its  disadvantages,  for  occarional  attempts  are 
made  to  impose  on  us,  be|;gars  are  very  importunate,  and  we  must 
bear  with  this  to  a  certain  extent  in  order  to  keep  on  a  friendly 
footing  with  the  people.

KoppxBAMAKA,  Nav&mber  6M,  1867. 

Once  more  I  am  able  to  date  my  letter  at  this  place,  after  an 
interval  which  has  extended  to  the  space  of  six  months.  This  is  the 
Lord's  doing,  and  to  Him  our  humble  thanks  and  praises  are  due. 
Verily,  we  must  acknowledge  that  although  His  ways  at  times  seem 
strange  and  devious,  they  always  eventuaUv  prove  to  have  been  the 
most  direct  for  the  fulfiunent  of  His  gracious  designs  towards  the 
children  of  men. 

And  we  hope,  and  feel  assured,  that  this  gracious  leading  of  the 
Lord,  our  Head  and  King,  will  excite  grateful  joy  among  all  who  are 
interested  in  missions.  Mav  all  tend  to  increase  the  interest,  and 
active  and  prayerful  sympathy  on  behalf  of  this  branch  of  missionary 
activity ! 

Just  as  the  sun  waa  setting  on  the  4/A  of  October^  we  received 
intelligence  that  the  police  had  removed  from  Lake  Hope  to  Kopper- 
amanft,  upon  which  "we  at  once  began  our  arrangements  for  returning 
thither.  We  were  all  the  more  desirous  to  lose  no  time,  as  we  knew 
that  the  police  had  no  provisions  or  cooking-utensils,  and  that  wo 
should  have  to  lend  them  these  necessary  articles,  till  supplies  should 
be  sent  for  them  from  Adelaide.  Thus  then  we  were  to  leave  Bock- 
aldenina,  after  having  spent  five  lone  months  there.  This  was  a 
time,  the  recollection  of  which  will  prooably  not  so  soon  be  effaced 
from  even  imperfect  memories, — a  time,  during  which  hope  and  £ear, 
faith  and  doubts,  cheerfulness  and  depression,  sunshine  and  storm 
were  in  continual  conflict  with  eacb  otner. 

On  Tuesday f  the  Sth  of  Octoher^  after  having  worked  hard  half 
the  previous  night,  and  risen  early  in  the  mining,  we  at  length 
started  with  the  large  waggon.  At  first,  all  went  well,  and  the  six 
horses  did  their  best.  But  ere  l(mg  the  heat  increased,  and  a  hot 
wind  be^m  to  blow,  so  that  riding  or  driving  became  fatiguing. 
Besides  this,  the  latter  half  of  the  wav  had  been  scarcely  travelled, 
and  the  very  last  part  went  through  the  pathless  wilderness,  so  that 
ereat  exertions  were  requisite  on  the  part  of  both  men  and  cattle. 
In  c^der  not  to  lose  time  we  had  taken  no  refireshment  later  than  an 
early  breakfast,  save  a  little  water.  Hence  it  happened,  vaalt  after 
sunset,  that  the  driver— the  writer  of  these  lines — sudoenly  lost 
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oonsciousness,  and  was  not  ovlj  unable  to  perform  his  duties,  but 
even  t.o  help  himself.  The  consequence  was,  that  we  had  to  spend  a 
long,  hot  night,  with  tormenting  thirst,  at  a  distance  of  about  two 
miles  and  a  half  from  our  destination,  and  from  a  supply  of  water. 
However,  the  night  was  so  far  cooler,  as  to  afford  us  some  refresh- 
ment, which  enabled  us  in  the  morning  to  drag  ourselves  to  the 
water,— the  horses  having  broken  loose  in  the  night,  and  gone  back 
to  Bockaldenina. 

In  case  it  should  puzzle  anj  one  how  we  can  describe  a  jour- 
ney of  2Ii  miles,  as  so  fatiguing,  I  would  just  remark,  that  no  one 
who  has  not  experienced  it,  can  understand  what  it  is  to  travel  on  a 
day  which  is  called  hot  in  Australia,  with  but  a  small  supply  of  water, 
and  a  considerable  amount  of  luggae;e,  even  for  a  limited  distance. 

There  is  another  remark  which  I  may  be  permitted  to  make,  and 
which  I  ought  to  have  made  earlier.  When  it  is  again  and  again 
reported  that  we  have  ridden  from  or  to  such  a  place,  it  may  weU  be 
that  doubtful  friends  think  we  take  things  very  easily,  while  even 
well-intentioned  benefactors  consider  it  might  be  well  if  we  shewed 
a  little  more  of  apostolic  simplicity.  Indeed,  such  thoughts 
have  occurred  to  ourselves.  But,  first,  the  desert  tracts  are  so 
extensive,  that  in  the  hot  season  they  would  be  impassable  for  a 
human  being  on  foot,  and  necessitated  to  carry  a  considerable  quan- 
tity of  water.  Again,  we  only  have  two  kinds  of  land  here,  sandy 
hills,  and  stony  plains.  Travelling  in  the  former  taxes  one's  powers  a 
good  deal  more  than  wading  through  snow  nine  inches  deep ;  in  the 
latter,  it  is  not  uulike  walking  over  the  rough  stones  which  form  the 
foundation  of  a  turnpike-road  in  course  of  construction.  Lastly, 
boots  and  shoes  are  very  costly,  and  not  even  always  to  be  got  for 
money,  on  which  account  one  is  glad  of  the  aid  of  a  beast  of  burden, 
whose  hoofs  the  Creator  causes  to  grow  without  charge.  That  we  do 
not  ride  for  pleasure,  any  new-comer  from  Europe  woidd  soon  under- 
stand, if  he  had  to  ride  until  the  last  drop  of  water  was  exhausted, 
his  tongue  adhered  to  his  palate,  and  he  himself  was  so  exhausted| 
as  scarcely  to  be  able  to  keep  the  saddle. 

"We  have  now  been  six  weeks  here,  in  which  time  we  have  fetched 
three  more  loads  from  Bockaldenina,  and  have  put  up  a  lightly  built 
hut.  A  kitchen  with  a  stone  chimney  and  wattled  w^ls  is  also 
nearly  completed.  These  have  been  laborious  weeks,  in  which  we  have 
been  continually  employed,  often  beyond  our  strength.  As  soon  as 
the  kitchen  is  finished,  we  hope  to  begin  school.

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Those  who  have  taken  an  iuterest  in  the  efforts  made  by  our 
Brethren  in  Australia,  to  diffuse  among  the  degraded  aboriginal 
inhabitants  of  that  vast  region  a  knowledge  of  the  gospel  of  the 
grace  of  God,  will  find  in  the  following  intelligence  much  to  interest 
them. 

The  oldest  station  {Ehenezer)  still  affords  pleasing  proofs  of  the 
power  of  the  Gospel.  These  are  found  in  the  enlightenment  of  the 
htathen  soul,  just  as  the  realities  of  eternity  were  about  to  be  entered 
on  ;  in  the  increasing  extension  of  the  Christian  village,  with  its  neat 
cottages  and  well-kept  gardens ;  and  even  in  the  arrival,  from  the  old 
scene  of  missionary  labour  at  Lake  Boga,  of  several  of  those  who 
came  under  the  influence  of  the  Brethren  there.  Yet  features  of  a 
discouraging  character  are  not  wanting.  One  of  these  is  no  doubt 
the  increasing  difficulty  of  obtaining  the  needful  supplies  for  the 
support  of  the  station.  Probably  those  kind  Christian  friends  in 
the  colony,  who  so  energetically  took  up  and  continued  the  efforts  on 
behalf  of  the  mission,  experience  a  difficulty,  such  as  is  not  unknown 
elsewhere,  in  maintaining  an  interest  which,  under  the  influence  of 
excitement,  was  very  strong  and  extensive.  But  we  trust  that  this 
is  only  a  temporary  subsidence,  which  will,u  nder  the  Lord's  blessing, 
give  place  in  His  good  time  to  a  renewal  of  zealous  effort.  To  those 
esteemed  friends  who  go  on  with  their  work  and  labour  of  love,  un- 
deterred by  apparent  failures  and  obstacles,  the  best  thanks  of  the 
friends  of  Missions  are  due. 

The  brief  notices  from  Bamahyuck  testify  of  abundant  labour 
carried  ira  under  the  blessing  of  the  Lord. 

The  prospects  in  Yorke's  Peninsula  will  be  found  to  be  of  a  very 
encouraging  character.  If  Br.  Kuehn's  hopes  have  been  realized,  he 
has  by  this  time  obtained  a  fixed  place  of  habitation  for  the 
numerous  and  docile  blacks  among  whom  he  has  for  some  time  been 
labouring. 

But  the  most  striking  intelligence  is  that  from  the  interior.  From 
it  we  learn  that  the  brethren  have  been  enabled  to  return  to  Kopper- 
amana.  In  effecting  this,  however,  they  had  to  undergo  great  hard- 
ships and  fatigue  in  the  pathless  desert,  far  from  all  the  aids  afforded 
by  civilised  life,  and  amid  the  distressing  heat  of  the  Australian 
midsummer.  The  whole  of  the  work  in  Australia,  but  especially 
this  arduous  undertaking  in  the  interior,  is  commended  to  the  aid 
and  prayerful  remembrance  of  those  who  love  our  Saviour  and  long 
for  the  time  when  He  shall  see  of  the  travail  of  His  soul  and  bo 
satisfied.

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From  Br.  F.  W.  Spieseke. 

Ebenbzer,  January  22nd,  1868. 

Our  work  proceeds  in  a  quiet  course,  and  I  am  thankful  to  say 
that  the  blessing  of  our  faithful  God  is  unmistakeably  evident.  It 
is  true  that  we  often  meet  with  difficulty  and  trial  in  our  spiritual 
labours.  Old  habits — even  in  the  case  of  such  as  have  Attained  to 
better  knowledge — and  the  indolence  which  seems  to  adhere  to  these 
people — these  things  often  try  us  severely.  But  I  must  say,  to  the 
glory  of  God,  that  I  behold  more  than  I  ever  anticipated. 

Between  Christmas  and  New  Year  we  baptized  Toney  and  Linna, 
the  parents  of  Philip  and  Nathanael.  The  intelligence  of  tlie.^e  aged 
persons  is  not  great,  yet  they  know  themselves  as  sinners,  and  are 
desirous  to  belong  to  our  Saviour.  Their  admission  to  the  rite  of 
baptism  caused  great  joy  to  them  and  their  children. . 

I  think  I  have  already  stated  that  Kitty,  whose  name  was  often 
mentioned  some  years  ai^o,  had  come  back  to  us  from  the  west,  ac- 
companied by  another  young  woman  named  Diana.  1  brought  them 
with  roe  when  on  a  visit  to  that  neighbourhood  some  time  ago. 
They  came  some  days  since,  asking  to  be  baptized.  Kitty  said,  "We 
have  spoken  together  about  the  shortness  of  life,  and  we  wish  to 
belong  to  Jesus.*'  They  both  seem  to  like  to  be  here,  and  Diana, 
who  had  never  been  here  before,  has  already  had  several  letters 
written  to  her  former  home,  begging  her  relatives  and  acquaintances 
to  come  here  to  live.  Kitty  has  a  young  niece  whom  she  has  asked 
to  come  and  live  here. 

About  the  middle  of  December  news  came  that  several  blacks  from 
the  Murray  river  were  on  the  way  hither,  but  that  they  wished  for 
safety's  sake  that  some  one  from  here  should  go  to  meet  them. 
Philip,  who  wished  to  undertake  a  missionary  tour,  set  off  in  the 
direction  towards  the  east,  to  visit  the  tribes  living  there ;  after  an 
absence  of  about  three  weeks,  he  returned,  bringing  with  him 
nineteen  persons,  including  six  children.  To  my  astonishment,  old 
Hamilton  and  Isabella  from  Lake  Boga  came  with  them.  It  may  be 
recollected  that  these  names  occurred  in  the  communications  from 
that  place.* 

We  have  now  to  provide  food  for  fourteen  children,  in  doing  which 
Philip's  wife,  Kebecca,  faithfully  helps  us.  Altogether,  there  are  95 
persons  living  at  our  place,  and  the  attendance  at  church  and  school 
may  be  callea  numerous,  considering  the  circumstances. 

Nathanael,  Mark,  and  Matthew  are  engaged  in  building  themselves 
new  houses,  so  that  there  is  every  prospect  of  our  having  a  respect- 
able little  village.  Matthew  already  has  a  very  good  log-hut,  but 
as  he  is  getting  a  family  it  is  too  small  for  him,  and  he  is  now  build- 
ing a  stone  house  with  two  rooms.  All  this,  our  white  friends,  and 
I  may  say,  we  ourselves,  scarcely  expected  ;  hence  we  feel  that  it  is 
the  Lord's  doing,  and  marvellous  in  our  eyes.     But  alas,  there  is  a

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falling  off  in  tbe  support  required.  We  very  much  need  a  building 
for  the  children.  But  there  seems  to  be  little  interest  on  behalf  of 
the  aboriginal  race,  which  has  suffered  so  much,  and  been  so  much 
deteriorated  by  the  coming  of  the  whites.  And  yet  how  thankful 
ought  we  to  be  for  tlie  progress  made. 

February  25lh,  1868. 

I  can  report,  with  thankfulness  to  the  Lord,  that  our  work  is 
proceeding  in  an  undisturbed  course.  An  important  and  interesting 
feature  is  the  arrival  of  blacks  from  Lake  Boga,  several  of  whom 
seem  resolved  to  settle  here.  Two  of  them,  Stewart  and  Dan,  both 
of  whom  are  young  men  and  have  their  wives,  and  the  former  also  a 
child,  with  them,  are  busily  engaged  in  the  erection,  not  of  huts 
merely,  but  of  log-houses.  Stewart's  is  to  have  only  one  room  at 
present,  but  that  will  be  18  feet  long  and  15  broad.  Altogether 
seven  houses  are  in  course  of  building— a  very  encouraging  fact! 

Some  weeks  ago  an  old,  or  rather  middle-aged  woman  died.  A 
loathsome  disease,  from  which  she  had  probably  suffered  for  ten  years, 
had  reduced  her  to  such  a  degree  that  she  was  literally  almo:«t  skin 
and  bone.  But  she  could  say  that  though  she  suffered  much  bodily 
pain,  she  was  joyful  and  happy  in  Jesus.  S\\e  had  the  "  poor  sinner's" 
feeling ;  the  humble  conviction  of  her  guilt  and  unwortnineas,  which 
is  unhappily  not  commonly  to  be  met  with  among  these  people. 
But  she  also  believed  that  Jesus  died  for  her,  and  triumphing  in 
Him  she  could  exclaim  "  Heaven,  heaven!  Come  Jesus!"  Some 
days  before  her  dissolution,  this  once  dark  but  now  enlightened 
person  dreamed  that  she  had  to  cross  a  river,  when  a  man  came  to 
her  assistance  and  conveyed  her  safely  over.  She  prayed  much,  and 
requested  others  to  join  her.  Shortly  before  her  departure  she 
requested  several  of  us  who  were  with  her  to  sing  ;  this  we  did,  and 
she  attempted  to  join  us.  To  witness  such  a  triumphantly-happy 
death  is  well  calculated  to  revive  our  often  feeble  faith.  May  our 
merciful  Saviour  grant  us  a  similarly  happy  end,  when  our  last  hour 
comes ! 

The  church  and  school  are  well  attended,  and  the  former  was  last 
Sunday  quite  full.  We  at  present  have  in  our  house  five  girls  and 
two  young  women.  Our  accommodations  are  not  sufiicient  for  all 
of  these,  and  we  have  therefore  applied  to  the  Aboriginal  Board  for 
aid  in  the  erection  of  a  house  for  the  children,  as  we  canuot  do  every- 
thing with  our  own  hands.

Ebenezeb,  September  IQth,  1867. 

weeks  ago  Br.  Spieseke  left  for  Melbourne  to  take  counsel 

several  valued  and  influential  friends  there.     Shortly  before  his 

tnre  I  went  to  Mr.  Ellerman's  on  his  invitation,  and  combined 

I  this  vii»it  an  attempt  to  persuade  the  natives  at  an  adjacent 

i  to  come  to  us  at  Ebenezer,   and  be  taught  of  God  and  the 
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way  of  salvation.  They  are  kindly  treated  there,  and  did  not  seem 
mucli  inclined  to  leave ;  but  they  consented  at  last.  Of  the  seventeen 
natives  at  that  place,  eleven  belong  to  our  people's  tribe  ;  and  the 
rest  to  a  tribe  in  South  Australia.  I  found  the  boy  GJeorge  there, 
and  he  would  have  been  delighted  to  go  away  with  me  at  once,  but 
his  step-father  would  not  let  him. 

We  have  had  not  a  little  trouble  in  keeping  those  children  under 
our  care,  who  were  intrusted  to  us  in  the  spring,  as  the  parents  and 
relatives  came  to  take  them  away,  and  it  is  only  with  the  greatest 
difficulty  that  we  can  persuade  them  to  leave  them  a  little  longer 
with  us. 

This  season  has  been  the  very  opposite  to  the  two  last  as  to 
weather  :  hitherto  we  had  to  report  drought,  which  at  times  seemed 
(juite  alarming  in  its  results ;  now  we  have  so  much  rain  that  a  flood 
like  that  which  took  place  four  years  ago  seems  imminent.  The 
river  is  full,  and  the  rain  continues,  but  the  flocks  are  all  driven  to 
the  high  ground,  and  are  out  of  harm's  way. 

The  school  suffers  somewhat,  now  that  1  am  left  for  a  time  single- 
handed  at  the  work  ;  but  I  do  what  I  can.  As  for  the  spiritual  con- 
dition of  our  people,  we  know  of  no  case  of  gross  sin,  but  should 
dearly  like  to  see  more  decided  Christian  life.  The  people  from  the 
camp  manifest  no  desire  for  the  Q-ospel,  and  have  fallen  off  in  their 
attendance  at  church.  Pray  for  us,  that  we  may  be  more  faithful  in 
carrying  on  our  Lord's  work  here. 

January  21*/,  1868. 

The  attendance  at  school  is  at  present  very  pleasing,  and  more 
desire  to  learn  is  being  manifested.  That  comparatively  little  progress 
is  made,  especially  by  the  adult  scholars,  is  hardly  to  be  wonderedat;  for 
all  my  efforts  to  get  them  to  think  of  and  practise  out  of  school  hours 
what  I  teach  them  are  vain.  Each  morning  shews  in  a  discouraging 
manner  that  the  lesson  of  the  day  before  has  been  almost  completely 
forgotten  ;  it  would  be  a  great  blessing  for  them  if  we  could  discover 
some  means  of  inducing  them  to  be  industrious  and  studious  more 
potent  thau  we  have  as  yet  been  able  to  invent.  Happily  there  are 
exceptions  to  this  general  rule.  Six  boys  of  different  ages,  and  a  few 
adults,  really  try  to  master  their  lessons  in  the  evenings  and  make 
pleasing  progress ;  these  are  however  mostly  not  pure  natives,  but 
half  castes  who  almost  invaribly  display  more  desire  and  ability  for 
learning. 

We  have  at  present  some  visiting  blacks  here  from  Murray  Eiver 
and  elsewhere,  whom  we  are  trying  hard  to  induce  to  remain.  If 
they  stay  we  shall  have  no  l^s  than  nineteen  children  at  this  station, 
a  larger  number  than  ever  before. 

During  the  past  month  three  blacks  departed  this  life;  one  of 
these  was  a  promising  bojr-,  whom  his  mother  compelled  to  leave  us, 
and  accompany  her  in  her  wild  wanderings.  The  poor  little  fellow's 
health  was  ruined  by  exposure  and  want,  and  our  hopes  of  seeing  him 
recover  under  judicious  treatment,  when  we  could  get  him  into  our 
hands,  were  doomed  to  remain  unfulfilled.  With  respect  to  him  and 
the  man  Joe,  who  died  soon  afterwards,  wo  have  a  good  hope  that 
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they  have  gone  to  be  with  the  Lord.  Besides  these,  the  iafant  child 
of  Timothy  and  Topsy  died  soon  after  its  birth. 

I  have  again  commenced  the  instruction  of  candidates  for  bap- 
tism, with  the  earnest  prayer  that  our  Saviour  would  enable  me  to 
speak  with  the  utmost  plainness  and  simplicity,  so  that  even  these 
poor  people  may  understand  the  precious  G-ospel  message.  To  speak 
in  a  style  intelligible  to  our  blacks  is  truly  no  easy  task.  Among 
the  baptized  converts  there  is  spiritual  life  manifested;  they  do 
really  strive,  though  not  without  stumbles  and  falls,  to  walk  worthy 
of  their  profession. 

The  station  is  increasing  in  the  number  of  its  buildings.  Four 
new  houses  are  in  the  course  of  erection,  and  the  people  work  with 
a  will  at  them.  Three  of  these  are  to  be  log-houses,  one  to  be 
built  of  stone.  With  Br.  Spieseke's  ample  aid  the  blacks  had 
previously  erected  a  stone  house,  but  this  time  Matthew  is  to  man- 
age by  himself.  To  prevent  the  walls  assuming  the  position  of  the 
famous  leaning  tower  at  Pisa,  I  have  fixed  up  some  Doards,  so  that 
the  builder  need  not  use  either  a  plumb  or  his  eyes  to  build  straight, 
but  has  only  to  build  up  a  certain  defined  space  with  stone  and 
mortar.  Now  the  wall  is  rising  beautifully  at  the  perpendicular, 
without  any  aid  from  Br.  Spieseke  or  me. 

Since  our  irrigation-scheme  was  carried  out,  we  have  been  rejoiced 
by  vastly  improved  crops :  the  vine  is  covered  with  grapes,  finer  than 
I  ever  remember  to  have  seen. 


From  Br.  F.  A.  Hagenaueb. 

Eamahtxtck,  August  23rJ,  1867. 

We  have  now  generally  78  blacks  at  the  station,  and  are  all 
busily  employed  from  morning  till  night.  In  the  evening  I  give  six 
young  men  instruction  preparatory  to  baptism.  The  school  is  well 
attended,  and  our  new  teacher  proves  very  useful.  Last  month  two 
new  houses  were  built  here,  and  we  still  have  to  continue  this  work 
to  meet  our  necessities. 

September  2Ut,  1867. 

Yesterday  we  were  delighted  to  welcome  Br.  Spieseke  for  a  short 
visit  here,  he  having  come  from  Ebenezer  to  Melbourne  to  confer  with 
Christian  friends,  actively  interested  in  our  work,  on  various  matters 
of  importance. 

The  attendance  at  our  services  continues  very  good ;  the  school, 
too,  is  going  on  well.  Several  blacks  have  cultivated  their  gardens  ; 
some  have  ploughed  land  for  potatoes,  Ac,  and  others  have  been  em- 
ployed in  building  operations.  Our  garden  looks  beautiful  in  its 
early  spring  garb. 

Our  seven  candidates  are  giving  satisfaction  as  to  their  conduct, 
although  they  make  yery  slow  progress  in  their  knowledge  of  divine 
truth.  But  we  have  every  reason  to  thank  God  for  what  He  is 
doing  on  behalf  of  our  poor  people.  I  hope  soon  to  begin  the 
erection  of  a  schoolhouse,  and  when  it  is  completed  I  think  a  good 
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number  of  children  will  be  glad  to  have  shelter  and  instpuction  in  it. 
The  heavy  expenses  incurred  by  the  building  will,  1  trust  and 
believe,  be  kindly  provided  by  our  Christian  friends  in  the  colony.

From  Br.  W.  J.  Kuehk. 

G^oonuTTEEBA,  November  18fA,  1867. 

You  will  be  surprised  that  my  letter  is  dated  from  this  place,  and 
not  from  GalgooUerra  (Point  Pierce).  The  cause  is,  that  the  settler, 
who  farms  this  extensive  piece  of  land,  has  taken  about  30  square 
miles  as  a  sheep-run,  and  wishes  to  set  apart  for  the  mission  only 
a  small  portion  with  poor  soil,  contrary  to  the  expectations  of  the 
Government.  Hence,  during  my  six  weeks'  sojourn  at  Point  Pierce, 
we  could  not  come  to  an  agreement.  At  length  be  couFeuted  to  let 
me  have  the  plot  I  wished,  on  condition  of  my  waiting  for  six 
months.  This,  by  the  advice  of  the  Committee,  I  agreed  to  do. 
Bepeated  correspondence  took  place  with  the  authorities.  At  length 
a  land  surveyor  was  sent  by  the  Government  to  join  me  in  selecting 
a  suitable  plot,  with  the  charge  to  do  his  best  to  effect  an  arrange- 
ment with  the  farmer.  The  result  was  that  a  suitable  spot  was 
selected  and  t^urveyed,  and  we  are  now  in  daily  expectation  of  receiv- 
ing the  title-deeds.  As  soon  as  we  get  them,  I  shall  set  off  with  the 
blacks  to  establish  a  fixed  station. 

While  I  was  at  Point  Pierce,  it  was  impracticable  to  hold  regular 
school,  as  we  were  all  living  in  wurleya  (booths).  But  I  always  held 
morning  and  evening  prayer ;  and,  on  Sunday  afternoons,  conducted 
a  class  for  reading  the  Bible,  catechit^ation,  and  the  learning  cf 
hymns.  During  the  three  weeks  since  my  return  hither,  I  have  kept 
school  regularly,  and  have  sixteen  children  and  five  adults.  About 
thirty  persons  were  present  at  the  morning  meeting  yesterday.  In 
the  evening  the  old  people  wished  that  we  should  come  into  the 
camp.  As  there  was  no  moonlight  I  resolved  to  sing  a  lew  verses 
and  offer  prayer.  I  therefore  asked  Harry  Gordon  to  lead  the 
singing,  while  I  would  take  the  prayer.  I  could  see  he  was  pleased, 
though  he  was  evidently  conscious  of  his  insufficiency.  He  has  a 
good  voice.  The  hymns  which  he  gave  out  and  led  the  singing  of 
were  the  following : — 

"  Come,  let  us  join  our  cheerful  songs,"  &c. 
"  Kock  of  Ages  cleft  for  me,"  &c. 
"  Jesus,  by  thy  Holy  Spirit,"  &c. 
"  Grant,  most  gracious  Lamb  of  God,"  &c. 
I  then  offered  prayer,  all  the  blacks  being  very  attentive,  and 
Harry  closed  with  the  verse,  "  Jesus,  hear  our  prayer,"  &c. 

I  have  already  more  than  once  mentioned  Harry  Gordon  as  a 
likely  candidate  for  baptism,  as  his  walk  and  conversation  are  satis- 
factory. Jt  is  not  improbable  that  he  and  Fanny  Bichmond,  who 
expressed  a  desire  for  baptism  some  time  ago,  will  receive  that  rite 
together.  They  are  both  Sunday  school  teachers,  the  school  being 
divided  into  three  classes.  I  take  the  eldest  scholars,  Hairy  has  the 
younger  boys,  and  Fanny  teaches  the  little  girls. 
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I  have  very  much  gained  the  confidence  of  the  people  by  having 
been  of  some  use  to  them  in  eases  of  sickness  and  of  injury  arising 
from  accidents. 

Last  week  we  bad  a  visit  from  Dr.  Tucker,  of  Sydney,  the  agent 
of  the  Bible  Society.  He  was  pleased  to  see  so  many  children,  and 
appeared  satisfied  with  their  reading,  spelling,  and  singing.  He 
kindly  promised  to  send  books  for  the  scholars. 

Before  long  we  expect  to  be  visited  by  the  Bishop  of  Adelaide, 
who,  I  am  informed,  intends  to  come  to  Yorke's  Peninsula,  and 
wishes  to  see  the  mission.  Some  months  ago,  his  Lordship  gave  us  a 
contribution  of  ^£50. 

November  26th, — To-day  we  have  received  from  Government,  for 
the  blacks,  200  pounds  of  sugar,  41  pounds  of  tea,  and  50  yards  of 
serge.     Last  month  we  got  4000  pounds  of  flour. 

At  this  time  I  call  to  mind  our  arrival  at  Melbourne  three  years 
ago.  How  little  did  I  then  expect  that  I  should  be  labouring  on  this 
peninsula.  When  I  look  back,  I  must  thankfully  acknowledge  that 
our  gracious  Lord  has  not  withheld  His  blessing  on  my  imperfect 
efibrts.  As  often  as  I  have  to  preach  the  word  of  life,  I  find  it 
difficult.  But  the  Lord  mercifully  helps  me ;  and  when  I  see  with 
what  attention  ray  feeble  testimony  is  listened  to,  my  heart  and  my 
tongue  gain  new  readiness. 

While  I  write,  a  half-caste  girl  is  busily  employed  in  making  the 
abovementioned  serge  into  dresses  for  the  boys.  She  is  enabled  to 
do  this  by  the  instruction  she  has  had  from  Mrs.  Wilson  and  other 
ladies.  Some  of  the  elder  girls  are  also  employed  in  mending  clothes. 
All  this  is  done  just  outside  my  hut,  so  that  I  am  always  at  hand  to 
give  the  needful  directions. 


Extract  of  the  Diaey  of  Ebenezee  for  the  year  1867. 

Jantiart/ — The  number  of  blacks  here  at  present  is  large,  and  we 
have  plenty  to  do  to  look  after  them,  settle  their  quarrels,  and  keep 
them  well  employed.  Matthew  was  very  troublesome  for  a  time,  as 
he  imprudently  took  up  the  cause  of  the  blacks,  whose  dogs  we  shot 
for  killing  some  twenty  sheep  belonging  to  the  station  —a  step  which 
even  many  of  their  own  number  considered  right  and  necessary.  He 
left  the  place  with  wife  and  child,  but  came  back  very  humbly  the 
next  day.     The  rest  of  our  people  are  doing  well  at  present. 

21«/. — ^A  native  came  here  from  the  station  Vectis,  whose  wife, 
Fanny,  has  been  well  educated  in  the  house  of  a  settler,  where  she 
was  also  baptized :  we  were  grieved  to  see'  that  she  manifested  no 
desire  to  hear  the  Word  of  God,  and  she  never  once  came  to  our 
meetings. 

February, — We  had  to  make  painful  experience  with  regard  to 
some  of  our  baptized  converts,  who  had  to  be  subjected  to  Church 
discipline  for  gross  sins ;  they  seemed  to  understand  their  guilt, 
and  to  be  sincerely  penitent.  Philip  and  others  expressed  great 
sorrow  that  their  countrymen  here  are  so  slow  in  laying  hold  of 
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salvation  in  Christ  Jesus,  and  that  even  those  who  are  baplixed  so 
frequently  cause  us  grief  and  disappointment. 

In  March  the  Brethren  Hpieseke  and  Hartmann  undertook  separate 
journeys  to  visit  the  blacks  at  more  distant  stations.  Br.  H .  brought 
back  with  him  four  young  girls  and  a  boy,  who  were  left  to  our  care 
by  their  relatives ;  two  of  these  were  subsequently  again  removed 
from  us. 

Mat/. — Among  other  visits,  one  to  Horsham  was  undertaken,  to 
try  and  get  the  half-caste  girl.  Rose,  to  be  given  into  our  charge. 
To  our  gi-eat  grief  we  did  not  succeed,  and  the  poor  child  coutinueB 
in  the  hands  of  her  pnrents,  who  are  bringing  her  up  in  every  kind 
of  iniquity,  even  teaching  her  to  drink  spirits  i*  excess  like  them- 


From  September  2nd  to  October  lltk,  Br.  Spieseke  was  absent  on 
business  in  Melbourne,  paying  a  short  visit  to  Bamahyuck,  in  Oipps- 
land,  before  returning.  His  main  object  was  to  endeavour  to  revive 
and  increase  the  interest  in  our  work  among  the  Christian  public, 
and  also  to  negociate  with  Government  about  an  additional  grant  of 
land  for  our  blacks.  He  met  many  kind  friends  in  Melbourne ;  but 
there  seemed  little  prospect  of  their  keeping  up  or  increasing  the 
support  they  have  hitherto  given  us.  About  this  time  there  was 
much  sickness  among  the  natives  in  the  camp.  To  one  of  them, 
Euth,  whose  constitution  was  quite  ruined  by  ner  former  sinful  life, 
we  were  obliged  to  summon  doctor's  aid  ;  but  in  vain.  She  died,  as 
far  as  we  could  judge,  in  simple  faith  in  the  Lord  Jesus. 

At  the  end  of  the  year  the  congregation  at  Ebenezer  comprised 
ten  communicants,  seven  baptized  adults,  two  baptized  children,  two 
excluded  persons,  and  ten  candidates  for  baptism. 


Extract  of  Bb.  Meissel's  Diary,  1867. 

October  1th, — We  prepared  for  our  return  to  Kopperamana,  as 
the  police  have  now  amved  there.  We  had  a  temperature  of  101» 
Fahrenheit  in  the  hut,  and  the  heavy  work  of  packing  and  loading 
was  most  trying. 

8/A. — Before  sunrise  we  were  continuing  our  preparations,  and 
about  half-past  nine  o'clock  left  Bockaldenina,  which  had  been  our 
wilderness  home  fur  sevoial  months  ;  Br.  Walder  managed  the  larjie 
waggon,  while  Br.  Kramer  and  I  followed  on  horseback.  Otir  little 
dog,  which  Br.  K.  had  takeu  on  his  horse,  made  the  latter  so  restive, 
that  the  rider  jumped  off  to  avoid  being  thrown  :  keeping  hold  of  the 
bridle,  he  was  dragged  along  some  distance,  but  was  finally  obliged 
to  relinouish  his  hold,  and  leave  the  horse  to  gallop  off.  We  were  very 
thankful  that  Br.  K.  had  not  been  injured,  and  I  managed  after  some 
time  to  catch  the  horse.  The  heat  was  most  oppressive,  a  hot  wind  blew 
all  day,  and  we  were  glad  to  slake  our  thirst  in  a  pool  of  rain-water. 
The  road,  too,  was  very  bad,  and  at  last,  about  a  mile  from  our  jour- 
ney's end,  we  lost  sight  of  Br.  Walder  and  his  quite  exhausted  team, 
and  Br.  K.  and  1  lay  doxnin  an  abandtmod  native  hut  without  cover- 
ing, and  without  having  tasted  food  sime  our  early  breakfast. 
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dth. — "We  continued  our  journey  without  breakfast,  hoping  soon 
to  find  Br.  Walder.  In  a  short  time  ho  met  us,  but  was  in  a  sad 
plight :  his  weakened  stomach  rejected  the  food  ho  had  forced  him- 
self to  take,  and  he  suffered  very  much  from  terrible  thirst.  All  the 
horses  had  drcamped;  they  had  galloped  back  to  Mr.  Mijner's  station, 
a  distance  of  22 A  miles.  Br.  W.  then  went  to  see  the  policemen, 
while  we  took  up  our  ab  de  in  the  waggon,  which  had  stuck  fast  about 
two  miles  from  Kopperamana.  In  the  evening  Br.  W .  had  recovered 
from  his  exhausted  state,  and  passed  us  on  his  way  to  fetch  the  horses 
back,  accompanied  by  a  black,  who  begged  with  great  importunity, 
and  could  with  difficulty  be  induced  to  continue  the  journey. 

lOih. — Having  to  fetch  water  from  a  spot,  two  miles  distant,  we 
found  this  work,  Vi  ith  baking  and  cooking  almost  sufficient  to  occupy 
our  time.     At  sunrise  four  blacks  paid  us  a  short  visit. 

llth. — Br.  W.  and  some  blacks  arrived  with  the  second  waggon, 
which  we  drove  on  to  Kopperamana.  There  we  put  up  the  tent 
kindly  lent  us  by  the  Lutheran  missionaries,  before  their  return  to 
Adelaide,  and  rested  our  weary  limbs,  thanking  God  for  the  aid  and 
protection  thus  far  graciously  granted. 

12M. — A  heavy  thunderstorm  continued  all  night,  and  in  the 
morning  everything  was  so  satiu*ated  with  moisture  that  we  could 
not  kindle  a  fire,  and  had  to  be  content  with  cold  water  for  our  break- 
fast-beverage. Then  Br.  W.  and  one  native  went  off  with  six  horses 
to  fetch  the  large  waggon,  arriving  with  it  about  noon. 

IStk, — Sunday,  a  most  welcome  day  of  rest.  But  few  blacks  seem 
to  be  in  the  neighbourhood,  perhaps  the  presence  of  the  police 
frightens  them  away.  The  latter  occupy  our  old  hut  on  the  other 
side  of  the  lake. 

Idth. — A  small  hut,  which  the  Brethren  Walder  and  Kramer  had 
begun  to  erect  on  the  14M,  while  I  went  back  to  Bockaldenina  with 
a  policeman  to  fetch  our  flock  of  thirty  sheep,  was  completed,  and 
we  all  took  up  our  abode  in  it.  The  heat  is  almost  insupportable — 
107°  in  the  shade. 

23rd, — Eight  of  our  sheep  were  lost  by  the  black  woman  in  charge 
and  only  three  recovered  ;  tiie  rest  having  probably  fallen  a  prey  to 
the  natives,  or  the  wild  dogs.  The  number  of  natives  here  has  slightly 
increased,  and  w©  give  some  of  them  food  from  the  Government  ra- 
tions. The  blacks'  diet  at  present  consists  principally  of  mice,  large 
lizards  and  snakes.  Mice  are  so  numerous  that  a  meal  consisting  of 
from  forty  to  eighty  is  soon  provided,  this  work  falling  to  the  lot  of 
the  women,  while  the  men  spend  their  time  in  sleeping  chiefly. 

24f*. — The  night  was  so  hot  that  we  could  scarcely  sleep  at  all, 
and  we  rose  to  our  daily  labours,  but  little  refreshed  and  strengthened. 
I  tried  to  tell  the  nntives  in  their  camp  about  Jesus,  but  came  away 
with  the  mournful  conviction  that  they  had  not  understood  anything 
of  what  I  had  said. 

26th. — Violent  wind,  raising  the  sand  and  driving  it  along,  so  that 
it  has  the  appearance  of  a  hail  storm.  All  our  provisions  become 
covered  with  a  crust  of  sand,  and  eating  is  a  task  of  some  difficulty. 
The  Lord's  name  be  praised  for  the  aid  vouchsafed  from  day  today. 
He  will  not  fail  to  fulfil  His  purposes  of  mercy  with  us. 
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November  Srd. — Haying  heard  that  sheep  had  been  stolen  from  our 
neighbour,  and  that  the  robbers  were  to  be  shot,  the  blacks  are  filled 
with  fear,  and  several  have  left  the  camp.  Our  former  pupils  do 
not  as  yet  return  to  us. 

14ith. — Yesterday  we  partook  of  the  Lord's  Supper  together.  To- 
day we  have  been  busily  employed  in  continuing  the  erection  of  a 
kitchen,  with  the  exception  of  Br.  Walder,  who  is  laid  up  with  a  bad 
foot,  which  disables  him  from  walking. 

16M. — A  considerable  part  of  the  wall  of  our  building  is  roughly 
finished.  Thus  far  the  Lord  has  granted  us  His  help  and  bless- 
ing ;  may  He  continue  so  to  do ! 

20th, — The  blacks  had  for  some  days  spoken  of  a  large  number  of 
their  fellow-countrymen,  who  intended  to  come  here.  To-day,  a 
number  arrived.     The  object  of  their  coming  is  unknown  to  us. 

On  the  22nd,  the  thermometer  indicated  105°  in  the  shade,  and 
137°  in  the  sun.  Two  of  us  were  occupied  all  day  in  carting  stones 
from  a  spot  three  miles  off. 

By  the  end  of  the  month  nearly  700  blacks  were  assembled  in  the 
vicinity  of  the  lake,  and  the  police  affirmed  that  it  soon  increased  to 
800.  Among  them  were  several  chiefs,  who,  as  far  as  we  could  ob- 
serve, were  distinguished  by  wreaths  of  emeu  feathers  on  their  heads. 
The  rehearsals  for  a  great  corroborree  were  frequently  repeated,  and 
the  monotonous  singing  was  most  distressing. 

December  7/A.— \Ve  were  visited  by  a  "bush-missionary,"  who 
goes  by  the  assumed  name  of  William.  He  wishes  from  conscientious 
motives  to  be  addressed  solely  by  this  name.  He  carries  on  the 
Saviour's  work  among  the  labouring  men  at  the  stations,  who  are 
mostly  sadly  degraded  by  drunkenness.  In  his  walk  and  conversa- 
tion it  may  be  seen  that  the  *'  love  of  Christ  constraineth  him."  He 
is  not  sent  out  by  any  party,  will  accept  of  no  presents,  travels  on 
foot  more  than  2000  miles  annually,  and  if  a  horse  or  vehicle  is 
offered  him,  he  will  not  make  use  of  it.  All  his  habits  of  life  are 
very  simple.  Our  intercourse  with  him  was  very  instructive  and 
edifying. 

10/A. — Almost  all  the  blacks  went  to  a  corroborree  at  Eirrakirrana. 
Yet  even  this  was  only  in  preparation  for  the  great  assembly  and 
council-meeting  which  is  to  take  place  here,  to  consider  what  is  to  be 
done  with  all  the  "  white-fellows." 

15M.— The  great  corroborree  is  over,  and  the  blacks  have  returned 
hither  in  large  numbers  with  the  usual  singular  decorations,  painted 
red  and  black,  with  a  white  mark  across  the  forehead,  the  head  being 
adorned  with  feathers  and  the  ears  with  a  string  composed  of  the 
tail-ends  of  numerous  rats  and  mice.  We  have  never  seen  the 
camp  fires  so  numerous  as  at  present.  It  is  a  striking  fact,  that 
blindness  of  one  or  both  eyes  is  very  commonly  to  be  met  with  among 
the  natives. 

2UL — We  gave  a  Christmas  dinner  to  the  blacks,  of  whom  twenty- 
fire  were  present.  Our  twelve  spoons  were  entrusted  to  the  most 
respectable  of  our  guests,  though  these  too  were  exceedingly  dirty, 
the  others  had  to  help  themselves  with  chips  of  wood.  This  mode  of 
conveying  the  food  from  the  dish  or  plate  to  the  mouth  was  too  slow 
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a  process,  however,  and  many  of  our  ^ests  substituted  their  hands, 
which  are  never  subjected  to  a  washing  of  anj  kind.  Afterwards 
they  received  a  few  useful  articles  as  presents. 

30<A.— School  was  re-opened  with  one  scholar,  Kuriwillana  by 
name,  who  does  not  understand  ten  words  of  English,  and  seems 
rather  distinguished  for  want  of  the  most  ordinary  intelligence.  We 
have  pickf  d  up  a  few  words  of  the  native  language,  but  can  only  use 
them  occasionally  with  English  words.  Being  thus  awkwardly  situ- 
ated as  regards  the  language,  it  will  be  long  before  we  can  look  for 
results  of  our  teaching. 

31«^. — The  number  of  pupils  rose  to  six,  among  whom  were  two 
of  my  former  scholars,  who,  as  we  were  pleased  to  fiud,  had  not  forgot- 
ten everything  we  had  taught  them.  Some  adults  have  presented 
themselves,  but  evidently  rather  in  order  to  get  food  than  leari.ing. 
The  water  is  disappearing  at  many  places,  we  hear,  and  if  rain  does 
not  come  soon,  there  will  be  distress  at  the  northern  stations ;  at 
Lake  Hope  the  cattle  are  dying  in  large  numbers. 

1868. 

January  2nd, — Our  scholars  numbered  more  than  ever  yesterday, 
and  we  found  it  no  easy  matter  to  manage  the  cooking  for  fifteen  per- 
sons. To-day  their  number  was  smaller,  and  we  found  that  they 
think  it  is  not  good  enough  pay  for  coming  to  school  to  supply  them 
with  tea  and  bread  three  times  a  day !  they  want  meat  as  well,  but 
this  we  cannot  afford. 

3ri. — Br.  Kramer  began  his  work  of  school-keeping,  adding  to  the 
ordinary  subjects  the  alphabet,  reading,  and  counting,  also  the  re- 
peating of  the  verse,  **  Dearest  Jesus,  come  to  me,  &c."  It  sounds 
most  singular  to  hear  their  attempts  at  pronouncing  the  words,  add- 
ing syllables  as  they  do  at  the  end  of  almost  every  English  word.  ^ 
The  one  line  of  the  verse  sounded  something  like  this :  *'  Diratto 
Sirratto  com  me  to  me  to  to."  The  thermometer  indicates  108"  in 
the  shade,  14'^:^  in  the  sun. 


SOUTH  AFRICA. 

From  Br,  W.  J.  Bechleb. 


Genadendal,  January  18/A,  1868. 

Br.  and  Sr.  Kuester,  lately  employed  at  the  Leper  Hospital  on 
Eobben  Inland,  will  return  to  Europe  with  the  May  steamer,  ac- 
companied by  Sr.  Heinrich  and  several  children.  Br.  Gyt^in  will 
then  take  charge  of  the  congregation  at  Berea,  vacated  by  Br.  Marx, 
who  has  gone  to  Clarkson,  and  Br.  Weiz  will  move  to  Shiloh,  where 
Br.  Gysin  has  been  labouring  for  a  considerable  time. 

At  Baziya  a  small  church  has  been  built  in  the  shape  of  a  Kaffir 
tent,  about  twenty-seven  feet  in  diameter,  as  the  one  erected  after 
the  devastation  in  1805  was  so  little  impervious  to  rain  that  it  could 
no  longer  be  used.     The  people  there  have  given  so  much  in  the 
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form  of  free  labour,  that  it  will  cost  very  little.  The  harrest  there 
has  been  good,  the  price  of  wheat  is  little  more  than  half  that  of  last 
year.     I  add  some  extracts  from  Br.  E.  Bauer's  recent  letters  to  me. 

Baziya,  November  dth^  1867. — The  willingness  of  our  people  to 
pay  their  Church  contributions  is  rery  pleasing  and  encouraging, 
though  the  amount  thus  raised  is  not  large,  as  our  number  is  very 
small.  Last  week  our  ruler  was  here  on  a  visit.  With  a  number  of 
his  attendants  he  made  his  appearance  in  the  evening,  but  rode  on 
to  spend  the  night  at  Mangata's  station.  They  were  all  half  intoxi- 
cated. The  next  morning  he  came  to  us,  and  asked  alms,  as  disease 
had  killed  his  cattle ;  and,  in  spite  of  my  reluctance,  I  had  to  give  him 
a  young  cow  and  some  other  articles  of  trifling  value.  Several  other 
persons  here  had  to  contribute  as  well  as  ourselves.  But  the  chief 
was  otherwise  very  friendly  towards  us.  I  had  also  to  act  as  his 
secretary,  and  write  a  government  despatch  to  Adam  Kok  in  No- 
mansland,  requesting  him  to  order  those  of  his  tribe  ( G-riquas),  who 
were  roaming  about  in  this  country  without  proper  aim,  to  return 
to  him  at  once,  unless  he  wished  to  remain  here,  in  which  caae  he 
was  to  procure  land  from  the  pakati,  and  build  a  house  and  set  to 
work  to  cultivate  land. 

November  19th. — The  war  between  the  Pondos  and  Tambookies, 
which  Ngangelizwe  had  warned  us  was  about  to  break  out,  has  been 
postponed  sine  die  in  consequence  of  an  unexpected  event,  viz.,  the 
death  of  Faku,  the  great  Pondo  chief,  who  is  said  to  have  been  above 
a  hundred  years  old.  This  has  caused  great  grief  in  the  nation,  and 
it  is  said  they  are  not  allowed  to  wage  war  now.  Three  of  his  oldest 
councillors  have  been  killed  to  attend  on  the  great  man,  who  of  course 
could  not  tread  the  solitary  way  of  death  without  suitable  escort. 
This  custom  does  not  exist  among  the  Tambookies  and  Pondumisi. 
Several  other  councillors,  not  feeling  called  upon  to  perform  this 
service  to  their  dead  chief,  and  seeing  the  danger  at  present  of  having 
their  skulls  broken  at  any  unguarded  moment,  are  said  to  have  taken 
to  flight.  Probably  civil  war  will  take  the  place  of  foreign  war,  as 
far  as  the  Pondos  are  concerned,  for  the  brothers  Damas  and  Um- 
gikela  are  prepared  to  fight  for  the  possession  of  the  crown,  each 
having  a  large  number  of  followers. 

December  Uth — About  a  fortnight  ago  one  of  Ngangehzwe's 
councillors  is  said  to  have  been  put  to  death  on  a  charge  of  witch- 
craft, having  been  first  beaten  with  rods  and  clubs,  and  then  exposed 
to  a  set  of  black  ants  made  furious  by  having  water  pourea  over 
them.     Probably  the  man  had  a  considerable  stock  of  cattle. 

The  new  church  is  almost  completed,  though  the  first  post  was  not 
driven  in  till  the  4th  of  this  month.  We  have  had  daily  about 
twenty  willing  and  voluntary  helpers  at  work,  and  each  receives  a 
handful  of  tobacco  for  his  services.  Br.  Brauer  summons  the  work- 
men in  the  morning  with  trumpet  signal,  which  gives  them  great 
pleasure.

From  Br,  A.  Braueb. 

Bazita,  January  14</i,  1868. 

We  have  special  need  of  the  help  of  the  Lord.  Many  of  my  bre- 
thren in  the  mission  have  already  stated  that  the  work  among  the 
Kaffirs  is  not  an  easy  one,  and  1  fully  concur  with  them.  Many  a 
laborious  effort  will  be  put  forth,  and  many  a  sigh  will  rise  up  before 
the  throne  of  the  Lord,  before  the  Kaffirs,  as  a  race,  will  leave  their 
heathenish  customs,  and  worship  the  Lord  of  lords — Clirist,  slain  for 
us  all.  At  present  we  are  thankful  for  those  few  who  assemble  re- 
gularly to  hear  the  word  of  life,  and  we  are  yet  more  thankful  for 
those  who  know  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ  as  their  Saviour,  have  pledged 
themselves  to  live  according  to  His  commandments,  and  seek  to 
follow  Him  as  His  disciples.  Few  they  are;  yet  we  rejoice  over 
those  few,  and  hope, — yea,  know, — that  th(»re  will  be  more,  for  we 
have  His  word  and  His  promise. 

You  have  no  doubt  heard  of  our  removal  from  Shiloh  to  Baziyn, 
the  most  advanced  post  of  our  stations  in  Kaffraria.  Permit  me  now 
to  give  you  some  details  of  our  new  Lome,  and  of  the  people  we  have 
under  our  care  here. 

I  am  happy  to  say  that,  thus  far,  the  Lord  has  graciously  given 
us  good  health,  so  that  we  are  able  to  do  our  work  with  cheerfulness, 
well  knowing  our  weakness,  but  trusting  in  the  Lord,  who  never 
will  leave  nor  forsake  His  servants. 

The  call  to  Baziya  took  us  both  by  surprise,  for  we  had  wished  to 
remain  at  Shiloh  some  yeara  longer,  and  I  was  afniid  to  go  to  so 
important  a  station  as  this.  On  receiving  the  call  we  humbled  our- 
selves before  the  Lord,  and  prayed  to  Ilim  not  to  leave  us,  but  to 
give  us  His  Holy  Spirit,  that  we  might  be  useful  servants  in  iHs 
vineyard,  and,  as  we  were  entering  on  a  sphere  of  true  missionary 
labour  in  the  midst  of  heathens,  and  far  from  all  civilization,  always 
to  guide  us  by  His  holy  word,  and  enable  us  to  be  the  means  of 
bringing  many  a  poor  sinner  to  Him,  the  Friend  of  sinners. 

On  Friday,  the  13M  of  September^  last  year,  we  left  Shiloh  for  our 
destination,  and  arrived  on  the  2l8t  In  consequence  of  the  heavy 
rains  at  the  beginning  of  our  journey,  we  were  rather  anxious  about 
the  rivers,  of  which  there  are  j&ve  or  six  pretty  large  ones  between 
here  and  Shiloh,  which  in  the  rainy  season  often  give  much  trouble; 
but  I  am  happy  to  say  that  we  found  no  difficulty  in  crossing  them. 
At  the  Bashee  river,  a  few  hours  ride  from  Bazi)'a,  we  outspanned 
for  the  last  time.  We  had  scarcely  kindled  the  fire  to  prepare  our 
breakfast,  when  a  great  number  of  Kaffirs  from  the  neighbouring 
kraals  assembled  around  our  two  waggons.  They  were,  I  think, 
about  forty  or  fifty  in  number,  and  were  v^ry  troublesome,  begging 
for  tobacco  and  everything  they  saw.  One  of  them  was  introduced 
to  me  as  the  "  king  "  of  the  field  where  we  had  outspanned,  and  the 
customary  tribute  of  tobacco  waa  demanded.  I  gavQ  him  some 
tobacco,  but  soon  after,  when  we  began  our  breakfast,  the  second 
demand  came  in  the  words,  JS'dilambile  (I  am  hungry).  My 
wife  sent  him  some  food,  but  it  was  not  much,  as  we  had  not 
much  to  give  away.     On  seeing   it,  the   face  of  the  old  man  as- 
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sumed  an  expressioD,  which  seemed  to  say/  "  You  have  a  strange 
notion  of  the  hunger  of  a  Kaffir  !*'  I  had  a  comet-a-piston  with  me 
(a  present  from  some  friends  in  Germany)  on  which  I  played  some 
hymn-tunes.  They  listened  in  great  astonishment,  never  having 
heard  the  like  before.  They  jumped  up,  clapping  their  hands,  and 
when  I  handed  the  instrument  to  them  for  inspection,  they  would 
not  touch  it,  but  looked  at  it  as  something  wonderful.  Just  as  we 
were  about  to  inspan  again,  Br.  Baur,  with  a  party  of  men  from 
Baziya  on  horseback,  came  to  welcome  us,  and,  accompanied  by 
them,  we  started  for  the  station.  The  whole  congregation  was 
assembled  before  the  mission-houses,  and  welcomed  us  by  singing 
some  hymns. 

"We  were  agreeably  surprised  on  entering  the  station,— everything 
looked  so  neat  and  clean.  The  miasion-houses,— or  rather  huts, — 
for  they  are  round  huts  after  the  Kaffir  fashion, — had  been  recently 
white- washed,  and  the  doors  were  painted  green,  which  gave  them 
a  very  cheerful  aspect.  Br.  and  Sr.  Baur  had  done  all  they  could  to 
make  our  first  impression  as  agreeable  as  possible,  and  really  it  waa 
so.  I  certainly  did  not  expect  to  find  what  I  did.  Great  praise  is 
due  to  Br.  Baur.  He  has  indeed  worked  hard  since  the  destructive 
storm  at  the  end  of  1865. 

Our  houses  are  round  huts,  but  are  not  built  in  the  beehive  fashion. 
They  have  walls  seven  or  eight  feet  high,  formed  of  a  sort  of  net- 
work of  branches  twisted  round  poles,  which  are  driven  into  the 
ground.  The  whole  wall  is  thickly  covered  with  clay.  In  the  centre 
of  each  hut  staYids  a  strong  pole  fourteen  or  fifteen  feet  high,  upon 
which  the  rafters  rest.  They  are  thatched  with  grass.  Our  hut  is 
somewhat  smaller  than  the  one  Br.  and  Sr.  Baur  live  in,  and  was 
formerly  the  storehouse.  It  is  twenty  feet  in  diameter,  and  there- 
fore not  very  large.  Still  it  mu^t  serve  for  all, — sitting-room,  sleep- 
ing-room, and  study.  The  table  on  which  I  write  this  is  an  old  box 
turned  bottom  upwards.  It  stands  at  the  only  window,  which  con- 
sists of  three  panes,  each  eight  inches  by  seven.  You  see  we  cannot 
complain  of  too  much  light  in  our  dwelling ;  but  it  does  very  well  for 
the  present,  and  we  are  quite  contented. 

About  a  hundred  and  fifty  paces  from  our  houses  are  those  of  the 
people.  They  are  built  .in  the  same  fashion  as  ours,  for  we  do  not 
allow  those  who  live  at  our  stations  to  construct  huts  of  the  bee- 
hive kind, — those  with  walls  being  much  better.  The  dwellings  of 
the  Kaffirs  are  arranged  in  four  parallel  rows,  and  a  fifth  row  is 
just  begun.  Between  the  houses  of  the  people  and  ours  stands  the 
little  chapel,  also  a  round  hut.  The  old  chapel,  which  was  erected 
shortly  after  the  storm,  only  as  a  temporary  building,  was  constructed 
of  planks.  These  had  lately  become  very  loose,  and  it  was  scarcely 
fit  for  use.  At  the  first  conference  after  our  arrival  at  Baziya,  we 
resolved  to  ask  permission  to  build  a  new  chapel,  which  could  serve 
as  a  school-room,  when  we  are  able  to  erect  a  substantial  and  com- 
liiodious  place  of  worship.  Permission  being  granted,  we  set  to  work 
at  once.  Our  people  were  very  glad  when  they  were  told  what  waa 
intended,  and  expressed  their  willingness  to  aid  as  much  as  they  could. 
It  was  very  cheering  to  see  how  they  hastened  to  the  work  when  the 
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nignal  was  given.  This  I  always  gave  by  sounding  the  horn.  They 
seemed  to  like  this  way  of  calling  them  together  very  much,  and 
sometimes  a  number  of  them  would  stand  round  me,  listening  to 
every  sound,  and  then  would  exclaim  mnandi !  mnandi  !  (sweet !  or 
beautiful !)  They  laboured  very  hard,  and,  although  it  was  just  the 
time  to  weed  their  millet-fields,  they  were  nearly  every  day  at  work. 
On  the  6th  of  December  last  year  we  planted  the  first  pole  in  the 
ground,  and  on  the  8th  of  January  this  year  we  were  able  to  preach 
for  the  first  time  in  the  new  house  of  God.  All  the  work  was  done 
by  our  men  gmtuitously.  It  is  really  a  nice  strong  hut,  twenty-seven 
feet  in  diameter,  and  with  walls  nearly  eight  feet  high.  The  pole  in 
the  middle  measures  sixteen  feet.  There  are  two  windows  of  six 
panes  each,  and  two  of  three  panes.  Our  men  are  quite  proud  that 
they  have  been  able  to  build  such  a  house. 

The  morning  and  evening  meetings  are  well  attended.  When  the 
first  service  was  held,  the  place  was  overcrowded,  and  many  had  to 
stand  outside.  For  the  first  time  here,  some  antheuis  were  sung  by 
Use  Kaifir  girls,  with  the  aid  of  the  missionary  brethren  and  sisters, 
and  were  very  nicely  performed. 

Some  of  the  heathen  Kaffirs  in  our  neighbourhood  attend  divine 
service  very  well  and  a  few  come  regularly  ;  but  there  are  still  a  great 
number  who  do  not  care  at  all  for  the  word  of  God. 

On  Christmas- Day  we  had  about  forty  heathen  Kaffirs  as  listeners 
in  and  around  our  little  chapel.  It  was  a  strange  sight  when  so 
many  of  them  were  assembled  in  their  red  besmeared  blankets.  Some 
of  our  people  were  very  neatly  dressed,  and  were  like  pearls  among 
so  many  common  stones. 

The  Sunday-school  is  held  after  the  morning  service,  and  is  very- 
well  attended.  There  may  be  seen  several  men  and  women  who 
wore  the  red  blanket  (as  heathen)  a  few  years  ago,  but  now  are  able 
read  any  chapter  in  the  New  Testament  which  may  be  pointed  out 
to  them.  Among  these  are  the  three  first  baptized  at  this  station. 
They  seem  to  do  well.  May  the  Lord  give  them  strength  to  maintain 
their  profession.  Of  course,  the  other  people  look  to  them,  to  see 
how  they  walk  and  what  they  do.  I  can  assure  you  many  prayers 
are  offered  in  their  behalf. 

The  day-school  is  well  attended,  and  some  of  tlie  children  can  read 
both  Kamr  and  English.     They  seem  to  like  to  come  to  school. 

Some  weeks  ago  we  held  an  examination.  On  that  occasion  the 
children  answered  very  well,  particularly  in  Bible-history.  In  arith- 
metic they  did  more  than  we  expected.  Geography  had  been  only 
recently  begun,  and  there  were  no  maps ;  some  old  ones  have  how- 
ever been  since  procured  from  Shiloh.  In  writing  the  children  were 
rather  backward,  TiU  quite  lately  they  had  no  place  to  write  on, 
but  had  to  hold  the  slate  with  one  hand  and  write  with  the  other,  as 
there  were  no  benches  in  the  old  church,  but  all  sat  on  the  ground. 

Our  chief  Ngangelizwe  I  have  seen  twice.  He  always  behaves 
very  well  to  us,  but  is  still  a  heathen.  There  are  rumours  afloat  that 
he  is  a  very  cruel  man,  but  we  have  seen  no  proof  of  it  here.  He  is 
rather  a  strict  ruler,  and  offences,  real  and  imaginarv,  are  often 
severely  punished.    The  most  punishable  offence  is  witchcraft,  which 
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he  does  not  at  nil  like,  being  very  much  afraid  of  it.  About  six  weeks 
ago  one  of  his  councillors  was  sentenced  to  death  for  haying  been 
found  practising  witchcraft.  An  eye-witness  told  us  that  the  man 
was  beaten  with  sticks  from  the  morning  until  late  in  the  afternoon, 
when  he  expired.  It  is  stated  to  have  been  a  most  horrid  «ght,  as 
the  poor  sufferer  was  swollen  to  a  fearful  degree.  To  make  sure  of 
his  death,  the  body  was  afterwards  hurled  over  a  precipice.  Truly, 
it  will  be  a  blessed  change  when  the  light  of  the  gospel  begins  to 
shine  in  the  heart  of  those  poor  Kaffirs,  and  when  they  are  savingly 
influenced  by  the  Holy  Spirit.     O  that  the  time  may  soon  come ! 


Extracts  of  Diabjeb  of  Congregations  in  South  Africa. 

Genadendal,  January  lit,  1867. — In  the  first  week  of  the  year 
we  had  an  unusual  degree  of  heat,  106  deg.  in  the  shade ;  the  water 
in  the  river  became  scanty,  and  there  were,  as  usual  under  such 
circumstances,  many  quarrels  for  us  to  settle,  arising  from  disputes 
among  the  inhabitants  about  the  irrigation  of  their  gardens.  The 
fever  again  gained  ground  at  this  time,  but  proved  fatal  in  very  few 
cases. 

February  lOth, — The  missionary  festival  was  celebrated,  and  we 
were  grieved  to  see  a  considerable  want  of  that  real  interest  in  the 
work,  which  we  look  for.  Br.  Ballein  preached  in  the  morning  on 
1  Cor.  xiii.  13,  and  in  the  afternoon,  after  an  address  from  Br  Bauer 
on  Matt.  ix.  38,  Br.  Bechler  communicated  some  interesting  intelli- 
gence from  various  mission-fields  of  our  own  and  other  Churches. 
The  collection  was  given  in  aid  of  the  work  at  Baziya. 

21th, — The  examination  of  the  schools  for  boys  and  girls  was  held. 
In  Bible  history  and  geography  most  of  the  questions  were  readily 
and  correctly  answered ;  in  cyphering  too  the  majority  did  well ; 
texts  and  hymns  were  recited  by  several  with  fluency,  and  the  whole 
was  enlivened  by  some  very  creditable  singing.  Writing  was  a  weak 
point  with  almost  all.  The  teacher  has  evidently  laboured  with 
great  diligence  and  a  fair  degree  of  success. 

March  Ist, — The  examination  of  the  infant-school  took  place,  and 
also  with  tolerably  satisfactory  results.  The  girls  excelled  in  reading, 
the  boys  in  cyphering,  and  there  was  a  goodly  number  of  boys  and 
girls  who  had  learnt  texts  of  scripture  and  hymns,  and  could  repeat 
them  very  nicely. 

On  the  31*^  tne  son  of  one  of  our  members  was  brought  home  in 
a  vehicle  in  a  deplorable  condition,  with  a  deep  wound  in  his  skull, 
his  right  thigh  broken,  and  injuries  of  a  serious  nature  in  other 
parts  of  his  body.  He  had  been  playing  with  other  children  near  a 
waterfall  about  an  hour's  walk  from  here,  and  had  fallen  over  it  to  a 
depth  of  sixty  or  seventy  feet,  alighting  finally  in  a  pool,  from  which 
his  companions  rescued  him.  For  a  fortnight  he  was  unconscious, 
then  he  rapidly  began  to  rally,  and  was  in  a  wonderfully  brief  space 
of  time  able  to  get  about  again.  May  both  he  and  his  parents  learn 
from  this  proof  of  tha  Lord's  goodness  to  them,  for  it  is  truly  solely 
of  His  mercy  that  the  boy  survived  the  fall  in  the  first  instance,  and 
then  the  jolting  in  a  wretched  waggon  over  rough  roads  to  this  place. 
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At  the  b^inning  of  May  a  conference  of  German  niissionariea 
belonging  to  various  societies  was  held  here :  we  were  eighteen  in 
number,  and  in  the  two  days  allotted  to  the  purpose,  manj  impor* 
tant  topics  connected  with  our  missionary  work  were  discussed  in  a 
brotherly  spirit,  and  to  the  general  profit  of  those  present.  It  waa 
most  pleasing  and  refreshing  to  have  this  brief  intercourse  with  our 
fellow-labourers  in  the  Lord's  vineyard* 

The  speaking  in  June  was  not  numerously  attended^  aa  ver^  many 
of  our  people  were  still  absent,  working  on  the  fokrms  at  a  distance. 
Por  the  same  reason  there  was  only  a  small  gathering  at  the  com^ 
munion. 

Our  out-station  Twistwyk  could  not  be  visited  with  the  desirable 
regularity,  once  a  fortnight,  during  the  past  half-year,  as  our  horses 
were  all  of  them  more  or  less  disabled  by  sickness  of  one  kind  or 
another. 

Enon,  January  Ist,  1867. — The  year  began  with  a  sad  pros^ct  as  to 
externals,  the  sky  above  ns  being  like  brass,  the  earth  like  iron,  day 
after  day  not  a  cloud  to  be  seen,  all  vegetation  scorched  up,  till  cultiva- 
tion of  the  baked  soil  was  impossible.  In  addition  to  this,  there  came 
cattle  disease,  which  proved  fatal  in  a  few  cases  only,  but  disabled 
large  numbers  for  a  long  time.  Owners  of  teams  of  oxen  were  thus 
prevented  from  earning  anything,  and  felt  the  deprivation  not  a  little. 
Por  the  last  three  years  the  harvest  has  been  very  poor,  and  our 
people  have  scarcely  been  able  to  do  anything  in  support  of  the 
mission. 

On  the  l^th  of  January  we  partook  of  the  Holy  Communion,  after 
the  usual  speaking  with  the  communicants  had  taken  place  in  the 
previous  days.  The  general  impression  as  to  the  spiritiuil  condition 
of  the  congregation  was  favourable :  especially  touching  were  the 
expressions  of  thankfulness  to  the  Lord  for  preserving  them  from 
absolute  starvation  in  the  past  year  by  sending  an  abundance  of 
pricklv  pears,  which  served  as  food  for  months  when  the  harvest 
proved  quite  a  failure.  Occasionally  antelopes  and  other  game  werO 
shot,  and  proved  most  welcome. 

31*^. — A  girl  of  sixteen  departed  this  life  after  lingering  in  con- 
sumption for  some  months.  She  had  been  with  her  father  at  work 
on  a  farm  at  some  distance,  and  about  a  fortnight  before  had  been 
brought  home  to  die.  It  was  very  pleasing  to  observe  with  what  happy 
assurance  she  said  in  reply  to  our  question  :  Are  you  sure  that  your 
sins  are  pardoned  ?  "  Yes,  my  Saviour  has  in  His  mercy  pardoned  me, 
and  in  His  great  love  He  will  soon  take  me  to  Himself."  She  had 
always  been  a  diligent  and  obedient  child,  and  was  much  beloved. 

February. — The  rainfall  in  this  month  has  had  a  wonderful  effect 
on  the  soil ;  the  Lord  has  already  provided  fodder  for  the  cattle  for 
the  whole  winter.  How  thankful  we  are  that  the  Lord  has  graciously 
heard  our  prayers  and  granted  our  request ! 

Prom  the  9/A  to  the  I2th  of  April  we  were  engaged  in  speaking  to 
the  non-communicants  and  the  excluded  members  of  the  con^ega- 
tion,  and  were  encouraged  by  the  apparently  earnest  and  smcere 
wish  to  be  re-admitted,  which  several  expressed. 

On  the  2rd  of  May  a  communicant  sistor  died,  who  was  in  a  most 
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kmoy  frame  of  mind  during  Her  last  illaesa.  Sbe  was  most  thank- 
Im  ror  our  Tints,  and  we  were  delighted  to  find  her  so  well  prepared 
ioT  death.  Often  did  she  dedare  that  she  had  nothing  but  sin  to 
luring  belbre  the  Lord,  but  that  He  had  asBured  her  of  Hia  full  and 
free  pardon,  so  that  she  had  not  only  no  fear  of  dea;th,  but  hailed 
with  joy  its  approach.    Her  sufferings  were  great. 

On  the  15th  or.  and  Sr.  Orasse  were  closing  their  honse-door  on 
leaving  to  attend  the  evening  service,  when  they  found  one  of  the 
most  poisonous  serpents  curled  up  behind  it.  They  soon  killed  it, 
and  thanked  God  for  the  preservation  they  had  experienced.  Had 
it  not  been  observed,  it  would  in  all  probability  have  made  its  way 
into  the  interior  of  the  house,  and  might  have  inflict^  serious 
injury  on  the  inmates. 

June. — The  Missionary  Association  has  been  rerived,  and  we  hope 
that  a  greater  number  of  our  people  than  hitherto  will  come  fbrward 
and  take  an  active  interest  in  the  cause.  The  payment  of  congre- 
gation-cash has  been  most  readily  promised,  but  the  poverty  is  so 
great  that  we  can  really  scarcely  look  for  rtiything  beyond  a  mere 
trifle  in  support  of  the  mission,  until  the  outward  position  of  the 
people  improves. 

EosBBN  IsLAKi). — Jufyy  1867. — There  are,  at  present,  some  fortr- 
five  convicts  here,  engaged  in  building  operations  connected  with  the 
enlargement  of  the  establishment  on  the  island.  Among  them  are 
a  few  men  who  belonged  to  our  mission-stations  in  the  eastern  district, 
and  were  guilty  of  sneep-stealing  in  the  time  of  famine.  I  had  many 
opportunities  of  ccmversing  with  these  men,  and  was  led  to  believe 
that  several  of  them  are  truly  penitent.  It  filled  them  with  shame 
to  have  to  confess  that  they  w^*e  baptized  members  of  one  or 
another  missionary  church.  One  young  Kaffir  had  learnt  to  read 
during  his  im^isonment,  and  was  delighted  when  I  made  him  a 
present  of  the  Psalter  in  his  own  language. 

August  27ik, — A  young  woman,  si^ering  from  leprosy,  was  bap* 
tioed  into  the  death  oi  ^^us.  We  entertain  good  nopes  ^  her,  as 
she  has  thus  far  been  enabled  to  stand  fast  on  the  right  ground  in 
spite  of  all  the  temptations  of  her  fellow-patients,  who  are  many  of 
l^em  very  bad  characters. 

28^j^.— An  aged  patient  died,  who  had  served  in  the  army  many 
years,  and  had  taken  part  in  ikte  battle  of  Waterlo.o-:  he  Hved  on  a 
pension,  and  was  ^tMuUy  nursed  by  his  wife,  herself  seventy  rears 
o£  age^  He  bad  no  recoUecticm  of  ever  having  been  ill,  taid  there 
leas  no  particular  disease  at  the  end,  but  merely  the  gradual  loss  of 
bodily  ]>owers«  At  last  he  fell  asleep  quite  gently,  like  a  weary 
thild,  rejoicuig  te  go  to  be  with  the  Lord,  in  whom  he  truly  placed 
lus  trust, 

October.-^The  fevep,  which  has  committed  sad  ravages  in  Cape 
l^own  and  various  pari;s  of  the  colony,  has  made  its  appearance  here 
too,  and  carried  off  several  of  the  lepers.  May  it  prove  a  solemn 
voice  of  warning  to  the  many  who  persist  in  their  indifference  wtA 
regard  to  their  eternal  interests. 

November, — ](ntelligence  was  received,  that  owing  to  the  greatiy 
idtered  character  of  the  Institution  here,  the  Government  8a(lH)n- 
ties  had  determined  not  to  ask  for  the  appointmetxt  of  another 
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ttiitsionary  of  our  Chttrch  for  the  post,  which  I  had  rengned.  Two 
dAjrs  afterwards  the  fevef  carried  off  the  eommunieAnt  brother  J.  P», 
who  was  the  sole  suryivor  of  the  company  of  lepers  who  came  here 
from  Hemel-en- Aarde  in  the  year  1846.  Mis  conduct  had  freouently 
been  such  as  to  necessitate  isL^  exercise  of  church  discipline,  but  for 
seyeral  years  he  has  been»  as  &r  as  we  can  judee,  a  consistent  foU 
lower  of  the  Lord  Jesus.  It  seems  yeiy  remarkable  that  the  last  of 
those  poor  sufferers  whom  to  take  care  of  our  missionaries  came  here, 
shoula  be  called  away,  just  when  our  work  here  comes  to  an  end* 
The  number  of  persons  in  the  hospitals  who  are  in  church  connection 
with  Us,  is  yery  smidl,  and  these  are  in  daily  increasing  danger  of 
being  oyercome  by  the  prevailing  spirit  of  worldlmess  and  indifference. 

"We  commend  these  poor  lepers,  and  the  other  sick  in  these  estab- 
lishments, about  400  m  numbw,  to  the  prayerfhl  remembrance  of 
brethren  and  sisters,  and  GhristiaD  friends,  and  would  fain  express  the 
hope  i^at  the  Lord  would  graciously  grant  His  rich  blessing  on 
whateyer  instrumentality  may  in  future  be  employed  on  behalf  of 
tiieir  spiritual  welfare. 

Ekoit. — July  to  DeeembeTy  1867. — ^In  July  the  mission  family 
suffered  not  a  little  anxiety  in  consequence  of  Sr.  Lemmerz's  heai% 
complaint,  which  increased  in  an  alarming  degree.  We  could 
not  but  feel  deeply  our  isolation  in  this  remote  spot^  where  the 
attendance  of  a  memcal  man  can  only  be  procured  with  great  difficulty 
and  at  considerable  expense.  But  our  confidence  was  in  the  Lord, 
and  he  marvellously  blessed  the  means  we  adopted  according  to  the 
best  of  our  little  knowledge.  Indeed,  we  cannot  sufficiently  praise 
Him  for  the  aid  he  continually  grants  us  in  the  medical  treatment 
of  ourselyes  and  our  people,  which  often  proyes  successful  beyond 
all  our  hopes,  and  that  too  in  cases  in  which  we  feel  our  complete 
ignorance.  The  typhus  fever  spreads  by  degrees  at  present,  though 
we  have  had  no  latal  cases:  in  some  houses  all  the  inmates 
are  prostrated  by  the  feyer,  and  we  have  to  help  them  with 
food  and  medicine  as  well  as  we  can,  not  only  during  their  illness, 
but  afterwards  as  well,  until  they  recoyer  sufficient  strength  to  earn 
their  bread,  which  in  many  cases  lasts  a  long  time.  Thus  far  we 
are  thankful  that  our  slender  resources  have  proved  equal  to  the 
emergency. 

August  IStkf — In  the  forenoon  we  had  our  usual  services,  in  which 
the  CTScious  power  of  G-od*s  Holy  Spirit  was  sensibly  felt,  and  we 
thankfully  bowed  the  knee  before  Him,  imploring  a  continuance  of 
His  blessing  upon  the  preaching  of  Christ  crudned.  In  the  aftei^ 
portion  of  the  day  heavy  rain  fell,  and  before  nightfall  we  heard  the 
river,  that  has  been  dried  up  for  three  ^ears,  rushing  along  in  itv 
ibrmer  manner.  All  our  hearts  were  lifted  up  to  tne  Lord  with 
feelings  of  irrepressible  thankfulness.  Many  of  our  people  shed 
tears  of  joy  and  gratitude ;  and  on  the  following  day  the  whole 
congregation  met  to  unite  in  praising  the  Lord  for  this  new  proof  of 
His  goodness. 

In  8epiefn^>er  there  vras  still  a  good  deal  of  sickness  prevalent,  so 
that  there  was  only  a  small  portion  of  the  scholars  present  at  the 
usual  examination,  which  shewed  as  good  results  as  we  could  expect 
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under  the  circurastanciBS.  "We  werfe  glad'  to  see  several  of  the 
parents  manifest  an  interest  in  their  cbildren*s  progress  by  their, 
presence  on  this  occasion. 

November  ISth. — ^The  communicant  sister,  C.C.P.,  departed  this 
life,  aged  twenty-five  years,  after  a  long  and  painful  illness,  during 
which  she  shewed  great  patience  and  resignation  to  our  Saviour's 
will.  In  her  last  days  she  was  almost  quite  deaf,  so  that  it  was  all 
but  impossible  to  carry  on  conversation  with  her ;  but  we  have  reason 
to  believe  that  she  died  happily.  Another  sister,  also  troubled  with 
a  prolonged  illness,  was  throughout  in  a  most  happy  frame  of  mind, 
and  departed  this  life  rejoicing,  in  child-like  confidence,  in  her 
Saviour.  Such  a  case  is  an  encouraging  proof  that  the  Gospel  ia 
indeed  the  power  of  God  unto  salvation. 

December  Ut, — We  had  the  gratification  to  baptize  an  old  Bush- 
man, Jan  Swartbooi,  who  has  lived  here  for  some  years,  having 
come  here  in  search  of  work  in  a  wretched  plight  as  to  body  and 
soul.  He  had  been  shepherd  in  the  employ  of  farmers,  but  they 
had  not  dealt  fairly  with  him,  and  he  hoped  to  do  better  with  ua. 
He  gladly  entered  our  service,  began  to  attend  the  meetings  very 
regularly,  and  listened  with  evident  attention  and  interest,  and  a 
decided  change  took  place  in  the  old  man.  He  was  very  dull,  and 
slow  of  comprehension,  but  was  sincerely  wishful  to  be  a  true 
follower  of  the  Lord  Jesus,  and  we  had  great  pleasure  and  satisfac- 
tion in  admitting  him  to  the  rite.  He  said  afterwards :  *'  I  cannot 
tell  how  it  comes,  but  I  know  I  am  very  different  from  v^hat  I  was." 

As  proof  of  the  work  that  remains  to  be  done  among  the  Eaffira 
and  Hottentots,  who  are  employed  by  the  fiEtrmers  in  the  neighbour- 
hood, we  may  give  the  following  conversation.  A  Kaffir  was  asked 
why  he  did  not  come  to  church  at  all,  though  living  at  a  farm  at  no 
great  distance.  *'  Baas  (Sir),  I  am  naked ;  I  have  no  clothes  to  put 
on,"  was  his  reply.  "  But  you  can  come  in  the  same  clothes  you 
have  on  at  present,"  "  Yes,  Baas ;  but  if  I  come  I  shall  be  hungry^ 
and  if  I  am  hungrv  I  cannot  listen.  Baas  must  put  a  large  vessel 
with  food  in  the  church  for  me,  or  I  cannot  come."  He  was  then 
told  that  we  wanted  him  to  partake  of  food  for  his  soul,  which  was 
more  important  than  the  body.  "  Oh  no,"  he  replied,  •*  the  soul 
needs  nothing  to  eat,  the  stomach  does,  and  I  cannot  come  to  church 
without  getting  something  to  eat."  He  was  warned  ,of  his  danger, 
told  of  Jesus  and  his  love  and  mercy,  and  of  God*s  wrath  against 
sinners  who  reject  the  Saviour.  But  he  replied,  with  a  laugh,  as  he 
danced  round  and  round :  **  Very  well,  Baas,,if  I  go  to  hell  I  cannot 
help  it ;  and  my  baas  will  go  with  me,  for  neither  he  nor  his  wife 
ever  go  to  church." 

Before  the  end  of  December  several  had  began  to  go  out  and  gather 
in  the  com  harvest,  thanking  the  Lord  for  the  blessing  of  good  crops 
after  the  heavy  trials  of  the  last  three  years  of  drought. 

Shiloh,  1867.— Li  August  we  had'  several  heavy  falls  of  rain 
which  were  followed  by  a  period  of  dry  weathtr.  Yet,  on  the 
whole,  it  bade  fab  to  be  a  fruitful  season,  for  which  we  were 
thankful. 

On  the  ISth  of  September,  Br.  and  Sr.  Brauer  set  off  for  the  Basiya^ 
and  Br.  Gysin  undertook  the  superintendence  of  the  carpenter's  and 
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smith's  shops.  These  branches  of  industry  will  now  have  to  be 
gradually  given  up. 

A  malignant  fever  prevailed  in  our  place  for  some  time,  and  carried 
•off  some  victims.  But  it  appears  to  have  lost  much  of  its  virulent 
and  dangerous  character. 

The  school-examination  was  held  on  the  6/A  of  December,  when 
the  children  read  and  answered  questions  in  all  the  three  languages 
which  are  in  use  here,  namely,  Dutch,  Kaflfir,  and  English.  They 
passed  the  examination  on  the  whole  satisfactorily.  Beside 
reading,  writing,  &c.,  they  shewed  themselves  acquainted  vnth  geo- 
graphy, Scripture-history,  &c.,  and  repeat^  many  passages  of 
Scripture  and  hymns.  About  twenty  of  the  scholars,  who  had 
attained  to  the  age  of  fifteen  or  sixteen,  were  dismissed.  It  is  much 
to  be  regretted  that,  after  their  school  years,  these  children,  especially 
the  boys,  are  without  regular  employment,  having  scarcely  any 
opportunity  to  learn  a  manual  trade,  or,  indeed,  anything  profit- 
able. Hence,  many  suffer  from  the  ill  effects  of  idleness  and  bad 
examples. 

At  the  end  of  ITbvemher,  Br.  and  Sr.  Gysin  received  a  call  from 
this  place,  where  they  have  laboured  for  seventeen  years,  to  Berea, 
near  Qenkdendal. 

The  latter  part  of  December  was  marked  by  the  severe  illness  of 
several  members  of  the  mission-family.  Sr.  Keichelt  had  to  suffer 
several  days  from  severe  cramp  in  the  stomach ;  and  the  little 
daughter  of  Br.  and  Sr.  Stephan,  after  lying  ill  for  some  time,  of 
what  appeared  to  be  water  on  the  brain,  was,  on  the  30th,  called 
home  to  our  Saviour. 

Bazixa,  1867. — On  the  2nd  January,  our  chief,  Ngangelizwe, 
dent  an  embassy  to  us,  and  to  Mr.  G.,  at  All  Saints,  requesting  that 
a  mi:<sioDary  should  be  stationed  near  his  residence,  and  supported 
his  petition  by  a  number  of  pleas.  We,  however,  could  do  nothing 
in  the  matter ;  and  it  subsequently  appeared  that  the  motives  which 
led  to  the  application  were  not  altogether  sincere. 

Having  received  an  appeal  to  take  part  in  the  week  of  prayer, 
we  began  on  the  6th,  ana  took  the  subjects  in  their  order  each  day. 

About  this  time  the  Kaffirs  often  begged  us  for  a  small  bit  of  hsh 
or  a  strip  of  bacon-rind,  to  be  burned  in  their  fields.  In  consequence 
of  the  damp  vreather,  a  sort  of  grey  grub,  (called  in  Kaffir  isihlavit), 
has  appeared  in  great  abundance,  and  devoured  the  young  maize. 
The  people  think  that  substances  such  as  those  above-mentioned  are 
a  good  "  medicine  "  to  destroy  these  creatures.  We  told  them  that 
we  did  not  believe  in  the  efficacy  of  such  measures,  and  therefore 
would  not  give  them  what  they  asked  for.  We  hear  that  they  some- 
times catch  eels  and  bum  them  in  the  grounds,  which  is  said  to  have 
the  desired  effect.  Eels  are  rather  abundant  in  the  streams  here ; 
but  the  Kaffirs  will  never  eat  them,  as  they  consider  them  to  be 
snakes,  and  wonder  that  we  will  make  use  of  them. 

Snakes  are  very  abundant  this  year.  Within  a  short  time  we 
killed  three  in  our  garden  alone,  besides  several  in  the  fields.  Most 
of  these  were  very  venomous.  Among  them  was  a  puff-adder,  as 
also  a  sort  of  cobra,  which  has  the  peculiarity,  when  excited,  of 
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ipreaduig  out  ihe  skin  on  each  side  of  the  neck  in  a  fan^like  forq), 
and  Btanding  with  half  its  body  off  the  earth.  This  is  a  fa^oimtbla 
positioD  for  it  to  be  killed ;  but  great  ^ickness  is  necessaij,  and  the 
dIow  must  be  carefully  given  on  the  side,  and  preferably  with  a  can^ 
about  a  finger  thick  and  not  too  stiff. 

From  the  4iih  to  the  9^  of  March  we  had  the  pleasure  of  the  eom- 
pany  of  the  Bev.  Mr.  G.,  a  missionary  of  the  Church  of  England, 
with  his  familr. 

On  the  18/A  we  held  the  seneral  speaking.  On  this  occasion  we 
had  cause  to  thank  the  Lora  for  His  work  in  the  souls.  We  did 
not,  however,  feel  at  liberty  to  propose  any  for  baptism,  as  some 
boys,  who  receotlv  took  part  in  heathenish  rites,  belonged  for  the 
most  part  to  families  the  heads  of  which  were  among  the  candidates 
for  baptism,  and  there  is  every  reason  to  believe  that  such  participa^ 
tion  could  not  occur  without  some  knowledge  on  the  part  pf  th^ 
parents. 

April  ISth,  —Br.  Baur  killed  another  cobra,  which  was  endeavourr 
ing  to  make  its  way  into  the  house.  A  second  was  killed  close  to 
the  house  shortly  after. 

The  same  day  N^ngelizwe  arrived  here  unexpectedly.  He  waa 
on  a  huDting  expedition,  and  was  accompanied  by  sixty-five  attend* 
ants  on  horseback,  besides  swarms  of  people  on  foot.  The  expedi- 
tion was  on  its  way  to  the  high  table-lands,  between  here  and  the 
jCwadlamba  Mouutains,  where  the  larger  species  of  antelope?,  such 
as  hartebeests  and  elands,  are  to  be  found.  After  he  bad  made  9^ 
short  halt,  and  obtained  some  medicines  for  which  he  asked,  tho 
expedition  proceeded  on  its  way. 

Oq  Easter-Sunday  the  weather  was  exceedingly  fine,  and  we 
prajed  the  litany  in  the  burying-ground.  Quite  imex{>ectedly  tha 
neighbouring  chieftain  Jumba  came  to  the  public  service,  and  sat 
listening  attentively.  I  afterwards  had  some  oonversation  with  him, 
and  asked  if  he  had  understood  what  he  had  heard ;  but  he  seemed 
very  dark.  I  then  endeavoured  to  represent  to  him  the  love  of  Jesus, 
temng  him  that  he  died  for  us,  and  for  him  too :  that  we  to-day 
celebrated  the  memorial  of  His  resurrection,  and  that  He  called  on 
him  to  believe  that  he  might  enter  the  kingdom  of  heaven.  IJpon 
this  he  suddenly  asked,  if  there  were  cattle  in  heaven.  I  replied,, 
that  there  woiUd  probably  not  be  cattle  there,  but  that  God  would, 
bestow  something  far  more  beautiful  and  better.  Then  he  turned 
away  with  such  an  expression  of  contempt  as  seemed  to  say  th^  if 
this  was  wanting  he  cared  for  nothing  else. 

In  June  we  beard  that  a  man  living  at  a  few  hours'  distance  from 
here  had  fallen  a  victim  to  the  superstition  of  the  Kaffirs.  He  wa^ 
accused  of  having  bad  a  shiu^  in  causing  the  illness  of  a  chief,  but 
as  he  was  himself  of  the  royal  blood,  was  not  exposed  to  the  usual 
tortures,  but  was  hung  on  a  tree.  Several  cases  of  the  kind  sub« 
sequently  occurred. 

Aa  Br.  and  Sr.  Brauer  of  Shiloh,  had  been  called  to  the  service  of 
this  station,  we  in  August  sent  a  waggon  and  a  spare  span  of  oxen  to 
meet  them.  On  the  21ii  of  September  we  had  the  pleasure  to 
welcome  them  among  us. 
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Oetoh^r  lUh. — ^We  had  an  exaioiiiatioft  of  tbe  sebodi.  CoaAldaring 
the  slender  means  we  have  at  our  command  here,  we  fonnd  the  im^ 
pro?ement  of  the  children  encouraging.  In  reading  and  arithmetic 
tbe^  hare  made  some  advance ;  but  in  writing  thej  are  badcward^ 
which  is  probably  to  be  attributed  to  the  lack  of  a  proper  place  to 
write  on.  At  the  dose  we  were  enabled,  through  the  kindness  of 
friends  at  home,  to  distribute  some  presents  among  the  soholara,  ie 
their  great  joy  and  thankfulness. 

December  Sth, — The  Hottentots  living  in  our  vicinity,  who  are  for 
the  most  part  Christians,  at  least  in  name,  had  often  requested  us  to 
hold  services  in  Dutch  for  them  ;  but  we  bad  always  declined,  oa  the 
ground  that  this  station  is  for  the  benefit  of  the  Kaffirs,  and  that  we. 
therefore  have  services  in  the  Kaffir  language.  But  as  they  urged 
their  request,  we  consented  to  bold  an  occasional  service  in  Dutcb« 
On  this  day,  being  the  second  Sunday  in  Advent,  a  beginning  waa 
made.  About  forty  persons  were  present,  and,  as  they  said,  wer6r 
much  pleased.  It  is  sad  to  see  these  people  now  living  without 
religious  instruction,  although  tbey  formerly  lived  at  various 
missionary  stations  and  were  baptized,  and  some  of  them  com- 
municants. 


SURINAM.

PABiJiABiBb,  October^  1867. 

Maripastoon  lies  on  the  Saramacca,  about  four  days'  journey  through 
the  dense  forests  from  Gansee,  and  like  the  latter  place  beyond  the 
border  of  the  colony.  Here  Br.  Hellstroem  and  I  have  recently  found 
it  needful  to  pay  a  visit,  in  consequence  of  unpleasantnesses,  which  had 
arisen  between  the  well-known  John  King  and  Nicolas  Manilla,  the 
native  assistanttt  at  this  station.  The  latter  had  been  brought  as  a 
youth  from  his  home  in  Africa,  where  his  ancestors  were  kings  of  the 
Usopo  tribe,  and  sold  as  a  slave.  His  natural  talents  soon  became 
evident,  and  he  was  made  overseer  or  driver  of  the  slaves.  On 
hearing  the  Gospel  preached,  he  soon  embraced  the  truth,  and  shewed 
great  readiness  m  laying  bold  of  the  doctrines  of  Christanity,  while  the 
sincerity  of  his  convictions  was  plainly  apparent  to  all  who  knew  him. 
As  native  helper  he  was  subsequently  very  faithful  and  useful.  Owinfl^ 
to  unavoidable  circumstances,  some  considerable  time  had  elapsed 
since  one  of  ns  had  been  able  to  visit  at  M.,  and  though  John  King  and 
Nicolas  had  been  cited  to  town,  and  spoken  with  on  the  subject  of 
their  dispute,  it  was  found  desirable  for  the  welfare  of  the  congrega- 
tion that  some  Brethren  from  town  should  go  m  person  to  the  place. 

Leaving  Paramaribo  on  September  25th,  we  reached  Maripastoon  on 
the  27th,  On  the  day  following  we  conferred  with  John  King  and 
Nicolas  about  the  state  of  the  congregation,  and  examined  the  candi* 
dates  for  baptism,  two  of  whom  we  could  cheerfully  admit  to  the  rite. 
In  the  evening  there  was  a  prayer  meeting.  On  Sunday,  2Bth,  there 
was  a  baptism,  foUowed  by  public  service ;  and  at  5  p.m.  a  discourse 
for  the  members  on  1  Cor.  vi.  20,  in  which  Br.  van  Calker  referred 
to  the  subject  of  Christian  marriage.  I^e  next  morning  six  conpleif 
presented  themselves  to  receive  Hke  Chvcb's  blessing  on  their  vnion. 
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A  farther  conyersation  vith  John  King  and  Nicobs  reeulted  in 
a  mutnal  acknowledgment  of  blame,  and  a  reconciliation,  which  we 
hope  may  prove  as  lastingas  it  appeared  to  be  siocero.  Noah,  the 
captain  (formerly  called  K!alkoen),  a  man  of  calm  judgment,  will 
henceforth  share  in  the  superintendence  of  the  congregation.  Some 
individuals  had  to  be  excluded  from  church  privileges,  but  manifested 
great  sorrow  and  contrition.  At  5  p.m.  the  marriage  of  six  couples 
took  place,  among  whom  were  iToha  King  and  Magdalen,  Abraham 
Sopo  and  Lydia. 

On  the  1st  of  October  Br.  Hellstroem  preached,  and  afterward* 
baptised  Mockamba  and  Quassiba,  giving  them  the  names  Emanuel 
and  Frederica.  Then  followed  more  conversation  with  the  three 
helpers,  in  which  definite  instructions  were  given  to  each  ;  and  on 
the  evening  of  the  2nd  we  held  a  farewell  service,  in  which  we  could 
not  but  thank  the  Lord  for  the  generally  pleasing  ptate  of  this  flock* 
On  the  ^d  we  took  our  departure,  and  reached  home  in  the  evening 
of  the  next  day. 


WEST    INDIES. 


AccoiTNTS  are  at  this  time  given  from  the  extensive  and  important 
fields  of  labour  in  Jama.tca  and  Antigua.  They  are  in  the  form  of 
reports,  and  will  be  found  to  contain  much  that  is  interesting. 
There  is  a  singular  difference  in  the  character  of  the  reports, 
especially  those  from  Jamaica ;  but  there  is  still  sufficient  similarity 
to  afford  an  illustration  of  the  general  state  of  the  Mission.  As 
usual,  we  observe  with  thankfulness  that  there  are  numerous  proofs 
that  the  preaching  of  the  Gospel  is  not  in  vain.  Consistent  lives  and 
happy  deaths  shew  the  power  of  Divine  grace.  9he  public  and . 
special  services  of  the  Church  are  on  the  whole  well  attended.  The 
means  of  education  are  less  valued  and  made  use  of  than  they  ought  to 
be ;  yet  the  numbers  in  attendance  are  larger  than  in  the  previous 
year.  There  still  seems  to  be  a  scarcity  of  ready  money,  and  too 
frequently  a  lack  of  a  willing  spirit ;  and  yet  some  cheering  instancea 
of  readiness  for  good  works  are  mentioned.  Perhaps  the  most  dis- 
tressing feliture — not  however  peculiar  to  any  particular  mission,  or 
even  to  missions  generally — is  the  want  of  steadiness  and  souudness 
of  principle  in  the  young  people.  Yet  even  here  instances  of  an  en- 
couraging character  are  not  wanting. 

In  Antigua  it  is  satisfactory  to  find  the  concurrent  testimony 
of  the  missionaries  to  the  efiect  that  a  decided  improvement  has 
taken  place  in  the  circumstances  of  the  people,  chiefly  in  consequence 
0f  favourable  seasons.  The  full  benefits  of  the  change  in  improved 
domestic  comfort,  better  dress,  and  increased  general  prosperity  will 
of  course  be  fully  seen  only  at  a  later  date  ;  but  cheering  hopes  for 
the  future  are  sufficiently  justified.    Some  touching  inst^icea  of 
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hfippy  depnrtures  to  be  with  the  Lord  at  once  boar  testimony  to  the 
blessed  work  of  former  days,  and  to  the  fact  that  the  blessing  has 
not  ceased  at  the  present  time. 

The  reports  of  the  various  institutions  for  training  young  persons 
of  both  sexes  for  usefulness  as  teachers,  &c.  testify  of  painstaking 
labour,  and  consequently  of  considerable  improvement.  The  tokens 
of  the  blessed  work  of  the  Holy  Spirit  which  are  mentioned  are 
peculiarly  important  and  encouraging  in  these  nurseries  of  future 
labourers. 

Altogether,  though  there  may  not  be  indications  of  as  much  of 
progress  as  might  have  been  wished  and  expected,  there  is  clearly 
quite  enough  to  cause  thanksgiving,  and  to  stimulate  believing  hope. 
And  in  these  days  even  ''  patient  continuance  in  well-doing "  is 
quite  sufficient  to  thank  the  Lord  for,  as  an  undeserved  grace.  The 
work  in  these  missions  is  at  least  such  as  to  justify  the  petition, 
*•  Destroy  it  not,  for  a  blessing  is  in  it.** 


Jamaica..  Fairfield. — The  past  year  has  been  one  of  special 
mercy  to  us  in  this  island,  for  while  dire  calamities  have  befallen 
our  brethren  and  sisters  in  some  of  the  neighbouring  islands,  we 
have  been  graciously  preserved.  Safetv,  peace,  and  plenty  have 
been  our  portion.  And  even  when  sickness  of  a  very  malignant 
type  prevailed  in  many  parts  of  our  own  island,  it  did  not  come 
near  us,  and  the  general  health  of  the  inhabitants  of  this  district 
was  as  good  as  we  could  reasonably  expect.  Of  the  sixteen  deaths 
during  the  course  of  the  year,  eleven  were  of  persons  above  sixty 
years  of  age,  while  three  of  the  others  were  those  of  little  children. 
The  case  of  one  of  those  first  mentioned  was  very  distressing.  For 
many  years  he  had  occupied  a  rather  prominent  position  in  the  con- 
gregation, but  was  discovered  in  a  systematic  course  of  sin.  About 
two  years  ago  his  mental  faculties  began  to  fail,  and  he  was  accus- 
tomed to  wander  from  home,  not  know  ing  whither  he  was  going,  and 
had  to  be  sought  after.  In  this  way  he  got  up  one  night  and  left 
the  house,  unobserved  by  others.  All  search  for  him  was  in  vain. 
He  was  never  found,  and  must  have  perished  miserably.  Since  then 
circumstances  have  transpired  shewing  the  probability  that  the 
unhappy  man  had  returned  to  his  former  evil  practices,  and  that  the 
wish  he  had  expressed,  when  professing  penitence,  that  in  case  of 
his  so  doing  the  Lord  would  visit  him  with  his  judgment  even  here, 
bad  been  realized. 

The  general  course  of  the  congregation  has  been  in  most  respects 
toiore  satisfactory  than  was  the  case  in  the  preceding  year.  While 
cases  of  exclusion  and  withdrawal  from  the  Church  have  been  fewer, 
we  were  permitted  to  add  forty  persons  to  the  congregation  by 
reception  and  re-admission.  But  our  young  people,  who  have  been 
nurtured  in  the  lap  of  the  Church,  claim  our  anxious  solicitude.  We 
cannot  report  any  decided  improvement  on  their  part.  They  are 
regular  in  their  attendance  at  church  on  Sundays,  but  continue  to 
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keep  aloof  from  enlisting  aa  candidates.  Oenerally  thej  are  re- 
spectful in  their  demeanour,  and  receive  adyioe  or  reproof,  as  the 
case  may  be,  in  a  becoming  spirit ;  but  to  give  of  their  earnings 
to  the  Lord,  and  honour  l£bn  with  their  substance,  thej  are  not 
inclined. 

The  attendance  at  church  on  Sundays  is  satisfactorr,  and  we  hope 
many  fiud  it  good  to  be  there.  Yet,  of  a  large  number  it  may  be 
said  that  they  come  more  from  custom,  or  to  enjoy  the  weekly  meet- 
ing with  friends,  than  from  hunger  for  the  bread  of  life.  Still, 
iostances  do  occur  of  such  as  hare  come  from  such  motires,  and  hare 
gone  home  to  pray. 

We  have  to  deplore  a  considerable  duninutioa  in  the  oontributwns 
of  members  of  our  Missionary  Association,  owing  to  the  withdraw- 
ia^  of  many  who  once  helped  to  sustain  the  missionary  cause.  The 
principal  defaulters  are  young  people,  who  have  not  yet  learned  that 
^  it  is  more  blessed  to  giro  than  to  receive.^ — A.  Lichtenthablib. 

Fairfield  Training- School. — In  casting  a  retrosjpective  glance  at 
our  proceedings  in  the  year  1867,  we  must  thankiuUy  acknowledge 
that  the  Lord  has  been  gracious  to  us,  and  has  accompanied  us  with 
His  presence  from  first  to  last.  We  cannot  enumerate  special  and 
strikmg  manifestations  of  spiritual  life  among  our  pupils ;  yet  we 
have  the  conviction  that  Ood's  good  Spirit  has  been  at  work  in  the 
hearts  of  many  of  them.  This  conviction  is  not  the  result  of  a  lively 
and  benevolent  imagination,  but  is  derived  from  facts.  A  corrupt 
tree  cannot  bring  forth  good  fruits,  and  "  by  their  fruits  shall  ye 
know  them."  With  one  sad  exception,  good  fruits  were  to  be  seen. 
These  consisted  in  good  behaviour  in  general,  cheerfulness  without 
levity,  increased  willingness  to  engage  in  the  various  smaller  duties 
connected  with  our  arrangements,  useful  employment  of  free  time, 
interest  manifested  in  the  studies,  as  also,  and  especially,  in  the 
reb'gious  instruction  and  the  services  of  the  Churcli,  and  in  the 
maintenance  of  private  meetings  for  reading  the  Scriptures  and 
prayer.  The  manner,  too,  in  wmch  some  expressed  their  sorrow  for 
penods  spent  in  coldness  and  indifference,  and  the  unwillingness 
of  others  to  continue  in  a  lukewarm  and  undecided  state,— all  thi« 
confirmed  our  conviction  that  God  has  begun  a  good  work  in  the 
hearts  of  a  number  of  our  pupils.  May  He,  according  to  Hi9 
promise,  perform  it  until  the  day  of  Jesus  Christ. 

In  speaking  of  the  good  behaviour  of  the  nupils  in  general,  I  have 
alluded  to  oue  exception.  It  was  that  oi  a  Doy,  whose  conduct  had 
previousl^r  seemed  very  satisfactorv,  but  who  was  found  to  be  foster- 
ing a  spirit  of  discontent,  eventually  shewing  itself  in  open  insubor- 
dination.   He  was  at  length  expelled. 

At  the  re-opening  of  the  school  in  January,  1867,  a  native  brother, 
T.  Bussell,  entered  upon  his  duties  chiefly  as  teacher  of  the  junior 
class.  Having  formerly  been  teacher  in  the  day-school,  he  knows 
from  experience  which  are  the  most  useful  and  necessary  acquirements 
for  our  teachers,  and  can,  therefore,  the  more  readily  direct  hia 
attention  to  such  essential  points,  in  preparing  the  pupils  for  their 
work.  His  talents  for  music,  cultivated  and  regulated  while  he  was 
himself  a  student  in  this  institution,  are  most  valuable  for  the 
infrtmction  of  the  present  scholars. 
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In  Jane,  a  few  weeka  before  the  Midsummer  holidajB,  we  held  an 
examination  of  both  claases,  the  results  of  which  shewed  what  good 
use  the  pupils  had  made  of  their  time  and  talents.  It  was  encourag- 
ing for  Doth  teachers  and  pupils  that  the  members  of  the  board  of 
examiners,  appointed  by  the  Conference,  expressed  their  satisfetctioqi 
at  what  had  oeen  done. 

Among  visitors  who  have  come  to  see  the  school,  was  a  ^ntlemao 
from  London,  who,  as  we  were  informed,  had  formerly  taken  some 
part  in  the  instruction  of  the  Prince  of  Wales.  He  evinced  a  very 
kind  interest  in  our  establishment,  and,  after  his  return  to  Englanc^ 
sent  us  a  very  valuable  assortment  of  drawing-materials. 

As  to  external  matters,  I  may  mention  that  our  large  tank  had  to 
be  thoroughly  repaired  at  the  beginning  of  the  year.  When  the 
stock  of  water  in  the  place  is  exhausted,  our  only  resource  is  to  send 
the  boys  to  a  spring,  a  mile  distant,  from  which  they  have  to  carry 
the  water  in  buckets  up  a  long  and  steep  hill.  This  is  not  only  very 
distressing  for  the  weaker  ones,  but  it  also  deprives  us  of  much 
valuable  time  assigned  for  other  purposes.  Hence,  we  are  very 
thankful  that  the  tank  is  now  in  excellent  condition. 

The  usual  manual  labour  in  the  morning  and  evening  of  every  day 
has  been  continued  as  hitherto. 

As  regards  the  teaching  of  the  senior  students  in  the  day-school 
and  infant-school,  no  change  has  been  made.  Followed  by  a  careful 
criticism,  it  is  a  valuable  means  of  training  them  practically  for  the 
work  to  which  they  are  called. 

The  number  of  pupils  at  the  close  of  1867  was  sixteen.  New 
ones  are  on  the  lists,  to  take  the  places  of  those  who  have  left.

New  JSit^^n.  ^Though  we  have  been  but  seven  months  at  New 
Jlden,  we  have  made  many  happy  experiences  that  our  faithful 
Shepherd  knows  His  sheep  here;  and  that,  notwithstanding  our 
many  shortccnnings,  He  hath  remembered  us  in  mercy. 

Although  we  cannot  speak  of  great  awakenings  among  our  peo- 
ple, we  can  indulge  the  hope  that  the  *'  one  thing  needful "  engages 
the  attention  of  a  large  portion  of  this  congregation. 

Among  the  many  encouragements,  we  may  adduce  the  good 
Attendance  on  the  means  of  grace.  We  have  been  allowed  to 
experience  also  that  the  word  of  God  is  quick  and  powerful,  and 
sharper  than  any  two-edged  sword  to  the  careless  sinner,  and  that 
the  word  of  the  cross  binds  up  the  broken-hearted,  proclaims  liberty 
to  the  dative,  and  comforts  those  that  mourn. 

The  good  and  faithful  Shepherd  has  sought  and  found  many  wan- 
dering sheep,  and  brought  them'  back  to  His  fold.  Some  who  had 
absented  themselves  from  the  house  of  God,  and  from  communion 
with  His  people,  for  the  last  three  or  four  years,  have  returned,  and 
promise  better  for  the  future. 

We  have  been  glad  to  see  an  individual  of  great  local  influence, 
and  much  experience  in  the  island,  who  had  long  neglected  seeking 
food  for  his  soul,  now  coming,  Sunilay  after  Sunday,  to  our  church. 
We  sincerely  trust  that  the  word  of  God  may  reach  his  heart  with 
aaviog^eacy. 

In  the  months  of  August  and  December,  in  which  so  much  of  the 
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devil's  work  is  carried  on  in  this  neighbonrbood,  we  bad  not  much 
trouble  with  our  people,  beyond  tbe  misdemeanour  of  three  persons. 
We  did  not  bear  of  a  single  case  in  which  any  of  our  young  people 
were  concerned,  tbe  cases  above-mentioned  being  those  of  persons 
more  advanced  in  years.  The  Lord  surely  heard  our  prayers,  that 
the  young  people  might  be  preserved  amidst  the  dangers  to  which 
they  were  exposed. 

It  has  been  clearly  seen  how  busy  the  enemy  of  souls  has  been 
among  those  who  are  his  devoted. followers.  It  came  to  our  notice 
that  a  young  woman  was  suddenly  taken  ill  and  died,  whilst  engaged 
in  a  dance.  She  was  buried  as  quickly  as  possible ;  and  so  little  did 
this  awful  event  affect  the  rest  of  the  company  that,  as  soon  as  she 
was  out  of  their  sight,  they  resumed  the  dance,  little  thinking  that 
ere  long  another  of  them  would  have  to  appear  before  God.  Only  a 
few  days  afterwards  a  man  belonging  to  the  company  was  suddenly 
cited  before  his  Judge,  while  busily  engaged  in  preparing  a  "  Jobn- 
canoe  "  for  a  future  dance. 

The  speakings  have  been  regularly  attended,  but  many  have  failed 
to  pay  their  subscriptions  as  they  ought  to  have  done. 

The  communions  have  been  well  attended,  and,  from  the  remarks 
made  by  many,  we  feel  assured  that  these  were  indeed  times  of  sweet 
refreshing  from  the  presence  of  the  Lord. 

The  children's  meeting  affords  us  much  pleasure  as  regards  the 
attendance  and  the  pains  which  many  take  to  find  the  answers  to 
the  Bible  questions  given  them.  The  Sunday-schools  have  also 
been  well  attended,  as  well  as  the  meetings  for  candidates  and 
members. 

Of  two  of  the  day-schools  we  can  speak  favourably,  both  bb 
regards  attendance  and  improvement. 

May  the  Lord  continue  to  lay  His  blessing  upon  this  congrega- 
tion, and  not  suffer  His  word  to  return  unto  Him  void,  but  may  it 
accomplish  that  which  He  pleases,  and  prosper  in  the  thing  whereto 
He  has  sent  it. — C.  Schick. 

Irwin  HUl.-^ On  looking  back  upon  the  past  year,  we  cannot  find 
anything  that  we  could  mention  as  an  extraordinary  experience, 
eitlier  of  a  joyful  or  a  distressuig  nature. 

In  regard  to  outward  thin^,  we  may  say,  in  the  words  of  Scrip- 
ture, that  God  "  did  good,  giving  us  rain  from  heaven,  and  fruitful 
Beasons."  And  if  our  hearts  were  not  always  filled  with  gladness, 
— if  the  old  complaint  about  "  hard  times "  was  still  often  heard, 
it  was  owing  solely  to  the  ungratefulness  of  the  natural  heart, 
which  is  always  so  unwilling  to  acknowledge  the  blessings  of  the 
Lord  as  undeserved  mercies. 

Whilst  from  other  West  India  islands  we  heard  of  calamities 
which  caused  great  distress  and  suffering,  we  were  graciously  pre- 
served. And  when,  even  in  our  neighbourhood,  severe  fevers  carried 
off  many  victims,  especially  among  the  whit«  inhabitants,  we  did 
not  suffer  from  sickness  more  than  usually.  The  twelve  deaths 
that  took  place  in  our  congregation  were  those  of  aged  persons 
and  quite  young  children. 
Though  we  cannot  say  that  the  services  are  in  general  badly  at-^ 
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tended,  yet  our  small  church  is  hardly  ever  quite  filled.  It  is  a  sad 
sign  that  especially  so  many  young  people  distin^;ui3h  themselves  by 
irregular  attendance  at  church  and  at  the  speakings.  Another  dis- 
couraging circumstance  is  the  fact  of  our  having  had  to  exclude  from 
the  congregation  during  the  past  year  not  fewer  than  ten  persons  on 
account  of  gross  sin, — J.  P.  PuLKBAfiBK. 

New  Carmeh — In  giving  some  account  of  this  congregation,  we 
are  glad  to  state,  thal^  notwithstanding  various  difficulties  and  trials, 
the  spiritual  life  of  the  members  has  not  declined. 

The  week  of  prayer  in  the  beginning  of  January  was  well  attended. 
Persons,  who  had  not  been  to  church  for  months  and  years,  came 
to  these  meetings,  and  some  entered  their  names  on  the  lists  for 
speaking. 

This  season  of  grace  and  blessing  for  our  souls  was  followed  by 
temporal  distress.  A  severe  drought  had  set  in  before  Christmas,  and 
continued  to  the  end  of  April,  being  only  a  few  times  relieved  by 
light  showers  of  rain.  Most  of  the  ponds  on  the  estates  failed,  and 
water  was  sold  in  our  district — a  thing  which  had  not  happened  in 
the  memory  of  the  oldest  people.  Heavy  rain  in  August  at  laat 
penetrated  the  ground.  The  latter  part  of  the  year  was  fruitful.  Itain 
fell  in  just  sufficient  quantities,  and  at  seasonable  times.  We  thank 
the  Lord  for  a  good  crop  of  com  and  other  provisions. 

In  June  several  severe  thunderstorms  passed  over  our  district.  On 
Sunday  the  30th  of  that  month,  we  had  the  baptism  of  some  infants, 
when  a  flash  of  lightning  struck  the  gable  of  the  church,  doing  some 
damage  and  causing  great  alarm.  The  singing  was  for  a  moment 
interrupted ,  but  the  organist  presently  taking  up  the  tune,  the  con- 
gregation joined  again  in  the  last  line  of  No.  838,  2,  and  with  pecu- 
liar emotion  continued  the  3rd  verse :  "  Thine  eyes  be  open  on  this 
house, — This  temple  unto  thee  devoted,"  &c.  We  had,  however,  only 
finished  the  third  line,  when  another  flash  struck  a  tall  tree  near  the 
house  and  entered  the  building,  doing  some  damage.  In  the  course 
of  the  week  we  ascertained  the  damage  done,  and  had  the  needful 
repairs  effected.  On  the  following  Sunday,  we  humbly  thanked  the 
Lord  for  His  mercy  in  averting  serious  harm. 

In  the  latter  part  of  July  we  were  solemnly  warned  to  bear  in  mind 
how  short  and  uncertain  our  days  on  earth  at  all  times  are.  The 
family  of  a  neighbouring  much-respected  planter  was  attacked  by  a 
malignant  fever,  and,  within  a  fortnight,  the  father,  two  children,  his 
brother  and  two  sisters-in-law  were  carried  off,  each  after  only  one 
or  two  days'  illneiss.  The  four  adults  had  been  regular  attendants 
at  our  church,  and  their  empty  places  silently  admonished  us  to  be 
also  ready.  Several  other  deaths  occurred  from  the  same  fever,  so 
that  a  gloom  was  spread  over  the  whole  neighbourhood. 

The  means  of  grace  have  been  sought  for  with  more  desire  than  is 
the  case  in  general.  A  number  of  juvenile  candidates  were  trans- 
ferred to  the  adult  class,  and  from  the  latter  nineteen  were  received  as 
members,  and  a  somewhat  smaller  number  of  excluded  persons  were 
re-admitted. 

The  excuse  of  many  for  not  joining  the  Church  is  lack  of  money. 
We  believe  that  some  cases  exist  in  which  families  cannot  provide 
the  necessary  articles  of  clothing,  as  produce  is  low  in  price.  Others

sastain  losses  in  proyisions  and  Ure  stock,  and  where  tbe  latter  are 
mules  or  borses,  toe  manofincture  of  sugar  suffers.  Others  again,  har- 
ing  bought  land  jears  ago,  are  urged  to  pay,  when  they  are  least  able 
to  do  it.  The  manner  of  cultivating  the  sou  has  been  hitherto  such  a^ 
to  tend  to  impoyerish  the  land.  The  disinclination  of  the  people  to  use 
manure  compels  them  fremiently  to  open  new  land  for  the  cultiyation 
of  proyisions,  with  a  considerable  loss  of  time  and  labour.  It  is  also  a 
matter  of  surprise  to  obserye  how  many  families  are  still  in  an  un* 
aettled  state,  and  haye  erected  on  rented  land  inferior  dwellings, 
which  afford  very  little  comfort.  Considering  all  these  disadyantages, 
and  bearing  in  mind  the  irregularity  of  money-receipts — ^most  of  their 
transactions,  except  in  the  market  and  the  stores,  being  on  trust 
—we  cannot  wonaer  at  the  difficulty  which  some  haye  to  contend 
with,  in  obtaining  a  liyelihood,  and  proyiding  for  their  children's 
education. 

There  appears  to  be  a  greater  interest  among  the  parents  regard* 
in^chools  than  was  the  case  formerly^. 

The  supply  of  some  of  our  schools  with  new  teachers  from  the  Pair- 
field  Training-School  enabled  us  to  observe  the  beneficial  effects  of 
the  arran^ment  by  which  the  pupik  in  that  institution  are  instructed 
and  exercised  in  school-management  before  leaving  Fairfield. 

Shortly  before  the  dose  of  the  year  the  Lord  took  home  to  himself 
8.  S.  one  of  our  helper-sisters.  As  a  young  woman,  she  was  power- 
fully awakened  by  means  of  a  few  solemn  words  which  the  late  Br. 
Sibs  addressed  to  her  when  he  met  her,  on  the  way  to  keep  a  funeral 
She  soon  afterwards  joined  the  newly-formed  congregation  at  New- 
Carmel,  and  in  time  becaroo  a  communicant.  She  was  subsequently 
appointed  a  chapel-servant,  and  for  above  twenty  years  acted  as  a 
devoted  and  faitnful  helper,  who  spared  no  time  or  trouble  to  benefit 
souls.  She  also  repeatedly  rendered  valuable  assistance  to  the  mis* 
sion-family  in  seasons  of  sickness,  and  took  much  notice  of  the  poor 
and  afflicted  around  her.  After  a  protracted  illness,  she  departed 
joyfully,  in  the  fiiU  assurance  *of  salvation,  through  the  blood  and 
death  of  Christ  our  Saviour. — A.  M.  Geisslbb. 

Ifew  Bethlehem^-^OTxr  last  report  was  not  favourable,  and  the 
present  cannot  speak  of  any  material  improvement  in  the  state  of  the 
congregation. 

Our  religious  meetings  on  Sundays  in  the  church,  and  during  the 
wedc  in  various  districts  have  been  regularly  attended  to,  and,  though 
no  success  can  be  seen  we  believe  that  the  proclamation  of  the 
truth  will  not  remain  altogether  without  such  fruits  as  tend  to  the 
j^oTT  of  our  GK)d  and  the  advancement  of  His  kingdom. 

The  first  three  months  of  the  year  were  unusuativ  diy,  so  that  much 
scarcity  of  water,  and  consequently  a  great  deal  of  suffering  pre* 
vailed. 

Since  April,  we  have  had  uncommonly  fruitful  seasons,  resuHtngin 
an  abundant  produce  of  the  fruits  of  the  soil.  Provisions  were  there* 
fore  plentiful,  and  the  coffee-crop  was  unusually  large.  Yet  we  still 
hear  from  our  people  many  complaints  of  poverty.  And  these  aro 
not  without  cause,  as  the  coffee  is  very  low  in  price,  the  pimento* 
eron  has  altogether  failed,  and  no  wages  are  any  longer  to  w  earned 
on:  large  properties,  as  was  the  case  in  years  gone  by. 
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In  lien  of  the  8cliool*hon8e  at  Boeljn-Castle,  which  we  were  neces- 
Bttated  to  give  np,  a  new  school-bouse  was  built  near  the  old  one. 
It  was  opened  on  the  10th  of  August,  on  which  occasion  we  were 
favoured  with  the  presence  of  the  Bey.  Mr.  B.  a  neighbouring  Church 
of  England  clergymitfi,  and  of  Br.  Licbtenthaeler  from  Fairfield.  This 
ftchooi  has  been  in  operation  for  ten  years,  and  no  <feubt  fully  200 
children  have  been  instructed  in  it  during  this  period.  When  we 
opened  the  new  house  with  a  lovefeast  attended  hj  onlj  about  fiffcj 
persons,  old  and  young  together,  the  very  appropriate  question  was 
asked  by  one  of  the  speakers,  "  Where  are  all  the  persons  who  have 
been  educated  here  during  the  past  ten  years  P"  The  few  persons 
present,  and  the  mere  handful  of  people  belonging  to  our  Church  out 
of  the  whole  large  district,  left  a  sad  impression  on  the  mind  in  answer 
to  the  above  question. 

The  circunmtances  of  the  school  at  Schoolfield  are  somewhat  similar. 

In  September  we  had  the  pleasure  of  a  visit  from  Br.  and  Sr.  Buck* 
ley  of  the  Antigua  mission,  who  staid  with  us  for  two  weeks.  Br. 
Buckley  addresMd  the  congregation  seyeral  times  during  his  stay. 

Friendly  intercourse  with  ministers  of  other  denominations  was 
kept  up,  cniefly  by  means  of  missionary  and  Bible  meetings,  on  which 
occasions  those  present  united  in  heading  forth,  '^One  Lord,  one 
faith,  one  baptism."  It  is  pleasing  to  see  the  effects  which  the  events 
of  late  years  haye  produced  in  this  respect. — J.  J.  Seileh. 

New-Fulneck. — ^It  is  gratifying,  in  these  days  of  sin  and  tem^ 
pond  difficulties,  to  be  able  to  report  a  slight  increase  over  last  year 
m  numbers  and  income,  which,  when  taken  into  consideration  with 
other  tokens  for  good,  leads  us  to  believe  our  labour  has  not  been 
altofifether  in  vain. 

l%e  world,  the  flesh,  and  the  devil  have,  as  usual,  drawn  some 
souk  out  of  the  way.  We  especially  have  to  lament  the  fall  of 
several  very  promising  young  people,  including  a  teacher  and  his 
newly-mamed  wife.  We  regret,  too,  the  want  of  stability  on  the 
part  of  others,  which  is  sadly  fllustrated  by  the  fact  that  a  few  of 
those  who  joined  the  candidates'  class,  and  were  receiyed  or  confirmed 
in  the  course  of  the  year,  did  not  remain  faithful  till  its  close. 

The  speakings  have  given  us  opportunity  for  becoming  bettei^ 
acquainted  with  our  people.  From  oiur  experience  in  this  respect, 
we  would  venture  to  hope  that  not  only  is  the  JSpirit  of  God  striving 
with  many,  but  also  that  a  goodly  number  are  striving  to  w^  im 
the  narrow  way. 

Our  staff  of  office-bearers  has  been  increased  by  the  addition  of 
above  forty  ehapel-servants,  brethren  and  sisters,  who  were  willing 
to  keep  in*  order  the  house  of  God,  and  to  wait  at  His  doors  on  the 
Sabbath. 

Our  day-schools  haye  enjoyed  a  fair  share  of  prospmty.  The 
teacher  now  in  chM^  of  tlie  station-school  takes  great  pleasure  in 
his  work.  A  gallery  has  been  lately  erected,  which  will  help  to 
make  his  labours  more  efficient.  It  may  be  interesting  to  add,  as 
proof  of  the  spread  of  education  by  means  of  our  schools,  that  of 
sixteen  signatures  required  at  marriages  performed  this  Tear  thirteen 
were  in  nte  handwriting  of  the  parties  themselves.    The  Sunday-

school  has  been  conducted  as  usual,  and  most  of  the  teachers  have 
been  earnest  and  faithful.  The  attendance  improved  as  the  year, 
advanced,  more  especially  after  the  love-feast  held  on  the  occasion  of 
Br.  Buckley's  visit,  when  upwards  of  400  scholars  and  teachers  were 
present. 

"We  haye  been  enabled,  at  the  expense  of  the  congregation,  to 
plaster  the  new  part  of  the  church,  inside  and  out,  which  has  greatly 
improved  its  appearance.  Our  people  also  cheerfuliy  and  w3lingly 
raised  £o,  7s  for  the  burnt- out  people  of  Basseterre. 

Trials  and  drawbacks  have  not  been  wanting ;  but  they  have  been 
so  far  outnumbered  by  mercies  that  we  cannot  but  "  thank  God  and 
take  courage." — Gr.  H.  Hanna. 

Nazareth, — According  to  the  invitation  given  we  observed  the  week 
of  prayer,  and  are  happy  to  state  that  the  meetings  were  numerously 
attended  every  day.  It  was  a  season  of  blessing,  and  we  humbly 
trust  that  the  prayers  offered  have  not  been  in  vam. 

The  attendance  on  the  means  of  grace,  both  on  the  Lord's  day  and 
on  week-days,  has  been  encouraging,  with  the  exception  of  those 
months  during  which  nearly  one-half  of  the  congregation  were  absent 
at  their  ginger-grounds.  This  emigration  to  the  distant  mountains, 
where  the  people  are  literally  living  "  in  the  bush,"  is  deeply  to  be 
deplored,  as  they  are  exposed  to  temptations  of  no  ordinary  kind, 
and  fall  an  easy  prey  to  the  seductive  power  of  sin,  as  we  have  too 
often  experienced. 

The  Sunday-school  continues  to  prosper.  This  we  would  ascribe, 
under  the  blessing  of  the  Lord,  to  the  faithful  devotedness  and 

Sunctual  attendance  of  some  of  the  teachers,  who,  wo  feel  persuaded, 
ischarge  their  duties  prayerfully,  and  therefore  conscientiously. 

The  day-school  at  the  station  has  increased  in  numbers.  But, 
with  regard  to  the  out-station  school  at  Huntley,  there  is  room  for 
improvement. 

Concerning  the  spiritual  state  of  the  congregation,  we  would  cheer- 
fully bear  testimony  that,  amidst  many  imperfections,  a  work  of  grace 
is  carried  on  among  us.  This  is  evidenced  by  the  consistent  walk 
and  conversation,  not  only  of  the  old,  but  also  of  some  of  the  young, 
and  by  our  observations  at  happy  deathbeds.  Yet,  we  would  desire 
to  see  more  of  the  "  work  of  the  Spirit  **  in  many,  who  are  indeed 
very  regular  in  their  attendance  on  the  means  of  grace,  but  are,  we 
fear,  only  hearers  and  not  doers  of  the  word. 

In  temporals  our  people  had  to  endure  some  hardships  in  con* 
sequence  of  severe  drought.  This  is  the  main  cause  of  falling  off  in 
the  contributions.  We  have' indeed  no  reason  to  doubt  the  willing- 
ness  of  our  people,  with  but  few  exceptions,  but  must  ascribe  the 
falling-off  to  the  great  scarcity  of  money. 

The  Missionary  Association  has  been  active,  and  we  are  thankful 
to  report  an  increase  in  contributions,  as  compared  with  the  previous 
year. 

Wo  have  great  cause  for  thankfulness  to  the  Lord  that  the  small- 
pox, which  appeared  in  this  district  soon  after  the  drought,  and  was 
fatal  in  two  cases,  was,  through  the  blessing  of  our  Saviour  on 
proper  care  and  attention,  confined  to  a  few  lamilies,  and  gradually 
disappeared. — F.  Moderau. 
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Beaujhrt, — At  the  beginning  of  May,  Br.  and  Sr.  Ward,  who  had 
laboured  here  for  about  three  years,  lell^  for  England,  for  the  benefit 
of  Sr.  Ward's  health. 

As  the  time  of  our  service  here  has  been  short,  we  can  only  report 
the  impressions  made  upon  us.  We  are  struck  with  the  dispropor- 
tionate number  of  aged  people.  Most  of  the  young,  who  were 
baptized  and  educated  here,  seem  to  keep  at  a  distance,  not  beine 
willing  to  submit  to  the  wholesome  restraint  of  our  Church-rules  and 
discipCne.  In  many  cases  they  make  no  profession  of  religion  at  all. 
From  what  we  have  seen,  parental  authority  and  home-training,  as 
well  as  a  good  example  on  the  part  of  the  parents,  are  more  or  less 
wanting. 

The  various  services  of  the  Church  have  been  regularly  held.  Not 
a  few  of  our  members  seem  to  have  fallen  into  the  habit  of  not 
frequenting  the  house  of  God  re^larly.  Hence  all  the  meetings 
held  in  the  chapel  have  been  but  thinly  attended.  The  out-preachi^ 
places  have  usually  been  filled,  with  the  exception  of  that  at  Ashton. 

The  day-school  at  the  station  has  been  well  attended.  Two-thirds 
of  the  scholars  are  the  children  of  strangers,  who  evidently  appreciate 
the  education  of  their  children  more  than  our  own  people.  Some 
of  the  Sunday-school  teachers  love  to  receive  and  impart  instruction. 
A  number  of  our  brethren  and  sisters  have  done  well  in  every 
respect.     May  the  Lord  increase  the  number  of  the  faithful !

New-Hope, — The  year  1867  opened  with  very  fair  promise.  The 
large  attendance  at,  and  the  devotional  spirit  manifested  in,  the 
prayer-meetings  in  the  first  week  led  us  to  entertain  hopes  of  spiritual 
progress  which  have  not  been  realized.  The  attendance  on  the 
means  of  grace,  especially  on  the  Sunday  services,  has  not  been  satis- 
factory. Smfdl  as  our  old  place  of  worship  is,  there  were  generally 
a  number  of  empty  seats. 

The  amount  contributed  by  the  congregation  for  the  support  of 
the  work  is  also  lower  than  has  been  the  case  for  the  j^vious 
thirteen  years.  For  the  plea  of  poverty  advanced  by  many — and 
certainly  not  belied  by  their  dress — ^we  are  unable  to  find  a  satis- 
factory reason.  The  seasons  have  not  been  unfavourable,  and  there 
has  been  no  want  of  the  fruits  of  the  earth.  It  may  be  that  there  is 
some  measiu*e  of  unsettledness  in  the  minds  of  many,  in  the  prospect 
of  removing  from  the  old  chapel  of  New-Hope,  Parker's  Bay,  to  the 
new  one.  If  this  be  the  chief  cause  of  the  deficiency,  we  may  con- 
fidently  hope  for  better  times  in  this  respect,  as  it  is  in  a  more 
central  situation  for  the  whole  congregation,  and  much  more  com- 
modious. 

With  truly  grateinl  hearts  we  record  the  lovingkindness  of  our 
God,  who  has  spared  us  from  those  scourges  that  have  desolated 
some  other  parts  of  the  West  Indies.  The  New  Hope  congregation 
gave  tangible  expression  to  that  feeling  in  a  liberal  response  to  the 
appeal  from  St.  Kitt's — the  collection  amounting  to  £10.  7*  4d, 

Early  in  March  we  were  made  very  anxious  by  accounts  of  fanati- 
cal meetings,  held  by  some  self-styled  revivalists,  in  a  district  where 
a  number  of  our  members  reside.    We  regarded  the  matter  as  so 
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serious,  that  we  held  a  special  meeting  with  those  from  that  district. 
We  pointed  out  to  a  brother,  who  had  to  some  extent  countenanced 
them, — in  the  belief  that  they  were  sincere,  and  that  he  might  be  in** 
strumental  in  checking  their  fanaticism  and  leading  them  in  the  right 
way, — that  the  leaders  were  generally  regarded  as  disreputable  cha- 
racters, that  their  meetings  were  objectionable  as  being  held  till  late 
at  night,  that  their  fanatical  treatment  of  the  Bible  was  calculated  to 
bring  true  religion  into  contempt*  and  lastly,  that  there  was  at  least 
as  much  likelihood  that  he  woiQd  be  perverted  by  them  as  that  he 
would  do  them  good.  The  force  of  these  arguments  was  admitted, 
and  we  are  happy  to  say  that  the  promises  made  to  avoid  any  con- 
nection with  this  movement  have  been  faithfully  kept. 

The  number  of  exclusions  from  the  congregation  has  been  larger 
than  usual,  and  we  have  been  grieved  to  find  belief  in  obeah^  or 
witchcraft,  cropping  out  where  we  little  expected  to  see  it. 

Our  schools  nave  been  on  the  whole  better  attended  than  even  in 
the  previous  jrear,  and  the  fees  were  paid  with  tolerable  regularity. 
In  tnis  there  is  some  ground  of  hope  for  better  times,  which  may  our 
Lord  and  Saviour  grant  us  to  see !  A.  B.  Lutd. 

LitUz. — With  the  exception  of  the  usual  dry  weather  during  the 
first  four  months  of  the  year,  we  were  often  favoured  with  fine 
showers  of  rain ;  consequently,  our  people  have  been  somewhat 
better  ofi^,  as  regards  temporals,  than  was  the  case  the  two  previous 
years.  But  money  has  been  exceedingly  scarce  amon^  them, 
partly  owing  to  the  low  prices  they  got  for  their  produce,  and  want 
of  employment  to  earn  ready  cash.  There  was  also  a  new  tax 
levied,  in  the  form  of  a  house-tax,  and  an  additional  penny  on  every 
acre  of  land,  which  the  small  settlers  with  scanty  means  found  bur- 
densome. Our  receipts  in  Church-contributions  have  consequently 
fallen  short  of  our  expectations. 

Another  diflBculty  m  connection  with  the  outward  affairs  of  this 
congr^ation  is  the  following : — the  church  stands  in  need  of  exten- 
sive repairs,  which  will  probably  cost  £70.  The  congregation  is  so 
Eoor  tnat,  unless  the  Lord  inclines  the  hearts  of  kind  Christian 
lends  to  help,  this  work  will  not  be  accomplished  for  a  long  time  to 
come,  though  it  is  highly  desirable  that  it  should  be  done  now. 

The  attendance  at  church  has,  on  the  whole,  been  good,  and  the 
attention  paid  to  the  testimony  of  Jesus  has  been  encouraging. 
Many  have  come  to  speaking  regularly;  and,  judging  from  their 
walk  and  conversation,  we  trust  that  the  Lord  is  carrying  on  Hia 
good  work  in  their  hearts.  We  are  glad  to  say  that  a  number  of 
young  people  have  joined  us  during  the  year.  May  the  Lord 
grant  them  grace  to  remain  steadfast,  and  make  them  true  child- 
ren of  God.  On  the  other  hand,  we  have  been  grieved  at  the 
c-arelessness  of  some,  who  are  backward  in  everything  connected 
with  their  duties  as  Christians,  and  yet  do  not  seem  at  all  con- 
cerned about  it. 

It  was  sad  that  many  of  the  parents  have  not  sent  their  children 
to  school  This  was  particularly  the  case  as  regarded  the  station 
school. 
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The  meetings  at  the  out-stations  were  at  times  encouraging, 
and  we  trust  also  profitable,  especially  to  the  old,  who  are  too 
infirm  to  come  to  church. 

Eleven  persons  were  confirmed  and  admitted  to  the  Lord's  table, 
and  nine  were  received  as  congregation  members. 

Among  the  seven  brethren  and  sisters  who  departed  this  life,  we 
would  mention  one,  a  married  man,  who,  after  a  long  illness,  died  of 
consumption.  He  knew  himself  to  be  a  poor  sinner,  but  relied  on 
the  finished  work  of  Jesus,  and  had  a  desure  to  depart  and  be  with 
Him,  who  by  His  blood  purchased  our  redemption.

Bethany, — ^The  week  of  prayer  being  appointed  for  the  second 
week  in  January,  prayer-meetings  were  held  each  morning  at  the 
station,  as  also  at  the  out-stations,  Beulah,  Ebenezer,  and  Skiddaw, 
and  were  generally  well  attended. 

"We  regret  that  the  cheering  hopes  with  which  we  began  the  year 
were  not  realized  as  regards  the  schools.  The  first  discouragement 
arose  from  a  severe  drought,  which  had  set  in  already  in  December, 
and  which  led  to  great  scarcity  of  water  and  provisions.  These 
privations  were  much  increased  by  the  improvident  habits  of  the 
people,  who,  although  they  possess  plenty  of  fertile  land,  scarcely 
grow  sufficient  food  for  good  years ;  and,  though  more  or  less  severe 
droughts  are  of  frequent  occurrence,  few  have  tanks  or  water-holes 
to  preserve  a  supply  of  good  water.  On  the  20th  of  April  a  merci- 
ful providence  sent  refreshing  showers ;  but  the  scarcity  of  food 
continued  for  several  months  after,  until  the  new  corn  and  yama 
were  grown. 

During  all  this  time,  our  utmost  endeavours  to  bring  the  schools 
to  a  good  state  of  efficiency  were  in  vain,  for,  as  the  people  had  once 
formed  the  habit  of  keeping  away  the  children,  it  was  extremely  diffi- 
cult to  effect  any  improvement  in  this  respect.  In  the  autumn,  the 
coffee-picking  season  afforded  many  an  excuse  for  neglecting  the 
schools.  All  our  remonstrances,  and  our  explanations  of  the  new 
school-law,  availed  but  little  in  producing  an  impression  on  the 
parents. 

The  growing  of  ginger  in  the  mountain  wilds,  a  pursuit  largely 
engaged  in  by  Bethany  people,  has  this  year  produced  its  usual 
demoralizing  effects,  in  the  seduction  of  several  young  people  who 
were  employed  as  ginger-peelers  far  away  from  home, 

The  regular  Scripture-readers  were  employed  only  during  a  por- 
tion of  the  year,  as  means  for  their  remuneration  could  not  be 
realized. 

In  the  month  of  November,  twenty-five  persons  were  received 
into  the  congregation,  and  twentv  were  admitted  to  the  Lord's  table 
by  the  renewal  of  their  baptismal  covenant  and  the  rite  of  confirma- 
tion. 

Thirty-eight  infants  were  baptized,  and  sixteen  removals  by  death 
took  place.  As  an  additional  evidence  of  depressed  times,  we  may 
mention  that  only  two  marriages  were  celebrated  during  the  year. 

Under  such  unfavourable  circumstances  it  is  not  a  matter  of 
wonder  that  the  congregation  has  somewhat  diminished,  and  the 
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income  id  proportion.  It  should,  however,  be  remembered,  that  the 
congregation  has  in  the  course  of  the  year  contributed  £21.  18«  6d 
for  benevolent  and  local  objects,  and  about  £6.  in  labour  for  the 
benefit  of  the  buildings  at  the  station. 

As  we  began  the  year  with  hope,  so  we  would  close  it  with  thanks- 
giving. In  the  middle  of  it  serious  illness  was  experienced  in  the 
mission-family,  but  the  severity  of  the  sickness  was  mercifully  cut 
short ;  and,  although  the  people  have  had  trials,  no  heavy  calamities 
lutve  befallen  our  community,  as  has  been  the  case  in  the  Danish 
Islands.  A.  Hamilton. 

Cheapside  and  Broadleaf, —  In  reviewing  more  particularly  the 
dealings  of  the  Lord  during  the  past  year  with  the  congregation  at 
Cheapside,  we  feel  thankful  to  state  that,  although  sicknesses  of  various 
kinds,  especially  fevers,  were  very  prevalent  during  the  latter  months 
of  the  year,  cases  of  death  were  remarkably  rare,  only  three  occur- 
rences of  the  kind  having  taken  place  among  us  during  the  whole 
course  of  the  year. 

The  public  services  at  our  new  meeting-house  at  this  place  were 
on  the  whole  well  attended, — so  much  so  at  times  that  we  were  quite 
unable  to  provide  accommodation  for  all  the  hearers.  There  can  be 
no  doubt  that  the  necessity  for  the  erection  of  a  proper  church- 
building  becomes  increasingly  urgent,  for,  with  the  graaual  increase 
of  the  congregation,  and  especially  with  an  average  attendance  of 
more  than  160  Sunday  scholars,  the  space  now  at  our  disnosal  is  far 
too  limited.  We  fear  that  this  want  of  proper  accommodation  may 
ere  long  become  a  source  of  discouragement  to  us  and  others,  as  it 
is  likely  to  prevent  a  regular  attendance  on  the  part  of  many  who 
have  been  repeatedly  unable  to  find  room.  May  it  please  the  Lord 
speedily  to  supply  our  truly  pressing  want  in  this  respect,  and .  so 
provide  us  with  the  requisite  means  to  commence  the  long  and 
anxiously-desired  erection  of  a  suitable  church  at  this  new  station ! 

A  very  hc^pefol  feature  in  our  experiences  during  the  past  year  has 
been  the  faituful  attendance  of  our  Sunday-school  teachers  at  their 
weekly  meeting.  This  is,  in  fact,  under  the  Lord's  blessing,  the  chief 
cause  of  the  present  prospe/itv  of  our  Sunday-school.  The  intelligent 
zeal  manifested,  particularly  by  some  of  the  young  men,  fills  us  with 
the  happiest  hopes  for  the  future  of  this  congregation.  Most  of  them 
discharge  the  duties  of  collectors  for  the  Missionary  Association,  and 
the  fruits  of  their  activity  shew  themselves  in  a  gradual  increase  of 
the  contributions.  Occasional  evening  visits  paid  me  by  these  young 
men  and  some  of  the  helper-brethren,  are  truly^  pleasant,  and  likely 
to  become  increasingly  profitable.  We  could  wish  that  the  evidences 
of  progress  manifested  by  some  of  our  young  men  were  as  little 
doubtml  and  as  much  encouraging  on  the  nart  of  the  young  females. 
But  while  not  a  few  instances  of  sincere  aevotedness  may  be  found 
among  the  latter,  we  discover  as  yet  but  little  intelligent  activity. 
This  is  to  be  ascribed  in  a  great  measure  to  the  efiTects  of  home 
influence,  which,  especially  as  regards  the  development  of  the  female 
mind  and  character,  is  in  most  cases  very  detrimental  to  the  result 
of  efforts  to  elevate  the  one  and  enlighten  the  other. 
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The  solemn  confirmation  of  ten  persons  in  the  middle  of  the  year 
was  the  occasion  of  a  very  special  and  precious  refreshing  from  the 
presence  of  the  Lord.  And  the  reception  of  eighteen  young 
candidates  into  the  congregation  towards  the  close  of  the  year  was 
an  encouraging  token. 

The  speakings  have  been  on  the  whole  well  attended. 

The  amount  received  in  regular  church-contributions  during  the 
year  is  considerably  in  excess  of  that  of  the  previous  year, 
owing  chiefly  to  a  corresponding  increase  in  the  number  of  adult 
members. 

One  feature  in  the  review  of  our  experiences  of  the  past  year 
appears  rather  discouraging,  namely,  the  state  of  the  day-school. 
From  an  average  attendance  of  about  70  during  the  earlier  part  of 
the  year,  it  declined  to  one  of  about  40  in  the  later  months.  We  feel 
at  a  loss  as  to  the  cause  of  this  retrogression. 

With  respect  to  our  further  progress  towards  the  complete  estab- 
lishment of  this  new  station,  we  have  abundant  cause  for  thankful- 
ness to  our  gracious  Lord.  We  first  got  the  teacher's  dwelling 
finished,  and  then,  with  the  aid  of  a  liberal  grant  from  the  Idission- 
Board,  commenced  the  erection  of  a  house  for  the  minister.  This 
however  was  soon  brought  to  a  stand-still  by  the  want  of  funds.  We 
are  glad  to  report  that  our  people  have  continued  to  take  an  active 
share  in  this  work  by  setting  apart  the  Monday  in  each  week  for 
gratuitous  labour. 

It  is  a  subject  of  our  daily  earnest  prayer  that  the  Lord  would 
graciously  continue  to  help  us  forwara  with  this  important  under- 
taking, would  increase  our  faith  in  His  sure  promises,  preserve 
and  confirm  in  our  people  a  willing  and  devoted  spirit,  and  keep 
us  from  growing  faint  while  waiting  for  His  delayed  yet  certain 
aid. 

With  respect  to  the  Broadleqf  congregation,  the  past  year  was 
one  of  many  and  various  trials.  The  work  was  rather  of  a  sifting 
nature  than  calculated  to  add  to  the  numerical  strength  of  the  con- 
gregation. Br.  and  Sr.  John's  faithiiil  endeavours  to  induce, 
especially  amon^t  our  youn?  candidates,  a  more  liberal  interest 
in  the  support  of  the  cause  ot  God  have  been  blessed  with  marked 
success. 

Cases  of  exclusion  and  withdrawal  from  the  Church  have,  we  regret 
to  say,  been  uncommonly  numerous  during  the  year. 

Br.  John  states  that  he  is  thankful  to  be  able  to  testify  to  the  zeal 
and  exemplary  conduct  of  the  office-bearers  in  the  congregation,  but 
that  he  cannot  omit  to  mention  with  grief  the  sad  defection  of  one 
who  was  once  in  high  estimation  and  regarded  as  a  *'  burning  and  a 
shining  light "  in  this  congregation.  No  doubt  through  spiritual 
pride  and  carnal  self-security  he  fell  in  the  hour  of  temptation, 
thereby  causing  unutterable  grief  and  sorrow  to  his  family  and  the 
congregation ;  out  great  joy  and  triumph  to  the  enemies  of  the  truth. 

From  the  beginning  of  March  the  Scripture-reader  has  been 
aMcted  with  consumption.  Should  it  please  the  Lord  to  remove 
him  from  his  sphere  of  usefulness,  his  loss  would  be  felt  beyond  the 
limits  of  our  congregation. 
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As  regards  the  day-school  we  regret  to  be  unable  to  report  any 
improvement  as  compared  with  the  previous  year.

Befhahara, — The  year  does  not  present  anything  very  striking 
in  connection  with  this  congregation.  There  are  encouragements 
as  well  as  discouragements.  The  work  is  the  Lord's,  and  as  such 
has  its  promises.  Why  should  we  doubt  them,  and  be  disheartened, 
though  there  may  be  much  to  mourn  over  ? 

The  number  of  candidates  has  greatly  decreased,  few  having 
joined  us,  while  others  have  fallen  away.  But  a  great  many  pro- 
mising young  men  and  women  have  been  received  into  the  congre- 
gation, and  subsequently  confirmed.  Thus  on  the  14th  of  May  37 
persons  were  received  into  the  congregation,  and  on  the  10th  of 
November  34  were  confirmed,  of  whom  14  were  from  Harmon's 
and  Patricktown. 

At  Harmon's  the  number  of  adults  under  our  charge  has  in- 
creased in  the  last  two  years  from  8  to  48.  The  schools  at  that 
place,  as  well  as  the  meetings  held  by  the  teacher  and  helper,  are 
well  attended.  Preparations  are  now  being  made  for  laying  the 
foundation  of  a  school  and  meeting-house,  which  is  to  be  50  feet 
long  and  24  broad.  A  welcome  donation  from  a  society  of  ladies  in 
Edinburgh,  and  others  from  our  congregation  at  Mirfield,  in  York- 
shire, and  from  kind  individual  friends,  greatly  helped  and  en- 
couraged the  people  in  their  work. 

The  monthly  services  at  Sunday-school  at  Patricktown  continue 
to  be  well  attended. 

At  a  meeting  held  at  Old  England  about  the  middle  of  the  year, 
the  people  resolved  to  commence  the  building  of  a  school  and 
meetmg-nouse.  The  want  of  a  school  is  much  felt  there,  and  their 
desire  is  to  have  one  on  the  same  plan  as  at  Harmon's.  Since 
then  they  have  devoted  every  Monaay  to  the  work,  building  a 
boundary-wall  round  the  land,  which  was  given  for  this  purpose  by 
a  communicant  sister,  and  preparing  lime  and  sawing  wood,  which 
materials  had  to  be  carriect  from  a  distance  of  two  miles.  At  that 
place  we  also  hope  soon  to  see  the  foundation  laid  for  a  building 
36  feet  by  20.  It  is  evident  that  the  Lord's  blessing  rests  on 
this  work.  The  zeal  of  the  people  increases  in  spite  of  difficulties, 
and,  as  they  themselves  express  it,  they  never  felt  so  united  toge- 
ther as  they  do  now. 

With  regard  to  the  spiritual  state  of  the  congregation,  we  have 
cause  to  mourn  over  much  lukewarmness ;  several  members  had  to 
be  disowned  for  entirely  neglecting  the  means  of  grace ;  the  dis- 
trict-meetings were  but  thinly  attended,  and  many  of  the  candidates 
came  very  irregularly  to  their  speaking. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  year  we  were  not  a  little  alarmed  by  a 
certain  kind  of  party-spirit  which  was  manifested  in  the  neighbour- 
hood, and  likewise  crept  in  among  our  flock.  But  this  soon  sub- 
sided. Contributions  towards  sel^support  have  been  very  slow  in 
coming  in.  E.  Weiss. 
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Rmale  Training  School. — This  institution  has  ^ne  ou  in  its 
usual  course.  There  was  a  marked  improvement  in  the  conduct  and 
learning  of  the  pupils,  in  spite  of  many  difficulties  which  had  to  be 
contended  with.  That  much  yet  remains  to  be  done  cannot  be 
wondered  at,  when  it  is  taken  into  consideration  how  backward  they 
are  in  every  respect  when  they  enter  the  Institution — some  of  them 
being  scarcelv  able  to  write  or  spell.  Could  they  enter  at  an  earlier 
age,  when  they  leave  the  day-schools,  no  doubt  much  would  be 
gained.  But  an  interval  of  two  or  three  years,  during  which  they 
have  neither  the  opportunity  nor  the  desire  to  improve  themselves, 
is  not  only  time  lost,  but  actually  puts  them  back. 

Another  great  drawback  is  the  fact  that,  when  once  they  are  in 
the  school,  their  friends  and  relatives  no  longer  consider  them  as 
caUed  upon  to  serve,  but  as  entitled  to  be  served. 

The  interest  shewn  by  the  pupils  in  several  of  the  secular  branches, 
as  well  as  in  the  religious  instruction,  was  encouraging. 

One  of  the  scholars,  an  orphan,  sold  her  small  property,  \fx  order 
to  defray  the  expenses  of  her  training. 

Two  left  in  the  course  of  the  year,  having  been  called'  to  occupy 
positions  as  teachers. 

According  to  a  resolution  passed  in  the  mission-conference,  a  trial 
was  made  with  taking  a  few  boarders.  Three  have  since  entered, 
two  of  whom  are  giving  satisfaction.  E.  W£iss. 

Springfield.— In  considering  the  past  year,  we  have  great  cause  to 
thank  and  praise  the  Lord  for  His  many  mercies.  He  has  indeed 
crowned  the  year  with  His  goodness.  Though  we,  as  a  congregation, 
have  not  been  without  our  trials  and  troubles,  the  Lord  has  dealt 
very  mercifully  with  us,  and  helped  us  through  them. 

The  public  services,  as  well  as  speakings,  have  in  general  been  well 
attended,  and,  in  comparison  with  the  previous  year,  there  was  some 
improvement.  During  the  latter  part  of  the  year  a  good  many 
came  to  join  and  rejoin  for  speaking,  some  of  whom  had  been  ex* 
eluded  for  years,  and  during  that  time  very  seldom  came  to  church. 
These  expressed  sorrow  for  their  folly,  and,  we  have  reason  to 
believe,  were  in  good  earnest. 

Contributions  tot  church  and  missionary  purposes  have  not  come 
in  so  readily  as  we  could  have  wished ;  but  we  believe  this  to  be 
more  owing  to  the  very  small  prices  obtained  for  produce,  and 
additional  taxation,  than  to  any  unwillingness. 

The  examination  of  the  day-scholars  gave  us  satisfaction.  Those 
children  who  had  come  pretty  regularly  had  made  good  progress, 
«nd  we  were  especially  pleased  with  the  ready  and  correct  answers 
given  by  them  to  questions  on  Bible  history,  with  which  they  are 
well  acquaiuted. 

The  Scripture-reader  has,  during  the  year,  yi;)ited  the  sick  and 
careless  in  the  various  districts.  Some  of  the  places  where  he  goes 
cannot  be  reached  on  horseback.  He  was,  in,  general,  well  re- 
ceived, and  met  with  encouragement  in  his  work. 

The  work  is  the  Lord's,  and  we  trust  He  will  provide  men  and 
means  to  carry  it  on.  L.  Kieldsek. 
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Aktigxta.  St.  Jcihn^s. — There  has  been  no  special  work  of  grace 
to  record  during  the  year ;  but  we  have  been  permitted  to  enjoy  all 
the  services  of  the  Church,  nnd  all  the  means  of  grace,  without  inter- 
ruption. These  have  bet!n  atWded  as  usual,  and  frequently  large 
congregations  have  assembled  on  Sunday  eyenings  to  listen  to  the 
offers  of  salvation.  But  we  have  still  to  mourn  over  much  coldness, 
deadness,  and  formality.     . 

The  merciful  exemption  from  calamity,  which  we  have  enjoyed, 
has  not  had  that  salutary  influence  which  we  should  have  expected, 
so  true  it  is  that  sinful  man  despises  *'  the  richness  of  Good's  good- 
ness, and  forbearance,  and  longsuflering,  not  knowing  that  the  good- 
ness of  God  leadeth  us  to  repentance.*' 

But  few  changes  have  taken  place  in  the  classes  of  the  Church.  As 
usual,  we  have  lost  some  by  death,  and  others  through  sin's  seduc- 
tions ;  but  these  losses  have  been  nearly  made  up  by  the  increased 
number  of  young  persons,  who  have  presented  themselves  for  admis- 
sion to  ^he  Church. 

Among  the  events  that  have  transpired  during  the  year,  we  may 
notice  the  formation  of  a  Dorcas-society,  for  the  purpose  of  supply- 
ing clothing  to  the  destitute.  Several  ladies,  not  members  of  our 
church,  have  become  active  members  of  this  society,  which  has 
already  proved  useful,  enabling  aged  members  to  come  to  church, 
and  children  to  attend  the  schools. 

The  cftily  case  of  adult  baptism  was  that  of  a  sea  captain,  who  was 
brought  to  this  port  dangerously  ill,  and  placed  in  the  hospital.  He 
stated  that  he  had  been  blessed  with  pious  parents,  who  had  brought 
him  up  religiously,  but  that,  forgetting  all  their  counsels,  he  had  led 
a  wild  and  reckless  life.  He  expressed  deep  penitence  for  his  past 
life  of  sin,  and  earnestly  requested  to  be  baptized.  As  he  appeared 
to  understand  the  Oospel  clearly,  and  expressed  his  belief  in  Jesus 
as  his  Saviour,  his  request  was  complied  with.  After  his  baptism  he 
gradually  grew  worse,  until  death  ended  his  sufferings.  Owing  to 
some  injury  of  the  brain,  he  was  subject  to  severe  suffering ;  but  he 
always  appeared  glad  to  have  the  Bible  read  to  him,  fervently  joined 
in  the  prayers  offered,  and  at  such  times  was  perfectly  quiet.  May 
we  not  hope  that,  in  this  case,  a  pious  mother's  prayers  were  answered 
in  the  salvation  of  her  son  ?  B.  Eohio. 

Beport  of  the  Schools  in  Antigua, — During  the  year  we  have  had 
20  day-schools  in  operation  in  various  parts  of  the  island.  Of  these 
15  are  located  at  the  various  mission  stations,  and  5  in  villages  at 
some  distance  from  the  stations. 

The  number  of  children  attending  the  schools  during  the  year 
amounted  to  1402,  which,  we  regret  to  say,  is  236  less  than  the  pre- 
vious year.  This  decrease  is  accounted  for  by  the  distress  occasioned 
by  the  long  drought  of  1866,  which  caused  a  very  short  crop  and 
scarcity  of  provisions  in  1867.  Many  of  the  labouring  class  had  not 
the  means  of  obtaining  a  sufficiency  of  either  lood  or  clothing  during 
9,  considerable  porticm  of  the  year. 

Twenty-five  teachei*s  have  been  employed,  nearly  all  of  whom  have 
been  trained  in  our  institutions.

In  consequence  of  the  decreased  attendance  in  the  schools,  only 
£146.  9*  lOd  has  been  received  for  school-fees,  which  is  about  £13 
less  than  in  the  previous  year. 

In  many  of  the  schools  the  examinations  shewed  that  satisfactorr 
improvement  had  been  made  by  those  pupils  who  had  attended  with 
any  degree  of  regularity.  But  in  some  of  the  localities,  where  the 
children  are  employed  in  picking  cotton,  the  attendimce  was  very 
irregular,  and  the  improvement,  if  any,  very  small. 

We  are  glad  to  report  that  the  new  year  (1868)"  has  commenced 
with  a  great  improvement  in  the  attendEince  at  all  the  schools.  This, 
no  doubt,  arises  from  the  fruitful  season  with  which  we  have  been 
blessed. 

At  present  the  day-schools  are  a  heavy  charge  on  the  Mission- 
Fund, — already  burdened  with  a  debt.  But  to  close  them  on  that 
account  would  do  serious  injury  to  the  work  in  which  we  are  engaged, 
and  consign  the  rising  generation  in  these  islands  to  ignorance  and 
barbarism.  We  earnestly  hope  that  the  continued  liberality  of  the 
friends  of  Christian  education  will  enable  us  to  go  on  with  this  good 
and  important  work. 

We  nave  18  Sunday-schools,  attended  by  1603  juveniles  and  660 
adults,  total  2169,  being  an  increase  of  32.  There  are  234  unpaid 
teachers,  male  and  female.  G.  W.  Westeeby. 

Training-School  for  Female  Teachers^  Si.  John's, — We  are  thankful 
to  be  able,  at  the  close  of  another  year,  to  give  a  favourable  report 
of  this  institution. 

The  conduct  of  the  pupils  has  given  satisfection,  and  the  examin- 
ation, which  took  place  in  July,  afforded  evidence  of  their  having 
made  good  progress  in  their  studies.  The  first  of  the  pupils  obtained 
699  marks  out  of  847 ;  the  second,  596  out  of  the  same  number,  and 
the  last  on  the  list  about  half. 

We  have  had,  on  an  average,  nine  pupils  during  the  year,  three  of 
whom  have  been  sent  out  to  school-service — one  to  commence  an 
infant-school  at  Gracefield,  another  to  take  charge  of  the  day-school 
at  Johnson's  Point,  and  the  third  to  Gracebay,  aa  teacher  of  the 
school  at  that  station.  The  two  last-named  schools  were  formerly 
supplied  with  male  teachers,  but,  through  the  increasing  poverty  of 
the  districts,  the  school-fees  were  so  much  diminished  in  amount  as 
to  render  necessary  the  appointment  of  female  teachers  at  a  lower 
salary.    These  schools  are  doing  better  under  the  present  teachers. 

Three  new  pupils  have  been  received  in  the  course  of  the  year, 
one  of  whom  was  dismissed  after  trial,  on  account  of  her  want  of 
diligence  and  energy. 

As  the  contributions  towards  the  support  of  the  Training-School 
are  quite  insufficient  for  that  purpose,  we  continue  in  connection 
with  it  a  day-school  for  the  children  of  the  middle  classes  of  this 
city,  the  fees  paid  by  the  pupils  of  which  go  towards  the  support  of 
the  Training-School.  In  this  day-school  we  have  had  80  pupils 
during  the  year,  and  have  employed  six  teachers.  In  it  we  also 
educate,  free  of  diarge,  the  children  of  native  missionaries,  and  pro- 
vide board  for  the  girls.     We  also  educate  the  children  of  the  Euro- 
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pean  missionaries,  until  they  arrive  at  tlie  age  at  which  they  are  sent 
to  Europe. 

By  means  of  contributions  received  from  friends  in  England — 
amounting  to  £32. — and  the  fees  paid  by  day-scholars,  we  have  been 
able  to  defray  all  the  expenses  of  the  institution,  without  drawing 
on  the  Mission  Fund.  For  this  we  desire  to  record  our  thanksgiving 
to  our  Divine  Master,  whose  blessing  maketh  rich,  and  whose  care 
and  favour  we  have  experienced  during  another  year. 

We  again  commend  to  the  kind  remembrance  and  prayers  of  our 
brethren  and  friends  this  institution,  which  continues,  under  the 
divine  blessing,  to  be  a  means  of  much  good  in  this  island.

Five  Islands. — "We  bless  God  our  Saviour,  whose  preserving  and 
prospering  hand  has  been  over  us  during  the  time  past,  though  the 
latter  part  of  the  year  was  a  season  of  general  sickness  in  the  neigh- 
bourhood. 

The  long  drought  which  was  severely  felt,  and  proved  very  dis- 
tressing, causing  much  poverty  and  sufiering,  has  come  to  an  end. 
The  Lord  has  not  forgotten  to  supply  our  bodily  wants.  He  has 
sent  us  rain  from  heaven  and  fruitful  seasons,  filling  our  hearts 
with  food  and  gladness. 

And  in  the  spiritual  blessings  of  His  grace  the  Lord  has  been 
equally  mindful  of  us.  The  place  for  divine  worship,  in  this  isolated 
district  of  the  island,  has  been  regularly  frequentea  on  Sundays  and 
other  occasions,  by  a  very  satisfactory  attendance,  and,  we  humbly 
trust,  not  without  a  blessing  for  some  hearts. 

The  week  of  prayer  at  the  beginning  of  the  year,  in  union  with 
our  fellow-Christians  throughout  the  world,  was  observed  with 
devotion  and  deep  interest. 

The  Sunday-scnool  continues  in  its  usual  course  ;  but  many  who 
should  have  been  under  instruction  were  employed,  as  was  the  case 
in  the  previous  year,  in  picking  cotton. 

During  the  year,  four  persons  were  received  into  Church-fellow- 
ship, and  seven  coufirmed  and  admitted  to  the  Holy  Communion. 

As  the  Lord  has  greatly  refreshed  tlie  parched  soil  around  us,  so 
mav  He  deign  to  la^  His  abundant  blessing  on  this  congregation, 
and  send  prosperity  into  our  souls.

Oreenhav, — This  year  was  begun  in  the  usual  manner,  with 
prayer  and  praise.  The  first  week  was  observed  with  special  meet- 
ings, which  were  well  attended. 

Br.  and  Sr.  Buckl^  being  in  ill  health,  the  doctor  recommended 
ehange  and  rest,  and  they  obtained  six  months'  leave  of  absence 
for  a  visit  to  Jamaica.  During  that  time  the  conCTegation  was 
served  by  Br.  Moore,  of  the  Training  Institution,  and  the  brethren 
from  St.  John's.  Each  department  of  the  work  was  well  attended 
to. 

The  subscriptions  and  missionary  contributions  fdl  off  during  the 
year.  It  is  however  worthy  of  notice  that  the  congregation  had  in 
the  latter  part  of  the  previous  year,  and  the  early  part  of  the  one 
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under  review,  costributed  over  thirty  pounds  for  tte  painting  of 
the  inside  of  the  church. 

As  we  have  had  favourable  weather  and  the  promise  of  good 
crops  throughout  the  island,  it  is  to  be  hoped  that  next  year's  con- 
tributions will  be  better  than  this. 

With  regard  to  the  spiritual  state  of  the  congregation,  there  are 
many  whom  we  believe  to  be  iarue  children  of  the  Lord,  and  who 
by  their  walk  and  conversation  give  evidence  that  they  know  in 
vrhom  they  believe, — ^while  some  give  trouble,  and  disgrace  their 
Christian  profession.  J.  A.  Buckley. 

Oracehill. — The  meetings  of  the  week  of  prayer  were  well  at- 
tended at  the  station  and  the  out-preaching  places.  The  same  may 
be  said  of  Passion-week.  To  many  these  were  '*  times  of  refreshing 
from  the  presence  of  the  Lord."  • 

In  the  first  three  quarters  of  the  year,  all  our  public  services 
were  well  attended ;  but  the  last  was  marked  by  a  signal  falling  off. 
This  was  caused  by  a  prevailing  fever,  arising  from  the  heavy  rains 
which  have  continued  to  fall  ever  since  April,  with  the  exception  of 
the  month  of  August.  One-third  of  our  people  have  suffered  from 
sickness,  and  hence  our  audiences  have  been  small.  This  sickness 
was  not  serious  in  character,  as  the  number  of  deaths  was  below 
the  average ;  but  it  kept  people  within  doors  for  two  or  three  weeks 
at  a  time,  or  even  longer. 

Our  missionary  collectors  have  been  zealous  in  visiting  the  neigh- 
bourhood, and  hive  met  monthly  for  prayer.  The  result  has  been 
large  gatherings  at  our  half-yearly  missionary  lovefeasts. 

Bepairs  and  improvements  in  the  church,  entered  on  in  1866 
have  been^  finished,  and  the  inside  painted.  The  organ  has  also 
been  repaired  and  supplied  with  a  new  stop.  This  has  caused  a 
total  outlay  of  £80.  The  whole  has  been  raised  except  about  £11, 
which  we  have  no  doubt  will  be  forthcoming  in  the  first  quarter  of 
the  new  year.  To  our  esteemed  brethren  H.  Webster  and  W. 
Proctor,  our  sincere  thanks  are  due,  and  are  hereby  tendered,  for 
their  kind  assistance  in  collecting  from  our  brethren  and  friends  in 
the  Pulneck  and  Horton  congregations,  the  sum  of  ^12.  IS*  lOd 
towards  our  church  repairs,  Ac. 

Our  day  and  Sunday-schools  have  scarcely  maintained  their  num- 
bers, and  the  school-fees  have  fallen  off  considerably.  A  few  of  the 
elder  scholars  have  joined  the  candidates'  class. 

We  have  to  lament  the  inroads  Satan  has  made  in  our  flock. 
Not  only  has  he  been  in  too  many  cases  successful  among  the  young, 
but  even  many  of  the  older  members  have  fallen  a  prey  to  tempta- 
tion. Helpers,  Sunday-school  teachers,  church-servants,  and  many 
others  have  had  to  be  excluded.  In  some,  however,  we  have  per- 
ceived tokens  of  repentance. 

We  have  admitted  17  to  the  Lord's  table,  and  86  have  been 
received  into  the  congregation  during  the  year. 

Our  visits  to  the  s  ck  and  dying  have  been  well  received.

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Ghraeebay. — Our  residence  at  Graoebay  commenced  at  the  begin- 
ning of  last  year,  at  which  time  also  we  first  took  sole  charge  of  a 
congregation.  Hence  we  may  look  back  on  the  past  year  with  a 
particidar  interest.  The  feeling  uppermost  in  our  minds  at  the  end 
of  1867  may  be  expressed  in  these  words:  **It  is  of  the  Lord's 
mercies  that  we  are  not  consumed."  Called  away  after  but  a 
very  short  experience  in  the  work,  J;o  the  most  remote  and  solitary 
station  of  the  island,  far  from  advising  and  comforting  firiends,  with 
all  the  responsibility  of  new  duties  resting  on  us,  and  trying  inci- 
dental difficulties  crowding  in  besides,  we  have  indeed  been-  some- 
times sorely  troubled  and  perplexed,  Yet  our  e^racious  Lord  has 
constantly  upheld  us,  and  brought  us  to  the  end  of  this  our  first 
first  year  with  rejoicing. 

This  congregation,  though  counting  among  its  members  persons 
liying«as  far  as  three  or  four  miles  distant,  on  both  sides  of  the 
station,  is  at  once  the  smallest  and  poorest  of  all  our  congregations 
in  Antigua.  It  is  now  much  smaller  and  weaker  than  it  was  in 
years  gone  by.  Still,  we  are  not  consumed,  and  the  last  spark  of 
life  is  not  yet  crushed  out.  Of  this  we  have  often  had  clear  and 
surprising  proofs.  When  we  were  at  times  near  losing  all  courage, 
under  the  impression  that  coarse  sensualisim  and  low  greediness 
had  driven  away  the  name  of  God  and  the  Spirit  of  Christ  from 
this  neighbourhood,  it  has  been  a  great  comfort  to  come  across  at 
least  a  few  faithful  souls,  who  in  spite  of  poverty  and  distress  had 
never  bowed  their  knees  to  Baal,  tt  has  been  further  very  en- 
couraging to  observe  how  deeply-rooted  and  widely-spread  in  this 
neighbourhood  is  the  influence,  not  so  much  of  our  Church,  as  of 
the  great  work  of  God  at  this  place  in  former  times.  The  good 
seed  sown  by  the  Lord's  servants  who  now  rest  in  their  graves, 
bears  fruit  to  this  day.  This  has  revived  in  us  the  faith  that  G^  will 
not  quench  the  smoking  flax,  and  that  His  work  will  yet  revive 
and  nourish. 

We  are  of  course  unable  to  compare  the  attendance  at  church,  &c., 
with  that  of  former  years ;  but  we  believe  there  has  been  no  decrease. 

The  classes  of  candidates  have  much  increased,  and  have  improved 
in  regularity  of  attendance. 

The  number  of  communicants  is  lower  than  it  was  previously, 
although  nine  persons  were  confirmed  at  Easter.  This  is  chiefly 
owing  to  our  having  taken  ofi*  the  names  of  some  who  had  long 
been  communicants  only  in  name. 

The.  substitution  of  female  teachers  for  males  in  the  day-schools 
has  not  considerably  lowered  the  expense,  but  has  proved  successful 
in  other  respects — ^the  schools  being  in  good  order,  faithfully  and 
properly  conducted,  and  in  a  more  healuiy  condition  than  at  the 
Deginning  of  the  year.  The  numbers  are  indeed  still  very  low,  uid 
the  interest  taken  by  the  parents  in  their  children's  progress  is  but 
small. 

The  timely  arrival  of  large  gifts  of  clothing  from  kind  Christian 
friends  in'  England  enabled  us  to  cheer  the  hearts  of  many  poor 
persons  on  Christmas  Eve.  A  young  mahogany-tree  was  fitted  up 
as  a  Christmas-tree  and  placea   in    the    school-house.     There    a 
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large  assembly  met,  with  whom  we  sang  some  verses,  and  read 
the  narrative  of  our  Saviour's  birth.  About  fifty  persons,  who  had 
been  specially  invited,  received  useful  articles  of  clothing.  Our 
stock  was  even  then  not  quite  exhausted. 

At  the  dose  of  fche  year  we  could  heartily  thank  the  Lord  for 
having  graciously  preserved  us  from  such  perils  as  have  befallen 
some  neighbouring  islands,  and  for  rejoicing  us  with  rain  and  fruit^ 
ful  seasons  afber  a  protracted  drought.       L.  B.  Wxjbbbsohke. 

Oedarhall, — The  attendance  at  the  public  services  on  Sundays 
has  been  better  than  during  the  previous  year,  as  also  the  attention 
and  general  behaviour  of  the  people.  Quarrels  have  been  compara- 
tively rare,  and  very  few  of  our  people  have  been  with  their  com- 
plaints to  the  magistrates,  which  in  former  years  was  a  very  common 
practice.  The  testimony  of  the  helpers  is  that  they  do  not  meet 
with  the  same  rude  behaviour  which  they  formerly  had  to  contend 
with,  and  that  the  people  are  more  ready  to  listen  to  advice. 

The  speakings  have  been  pretty  well  attended  up  to  the  last  three 
months,  when  many  had  to  keep  back  from  want  of  money  to  pay 
their  contributions.  Though  the  year  has  been  blest  with  abimdant 
rains,  money  has  been  very  scarce  in  this  part  of  the  island,  owing 
to  the  circumstance  that  only  two  or  three  estates  are  in  cultivation. 

Sometimes  we  get  disheartened,  and  think  the  people  might  do 
more  (as  it  is  true  many  of  them  might,)  but  when  we  go  to  their 
homes,  and  witness  their  wretchedness — there  being  in  many  of 
them  nothing  in  the  shape  of  comfort — we  wonder  where  the  money 
comes  from. 

Sometimes,  on  Sunday  afternoons,  we  go  to  the  villages  to  preach. 
In  some  of  them  there  is  nothing  to  remind  one  of  the  Lord's  day, 
Numbers  have  only  a  few  rags  of  the  worst  description  to  cover 
them,  and  some  are  nearly  naked.  Numbers  of  the  children  can 
attend  neither  church  nor  Sunday-school,  for  want  of  clothing,  and 
this,  together  vri th  their  employment  in  cotton-picking,  has  had  an 
almost  ruinous  effect  on  the  day-schools.  What  to  do  to  remedy  the 
evil  we  know  not. 

During  the  year  we  have  painted  our  church,  at  a  cost  of  over  £60. 
The  means  for  this  we  have  raised,  so  that  none  of  the  expense 
will  fall  on  the  Misison-Fund. 

Among  those  who  have  departed,  there  were  in  some  the  evidences 
of  real  faith.     Several  instances  of  very  sudden  death  occurred. 

The  number  of  exclusions  this  year  has  been  unusually  large, 
amounting  to  nearly  forty;  but  these  have  been  met  by  the  resto- 
ration of  thirty-three  to  their  privileges,  and  the  reception  of  thirty- 
seven  into  the  congregation. 

The  work  here  is  one  of  faith.  We  sow  the  seed  in  hope.  But 
so  many  have  been  our  disappointments  that  we  are  almost  afraid 
to  name  the  ftiture.  Our  spiritual  winter  here  of  cold  and  ice  has 
been  so  long,  that  we  can  scarcely  represent  in  imagination  the 
genial  warmtn  of  spring,  and  its  beautiful  rising  flowers.  But  our 
earnest  wish  and  prayer  is,  that  the  Lord  may  smile  upon  this  spi- 
ritual wilderness  and  soon  make  it  to  blossom  as  the  rose.

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Ih'aining'School  at  CfedlarAaW.— Since  our  last  report  the  lives  ci 
all  more  immediately  connected  with  this  institution  have  been 
mercifully  preserved.  Fevers  have  carried  off  many  in  this  island ; 
yet,  though  we  have  frequently  had  our  anxieties  aroused  on  account 
of  the  illness  of  some  of  our  number,  we  are  all  alive  and  well,  to 
thank  our  God  for  sparing  mercy. 

To  us  the  past  year,  like  its  predecessors,  has  been  marked  by  its 
trials.  One  of  these  has  been  the  difficulty  found  in  bringing  some 
of  the  pupils  to  appreciate  the  importance  of.  good  conduct.  We 
regret  being  obliged  to  state  that  one  or  two  of  our  lads,  of  whom 
in  other  respects  we  could  have  written  satisfactorily,  possess  a  hot 
temper,  liable  to  be  roused  by  rather  slight  provocation.  This  qua- 
lity, imdesirable  in  any  individual,  is  especially  so  in  a  teacher,  whose 
position  must  so  frequently  present  the  severest  tests  of  temper  and 
patience.  We  have  not  neglected  to  give  those  lads  to  whom  re- 
ference is  made,  scriptural  advice  as  to  the  ruling  of  their  spirits ; 
and  we  trust  they  are  earnestly  seeking  the  grace  of  the  Saviour  to 
subdue  their  souk  into  a  conformity  of  His  blessed  example  of  meek- 
ness of  spirit. 

This  observation  leads  us  to  touch  on  a  very  important  subject, — 
the  personal  piety  of  our  pupils.  We  would  rejoice  to  be  able  to 
report  an  upward  moral  progress  as  very  distinctly  manifested  on 
the  part  of  these  young  men.  Our  past  experience  cannot  but 
awaken  within  us  the  most  serious  concern  in  presence  of  the  ques- 
tion whether  all  our  young  men  here  are  converted  and  led  by  the 
Spirit  of  God.  In  reference  to  some  of  them  we  could  enumerate 
some  hopeful  signs ;  but  this  is  still  a  subiect  in  regard  to  which  we 
would  earnestly  entreat  the  prayers  of  all  who  take  an  interest  in 
the  great  object  of  this  and  similar  institutions. 

Throughout  the  past  year  we  have  conducted  the  teaching  work 
with  some  degree  of  dissatisfaction  to  ourselves.  We  believe  that 
all  the  pupils  might  have  acquired  considerably  more  than  they  have, 
if  they  could  have  been  taught  to  better  advantage.  Scarcely  a  day 
have  we  been  able  to  do  all  the  business  marked  out  by  our  routine 
of  lessons,  not  always  because  the  scholars  had  failed  to  make  the 
necessary  preparations  for  the  classes,  but  more  so,  from  the  incon- 
venience arising  from  having  pupils  of  differing  degrees  of  ability 
and  attainments,  and  being  obliged  to  attend  to  each  according  to 
the  various  degrees  of  attainment  reached  in  certain  branches  of 
study.  Generally  speaking,  however,  they  have  made  satisfactory 
progress.     Some  of  them  have  been  exceedingly  diligent. 

In  the  course  of  the  year  we  received  two  young  men — one  from 
Tobago,  and  one  belonging  to  this  island.  Both  have  commenced 
well.  Late  in  the  year  we  sent  out  three  young  men — two  to  St. 
Croix,  and  one  to  St.  Kitt's. 

A  written  examination  was  held  early  in  the  year,  and  was  con- 
ducted by  the  Brethren  Westerby,  Mumford,  Batt,  and  Wurreschke, 
J.  U.  W.  Elliott,  Esq.,  Inspector  of  Schools,  and  the  tutor.  There 
were  ten  pupils  examined.  The  maximum  of  marks  was  2200.  Of 
these  the  highest  gained  1931,  and  the  lowest  800,  while  eight  of  the 
ten  gained  above  the  half. 
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A  liberal  donation  of  £10,  sent  by  kind  friends  tbrougb  Bishop 
Westerby,  bas  been  thankfully  received.  We  sincerely  wish  that, 
in  the  present  state  of  the  iiinds  of  our  Missions,  the  hearts  of  other 
kind  friends  might  be  stirred  np  to  enable  this  institution — so  in- 
valuable an  adjunct  of  our  Missions,  if  blessed  with  success  in  its 
efforts  to  train  up  and  send  forth  into  our  schools  suitable  men 
— ^to  be  continued  without  bearing  so  heavily  on  our  Mission  funds. 
And  let  us  all  pray  that  the  Lord  the  Spirit  may  so  work  in  the 
hearts  of  our  lads,  that  they  give  themselves  to  Christ.  Mav 
Jesus  fill  their  souls  with  His  grace,  for  with  this  the  youth 
of  comparatively  poor  ability  and  slender  acquirements  will  prove 
serviceable  in  the  Master's  vineyard;  while  without  it,  the  most 
shining  talents,  the  most  powerful  genius,  and  the  most  extensive 
stores  of  acquired  knowledge,  instead  of  proving  a  blessing,  may 
only  become  a  curse  to  the  possessor  and  to  others. — H.  Moors. 

Newfield. — The  year  1867  will  long  be  remembered  by  our  people 
as  among  the  hard  times  of  their  temporal  experience.  It  is  true 
that  since  the  month  of  May  rain  fell  more  regularly  and  abundantly 
than  for  many  jears  past,  and  that  then  the  cultivation  of  the 
ground  for  provisions  was  extensive ;  but,  as  the  harvest  does  not 
closely  follow  the  sowing-time,  the  scarcity  of  fresh  provisions  lasted 
till  nearly  the  close  of  the  year.  In  addition  to  this,  imported  pro- 
visions, and  materials  for  clothing,  were  high  in  price.  And,  in 
reference  to  this  congregation,  we  must  mention  that  two  of  the 
largest  estates  in  this  neighbourhood,  where  many  of  our  people 
laboured,  were  completely  thrown  out  of  cultivation,  and  the  mules 
and  oxen  employed  in  working  them  were  sold. 

But,  notwithstanding  these  adverse  circumstances,  the  year  opened 
very  promisingly.  The  people  came  to  church,  attended  the  speak- 
ings, and  paid  their  contributions  in  a  manner  even  beyond  our 
expectations.  But  from  the  month  of  April  there  was  a  general 
falling  off  in  these  respects.  We  are,  however,  sure  that,  generally 
speaking,  the  willing  mind  still  continues  in  our  people,  and  this 
leads  us  confidently  to  hope  that,  as  the  times  improve,  so  there  will 
likewise  be  an  improvement  in  the  performance  of  their  religious 
duties. 

Means  for  the  sustenance  and  nourishment  of  spiritual  life  have 
been  abundantly  provided.  Yet  not  a  few  have  been  like  the  fig- 
tree  planted  in  the  vineyard ;  fruit  has  been  sought,  but  in  vain. 
The  case  of  some  has  been  worse  than  barren — not  less  than  ten 
communicant  members,  most  of  whom  were  punctual  in  the  discharge 
of  their  outward  duties,  having  been  excluded .  for  gross  sins.  At 
the  same  time  we  record,  with  gratitude  to  the  I^rd,  that  many 
have  borne  fruit,  walking  consiirtently  with  their  profes»ion,  and 
actively  engaging  in  the  Lord's  work.  Some  of  our  brethren  go  out 
on  Sunday  afternoons,  distributing  tracts,  and  occasionally  reading 
aloud  to  groups  of  idlers  whom  they  meet  in  their  way.  Others  go 
to  the  different  estates  in  the  neighbourhood,  collecting  for  the  Mis- 
sions.  And  some  have,  on  their  death-beds,  borne  pleasing  testimony

to  the  work  of  grace  in  their  hearts,  shewing  that  to  them  the  Gbspel 
was  the  power  of  God  unto  salvation. 

Oar  Sunday-schools  have  not  been  so  well  attended  as  we  could 
have  wished,  partly  on  account  of  deamess  of  clothing.  But  the 
day  schools  have  been  a  little  in  advance  of  the  previous  year. 

We  still  have  to  complain  of  the  early  removal  of  the  children 
from  school  to  go  to  work  in  the  field,  as  well  as  of  the  irregular 
attendance  of  others,  who  are  often  kept  back  by  their  parents  to 
assist  in  the  picking  of  cotton. 

The  cottage  meetings  on  the  different  estates  in  the  neighbourhood 
have  been  maintained.  At  six  places  we  hold  monthly  meetings  on 
Sunday  afternoons,  and  the  attendances  have  been  very  encouraging. 
At  the  close  of  these  services  the  people  generally  collect  a  few 
pence  to  aid  the  mission  cause.  W.  Batt. 

Lebanon. — During  the  week  of  prayer  in  January,  it  was  our 
happiness  to  see  the  evening  meetings — which  were  regularly  held — 
very  numerously  attended,  while  the  deep  seriousness  that  prevailed 
tended  not  a  little  to  cheer  and  fill  our  hearts  with  gratitude  to  the 
Lord. 

Though  we  are  unable  to  speak  of  a  general  improvement  in 
spiritual  matters,  we  are,  nevertheless,  thankful  to  be  able  to  say 
that  proofs  have  not  been  wanting  of  the  Divine  blessing  on  the 
efforts  used  for  the  conversion  of  souls. 

The  early  Sunday-morning  prayer-meeting  has  been  proceeded 
with,  we  believe,  with  benefit  to  the  day's  exercises. 

A  goodly  number  of  young  persons  have  been  admitted  to  the 
class  of  candidates,  several  received  into  the  congregation,  and  a  few 
admitted  to  the  Holy  Communion.  Many  have  also  been  restored 
in  the  course  of  the  year,  while  the  exclusions  were  rather  more  in 
number  than  in  the  previous  twelve  months. 

Of  those  who  departed  this  life,  particular  mention  may  be  made 
of  two.  The  first  was  a  very  melancholy  case — that  of  a  man  who, 
when  his  sinful  conduct  had  been  sufficiently  proved  before  the 
helpers'  meeting,  declared  his  innocence  with  a  solemn  appeal  to 
God,  and  was  almost  immediately  taken  ill,  and  died.  The  other 
was  that  of  a  helper-brother,  who  tor  more  than  forty  years  had  been 
a  member  of  omr  Church.  He  filled  the  office  very  creditably,  doing 
duty  up  to  the  time  he  fell  sick.  His  illness  was  painful,  and  re« 
quired  several  surgical  operations,  which  he  bore  with  Christian  for- 
titude and  resignation.  As  his  end  approached,  his  desire  to  be  with 
the  Saviour  increased,  until  his  happy  spirit  was  at  length  permitted 
to  experience  the  joys  of  heaven. 

The  day  and  Sunday-schools  have  continued  much  as  usual. 

'With  respect  to  Church-contributions,  it  may  be  stated  that  they 
are  not  as  regularly  paid  as  they  might  be.  But  as  we  have  been 
blessed  with  extraorciinarily  good  weather,  the  prosperous  condition 
of  the  country  at  present  will  place  our  people  in  better  circum- 
stances to  meet  the  pecuniary  requirements  of  the  Church. 

P.  Maxoitb. 
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Oracefield, — ^We  have  been  blessed  with  fruitful  seasons  more  than 
in  other  years.  But  there  is  still  much  complaining  about  scarcity 
of  money,  so  that  the  contributions  were  somewhat  less  than  in  the 
previous  year. 

Several  of  our  older  members  departed  during  the  year,  whose 
faith  and  hope  in  our  Saviour,  filling  tbem  with  joy  and  enabling 
them  to  triumph  over  the  last  enemy,  have  been  an  encouragement 
in  the  midst  of  the  many  occurrences  whicb  tend  to  dishearten  those 
who  labour  in  the  Lord's  vineyard.  One  of  those,  thus  removed, 
was  a  helper-brother,  who  had  been  for  47  years  a  consistent  member 
of  this  congregation.  His  attachment  to  the  Church  exposed  him 
to  persecution  in  time  of  slavery. 

Two  others  who  died  in  tiie  course  of  the  year  were,  we  believe, 
brought  to  the  Saviour  by  means  of  the  outpreachings. 

AU  the  meetings  and  services  were  well  attended  throughout  the 
year. 

The  day-schools  were  somewhat  less  numerously  attended,  as 
many  of  the  children  were  taken  away  to  pick  cotton.  The  few 
pence  earned  in  this  way  are  a  great  inducement  to  many  parents 
to  keep  away  their  children  from  school,  even  in  cases  where  they 
cannot  plead  necessity. 

As  there  were  so  manj  little  children  attending  the  school,  we, 
for  the  purpose  of  obtaining  greater  efficiency  in  teaching,  got  per- 
missioii  from  the  Mission-Conference  to  open  an  infant-school. 
Accordingly  the  children  were  separated  in  September,  and  the 
smaller  ones  are  now  under  the  care  of  a  young  person  from  the 
Female  Training  School  in  this  island. 

Our  Sunday-school  has  again  suffered  through  the  want  of  steadi- 
ness on  the  part  of  teachers  and  scholars  in  many  instances,  and  the 
general  disinclination  for  religious  instruction. 

Looking,  however,  upon  everything,  we  have  muck  cause  to 
"  thank  God,  and  take  courage."  It  is  evident  that,  amid  the  pre- 
vailing carelessness,  the  Lord  preserves  a  seed  to  serve  Him.

St.  Thomas,  February  13M,  1868. 

At  Christmas  and  the  New  Year  we  had  such  heavy  rains  that 
it  was  impossible  to  hold  our  usual  meetings :  such  strangely  quiet 
seasons  we  have  never  witnessed  before.  Even  the  ordinary  con- 
gratulatory calls  on  New  Year's  Day  were  to  a  great  extent  omitted. 

About  8  A.M.  yesterday  we  again  felt  a  shock,  so  that  we  cannot 
yet  report  a  cessation  of  all  cause  for  alarm  and  anxiety,  but  the 
occurrence  of  shocks  becomes  more  and  more  rare.  Last  Sunday 
we  once  again  veiftured  to  meet  for  worship  in  our  church — I  say, 
ventured,  for  our  experience  at  our  first-meeting  at  the  Holy  Com- 
munion after  the  earthquake,  is  still  fresh  in  our  memory — the  sub- 
terranean thunder,  the  shaking  walls,  and  the  groaning  roof.     This 
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time  the  Lord  graciously  granted  qb  a  ouiet  Sabbath,  and  a  day  of 
Ueamng.  The  charcb  was  filled  to  OTernowing,  many  having  to  go 
awaf  £or  want  of  room ;  we  had  not  bo  large  a  congregation  even  at 
the  opening  of  the  chapel,  now  nine  years  ago. 

I  flikould  be  sorry  to  see  the  open  air  services  given  up,  for  our 
aopooimodation  is  nothing  like  sufficient  for  the  multituaes  whidi 
there  assembled.  Many  a  one,  who  had  never  before  put  his  foot 
in  a  ehureh^  attended  thero  with  regularity,  and  evidently  not  promp- 
ted by  curiosity  or  the  novelty  of  the  thuig  al<»ie ;  this  would  have 
been  sati^Gled  with  one  heanog,  and  would  scarcely  have  stood  the 
test  of  upwards  of  an  hour's  standing  at  each  service,  and  that  too 
very  frequently  under  a  blazing  sun.  There  was  often  a  mat  num- 
ber present,  manr  making  their  appearance  an  hour  before  the 
service  eommenceo*  Nothing  but  the  heavy  rain  could  prevent 
these  meetings ;  the  common  excuse  of  ''threatening  rain**  was  not 
heard  at  all,  and  more  than  once,  when  a  heavy  rain  in  the  previous 
night  seemed  to  .make  it  very  undesirable  for  people  to  stand  on  the 
tiiorougbly  soaked  ground,  and  I  had  expected  there  would  be  no 
oongregatum,  I  was  fetched  to  the  spot  to  address  some  hundreds 
of  persons  who  were  waiting. 

Several  persons,  who  hitherto  cared  little  for  religion,  now  request 
to  be  confirmed,  and  are  surprised  that  we  do  not  at  once  admit 
them,  as  would  be  the  case  in  the  other  churches,  without  previous 
instruction.  Since  the  beginning  of  the  year  I  have  married  nineteen 
oonples,  who  previously  lived  together  in  an  unlawful  manner. 

At  Nisky  the  church  is  again  roofed,  but  some  weeks  will  elapse 
before  the  inside  is  quite  restored.  The  masons  belonging  to  our 
congregation  have  repaired  the  interior  of  our  church  free  of  all 
chafes.  The  Boman  Catholics  are  erecting  a  second  church  here,, 
and  putting  forth  their  energies  to  gain  over  the  people  to  their 
ootnmunion* 

Cholera  and  other  diseases  still  continue,  though  apparently  with 
very  changing  severity,  as  some  days  pass  without  a  single  case, 
while  others  bringa  loss  of  six  or  seven  deaths. 

March  14^A.— -We  are  still  kept  in  a  state  of  anxiety  by  the 
alarming  subterranean  soimds,  which  continue  to  recur  almost  daily. 
On  the  28th  ult.  a  shock  occurred  in  the  evening,  which  occasioned 
a  considerable  amount  of  damage  to  several  buildings  in  the  town, 
and  produced  some  small  cracks  in  our  church,  and  in  the  last  few 
days  we  have  felt  several  short  vibrations.  A  gentleman,  resident 
on  the  island,  and  recently  returned  from  England,  was  greatly 
struck  by  the  altered  appearance  of  the  inhabitant  of  the  town  since 
tha  earthquakes  commenced,  now  four  months  ago :  anxiety  and  fear 
seems  to  have  given  very  many  a  thin  worn  look,  which  is  hardly  to 
he  wondered  at. 

Last  week  the  cholera  cases  were  more  numerous,  fifteen  deatha 
bein^  recorded  on  one  day.  The  mortality  has  of  late  been  great, 
five  hundred  persons  having  been  buried  in  the  town  between  tha 
first  of  January  and  tiie  first  of  March.

"We  entered  the  New  Tear  with  peculiar  feelings  in  view  of  the 
political  changes  which  may  await  this  country  during  its  course, 
but  heartily  commending;  our  country  with  its  people,  and  our 
work  to  the  guidance  and  protection  of  Him  who  neither  slumbers 
nor  sleeps. 

On  New  Tear's  Eve  we  had  our  usual  services,  and  they  were 
seasons  of  great  spiritual  enjoyment.  It  was  very  pleasant  to  hear 
on  all  sides,  during  the  evening,  the  sound  of  voices  joining 
in  singing  hymns,  though  a  crazy  drum  was  also  audible,  signalling 
the  presence  of  festivities  of  the  young  and  indifferent.  About  a 
quarter  before  11  o'clock  the  church-bell  was  rung,  and  the  people 
came  from  all  quarters  with  lighted  torches  and  singing ;  firom  the 
verandah  of  our  house  we  could  trace  the  various  companies  from  a 
considerable  distance.  I  preached  on  Job  xii.  10,  to  a  congregation 
which  filled  the  church.  Afterwards  there  was  no  disturbance  of 
any  kind,  but  all  went  quietlv  to  their  homes. 

On  the  2nd  of  January  the  public  school  examination  was  held 
and  shewed  satisfactory  results.  On  the  20th  about  220  children, 
and  all  the  Sunday-school  children,  met  at  a  lively  and  pleasant 
lovefeast ;  some  of  the  teachers  delivered  addresses  to  the  (mildred. 

As  regards  the  political  state  of  the  countrjr  we  are  thankful  to  learn 
that  the  British  Secretary  of  State  for  Foreign  Affairs  has  expressed 
the  position  taken  by  Bngland  with  reference  to  the  annexation  ques- 
tion, something  to  this  effect,  that  England  would  not  oppose  the 
annexation  of  the  Mosquito  territory  by  Nicaragua,  provided  only 
the  will  of  the  people  be  in  favour  of  this  incorporation,  that  in  fact 
England  holds  strictly  to  the  provisions  of  the  treaty  of  Managua 
in  the  year  1860.  It  is  said  that  a  Nicara^uan  delegate  will  soon 
be  sent  to  treat  with  the  Indians,  and  my  impression  is,  that  they 
will  not  a^ree  to  the  policy  of  annexation,  and  should  they  suspect 
that  they  nad  been  overreached  in  the  transaction,  I  fear  they  will 
take  terrible  vengeance.  I  lately  heard  of  the  existence  of  a  wild 
tribe  of  Eama  Indians  on  one  of  the  tributaries  of  the  San  Juan 
river,  who  live  in  great  seclusion  and  complete  independence.  Se-  . 
cently  some  Spaniards  went  up  into  that  district,  and  disturbed  them. 
The  chief  was  shot,  and  his  crown  of  feathers  of  very  ingenious 
construction  was  brought  to  Qreytown,  But  when  these  Spaniards 
went  back  to  the  same  district,  several  were  killed  by  the  Indians  ; 
now  about  sixty  Spaniards  have  gone  up  to  revenge  themselves,  but 
it  is  feared  that  few  will  return,  as  the  tribe  numbers  about  a  thou- 
sand men,  who  are  famous  for  their  skill  in  the  use  of  poisoned 
arrows.  We  pray  that  bloodshed  may  be  averted,  and  that  aU  may 
be  arranged  quietl^y  and  peaceably,  and  in  such  a  manner  as  shall 
most  tend  to  the  advancement  of  Christ's  kingdom.

JoFPA,  CoEH  IsLAKD,  December  2nd,  1867. 

Our  i^and  is  very  Bmall,  scarcely  four  EngliBh  miles  in  diameter, 
with  only  about  350  inhabitants.  We  can  reach  Bluefields  in  eight 
hours,  if  the  wind  is  favourable,  but  sometimes  we  are  four  days  on 
the  voyage.  Communication  with  Magdala  is  rather  more  easy.  On 
arriving  nere  in  November  of  last  year,  we  took  possession  of  the 
house,  which  had  been  erected  from  the  ruins  of  the  old  church,  and 
served  as  church  and  school.  Since  July  our  separate  dwelling- 
house  has  been  completed.  After  Christmas  the  attendance  at  our 
public  services  increased  in  a  very  encouraging  manner,  and  I  well 
remember  an  aged  sister  telling  me  how  she  rejoiced  at  this  feature 
of  the  work,  and  how  she  prayed  that  the  number  of  attendants 
might  increase  so  far  that  there  might  only  be  a  little  corner  in  the 
chapel  left  for  her.  It  has  literally  been  fulfilled,  but  I  am  sorry  to 
say  that  the  funeral  of  this  dear  old  sister,  in  July,  was  the  last 
time  we  had  so  numerous  an  attendance.  The  auditory  decreased 
gradually,  until  we  had  only  about  twenty  at  our  Sunday  services, 
and  scarcely  any  one  on  week  days.  One  great  cause  of  this  falling 
off  was  doubtless  the  famine  which  set  in  about  that  time.  The  few 
provisions,  which  had  grown  after  the  hurricane,  were  soon  used  up, 
and  the  new  plants  were  partly  killed  by  the  drought,  partly  de- 
voured by  wild  animals.  Many  had  not  even  taken  the  trouble  to 
plant,  but  lived  by  stealing  and  begging ;  others  again  lived  on  the 
coast,  for  the  sake  of  the  india-rubber  trade,  leaving  their  families  to 
starve  at  home.  We  had  our  share  of  trial  and  privation  too,  for  the 
American  traders,  who  used  to  caU  here  for  cocoa-nuts,  ceased  to 
appear,  and  we  were  deprived  of  our  opportunity  of  procuring  a 
supply  of  com  and  rice.  The  people  would  tell  me  they  could  not 
possibly  come  and  sit  in  church  with  empty  stomachs,  nevertheless 
dancing-rooms  were  always  firequented.  The  best  of  our  members 
had  been  obliged  to  go  to  Bluefields  or  Magdala  or  elsewhere  to 
earn  a  living,  so  that  this  flock  was  almost  completely  scattered 
abroad.    Now  they  are  coming  again  by  degrees. 

A  second  very  trying  circumstance  was  the  loss  of  a  house  on  the 
further  side  of  the  island,  in  which  we  used  to  have  numerously 
attended  services  at  the  request  of  its  owner,  who  was  one  of  our 
members.  My  attempt  to  purchase  the  house  for  mission  purposes 
was  efiectually  opposed  by  the  owners  of  the  land,  who  have  thus 
proved  successful  in  excluding  us  &om  continuing  a  useful  work  in 
that  part  of  the  island.  Other  opposition  has  also  not  been  wanting, 
and  our  people  have  at  times  to  put  up  with  many  hard  sayings  and 
resist  many  mducements,  which  are  held  out  to  them  to  break  off 
their  connection  with  the  Church.  A  poor  widow,  with  six  children, 
had  made  shift  with  a  wretched  little  hut  since  the  hurricane,  but 
her  appeal  to  her  relatives  and  acquaintances  for  help  towards  the 
erection  of  a  better  abode,  was  answered  with  the  taunt  that,  if  she 
would  only  be  like  other  women  and  care  nothing  for  the  Church, 
she  would  soon  enough  get  a  house.     But  she  replied,  she  would  not 
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lose  her  immortal  boqI  for  the  sake  of  a  housa  I  have  eventuallj 
hired  men  to  put  up  a  dwelling  for  the  poor  creature. 

The  position  of  our  station  on  the  north  side  of  the  island  is  far 
better  than  it  was  previous  to  the  hurricane.  Then  it  was  on  a  hill 
to  the  south,  with  no  spring  near,  and  most  of  the  people  at  a  con- 
siderable distance.  Now  we  live  in  the  midst  of  the  most  populous 
part  of  the  island,  and  have  a  good  quay,  or  landing-place.  There 
are  no  villages  or  hamlets ;  the  houses  lie  snugly  along  the  side  of 
the  road  round  the  island,  or  in  the  midst  of  the  forest.  This  makes 
regular  visits  very  difficult.  I  generally  keep  school  on  the  first 
three  days  in  the  week,  and  devote  Thursday  and  Friday  to  long 
visiting  tours.  This  distance  from  the  station  to  some  extent  explains 
the  poor  attendance,  especially  considering  that  the  roads  are  in  a 
shocking  condition,  with  the  underwood  growing  so  luxuriantly  on 
them  that  it  reaches  over  one's  head  even  wnen  on  horseback,  and  it  is 
a  difficult  matter  to  work  one's  way  through.  The  least  shower  of  rain 
puts  an  end  to  all  traffic,  for  every  one  dr^ds  the  effects  of  a  wetting, 
which  is  here  almost  inevitably  fever. 

Within  the  last  few  days  the  most  influential  and  most  highly 
respected  man  on  the  island  has  joined  our  Church.  He  assured  us 
that  be  felt  himself  to  be  a  sinner,  and  longed  to  obtain  pardon  and 
peace  through  the  blood  of  Jesus.  His  example  will  doubtless  en- 
courage others  to  come  forward  more  boldly,  and  acknowledge  their 
connection  with  the  followers  of  Jesus.  Of  late  the  attendance 
has  again  very  much  improved.  May  the  Lord  grant  us  faith,  that 
we  may  be  strong  enough  to  bear  up  under  the  difficulties  of  this,  in 
many  respects,  trying  field  of  labour.

Magdala,  November  l«f,  1867. 

The  Spirit  of  the  Lord  is  moving  among  our  people ;  the  church 
is  on  Sundays  filled  with  attentive  hearers,  and  the  number  of  our 
members  has  increased.      Our  little  church  is  soon  to  be  enlarged. 

On  the  19th  of  July  we  consecrated  the  re-built  chapel  at  Kaita- 
pura,  a  plain,  but  neat  little  edifice.  Several  of  our  people  accom- 
panied us,  and  we  had  a  time  of  refreshing  from  the  presence  of  the 
Lord.  I  preached  on  Psalm  xcv.  6,  7,  in  English  and  Mosquito,  and 
was  followed  by  Br.  F.  Smith  with  an  English  address,  and  by  the 
native  assistant,  W.  Mitchell,  with  one  in  Mosquito.  Since  then  Br. 
Smith  and  1  have  paid  regular  visits  there  twice  a  week,  and  have 
each  time  been  very  glad  to  see  the  church  crowded  with  eager 
listeners  to  the  preached  Word ;  even  the  children  manifest  a  great 
desire  to  receive  instruction.  Three  men  and  two  young  women 
have  begged  to  put  down  their  names  as  candidates  for  baptism. 

In  the  week  following,  I  was  privileged  to  take  part  in  the  pro- 
ceedings, and  enjoy  a  share  of  the  blessings,  connected  with  the 
consecration  of  the  new  church  at  Bluefields. 

On  the  18th  of  August  six  persons  were  received  into  our  Church, 
of  whom  we  trust  that  they  may  wdk  worthy  of  their  profession,  as 
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foUowen  of  our  Saviour.  I&  thd  week  before  we  held  speakingB 
with  our  flock,  and  were  greatly  oheered  to  see  that  manj  were 
earnestly  seeking  the  Lord^  and  others  growing  in  grace. 

In  September  we  were  much  pleased  to  receive  a  friendly  visit 
from  the  Bev.  G-.  Webb,  a  Wesleyan  minister,  who  has  been  labour^ 
ing  for  thirteen  years  at  Belize  and  Ruatan.  He  was  accompanied 
by  a  merchant,  Mr.  Thomas,  and  we  had  some  very  cheering  and 
refreshing  intercourse,  so  that  we  should  have  welcomed  a  prolonga- 
tion of  the  visit.  He  addressed  our  little  flock  twice,  and  visited 
with  me  at  Baitapura. 

It  is  just  ten  years  since  I  came  out  to  take  part  in  the  work  here, 
and  the  Lord  has  been  very  merciful  unto  me.  For  the  last  seven 
or  eight  years  I  have  been  free  from  those  attacks  of  fever,  which  for 
the  Snt  two  years  continually  disabled  me  and  sapped  my  strength. 
I  believe  this  place,  too,  has  become  more  healthy  since  the  Leite 
hurricane,  whicn  swe^t  awav  lar^e  numbers  of  trees  and  bushes 
in  our  immediate  vicinity,  and  msLoe  fred  course  for  the  air  to  circu- 
late. 

Since  January  a  young  native  from  Bamah  has  been  in  my  charge 
as  candidate  for  frtture  service.  He  has  good  talents,  and  a  mat 
desire  to  be  instructed.  In  December  he  is  to  go  to  Bamah  as 
teacher,  and  if  he  prove  as  useful  a  teacher  as  he  has  been  pleasant 
and  encouraging  as  a  pupil,  he  will  be  a  very  valuable  assistant  in 
our  work. 

On  the  15th  of  October  four  Indians  were  baptized  at  Bethany, 
the  first-fruits  of  that  place.  I  was  very  glad  to  be  able  to  be 
present  on  this  solemn  occasion.  For  nearly  three  years  Br.  Bhdr 
nas  been  sowing  the  seed  there,  but  it  seemed  to  fall  on  thorny  or 
stony  ground;  drunkenness  prevailed  to  a  sad  extent,  and  all 
attempts  to  awaken  these  poor  people  to  a  sense  of  their  sad  state 
seemed  vain.  At  last,  in  June  of  the  present  year,  Br.  Blair's 
words  concemiug  Jesus  as  the  Good  Shepherd  were,  by  the  Holy 
Spirit,  brought  home  to  the  hearts  of  some,  who  at  once  came 
forward  and  asked  to  be  further  instructed  with  a  view  to  baptism. 
From  that  day  they  did  not  fail  to  make  their  appearance  dail^, 
to  be  taught  by  Br.  Blair  about  Jesus  and  His  Word,  and  their 
answers  to  the  questions  in  our  baptismal  service,  which  was  en- 
tirely conducted  in  the  Mosquito  language,  were  very  pleasing. 
May  our  Saviour  continue  the  work  oi  grace,  and  cauae  them  to 
shine  as  lights  in  this  dark  region. 


From  JBr.  J.  P.  JtrEUOENSiar. 

Bam  A,  January  29M,  1868. 
We  have  now  in  this  little  congregation  no  fewer  that  seventeen 
widows  and  thirty*foTur  orphan  children,  and  should  be  very  thankful 
if  kind  Christian  friends  m  Europe  could  send  us  help  for  them,  in 
one  shape  or  another. 

Yesterday,  I  am  told,  that  the  magistrates  called  the  Indians  of 
the  district  together  to  ask  if  they  would  agree  to  have  tiheir  country 
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annexed  to  the  republic  of  Nicaragua,  to  which  they  answered,  *^  No, 
no ;  not  to  the  Spanish." 

The  financial  position  of  the  missions  is  not  encouraging,  a  large 
deficiency  to  be  met :  and  now  in  St.  Thomas,  and  St.  Jan,  and  St. 
Croix,  a  large  increase  of  expense  caused  by  the  disastrous  hurricane 
and  earthquake.  But  the  Lord  has  ways  and  means  of  helping :  that 
sufEces  us :  He  can  make  willing  hearts  to  work  for  Him  and  His 
cause.  When  our  church  was  to  be  re-built,  after  its  destruction 
by  the  hurricane,  a  poor  sister,  who  is  a  cripple,  brought  a  chicken 
to  me,  asking  me  to  buy  it.  I  paid  her  sixpence,  which  she  at  once 
insisted  on  my  accepting  as  her  contribution  to  the  new  church, 
adding,  *'  That  is  all  I  possess."  Last  year,  when  we  received  the 
intelligence  of  so  many  of  our  brethren  having  died  of  cholera  at 
G-reytown,  the  widow  of  one  of  them  came  to  me  with  the  last  two 
shiUmgs,  which  she  had  received  trom  her  husband,  and  handed  them 
to  me,  while  the  tears  streamed  down  har  &ce,  saying :  ''  Please  take 
that  for  the  church/'  In  December  last  a  widow  with  four  children 
came  to  express  her  sorrow  that  she  could  not  give  any  money  for 
the  church  and  school,  but  she  would  gladly  contribute  her  earrmgs, 
the  only  valuable  she  possessed.  A  gentleman  from  Ghreytown,  visit- 
ing here  at  the  time,  witnessed  the  occurrence,  and  vras  deeply 
touched.  He  at  once  handed  me  all  the  money  be  had  with  him,  as 
a  contribution  in  behalf  of  the  poor. 

Li  November  Br.  B.  died  quite  unexpectedly,  but  very  happily. 
He  was  a  true  child  of  Ood,  of  a  peculiarly  gentle  and  loving  dis- 
position, and  his  continued  conversation  about  our  Saviour,  as  he 
Tisited  from  house  to  house,  very  acceptable,  and  attended  with 
blessing.  His  last  words  were  addressed  to  his  daughter,  who  stood 
near  his  bedside:  ^* Hold  fast,  my  child ;  Jesus  is  the  best  friend  we 
have ;  let  the  world  say  what  it  vnll,  hold  fest." 

During  the  past  year  the  number  of  our  congregation  has  fkllen 
from  164  to  153,  a  not  very  encouraging  fact  for  me :  since  the  ten 
years  of  my  stay  here  forty-nine  persons  have  died. 

Our  hearty  thanks  are  due  to  Mrs.  S.  Leach  for  her  kind  present  of 
a  parcel  of  rewards  for  the  children.  I  wish  she  and  other  kind 
friends  could  have  beheld  the  bright  little  faces  at  the  distribution. 

The  week  of  prayer  was  a  time  of  blessing :  some  said  to  me : 
''  "What  a  great  change !  A  few  years  ago  we  were  poor  and  despised, 
and  now  we  are  privueged  to  jean  in  prayer  with  so  many  unknown 
friends!'* 

The  day-school  and  Sunday-school  have  gone  on  during  the  year 
with  pleasing,  though  not  psfticvdariy  strikmg,  results.

I.  The  LoiTDOK  Associa.tion  ik  Aid  or  the  Bbethben's 
MissiOKs. — A  public  meeting,  in  commemoration  of  the  Jubilee  of 
the  establishment  of  this  Association  in  1817,  was  held  on  the  25th 
of  May,  at  Willis's  Booms,  King  Street,  St.  James'Sy  London.    The 
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chair  was  taken  by  the  Bt.  Hon.  Lord  Ebury,  and  on  the  platform 
were  several  influential  friends  of  the  cause,  besides  those  more 
immediately  connected  with  the  Association.  After  prayer  by  the 
Eey.  G-.  Calthrop,  M.A., — the  association  secretary,  the  Bey.  T.  P. 
Money,  M.A.,  read  a  statement  of  the  origin,  objectis,  and  results  of 
the  Association.  The  noble  chairman  continued  the  proceedings  in 
a  short  address,  adverting  to  the  nature  of  the  object,  particularly  as 
contrasted  with  the  pursuits  in  which  so  many  engaged  during  the 
Epsom  race  week,  pointing  out  some  characteristic  featnres  of  the 
Missions  aided  by  the  Association,  and  remarking  on  the  influence 
at  various  times  exerted  in  England  by  the  United  Brethren.  His 
Lordship  then  called  on  the  Bev.  James  La  Trobe,  Bishop  of  the 
Brethren's  Church,  who  gave  a  luminous  sketph  of  the  history,  con- 
stitution, and  doctrines  of  the  Church,  and  some  very  interesting 
particulars  of  the  labours  of  the  London  Association,  at  the  same 
time  expressing  the  grateful  acknowledgments  of  the  Church  he 
represented.  The  Bev.  G-.  Calthrop,  the  Kev.  Dr.  Smith,  of  Poplar, 
the  Bev.  W.  B.  Mackenzie,  of  Ishngton,  and  Colonel  Bowlandson 
followed,  with  able  and  highly  interesting  addresses.  After  a  TOte  of 
thanks  to  the  chairman,  the  proceedings  closed  with  the  Doxology. 
The  attendance  was  not  lai^e,  but  an  admirable  spirit  pervaded  the 
meeting,  and  the  interest  of  those  present  was  snstainea  throughout.

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MEMOIE 

Of  Brother  Cabl  Traugott  Axtgust  Freitag,  late  Missionary  in 
Labrador,  who  departed  this  life  in  London,  September  18M,  1867. 

The  following  fragmentary  account  of  mj  ccmrse  through  life  I 
desire  to  pen  to  the  glory  of  my  Lord  and  Saviour,  of  whose  loving 

fatience  and  condescension  to  me  through  the  whole  of  my  life 
might  write  very  much,  for  His  grace  has  been  bouudless. 
An  apoplectic  seizure  on  the  morning  of  the  first  day  of  this 
year  warns  me  more  seriously  than  anything  I  have  hitherto 
experienced,  that  my  last  hour  is  drawing  near,  and  may  come  very 
suddenly.  How  wonderful  it  vnll  be  when  this  life  is  past,  fully  to 
understand  all  the  wise  leadings  of  the  Lord,  concerning  many  of 
which  I  have  now  to  say,  *'  I  know  in  part." 

I  was  born  in  New  Laitzen  in  Livonia,  on  the  10th  of  March, 
1807,  my  parents  being  engaged  in  the  diaspora  service  of  the 
Brethren's  Church,  in  which  they  continued  active  for  forty  years. 
They  had  a  family  of  seven  children,  of  whom,  however,  more  than 
four  were  never  together,  although  none  died  before  attaining  the 
age  of  thirty  years.  My  eldest  brother  departed  this  life  in  the 
West  Indies,  my  youngest  in  Livonia,  the  former  49,  the  latter  31 
years  of  age,  without  ever  having  met  in  their  life-time.  Our  house 
was  called  "  Birchwood,"  and  was  a  retired  spot  in  which  we  had 
scarcely  any  intercourse  with  neighbours.  During  the  absence  of 
my  parents  on  their  frequent  journeys  to  visit  their  scattered  flock, 
an  aunt  took  charge  of  us,  whose  kind  care  I  regret  to  think  we 
rewarded  with  too  little  affection. 

My  first  impressions  of  an  omnipresent  God,  and  a  Saviour,  who 
loves  children,  I  trace  distinctly  to  the  Bible  stories  which  my 
mother  told  us,  and  which  fixed  themselves  indelibly  on  my  memory, 
so  that  all  subsequent  indifference  and  light-mindedness  could  never 
eflace  them.  The  family  devotions  conducted  by  my  father  were 
also  not  without  effect  on  my  mind,  but  the  services  in  the  chapel, 
(which  was  four  or  five  miles  distant,  so  that  I  could  rarely  get  there), 
were  quite  thrown  away  upon  me,  as  I  was  so  filled  with  fear  at  the 
presence  of  so  many  strange  persons,  that  I  could  not  pay  attention 
to  what  was  said.  1  was  a  happv,  cheerful  child,  greatly  given  to 
creating  castles  in  the  air,  a  tendency  which  has  not  quite  left  me 
even  in  advanced  years.  Connected  with  this  there  was  a  strong 
inclination  to  light-mindedness,  and  who  can  teU  how  sadly  this 
might  have  led  me  astray,  had  not  my  heavenly  Father  graciously 
provided  a  corrective  in  a  somewhat  anxious,  timid  disposition,  and 
an  occasional  love  of  solitude.  Self- will  too  was  sometimes  a  source 
of  trouble  to  me,  and  I  well  remember  my  dear  mother  once  leaving 
me  after  an  exhibition  of  naughty  stubbornness,  and  going  to  a 
distant  part  of  the  house,  where  after  a  long  search  I  found  her  on 
her  knees,  weeping.  1  thought  at  once  she  was  shedding  tears  on  my 
account,  and  went  away  unobserved,  my  self-will  broken,  and  crying 
bitterly  for  my  sin.  If  my  mother  had  kept  a  diary,  that  day^s  page 
would  have  contained  a  record  of  an  immediate  answer  to  prajer. 
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The  war  of  1812  left  us  undisturbed ;  once  onlj  did  the  sound  of  a 
soldiers'  song  reach  our  secluded  dwelling ;  but  we  did  what  we 
could  to  prepare  lint  for  use  in  the  Bussian  hospitals,  earnestly 
hoping  that  Napoleon  and  his  Frenchmen  might  never  derive  anj 
benefit  from  our  not  very  successful  labours. 

In  the  year  1813  my  parents  took  me  to  school  in  Germany.  Our 
company  on  the  journey  numbered  eleven  persons,  some  other  children 
having  joined  us,  and  we  travelled  the  whole  way  in  two  vehicles.  The 
great  numbers  of  soldiers  on  the  march  along  the  main-road 
induced  ns  to  take  the  less  frequented  ones,  which  were  often  in 
wretched  condition,  so  that  we  were  six  weeks  in  reaching  Nisky  in 
Lusatia,  where  I  at  once  entered  the  school. 

My  lessons  cost  me  a  good  deal  of  trouble,  but  I  was  generally 
satisfied  with  just  so  much  application  as  sufficed  to .  keep  me  free 
from  punishment,  deluding  myself  with  the  idea  that  my  learning 
was  more  for  the  teacher's  satisfaction  than  my  own  eventual  and 
lasting  benefit.  I  retain  a  grateful  and  affectionate  recollection  of 
almost  all  my  teachers,  some  of  whom  had  the  gift  of  inspiring  us 
with  a  love  of  study ;  but  I  found  it  impossible  in  later  years  of  my 
school-life  to  make  up  for  the  short-comings  of  the  former  period. 
Of  spiritual  life  I  cannot  record  an  increase  during  those  years,  but 
the  early  impressions  were  continually  freshened  and*  renewed, 
especially  on  the  festivals,  which  were  rarely  devoid  of  real  blessing 
for  my  soul. 

In  1820  I  was  at  my  own  wish  bound  apprentice  to  a  carpenter, 
little  thinking  how  I  was  therewith  taking  the  best  course  towards 
the  fulfilment  of  what  had  oflen  been  my  heart's  wish,  namely,  one  day 
to  become  a  missionary  to  the  heathen.  My  health  being  far  from 
good,  I  found  the  labour  and  discipline  hard,  so  that  my  difficulties 
often  drove  me  to  seek  the  Lord  in  earnest  prayer,  and  now  I  see 
that  it  was  a  good  school  for  me,  especially  as  kindly  and  encouraging 
words  were  not  wanting  on  the  part  of  those,  who  were  my  superiors. 

Two  years  afterwards  I  was  confirmed,  and  have  ever  afterwards 
been  thankful  for  the  store  of  Scripture-texts  I  then  acquired,  and  for 
all  the  religious  instruction  I  received.  My  heart  was  touched,  but  I 
was  as  yet  far  from  thoroughly  knowing  either  nay  own  worthlessness, 
or  my  Saviour's  sufficiency.  In  the  same  year  I  was  able  to  be  pre- 
sent at  the  Jubilee  of  the  Congregation  at  Hermhut,  and  was  deeply 
impressed  with  the  Lord's  marvellous  goodness  to  our  little  Church, 
and  the  privilege  I  enjoyed  of  being  a  member  of  this  section  of  the 
Christian  Church. 

In  1826,  my  brother  was  called  to  the  service  of  the  mission  in 
the  West  Indies,  and  the  thought  arose  in  my  mind,  but  only  to  be 
dismissed  at  once,  whether  I  should  ever  share  in  this  work.  My 
time  was  very  fully  occupied,  yet  had  I  at  that  time  looked  forward 
to  a  future  service  in  the  Missions,  I  think  I  should  have  found  means 
of  improving  myself  in  various  ways,  and  I  have  often  regretted  the  lost 
hours  which  mi^ht  have  been  usefully  devoted  to  preparation  for  work 
in  the  Lord's  vineyard.  Two  years  later  I  had  the  inexpressible 
pleasure  of  welcoming  my  dear  parents  again,  after  a  separation  of 
fourteen  years,  and  of  enjoying  their  society  for  a  few  weeks.     Soon 
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after  their  return  to  Livonia  I  went  to  reside  at  Hermhut,  and  here 
for  the  first  time  since  my  earliest  years  I  had  the  pleasure  of  asso- 
ciating with  a  near  relative,  my  sister,  who  had  been  brought  to 
Germany  with  me,  but  had  always  resided  at  a  different  place. 

I  had  the  oversight  of  the  youths,  and  found  the  duties  of  the  office 
pleasant,  and  profitable  to  myself,  in  as  far  as  they  brought  me  into 
more  frequent  and  close  connection  with  the  Labou^r  of  our  choir,  Br. 
Nielseu,  whose  counsel  in  spiritual  things  I  found  most  useful.  He  had 
more  than  once  asked  me  if  I  had  any  wish  to  serve  our  Saviour  in 
any  portion  of  His  vineyard,  but  thinking  of  many  thin^  that  I 
would  do  to  render  myself  more  worthy  of  the  calling,  and  not  re- 
membering that  the  Lord  can  fit  His  weakest  servants  for  the  work 
to  which  He  appoints  them,  I  generally  replied,  that  I  must  first  be 
greatly  changed,  before  I  could  become  a  missionary. 

About  Christmas,  1880,  after  spending  an  evening  in  earnest  con- 
fidential conversation  with  Br.  Nielsen,  I  was  startled  by  his  handing 
me  a  letter  in  the  name  of  the  Unity's  Elders'  Conference,  in  whicK 
he  said  X  should  find  a  call  to  service  in  the  Missions.  Taking  the 
letter  with  trembling  hands,  I  could  scarcely  read  it  for  the  streaming 
tears  that  gushed  forth.  It  contained  a  call  to  the  service  of  the 
Mission  in  Labrador,  a  field  in  which  I  had  taken  a  great  interest 
from  my  childhood,  and  especially  during  the  few  weeks  previous  to 
this  time,  having  been  much  struck  with  the  intelligence  that  a  new 
station  was  to  be  commenced  to  the  north  of  Okak.  The  difficulties 
connected  with  building  operations  of  any  kind  in  such  a  country  as 
Labrador  occupied  my  thoughts  very  much,  but  it  had  never  entered 
my  mind  that  I  might  be  called  to  cope  with  them.  These  thoughts 
occurred  to  me  again,  as  I  read  the  letter  of  the  Unity's  Elders*  Con- 
ference, but  the  calling  of  a  Missionary  seemed  so  high  and  so 
sacred,  that  I  hesitated  to  take  upon  myself  the  weighty  responsi- 
bility. Numerous  considerations  seemed  to  urge  me  to  decline  the 
call,  but  I  felt  I  could  not  do  so  without  some  clear  intimation  from 
the  Lord  to  this  effect.  I  spent  a  sleepless  night  in  earnest  prayer 
for  His  guidance,  and  on  opening  my  Bible  the  next  morning  my 
eyes  rested  first  of  all  on  the  following  text;  "  My  sons,  be  not  now 
negligent,  for  the  Lord  hath  chosen  you  to  stand  before  Him,  to 
serve  Him,  and  that  ye  should  minister  unto  Him,  and  burn  incense." 
2  Chron.  xxix.  11.  The  last  doubt  disappeared,  and  in  cheerful  con- 
fidence that  our  Saviour  would  be  with  me  and  supply  all  my  need, 
I  accepted  the  appointment. 

Although  well  assured  that  the  high  and  holy  calling  of  a  Mis- 
sionary could  not  in  itself  make  me  better  than  I  was,  and  that  I 
should  take  all  my  faults  and  failings  with  me  to  Labrador,  still  I 
could  not  quite  get  rid  of  the  thought,  that  when  once  out  in  the 
mission-field  the  prevailing  mighty  missionary-spirit  would  have  a 
wonderful  effect  in  casting  out  the  old  leaven,  and  thoroughly  renew- 
ing me  in  the  inner  man.  Experience  taught  me  that  I  was  mistaken, 
and  that  in  forming  such  hopes  and  anticipations  I  had  been  expect- 
ing too  much  from  men,  and  too  little  from  the  Lord.  The  close 
connection  of  several  feunilies  living  under  one  roof  and  having  a 
common  housekeeping  had  many  advantages,  and  was  attended  with 
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blessing,  bat  it  afforded  many  a  proof,  that  servants  of  tbe  Lord, 
though  regenerate  and  sanctified  dj  grace,  are  still  not  pare  and 
sinless. 

Though  my  parents  never  expected  to  see  me  again  on  earth,  they 
cheerfuUy  gave  their  sanction  to  my  appointment,  and  I  left  Herrn- 
hut  in  April,  1831.  The  separation  from  beloved  relatives  and 
friends,  to  whom  I  had  become  warmly  attached,  was  even  more 
painful  than  I  had  anticipated,  and  I  felt  with  shame  that  I  was 
still  far  from  being  ready  and  willing,  cheerfiilly  to  give  up  all  for 
the  Lord's  sake.  But  our  Saviour  was  very  gracious,  and  cheered 
and  comforted  me  in  a  wonderful  manner,  while  I  tasted  the  bitter- 
ness of  parting  from  what  my  heart  closely  clung  to. 

In  ten  days  I  reached  Altona,  and  crossed  thence  hj  steamer  to 
London,  where  I  spent  three  busy  weeks.  A  second  ship  laden  with 
building  materials  for  Hebron  accompanied  the  Harmony  this  year, 
and  both  ships  got  under  weigh  on  the  21st  of  May,  our  company 
of  Missionaries  numbering  seven  persons,  quite  as  many  as  could  at 
all  be  accommodated  in  the  limited  room  of  the  vessel.  She  was  the 
second  ship  called  the  Harmony,  and  this  was  her  last  voyage  to 
Labrador,  ner  successor  being  already  in  course  of  erection  at  Tar- 
mouth,  where  we  remained  for  a  few  days,  before  proceeding  to  the 
Orkney  Islands.  The  wind  was  unfavourable,  and  three  long  weeks 
elapsed  before  we  reached  Stromness,  and  enjoyed  in  the  view  of 
the  bleak  rocky  islands  a  foretaste  of  the  scenery  in  the  midst  of 
which  our  future  home  was  to  be.  Here  we  spent  four  days  very 
pleasantly,  meeting  with  a  hearty  welcome  on  all  hands ;  the  captain 
and  crew  were  all  natives  of  these  islands,  and  seemed  to  have  much 
pleasure  in  introducing  us  to  their  homes  and  families.  We  were 
thankful  to  become  acquainted  with  some  sincere  followers  of  our 
Saviour. 

The  journey  was  continued  under  unfavourable  circumstances,  the 
wind  being  frequently  contrary,  and  the  weather  very  cold.  On  the 
18th  of  Jmy,  drawing  near  to  the  coast  of  Labrador,  we  encountered 
banks  of  dense  fog  and  indications  of  the  approach  of  ice-fields,  which 
obliged  us  to  lay  to.  When  the  fog  broke  and  dispersed,  we  had  the 
most  magnificent  view  of  fields  and  mountains  of  ice  of  every  possible 
size  and  form,  glittering  in  the  sun  with  dazzling  brightness  and  great 
variety  of  colour,  slowly  moving  with  a  mighty  murmuring  sound  on  a 
sea  as  smooth  as  glass, — a  splendid  picture  of  destruction  on  the 
grandest  scale.  Fog  soon  closed  us  in  again,  and  for  a  fortnight, 
we  were  unable  to  make  anjr  progress,  during  which  time  we  had  only 
once  an  opportunity  of  getting  a  view  of  the  land,  which  appeared  quite 
near  at  hand.  On  the  28th  of  July,  a  favourable  wind  sprung  up  and 
dispersed  the  foe;,  and  we  soon  made  for  the  land  with  all  sails  set. 
Before  night  Hebron  Bay  was  reached,  near  one  of  the  most  wild  and 
rugged  spots  on  the  coast,  where  the  mountains  rise  to  an  elevation 
of  4^)00  to  5000  feet.  Close  to  the  beach  was  a  little  patch  of  green,  on 
which  we  soon  discovered  the  temporary  mission-house,  with  the  smoke 
curling  out  of  the  chimney,  the  whole  scene  in  the  bright  sunshine 
making  a  far  more  favourable  impression  on  me  than  I  had  expected. 
Our  second  ship  had  come  in  contact  with  an  ice-field,  which  had 
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broken  a  considerable  hole  into  her  side  just  on  the  water-line,  and 
in  spite  of  all  the  exertions  of  the  crew  at  the  pumps,  she  was  evi- 
dently sinking.     K  this  had  happened  a  few  hours  earlier,  she  would 
have  been  lost  with  all  her  valuable  cargo ;  with  our  assistance  she 
could  now  be  brought  to  the  place  of  anchorage  and  there  repaired. 
The  next  day  the  Harmony  left  to  continue  her  voyage  down  the 
coast,  and  I  set  to  work  in  my  new  calling  with  this  striking  text  for 
the  day :  **  No  man  having  put  his  hand  to  the  plough,  and  looking 
back,  is  fit  for  the  kingdom  of  God,'*  (Luke  ix.  62) ;  an  earnest 
warning  indeed  to  put  my  whole  heart  in  the  work  to  which  I  was  called. 
Besides  plenty  of  occupation  as  carpenter  at  the  new  station, 
which  consisted  only  of  a  house  with  oare  walls,  I  had  to  apply 
myself  to  the  task  of  learning  the  language,  on  which  I  had  hitherto 
very  foolishly  scarcely  bestowed  a  thought,  imagining  that  it  would 
be  time  enough  for  this,  when  Labrador  was  reached.     First,  there 
was  a  tolerably  bulky  dictionary  to  be  copied,  and  as  much  as  pos- 
sible of  it  committed  to  memory ;  then  a  grammar  to  be  mastered  in 
the  same  manner,  both  of  them  proving  butpoor  helps  in  learning  a 
difficult  language,  even  with  the  aid  of  Br.  Kruth,  who  bad  been  out 
in  Labrador  for  a  year  already  before  my  arrival.  In  spite  of  persever- 
ing study  after  many  a  hard  day's  work  I  found  my  progress  very  slow, 
and  felt  discouraged.     It  would  have  been  better  to  converse  more 
with  the  Eskimoes,  but  during  the  first  year  m^  daily  work  made  it 
impossible  for  me  to  have  much  intercourse  with  them.    At  the  be- 
ginning of  my  second  year,  however,  I  was  able  to  deliver  my  first 
address  to  the  natives,  and  was  truly  thankful  to  the  Lord  for  His 
aid  and  assistance.     Subsequently  I  was  much  troubled  with  the 
prospect  of  having  no  materials  for  the  many  addresses  which  I 
should  have  to  deliver,  if  my  stay  in  Labrador  should  be  lengthy, 
but  I  always  found  my  fears  groundless,  and  Good's  Worda  rich  foun- 
tain of  precious  truths,  which  was  ever  opened  up  to  me,  when  I 
needed  it.  Often,  when  preparing  a  discourse,  I  have  been  astonished 
at  discovering  new  depths  in  God's  precious  Word,  and  have  been 
richly  blessed  in  my  own  heart,  though  frequently  deeply  humiliated. 
The  expense  of  building  the  station  at  Hebron  was  so  heavy,  that 
it  seemed  at  one  time,  as  if  it  would  be  too  much  for  the  Society  for 
the  Furtherance  of  the  Gospel  among  the  Heathen  to  bear,  and  I  felt 
sorely  troubled  at  the  pecuniary  difficulties  of  the  Society  until  in 
1836  more  favourable  tidings  reached  us.     In  the  following  year  the 
church  at  Hebron  was  opened  with  praise  and  thanksgiving  to  the 
Lord.     I  felt  very  thankfiil  for  the  privilege  which  I  had  enjoyed  of 
taking  a  large  share  in  the  labour  connected  with  the  erection  of  this 
station,  in  the  coldest  and  most  dreary  and  desolate  spot  of  all  those 
which  our  missionaries  occupy.     During  the  years  of  my  stay  here, 
the  Lord's  great  faithfulness  to  me  continued  unchaogea,  and  I  ex- 
perienced the  truth  of  His  word  in  Eev.  iii.  19 :  "  As  many  as  I  love 
I  rebuke  and  chasten."    The  late  Br.  Stobwasser  writing  of  his  ex- 
perience as  missionary  in  the  West  Indies,  says,  that "  it  often  seemed 
as  though  he  had  been  sent  there,  not  so  much  for  the  sake  of  the 
negroes  as    for   his   own,  that  he  might  bo  made  thoroughly  ac- 
quainted with  his  own  evil  heart ;"  and  I  may  truly  say  the  same 
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of  myself,  but  the  result  in  my  case  lias  not  been  what  it  should  ha^e 
been,  for  where  the  Lord  bestows  knowledge  there  should  be  more 
fruit  forthcoming  to  His  honour  than  any  I  could  point  to. 

In  the  year  1839  I  was  called  to  pay  a  visit  to  Europe,  and  leaving 
Labrador  on  the  22nd  of  September,  reached  London  in  22  days, 
after  a  very  short  and  pleasant  passage.  I  cannot  describe  the 
delightful  impression  which  the  beautiful  well-cultivated  English  coast, 
and  the  mild  climate  even  at  that  advanced  time  of  the  year  made 
upon  me,  after  the  dreary  wilds  and  the  cold  climate  of  Labrador,  to 
which  I  had  become  accustomed.  After  a  stay  c^  some  days  here,  I 
continued  my  journey  to  Herrnhut,  where  I  arrived  on  the  17th  of 
December,  after  many  long  delays  in  consequence  of  the  illness  of  my 
fellow-travellers.  The  love  and  kindness  which  I  was  here  permitted 
to  enjoy  in  rich  measure  deeply  touched  my  heart. 

In  the  depth  of  a  severe  Kussian  winter  I  paid  a  visit  to  my  dear 
parents  in  Livonia,  which  was  a  most  unexpected  pleasure  to  me. 
Returning  thence  in  March  1840, 1  was  married  to  Sr.  Sophia  Spar- 
meier,  the  daughter  of  a  Missionary  in  the  West  Indies,  who  has  for 
24  years  proved  a  most  valuable  helpmate  and  co-laboiu-er  in  the 
Lord's  work.  In  a  few  days  we  proceeded  to  London,  and  afber  along 
voyage  across  the  ocean  landed  at  Hopedale,  the  most  southerly 
of  our  mission  stations  on  the  coast  of  Labrador,  whence  we  sooa 
reached  Hebron.  Here  we  remained  upwards  of  a  year,  diurisg 
which  time  our  Saviour  tried  us  with  a  variety  of  painful  expericncee, 
M  hich  proved  a  salutary  school  for  us.  Here  our  first  child  was  bom^ 
and  departed  again  from  this  world  after  a  short  life  of  only  seveu 
weeks. 

In  the  year  1842  we  were  called  to  Okak,  and  travelled  thithw  by 
sledge  on  the  Ist  of  April,  the  thermometer  indicating  a  cold  oif 
55  degrees.  The  weather  was  favoiirable^  the  road  in  gocxi  condition, 
BO  that  our  dogs  brought  us  along  at  a  rapid  pace,  and  we  accom- 
plished the  distance  of  76. miles  in  14  hours.  Here  we  were  soon 
quite  at  home  with  our  Brethren  and  Sisters,  and  continued  to  live 
in  harmony  during  the  eight  years  of  our  residence  here.  The  one 
great  difdculty  which  had  been  a  strong  objection  to  my  acceptance 
of  the  appointment  was,  that  the  duty  of  attending  to  the  store  and 
the  barter-trade,  would  devolve  upon  me,  and  1  nad  no  inclination 
whatever  for  occupation  of  this  kind.  Feeling,  however,  that  this  less 
pleasant  mode  of  working  was  needful  and  most  useful  to  the  mis- 
sionary cause  in  this  country,  the  main  expenses  of  this  mission 
being  defrayed  by  the  profits  of  the  barter-trade,  not  to  mention 
many  important  oenefits  accruing  to  the  natives  from  it,  I  entered 
cheerfully  on  the  duties  of  the  post,  seeking  for  the  Lord's  guidance 
and  assistance.  In  this  position  our  Saviour  revealed  to  me  in  a  special 
manner  and  degree  his  wondi*ous  patience  with  me,  and  this  taugnt  me 
to  be  patient  and  forbearing  with  others.  I  had  kn  admirable  oppor- 
tunity of  becoming  well  acquainted  with  the  Eskimoes,  and  especiallj 
with  the  imfavourable  features  of  their  character,  which  few  Arctic 
travellers  will  have  failed  to  notice.  They  are  generalljr  far  from 
trustworthy  and  upright,  and  ingratitude  of  the  worst  kmd  is  very 
commonly  met  even  on  the  part  of  those  whom  you  have  treated 
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with  every  kindnesa  in  time  of  need,  such  being  often  ready  to  repay 
you  with  hard  words  and  most  nnfriendly  behaviour.  How  often 
should  I  have  become  full  of  bitter  feelings  towards  such  persons,  had 
not  our  Saviour  constantly  reminded  uie  of  my  own  sinful  conduct, 
a  continuous  chain  of  unfaithfulness,  halfheartedness  and  ingratitude, 
compared  with  which  the  sin  of  my  fellow-men  seemed  insignificant. 
The  result  was,  that  I  learnt  to  love  these  poor  people  more  heartily 
than  before,  and  to  sympathize  with  them,  especially  during  the 
seasons  of  famine,  which  occurred  in  those  years. 

In  the  year  1850  I  was  appointed  to  the  post  of  superintendent  of 
the  Labrador  Mission,  and  went  to  reside  at  Nain.  The  weight  of 
responsibility  devolving  upon  me  made  me  shrink  from  accepting  the 
position  at  first,  but  the  Lord  taught  me  to  say  :  "  Thy  wiU  be  done !" 
and  gave  me  grace  to  look  to  Him  as  a  child  for  the  supply  of  gifts 
whid&was  requisite  for  the  efficient  fulfilment  of  my  new  engage- 
ments. Here  too  our  Saviour  had  much  to  teach  me,  and  it  was  often 
a  painful  thing  to  learn  lessons  of  humility  and  patience.  It  was  a 
particularly  tryin'g  experience  to  see  occasionally^  a  whole  family 
withdraw  Irom  connection  with  us,  for  that  was  equivalent  to  cutting 
themselves  off  from  all  the  means  of  grace,  and  running  into  the 
worst  temptations  to  gross  sins ;  I  knew  that  the  G^ood  Shepherd 
could  follow  his  straying  sheep  in  the  wilderness,  but  the  thought 
that  those  who  had  charge  of  the  flock  could  not  be  free  from  blame 
with  reference  to  their  leaving  us  was  saddening  and  humiliating. 
These  wanderers  with  few  exceptions  returned  to  the  mission  station, 
and  in  many  instances  it  was  to  be  observed  that  their  absence  had 
taught  them  the  value  of  their  privileges  here.  The  Apostle  Paul's 
words  to  the  elders  at  Epheaus  :  "  Eemember  that  by  the  space  of 
three  years  I  ceased  not  to  warn  everjr  one  night  and  day  with  tears," 
(Acts  XX.  31)  often  occurred  to  my  mind  with  overwhd.ming  power, 
and  with  an  example  of  such  unwearied  faithfulness  before  me,  and 
the  remembrance  of  my  own  shortcomings,  I  could  only  say ;  "  Lord, 
enter  not  into  Judgment  with  thy  servant." 

Times  of  difficulty  as  to  externals  occurred  during  our  stay  at  Nain, 
seasons  when  famine  or  epidemic  disease  made  its  appearance,  and 
proved  fatal  to  manv  in  our  little  community.  In  the  year  1858  a 
trial  of  a  peculiar  and  painful  character  affected  us  and  most  of  the 
other  missionary  famiHes  on  the  coast ;  this  was  the  failure  of  the 
Harmony  to  reach  any  of  the  stations  except  Hopedale.  The  long 
and  anxious  suspense,  until  we  heard  that  the  dear  little  vessel  was 
not  lost,  was  more  trying  than  the  absence  of  various  desirable  articles 
of  consumption,  which  we  were  obliged  to  do  without  for  that  year : 
but  we  had  abundant  reason  to  praise  the  Lord  for  the  provision  He 
made  for  us  in  our  time  of  need. 

In  the  year  1858,  the  state  of  my  health  rendering  a  visit  to 
Europe  very  desirable,  we  left  Hebron  on  the  25th  of  September, 
taking  charge  of  five  children,  who  were  being  sent  home  for  their 
education.  The  return-journey  of  the  Harmony  is  generally  consider- 
ably shorter  than  the  voyage  out,  owing  to  the  north-west  winds, 
which  often  blow  steadily  in  autumn;  it  seldom  lasts  more  than 
three  or  four  weeks.  Our  voyage  lasted  no  less  than  71  days,  and  was  a 
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time  of  much  careand  aniiety.  Storm  after  storm, tlireateDing  destruc- 
tion to  the  little  vessel  and  doing  much  damage,  droTO  ns  back  from 
the  Irish  coast  as  often  as  we  approached  it,  and  for  more  than  four 
weeks  before  we  landed,  the  supply  of  provisions  began  seriously  to 
fail.  On  the  voyage  out  it  seems  that  the  captain  had  granted  the 
crew  a  considerable  degree  of  license,  and  they  had  disposed  of  the 
provisions  in  a  careless  manner,  and  now  many  articles  were  quite  ex- 
hausted, and  the  crew  grumbled  at  having  nothing  more  than  ship's 
biscuits  and  tea  to  live  on.  With  the  greatest  economy  we  managed  to 
make  a  few  articles  brought  with  us  from  Labrador  go  a  long  way  for 
the  dear  children,  but  when  these  were  finished  we  were  all  reduced 
to  the  same  fare  as  the  sailors.  My  wife  and  myself  suffered  consider- 
ably from  the  privation,  and  the  anxiety  on  behalf  of  the  children, 
but  they  remained  bright  and  cheerful,  and  often  turned  our  weeping 
into  rejoicing.  At  length  a  favourable  wind  was  granted,  and  we 
reached  London  on  the  5th  of  December,  where  we  received  a 
mighty  and  abiding  impression  of  the  multitude  of  Christian  friends, 
whose  loving  interest  and  earnest  prayers  accompany  our  Labrador 
ahip  out  and  home.* 

Affcer  a  pleasant  and  refreshing  visit  among  our  friends  we  re- 
turned to  Labrador  in  the  following  year,  prepared  to  spend  the  rest 
of  our  lives  in  the  solitude  of  that  dreary  land  in  the  midst  of  the 
work  to  which  we  had  become  verv  much  attached.  We  had  a  long 
voyage,  and  just  entered  Hopedafe  Bay  in  time  to  escape  the  drift 
ice,  which  on  the  day  after  our  arrival  covered  the  sea  as  far  as  the 
eye  could  reach,  filling  every  bay  and  inlet,  so  that  there  was  for 
some  days  no  possibility  of  proceeding.  Subsequently  my  strength  of 
mind  and  body  again  failed  considerably,  and  I  am  thankful  k)  our 
Saviour  that  He  has  sent  me  serious  warnings  of  the  near  approach  of 
my  end,  to  loosen  my  hold  on  what  is  of  the  earth,  and  make  me  better 
fitted  for  the  enjoyment  of  heaven.  Looking  back  on  my  life,  I  see 
innumerable  shortcomings,  and  instances  of  unfaithfulness,  and  feel 
that  I  have  indeed  been  an  uuprofitable  servant.  But  I  bless  God 
for  the  lively  assurance  that  my  Saviour  has  pardoned  all  my  sins. 
May  He  maintain  this  happy  assurance  even  unto  the  end.  Into  His 
hands  I  commend  my  spirit,  and  to  the  care  of  the  ever  faithful  and 
merciful  Saviour  I  commit  all  those  who  are  near  and  dear  to  me. 

[After  taking  great  interest  in  the  establishment  of  the  new  station 
at  Zoar,  assisting  with  his  advice  in  the  difficult  matter  of  selecting  a 
suitable  locality  in  Takpangayok  Bay,  our  late  brother  found  himself 
gradually  becoming  unable  to  fulfil  the  duties  of  his  position,  and 
resigned  his  office  in  the  spring  of  the  year  1867.  For  the  last  time 
before  leaving  the  field  of  labour,  in  which  he  had  spent  36  years  of 
his  life,  he  addressed  the  Eskimo  congregations  at  Okak  and  Hebron, 
but  his  strength  was  almost  exhausted  when  the  Harmony  reached 
London  on  the  16th  of  September,  after  a  return  voyage  of  unprece- 
dented rapidity.  He  then  became  rapidly  weaker,  and  departed 
this  life  on  the  morning  of  the  18th,  having  reached  the  age  of  60 
years  and  five  months.]

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St.  Kitt's.  Basseterre, — The  week  of  prayer  was  marked  by 
seven  numerously-attended  evening  meetings,  at  which  several  of 
our  native  brethren  offered  fervent  prayers. 

At  this  time  it  pleased  the  Lord  to  lay  Br.  Ellis  on  a  bed  of  sick- 
ness. After  six  weeks  of  enforced  cessation  from  active  duty,  he 
was,  to  our  great  joy,  raised  up  again,  and  enabled  to  resume  his 
labours. 

At  the  speakings,  which  have  been  attended  by  the  great  majority 
of  our  flock,  we  found  that  our  members  had  considerable  experience 
of  the  sinfulness  of  their  hearts,  and  felt  their  great  need  of  the  free 
^ace  of  God  in  Christ,  to  pardon,  heal,  and  save  them. 

On  the  occasions  when  we  were  privileged  to  draw  near  to  the 
table  of  the  Lord,  to  shew  forth  His  death,  from  310  to  85G  of  our 
members  were  present,  shewing  that  one-third  of  the  communicants 
were  often  absent,  through  various  ailments  of  body  or  mind.  Four 
brethren  and  eleven  sisters  renewed  their  covenant  with  the  Lord  in 
confirmation,  and  were  received  into  the  class  of  communicants. 

During  the  Passion-week  we  had  at  the  meetings  from  400  to  500 
persons,  who  listened  with  unabated  interest  to  the  Gospel  account 
of  our  Lord's  last  days  on  earth. 

The  visitation  of  the  sick  has  been  attended  with  much  cheering 
experience,  as  well  as  some  of  a  sorrowful  character.  One  sister, 
speaking  of  her  trying  illness  said,  "  This  sickness  is  for  the  good  of 
tny  soul.  I  am  very  bad,  but  my  Saviour  died  for  me."  A  voung 
man  in  consumption  confessed  the  dissoluteness  of  his  past  liie,  and 
expressed  his  deep  sorrow  for  it.  He  had  found  Jesus  his  Saviour, 
and  could  look  forward  with  joy  to  meeting  Him.  A  woman  in  the 
hospital  said,  "Jesus  is  my  only  hope.  His  Spirit  bears  witness  vnth 
my  spirit  that  he  is  mine."  One  of  our  members,  an  old  man,  said, 
"  1  have  no  wish  to  recover,  but  would  rather  go  to  be  with  Jesus." 
J.  W.  on  his  death-bed  said  to  his  weeping  famuy,  "  Don't  cry :  I  am 
happy !"  His  confidence  was  in  the  mercy  of  God  through  Christ. 
Many  similar  instances  might  be  given. 

On  the  other  hand,  we  fear  that  one  of  our  communicant  brethren 
shortened  his  life  by  indulgence  in  ardent  spirits,  and  another  mem- 
ber, an  aged  African  woman,  had  to  be  excluded  for  intemperance, 
and  died,  after  a  protracted  illness.  She,  however,  professed  repent- 
ance and  hope  in  Christ. 

The  public  and  private  meetings  have  been  regularly  held.  At 
times,  we  have  had  to  complain  of  thin  attendance ;  but  we  have  also 
been  often  cheered  by  full  and  attentive  auditories,  numbering  from 
800  to  1200  persons. 

In  July  about  300  of  our  congregation  were  brought  into  deep 
affliction  by  a  fire  which  laid  the  chief  part  of  the  town  in  ashes.  It 
is  marvellous  that  human  life  was  so  spared  on  that  awful  night  of 
sudden,  irresistible,  overwhelming  calamity.  Of  the  multitudes  of 
weak  and  helpless  persons, — aged,  sick,  blind,  and  infants, — who  were 
exposed  to  fearful  danger,  only  one  individual,  a  poor  old  woman  who 
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was  a  member  of  our  flock,  was  consumed.  With  tbis  exception,  and 
that  of  a  fireman  who  was  scorched,  we  know  of  none  who  sus- 
tained bodily  injury.  Among  the  aid  which  flowed  in  from  various 
lands,  our  suffering  members  and  whole  congregation  were  much 
moved  by  the  efficient  help  sent  to  them  by  the  Mission  Board,  the 
Brethren's  Society  in  London  for  the  Furtherance  of  the  Gospel 
among  the  Heathen,  friends  at  Danzig  and  other  places,  and  most  of 
our  congregations  in  the  West  Indies.  This  most  valuable  help  in 
time  of  need  has  aflbrded  to  them  a  powerful  realisation  of  the 
"  Unity"  of  the  Brethren,  and  will,  we  trust,  have  a  long-enduring 
good  effect  upon  their  minds. 

Not,  however,  by  fire  alone  has  the  Lord  appealed  to  slumbering 
consciences,  but  likewise  by  storm  and  frequent  earthquakes.  One 
of  the  latter  occurred  in  the  evening  of  December  80,  during  a  prayer* 
meeting.  The  body  of  our  large  chapel  was  filled  with  people,  and 
while  we  were  on  our  knees  the  place  shook,  and  the  floor  heaved 
witb  an  undulating  motion.  Strong  cries  from  all  parts  ascended  to 
heaven,  and  the  Lord  heard,  and  saved  us  from  deslruction. 

It  is  a  cause  of  deep  gratitude  to  the  Lord  that  He  graciously 
helped  us  through  our  multiplied  engagements. 

Considering  the  pecuniary  loss  which  many  of  our  members  suf- 
fered by  the  ^re^  we  expected  that  there  would  be  a  falling-off  in 
Church-contributions,  but  this  has  not  been  so  much  as  we  feared. 

Our  Sunday-schools  have  had  their  usual  attendance,  averaging 
325  persons  of  all  ages  above  infancy. 

The  day-schools  have  been  carried  on  without  interruption.  The 
juvenile-school,  under  Br.  J.  E.  Francis,  still  occupies  a  leading  posi- 
tion at  the  examination  by  the  school-inspector. 

In  June,  we  opened  a  new  Infant  School  in  a  poor,  thickly  popu- 
lated part  of  the  town.  It  is  called  "  Bristol  School,"  having  been 
set  on  foot  by  the  kind  aid  of  members  of  our  confi[regation  in  that 
city.  The  attendance  has  been  such  that  we  have  bad  to  enlarge  the 
school-house. 

On  behalf  of  our  whole  work  we  pray,  **  Let  the  beauty  of  the 
Lord  our  God  be  upon  us,  and  establish  Thou  the  work  of  our  hands 
upon  us,  yea,  the  work  of  our  hands  establish  thou  it.*' — G-.  Heath. 

Bethesda. — ^The  year  1867  was  in  many  respects  a  remarkable  ona» 
fyr  the  West  Indies.  We  have  had  a  share  in  the  well-known  cidami- 
ties  of  the  past  year,  and  though  it  was  small  as  compared  with  others, 
we  have  seen  and  felt  enoimh  of  the  power  of  God  in  nature  to  lead 
iu  to  exdaiin  with  Job :  "  Thine  eyes  are  upon  me,  and  I  am  not  !'* 

By  the  high  winds  in  the  hurricane-season  our  buildings  aad 
fences  were  severely  damaged,  and  the  frequent  earthquakes,  from 
November  to  the  close  of  the  year,  kept  us  in  a  continual  state  of 
excitement. 

This  was  the  more  trying,  as  we  at  the  same  time  had  sickness  in 
the  mission-family,  Sr.  Ileichstein  being  laid  up  for  several  months 
with  a  severe  attack  of  inflammation  in  the  lungs. 

The  outward  circumstances  of  our  people  are  by  no  iMans  improv- 
ing. Year  by  year  their  situation  becomes  more  one  of  depenaonce, 
and  many  privileges,  allowed  them  formerly,  are  gradually  withdrawn 
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from  them  by  those  who  have  the  power.  We  have  often  been  but- 
prised  to  observe  with  what  facility  many  of  them  can  adapt  them* 
selves  to  new  and  adverse  circumstances.  Some  of  them  shew  great 
willingness  to  be  guided  by  Scripture,  and,  looking  away  from  man, 
place  their  trust  in  the  promises  of  Him  who  has  dechured,  "  I  will 
never  ieave  thee,  nor  forsake  thee." 

The  number  of  our  communicants  has  been  diminished  by  eight 
who  departed  this  life  at  an  advanced  age.  Three  of  these  were  above 
ninety  years  old.  Two  of  them  had  served  as  helpers  for  many  years. 
Another  was  R.  J.,  an  old  African,  who  for  his  faithful  services  m  the 
time  of  slavery  received  some  aid  from  the  estate.  He  was  a  remark- 
able instance  of  the  free  grace  of  God  in  choosing  things  which  are 
weak  and  despised,  that  no  flesh  should  glory  in  His  presence.  The 
old  man  was  often  in  need.  And  in  the  last  eight  years  of  his  life, 
amid  sickness  and  the  infirmities  of  old  age,  he  had  no  help  save 
that  of  a  daughter, — a  leper,  withont  hands  and  with  onljr  one  foot. 
Yet  his  faith  in  and  love  to  his  Saviour,  grew  stronger  amid  outward 
conflicts.  His  prayers,  breathing  gratitude  and  assurance  of  a  good 
hope  through  grace,  made  one  forget  the  misery  of  tbe  place,  and 
transformed  it  into  a  Bethel.  On  the  27th  of  February  he  foil  asleep, 
shortly  after  uttering  the  words,  "  Come,  Lord  Jesus,  come  soon  !*^ 

Evidences  that  the  Lord  is  still  pleased  to  own  our  imperfect 
labours  have  been  met  with  at  various  times  at  our  speakins^s  with 
the  individual  members,  and  still  more  in  our  visits  to  the  sick  and 
dying. 

The  means  of  grace  and  instruction  have  in  general  been  well 
attended,  and  it  is  encouraging  to  find  the  number  of  Sundays 
scholars  on  the  increase. 

Our  day-school  has  also  given  us  much  pleasure  in  the  past  year. 
We  gratefully  acknowledge  the  Lord's  blessing  as  the  sole  cause  of  its 
prosperity,  and  are  sensible  of  many  shortcomings  in  the  discharge 
of  our  duties  in  this  portion  of  the  work  as  well  as  in  others.  We 
commend  ourselves  and  our  work  to  the  prayerf\il  remembrance  of 
the  Lord's  people.  A.  BjciCHSTBiir. 

EBtridge, — Through  our  Saviour's  mercy  the  year  has  been  one  of 
distinguished  favour,  both  spiritual  and  temporal.  Notwithstanding 
obvious  shortcomings,  we  have  been  favoured  with  a  continuance  of 
all  our  gospel  means  of  grace. 

At  the  commencement  of  the  year  we  were  impressively  reminded 
of  the  uncertainty  of  life  by  the  unexpected  departure  or  several  of 
our  members,  as  well  as  of  acquaintances  in  our  neig^hbourhood. 
We  took  the  opportuni^  to  try  to  impress  the  hearts  of  those  who 
had  not  fled  to  Christ  for  refuge. 

We  cannot  speak  of  any  increase  of  our  public  auditories  on 
Sundays ;  but  we  can  look  back  with  satisfaction  on  the  generally 
well-filled  church.  And  we  can  also  thank  God  and  take  courage 
from  seeing  some  entering  those  doors,  who  for  years  had  turned 
their  baxsks  on  the  means  of  grace.  The  more  special  meetings  for 
edification,  intercession,  and  devotion  have  been  regularly  held,  as 
opportunities  for  tbe  increase  of  fellowship  with  each  other,  and 
with  Qod  our  Father,  and  His  Son  Christ  Jesus. 
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The  periodical  speakings  with  the  various  members  of  the  con- 
gregation have  been  regufirlj  attended  to.  We  have  on  some  of 
these  occasions  enjoyed  such  Christian  intercourse,  and  have 
been  favoured  with  such  evidences  of  the  hidden  blessinss  of 
the  grace  of  God  attending  the  administration  of  the  word,  as  bave 
tended  to  refresh  our  bouIb.  These  experiences  prove  to  us  that 
there  are  some  sincere  people  of  the  Lord  among  us. 

The  Sunday-school  nas  continued  in  its  useful  course,  and  is 
BuppUed  with  some  very  faithful  teachers,  who  take  pleasure  in 
their  work.  May  the  liord  more  and  more  endue  them  with  Hia 
heavenly  grace  and  with  meekness  and  wisdom. 

In  connection  with  our  Sunday-school,  the  Missionary  Association 
has  this  year  advanced  to  something  of  its  former  prosperity,  and 
we  believe  that  many  of  the  subscribers  devote  their  contributions 
with  cheerfulness  to  the  Lord's  cause.  We  are  a  missionary 
Church,  and  we  are  to  "look  not  every  man  on  his  own  things,  but 
every  man  also  on  the  things  of  others."  The  Association  has  con- 
tributed in  the  year  the  net  sum  of  j655.  IBs  6d.  We  mention 
these  things,  not  to  boast,  but  simply  to  praise  our  Gt)d,  for  the 
ability  and  willingness  which  He  bestows. 

The  attendance  of  the  children  of  our  own  members  in  the  day- 
school  is  not  what  it  ought  to  be.  Were  all  the  parents  fSuthful  m 
giving  their  children  tne  benefit  of  the  Christian  opportunities 
afforded  to  them,  a  congregation  like  this  would  open  a  wide  fidid 
of  usefuloess  for  two  or  three  qualified  teachers.  As  regards  anj^ 
work  of  grace  among  the  children  of  the  school,  we  can  point  to 
no  special  instance  as  having  come  under  our  notice.  The  seed, 
however,  if  faithfuDy  sown,  may  yet  spring  up,  and,  under  Ood's 
blessing,  bear  fruit,  even  in  the  most  unpromising  child's  heart. 

We  cannot  but  raise  our  notes  of  thanksgiving  to  the  great  Giver 
of  every  good  and  perfect  gift,  who  has  in  so  &ir  blessed  our  people 
with  temporal  prosperity,  as  to  enable  them  to  contribute,  in  theif 
appointed  way,  for  the  maintenance  of  the  means  of  grace  among 
them,  more  freely  than  in  any  previous  year. 

We  must  adore  and  humbly  praise  the  Lord  for  His  kind  pre- 
servation of  us  from  famine,  pestilence,  and  storms,  while  our  neigh- 
bours in  some  of  the  islands  have  been  made  to  experience  ternble 
things.  But  we  have  not  been  without  startling  and  very  alarming 
visitations  in  the  form  of  severe  earthquakes  in  great  frequency. 

Heartily  sympathizing  with  the  sufferers  in  the  islands  of  St.  John 
and  St.  Thomas,  we  were  glad  to  be  able  to  contribute  towards  their 
relief  about  £7.,  the  proceeds  of  a  collection  made  for  the  purpose.

Bethel, — ^The  report  from  this  station  must  be  in  a  groat  measure 
imperfect,  owing  to  the  sudden  removal,  on  account  of  ill  health,  of 
the  brother  who  was  here  for  three-fourths  of  the  year,  and  the 
coming  of  one  who  was  well  nigh  a  stranger  to  the  congregation. 

Er.  and  Sr.  G-eorge  bid  farewell  to  this  station  and  its  people, 
among  whom  they  had  resided  for  ten  years,  on  the  24tib  of  Sep- 
tember, and  on  the  following  day  Br.  and  Sr.  Ellis,  who  had  been 
requested  by  the  Conference  to  take  their  place,  for  the  present, 
arrived  here. 
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At  first  appearance,  all  looked  very  lonely  and  solitary.  This 
was,  however,  only  the  first  appearance,  for  we  soon  found  that  we 
had  to  do  with  a  warm-hearted,  kind,  and'  affectionate  people.  This 
has  been  shewn  by  acts  of  kindness,  and  a  readiness  to  listen  to 
words  of  reason  and  of  counseL  Thus  the  Lord  cleared  our  way 
before  us,  and  made  our  path  straight. 

For  us,  after  so  short  a  time,  to  judge  of  the  spiritual  state  of  the 
people,  might  be  somewhat  injudicious.  We  would  therefore  only 
say  that,  while  there  are  evidently  those  who  are  careless  or  only 
formalists,  there  are  at  the  same  time  such  as  strive  to  be  not 
hearers  only,  but  also  doers  of  the  word,  and  with  whom  it  is  a 
pleasure  to  converse.  The  speakings  with  the  several  classes  have 
been  well  attended  on  the  two  last  occasions. 

The  various  estates  and  villages  around  afford  ample  opportunity 
for  house-to-honse  visitation,  in  which  duty  we  have  found  consi- 
derable encouragement,  being  always  well  received.  Nor  are  these 
visits  altogether  without  fruit.  As  one  result,  we  have  been  per- 
mitted to  marry  one  couple,  and  are  now  publishing  the  banns  of 
another,  who  for  years  had  lived  in  sin. 

The  cottage-meeting  held  for  some  time  on  H.  estate  was  discon- 
tinued from  about  the  middle  of  the  year,  partly  in  consequence  of 
Br.  George's  poor  health,  and  partly  on  account  of  the  removal  of 
many  of  the  coolies,  for  whose  special  benefit  it  was  established. 
In  place  of  this,  however,  we  have  endeavoured  to  set  on  foot  an 
open-air  service  in  a  village  not  far  from  us,  where  we  found  many 
careless  people,  who  seem  rarely,  if  ever,  to  attend  any  place  of 
worship.  Here  we  have  met  with  encouragement.  While  standing 
under  the  shade  of  some  trees,  with  a  company  of  forty  or  fifty 
persons  around  us,  we  have  tried  to  set  forth  the  love  of  Christ,  and 
to  call  upon  sinners  to  fiee  from  the  wrath  to  come. 

The  Christmas-season  with  its  various  meetings  was,  upon  the 
whole,  a  cheerful,  and  we  trust  a  blessed  time. 

The  day-school  examination,  which  was  held  on  Christmas-eve,  was 
an  opportunity  at  which  we  thanked  Gk)d  and  took  courage. 

The  Missionary  Association  held  its  half-yearly  lovelfeast  on  the 
last  Simday  in  the  year.  There  was  a  good  gathering,  and  a  cheerful 
meeting.  The  subscriptions  for  the  past  six  months  amounted  to 
upwar£i  of  £22. 

In  outward  things  we  have  cause  for  gratitude :  but  little  sickness 
has  prevailed  among  the  members ;  provisions  have  been  abundant, 
and  iabom*  plentifril. 

Thus  thankful  for  past  services,  and  stiU  looking  to  the  Lord  for 
His  blessing  upon  our  feeble  efforto,  we  may  with  gladness  say  with 
the  Psalmist,  "  I  will  sing  of  mercy  and  judgment ;  unto  Thee,  O 
Lord,  will  I  sing  !'*  T.  Ellis. 

Babbados.  Sharon, — The  severe  and  unwonted  calamities  that 
have  befallen  our  sister-colonies,  are  too  recent  to  permit  the  most 
careless  among  us  to  forget  how  much  we  owe  to  the  sovereim  Euler 
of  all  things,  for  holding  over  us  His  protecting  arm,  while  others 
were  visited  with  hurricanes  and  earthquakes  and  devouring  flames. 
Would  that  all  those  around  us,  who  have  been  permitted  to  dwell 
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Becurely  in  their  habitations,  might  learn  righteoufiness  and  praise 
the  Lord  for  His  clemency. 

The  week  of  prayer  was  with  us  a  season  of  great  blessing. 
Every  evening  large  numbers  assembled  in  the  church,  and  from 
many  lips  fervent  cries  went  up  to  the  throne  of  m?ace,  for  new  life 
and  zeal,  and  for  the  extension  of  the  work  around  us. 

The  Fassioix-week  services  were  profitable  to  many,  and  at  Easter 
we  enjoyed  many  tokens  of  the  Lord's  favour. 

Our  missionary  meeting  at  Whitsuntide  gave  evidence  that  there 
are  still  several  m  the  congregation,  who  retain  a  lively  interest  in 
thegreat  missionary  work  of  our  Church. 

The  schools  have  had  difficulties  to  contend  with,  and  in  con- 
sequence the  numbers  are  less  than  last  year.  This  portion  of  our 
work  is  confessedly  of  groat  importance,  and  must  not  be  lost 
sight  of  in  an  estimate  of  our  labours  in  the  island.  The  schools 
require  unceasing  supervision  and  encouragement,  and  a  large  pcNF- 
tion  of  the  missionary  s  time  and  care  is  therefore  devoted  to  them. 
Not  is  it,  as  we  think,  time  lost,  for  the  fruits  are  seen  in  after 
years  in  many  respects.  Believing  that  we  are  acting  entirely  in 
accordance  with  the  genius  of  the  Church,  from  its  eaniest  history, 
we  continue  to  care  for  the  lambs  of  the  fold,  and  to  bring  them 
to  the  great  and  loving  Shepherd  of  souls. 

Although  the  island  has  not  been  visited  generally  with  epidemic 
diseases,  our  members  have  suffered  not  a  little  from  sickness  of 
various  kinds.  More  than  the  average  number  of  sudden  deaths 
we  find  recorded  in  our  list  of  departures.  In  the  case  of  one 
aged  communicant  sister,  we  believe  that  she  was  called  to  sudden 
glory.  A  married  sister's  death  by  drowning  in  a  neighbouring* 
cistern  was  the  occasion  of  many  heart-questionings  when  her 
remains  were  brought  to  the  church  on  the  Sabbath  afternoon. 
A  brother  with  whom  we  conversed  seriously  on  the  highway  on 
a  Tuesday  idftemoon,  in  reference  to  his  neglect,  was  buried  on 
the  Wednesday  evening.  Almost  the  last  words  he  spoke  were 
addressed  to  his  wife,  when  he  communicated  our  remonstrance, 
and  assured  her  that  he  intended  to  go  to  church  the  next  Sunday, 
and  to  appear  at  the  next  speaking.  "  Boast  not  thyself  of  to- 
morrow"  afforded  foundation  for  a  solemn  address  on  the  Sunday 
that  succeeded  the  funeral. 

In  the  mission-family  at  this  place  there  was  much  and  serious 
sickness  during  the  early  part  of  the  year;  nor  can  we  boast  that 
there  was  robust  health  towards  the  close.  Peculiar  trials  and 
anxieties  doubtless  tended  to  create  bodily  afflictions ;  but,  by  the 
good  help  of  our  God  we  have  been  spared  to  this  time,  and  to  Him 
we  ascribe  heartfelt  thanks. 

A  faithM  review  of  the  work  entrusted  to  our  care,  fills  us  with 
humiliation,  sorrow,  and  dissatisfaction.  With  humiliation,  when 
we  think  how  little  we  have  done  for  the  glory  of  Gt)d  and  the  good 
of  souls  during  the  year.  With  sorrow,  when  we  note  how  much 
need  there  is  for  constant  toil,  to  keep  even  what  the  gospel-net  has 
taken.  And  with  dissatisfaction  that  our  own  efforts  have  not  been 
adequate  to  our  opportunities.    The  prevailing  worldliness  affects

Bridgetown.  — When  we  call  to  mind  the  Lord's  dealings  with  us 
during  the  past  year,  and  enquire  respecting  our  present  condition, 
we  are  constrained  to  give  thanks  unto  our  God,  and  to  hurable 
ourselyes  before  Him. 

Ihiring  the  former  half  of  the  year,  the  congregation  was  without 
a  stated  minister.  During  the  vacancy,  however,  the  services  of  the 
sanctuary  were  regularly  held,  chiefly  by  brethren  from  the  other 
stations,  assisted  by  a  lay  member  of  the  congregation. 

The  congregation  has  gone  on  in  a  quiet  way.  The  attendance 
at  the  public  services  has  been  encouraging,  and,  if  that  at  the 
meetings  intended  only  for  members  of  the  congregation  has  not 
been  as  good  as  we  should  have  liked  to  see  it,  we  trust  that  the 
faithful  ones  have  been  blessed,  and  will  encourage  those  who  have 
been  remiss  to  come  forward  and  share  the  privileges  they  have 
enjoyed. 

The  Sunday-school  has  continued  in  its  usual  course.  In  this 
also  a  larger  attendance  would  have  been  desirable,  yet  we  hope 
that,  through  the  efforts  of  a  corps  of  faithful  teachers,  the  good 
seed  has  found  a  resting-place  in  some  hearts. 

During  the  latter  part  of  the  year  several  deaths  occurred  among 
the  older  members  ot  the  congregation.  "We  have  reason  to  believe 
tha*  most  of  those  who  were  thus  removed,  did  but  exchange  a 
world  of  pain  and  sorrow  for  one  of  eternal  bliss. 

The  day-schools,  both  at  the  stations  and  the  outposts,  have 
maintained  their  efficiency.  Towards  the  close  of  the  year  the 
attendance  was  somewhat  interfered  with  by  the  excessive  rains, 
and  at  two  of  them  by  the  prevalence  of  the  measles  in  the  neigh- 
bourhood. 

While  thanking  the  Lord  for  the  bounties  heretofore  granted  to 
ps,  we  are  encouraged  to  hope  for  the  new  vear  a  continuance  of  the 
same,  and  an  increased  appreciation  of  the  advantages  so  richly 
afforded  us.  S.  L.  Thableb. 

Ctifion^Sill, — Upon  the  retirement  of  Br.  and  Sr.  Bentien,  after 
a  service  of  nearly  nine  years  in  this  congregation,  we  were  called 
from  the  Mosquito  Coast  to  take  their  place.  Our  impression  of 
the  country  and  the  people  was,  on  the  whole,  a  pleasant  one, 
which  has  not  been  altogether  erased  by  our  gradually  discovering 
the  shadowy  side.  We  could  not  but  perceive  a  striking  difference 
between  the  mission-congregations  here  and  those  on  the  Mosquito 
Coast.  The  latter  shew  more  freshness  of  spiritual  life,  more 
earnest  interest  in  the  gospel,  more  of  the  spirit  of  first  love, 
whilst  here  there  is  less  of  outward  demonstration  of  a  change  of 
heart.  Tet  we  find  more  perseverance  and  industry  as  regards 
outward  things. 

We  cannot  report  any  striking  incidents  in  the  congregation. 
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There  is  a  steady  increase  in  the  attendance  at  the  Sunday  servioetf 
as  well  as  at  the  weekday  meetings.  We  have  a  proof  that  God'a 
word  does  not  return  void,  in  a  small  addition  of  candidates.  Some 
old  members,  who  had  absented  themselrM  from  the  house  of  God 
for  years,  have  come  back.  The  speakings,  which  ought  to  be  more 
regularly  attended,  afford  us  a  welcome  opportunity  of  placing  before 
our  people  the  one  thing  which  is  needful. 

We  would  wish  that  more  of  the  fruits  of  righteousness  and  holi- 
ness appeared  in  the  lives  of  our  communicant  brethren  and  sisters, 
and  long  most  heartily  to  see  more  fervent  love  to  the  Saviour, 
more  interest  in  His  precious  gospel,  a  more  consistent  walk  and 
conversation,  less  conformity  to  the  world,  and  less  cleaving  to  its 
perishing  treasure. 

The  day-school,  we  are  glad  to  say,  is  in  a  prosperous  state.  Since 
our  teacher's  family  have  come  to  reside  here,  he  can  better  devote 
his  time  and  energies  to  his  duties.  Hence  the  school  has  gradually 
improved,  and  the  public  examination  by  the  Inspector  of  Schools 
has  been  satisfactory.  We  feel  much  gratified  in  witnessing  the 
interest  which  the  legislature  of  Barbados  has  taken  in  the  promo- 
tion of  sound  education  among  the  people,  by  a  very  able  and  judi- 
cious supervision  of  the  schools  and  liberal  aid  towards  their  siipport. 

Our  Sunday-school  is  still  not  what  it  ought  to  be.  It  has 
always  required  the  untiring  and  united  efforts  of  ministers  and 
teachers  to  keep  it  in  existence.  Yet  it  has  somewhat  improved, 
and  we  humbly  trust  that  our  endeavours  to  bring  the  children  and 
young  people  under  more  special  instruction  from  Gh)d*s  word  may 
be  the  blessed  means  of  leading  them  to  the  Saviour,  that  by  His 
grace  they  may  be  kept  from  the  great  temptations  which  have 
caused  so  many  to  fall. 

Never  were  we  more  in  need  of  watchfulness  and  prayer  than 
now,  as  the  Lord  is  at  hand,  to  fulfil  His  promises  upon  friends  and 
enemies.  J.  J.  Hoch. 

Mount Tabor.^We  commenced  the  year  with  a  week  of  prayer, 
as  formerly,  and  felt,  in  the  assemblies  then  held,  that  the  Lord  was 
with  us  of  a  truth.  A  manifest  interest  was  taken  in  these  meetings, 
for  they  were  well  attended,  not  only  by  our  members,  but  alsoDj 
strangers  fr^m  the  neighbourhood. 

The  same  was  the  case  with  the  services  in  the  Passion-week. 

The  usual  evening  meetings  were,  on  the  whole,  better  attended 
than  last  year,  and  we  have  been  cheered  by  peeing  increased 
numbers  flocking  to  the  Sabbath  services.  We  have  reason  to 
believe  that  the  preaching  of  the  word  of  God  has  not  been  in 
vain,  and  that  the  gospd  of  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ  has  found 
entrance  into  many  hearts. 

Some,  who  had  been  careless,  have  returned  to  Church-fellowship, 
and  a  niunber  of  young  people  have  joined  the  candidates'  class. 

The  sudden  departure  of  two  communicant  members  in  the  prime 
of  life  produced  a  deep  impression  in  the  congregation.  One  came 
home  from  her  work  m  the  evening  and  spoke  to  her  husband  and 
children  very  earnestly  about  the  many  strong  men,  who  had  so 
unexpectedly  found  a  watery  grave  at  St.  Thomas,^  the  news  of 
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the  fearful  hurricane  tliere  having  just  reached  this  island.  Eetir- 
ing  to  rest  well  and  strong  that  night,  she  never  awoke  again  in 
this  world.  She  departed  this  life  without  the  knowledge  of  her 
family,  who  found  her  dead  and  cold  when  they  arose  the  next 
morning. 

Our  day-schools  were  much  better  attended  in  the  earlier  part 
of  the  year  than  towards  the  close.  The  infant-?chool  however 
remained  pretty  much  the  same,  while  the  Sunday-school  has 
increased  considerably. 

The  Missionary  Association,  which  was  almost  extinct,  has  been 
revived,  and  we  had  a  very  cheering  meeting  on  the  21st  of  March, 
at  which  several  influential  gentlemen  were  present  and  took  part. 

May  the  Lord  continue  to  bless  us  with  all  spiritual  blessings, 
and  increase  the  number  of  His  redeemed.  P.  T.  Ncebebt. 

Tobago.  Montgomery, — The  year  1867  was,  in  many  respects, 
an  important  as  well  as  a  peculiar  one  for  our  Missions  in  the 
West  Indies.  New  arrangements  have  been  made  which  it  is  our 
earnest  desire  may  be  a  step  in  advance  towards  self-support.  But 
whether  this  can  be  fully  accomplished  in  these  trying  times,  remains 
a  question.  Buildings  especially  will,  we  fear,  continue  to  be  an 
expense  to  the  Mission-Fund.  Being  of  wood,  except  the  founda- 
tions, and  exposed  to  the  effects  of  tropical  heat  and  rain,  as  well 
as  to  the  ravages  of  insects,  they  will  always  be  more  costly  than 
buildings  at  home. 

We  cannot  complain  of  lack  of  readiness  on  the  part  of  our 
people  to  contribute  towards  the  support  of  the  mission,  as  they 
are,  with  but  few  exceptions,  willing  but  not  able.  We  look  forward 
with  some  anxiety  to  the  early  part  of  the  new  year,  as  everything 
will  be  very  dear  in  consequence  of  the  unfavourable  weather 
throughout  the  past  twelvemonth. 

Towards  the  end  of  May  we  were  alarmed  by  the  explosion  of  a 
boiler  on  a  neighbouring  estate.  It  happened  just  at  a  time  when 
the  labourers  were  taking  their  breakfast,  and  sitting  very  near  the 
building  in  which  the  boiler  was.  Five  persons  were  more  or  less 
injured,  of  whom  one  died  the  same  evening,  and  another  on  the 
following  morning.  The  former,  an  aged  member  of  this  congrega- 
tion, was  fearfully  scalded  and  otherwise  injured.  His  funeral  was 
very  solemn.  The  other  fatal  case  was  that  of  a  young  girl.  She 
was  sitting  at  the  time  of  the  explosion  near  a  married  man,  with 
whom  she  lived  in  sin.  The  man  was  also  dreadfully  scalded,  but 
recovered.     We  are  grieved  to  observe  that  he  is  as  careless  as  ever. 

If  we,  however,  compare  these  and  similar  troubles  with  the 
judgments  which  the  Lord  has  been  pleased  to  send  on  some  of  the 
islands,  we  cannot  but  be  thankful  for  the  preservation  accorded  to 
us.  The  awful  visitation  in  the  Danish  islands  did  not,  however, 
pass  without  effect  on  our  people.  Some  of  the  members  came  and 
asked  that  a  day  for  thanksgiving  for  preserving  mercy  might  be 
appointed.  The  meetings,  not  only  on  the  Lord's  days  but  also 
during  the  week,  have,  since  the  intelligence  of  the  calamities  in

the  Banish  Islands,  been  better  attended  than  for  a  long  time 
before.  May  our  gracious  Lord  grant  that  these  iropresBioua  may 
not  prove  ot  short  duration,  but  lasting. 

Of  the  day-schools  we  are  unable  to  give  a  satisfactory  report,  as 
regftrds  the  attendance.  The  teachers,  however,  have  not  failed  in 
their  duty,  and  the  examinations  gave  great  credit  to  them.  We 
were  also  cheered  by  the  presence  of  a  goodly  number  of  parents 
and  others,  who  had  come  to  see  and  hear  for  themselves,  what  pro- 
gress the  children  had  made. 

The  Sunday-schools,  especially  that  for  adults,  were  throughout 
the  whole  year  very  badly  attended.  One  cause  of  this  may  be  that 
there  is  a  decided  want  of  earnest,  faithful,  and  punctual  Sunday- 
school  teachers. 

The  Missionary  Association  is  still  low,  as  it  was  last  year.  Freeh 
life  however  sprang  up  after  the  missionary  lovefeast,  the  results  of 
-which  will  be  seen  in  time  to  come. 

Though  the  gospel  has  been  preached,  sinners  have  been  invited 
to  come  to  Jesus,  and  the  means  of  grace  have  been  enjoyed  through- 
out the  year,  Satan  has  carried  on  his  work  among  the  flock,  and 
ensnared  not  a  few  of  the  members,  including  some  of  whom  wo 
expedied  better  things.  Yet  we  thank  GK)d  that  there  are  some  who 
in  various  ways  prove,  that  our  laboiu*  among  them  is  not  in  vain.

Mmah. — In  compliance  with  the  request  of  our  friends  of  the 
Evangelical  Alliance,  we  observed  the  week  of  prayer  at  the  begin- 
ning of  the  year,  our  "Weeleyan  friends  and  we  alternately  uniting 
in  our  respective  places  of  worship.  The  meetings  were  well  at- 
tended, and  a  good  and  lively  spirit  was  manifested. 

The  word  of  the  living  God  Ikaa  been  proclaimed  throughout 
another  year,  and  we  believe  not  in  vain.  Tot  we  have  still  too 
much  reason  to  say  with  the  prophet  of  old»  "  Who  hath  believed 
our  report,  and  to  whom  is  the  arm  of  the  Lord  revealed  ?*'  Yet, 
blessed  be  God,  it  is  our  privilege  to  have  some  frooioi  the  influence 
of  the  gospel  of  the  crucified  Saviour. 

In  the  course  of  the  past  year  many,  who  had  been  ezdnded, 
regularly  came  to  speaking,  with  a  view  to  restonUion  to  their 
former  privileges. 

The  receipts  from  the  Missionary  Association  have  amounted  to 
^31.  10*  8rf,  while  the  congregation  contributions  were  much 
higher  than  in  the  previous  year.  "We  also  made  collections  on 
behalf  of  the  sufierers  in  St.  fcitt's,  and  the  Bible  Society. 

The  public  services  have  been  fairly  attended,  especially  by  the 
female  portion  of  our  people. 

The  juvenile  Sunday-school  was  carried  on  steadily  by  a  band  of 
rather  mtelligent  young  brethren  and  a  sister.  Its  average  attend- 
ance was  somewhat  lower  than  in  1866. 

The  adult  Sunday-school  was  not  in  as  good  a  condition  as  we 
could  have  wished,  though  with  regard  to  numbers  it  was  a  little 
better  than  in  the  former  year.  "We  are  happy  to  say  that  a  good 
proportion  of  the  teachers  of  these  schools  are  steady,  and  — we 
trust  we  may  add — pious. 
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Though  the  Lord  did  not  visit  us  with  any  great  sickneas,  the 
mortality  has  been  considerable.  One  of  our  members  was  crushed 
to  death  by  a  truck  on  which  a  heavy  boiler  was  placed.  Five 
persons  belonging  to  us  lost  their  lives  in  consequence  of  a  sad 
boat- accident.    Besides  these  there  were  nineteen  other  departures.

MOSQUITO  COAST. 

From  Br,  J.   E.  Lundbebo. 

Blxteptelbs,  March  10/^,  1868. 

DcttiNO  the  past  year  the  congregation  here  has  increased  by  69 
persons,  and  the  number  of  those  in  connection  with  our  missions 
m  this  country  is  now  one  hundred  more  than  it  was  a  twelvemonth 
ago.  We  have  a  daily  attendance  of  115  to  125  scholars,  and  two  of 
the  elder  boys  act  as 'monitors  under  the  direction  of  Br.  Pinnock ; 
five  children  from  Greytown  come  here  to  school,  and  we  have  two 
daughters  of  a  German  doctor  as  boarders  in  the  mission-houso. 
The  little  Indian  congregation  at  Ephrata  now  numbers  49  persons. 
Br.  Martin  writes  that  at  "Wounta,  the  principal  settlement  of  the 
Indians  in  that  district,  there  was  this  year  no  intoxicating  drink 
prepared  at  Christmas. 

On  the  17th  of  February  the  British  man  of-war,  Phobe,  anchored 
in  our  bay,  and  Captain  Bythesea  called  on  us,  and  spent  the  night 
in  our  house.  The  school  seemed  to  interest  him  considerably,  and 
he  devoted  two  hours  to  examininff  the  children  in  their  various 
branches  of  learning,  and  exhorted  them  to  continued  diligent 
application.  We  had  some  conversation  with  him  about  the  political 
state  of  aflTairs  here,  and  he  assured  us  that  we  might  at  any  time 
apply  for  advice  and  assistance  to  the  Admiral  of  the  West  Indian 
squadron.  He  refused  to  baptize  the  children  of  parents,  who'wero 
not  married,  although  captains  are  generally  in  the  habit  of  doing 
this  without  hesitation  j  as  there  was  a  Christian  Church  here,  ho 
directed  them  to  the  missionaries  for  baptism. 

July  Sih. — The  work  is  prospering.  At  Ephrata  five  Indians  are  to  bo 
baptized  on  the  19th  inst.,  and  the  general  course  of  the  congregation 
is  such  as  to  give  Br.  Martin  great  encouragement.  At  Eamah  the 
people  continue  faithful,  and  the  teacher  proves  veryeflicient.  Here  at 
Bluefields  we  are  increasing  too:  only  last  week  I  had  tho  pleasure  of 
receiving  a  man  into  the  Church,  who  with  his  four  brothers  formerly 
belonged  to  tho  worst  elements  in  the  place.  He  has  at  length 
been  brought  to  his  right  mind.  In  a  recent  visit  to  Greytown  I 
was  greatly  grieved  at  the  spiritual  deadness  of  the  inhabitants ;  at 
the  three  services  I  held  only  few  people  made  their  appearance,  tho 
white  population  strongly  objecting  to  all  connection  with  tho 
coloured,  even  to  meet  them  in  the  house  of  God  !

Magdala,  February  lUhy  1868. 

We  have  added  fourteen  persons  to  our  little  congregation 
during  the  past  year.  There  is  life  and  zeal  in  our  young  brethren  ; 
they  are  united  in  the  bonds  of  love,  meet  together  for  the  study  of 
the  Scriptures,  and  attend  our  meetings  with  regularity. 

In  December  a  house  was  finished  for  the  teacher,  Br.  Smith,  and 
his  family.  TVhen  we  set  about  repairing  the  church  at  the  begin- 
ning of  the  year,  we  found  the  posts  and  beams  at  their  lower  end 
so  completely  destroyed  by  insects,  that  our  people  urged  us  not  to 
attempt  to  repair,  but  at  once  to  commence  a  new  erection,  promising 
to  aid  to  the  utmost  of  their  ability,  each  giving  ten  days'  free 
labour,  Ac.  Br.  Lundberg  approving  of  the  new  scheme,  we  set 
to  work  to  carry  it  out  without  further  delay.  Just  now  five  boats 
are  bringing  timber  for  our  building,  while  several  men  are  working  at 
the  materi^  which  the  **  Messenger  of  Peace"  has  already  conveyed 
hither ;  there  is  busy  life  at  the  station,  all  deeply  interested  in  the 
prospect  of  a  new  church.  The  examination  of  the  schools  at  the 
end  of  the  year  shewed  very  encouraging  results. 

In  October  I  was  present  at  the  baptism  of  four  Indians  at 
Bethany,  the  first-fruits  of  our  missionary  labours  there.  It  was 
generally  thought  that  these  Indians  were  too  deeply  sunk  in  vice, 
especially  drunkenness,  to  be  capable  of  receiving  the  Gospel,  but 
grace  has  proved  more  mighty  than  sin.  The  day  on  which  the 
baptism  took  place  was  truly  a  time  of  rejoicing  before  the  Lord. 

Our  visits  and  services  at  the  out-stations  in  the  neighboitrhood 
have  been  kept  up  as  usual.  A.  poor  Cookra  Indian  boy,  who  was 
very  ill  and  suffered  much,  expressed  a  strong  desire  for  baptism, 
which  was  administered  to  him  in  his  wretched  little  hut  under  a 
powerful  sense  of  our  Saviour's  presence  in  our  midst.  He  died 
soon  afterwards  at  a  place  some  miles  off,  to  which  his  friends  had 
conveyed  him.

ExTEACTS  of  letters  from  Br.  van  Calker,  and  of  a  diary  of  Br. 
Lehmann,  contain  some  interesting  intelligence  concerning  a  renewed 
attempt  to  take  the  Gospel  to  some  bushnegro  tribes  on  the 
Marawyne.  In  the  year  1865  John  King  had  travelled  up  the 
river,  and  met  with  much  encouragement  {vide  Periodical  Accounts, 
Vol.  XXV.  p.  56).  It  was  resolved  that  two  missionary  brethren 
should  soon  repeat  the  journey,  accompanied  by  John  King,  as  an 
experienced  and  able  pioneer,  but  severe  illness  and  the  hand  of 
death  disabled  and  removed  so  many  of  the  missionaries  at  Para- 
maribo, that  the  plan  could  not  be  carried  out. 

Last  year  the  Brethren  Bramberg  and  Lehmann,  with  John 
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King  and  several  other  native  ChriBtians,  set  ont  on  the  long 
projected  journey,  but  the  result  was  very  different  from  the  one 
which  the  former  visit  had  led  the  brethren  to  expect.  The  party 
was  not  allowed  to  proceed  up  the  river  beyond  the  first  settlement 
of  the  Auka  negroes,  and  had  to  return  to  Paramaribo  after  a  few 
days'  absence.  This  unexpected  termination  of  the  missionary  expe- 
dition appears  to  have  excited  considerable  attention  in  the  colony  on 
the  part  of  many  friends  of  our  mission  and  some  leading  government 
officers,  and  it  was  proposed  to  call  the  offending  Qranman  to  account, 
because  he  had  ventured  to  arrest  Europeans  even  before  they  had 
crossed  the  actual  border  of  the  colonial  territory.  Our  brethren 
declined  to  come  forward  as  accusers  of  these  bushnegroes,  and  it 
was  resolved  that  a  new  attempt  be  made  early  in  the  next  dry 
season,  the  party  being  provided  with  a  written  and  duly  sealed 
order  fi^m  the  proper  government  officer,  which,  it  is  hoped,  will 
open  the  way  for  them  up  the  Cottica  and  Coermotiba  and  the 
Wanna  creek,  to  the  river  Marawyne.  May  the  Lord  grant  His 
blessing  on  the  projected  undertaking !

From  Br,  Th.  vak  Calzeb. 

Pakamabibo,  February  18ih,  1868. 

This  morning  the  Brethren  Bramberg  and  Lehmann  have  set  out 
on  the  missionary  tour  to  the  bushnegroes  on  the  Marawyne  (or 
rather  the  Tapanahoni  and  Lawa)  which  was  determined  on  several 
months  ago,  but,  owing  to  circumstances,  could  not  be  carried  out; 
The  company  consisted,  besides  the  two  brethren  just  mentioned, 
of  John  King,  as  guide  and  invaluable  assistant  in  preaching  the 
Gospel,  the  helper-sister  Magdalen,  a  widow,  who  has  more  than 
once  travelled  with  us  to  Maripastoon,  to  cook,  wash,  and  mend  for 
us,  and  five  baptized  negroes  as  rowers,  one  of  them  a  brother  of 
John  King,  another  a  pupil  of  our  school  here,  all  good  men,  in- 
terested in  the  cause.  Magdalen  goes  at  her  own  special  request, 
and  urged  by  the  wish  to  be  useful  in  proclaiming  Christ  to  her 
countrymen.  Besides  these,  the  wives  of  John  King  and  his  brother 
James  accompany  the  expedition,  and  more  assistance  will  have  to 
be  procured,  when  the  waterfalls  have  to  be  passed.  Three  corials 
are  heavily  laden  with  provisions  for  two  or  three  months. 

A  day  or  two  ago  John  King  had  an  attack  of  fever  which  con- 
tinued on  the  I5th  and  I6ih,  and  no  one  wished  to  set  out  without 
him ;  indeed,  the  ne^oes  refused  to  begin  loading  the  boats  on  the 
17th,  because  John  King  was  not  quite  restored.  But  when  Br.  Leh- 
mann said  to  them,  that  there  was  some  one  who  was  very  desirous 
to  prevent  their  journey  altogether,  and  would  be  delighted  if 
nothing  came  of  it,  and  that  some  one  was  Satan,  they  at  once 
set  to  work,  saying    cheerfully :   "  No,  no,  we  load    directly !  '• 
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In  the  afternoon  the  fever  disappeared,  and  thus  the  expeditiom 
was  able  to  leave  this  morning,  after  having  been  commended 
to  the  blessing  and  protection  of  the  Lord  in  the  meeting  on  the 
previous  evening.  It  is  proposed  to  travel  in  the  boat  as  liar  as  the 
W  anna  Creek,  and  then  proceed  in  corials. 

The  journey  will  probablv  occupy  two  months,  and  the  plan  is 
the  following.  First  of  all  the  Perigundee  negroes  at  the  junction 
of  the  Tapanahoni  and  Lawa  will  be  visited,  and  then  John  King  is  to 
go  on  alone  up  the  former  of  the  two  streams  to  those  Auka  negroes, 
who  form  the  most  powerful  tribe,  and  have  manifested  the  least 
desire  to  receive  the  word  of  God,  to  announce  to  them  the  arrival 
of  a  "  teacher,"  and  inquire  whether  they  wish  him  to  visit  them  or 
not.  If  they  decline  to  receive  the  missionary,  the  party  will 
at  once  go  up  the  Lawa  to  the  Boni  negroes,  leaving  the  Auka  tiibe 
imvisited.  May  the  Lord  be  with  them,  and  with  their  dear  part- 
ners, who  are  willing  for  His  sake  to  see  their  husbands  undertake  a 
long  journey,  which  is  beset  with  difficulties  and  not  a  few  dangers. 

March  6thy  1868. 

The  Auka  negroes  on  the  Fpper  Cottica  have  arrested  the 
progress  of  our  travellers  just  at  the  entrance  of  the  territory 
through  which  they  intended  to  travel.  The  treachery  and 
cunning  of  savages  shewed  itself  in  the  proposal  that  the  Europeans 
should  pass  in  alone,  without  John  King  and  the  Matuari  negroeB, 
which  would  be  much  the  same  thing  as  allowing  a  carriage  to  pass 
through  a  gate,  but  taking  the  horses  away.  They  seemed  to  shew 
most  enmity  against  King,  who  had  boldly  condemned  their  sins  and 
idolatry ;  but  they  were  evidently  chiefly  afraid  and  suspicious  of 
the  Europeans.  There  was  no  choice  left  but  to  turn  back,  hoping 
that  ere  long  the  Lord  will  be  pleased  to  grant  an  open  door  to  these 
people :  the  news  of  the  visit  will  soon  spread  up  the  river  to  the 
distant  tribes,  and  we  cannot  but  think  that  eventually  good  will 
result  from  this  journey. 

John  King  gave  the  heathen  a  striking  proof  of  the  foolishness 
of  their  sujperstitions.  At  one  of  the  councils  which  were  held,  he 
found  out  from  hints  which  he  heard  dropped  by  some  of  the  chiefs 
present,  that  they  intended  to  put  their  most  dreaded  superstitious 
custom  in  force  against  him  in  order  to  effect  his  death.  This  consists, 
in  offering  to  their  idols  and  pom^ing  a  liquid  over  the  paths  likely 
to  be  traversed  by  the  objects  of  their  aversion,  mentioning  at  the 
sarae  time  the  name  of  the  person  they  wish  to  injure.  If  this  man 
walks  over  the  spot,  his  deatn  is  supposed  to  bo  certain  in  the  space 
of  a  few  weeks,  but  no  one  else  is  affected  in  any  way.  As  soon  as 
John  King  heard  of  their  intention,  he  told  them  he  was  glad  to 
have  an  opportunity  of  shewing  them  that  he  was  not  afraid  of 
their  obeahs  and  charms,  as  the  living  God  could  easily  preserve  him 
from  all  their  schemes  and  the  arts  of  the  devil.  He  then  walked 
boldly  in  the  presence  of  all  backwards  and  forwards  on  all  the 
paths  about  the  camp.  Very  many  truly  converted  negroes 
would  have  hesitated  to  do  this,  so  intense  is  the  dread  that  the 
natives  have  of  these  sorcerers'  arts.  He  said  to  us  on  his  return : 
When  they  hear  that  I  have  not  died,  and  that  thus  their  worst 
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measures  have  had  no  effect,  tbey  will  be  alarmed,  and  see  that  their 
obeahs  are  all  the  deceit  of  the  devil."  We  are  strong  in  hope  that 
the  result  will  be  a  severe  blow  to  their  superstition. 


DiABY  of  Bb.  Lehmahtec  qfaitempted  Journey  fo  the  Auka  Negroee. 

"We  were  glad  to  be  able  to  spend  Sunday,  23r^,  at  Charlotten- 
burg,  which  was  necessary  because  some  of  the  corials  had  to  be 
repaired.  Having  taken  leave  of  the  congregation  in  the  evening 
service,  we  continued  our  journey  on  the  2iM,  after  some  slight  further 
delay  with  repairs :  the  little  flock  at  Charlottenburg  assembled  on  the 
bank  of  the  river  to  sing  a  farewell  hymn  and  bid  us  Godspeed.  At 
9  p.m.  the  last  estate  on  the  Cottica,  called  La  Paix,  was  reached, 
where  we  passed  the  night.  Leaving  this  place  at  4  a.m.  of  the 
25/A,  we  came  about  9  o'clock  to  the  first  village  of  the  Auka 
negroes,  called  Kusuwe.  Here  we  found  only  two  women  and  a 
child.  At  the  entrance  to  the  village  there  was  a  sort  of  idol  temple, 
consisting  of  a  roof  of  palm-leaves  supported  by  four  posts,  under 
which  were  several  articles  used  in  idolatrous  worship.  I  spoke 
about  these  things  to  the  women;  but  'their  only  reply  was  a  loud 
laugh.  John  King  at  once  went  forward  to  the  larger  settlement  at 
Lantiwe,  where  a  chieftain  of  the  name  of  Awande  resides.  As  we 
followed  him,  we  were  astonished  at  the  abundance  and  great  variety 
of  birds  we  saw  in  the  solitary  wilderness,  wild  ducks  in  large  numbers 
among  others ;  Mauritius  and  Moko-palms  grew  in  abundance  on 
the  banks. 

About  11  a.m.  we  came  up  with  King  and  the  rest  dose  to  Lan- 
tiwe. On  our  arrival  a  great  council-meeting  was  held,  at  which 
the  chieftain — an  old,  shrewd-looking  man— presided,  supported  by 
five  lesser  chiefs.  John  King  had  to  take  his  seat  in  the  midst,  and 
we  too  sat  down.  The  negociation  lasted  several  hours,  and  the 
end  was,  that  th^  refused  to  allow  us  to  proceed  on  our  journey. 
The  reasons  they  assigned  were  the  old  superstitious  fancies,  that 
King  had  killed  the  former  Granman  Beymann  (who  was  the  highest 
chieftain  of  the  whole  tribe  of  Auka  negroes,  and  had  died  half  a  year 
after  John  King's  last  visit  in  the  country),  and  had  cut  down  an 
idol  tree,  &c.  fiiey  added,  that  if  he  were  to  go  to  the  Auka  negroes, 
and  one  of  them  should  again  die,  it  would  probably  lead  to  war 
between  the  Auka  and  Matuari  tribes. 

We  had  then  to  weigh  the  matter  before  the  Lord,  and  seek  to  bo 
guided  to  a  right  decision,  for  we  hesitated  to  take  a  step  which 
might  lead  to  bloodshed  between  the  tribes.  John  said  most 
decidedly  we  ought  to  return,  unless  the  chieftain  were  induced  to 
alter  his  mind.  After  having  laid  the  matter  before  the  Lord  in 
earnest  prayer,  we  went  again  to  the  chieftain  in  the  evening,  and 
it  seemed  at  first  as  if  the  Lord  had  granted  our  request  and  re- 
moved the  obstacle,  for  the  chieftain  was  quite  reconciled  to  John 
King,  embraced  him,  and  seemed  to  have  laid  aside  all  former  objec- 
tions.   Then  we  sat  awhile  with  his  wife  and  children,  w  ho  provided 
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lis  with  roasted  sweet  potatoes.    We  passed  the  night  in  the  boats, 
and  some  of  our  people  were  sadly  bitten  by  the  bata. 

On  the  26lh  we  started  at  about  6.30  a.m.,  and  after  proceeding 
about  an  hour  the  boats  were  brought  together,  and  we  had  a  short 
morning  service,  sang  a  verse,  and  then  read  a  portion  of  scripture, 
after  which  we  engaged  in  prayer.  About  9  a.m.  a  drum  was  neard, 
and  presently  two  corials  with  ten  men  were  seen  approaching  us. 
All  at  once  the  men  shouted  most  vociferously,  some  one  thing, 
and  others  another ;  but  we  understood  the  drift  of  their  words  to  be 
that  we  were  not  to  proceed  up  the  river.  We  stated  the  result  of 
our  last  interview  at  Lantiwe,  that  the  chieftain  had  given  us  the 
permission  to  continue  our  journey,  but  it  was  of  no  avail. 
They  were  particularly  angry  at  John,  saying  that  they  had  nothing 
to  do  with  the  Europeans.  After  a  long  parley,  he  said  he  would 
have  to  return  to  Lantiwe  with  these  men  as  his  accusers,  and  we  of 
course  accompanied  him. 

On  our  arrival  we  found  the  chiefs  already  assembled  in 
greater  numbers  than  before,  and  all  armed  with  fire-arms  and 
swords.  The  chieftain  explained  why  he  had  allowed  us  to  pass  on, 
thereupon  others  expressed  their  views,  sometimes  several  at  once, 
making  a  terrible  uproar.  A  wild-looking  obeahman,  who  was  pro- 
bably intoxicated,  excelled  all  the  rest  in  noisy  clamour.  Several 
times  they  said  they  had  no  objection  to  the  whites,  which  waa 
however  in  all  probability  merely  a  cunning  attempt  to  get  out  of 
the  diflSculty,  as  they  probably  knew,  how  dependent  we  were  on 
John  King.  Then  they  said  we  ought  to  have  first  Sent  them  a 
letter,  before  coming  ourselves,  and  finally,  that  we  ought  to  have 
got  Auka  negroes  to  fetch  us  up  the  river.  On  my  saying  that  we 
should  be  glad  if  they  would  provide  us  with  people  to  take  ua 
onwards,  they  were  evidently  taken  aback,  a*  they  thought  we 
should  be  afraid  of  them,  but  seemed  to  be  only  the  more  exas- 
perated against  John  King,  who  conducted  himself  with  great 
calmness  and  humility.  At  length  the  Gran  Captain  promised  to 
send  two  men  before  us  to  announce  our  approach  to  the  other  chiefs, 
and  then,  after  they  had  all  partaken  of  a  glass  of  brandy,  we  received 
permission  to  continue  our  journey.  John  and  James  at  once 
asserted,  that  this  was  all  deception,  and  that  we  should  again  be 
stopped,  and  some  of  the  chiefs  called  derisively  as  we  sailed  away, 
we  were  not  to  imagine  that  we  should  be  allowed  to  set  foot  on 
their  land. 

On  the  27th  we  set  out  for  the  second  time.  The  chief  had  told 
John  beforehand,  that  on  coming  up  with  the  messengers  we  were  to 
keep  them  with  us  for  the  further  journey.  About  11  o'clock  we  came 
to  Tamarin,  a  larger  village,  with  an  inferior  chief,  called  Coffy,  who 
is  a  relative  of  John  King.  I  knew  this  man  from  his  visits  in  town. 
He  is  sensible  and  friendly,  but  withal  a  very  shrewd  and  cunning 
Auka  negro.  .  From  him  we  heard  that  one  of  the  messengers  had 
been  there  and  continued  his  journey.  In  order  to  overtoke  him 
John  and  James  went  on  with  us  in  our  boat  in  advance  of  the 
corials.  Having  passed  the  junction  of  the  Coermotiba  with  the 
Cottica,  at  which  spot  there  is  a  famous  grove,  consecrated  to  the 
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worship  of  idols,  we  arrived  about  1  p.m.  at  a  settlement,  called 
Miwanlebi  (I  live  alone),  on  the  site  of  the  abandoned  estate 
Jerusalem.  Tbe  chieftain,  Piara  by  name,  is  advanced  in  years,  and 
was  already  engaged  in  holding  a  council  meeting,  at  which  some  of 
our  acquaintances  from  Lantiwe  were  present.  The  aged  wife  of 
the  chief  was  alfeo  present,  smeared  over  with  white  clay,  probably 
indicative  of  her  dignity  as  priestess,  also  a  younger  woman,  who 
was  clothed  with  sedge.     Our  reception  was  friendly. 

But  Coffy  Canty,  the  messenger,  who  was  to  announce  our  ap- 
proach to  the  Granman  of  the  Aukas,  refused  to  convey  the  message, 
and  John  King  confirmed  his  statement,  that  the  Granman  would 
kill  him,  from  his  own  acquaintance  with  the  customs  of  his  bush- 
negro  countrymen.  We  were  assured  with  the  greatest  certainty,  that 
the  Granman  had  long  ago  given  orders  to  have  us  sent  back  to 
Lantiwe  on  any  pretence  whatever,  and  that  it  would  be  folly  to  per- 
sist in  the  attempt.  While  taking  our  dinner  in  the  boat,  the  women 
and  children  on  the  bank  laughed  and  jeered  at  us. 

After  long  deliberation  we  resolved  to  abandon  the  projected 
journey  for  the  present,  and  with  heavy  hearts  turned  our  boats  in 
the  direction  of  home.  At  La  Paix  we  met  a  Boni  negro  who  had 
heard  in  town  that  we  had  set  out  on  a  tour  up  the  Marawyne,  and 
he  expressed  much  regret  at  our  having  to  turn  back  so  soon.  On 
the  29lh  we  were  again  at  Charlottenburg. 

May  the  Lord  in  His  mercy  fulfil  in  the  case  of  these  poor  dark 
heathen,  who  have  refused  to  listen  to  our  message  of  His  glorious 
Gospel,  that  precious  promise  to  the  Gentiles :  "  I  am  sought  of 
them  that  asked  not  for  me ;  I  am  found  of  them  that  sought  me 
not."     Is.  Ixv.  1. 


CENTEAL  ASIA. 


From  Sr,  E.   Pagell. 

Poo,  KtrNAWXTE,  March  20fh,  1868. 
There  is  not  much  to  communicate.  The  schools  for  boys  and 
girls  began  on  the  6th  of  December.  The  boys  attended  only  till 
the  Srd  of  March,— truly  a  short  time.  But  the  girls  are  still 
coming.  On  the  whole,  the  prospects  of  the  boys'  school  are  not 
so  cheering  as  they  appeared  in  the  first  year.  Though  I  have  nine- 
teen on  the  list  the  attendance  is  very  small.  Last  winter  some 
of  them  went  into  the  convent  to  learn,  then  came  for  a  time  to 
me,  and  then  returned  to  the  convent.  It  is  possible  that  this  state 
of  things  has  beou  brought  about  by  Lamas  who  are  hostile  to  us. 
It  is  certain  that  the  Chief-Lama  here  is  a  decided  enemy  to  our 
work.  Though  friendly  to  our  face,  he  is  the  only  one  who  has 
never  come  on  our  ground.  On  the  other  hand,  I  should  state  that 
the  attending  the  school  depends  solely  on  the  good  will  of  the  boys. 
The  parents  have  no  authority  in  this  respect,  and  I  know  that  boys 
have  often  been  sent  to  school,  but  preferred  to  lounge  about.  In 
reference  to  this  as  well  as  other  things  connected  with  our  work 
here,  we  can  only  wait  on  the  help  of  the  Lord.     Of  all  the  boys, 
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Sigdan,  whom  we  have  taken  into  oar  houses  is,  contrary  ta  my 
expectation,  the  most  advanced  in  learning. 

The  attendance  at  the  Sunday-meetings  is  more  encouraging. 
These  go  on  in  their  regular  course,  and,  though  the  attendance  ia 
sometimes  small,  there  are  always  some  who  hear  the  word  of  God 
with  devoutness  and  attention.  On  the  whole,  we  have  the  impres- 
sion that  the  people  here  are  not  so  obtuse  as  those  at  Kjelan^ 
were.  We  were  recently  glad  to  hear  firom  a  woman,  who  had 
come  to  the  meeting  with  others,^  that  her  little  girl,  who  attends 
the  knitting-school,  gave  her  no  peace  with  her  entreaties  that  she 
would  come  to  the  meeting. 

Boldan  began  with  the  alphabet  this  winter,  has  by  this  time 
gone  through  all  the  school-books,  and  has  commenced  the  reading 
of  St.  Matthew's  Gospel.  He  may  be  seen  reading  late  and  early. 
During  the  school-time,  I  taught  him  reading  every  afternoon. 

The  renewed  prohibition  to  cross  the  frontier  into  Tso-tso  was 
not  based  on  hostility  to  the  Gospel,  as  it  applied  to  all  the  inha- 
bitants of  this  province.  A  bridge  over  the  boundarv  stream,  which 
had  been  built  by  the  Kunawur  people,  was  pulled  down.  I  intend 
to  try  to  get  in,  when  I  can.

ExTEACTS  of  the  DiABT  of  Poo,  for  the  year  1867. 

January, — The  winter  is  very  mild,  no  snow  on  the  ground,  and  the 
road  along  the  river  open,  bo  that  we  have  received  communications 
by  post  in  the  course  of  this  month.  The  thermometer  never  fell 
below  26°  Fahrenheit,  and  ploughing  operations  could  be  coht- 
menced.    To  our  great  delight  our  school  has  been  well  attended. 

February, — ^Towards  the  end  of  the  month  we  felt  repeatedly 
shocks  of  earthquake,  which  were  sufGlciently  severe  to  make  our 
windows  and  doors  rattle.  In  the  afternoon  of  the  27M,  a  messenger 
from  Tso-tso  arrived  requesting  me  very  urgently  to  go  over  to  the 
assistance  of  the  people,  who  were  perishing  in  large  numbers  from 
the  violent  ravages  of  the  small  pox.  In  consequence  of  this  I  closed 
the  boys'  school  for  this  winter,  and  at  once  prepared  to  accompany 
the  messenger,  seeking  the  Lord's  guidanceand  blessing  on  the 
work  before  me.     Vide  Per.  Accounts,  Vol.  XXVI.  p.  299. 

March  ZOth, — A  striking  instance  of  the  cruel  treatment  and 
injustice,  which  the  poor  have  to  suffer  from  the  rich,  came  under 
my  notice  to-day.  A  poor  woman  came  to  me  in  tears  to  tell  me 
that  an  influential  man  was  going  to  seize  her  vineyard,  which  was 
worth  800  rupees,  as  payment  for  an  alleged  debt  of  800  rupees,  of 
which  she  asserted  her  complete  ignorance.  Knowing  it  would  be 
useless  to  apply  for  justice  to  the  native  rajah,  she  implored  me  to 
write  for  redress  to  the  Commissioner  at  Simla.  Her  late  husband 
had  paid  off  a  small  debt  he  owed  the  rich  man  by  serving  in  his 
employ,  and  while  engaged  on  a  journey,  was  adjusting  the  load  on  one 
of  tne  horses,  when  the  animal  pushed  him  down  a  steep  precipice.  His 
employer  left  him  there,  and  on  returning  to  Poo  announced  that  the 
man  was  dead,  and  his  corpse  thrown  into  the  river.  Three  days  after- 
wards the  poor  man  was  f^und  still  alive,  but  he  died  before  he  could 
be  brought  here.    While  the  widow  was  in  my  house,  the  wife  of  the 
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rich  man  came  in  to  request  me  to  go  to  see  her  sick  hasband,  and 
broached  the  subject  of  the  widow's  debt,  without  mentioning  the 
shameful  death  of  the  husband.  The  two  statements  were  very 
different,  but  further  inquiry  shewed  that  truth  was  stronger  on  the 
widow's  side,  and  I  resolved  to  speak  plainly  with  the  man  on 
the  subject,  point  out  to  him  his  abominable  conduct,  and  at  all 
events  induce  him,  firom  fear  of  evil  consequences,  to  abstain  from 
further  ill  treatment.  The  result  was  that  there  was  no  further 
attempt  to  seize  the  widow's  vineyard.  This  is  but  one  of  many 
similar  cases  which  could  be  adduced,  tending  to  make  us  long  for 
the  presence  of  a  righteous  judge  in  this  country.  It  is  gratifying, 
and  a  cause  for  thankfulness  that  the  people  come  to  us  with  these 
matters,  as  it  is  a  proof  that  they  have  confidence  in  us,  while 
it  gives  us  many  an  oppjortunity  of  speaking  a  word  in  season  con- 
cerning salvation  in  Christ  Jesus,  with  all  its  attendant  blessings. 

April  2nd, — The  increasing  amount  of  work  in  the  fields  obliged 
us  to  close  our  girls'  school,  which  numbers  twenty  pupils. 

lOih. — Some  people  from  Tso-tso  arrived,  announcing  with  many 
expressions  of  gratitude  the  cessation  of  the  small  pox  in  their  country 
since  my  risit  m  March :  they  also  stated  that  those  who  had  retired 
to  the  mountain  caves  had  been  beneBted  by  my  medicine,  and  had 
returned  to  their  homes.  They  wished  me  to  go  to  the  province  of 
Chumunti  as  soon  as  the  pass  between  that  province  and  Tso-tso 
would  be  free  from  snow. 

80th, — The  above-mentioned  widow  came  to  my  house  with  her 
mother,  bitterly  weeping,  and  told  me  that  the  gopa  (or  village 
magistrate)  had  accused  her  of  lying,  and  flogged  her  with  a  thorn- 
branch.  Having  no  authority  to  interfere,  I  could  only  try  to  com- 
fort and  cheer  the  poor  creature.  When  she  had  left,  I  sought 
direction  from  the  Lord  as  to  what  I  should  do,  and  opening  my 
Bible,  my  eye  rested  on  the  words :  "  Speak  ye  every  man  the  truth 
with  his  neighbour ;  execute  the  judgment  of  truth  and  peace  in  your 
gates."  Zech.  viii.  16.  I  thereupon  wrote  a  letter  to  the  gopa, 
earnestly  but  respectfully  remonstrating  with  him  on  his  cruelty, 
telling  him  that  God  could  see  everything  he  did,  and  would  not 
fail  to  punish  him  for  his  evil  deeds.  The  next  morning  he  called 
on  me,  and  tried  to  excuse  himself,  and  I  made  use  of  the  opportu- 
nity to  preach  Christ  to  him. 

Mat/ith, — The  wife  of  the  rich  villager  mentioned  in  the  matter  of 
the  poor  widow  and  her  vineyard  called  on  me,  bitterly  complaining 
that  800  rupees  had  been  stolen  from  them,  and  requesting  me  to 
draw  a  horoscope  to  enable  them  to  find  out  the  thief.  I  went  to 
the  house,  and  told  them  that  we  Christians  had  nothing  to  do  with 
such  superstitious  practices,  and  that  we  would  advise  them,  if  their 
ordinary  investigations  led  to  nothing,  at  all  events  to  give  up  all 
hope  of  ever  finding  out  what  they  wished  to  know  by  resorting  to 
absurd  customs  like  these.  At  the  same  time,  I  gladly  directed  the 
family  to  the  pearl  of  great  price,  and  the  incorruptible  treasure  in 
heaven. 

28/^.— Set  out  on  a  missionary  tour  to  Tso-tso,  intending  to  pro- 
ceed from  thence  through  Chumunti,  but  found  that  all  residents  in 
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Kunawur  were  prohibited  entering  this  province,  and  was  obliged 
to  direct  my  steps  towards  Pitti.  A  letter  from  ray  wife,  announc- 
ing the  arrival  of  the  deputy-commissioner,  Lieut.-Co).  Lawrence, 
obliged  me  to  shorten  my  journey  and  return  home  on  the  20th. 

August  4:th, — Not  a  single  person  came  to  our  service  to-day  when 
the  bell  was  rung,  probably  because  this  day  was  fixed  on  by  the 
authorities  for  gathering  in  the  apricots  to  be  dried  in  the  houses. 

12tk.—l  visited  a  sick  man  who  has  been  my  patient  for  a  year, 
and  whom  I  have  over  and  over  again  tried  to  direct  to  Jesus,  the 
Saviour  of  sinners.  He  is  gradually  sinking,  and  I  again  drew  bis 
attention  to  the  importance  of  makmg  sure  about  his  iiiture  condi- 
tion ;  I  entreated  him  to  throw  away  all  trust  in  his  own  deeds,  and 
the  fables  of  his  innumerable  deities,  about  which  he  had  oflen 
spoken  with  me,  and  put  bis  faith  in  the  sacrifice  of  Jesus,  the  Son 
of  God.  But  he  now  told  me  that  he  was  determined  to  cleave  to 
his  own  faith,  and  could  not  understand  how  I  came  to  pity  him  at 
all.  I  asked  him,  if  he  thought  he  and  his  people  had  the  true  re- 
ligion, why  they  did  not  send  forth  messengers  to  bring  foreign 
nations  to  the  right  path.  He  replied,  that  Europeans  had  been 
commanded  by  God  to  do  this,  but  they  had  not  received  any  such 
direction.  "  Then,"  I  said,  "if  the  command  comes  from  God  why 
don't  you  obey,  and  do  His  command,  and  be  saved  by  His  Son  ?  " 
To  this  he  could  say  nothing,  but  broke  out  into  abusive  language, 
blaming  me  for  ever  coming  near  him.  I  left  him,  commending  him 
to  the  Saviour  of  sinners. 

September  12^^.— To  our  great  joy,  Br.  Sechler  arrived  from  Kyc- 
lang  to  spend  a  few  days  here. 

October  4ifh, — Baldan,  my  servant,  asked  me  for  a  book,  from 
which  he  might  learn  to  read,  as  he  said  he  wished  to  study  our  books 
for  himself,  as  well  as  hear  us  read  out  of  them.  He  and  his  wife 
still  think  of  becoming  Christians :  may  the  Lord  reveal  Himself 
powerfully  to  their  hearts  as  their  Saviour,  and  make  the  Gospel  to 
them  the  power  of  God  unto  salvation. 

November  10th. — "We  held  our  harvest  thanksgiving  afber  having 
got  in  an  average  crop  from  field  and  garden,  for  which  we  felt  con- 
strained to  thank  our  heavenly  Father.  There  were  only  my  wife 
and  myself  to  celebrate  the  festival,  but  we  enjoyed  it  nevertheless. 

12/A. — Received  a  valuable  supply  of  medicmes  to  the  value  of 
150  rupees  from  the  government  dispensary  at  Simla,  on  the  kind 
recommendation  of  Col.  Lawrence.  Kequiring  as  we  do  a  large 
quantity  of  medicines,  this  gift  will  be  very  useful  indeed,  and  we 
felt  much  encoiu*aged  by  its  receipt. 

16^A. — ^A  superior  Lama,  who  arrived  here  a  few  days  ago,  went  up 
to  the  springs,  half  way  up  the  mountain,  from  which  we  get  our 
water,  to  create,  as  he  pretended,  an  abundant  supply  for  our  fields. 
For  this  purpose  he  haa  provided  himself  with  certain  articles  from 
a  priest  of  a  still  higher  grade  in  the  monastery  of  Traschilunpo, 
near  Hlassa,  which  they  call  "  blessings.''  These  were  placed  in  a 
box  together  with  some  bits  of  metal,  and  a  little  com,  and  buried 
near  the  spot.  It  was  sad  to  see  the  readiness  with  which  these 
poor  benighted  people  came  forward  to  pay  heavily  for  these  absurd 
ceremonies. 
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22nd. — Baldan  tella  me  one  preafc  difficulty  with  his  wife,  when 
contemplating  embracing  Christianity,  is  the  thought  that  her 
daughters,  girls  of  four  and  seven  years  of  age,  will  find  no  hus- 
bands,—a  very  natural  source  of  anxiety  to  the  poor  mother ;  I  di- 
rected him  and  his  wife  to  our  Saviour's  words  in  Matt.  vi.  24-34. 

December  16th. — Boys  and  girls  make  their  appearance  again  to 
attend  school  during  the  winter. 

23rrf.— A  messenger  from  the  Bojah  announced  the  birth  of  a 
prince,  and  ordered  some  days'  rejoicing  for  the  event.  We  could 
not  rejoice  without  some  feeling  of  regret,  as  but  for  the  birth  of 
this  heir  to  the  throne  the  country  would,  on  the  death  of  the 
present  Rajah,  have  been  annexed  to  the  British  Empire,  which 
would  be  a  great  blessing  for  the  inhabitants.  May  the  Lord 
soon  be  pleased  to  open  a  door  for  the  abundant  entering  in  of 
His  precious  Qospel,  and  the  saving  of  many  souls  from  darkness  to 
light. 


SOUTH  AFRFCA. 

From  Br.  "W.  F.  Bechleb. 

Genadekbal,  June  16M,  1868. 

As  far  as  I  know,  all  the  missionary  brethren  and  sisters  are  well, 
excepting  Sr.  Eeichelt  at  Shiloh. 

I  nave  to  communicate  the  very  sad  intelligence  that  Sr.  Brauer 
departed  this  life  at  Queenstown  on  the  11th  of  May,  after  her  con- 
finement. The  child  was  still-bom,  and  the  mother  departed  two 
days  after.  Her  remains  were  conveyed  to  Shiloh  and  buried  there. 
Poor  Br.  Brauer  is  much  to  be  pitied,  wiih  his  surviving  child  of 
three  years  old. 

Last  week  the  preparatory  general  conference  for  the  western 
district  was  held  at  Genkdendai,  the  Brn.  Mueller,  Schaerf,  Jan- 
nasch,  and  Oelman  having  come  from  their  respective  stations. 

The  conference  for  the  other  district  is  to  bo  held  at  Shiloh  in 
September.     I  intend  to  start  for  that  place  in  August. 

The  following  extract  of  a  letter  from  Br.  Brauer  contains  some 
information  respecting  the  Tambookies,  and  will  therefore  be  in- 
teresting. The  letter  is  dated  Bazita,  March  24ith,  1868.  Br. 
Brauer  writes  :  On  the  25th  of  February  our  station,  and  indeed  the 
whole  district,  was  greatly  excited  by  the  news  that  a  man  (a  Tam- 
booki),  who  sometimes  comes  to  church,  and  whose  kraal  we  have 
occasionally  visited,  had  been  killed  and  thrown  into  the  Baziya,  which 
happened  to  be  very  much  swollen.  The  perpetrator  was  a  heathen 
Fingoo,  who  is  much  dreaded  on  account  of  bis  savage  and  malicious 
disposition.  Our  native  magistrate,  Mangata,  happened  to  be  here 
when  the  intelligence  arrived,  and  he,  according  to  custom,  com- 
municated it  to  all  the  neighbouring  kraals  by  means  of  runners, 
and  then  went  himself  to  the  spot,  about  a  quarter  of  an  hour's 
walk  from  here. 

Before  long,  the  chieftain  sent  me  a  message  to  the  effect  that  the 
man  was  still  living,  and  could  speak.    I,  therefore,  felt  it  my  duty 
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as  missionary  to  go  and  see  if  I  could  be  of  any  use  to  him,  either 
bodily  or  spiritually.  As  I  bad  to  pass  two  swollen  brooks,  I  took 
a  horse,  and  was  soon  on  the  spot,  where  I  found  a  considerable 
number  of  the  neighbouring  Kafi&rs  assembled.  The  poor  unfortunate 
man  still  lay  half  in  the  water,  and  presented  a  frightful  appear- 
ance. I  begged  the  people  at  any  rate  to  put  him  on  dry  ground,  and 
at  length,  at  Mangata's  order,  they  drew  him  on  to  the  grass.  A  Kaffir 
will  never  touch  a  dead  or  dying  person  whom  he  meets  with,  for  fear 
of  being  charged  with  causing  his  death. 

The  poor  man,  who  was  in  a  state  of  great  weaknoFS,  and  whose 
name  is  Sing6,  stated  in  broken  accents  that  on  the  previous  evenin<^, 
being  unable  to  cross  the  swollen  river,  he  had  gone  to  seek  a  night's 
lodging  at  the  kraal  of  Matorayile,  the  perpetrator  of  the  murderous 
attack.  As  soon  as  he  enterea  the  house,  this  man's  son  and  three 
others  fell  upon  him  and  beat,  him  severely  with  "  knobkerries  " 
untQ  he  fell  exhausted  to  the  ground.  They  then  carried  him  to  the 
river,  and,  after  beating  him  still  more,  threw  him  in.  The  coldness 
of  the  water  at  once  brought  him  to  his  senses,  and  he  attempted 
to  reach  the  bank  ;  but  his  unmerciful  assailants,  as  soon  as  he  came 
within  their  reach,  struck  him  on  the  head  with  bludgeons  and 
stones.  At  length  the  current  carried  him  away,  and  the  assassins 
believed  that  he  was  dead. 

Quite  near  our  station,  the  poor  man  succeeded  in  getting  hold  of 
a  tuft  of  grass,  and  remained  partiaUy  immersed  until  the  dawn  of 
the  day.  Meanwhile,  the  water  fell,  and  lefb  him  lying  partly  on 
the  grass  and  partly  in  the  water.  Under  these  circumstances  his 
strength  gave  way,  and  he  again  became  unconscious.  While  he 
lay  in  this  state  some  passers-by  saw  him,  and  immediately  told 
Imingata. 

I  addressed  a  few  words  to  the  sufferer,  but  he  was  too  weak  to 
understand  much  or  to  answer  me,  otherwise  than  by  imploring  me 
to  do  something  to  alleviate  the  frightful  pain  he  suffered.  On  a 
more  close  examination,  I  found  seven  wounds  on  his  head,  while 
his  body  was  covered  with  bruises  and  dreadfully  swollen.  As  I  had 
to  avoid  doing  anything  to  his  wounds  before  the  chieftains  had 
examined  him,  I  promised  to  send  him  something  for  internal  use. 
I  could  do  nothing  more,  and,  not  wishing  to  be  at  the  council,  rode 
towards  home. 

I  had  got  about  half  way  when,  to  my  great  alarm,  I  saw  a  num- 
ber of  warriors  approaching,  in  ^11  battle-costume,  with  shields  and 
asss^ais,  and  some  even  bearing  fire-arms.  It  was  evident  that  a 
conflict  was  about  to  take  place.  I  therefore  summoned  up  all  my 
courage,  and,  relying  on  the  Lord,  rode  up  to  them,  implormg  them 
not  to  fight  on  account  of  this  affair,  and  cause  more  bloodshed  than 
had  alr^y  taken  place,  but  rather  to  wait  for  the  result  of  the 
council  of  captains,  and  meanwhile  to  conceal  their  weapons  and 
shields  in  an  adjacent  millet-field.  They  were  at  first  fearMly  ex- 
cited, but  grew  calmer  as  they  listened  to  me,  and  I  had  the  plea- 
sure to  see  them  put  their  arms  and  shields  into  the  millet-field. 
But  as  I  saw  continually  increasing  numbers  of  armed  men  come 
running  from  all  sides,  I  lost  all  hope  of  preserving  peace.    About 
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fifty  passed  our  station,  some  on  foot  and  some  on  horseback — 
•*  their  feet  swift  to  shed  blood." 

Meanwhile,  I  sent  Sing^  some  medicine  and  a  little  tea  to  refresh 
him. 

At  length  the  matter  seemed  to  grow  increasingly  serious,  and 
even  some  of  oar  people  came  to  fetch  their  weapons.  Then  I 
mounted  my  horse  again,  and,  with  earnest  prayer  to  the  Lord,  rode 
to  the  place  of  meeting  with  a  view,  if  possible,  to  prevent  bloodshed, 
and  at  any  rate  to  bring  back  our  own  people.  On  the  way  I  was  met 
by  our  chapel-servant  Theodore,  who  came  running  and  begged  me 
to  make  haste  and  call  our  people  off.  He  had  already  with  laudable 
zeal  taken  the  assagais  away  from  some.  Upon  this  I  put  spurs  to  my 
horse  and  soon  reached  the  spot.  There,  to  my  astonishment,  I  saw 
an  army  of  nearly  two  hundred  men,  on  horseback  and  on  foot, 
making  preparations  to  attack  the  hostile  kraal.  The  enemies  had 
fled  to  a  **  klipkrans  "  (ledge  of  rocks  ?)  opposite,  and  awaited  the 
attack.  With  the  help  of  Theodore  and  David,  an  overseer,  I  suc- 
ceeded in  calling  all  our  people  back.  I  implored  and  admonished 
them  to  take  no  part  m  the  strife.  "Now,"  I  exclaimed,  "you 
must  prove  yourselves  to  be  such  as  hear  the  word  of  Gk»d,  ancf  do 
it  too.  Try  to  make  peace  instead  of  ioining  in  the  fight."  I  even, 
as  their  teacher,  forbade  them  to  fight.  They  then  all  promised 
that  they  would  not  fight,  and  came  and  sat  down  around  me. 

When  Mangata  saw  what  I  was  doing  he  took  courage,  quickly 
got  a  horse,  and  galloped  before  the  body  of  assailanto  to  make 
them  turn  back.  But  that  was  not  so  easy ;  their  blood  was  up, 
and  thev  wished  to  fight.  It  was  not  until  Mangata  had  laid  about 
him  with  a  stick,  that  they  would  turn  back  ;  and  they  had  no  sooner 
reached  their  original  position,  than  they  wanted  to  proceed  to  the 
attack  again.  However,  Mangata  and  another  chief  succeeded  in 
appeasing  them,  and  it  was  resolved  that  the  matter  should  be 
brought  before  Ngangelizwe,  the  supreme  chief.  You  may  imagine 
how  glad  we  all  were  when  we  saw  the  army  disperse  and  every  one 
go  back  to  his  kraal. 

Ngangelizwe  took  the  matter  seriously  in  hand,  and,  after  many 
denials  and  subterfuges,  Matoravile  confessed  his  guilt,  and  had  to 
pay  a  goodly  number  of  cattle,  sheep,  and  goats. 

I  regularly  sent  medicine  to  the  wounded  man.  Everyone 
doubted  of  his  recovery,  and  I  was  therefore  rejoiced  to  hear  that 
he  began  to  be  able  to  walk.  But  I  was  yet  more  rejoiced  when,  on 
a  Sunday  morning,  as  I  went  out  of  the  house  after  breakfast,  Sing6 
was  sitting  at  the  door,  and  held  out  his  hand  to  me.  He  still  looked 
much  disfigured  and  was  very  weak ;  yet,  with  the  help  of  a  stick, 
and  accompanied  by  his  wife,  he  had  limped  so  far  to  thank  us,  and 
attend  the  morning  service  for  the  purpose,  as  we  hope,  of  giving  God 
the  glory.  We  spoke  heartily  to  him,  and  he  was  much  affected. 
I  told  him  how  glad  I  was  that  the  first  time  he  left  his  house  he 
went  to  the  house  of  God,  and  begged  him  to  dedicate  to  the  Lord  of 
lords  the  life  and  strength  which  had  been  restored  to  him,  and  to 
come  diligently  to  hear  about  the  Lord  Jesus  who  had  so  wonder- 
fully helped  him.    It  is  a  marvel  to  me  that  the  man  is  still  alive 
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and  tolerably  active.  Since  that  time  be  comes  regularlj  to  church 
on  Sundays.  Beyond  a  doubt,  the  ^Eiithful  Shepherd  will  bring  this 
heathen  to  His  flock,  and  will  not  let  him  go.  And  we  His  servants 
will  not  grow  weary  in  our  endeavours  to  lead  him  to  Jesus. 

Ngangelizwe  has  sent  me  a  special  message  of  thanks  for  having 
prevented  the  people  from  fighting,  although  I  really  only  kept  back 
our  own  people. 

The  man  Matorayile  is  the  same  who,  when  exhc^ted  by  Hr. 
Baur  to  come  to  church,  said,  "  I  will,  if  you  will  give  me  a  shilling 
every  Sunday."  He  is  one  of  our  most  bitter  enemies  about  here. 
I  have  since  been  told  that  he  had  Bms6  thrown  into  the  river,  in 
order  that  the  bodv  might  be  carried  down  by  the  flood  and  left 
near  our  station,  where  the  river  makes  a  sharp  bend,  and  so  sus- 

?icion  might  be  cast  on  our  people.  However,  the  Lord  still  rules, 
t  seems,  too,  that  the  unhappy  man  has  spread  reports  in  the 
neighbourhood  that  we  had  taken  steps  to  shield  oar  people  at  his 
expense.  However,  happily,  Sing^  still  lives,  and  can  tell  his  own 
tale.  Matol'ayile  has  already  several  murders  on  his  conscience, 
and  is  universally  feared  and  hated, — hence  the  excitement  of  the 
people. 

It  is  wonderful  how  rapidly  such  a  band  of  warriors  can  be  called 
together :  at  eleven  o'clock  in  the  forenoon  the  first  intelligence  was 
brought  here,  and  by  two  in  the  afternoon  about  160  men  had 
assembled.  They  came  running  from  places  far  away  on  the  Bashee 
river.  When  anything  occurs  such  as  the  murder  of  a  person,  or 
when  a  hostile  incursion  is  made  into  the  country,  the  intelligence  is 
diffused  by  runners,  or  by  means  of  a  man  who  stands  on  a  hill  and 
shouts  to  the  nearest  kraal  the  word  "  umkosi  "  (that  is,  the  army,  or 
the  warriors).  The  next  kraal  sends  the  cry  further ;  and  so  the 
alarm  runs  with  incredible  rapidity  from  mouth  to  mouth,  and  the 
umkosi  quickly  assume  the  war-costume,  take  the  bundle  of  assagais 
in  one  hand  and  the  shield  in  the  other,  and  away  they  go  as  sw&ly 
as  possible  in  the  direction  whence  the  alarm  has  come.  If  there 
are  horses  near,  they  use  them  at  a  tremendous  gallop.  A  warrior 
thus  equipped  presents  an  interesting  appearance.  Except  a  small 
apron  of  sidn  round  his  hips,  he  is  entirely  nude ;  the  head  is  often 
tastefully  decorated  with  cock's  or  heron's  feathers,  and  on  the  arms 
and  legs  are  worn  rings  of  iron  or  brass.  The  shield,  made  of  the 
hide  of  an  ox,  is  often  so  large  that  the  wearer  can  conceal  his  entire 
form  behind  it.  And  then  what  well-shaped  and  powerful  forms ! 
It  was  quite  interesting  to  see  such  a  Kaffir  army ;  and  I  can  well 
imagine  that  their  conflicts  are  savage  enough.  But,  on  the  other 
hand,  we  were  glad  and  thankful  this  affair  ended  as  it  did.  The 
hatred  between  the  Kaflirs — or  rather  Tambookies — and  the  Fingoos 
is  very  great,  and  as  Matol'ayile  is  a  Eingoo,  the  strife  might  have 
been  serious. 


Extracts  of  the  Diabt  of  Clabksoit,  for  the  year  1867. 

Anxiety  filled  our  hearts  on  entering  the  new  year,  for  poverty 
and  want  of  employment  were  still  sadly  common  among  our  people. 
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and  the  heat  in  December  had  eeriously  injured  some  crops,  while 
others  had  been  all  but  destroyed  by  the  ravages  of  innumerable 
beetles  of  dark  colour,  which  lived  in  the  ground.  The  price  of 
com  continued  very  high  even  during  harvest,  but  we  were  obliged 
to  buy  in,  as  our  crops  hardly  sufficed  for  our  own  use.  Under 
the9e  circumstances  it  seemed  impossible  to  inaugurate  a  system  of 
self-support  of  the  mission  at  this  place.  Nevertheless  we  brought 
the  subject  before  our  people,  and  found  many,  especially  poor 
widows,  most  ready  to  give  of  their  poverty.  Eich  persons  there 
are  none  here,  though  some  of  the  Eingoos  living  at  some  little 
distance,  are  well  off;  but  their  riches  consist  in  cattle,  not  in  money. 
Some  of  these  gave  sheep  as  their  contribution. 

A  young  man,  D.  W.,  who  was  long  ago  excluded  from  the  con- 
gregation^ was  accused  of  sheep -stealing,  his  own  wife  confirming 
the  truth  of  the  charge.  "When  taken  before  the  magistrate  at  Peru 
Elisabeth,  the  man  managed  to  get  off  by  bold  falsehoods.  Before  he 
returned  to  this  neif^hbourhood,  the  report  of  his  dreadful  threats  of 
vengeance  against  all  witnesses  on  the  part  of  the  prosecution  reached 
the  place,  and  some  of  them  came  to  us  in  their  terror.  We  reas- 
sured them,  shewing  that  the  man  could  not  carry  out  his  threats  of 
causing  others  to  become  sick  or  die,  and  ordered  him  on  his  arrival 
to  quit  the  settlement.  At  the  following  speaking  we  found 
that  those  threats  had  produced  great  excitement  in  the  congrega- 
tion, as  it  was  generally  understood  that  D.  W.'s  family  had  long 
practised  the  arts  of  witchcraft ;  some  persons  had  even  gone  to  a 
Kaffir  doctor  to  have  a  liquid  poured  into  a  wound  made  in  the  arm, 
which  is  supposed  to  prevent  all  such  attempts  at  bewitching 
from  taking  effect.  Only  by  degrees  did  we  find  out  that  there  is  one 
and  the  same  word  for  "  bewitch"  and  **  poison,"  and  that  probably 
there  is  more  of  this  work  carried  on  in  secret  than  we  had  supposed, 
the  Malays  being  particularly  skilled  in  it.  There  is  much  super- 
stition connected  with  fears  of  this  kind,  which  has  often  led  to  false 
accusation,  and  the  cruel  murder  of  individuals,  instances  of  which 
we  hear  in  our  day  from  Baziya  in  Independent  Caffraria.  At  the 
same  time  it  is  abundantly  evident  from  our  missionary  expe- 
riences, especially  in  Surinam,  that  the  obeah-men  are  also  fre* 
.  quently  poisoners,  who  accomplish  the  end  which  they  pretend 
to  attain  by  witchcraft,  by  the  cunning  administering  of  poison. 
This  D.  W.  was  known  to  have  had  intercourse  with  Malays 
at  Port  Elisabeth,  and  wore  one  of  their  belts,  containing  poison- 
ous substances,  besides  amulets  of  various  kinds,  and  boasted 
of  what  he  could  do  with  it,  and  it  is  hardly  to  be  wondered  at  that 
some  of  our  people  were  alarmed  at  tbe  man's  threatened  revenge. 
There  had  also  been  some  cases  of  death  under  suspicious  circum- 
stances with  which  D.  W,  was  brought  into  connection,  though 
nothing  could  absolutely  bo  proved  against  him.  Hence  it  became 
necessary  for  the  sake  of  the  peace  of  the  settlement  to  send  the 
man  away. 

On  the  10th  of  March  three  Eingoos  were  baptized,  who  appeared 
to  be  truly  sincere  in  their  desire  to  live  henceforth  as  followers  of 
the  Lord  Jesus  Christ.

On  the  5tk  of  May  J.  A.  died  very  happily ;  if  any  reliancd  is  to 
placed  on  the  threats  of  the  man  JD.  W .  above  mentioned,  he  was 
one  of  his  victims.  His  sufferings  were  most  intense,  the  symptoms 
being  pronounced  by  the  doctor  to  be  of  a  very  suspicious  character, 
but  he  bore  all  with  the  most  astonishing  patience,  spending  day 
and  night  in  constant  prayerful  intercourse  with  our  Saviour,  and 
was  a  source  of  edification  to  all  who  saw  him. 

Br.  and  Sr.  Weiz  were  called  on  to  part  with  their  little  boy  of 
three  years,  in  consequence  of  a  violent  attack  of  bronchitis  early  in 
the  month.  It  was  touching  to  hear  the  dear  little  fellow  in  his 
delirium  praying  the  verses  he  had  been  taught.  Our  difficult 
in  obtaining  medical  advice  was  very  painfully  felt  on  this  occasioa. 
A  messenger  sent  to  the  doctor  at  Hermansdorp  was  delayed  on 
his  journey  till  the  third  da^,  a  second  messenger  had  the  misfortune 
to  break  the  bottle  of  medicine,  and  when  the  doctor  at  length  arrived, 
his  assistance  was  too  late.  The  afflicted  parents  comforted  themselves 
under  the  circumstances  with  the  consideration,  that  without  the 
knowledge  of  our  heavenly  Father  not  a  hair  of  the  head  falls 
to  the  ground,  and  that  their  beloved  child  has  been  removed  from 
a  world  of  sin  and  sorrow. 

On  the  2^th  of  October  some  brethren  rode  down  to  the  beach, 
where  the  transport  steamship  Bosphorus,  destined  to  take  troops 
^om  India  to  Abyssinia,  had  stranded.  It  was  a  melancholy  spec* 
tacle  to  see  the  fline  vessel  broken  up,  and  the  shore  strewn  wiA 

Eortions  of  the  wreck,  and  yet  more  sad  to  observe  white  men 
overing  about  like  vultures,  and  trying  to  make  away  with  what- 
ever they  could  lay  their  hands  on.  "We  hear  constant  complaints 
on  the  part  of  the  boors  of  the  thievish  propensity  of  the  natires; 
how  deplorable  then  is  it,  when  the  whites  set  them  such  an  example 
of  plundering,  and  manv  other  vices ! 

ra  November  we  hela  the  usual  speaking  at  Wittkleibosch,  and 
received  the  impression,  that  the  Spirit  of  God  is  carrying  on  a 
work  of  grace  in  several  hearts.  But  great  patience  is  constantly 
needed  here,  as  in  every  other  portion  of  the  Lord's  vineyard.  He 
good  attendance  at  church,  and  the  expressions  used  by  individuals 
respecting  their  souls  are  encouraging  features  of  this  work.  Here 
at  Clarkson  we  have  many  proofs  of  the  advantages,  in  so  far  as  the 
increase  of  Christian  knowledge  is  concerned,  connected  with  living 
at  a  settlement,  where  they  hear  God's  word  daily*  read,  and  attend 
school  with  regularity.  A  young  Fin  goo  living  at  some  distance 
was  recently  asked  what  he  knew  about  God  and  Christ  and 
heaven  and  hell,  but  he  could  say  nothing.  The  name  *^  devil "  he 
had  heard  used  by  the  farmer  who  employs  him.  The  young  man 
had  been  engaged  in  looking  after  cattle  as  a  child,  and  subsequently 
hired  to  this  farmer,  from  whom  he  had  successfully  learnt  much 
that  is  eviL 

December  22nd, — Br.  and  Sr.  Marx  arrived  as  successors  to  Br. 
and  Sr.  Weiz,  who  are  called  to  Shiloh. 
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ExtRACTa  of  the  DiABt  of  Mamue,  Jrom  Jtilg  to  December,  1867. 

Julfi  4rt. — ^A  communicant  sister  departed  this  life  in  consequence 
of  an  inflamniatory  attack,  in  her  thirty-sixth  year.  She  had  always 
borne  a  very  good  character,  and  her  prudent  and  excellent  conduct 
under  trying  circumstances,  especially  after  her  second  marriage, 
won  for  her  universal  respect.  Her  second  husband  had  several 
grown  up  sons,  as  well  as  a  married  daughter  with  a  little  family,  all 
uving  in  the  same  house,  but  the  good  woman  managed  to  gain  and 
keep  the  respect  and  love  of  the  whole  family.  During  her  last 
illness  she  went  through  many  struggles,  before  she  was  able  fully  to 
feel  her  sinful  condition,  and  cast  herself  upon  the  free  mercy  of 
our  Saviour.  At  length,  however,  she  was  able  to  look  away  from 
herself,  and  cleave  in  humble,  joyous  faith  to  Jesus,  and  she  ended 
her  life  with  the  happy  realisation  of  our  Saviour's  cheering  presence, 
surrounded  by  her  large  sorrowing  family. 

Auffuat. — The  general  speaking  at  the  beginning  of  the  month  left 
a  decidedly  favourable  impression  of  the  present  condition  of  the 
congregation.  There  has  oeen  much  less  drunkenness  for  some  time 
back,  though  still  no  absence  of  complaints  on  this  account.  May 
the  improvement  in  this  respect  continue  and  increase ! 

ISth, — Just  ten  days  after  the  death  of  his  wife,  there  died  this  day, 
quite  suddenly,  a  communicant  member,  aged  75  years,  who  had  once 
been  in  good  circumstances,  having  considerable  property  in  horses 
and  cattle.  Disease  carried  off  dl  but  a  very  few  of  these,  he  was 
reduced  to  poverty,  and  his  grown  up  children  treated  him  very 
improperly.  These  cares  and  trials  drove  him  to  Jesus,  as  the  old 
man  used  to  say,  like  strokes  with  a  whip,  and  we  have  good  reason 
to  believe  that  ne  was  quite  prepared  for  death. 

20th, — We  were  grieved  to  discover  a  man  who  had  been  overseer 
of  the  congregation,  and  a  communicant  member,  but  whom  we 
had  been  obliged  to  reprimand  for  his  unbecoming  conduct,  in  the 
act  of  stealing  from  our  sheepfold.  The  man  had  received  much 
kindness  at  our  hands,  but  this  seemed  merely  to  encourage  him 
in  making  increasingly  impudent  demands.  We  had  to  take  him 
before  the  magistrate,  who  sentenced  him  to  hard  labour  for  several 


October  let. — Br.  Bechler  left  us  again  after  a  prolonged  yisit 
here,  during  which  he  has  visited  each  family  at  home,  and  fre- 
quently delivered  stirring  addresses  to  the  people  in  church.  We 
trust  that  this  visit,  which  has  called  forth  expressions  of  hearty 
gratitude  from  many,  will  continue  to  be  useful  m  its  effects  on  our 
people.    We  were  greatly  refireshed  by  our  brother's  visit. 


ExTBi^CTS  of  DiABT  of  Gs5ADEirDi.L,  from  Juljf  to  December^  1867. 

Auguet. — About  the  middle  of  the  month  we  had  a  terrible  case 
of  a  hidden  crime,  which  was  only  made  known  on  the  death-bed, 
«fter  the  burden  of  the  same  had  l)een  borne  for  twenty  years.  A 
woman  of  advanced  years  confessed  that  twenty  years  previously 
she  had  been  guilty  of  child-murder^  by  wrapping  the  new-born 
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infant  of  another  woman  in  clothes  and  burying  it,  probably  while 
Btill  living,  though  she  did  not  acknowledge  this  in  so  many  words. 
Her  conscience  had  never  left  her  in  peace,  and  her  last  hours  were 
full  of  torment.  Her  death  freed  us  from  the  painful  duty  we 
should  otherwise  have  been  under,  of  handing  her  over  to  the  civil 
authorities  for  further  examination  and  punishment. 

There  is  at  present  no  case  of  fever  here,  but  we  cannot  rejoice 
without  trembling,  for  fresh  outbreaks  have  occurred  several  times 
after  its  apparent  total  disappearance.  We  have  reason  to  believe 
that  in  some  cases  infection  was  brought  hither  by  some  of  our  people 
who  were  employed  on  farms,  where  the  disease  was  present ;  but 
we  fear  that  tnere  is  far  too  little  care  manifested  in  attending  to 
ordinary  sanitary  regulations,  such  as  cleansing  and  keeping  clean  the 
houses  and  outhouses,  ^.  The  rainy  season  fills  our  hearts  with 
joyous  hopes  of  a  plentiful  harvest  once  again,  after  a  time  of  need 
extending  over  the  last  two  years. 

September.—Three  of  our  aged  members  departed  this  life  in  this 
month,  all  of  them,  we  trust,  resting  on  Jesus  as  their  Saviour  and 
Sedeemer.  The  first  one,  J.  M.,  died  very  suddenly,  having  only 
time  after  his  seizure  to  raise  himself  on  his  kuees,  and  commend 
his  sold  to  Jesus,  before  he  breathed  his  last.  The  second  one  was 
a  candidate  for  baptism  in  the  year  1812,  and  recollected  the  three 
brethren,  who  renewed  the  mission  at  the  Cape  towards  the  end  of 
last  century.  His  course  was  neither  steady  nor  consistent,  but  he 
seemed  in  his  last  illness  to  receive  the  truth,  and  find  comfort  and 
support  in  tjie  pardon  of  his  sins  through  the  blood  of  Jesus.  The 
third  was  a  Mozambique  negro,  who  cannot  have  been  far  short  of 
one  hundred  years  old.  As  an  infant  he  had  been  kidnapped  by 
the  Portuguese,  and  brought  to  the  Cape  by  the  English.  For 
twenty-five  years  he  has  been  employed  as  wood-cutter  for  our 
kitchen,  and  for  the  last  fifteen  years  took  great  pride  in  appearing 
on  Sunday  in  some  clothes  given  him  by  Br.  Breutel  on  his  visitation 
in  1853.  He  was  a  quiet,  gentle,  faithful  old  man,  with  child-like 
faith  in  our  Saviour. 

October  ISth, — Fifteen  young  people  were  received  as  full  mem- 
bers of  the  Church,  after  previous  instruction  in  the  main  truths 
of  the  Christian  faith  ;  it  was  evident  that  they  felt  the  step  they  were 
taking  to  be  a  very  solemn  one.  Towards  the  end  of  the  month  we 
had  some  rainy  days,  which  were  welcome  for  the  crops  in  field  and 
garden  ;  the  cold  which  accompanied  them  was  so  trying  that  three 
women  belonging  to  this  place,  when  coming  hither  from  Bosjesveld, 
almost  lost  their  lives.  The  strongest  of  the  three  threw  her  bundle 
of  millet  behind  a  rock,  and  was  just  with  difficulty  able  to  walk  to 
this  place  and  give  an  alarm,  whereupon  a  party  of  men  set  out 
with  lanterns  to  seek  the  other  women.  They  were  found  and 
brought  hither  in  a  condition  of  such  complete  exhaustion,  that  but 
for  this  timely  assistance  they  would  in  all  probability  have  perished. 
December. — The  harvest  has  exceeded  our  expectation,  it  is  muoh 
more  abundant  than  last  year.  At  Christmas  a  great  number  of  our 
people  had  returned  from  the  farms  on  which  they  had  been  workiogy 
and  the  church  was  quite  filled  at  our  services. 
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Tfre  review  of  the  course  of  tbis  congregation  in  the  past  year 
gives  much  matter  for  painful  consideration,  for  we  have  seen  com- 
paratively little  gratitude  to  the  Lord  for  the  more  plentiful  provi- 
sion granted  us.  The  attendance  at  church  and  school  has  been  very 
much  below  what  it  should  have  been.  With  regard  to  the  latter, 
we  are  inclined  to  attribute  it  in  part  to  the  effects  of  the  recent  period 
of  famine,  which  still  make  themselves  felt  in  the  prevailing  poverty, 
and  we  hope  soon  to  see  an  improvement. 


ExTBACTS  of  the  DiABT  of  EoBBBN  IsLAKD,/ro»»  January  to 
March,  1868. 

January. — Christmas  and  the  New  Tear  were  again  seasons 
of  much  worldly  pleasure  for  the  poor  patients,  dances  and  thea- 
tricals being  provided  for  them,  to  which  those  who  could  not 
walk  were  driven  in  vehicles.  We  should  have  been  thankful  if  the 
same  care  had  been  exercised  to  provide  the  poor  people  with  food 
and  enjoyment  for  their  souls  instead  ;  our  festive  seasons  under  these 
disturbing  influences  are,  though  very  few,  times  of  refreshing  from  the 
presence  of  the  Lord.  It  is  very  sad  to  see  poor  lepers,  as  well 
as  other  chA^nic  patients,  with  one  foot  in  the  grave  almost,  having 
their  thoughts  occupied  with  these  worldly  pleasures.  Several  of 
the  latter  class  of  patients  died  in  this  month,  who  could  say  with 
praise  to  the  Lord  in  full  assurance  of  faith,  that  their  sins  were 
washed  away  by  the  blood  of  Jesus.  Their  funerals  were  numer- 
ously  attended  by  their  fellow-patients.  We  have  been  struck  with 
the  remarkable  circumstance  that,  whereas  among  the  chronic 
patients  the  remains  of  those  who  have  died  in  the  Lord  are  always 
followed  to  the  grave  by  the  larger  number,  among  the  lepers  the 
opposite  is  the  case,  the  most  open  and  hardened  sinner  attracting  the 
longer  procession :  we  are  at  a  loss  to  Account  for  this  fsLct 

February, — Ou  the  23rd  we  partook  of  the  Holy  Communion, 
with  a  small  company  of  four  communicants,  and  had  a  blessed 
enjoyment.  There  was  something  sad  in  the  thought,  that  it  was 
the  last  time  that  we  should  partake  of  the  Lord*s  Supper  with 
those  who  have  so  long  been  iu  our  charge,  but  we  trust  that  they 
and  we  may  all  be  preserved  in  the  fold  of  the  True  Shepherd,  until 
we  meet  at  the  marriage- sup  per  of  the  Lamb. 

March.'-The  last  month  of  our  stay  here  was  occupied  in  winding 
up  our  affairs,  which  kept  us  busy  in  the  time  we  could  spare  from 
our  daily  visits  to  the  patients.  We  were  greatly  surprised,  but  not 
less  delighted  and  thankful  to  receive  a  very  valuable  testimonial  in 
the  shape  of  a  most  beautiful  Bible,  which  was  presented  to  us 
along  with  an  address  by  a  deputation  headed  by  the  Doctor,  ou 
behalf  of  many  who  had  subscribed  towards  it.  This  token  of 
esteem  and  goodwill,  and  acknowledgment  of  our  poor  services  in  a 
position  which  was  in  many  respects  a  trying  one,  was  truly  touching 
to  us.  In  the  last  days  of  our  stay  we  received  many  tokens  of 
kindness  from  the  Doctor.  A.nd  now  we  heartily  commend  this 
work  among  the  poor  patients  in  Bobben  Island,  as  well  as  all  the 
patients  and  the  officials  connected  with  the  institution  to  our  gra- 
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cious  Saviour.  May  He  pardon  all  that  we  have  done  amiss,  make 
good  all  our  shortcomings,  aod  pour  out  on  all  HJs  abundant  blesa- 
ing.  May  He,  the  Sun  of  Eighteousness,  shine  forth  brightly  wiUi 
healing  in  His  beams,  aud  fill  the  hearts  of  those  who  are  in  dark- 
ness with  the  light  of  life.  May  He  be  the  continued  strength  and 
comfort  of  those  poor  dying  sufferers,  and  enable  them  by  faith  to 
look  forward  to  the  glorious  resurrection,  aud  the  joys  of  heaven, 
where  God  shall  wipe  away  all  tears  from  their  eyes. 


Extracts  qf  the  Diabt  qf  'Ehm^from  Juhf  to  December^  1867. 

July  26/A. — An  aged  communicant  member,  A.N.,  departed  this 
life,  who  had  enjoyed  wonderfully  robust  health  aU  his  life,  and 
attained  the  great  age  of  almost  95  years,  retaining  his  mental 
powers  in  full  vigour  to  the  end.  His  skiD  in  the  use  of  herbs  made 
him  quite  famous  among  the  farmers  round  about,  and  his  services 
as  doctor  will  be  greatly  missed  by  them.  He  was  well  acquainted 
with  the  Bible,  and  had  in  his  memory  a  great  store  of  hymns,  and 
made  a  good  use  of  his  knowledge  in  order  to  do  something  for  the 
extension  of  our  Saviour's  kingdom.  In  his  last  days  his  faith  was  not 
a  little  tried  by  a  variety  of  doubts,  but  he  clung  to  our  Saviour,  and 
died  with  the  eye  of  faith  resting  on  the  Cross  on  Calvary. 

September  Mh, — A  tiger  (or  rather  a  panther)  was  shot  at  a  little 
distance  from  this  place,  and  therewith  an  end  was  put  to  the  rav- 
ages which  had  been  carried  on  in  the  flocks  for  some  time  back. 
One  farmer  had  lost  67  sheep  in  one  night,  all  being  found  with  their 
throat  bitten  open  and  the  blood  sucked  out.  The  animal  we  shot 
was  a  fine  male,  but  there  must  have  been  several  engaged  in  the 
work  of  slaughter. 

2*701, — Our  school  examinations  were  held,  at  which  the  magis- 
trate from  Bredesdorp,  Mr.  H.,  was  present.  The  number  of 
scholars  present  was  small,  but  they  showed  very  fair  results  of  their 
application.  Mr.  H.  gave  four  Bibles  as  rewards  to  those  who  had 
distinguished  themselves  by  diligence  and  regularity  in  attendance. 

October  \st,  — The  examination  of  the  infant  school  gave  us  great 
pleasure.  The  little  ones  read  very  nicely,  and  answered  questions, 
in  Bible  History  especially,  very  well. 

27M. — Br.  Muller  went  to  Ostrich  Bay  to  preach  to  the  fishermen 
residing  there.  Since  then  it  has  been  resolved  to  renew  the  effort 
to  establish  a  school  on  the  spot,  towards  which  Government  offers 
aid  to  the  amount  of  £30  per  annum.  Up  to  the  present  time  the 
owner  of  the  property  has  withheld  his  consent,  so  that  no  steps 
have  been  taken. 

As  regards  externals,  our  people  have  been  in  much  better  circum- 
stances this  year  than  for  some  time  back  ;  the  harvest  has  proved 
abundant,  and  bread  is  again  cheap :  but  years  i^  ill  elapse  before  the 
people  will  recover  from  the  heavy  losses  sustained  in  the  last  two 
or  three  years.  Our  exhortations  to  help  in  supporting  the  mis- 
sionary work  have  been  received  with  indifference  or  opposition, 
very  few  having  expressed  Iheir  willingness  to  contribute.  The 
idea  u  new  to  them,  and  we  hope  to  see  improvement  in  this  respect 
after  a  while. 
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ExTBAOTB  of  Br.  Mkissel's  Diabt. 

January  12M.  —There  was  a  great  sound  of  walling  in  the  camp 
this  evening  about  a  woman  who  had  been  murdered,  as  far  as  we 
could  learn.  The  blacks  seem  to  be  very  particular  in  observing 
mourning  ceremonies  for  the  dead :  whenever  a  native  comes  to  the 
camp  firom  another  place,  where  a  death  has  recently  taken  place,  he 
at  once  gives  information  of  the  fact,  and  all  join  in  a  curious  howl, 
which  sounds  terrible  in  the  stillness  of  the  night,  and  is  repeated 
for  several  evenings  in  succession,  the  relatives  of  the  dead  smearing 
their  bodies  with  chalk.  K  you  ask  the  cause  of  their  mourning 
you  receive  no  reply  at  all,  or  a  very  unintelligible  one.  The  name  of 
the  deceased  is  never  mentioned  again,  hence  the  language  is  under- 
going continual  changes.  For  instance,  a  man  named  "  Water " 
died,  and  the  natives  had  at  once  to  invent  and  adopt  a  new  word 
for  water.  At  a  service  with  the  blacks  at  Point  Macleay,  I  gave  out 
the  verse  commencing  thus :  "  Jesus,  Q-od's  and  David's  Son,"  and 
was  surprised  that  scarcely  anyone  joined  in  the  singing,  quite  con*- 
trary  to  their  usual  custom,  as  they  generally  delight  in  singing. 
Subsequently,  I  heard  that  a  boy  of  the  name  of  David  had  recently 
died,  and  they  would  not  pronounce  his  name.  It  is  said  that  some 
blacks  think  the  evil  spirit  which  killed  the  deceased  person  will  also 
kill  those  who  mention  his  name.  In  Gippsland  and  on  the  Murray  the 
blacks  wound  themselves  with  sharp  instruments  in  their  moummg. 

ISth. — Was  called  to  see  a  woman  who  had  been  bitten  by  a 
venomous  serpent.  On  reaching  the  camp  there  was  a  scene  calcu- 
lated to  inspire  with  no  little  fear,  so  that  even  the  policeman  who 
accompanied  me  hesitated  to  advance.  The  men  were  standing  with 
their  wooden  swords,  five  or  six  feet  long,  ready  for  conflict ;  indeed, 
some  were  already  fighting,  while  all  screamed  at  the  top  of  their 
voices :  the  women  were  performing  superstitious  rites  and  dances, 
and  also  singing  round  the  poor  patient.  The  noise  was  deafening 
as  we  approached  the  place  where  the  woman  lay,  and  all  I  could  do 
was  merely  to  try  by  medicine  to  reduce  the  high  fever  in  which  we 
found  her.  The  natives  had  made  incisions  above  the  bitten  spot 
and  sucked  blood  out. 

14^7*.— The  woman  I  visited  yesterday  is  better  to-day;  the  fever 
has  gone,  and  she  at  once  recognised  me.  Our  scholars  number 
thirty,  and  some  are  beginning  to  read  short  syllables. 

2l8t — 107°  in  the  hut,  150  in  the  sun.  The  Lutheran  mission- 
aries returning  to  their  post  are  detained  about  100  miles  from  here, 
and  have  sent  to  solicit  aid.  Of  their  thirteen  horses  they  have  lost 
two,  and  the  rest  are  quite  useless  except  four.  Br.  Walder  went 
to  their  assistance  with  seven  horses  and  a  native  man.  The  mis- 
sionary party  numbers  five  men,  the  wives  of  three  of  these,  and 
two  boys.  They  had  left  a  large  portion  of  their  effects  about  half 
way  between  here  and  Adelaide. 

February  Sth, — Br.  Walder  experienced  a  providential  preserva- 
tion from  the  bite  of  a  venomous  t<erpent,  which  he  found  twisting 
about  on  the  ground  close  to  his  uncovered  feet,  while  he  was  en- 
gaged in  writing  in  our  hut. 
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12M.— Our  pupils  are  now  only  six  in  number,  but  thej  make 
fair  progress ;  they  are  able  to  read  short  sentences  witb  words  of 
two  or  three  letters,  can  count  up  to  one  hundred,  know  all  the  figures 
on  some  twelve  biD^jal  pictures,  and  can  tell  several  incidents  from 
our  Saviour's  life.  They  have  very  fair  voices  for  singing,  but  their 
ear  for  harmony  is,  of  course,  quite  untrained,  so  that  the  vocal 

Eerformances  are  very  poor.     One  of  our  pupils  stole  three  shirts, 
ut  we  recovered  them  agaiu. 

ISlh. — More  pupils  came  to  school,  among  them  two  boys  from 
the  Perigundi  tribe :  they  care  chiefly  for  the  food  they  receive,  and  we 
do  not  begrudge  it  them,  only  that  the  work  of  cooking  for  so  many 
is  a  serious  addition  to  our  daily  duties. 

March  11th. — Our  scholars  can  sing  one  verse  tolerably  well, 
and  they  like  to  be  taught  by  means  of  the  biblical  pictures.  The 
only  adult  pupil  we  have  is  the  most  helpless  of  all ;  although  a  good 
hand  at  work,  and  formerlv  the  chief  jester  in  the  camp,  he  distin- 
guishes himself  in  school  by  his  excessive  dulness :  in  spite  of  all 
our  endeavours  he  does  not  know  three  letters  of  the  alphabet. 
Our  Hermansburg  neighbours  are  suffering  a  good  deal  in  one  way 
or  another  in  consequence  of  the  climate,  or  the  water ;  some  of 
them  have  been  confined  to  bed.  We  have  great  cause  to  thank  the 
Lord  for  the  mercies  we  are  continually  receiving  at  His  hand  ;  our 
iiealth  continues,  on  the  whole,  good,,  and  our  building  operations 
Advance  as  rapidly  as  we  could  expect  with  the  sultry  heat  we  have  day 
after  day,  which  seems  to  make  labour  of  any  kind  almost  impossible. 

16M. — The  water  in  the  lake  is  rapidly  falling,  and  settlers  with 
their  cattle-herds,  as  well  as  blacks  from  far  and  near,  congregate  on 
the  shores,  as  there  seems  scarcely  any  water  to  be  had  elsewhere 
for  many  miles.  There  are  continual  disturbances  between  the 
blacks  and  the  settlers,  the  latter  punishing  the  former  for  killing  and 
eating  their  cattle  and  sheep  :  it  is  said  that  several  natives  who  were 
caught  in  the  act  were  killed  by  the  police. 

23r</. — Our  neighbour,  Mr.  Mihier,  has  made  us  a  valuable  pre- 
sent in  the  shape  of  66  sheep.  Our  pupils  are  doing  very  fairly  as 
far  as  learning  is  concerned,  especially  in  Bible  history ;  but  their 
stealing  propensities  seem  quite  irresistible.  To-day  they  were 
twice  found  purloining  from  our  bread-stores,  though  they  had  only 
recently  enjoyed  a  good  meal. 

May  12ih, — Hostilities  have  again  commenced  at  Lake  Hope 
between  the  natives  and  the  settlers.  At  Kilalpanina  our  kind  friend 
Mrs.  Milner  is  rapidly  sinking,  and  sufiering  much  from  dropsy. 
Here  at  Kopperamanna  we  have  been  busily  engaged  in  lining  a  well 
which  we  have  recently  made  with  brickwork.  This  has  become 
necessary  owing  to  the  rapid  fall  of  the  water  and  its  increasingly 
salty  taste.  The  lake  reacned  to  a  few  yards  from  our  door  when 
we  came  here,  now  the  water  is  at  least  260  yards  away  from  us,  and 
so  impregnated  with  salt  as  to  be  quite  useless  for  drinking  purposes. 

Uth. — An  aged  native  woman  died  in  tlie  night,  whom  one  of  the 
policeman  had  provided  with  a  powerful  dose  of  medicine  before  she 
came  to  ask  me  for  medicine.  She  was  buried  early  in  the  morning, 
and — horrible  to  relate — has  since  been  partially  devoured  by  her 
countrymen.     A  policeman,  suspecting   their  intention,  remained 
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on  the  spot  so  Ions  that  he  concluded  they  had   &;iven   up   the 
plan,  hut  a  native  told  him  afterwards  that  they  had  disinterred  the 
corpse  as  soon  as  he  had  turned  his  hack  on  them,  aod  had  had 
their  feast.  The  man  said,  that  if  they  did  not  eat  the  flesh  of  the  dead 
they  would  soon  forget  their  deceased  friends.    Of  course,  witchcraft 
was  considered  to  be  the  cause  of  this  death,  and  efforts  were  at  once 
made  to  find  out  who  had  been  the  sorcerer.  The  bearers  of  the  corpse 
halted  at  the  grave,  which  had  been  dug  about  400  yards  from  the 
camp,  and  kndlt  down  with  their  faces  towards  the  south,  the  corpse 
still  on  their  heads.     A  near  female  relative  of  the  deceased  was 
placed  in  the  same  attitude  in  front.     Thereupon,  another  relative 
for  the  space  of  about  half  an  hour  ejaculated  questions  with  great 
energy  :  •'  Who  is  the  sorcerer  ?  Who  has  done  this  ?  Where  is  he  ? 
To  what  tribe  does  be  belong?   When  did  he  do  it,"  <fcc.  &c.     The 
female  mourner  has  to  reply  to  these  questions.     One  of  the  last 
was  this  query :  **  By  what  means  was  the  bewitchery  accomplished  ?" 
Answer :  **  By  a  bone !  " — whereupon  all  present  took  up  the  answer 
in  a  loud  and  a  dismal  chorus.     They  fancy  that  a  person's  enemy 
manages  to  procure  the  bone  of  a  man  (or  a  kangaroo  in  the  south), 
which  he  buries,  and  takes  out  again  every  night  to  bum  away  a 
piece,  thinking  all  the  time  of  the  death  of  the  individual  he  wishes 
to  kill,  until  it  is  done.     K  the  person  does  not  become  ill,  it  is 
attributed  to  counter-operations  carried  on  by  some  one  else.     The 
individual  indicated  by  the  woman  at  the  grave  as  the  murderer  of  the 
deceased  is  pursued  by  the  relatives  and  killed,  as  opportunity  may 
offer,  often  without  his  knowing  at  all  that  he  is  suspected.     As  far  as 
I  can  judge,  there  are  among  the  natives  at  least  12  deaths  for  one 
birth,  and  I  think  this  estimate  is  too  low  rather  than  the  contrary. 
27th, — Br.  Walder  rode  to  Ealalpanina  to  conduct  the  funeral  of 
Mrs.  Milner,  whom  1  found  already  dead  when  I  rode  over  yesterday 
on  a  hasty  summons.     She  died  trusting  in  Jesus  as  her  Saviour.

L  Bbethbkn's  Society  pob  the  Fubthebanoe  of  the  Gospel 
JLTAOISQ  THE  Hejlthek. — The  first  half-yearly  meeting  of  the  Society 
for  the  present  year  (1868)  was  held  on  tne  10th  of  June,  in  the 
Brethren's  Chapel  in  Fetter  Lane.  The  attendance  was  not  large, 
but  included  several  old  and  warm  friends  of  the  Society  and  the  mis- 
sion cause.     The  London  Association  was,  as  usual,  well  represented. 

After  prayer  by  Br.  Hass4,  the  minister  of  the  congregation,  the 
objects  of  the  meeting  were  stated,  and  the  usual  information  respect- 
ing Labrador  was  communicated.  The  only  one  of  the  intejiding 
passengers  by  the  Harmony  who  was  present  was  Br.  J.  O'Hara,  who 
18  called  to  attend  particularly  to  the  European  settlers  and  their 
half-caste  families;  Much  interest  was  excited  by  the  statement  of 
these  facts,  and  Br.  O'Hara  was  assured  of  the  good  wishes  of  the 
meeting.  It  was  also  called  to  mind,  with  deep  thankfulness  to  the 
Lord,  that  the  approaching  voyage  of  the  Harmony  will  be  the  ninety- 
ninth  performed  by  ships  in  the  service  of  the  Labrador  mission, 
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reckoning  as  the  first  the  exploratory  voyage  p^rfonned  by  the  Bra. 
Drachart,  Haven,  and  others  in  1770. 

Some  particulars  were  likewise  given  respecting  the  missions  in 
Australia  and  South  Africa.  It  was  heard  with  regret  that  the  mis- 
sion to  the  interior  of  the  former  region  will  have  to  be  abandoned 
in  consequence  of  the  failure  of  support  in  the  colony.  Respecting 
the  difficulties  connected  with  missionary  work  in  South  Africa, 
some  interesting  fects  of  his  own  observation  were  communicated 
by  A.  Steedman,  Esq.  The  work  and  all  engaged  in  it  were  com- 
mended to  the  Lord  in  fervent  prayer  by  the  Kev.  T.  P.  Mooney, 
B.A.,  of  the  London  Association,  and  the  proceedings  closed  as  usual 
with  the  singing  of  the  doxology  in  the  Brethren's  liturgy. 

II.  The  Haemont  had  a  rapid  and  prosperous  voyage  as  far  as 
Strom ness,  where  she  arrived  on  the  28rd  of  June.  She  left  thia 
spot  for  Hopedale  on  the  2nd  of  July. 

III.  Peovincial  STNt^DS. — Preparatory  to  the  General  Synod, 
which  is  to  be  held  (D.V.)  at  Herrnhut  in  the  year  1869,  Synods 
were  held  last  year  in  the  Northern  and  Southern  sections  of  the 
American  Province  of  the  Unity,  and  during  the  past  few  weeks 
similar  gatherings  have  been  held  of  the  representatives  of  the 
Continental  and  the  British  Province.  The  Continental  Provincial 
Svnod  met  at  Herrnhut  from  June  3rd  to  July  21st ;  the  British  at 
Fulneck,  in  Yorkshire,  froni  the  16th  to  the  29th  of  July.  May 
the  great  Head  of  the  Church  grant  His  blessing  on  the  carrying 
out  of  the  various  plans  adopted  by  the  Synod,  which  have  for  their 
object,  directly  or  indirectly,  the  advancement  of  our  Saviour's 
kingdom  upon  the  earth.
